A  A  R 

A  AH  SENS  (FRANCIS)  lord  of 
Someldyck  andSpyck,  one  of 
the  greatest  ministers   for   negocia- 
tion   that   the   United  Provinces  of 
Holland  have  at  any  time  possessed. 
lie  was    the    first  person  ever   re- 
cognized as    Dutch   ambassador   by 
the  French  court :  the  first  of  three 
extraordinary  ambassadors   sent    to 
England  in  1620;   and  the  second 
in  16.}!,   who  were  to  treat  about 
the    marriage    of  prince   William, 
son    to   tlie    prince    of   Orange. — 
Aarsens  died  in   an  advanced  age; 
and  left  behind   him  very  accurate 
and  judicious  memoirs  of  all  the  em- 
bassies in  which  he  was  employed. 
AARSENS,orAERSENS(PETER) 
called   by  the  Italians  Pietro  Longo, 
from  his  tallness,  a  celebrated  paint- 
er,  born   at  Amsterdam   in    1519. 
He    excelled    very    particularly    in 
pointing  a   kitchen:  but   an  altar- 
piece  of  his,  viz.  a  crucifix,  repre- 
jriitin"  an  executioner  breaking  with 
ari  iron  bar  the  legs  of  the  thieves, 
&c.  was  prodigiously  admired.    This 
nobli   picre   was  destroyed   by  the 
rabble  in  the  time  of  the   insurrec- 
tion,   1,366.     He  afterwards  ,corry 
plained  of  this  to   the  popular,  i <i 
terms  of    sueh   severity,  that  anc 
thin  once  they  were  goin^  to  mar- 
«er  rum.     He  disd  in  i  js  3- 
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AARTGEN,  or  AERTGEN",  a 
painter  of  merit,  born  at  Leyden  in 
149^.  It  was  a  custom  with  this 
painter  never  to  work  on  Monday-, 
but  to  devote  that  day  with  his  di:-- 
ciples  to  the  bottle.  He  used  to  strol! 
about  the  streets  in  the  night,  playing 
on  the  German  flute;  and  in  one  of 
those  frolics  was  drowned  in  1564. 

ABBADIE  (JAMES)  an  eminent 
Protestant  divine,  and  dean  of  Ki!- 
laloe,  born  at  Hay,  in  Berne,  in  the 
year  1658,  died  in  the  parish  of 
Mary-le-bonne,  in  London,  1727.-— 
The  chief  of  this  author's  works 
were,  "  Traite  de  la  verite  de  la 
Religion  Chretienne  ;  Rotterdam, 
163 q."  This  has  gone  through'  se- 
veral editions,  and  is  perhaps  the 
best  book  ever  publiihed  on  that 
subject.— "  Histoire  de  la  conspi- 
ration  derniere  d'Angleterre,  &c. 
Londres,  1696."  This  piece  was 
written  by  order  of  King  William 
III.  and  the  materials  were  furnish- 
ed by  the  earl  of  Portland,  and  sir 
William  Trumball,  secretary  of 
state.  Besides  these,  he  published 
many  other  pieces,  which  met  with 
general  approbation. 

A£«OT  (GEORGE)   irchbishoa 

of  Canterbury,  born  1562%  at'Guilil- 

ford,     in     Surry.      In     1604     that 

translation  of  the  Bible  now  in  use 
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was  begun  by  the  direction  of  king 
James:  and  Dr.  Abbot  was  the  seconc 
ofeight  divines  of  Oxford,  to  whom 
the  care  of  translating  the  whole 
Kew  Testament  (excepting the  Epis- 
tles) was  committed.  On  April  5, 
1619,  sir  Nicholas  Kempe  laid  the 
first  stone  of  the  hospital  at  Guild- 
ford.  The  archbishop,  who  was 
pi  esent.  afterwards  endowed  it  with 
lands  to  the  value  of  300!.  per 
ann.  The  archbishop,  being  in  a 
declining  state  of  health,  used  in  the 
summer  to  go  to  Hampshire  for  the 
sake  of  recreation  ;  and  being  in- 
vited by  lord  Zouch  to  hunt  in  his 
park  at  Branzill,  he  met  there  with 
the  greatest  misfortune  that  ever  be- 
fell him  ;  for  he  accidentally  killed 
my  lord's  keeper, by  an  arrow  from 
a  cro:s-bow,  which  he  shot  at  one 
of  the  deer.  This  accident  threw 
Mm  into  a  deep  melancholy  ;  he 
ever  afterwards  kept  a  monthly 
fast  on  Tuesday,  the  day  on  '..'hich 
this  fatal  mischance  happened,  and 
settled  an  annuity  of  20!.  on  the 
•widow.  Worn  out,  however,  with 
cues  and  infirmities,  he  died  at 
Croydon,  Aug.  5,  1633. 

ABEL  (CHARLES  FREDERIC) 
whose  great  musical  ability  both  as 
composer  and  performer  was  an  ho- 
nour to  the  age  in  which  he  lived. 
Among  those  vho  are  capable  of 
discerning  the  inspiration  of  genius, 
the  subjctls  of  his  movements,  and 
the  elegant  combinations  of  his  har- 
tnony,  will  for  ever  be  attended 
•with  admiration.  His  instrumental 
pci  fcrniance,  particularly  on  the 
Viol  f'e  Gatnba,  was  much  diain- 
£ii i shed  for  its  elegance  and  fine 
feeling.  He  died,  at  London,  after 
tVi!  ec  clays'1  sleep,  pii  the  2Oth  J.une 
1787.  '  l€c 

ABEI  ARD  (PE1  ER)  one  of  tlu 
inott  celebrated  Joftots  of  the  i  ath 
scruury,  bora  in  the  village  of  fa.- 
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lais,  in  Brittany.     That   lie   might 
enjoy    all    the    sweets    of  life,    lie 
thought    it    necessary     to     have,  a 
mistress,  and   accordingly  fixed  his 
affeclions     on    Heloise,    a    canon's 
niece,  at  Paris.     He  boarded  in  this 
canon's    house,    whose    name    was 
Fulbert  ;  where,  pretending  to  teach 
the    young    lady   the    sciences,    he 
soon  made  love  to  his  scholar,  and 
employed  more  time  in  kissing  and 
toying,  than  in  teaching  her.      Abe- 
lard  now  performed  his  public  func- 
tions very  coldly,  and  wrote  nothing 
but   amorous  verses.     Heloise    be- 
coming pregnant,  Abclard  sent  her 
to  a  sister  of  his  in  Britanny,  where 
she   was    delivered  of  a  son.     To 
soften  the  canon's  anger   he  offered 
to    marry   Heloise    privately  ;    Ful- 
bert, however,    was  better   pleased 
with  this   proposal   than  his  niece, 
who,  from  a  strange  singularity  in 
her  passion,  chose  rather  to  be  the 
mistress  than  the  wife  of  Abelard, 
At  length,  however,  she  consented 
to   a  private    marriage  ;   but,    even 
after  this,  would,  on  some  occasions, 
affirm  with  an  oath,   that  she  was 
still  unmarried.    Ker  husband  there- 
upon sent  her  to  the    monastery  of 
Argenteuil  ;   where,    at  his  desire, 
she  put  on  a  religious  habit,   but 
not    a    veil.      Keloise's     relations, 
looking  upon  this  as  a  second  piece 
of  treachery  in  Abelard,  were  trans- 
ported to   such  a  degree  of  resent- 
mint,  that  they  hired  ruffians,  who, 
brcing  into   his  chamber  by  night, 
deprived     him     of     his    manhood. 
This    infamous    treatment     forced 
Abelard   to   a  cloister,   to   conceal 
lis  confusion  ;    and    he   put  on  the 
labit    in    the   abbey   of    St.    Denis. 
ie   afterwards    retired    to    a    soli- 
.  .'1     -n  the  diocese  of  Troyes  ;   and 
tvhere    built   an   oratory,  which    he 
liamcd  the  Paraclete  :    where  great 
numbers  of  pupils  resorted  to  him. 
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Here  again  his  success  excited  that 
envy  by  which  he  had  through  life 
been  persecuted  ;  and  having  been 
several  times  in  danger  of  his  life, 
by  poison  and  other  artifices,  he 
was  at  length  received  by  Feur 
the  Venerable  into  his  abbey  of 
Clugrii  ;  in  which  sar,£luary  Abe- 
lard  was  treated  with  the  utmo  t 
humanity  and  tenderness.  Atlength, 
being  grown  infirrn  from  the  preva- 
lence of  the  scurvy  and  other  dis- 
orders, ke  was  removed  to  the  pri- 
ory of  St.  Marcellus,  on  the  Saon, 
near  Chalons,  where  he  died,  April 
21,  1142,  in  the  63d  year  of 
his  age.  -His  corpse  was  sent  to 
Heloise,  who  deposited  it  in  the 
Paraclete. 

ABELL  (JOHN)  an  English  mu- 
sician in  the  chapel  royal  of  Charles 
II.  celebrated  for  a  fine  counter- 
tenor voice,  and  for  his  skill  on  the 
lute.  Abell  continued  in  the  cha- 
pel till  the  Revolution,  when  he  was 
discharged  as  being  a  Papist.  Upon 
this  he  went  abroad,  and  at  Warsaw 
met  with  a  very  extraordinary  ad- 
venture. He  was  sent  for  to  court  • 
but  evading  to  go  by  some  slight 
excuse,  was  commanded  to  attend. 
At  the  pahce  he  was  seated  in  a 
chair,  in  the  middle  of  ^  spacious 
hall,  and  suddenly  drawn  up  to  a 
great  height  ;  when  the  king,  with 
his  attendants,  appeared  in  a  Cillery 
opposite  to  him.  At  the  same  in- 
stant a  numbtr  of  wild  bears  were 
turned  in;  when  the  kint;  bid  him 
choose  whether  he  would  sing  or  b: 
let  down  among  the  bears.  Abell 
chose  to  sing  ;  and  declared  after- 
\vards,  that  he  never  sung  so  well 
in  his  life. 

ABERNETHY  (JOHN)  au  emi- 
nent dissenting  minister  in  Ireland, 
born  1680;  died  at  Dublin  1740. 
*— His  best  esteemed  works  are  a  set 
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of  sermon?   on   the  "  Divine    and 
Moral  Attributes." 

ABSTEM1US  (LAURENTIUS) 
an  Italian  writer,  born  at  Macerata, 
in  La  Marrade  Ancona,  who  devot- 
ed himself  early  to  the  study  of  po- 
Jite  literature.  He  published,  under 
the  pontificate  of  Alexander  VI.  3 
treatise, entitled  "  Hecatomythiuin," 
from  its  containing  100  fables, 
which  have  been  often  printed 
with  those  of  /Esop,  P.:s.lru.-,  Ga- 
brius,  Avienus,  &.c.  He  has  these 
ancient  mythoiogists  generally  in 
view,  but  does  not  always  striclly 
follow  their  manner:  sometimes 
intermixing  his  fible  with  a  merry 
s'ory,  an;l  now  and  then  somewhat 
satyrical  upon  the  clergy. 

ABU  LFARAG1US  (GREGORY) 
son  to  Aaron  a  physician,  born  in 
1226,  in  the  city  of  Mal.itia,  near 
the  source  of  the  Euphrates  in  Ar- 
menia. He  wrote  in  Arabic  a  hi'- 
tory  which  does  honour  to  his  me- 
mory ;  it  is  divided  into  dynasties, 
consists  often  parts,  and  is  an  epi- 
tome of  univer-al  history  from  the 
creation  of  the  world  to  his  own 
time. 

ACCIUS(LUCIUS)  a  Latin  tragic 
poet,  the  son  of  a  freed-man,born  in 
the  year  of  Ro  r.e  583.  Accius 
did  not  however  cjnfine  himself  to 
dramatic  writing  ;  for  he  left  other 
productions ;  particularly  his 
"  Annals,"  mentioned  by  M.icro- 
bius,  Priscian,  Festus,  and  Xoniim 
M  irccllus.  Accius  was  so  much 
esteemed  by  the  public,  that  a  co- 
median was  punished  for  only  men- 
tioning his  name  on  the  stage. 

ACONTIUS  (JAMES)  a  famous 
philosopher,  civilian,  and  divine, 
born  at  Trent  in  the  i  6th  century. 
He  embraced  the  Protestant  reli- 
gion ;  and  "oing  over  to  England  in 
the  reign  of  Eli^beth,  met  witk  » 
5  a 
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very  friendly  reception  from  that ! 
piincess.  as  he  himself  has  testified 
in  a  work  dedicated  to  her.  This 
uoik  is  his  celebrated  Collection 
of  the  "  Stratagems  of  Satan," 
vhich  has  been  often  translated, 
-)!id  gone  through  many  different 
impressions. 

ACROPOLITA  (GEORGE)  one 
ef  the  writers  in  the  Byzantine  His- 
tory.bornat  Constantinople,  1220. 
in  his  2  ist  year,  he  maintained  a 
learned  dispute  with  Nicholas  the 
physician,  concerning  the  eclipse  of 
the  sun,  before  the  emperor  John. 
Gregory  Cyprian,  patriarch  of  Con- 
stantinople, in  his  encomium  upon 
him,  prefixed  to  Acropolita's  histo- 
ry, is  perhaps  somewhat  extrava- 
gant in  his  praise,  when  he  says  he 
was  equal  to  Aristotle  in  philoso- 
phy, and  to  Plato  in  the  knowledge 
of  'divine  things  and  Attic  elo- 
quence. 

ADAM  (MELCHIQR)  refior  of 
a  college  at  Heidelberg,  where  he 
published  "  Lives  of  Illustiious 
Men"  in  four  volumes,  and  died 
about  1625. 

ADAM  (ROBERT)  architea, 
•was  born  in  1728,  at  Kirkaldy,  in 
Fifeshire,  and  received  his  education 
at  the  university  of  Edinburgh.  Af- 
ter his  return  from  a  visit  to  Italy, 
Mr.  Adam  was  appointed  architect 
tc  his  majesty,  in  the  year  1762  ; 
which  office,  being  incompatible 
with  a  seat  in  parliament,  he  re- 
signed  in  1768,  on  his  being  elected 
to  represent  the  county  of  Kinross. 
Jvlr.  Adam  produced  a  total  change 
in  tlte  architecture  of  this  country; 
and  his  fertile  genius  in  elegant  or- 
nament was  not  confined  to  the  de- 
coration of  buildings,  but  has  been 
diffused  into  almost  every  branch  of 
manufacture.  At  the  time  of  his 
death,  March  3,  1792,  the  new  uni 
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versify  of  Edinburgh,  and  othw 
great  public  works,  both  in  that 
city  and  in  Glasgow,  were  erecting 
froirj  his  designs,  and  under  his  dt- 
reflion.  To  the  last  period  of  his 
life,  Mr.  Adam  displayed  an  in- 
creasing vigour  of  genius  and  re- 
finement of  taste  ;  for,  in  the  space 
of  one  year  preceding  his  death,  he 
designed  eight  great  public  works, 
beside  05  private  buildings,  so  vari- 
ous in  their  style,  and  so  beautif-ul  in 
their  composition,  that  they  have 
been  allowed  by  the  best  judges,  suf- 
ficient of  themselves  to  establish  his 
fame  unrivalled  as  an  artist-.  His 
death  was  occasioned  by  the  break- 
ing of  a  blood-vessel  in  his  sto- 
mach, and  his  remains  were  inter- 
red in  the  south  side  of  Westmin- 
ster Abbey. 

ADAM  (JAMES)  architect,  bra- 
ther  of  the  foregoing,  died  Oct.  yo, 
1794.  Before  the  reform  of  the 
Board  of  Works,  by  Mr.  Burke's 
bill,  Mr.  Adam  held  tbc  office  of 
architect  to  his  majesty.  The  Adel- 
phi  buildings  and  Portland-place  ar« 
monuments  of  his  taste  and  abili- 
ties in  his  profession. 

ADAMSON  (PATRICK)  arch- 
bishop of  St.  Andrew's,  born  at 
Perth  1543.  in  the  year  1566, 
he  set  out  for  Paris,  as  tutor  to  a 
young  gentleman,  where  he  stayed 
some  months,  and  then  retired  to 
Bourges.  He  was  in  this  city 
during  the  massacre  at  Paris  ;  and 
livsd  conceale.d  for  seven  months  at 
a  public  house,  the  master  of  which, 
upwards  of  70  years  of  age,  was 
thrown  from  the  top  thereof,  and 
had  his  brains  dashed  out,  for  his 
charity  to  heretics.  In  1573,  he 
returned  to  Scotland.  The  earl  of 
Moreton,  then  regent,  on  the 
death  of  bishop  Douglas,  pro- 
moted him  to  the  archiepiscO' 
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pal  see  of  St.  Andrew's.     He  died" 


ADDISON  (JOSEPH)  born  May 
1,  1672,  at  Milston,  near  Ambres- 
bury,  Wiltshire,  of  which  place 
his  father  was  reclor.  He  received 
the  firit  rudiments  of  his  education 
there  under  the  reverend  Mr.  Nash; 
but  was  removed  to  Salisbury,  under 
the  care  of  Mr.  Taylor  ;  and  soon 
after  to  the  Charter-house,  where 
he  studied  under  Dr.  Ellis,  and 
contracted  that  intimacy  with  sir 
Richard  Steele,  which  their  joint 
labours  have  so  effectually  recorded. 
I  -1  1687  he  was  entered  of  Queen's 
College,  Oxford,  where,  in  1689, 
the  accidental  perusal  of  some  La- 
tin verses  gained  him  the  patio- 
nage  of  Dr.  Lancaster,  by  whose 
recommendation  he  was  elcttea  into 
Magdalen  College  as  Demy.  Kere 
he  took  the  degree  of  M.  A.  Fth. 
14,  1693;  continued  to  cultivate 
poetry  and  criticism,  and  grew  first 
eminent  by  his  Latin  compositions, 
which  are  entitled  to  particular 
prai-e.  In  1695  he  wrote  a  poem 
to  king  William,  with  a  kind  of 
rhyming  introduftion  addressed  to 
lord  Somers.  In  1697  he  wrote 
his  poem  on  the  peace  of  Ryswick, 
which  he  cledicatc-J  to  Montague, 
and  which  was  called  by  Smith, 
"  the  best  Latin  poem  since  the 
jEneid."  Having  yet  no  public 
employment,  he  obtained  in  i  699  a 
pension  of  300!.  a  year,  that  he 
might  be  ena!  led  to  travel.  While 
he  was  travelling  at  leisure  in  Italy, 
he  was  far  from  being  Kile  ;  for  he 
ret  only  collected  his  observations 
on  the  country,  but  found  time  to 
write  his  Dialogues  on  Medals. 
Here  also  he  wrote  the  Letter  to  Lord 
Halifax,  which  is  justly  considered 
as  the  most  elegant,  if  not  the  most 
sublime,  of  his  poetical  productions. 
At  his  return  he  pi/bliiheu  his  Tra- 
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i'e!s,  with  a  dedication  to  Lord  So  • 
:rjers.      This  book,  though   a  while 
neglected,   is  said  in  time    to    have 
become  so   much   the  favourite   of 
the    public,  that    before   it  was  re- 
printed  it  rose   to    five    times    its 
price.     The  victory  at  Blenheim  in 
1 7  c  4  spread  triumph  and  confidence 
over  the    nation  ;   and   lord  Godol- 
•Mii.n,  lamenting  to  lord  Halifax  that 
it  had  not  been  celebrated  in  a  injn- 
;ier    equal    to    the   subjefl,    desired 
him    to   propose   it  to  some   better 
poet.       Halifax    named    Addison  ; 
who,  having  undertaken  the  work, 
communicated   it   to   the  treasurer, 
while  it  was   yet  advanced  no  far- 
ther than  the   simile  of  the  Angel, 
and  was  rewarded  with  the  place  of 
commissioner   of  appeals.     In  the 
following  year  he  was  at  Hanover 
with  lord  li  ilifax  ;  and  the  year  af- 
ter   was    made   under-secrctary    of 
tate.    When  the  marquis  of  Wliar- 
ton  was  appointed    lord    lieutenant 
of  Ireland,   AJdison    attended  him 
as   his    secretary,    and   was    made 
keeper  of  the  records  in  Rerming- 
licim's  Tower,  with  a  salary  of  300!. 
a  year.     \Vhen  he  was  in  office,  he 
made  a  law  to  himself,  as  Swift  has 
recorded,   never  to    remit  his  rc-gu» 
lar  fees  in    civility  to    his    friend.'. 
"  I  may  (said   he)    have  a  hundred 
friends:  and  if  myfeebetwo  guineas, 
I  shall,    by  relinquishing  my  right, 
lose    200   guineas,    and   no   friend 
gain  more  than  two,"     He  was  ir> 
Ireland    when    Steele,   without  any 
communication  of  his  design,  began 
the  publication  of  the  Tatler;   but 
he  was  not  long  concealed  :   by  in- 
serting a  remark  on  Virgil,  which 
Addison  had  given  him,    he  d:s.  co- 
vered hini'ii-If.     Steele's  first  Tat'v  r 
was  publMied  April  22,  1709, a-id 
Addison's    contribution      appeared 
May  26  — To  the  Tatler,  in   about 


two  months,   succeeded   the  Sf  CL:^> 
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tor,  a  series  of  essays  of  the  same 
kind,  but  written  with  less  levity, 
upon  a  more  regular  plan,  and 
published  daily. — The  next  year, 
1713,  in  which  Cato  came  upon 
the  stage,  was  the  grand  climafteric 
of  Addison's  reputation.  The  whole 
ration  was  at  that  time  on  fire  with 
faclion.  The  Whigs  applauded 
every  line  in  which  liberty  was 
mentioned,  as  a  satire  on  the  To- 
ries ;  and  the  Tories  echoed  every 
clap,  to  shew  that  the  satire  was  un- 
felt.  While  Cato  was  upon  the 
stage,  another  daily  paper  called  the 
Guardian  was  published  by  Steele  ; 
to  which  Addison  gave  great  assist- 
ance. The  papers  of  Addison  are 
marked  in  the  Spectator  by  one  of 
the  letters  in  the  name  of  Clio,  and 
in  the  Guardian  by  a  hand.  It  was 
not  known  that  Addison  had  tried  a 
comedy  on  the  stage,  till  Steele,  af- 
ter his  death,  declared  him  the  au- 
thor of  "  The  Drummer  ;"  this 
play  Steele  carried  to  the  theatre, 
and  afterwards  to  the  press,  and  sold 
the  copy  for  fifty  guineas.  In  the 
midst  of  these  agreeable  employ- 
ments Mr.  Addison  was  not  an  in- 
different speclater  of  public  affairs. 
-He  wrote,  as  different  exigencies 
required,  in  1707,  "  The  present 
State  of  the  War,  &c.  The  Whig 
Examiner;  and  The  Trial  of  Count 
Tariff ;"  all  which  trafls,  being  on 
temporary  topics,  expired  with  the 
subje&s  which  gave  them  birth.-— 
M  hen  the  house  of  Hanover  took 
possession  of  the  throne,  it  was  rea- 
sonable to  expeQ  that  the  zeal  of 
Addison  would  be  suitably  reward- 
ed. Before  the  arrival  of  king 
George  he  was  made  secretary  to 
the  regency,  and  was  required  by 
his  office  to  send  notice  to  Hanover 
that  the  queen  was  dead,  and  that 
the  throne  was  vacant.  -  To  do  this 
w»uld  not  have  been  difficult  to  any 
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man  but  Addison,  who  was  so  over- 
whelmed with  the  greatness  of  the 
event,  and  so  distracted  by  <  hoice 
of  expressions,  that  the  lords,  who 
could  not  wait  for  the  nirelie*  of 
criticism,  called  Mr.  Southwell, 
a  clerk  in  the  house,  and  ordered 
him  to  dispatch  the  message.  South- 
well readily  told  what  was  neces- 
sary, in  the  common  style  of  busi- 
ness, and  valued  himself  upon  hav- 
ing done  what  was  too  hard  for  Ad- 
dison. He  was  better  qualified  for 
the  Freeholder,  a  paper  which  he 
published  twice  a  week,  from  Dec. 
*3.  J7>5»  to  the  middle  of  the 
next  year.  This  was  undertaken  in 
defence  of  the  established  govern- 
ment, sometimes  with  argument^ 
sometimes  with  mirth.  In  argu- 
ment he  had  many  equals,  but  his 
humour  was  singular  and  matchless. 
On  the  sd  of  August  1716  he  mar- 
ried the  countess  dowager  of  War- 
wick, whom  he  is  said  to  have  first 
known  by  becoming  tutor  to  her  son. 
This  marriage,  however,  made  no 
•addition  to  his  happiness ;  it  neither 
found  them  nor  made  them  equal. 
She  always  remembered  her  own 
rank,  and  thought  herself  entitled 
to  treat  with  very  little  ceremony 
the  tutor  of  her  son.  The  year  af- 
tcri  '7'7>  be  rose  to  his  highest 
elevation,  being  made  secretary  of 
state  ;  but  it  is  universally  confessed 
that  he  was  unequal  to  the  duties  of 
his  place.  In  the  house  of  com. 
mons  he  could  not  speak,  and  there- 
fore was  useless  to  the  defence  of  the 
government.  In  the  office  he  rould 
not  issue  an  order  without  losing  his 
time  in  quest  of  fine  expressions. 
What  he  gained  in  rank  he  lost  in 
credit;  and,  finding  by  experience 
his  own  inability,  was  forced  to  so- 
licit his  dismission,  with  a  pension 
of  1500!.  a  year.  His  friends  pal- 
liated  this  relinquishment,  of  which 
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both  friends  and  enemies  knew  the 
trac  reason,  with  en  account  of  de- 
clining health,  and  the  necessity  of 
recess  and  quiet.      He  now  engaged 
in  a  laudable   and   excellent  work, 
viz.  a  Defence  of  the  Christian  Re- 
ligion ;  of  which  part  was  published 
after  his  death — Addison  had    for 
some  time  been  oppressed  by  short- 
ness of  breath,  which  was  now  ag- 
gravated by  a  dropsy  ;  and  finding 
his  danger  pressing,  he  prepared  to 
die    conformably  to   his    own    pre- 
cepts and  professions. — Lord  \Var- 
wick  was  a  young  man  of  very  ir- 
regular   life,  and   perhaps  of  loose 
opinions.-    Addison,  for  whom   he 
did  not  want  respecr,  had  very  dili- 
gently endeavoured  to  reclaim  him  ; 
but  his  arguments   and    expostula- 
tions  had    no    effeftj    one  experi 
ment,    however,  remained     to     be 
tried.     When  he  found  his  life  near 
its  end,  he  directed  the  young  lord 
to  be  called,  and,  when  he  desired 
with   great  tenderness  to   hear  his 
last  injunctions,  told  him,  "  1  have 
sent  for  you  to  see  how  a  Christian 
can  die."     What  effect   this  awi'ul 
scene  had  on  the  earl's  behaviour  is 
not  known :  he  died  himself  in  a 
short   time.      Having   given    direc- 
tiens  to  Mr.  Tickell  for  the  publica- 
tion   of  his  works,    and   dedicated 
them,  on  his  death-bed,  to  his  friend 
Mr.Craggs,  Adiiison  died  June  17, 
1 7  i  9,  at  Holland  House,  leaving  no 
child  but  a  daughter,  who  died  at  Bil- 
ton  in  Warwickshire,  Feb.  1797. 

ADRIAN, or  HADRIAN(PUB- 
LIUS  y£LIUS)  the  Roman  emperor, 
born  at  Rome,  Jan.  24>  in  the  year 
of  Christ  76.  He  was  a  renowned 
general  and  a  great  traveller  ;  and 
in  a  visit  to  Britain  built  a  famous 
wall  or  rampart,  extending  from 
the  mouth  of  the  Tyne  to  the  Sol- 
way  Frith,  80  miles  in  length,  to 
prevent  the  incursions  of  the  Cale- 
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lonians  into  ths  northern  con:-, ties 
of  England,  then  under  the  Roman 
government.  Adrian  was  likewise 
well  skilled  in  the  polite  arts,  and 
distinguished  as  a  writer  on  vari- 
ous subjects.  He  reigned  21  years, 
and  died  at  Baias  in  the  63d  year  of 
his  age. 

ADRIAN  IV.  (POPE)  the  only 
Englishman  that  ever  had  the  ho- 
nour of  sitting  in  the  papal  chair. 
His  name  was  Nicholas  Brekespere  ; 
he  was  born  at  Langlcy,  near  St.  Al- 
ban's,  in  Hertfordshire,  and,  after 
many  vicissitudes  of  fortune,  suc- 
ceeded to  the  popedom  in  1154. 
He  died  Sept.  i,  1159,  leaving 
some  letters  and  homilies  which  are 
still  extant. 

ADRIANI  (JOANNIBATTIS- 
TA)  born  of  a  patrician  family  at 
Florence  in  1511.  He  wrote  a  His- 
tory of  his  own  times,  in  continual 
tion  of  Guicciardini,  beginning  a- 
the  year  1536,  (a  work  executed 
with  great  judgment,  candour,  and 
accuracy)  and  died  at  Florence 
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.-EGINETA  (PAULUS)  a  native 
of  the  island  -iBgina,  whence  he  has 
his  name.  According  to  Abulfa- 
ragius,  he  flourished  in  the  seventh 
century.  His  works  are  deservedly 
famous,  and  his  knowledge  in  sur- 
gery was  very  great.  In  short,  the 
surgery  of  Paulus  has  been  the  sub- 
ject matter  of  most  of  the  treatises 
of  that  art  down  to  this  time.  His 
book  treats  professedly  of  dbtem- 
pers  incident  to  women. 

./£LFRED,orALFRED(theGreat) 
youngest  son  of  jEthelwolf  king  of 
the  West  Saxons,  was  born  in  the 
year  849,  atWannating,  or  Wan- 
ading,  which  issupposedtobeWant- 
age,  in  Berkshire.— .-Elfred  succeed- 
ed to  the  crown  on  the  death  of  his 
brother  .-Ethelred  in  the  year  87  i  ; 
and  had  scarcely  time  to  attend  the 
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funeral  of  his  brother,  before  he  was 
obliged  to  fight  for  the  crown  he  had 
So  lately  received.  A  considerable 
armyof  Danes  having  landed, march- 
ed as  far  as  Werham  ;  here  Alfred 
met  them  with  all  the  forces  he  could 
raise;  but  not  finding  himself  strong 
enough  to  engage  them,  he  conclud- 
ed a  peace,  and  the  Danes  swore  ne- 
ver to  invade  his  dominions.  In 
877,  however,  having  obtained  new 
aids,  they  came  in  such  numbers  .in- 
to Wiltshire,  that  the  Saxons,  giv- 
ing themselves  up  to  despair,  \vouid 
not  make  head  against  them  ;  many 
fled  out  of  the  kingdom,  not  a  few 
submitted,  and  the  rest  retired  every 
man  to  the  place  where  he  could  be 
best  concealed.  In  thisdistrcss,  ^El- 
fred,  conceiving  himself  no  longer 
a  king,  laid  aside  all  n:arks  of  roy- 
alty, and  took  shelter  in  the  house 
of  one  who  kept  his  catile.  He  re- 
tired afterwaidsto  the  isle  of  ;£tlie- 
lingey  in  Somersetshire,  where  he 
built  a  fort  for  the  security  of  him- 
self, his  family,  and  the  few  faith- 
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could  ;  and  upon  a  day  appointed 
there  was  to  be  a  general  rendez- 
vous at  the  great  wood  called  Sel- 
wocd.in  Wilt>hire.  Thisaffairwas 
transacted  so  secretly  and  expecli- 
tiously,  that  in  a  little  time  the 
king,  at  the  head  of  an  army,  ap- 
proached the  Danes,  before  they 
had  the  least  intelligence  of  his 
design.  Alfred,  taking  advantage 
of  the  surpi  ize  and  terror  they  were 
in,  fell  upon  them,  and  totally  de- 
feated them  at  j£thent!une,  now  Ed- 
dington. — /Elfred  enjoyed  a  pro- 
found peace  during  the  last  thice 
ye;n •.<•  of  his  reign,  which  he  chief]/ 
emploved  in  establishing  and  regu- 
lating his  government  for  the  seru- 
rity  of  himself  and  his  successors, 
a»  \\ell  as  for  the  ease  and  benefit 
of  his  subjects  in  general.  Although 
there  remain  but  few  laws  which 
can  be  positively  ascribed  to.tlfied, 
yet  to  him  we  owe  many  of  those 
advantages  which  render  our  con- 
stitution so  dear  and  valuable;  par- 
ticularly the  institution  of  trial  by 


ful  servants  wl.o  repaired  thitherto  jury.— He  is  said  by  some  to  have 
him.  "When  he  had  been  ;.bout  a 
year  in  this  retreat,  having  been  in- 
formed that  some  of  his  subjedls  had 
routed  a  great  army  of  the  Danes, 
killed  their  chiefs,  and  taken  their 
waagical  standard,  he  issued  his  let- 
ters, giving  notice  where  he  was. 
end  inviting  his  nobility  to  come 
and  consult  with  him.  Before  they 
came  to  a  final  determination,  Al- 
fred, putting  on  the  habit  of  a  harp- 
er, went  into  the  enemy's  camp  ; 
Vhere,  witbor-t  suspicion,  he  was 
every  where  admitted,  and  had  the 
honour  to  play  before  their  princes. 
Having  thus  acquired  an  exafl  know- 
ledge of  their  situation,  he  returned 
in  great  secrecy  to  his  nobilitv  . 
v.hcm  he  ordered  to  their  respcft- 
ive  homes,  there  to  draw  together 
tilth  man  as  great  a  fo;ce  as  he 


founded  :he  university  of  ..Oxford  ; 
so  much,  however,  is  certain,  that 
/Eifred  settled  and  restoied  th:-it 
university,  endowed  it  with  rt\c- 
nues,  and  placed  there  the  most  fa- 
mous professors. — "When  Alfred 
came  to  the  crown,  learning  was  at 
a  very  low  ebb  in  this  kingdom  ; 
but  by  his  example  and"  encourage- 
ment, he  used  his  utmost  endeavours 
to  excite  a  love  for  letters  amongst 
his  subjects.  He  himself  was  a  scho- 
lar ;  and  had  he  not  been  -illustrious 
as  a  king,  would  have  been  famous 
as  an  autl  or.  When  we  consider 
the  qualifications  of  this  prince, 
.  id  tiie  many  viriues  he  possessed, 
we  need  not  wonder  that  he  died 
universally  lamented,  after  a  reign 
of  above  28  years,  and  on  the  2&ib 
of  October,  A,  D.  goo.  He  was 
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buried    in  the  cathedral    of   Win- 
chester. 

-rELIAN  (CLAUDIUS)  born  at 
Frseneste  in  Italy.  He  taught  rhe- 
toric at  Rome,  under  the  emperor 
Alexander  Severus,  and  was  sur- 
naraed  Honey-mouth  on  account  of 
the  sweetness  of  his  style.  His  most 
celebrated  works  are  his  "  Various 
History,"  and  that  "  Of  Animals." 
yEMILIUS  (PAULUS)  a  native 
of  Verona,  who  wrote  (or  rather 
began  to  write)  a  Latin  history  of 
the  kings  of  France;  but  though  he 
spent  many  years  at  it,  he  was  not 
able  to  finish  the  tenth  book,  which 
was  to  include  the  beginning  of  the 
reign  of  Charles  VIII.  He  died 
1529,  and  was  buried  in  the  cathe- 
dral at  Paris. 

./ENEAS,  a  Trojin  prince,  me- 
.jnorable  for  his  grateful  care  of  his 
aged  father  Anchises,  whom  he  bore 
through  the  flames  of  Troy  upon  his 
shoulders,  at  the  hazard  of  his  own 
life,  and  that  of  his  son,  a  child, 
•who  was  obliged  to  cling  to  his 
garments  to  escape  with  them.  He 
died  1197  B.  C.  Virgil  has  im- 
siortalized  his  name. 

AENEAS  (GAZEUS)  or  .ENEAS 
of  Gaza,  a  sophist  by  profession, 
was  originally  a  Platonic  philoso- 
pher, but  after  wards  became  aChris- 
tian,  and  flourished  about  the  year 
487.  He  wrote  a  dialogue,  intitled 
"  Theophrastus,"  concerning  the  im- 
mortality of  the  soul,  and  the  resur- 
reftion  of  the  body. 

/ENEAS  (SYLVIUS)  or  PIUS  II. 
iiorn  1405,  at  Coisigny  in  Sienna, 
\\-here  his  father  lived  in  exile. — 
This  pope  was  famous  for  his  wise 
and  witty  sayings,  some  of  which 
are  as  follow:  That  common  men 
should  esteem  learning  as  silver, 
noblemen  prize  it  as  gold,  and 
princes  as  jewels.  A  citizen  should 
Jook  upon  his  family  as  subjefcl  to 
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the  city,  the  city  to  his  country,  the 
country  to  the  world,  and  the  world 
to  God.  That  the  chief  place  with 
kings  was  slippery.  That  the  tongue 
of  a  sycophant  was  a  king's  greatest 
plague.  That  a  prince  who  would 
trust  nobody  was  good  for  nothing  • 
and  he  who  believed  every  body, no 
better.  That  those  who  went  to  la\r 
were  the  birds,  the  court  the  field, 
the  judge  the  net,  and  the  lawyers 
the  fowlers.  That  mea  ought  to  be 
presented  to  dignities,  not  dignities 
to  men.  That  a  covetous  man  never 
pleases  any  body  but  by  his  deat,h. 
That  it  was  a  slavish  vice  to  tell  lies. 
That  lust  sullies  and  stains  every  age 
of  man,  but  quite  extinguishes  old 
age. 

^ESCHINES,  a  Socratic  philoso- 
pher, the  son  of  Charinusa  sausnge- 
maker.  Phrynicus,inPhotius, ranks 
him  among  the  best  orators,  and 
mentions  his  orations  as  the  stand- 
ard of  the  pure  Attic  style. 

.ESCHINES,  a  celebrated  orator, 
contemporary  with  Demosthenes, 
and  butjust  his  inferior.  Being  over- 
i  come  by  Demosthenes,  he  went  to 
Rhodes,  and  opened  a  school  there  ; 
and  afterwards  removed  to  Samos, 
where  he  died  at  the  age  of  75. 
There  are  only  three  of  his  orations 
extant ;  which,  however,  are  so  very 
beautiful,  that  Fabricius  compares 
them  to  the  three  graces. 

AESCHYLUS,  a  tragic  poet, born 
at  Athens  in  the  63d  Olympiad. 
He  was  the  son  of  Euphorion,  and 
brother  to  Cynegirus  and  Arr.inias, 
who  distinguished  themselves  in 
the  battle  of  Marathon,  and  the  sea- 
fight  of  Salamis,  at  whi*~h  engage- 
ment jEschylus  was  likewise  pre*- 
sent.  To  Aminias  our  poet  was, 
upon  a  particular  occasion,  obliged 
for  saving  his  life:  <Elian  relates, 
that  jEschylns  being  charged  by  the 
Athenians  with  certain  blasphemous 
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expressions  in  some  of  his  pieces. 
was  accused  of  impiety,  and  con- 
demned to  be  stoned  to  death  ;  they 
were  just  going  to  put  the  sentence 
in  execution,  when  Aminias,  with 
a  happy  presence  of  mind,  throw- 
ing aside  his  cloak,  shewed  his  arm 
without  a  hand,  which  he  had  lost 
at  the  battle  of  Salmis  in  defence 
of  his  country.  This  sight  made 
such  an  impression  on  the  judges, 
that,  touched  with  the  remembrance 
of  his  valour,  and  the  friendship  he 
shewed  for  his  brother,  they  par- 
doned ^Eschylus.  He  wrote  a  great 
number  of  tragedies,  of  which  there 
»re  but  seven  remaining;  and  not- 
withstanding the  sharp  censures  of 
come  critics,  he  must  be  allowed  to 
have  been  the  father  of  the  tragic 
ait.  In  the  time  of  Thespis,  there 
vras  no  public  theatre  to  a£t  upon  ; 
the  strollers  drove  about  from  place 
to  place  in  a  cart,  ./tschylus  fur- 
nished his  aclors  with  masques,  and 
dressed  them  suitable  to  their  cha- 
racters. He  likewise  introduced  the 
buskin,  to  make  them  appear  more 
like  heroes.  The  pair  es  of  his  pieces 
now  extant  are  :  The  Persians,  Aga- 
iremnon,  the  Infernal  Regions,  the 
Fuiies,  and  the  Suppliants.  After 
having  lived  >ome  years  at  Gela,  we 
are  told  that  he  died  of  a  fn-tture  of 
his  skull,  caused  by  an  eagle's  let- 
tint;  fall  a  tottoise  on  his  head,  in 
the  6yth  yea-  of  his  age.  He  had 
the  honour  of  a  pompous  funeral 
from  the  Sicilians,  who  buried  him 
near  the  river  Gela;  and  the  tra- 
gedians of  the  country  performed 
plays  and  theatiical  exercises  at  hi* 
Comb. 

y£SOP,  the  Phrygian,  lived  in 
the  time  of  Solon,  about  the  ^oth 
Olympiad,  uni'er'the  rei«n  of  Crce- 
sus, the  last  king  of  I.ydia.  St. 
Jeronr',  spei:k:i:c  of  him,  says,  he 
•was  unfortunate  in  his  birth,  con- 
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rlition,  and  death  ;  hinting  thereby 
at  his  deformity,   servile  state,  and 
tragical  end.  His  great  genius,  how- 
ever, enabled   him   to  support  hi» 
misfortunes;   and  in  order  to  allevi- 
ate the  hardships  of   servitude,  he 
composed  those  entertaining  and  in- 
structive fables  which  have  acquired 
him  so  much  reputation  ;   and  he  is 
generally  supposed  to  have  been  the 
inventor  of  that  kind  of  writing.-— 
Having  had  several  masters,  for  he 
v.'as  born  a  slave,   vtsop   at  length 
came    under  a   philosopher    named 
Xanthus.      It  was  in  his  service  that 
he  first  displayed  his  genius:    Xan- 
thus being  one   day  walking  in  the 
fields,  a  gardener  asked    him   why 
those  plants,  which  he   nursed  with 
so  much  care,  did  not  thrive  so  well 
as  those  whhh  the    earth  produced 
without  any  cultivation  ?     The  phi. 
losophcr  asciibed  all  to  Providence, 
and  continued  his  walk  :   tut  yEsop, 
having  stopptd  wilh  the   gardener, 
compaicd    the    earih    to  a  woman, 
who  always  regards   her  own  chil- 
dren more  arFc&ionatcly  than  thos« 
to  wbcm  by  a  second  marriage  sh« 
may  Income  stepmother  :  the  #arth, 
said  lie ,is  the  stepmother  to  laboured 
and  forced  productions,  but  the  real 
ir.nther  to  her  own  natural  produce. 
A. sop  was  afterwards  sold  to  Idinon, 
or  ladinon,  the  philosopher,  who  en- 
ranchised  him.      After   he  had  re- 
covered   his    liberty,    he    soon    ac- 
quired a  great    reputation   amongst 
the  Greeks  ;   so   that,    according  to 
Mcziiiac,  the  report  of  his  wisdom 
having  reached  Crcesus,  this    king 
>ent  to  inquire    after  him,   and  en- 
id  him  in  his  service.      He    tra- 
velled through  Greece,  according  to 
the  same    author  ;   hut  whether  for 
'  ;^  own  pleasure,  or  upon  the  affairs 
if   Crcesus,  is   uncertain.      Passing 
v     Athens   soon    after    Pisistratus 
had  usurped  the    sovereign  power, 
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and  finding  that  the  Athenians  bore 
the  yoke  very  impatiently,  he  tola 
them  the  fable  of  the  frogs  who  pe- 
titioned Jupiter  for  a  king.  Some 
relate,  that,  in  order  to  shew  that 
the  life  of  man  is  fall  of  miseries, 
/Esop  used  to  say,  that  when  Pro- 
metheus took  the  clay  to  form  man 
he  tempered  it  with  tears.  Tlie 
images  made  use  of  by  y£sop  are 
certainly  very  happy  inventions  to 
instruct  mankind  ;  they  have  all 
that  is  necessary  to  perfcft  a  pre- 
cept, being  a  mixture  f  the  useful 
with  the  agreeable.  —  Jlsop  was  put 
to  death  at  Delphi.  Plutarch  tells 
us,  that  he  came  there  with  a  great 
quantity  of"  gold  and  silver,  being 
oidered  by  Croesus  to  offer  a  sacri- 
fice to  Apollo,  and  to  give  a  con- 
siderable sura  to  each  inhabitant; 
but  a  quarrel  arising  betwixt  him 
and  the  Delphians,  he  sentbackthe 
sacrifice  and  the  money  to  Croesus; 
for  he  thought  that  those  for  whom 
the  prince  designed  it  had  rendered 
themselves  unworthy  of  it.  The 
inhabitants  at  Delphi  contrived  an 
accusation  of  sacrilege  against  him, 
and,  pretending  they  had  convifted 
him,  threw  him  headlong  from  a 
rock.  They  aftervvards  endeavoured 
to  inaks  an  atonement  by  raising 
a  pyramid  to  his  honour. 

^ISOP  (CLODIUS)  a  celebrated 
oftor,  wlio  flourished  aboutthe67oth 
year  of  Rome.  He  and  Roscius  were 
contemporaries,  and  the  best  per- 
formers that  ever  appeared  upon 
the  Roman  stage  ;  the  former  ex- 
celling in  tragedy,  the  latter  in  co- 
medy. Cicero  put  himself  under 
their  direction  to  perfect  his  a£iion. 
lived  in  a  most  expensive 


manner  ;  and  at  one  entertainment 
if  said  to  .have  had  a  dish  which 
tost  above  Sool.  This  dish,  we 
are  told,  was  filled  with  singing 
and  speaking  birds  ;  some  of  which  ; 
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cost  near  50!.  yfisop's  son  was 
no  less  luxurious  than  his  father, 
for  he  dissolved  pearls  for  hi* 
guests  to  swallow. — Notwithstand- 
ing his  expences,  this  aclor  is  said 
to  have  died  worth  above  i  6o,oool. 
When  be  was  upon  the  stage,  he 
entered  into  his  part  to  such  a  de- 
gree as  sometimes  to  he  seized  with 
a  perfect  ecstasy.  Plutarch  mentions1 
it  as  reported  of  him,  that  whilst 
he  was  representing  Atreus  de- 
liberating how  he  should  revenge 
himself  on  Thyestes,  he  was  so 
transported  beyond  himself  in  the 
heat  of  atlion,  that,  with  his  trun- 
cheon, he  smote  one  of  the  servants 
crossing  the  stage,  and  laid  him 
dead  on  the  place. 

./£T1US,  an  ancient  physician  and 
the  first  Christian  medical  writer, 
horn  at  Amida,  a  town  of  Mesopo- 
tamia, about  455.  His  "  Tetrabi- 
blos,"  as  it  is  called,  is  a  collection 
from  the  writings  of  those  physi- 
cians who  went  before  him,  chiefly 
from  Galen ;  but  contains,  never- 
theless, some  new  things,  for  which 
we  are  entirely  indebted  to  this 
author. 

AGARD  (ARTHUR)  a  learned 
English  antiquary,  born  at  Toston 
in  Derbyshire  i  540  , died  22d  Au- 
gust 1615. 

AGATHIAS,  a  Greek  historian, 
who  lived  in  the  sixth  century,  and 
wrote  a  history  of  Justinian's  reign 
in  five  books. 

AGRICOLA,  a  celebrated  Ro- 
man general,  born  A.  D.  37,  died 

93- 

AGRIPPA  (HENRY  CORNE- 
LIUS) a  man  of  considerable  learn- 
ing, and  a  great  magician  according 
to  report,  in  the  sixteenth  century, 
was  bora  at  Cologne  1486,  of  a 
noble  family.  He  was  a  man  of 
an  extensive  genius,  well  skilled 
in  many  parts  of  knowledge  and  a 
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variety  of  languages.     In  order  to 
ingratiate  himself  into  the  favour  of 
Margaret  of  Austria,  governess  of 
the  Low  Countries,  he  composed  a 
treatise    "    On    the   Excellence    of 
Women  ;"  but  the  persecution    he 
met  with  from  the  monks  prevented 
him  from  publishing  it,  and  obliged 
him  to  go  over  to   England,  where 
he   wrote    a   commentary  upon  St. 
Paul's  Epistles.    By  his  writings  he 
had  drawn  upon  himself  the  hatred 
of  the  ecclesiastics:  a  treatise,  "  Of 
the  Vanity  of  the  Sciences,"  which 
he  published  in  1530,   greatly  en- 
raged his  enemies;  and  that  which 
he  soon  after  printed   at  Antwerp, 
"  Of  the    Occult   Philosophy,"  af- 
forded them  fresh  pretexts  for  de- 
faming his  reputation     The  inqui- 
sitors endeavoured  to  binder  the  im- 
pression of  his  "OccultPhilosophy," 
when  he  was   about   to  print  a  se- 
cond edition,  with  emendations  and 
additions;  notwithstanding  all  their 
opposition,  however,  he  finished  it 
in '533-     In  1535  he  died  at  Gre- 
noble.— Paulus  Jovius  tells  us,  that 
Agrippa  had  always  a  devil  attend- 
ing him,   in   the    shape  of  a  black 
dog  ;  that  when  he  was  dying,  be- 
ing advised  to    repent,    he    pulled 
from  the  dog's  neck  a  collar,  stud- 
ded with  nails  which  formed  some 
necromantic   inscription,   and   said 
to  him— "  Getaway,  thou  wretch- 
ed beast,  which  art  the  cause  of  my 
total    destru£lion."     The    dog    ran 
away    to  the  river  Soane,    leaped 
in,   and  was  never  seen  more.     In 
Elogiis,  cap.  xci.— Martin  del  Rio 
says,   that    when    he   travelled    he 
used  to  pay  money  at  the  inns  which 
seemed  very  good,  but  in  a  few  days 
it  appeared  to  be  pieces  of  horn  or 
shells.       Disqnis.    Magic,    lib.    ii. 
quasst.  1  2.  n.  10.     The  same  author 
tells  us,  that  Agrippa  had  a  person 
who  boarded  with  him  at  Louvain  ; 
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that  one  day  when  he  was  going  out 
of  town,  he  ordered  his  wife  not  to 
let  any  person  into  his  study  ;  how. 
ever,  the  boarder  got  the  key  of  it, 
and  went  in,  where  he  met  with  a 
book  of  conjuration,  which  he  be- 
gan  to  read.  He  heard  a  knocking 
at  the  door  once  or  twice,  without 
interrupting  his  reading  ;  at  length 
the  devil  appeared,  wanted  to  know 
who  called  for  him,  and  upon  what 
account :  and  because  the  man  gave 
him  no  answer,  he  strangled  him 
upon  the  spot.  Agrippa,  at  his  re- 
turn home,  saw  the  devils  leaping 
and  dancing  upon  his  house;  he 
called  to  them,  and  understood  from 
them  what  had  happened.  Upon 
this  he  commanded  the  devil  who 
had  killed  the  man  to  enter  into  his 
dead  body,  and  to  walk  several 
turns  in  a  place,  which  was  much 
frequented  by  the  students,  and  then 
to  depart  :  which  being  done,  the 
|  boarder,  after  three  or  four  turns  in 
!  the  walk,  fell  down  dead.  Ibid, 
j  lib.  ii.  qnast.  29.  ^  t. 

AIRMAN  (If  ILL! AM)  an  emi- 
nent Scottish  painter,  born  1682) 
,  died  1731.  The  celebrated  poets 
|  Thomson,  Mallet  and  Allan  Ram« 
1  say,  were  his  intimate  friends,  aad 
i  wrote  verjes  to  his  memory. 

AINSWORTH  (ROBERT)  born 
\  at  XVoodyale,  four  miles  from  Man- 
i  Chester,  1660.     He   was  the  com- 
piler of  a  compendious  English  an-l 
|  Latin  Dictionary,  upon  the  plan  ;  f 
Faber's  Thesaur-us.     This  ht  finish' 
!  ed  and  published    in  1736    in   410. 
and  died  1743. 

AKENSIDE  (MARK)    a   physi- 

|  cian,   but    far    better  known    as  a 

poet,  was  born  at   Newcastle   upon 

I  Tyne  1721,  and  died    in  the  office 

•  of  physician  to  the  queen,  June  23, 

!  1770.      "  The  Pleasures  of  Imaui- 

nation,"hisprincipal  work,  was  h'r^t 

published  in  17  iu  ;   and  a  \c;  -,  «.-.\- 
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traovdinary  production  it  was  from 
a  man  who  had  not  reached  his  23<J 
year.— He  had  very  uncommon  parts 
and  learning,  a  strong  and  enlarged 
way  of  thinking, and  no  inconsider- 
able portion  of  that  stoical  enthusi- 
asm which  Shaftesbury  makes  the 
ground-work  of  every  thing  that 
can  be  great  and  good  in  us.  He 
was,  in  short,  one  of  innumerable 
instances  to  prove,  that  very  sub- 
lime qualities  may  spring  from  very 
low  situations  in  life  ;  for  he  had 
this  in  common  with  the  most  high 
and  mighty  cardinal  Wolsey,  that 
he  was  indeed  the  son  of  a  butcher. 

ALAIN  (CHARTIER)  secretary 
to    Charles   VII.    king   of  France,! 
born   in    the  year  1386.      He   was  i 
author  of  several   works   in    prose j 
and  verse  ;  but  his  most  famous  per-! 
formance  was,  his  Chronicle  of  king 
Charles    VII.     We    are    told,  that 
Margaret,  daughter  to  the  king  of 
Scotland,  and  wife  to  the  dauphin, 
passing  once  through  a  hall  where 
Alain  lay  asleep,  stopped  and  kiss- 
ed him  before  all  the  company  who 
attended  j  some  of  them  telling  her, 
that  it  was  strange   she  should  kiss 
a  man  who  had  so  few  charms    in 
his  person,  she  replied,  "  I  did  not 
kiss  the  man,  but  the  mouth  from 
whence   proceed   so  many  excellent 
sayings,    so    many  wise   discourses, 
and  so  many  elegant  expressions." 

A  LAM  ANN  I  (LEWIS)  born  at 
Florence  1495,  died  at  Amboise  in 
France  1556,  leaving  many  beau- 
tiful poems  and  other  valuable  per- 
formances in  the  Italian  language. 

ALAND  (SIR  JOHN  FORTES- 
CUE)  an  eminent  English  judge,  born 
1670,  died  j  746. 

ALARIC,  a  famous  general  of 
the  Goths,  and  conqueror  of  Italy 
A.  D.  409,  died  at  Cosenza  411. 

A  LEAN  (ST.)  said  to  have  been 
the  first  person  who  suilcred  mar-

tyrclnm  for  Christianity  in  Britain, 
and  therefore  usually  styled  the 
protomartyr  of  this  island,  was 
born  at  Verulam,  and  flourished  to- 
ward the  end  of  the  gd  century. 
The  town  of  St.  Alban's  in  Hert- 
fordshire takes  its  name  from  our" 
protomartyr. 

ALBANI  (FRANCIS)  a  cele- 
brated painter,  born  at  Bologna 
1578,  studied  under  Guido  Rheni, 
and  was  at  length  no  mean  rival  in 
fame  to  that  great  artist.  He  died 
i  660. 

ALBERONI (JULIUS)  Cardinal, 
was  the  son  of  a  gardener  in  the  su- 
burbs of  Placentia,  and  born  May 
31,1664.  From  this  low  original, 
by  good  fortune,  address,  and  abi- 
lities, he  rose  to  be  first  minister  of 
state  to  the  king  of  Spain.  He 
died  at  Placentia,  June  26,  1752. 

ALB  ERTUS  (MAGNUS)  a  learn- 
ed Dominican  friar,  born  in  Su.'.bi* 
1205,  was  a  man  of  a  mo?t  ruriov.s 
and  inquisitive  turn  of  mind,  which 
gave  rise  to  an  accusation  brought 
against  him,  that  he  laboured  to 
find  out  the  philosopher's  stone; 
that  hi  was  a  magician,  and  that 
he  made  a  machine  in  the  shape  oF 
a  man,  which  was  an  oracle  to  him, 
and  explained  all  the  difficulties  he' 
proposed.  He  had,  indeed,  great 
knowledge  in  the  mathematics,  and 
by  his  skill  in  that  science  might 
probably  have  formed  a  head  with 
springs  capable  of  articulate  sounds. 
Albert  died  at  Cologn,  Nov.  15, 
i  280,  having  written  such  a  num- 
ber of  books,  that  they  make  21 
vols.  in  folio. 

ALBUQUERQUE(ALPHONSO)a. 
famous  Portuguese  warrior,  and  the 
founder  of  the  power  of  that  na- 
tion in  India.  He  died  at  Goa

ALC/EUS,   a  famous  lyric  poet, 

i  born  at   Mitylene  in   the   island  of 
C 
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Lesbos.  Horace  seems  to  think  that 
he  was  the  first  author  of  lyric 
poetry.  He  flourished  in  the  441!] 
Olympiad. 

ALCIBIADES,  a  celebrated  A- 
thcnian  general,  slain  404  B.  C. 

ALCMAN,  a  lyric  poet  who 
flourished  in  the  271!)  Olympiad,  at 
Sardis  in  Lydia.  He  is  accounted 
the  father  of  Jove-verses,  is  said  to 
have  first  introduced  the  custom  of 
singing  them  in  public,  and  to  have 
died  a  very  singular  death,  viz.  to 
have  been  eaten  up  with  lice. 

ALCOCK(JOHN)bishopofEly, 
and  lord  chancellor  of  England  un- 
der Henry  VII.  founded  Jesus  Col- 
lege, in  Cambridge,  for  a  master, 
six  fellows,  and  as  many  scholars, 
and  died  Oclober  i,  1500. 

ALCUINUS,  or  ALBINUS, 
(FLACCUS)  abbot  of  Canterbury, 
a  famom  English  orator,  philoso- 
pher and  divine  of  the  8th  century. 

ALDHELM,  or  ADELM  (ST.) 
an  English  divine  and  historian, 
and  bishop  of  Shireburn  in  the  time 
of  the  Saxon  heptarchy.  He  is  said 
tohavebeen  the  firstEnglishman  who 
ever  wrote  in  Latin,  and  who  in- 
troduced poetry  into  England.  Wil- 
liam of  Malmesbury  tells  us,  that 
the  people  in  Aldhelm's  time  were 
half-barbarians,  and  little  attentive 
to  religious  discourses  :  wherefore 
the  holy  man,  placing  himself  upon 
a  bridge,  used  often  to  stop  them, 
and  sing  ballads  of  his  own  compo- 
sition :  he  thereby  gained  the  fa- 
vour and  attention  of  the  populace  ; 
and  insensibly  mixing  grave  and  re- 
ligious things  with  those  of  a  jocu- 
lar kind,  he  by  this  means  suc- 
ceeded better  than  he  could  have 
tlone  by  austere  gravity.  Aldhelm 
lived  in  great  esteem  till  his  death, 
which  happened  May  25,  709. 

ALDRICH  (HENRY)   an   emi- 

iu  scholar,  divine,  architect  and 
8

musician,  born  at  Westminster 
1647.  The  three  sides  of  the 
quadrangle  of  Christ  Church,  Ox- 
ford, called  Peckwater  Square,  were 
designed  by  him  ;  as  was  also  the 
elegant  Chapel  of  Trinity  College, 
and  the  church  of  All-saints  in  the 
High-street.  His  abilities  also  as  a 
musician  have  caused  him  to  be 
ranked  among  the  greatest  masters 
of  the  science  :  he  composed  many 
services  for  the  church,  which  are 
well  known  ;  as  are  two  catches  of 
his;  the  one,  "  Hark  the  bonny 
Christ  Church  Bells,"  the  other  en- 
titled "  A  Smoaking  catch  ;"  for 
he  himself  was,  it  seems,  a  great 
smoaker.  He  died  at  Chtist  Church, 
1710. 

ALDROVANDL'S  (ULYSSES) 
professor  of  philosophy  and  physic 
at  Bologna,  and  a  most  voluminous 
writer  on  natural  history,  died  blind 
in  an  hospital  at  Bologna,  1605. 

ALDUS,  (See  MANUTIUS.J 

ALEMBERT  (JOHN  LE  ROND 
D')  secretary  to  the  French  Aca- 
demy, &c.  and  one  of  the  ablest 
mathematicians  of  the  age,  died 
Oft.  27,  1783.  He  was  one  of 
the  principal  editors  of  the  "  En- 
cyclopedia ;"  and,  besides  his  nu- 
merous mathematical  works,  pro- 
duced seven  volumes  of  "  Me- 
langes Literaires,"  containing  va- 
rious trafls  on  different  topics.  He 
was  honoured  \vith  the  patronage 
and  friendship  of  several  monarchs. 

ALEXANDER  THE  GREAT, 
son  of  Philip,  king  of  Macedon,  was 
born  at  Pella  the  first  year  of  the 
io6th  Olympiad,  the  365^  before 
the  biith  of  Christ,  and  at  15  years 
of  age  was  delivered  to  the  tuition 
of  Aristotle.  He  discovered  very 
early  a  mighty  spirit,  and  symp- 
toms of  that  vast  and  immoderate 
ambition  which  was  afterwards  to 
make  him  the  scourge  of  mankind, 
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and  the  pest  "of  the  world.  At  20 
years  of  age  he  succeeded  his  father 
as  king  of  Macedon :  he  was  also 
chosen,  in  the  room  of  his  father, 
generalissimo  in  the  projefted  expe- 
dition against  the  Persians  ;  but  the 
Greeks,  agreeably  to  their  usual 
fickleness,  deserted  from  him,  tak- 
ing the  advantage  of  his  ahsence  in 
Thrace  and  Illyricum,  where  he  be- 
gan his  military  cnterprizts.  He 
hastened  immediately  to  Greece, 
when  the  Athenians  and  ether  states 
returned  to  him  at  once  ;  but  the 
Thebans  standing  out,  he  directed 
his  arms  against  them,  slew  a  pro- 
digious number  of  them,  and  des- 
troyed t!:eir  city,  sparing  nothing 
but  the  bouse  ar.d  the  descendants 
of  Pindar,  out  of  respect  to  the 
memory  of  that  poet.  This  hap- 
pened in  the  ad  year  of  the  3d 
Olympiad. — Having  settled  the  af- 
fairs of  Greece,  and  left  Antipater 
as  his  viceroy  in  Macedonia,  he 
passed  the  Hellespont,  in  the  third 
year  of  his  icign,  with  an  army  of 
no  more  than  30,000  foot,  and 
4.500  horse  ;  and  with  these  forces, 
brave  and  veteran  it  is  true,  he 
overturned  the  Persian  empire.  His 
first  battle  was  at  the  Granicus,  a 
river  of  Phrygia,  in  which  the  Per- 
sians were  routed.  His  second  was 
at  Issus,  a  city  of  Cilicia,  where 
he  was  also  victorious  in  an  emi- 
nent degree  ;  for  the  camp  of  Da- 
rius, with  his  mother,  wife,  and 
children,  fell  into  his  hands;  and 
the  humane  and  generous  treatment 
which  he  shewed  them,  is  justly 
reckoned  the  noblest  and  most  ami- 
able passage  of  his  life.  While  he 
was  in  this  country,  he  caught  a 
violent  fever  by  bathing,  when  hot, 
in  the  cold  waters  of  the  river  Cyd- 
nus  ;  and  this  fever  was  made  more 
violent  from  his  impatience  at  be- 
ing detained  by  it.  The  army  was 
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under  the  utmost  consternation,  and 
no  physician  durst    undertake  the 
cure.       At    length    one   Philip  of 
Acarnan  desired  time  to  prepare  a 
potion,  which    he  was   sure  would 
cure    him  ;  and  while    this   potion 
was  preparing,  Alexander  received 
a  letter  from  his  most  intimate  con- 
fident, Parmcnio,    informing  him, 
that  this  Acarnan  was  a  traitor,  and 
employed  by  Darius  to  poison  him, 
at  the  price  of  1000    talents  and 
his  sister    in    marriage.     What  a 
situation  for  a   sick   prince !      The 
same,  greatness  of  soul,    however, 
which  accompanied    him  upon  all 
occasions,  did  not  forsake  him  here. 
He  did  not  seem   to    his   physician 
under  any  apprehensions:   but  after 
receiving  the  cup  into    his   hands, 
delivercdthe  letter  to  Acarnan,  and, 
with  eyes  fixed  upon  him,  drank  it 
off.     The  medicine  at  first  a£led  so 
powerfully  as  to  deprive  him  of  his 
senses,    and  then,    without  doubt, 
all  concluded  him  poisoned  :   how- 
ever, he  soon  came  round,  and,  by 
a  cure  so  speedy  that  it  might  al. 
most  be  deemed    miraculous,    was 
restored  to  his  army  safe  and  sound. 
From  Cilicia  he   marched  forwards 
to  Phoenicia,  which  all  surrendered 
to  him  except  Tyre;    and  it  cost 
him  a  siege  of  7  months  to  reduce 
that  city.     The  vexation  of  Alex- 
ander, at    being    unseasonably  de- 
tained by  this  obstinacy  of  the  Ty- 
rian.;,  occasioned  a  mighty  destruc- 
tion and  carnage;   and   the  cruelty 
he  exercised    here    is   quite  inex- 
cusable.    After  besieging  and  tak- 
ing Gaza,  he    went   to    Jerusalem, 
where  he  was  received  by  the  high 
priest,  and,  making  many  presents 
to  the    Jews,    sacrificed    in    their 
temple.      He  told  Jadduas,  for  that 
was  the  priest's  name,  that   he  had 
seen  in  Macedonia  a  god,    in  ap- 
pearance   exafcliy  resembling  him, 
C   2 
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who   had  exhorted  him  to  this  ex- 
pedition against  the   Persians,  and 
given    him    the    firmest   assurance 
of  success.       Afterwards    entering 
Egypt,   lie  went    to  the  oracle  of 
Jupiter  Ammon,  and,  upon  his  re- 
turn, built  the   city  of  Alexandria. 
It  was  now  that    he   took  it  into 
his  head  to  assume  divinity,  and  to 
pictend  himself  the  son  of  the  said 
Jupiter  Amnion.    PoJicy,  however, 
vasat  t'ie   bottom  of  this:    it  was 
impossible    that    any    such    belief 
should  be  really  rooted  in  his  breast; 
l-iit  lie  found  by   experience,    that 
this  opinion  inclined  the  barbarous 
nations  to    submit    to  him  ;     and 
therefore  he  was  content  to  pass  for 
a  gcd,   and  to  admit  (as  he  did)  of 
c.ivme  adoration. — His   object  now 
was  to  overtake  and  attack   Darius 
in  another  battle;    and    this  battle 
was  fought  at  Arbcla,whcn  victory, 
granting  everything  to  Alexander, 
put  an  end  to    the   Persian  empire. 
Darius  had  offered  his  daughter  in 
marriage  and  part  of  his  dominions 
to    Alexander,    and    Parmenio   ad- 
vised   him    to    accept    the  terms, 
saying,   "  1  would   if  I  were  Alex- 
ander."    "  And  so  would  I  (replied 
the  conqueror)  if  I  were  Parmenio." 
The  same  Parmenio  counselling  the 
prince    to   take   advantage   of    the 
night  in   attacking  Darius,  "  No, 
(said  Alexander)   I  would  not  steal 
a  victory."     Darius  owed  his  escape 
from  Aibelato  the  swiftness  of  his 
horse  ;   and,  while  he  was  collecting 
forces  to  renew  the   war,  was   in- 
sidiously slain    by  Bessus,  governor 
of  the  Baftrians.    Alexander  wept 
at  the  fate    of    Darius,    and,  after- 
wards procuring  Bessus  to  be  given 
up   to  him,   punished  the  inhuman 
wretch   ac>'orjing     to    his    deserts. 
From  Arbela  Alexander  pursued  his 
conquests  eastward;  and  every  thing 
fell  into  his  hands,  even  to   the  lu- 
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dies.  Here  he  had  some  trouble 
with  king  Porus,  whom,  however, 
he  subdued  and  took.  Porus  was 
a  man  of  spirit,  and  his  spirit  was 
not  destroyed  even  by  his  defeat  ; 
for  when  Alexander  asked  him, 
"  how  he  would  he  treated,"  he 
answered  very  intrepidly,"  Like  a 
king:"  which,  it  is  said,  so  pleased 
the  conqueror,  that  he  ordered  the 
greatest  attention  to  be  paid  him, 
and  afterwards  restored  him  to  his 
kingdom.  Having  ranged  over  all 
the  east,  and  made  even  the  Indies 
provinces  of  his  empire,  he  re- 
turned to  Babylon,  where  he  died 
in  the  33d  year  of  his  age,  some  say 
by  poison,  others  by  intoxication. 

ALEXANDER  (WILLIAM, 
EARL  OF  STIRLING),  an  emi- 
nent poet  and  statesman  in  the 
reign  of  James  and  Charles  I.  was 
horn  1580.  "  His  poetry  (says 
Mr.  Grainger),  for  purity  and  ele- 
gance, is  far  beyond  the  generality 
of  the  produtlions  of  the  age  in 
which  he  lived."  His  "  Recrea- 
tion of  the  Muses"  was  printed  in 
folio  1637,  to  which  is  prefixed 
his  portrait  by  Marshall,  esteemed 
the  best  of  that  artist's  works.  He 
died  1640. 

ALEYN  (CHARLES)  an  histori- 
cal poet  in  the  reiyn  of  Charles  I. 
received  his  education  at  Sidney- 
college,  Cambridge.  He  wrote 
"  The  battles  of  Cressy  and  Poic- 
tiers,"  printed  in  8vo.  1633,  and 
the  "  History  of  King  Henry 
VII."  in  8vo.  1638,  and  died  about 
1640. 

ALFRED.  See  ALFRED. 
ALGAROTTI  (COUNT)  an  Ita- 
lian, eminent  as  a  connoisseur  ;snd 
critic  in  every  branch  of  the  belles 
lettres,  and  an  author  of  rep;ite, 
born  1736,  died  1764. 

ALLEYN  (EDWARD)  an  aRor 
of  great  reputation  in  the  reigns  of 
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Elizabeth  and  James  I.  and  founder 
of  Dulwich  College  in  1619;  which 
he  named  "  The  College  of  God's 
Gift."  An  idle  tradition  hath  as- 
signed the  following  as  his  motive 
for  endowing  it :  that  once  personat- 
ing the  devil,  he  was  so  terrified 
at  seeing  a  real  devil  (as  he  ima- 
gined) upon  the  stage,  that  he  soon 
after  totally  quitted  his  profession, 
and  devoted  the  remainder  of  his 
life  to  religious  exercises.  He 
ftundcd  this  college  for  a  master 
and  warden,  who  are  always  to  be 
of  the  name  of  Alleyn  or  Allen, 
v  ith  4  fellows  (3  of  whom  to  be 
divines,  and  the  4th  an  organist)  ; 
and  for  6  poor  men,  as  many  poor 
women,  and  12  poor  boys,  to  be 
educated  in  the  college. 

ALPHONSUS.     See  CASTILE 

ALPINI  (PROSPERO)  a  famous 
Venetian  physician  and  botanist, 
born  1.553,  died  1617. 

ALREDUS,  ALFREDUS,  or 
ALUREDUS,  an  ancient  English 
historian,  born  at  Beverley  in  York- 
shire. He  wrote,  in  Latin,  annals 
of  the  British  history,  from  Brutus 
to  Henry  I.  and  died  i  i  29. 

ALVARES  DE  LUNA,  or  AL- 
VARO,  a  favourite  of  John  II.  king 
of  Castile,  famous  for  the  prodi 
gious  ascendancy  he  gained  over 
that  prince,  and  for  the  punishment 
which  at  length  overtook  him.  Of 
the  45  years  he  spent  at  court,  he 
enjoyed  for  50  of  them  so  absolute 
a  power  over  the  king,  that  no- 
thing could  be  done  without  his  ex- 
press orders  :  nay,  it  is  related  by 
Mariana,  that  the  king  could  not 
change  an  officer  or  servant,  01 
even  his  clothes  or  diet,  without 
the  approbation  of  Alvares.  In 
short,  he  wanted  nothing  to  com 
plete  his  grandeur,  but  the  name  o 
king  ;  he  had  all  the  places  in  the 
kingdom  at  his  disposal :  he  \va 
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master  of  the  treasury:  and,  by 
sounties,  had  so  gained  the  hearts 
of  the  subjefts,  that  the  king,  though 
lis  eyes  were  now  opened,  and  his 
affeftions  sufficiently  turned  against 
lim,  durst  not  complain.—  But  the 
day  of  reckoning  was  approaching, 
and  at  length  he  was  seized,  tried, 
and  condemned  to  lose  his  head,  on 
a  charge  of  having  madly  invaded 
the  rights  of  kingly  majesty,  re- 
duced the  whole  court  into  his 
power,  and  made  himself  master  of 
the  state  in  general,  &c.  &c.  Ke 
.vas  executed  the  4th  of  June

AMAND  (MARK  ANTHONY- 
ERARD,   sietir  de  St.)    a  French 
poet,    born  at  Rouen    1594,   died 
1661. 

AMBROSE  (ST.)  bishopof  Milan, 
an  eminent  father  of  the  church,  born 
in  Gaul  3  33.  The  birth  of  Ambrose 
is  said  to  have  been  followed  with  a 
remarkable  presage  of  his  future 
eloquence  ;  for  we  are  told,  that  a 
swarm  of  bees  came  and  settled 
upon  his  mouth  as  he  lay  in  his 
cradle.  He  died  at  Milan  397, 
and  was  buried  in  the  great  church 
there.  The  most  considerable  of 
his  numerous  works  is  that  "  De 
Officiis."  Ambrose  carried  the 
esteem  of  virginity  and  celibacy  so 
far,  that  he  seemed  to  regard  ma- 
trimony as  an  indecent  thing. 

AMELOT  DE  LA  HOUSSAI, 
(NICHOLAS)  born  at  Orleans 
1634.  He  published  translations 
into  French  of  Machiavel's 
"  Prince,"  Father  Paul's  "  History 
of  the  Council  of  Trent,"  Taci- 
tus's  "  Annals,"and  "  Political  Dis- 
courses" of  his  own  upon  Tacitus  ; 
all  which  were  well  received  by  the 
public.  He  died  at  Paris  1706. 

AMELOT  (DENIS)  a  celebrated 
French  writer,    born  at  Suiiuonge 
C  3 
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1606.  He  wrote,  among  other 
things,  an  "  Abridgement  of  Di- 
vinity ,"  a  ««  Catechism  for  the  Ju- 
bilee," and  a  kind  of  "  Christian 
Manual  for  every  Day  (Journee 
Cliretienne),"  and  died  1678. 

AMERICUS  (VESPUTIUS),  a 
Florentine,  the  discoverer  of  the 
continent  called  after  him  America, 
died  15^6. 

AMES  (JOSEPH)  a  celebrated  ty- 
pographical historian,  and  secretaty 
to  the  society  of  Antiquaries,  was 
originally  a  ship-chandler  at  Wap- 
ping.  Late  in  his  life  he  took  to 
the  study  of  antiquities :  and,  be- 
sides his  great  work  on  "  Typo- 
graphical Antiquities,"  containing 
accounts  of  our  earliest  printers  and 
their  works,  he  published  a  list,  in 
8vo.  of  English  heads,  engraved  and 
mezzotinto,  and  drew  up  the  <f  Pa- 
rentalia"  from  Mr.  Wren's  papers. 
He  died  OS.  7,  1759. 

AMHURST  (NICHOLAS)  born 
at  Warden  in  Kent,  but  in  what 
year  is  uncertain.  He  received  his 
grammatical  education  at  Merchant 
Taylor's  School  in  London  ;  and 
thence  was  removed  to  St.  John's 
College,  Oxford,  but  expelled  for 
irregularity  of  condufh  Soon  after 
Mr.  Amhurst  quitted  Oxford,  he 
seems  to  have  settled  in  London  as 
a  writer  by  profession.  He  pub- 
lished a  volume  of  Miscellanies, 
(principally  written  at  the  univer- 
sity) on  a  variety  of  subjefts ; 
partly  originals,  and  partly  para- 
phrases, imitations,  and  transla- 
tions ;  and  consisting  of  tales,  epi- 
grams, epistles,  love-verses,  elegiesj 
and  satires.  But  the  principal  lite- 
rary undertaking  of  Mr.  Amhurst 
•was,  "  The  Craftsman, "  which  was 
rairied  on  for  a  number  of  years 
with  yreat  spirit  and  success,  and 
v.-as  more  read  and  attended  to  than 
any  £jrodu£iion  of  the  kind  that 
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hat! thitherto  been  published  in  Eng- 
land. Ten  or  twelve  thousand  were 
sold  in  a  day  ;  and  the  effeft  which 
it  had  in  raising  the  indignation  of 
the  people,  and  in  controlling  the 
power  of  administration,  was  very 
considerable.  In  this  work  he  was 
the  able  associate  of  lord  Boling- 
broke  and  Mr.  Pulteney  ;  and  when 
those  great  masters  chose  not  to  ap- 
pear in  public  themselves,  he  sup- 
plied their  places  so  well  that  his 
essays  were  often  ascribed  to  them. 
Notwithstanding  Mr.  Amhuist's  me- 
rit with  his  party,  however,  he  was 
totally  neglefited  by  them  when  they 
made  their  terms  with  the  crown. 
He  died  soon  after  at  Twickenham, 
April  27,  1742,  of  a  broken  heart, 
and  was  buried  at  the  charge  of  his 
printer,  Rirhard  Francklin. 

AMM1RATO,  or  AMMIRATI, 
(SCIFIO)  born  in  Naples  1531, 
wrote  a  History  of  Florence,  in  two 
vols.  folio,  and  many  other  works 
of  less  importance,  and  died  at  Flo- 
rence 1600. 

AMMONIUS  (ANDREW)  a  na- 
tive of  Lucca  who  came  and  set- 
tled in  England.  He  lived  some 
time  in  sir  Thomas  More's  house, 
and  afterwards  in  St.  Thomas's  Col- 
lege ;  for  he  was  not  in  circum- 
stances sufficient  to  hire  or  keep 
a  house  of  his  own.  There  sub- 
sisted a  strong  friendship  and  close 
correspondence  between  him  and 
Erasmus.  The  advice  which  Eras- 
mus gives  him,  in  regard  to  push- 
ing his  fortune,  has  a  good  deal  of 
humour  in  it,  and  was  certainly  in- 
tended as  a  satire  on  the  artful  me- 
thods generally  practised  by  the  self- 
ish and  ambitious  part  of  mankind. 
"  In  the  first  place  (says  he)  throw 
off  all  sense  of  shame  ;  thrust  your- 
self into  every  one's  business,  and 
elbow  out  whomsoever  you  can  ; 
neither  love  nor  hate  any  one  j 
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measure  every  thing  by  your  own 
advantage  ;  let  this  be  the  scope 
and  drift  of  all  your  aftions.  Give 
nothing  but  what  is  to  be  returned 
with  usury,  and  be  complaisant  to 
every  body.  Have  always  two  strings 
to  your  bow.  Feign  that  you  are 
solicited  by  many  from  abroad,  and 
get  every  thing  ready  for  your  de- 
parture. Shew  letters  inviting  you 
elsewhere,  with  great  promises." 
fortune,  at  length,  began  to  smile 
upon  Ammonias,  for  he  was  ap- 
pointed secretary  to  Henry  VIII. 
and  honoured  by  Pope  Leo  X.  with 
a  public  char  after  at  the  court  of 
that  prince  :  and  in  all  appearance 
he  would  have  soon  risen  higher, 
had  not  death  carried  him  off  when 
he  was  but  of  a  middle  age  :  he 
died  of  the  sweating  sickness,  in 
1517.  Ammonius  wrote  several 
Latin  poetical  pieces. 

AMONTONS  (WILLIAM)  was 
born  in  Normandy  the  last  day  of 
August  1663.  He  was  in  the  3d 
form  of  the  Latin  school  at  Paris, 
when,  after  a  dangerous  illness, 
he  contracted  such  a  deafness  as 
obliged  him  to  renounce  almost  all 
conversation  with  mankind.  In  this 
situation  he  began  to  think  of  em- 
ploying himself  in  the  invention  of 
machines:  he  applied, therefore,  to 
the  study  of  geometry  ;  and,  it  is 
said,  that  he  would  not  try  any  re- 
medy to  cure  his  deafness,  either 
because  he  thought  it  incurable,  dr 
because  it  increased  his  attention. 
He  studied  with  great  care  the 
nature  of  barometers  and  thermo- 
meters;  and,  in  1687,  presented 
a  new  hygroscope  to  the  Royal 
Acidemy  of  Sciences,  which  was 
very  much  approved.  Amontons 
found  out  a  method  to  acquaint  peo- 
ple at  a  great  distance,  in  a  very 
little  time,  with  whatever  one 
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pleased.  This  methed  was  as  fol- 
lows: Let  there  be  people  placed 
in  several  stations,  at  such  a  dis- 
tance from  one  another,  that,  by 
the  help  of  a  telescope,  a  man  in 
one  station  may  see  a  signal  made 
by  the  next  before  him  ;  he  must 
immediately  make  the  same  signal, 
that  it  may  be  seen  by  persons  in 
the  station  next  after  him,  who  are 
to  communicate  it  to  those  in  the 
following  station,  and  so  on. 
[Hence  mojt  certainly  originated  the 
modern  Telegraph^  When  the 
Royal  Academy  was  newly  regulated 
in  1699,  Arnontons  was  admitted 
a  member  of  it,  and  read  there  his 
"  New  Theory  of  FriQion,"  in 
which  he  happily  cleared  up  a  very 
important  part  of  mechanics.  He 
died  the  i  ith  of  Oftoher  1705. 

AMORY  (DR.  THOMAS)  a  dis- 
senting minister  of  considerable 
note,  born  at  Taunton,  Jan.  28, 
1701,  died  in  London,  June  24, 
1774.  His  sermons  chiefly  tended 
to  illustrate  the  perfections  and 
providence  of  God  ;  the  evidences 
of  a  future  state  ;  the  truth  and 
excellency  of  the  gospel  ;  the  great 
duties  of  a  Christian  life,  &c. 

AMYOT  (JAMES)  bishop  of 
Auxerre,  and  grand  almoner  of 
France  under  Henry  III.  and  Charles 
IX.  and  a  writer  on  several  sub- 
jects ;  but  chiefly  known  as  the 
translator  of'1  Plutarch's  Lives  and 
Morals."  He  was  born  1514,  and 
died  1593. 

AMYRAUT  (MOSES)  an  emi- 
nent French  divine,  born  1596  at 
Bourgueil,  a  small  town  of  Tou- 
raine.  He  was  a  man  of  such  cha- 
rity and  compassion,  that,  during  the 
last  ten  years  of  his  life,  he  bestow- 
ed his  whole  salary  on  the  poor, 
without  distinction  of  Catholic  or 
Protestant,  and  died  1664. 
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ANACHARSIS,  an  illustrious 
Scythian  philosopher.  He  travelled 
to  Athens  in  the  time  of  Solon, 
with  whom  he  contracted  an  inti- 
mate friendship;  and  Solon  not  only 
instructed  him,  but  sought  all  op- 
portunities of  doing  him  honour. 
He  had  a  quick  and  lively  genius, 
a  strong  and  masterly  eloquence  ; 
and  there  was  something  so  deter- 
mined and  resolute  in  his  manner, 
that  those  who  imitated  him  were 
said  to  speak  in  the  Scythian  style. 
He  was  .extremely  fond  of  poetry, 
and  wrote  upon  certain  laws  of  the 
Scythians  and  Greeks.  Croesus  in- 
vited him  to  Sardis,  and  offered  him 
money:  but  the  philosopher  answer- 
ed, "  that  he  was  come  to  Greece 
to  liarn  the  laws  and  manners  of 
that  country;  that  he  had  no  occa- 
sion for  gold  or  silver  ;  and  that  it 
would  suffice  for  him  to  return  to 
Scythia  a  wiser  and  more  intelligent 
man  than  he  came  from  thence." 
After  staying  long  in  Greece,  he 
prepared  to  return  home  :  and  pass- 
ing through  Cyzicum,  he  found  that 
city  celebrating  very  solemnly  the 
feast  of  Cybele,  and  vowed  to  do 
the  sauie,  if  he  should  get  home  in 
safety.  Upon  his  arrival  in  Scythia, 
he  attempted  to  change  the  ancient 
customs  of  his  country,  and  to  esta- 
blish those  of  Greece;  which  proved 
extremely  disagreeable  to  the  Scy- 
thians, and  at  length  destruftive  to 
himself.  For  entering  one  day  a 
thick  wood,  to  perform  his  vow  to 
Cybele  as  secretly  as  might  be,  he 
was  discovered  in  the  mid?t  of  the 
solemnity,  and  shot  dead  with  an 
arrow  by  the  king  himself.  There 
are  many  beautiful  apophthegms  of 
this  philosopher  preserved  by  Laer- 
tius,  Plutarch,  and  other  writers. 

ANACREON,    a    Greek     poet, 
born  at  Teos,  a  sea-port  of  Ionia, 
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flourished  about  the  Cad-  Olym. 
piad.  This  poet  had  a  most  ddi- 
catc  wit,  but  \vas  certainly  too  fond 
of  pleasure,  for  love  and  wine  had 
the  disposal  of  all  his  hours.  The 
manner  of  his  death,  which  hap- 
pened  at  Abdera,  is  said  to  have 
been  very  extraordinary  ;  for  they 
tell  us  he  waschoaked  with  a  grape- 
stone,  which  .  he  swallowed  as  he 
was  regaling  on  some  new  wine. 
A  small  part  only  of  Anacreon's 
works  remain  ;  and  these  consist 
chiefly  of  Bacchanalian  songs  and 
love  sonnets.  *'  The  odes  of  Ana- 
creon  (says  Rapin)  are  flowers, 
beauties,  and  perpetual  graces." 

ANAXAGORAS,  one  of  the  most 
celebrated  philosophers  of  antiquity, 
born  at  Clazomenx  in  Ionia,  about 
450  B.C.  He  placed  the  supreme 
good  of  human  life  in  contempla- 
tion. 

ANCOURT  (FLORENT-CAR- 
TON  D')  an  eminent  French  aftor 
and  dramatic  writer,  born  at  Fon- 
tainblcau,  1661;  died  1726,  hav- 
ing written  52  plays. 

ANDERSON  (SIR  EDMUND) 
made  lord  chief  justice  of  the  com- 
mon pleas  in  1582.  He  was  a  very 
strift  lawyer,  and  governed  himself 
entirely  by  statutes  :  this  he  shewed 
on  many  occasions;  particularly  at 
the  trial  of  Henry  Cuffe,  secretary 
to  the  earl  of  Essex  ;  where  the  at- 
torney-general charging  the  prisoner 
syllogisiically,  and  Cuffe  answering 
him  in  the  same  style,  lord  chief 
justice  Anderson  said  smartly,  "  I 
sit  here  to  judge  of  law,  and  not  of 
logic  ;"  and  direfted  Mr.  Attorney 
to  press  the  statute  of  Edward  III. 
on  which  Mr.  Cuffe  was  indicled. 
He  was  reputed  severe,  and  strick 
in  the  observation  of  what  was 
taught  in  courts,  and  laid  down  as 
law  by  reports  j  but  we  have  his 
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express  declaration  to  the  contrary, 
and  that  he  neither-expected  prece- 
dents  in  all  cases,  -nor    would  be 
bound  by  them  where  he  saw  they 
were  not  founded  upon  justice,  but 
would  a£l  as  if  there  were  no  such 
precedents.      Of   this    we   have    a 
proof  from  the  reports  in  his  time, 
published    by   Mr.  Goldesborough : 
"   The  case  of  Resceit   \va?  moved 
again;    and  Shuttleworth  said,  that 
he  could  not  be  received,  because  he 
was  named  in  the  writ;    and  added, 
that  he  had  searched  all  the   books, 
and  there  was  not  one  case  xvhere  he 
which  is  named  in  the   writ,    may 
be    received." — (;   What  of  that?" 
said  judge  Anderson:  "  shall  we  not 
give  judgment  because  it  is  not  ad- 
judged in  the  books  before  ?  we  will 
give  judgment  according  to  reason; 
and  if   there   be   no  reason    in  the 
books,    I   will   not    regard    them." 
His  steadiness  was  so  great,    that  he 
would  not  be  driven  from  what  he 
thought    right,     by    any    authority 
whatever.     He   concurred  with  his 
brethren    in    remonstrating  boldly 
against  several  acls  of  power  prac- 
tised  in  Elizabeth's  reign.     On  the 
accession  of  King  James  he  was  con- 
tinued in  his  office,   and  held  it  to 
the  time  of  his  death,    which  hap- 
pened August  i,  1605. 

ANDERSON  (JAMES)  a  cele- 
brated British  writer  on  commerce, 
died  1764. 

ANDREAS  (JOHN)  a  famous 
canonist  of  the  i  4th  century,  born 
at  Mugello,  near  Florence.  We  are 
told  wonderful  things  concerning 
the  austerity  of  his  life,  that  he 
macerated  his  body  with  prayer 
and  fasting,  and  lay  upon  the  bare 
ground  for  20  years  together,  co- 
vered only  with  a  bear  skin  :  and 
this  is  attested  by  very  good  au- 
thors.—Andreas  had  a  beautiful 
daughter,  named  Novella,  whom  he 
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oved  extremely  ;  and  he  is  said  t« 
lave  instructed  her  so  well  in  all 
jarts  of  learning,  that  v.hen  he  was 
engaged  in'  any  affair  which  hin- 
dered him  from  reading  leftures  to 
his  scholars,  he  sent  his  daughter  in 
his  room  :  when,  lest  her  beauty 
should  prevent  the  attention  of  the 
hearers,  she  had  a  little  curtain 
drawn  before  her.  To  perpetuate 
the  memory  of  this  daughter,  he 
intitled  his  commentary  upon  the 
Decretals  of  Gregory  IX.  "  The 
Novelize."  Andreas  died  of  the 
plague  at  Bologna  in  1348,  after 
he  had  been  a  professor  45  years, 
and  was  buried  in  the  church  of  the 
Dominicans. 

ANDREAS  (JOHN)    was  born 
a    Mahometan,    at   Xativa,   in  the 
kingdom  of  Valencia,  and  succeeded 
his  father  in  the  dignity  of  alfaqui 
of  that  city.      He  was  enlightened 
with  the   knowledge  of  the   Chris- 
tian religion,  by  being  present  at  a 
sermon  in  the  great  church  of  Va- 
lencia on  the  day  of  the  Assumption 
of   the    blessed  Virgin,     in    1487. 
Upon  this  he  desired  to  be  baptized.; 
and  in  memory  of  the  calling  of  St. 
John  and  St.  Andrew,  he  took  the 
names  of  John  Andreas.  At  the  de- 
sire of  Martin  Garcia,    bishop   of 
Barcelona,   he  undertook    to  trans- 
late from  the  Arabic,  into  the  lan- 
guage of  Arragon,  the    whole    law 
of  the  Moors;   and  after  having  fi- 
nished this  undertaking,  he  compoo 
sed  his  famous  work  of  "  The  Con- 
fusion of  the   Seft  of  Mahumed  :" 
it  contains  i  2  chapters,  wherein  he 
has  collected  the    fabulous    stories, 
impostures,     forgeries,    brutalities, 
follies,  obscenities,  absurdities,  im- 
possibilities,   lies,    and    contradic- 
tions, which  Mahumed,  in  order  to 
deceive  the  simple  people,    has  dis- 
persed  in  the  writings  of  that  seft, 
and  especially  in  the  Koran.     This 
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book,  which  was  published  at  first 
in  Spanish,  has  been  translated  into 
several  languages;  and  all  those 
•who  write  against  the  Mahometans 
quote  it  very  much. 

ANDREINI  (ISABELLA)  a  na- 
tive of  Padua,  an  excellent  poetess, 
and  most  celebrated  aclress  toward 
the  beginning  of  the  171)1  century. 

ANDREWS  (LANCELOT)  bi- 
shop of  Winchester  in  the  reigns  of 
James  I.  and  Charles  I.  was  born  in 
London  in  1565.  There  is  a  plea- 
sant story  related  of  him  while  he 
was  bishop  of  Winchester,  in  the 
life  of  Waller  the  poet,  who,  going 
to  seethe  king  at  dinner,  overheard 
a  very  extraordinary  conversation 
between  his  majesty,  the  bishop  of 
Winchester,  and  Neale  bishop  of 
Durham.  These  two  prelates  stand- 
ing behind  the  king's  chair,  his  ma- 
jesty asked  them,  "  My  lords,"  said 
he,  "  cannot  I  take  my  subjects 
money  when  I  want  it,  without  all 
this  formality  in  parliament?"  The 
bishop  of  Durham  readily  answered, 
41  God  forbid,  sir,  but  you  should  ; 
you  are  the  breath  of  our  nostrils." 
Whereupon  the  king  turned,  and 
taid  to  the  bishop  of  Winchester, 
"  Well,  my  lord,  what  say  you  ?" 
"  Sir,"  replied  the  bishop,  "  I  have 
no  skill  to  judge  of  pailinmentary 
cases."  The  king  answered,  "  No 
put-off's,  my  lord;  answer  me  pre- 
sently." "  Then,  sir,"  said  he,  "  1 
think  it  lawful  for  you  to  take  my 
brother  Neale's  money,  for  he  of- 
fers it."  This  great  prelate  died  at 
Winchesterrhouse  in  Southwark, 
September  27,  1626,  having  writ- 
ten many  excellent  religious  tratls, 
particularly  "  A  Manual  of  private 
Devotions  and  Meditations  for  every 
Day  in  the  Week  ;"  and  "  A  Ma- 
nual of  Directions  for  the  Visitation 
of  the  Sick." 

ANELLO  (THOMAS)  vulgarly 
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called  Massaniello,  was  a  poor  fish- 
erman of  Naples,  born  in  1623. 
Having  headed  the  malcontents  in 
an  insurrection  at  Naples,  caused  by 
the  viceroy's  laying  a  newtax  on 
fruit,  fish,  &c.  in  1647,  he  occa- 
sioned the  most  shocking  distur- 
bances in  that  city,  murdering  a 
great  many  people,  and  among  the 
rest  the  duke  of  Caraffa.  He  order- 
ed many  gibbets  and  wheels  for  tor- 
ture to  be  set  up,  and  was  followed 
by  ten  or  twelve  hangmen  to  exe- 
cute his  orders.  After  this  sedition 
had  continued  with  all  kinds  of  bar- 
barity for  ten  days,  it  was  suppressed 
by  four  gentlemen  knocking  the 
traitor  on  the  head.  His  corpse  was 
dragged  about  the  streets  with  all 
ihe  scorn  and  contempt  imaginable. 
His  head,  being  then  cut  off,  was 
thrown  into  one  ditch,  and  his  body 
into  another. 

ANGELO.  See  MICHAEL. 

ANNESLEY  (ARTHUR)  eailof 
Anglesey  and  lord  privy  seal  in  the 
reign  of  king  Charles  II.  born  1614, 
died  1686.  At  the  sale  of  his  books 
after  his  deceasz,  the  discovery  wag 
made  of  the  earl's  famous  memo- 
randum, in  the  blank  leaf  of  an 
Eikon  Basilike,  according  to  which 
it  was  not  king  Charles  I.  but  bishop 
Gauden,  who  was  the  author  of  that, 
performance,  which  produced  a  long 
controversy. 

ANSELM,  archbishop  of  Canter- 
bury in  the  reigns  of  William  Ru- 
fus  and  Henry  I.  born  1033,  at 
Aost,  in  Savoy,  died  at  Canterbury 
1 109.  He  was  the  first  archbishop 
who  restrained  the  English  clergy 
from  marrying,  and  was  canonized 
in  the  reign  of  Henry  VII. 

ANSON  (GEORGE)  lord,  was 
the  son  of  William  Anson,  esq.  of 
Huckborough,  a  very  ancient  and 
worthy  family  in  Staffordshire,  and 
was  born  in  1700. — On  the  break- 
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ing  out  of  the  Spanish  war  he 
•appointed   to  command    a   fleet   of 
five  ships,    destined   to  annoy    the 
enemy  in  that  dangerous   arid   un 
frequented   sea  which   lies   beyond 
America,    and   in  that    unexpected 
quarter  to  attack  them  with  vigour. 
His  departure  being  unaccountably 
delayed   some    months    beyond  the 
proper  season,  he   sailed,  about  the 
middle  of   September    1740;    and 
about   the   vernal  equinox,    in  the 
most  tempestuous  weather,  arrived 
in  the  latitude  of  Cape  Horn.      He 
doubled    that    dangerous    Cspe    in 
March  1741,  after  a  bad  passage  of 
40  days,  in  which  he  lost  two  ships, 
and  by  the  scurvy  four  or  five  men 
in    a    day.       He   arrived  off  Juan 
Fernandes  in  June,  with   only  two 
ships,  besides  two  attendants  on  the 
squadron,  and  335  men.    He  left  it 
in   September,    took    some   prizes, 
burnt  Paita,  and  stayed  about  the 
coast  of  America   till    May  1742. 
He  then  crossed  the  southern  ocean, 
proceeding  with  the  Centurion  only, 
the  other  ships  having  been  destroy- 
ed in  August.   Having  refreshed  his 
crew  at  Tinian,  he  sailed  in  O£k>- 
her  for  China  ;   stayed  there  till  the 
beginning  of  1743  ;   waited  for  the 
galleon   at   the   Philippine  islands, 
met  her  on  the  soth  of  June,  and 
took  her.      Having  sold  the  prize  in 
China,  he  set  sail  for  England,  De- 
cember 1743,  and  on  the  15th  of 
June    1744,    arrived   at    Spithead, 
having  sailed  in  a  fog  through  the 
midst  of  a  French  fleet  then  cruising 
in   the    channel.     In    1747,   being 
then  on  board  the  Prince  George  of 
90  guns,   in  company  with  admiral 
Warren  and  twelve  ships  more,  he 
intercepted  off    Cape   Finisterre    a 
powerful  fleet,  bound   from  France 
to  the  East  and  West  Indies;   and 
by  his  valour  and  conduct  again  en- 
riched  himself  and  his  officers,  and 
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strengthened  the  British  navy,  by 
taking  six  men  of  war  and  four 
East  Indiamen,  not  one  of  them 
escaping.  The  French  admiral  M. 
Jonquiere,  on  presenting  his  sword 
to  the  conqueror,  said,  "  Monsieur, 
vous  avez  vaincu  1'Invincible,  &  la 
Gloire  vous  suit,"  pointing  to  the 
two  ships  so  named.  King  George 
II.  for  his  signal  services,  rewarded 
him  with  a  peerage,  by  the  title  of 
lord  Arisen,  baron  of  Soberton  in 
Hants.  On  the  death  of  sir  John 
Norris,  he  became  vice  admiral  of 
England.  He  died  suddenly  at  his 
seat  at  Moor  Park,  in  Hertford, 
shire,  June  6,  1762.  His  natural 
disposition  was  calm,  cool,  and 
steady  :  but  it  is  reported,  that  our 
honest  undesigning  seaman  was  fre- 
quently a  dupe  at  play  ;  and  it  was 
wittily  observed  of  him,  that  he  had 
been  round  the  world,  but  never  in 
it.  No  performance  ever  met  with 
a  more  favourable  reception  than 
41  Lord  Anson's  Voyage  round  the 
World  :"  it  has  been  translated  into 
most  of  the  European  languages,  and 
still  supports  its  reputation.  See 
ROBINS. 

ANSTIS  (JOHN)  an  able  herald 
and  very  eminent  writer  on  heraldic 
subjefts,  born  1669,  died  1744. 

ANTONIANO  (SILVIO)  a  man 
of  great  learning,  who  raised  him- 
self from  a  low  condition  by  his 
merit ;  his  parents  being  so  far 
from  able  to  support  him  in  his 
studies,  that  they  themselves  stood 
in  need  of  charity.  He  was  born 
at  Rome  in  1540,  and  made  a 
quick  and  most  surprising  progress 
in  his  studies ;  for  when  he  was  but 
i  o  years  old,  he  could  make  verses 
upon  any  subjeft  proposed  to  him  ; 
and  those  so  excellent,  though  pro- 
nounced extempore,  that  even  a 
man  of  genius  could  not  compose 
the  like  without  a  good  deal  of 
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time  and  pains.  There  was  a 
proof  given  thereof  at  the  table  of 
the  cardinal  of  Pisa,  when  he  gave 
an  entertainment  one  day  to  several 
other  cardinals.  Alexander  Far- 
ncie  taking  a  nosegay  gave  it  to 
this  youth,  desiring  him  to  present 
it  to  him  of  the  company  whom  he 
thought  most  likely  to  be  pope  ;  he 
presented  it  to  the  cardinal  de  Me- 
dicis,  and  made  an  eulogium  upon 
him  in  verse.  This  cardinal,  who 
was  pope  some  years  afterwards 
under  the  name  of  Pius  IV.  brought 
him  to  Rome,  and  made  him  pro- 
fessor of  belles  lettres  in  the  college 
at  Rome.  He  was  afterwards  chosen 
recior  of  the  college,  and  died  1603. 

ANTONINUS  PHILOSOPHIC, 
(MARCUS  AUREL1US)  the  Ro- 
man emperor,  born  at  Rome  the 
26lh  of  April,  in  the  i  2  ist  year  of 
the  Christian  asra,  and  died  on  an 
expedition  against  the  Marcomanni, 
in  the  igth  year  of  his  reign.  The 
whole  empire  regretted  his  loss  as 
a  most  valuable  prince,  and  paid  the 
greatest  regard  to  his  memory  ;  he 
was  ranked  amongst  the  gods,  and 
almost  every  person  had  a  statue  of 
him  in  their  houses.  His  book  of 
"  Meditations"  has  been  much  ad- 
mired by  the  best  judges. 

ANTONIO  (NICHOLAS)  canon 
of  Seville,  and  author  of  "  Biblio- 
theca  Kispanica,"  in  four  volumes 
folio,  died  1684. 

ANTONIUS  (MARCUS)  one  of 
the  greatest  orators  ever  known  at 
Rome.  It  was  owing  to  him,  ac- 
cording to  Cicero,  that  Rome  might 
boast  herself  a  rival  even  to  Greece 
itself  in  the  art  of  eloquence.  He 
defended,  amongst  many  others, 
Marcus  Aquilius;  and  moved  the 
judges  in  so  sensible  a  manner,  by 
the  tears  he  shed,  and  the  scars  he 
shewed  upon  the  breast  of  his  cli- 
ent, that  he  carried  his  cause.  Ci- 
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cero  has  given  us  the  charafter  of 
his  eloquence,  and  of  his  aflion. 
He  never  would  publish  any  of  his 
pleadings,  that  he  might  not,  as  he 
said,  be  proved  to  say  in  one  cause, 
what  might  be  contrary  to  what  he 
should  advance  in  another.  He  was 
unfortunately  killed,  during  the  dis- 
turbances raised  at  Rome  by  Marius 
and  Cinna,in  the  year  of  Rome  667. 
ANTONIUS  (MARCUS)  the  Tri- 
umvir, was  son  of  Antonius  Crfticus, 
by  Julia,  a  noble  lady  of  such  me- 
rit, that  Plutarch  affirms  her  to  have 
been  "  comparable  to  the  wisest  and 
most  virtuous  ladies  of  that  age." 
Marc  Antony,  losing  his  father 
when  young,  launched  out  at  once 
into  all  the  excess  of  riot  and  de- 
bauchery, and  wasted  his  whole  pa- 
trimony before  he  had  put  on  the 
manly  gown.  He  afterwards  ^ent 
abroad  to  learn  the  art  of  war  under 
Gabinus,  who  gave  him  the  com- 
mand of  his  horse  in  Syria,  where 
he  signalized  his  courage  in  the  re- 
storation of  Ptolemy  king  of 
Egypt. — From  Egypt,  instead  of 
coming  home,  where  his  debts 
very  probably  might  not  suffer 
him  to  be  easy,  he  went  to  Cae- 
sar into  Gaul ;  and  after  some  stay 
there,  being  furnished  with  money 
and  credit  by  Cassar,  returned  to 
Rome  to  sue  for  the  questorship. 
In  this  suit  he  succeeded,  and  after- 
wards obtained  the  tribunate,  in 
which  office  he  was  amazingly  ac- 
tive for  Cajsar,  who,  when  he  had 
made  himself  master  of  Rome,  gave 
Antony  the  government  of  Italy, 
with  the  command  over  the  legions 
there,  in  which  post  he  gained  the 
love  of  the  soldiery.  But  what  was 
more  to  his  honour,  he  assisted  Cee- 
sar  so  successfully  on  several  occa- 
sions, that,  twice  particularly,  when 
Caesar's  army  had  been  put  te  flight, 
he  rallied  the  scattered  troops,  and 
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gained  the  viftory  :  this  raised  his  ! 
reputation  so,  that  he  was  reckoned 
the  nest  best  general  to  Cassar.   Af- 
ter the  defeat  of  Pompey  at  Phar- 
salia,  Cassar,  as  an  acknowledgment 
of   Antony's  great  services,   made 
him  master  of  the  horse:   in  which 
office    he    behaved  with  violence; 
and  this  behaviour,  together  with 
his  dissolute  life  (for  he  was  drunk- 
en and  debauched  to  the  last  degree), 
was  the  reason  why  Caesar,  the  next 
year,    did  not  admit  him  his  col- 
league in  the  consulship:  he    did, 
however,  admit  him  two   years  af- 
ter.— Upon  the  death  of  Cassar,  An- 
tony was  terribly  frighted,  and  hid 
himself,  during  the  night,  under  the 
disguise  of  a  slave:  but  hearing  that 
the  conspirators  were  retired  to  the 
capitol,  he  assembled  the  senate  as 
consul,  to  delibtrate  upon  the  pre- 
sent situation  of  the  commonwealth. 
Here  Cicero  moved  for  a  decree  of 
a  general  amnesty,  or  aft  of  obli- 
vion,  for  all  that  was  passed  :    to 
which     they     unanimously  agreed. 
Antony  dissembled  well,    for  it  was 
nothing  but  dissimulation  :  he  seem- 
ed to  be  all  goodness  ;   talked  of  no- 
thing but  healing  measures;    and, 
for  a  proof  of  his  sincerity,  moved 
that  the   conspirators  should  be  in- 
vited to  take  prut  in  their  delibera- 
tions, and  s«nt  his  son  as  a  hostage 
for  their  safety.     Upon  this  they  all 
came  down  from  the  capitol;  and, 
to  crown  the  joy  of  the  day,  Brut'is 
supped  with  Lepidus,  as  Cassius  did 
•with   Antony.      Antony  is  said    to 
have  asked  Cassius,  during  supper, 
"   whether  he  slill   wore  a  dagger 
under  his  gown."     "  Yes  (replied 
Cassius)   and   a  very   large  one,  in 
case  you  invade  the  sovereign  pow- 
er."— This    was  what   Antony    all 
the  while  aimed  at  ;     and,  as  the 
event  shewed,  he  pursued  his  mea- 
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surcs  with  the  greatest  address,     lie 
artfully  proposed  a  decree  for    the 
confirmation  of  Caesar's  a£b  ;  and, 
getting  Caesar's    register    into    his 
power,  he  proposed  as  Caesar's  a£\s 
whatever  suited  his  purpose. — He 
procured   a  public  funeral  for  Cas- 
sar, and  took  that  opportunity  of 
haranguing  the  soldiers  and  popu- 
lace in  his  favour;   and  he  inflamed 
them    so  against  the   conspirators, 
that  Brutus  and  Cassius  were  fore  d 
to  leave  the  city.      He  made  a  pro- 
gress through   Italy,  to   solicit  the 
veteran  soldiers,    having     first  se- 
cured Lepidus,  who  had  the  army, 
to  his  interests  ;   he  seized  the  piib. 
lie  treasure,    and  treated    Oftavias 
with  superciliousness  and  contempt, 
though  the  adopted   son  and    heii- 
of  Julius  Caesar.  Th~  patriots,  how- 
ever,   with  Cicero  at   their  head, 
espousing  O&avius,  in  order  to  de- 
stroy Antony,  the  latter  was  forced 
to  change  his  measures,  and  look  a 
little  abroad  :     he  endeavoured  to 
extort  the  provinces  of  Macedonia 
and  Syria  from  Brutus  and  Cassius ; 
but,  not  succeeding,  resolved  to  pos- 
sess himself  of  Cisalpine  Gaul,  and 
besiege  Decimus  Brutus  in  Mutina. 
This  siege  is  one  of  the  most  me- 
morable things  of  the  kind  in  his- 
tory ;     and     in  conducting  it  An- 
tony,  though  defeated,  gained  pro- 
digious reputation  :  the  consuls  Hir- 
tius  and  Pansa  were  both  slain  :   and 
nothing  but  superior  forces  could 
have  left  Octavius  master   of    the 
field.— Antony   fled  in    great  con- 
fusion, wanting  even  the   necessa- 
ries of  life;     and   this  very  man, 
who  had  hitherto  wallowed  in  lux- 
ury and  intemperance,  was  obliged 
to  live  for   some    days  upon   roots 
and  water.     He  fled   to  the    Alps, 
and  was  received  by  Lepidus:   with 
whom  and  Oclavius  he  formed  the 
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sd  triumvirate,   as    it  has  usually 
been  called.    \Vhcn  these  three  con- 
ferred, they  would   easily   be    per- 
suaded that  the  patriots  wanted  only 
to  destroy  them   all,    which  could 
not  be  done  soeffeflually  as  by  clash- 
ing them  against  one  another  ;  they 
'  therefore  combined,  and  proscribed 
their  respective  enemies,  and  divi- 
ded the  empire  among  themselves. 
Cicero  fell  a  sacrifice  to  the  resent- 
ment  of  Antony,  who  indeed  was 
charged  with  most  of  the  murders 
then  committed:   but  they  were  ra- 
ther to  be  charged  to  the  account  of 
his  wife  Fulvia,  who,   being  a  wo- 
man of  avarice,    cruelty,    and  re- 
venge, committed  a  thousand  enor- 
mities of  which   her  husband   was 
ignorant. — Upon  the  defeat  of  Bru- 
tus and  Cassius  by  Oflavius  and  An- 
tony at   Philippi,  which    was    ow- 
ing chiefly  to  the  military  skill  and 
bravery  of  the   latter,  Antony  ob- 
tained the  sovereign  dominion,  and 
went  into  Asia,  where  he  had  the 
most  splendid  court   that  ever  was 
seen.     The    kings   and    princes  of 
Asia  came  to  his  levee,    and    ac- 
knowledged no  other  sovereign  in 
the  East  huthim.     Queens  and  prin- 
cesses, knowing  him,  doubtless,  to 
be  a  man  of  amour  and  gallantry, 
strove  who  should   win    his  heart  ; 
and  the  famous  Cleopatra  of  Egypt 
succeeded.      The   rest  of  Antony's 
tistory,    his    most    luxurious    and 
effeminate  manner  of  living  with 
this  princess,  and  his  ignominious 
death   (for    such    it  may  be  justly 
called)  are  related  under  the  article 
of  Cleopatra,  to  which  we  refer  the 
reader. 

ANVILLE  (JOHN  BAPTIST 
BOURIGNON  D'J  a  most  famous 
French  writer  on  geography,  born 
1702,  died  at  Paris  1782,  as  much 
esteemed  for  the  gentleness  and 
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simplicity  of  his  manners  as  forlii* 
extensive  knowledge.  He  labour- 
ed at  his  maps  i  5  hours  a  day  for 
50  years. 

APELLRS,  one  of  the  most  ce- 
lebrated painters  of  antiquity,  was 
born  in  the  isle  of  Cos,  and  flou- 
rished in  the  time  of  Alexander  the 
Great.  He  was  in  high  favour  with 
this  prince,  who  made  a  law  that  no 
other  person  should  draw  his  picture 
but  Apelles  :  he  accordingly  drew 
him  holding  a  thunderbolt  in  his 
hand  :  the  piece  was  finished  with 
so  much  skill  and  dexterity,  that  it 
used  to  be  said,  there  were  two  Alex- 
anders:  one  invincible,  the  son  of 
Philip;  theother  inimitable, the  pro- 
dufclion  of  Apelles.  Alexander  gave 
him  likewise  another  remarkable 
proof  of  his  regard:  for  when  he 
employed  Apelles  to  draw  Cam- 
paspe,  one  of  his  mistresses,  having 
found  that  he  had  conceived  an  af- 
feftion  for  her,  he  resigned  her  to 
him  ;  and  it  was  from  her  that  A- 
pelles  is  said  to  have  drawn  his  Ve- 
nus Anadyomene.  This  prince  went 
often  to  see  Apelles  when  at  work  ; 
and  one  day,  when  he  was  overlook- 
ing him,  he  is  said  to  have  talked  so 
absurdly  about  painting,  that  Apel- 
les desired  him  to  hold  his  tongue, 
telling  him  that  the  very  boys  who 
mixed  the  colours  laughed  at  him. 
Fieinshemius,  however,  thinks  it 
incredible  that  Apelles  would  make 
use  of  such  an  expression  to  Alex- 
ander ;  or  that  the  latter,  who  had 
so  good  an  education,  and  so  fine  a 
genius,  would  talk  so  impertinently 
of  painting:  nor,  perhaps,  would 
Apelles  have  expressed  himself  to 
this  prince  in  such  a  manner  upon 
any  other  occasion.  Alexander,  as 
we  are  told,  having  seen  his  picture 
drawn  by  Apelles,  did  not  commend 
it  so  much  as  it  deserved:  a  little 
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after,a  horse  happened  to  be  brought 
which  neighed  at  sight  of  the  horse 
painted  in  the  same  picture  :  upon 
•which  Apelles    is     said     to    have 
addressed   Alexander,  "   Sir,   it    i 
plain  this  horse   understands  paint- 
ing better  than    your  majesty."—— 
One    of  Apelles's    chief    excellen- 
cies was,  the  making  his  pichires  so 
exaftly  resemble  the  persons  repre- 
sented, that  the  physiognomists  were 
able  to  form  a  judgment  as  readily 
from  his  portraits,   as   if  they  had 
seen  the  originals.     His   readiness 
and   dexterity   at  taking  a  likeness 
was  of  singular  service  in  extrica- 
ting him  from  a  difficulty  in  which 
he  was  involved    at   the   court   of 
Egypt:   he  had  not  the   good   for- 
tune to  be  in  favour  with  Ptolemy  ; 
a  storm  forced  him,    however,  to 
take  shelter  at  Alexandria   during 
the  reign  of  this  prince  ;  where  a 
mischievous  fellow,  in  order  to  do 
•him   a  diskindness,   went    to  him, 
and  in  the  king's  name  invited  him 
to  dinner.    Apelles  went:   and  see- 
ing the  king  in  a  prodigious  pas- 
sion,  told  him,  by  way  of  excuse, 
that  he  should  not  have   come    to 
his  table  but  by  his  order.     He  was 
commanded    to  shew  the  man  who 
had    invited  him;    which  was    im- 
possible,  the    person  who  had  put 
the  trick  upon   him  not  being  pre- 
sent :     Apeiles,    however,  drew  a 
sketch  of  his  image   upon  the  wall 
with  a  coal  ;  the  first  lines  of  which 
discovered  him  immediately  to  Pto- 
lemy.— Apelles  left  many  excellent 
pictures,  which  are  mentioned  with 
great   honour   by  the   ancients,  but 
his  Venus  Anadyomene  is  reckoned 
his  masterpiece.    His  Antigonus  has 
also  been  much  celebrated;  this  was 
drawn  with  a  side-face,  to  hide  the 
deformity  of  Antigonus,  who  had 
1  ist  an  eye.    His  picture  of  Calumny 
has  also  been  much  taken  notice  of. 
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APICIUS.  There  were  three  an- 
cient Romans  of  this  name,  all  very 
eminent;  not  for  genius,  for  virtue, 
for  great  and  good  qualities,  but  for 
gluttony  :  or,  if  we  may  soften  the 
term,  in  compliance  with  the  grow- 
ing taste  of  the  times  we  write  in.  for 
the  art  of  refining  in  the  science  of 
eating.  The  first  lived  under  Sylla, 
the  second  under  Augustus  and  Ti- 
berius, and  the  third  under  Trajan. 
The  second,  however,  is  the  most 
illustrious  personage  of  the  three, 
and  he  kept  a  kind  of  school  of 
gluttony  at  Rome ;  he  spent  two 
millions  and  a  half  in  entertain- 
ments; when  finding  himself  very- 
much  in  debt,  he  was  forced  at 
lengtli  to  look  into  the  state  of  his 
affairs;  and  seeing  he  had  but 
250,000  livres  left,  he  poisoned 
himself  from  an  apprehension  of 
being  starved  with  such  a  sum. 
This  man  wrote  a  treatise,  De  lie 
Cn/inan'a. 

APION,  a  famous  grammarian, 
jorn  at  Oasis  in  Egypt,  was  a  pro- 
essor  at  Rome  in  Tiberius's  reign, 
ie  was  undeniably  a  man  of  learn- 
ing, but  a  downright  pedant ;  for  he 
ised  to  boast,  with  the  greatest  as- 
surance, that  he  gave  immortality 
o  those  to  whom  he  dedicated  his 
works.  How  would  his  vanity  be 
mortified,  if  he  knew  that  none  of 
heseworksremain,and  that  his  name 
ind  person  had  long  ago  been  buri- 
ed in  oblivion,  if  other  writers  had 
lot  made  mention  of  them  !  One  of 
iis  chief  works  was,  "  The  An. 
iquities  of  Egypt." 

APOLLODORUSthe  Athenian, 
a  famous  grammarian,  son  of  As- 
lepiades,  and  disciple  of  Aristar- 
hus.       He  wrote    several    works, 
vhich  are  not   extant :     his  most 
amous  productions  were,  his  "  Bi. 
Hotheca,"  concerning  the  original 
of  the  gods;  a  chronicle,  or  history^ 
D  2 
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in  iambic  verse, from  the  destruction 
of  Troy  to  his  own  times,  \vhich 
comprehended  the  space  of  1040 
years  ;  a  treatise  concerning  the 
famous  legiilatois  j  and  another, 
relating  to  the  different  sefls  of  phi- 
losophers ;  which  may  be  seen  in 
Fabiicius's  "  liibliotheca  Grasca." 

APOLLODORUS,  a  famous  ar- 
chitefl  under  Trajan  and  Adrian, 
who  was  born  at  Damascus,  and 
had  the  dirtttion  of  that  most 
magnii-cent  bridge  which  the  for- 
mer ordered  to  be  built  over  the 
Danube  in  the  year  104.  He,  how- 
ever, fell  a  victim  to  the  envy  of 
the  emperor  Adrian,  who  always 
valued  himself  highly  upon  his 
knowledge  of  arts  and  sciences, 
and  hated  every  one  of  whose  emi- 
nence in  his  profession  he  had  rea- 
son to  bcjealou?. 

APOLLON1US,  a  Greek  poet 
and  rhetorician,  born  in  Alexan- 
dria, under  the  reign  of  Ptolemy 
Euergetes  king  of  Egypt,  was  a 
scholar  of  Callimachus  ;  and  wrote 
a  poem  upon  the  expedition  of  the 
Golden  Fleece  ;  the  work  is  styled 
"  Argonautica,''and  consists  of  four 
books. 

APOLLONIUSof  Pcrga,  a  city 
of  Parnphv  lia,  a  famous  geometri- 
Tian,  who  lived  under  .the  reign  of 
Ptolemy  Euergetes,  and  composed 
several  valuable  \\oiks,  of  which 
only  his  "  Coni'  s"  remain. 

APOLLON1US,-  a  Pythagorean 
philosopher,  born  at  Tyana  in  Cap- 
padocia,  about  the  beginning  of  the 
first  century.  At  16  years  of  age 
he  became  a  strict  observer  of  Py 
thagoras's  rules,  renouncing  wine, 
•women,  and  all  sorts  of  f.esh  ;  not 
wearing  shoes,  letting  his  hair  grow, 
and  wearing  nothing  but  linen.  He. 
soon  after  set  up  for  a  reformer  o! 
mankind,  and  chose  his  habitation 
in  the  temple  of  /Etculapius,  where 
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he  is  said  to  have  performed  many 
miraculous  cures. 

APPIAN,  an  eminent  historian, 

who  wrote   the  Roman    history  in 

he  Greek  language,  and  flourished 

inder  the  reigns  of  the   emperors" 

Trajan  and  Adrian. 

APULEIUS(LUCIUS)  a  Platonic 
philosopher,  lived  in  the  second  cen- 
tury, under  the  Antonines,  and  was 
)orn  at  Madaura,  a  Roman  colony 
n  Africa.  He  was  a  man  of  a  cu- 
rious arid  inquisitive  disposition, 
especially  in  religious  matters, which 
prompted  him  to  take  several  jour- 
nies,  and  to  enter  into  several  so- 
cieties of  religion.  He  spent  al- 
most his  whole  fortune  in  travelling. 
He  was  indefatigable,  however,  in 
;iis  studies,  and  composed  several 
3ooks  in  prose  and  verse;  but  most 
of  them  have  been  lost.  His  "  Gold- 
en Ass"  is  the  best  of  his  works 
now  extant. 

AQUINAS  (ST.  THOMAS)  a 
celebrated  teacher  of  school  divinity 
in  the  universities  of  Italy,  and  com- 
monly called  the  Angelical  Doctor, 
was  born  in  the  castle  of  Aquino, 
in  the  Terra  di  Lavoro,  in  Italy, 
about  the  year  1221.  In  1274  he 
was  sent  for  to  the  second  council 
of  Lyons,  by  Pope  Giegnry  X.  that 
he  might  read  before  them  a  book 
which  he  had  written  against  the 
Greeks  at  the  command  of  Urban 
IV.  but  he  fell  sick  on  his  journey, 
at  the  monastery  of  Fossanova,  near 
Terracina,  where  he  died  on  the  7th 
cf  March,  aged  50  years.  Aquinas 
left  a  vast  number  of  works,  which 
have  been  repeatedly  printed  in  17 
volumes  folio. 

A&AM  (LUGEXE)  an  English- 
man of  mean  birth,  but  remarkable 
for  his'extraordinavy  abilities,  and 
the  singular  ciccumstanccsattendtng 
his  unhappy  fate,  was  born  in  1704. 
He  acquired  considerable  knowledge 
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in  the  mathematics,the  Latin, Greek, 
I-.ebrew,  and  CeJtic  languages,  and 
many  parts  of  polite  literature,  en- 
t  rely  by  his  own  industry.  But 
vvhile  employed  in  those  learned 
labours,  he  committed  a  crime  not 
to  have  been  expeQed  in  a  man  of 
his  studious  turn,  as  the  only  in- 
ducement that  led  him  to  it  is  said 
to  have  been  gain,  though  he  after- 
wards assigned  jealousy  of  his  wife 
as  the  motive.  In  1744  he  mur- 
dered Daniel  Clarke,  which  was 
concealed  14  years,  and  was  then 
discovered  by  the  accidental  finding 
of  a  skeleton  supposed  to  be  that  of 
Clarke.  This  was  a  mistake,  but 
it  led  to  a  discovery.  He  was  ap- 
prehended on  suspicion,  tried  at 
York  in  1759,  and  found  guilty  on 
sufficient  evidence,  corroborated  by 
the  testimony  of  his  own  wife.  His 
defence  was  uncommonly  curious, 
and  at  once  an  evidence  of  his  taste 
and  erudition.  After  conviction, 
he  confessed  the  justice  of  his  sen- 
tence, and  endeavoured  to  destroy 
himself  by  opening  an  artery  in  his 
arm  with  a  razor.  He  was,  how- 
ever, executed  and  hung  in  chains 
on  Knaresborough  forest. 

ARATUS,  a  Greek  poet  and 
astronomer,  who  flourished  about 
the  i  2  4th  Olympiad. 

ARBUTHNOT  (DR.  JOHN)  a 
celebrated  wit  and  physician  in 
queen  Anne's  reign,  was  the  son 
of  an  episcopal  clergyman  in  Scot- 
land, nearly  allied  to  the  noble  fa- 
mily of  that  name.  On  his  coming 
to  London,  his  extensive  learning, 
and  facetious  and  agreeable  con- 
versation, introduced  him  by  de- 
grees into  praclice,  and  he  became 
eminent  in  his  profession.  Being 
at  Epsom  when  prince  George  of 
Denmark  was  suddenly  taken  ill, 
he  was  called  in  to  his  assistance. 
His  advice  was  successful;  and 
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his  highness,  recovering,  employed 
him  always  afterwards  as  his  phy- 
sician. In  consequence  of  this,  upon 
the  indisposition  of  Dr.  Hannes,  he 
was  appointed  physician  in  ordinary 
to  queen  Anne  1709,  and  admitted 
a  member  of  the  college,  as  he  had 
been  some  years  of  the  royal  so- 
ciety. His  gentle  manners,  polite 
learning,  and  excellent  talents,  en- 
titled him  to  an  intimate  corre- 
spondence and  friendship  with  the 
celebrated  wits  of  his  time,  Pope, 
Swift,  Gay,  and  Fame)].  In  1727 
he  published,  "  Tables  of  ancient 
Coins,  Weights,  and  Measures,"  in 
4to.  In  1732,  his  "  Essay  concern- 
ing the  Nature  of  Aliments,  the 
Choice  of  them,  8rc."  which  was 
followed  the  year  after  by  the  "  Ef- 
fecls  of  Air  on  Human  Bodies." 
He  was  apparently  led  to  the  sub- 
jeft  of  these  treatises  by  the  consi- 
deration of  his  own  case,  an  asthma, 
which  gradually  increasing  with  his 
years,  became  shortly  after  despe- 
rate and  incurable.  In  1734  he 
retired  to  Hampstead,  in  hopes  of 
finding  some  small  relief  for  this 
affliction  ;  but  he  died  at  his  house 
in  Cork-street,  Burlington-gardens, 
Feb.  1735.  His  letter  to  Pope, 
written  as  it  were  upon  his  death- 
bed, and  which  no  one  can  read 
without  the  tenderest  emotion,  dis- 
covers such  a  noble  fortitude  of 
mind  at  the  approach  of  his  disso- 
lution, as  could  be  inspired  only  by 
a  clear  conscience,  and  the  calm  re- 
trospeft  of  an  uninterrupted  series  of 
virtue. 

ARC  (JOAN  of.)      See  JOAN. 

ARCHILOCH.US,  a  Greek  poet, 
born  in  the  isle  of  Pares,  was  the 
son  of  Telesicles ;  and,  according 
to  Mr.  Bayle,  flourished  in  the 
29th  Olympiad,  or  660  years  be- 
fore Christ.  His  poetry  abounded 
with  the  most  poignant  satire.  This 
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poet  excelled  chiefly  in  iambic  ver- 
ses ;  and  was  the  inventor  of  them, 
as  appears  from  a  passage  in  Horace, 
Ep.  xix.  lib.  i.  verse  23. 

ARCHIMEDES,  a  celebrated 
geometrician,  born  at  Syracuse  in 
Sicily,  and  related  to  Hiero,  king 
of  Syracuse.  He  was  remarkable 
for  his  extraordinary  application 
to  mathematical  studies  ;  in  which 
lie  used  to  be  so  much  engaged, 
that  his  servants  were  often  obliged 
to  take  him  from  them  by  force. 
l.e  had  such  a  surprising  invention 
in  mechanics,  that  he  affirmed  to 
Hiero,  if  he  had  another  earth, 
•whereon  to  plant  his  machines,  he 
could  move  this  which  we  inhabit. 
Archimedes  became  most  famous 
by  his  curious  connivances  where- 
by the  city  of  Syracuse  was  so  long 
defended  when  besieged  by  Mar- 
cellus.  Against  the  vessels  which 
tame  up  close  to  the  walls,  he  con- 
trived a  kind  of  crow,  projefted 
above  the  wall,  with  an  iron  grap- 
ple fastened  to  a  strong  chain.  This 
was  let  down  upon  the  piow  of  a 
ship,  and  by  means  of  the  weight  of  a 
heavy  counterpoise  of  lead  raised  up 
the  prow,  and  set  the  vessel  upright 
upon  her  p'oop  ;  then  dropping  it 
•'II  of  a  sudden,  as  if.it  had  fallen 
from  the  walls,  it  sunk  so  far  into 
the  sea,  that  it  let  in  a  great  deal 
t -•)  water,  even  when  it  fell  direclly 
on  its  keel.  However,  notwithstand- 
ing all  his  art,  Syracuse  was  at  length 
taken  by  Marcellus,who  commanded 
his  soldiers  to  have  a  particular  re- 
gard to  the  safety  of  Archimedes; 
but  this  ingenious  man  was  unfortu- 
nately slain  by  a  soldier  who  did 
not  know  him.  Archimedes  is  said 
to  have  been  killed  about  208  years 
before  the  birth  of  Christ.  We 
have  several  of  his  works  still  ex- 
tant, but  tlie  greatest  part  of  them 
•re  io;t. 
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ARET/EUS,  a  physician  of  Cap- 
padocia,  but  in  what  tiine  he  flou- 
rished authors  are  not  agreed  :  some 
placing  him  under  Augustus  Csesar  ; 
others  under  Trajan  or  Adrian.  His 
works,  however,  are  very  valuable. 
The  best  edition  was  published  by 
Dr.  Wigan,  in  folio,  at  Oxford, 

17^3- 

ARETIN  (GUY)  a  BenediQine 
monk,  who  lived  in  the  iith  cen- 
tury. He  rendered  himself  famous 
by  discovering  a  new  method  of 
learning  music  ;  and  was  said  to 
have  been  the  inventor  of  the  six 
notes  in  music,  "  Ut,  Re,  Mi,  Fa, 
Sol,  La." 

ARETIN  (LEONARD)  was  one 
of  the  ablest  men  in  eloquence  and 
science  of  the  1 5th  century  ;  and 
left  several  works,  the  catalogue  of 
which  may  be  seen  in  Gesner's 
"Bibliotheca."  He  died  about  i  443, 
being  then  74  years  of  age,  at  Flo- 
rence, where  there  is  a  marble  mo- 
nument erettedtohim  in  the  Church 
of  the  Holy  Cross,  with  an  inscrip- 
tion to  the  following  purport:— 
"  Since  the  death  of  Leonard,  hi- 
story is  in  mourning,  eloquence  is 
become  mute  ;  the  Greek  and  La- 
tin muses  cannot  forbear  shedding 
tears.' 

ARETIN  (FRANCIS)  a  man  of 
great  reading,  and  well  acquainted 
with  the  Greek  language.  He  stu- 
died at  Sienna,  about  the  year  1443; 
and  afterwards  taught  law  there  with 
such  a  vivacity  of  genius,  that  they 
called  him  the  Prinre  of  Subtleties, 
and  his  wit  became  a  proverb.  He 
taught  also  in  the  university  of  Fisa, 
and  in  that  of  Ferrara. 

ARETIN  (PETER)  a  native  of 
Arezzo,  who  lived  in  the  i6th  cen- 
tury. He  was  famous  for  his  sa- 
tirical writings  ;  and  was  so  bold  as 
to  carry  his  inveclives  even  against 
sovereigns;  whence  he  got  the  title 
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oF  the  Scourge  of  Princes.  He  usej 
to  boast,  that  his  lampoons  did  more 
service  to  the  world  than  sermons; 
and  it  was  said  of  him,  that  he  had 
subjefled  more  princes  by  his  pen, 
than  the  greatest  warriors  had  ever 
done  by  their  arms.  Aretiu  wrote 
also  many  irreligious  and  obscene 
pieces.  Some  say,  that  he  after- 
wards changed  his  loose,  libertine 
principles  ;  but,  however  this  may 
be,  it  is  certain  that  he  composed 
several  pieces  of  devotion.  He  was 
author  likewise  of  some  comedies, 
•which  were  esteemed  pretty  good 
of  their  kind;  and  died  in  the  year 
'556,  being  about  65  years  old. 
It  is  said  by  some,  that  he  fell  into 
such  a  fit  of  laughter,  on  hearing 
some  obscene  conversation,  thac 
he  overturned  the  chair  upon 
which  he  sat,  and  that,  falling,  he 
hurt  his  head,  and  died  upon  the 
spot. 

ARGENS  (JEAN)  BAPTISTE 
DE  BOYER,  Marquis  de)  a  French 
writer,  famous  rather  for  the  num- 
ber than  weight  of  his  productions, 
was  born  at  Aix  in  Provence,  1704, 
and  died  at  Aix  1770.  He  had 
an  ardent  desire  of  knowledge,  and 
knew  a  great  deal.  He  was  master 
of  many  languages;  he  painted  very 
well;  and  was  a  considerable  pro- 
ficient in  anatomy  and  chemistry. 
His  works  are  very  well  known  to 
the  public  :  the  principal  of  which 
are,  "  Lettres  Juives,"  "  Lettres 
Chinoises,"  "  LettresCabalistiques," 
"  Philosophic  du  Bon  Sens, "Sec. Sec. 
There  is  learning,  knowledge,  and 
good  sense,  scattered  through  a!l 
his  writings  ;  but  they  are  strongly 
tinftured  with  libertinism,  and  the 
worst  sort  of  free-thinking. 

AKGONNE  (DOM. BONA  VEN- 
TURE) a  Carthusian  friar,  histo- 
rian, and  theological  writer,  born 
at  Paris  1640,  died  1703. 
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ARIANS.     See  ARIUS. 

ARiOSTO  (LODOViCO,  or 
LEWIS)  a  celebrated  Italian  poet, 
descended  of  a  good  family,  and 
born  at  the  castle  of  Reggio,  in 
Lombardy,  in  1474.  He  began  his 
' '  Orlando  Furioso"  when  he  was 
about  30  years  of  age  ;  and  it  is 
the  most  celebrated  of  all  his  works. 
But  his  attachment  to  poetry  did 
not  hinder  him  from  engaging  in 
public  affairs;  for  he  was  employed 
in  embassies  and  negociations  in 
different  parts  of  Italy.  Ariosto 
was  crowned  with  the  laurel  by  the 
emperor  Charles  V.  in  1533,  ancl 
died  at  Ferrara  the  8th  of  July 
in  the  same  year. 

ARIST.ENETUS,  an  ancient 
writer,  to  whom  are  ascribed  cer- 
tain Greek  epistles  on  the  subject 
of  love  and  gallantry  ;  but  who  he 
was,  or  when  he  lived,  cannot  be 
discovered  with  any  certainty,  as 
no  ancient  author  has  mentioned 
him. 

ARISTARCHUS,  a  Grecian  phi- 
losopher, born  in  Samos,  is  delivered 
down  to  us  as  the  principal  person, 
if  not  the  first,  who  maintained  the 
earth  to  turn  upon  its  centre,  and 
to  describe  a  circle  yearly  round 
the  sun  :  an  opinion  revived  and 
established  by  Copernicus  and  Ga- 
lileo, and  now  universally  received. 
It  is  not  certain  when  he  lived; 
but  from  the  mention  made  of  him 
by  Archimedes,  he  must  have  flou- 
rished before  liis  death.  None  of 
his  works  remain,  except  a  treatise 
"  Upon  the  Greatness  and  Distance 
of  the  Sun  and  Moon,"  inserted  in 
the  third  volume  of  "  Mathematical 
Works"  printed  at  Oxford,  1699, 
in  folic. 

ARISTARCHUS,  a  celebrated 
grammarian,  was  born  in  Samo- 
thracia,  but  chose  Alexandria  to 
reside  at.  He  applied  himself  ex- 
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ceedingly  to  criticism  ;  and  made 
a  revisal  of  Komcr's  poems  with 
great  exactness,  but  in  a  manner 
too  magisterial  j  for  such  verses  as 
lie  did  not  like  he  treated  as  spu- 
rious. Cicero  and  Horace  have 
used  his  name  to  express  a  very  ri- 
gid critic  ;  and  it  is  used  to  this  day 
for  the  same  purpose,  but  not  with- 
out opprobrium ,  derived  partly  from 
himself,  yet  more  from  the  manners 
of  modern  verbal  critics.  Growing 
dropsical,  he  found  no  other  reme- 
dy than  to  starve  himself  to  death. 
Suidas  relates  that  hedied  in  Cyprus, 
aged  72. 

ARISTIDES  (^LIUS)  a  very  fa- 
mous  sophist  of  antiquity,  was  born 
at  Adriani,  a  town  of  Mysia,  and 
flourished  under  Adrian  and  the  two 
following  emperors.  lie  spent  his 
life  in  travelling  and  declaiming  : 
he  went  all  over  Egypt  four  times, 
and  penetrated  even  to  Ethiopia. 
When  Smyrna  was  destroyed  by  an 
earthquake,  in  the  year  178,  he 
••wrote  so  affecting  a  letter  to  Marcus 
Aurelius,  that  the  emperor  ordered 
it  to  be  rebuilt  immediately  :  upon 
which  the  inhabitants  creeled  a  sta- 
tue to  Aristides,  as  to  the  restorer 
of  their  city.  He  died  about  the 
age  of  60.  His  works  were  pub- 
lished, with  a  Latin  version  and 
notes,  by  Dr.  Samuel  Jebb,  at  Ox- 
ford, 1723,  in  two  volumes  410. 

ARISTIDES,  surnamed  the  Just, 
a  celebrated  Athenian  general,  flou- 
rished about  480  years  B.  C. 

ARIST1FPUS,  the  founder  of  the 
Cyrenaic  seft  of  philosophy,  flou- 
rished 392  B.  C.  He  asserted 
pleasure  to  be  the  ultimate  end  in 
which  all  happiness  consists  ;  and 
his  manner  of  life  was  agreeable  to 
his  philosophy,  for  he  indulged 
himself  in  all  the  luxuries  of  dress, 
vine,  and  women. 

ARISTOPHANES,  a  comic  poet 
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of  Athens,  contemporary  with  Pla« 
to,  Socrates,  and  Euripides.  Most 
of  his  plays  were  written  during 
the  Peloponnesian  war.  His  ima- 
gination was  warm  and  lively,  and 
his  genius  particularly  turned  to 
raillery  :  he  had  also  great  spirit 
and  resolution,  and  was  a  declared 
enemy  to  slavery,  and  to  all  those 
who  wanted  to  oppress  their  coun- 
try. He  described  the  affairs  of  the 
Athenians  in  so  exa£l  a  manner, 
that  his  comedies  are  a  faithful 
history  of  that  people.  He  wrote 
above  50  comedies  ;  but  there  are 
only  i  i  extant  which  are  perfect; 
these  are,  "  Plums,  The  Clouds, 
The  Frogs,  Equites,  The  Acharnen- 
ses,  The  Wasps,  Peace,  The  Birds, 
The  Ecclesiazusae  or  female  Orators, 
The  Thesmophoriazusa;  or  Priest- 
esses of  Ceres  and  Lysistrata." 
"  The  Clouds,"  which  he  wrote  in 
ridicule  of  Socrates,  is  the  most 
celebrated  of  all  his  comedies:  Ma- 
dam Dacier  tells  us  she  was  so  much 
charmed  with  this  performance, 
that,  after  she  had  translated  it, 
and  read  it  over  200  times,  it  did 
not  become  the  least  tedious  to  her. 
Aristophanes  having  conceived  some 
aversion  to  the  poet  Euripides,  sa- 
tirizes him  in  several  of  his  plays, 
particularly  in  his  "  Frogs"  and  his 
''  Thcsmophoriazusae."  He  wrote 
"  The  Lysistrata"  when  all  Greece 
was  involved  in  war  ;  in  which 
comedy  the  women  are  introduced 
debating  upon  the  affairs  of  the 
commonwealth,  when  they  come  to 
a  resolution  not  to  go  to  bed  witli 
their  husbands  till  peace  should  be 
concluded.  He  invented  a  peculiar 
kind  of  verse,  which  was  called  by 
his  name,  and  is  mentioned  by  Ci- 
ceio  in  his  "  Brutus;"  and  Suidas 
says,  that  he  also  was  the  inventor 
of  the  tetrameter  and  otlameter 
vase.— •Aiistophanes  was  greatly 
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admired  among  the  ancients,  espe- 
cially for  the  true  Attic  elegance  of 
his  style ;  anil  there  have  been  seve- 
ral editions  and  translations  of  this 
poet.  The  time  of  his  death  is  un- 
known. 

ARISTOTLE,   the  chief  of  the 
Peripatetic    philosophers,    born    at 
Stagyra,  a  small  city  in  Macedon, 
in  the  ggth  Olympiad,  about  384 
years  before  Christ,  was  the  son  of 
Nichomachus,  physician  to  Amyn- 
tas,   the  grandfather  of  Alexander 
the  Great.       By  the  advice  of  the 
Delphic  oracle   he  went  to  Athens 
when  about  18,    and  studied  under 
Flato  till  he  was  37.      He  followed 
his  studies  with  most  extraordi nary 
diligence,  so  that  he  soon  surpassed 
all  in  Plato's  school.     He  ate  little, 
and  slept  less;     and,  that  he  might 
not    oversleep    himself,    Diogenes 
Laertius  tells  us,  that  he  lay  always 
with  one  hand  out  of  the  bed,  having 
a  ball  of  brass  in  it,    which,   by  its 
falling    into    a   bason  of   the   same 
metal,  awaked  him.     When  he  had 
studied  about  15  years  under  Plato, 
he  began   to  form  different  tenets 
from  those  of  his  master,  who  be- 
camehighly  piqued  at  his  behaviour. 
Upon  the  death  of  PUto,  he  quitted 
Athens,  and  retired  to  Atarnya,  a 
little  city  of  Mysia,  where  his  old 
friend  Hermias  reigned.     Here  he 
married  Pythias,  the  sister  of  this 
prince,   whom  he    is  said  to  have 
loved  so    passionately,  that  he  of- 
fered sacrifice  to  her.     Some  time 
after,  Hermias  having  been  taken 
prisoner  by  Meranon,  the  king  of 
Persia's  general,   Aristotle  went  to 
Mitylene,    the  capital   of    Lesbos, 
where  he  remained  till  Philip,  king 
of   Macedon,   having   heard   of  his 
great  reputation,  sent  for  him  to  be 
tutor    to    his   son   Alexander,  then 
about    14   years  of  age.     Aristotle 
accepted    the  offer,    and  in   eigh 
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years  taught  him  rhetoric,  natural 
philosophy,  ethics,  politics,  and  a 
certain  sort  of  philosophy,  according 
to  Plutarch,  which  he  taught  nobody 
else.      Philip  erefted  statues  in  ho- 
nour of  Aristotle;  and  for  his  sake 
rebuilt  Stagyra,  which  had  been  al- 
most ruined  by  the  wars. — Aristotle 
having  lost  the  favour^of  Alexander 
by  adhering  to  Calisthenes,  his  kins- 
nan,    who  was  accused  of  a  con- 
piracy  against  Alexander's  life,  re- 
moved to  Athens,  where  he  set  up 
is   new   school.     The   magistrates 
eceived  him  very  kindly,  and  gave 
im  the  Lycasum,  so  famous  after- 
wards for   the  concourse  of  his  dis- 
iples  ;   and  here  it  was,  according 
o  some  authors,  that  he  composed 
is  principal  works.     When  Aristo- 
le  was  accused  of  impiety  by  one 
Eurymedon,  a  priest  of  Ceres,   he 
vrote  a  large  apology  for  himself, 
addressed  to  the  magistrates  :     but 
<nowing  the  Athenians   to   be   ex- 
remely  jealous  about  their  religion, 
and   remembering  the  fate   of  So- 
crates,   he    was    so   much    alarmed 
hat  he  retired  to  Chalcit,  a  city  of 
Suboea,  where    he   ended  his  days. 
Some  say   he  poisoned  himself,  to 
avoid  falling  into  the  hinds  of  his 
enemies;     others   affirm,   that    he- 
threw  himself  into  the  Euripus,  be- 
cause he  could  not  comprehend  the 
reason  of  its  ebbing  and  flowing  j 
and  there  are  others  who  tell  us  he 
died  of  a  colic,  in  the  63d  year  of 
his   age,    being  the    third   of    the 
H4th  Olympiad,  two    years   after 
Alexander.     The  Stagyrites  carried 
away  his  body,  and  erected  altars  to 
iis  memory. 

ARIUS,  a  divine  of  the  fourth 
century,  and  the  head  and  founder 
of  the  Arians,  a  se6l  which  denied 
the  eternal  divinity  and  consubstan- 
dality  of  the  Word.  He  was  born 
in  Lybia,  near  Egypt.— The  Arian 
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principles,  according  to  Spanheim, 
vere,  that  Christ  was  only  called 
Cod  by  way  of  title  ;  that  he  was 
less  than  the  Father,  who  only  was 
eternal  and  without  beginning  ;  that 
he  was  a  creature,  having  a  begin- 
ning of  existence,  created  out  of 
things,  having  i.o  being  before  the 
beginning  of  all  things  :  hence  he 
•was  made  God,  and  the  Son  of  God 
by  adoption,  not  by  nature;  and  that 
the  Word  was  alsosubjeft  to  change; 
that  the  Father  created  all  things  by 
him  as  an  instrument;  and  that  he 
was  the  most  excellent  of  all  crea- 
tuies;  that  the  essence  of  the  Father 
•was  different  from  the  essence  of 
the  Son ;  neither  was  he  co-eternal, 
co-equal, nor  con-subslantialwith  the 
Father  ;  that  the  Holy  Ghost  was 
not  God,  but  the  creature  of  the 
Son,  begot  and  created  by  him,  in- 
ferior in  dignity  to  the  Father  and 
Son,  and  co-worker  in  the  creation. 
As  to  hisdeath,  it  is  said  that  Arius, 
being  pressed  by  a  natural  necessity, 
retired  to  a  house  of  convenience, 
where  he  died  instantly  on  the  spot, 
all  his  entrails  bursting  out  with  his 
liver  and  spleen.  This  happened  in 
the  year  536. 

ARKWRIGHT  (SIR  RICH- 
ARI),  knt.)  a  man  who,  in  one 
of  the  lowest  stations  of  life,  being 
literally  a  penny  barber  at  Man- 
chester, by  uncomn.on  genius  and 
persevering  industry  invented  and 
perfe£ted  a  system  of  machinery 
for  spinning  cotton,  that  had  in 
vain  been  attempted  by  many  of  the 
first  mechanics  of  the  last  and  pre- 
sent centuries,  and  which,  by  giv- 
ing perpetual  employment  to  many 
thousand  families,  increased  the  po- 
pulation, and  was  productive  of 
great  commercial  advantage  to  his 
country.  The  machine  is  called  a 
"  Spinning  Jenny."  Sir  Richard 
died  Aug.  3,  1792,  leaving  pro- 
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perty  to  the  amount  of  near  half  a 
million  sterling. 

ARMINIUS  (JAMES)  the  found- 
er  of  the  se£t  of  Arminians,  or  Re- 
monstrants, was  born  at  Oude-  water, 
in  Holland,in  1565."  TheArmini- 
ans  hold  (says  Mr,  Broughton)  that 
God  creates  men  free,  and  will  deal 
with  them  according  to  the  use  they 
make  of  their  liberty  :  that,  fore- 
seeing how  every  one  will  use  it, 
he  does  therefore  decree  all  things 
that  concern  them  in  this  life,  to- 
gether with  their  salvation  or  dam- 
nation in  the  next :  that  Christ  died 
for  all  men:  that  sufficient  assist- 
ance is  given  to  every  man  ;  and 
that  every  man  being  left  to  his  own 
option,  his  salvation  or  damnation 
is  to  be  imputed  only  to  himself. 
In  defence  of  this  opinion,  they  al- 
ledged,  in  the  first  place,  the  divine 
attributes  :  they  contended,  that  the 
justice  of  God  will  not  permit  him 
to  punish  men  for  crimes  they  can- 
not avoid  ;  which  must  be  the  case 
upon  the  Calvinist  scheme  of  pre- 
destination. Secondly,  they  argued 
from  the  freedom  of  man's  will, 
which  the  doctrine  of  irresistible 
grace  absolutely  overthrows.  In 
like  manner,  reprobation  in  Scrip- 
ture has  no  relation,  they  think, 
jto  any  absolute  decree  concerning 
I  man's  damnation,  but  only  to  such 
actions  of  men  as  cannot  but  be  dis- 
approved by  God."  Broughton's 
Religion  of  all  Nations,  p.  82.  Ar« 
minius  died  Oct.  19,  1609. 

ARiMSTRONG(DR.JOHN)born 
in  Castleton  parish,  Roxburghshire, 
where  his  father  and  brother  were 
ministers;  he  completed  his  educa- 
tion in  the  university  of  Edinburgh, 
where  he  took  his  degree  in  physic, 
Feb.  4,  1732.  Like  Akensicle,  ano- 
ther poet  and  physician,  he  never 
arrived  at  much  pratlice.  In  1735 
he  published  a  little  humorous  i'u- 
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gitive  pamphlet  in  8vo.  printed  for 
J.  Wilford,  intituled,  "  An  Essay 
for  abridging  the  Study  of  Physic  ; 
to  which  is  added  a  Dialogue  be- 
twixt Hygeia,  Mercury,  and  Pluto, 
relating  to  the  pradtice  of  physic, 
as  it  is  managed  by  a  certain  illus- 
trious Society.  As  also  an  Epistle 
from  Usbek  the  Persian  to  Joshua 
Ward,  esq."  This  piece  contains 
much  drollery,  and  in  the  dialogue 
the  author  has  caught  the  very  spi- 
rit of  Lucian.  In  1737  he  pub- 
lished "  A  Synopsis  of  the  History 
and  Cure  of  Venereal  Diseases," 
8vo.  This  was  soon  followed  by 
the  "  Oeconomy  of  Love,"  a  poem 
which  has  much  merit,  but  is  too 
strongly  tinclured  with  the  licen- 
tiousness of  Ovid.  It  has  been  ob- 
served of  Dr.  Armstrong,  that  his 
works  have  great  inequalities:  some 
of  them  being  possessed  of  every 
requisite  to  be  sought  after  in  the 
most  perfeft  compositions,  while 
others  can  hardly  be  considered  as 
superior  to  the  productions  of  me- 
diocrity. ''  The  Art  of  preserv- 
ing Health,"  however,  his  best  per- 
formance, was  published  in  1744, 
and  will  transmit  his  name  to  pos- 
terity as  one  of  the  first  English 
writers.  In  Mr.  Nichols's  "  A- 
nccdotes  of  Mr.  Bowyer,"  the 
reader  will  find  some  pleasing  traits 
of  the  character  of  this  ingenious 
writer. 

ARNAUD  (ANTHONY)  born 
at  Paris  1550,  where  he  pursued 
his  studies,  and  took  his  degree  of 
.Master  of  Arts  in  1573.  Sometime 
after  he  was  admitted  advocate  of 
the  Parliament  of  Paris,  in  which 
capacity  he  acquired  great  reputa- 
tion by  his  integrity  and  extraor- 
dinary eloquence.  Henry  IV.  had 
great  esteem  for  Arnaud;  his  ma- 
jesty once  carried  the  duke  of 
Savoy  on  purpose  to  jiear  him  plead 
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in  parliament,  and  he  was  appoint- 
ed counsellor  and  attorney  general 
to  queen  Catherine  of  Medicis. 
One  of  the  most  famous  causes 
which  Arnaud  pleaded,  was  that 
of  the  university  against  the  Jesuits, 
*n  1594-  He  died  at  about  the  age 
of  70. 

ARNAUD  D'ANDILLI  (RO- 
BERT) eldest  son  of  the  preceding, 
born  at  Paris  in  1589.  Though 
bred  in  a  court  and  in  offices  of 
state,  he  passed  the  latter  part  of 
his  days  in  a  continual  application 
to  works  of  piety  and  devotion. 
His  works  have  been  printed  in 
eight  volumes  folio ;  a  catalogue 
of  which  may  be  seen  at  the  end 
of  his  eulogium  in  the  "  Journal 
des  Scavans,"  September  9,  1695. 
Mr.  Arnaud  died  at  Fort  Royal 
1674. 

ARNAUD  (ANTHONY)  doctor 
of  the  Sorbonne,  and  brother  of  the 
preceding,  born  at  Paris  the  6th  of 
February  1612.  A  catalogue  of 
his  works  may  be  seen  in  Moreri: 
they  consist  of  giammar,  geometry, 
logic,  metaphysics,  and  theology. 
He  died  Aug.  9,  1694. 

ARNDT  (JOHN)  a  famous  pro- 
testant  divine  of  Germany,  born  at 
Ballenstad,  in  the  duchy  of  Anhalt; 
»555-  At  first  ne  applied  himself 
to  physic;  but  falling  into  a  dan- 
gerous sickness,  he  made  a  vow  to 
change  that  for  divinity  if  he  should 
be  restored  to  health.  He  wrote 
many  religious  works;  the  most  fa- 
mous of  which  is  his  "  Treatise  of 
Free  Christianity"  in  high  Dutch. 
This  writer  died  at  Zell  in  1621. 

ARNE  (DR.  THOMAS  AU- 
GUSTINE) was  son  of  Mr.  Arne, 
an  upholsterer  in  Covent  Garden, 
whom  Addison  is  supposed  to  have 
charaaerized  in  No.  155,  and  No. 
160,  of  "  The  Taller;"  and  brother 
of  Mrs,  Cibber  the  player.  He  was 
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early  devoted  to  music,  and  soon 
became  eminent  in  his  profession. 
July  6,  1759,  he  had  the  degree  of 
doftor  of  music  conferred  on  him 
at  Oxford.  His  compositions  are 
universally  applauded  ;  and  he  was 
particularly  skilful  in  instructing 
vocal  performers.  He  died  March 
5, 1778,  having  written  the  follow- 
ing pieces:  "  Artaxerxes,"  1762; 
«'  The  Guardian  Outwitted,"  1764  ; 
"  The  Rose,"  1778  :  all  of  them 
operas. 

ARNOBIUS,  professor  of  rheto- 
ric at  Sicca,  in  Numidia,  towards 
the  end  of  the  3d  century. 

ARNOLD,  a  famous  heretic  of 
the  lath  century,  born  at  Brescia 
in  Italy  ;  whence  he  went  to  France, 
\vhere  he  studied  under  the  cele- 
brated Peter  Abelard.  Upon  his 
return  to  Italy,  he  put  on  the  habit 
of  a  monk,  and  began  to  preach  se- 
veral new  and  uncommon  doclrines, 
particularly  that  the  pope  and  the 
clergy  ought  not  to  enjoy  any  tempo- 
ral estate  ;  he  maintained  in  his  ser- 
mons, that  those  ecclesiastics  who 
had  any  estates  of  their  own,  or 
held  any  lands,  were  entirely  cut 
off  from  the  least  hope  of  salva- 
tion :  that  the  clergy  ought  to  sub- 
sist upon  the  aim*  and  voluntary 
contributions  of  Christians  ;  and 
that  all  other  revenues  belonged  to 
princes  and  states,  in  order  to  be 
disposed  of  amongst  the  laity  as 
they  thought  proper.  He  engaged 
a  great  number  of  persons  in  his 
party,  who  were  distinguished  by 
his  name,  and  proved  very  formida- 
ble to  the  popes.  He  was  hanged 
at  Rome  in  the  year  1 155.  Thirty 
of  his  followers  went  from  France 
to  England,  about  the  year  1160, 
in  order  to  propagate  their  doc- 
trine there ;  but  they  were  imme- 
diately seized  and  destroyed. 

ARNULPH,  pr  ERNULFH,  bi- 
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shop  of  Rochester,  born  1040,  died 
1124.  He  wrote  a  work  in  La- 
tin, concerning  the  foundation,  en- 
dowment, charters,  laws,  and  other 
things  relating  to  the  church  of  Ro- 
chester :  which  is  generally  known 
by  the  title  of"  Textus  Roffensis," 
and  is  preserved  in  the  archives  of 
the  cathedral  church  of  that  place. 

ARP1NAS,  or  ARP1NO  (JO- 
SEPH CAESAR)  a  famous  Italian 
painter, born  1560,  died  1640. 

ARRIAN,  a  famous  historian 
and  philosopher,  who  lived  under 
the  emperor  Adrian  and  the  two 
Antonines,  was  born  at  Nicomedia 
in  Bithynia.  He  was  styled  the 
second  Xenophon,  and  raised  to 
the  most  considerable  dignities  of 
Rome.  He  is  indeed  said  to  have 
been  preceptor  to  the  famous  phi- 
losopher  and  emperor  Marcus  An- 
toninus. The  most  celebrated  of 
his  works  is  his  "  History  (in 
Greek)  of  Alexander  the  Great,"  in 
7  books,  a  performance  much 
esteemed  by  the  best  judges.  Arrian 
is  said  to  have  written  several  other 
works. 

ARTEMIDORUS,  famous  for  his 
"  Treatise  upon  Dreams,"  was  born 
at  Ephesus,  but  took  the  surname 
of  Daldianus  in  this  book,  out  of 
respeft  to  the  country  of  his  mother: 
for  he  styled  himself  the  Ephesian 
in  his  other  performances.  He  livc'l 
under  the  emperor  Antoninus  Pius. 

ASCHAM  (ROGER)  an  eminent 
English  writer,  born  .at  Kirkby 
Wiske,near  Northallerton,  in  York- 
shire, about  the  year  1515.  He 
applied  himself  particularly  to  the 
Greek  language,  in  which  he  at- 
tained to  an  excellence  peculiar  to 
himself,  and  read  it  publicly  in  the 
university  of  Cambridge  with  uni- 
versal applause.  In  order  to  relax 
his  mind  after  severer  studies,  he 
thought  some  diversion  necessary  ; 
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and  shooting  with  the  bow  was  his 
favourite  amusement,  as  appears  by 
his  "  Treatise  on  Archery,"  which 
he  dedicated   to    King  Henry  VIII. 
who  settled  a  pension  upon  him,  at 
the    recommendation    of  sir    Wil- 
liam Paget.     Mr.  Ascham  was  re- 
markable for  writing  a  fine   hand, 
was  employed  to  teach   this  art  to 
prince  Edward,  the  lady  Elizabeth, 
and  the    two   brothers,  Henry  and 
Charles,  dukes  of  Suffolk.     In  Feb. 
1548  he  was  sent  for    to  court,   to 
instruft  the  lady  Elizabeth   in    the 
learned  languages,  and  had  the  ho- 
nour of  assisting    this  lady  in  her 
studies   for  two  years,  when  he  de- 
sired leave  to  return  to  Cambridge, 
where  he  resumed  his  office  of  pub- 
lic orator.     He  was  afterwards  La- 
tin secretary  to  king  Edward,  queen 
J^Iary,   and   queen  Elizabeth.     Be- 
ing one  day  in  company   with  per 
eons  of  the   first  distinction,   there 
happened  to  be  high  disputes  about 
the  different  methods  of  education  ; 
this  gave  rise  to  his  treatise  on  that 
subject,   entitled  "  The  Schoolmas- 
ter ;"  which   he    undertook    at  the 
particular    request   of   sir    Richard 
Sackville.      This  work  was  in  high 
esteem  amongst  the  best  judges,  and 
is   frequently  quoted  by  Dr.  John- 
son in  his  Dictionary.      He  died  at 
London  on  the    fourth   of   January 
1568,  universally  lamented,  parti- 
cularly by   the    queen  herself,    anc 
\vas  buried  in  St.  Sepulchre'schurch 
in  a  private   manner,    according  to 
his  own  directions. 

ASGILL  (SIR  CHARLES,  Bart. 
This  gentleman  was  a  strong  in 
stance  of  what  may  be  effe&ed  evei 
by  moderate  abilities,  when  unitei 
with  strift  integrity,  industry,  an 
irreproachable  character.  His  firs 
setting  out  in  life  was  at  a  banking 
house  in  Lombard-street,  as  out 
door  collecting  clerk.  From  thi 
inferior  situation  he  progressivel' 
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ose  by  his  merit  to  the  first  depart- 
ment in  the  house  ;  and  soon  after 
marrying   an    amiable  woman  with 
a   fortune  of  25,000!.  immediately 
oined  his  name   to    the    firm.     In 
749  he   was   chosen   alderman  oi 
)andlewick  ward;   and   served  the 
office  of  lord-mayor  in  175^.      He 
died  Sept.  15,  i  7  88,  and  is  said  to 
lave  left  near  200,000!. 

ASH  (DR.  JOHN)  an  English 
jrammarian  and  lexicographer,  born 
1720,  died  1775.  Hi*  Dictionary 
s  a  remarkably  laborious  work. 

ASHMOLE,  or  ASMOLE  (ELI. 
AS)a  celebrated  English  philosopher 
and  antiquary, and  founderof  theAsh- 
molean  museum  atOxford,  was  born 
at  Litchfield    in  Staffordshire,    the 
2 3d  of  May  1617.     Besides  filling 
several  offices  civil  and  miiitary,Mr. 
Ashmole  was  a  diligent   and  curi- 
ous  collector   of   manuscripts.     In 
1650  lie  published  a  treatise  writ- 
ten by  Dr.  Arthur  Dee,  relating  to 
the    philosopher's    stone,     together 
with  another  traft  on  the  same  suh- 
jeft,  by  an  unknown  author.   About 
the    same  time  he   was   busied   in 
preparing  for  the  press  a  complete 
collection   of  the   works    of  such 
English  chemists  as  had   till    then 
remained  in  manuscript:  this  under- 
taking  cost  him  great   labour    and 
expence  ;   and    at   length  the  work 
appeared  towards  the  close    of  the 
year  1652.     The  title  of  this  work 
was,  "  Theatrum    Chemicum  Bri» 
tannicum,"  £c.  Sec.     He  then  ap. 
plied  himself  to  the  study  of  anti- 
quity and  records.    In  1658  he  be- 
gan  to    colleft    materials    for    his 
"   History   of    the   Order    of  the 
Garter;"  which  he  lived  to  finish, 
and  thereby  did  no   less  honour  to 
the  order  than  to  himself.     In  Sep- 
tember following   he  made  a  jour- 
ney  to  Oxford  ;  where  he  set  about. 
a    full    and    particular   descriptii-:< 
of  the  coins  given  to  the 
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library  by  archbishop  Laud.— Upon 
the  restoration  of  king  Charles  II. 
Mr.  Ashmole  was  introduced  to  his 
majesty,  who  received  him  very 
graciously,  and,  on  the  t8th  of 
June  1660,  bestowed  on  him  the 
place  of  Windsor  herald  ;  a  few 
days  after,  he  appointed  him  to 
give  a  description  of  his  medals, 
which  were  accordingly  delivered 
into  his  possession;  and  king  Henry 
VIlI.'s  closet  was  assigned  for  his 
use.  On  the  8th  of  May  1672  he 
presented  his  "  Institution,  Laws, 
and  Ceremonies,  of  the  most  noble 
Order  of  the  Garter,"  to  the  king, 
•who  received  it  very  graciously, 
and,  as  a  matk  of  his  approbation, 
granted  him  a  privy  seal  for  400!. 
out  of  the  cus'om  of  paper.  On 
the  a6th  of  January  1679  a  fire 
broke  out  in  the  Middle  Temple,  in 
the  next  chamber  to  Mr.  Ashmole's, 
by  which  he  lost  a  noble  library, 
vith  a  colleftion  of  9000  coins  an- 
cient and  modern,  and  a  vast  repo- 
sitory of  seals,  charters  and  other 
antiquities  and  curiosities  ;  but  his 
manuscripts,  and  his  most  valuable 
gold  medals,  were  luckily  at  his 
house  at  South  Lambeth.  In  1683, 
the  university  of  Oxford  having 
finished  a  magnificent  repository 
near  the  Theatre,  Mr.  Ashmole  sent 
thither  his  curious  collection  of  ra- 
rities ;  and  this  benefaftion  was 
considerably  augmented  by  the  ad- 
dition of  his  manuscripts  and  libra- 
ry at  his  death,  which  happened  at 
South  Lambeth,  May  1 8,  1692. 
He  was  interred  in  the  church  of 
Great  Lambeth,  in  Surrey,  on  the 
s6th  of  May  1692. 

ASHTON  (CHARLES)  one  of 
the  most  learned  critics  of  his  age, 
•was  elcfted  master  of  Jesus  College, 
Cambridge,  July  5,  1701,  and  in- 
stalled in  a  prebend  of  Ely  on  the 
of  the  same  month.  His  great 
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knowledge  in  ecclesiastical  antiqui- 
ties was  excelled  by  none,  and  equal- 
led by  few  :  as  his  MS.  remarks 
upon  the  Fathers,  and  corrections  of 
the  mistakes  of  translators,  suffici- 
ently shew. 

ASHTON  (DR.  THOMAS)  rec- 
tor of  St.  Botolph  Bishopsgate,  a  po- 
pular preacher  and  excellent  divine, 
born  1716,  died  1775. 

ASSHETON  (DR.  WILLIAM) 
born  164  i,  was  the  projeftor  of  the 
scheme  for  providing  a  maintenance 
for  clergymen's  widows  and  others, 
by  a  jointure  payable  by  the  Mercers' 
Company.— Dr.  Assheton  wrote 
several  pieces  against  the  papists 
and  dissenters,  and  some  pra6tical 
and  devotional  trafts,  and  died  at  his 
reftory  of  Beckenham  in  Kent :  7 1  i . 

ASTELL  (MARY)  born  at  New- 
castle upon  Tyne  about  the  year 
1688.  Her  uncle,  a  clergyman,  ob- 
serving marks  of  a  promising  ge- 
nius, took  her  under  his  tuition, 
and  taught  her  mathematics,  logic, 
and  philosophy.  She  left  the  place 
of  her  nativity  when  she  was  about 
20  years  of  age,  and  spent  the  re- 
maining part  of  her  life  at  London 
and  Chelsea,  in  writing  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  learning,  religion,  and 
virtue,  and  in  the  praftice  of  those 
religious  duties  which  she  so  zeal- 
ously and  pathetically  recommended 
to  others  ;  and  in  which,  perhaps, 
no  one  was  ever  more  sincere  and 
devout.  Some  very  great  men  bear 
lestimony  to  the  merit  of  her  works, 
such  as  Atterbury,  Hickes,  Walker, 
Norris,  Dodwcll,  and  Evelyn. — She 
was  remarkably  abstemious  ;  and 
seemed  to  enjoy  an  uninterrupted 
state  of  health  till  a  few  years  be- 
fore her  death,  when  having  one 
of  her  breasts  cut  off,  it  so  much 
impaired  her  constitution,  that  she 
died  in  1731,  in  the  636  }ear  of 
her  age,  and  was  buried  at  Chelsea. 
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ASTRUC  (JOHN)  a  physician  of 
France,  born  at  Sauves,  a  town  of 
LovverLanguedoc,thei  gth  of  March, 
1684;  and  died  at  Paris,  the  5th  of 
May,  1766.  He  was  the  author  of 
several  useful  and  curious  works; 
and  perhaps  it  is  not  too  much  to 
say  of  his  "  Libri  sex  de  Morbis 
Venereis,"  that  it  is  as  well-digest- 
ed and  well-written  a  book  as  can 
be  found  in  any  language. 

ATHANAS1US  (ST.)  %vas  born 
at  Alexandria,  of  heathen  parents. 
He  was  noticed,  when  very  young, 
by  Alexander,  bishop  of  that  see, 
%s  ho  took  care  to  have  him  educated 
in  all  good  learning,  and,  when  he 
was  of  age,  ordained  him  deacon. 
He  took  him  in  his  company  when 
he  attended  the  council  of  Nice, 
where  Athanasius  greatly  distin- 
guished himself  as  an  able  and  zeal- 
ous opposer  of  the  Arian  heresy. 
Soon  after  the  dissolution  of  the 
council,  Alexander  died,  and  Atha- 
nasius was  appointed  to  succeed  him 
in  the  government  of  the  church  of 
-Mexandria.  Thiswas  in  326,  when 
Athanasius  is  supposed  to  have  been 
about  a  8  years  cf  age.  It  is  con- 
troverted amongst  learned  men,whe- 
ther  Athanasius  composed  the  creed 
commonly  received  under  his  name; 
though  the  best  and  latest  critics, 
vlio  have  examined  the  thing  most 
exaflly,  make  no  question  but  that 
it  is  to  be  ascribed  to  a  Latin  author, 
Vigilius  Tapsensis,  an  African  bi- 
shop, who  lived  in  the  latter  end  of 
the  5th  century,  in  the  time  of  the 
Vandalic  Arian  persecution. 

ATHENAGORAS,  an  Athenian 
philosopher,  who  became  a  convert 
to  Christianity.  He  lived  in  the  ad 
century. 

ATHEN,£US,  a  Greek  gram- 
marian, born  at  Naucrates  in  Egypt, 
flourished  in  the  3d  century. 

ATKINS    (SIR   ROBERT)  lord 
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chief  baron  of  the  exchequer,  born 
in  the  year  1621,  died  in  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year  1709.  He 
was  a  man  of  great  probity,  as  well 
as  of  great  skill  in  his  profession, 
and  a  warm  friend  to  the  constitu- 
tion. 

ATKINS  (SIR  ROBERT)  son  of 
the  foregoing,  born  in  1646.  He 
became  very  early  a  great  proficient 
in  the  laws  and  antiquities  of  his 
country,  which  afterwards  led  him 
to  write  "  The  Anuient  and  Present 
State  of  Gloucestershire,"printed  in 
folio,  1712.  This  great  and  valu- 
able work  he  lived  to  perfeft,  but 
died  the  year  before  it  was  pub- 
lished. 

ATLAS,  king  of  Mauritania,  a 
celebrated  astronomer,  said  to  have 
been  cotemporary  with  Moses. 
From  his  making  astronomical  ob- 
servations on  high  mountains,  it 
became  a  fable  that  he  was  turned, 
into  a  mountain:  he  is  likewise  re- 
presented as  an  old  man  bearing  the 
world  upon  his  shoulders  ;  and  ge- 
neral descriptions  cf  the  whole  globe 
in  sets  of  maps,  are  to  this  hour 
called  Atlases. 

ATTERBURY  (FRANCIS)  bi- 
shop  of  Rochester  in  the  reigns  of 
queen  Anne  and  king  George  I. 
was  born  March  6,  1662,  at  Mid- 
dleton,  or  Milton  Keynes,  near 
Newport  Pagnel  in  Buckingham- 
shire. He  had  his  education  in 
grammar  learning  at  Westminster 
school;  and  thence,  in  1680,  was 
elected  a  student  of  Christ-church 
College,  Oxfoid;  where  he  soon 
distinguished  himself  for  the  polite- 
ness of  his  wit  and  learning.  In 
1690  he  took  orders;  in  1691  was 
elefted  lefturer  of  St.  Bride'sChurch 
in  London,  and  preached  at  Biide- 
\vell  Chapel,  and  soon  afterwards 
appointed  chaplain  to  king  William 
and  queen  Mary.  He  was  for  some 
E  a 
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years  after  this  engaged  in  a  reli- 
gious controversy  with  Dr.  Bentlcy, 
Dr.  Wake,  and  other  learned  di- 
vines. In  1702,  lie  was  appointed 
one  of  queen  Anne's  chaplains  in 
inrdinary;  and  in  the  beginning  of 
June  1713,  the  queen,  at  the  re- 
commendation of  lord  chancellor 
Harcourt,  advanced  him  to  the  bi- 
shopric of  Rochester,  with  the  dean- 
cry  of  Westminster  in  commendam. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  succeeding 
reign  his  tide  of  prosperity  began  to 
turn  ;  and  he  received  a  sensible 
mortification  presently  after  the 
coronation  of  king  George  I.  when, 
upon  his  offering  to  present  his 
majesty  (with  a  view,  no  doubt,  of 
landing  better  in  his  favour)  with 
the  chair  of  state  and  royal  canopy, 
his  own  perquisites  as  dean  of  West- 
minster, the  offer  was  rejected,  not 
without  some  evident  marks  of  dis- 
like to  his  person.  During  the  re- 
bellion in  Scotland,  which  broke 
«>ut  in  the  ist  year  of  this  reign, 
Atterbury  gave  an  instance  of  his 
growing  disaffection  to  the  esta- 
blished government,  in  refusing  to 
sign  the  "  Declaration"  of  the  bi- 
shops; besides  which,  he  constantly 
opposed  the  measures  of  the  court 
in  the  house  of  lords,  and  drew  up 
,«orr>e  of  the  most  violent  protest; 
with  his  own  hand.  In  1722,  on  a 
suspicion  of  his  being  concerned  in 
a  piot  in  favour  of  the  pretender, 
he  was  apprehended  August  24, 
and  committed  prisoner  to  the 
Tower.  March  23,  1722-3,  ^  bill 
was  brought  into  the  house  of  com- 
mons, for  "  inflicting  certain  pains 
and  penalties  on  Francis  lord  bishop 
of  Rochester."  On  the  gth  of  April 
the  bill  passed  the  house  of  com- 
mons, and  was,  the  same  day,  sent 
up  to  the  house  of  lords  for  their 
concurrence.  By  the  lords  it  was 
passed,  and  afterwards  received  the 
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king's  assent.  The  tenor  of  it  was, 
that  he  should  be  deprived  of  all 
his  offices,  dignities,  benefices,  &c. 
and  suffer  perpetual  exile.  He  died 
at  Paris,  Feb.  15,  1731-2  ;  and  his 
body  was  brought  over  to  England, 
and  interred  the  i  2th  of  May  fol- 
lowing, in  Westminster  Abbey.  It 
is  universally  agreed,  that  he  was  a 
man  of  great  learning  and  uncom- 
mon abilities,  a  fine  writer,  and  a 
most  excellent  preacher. 

ATT1CUS,  one  of  the  most  sin- 
gular personages  in  ancient  Rome. 
He  understood  the  art  of  conducing 
himself  so  well,  that,  without  de- 
parting from  his  neutrality,  he  pre- 
served the  esteem  and  affeaion  of 
all  parties.  He  reached  the  age  of 
77  years,  almost  without  knowing 
what  sickness  was;  but  at  last  fell 
sick.  His  illness,  which  was  slight 
for  three  months,  at  length  becom- 
ing painful,  he  sent  for  Agrippa  his 
son-in-law,  and  two  other  persons, 
and  declared  to  them  a  resolution  to 
put  an  end  to  his  life  by  abstinence 
from  food.  Agrippa  remonstrated 
with  tears,  but  all  in  vain.  After 
two  days  abstinence  the  fever  left 
him,  and  the  disease  abated  ;  but 
Atticus  persisted  and  died  three  days 
after.  This  happened  in  the  year 
of  Rome  721. — Atticus  was  ex- 
tremely fondof  polite  literature,  and 
ought  to  be  ranked  among  the  good 
authors;  for  he  wrote  Annals  which 
Cicero  declares  to  have  been  of 
great  use  to  him. 

AUBIGNE  (THEODQRE 
AGRIPPA  D')  a  very  illustrious 
Frenchman,  and  grandfather  of"  the 
no  less  illustrious  Madame  de  Main- 
tenon,  was  born  aboutthe  year  1.550. 
His  parts  were  so  uncommon,  and 
his  progress  in  letters  so  very  rapid, 
that  he  is  said  to  have  translated 
the  "  Crito"  of  Plato  from  the 
Greek  into  French  when  no  move 
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than  eight  years  old.  His  principal 
•work  is,  "  Histoire  Universelle, 
from  1550  to  1601  ;  with  a  short 
Account  of  the  Death  of  Henry  IV." 
in  three  volumes,  folio.  Aubigne 
died  at  Geneva,  in  1630. 

AUBREY  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
English  antiquary,  born  at  Easton 
Pier,  Wiltshire,  1626,  died  1700, 
leaving  many  works  behind  him. 

AVENTIN  (JOHN)  a  celebrated 
scholar,  and  author  of  the  "  Annals 
of  Bavaria,"  born  1466,  at  Abcn- 
sperg  in  the  country  just  named. 
He  died  1534. 

AVERKOES,  one  of  the  most 
subtle  Arabian  philosophers,  a  na- 
tive of  Corduba,  flourished  in  the 
1  2th  century. 

AUGUSTIN,  or  AUSTIN  (ST.) 
the  first  archbishop  of  Canterbury, 
was  originally  a  monk  in  the  con- 
vent of  St.  Andrew  at  Rome,  and 
educated  under  St.  Gregory,  after- 
wards pope  Gregory  I.  by  whom  he 
was  dispatched  into  Britain,  with 
40  other  monks  of  the  same  order 
about  the  year  596,  to  convert  the 
English  Saxons  to  Christianity.  He 
died  at  Canterbury  604. 

AVICENNA,  a   celebrated  phi 
losopher   and  physician  among  the 
Mahommedans,    was   born   in   the 
year  980,  and  died  in  1036.    The 
number  of  his  books,  including  his 
smaller  trafls,   is  computed  at  near 
100  ;   the  greatest  part  of  which  is 
either  lost,  or  not  known  in  Europe. 
Some  charge  him  with  having  stolen 
what  he  published  from  a  celebrated 
physician  who  had  been  his  master. 
This  man  had  acquired  so  much  ho- 
nour  and  wealth,   that  he   was  so- 
licited by  many  to  take  their  sons 
to  be  his  scholars,  or  e^en  his  ser 
vants  ;     but,  being  resolved  not  to 
discover  the  secrets  of  his  art,  he 
would  receive  none  of  them.     Avi- 
cenna's  mother  formed  the   follow 
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ng  stratagem  :  she  offered  him  her 
son  as  a  servant,  pretending  he  was 
naturally  deaf  and  dumb  ;  and  the 
youth,  by  his  mother's  instructions, 
ounterfeited  these  defefts  so  well, 
that  the  physician,  after  making  se- 
•eral  trials  to  discover  the  reality 
of  them,  took  the  boy  into  his  ser- 
vice, and  by  degrees  trusted  him  so 
Far  as  to  leave  his  writings  open  in 
tiis  room  when  he  went  abroad. 
Avicenna  took  that  opportunity  to 
transcribe  them,  and  carried  the 
copies  to  his  mother,  and,  after 
the  death  of  his  master,  published 
them  under  his  own  name. 

AVISON  (CHARLES)  an  emi- 
nent English  musician  and  compo- 
ser, and  author  of  a  treatise  on 
"  Musical  Expression,"  died  1770. 

AURENGZEBE.the  great  mogul, 
a  famous  conqueror,  but  detestable 
parricide,  who  poisoned  his  father 
to  possess  his  throne,  died  t7°7» 
aged  near  i  oo. 

AYLMER  (JOHN)  bishop  of 
London,  born  1521. — He  preached 
frequently  in  his  cathedral,  and  had 
an  admirable  talent  at  captivating 
the  attention  of  his  hearers.  He 
diedatFulham,the  3d  of  June,  1594, 
d  73. 

AYLOFFE  (SIR  JOSEPH,  bart.) 
V.  P.  A.S.  arid  F.  R.  S.  born  17 08, 
died  1781.  His  knowledge  of  our 
national  antiquities  and  municipal 
rights  was  very  extensive. 

BABINGTON  (  DR.GERV.lSEJ 
bishop  of  Worcester,  born  in  Not- 
tinghamshire 1550,  died  1610, 
leaving  some  esteemed  theological 
works  behind  him,  as  "  Notes  on 
the  Pentateuch,"  &c.  &c. 

BACON  (ROGER)  a  learned 
monk  of  the  Franciscan  order,  de- 
scended of  an  ancient  family,  and 
born  near  lichester  in  Somerset- 
shire, 121}.  His  discoveries  were 
little  understood  by  the  genera'.;; y 
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of  mankind  ;    and  because,  by  the 
help    of  mathematical   knowledge 
he  performed  things  above  common 
understandings,  he  was  suspefted  o: 
magic.     He  was  persecuted  particu 
larly  by  his  own  fraternity;  so  that 
they  would  not  receive  his  works 
into  their  library,  and    at   last  hac 
interest  enough  with  the  general  o 
their  order  to  get  him  imprisoned  ; 
so  that,  as  he  confesses  himself,  'he 
had  reason  to  repent  of  his  having 
taken  such  pains  in  the  arts  and 
sciences.     At  the  particular  desire 
of  pope   Clement  IV.    Bacon   col 
lefted  together  and  enlarged  his  se- 
veral pieces,  and  sent  them  to  him 
in  1267.     This   colle&ion,    which 
is    the   same   that  himself  intitled 
"  Opus  Majus,"  or  his  Great  Work , 
is  still   extant— When  Bacon  had 
been   ten   years    in    prison,  Jerom 
cl'Ascoli,  general  of  his  order,  who 
had   condemned  his  doftrine,    was 
chosen  pope,  and  assumed  the  name 
of  Nicholas  IV.    As  he  was  reputed 
a  person  of  great  abilities,  and  one 
viho   had   turned    his    thoughts    to 
philosophical    studies,     Bacon    re- 
solved to  apply  to  him  for  his  dis- 
charge ;   and  in  order  to  shew  both 
the  innocence  and  usefulness  of  his 
studies,  addressed  to  him  a  treatise 
"   On  the   Means  of  avoiding   the 
Infirmities  of  Old  Age."    What  ef- 
fecl   this  treatise  had  on  the  pope 
does  not  appear  :    but  towards  the 
latter  end  of   his   reign   Bacon,  by 
the  interposition  of  some  noblemen, 
obtained  his. release,   and  returned 
to  Oxford,  where  he   spent  the  re- 
mainder of  his  days   in   peace,  and 
died   in    the  college   of    his  order 
nth  June  1294.      It  is  wonderful, 
considering  the  ignorant  age  where- 
in he  lived,   how  he  came  by  such 
a  depth  of  knowledge  oji   all   sub- 
i'     ~.      His  writings   are  composed 
with  such  elegance,  conciseness,  and 
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strength,  and  adorned  with  such  just 
and  exquisite  observations  on  na- 
ture, that,  among  all  the  chemists, 
we  do  nat  know  his  equal.  Dr. 
Freind  ascribes  the  honour  of  in- 
troducing chemistry  into  Europe  to 
Bacon,  who,  he  observes,  speaks, 
in  some  part  or  other  of  his  works, 
of  almost  every  operation  now  used 
in  chemistry.  He  was  the  miracle 
of  the  age  he  lived  in  ;  and  the 
greatest  genius,  perhaps,  for  mecha- 
nical knowledge,  that  ever  appeared 
in  the  world  since  Archimedes. 

BACON  (SIR  NICHOLAS)  lord 
keeper  of  the  great  seal  in  the  reign 
of  queen  Elizabeth,  was  descended  of 
an  ancient  family  in  Suffolk,  born  in 
the  year  1510,  and  died,  lamented 
by  her  and  the  nation,  on  the  2Oth 
of  February  1578-9. 

BACON  (FRANCIS)  viscount 
St.  Alban's,  lord  high  chancellor 
of  England,  and  one  of  the  greatest 
and  most  universal  geniuses  that 
any  age  or  country  hath  produced, 
was  son  of  sir  Nicholas  Bacon  lord 
keeper  of  the  great  seal,  and  born 
at  York  House  in  the  Strand,  on 
the  22d  of  January  1561.  His 
extraordinary  parts,  even  when  a 
child,  were  so  conspicuous  at  court, 
that  the  queen  would  often  delight 
to  talk  with  him,  and  was  wont  to 
term  him  her  young  lord  keeper  : 
one  saying  of  his  she  was  particu- 
larly pleased  with;  having  asked 
him  his  age,  when  he  was  yet  a 
boy,  he  answered  her  readily  that 
he  was  two  years  younger  than  her 
majesty's  happy  reign.  On  the  i6tfi 
of  June  1573,  being  then  in  Ins 
i  ;th  year,  he  was  entered  of  Tri- 
nity College,  Cambridge,  under  Dr. 
John  Whitgift,  afterwards  arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury.  Before  he 
was  full  16,  his  father  called  him 
rom  the  university  to  attend  into 
France  the  queen's  ambassador,  sir 
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Amyas  Pavvlet,  whose  esteem  and 
confidence  he  gained  to  s'ich  a  de- 
gree, that  he  was  soon  after  charged 
by  him  with  a  commission  to  the 
queen,  which  he  executed  with  great 
approbation,  and  returned  again  to 
France  to  finish  his  travels.  During 
his  stay  in  that  kingdom  his  father 
died,  without  making  that  separate 
provision  for  him  which  he  had  in- 
tended: this  obliging  him  to  thinkof 
some  profession  for  a  subsistence,  he 
applied  himself,more  through  neces- 
sity than  choice,  to  the  study  of  the 
common  law,  and  for  that  purpose 
seated  himself  in  Gray's  Inn.  At 
the  age  of  28  he  was  chosen  by 
that  honourable  society  for  their 
lent  reader,  and  afterwards  thejr 
double  reader.  He  now  bent  his 
endeavours  to  obtain  some  honour- 
able post  in  the  government ;  and 
lord  Burleigh  interested  himself  so 
far  in  his  behalf,  as  to  obtain  for 
him,  not  without  opposition,  the  re- 
version of  the  office  of  register  to  the 
star-chamber,  worth  about  1600!.  a 
year  ;  but  it  did  not  fall  to  him  till 
near  20  years  afterwards.— Upon 
the  death  of  queen  Elizabeth,  and  the 
accession  of  king  James,  he  made, 
though  not  without  difficulty,  con- 
siderable advances  in  dignity  and 
preferment.  On  the  23d  of  July 
1603,  he  received  the  honour  of 
knighthood  ;  and  on  the  25th  of 
August  1604  was  constituted  by 
patent  one  of  the  king's  learned 
counsel,  with  a  fee  of  40!.  a  year  : 
he  had  also  on  the  same  day  a  pen- 
sion of  6ol.  a  year  assigned  him  for 
life,  in  consideration  of  the  special 
services  received  by  the  king  from 
him  and  his  brother  Mr.  Anthony 
Bacon.  After  many  services  ren- 
dered to  the  king,  and  repeated  so- 
licitations made  to  his  ministers, 
sir  Francis  Bacon  obtained,  in  1 607  , 
the  place  he  had  so  long  expected, 
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of  solicitor-general.  In  1611  he 
was  constituted  judge  of  the  mar« 
shal's  court,  jointly  with  sir  Tho- 
mas Vavasor,  then  knight-marshal. 
In  1613  he  succeeded  sir  Henry 
Hobart,  advanced  to  the'  place  of 
chief  justice  of  the  common  pleas, 
as  attorney-general.  June  9,  1616, 
he  was  raised  to  the  dignity  of  a 
privy-counsellor,  while  he  was  still 
in  the  office  of  attorney-general: 
and  as  he  had  now  more  leisure 
from  private  causes,  he  was  desirous 
to  dedicate  more  time  to  public  ser- 
vice ;  and  therefore  made  an  offer 
to  the  king  of  a  new  "  Digest  of 
the  Laws  of  England." — March  7t 
1617,  upon  the  chancellor's  volun- 
tary resignation  of  the  seals,  they 
were  given  to  sir  Francis  Bacon, 
with  tiie  title  of  lord  keeper.  On 
the  4th  of  January  1618  he  was 
constituted  lord  high  chancellor  of 
England,  and  on  the  i  ith  of  July 
following  created  baron  of  Verulam 
in  Hertfordshire. —  The  desire  of 
introducing  and  establishing  his 
new  and  better  philosophy  (one  ca- 
pital end  of  which  was  to  discover 
methods  of  procuring  remedies  for 
all  human  evils)  seems  to  have  been 
his  ruling  passion  through  life:  in 
1620,  amidst  all  the  variety  of 
weighty  business  in  which  his  high 
office  necessarily  involved  him,  he 
published  the  most  finished  and  im- 
portant, though  the  least  read  of  all 
his  philosophical  trafts,  the  "  No- 
vum  Organum  Scientiarum."  The 
next  year  he  was  accused  of  bribery 
and  c.oiruption,  and  the  house  of 
peers,  on  the  3d  of  May  1621,  gave 
judgment  against  him,  "  that  he 
should  be  fined  40,000!.  and  re- 
main prisoner  in  the  Tower  during 
the  king's  pleasure:  that  he  should 
for  ever  be  incapable  of  any  office, 
place,  or  employment  in  the  state 
or  commonwealth  ;  and  that  he 
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should  never  sit  in  parliament,  or 
come  within  the  verge  of  the  court." 
-But  he  was  soon  restored  to  his  li- 
berty, and  his  fine  remitted,  and 
was  summoned  to  the  first  parlia- 
ment of  king  Charles.  After  this 
sentence  he  retired  from  civil  af- 
fairs, and  for  five  years  gave  him- 
self wholly  up  to  writing.  He  died 
April  9,  1626,  and  lies  buried  in 
St.  Michael's  church  at  St.  Alban's, 
where  a  monument  was  erefted  for 
him  by  sir  Thomas  Meautys,  once 
his  secretary,  and  afterwards  clerk 
of  the  council.  His  works,  collefted 
into  5  vols.  410.  were  beautifully 
and  accurately  printed  by  Mr.  Bow- 
yer  and  Mr.  Strahan,  in  1765. 

BACON  (PHANUEL),  reaor  of 
Balden  in  Oxfordshire,  and  vicar  of 
Bramber  in  Sussex,  was  a  famous 
punster  and  an  ingenious  poet.  He 
published  in  1757  five  dramatic 
pieces,  called  "  The  Taxes,"  "  The 
Insionificar.ts,"  "  The  Trial  of  the 
Time-killers,"  "  The  Moral  Quack  ," 
and  "  The  Oculist ;"  and  died  at 
Balden,  Jan.  s,  1783. 

BADCOCK(SAML7EL)  an  emi- 
nent critic  and  controversial  writer, 
was  born  in  the  year  1750,  and  des- 
tined to  the  clerical  charafiier.  We 
find  him  in  very  early  life,  at  about 
the  age  of  >  9,  at  the  head  of  a  very 
Ci  nsiclenible  Presbyterian  congrega- 
tion, at  Barnstaple  in  Devonshire. 
From  this  situation,  however,  he 
removed,  and  was  elected  minister 
of  South  Molton,  about  1 2  miles 
from  his  first  situation  ;  and  in  this 
retirement  his  aftive  mind  turned 
its  views  to  the  more  public  depart- 
ments of  literature.  During  the  pro- 
gress of  the  London  Review,  he  oc- 
casionally corresponded  with  Dr. 
Kenrick,  and  contended  with  that 
acute  and  intelligent  sceptic  on  dif- 
ferent points  of  Christianity.  Ke 
occasionally  also  v»;vte  some  articles'

in  his  Review,  which  are  yet  dis- 
tinguishable by  their  spirit  and  in- 
telligence. He  was,  before  this  pe- 
riod, an  occasional  correspondent  in 
the  Westminster  Magazine;  and  we 
afterwards  find  him  more  frequently 
corresponding  with  the  Gentleman's 
Magazine,  the  London  Magazine, 
the  General  Evening  Post,  and  the 
St.  James's  Chronicle.  But  the  great 
scene  of  his  public  warfare  was  in 
the  Monthly  Review.  His  corre- 
spondence with  news-papers  was 
commonly  temporary,  though  ge- 
nerally important,  and  on  suhjefls 
of  literature. — In  private  circles, 
few  were  more  eagerly  sought  after 
than  Mr.  Badcock  ;  few  more  gene- 
rally admired  for  sprightly  sallies 
of  wit,  for  the  brilliant  effusions  of 
genius,  or  the  collected  store  of  ma- 
ny studious  hours  of  retirement  and 
deep  investigation.  His  friendships 
were  warm  and  animated;  nor  did 
he  ever  decline  assisting  those  who, 
from  his  character  and  reputation, 
were  led  to  request  his  aid.  Many- 
admired  publications  received  their 
best  embellishments  from  his  hand. 
About  three  years  before  his  death, 
which  happened  on  the  igthofMay 
178^,  he  conformed  to  the  esta- 
blished church, 

BADDELEY  (ROBERT)  an  ex« 
cellent  Jow  comedian,  many  years 
attached  to  Drury-lane  theatre,  died 
Nov.  ao,  1794.  By  his  will  he  left 
to  the  theatrical  fund  his- cottage  at 
Hampton  in  trust,  that  they  should 
cleft  to  reside  in  it  such  four  of  the 
fund  pensioners  as  might  not  objed 
to  living  sociably  under  the  same 
roof.  In  this  house  are  two  par- 
lours for  their  joint  indulgence,  and 
four  separate  bedchambers.  This  be- 
quest is  an  instance  of  his  benevo- 
lence, and  of  his  respect  for  his  pro- 
fession ;  but  the  manner  in  which 
it  was  done  is  even  inert  honourable 
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to   him  than   the   donation    itself: 
That  the  decayed  actors  who  are  to 
be   chosen   by  the   fund  committee 
as  tenants  for  this  house  might  not 
appear  like  dependents   on  charity 
in  the  eyes  of   the   neighbourhood, 
he  left  also  a  certain  sum  to  be  dis- 
tributed by  those  tenants  to  the  poor 
of   the    vicinity.     The    singularity 
of   Mr.  B.'s    mind     is    further    ob- 
servable,     in      his     leaving     three 
pounds     annually     for     a     twelfth- 
cake  to  be  distributed  in  the  green- 
room. 

BAGFORD  (JOHN)  a  celebra- 
ted antiquary,  and  collctlor  of  old 
English  books,  prints,  &.C.  He  had 
been  in  his  younger  da\s  a  shoe- 
maker, afterwards  a  bookseller, 
and  la^ly,  for  the  many  curiosities 
wherewith  he  enriched  the  famous 
library  of  Dr.  John  Moore, "bisnop 
of  Ely,  bis  lordship  got  him  admit- 
ted into  the  Charter-house.  He  died 
May  15,  1716,  aged  65  years. 

BAJ  AZET  I.«uitanofiheTurks, 
a  renowned  warrior,  but  a  tyrant. 
Being  conquered  by  Tamerlane, 
and  exposed  by  him  in  an  iron  cage 
(the  fate  he  had  destined  for  his  ad- 
versary if  he  had  been  the  vitlnr) 
he  dashed  his  head  against  the  bars 
of  this  piison  and  killed  himself,  in 
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BAILLET  (ADRIAN)  a  French 

divine,  theological,  historical,  and 
biographical  writer,  born  1649, 
He  wrote  "  A  Hislory  of  Holland 
from  1609  to  1679,"  4  vols.  i  zmo. 
"  Lives  of  the  Saints,"  3  vols  folio; 
"  Jugemens  des  Savans,"  9  vois. 
lamo.  See.  &c.  and  died  1706. 

BAKER  (SIR  RICHARD)  au- 
thor of  the  "  Chronicle  of  the 
Kings  of  England,"  born  at  Sis- 
singhurst  in  Kent,  about  1568.  He 
married  a  daughter  of  sir  George 
M;mwaring,  of  Ightfield  in  Shrop- 
shire, knight;  and  having  become

surety  for  some  of  that  family's 
debts,  was  thereby  reduced  to  po- 
verty, and  thrown  into  the  Fleet 
prison,  where  he  died,  Feb.  18, 
1644-5,  arc!  was  buried  in  St. 
Bride's  church,  Fleet-street. 

BAKER  (THOMAS)  a  very  in. 
genious  and  learned  antiquary,  was 
descended  from  a  family  ancient  anj 
distinguished  by  its  loyalty  and  af- 
feftion  for    the   cro%vn,    his    grand- 
father, sir  George  Baker,    knight, 
having  almost  ruined  his  family  by 
his    exertions   for  Charles  1.     Mr, 
Baker   was  born   at   Crook,  in  the. 
county  of  Durham,  Sept.  14,  1656, 
and  died  in  the  office  of  commoner 
master  of  St.  John's  college,    Cam- 
bridge, July  2,    1740.      The  prin- 
cipal  work   that     he     printed   was, 
"  Reflections  on  Learning,  shewing 
the    insufficiency  thereof  in    its  se- 
veral particulars,  in  order  to  evince 
the  usefulness  and  necessity  of   Re- 
velation, London,  »  709- 1  o,"  which 
went  throuah  eight    editions  ;     and 
Mr.  Boswell,  in   his  "    Method  of 
Study,"  ranks  it  amongst  the  Eng- 
lish classics  for  purity  of  style. 

BAKER  (HENRY)  an  ingeni- 
ous and  diligent  naturalist,  born  in 
Fleet-street,  London,  either  near 
the  end  of  the  last,  or  very  early  in 
the  beginning  of  the  present  cen- 
tury. Being  of  a  philosophical  turn 
of  mind,  and  having  diligently  at- 
tended to  the  methods  which  might 
be  practicable  and  useful  in  the  cure 
of  stammering,  and  especially  in 
teaching  deaf  and  dumb  persons  to 
speak,  he  made  this  the  employ- 
ment of  his  life.  On  the  syth  of 
January  1740  Mr.  Baker  was 
elected  a  fellow  of  the  Society  of 
Antiquaries  ;  anJ,  on  the  12th  of 
March  following,  the  same  honour 
was  conferred  upon  him  by  tbfe 
Royal  Society.  In  1744,  sir  God- 
frey  Copley's  gold  medal  was  be- 
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stowej  upon  him,  for  having,  by 
his  microscopical  experiments  on 
the  crystallizations  and  configura- 
tions of  saline  particles,  produced 
the  most  extraordinary  discovery 
during  that  year.  Having  led  a 
very  useful  and  honourable  life,  he 
died  at  his  apartments  in  the  Strand 
on  the  25th  of  Nov.  1774,  being 
then  above  70  years  of  age.  It  is 
much  to  be  regretted,  that  Mr.  Ba- 
ker should  suffer  his  art  to  die  with 
him;  which  we  are  assured  was  the 
case,  and  all  his  patients  were  en- 
joined to  secrecy  ;  for  at  the  end  of 
his  instruction  he  took  a  bond  for 
lool.  of  each  scholar,  not  to  di- 
vulge his  method  ;  and  he  is  said 
to  have  stood  a  suit  for  it  with  a 
son  of  the  late  earl  of  Buchan.  His 
principal  publications  are,  "  The 
Microscope  made  easy,"  and"  Em- 
ployment for  the  Microscope." 

BAKER  (WILLIAM},  a  learned 
printer,  born  at  Reading  1742,  was 
the  son  of  an  eminent  schoolmaster 
in  that  town.  From  his  youth  he 
was  greatly  addifled  to  study,  and 
his  friends  favoured  his  inclinations 
by  making  him  a  printer.  His  mo- 
desty was  equal  to  his  learning,  and 
he  was  truly  Gray's  "  flower  born 
to  blush  unseen."  His  diffidence 
prevented  his  appearing  much  be- 
fore the  public  as  a  writer;  and  his 
only  publications  are,  "  Peregrina- 
tions of  the  Mind,"  a  series  of  es- 
says in  the  manner  of  the  Rambler ; 
and  "  Iheses  Graece  ct  Latinae  Se- 
leflae."  He  died  in  London,  Sept. 
29>  '785.  in  the  44th  year  of  his 
age  ;  and  an  elegant  Latin  epitaph 
to  his  memory  is  placed  on  the  tomb 
of  his  family,  in  the  church-yard  of 
St.  Mary,  Reading. 

BAKEWELL  (ROBERT)  the 
most  successful  experimental  farmer 
and  cattle-breeder  ever  known  in 
England,  was  born  1726,  at  Dish- 
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ley  in   Leicestershire.     Having  re- 
marked, that   domestic  animals  in 
general   produce   others   possessing 
qualities  nearly  similar  to  their  own, 
he  conceived  he  had  only  to  selecl 
from  all   the  most  valuable  breeds 
such  as  promised  to  return  the  great- 
est possible  emolument  to  the  breed- 
er, and  that  he  should  then  be  able, 
by  careful  attention   to   progressive 
improvements,    to   produce    a  race 
of  sheep,   horses,  horned  cattle,  or 
other  animals,  possessing    a    maxU 
mum  of  advantage.    A  selection  on 
this  principle  from   different  parts 
of  England,  was  the  original  stock 
from   which   he   afterwards  propa- 
gated his  own.     About  1760,  Mr. 
Bakewell  sold  his  sheep  by  private 
contraft,  at  not  more  than  two  or 
three  guineas  each.     Some  time  af- 
terwards, he   began   to  let  some  of 
his  rams,  and  for  a  few  seasons  re- 
ceived  only    155.  and  a  guinea  a 
piece  for  them  ;     but  as  the  fame 
of  his  breed  extended  itself  he  ad- 
vanced his  prices,   and  by  the  year 
1770  was  enabled  to  let   some  of 
bis  rams  for  the  season  for  25  gui- 
neas.     After  that  time,  the   prices 
and  credit  of  his  stock  progressively 
increased  ;   and  at  last,  single  rams 
have  been  let  for  the  season  for  the 
enormous  price  of  400  guineas,  and 
upwards.     It   is  a  futl  that  has  no 
other  example,  that  one  ram,  called 
the  Two  Pounder,  produced,  in  one 
season,  the  sum  of  800  guineas,  in- 
dependentof  ewes  of  Mr.  Bakewell's 
own    stock  ;    which,    at   the   same 
rate,  would  have  made  a  total,  the 
produce  of  a  single  ram,   of  i  200 
guineas.    The  race  of  Dishley  sheep 
are  known  by  the  fineness  of  their 
bones    and   flesh,    the   lightness  of 
the  offal,  their  disposition  to  quiet- 
ness,   and   consequently   to   mature 
and  fatten  with  less  food  than  other 
sheep  of  equal  weight  and  value.— 
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r.  Bakewell  improved  his  black 
horses  by  an  attention  to  the  form 
which  is  best  adapted  to  their  use. 
His  stallions  have  been  let  for  the 
season  for  100  guineas,  and  up- 
wards.— Many  anecdotes  are  rela- 
ted of  his  humanity  towards  the 
various  orders  of  animals.  He  con- 
tinually deprecated  the  atrocious 
barbarities  practised  by  the  butchers 
and  drovers;  shewing,  by  examples 
on  his  own  farm,  the  most  pleasing 
instances  of  docility  in  the  animals 
under  his  care.  This  extraordinary 
man,  more  deserving,  in  our  opi- 
nion, of  the  civic  wreath,  than  the 
warrior  or  the  statesman,  died  Oft. 
i ,  i  795,  on  the  spot  where  he  first 
drew  breath. 

B  A  LCHEN  (JOHN)  a  celebrated 
English  admiral,  shipwrecked  on 
the  coast  of  Scilly,  in  the  Viftory, 
a  first-rate,  when  upwards  of  1 100 
persons  perished  with  him,  1744. 

BALE  (JOHN)  bishop  of  Ossory 
in  Ireland,  born  at  Cove,  a  small 
village  in  Suffolk.  He  was  bred  up 
in  the  Romish  religion;  but  became 
afterwards  a  Protestant.  His  con- 
version, however,  greatly  exposed 
him  to  the  persecution  of  the  Ro- 
mish clergy;  and  he  must  have  felt 
their  resentment,  had  he  not  been 
protected  by  lord  Cromwell ;  but 
upon  the  death  of  this  nobleman, 
he  was  obliged  to  fly  to  Holland, 
where  he  remained  six  years,  and 
during  this  time  wrote  several  pie- 
ces in  the  English  language.  He 
was  recalled  into  England  by  Ed- 
ward VI.  and  presented  to  the  li- 
ving of  Bishop's-stoke,  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Southampton.  The  i^th  of 
August  1532  he  was  nominated  to 
the  see  of  Ossory  ;  and,  upon  his 
arrival  in  Ireland,  used  his  utmost 
endeavours  to  reform  the  manners 
of  his  diocese,  to  correct  the  vices 
of  the  priests,  to  abolish  the  mass, 
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and  to  establish  the  use  of  the  new 
book  of  common  prayer  set  forth 
in  England;  but  all  his  schemes  of 
this  kind  having  proved  abortive  by 
the  death  of  king  Edward,  and  ac- 
cession of  qneen  Mary,  he  became 
greatly  exposed  to  the  outrages  of 
the  Papists  in  Ireland.  Once,  in 
particular,  we  are  told  that  five  of 
his  domestics  were  murdered  while 
they  were  making  hay  in  a  mea- 
dow near  his  house ;  and  having 
received  intimation  that  the  priests 
were  plotting  his  death,  he  retired 
from  his  see  to  Dublin.  He  after- 
wards made  his  escape  in  a  small 
vessel  from  that  port  ;  but  was  ta- 
ken by  the  captain  of  a  Dutch  man- 
of-war,  who  stripped  him  of  all  his 
money  and  effe£b,  and,  when  he  ar- 
rived in  Holland,  obliged  him  to 
pay  30!.  before  he  could  procure 
his  liberty.  From  Holland  he  re- 
tired to  Basil  in  Switzerland,  where 
he  continued  during  the  reign  of 
queen  Mary.  On  the  accession  of 
queen  Elizabeth  he  returned  from 
exile  ;  but  did  not  choose  to  go 
again  to  Ireland,  being  satisfied 
with  a  prebend  of 'Canterbury,  in 
which  city  he  died,  Nov.  1563, 
aged  67,  and  was  buried  in  the  ca- 
thedral of  that  place. — This  prelate 
has  left  a  celebrated  Latin  work, 
containing  the  lives  of  the  most 
eminent  writers  of  Great  Britain. 
He  was  also  one  of  the  earliest  of 
our  dramatic  writers.  Twenty  of 
his  plays  are  recorded. 

BALES  (PETER)  a  very  extra- 
ordinary person  in  his  way,  and  fit 
to  be  recorded  in  a  work  of  this 
nature.  He  was  a  most  famous  mas- 
ter in  the  art  of  penmanship,  or  fair 
writing  ;  and  one  of  the  first  invent- 
ors (for  there  seems  to  have  been 
more  than  one)  of  short-hand  wri- 
ting. He  was  born  in  1547;  and 
is  recorded  for  his  ikill  in  micro- 
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graphy,  or  miniature-writing,  in 
Hollingshed'sChronicle,anno  1575. 
Mr.  Evelyn  also  has  celebrated  his 
wonderful  skill  in  this  delicate  ope- 
ration of  the  hand  ;  informing  us, 
that  in  the  year  1575  he  \vrote  the 
Lord's  Prayer,  the  Creed,  Deca- 
^gue,  with  two  short  prayers  in  La- 
tin, his  own  name,  motto,  day  of 
the  month,  year  of  the  Lord,  and 
reign  of  the  queen,  to  whom  he 
presented  it  at  Hampton  Court,  all 
within  the  circle  of  a  single  penny, 
inchased  in  a  ring  and  borders  of 
gold,  and  covered  with  a  crystal 
so  accurately  wrought,  as  to  be  very 
plainly  legible,  to  the  great  admira- 
tion of  her  majesty,  the  whole  privy- 
council,  and  several  ambassadors 
then  at  court.  He  was  farther  very 
dexterousinimitating  hand-writing; 
and,  about  1586,  was  employed  by 
secretary  Walsingham  in  certain  po- 
litical manoeuvres.  \Ve  find  him  at 
the  head  of  a  school  near  the  Old 
Bailey,  London,  in  1590;  in  which 
year  lie  published  his  "  Writing 
School-master,  in  three  parts:  the 
1st  teaching  swift  writing  ;  the  2d, 
true  writing  ;  the  gd,  fair  writing." 
In  1,597  he  republished  this  work, 
which  was  in  such  high  reputation, 
that  no  less  than  18  copies  of 
commendatory  verses,  composed  by 
learned  and  ingenious  men  of  that 
time,  were  printed  before  it.  V.'e 
know  little  more  of  this  curious 
person,  hut  that  he  seems  to  have 
died  about  the  year  1610. 

BALGUY  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
English  divine,  theological,  contro- 
versial, and  metaphysical  writer, 
born  at  Sheffield  1686,  died  at  Har- 
rowgate  1748.  He  was  the  friend 
of  Clarke  and  Hoadley,  and  was 
associated  with  them  in  maintaining 
the  cause  of  rational  religion  and 
Christian  liberty. 

BALGUY  (THOMAS)  D,D.  son 
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of  the  preceding,  archdeacon  of 
Winchester,  and  prebendary  of  that 
cathedral,  a  very  powerful  champion 
in  the  causeof  morality  and  religion, 
and  of  the  most  disinterested  zeal, 
having  declined  the  bishopric  of 
Gloucester,  which  was  offered  to  him 
bythekingin  1781.  Dr.  B.  died 
Jan.  19,  1795. 

B.1LIOL  (JOHN  DEJ  founder 
of  Baliol  College,  Oxford,  which 
was  begun  by  him  in  1263,  and  af- 
ter wards  perfected  by  his  widow. 
During  the  contests  between  Henry 
111.  and  his  barons,  he  firmly  ad- 
hered to  the  king,  and  died  in 
1269. 

BALLANDEN,  or  BALLED- 
DEN  (sir  JOHN),  an  elegant  Scot- 
tish writer  of  the  i6th  century. 
He  translated  into  the  Scots  Ian- 
guage  Heflor  Boetius's  History, 
which  was  extremely  well  received 
both  in  Scotland  and  England,  and 
died  at  Rome  1550. 

BALLARD  (GEORGE),  born  at 
Campden,  in  Gloucestershire,  was 
one  of  those  singular  geniuses 
which  shoot  forth  without  culture. 
He  was  brought  up  to  the  profession 
of  a  habit-maker  ;  but  upon  a  dis- 
covery of  his  abilities,  lord  Ched- 
worth,  and  some  other  gentlemen, 
offered  him  a  pension  of  lool.  per 
annum  :  but  he  would  only  accept 
6ol.  He  published  "  Memoirs  of 
British- Ladies  eminent  for  Learning 
or  Abilities,"  and  died  young,  sup- 
posed to  be  owing  to  too  intense  ap- 
plication. 

BALUZE  (STEPHEN)  a  French 
writer,  and  author  of  the  "  Lives 
of  the  Popes  of  Avignon,"  born 
1631,  died  17  18. 

BALZAC  (JOHN  LEWIS 
GUEZ  DE)  historiographer  of 
France,  and  counsellor  of  state  ; 
born  1594,  at  Angouleme.  He 
was  much  esteemed  as  a  writes^ 
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[especially  for  his  Letters,  which 
went  through  several  editions),  and 
died  1654. 

BANIER  (ANTHONY)  a  cele- 
brated mythologist  of  France,  born 
1673,  died  1741.  An  English 
translation  of  his"  Mythology,  and 
FnSles  of  the  Ancients,"  was  pub- 
lished in  London,  1741,  in  4  vols. 
8vo. 

BANKS   (JOHN)    was  bred  an 
attorney  at   law,    and    belonged  to 
the  society   of  New-Inn.     The  city 
study  of  the  law,  however,  not  be- 
ing so   suitable   to  his  natural  dis- 
position,    as     the     more    elevated 
flights  of  poetical  imagination,    he 
became    a    dramatic    writer.       His 
turn    was    entirely  to   tragedy,    his 
merit  in  which  is  of  a  peculiar  kind  : 
fur  at  the  same   time   that  his  l.m- 
guage  must  be  confessed   to    be  ex- 
tremely unpoetical,  and  his  numbers 
uncouth    and    inharmonious,     nay, 
even    his    characters   very  far  from 
being    strongly    marked    or    distin-  •; 
gnished,  and  his  episodes  extremely 
irregular;    yet    it   is  impossible  to 
avoid  being   deeply  affected   at  the 
representation,    and    even     at    the 
reading  of  his  tragic  pieces.      This 
is    owing    in   general    to    a    happy 
choice  of  his  subjects,  which  are  all 
borrowed   from  history  either   real 
or  romantic.     The  tragedies  he  has 
left  behind  him  are  seven  in  num- 
ber. 

BARATIER  (JOHN  PHILIP) 
a  prodigy  of  his  kind,  was  born  at 
Schwoback,  in  the  Margravate  of 
Brandenbuigh  Anspach,  the  igth 
of  January  1720-21.  His  father 
Francis  had  quitted  France  for  the 
sake  of  professing  the  religion  of 
Calvin,  and  was  then  pastor  of 
the  Calvinist  church  of  Schwoback. 
He  took  upon  himself  the  care  of 
his  son's  education,  and  taught  him 
without  <tudy,  arul  almost 
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without  his  perceiving  that  he 
learning  them,  by  only  introducing 
words  of  different  languages  as  it 
were     casually    into     conversation 
with  him.      By  these  means,  when 
he  was  but  four  years  old,  he  spoke 
every  day  French    to  his  mother, 
Latin  to  his  father,  and  Hi  ah  Dutch 
to  the  maid,   without  the  least  per- 
plexity to  himself,  or  the  least  con- 
fusion of  one   language   with   ano- 
ther.   The  other  languages  of  which 
he  was  ma;ter  he    learnt  by  a  me- 
thod yet  more  uncommon  ;     which 
was,    by  only  using  the  Bible    in 
the   language  he  then  proposed  to 
learn,  accompanied  with  a  transla- 
tion.     Thus  he  understood  Greek 
at  six,  and   Hebrew   at  eight  years 
of  age  ;    insomuch  that   he   couM, 
upon  the  opening  of  the  book,  and 
without  a  moment's  hesitation,trans- 
late  the  Hebrew  Bible  into  Latin  or 
French.— He    afterwards    applied 
himself  to  the  study  of  the  fathers 
and  the   councils,    of    philosopii»  , 
mathematics,     and,  above    all,    of 
astronomy.     This  boy,  as  he  really 
was,    formed    schemes    for    finding 
the   longitude,     •which   he  sent  in 
January  1735  to  the  Royal  Society 
atLondon ;  and  though  these  schemes 
had  been  already  tried  and  found  in- 
sufficient, yet  they  exhibited  such  * 
specimen  of  his  capacity  for  mathe- 
matical learning,  that  the  Royal  So- 
ciety of   Berlin  admitted  him,   the 
same  year,  as  one  of  their  mem- 
bers.    In   1735   he  went  with  his 
father  to  Halle ;    at  which  univer- 
sity he    was   offered  the  degree  of 
master  of  arts,  or  (as  they  call  it) 
doftor  in  philosophy.  Baratierdrew 
up  that  night  14  theses  in  philoso- 
phy and  the    mathematics ;    the  e 
he  sent    immediately  to   the   pro;, 
and  defended  the  next  day  so  very 
ably  that  all   who  heard  him  were 
delighted  and  am  ized     '     -vas  then 
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admitted  to  his  degree.  He  died  at 
his  father's  at  Halle,  the  5th  of 
Oflober  1740,  in  the  aoth  year  of 
bis  age. 

B  ARBERINI(FRANCIS)  a  most 
excellent  poet  of  Tuscany,  in  the 
1 3th  century. 

BARBEYRAC  (JOHN)  born 
1674,  at  Bariers,  a  city  of  Lower 
Languedoc,  in  France.  He  trans- 
lated into  French  the  two  celebra- 
ted works  of  "  Puffendorf,"  his 
"  Law  of  Nature  and  Nations, "and 
his"  Duties  of  a  Man  and  Citizen ;" 
wrote  excellent  notes  to  boih  these 
performances,  and  to  the  former 
gave  an  introductory  preface.  He 
published  also,  in  1724,  a  transla- 
tion into  French  of  Grotius's  trea- 
tise "  De  Jure  Belli  ac  Pacis/'with 
large  and  excellent  notes,  and  died 
in  1729- 

BARCHAM  (JOHN)  a  learned 
divine  and  antiquary,  born  at  Exe- 
ter about  1572.  He  assisted  Speed 
in  his  History  of  England  ;  and  was 
author  of  a  '«  Display  of  Heraldrie," 
folio,  1611;  but  having  composed 
it  in  his  youth,  and  thinking  it  too 
light  a  subjeft  to  acknowledge,  he 
gave  it  to  John  Gwillim,  a  herald 
of  his  acquaintanre,  under  whose 
name  it  has  been  repeatedly  printed. 
He  died  1642. 

BARCLAY  (ROBERT)  an  emi- 
nent writer  among  the  Quakers  ; 
born  at  Edinburgh  1648.  In  1676, 
his  famous  "  Apology  for  the  Qua- 
kers" was  published,  in  Latin,  at 
Amsterdam,  410.  He  translated  it, 
however,  into  English,  and  pub- 
lishtd  it  in  1678.  This  work  is 
addressed  to  Charles  II.  and  the 
manner  in  which  he  expresses  him- 
self to  his  majesty  is  very  remark- 
able. Among  many  other  extra- 
ordinary passages,  we  meet  with 
the  following  :  "  There  is  no  king 
in  the  world  who  can  so  experi 
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mentally  testify  of  God's  providence 
and  goodness  ;  neither  is  there  any 
who  rules  so  many  free  people,  so 
many  true  Christians;  which  thing 
renders  thy  government  moie  ho- 
nourable, thyself  more  considerable, 
than  the  accession  of  many  nations 
filled  with  slavish  and  superstitious 
souls.  Thou  hast  tasted  of  pros- 
perity and  adversity  ;  thou  know- 
est  what  it  is  to  be  banished  thy 
native  country,  to  be  over-ruled  as 
well  as  to  rule  and  sit  upon  the 
throne;  and  being  oppressed,  thou 
hast  reason  to  know  how  hateful 
the  oppressor  is  both  to  God  and 
man  :  if,  after  all  these  warnings 
and  advertisements,  thou  dost  not 
turn  unto  the  Lord  with  all  thy 
heart,  but  forget  him  who  remem- 
bered thee  in  thy  distress, and  give  up 
thyself  to  follow  low  lust  and  vanity, 
surely  great  will  be  thy  condemna- 
tion."— He  did  great  service  to  his 
st£l  by  his  writings  over  all  Europe, 
and  died  1690. 

BARETTI  (JOSEPH)  born  at 
Turin  about  the  year  1716.  He 
came  over  to  England  in  the  year 
175°>  where  he  resided  (with  a 
short  interval)  the  remainder  of 
his  life.  Baretti  had  the  good  for- 
tune to  be  introduced  to  Dr.  Samuel 
Johnson,  and  between  them  a  very 
long  intimacy  had  place.  From  the 
time  of  his  arrival  in  England,  he 
subsisted  by  teaching  the  Italian 
language,  and  by  the  sale  of  his 
writings.  In  1760  he  made  a  tour 
to  Italy,  through  Portugal  and  Spain, 
and  returned  to  England  after  an  ab» 
sence  of  six  yrgis.  In  1769  he  again 
embarked  for  Spain;  on  his  return 
from  whence,  an  event  took  place 
which  hazarded  his  life  at  the  time, 
and  probably  diniinished,  in  future, 
some  of  the  estimation  in  which, 
until  then,  he  had  been  held  among 
his  friends,  On  the  6ih  of  October, 
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returning  from  the  Orange  Coffee- 
house, between  six  and  seven  o'clock, 
and  going  hastily  up  the  Haymarket, 
he  was  accosted  by  a  woman,  who 
behaving  with  great  indecency,  he 
\vas  provoked  to  give  her  a  blow  on 
the  hand  (as  he  declared)  accompa- 
nied with  some  angry  words.  This 
occasioned  a  retort  from  her,  in 
which  several  opprobrious  terms 
were  u?ed  towards  him  ;  and  three 
men,  who  appeared  to  be  conneQed 
with  the  woman,  immediately  inter- 
fering, and  endeavouring  to  push 
him  from  the  pavement,  with  a 
view  to  throw  him  into  a  puddle, 
in  order  to  trample  on  him,  he  was 
alarmed  for  his  safety,  and  rashly 
struck  one  of  them  with  a  knife. 
He  was  then  pursued  by  them  all; 
and  another  of  them  collaring  him, 
he  again  struck  the  assailant,  Evan 
Morgan,  with  his  knife  several 
times,  and  gave  him  some  wounds, 
of  which  he  died  in  the  Middlesex 
Hospital  the  next  day.  Mr.  Baretti 
was  immediately  taken  into  custody, 
and  at  the  ensuing  sessions  tried  at 
the  Old  Bailey.  He  made  a  most 
admirable  defence;  which,  added 
to  the  bad  reputation  of  his  prose- 
cutors, impressed  the  court  much  in 
his  favour.  He  was  acquitted  of  the 
murder,  and  of  the  manslaughter  ; 
the  verdift  was  self-defence. — After 
this  unfortunate  transaction  he  again 
sat  down  to  his  studies,  and  in  1770 
published  his  "  Travels,"  for  which 
it  is  said  he  received  500!.  On  the 
establishment  of  the  Royal  Academy, 
he  was  appointed  foreign  secretary, 
a  post  of  mote  honour  than  profit. 
He  was,  however,  more  successful 
in  the  application  of  one  of  his 
friends  for  a  pension  during  lord 
North's  administration:  he  obtained 
the  sum  of  Sol.  a  year  from  govern- 
ment; which,  though  insufficient  for 
independence,  relieved  him  from  the 
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apprehensions  of  want.- — With  the 
indolence  which  sometimes  accom- 
panies old  age  he  became  negligent, 
inattentive  to  the  state  of  his  finan- 
ces, spent  the  principal  of  his  500!. 
and,  at  the  conclusion  of  his  life, 
felt  himself  scarcely  out  of  the  gripe 
of  poverty.  He  died  May  5,  1789, 
without  a  struggle  or  sigh,  the  mo- 
ment after  taking  a  glass  of  wine, 
preserving  his  faculties  to  the  last 
moment. 

BARLOWE  (WILLIAM)  re- 
markable for  having  been  the  first 
who  wrote  on  the  nature  and  pro- 
perties of  the  loadstone,  20  years 
before  Gilbert  published  his  book  on 
that  subjeft.  It  was  he  likewise 
who  found  out  the  difference  be- 
tween iron  and  steel,  and  their 
tempers  for  magnetical  uses.  He 
died  in  1625. 

BARNARD  (sir  JOHN)  was  in 
the  year  1722  chosen  one  of  the 
representatives  in  parliament  for 
the  city  of  London,  a  trust  which 
he  continued  to  enjoy  during  the 
six  succeeding  parliaments,  and 
which  he  always  discharged  with 
equal  integrity  and  ability.  In 
1727,  he  was  chosen  alderman  of 
Dowgate  Ward,  and  the  next  year 
prepared  and  presented  to  the  com- 
mons a  bill  for  the  better  regula- 
tion and  government  of  seamen  in 
the  merchant  service. — In  the  de- 
bate upon  the  famous  excise  scheme 
projected  by  sir  Robert  Walpole  in 
'733>  sir  John  shewed  himself  not 
more  zealous  for  the  trade  of  his 
country,  than  for  the  honour  of 
those  by  whom  it  was  principally 
conducted,  and  made  so  strenuous 
an  opposition  to  this  unpopular  and 
unconstitutional  scheme,  that,  in 
conjunction  with  other  members,  he 
obliged  the  ministry  entirely  to  lay 
it  aside.  In  1737  he  formed  a 
scheme  for  reducing  the  interest  on 
F  a 
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the  national  debt;  a  project  which, 
though  it  did  not  at  that  time  suc- 
ceed, was,  nevertheless,  afterwards 
carried  into  execution,  to  the  great 
emolument  of  the  trading  part  of  the 
nation.  In  1738  he  served  the  high 
office  of  lord-mayor  of  London  j  and 
in  July  1758,  to  the  inexpressible 
regret , of  his  brother  aldermen,  and 
of  all  his  fellow-citizens,  he  re- 
signed his  gown,  retired  in  a  great 
measure  from  public  business,  and 
continued  to  live  chiefly  in  a  pri- 
vite  manner  at  Clapham  ;  where, 
after  having  attained  to  near  the 
age  of  80,  he  died  the  29th  of 
August  1766.  Never  man  was 
more  universally  esteemed  while 
living,  nor  more  sincerely  regretted 
when  dead.  A  statue  is  erected  to 
his  memory  in  the  Royal  Exchange. 

£ARN£S  ( JOSHUA )  an  eminent 
critic  and  professor  of  the  Greek 
language  in  the  University  of  Cam- 
bridge, was  born  1054.  He  pub- 
lished editions  of  Euripides,  Ana- 
creon,  and  Homer;  a  life  of  Ed- 
ward III.  folio,  1688,  and  several 
poems  both  in  Latin  and  English, 
and  died  in  1712. 

BARON  (MICHAEL)  the  Roscius 
of  the  French  theatre,  born  165;;, 
died  1719.  The  father  of  Baron 
also  was  an  aflor  famcus  for  his 
talent  in  declamation;  and  the 
manner  of  his  death  was  singular  : 
Playing  the  part  of  Don  Diego,  in 
The  Cul,  his  sword  fell  from  his 
hand,  as  the  piece  requires;  and 
kicking  it  from  him  with  indigna- 
tion he  unfortunately  struck  against 
the  point  of  it,  by  which  his  little 
toe  was  pierced.  It  turned  to  a 
gangrene  ;  he  refused  to  suffer  am- 
putation, and  died  1655. 

BARONIUS  (C/ESAR)  a  Neapo- 
litan cardinal,  librarian  of  the  Va- 
tican, and  author  of  "  Ectlesiasti- 
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cal  Annals"  from  A.  D.  I ,  to  1 198  , 

born  1538,  died  1607. 

BARR1NGTON(JOHN  SHUTF.) 
lord  viscount,  a  nobleman  of  con- 
siderable learning,  and  author  of 
several  books  on  religious  subjeQs, 
was  born  in  1678,  and  died  in, 
»734- 

BARROW  (ISAAC)  an  emi. 
nent  mathematician  and  divine, 
born  1630.  When  the  king  ad- 
vanced Dr.  B.  to  the  dignity  of  mis- 
ter of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge, 
his  majesty  was  pleased  to  say,  "  he 
had  given  it  to  the  best  scholar  in 
England,"  and  he  did  not  speak 
from  report,  but  from  his  own, 
knowledge.  The  dotlor  being  then 
his  chaplain,  he  used  often  to  con- 
verse with  him,  and,  in  his  humour- 
ous -way,  to  call  him  an  "  unfair 
preacher,"  because  he  exhausted 
every  subjeft,  and  left  nothing  for 
others  to  say  after  him.  In  1675, 
he  was  chosen  vice-chancellor  of  the 
university. — This  great  and  learned 
divine  died  of  a  fever  the  4th  of 
May  1677,  and  was  buried  in  West- 
minster abbey. 

BARRY (SPR ANGER J  an  emi- 
nent English  actor,  cotc-mporary 
with,  and  a  powerful  rival  of  Mr. 
Garrick,  born  in  Dublin  1719,  died 
in  London,  Jan.  1777.  His  pecu- 
liar advantages  were  derived  from 
a  fine  person,  melodious  voice,  and 
pleasing  address  ;  and  his  per- 
formances in  amatory  characters 
were,  perhaps,  never  exrelled. 

BARTHELEMY,  the  Nestor  of 
French  literature,  and  author  of 
the  "  Travels  of  Anacharsis  in 
Greece,"  died  May  4,  1795.  Cu- 
ring the  dominationof  Robespierre, 
like  most  other  men  of  learning, 
he  was  imprisoned,  when,  notwith- 
standing his  great  age  and  infirmi- 
ties, instead  of  sinking  under  the 
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rigour  with  which  he  was  treated, 
he  exerted  himself  in  consoling  his 
fellow-sufferers.    Soon  after  the  fall 
of    Robespierre,    he    was   released 
and   allowed  a    pension.     The  fol-  ' 
lowing  tribute  to  his  memory  was 
delivered  in  the  national  convention 
on  the  day  after  his  death,  by  Dus- 
saulx  :  "  Legislators,  your   libera- 
lity conferred  honour  on  the  latter 
days  of   the  life  of  our  respectable 
fellow-citizen,    Barthelemy.       Our  i 
successors,   I   have    no  doubt,  will 
consecrate  his  memory  so    soon   as 
the   period  fixed   by   the  law  shall 
permit  them.      May  his  old  friend, 
however,    be    permitted,    in  a  few 
words,  to"  point  out  the  rare  quali- 
ties of  tiiat  Nestor  of  French  litera- 
ture?    It   might,  perhaps,  be  suffi. 
cient  to  tell  you,  as  Xenophon  said 
\vith   so  much  simplicity  of  one  of  j 
his  most  illustrious  contemporaries, 
that  Barthelemy  was   an  excellent 
man  in  all  respefb.     In  fa  ft,   those 
\vho  knew  him  were  at  a  loss  which 
to  admire   most— his  immortal  A- 
nacharsis  or  his  own  life.      His  po- 
licy consisted  in  goodness;   his  sci- 
ence   was   an   immense   treasure  of 
every  thing   that  could   purify  the 
morals,    perfefl   the    taste,    render 
mar.  more  dear  to  man,  and  contri- 
b..te  to  the  splendor  of  his  country. 
A  single  trait  will  convince  you  of 
tlie    mildness  of   his    philanthropic 
mind:   '  Why  is  it  not  permitted,' 
he  often  said,  '  to  a  mortal  to  be- 
queath prosperity  to  his  fellow-crea- 
ture??'    After  having   been    over- 
whelmed   with   the  favours  of   for- 
tune, which  came  unexpectedly  and 
unsought,  he  became  poor  ;    yet  his 
character,  far  from   sinking  under 
the  pressure,  acquired  new  respect; 
and  he    proved,   that    poverty   sup- 
ported with  dignity  is   not  less  ho- 
nourable than  wealth  accompanied 
with  benevolence.      Persecuted,   as 
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all  virtuous  and  enlightened  citi- 
zens were,  he  carried  with  him  to 
the  dungeon  of  that  tyranny  which 
you  have  so  gloriously  destroyed, 
the  constancy  and  serenity  of  So- 
crates. It  was  there  that  the  vene- 
rable old  man  presented  to  his  com- 
panions in  misfortune  the  magni- 
ficent spettads  of  a  good  man  strug- 
gling with  adversity.  I  have  said 
that  he  was  rich,  but  let  us  not  for- 
get that  he  was  not  rich  at  the  ex. 
pence  of  the  unfortunate,  and  that 
he  adopted  all  the  branches  of  his 
numerous  family." — In  the  "  Me- 
moires  of  the  Academy  of  Inscrip- 
tions and  Belles  Lettres"  are  pre- 
served many  of  his  papers  illustrat- 
ing Greek  literature. 

BARTON  (ELIZABETH)  com- 
monly called  "  The  holy  Maid  of 
Kent,"  a  religious  impostor  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  VIII,  and  executed 
at  Tyburn,  April  20,  1534. 

BASIL  I.  a  Macedonian.  Being 
but  a  common  soldier,  he  was  taken 
prisoner  by  the  Bulgarians,  from 
whom,  however,  he  escaped,  and 
asked  alms  to  support  him  on  a 
journey  to  Constantinople,  where 
he  became  emperor  of  the  east. 
Dreaded  by  his  enemies  the  Sara- 
cens, whom  he  frequently  vanquish- 
ed, and  beloved  by  his  subjects  for 
his  justice  and  clemency,  he  died 
886. 

BASKERVILLE(JOHN)  an  in- 
genious English  ietter.founder  and 
printer,  famous  for  the  beauty  and 
elegance  of  his  types  and  editions ; 
born  1706,  died  1775. 

BASNAGE  (JAMES)  a  French 
refugee  in  Holland,  author  of  "  A 
History  of  the  Jews,"  died  1723. 

BASSAN  (JAMES  DU    PONT) 
a  painter,  born  1510,  in  the  village 
of  Bassano,  in  the  republic  of  Ve- 
nice.   He  had  great  success  in  land. 
;  scape  and  portraiture.     He  has  also 
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drawn  several  night-pieces  ;  but  it 
is  said  he  found  great  difficulty  in 
representing  feet  and  hand";,  and 
for  this  reason  these  parts  are  gene- 
rally hid  in  his  piftures.  Annibal 
Carracci,  when  he  went  to  see  Bas- 
san,  was  so  far  deceived  by  the  re- 
presentation of  a  book  drawn  upon 
the  wall,  that  he  went  to  lay  hold  of 
it.  Bassan  was  also  a  great  lover 
of  music,  and  used  to  amuse  himself 
•with  gardening  ;  and  among  the 
pl.ints  which  he  reared,  we  are  tolc! 
that  he  would  often  intermingle  the 
fcguresof  serpents  and  other  animals, 
drawn  so  much  to  the  life,  that  one 
could  hardly  avoid  being  deceived. 
The  pieces  of  this  painter  are  spread 
over  Europe  :  He  died  at  Venice  in 


BATHURST  (ALLEN  earl,)  an 
English  nobleman  of  distinguished 
abilities,  born  Nov.  16,  1684.  To 
uncommon  talents  he  added  many 
virtues,  integrity,  humanity,  and 
generosity  :  and  to  these  virtues, 
good  breeding,  politeness  and  ele- 
gance. His  wit,  taste,  and  learning, 
connefted  him  with  all  persons  emi- 
nent in  that  way  i  as  Pope,  Swift, 
Addison,  &c.  He  lived  to  a  great 
age,  though  he  enjoyed  his  bottle 
to  the  last,  and  used  jocosely  to 
declare,  that  he  never  could  think 
ef  adopting  Dr.  Cadogan's  regimen  ; 
as  Dr.  Cheyne  had  assured  him  50 
years  before,  that  he  would  not  live 
seven  years  longer  unless  he  abridg- 
ed himself  of  his  wine.  He  died, 
after  a  few  days  illness,  at  his  seat 
near  Cirencester,  Sept.  16,  1775,  in 
his  9  ist  year. 

BAUTRU,  a  celebrated  wit,  and 
one  of  the  first  members  of  the 
French  academy,  was  born  at  Paris 
in  1,588,  and  died  there  in  1665. 
Once,  when  he  was  in  Spain,  hav- 
ing been  to  see  the  famous  library 
<»f  the  Escurial,  where  he  found  a

very  ignorant  librarian,  the  king 
of  Spain  asked  him  what  he  had 
remarked.  To  whom  Baulru  re- 
plied, that  "  the  library  was  a  very 
fine  one:  but  your  majesty  (adds  he) 
should  make  your  librarian  treasur- 
er of  your  finances."-^"  Why  so?" 
"  Because  (says  Bautru)  he  never 
touches  what  he  is  entrusted  with." 

BAXTER  (RICHARD)  an  emi. 
nent  nonconformist  divine,  was  born 
Nov.  12,  1615,  at  Rowton,  near 
High  Ercal,  in  Shropshire,  and 
died  1691.  He  wrote  a  vast  num. 
berofbooks;  Mr.  Long,  of  Exeter, 
says  80  ;  Dr.  Calamy,  120;  but 
the  author  of  a  note  in  the  Bio- 
graphia  Britannica  tells  us  he  had 
seen  145  distintl  treatises  of  Mr. 
Baxter's:  his  praQical  works  have 
been  published  in  4  vo!s.  folio.  Bi- 
shop Burnet,  in  the  History  of  his 
own  Times,  calls  him,  "  A  man  of 
great  piety  ;"  and  says,  "  that  if  he 
had  not  meddled  with  too  many 
things,  he  would  have  been  esteem- 
ed one  of  the  most  learned  men  of 
the  age;  that  he  had  a  moving  and 
pathetical  way  of  writing  ;  and  was, 
his  whole  life  long,  a  man  of  great 
zeal  and  much  simplicity,  but  was 
unhappily  subtle  and  metaphysical 
in  every  thing." 

BAXTER  (ANDREW)  a  writer 
in  metaphysics  and  natural  philoso- 
phy, born  in  1686,  at  Aberdeen, 
where  he  received  his  education  at 
King's  College.  His  principal  em- 
ployment was  that  of  a  private 
tutor.  His  celebrated  work,  "  An 
Inquiry  into  the  Nature  of  the  Hu- 
man Soul,"  was  first  published  in 
4to,  and  has  been  several  times  re- 
printed. Bishop  Warburton  calls  it, 
"  the  most  finished  book  of  the 
kind  that  the  present  times  have 
produced."  Baxter  drew  up  for 
the  use  of  his  pupils  a  piece  en- 
titled "  Matho;  sive  Cosmoiheoria 
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Puerilis,  Dialogns,"  &c.  which  hcj 
afterwards    greatly    enlarged,    and 
published  in  English,    2  vols.  8vo. 

1745-  ^e  ^'e^  'n  175°'  after 
bearing  with  the  greatest  fortitude 
a  complication  of  the  most  painful 
disorders. 

BAXTER  (WILLIAM)  an  emi- 
nant  critic  and  grammarian,  nephew 
to  the  foregoing,  bom  1650,  died 
•723-  He  published  excellent  edi- 
tions of"  Anacreon"and"  Horace," 
was  author  of  a  "  Latin  Grammar," 
1679,  and  of  a  "  Glossary  of  the 
Roman  Antiquities,"  which,  how- 
ever, goes  no  farther  than  the  letter 
A,  and  was  printed  1726. 

BAYARD  (I.E  CHEVALIER)  a 
celebrated  French  warrior,  called 
the  Knight  without  fear  or  reproach, 
ilain  at  the  siege  of  Rebec,  1524. 

BAYLE  (PETER)  author  of  the 
Historical  and  Critical  DicUonary, 
was  born  Nov.  18,  i  6-17,  at  Carla,  a 
small  town  in  the  county  of  Foix, 
and  was  a  most  laborious  and  indefa- 
tigable writer.  In  one  of  his  letters 
to  Des  Maizeaux,  he  says,  that  since 
his  20th  year  he  hardly  remembers 
to  have  had  any  leisuie.  He  died 
the  28th  of  December  1706,  after 
he  had  been  writing  the  greatest 
part  of  the  day.  Among  the  pro- 
ductions which  do  honour  to  the  age 
of  Lewis  XIV.  Mr.  Voltaire  has  not 
omitted  the  "  Critical  Dictionary" 
of  our  author  :  "  It  is  the  first  work 
of  the  kind  (says  he),  in  which  a 
man  may  learn  to  think." 

BAYLY  (LEWIS)  author  of  that 
most  memorable  book  intituled, 
"  The  Praai.  e  of  Piety."  He  was 
born  at  Carmarthen  in  Wales, 
educated  at  Oxford,  made  minister 
of  Evesham  in  Worcestershire  about 
1611,  became  chaplain  to  king 
James,  and  was  promoted  to  the 
ser  ot  Bangor  in  1616.  His  book  is 
tkihidted  "  to  the  high  and  mighty 
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ptince  Charles,  prin  e  of  Wales  ;" 
and  the  author  tells  his  highness, 
that  "  he  had  endeavoured  to  ex. 
traft  out  of  the  chaos  of  endless 
controversies  the  old  praQice  of 
true  piety,  which  flourished  before 
these  controversies  were  hatched." 
The  design  was  good  ;  and  the  re- 
ception this  book  has  met  with  may 
be  kno-vvnfrom  the  astonishing  num- 
ber of  its  editions.  This  prelate  died 
in  i  632. 

BE  ALE(MARY)a  portrait  paint- 
er  in  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  born 
in  Suffolk  1632.  In  the  manuscripts 
of  Mr.  Oldys,  she  is  celebrated  for 
her  poetry,  as  well  as  for  her  paint- 
ing ;  and  is  styled  "  that  masculine 
p<-et,  as  well  as  painter,  the  incom- 
parable Mrs.Beale."  She  died  Dec. 
*8,  1697. 

BEARD  (JOHN)  a  very  eminent 
and  popular  singer  on  the  English 
stage,  was  in  eariy  life  one  of  the 
children  in  the  Chapel  Royal;  but 
forfeited  his  station  there  by  his 
connexion  with  the  drama.  He 
married,  first,  lady  Henrietta,  re- 
lift  of  lord  EJward  Herbert,  and 
only  daughter  of  lord  Waldegrave; 
secondly,  a  daughter  of  Mr.  Rich, 
patentee  of  Covent  Garden  theatre. 
He  then  became  one  of  the  pro- 
prietors and  a£ling  manager  of  th:it 
house,  and  continued  to  perform 
till  disqualified  by  the  loss  of  his 
hearing.  He  died  in  his  75th  year, 
Feb.  5,  1791,  in  affluent  circum- 
'tances,  and  with  a  moral  character 
perhaps  as  high  as  human  nature 
can  possess. 

BEATON,or  BETON(DAVID) 
archbishop  of  St.  Andrew's  in  Scot- 
land, and  cardinal  of  the  Roman 
rhurch,  born  1494,  lost  his  life 
by  the  hands  of  Norman  Lesly, 
eldest  son  of  the  earl  of  Rothes, 
about  the  year  1546.  This  famous 
prelate  was  a  man  of  gre.it  parts, 
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bat  of  boundless  pride  and  ambition, 
and  withal  an  eminent  instance  of 
the  instability  of  what  the  world 
calls  fortune. 

BEAUMONT  (SIR  JOHN)  a 
poet  of  some  eminence,  descended 
from  an  ancient  family  at  Grace 
Dieu  in  Leicestershire,  born  1582. 
His  "  Bosworth  Field,"  Mr.  Head- 
ley  tells  us,  merits  a  republication, 
for  the  easy  flow  of  its  numbers, 
and  the  spirit  with  which  it  is  writ- 
ten. It  was  first  published  by  his 
son,  together  with  the  rest  of  his 
poems,  in  i  amo.  i6;tj.  He  was 
created  a  baronet  by  King  Charles 
in  16^6,  and  died  two  years  after. 

BEAUMONT  (FRANCIS),  bro- 
ther of  the  foregoing,  a  celebrated 
dramatic  writer,  born  at  Grace-dieu 
in  Leicestershire,  about  the  year 
1 586,  died  1615,  before  he  was  30 
years  of  age,  and  was  buried  in  the 
entrance  of  St.  Benedict's  Chapel, 
\vithin  St.  Peter's  Westminster. 
Beside  the  plays  in  which  he  was 
jointly  concerned  with  Fletcher,  he 
•wrote  a  little  dramatic  piece,  and 
other  poems,  printed  together  in 
1653,  8vo.  Beaumont  was  esteem- 
ed so  good  a  judge  of  dramatic 
compositions,  that  Ben  Jonson  sub- 
mitted his  writings  to  his  correc- 
tion, and,  it  is  thought,  was  much 
indebted  to  him  for  the  contrivance 
of  his  plots. 

BEAUSOBRE  (ISAAC  PE)  a 
very  learned  protestant  writer,  of 
French  original,  born  at  Niort  in 
1659,  died  1738. 

BECC  ARIA  (MARQUIS)  a  cele- 
brated French  writer  "  On  Climes 
and  Punishments,"  died  Nov.  29, 

1794- 

BECKET (THOMAS)  archbishop 
of  Canterbury  in  the  reign  of  Henry 
II.  was  born  in  London  1119,  and 
\vas  assassinated  in  the  cathedral 
church  of  Canterbury  on  the  ayth 
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of  December  117  i.  The  miracles 
said  to  be  wrought  at  his  tomb 
were  so  numerous,  that  we  are  told 
two  large  volumes  of  them  wers 
kept  in  that  church.  His  shrine 
was  visited  from  all  parts,  and  en- 
riched with  the  most  costly  gifts 
and  offerings.  Though  canonized, 
he  was,  however,  in  truth,  memo- 
rable only  for  his  pride,  insolence, 
and  ingratitude  to  his  sovereign 
Henry  II.  to  which  he  fell  a  sacri- 
fice. 

BECKFORD  (WILLIAM)  a  pa- 
triotic chief  magistrate  of  the  city 
of  London,  who  died  in  that  office, 
with  which  he  had  been  for  the  se- 
cond time  invested,  June  21,  1770, 
aged  65.  He  shewed  himself  the 
stedfast  friend  of  his  king  and  coun- 
try, and  was  the  only  man  of  his 
time  who  with  firmness  yet  with 
humility  dared  tell  a  king  upon  his 
throne  (surrounded  by  his  courtiers) 
the  plain  and  honest  truth,  whereby 
he  vindicated  the  loyalty  while  he 
evinced  the  independent  spirit  of 
the  city  of  London.  Convinced  that 
our  liberties  belong  to  posterity  as- 
well  as  to  ourselves,  he  resolved 
that  the  share  committed  to  his  trust 
should  not  expire  in  his  hands.  As 
a  citizen  he  was  eminently  deco- 
rated with  the  virtues  of  humanity 
and  affability  ;  as  a  senator  (member 
for  London)  watchful  over  the 
rights  of  the  people,  and  as  a  ma- 
gistrate unremittingly  a£live  in  see- 
ing those  rights  legally  executed. 
That  his  character  might  ever  be 
held  in  the  most  honourable  and 
grateful  remembrance,  the  corpora- 
tion erefled  his  statue  in  their  Gui  Id- 
hall,  and  recorded  in  the  inscription 
the  magnanimous  speech  which  he 
is  said  to  have  addressed  to  the  king 
in  vindication  of  the  people's  right 
to  remonstrate  to  the  throne. 

BED  A,  or  BEDE,  surnamed  the 
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Veneralle,  an  English  monk,  and 
an  eminent  writer  of  ecclesiastical 
history,  was  born  673,  at  Wear- 
mouth  in  the  bishoprick  of  Durham, 
and  died  about  735.  His  ecclesi- 
astical History  of  England  com- 
mences at  the  invasion  of  Julius 
Caesar,  and  ends  A.  D.  723. 

BEDELL  (WILLIAM)  a  very 
famous  bishop  of  Kilmore  in  Ire- 
land, born  1570,  at  Black  Not- 
ley,  in  the  county  of  Essex,  died 
1641. 

BEHN  (APHARA)  a  celebrated 
English  poetess  in  the  reign  of 
Charles  I.  and  II.  She  wrote  17 
plays,  some  histories  and  novels, 
died  April  16,  1689,  and  was  buried 
in  the  cloisters  01  Westminster  Ab- 
bey. Her  works  are  extremely  witty, 
but  not  remarkably  chaste. 

BELCHIER  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
English  surgeon  and  anatomist,  born 
1706,  died  1785,  equally  beloved 
for  his  humanity  and  respefted  for 
his  skill. 

BELISARIUS,  a  famous  Roman 
general  under  the  emperor  Justi 
nian,  memorable  for  his  signal  and 
numerous  vi6tories,  but  still  more 
so  for  his  misfortunes;  being  dis- 
missed from  all  his  employments 
by  his  ungrateful  master,  and  re- 
duced to  beg  alms  at  the  gates  of 
Constantinople.  He  died  ,563. 

BELLARM1N  (ROBERT)  an 
Italian  Jesuit,  and  one  of  the  most 
celebrated  controversial  writers  of 
his  time,  born  1542,  died  1621. 

BELLEFORET  (FRANCIS  De) 
a  French  historian,  born  1530,  died 
1583. 

BELLIN  (GENTIL)  a  Venetian 
painter,  born  \\i\,  died  1501. 

BELSUNCE,  the  benevolent  bi- 
shop of  Marseilles,  worthy  to  be 
recorded  as  the  friend  and  benefac- 
tor of  mankind.  During  the  plague 
of  1720,  be  was  constantly  visiting 
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|  his  poor  flock,  to  whom  he  became 

I  a  physician  and  an  almoner,  as  well 

as    a   spiritual  direflor.       He   died 

1 7  55 »  with  the  blessings  of  all  good 

men  upon  him. 

BEMBO  (PETER)  a  Venetian 
cardinal,  historian,  and  poet,  born 
1470,  died  1547. 

BEMBOW(JOHN)  a  celebrated 
English  admiral,  born  1650,  died 
of  his  wounds  1702. 

BENDLGWES  (EDWARD)  au- 
thor of  many  poetical  pieces,  was 
born  in  1613,  and  died  in  great 
want,  arising  from  imprudence,  in 
1686.  He  was  a  great  patron  of 
the  poets  of  his  time,  as  may  be 
seen  by  the  many  dedications  and 
poems  addressed  to  him.  The  chief 
poem  written  by  himself,  however, 
is  entitled,"  Theophila;  or,  Love's 
Sacrifice,"  folio,  1652. 

BENEDICT  (ST.)  the  founder  of 
the  order  of  the  Benediftine  Monks, 
born  in  Italy  about  480,  died  543. 

BENSERADE  (ISAAC  DE)  a 
French  poet  of  the  last  century, 
born  at  Lyons,  near  Rouen,  and 
died  1690. 

BENTHAM  (JAMES)  prebend- 
ary of  Ely,  and  rettor  of  Bow  Brick- 
hill,  in  the  county  of  Buckingham, 
well-known  in  the  learned  world  as 
author  of  "  The  History  and  An- 
tiquities of  the  Conventual  and  Ca- 
thedral Church  of  Ely,  born  1718, 
died  Kov.  17,  1794. 

BENTIVOGLIO  (GUY)  cardi- 
nal,  born  at  Ferrara  in  1579,  died 
1644.  He  has  left  several  works, 
the  most  remarkable  of  which  are, 
his  "  History  of  the  Civil  Wars  of 
Flarders,"  his  "  Account  of  Flan- 
ders," and  his  "  Letters  and  Me- 
moirs." 

BENTLEY  (RICHARD)  an  emi- 
nent critic  and  divine,  born  in  166? , 
died  1745.  His  literary  character 
is  known  in  all  parts  of  Europe 
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wherever  learning  is  known.  In  his 
private  character,  he  was  hearty, 
sincere  and  warm  in  his  friendships ; 
loved  hospitality  and  respeft  ;  and, 
in  conversation,  he  tempered  the 
hard-mouthed  severity  of  the  critic 
•with  a  peculiar  strain  of  vivacity 
and  pleasantry. 

BERKELEY  (DR. GEORGE)  the 
learned  and  ingenious  bishop  of 
Cloyne  in  Ireland,  was  born  in  that 
kingdom,  at  Kilerin,  near  Thomas- 
town,  the  i  ath  of  March  1684,  and 
died  Jan.  14,  1753.  The  excellence 
of  his  moral  charafter  is  conspicuous 
in  his  writings,  which  were  chicily 
in  defence  of  the  Christian  religion 
against  Atheists  and  Infidels.  His 
philosophical  discoveries,  particu- 
larly of  the  medical  virtues  of  tar- 
water,  were  of  great  service  to  man- 
kind. Dr.  B.was  certainly  a  very 
amiable  as  well  as  very  great  man; 
and  Pope  is  scarcely  thought  to 
have  said  too  much  when  he  a- 
scribesto 

**  Berkeley  every  virtue  under  Heaven." 

BERKENHOUT  (DR.  JOHN) 
long  distinguished  in  the  literary 
•world  for  his  produftions  in  various 
sciences.  He  had  experienced 
many  different  situations  in  life, 
having  in  his  youth  been  a  captain 
both  in  the  Prussian  and  English 
service,  and  in  the  year  1765  he 
took  his  degree  of  M.  D.  at  Lcyden. 
He  went  with  the  commissioners  to 
America,  where  he  was  imprisoned 
by  the  congress;  on  which  account 
he  afterwards  enjoyed  a  pension 
from  government.  He  died  April  3, 
1791,  aged  60. 

BERNARD  (ST.)  one  of  the  fa- 
thers of  the  church,  born  1091,  in 
the  village  of  Fountaine  in  Bur- 
gundy, died  1153,  after  having 
founded  160  monasteries,  wrought 
innumerable  miracles,  and  become 
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one  of  the  great  saints  of  the  Romish 
communion. 

BERNERS  (JULIANA)  prioress 
of  Sopewell  Nunnery,  near  St.  Al- 
ban's,  one  of  the  earliest  fem.ile 
writers  in  England,  was  daughter 
of  sir  James  Berners,  of  Roding 
Berners  in  Essex  (who  was  behead- 
ed in  the  reign  of  Richard  II.)  She 
was  very  beautiful,  of  great  spirit, 
and  loved  masculine  exercises,  such 
as  hawking,  hunting,  &c.  and  so 
thoroughly  was  she  skilled  in  them, 
that  she  wrote  treatises  of  hunting, 
hawking,  and  heraldry,  printed  at 
St.  Alhan's,  folio,  1486.  She  was 
born  about  the  beginning  of  the  15th 
century,  but  the  time  of  her  de- 
cease is  unknown.  Nothing  can 
more  strongly  mark  the  barbarism 
of  the  times  in  which  she  lived, 
than  the  indelicate  expressions  used 
by  this  lady,  equally  incompatible 
with  her  sex  and  profession. 

BERNIER  (FRANCIS)  surnamed 
the  Mogul  on  account  of  his  voyages 
and  residence  in  the  Mogul's  coun- 
try, born  at  Angers  in  France,  died 
at  Paris  »688. 

BERNINI,  or  BERNIN  (JOHN 
LAWRENCE)  commonly  called 
Cavaliero  Bernin,  born  at  Naples, 
was  famous  for  his  skill  in  painting, 
sculpture,  architecture,  and  mecha- 
nics. He  died  at  Rome  1680. 

BERN1S  (CARDINAL)  one  of 
the  most  remarkable  men  in  the 
reign  of  Louis  XV.  as  a  couitier,  a 
man  of  letters,  and  a  negotiator. 
He  was  born  17  14,  and  died  at  Rome 
Nov.  1794. 

BERNOUILL1  (DANIEL)  a 
very  celebrated  philosopher  and 
mathematician,  born  at  Groningen, 
Feb.  9,  1700,  died  in  March  1782. 
He  was  extremely  respetted  at 
Basil ;  and  to  bow  to  Daniel  Ber- 
nouilli  when  they  met  him  in  the 
streets,  was  one  of  the  first  lessons 
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which  every  father  gave  his  chil- 
dren. 

BERULLE  (PETER)  a  celebrated 
cardinal,  who  founded  the  congre- 
gation of  The  Oratory  in  France. 
He  was  born  1575,  greatly  distin- 
guished himself  by  his  piety,  his 
moral  virtues,  and  his  learning,  and 
died  while  performing  mass  at  the 
altar,  Oft.  2,  1629. 

BETTERTON  (THOMAS)  a  fa- 
mous English  aftor,  generally  styled 
the  English  Roscius,  born  in  Tothill- 
streetjWestminster,  163/5.  He  made 
his  first  appearance  on  the  stage  in 
1656  or  1657,  at  the  opera-house  in 
Charter-house  Yard,  under  the  di- 
rctHon  of  sir  William  D'Avenant, 
and,  having  for  many  years  borne 
away  the  palm  from  all  his  competi- 
tors, died  April  1710,  and  was  in- 
terred in  Westminster  Abbey.  Mr. 
Booth,  who  knew  him  only  in  his 
decline,  used  to  say,  that  he  never 
saw  him,  off  or  on  the  stage,  but  he 
learned  something  from  him  ;  -and 
frequently  observed  that  Betterton 
\vas  no  aclor  :  that  he  put  on  his 
part  with  his  clothes,  and  was  the 
very  man  he  undertook  to  be,  till 
the  play  was  over,  and  nothing 
unore.  So  exaft  was  he  in  follow- 
ing nature,  that  the  look  of  surprize 
he  assumed  in  the  charafler  of  Ham- 
let astonished  Booth  (when  he  first 
personated  the  Ghost)  to  such  a  de- 
gree, that  he  was  unable  to  proceed 
in  his  part  for  some  moments.  See 
Gibber's  Apology,  Tatler,  No.  107, 
and  Davies's  Dramatic  Miscellanies, 
for  a  particular  account  of  this  emi- 
nent man. 

BEVERIDGE  (WILLIAM)  a 
learned  English  divine,  bishop  of 
St.  Asaph,  born  at  Barrow,  in 
Leicestershire,  1638,  died  1707, 
leaving  behind  him  many  learned 
and  valuable  works. 

BWLCK  (JOHNJ,  of  great  ex- 
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cellenre  in  the  art  of  engraving  on 
wood,  and  brother  to  Thomas  Be- 
wirk,  an  artist  of  equal  or  superior 
merit,  still  living.  These  ingeni. 
ous  brethren  have  carried  their  art 
to  a  state  of  perfection  which  will 
not  easily  be  surpassed.  The  first 
work  that  attracted  the  notice  of  the 
public,  and  at  once  established  their 
reputation,  was  a  "  History  of  Qua- 
drupeds," 8vo.  1790,  with  figures 
on  wood.  It  was  eagerly  sought 
after  by  the  curious,  and  has  been 
followed  by  many  other  proofs  of 
their  abilities,  the  last  of  which  is 
a  "  History  of  British  Birds,"  8vo. 
1797  ;  on  which  John  was  engag- 
ed, in  conjunftion  with  his  brother, 
when  a  consumption  carried  him 
off,  Dec.  5,  1795. 

BEZA  (THEODORE)  a  most 
zealous  promoter  and  defender  of 
the  reformed  church,  born  at  Veze- 
lai,  in  Burgundy,  June  the  2-ith, 
1519,  died  1605. 

BINGHAM  (JOSEPH)    born  at 

Wakcfield,  in  Yorkshire,  1668.  He 

wrote  a  learned  and  laborious  work, 

"  Origines  Ecclesiastiras,or  the  An- 

!  tiquities  of  the  Christian  Church  ;" 

!  the  ist  volume  of  which  was  pub- 

jlished    1708,  in    8vo.    and  it  was 

|  completed  afterwards  in  9  volumes 

more.     He  died  August  17,  1723. 

BION  (of  Smyrna)  a  Greek  Bu- 
colic poet,  flourishedabout  a?8  B.C. 
BIRCH  (THOMAS)  a  distin- 
guished historical  and  biographical 
writer,  born  in  the  parish  of  St. 
John,  Clerkenwell,  London,  Nov. 
23,  1705,  of  parents  who  were 
Quakers.  His  death  was  occasioned 
by  a  fall  from  his  horse,  and  hap- 
pened Jan.  9,  1766.  Of  his  vari- 
ous publications  the  principal  was, 
"  The  General  Dictionary, historical 
and  critical,"  in  10  vols.  folio;  the 
first  of  which  was  published  in 
the  last  in  1741. 
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BISHOP  fS.-JMUELJ  high  master 
of  Mtvchant-taylors'  School,  a  learn- 
ed divine  and  ingenious  poet,  died 
Nov.  1795. 

BLACKLOCK  (DR. THOMAS) 
an  eminent  Scottish  poet  and  di- 
vine, whose  talents,  very  respeflable 
in  themselves,  were  rendered  extra- 
ordinary by  the  circumstance  of  his 
having  totally  lost  his  sight  by  the 
small  pox  at  six  months  old.  He 
was  born  at  Annan  1721,  and  died 
at  Edinburgh  July  1791. 

BLACKMORE(SIR  RICHARD) 
a  physician,  and  an  indefatigable 
•writer,  who  has  left  a  great  number 
of  works,  theological,  poetical,  and 
physical.  Dryden  and  Pope  have 
treated  the  poetical  performances  of 
sir  Richard  with  great  contempt ; 
the  former  says  that  he 

Writ  to  the  rumbling  of  his  coach'? 
wheels. 

Mr.  Pope  thus  characterizes  him 
in  his  Dunciiid  : 

All  hail  him  vifior,  in  both  pifts  of  song, 

Who  sings  so  loudly,  ana  who  sings  to 

long. 

But  notwithstanding  sir  Ri.hard  has 
been  so  much  depreciated  by  these 
wits,  he  certainly  had  merit.  His 
"  Foem  on  the  Creation  "  is  his 
most  celebrated  performance,  and, 
on  the  recommendation  of  Dr.  John- 
son, has  lately  been  inset tc<!  in  the 
"  Collection  of  the  English  Poets." 
It  has  appeared  that  spleen  and  re- 
sentment had  been  the  cause  of  that 
severity  with  which  he  was  treated 
by  Dryden  and  Pope.  Sir  Richard 
died  Oft,  0,  1729. 

1U.ACKSTONE(S1U  WILLIAM) 
an  illustrious  English  lawyer,  bom 
i  7  -,3.  His  father  was  a  silkman  in 
Cheapside,  and  died  before  the  birth 
cf  his  son  William,  who  in  1730 
\vasputtothe  Charter-house  school, 
and  in  1755  admitted  upon  the  toun- 
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dation  there.    Nov.  17  38  he  was  en- 
tered a  commoner  of  Pembroke  Col- 
lege, Oxford,  and  eleflcd  by  the  go- 
vernors to  one  of  the  Charter-house 
exhibitions.     At  the  age  of  20  he 
compiled  a  treatise,  intituled"  Ele- 
ments  of   Architecture,"    intended 
only  for  his  own  use,  but  much  ap- 
proved by  those  who  have  perused 
it. — Quitting,    however,    with  re- 
gret, these  amusing  pursuits,  he  en- 
gaged in  the   severer  studies  of  the 
law. — Nov.  i  7  40  he  was  entered  of 
the   Middle  Temple;     Nov.    1743 
elefted  into  All-souls  College  ;  Nov. 
1744  spoke  the  annual  commemora- 
tion-speech, and  was  admitted  ackial 
fellow.     Henceforward   he  divided 
his  time  between  the  university  and 
the  Temple.     June  1745  he  com- 
menced bachelor  of  law  ;   and  Nov. 
1746  was   called  to  the  bar.       In 
1749  he  was  elefted  recorder  of  the 
boro'igh  of   Wallingford    in    Berk- 
shire.     April  1750  he  became  dor- 
tor   of    laws,     and    published    his 
"  Essay  on  Collateral  Consanguini- 
ty, relative  to  the  exclusive  claim 
to  fellowships  made   by  the   found- 
er's kin  at  All-souls."     The  profits 
of  his   profession  being  inadequate 
to  the  expence,  he  determined,  in 
*753i  to   retire  to  his  fellowship, 
still  continuing  to  praflise  as  a  pro- 
vincial counsel.— -OB.  20,  1753,  he 
was   unanimously   elefted   Vinerian 
professor  of  the  common  law  ;   and 
on  the  25th  read   his   Introductory 
Lcflure,  since  prefixed  to  his "  Com- 
mentaries." Michaelmas  term  1751, 
having  previously  bought  chambers 
in  the  Temple,   he  resumed  his  at- 
tendance at  Westminster,  still  con- 
tinuing to  read   his   leflure  at  Ox- 
ford.   May  1761  he  married  Sarah, 
the  daughter  of   James  Ciitherow, 
of  Boston  House  in  Middlesex,  e^q. 
with  whom  he  lived  near  19  yeais, 
and  kl't  seven  children  b^    her.— 
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His  fellowship  of  All-souls  being 
now  vacant,  he  was  in  1761  ap- 
pointed, by  the  chancellor  of  the 
university,  principal  of  New  Inn 
Hall.  In  1762  he  collected  and  re- 
published  several  of  his  pieces  under 
the  title  of"  Law  Traas,"  in  2  vols. 
8vo.  In  1763  he  was  chosen  so- 
licitor-general to  the  queen,  and  a 
bencher  of  the  Middle  Temple. 
Nov.  1764  he  published  the  ist  vo- 
lume of  his  leftures,  under  the  title 
of  "  Commentaries  on  the  Laws  of 
England;"  and  in  the  four  succeed- 
ing years  the  other  3  volumes. 
May  1770  he  became  a  junior  judge 
in  the  court  of  King's  Bench  ;  and 
in  June  was  removed  to  the  same 
situation  in  the  Common  Pleas. 
On  this  promotion,  he  resigned  the 
recordership  of  Wallingford,  a  town 
in  which  he  had  resided,  more  or 
less,  at  his  villa,  called  Priory  Place, 
from  about  1 7  50. — Having  now  ob- 
tained the  summit  of  his  wishes, 
otium  cum  di^nitate,  he  resided  con- 
stantly in  London,  and,  vfhen  not 
occupied  in  the  formalities  of  his 
calling,  was  always  engaged  in 
some  scheme  of  public  utility  till 
the  time  cf  his  death,  which  hap- 
pened Feb.  14,  1780. 

BLACK.WAI.L  (ANTHONY)  a 
native  of  Derbyshire,  ami  author  of 
a  most  celebrared  work,  entitled 
"  The  Sacred  Classics  defended  and 
illustrated  ;  or,  an  Essav  humbly 
offered  towards  proving  the  Purity, 
Propriety,  and  true  Eloquence  of 
the  Writers  of  the  New  Testament." 
He  died  at  Market  Bosworth,  in 
Leicestershire  (where  he  was  for 
some  years  head  master  of  the  free- 
school),  April  8,  1730. 

BLACKWELL  (THOMAS)  an 
eminent  Scottish  writer,  son  of  a 
minister  at  Aberdeen,  and  born 
there  4th  August  1701. — In  1737 
was  published  at  London,  but  with- 
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out  his  name,  "  An  Enquiry  into 
the  Life  and  Writings  of  Homer," 
8vo.  a  2<1  edition  of  which  app;arcd 
in  1736;  and,  not  long  after, 
"  Proofs  of  the  Enquiry  into  Ho- 
mer's  Life  and  Writings;"  which 
was  a  translation  of  the  Greek,  La- 
tin, Spanish,  Italian,  and  French 
notes,  subjoined  to  the  original 
work.  We  agree  with  those  who 
esteem  this  the  best  of  our  author's 
performances.  In  i  748  he  published 
"  Letters  concerning  Mythology," 
8vo.  without  his  name  also.  The 
same  year  he  was  made  principal 
of  the  Marischal  College  in  Aber- 
deen. March  17.52  he  took  the  de- 
gree of  doflor  cf  Ijws;  and  in  the 
year  following  came  out  the  ist 
volume  of  his  "  Memoirs  of  the 
Court  of  Augustus,"  410.  The  sd 
volume  appeared  in  17.5.5;  and  the 
3d,  which  was  posthumous,  and  left 
incomplete  by  the  author,  was  fitted 
for  the  press  by  John  Mills, esrj.  anci 
published  in  1764.  He  died  March 
i»  »757. 

BLADEN  (MARTIN)  a  gentle- 
man of  Abrey  Hatch  in  Essex, 
formerly  a  lieutenant-colonel  in 
queen  Anne's  reign,  but  more  dis- 
tinguished by  a  translaiion  of  "  ds- 
sar's  Commentaries,"  which  he  de- 
dicated to  his  general,  the  great 
duke  of  Maryborough.  He  died  in 
1746. 

ELAGRAl'E  (JOHN)  an  emi- 
nent mathematician  who  flourished 
in  the  i6thand  17111  centuries,  and 
died  1611. 

BLAIR  (ROBERT)  an  elegant 
poet,  born  about  the  beginning  of 
this  centurv  He  received  his  edu- 
cation in  the  university  of  Edin- 
burghf  and  was  ordained  in  1731 
minister  of  Athol  Staneford  in  East 
Lothian,  where  he  resided  till  his 
death  in  1746.  His  poem  called 
"  The  Grave"  has  been  extremely 
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popular,  and  passed  through  many 
editions. 

BLAIR  (DR.  JOHN)  an  emi- 
nent divine,  born  in  Scotland,  but 
settled  in  England,  where  he  pre- 
sented the  world  with  a  very  valu- 
able publication,  under  the  title  of 
"  The  Chronology  and  History  of 
the  World,  from  the  Creation  to 
the  Year  of  Christ  >  753,  illustrated 
in  56  tables."  In  1768  he  pub- 
lished an  improved  edition  of  his 
*'  Chronological  Tables  ;"  to  which 
were  annexed  "  Fourteen  Maps  of 
Ancient  and  Modern  Geography, 
for  illustrating  the  Tables  of  Chro- 
nology and  History."  The  influ- 
enza put  a  period  to  his  life  June 
24,  1782. 

BLAIZE,  a  bishop  martyred  by 
the  emperor  Dioclesian,  but  more 
celebrated  as  the  inventor  of  wool- 
combing. 

BLAKE    (ROBERT)    a  famous 
English    admiral,     born    Aug.  1,5, 
1599,   at  Bridgewater  in  Somerset- 
shire,   where   he   was  educated   at 
the  grammar-school.     He  was  tinc- 
tured pretty  early  with  republican 
principles;   and  the  natural   blunt- 
ness  and  sincerity  of  his  disposition 
led   him   to  speak   freely  upon  all , 
occasions,  insomuch  that,  hissenti-i 
ments  being  generally  known,  the 
puritan  party  got  him  elefted  mein-j 
ber  for  Bridgewater  in  1640.  When  ' 
the  civil  war  broke  out  lie  declared 
for  the  parliament.      Having  served 
some  years  in  the  parliament  army, 
lie    was  in   Feb.  1648-9  appointed  i 
to  command  the  fleet  in  conjunc-l 
tion  with  col.  Deane  and  col.  Pop- 
liam.

His  body  was  con- 
veyed to  Westminster  Abbey,  aid 
interred  with  great  funeral  pomp 
in  Henry  the  Vllth's  chapel,  but 
removed  from  thence  in  1661,  and 
re-interied  in  St.  Margaret's  church- 
yard. 

BLANCHARD  (JAMES)  an 
eminent  painter,  born  at  Paris  in 
1600,  died  i  638. 

BLETER1E  (JOHN  PHILIP 
RENE  DE  LA)  born  at  Rennes, 
entered  early  into  the  congregation 
of  The  Oratory,  and  was  there  a  dis- 
tinguished professor.  From  thence 
he  went  to  Paris,  where  his  talents 
procured  him  a  chair  of  eloquence 
in  the  College  Royal,  and  a  place 
in  the  academy  of  Belles  Lettres. 
He  published  several  works,  which 
have  been  well  received  by  the 
public,  and  died,  at  an  advanced 
age,  in  1772. 

BLOEMART,  a  painter,  born  at 
Gorcum  in  Holland  1567,  died  i  647. 
A  vast  number  of  prints  have  been 
engraven  after  his  works. 

BLOOD  (THOMAS)  an  English 
adventurer,  who  contrived  a  plot 
for  stealing  the  regalia  from  the 
Tower,  and  was  actually  taken  with 
the  crown  in  his  possession,  died 
1680. 

BLOUNT(S1R  THOMAS  POPE) 
an  eminent  English  writer,  born  at 
Upper  Holloway  in  Middlesex,  Sept. 
12,  1649.  He  was  a  m-in  of  great 
learning,  and  well  versed  in  the  best 
writers;  of  which  he  gave  a  proof 
in  his  famous  work,  "  Censura  Ce- 
lebriorum  Authorum,"&c.  He  wrote 
also  a  work  on  poetry,  "  De  Re  Po- 
etica,  or  Remarks  upon  Poetry; 
with  characters  and  censures  of  the 
most  considerable  poets,  whether  an- 
cient or  modern,  extracted  out  of 
the  best  and  choicest  critics."  Died 
1697. 
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BLOW  (DR.  JOHN)  an  eminent 
musician,  born  at  Collingham  in 
Nottinghamshire,  about  the  year 
1648.  In  1674  he  was  appointed 
master  of  the  children  of  the  Royal 
Cliapel  ;  in  1685  composer  to  his 
majesty;  in  1687  almoner  and  mas- 
ter of  the  choristers  of  St.  Paul's  ca- 
tty-dral.  Upon  the  dece  ise  of  Pur- 
cell,  in  1695,  he  became  organist 
of  Westminster  Abbey.  He  died 
Oct.  i,  1708,  and  was  buried  in 
the  north  aisle  of  Westminster  Ab- 
bey. 

BOADICEA,  queen  of  the  Iceni 
in  Britain,  a  most  intrepid  heroine, 
•who  being  defeated  and  ill  used  by 
the  Ramans,  after  having  behaved 
with  exemplary  bravery,  dispatched 
herself  by  poison  A.  D.  59. 

BOCCACE  (JOHN')  an  eminent 
writer,  born  at  Certaldo  in  Tuscany, 
1313,  died  1375.  He  left  several 
•works,  some  in  Latin,  and  some  in 
Italian.  Of  all  his  compositions, 
his  '«  Decameron  "  is  the  most  fa- 
mous :  it  was  received  so  favour- 
ably by  foreign  nations,  that  every 
one  would  have  it  in  their  own 
tongue  ;  and  it  was  sought  after  so 
much  the  more  eagerly,  as  pains 
vere  taken  to  suppress  it,  his  sto- 
ries being  too  licentious  and  satiri- 
cal on  the  monks. 

BOCCALINI  (TRAJAN)  a  sa- 
tirical wit,  born  at  Rome  about  the 
beginningof  the  171(1  century.  His 
11  Ragguagli  di  Parnasso"  has  been 
translated  into  English  and  many 
other  languages.  Boccalini  was  as- 
sassinated at  Venice,  being  beaten  to 
death  with  sand-bags. 

BOCCONI  (SYLVIO)  a  celebra- 
ted natural  historian,  born  at  Pa- 
lermo in  Sicily  1633,  died  Dec.  22, 
1704.  He  left  many  curious  works. 

BOCHART(SAMUEL)a  learned 
French  Protestant,  born  at  Rouen 
in  Normandy  ijoy.  He  died  sud- 
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c'enly,  while  he  was  speaking  in  the 
academy  of  Caen  (of  which  he  was 
a  member),  May  6,  1667. 

BOCHiUS  (JOHN)  born  at  Brus- 
sels in  1555.  He  was  a  good  Latin 
poet,  and  thence  styled  the  Virgil 
of  the  Low  Countries.  He  diedjan, 
13,  1609. 

BODLEY  (SIR  THOMAS)  from 
whom  the  Bodleian  library  at  Ox- 
ford takes  its  name,  was  bom  at 
Exeter  March  2,  »544-  In  1585 
he  was  made  gentleman  usher  to 
queen  Elizabeth.  From  this  time 
till  1 597  he  was  honourably  and 
successfully  employed  in  embassies 
and  negotiations  with  foreign  pow- 
ers ;  and  on  his  final  revocation,  in 
that  year,  he  set  about  the  noble 
work  of  restoring  the  public  li- 
brary at  Oxford,  which  in  two 
years  time  he  brought  to  a  good  de- 
gree of  perfection.  He  furnished 
it  with  a  large  collection  of  books, 
purchased  in  foreign  countries  at  a 
great  expence  ;  and  this  collection 
i  in  a  short  time  became  so  greatly 
1  enlarged,  by  the  generous  benefac- 
tions of  several  noblemen,  bishops, 
and  others,  that  neither  the  shelves 
nor  the  room  could  contain  them. 
Whereupon  Bodley  offering  to  make 
a  considerable  addition  to  the  build- 
ing, the  motion  was  readily  em- 
braced ;  and  July  19,  1610,  the 
first  stone  of  the  new  foundation  was 
laid  with  great  solemnity,  and  a 
speech  made  upon  the  occasion. 
But  he  did  not  live  to  see  this  part 
of  his  design  completed,  though 
he  left  sufficient  to  do  it,  with 
some  of  his  friends  in  trust.  The 
Bodleian  library  is  justly  esteemed 
one  of  the  noblest  in  the  world. 
James  I.  we  are  told,  when  he  came 
to  Oxford  in  1605,  and  among 
other  edifices  took  a  view  of  this 
famous  library,  at  his  departure,  in 
imitation  of  Alexander,  broke  out 
G  a 
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into  tliis  speech  :  "  If  I  were  not  a 
king  I  would  be  an  university  man; 
and  if  it  were  so  that  1  must  be  a 
pi  is  oner,  if  I  might  have  my  wish, 
J  would  have  no  other  prison  than 
that  library,  and  be  chained  toge- 
ther with  so  many  good  authors." 
— .Sir  Thomas  Bodley  died  Jan. 
28,  1612,  and  was  buried  with 
great  solemnity  at  the  upper  end  of 
Merton  college  choir.  An  annual 
speech  in  his  praise  is  still  made  at 
Oxford,  Nov.  8  ;  at  which  time  is 
the  visitation  of  the  library. 

EOLHMEN  (JACOB)  a  Teu- 
frnic  philosopher,  and  noted  vi- 
sioi:&ry,  born  in  a  village  of  Ger- 
miny,  near  Gorlitz,  1575,  died  Nov. 
»«,  16*4. 

EOEKHAAVE  (HERMAN)  an 
illustrious  physician  and  professor 
at  Leyden,  born  Dec.  31,  1668,  at 
Vcorhoot,  a  small  village  in  Hoi- 
lund,  about  two  miles  from  that 
city,  died  Sept.  23,  1738.— No 
professor  was  ever  attended  in  pub- 
lic as  well  as  private  leflures  by  so 
great  a  number  of  students,  from 
such  different  and  distant  parts,  for 
so  many  years  successively  :  none 
heard  him  without  conceiving  a  ve- 
neration for  bis  person,  at  the  same 
time  that  they  expressed  their  sur- 
prize at  his  prodigious  attainments  ; 
and  it  may  be  justly  affirmed,  that 
none  in  so  private  a  station  ever  at- 
tratted  a  more  universal  esteem.  So 
unmoved  was  he  by  detraction  (from 
which  the  best  of  men  are  not  ex- 
empt), that  he  used  to  say,  "  The 
sparks  of  calumny  will  be  presently 
extinft  of  themselves,  unless  you 
blow  them." 

BOETHIUS  or  BOETIUS(FLA- 
V1US  AN1CIUS  MANL1US  TOR- 
QUATUS  SEVER1NUS)  a  prose  as 
well  as  poetical  writer  of  the  i6th 
century,  born  of  one  of  the  noblest 
families  in  Rome.— Having  remon- 
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strated  with  great  spirit  against  the 
tyranny  of  Theodoric,  he  was  be- 
headed in  prison,  by  command  of 
that  king  in  1.524. — Boethins  wrote 
many  philosophical  works,  the 
greater  part  in  the  logical  way : 
but  his  ethic  piece,  "  De  Consola- 
tione  Thilosophiae,"  is  his  chief 
performance,  and  has  always  been 
justly  admired  both  for  the  matter 
and  for  the  style.  It  is  a  supposed 
conference  between  the  author  and 
i-hilosophy,  who,  as  a  person,  en- 
deavours to  comfort  him  ;  and  is 
partly  prose  and  partly  verse.  Mr. 
Hairis,  in  his  Hermes,  has  observed, 
that  "  with  Boethius  the  Latin 
tongue,  and  the  last  remains  of  Ro- 
man dignity,  may  be  said  to  have 
sunk  in  the  western  world." 

BOETHIUS,  BOECE,  or  BOE1S, 
(HECTOR)  a  famous  Scottish  his- 
torian,born  at  Dundee,  in  the  shire 
of  Angus,  about  1470.  He  wrote 
in  Latin  a  "  History  of  Scotland," 
and  deid  15^2. 

BO1LEAU,  Sieur  DESPREAUX 
(NICHOLAS)  a  celebrated  French, 
poet,  born  at  Paris,  Nov.  i,  1636. 
He  wrote  satires,  wherein  he  ex- 
posed the  bad  taste  of  his  time,  and 
was  extremely  severe  against  vice 
•and  the  corrupt  manners  of  the  ag?. 
Uoileau's  satirical  pieces  raised  him 
many  enemies  :  his  "  Satire  against 
the  Women,"  in  particular,  was 
much  talked  of,  and  occasioned 
great  clamour.  So  highly  did  he 
rank  among  French  writers,  that 
Bruyere,  in  a  speech  delivered  in 
the  French  Academy,  said,  "  Boi- 
ieau  excels  Juvenal,  comes  up  to 
Horace,  seems  to  create  the  thoughts 
of  another,  and  to  make  whatever 
he  handles  his  own.  His  verses 
will  be  read  even  when  the  lan- 
guage is  obsokte,  and  will  be  the 
last  ruins  of  it."  Dr.  Wartcn,  also, 
says,  that  Boileau's  Art  of  Poetiy 
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is  the  best  composition  of  that  kind 
extant.     He  died  March  2,  171  i. 

BOIS  (CARDINAL  DUJ  an  emi- 
nent French  statesman,  and  prime 
minister  under  the  regent  duke  of 
Orleans,  died  1723. 

BOISSARD  (JOHN  JAMES)  a 
famous  antiquary,  born  at  Besan- 
con  in  France  1528,  died  at  Metz, 
1602. 

BOLEYN(ANNE)  wife  of  Henry 
VIII.  king  of  England,  and  memora- 
ble for  giving  occasion  to  the  Re- 
foimation  in  this  country,  was  born 
in  1507.  Being  accused  (falsely  it 
is  believed)  of  conjugal  infidelity, 
she  was  beheaded  May  1-9,  1536. 

BOLINGBROKE.  See  SAINT 
JOHN. 

BOLTON  (EDMUND)  an  inge- 
nious  English  antiquary,  who  lived 
in  the  beginning  of  the  171)1  cen. 
tury,  and  wrote  a  very  curious  his- 
torical work,  called  "  Nero  Cae- 
sar, or  Monarchic  depraxed,"  folio, 
1624. 

BOLTON  (ROBERT)  dean  of 
Cai lisle,  and  a  celebrated  writer  of 
moral  and  religious  Letters  and 
Trafts,  was  born  1698,  and  died 
1763. 

BONAVENTURE  (JOHN  FI- 
DAUZA)  a  celebrated  doctor,  car- 
dinal, and  saint  of  the  church  of 
Rome,  born  in  Tuscany  i  ?.  21.  His 
woiks  were  printed  at  Rome  in 
1558,  in  8  vols.  folio.  Excepting 
his  Commentary  upon  the  Master  of 
the  Sentences,  they  are  chiefly  upon 
pious  and  mystical  subjects,  and 
have  gained  him  the  name  of  the 
Sfraphic  DC 61  or. 

BONAVENTURE  of  Padua,  a 
cardinal,  born  in  that  city  >332. 
He  was  the  author  of  several  works  : 
as  "  Commentaries  upon  the  Epis- 
tlesof  St.John  and  St.James,""Lives 
(>f  the  Saints,"  "  Sermons,"  "  Spe- 
culum Maria-,"  8tc. 
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BONET  (THEOPHILUS)  a  fa- 
mous  medicinal  writer,  born  at  Ge- 
neva 1620,  died  1689. 

BONFAD1US  (JAMES)  a  very 
polite  writer  of  Italy  in  the  i6th 
century. — Having,  in  his  olfice  of 
historiographer  of  Genoa,  spoken 
too  freely  of  some  powerful  fami- 
lies, they  resolved  to  ruin  him,  and 
brought  a  charge  of  unnatural  pro- 
pensities against  him,  on  which 
charge  he  was  executed  in  1560. 
Upon  the  day  of  his  execution  he 
wrote  a  note  to  John  Baptist  Gri- 
maldi,  to  testify  his  gratitude  to  the 
persons  who  had  endeavoured  to 
serve  him,  and  promised  to  inform 
them  how  he  found  himself  in  the 
other  world,  if  it  could  be  done 
without  frightening  them.  Such 
promises  have  been  often  made,  but 
we  have  never  heard  that  any  of 
them  were  perfoimed. 

EON  NELL  (JAMES}  a  religious 
writer,  born  1653,  died  1699. 

CONNER  (EDMUND)  bishop 
of  London  in  the  reign  of  Henry 
VI11.  Edward  VI.  and  queen  Mary, 
was  the  son  of  an  honest  poor  man, 
and  lorn  at  Hanley,  in  Worcester- 
shire. He  was>  a  most  violent  bi- 
got, and  was  the  occasion  of  se- 
veral hundreds  of  innocent  persons 
being  put  to  death  for  their  firm 
adherence  to  the  Protestant  faith. 
Upon  queen  Elizabeth's  accession, 
he  refused  to  take  the  oath  of  al- 
legiance and  supremacy  ;  for  which 
reason  he  was  depuved  of  his  bi- 
shopric and  committed  to  the  Mar- 
shaUea.  After  having  lived  in  con- 
finement some  years,  he  died  Sept.  3, 
1569. 

BOOTH  (BARTON)  a  fainouj 
English  actor,  who  chiefly  excelled 
in  tragedy,  was  bom  in  the  county 
of  Lancaster  1681,  and  died  M.iy 
i  o,  1733.  His  oharafiei  3*  -M\  afcti  i 
has  been  celtbiate;!  by  svmc  oi  liie 
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best  judges.     See  Gibber's  Apology.  [ 
Hill  on  the  English  Stage,  ike.  &c. 

BORGIA  (CJESAR)  a  natural 
son  of  pope  Alexander  VI.  a  man 
of  such  conduct  and  character,  that 
Machiavcl  has  thought  fit  to  pro- 
pose him,  in  his  famous  boolx.  called 
"  The  Prince,"  as  an  original  and 
pattern  to  all  princes  who  would 
a£l  the  part  of  wise  and  politic  ty- 
rants. Ke  was  killed  in  battle  March 
12,  1,507. 

BORLASE  (WILLIAM)  a  very 
ingenious  and  learned  writer,  was 
of  an  ancient  family  in  Cornwall, 
and  born  at  Pendeen,  in  the  parish 
of  St.  Just,  Feb.  2,  1695-6.  He  has 
perpetuated  his  name  by  his  deep 
researches  inio  the  natural  history 
of  his  native  county.  Dr.  Borlase 
died  Aug.  31,  1772. 

BORRI  (JOSEPH  FRANCIS) 
an  artful  impostor  of  Milan,  who 
praflised  upon  the  credulity  of 
merchants,  as  well  as  princes,  whom 
he  deluded  cut  of  great  sums  of 
money  under  a  pretence  of  discover- 
ing the  philosopher's  stone.  Died 
1695. 

BOS  (JOHN  BAPTIST  DU)  a 
celebrated  member  and  perpetual 
secretary  of  the  Fiench  academy, 
born  at  Beauvais  1670.  His  prin- 
cipal work  is,  "  Critical  Reflections 
upon  Poetry  and  Fainting."  He 
died  at  Paris  1742. 

BOSCAWEN  (EDWARD)  a  ce- 
lebrated English  admiral,  son  of 
Hugh  lord  viscount  Falmouth,  was 
born  about  1711.  He  signalized 
himself  in  many  important  contests 
•with  the  French,  in  which  one  cir- 
cumstance of  his  success  will  ap 
pear  singular,  namely,  that  of 
having  at  three  different  times,  in 
1744.  1747,  and  1755,  taken  M. 
1. cquai t,  a  French  commander,  pri- 
soner. Mr.  B.'s  eminent  services 
ar.d  obtained  Lhe  approba- 
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tion  and  gratitude  of  his  country. 
On  the  i  ath  Dec.  1758  the  thanks 
of  the  House  of  Commons  (the 
greatest  honour  that  can  be  done  to 
any  subject)  were  given  him  in  his 
place  by  the  speaker  ;  in  that  year 
also  he  was  appointed  admiral  of 
the  blue  ;  and  in  Dec.  1760  general 
of  marines,  with  a  salary  of  3000!. 
per  annum,  and  a  seat  in  the  privy 
council.  This  rank  and  honour, 
however,  he  did  not  long  enjoy, 
djing  Jan.  10,  1761.  Admiral  B. 
from  his  humane  attention  to  the 
health  and  comfort,  and  his  fatherly 
concern  for  the  interests  of  the  sea- 
men under  his  command,  his  2eal 
in  their  behalf  whenever  he  thought 
them  injured,  and  the  impartial 
countenance  he  gave  to  merit, 
wherever  found  (by  which  he  soft- 
ened the  necessary  exafiions  of  duty 
and  the  rigours  of  discipline),  was 
perhaps  the  rrost  popular  command- 
er in  the  whole  navy.  Some  in- 
teresting stories  of  this  great  com- 
mander will  be  found  in  "  Seward's 
Anecdotes." 

BOSCAWF.N(GEORGE)  brother 
to  the  foregoing,  and  a  lieutenant- 
general  of  distinguished  eminence 
in  the  British  service  under  the 
dukes  of  Cumberland  and  Marl- 
borough,  born  1712,  died  May 
1775.  He  was  successively  colonel 
of  the  2gth  and  z^d  regiments  of 
foot. 

BOSCAWEN  (JOHN)  brother 
also  of  the  admiral  and  a  major- 
general  in  the  British  army,  born 
1713,  died  1767,  at  which  time 
he  was  colonel  of  the  45th  regi- 
ment of  foot. 

BOSSU  (RENE  LE)  born  at  Pa- 
ris 1631,  died  1680.  His  princi- 
pal work  was,  a  "  Treatise  on  Epic 
Pottry,"  which  gained  him  great 
reputation.  Boileau  says,  it  is  one 
of  the  best  compositions  on  this  sub- 
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je£>  that  ever  appeared  in  the  French 
language. 

BOSSUET  (JAMES)  bishop  of 
Meaux,  born  at  Dijon  1627.  His 
"  Discours  sur  1'Histoire  Univer- 
selle"  was  published  in  i6Ri,  and 
has  been  considered  as  a  valuable 
work,  and  of  great  authority.  He 
died  at  Paris  170}. 

BOS\Y£LL(J  AMES)  an  eminent 
miscellaneous  writer,  but  chierly  dis- 
tinguished as  the  literary  companion 
of  the  celebrated  Dr.  Samuel  John- 
son. He  was  born  at  Edinburgh 
08.29,  '74°»  °f  an  ancient  and 
honourable  family,  being  the  son  of 
lord  Auchinleck,  one  of  the  judges 
of  the  courts  of  session  in  Scotland. 
In  1763  Mr.B.  came  to  London,and 
had  what  he  always  called  the  singu- 
lar felicity  of  being  introduced  to 
Dr.  Johnson.  Soon  after  this  he  sat 
out  on  a  tour;  and  having  visited 
the  most  remarkable  cities  in  Italy, 
Mr.  Boswell  sailed  to  Corsica,  tra- 
velled over  every  part  of  that  island, 
and  obtained  the  friendship  of  the 
illustrious  Pascal  Faoli,  in  whose 
palace  he  resided  dining  his  stay 
at  Corsica.  He  afterwards  went 
to  Paris  ;  and  returned  to  Scot- 
land in  1766,  when  he  became  an 
advocate  at  the  Scotch  bar.  The 
celebrated  Douglas  cause  being  at 
that  time  a  suhjett  of  general  dis- 
cussion, Mr.  Boswell  took  a  very 
aclive  and  successful  part  in  it;  he 
published  a  pamphlet,  entitled  "The 
Essence  of  the  Douglas  Cause," 
which  was  supposed  to  have  pro- 
cured Mr.  Douglas  the  popularity 
he  at  that  time  possessed.  In  1768 
Mr.  B.  published  his  "  Account  of 
Corsica,  with  Memoirs  of  General 
Paoli."  Of  this  printed  perform- 
ance Dr.  Johnson  thus  expresses 
himself:  "  Your  journal  is,  in  a 
very  high  degree,  curious  and  de- 
lightful. 1  know  not  whether  1 
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could  name  any  narrativ-  by  which 
curiosity  is  better  excited  or  better 
gratified."  In  1785  he  published 
"  A  Journal  of  a  Tour  to  the  He- 
brides with  Dr.  Johnson,"  which, 
had  a  success  similar  to  his  account 
of  Corsica.  This  year  Mr.  Boswell 
removed  to  London,  and  was  soon 
after  called  to  the  English  bar;  but 
his  professional  business  was  inter- 
rupted by  the  preparing  of  his  most 
celebrated  work,  "  The  Life  of  Sa- 
muel Johnson,  LL.  D."  in  2  vols. 
4to.  This  was  published  in  1790, 
and  was  received  by  the  world  with 
most  extraordinary  avidity.  It  is 
a  faithful  history  of  Johnson's  life, 
exhibits  a  most  interesting  pifture 
of  the  character  of  that  illustrious 
moralist,  and  is  one  of  the  most 
instructive  and  entertaining  books 
in  the  English  language.  The  pre- 
paration of  a  second  edition  of  this 
work  was  the  last  literary  perform- 
ance of  Mr.  Boswell,  who  died  May 
'9'  *795-  [From  the  mass  of  in- 
formation contained  in  Mr.BoswelFs 
Life  of  Dr.  Johnson  (and  under  the 
sanflion  of  the  proprietors  of  that 
work)  the  Compiler  of  this  Dic- 
tionary made  a  seletiion  of  the 
"  Table  Talk"  of  the  great  "critic 
and  moralist,  which  he  digested  and 
arranged  under  appropriate  heads, 
forming  an  oftavo  volume,  which 
has  been  very  favourably  received 
by  the  public.] 

BOTT (THOMAS)  an  English  di- 
vine, born  at  Derby  1688,  died 
1753,  leaving  several  ingenious 
tracts  on  religious  subjefts. 

BOUGAINVILLE  (M.DE)  a  na- 
tive of  France,  whom  impartial  pos- 
terity will  deservedly  rank  high  in 
the  list  of  circumnavigators,  his 
merits  having  been  almost  equal  to 
those  of  the  justly  celebrated  captain 
Cook.  lie  was  killed  by  a  mob  at 
Fails  the  loth  ol  Aug.  1792.

'  BOUHOURS(DOMlNICK)ace- 
lebrated  French  critic,  born  1628, 
died  1702. 

BOULAI  (CAESAR  EGASSE 
DU)  register  and  historiographer 
of  the  university  of  Paris,  and  pro- 
fessor of  rhetoric  in  the  college  of 
Kavarie.  The  work  for  which  he 
is  chiefly  to  be  remembered  is, 
"  The  History  of  the  University 
of  Paris,"  6  vols.  folio.  He  died 
1678. 

BOULA1NVILL1ERS  (HENRY 
DE)  lord  of  St.  Saise,  and  an  emi- 
nent French  writer,  born  1658. 
He  was  the  author  of  "  A  History 
of  the  Arabians,"  and  of  several 
portions  of  French  history,  and  died 
1722.  After  his  death  was  publish- 
ed his  "  Life  of  Mahomet,"  which 
has  made  him  pass  for  no  very  good 
believer. 

BOULTER  (HUGH)  D.  D.  arch- 
bishop of  Armagh,  in  Ireland,  died 
in  London  1742,  (caving  behind 
him  patriotic  establishments  and 
benefactions,  particularly  to  the 
Protestant  schools,  and  other  strong 
testimonies  of  a  truly  charitable  dis- 
position. 

BOI'RDALCUE  (LOUIS)  justly 
esteemed  the  best  preacher  France 
ever  produced,  was  born  at  Boutges 
1632,  and  died  1704. 

BOURDELOT  (JOHN)  a  learn- 
ed French  critic  and  commentator, 
who  lived  at  the  end  of  the  i6th 
and  in  the  beginning  of  the  171)1 
century. 

BOURDON  (SEBASTIAN)  an 
eminent  Fiench  painter,  born  1610, 
\vho  had  a  genius  so  fiery,  that  it 
would  not  let  him  rcflefl  sufficient- 
ly, nc  r  study  the  essentials  of  his 
art  so  much  as  was  necessary  to 
render  him  perfeO  in  it.  He  once 
laid  a  wager  with  a  friend,  that  lie 
painted  12  heads  after  the  life,  and 
as  Lig  as  the  life,  in  one  day.  He 
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won  it,  and  these  heads  are  said  to 
be  among  the  best  things  he  ever  did. 
He  died  1673. 

BOURIGNON  (ANTOINETTE) 
a  famous  enthusiast  of  the  female 
sex,  born  1616,  at  Lisle  in  Flan- 
ders. She  came  into  the  world  so 
very  deformed,  that  a  consultation 
was  held  in  the  family  some  days 
about  stifling  her  as  a  monstrous 
birth.  But  if  she  sunk  almost  be- 
neath humanity  in  her  exterior,  her 
interior  seems  to  have  been  raised 
as  much  ahove  it :  for  at  four  years 
of  age  she  not  only  took  notice  that 
the  people  of  Lisle  did  not  live  up 
to  the  principles  of  Christianity 
which  they  professed,  but  was  there- 
by disturbed  so  much  as  to  desire  a 
removal  into  some  more  Christian 
country.  Her  progress  through  life 
was  suitable  to  this  beginning.  She 
died  at  Francher,  in  Holland,  1680. 
I'er  main  principles  of  religion 
were  nearly  the  same  with  those  of 
the  Ouietists,  excluding  all  external 
divine  woiship,  and  requiring  a  ces- 
sation of  reason,  wit,  and  under- 
standing, that  God  might  spread  his. 
divine  light  over  them,  or  cause  it 
to  revive  in  them  ;  without  which 
the  Deity  is  not  sufficiently  known. 
She  had  more  disciples  in  Scotland 
than  in  any  other  country  perhaps  of 
the  world.  Not  only  laymen,  but 
some  ecclesiastics  embraced  Bou- 
rigncnism  ;  and  of  this  sect  a  rem- 
nant is  still  left  in  son.e  parts  of 
North  Britain. 

£OU'EH(  ARCHIBALD  )z  learned 
Jesuit,  born  near  Dundee,  in  Scot- 
land, 1686,  died  Sept.  2,  1766. 
His  principal  work  was,  "  A  His- 
tory of  the  Popes,"  in  7  vols.  <}to.; 
concerning  which,  as  well  as  his 
conneBion  with  the  Jesuits, he  stood 
accused  of  much  imposture.  He 
also  contributed  to  the  compilation 
of  "  The  Universal  Histoy,"  but,

as  is  said,  not  much  to  the  advan-  : 
tage  of  the  work. 

BOWLE  (JOHN)  rector  of  Id- 
rninston,  near  Salisbury,  born  1725, 
had  the  honour  to  be  one  of  the 
first  detectors  of  Lander's  forgeries. 
He  edited  a  Spanish  edition  of 
•'  Don  Quixote,"  and  also  Marston's 
Satires,  and  other  old  English 
poetry,  and  died  1788.  See  LAU- 
DER. 

BOWYER  (WILLIAM)  a  very 
learned  English  printer,  born  1099, 
died  1777.  To  his  literary  aixl 
professional  abilities  he  adiied  an 
excellent  moral  character,  the 
strictest  probity,  and  the  greatest 
liberality.  •  He  was  in  habits  of 
correspondence  and  intimacy  with 
the  greatest  men  of  his  time;  and 
many  minute  particulars  of  him, 
that  do  not  come  within  our  plan, 
may  be  seen  in  the  "  Anecdotes  of 
his  Life,"  published  by  Mr.  Nichols. 
To  the  journeymen  of  his  profession 
he  left  by  will  some  valuable  be- 
quests for  the  reward  of  merit  and 
the  comfort  of  old  age.  The  trust 
for  ever  is  vested  in  the  Stationers' 
Company. 

BOYCE  (DR.  WILLIAM)  an 
eminent  musician  and  composer, 
chiefly  of  sacred  pieces,  born  1709, 
died  1779. 

£OYD  (MARK  ALEXANDER) 
a  warrior,  lawyer,  and  Latin  poet, 
born  at  Galloway  in  Scotland  1562, 
died  160  i. 

BOYD(HUGH),  born  in  Ireland 
about  1746,  was  educated  at  Tri- 
nity College,  Dublin,  and  bred  to 
the  law  ;  but  being  of  a  dissipated 
turn  he  never  followed  his  pro- 
fession. Having  formed  connexions 
in  England,  he  came  to  London, 
and,  through  the  introduction  of 
Mr.  Richard  Burke,  became  ac- 
quainted with  the  most  celebrated 
literary  chara&ers.  In  1772  he 
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married  a  lady  of  considerable  for- 
tune ;  but  his  habit  of  extravagance 
continuing,  obliged  him  to  accom- 
pany lord  Macartney  to  India  in  tiie 
capacity  of  a  second  secretary  ; 
though  he  afterwards  obtained  a 
more  lucrative  appointment,  which 
he  retained  till  his  decease  in  1794. 
He  was  author  of  several  political 
writings  ;  and  the  celebrated  Letters 
of  Junius  have  lately  been  with 
much  confidence  ascribed  to  him  ; 
but  the  evidence  adduced  is  by  no 
means  conclusive.  In  1793  he  pub- 
lished "  The  Indian  Observer,"  a 
periodical  paper,  which  was  the 
first  attempt  of  the  kind  in  India, 
and  gained  him  great  reputation. 
These  Essays  were  afterwards  col- 
lected and  printed  at  Calcutta  in 
8vo,  1795>  alld  reprinted  >n  Lon» 
don  1798. 

BOYD  (SIR  ROBERT)  governor 
of  Gibraltar,  who  from  a  private 
soldier  raised  himself  merely  by  me- 
rit to  the  highest  rank  in  the  mili- 
tary profession,  died  May  1794. 

BUYER  (ABEL)  a  well-known 
glossographer,  born  at  Castres  in, 
France  1664,  died  Nov.  1729. 
The  work  he  is  chiefly  known  by, 
is  a  very  excellent  French  and 
English,  and  English  and  French 
Diaionary.  He  wrote  also  "  a 
FrenchGraramar"in  English,  which, 
still  retains  a  high  rank  in  our 
schools. 

BOYLE(RICHARD)  an  eminent 
English  statesman,  distinguished  by 
the  title  of  the  great  earl  of  Cork, 
born  in  Canterbury  1566,  died 
1643  ;  having  spent  the  last  as  he 
did  the  first  years  of  his  life,  in  the 
support  of  the  crown  of  England 
against  Irish  rebels,  and  in  the  ser- 
vice of  his  country. 

BOYLE  (ROGER)  earl  of  Or- 
rery, fifth  son  of  Richard  earl  of 
Cork,  born  1621,  and  created  ba 
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ron  Broghill  in  the  kingdom  of  Ire- 
land when  but  seven  years  old.  He 
died  Oft.  1679,  leaving  behind  him 
the  charafcter  of  an  able  genera), 
statesman,  and  writer.  Of  his  wri- 
tings, the  principal  are,  six  trage- 
dies, two  comedies,  "  Parthenissa," 
a  romance,  and  a  collection  of 
"  State  Letters,"  published  in  folio 
1742. 

BOYLE  (ROBERT)  a  most  dis- 
tinguished philosopher  and  chemist, 
and  an  exceedingly  good  man,  was 
the  7th  son,  and  the  141)1  child, 
of  Richard  earl  of  Cork,  and  born 
at  Lismore  in  Ireland  1626-7.  He 
•was  the  inventor  of  the  air-pump  ; 
and  his  numerous  philosophical  wri- 
tings have  secured  him  immortal 
fame.  He  died  1691. 

BOYLE  (CHARLES)  earl  of  Or- 
rery, ed  son  of  Roger,  2d  earl  of 
Orrery,  was  born  1676,  and  died 
'73  '•  He  was  eminei  t  as  astates- 
rean  ;  but  better  known, at  the  pre- 
sent day,  for  his  literary  controver- 
sy with  Dr.  Bentley  on  the  authen- 
ticity of  the  epistles  of  Phalaris. 
He  was  also  an  ingenious  mathema- 
tician, and  inventor  of  the  machine 
representing  the  solar  system,  which 
is  still  named  after  his  title,  the 
Orrery. 

EOYLE  (JOHN)  earl  of  Cork 
and  Orrery,  was  the  only  son  of 
Charles,  the  subjeft  of  the  preced. 
ing  article,  and  born  1706-7. — He 
took  his  seat  in  the  house  of  peers, 
Jan.  1731-32;  but,  though  he  dis- 
tinguished himself  bysome  speeches, 
lie  did  not  greatly  cultivate  the  bu- 
siness of  parliament.  The  delicacy 
of  his  health,  his  passion  for  pri- 
vate life,  and  the  occasions  he  some- 
times had  of  residing  in  Ireland, 
seem  to  have  precluded  him  from 
any  regular  attendance  in  the  Eng- 
li.-li  house  of  peers.  "  Whenever 
(says  he,  in  a  private  letter  to  a 
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friend)  we  step  out  of  domestic  life 
in  search  of  felicity,  we  come  back 
again  disappointed,  tired,  and  cha- 
grined. One  d;iy  passed  under  our 
own  roof,  with  our  friends  and 
our  family,  is  worth  a  thousand  in 
another  place.  The  noise  and  bus- 
tie,  or  (as  they  are  foolishly  called) 
the  diversions  of  life,  are  despica- 
ble and  tasteless,  when  once  we  have 
experienced  the  real  delight  of  a 
fire-side."  His  principal  works  are, 
a  translation  of  "  Pliny's  Letters, 
with  observations  on  each  Letter  ; 
and  an  Essay  on  Pliny's  Life,"  and 
"  Remarks  on  the  Life  and  Wri- 
tings of  Swift."  He  died  1762. 

BOYSE,  BOYS,  orBOIS(JOHN) 
one  of  the  translators  of  the  Bible, 
in  the  reign  of  James  I.  was  born 
at  Nettlestead  in  Suffolk  1560,  and 
died  1643,  leaving  a  great  many 
manuscriptsbehind  him,  particular- 
ly a  commentary  on  almost  all  tha 
books  of  the  New  Testament. 
When  he  was  a  young  student 
at  Cambridge,  he  received  from 
the  learned  Dr.  \Vhitaker  three 
rules  for  avoiding  those  distem- 
pers which  usually  attend  a  seden- 
tary life,  to  which  he  constantly 
adhered  :  the  first  was,  to  study  aj« 
ways  standing;  the  second,  never 
to  study  in  a  window  ;  the  third^ 
never  to  go  to  bed  with  his  feet 
cold.  Sir  Henry  Saville  styles  hira 
ingeniosissimum  el  doflissimum  Jioi- 
sium. 

BOYSE  (SAMUEL)  a  very  inge- 
nious person,  and  as  remarkable  for 
imprudence  as  for  ingenuity.  In 
1731  he  published,  at  Edinburgh, 
a  volume  of  potms,  addressed  to  the 
countess  of  Eglinton.  He  wrote 
also  an  Elegy  upon  the  death  of  lady 
Stormont,  intituled  "  The  Tears  of 
the  Muses  ;"  with  which  lord  Stor- 
mont was  so  much  pleased  that  he 
ordered  Boyse  a,  handsome  preseoU 
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These  publications,  and  the  ho- 
r.ourable  notice  taken  of  them, 
were  the  means  of  recommending 
him  to  very  high  persons,  who 
were  desirous  of  serving  him  :  but 
Boyse  was  not  a  man  to  be  served. 
He  made  an  improper  use  of  these 
recommendations,  and  contented 
himself  with  subsisting  by  contribu- 
tions. About  1740  he  was,  by  his 
extravagance,  so  reduced,  that  he 
had  not  a  shirt,  a  coat,  or  any  kind 
of  apparel  to  appear  abroad  .in  : 
the  sheets  in  which  he  lay  were 
carried  to  the  pawn-broker's:  he 
was  obliged  to  be  confined  to  bed, 
vith  no  other  covering  than  a  blan- 
ket ;  and  he  had  little  support, 
but  what  he  got  by  writing  letters 
to  his  friends  in  the  most  abjefl 
style.  His  mode  of  studying  and 
writing  was  curious;  he  sat  up 
in  bed,  with  the  blanket  wrapped 
about  him;  through  which  he  had 
cut  a  hole  large  enough  to  admit 
his  arm.;  and,  placing  the  paper 
upon  his  knee,  scribbled  in  the  best 
manner  he  could.  He  had  often  re- 
course to  the  meanest  arts  to  pro- 
cure benefactions.  At  some  times 
be  would  raise  subscriptions  for 
poems  which  did  not  exist  ;  and 
at  others,  ordered  his  wife  to  in- 
form people  that  he  was  just  ex- 
piring, to  move  the  compassion  of 
his  friends,  who  were  frequently 
surprized  to  meet  the  man  in  the 
street  to-day,  who  was,  yesteiday, 
said  to  be  at  the  point  of  death.  In 
May  17  jo.,  however,  lie  died,  after 
a  lingering  illness,  in  obscure  lodg- 
ings, near  Shoe-lane  ;  whxre  he  was 
buried  at  the  expence  of  the  parish. 
Some  affecting  anecdotes  of  him 
may  be  seen  in  Nichols's  "  Select 
Collection  of  Poems,"  recited  on 
the  best  authority.  He  was  a  melan- 
choly instance  of  the  wretchedness, 
contempt,  and  disgrace,  in  which  | 
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the  most  ingenious  persons  may  re- 
duce themselves  by  an  abuse  of  those 
powers  with  which  nature  hath  en- 
dowed them.  His  poems,  if  col. 
leQed,  would  make  six  moderate 
volumes :  two  have  been  published. 
But  ths  most  celebrated  of  his  per- 
formances was  his  poem,  called 
"  Deity,"  the  third  edition  of  which 
was  published  in  1752,  8vo.  it  is 
styled  by  Hervcy,  "  a  beautiful  and 
instructive  poem ;"  and  is  also  men- 
tioned by  Fielding  with  commenda- 
tion. Ihat  ingenious  writer  gives 
a  quotation  from  it,  which  he  calls 
"  a  very  noble  one  ;  and  (adds  he) 
taken  horn  a  poem  long  since  bu- 
ried in  oblivion  :  a  proof,  that  good 
hooks,  no  more  than  good  men,  do 
always  survive  the  bad." 

BRACTON  (1-iEXRY)  a  cele- 
brated English  lawyer  in  the  i  31(1 
century, chiefly  known  by  his  learn- 
ed work  *'  De  Legibus  et  Consue- 
uidinibus  Angliae." 

BRADLEY  (JAMES)  D,  D.  S  i. 
vilian  professor  of  astronomy  in 
Oxford, and  astronomical  obscrvator 
at  the  royal  observatory  at  Green- 
wich, was  born  at  Shireborn  in 
Gloucestershire  1692,  and  died 
1762,  in  the  same  county. 

BRADY  (DR.  NICHOLAS)  an 
English  divine  of  good  parts  and 
learning,  born  at  Bandon  in  the 
county  of  Cork,  1659,  and  died 
1726.  He  translated  the  /Eneid  of 
Virgil;  bat  what  he  is  likely  to  be 
the  longest  remembered  for,  as  in- 
dcec!  he  is  now  best  known  by,  is 
"  A  new  Version  of  the  Psalms  of 
David,"  in  conjunftion  with  Mr. 
Tate. 

BRAHE  (TYCHO)  a  celebrated 
astronomer,  born  at  Knudstorp  in 
Denmark  1546,  died  1601.  He 
was  the  inventor  of  a  new  system 
of  the  world  ;  but  it  did  not  suc- 
ceed, though  he  had  maay  follow- 
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ers.  He  was  very  superstitious 
xvith  regard  to  presages,  and  very 
positive  and  impatient  of  contra- 
diflion  to  his  sentiments. 

BRANDT  (GERARD)  a  pro- 
testant  divine,  and  minister  of  Am- 
sterdam, died  at  Rotterdam  1695. 
He  was  author  of  a  "  History  of 
the  Reformation  of  the  Low  Coun- 
tries," in  four  vols  <jto.  It  is  writ- 
ten in  Flemish  ;  and  the  grand  pen- 
sionary Fagel  said  once  to  Bishop 
Burnet,  that  it  was  worth  learning 
Flemish  merely  to  read  Brandt's 
history. 

BRAY  (SIR  REGINALD),  who 
\vas  instrumental  in  the  advance- 
ment of  Henry  VII.  to  the  throne, 
and  afterwards  made  high  treasurer 
to  that  monarch.— He  had  great 
skill  in  architecture,  as  appears 
from  Henry  the  Seventh's  Chapel 
in  Westminster  Abbey,  and  the 
rhapel  of  St.  George  at  Windsor, 
as  he  had  a  principal  concern  and 
direftion  in  the  building  of  the 
former,  and  the  finishing  and  bring- 
ing to  perfcflion  the  latter,  to  which 
he  was  aho  a  liberal  benefacioj. 
Folydore  Vergil,  Hal!,  &c.  say. 
that  be  was  a  very  father  of  his 
country  ;  a  sage  and  grave  person  ; 
a  fervent  lover  of  justice  ;  and  one 
•who  would  often  admonish  the  king 
when  he  did  any  thing  contrary  to 
justice  or  equity. 

BRAY  (THOMAS)  an  English 
divine,  horn  nt  Marton  in  Shrop- 
shire 16,56,  died  1730,  having 
made  himself  eminent  by  his  un- 
wearied attention  to  the  practice  of 
Lenevolenre.  Most  of  the  religious 
societies  and  good  designs  in  Lon- 
don are  in  a  great  measure  formed 
on  the  plans  he  projeBcd  ;  particu- 
larly the  charity-schools,  the  society 
for  reformation  of  manners,  and 
that  for  the  relief  of  poor  prose- 
lytes, &c. 
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BREBETJF  (GEORGE  DE)  a 
French  poet,  born  at  Torigni  in 
Lower  Normandy,  1618.  He  was 
distinguished  chiefly  by  a  transla- 
tion of  I.ucan;  but  the  best,  and, 
as  it  should  seem,  the  most  edify- 
ing of  his  works,  is,  the  first  book  of 
Lucan  Travestied.  This  is  an  inge- 
nious satire  upon  the  great,  who 
are  described  as  never  losing  a  mo- 
ment's  sight  of  their  greatness  and 
titles;  and  upon  the  meanness  and 
servility  of  those  who,  with  a  view 
of  making  their  fortunes,  submit  to 
flatter  them  as  gods.  It  is  said  of 
Brebeuf,  that  he  had  a  fever  upon 
him  for  more  than  20  years.  He 
died  in  166  I. 

BREUGEL  (PETER),  usually 
stiled  Old  Breugel,  an  eminent 
Dutch  painter,  chiefly  of  rural 
sports,  the  marches  of  armies,  8cc4 
was  born  at  Brengel,  near  Breda, 
1565,  and  died  1596,  leaving  two 
sons,  viz.  JOHN,  who  was  famous 
for  landscapes,  flowers,  fruits  ami 
sea  pieces,  and  whose  drawings  are 
so  perfect,  that  no  one,  it  is  said, 
has  yet  been  able  to  copy  them. 
He  died  in  i  64^,  and  it  is  remark- 
able that  he  never  had  a  pupil. 
The  other  son  was  PETER,  who 
generally  chose  for  his  subjefts  fires, 
sieges, magicians,  and  devils,  whence 
he  was  called  Breugel  cl'Enfer. 
[This  name  is  pronounced  as  if  writ- 
ten Breugle.] 

BRIETIUSfPHILIPJ,  a  learned 
French  geographer  and  universal 
chronologist,  born  at  Abbeville  in 
1601,  died  librarian  of  the  Jesuits' 
college  at  Paris,  i66£. 

BRIGGS  (HENRY)  an  eminent 
mathematician,  born  at  Halifax  in 
Yorkshire  1556.  When  Gresham 
College  in  London  was  established, 
he  was  chosen  the  first  professor  of 
geometry  there  in  1596.  He  died 
Jan.  1630. 
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BRIL  (MATTHEW and  PAUL) 
natives  of  Antwerp,  and  good  paint 
ersj  born  in  1550  and  1554,  anJ 
eminent  for  performances  in  history 
and  landscape  ;  Matthew  died  1584; 
Paul  in  1626. 

BRINDLEY  (JAMES)  a  most 
uncommon  genius  for  mechanical 
inventions,  and  particularly  excel- 
lent in  planning  and  conducting  in- 
land navigations,  was  born  1716, 
at  Tunsted  in  Derbyshire,  and  died 
at  Turnhurst  in  Staffordshire,  Sept. 
27i  '772,  having  shortened  his 
days  by  too  intense  application  ; 
for  lie  never  indulged  and  relaxed 
himself  in  the  common  diversions 
of  life,  not  having  the  least  relish 
for  them;  and  though  once  pre- 
vailed on  to  see  a  play  in  London, 
yet  he  declared  that  he  would  on 
no  account  be  present  at  another, 
because  it  so  disturbed  his  ideas  for 
several  days  after,  as  to  render  him 
unfit  for  business.  \\'hen  any  extra- 
ordinary difficulty  occurred  to  him 
in  the  execution  of  his  works,  he 
generally  retired  to  bed;  and  has 
been  known  to  lie  there  one,  two, 
or  three  days,  till  he  has  surmount- 
ed it.  He  would  then  get  up,  and 
execute  his  design  without  any 
drawing  or  model  ;  for  he  had  a 
prodigious  memory,  and  carried 
every  thing  in  his  head. 

BRISSOT  (}.  P.)  a  very  emi- 
nent French  writer  on  philosophy, 
politics,  and  legislation  ;  but,  not 
contenting  himself  with  a  high  de- 
gree of  literary  fame,  he  took  a  dis- 
tinguished part  in  the  French  revo- 
lutionary government,  and  suffered 
by  the  guillotine,  Nov.  30,  1793, 
at  the  au,e  of  31). 

BRITANN1CUS  (JOHN)  an  Ita- 
lian critic  and  grammarian,  born  at 
Falazzolo  near  Brescia,  about  the 
middle  of  the  i  ^th  century,  and 
died  1,510. 
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BRITTOX  (THOMAS)  the  fa- 
mous musical  small-coal  man,  was 
born  at  or  near  Higham  Ferrers,  in 
Northamptonshire,  about  the  middle 
of  the  17th  century,  and  went  from 
thence  to  London,  where  he  bound 
himself  apprentice  to  a  small-coal 
man.  He  served  seven  years,  and 
returned  to  Northamptonshire,  his 
master  giving  him  a  sum  of  money 
not  to  set  tip:  but,  after  this  money 
was  spent,  he  returned  again  to 
London,  and  set  up  the  trade  of 
small-coal ;  which  he  continued  to 
the  end  of  his  life.  Some  time  af- 
ter his  setting-up  in  the  coal 
business  he  applied  himself  to 
chemistry;  and,  by  the  help 
of  a  moving  eluboratory,  contriv- 
ed by  himself,  performed  such 
things  in  that  profession  as  had 
never  been  done  before.  But  his 
principal  object  was  music  ;  in 
the  theory  of  which  he  was  very 
knowing;  in  the  praftice  not  in- 
considerable. He  was  so  much 
addiflcd  to  it,  that  he  pricked 
with  his  own  hand  very  neatly  and 
accurately,  and  left  behind  him  a 
collection  of  music,  mostly  pricked 
by  himself,  which  was  sold  for  r.ear 
tool.  He  left  an  excellent  collec- 
tion of  printed  books,  both  of  che- 
mistry and  music  :  not  to  mention 
that  he  had,  some  years  before  his 
death,  sold  by  auction  a  collection 
of  books,  most  of  them  in  the  Ro- 
sicrusian  faculty,  of  which  he  was 
a  great  admirer.  But  what  distin- 
guished him  most  of  all,  was  a  kind 
of  musical  meeting,  held  at  his  own 
little  house,  and  kept  up  at  his  own 
charges,  for  many  years.  This  so- 
ciety was  frequented  by  gentry,  even 
those  of  the  best  quality,  with 
whom  he  conversed  familiarly,  and 
by  whom  he  was  much  esteemed  : 
for  Britton  was  as  respectable  for 
moral  endowments,  as  he  was  cu- 
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rious  for   intellectual.     The  singu- 
larity of  his  charaQer,  the  course 
of  his  studies,  and  the  collections 
he   made,   induced   suspicions  that 
he  was  not  the  man  he  seemed  to 
be  :   some  thinking  his  musical  as- 
sembly  only  a  cover   for  seditious 
meetings  ;  others,  for  magical  pur- 
poses ;   and  that  Britton  himself  was 
an  Atheist,  a    Presbyterian,    a  Je- 
suit.    But  these  were  ill-grounded 
conjectures,  he  being  a  plain,  sim- 
ple,  honest  man,  perfeftly  inoffen- 
sive,   and   greatly   beloved   by   all 
\sbo  knew  him.    The  circumstances 
of  his  death  are  not  less  remarkable 
than  those  of  his  life.     There  was 
ione  Honeyman,  a  blacksmith,  who 
was  famous  for  speaking   as  if  his 
voice  proceeded  from   some  distant 
part  of  the  house,  a  ventriloquist, 
or  speaker  from  his  belly,  as  these 
persons  are  called.     This  man  was 
secretly   introduced     by    Robe,    a 
Middlesex  justice,   who  frequently 
played  at  Britten's  concert,  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  terrifying  Britton  ; 
and    he   succeeded    in   it   entirely  : 
for  Honeyman,  without  moving  his 
lips,  or  seeming  to  speak,  announ- 
ced, as  from  afar  off,  the  death  of 
poor   Britton   within  a  few  hours; 
with  an  intimation,  that  the  only 
way  to  avert  his  doom,  was  to  fall 
on  his  knees  immediately,  and  say 
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BROKESBY   (FRANCIS)  reflor 

Rowley    in    Yorkshire,     author 
of  «    A    Life    of    Jesus    Christ," 
and    a    principal    assistant   to    Mr. 
kelson   in   compiling   his  "  Feasts 
and  Fasts  of  the    Church  of   Eng« 
and."      He    was     also    author    of 
'  A  History  of  the  Government  of 
the   Primitive    Church,"   &c.    &c. 
and   died  1711. 

BROME  (ALEXANDER)  born 
1620,  died  1666.  He  was  a  warm 
cavalier,  and  author  of  innumera- 
ble odes,  sonnets,  and  little  pieces 
in  which  the  round-heads  are  treat- 
ed with  great  keenness  and  severity. 
These,  with  his  epistles  and  epi- 
grams, were  all  printed  in  one  vo. 
lume  8vo.  after  the  Restoration. 
He  published  also  a  version  of  Ho- 
race, by  himself  and  others,  with  a 
comedy,  called  "  The  Cunning 
Lovers,"  1651  ;  and  the  world  is 
indebted  to  him  for  two  volumes  of 
the  plays  of  his  namesake,— 

BROME  (RICHARD)  who  lived 
also  in  the  reign  of  Charles  I.  and 


the  Lord's   Prayer, 
did  so  :   but    it    did 


The  poor  man 
not    avert    his 


doom;  for,  taking  to  his  bed,  he 
died  in  a  few  days,  leaving  justi  e 
Kobe  to  enjoy  the  fruits  of  his 
mirth.  His  death  happened  in  Sep. 
tember  1714. 

BROCKLESBY  (DR.  RICHARD) 
an  eminent  English  physician  and 
medical  writer,  died  at  a  very  ad- 
vanced age,  Dec.  12,  1797,  be- 
loved and  regretted  by  the  most 
distinguished  tharafters  in  rank  and 
science. 


was     cotemporary 
Ford,  Shirley,  &c. 


with  Decker, 
His  extraction 
was  mean,  for  he  was  originally 
no  better  than  a  menial  servant  of 
Ben  Jonson  ;  he  wrote  himself,  . 
lowever,  into  high  repute.  His 
genius  was  entirely  turned  to  co- 
medy, and  we  have  15  of  his  pro- 
ductions in  this  way  remaining. 
One  of  these,  "  The  Jovial  Crew," 
has,  with  little  alteration,  been 
revived,  and  exhibited  with  great 
and  repeated  success.  He  died  in 
1652. 

BROOKE  (SIR  ROBERT)  one 
of  the  most  eminent  lawyers  of  his 
time,  and  lord  chief  justice  of  the 
Common  Pleas,  wrote  "  An  Abridg- 
ment, containing  an  abstract  of  the 
year-books  till  the  time  of  queen 
Mary,"  "  Cases  adjudged  from  the 
6th  of  Henry  V11I.  to  the  ^th  of 
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queen  Mary,"  and  "  Reading  on 
the  Statute  of  Limitations,  made 
3ad  Henry  VIII.  c.  2."  Sir  Ro- 
bert  died  i  558. 

BROOKE  (HENRY)  who  gained 
great  reputation  as  a  writer,  by  the 
"  Farmer's  Letters,"  published  in 
Ireland  during  the  rebellion,  in 
imitation  of  Swift's  "  Drapier's 
Letters."  lie  was  also  author  of 
"  The  Fool  of  Quality,"  a  novel  of 
more  than  tolerable  merit.  His 
dramatic  works,  of  which  the  most 
celebrated  are,  "  Gustavus  Vasa," 
and  "  The  Earl  of  Essex,"  were 
collefted,  with  his  other  writings, 
in  four  vols.  8vo.  1780.  He  died 
Oa.  10,  1783. 

BROOKE  (MRS.  FRANCES)  a 
lady  as  remarkable  for  her  virtues 
as  for  her  great  literary  accomplish- 
ments. Her  principal  works  are, 
"  Julia  Mandeville,"  and  "  Emily 
Montague,"  novels;  the  "  Old 
Maid,"  a  series  of  periodical  pa- 
pers ;  "  Virginia,"  and  "  The  Siege 
of  Sinope,"  tragedies  ;  "  Rosina," 
and  "  Marian,"  musical  dramas, 
and  several  much  esteemed  transla- 
tions from  the  French.  She  died 
Jan.  23,  1789. 

BROOME  (WILLIAM)  born  in 
Cheshire,  as  is  said,  of  very  mean 
parents.  He  was  educated  upon 
the  foundation  at  Eton,  and  ap- 
peared early  in  the  world  as  a  trans- 
lator of  the  Iliads  into  prose,  in 
conjiinftion  with  Ozell  and  Oldis- 
worth.  He  was  afterwards  intro- 
duced to  Mr.  Pope,  and  gained  so 
much  of  his  esteem,  that  he  was 
employed  to  make  extrafts  from 
Eustathius,  for  the  notes  to  the 
translation  of  the  Iliad  ;  and  in  the 
volumes  of  poetry  published  by 
Lintot,  commonly  called  "  Pope's 
Miscellanies,"  many  of  his  early 
pieces  were  inserted. — When  the 
success  of  the  Iliad  gave  encourage- 
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ment  to  a  version  of  the  Odyssey, 
Pope,  weary  of  the  toil,  called 
Fenton  and  Broome  to  his  assist- 
ance ;  and  taking  only  half  the 
work  upon  himself,  divided  the 
other  half  between  his  partners, 
giving  four  books  to  Fenton,  and 
eight  to  Brcome.  To  the  lot  of 
Broome  fell  the  ad,  6th,  8th,  i  uh, 
12th,  i6th,  i8th,  and  23d;  toge. 
ther  with  the  burden  of  writing  all 
the  notes. — The  price  atwhich  Pope 
purchased  this  assistance  was  300!. 
paid  to  Fenton,  and  500!.  to 
Broome,  with  as  many  copies  as 
ie  wanted  for  his  friends ;  which 
amounted  to  tool.  more.  Broome 
died  at  Bath,  Nov.  i  6,  1745. 

BROSSETTE  (CLAUDE)  born 
at  Lyons  1671,  published  the 
works  of  Boikau  and  of  Reg. 
nier  with  historical  illustrations  ; 
wrote  "  L'Histoire  abregee  de  la 
Ville  de  Lyon,"  with  elegance 
and  precision,  and  died  there  in 
17  46. 

BROSSIER  (MARTHA)  a  very 
remarkable  woman,  who  pretended 
to  be  possessed  by  the  devil,  and 
had  nearly  occasioned  great  disor- 
ders in  France  towards  the  latter 
end  of  the  1 6th  century. 

BROTIER(L'ABBE),  an  illustri- 
ous and  amiable  Frenchman,  and 
one  of  the  most  distinguished  or- 
naments of  the  belles  lettres  in 
that  country,  born  17221  died 
1789. 

EROL'GHTON  (HUGH),  a  very 
learned  divine,  born  at  Oldbury, 
Salop,  1549,  died  1612,  leaving  a 
very  laborious  work  behind  him, 
called  "  A  Concent  of  Scripture," 
which  he  dedicated  to  queen  Eliza- 
beth. 

BROUGHTON     (THOMAS)    a 

learned  divine, author  of  the  "  Bib- 

liothecas    Historica-Sacra,     2   vols. 

folio,   1739)  and  one  of  the    ori- 
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ginnl  writers  of  the  "  Biographi; 
Britannica,"  (in  the  first  edition  of 
\vhich  work  his  papers  were  mark 
ed  T.)    born    at    London,    July    3 
1704,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Andrew, 
Holtorn,   of  which   his   father  was 
minister,  died  vicar  of  Bedminster, 
near  Bristol,   1774. 

BROUNCK.ER  (WILLIAM)  vis- 
count Broimckt  r,  of  Castle  Lyon^. 
in  Ireland,  born  i6;>o,  died  1684, 
having  distinguished  himself  chiefly 
as  a  mathematician  by  his  "  Scries 
for  the  Quadrature  of  the  Hyper- 
bola." 

BROUWER  (ADRIAEN)  an 
eminent  Dutch  painter,  born  at 
Ilaeikm,  1608.  Erans  Hals  took 
him  from  begging  in  the  streets, 
and  instructed  him  in  the  rudiments 
of  painting.  Humour  was  his  pro- 
per sphere  ;  and  in  little  pieces  he 
used  to  represent  his  pot  compa- 
nions drinking,  smoaking  tobacco, 
gaming,  fighting,  &c.  He  did  this 
•with  a  pencil  so  tender  and  free,  so 
much  of  natuie  in  his  expression, 
such  excellent  drawing  in  all  the 
particular  parts,  and  good  keeping 
in  the  whole  together,  that  none  of 
his  countrymen  have  ever  been 
comparable  to  him  on  that  subjeft. 
lie  was  extremely  facetious  and 
pleasant  over  his  cups;  scorned  to 
work  as  long  as  he  had  any  money 
in  his  pocket ;  declared  for  a  short 
lii'e,  and  a  merry  one  ;  and,  re- 
solving to  ride  post  to  his  grave  by 
the  help  of  wine  and  brandy,  he 
get  to  his  journey's  end  in  1638, 
at  only  30  years  of  age.  Me  died 
.-,<•>  very  poor,  that  contributions 
were  rahcd  to  lay  him  privately  in 
the  ground  ;  from  whence  he  was 
<-oun  after  taken  up,  and,  as  it  is 
ly  said,  very  handsomely 
by  Rubens,  who  was  a 
great  admirer  of  his  happy  genius 
for  paii  ting. 
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BROWN  (ROBERT)  a  famous 
schismatic,  from  whom  the  te£t  of 
the  Brownists  derived  its  name. 
He  died  1630.  This  sefl  equally 
condemned  episcopacy  and  presby- 
tery as  to  the  jurisdiction  of  consis- 
tories, classes,  and  synods  ;  and 
would  not  join  with  any  other  re- 
formed church,  because  they  were 
not  sufficiently  assured  of  the  sanc- 
tity and  probity  of  its  members, 
holding  it  an  impiety  to  communi- 
cate with  sinners.  Their  form  of 
church-government  was  democra- 
tical.  Such  as  desired  to  be  mem- 
bers of  their  church,  made  a  con- 
fession of  their  fc.ith,  and  signed  a 
covenant  obliging  themselves  to 
walk  together  in  the  order  of  the 
gospel. 

BROWN   (THOMAS)    of  face- 
tious  memory  ;      but     whose    wit, 
being   greater  than     his    prudence, 
brought  him  frequently  within  dan- 
ger of   starving. — Toward   the   lat- 
ter end  of  Brown's   life,   however, 
we   are    informed     by    Mr.    Jacob, 
that  he  was  in  favour  with  the  earl 
of  Dorset,     who     invited     him    to 
dinner   on    a    Christmas  d.iy,  •with 
i  yden,   and  other  gentlemen  cele- 
brated for  ingenuity  ;  when  Brown, 
to   his   agreeable  surprize,  found    a 
bank  note  of  50!.  under  his  plate; 
and  Dryden,  at  the  same  time,  was 
presented    with    another    of     i  ool. 
Brown  died  in  1704,  and  was  in- 
to red     in    the    cloister    of    West- 
minster  Abbey,  near   the   remains 
of   Mrs.  Behn,   with   whom   he  was 
intimate  in  his  life-time.  His  whole 
works  were  printed  in  1707  ;   con- 
sisting of"  Dialogues,  Essays,  De- 
clam.itions,     Satires,    Letters  from 
the  Dead   to  the   Living,    Transla- 
tions, Amusements,  &c."    in  four 
vols.     Much  humour,  and  not  a  lit- 
tle learning,    are    scattered    every 
where  throughout  them  ;  but  those 
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•who  think  they  want  delicacy,  have 
certainly  abundant  reason  on  their 
side. 

BROWN.  (JOHN)  an  ingenious 
English  writer,  born  at  Rothbury  in 
Northumberland,     1715.      Havir.g 
taken    orders,    and    made    himself 
eminent  by  manyexcellent  sermons, 
he  fell  under  the  notice  of  Dr.  Os- 
baldibton,  who,  when  raised  to  the 
see  of  Carlisle,    made  him  one  of 
his    chaplains.       It    was    probably 
about  this  time  that  he  wrote  his 
poera     entitled     "    Honour, "     to 
shew  that  true  honour  can  only  be 
founded  in  virtue  :   it  was  inscribed 
to  lord  Lonsdale.      His  next  poeti- 
cal  produ&ion,  though  not  imme- 
diately published,    was  his  "  Essay 
on   Satire,"  in  three  parts  :     it  was 
addressed  to  Dr.  Warburton,   who 
prefixed  it  to  the  second  volume  of 
Pope's  wotks  by  Warburton  ;   with 
which  it  still  continues  to  be  print- 
ed;    as  well  as  in  Dodsley's  Collec- 
tion.—Brown  now  began  to  figure 
as  a   writer;    and,  in  1751,  pub- 
lished his  "  Essays  on  Shaftesbury's 
Characteristics;"    a    work  written 
with  elegance  and  spirit,    and    so 
applauded  as,  in,  a  short  time,  to 
go  through  five  editions.     His  next 
appearance   in  the  world   was  as  a 
dramatic    writer;     and,    in   1755, 
his  tragedy,  "  Barbarossa,"  was  pro- 
duced upon  the  stage ;    and    after- 
•wardshis"  Athelstan,"  in  1756. — 
Our  author  had  taken  his  doflor  of 
divinity's  degree  in  1755.    In  1757 
came  out  his  famous  work,   intitu- 
led "  An  Estimate  of  the  Manners 
and  Principles  of  the  Times,"  8vo; 
famous  we  call  it,    because  seven 
editions  of  it  were  piinted  in  little 
more  than  a  year.       In    1758  he 
published  a  second  volume  of  tf  The 
Estimate."     His  other  works  were, 
"  The  Cure  of  Saul,"  a  sacred  ode; 
"  A  Dissertation  on  the  rise,  union, 
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and  power,  the  progressions,  sepa- 
rations, and  corruptions,  of  Foetry 
and  Music,"  410.  "  Thoughts  on 
Civil  Liberty,  Licentiousness  and 
Faclion  ;"  "  A  Letter  to  the  rev. 
Dr.  Lovvth,"  &c.  Dr.  B.  put  an 
end  to  his  life,  Sept.  23,  1766,  in 
his  5ist  year.  He  had,  it  seems, 
a  constitutional  tendency  to  insa- 
nity; and,  from  his  early  life,  had 
been  subjea,  at  times,  to  disorders 
in  the  brain,  at  least  to  melancholy 
in  its  excess;  of  which  he  used  to 
complain  to  his  friends,  and  to 
"  express  his  fears,  that  one  time 
or  another  some  ready  mischief 
might  present  itself  to  him  at  a  time 
when  he  was  wholly  deprived  of  his 
reason." 

BROWN  (MOSES)an  English  di- 
vine, author  of"  Sunday  Thoughts," 
"  Piscatory  Eclogues,"  Sec.  See.  bom 
703,  died  1787. 

BROWN  (DR.  JOHN)  distin- 
guished himself  much  in  Scotland 
by  his  medical  writings  and  opini- 
ons, and  was  the  author  of  a  new 
System  of  Medicine,  which  has 
lately  been  translated  into  English, 
in  two  vols.  8vo.  It  is  a  singular 
performance,  discovering  much  ori- 
ginality, and  containing  many  im- 
portant observations,  though,  in 
some  cases,  he  may  be  thought  to 
carry  his  peculiar  opinions  too  far. 
He  died  O&.  7,  1788. 

BROWN  (WILLIAM)  editor  of 
"  Reports  in  Chancery, "and"  Cases 
of  Appeals  to  Parliament, "five  vols. 
1760.  Died  April  26,  1794. 

BROWNE  (GEORGE)  arch- 
bishop of  Dublin,  and  the  first  pre- 
late who  embraced  the  Reforma- 
tion in  Ireland,  was  originally  an 
Austin  friar  of  London,  and  after- 
wards became  provincial  of  the  Au- 
stin monks  in  England.  After 
reading  some  of  Luther's  writing?, 
he  began  to  inculcate  into  the  peo- 
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that  they  ought  to  make  their 
applications  solely  to  Christ,  and 
not  to  the  Virgin  Mary  ,ov  the  saints. 
This  recommended  him  to  Henry 
VIII.  who  promoted  him,  in  March 
1534-5,  to  the  aichbishoprick  of 
Dublin.  He  was  deprived  of  his 
archbishoprick  in  1554,  the  ist  of 
ipieen  Mary,  under  pretence  of  his 
being  married;  but,  in  tiuth,  on 
account  of  his  zeal  in  promoting 
the  Reformation.  He  died  about  the 
year  1556. 

BROWNE  (WILLIAM)  an  Eng- 
lish poet,  born  at  Tavistock  in  De- 
vonshire, died  1645 — An  edition 
of  his  works,  which  were  become 
extremely  scarce,  was  published, 
1772,  in  three  small  volumes;  the 
principal  article  in  which  is,  "  Bri- 
tannia's Pastorals." 

BROWNE  (SIR  THOMAS)  an 
eminent  \vriter  and  physician,  born 
in  Cheapside  1605.  His  most  ce- 
lebrated piece,  called  "  Religio  Mc- 
tiici,"  the  Religion  of  a  Physician, 
\vas  published  1635.  In  1646  he 
wrote  his  "  Treatise  on  Vulgar 
Errors." — Wood  informs  ns,  that 
his  practice  as  a  physician  was 
very  extensive,  and  that  many  pa- 
tients resorted  to  him.  In  16,55 
he  was  chosen  honorary  fellow  of 
the  College  of  Physicians,  as  a  man 
"  virtute  et  literis  ornatissimus," 
eminently  embellished  with  litera- 
ture and  virtue.-— He  died  on  his 
birth-day,  O8.  19.  1682. 

BROWNE  (EDWARD)  an  emi- 
nent physician,  son  of  the  preced- 
ing, was  born  about  1642,  and 
died  Aug.  1708.— King  Charles  II. 
•whose  physician  he  was,  said  of 
him,  that  "  he  was  as  learned  a: 
any  of  the  College  (of  which  he  died 
president),  and  as  well  bred  as  any 
at  court." 

BROWNE  (SIMON)  a  dissenting 
minister  of  uncommon  tuknts,  born 
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at  Sheptori  Mallet  in  Somersetshiie, 
1680.  Grounded  and  excelling  in 
grammatical  learning,  he  early  be- 
came qualified  for  the  rainistry,  and 
actually  began  to  preach  before  he 
was  20.  But  the  death  of  his  wife 
and  only  son,  which  happened  in 
1723,  affcfted  him  so  as  to  deprive 
him  of  his  reason  ;  and  he  became, 
from  that  time,  lost  to  himself,  to 
his  family,  and  to  the  world  :  he 
sunk  into  a  settled  melancholy, 
quitted  the  duties  of  his  function, 
and  would  not  be  persuaded  to  join 
in  any  aft  of  worship,  public  or  pri- 
vate. He  died  1732. 

BROWNE  (PETER)  bishop  of 
Cork,  in  the  palace  of  which  sec  he 
died  in  1735,  after  having  distin- 
guished himself  by  some  writings, 
the  best  known  of  which  is,  "  The 
Progress,  Extent,  and  Limits  of  the 
Human  Understanding." 

BROWNE  (ISAAC  HAW- 
KINS) an  ingenious  English  poet, 
born  at  Burton  upon  Trent,  Staf- 
fordshire, Jan.  21,  1705-6.  His 
'•  Pipe  of  Tobacco,"  p.n  imitation  of 
Cibber,  Ambrose  Phillips,  Thom- 
son, Young,  Pope,  and  Sxvift,  who 
were  then  all  living,  is  well  known, 
and  is  reckoned  one  of  the  most 
pleading  and  popular  of  his  per- 
Fbrmances.  In  i  754.  he  published 
what  ha.s  been  deemed  his  capital 
work,  "  De  Animi  Immortalitate," 
in  two  books.  The  universal  ap- 
plause and  popularity  of  this  poem 
produced  several  English  transla- 
tions of  it  in  a  very  short  time, 
the  best  of  which  is  that  by  Soanie 
Jenyns,  esq.  printed  in  his  "  Mis- 
cellanies." Another  translation  by 
the  lev.  Mr.  Lettice  was  published 
in  1795.  Mr.  Browne  died  i^th 
Feb.  1760. 

BROWNE  (SIR  WILLIAM)  a 
physician  (and  sometime  picsuient 
of  the  college),  distinguished  by 
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many  lively  essays,  both  in  prose 
atid  verse,  in  Latin  and  in  English, 
died  March  i  o,  1774. — The  active 
part  taken  by  sir  \Villiam  Browne 
in  the  contest  with  the  licentiates 
occasioned  his  being  intioduced  by 
Mr.  Foote  in  his  "  Devil  upon  Two 
Sticks."  Upon  Fooie's  exafcl  ie- 
presentation  of  him  with  his  iden- 
tical wig  and  coat,  tall  figure,  and 
glass  stiffly  applied  to  his  eye,  he 
sent  him  a  card  complimenting  him 
on  having  so  happily  represented 
him;  but,  as  he  had  forgot  his  muff, 
he  had  sent  him  his  own.  This 
good-natured  method  of  resenting 
disarmed  Foote. 

BROWNE  (JOHN)  a  painter  of 
very  considerable  estimation  in 
Scotland,  died  Sept.  12,  1787.  Mr. 
Browns  was  author  of  "  An  Essay 
on  the  Music  of  the  Opera." 

BRUCE  (ROBERT)  a  celebrated 
Scotch  general,  who  was  eleEled 
king  in  1306,  and  was  considered 
as  the  deliverer  of  his  country,  at 
ttiat  time  in  subjection  to  Edward  I. 
of  England,  and  labouring  under 
many  oppressions.  In  1314,  Ro- 
bert defeated  the  English  army,  and 
gained  the  famous  battle  of  Ban- 
nock's burn  ;  the  English  army, 
according  to  the  Scotch  historians, 
consisted  of  200,000  men,  com- 
manded by  Edward  II.  and  Bruce 
had  but  30,000.  Of  the  English, 
50,000  were  slain,  and  30,000 
taken  prisoners.  In  the  reign  of 
Edward  III.  he  made  reprisals  in 
England,  surprised  that  monarch 
in  his  tent,  who  narrowly  escaped 
being  taken  prisoner  ;  and  obliged 
him,  in  1328,  to  sign  a  treaty  of 
peace,  in  which  he  renounced  all 
right  and  title  to  Scotland,  for  him- 
self and  his  heirs.  Bruce  died  1329. 

BRUCE  (MICHAEL}  an  elegant 
Scotch  poet,  born  at  Kinnesswood 
1746,  died  1767,  leaving  behind 
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him  many  beautiful  poems,  which 
were  published,  with  others  in  a 
volume,  at  Edinburgh  1770. 

BRUCE  (JAMES)  of  Kinnaird, 
near  Falkirk,  in  Scotland,  a  cele- 
brated traveller  into  Abyssinia, 
who  after  having  encountered  in- 
numerable perils  in  distant  regions, 
in  search  of  the  source  of  the  liver 
Nile,  met  an  untimely  death  by  a 
fall  down  a  staircase  at  his  seat  at 
Kinnaird,  April  1794.  The  ac- 
count of  his  travels,  which  occupied 
a  space  of  near  six  years,  from  1768 
to  J773i  was  published  in  five  vols. 
410.  1790,  and  abounds  with  events 
so  extraordinary,  and  presents  in- 
stances of  perseverance  and  intre- 
jpidity  so  wonderful,  that  were  it 
;  the  production  of  a  man  whose  cha- 
'  racier  was  less  disputable,  it  would 
appear  to  be  the  fabrication  of  a  ro- 
mantic brain.  From  the  discoveries 
of  Mr.  Bruce,  however,  geography- 
has  received  material  improvements; 
and  that  natural  history  has  acquired 
new  and  valuable  information  is  at- 
tested  by  the  celebrated  French  na- 
turalist, the  count  de  Buffon,  in  an 
advertisement  prefixed  to  the  30! 
volume  of  his  History  of  Birds. 

ERUEYS  (DAVID  AUGUSTIN) 
a  French  writer  of  singular  history 
and  chara&er,  was  born  at  Aix  in 
1640,  and  trained  in  Calvinism  and 
controversy;  but  his  airy  spirit  not 
rightly  accommodating  itself  to  se- 
rious works,  he  quitted  theology  for 
the  theatre.  In  his  latter  years,  he 
became  again  a  controversial  writer 
in  the  religious  way ;  and  thus  may 
be  said  to  have  imitated  Bellarmine 
and  Moliere  by  turns.  He  died  at 
Montpellier  in  1723,  and  all  his 
dramatic  pieces  were  collected  1735, 
in  3  vols.  lamo. 

BRUGES  (JOHN  of).  SeeVAN- 
EYCK.. 

BRL'MOY     (PETER)      a    very 
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distinguished  Frenchman,  born  at 
Rouen  1688,  died  1742,  after  hav- 
ing signaled  himself  by  his  lite- 
rary productions,  the  chief  of  which 
are,  "  Les  Theatre  des  Grecs,  &c.' 
or,  "  Theatre  of  the  Greeks,  con- 
taining translations  of  Greek  Tra- 
gedies, with  discourses  and  remarks 
upon  the  GreekTheatre,"3vols.  410. 
and  "  Un  Rccueil  dediverses  pieces 
en  prose  &  verse,"  i.  e.  "  A  Col- 
leflion  of  divers  pieces  in  prose 
and  verse,"  in  4  vols.  i  2010.  This 
man  did  equal  honour  to  society  by 
his  character,  his  manners,  and  his 
works. 

BRUN  (CHARLES  LE)  an  il- 
lustrious French  painter,  of  Scottish 
extradion,  born  1619.  His  father 
was  a  statuary  by  profession.  At 
three  years  of  age  it  is  repoited  that 
he  drew  figures  with  charcoal;  and 
at  12  he  drew  the  picture  of  his 
uncle  so  well,  that  it  still  passes 
for  a  fine  piece.  He  was  author  of 
a  curious  treatise  "  Of  Physiog- 
nomy;" and  of  another,  "  Of  the 
Characters  of  the  Passions  ;"  and 
died  1690. 

BRUNSWICK  (PRINCE  LEO- 
POLD of)  son  of  the  reigning 
di.:ke.  Having  gone  upon  the  wa- 
ters at  Frankfort  upon  the  Oder, 
on  the  ayth  of  April  1785,  to  re- 
lieve the  inhabitants  of  a  village 
that  was  overflowed,  the  boat  over- 
set, and  his  royal  highness  was 
drowned  ;  thus  dying,  as  he  had 
lived,  in  the  highest  exercise  of 
humanity. 

BRUTUS(LUClUSJUNIUS)the 
avenger  of  the  rape  of  Lucretia, 
and  founder  of  the  Roman  republic, 
flourished  509  B.  C. 

BRUTUS  (MARCUS)  a  brave 
general,  but  blind  politician,  who 
hastened  the  ruin  of  the  Roman  re- 
public by  the  assassination  of  Julius 
C'sesar.  He  slew  himself  42  B.  C. 
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BRUTUS  (JOHN  MICHAEL) 
a  very  learned  Venetian,  born  about 
1518,  was  author  of  a  "  History  of 
Florence,"  printed  at  Lyons  1562. 

BRUYERE  (JOHN  DE  LA)  a 
celebrated  French  author,  born 
1644,  wrote  "  Characters,"  and  de- 
s.ribed  the  manners  of  his  age,  in 
imitation  of  Theophrastus  ;  which 
charaflers  were  not  always  imagi- 
nary, but  descriptive  of  real  per- 
sons. He  died  1696. 

BUC  (GEORGE)  a  learned  Eng. 
lish  antiquary.  In  the  reign  of 
James  I.  he  was  appointed  master 
of  the  revels,  on  which  art  he  wrote 
a  Treatise.  He  was  the  first  vindi- 
cator of  Richard  III.  and  published 
"  The  Great  Plantagenet,"  an  his- 
torical poem,  in  1635. 

BUCER  (MARTIN)  born  in 
1491,  at  Schelestadt,  a  town  of 
Alsace.  He  is  looked  upon  as 
one  of  the  first  authors  of  the  Re- 
formation at  Stras'ourgh,  where  he 
taught  divinity  for  20  years,  and 
was  one  of  the  ministers  of  the 
town.  In  1548  Cranmer,  arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  gave  him  an 
invitation  to  come  over  to  England, 
which  he  readily  accepted.  In  1519 
a  handsome  apartment  was  assigned 
him  in  the  university  of  Cambridge, 
and  a  salary  to  teach  theology.  He 
died  1551,  and  was  buried  at  Cam- 
bridge with  great  funeral  pomp. 
Five  years  after,  in  the  reign  of 
queen  Mary,  his  body  was  dug  up 
and  publicly  burnt,  and  his  tomb 
demolished  ;  but  it  was  afterwards 
set  up  again  by  order  of  queen 
Elizabeth. 

BUCHANAN  (GEORGE)  an 
eminent  poet  and  historian,  born 
near  Kellerne,  in  the  shire  of  Le- 
nox, in  Scotland,  1506.  He  em- 
ployed the  last  i  2  or  13  years  of 
his  life  in  writing  the  history  of 
his  country  ;  in  which  be  happily 
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Bnited  the  force  and  brevity  of  Sal- 
lust   with   the    perspii  uity  and  ele- 
gance of    I,ivy.      He   died  at  Edin- 
burgh,  Feb.  28,  1582.     Sir   James 
Melvil,    who   was  of  the  opposite 
party  to  him,   and  therefore  cannot 
be  supposed  to  he  partial  in  his  fa- 
vour, tells  us  that  Buchanan  "  was 
a  stoic  philosopher,  who  looked  not 
far  before  him  ;     a  man  of  notable 
endowments    for   his   learning    and 
knowledge    in    Latin   poesy,    much 
honoured  in  other  countries,   plea- 
sant in  conversation,   rehearsing  at 
all    occasions  moralities,    short  and 
instructive,    whereof  he   had  abun- 
dance, inventing  where  he  wanted. 
He  was  also  religious,    but  was  ea- 
sily abused,   and    so    facile  that    he 
was   led  by  every  company  that  he 
haunted,   which    made  him  fafiious 
in  his  old  days,   for   he   spoke  and 
wrote  as  those  who  were  about  him 
informed  him  ;   and  he  was  become 
careless,    following  in  many  things 
the  vulgar  opinion,    for  he  was  na- 
turally popular,    and  extremely  re- 
vengeful against  any  man  who  had 
offended  him,  which  was  his  great- 
est fault." — Dr.  Burnet,  in  his  "  Hi- 
story of  the   Reformation,"  says  of 
him,    "    he  is  justly  reckoned  the 
greatest   and    best    of   our    modern 
writers." 

BUCKINGHAM.  SeeVILLIERS 
and  SHEFFIELD. 

BUD/EUS  (WILLIAM)  a  critic 
and  commentator  on  Greek  and  La- 
tin authors,  born  at  Paris  1467, 
died  1540.  Erasmus  called  him 
Portentum  Gallitz,  "  the  prodigy  of 
France." 

BUDGEL  (EUSTACE)  a  very 
ingenious  and  entertaining  writer, 
born  1685.  He  was  concerned 
with  Steele  and  Addison  in  writing 
the  Tatler.  The  Spectators  being 
set  on  foot  in  1710-11,  Mr.  Budgel 
had  likewise  a  share  in  them,  all 
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the  papers  marked  with  an  X  bein» 
written  by  him  ;  as  was  indeed  the 
whole  8th  volume  by  Addison  and 
himself,  without  the  assistance  of 
Steele.  Upon  the  laying  clown  of 
the  Spectator,  the  Guardian  was  set 
up;  and  in  this  work  our  author 
had  a  hand  along  with  Addison  and 
Steele.  In  the  preface  it  is  said, 
that  those  papers  marked  with  an 
asterisk  were  written  by  MJT.  Bud- 
gel.— In  the  latter  part  of  his  life, 
after  ha\  ing  served  the  office  of  nn- 
der-secretary  of  state,  and  held  other 
high  situations  in  the  government  of 
Ireland,  he  returned  to  this  country, 
where  he  became  so  involved  in 
law-suits,  that  he  was  reduced  to  a 
very  unhappy  situation.  He  got 
himself  called  to  the  bar,  and  attend- 
ed for  some  time  in  the  courts  of 
law  ;  but  finding  himself  incapable 
of  making  any  progress,  and  being 
distressed  to  the  utmost,  he  deter- 
mined at  length  to  make  away 
with  himself.  Accordingly,  in 
1736,  he  took  a  boat  at  Somerset 
Stairs,  after  filling  his  pockets 
with  stones,  and  ordered  the  water- 
man to  shoot  London  bridge;  but 
while  the  boat  was  going  under 
he  threw  himself  into  the  river, 
where  he  perished  immediately.^— 
Upon  his  bureau  was  found  a  slip 
of  paper,  on  which  were  written 
these  words  : 

"  what  Cato  did,  and  Addison  approv'd > 
lt  Cannot  be  wrong." 

Mr.  Budgel  as  a  writer  is  very 
agreeable  ;  not  argumentative  nor 
deep,  but  ingenious  and  entertain- 
ing: and  his  style  is  so  peculiarly 
elegant,  that  it  may  in  that  respe£t 
be  almost  ranked  with  Addison's, 
and  is  certainly  superior  to  that  of 
most  English  writers. 

BUFALMACO  (BONAMICO) 
an  eminent  Italian  painter,  who 
died  in  1340.  He  was  the  first 
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who  put  labels  into  the  mouths  of 
his  figures  with  sentences;  since 
followed  by  bad  masters,  but  more 
frequently  in  caricature  engrav- 
ings. •> 

BUFFIER  (CLAUDE)  a  French 
writer,  chiefly  en  Belles  Lettres, 
born  in  Poland  1661,  died  1737- 
There  are  many  works  of  this  au- 
thor, which  shew  deep  penetration 
and  accurate  judgment:  the  prin- 
cipal of  which  is,  "  Un  Cours  des 
Sciences," &c.  that  is,  "  A  Course 
of  Sciences  upon  principles  new  and 
simple,  in  order  to  form  Language, 
the  Understanding,  and  the  Heart, 
1732,"  in  folio. 

BUFFON  (GEORGE  LE  CLERC 
COUNT  DE)  lord  of  Montbart, 
marquis  of  Rcugemont,  viscount  of 
Quim  y,  intendant  of  the  French 
king's  gardens  and  cabinets  of  Na- 
tural History,  %vas  one  of  the  most 
elegant  writers  in  France,  in  point 
of  style  ;  a  man  of  uncommon  ge- 
nius and  surprising  eloquence,  and 
the  most  astonishing  interpreter  of 
Nature  that  perhaps  ever  existed. 
He  was  born  Sept.  7,  1707,  and 
died  April  16,  1788. 

BULL  (JOHN)  a  celebrated  mu- 
sician, born  1563.  He  was  greatly 
admired  for  his  fine  hand  upon  the 
organ,  as  well  as  for  his  composi- 
tions. Upon  the  establishment  of 
Gresham  College,  he  was  chosen 
the  first  professor  of  music  there  ; 
and,  not  being  able  to  speak  Latin, 
was  permitted  to  deliver  his  lec- 
tures in  English.  It  is  uncertain 
where  or  when  he  died  ;  but  there 
is  a  pifture  of  him  yet  remaining  in 
the  music-school  at  Oxford. 

BULL  (GEORGE)  bishop  of  St. 
David's,  a  very  eminent  writer  and 
preacher,  born  March  25,  1634, 
ditd  Feb.  17,  1709. 

BULLEYN  (WILLIAM)  a  very 
learned  physician  and  botanist,  born 
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in  the  Isle  of  Ely  about  the  begin- 
ning  of  the  reign  of  Henry  V11I. 
died  1576. 

BULLINGER  (HENRY)  a  cele- 
brated controversial  divine,  of  Zu- 
rich in  Switzerland,  in  the  i6th 
century. 

BULLOCK  (CHRISTOPHER}  an 
eminent  English  a£tor  of  low  co- 
medy, and  author  of  two  comedies 
and  four  farces,  died  1724. 

BUNYAN  (JOHN)  author  of  the 
justly-admired  allegory  of  the  Pil- 
grim's Progress,  was  born  at  Elstow, 
near  Bedford,  1628.  His  parents, 
though  very  mean,  took  care  to  give 
him  that  learning  which  was  suit- 
able to  their  condition,  bringing 
him  up  to  icad  and  write:  he 
quickly  forgot  both,  abandoning 
himself  to  all  manner  of  wicked- 
ness, but  not  without  frequent 
checks  of  conscience.  One  day  be- 
ing at  play  with  his  companions, 
(the  writer  of  his  life  tells  us)  a 
voice  suddenly  darted  from  Hea- 
ven into  his  soul,  saying,  "  Wilt 
thou  leave  thy  sins  and  go  to  Hea- 
ven, or  have  thy  sins  and  go  to 
Hell  ?"  This  put  him  into  such  a 
consternation,  that  he  immediately 
left  his  sport,  and,  looking  to  Hea- 
ven, thought  he  saw  the  Lord  Jesus 
looking  down  upon  him,  as  one 
highly  displeased  with  him,  and 
threatening  him  with  some  griev- 
ous punishment  for  his  ungodly 
pracHces.  At  another  time,  whilst 
he  was  belching  out  oaths,  he  was 
severely  reproved  by  a  woman,  who 
was  herself  a  notorious  sinner.  This, 
coming  from  a  woman  whom  he 
knew  to  be  very  wicked,  filled  him 
with  secret  shame,  and  made  him 
from  that  time  very  much  refrain 
from  it.  His  father  brought  him 
up  to  his  own  business,  which  was 
that  of  a  tinker.  Being  a  soldier  in 
the  parliament  army,  at  the  sie^e 
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ef  Leicester,  in  1645,  he  was  drawn 
out  to  stand  centinel  ;  but  another 
soldier  of  his  company  desired  to 
take  his  place,  to  which  he  agreed, 
and  thereby  escaped  being  shot  by 
a  musket  ball,  which  took  off  his 
comrade.  About  1655  he  was  ad- 
mitted a  member  of  a  Baptist  con- 
gregation at  Bedford,  and  soon  after 
chosen  their  preacher.  In  1660, 
being  convifted  at  the  session  of 
holding  unlawful  assemblies  and 
conventicles,  he  was  sentenced  to 
perpetual  banishment,  and  in  the 
mean  time  committed  to  gaol,  from 
which  he  was  discharged  after  a 
confinement  of  12  years  and  a 
half,  by  the  compassionate  inter- 
position of  Dr.  Barlow,  bishop  of 
.Lincoln.  During  his  imprisonment 
he  wrote  many  of  his  trafts.  After- 
ward?, being  at  liberty,  he  travel- 
led into  several  parts  of  England, 
to  visit  and  confirm  the  brethren, 
which  procured  him  the  epithet  of 
bishop  Bunyan.  When  the  declara- 
tion of  James  II.  for  liberty  of  con- 
science was  published,  he,  by  the 
contributions  of  his  followers,  built 
a  meeting-house  in  Bedford,  and 
preached  constantly  to  a  numerous 
audience.  He  died  in  London  of  a 
fever  1688. 

BUONAROTI.  See  MICHAEL 
ANGELO. 

BURGH  (JAMES)  a  worthy  and 
ingenious  moral  and  political  wri- 
ter, born  at  Madderty,  in  Perth- 
shire, 1714,  died  1775.  Of 
many  excellent  works  that  he  left 
behind  him,  "  Political  Disquisi- 
tions," 3  vols.  and  "  Youth's  Friend- 
ly Monitor,"  are  the  best  known, 
and  most  esteemed. 

BURGOYNE  (RT. HON. JOHN) 
•a  privy  counsellor  of  Ireland,  lieu- 
tenant-general in  the  army,  colonel 
of  the  4th  regiment  of  foot,  M.  P. 
for  Preston,  and  author  of  two  dra- 
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matic  pieces,  viz.  "  The  Heiress," 
a  comedy  ;  and  "  The  Maid  of  the 
Oaks."  His  surrender'  with  his 
whole  army  at  Saratoga,  during  the 
American  war,  will,  no  doubt,  be 
variously  construed  by  future  his- 
torians ;  our  limits  do  not  admit  of 
the  discussion.  He  died  4th  Aug. 
1792. 

BURKE  (EDMUND)  a  celebrated 
orator  and  statesman,  born  in  the 
county  of  Cork,  Ireland,  Jan.  i, 
1730.  After  staying  the  usual  time 
at  the  university  of  Dublin,  he 
came  over  to  London,  and  entered 
himself  as  a  student  of  the  Middle 
Temple.  He  soon,  however,  com- 
menced political  writer  ;  and  so 
masterly  were  his  style  and  argu- 
ments, that  his  first  productions 
(published  anonymously)  were  uni- 
versally attributed  to  lord  Boling. 
broke.  His  "  Philosophical  In- 
quiry into  the  Origin  of  our  Ideas 
on  the  Sublime  and  Beautiful"  soon 
made  him  known  to  the  literati  ; 
and  he  thenceforth  became  a  public 
man.  In  1765  Mr.  Burke  came 
into  Parliament,  and  immediately 
joined  to  the  character  of  a  most 
elegant  writer,  that  of  a  most  elo- 
quent speaker.  It  is  impossible, with- 
in the  limits  to  which  this  work  is 
necessarily  restricted,  to  enter  on  the 
political  memoirs  of  this  great  and 
good  man  ;  but  those  who  wish  to 
peruse  a  brief,  yet  well-written 
sketch  of  his  life,  may  be  gratified 
by  consulting  the  European  Maga- 
zines from  July  to  November  1797. 
Mr.  Burke  died  July  8,  1797;  and 
though  few  men  are  so  largely  gift- 
ed by  Providence  as  to  be  enabled 
to  imitate  his  genius  and  learning, 
yet  all  mankind  may  grow  better  by 
the  study  of  his  virtues. 

BURK1TT  (WILLIAM)  horn 
at  Hitcham  in  Northamptonshire, 
1650,  died  1703.  He  was  a 
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pious  and  charitable  man,  \vrot 
several  books,  and  among  the  rest  a 
"  Commentary  upon  the  New  Tes 
tament,"  in  the  same  plain,  prafti 
cal,  and  affeftionate  manner  in  whicl 
he  preached. 

BURLAMAOUI  (JOHN 
JAMES)  an  illustrious  civilian 
born  at  Geneva  in  1694,  was  after 
Wards  professor  of  civil  law  there 
In  his  "  Principles  of  Natural  Law,' 
written  in  French,  he  is  supposec 
to  have  incorporated  all  the  bes 
things  from  Grotius,  Puffendorf,  anc 
their  commentator  Barbeyrac.  He 
published,  some  time  after,  the 
"  Principles  of  Political  Law,' 
which  was  written  in  the  same  lan- 
guage, and  equally  well  received 
He  died  1748. 

BURLEIGH.  See  CECIL. 
BURMAN  (PETER)  professor 
©f  history  and  eloquence  in  the 
university  of  Leyden,  and  editoi 
of  the  Latin  classics,  of  which  he 
published  Virgil,  Ovid,  Petronius, 
Quintillian,  Suetonius,  Justin,  Vei- 
leius,  Phsedrus,  &c.  and  died 
1740. 

BURN  (DR.  RICHARD)  vicar 
of  Orton  in  Westmorland,  born  at 
Winton  in  that  county,  died  Nov. 
20,  1785.  He  was  author  of  two 
celebrated  books,  one  on  the  Office 
of  a  Justice  of  Peace,  the  other  on 
Ecclesiastical  Law  ;  both  which 
iiave  gone  through  several  edi- 
tions. 

BURNET  (GILBERT)  bishop  of 
Salisbury,  born  at  Edinburgh  1643. 
He  was  a  very  zealous  promoter  of 
the  Revolution  which  finally  placed 
the  present  family  on  the  English 
throne  ;  as  a  writer  he  is  distin- 
guished by  his  "  History  of  the 
Reformation,"  published  between 
1679  and  it>8j,  and  for  which  he 
had  the  thanks  of  both  houses  of 
parliament.  In  1699  he  published 
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his  "  Exposition  on  the  39  articles 
of  the  church  of  England  ;"  and  af- 
ter his  death,  which  happened 
March  1714-15,  his  "  History  of 
his  own  Times,  with  his  Life  an- 
nexed," was  published  by  his  son 
Thomas  Burnct,  esq.  afterwards  sir 
Thomas. 

BURNET  (DR.  THOMAS)  a 
most  ingenious  and  learned  writer, 
born  1635.  His  most  celebrated 
work,  "  The  Sacred  Theory  of  the 
Earth,"  was  originally  published  in 
Latin,  in  2  vols.  410  ;  the  two  first 
books,  "  concerning  the  Deluge  and 
Paradise,"  in  1681  ;  the  two  last, 
"  concerning  the  Burning  of  the 
World,  and  the  New  Heavens  and 
New  Earth,"  in  1689.  The  un- 
common approbation  this  work  met 
with,  and  the  particular  encourage- 
ment of  Charles  II.  who  was  ex- 
ceedingly taken  with  it,  put  the  au- 
thor upon  translating  it  into  Eng- 
lish. It  would  be  endless  to  tran- 
scribe all  the  high  encomiums  that 
have  been  passed  on  this  work  by 
various  eminent  authors.  He  died 
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BURNS  (ROBERT)    a  native  of 
Scotland,   who,   in  the  humble  em- 
ployment   of   a  ploughman,    disco- 
vered  a  most  extraordinary  genius 
"or  poetical  composition.     Dissatis- 
led  with  his  low   station,   he  was 
about    to  emigrate    to   Jamaica,    to 
seek   a   better  fortune ;    and   with  a 
.'lew  to  procure  money  for  his  pas- 
age  a  coarse  edition  of  his  poems 
was  published  at  Edinburgh.    They 
vere  soon  noticed  by  the  gentlemen 
n  that  city;  and  some  extracts,  with 
n    account    of   the   author,     were 
;iven  in  The  Lounger,    a  periodical 
>aper  then  in  the  course  of  pnbli- 
ation.        Subscriptions    were    then 
et  on  foot  for  a  new  edition  of  his 
vorks,  and  Burns  was  made  an  ex- 
seman  with   an  income  of  about 
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30],  a  year.  This  pupil  of  nature, 
this  poet  of  inspiration,  possessed 
in  the  same  degree  the  powers  and 
the  failings  of  genius.  His  talents 
vere  often  obscured,  and  his  con- 
stitution was  at  length  impaired  by 
excess.  His  manners  not  being  ca- 
pable of  melioration,  and  his  pro- 
pensity to  intemperance  being  un- 
governable, the  attentions  paid  to 
him  were  not  lasting,  and  he  sunk 
under  poverty  and  distress,  leaving 
a  <vido'iv  pregnant,  and  five  infant 
children.  He  died,  July  21,  1796, 
in  the  prime  of  life. 

BURROW  (SIR  JAMES)  mas- 
ter of  the  crown-office,  and  some 
time  president  of  the  Royal  Society, 
published  four  volumes  of  "  Re- 
ports,"and  a  volume  of  ''  Decisions 
of  the  Court  of  King's  Bench,  upon 
Settlement  Cases,  from  1732  to 
J772i"  (to  which  was  subjoined 
"  An  Essay  on  Punctuation,")  and 
died  Nov.  5,  1789. 

BURTON  (WILLIAM)  author 
of  "  A  History  of  Leicestershire," 
born  Aug.  24,  >575>  died  164.5. 

BURTON  (ROBERT)  known  to 
the  learned  by  the  name  of  Demo- 
Critus  junior,  was  brother  of  the 
preceding,  and  born  Feb.  8,  1576. 
He  was  a  man  of  general  learning, 
a  great  philosopher,  an  exafcl  ma- 
thematician, and  (what  makes  up  the 
peculiarity  of  his  character)  a  very 
curious  calculator  of  nativities.  He 
was  extremely  studious,  and  of  a 
iRelahcholy  turn,  yet  an  agreeable 
companion,  and  very  humorous. 
"  The  Anatomy  of  Melancholy,'' 
by  Democritus  junior,  as  he  calls 
himself,  shews  that  these  seem- 
ingly-different qualities  were  mix- 
ed together  in  his  composition. 
This  book  was  printed  first  in  410. 
1621,  afterwards  many  times  in 
folio, -to  the  great  profit  of  the 
bookseller,  who,  as  Mr.  Wood  tells 
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us,  got  an  estate  by  it.  "  Burton 
upon  Melancholy,"  says  archbishop 
Herring,  (Letters  1777,  izmo.) 
"  is  an  author  the  pleasantest,  the 
most  learned,  and  the  most  full  of 
sterling  sense.  The  wits  of  queen 
Anne's  reign,  and  the  beginning  of 
Geoige  I.  were  (he  a.lds)  not  a 
little  beholden  to  him."  Dr.  Per- 
riar,  in  "  Memoirs  of  the  Lite- 
rary and  Philosophical  Society  of 
Manchester,"  published  1793,  and 
in  "  Illustrations  of  Sterne,"  pub- 
lished 1799,  has  detected  in  this 
book  the  source  of  many  of  Sterne's 
most  admired  writings.  Sec  also 
an  able  critique  on  this  subjeft  in 
the  European  Magazine  for  OS.  a, id 
Nov.  1793. 

BURTON  (WILLIAM),  an  ex- 
cellent  critic  and  antiquary,  dioa 
1657. 

BURTON  (IVlLLI.ni),  a.  physi- 
cian, but  better  known  as  author 
of  "  A  History  of  the  county-  of 
York,"  2  vols.  folio.  He  was  bom 
at  Rippon,  1697,  and  died  at  York 
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BURTON ( JOHN ),  a  learned  di. 
vine,  born  1696,  died  1771,  lcav« 
ing  some  ingenious  writings  col- 
lected under  the  title  of  "  Opuscu* 
la  Miscellanea." 

BUSIiEQUIUS,  or  BUSBEC, 
(AUGER  GISLEN)  born  at  Corn- 
mines,  a  town  in  Flanders,  1522. 
In  1554  he  was  appointed  ambas» 
sador  at  Constantinople,  where  he 
acquired  a  perfed  knowledge  of  the 
state  of  the  Ottoman  empire,  and 
the  true  means  of  attacking  it  with 
success  ;  on  which  subject  he  com- 
posed a  very  judicious  discourse,  in- 
tituled, "  De  re  militari  contra 
Turcam  instituendaconsilium."  He 
died  Oct.  1592. 

BUSBY  (RICHARD)born  1606. 
In  1640  he  was  appointed  master 
of  Westminster  school  -,  and  by  hig

skill  and  diligence  in  the  discharge 
of  this  tnost  laborious  and  import- 
ant office  for  the  space  of  55  years, 
bred  up  the  greatest  number  of  emi- 
nent men.  in  church  and  state,  that 
ever  adorned  at  one  time  any  age 
or  nation.  This  «rcat  man,  after  a 
long  and  healthy  life,  the  conse- 
quence of  his  chastity,  sobriety, 
arid  temperance, died  April  6,  i  69,5, 
aged  89,  and  was  buried  in  West- 
minster Abbey.  He  had  composed 
several  books  for  the  use  of  his 
school. 

BUSCHING  (DR.  ANTHONY 
FREDERIC)  an  eminent  German 
author  of  "  A  New  Trentise  of 
Geography,"  which  has  been  trans- 
lated into  several  languages,  and 
particularly  into  English,  in  6  voh. 
4to.  He  died  at  Berlin  May  1793. 
aged  69. 

BUSt>Y  (ROGER  RABUT1N 
COUNT  OF)  a  Frenchman,  illus- 
trious for  wit  and  misfortunes,  born 
April  3,  1618.  He  wrote  many 
•works,  satirical,  historical, and  mo- 
ral ;  but  is  chiefly  known  by  his 
"  Letters,"  which  are  muih  esteem- 
ed. He  died  1693. 

BUUE  (JOHN  EARL  OF)  vis- 
count and  baron  Mountstuart,  &r. 
This  nobleman  was,  in  1763,  ap- 
pointed prime  minister.  The  na- 
tion being  nearly  exhausted  by  a 
Jong  an.)  expensive,  though  suc- 
cessful war  with  France,  he  con- 
eluded  a  peace,  and  then  retired  to 
enjoy  a  life  of  learned  leisure.  He 
was  naturally  disposed  to  philoso- 
phical studies  :  his  knowledge  was 
extensive,  and  his  morals  irre- 
proachable. He  was  a  lover  and 
«ncourager  of  learning  and  learned 
men,  especially  when  genius  and 
respeflable  character  were  united 
in  the  same  person.  Jt  was  o;i 
tbis  principle  that  he  asked  and 
obtained  of  his  majesty  a  pension 
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of  300!.    a  year  for    Dr.  Johnson. 

Among  many  instances  of  his  love 
to  the  arts,  the  earl  of  Bute  printed, 
at  his  own  expence,  a  botanical 

work,  in  9  410.  vols.  of  plants  ap- 
pertaining only  to  England.  Only 

12  copies  were  printed;  the  ex- 
pence  of  which  amounted  to  loool. 
Copies  were  presented  to  the  queen, 
to  the  late  duchess  of  Portland,  M. 
de  Buffon,  lady  Susan  Mackenzie, 
lady  Banks,  and  lord  Mountstuart. 
Those  remaining  were  reserved  for 
legacies,  and  the  plates  were  de- 
stroyed. His  lordship  died  March 

10,  1702. 

BUTLER  (SAMUEL)  a  poet  of 
a  very  singular  cast,  born  1612. 
He  lived  some  time  (thoiigh  it  is 
not  known  in  what  capacity)  with 
sir  Samuel  Luke,  a  gentleman  of  an 
ancient  family  in  Bedfordshire,  and 
a  famous  commander  under  Oliver 
Cromwell.  \Vhile  he  resided  in 
this  gentleman's  family,  it  is  gene- 
ial!y  supposed  that  he  planned,  if  he 
did  not  write,  the  celebrated  "  Hudi- 
bras:"  under  which  charafcler  it  is 
thought  he  intended  to  ridicule  that 
knight  When  this  poem  became 
known,  it  was  necessarily  admired: 
the  king  quoted,  the  courtiers  stu. 
died,  and  the  whole  party  of  the 
royalists  applauded  it.  R\  cry  eye 
watched  for  the  golden  shower 
which  was  to  fall  upon  the  author. 
Bnt  prai?e  was  his  whole  reward. 
It  is  reported,  indeed,  that  the  king 
onregave  him  300  guineas;  butof 
this  temporary  bounty  we  find  no 
proof.  He  died  Sept.  25,  1680; 
and  wis  buriedat  theprivateexpence 
ofa  Mr.  Longucville.of  the  Temple, 
in  the  chunh-yard  of  Covent  Gar* 
den.  About  60  years  afterwards, 
Mr.  Bar  her,  a  printer,  may  or  of  Lon- 
don, and  a  friend  to  Butler's  prin- 
•iples,  bestowed  on  him  a  monu- 
ment ii>  Westminster  abbey.— In 
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the  mist  of  obscurity  pas-ed  the  life 
of  Butler,  a  man  whose  name  can 
onlv  perish  with  his  language.  The 
mode  and  place  of  his  education  nre 
unknown  ;  the  events  of  his  life  are 
variously  related;  and  all  that  can 
be  told  with  certainty  is,  that  he 
was  poor. 

BUTLER  (JAMES),  duke  of  Or- 
tnond,  a  very  celebrated  statesman 
and  warrior,  in  the  reign  of  Charles 
II.  to  whose  Restoration  i;  ;•  materi- 
ally contributed.  He  was  horn  in 
London  1610, and  died  168^. 

BUTLER  (JOSEPH)  b;,hop  of 
Durham,  a  prelate  of  most  di,cin- 
guished  piety,  born  1692.  His 
deep  learning  and  comprehensive 
mind  appear  sufficiently  in  his  wii- 
tings,  particularly  in  a  wo-k.  inti- 
tuled, "  The  Analogy  of  Rel^n, 
natural  and  revealed,  to  the  con- 
stitution and  course  of  Nature."  He 
died  i  752. 

BUXTON  (JEDIDIAH),  a  man 
of  most  extraordinary  natural  ta- 
lents for  calculation,  born  at  El  me- 
lon, a  village  in  Derbyshire,  1705. 
He  was  never  taught  to  read  nor 
\vrite,  but  could,  by  th°  force  of 
memory,  solve  in  a  very  short  time 
the  mjst  complicated  question  re- 
specting the  multiplication,  divi- 
sion, redutlion,  &c.  of  figures;  yet 
beyond  mere  calculation  his  ideas 
were  hardly  above  those  of  infancy. 
He  died  about  1775. 

BU.X.TORF  (JOHN)  the  name 
of  two  learned  professors  of  Hebrew 
at  Basil,  father  and  son,  who  are 
allowed  a  place  among  those  of  the 
first  rank  for  Rabbinical  learning. 
The  father  died  1629,  the  son 
1664. 

BYNG  (GEORGE)  lord  viscount 
Torrington,  born  1663.  His  emi- 
nent abilities  as  a  naval  commander 
raised  him  successively  to  the  high 
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offices  of  rear  admiral  of  England", 
treasurer  of  the  navy,  and  first  1  >r-i 
of  the  admiralty.  He  was  father 
of  the  arf  fortunate  aJmlral  JOHN 
BYXG,  who,  after  having  given 
many  proofs  of  courage,  was,  on  a 
c<"''ioi:s<e:Uence  for  neglect  of  chity, 
shot  at  Poi  tsrp.tiuth,Mdrchi4, 1757. 
Hi-,  loid'hin  died  1733. 

BYROM  (JOHN;  a  poetical  -.vri- 
ter,  and  inventor  of  a  new  system 
of  short  hand,  bora  1691,  died 
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BZOVIUS      (ABRAHAM)       a 

learned  Po'an'kr.      The  chief  of  his 

works    is   "  a  confirmation    of   Ba- 

i  ronius's  Annuls  from  i  i  98  to  157  2." 

He  died   1637. 

CABOT  (SEBASTIAN)  the 
first  discoverer  of  the  continent  of 
America,  born  1467,  died  '5.57. 
Before  he  was  20  years  of  age,  he 
made  several  voyages ;  and  by  thus 
adding  practice  and  experience  to 
theory,  he  became  most  eminent 
in  the  art  of  navigation.  In  1552 
he  projected  the  plan  of  the  first 
vovage  of  the  English  to  Russia, 
and  thus  laid  the  foundation  of  the 
commerce  still  carried  on  between 
the  two  nations;  in  consequence  of 
which  he  was  made  governor  for 
life  of  the  first  Russia  company  in 
England.  Beside  many  services 
which  he  did  to  mankind  in  gene- 
ral, and  to  this  kingdom  in  parti- 
cular, it  is  remarked  of  him,  that 
he  was  the  first  who  took  notice  of 
the  variation  of  the  needle,  a  mat- 
ter of  great  importance  in  naviga- 
tion. 

CADMUS,  king  of  Thebes,  who 
brought  16  letters  into  Greece. 
The  poets  say,  that  he  left  his  coun- 
try in  quest  of  his  sister  Europi, 
and  went  into  Bceotia,  where  one 
of  his  company  was  devoured  by  a 
dragon,  which  Cadmus  slew,  and

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sovrcd   its   teeth  in  a  field,   whence  I 
sprung  up  an  army  of  men  who  de- 
stroyed one  another. 

C^ELIUS  (AUR  ELI  ANUS)  or, 
as  yome  have  called  him,  Lui  ins 
Caelius  Arianus,  an  ancient  physi- 
« lan  of  Sices,  a  town  of  Numidia, 
in  Africa.  We  are  obliged  to  him 
for  the  knowledge  of  many  dogmas 
which  are  not  to  be  found  but  in 
his  Locks  "  De  celeribus  &.  tardis 
Passior.ibus."  He  wrote,  as  he  him- 
self tells  us,  several  other  works; 
but  they  have  all  perished.  This, 
however,  which  h|is  escaped  the 
ruins  of  time  and  barbarism,  is  high- 
ly valued,  as  being  tbc  only  mcnu- 
rcent  of  the  Mfdiiina  met'nodica 
\vhkh  is  extant.  He  is  allowed  by- 
all  to  be  admirable  in  the  history 
and  description  of  diseases. 

C  vESA  LP1NUS  (ANDREAS)  an 
eminent  philosopher  and  physician, 
born  at  Arezzo  15,19,  died  1603. 

CAESAR  (CA1US  JULIUS)  an 
illustrious  Roman  genera!  ard  his- 
torian, born  98  R.  C.  By  his  va- 
lour and  e'oqueme  he  acquired  the 
highest  reputation  in  the  Held  and 
in  the  senate  ;  beloved  and  rcsptcl- 
cd  by  his  fellow-citizens,  he  en- 
joyed successively  every  magiste- 
rial and  military  honour  the  repub- 
lic could  bestow  consistent  with  its 
own  free  constitution;  but  at  length, 
having  subdued  Pompey,  the  great 
rival  of  his  growing  power,  hi> 
boundless  ambition  effaced  the  gloiy 
of  his  former  actions  ;  for,  pursuing 
his  favourite  maxim,  "  that  he  had 
rather  be  the  first  man  in  a  village, 
than  the  second  in  Rome,"  he  pro- 
cured himself  to  be  chosen  perpe- 
tual dilator;  and,  not  content  with 
this  unconstitutional  power,  his  fac- 
tion had  re  oi\ed  to  raise  him  to 
the  imperial  dignity,  when  the 
friends  of  the  civil  liberties  of  the

republic  rashly  and  basely  assassi- 
nated him  in  the  senate-house, 
where  they  should  only  have  seized 
him,  and  brought  him  to  a  legal 
trial  for  usurpation.  By  this  im- 
politic and  treacherous  measure, 
they  defeated  their  own  purpose, 
involving  the  city  in  consternation 
and  terror,  which  produced  general 
anarchy,  and  paved  the  way  to  the 
revolution  they  wanted  to  prevent  ; 
for  after  his  death  the  republi  •, 
though  for  some  time  it  preserved 
the  forms  of  liberty,  became  an  ab- 
solute  monarchy,  the  constant  fate 
of  all  governments,  whatever  free- 
dom they  might  once  have,  when 
luxury  and  profligate  manners  have 
grown  universal.  The  activity  of 
Caesar's  spirit  was  such,  that,  as  he 
him-elf  said,  "  he  thought  nothing 
I  done  while  there  was  any  thing  left 
to  do."  However,  amidst  all  his 
concerns,  civil  or  military,  he  found 
time  to  be  the  author  of  many 
works:  none  of  which  have  been 
preserved  from  the  ravages  of  titne^ 
except  seven  books,  "  De  Bello 
Galileo," 

CAESAR  (SIR  JULIUS)  a  learned 
civilian,  born   1557.     Died  1639. 

CAGLIARI  (PAUL)  a  most  ex- 
cellent painter,   born    at  Verona  in 
!  1532.      He  was    stiled    by  the  Ita- 
lian?,   //  pitiorfelice,  "  The  happy 
|  painter."  There  is  scarcely  a  church 
|  in    Venice     which     h;is    not    seme 
piece  or   other  of   his;   ami  his  pic- 
ture of  the  marriage  at  Cana,  in  the 
church  of  St.  George,    is   to  be  dis- 
tincuisbed  from  his  other  works,  as 
beir.n  not  only  the  triumph  ot  Paul 
Veronese,   but  almost   the    triumph 
of  painting  itseif."    He  died  of  a  fe- 
ver at  Venice  in  1588,    and   had  a 
tomb  and  a  st  itue  of  brass    erected 
in  the  chinch  of  St.  Sebastian. 
CAGLWSTRO    (CCUXT  ALLX, 
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JNDER),  a  man  so  called,  but 
whose  real  name  was  Joseph  Bal- 
samo,  was  born  at  Palermo,  1743. 
His  whole  life  was  a  series  of  the 
most  astonishing  cheats,  mumme- 
ries, and  impostures;  and  his  in- 
genuity in  every  species  of  fiction 
and  deceit  exceeds  all  that  has 
been  recorded  in  the  annals  of  an- 
cient or  modern  roguery.  For 
some  enormities  in  Rome,  he  was 
committed  to  the  castle  of  St.  An- 
gelo,  in  which  he  died  towards  the 
end  of  1794. 

CAJETAN,  a  cardinal,  born  in 
1469,  at  Cajeta,  a  town  in  the  king- 
dom of  Naples.  His  proper  name 
•was  Thomas  de  Vio;  but  he  took 
that  of  Cajetan  from  the  place  of 
his  nativity.  He  gave  a  literal 
translation  (if  all  the  books  of  the 
Old  and  New  Testaments,  from  the 
originals,  excepting  Solomon's  song 
and  the  Prophets,  which  he  had  be- 
gun, but  did  not  live  to  proceed 
far  in;  and  the  Revelations  of  St. 
John,  which  he  designedly  omitted, 
saying,  that  to  explain  th;  m,  it  was 
necessary  for  a  man  to  be  endued, 
not  with  parts  and  learning,  but 
with  the  spirit  of  prophecy. 

CALAMY  (BENJAMIN)anemi- 
rent  divine  and  excellent  preach- 
er, died  vicar  of  St.  Lawrence  Jew- 
ry, 1686.  The  pieces  he  printed 
in  his  life-time  were,  7  sermons 
on  several  occasions  ;  1 3  others 
were  published,  in  i  volume,  after 
his  death. 

CALAMY  (EDMUND)  a  very 
eminent  divine  among  the  Non- 
conformists; born  April  5,  167  j  ; 
died  1732- 

CALDERGNE  DE  LA  BARCA 
(DON  PEDRO  J,a  celebrated  Spanish 
officer,  ecclesiastic,  and  dramatic 
writer.  In  the  latter  chara8er,  he 
may.  perhaps,  deserve  the  name  of 
the  Spanish  Shakespeare.  He 
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flourished  about  1640,  and  his 
dramatic  works  make  9  vols..jto. 

CALDERWOOD(DAVID)afa- 
mous  divine  of  theihurch  of  Scot- 
land, and  a  distinguished  writer  in 
behalf  of  the  Presbyterians,  in  the 
i7th  century.  He  wrote"  The  True 
History  of  Scotland." 

CALIGULA,  the  Roman  empe- 
ror and  tyrant,  began  his  reign  A.L). 
37,  with  every  appearance  of  be- 
coming the  real,  not  the  titular  fa- 
ther of  his  people ;  but  at  the  end 
of  eight  months,  he  was  seized  with 
a  fever,  which  it  is  supposed  left 
a  phrensy  upon  his  mind  ;  for  his 
disposition  totally  changed,  and  he 
lommitted  the  most  atrocious  afts 
of  impiety,  cruelty,  and  fully  ;  such 
as  proclaiming  his  horse  consul, 
feeding  it  at  his  table;  introducing 
it  to  the  temple  in  the  vestments  of 
the  priests  of  Jupiter,  &c.  and  caus- 
ing sacrifices  to  be  offered  to  him- 
self, his  wife,  and  his  horse.  Af- 
ter having  murdered  many  of  his 
subjects  with  his  own  hands,  and 
caused  others  to  be  put  to  death 
without  any  offence,  he  was  assassi- 
nated by  a  tribune  of  the  people,  as 
he  came  out  of  the  amphitheatre, 
A.  D.  41,  in  the  zgth  year  of  his 
age. 

CALLIMACHUS,  an  ancient 
Greek  poet,  born  at  Cyrene,  a  town 
in  Africa,  but  when  we  cannot 
precisely  determine.  Suidas  relates, 
that  Callimachus  wrote  above  800 
pieces,  of  which  we  have  now  re- 
maining only  a  few  hymns  and  epi- 
grams. 

CALLIMACHUS  of  Corinth,  an 
architect,  and  inventor  of  the  Co- 
rinthian order,  flourished  540  B.  C. 

CALL1NUS  of  Ephesus,  an  an- 
cient Greek  poet,  inventor  of  ele- 
giac verse,  flourished  about  77$ 
B.C. 

CALLIFPUS,  a  celebrated  Athe- 
i  3 
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nian  astronomer,  the  first  observer 
of  the  revolutions  of  eclipses,  flou- 
rished 336  B.  C. 

CALUSTKENES,  a  philosopher, 
disciple  and  relation  of  Aristotle, 
by  whose  desire  he  accompanied 
Alexander  the  Great  in  his  expedi- 
tions; but  proving  too  severe  a 
censurer  of  the  hero's  conduct,  he 
put  him  to  the  torture  (on  suspicion 
of  a  treasonable  conspiracy),  under 
\vhichhe  died  328  B.  C. 

CALLOT  (JAMES)  a  famous 
engraver,  born  at  Nancy  »593-— 
Evelyn,  who  was  a  very  good  judge 
of  his  merit,  speaks  of  him  as  one 
xvho  "  gave  the  utmost  reputation 
to  his  art  of  which  it  is  capable, 
and  attained,  if  ever  any  did,  to 
its  sublimity,  and  beyond  which  it 
seems  not  possible  for  human  in- 
dustry to  reach."  He  died  1636. 

CALMET(AUGUSTlN)a  French- 
man, born  1672,  died   1757.     He 
%vas  a  man  of  vast  erudition,  and  a 
•wonderfully  voluminous  writer  :   a? 
•witnessed)    the  following  list.      i. 
"  A  literal  Commentary  upon    all 
the   books   of   the    Old    and    New 
Testament,"  23  vols.  410.      *.   Dis- 
sertations and  Prefaces  of  his  Com 
mentaries,'''  printed  separately  with 
1  9  new   Dissertations,   3  vols.

CALVERT  (GEORGE)  a  states- 
man,  born  at  Kipling,  in  Yorkshire, 
1582,  died  1632.— He  obtained  of 
L'harles  I.  a  patent,  to  him  and  his 
leirs,  for  Maryland,  in  the  North 
of  Virginia.  He  was  private  secre- 
tary to  sir  Robert  Cecil,  afterwards 
srincipal  secretary  of  state  ;  but  be- 
coming a  Roman  Catholic,  the  kir*g 
ontinued  him  only  as  a  privy  council- 
lor, and  made  him  Baron  Baltimore. 
CALVIN  (JOHN)  one  of  the 
chief  reformers  of  the  church  in 
the  i6th  century;  born  at  Noyon 
in  Picardy,  July  10,  1509;  died 
May  27,  1564.  He  was  a  man 
whom  Cod  had  endowed  with  very 
eminent  talents:  a  clear  under- 
standing, a  solid  judgment,  and  a 
happy  memory  :  he  was  a  judicious, 
elegant,  and  indefatigable  writer, 
and  possessed  of  very  extensive 
learning,  and  a  great  zeal  for  truth. 
His  extreme  rigour,  however,  pro- 
cured him  many  enemies.  Indeed, 
it  very  ill  became  a  reformer  to  de- 
fend (as  he  did)  the  burning  of  he- 
retics. 

CAMDEN  (WILLIAM)  one  of 
the  most  illustrious  men  of  his  age, 
born  at  London,  May  2,  i  5,5  i .  The 
work  which  has  immortalized  his 
name  is  his  "  Britannia, "being  "  A 
History  of  the  ancient  Inhabitants 
of  Britain,  their  Origin,  Manners, 
and  Laws,"  which  appeared  in  1586, 
in  Latin.  In  1593  he  succeeded 
Dr.  Edward  Grant,  as  head  master 
of  Westminster  school;  and  in  1597 
published  a  new  Greek  Grammar, 
intituled  "  Grammatices  Grrer as  In- 
stitutio  compendiaria  in  L'sum  regise 
Scholae  Westmonasteriensis,"  which 
was  received  in  all  the  public  schools 
in  England  ;  and  its  author  was, 
the  same  year,  promoted  to  be  C!i- 
rer.ceox  khigaiatms.  In  1604  h* 
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published  his  "  Remains  of  a  greater 
•work  concerning  Britain,  the  In- 
habitants thereof,  their  Languages, 
Names,  Surnames,  Empresses,  wise 
Speeches,  Poesies,  and  Epitapbe?." 
This  was  a  collection  of  things 
which  had  been  communicated  to 
him  while  he  was  gathering  ma- 
terials for  his  ' 'Britannia."  In  1615 
Camden  published,  in  Latin,  his 
Annals  of  Oueen  Elizabeth  ;  and 
died  Nov.  9,  1623.  An  historical 
LeQure  was  founded  by  him  at  Ox- 
ford, and  by  foreigners  he  was 
styled  the  Pausanias  of  England. 

CAMDEN  ( LORD)  SeePR  ATT. 

CAMERARIUS(JOACHIMUS) 
an  exceedingly  learned  German, 
born  1500.  Vossius  calls  him 
"  The  Phoenix  of  Germany."  He 

died  1575- 

CAMOENS  (LEWIS)  a  cele- 
brated Portuguese  poet,  called  the 
Virgil  of  Portugal,  from  his  much 
admired  poem,  "  The  Lusiadas,  or 
conquest  of  the  Indies  by  the  Por- 
tuguese;" born  1527  ;  died  1579, 
to  the  eternal  reproach  of  his 
countrymen,  miserably  poor  and  un- 
regarded.—This  poem  was,  a  few 
years  since,  admirably  translated  in- 
to English  by  \V.  J.  Mickle,  esq. 

CAMPBELL  (JOHN)  an  emi- 
nent historical,  biographical,  and 
political  writer,  born  at  Edinburgh, 
March  8,  1707-8.  Among  many 
other  works,  he  was  either  sole  au- 
thor of,  or  principally  concerned  in 
the  following  :  "  The  Military  His- 
tory of  Prince  Eugene  and  the 
Duke  of  Marlborough;"  ':  Ancient 
Universal  History  j"  "  Lives  of  the 
English  Admirals;'*  "  Hennippus 
Redivivus  ;  or,  the  Sage's  Triumph 
over  old  Age  arid  the  Grave  ;" 
"  Voyages  and  Travels,"  2  vols. 
folio;  "  Biooraphia  Biitannica;" 
(in  which  work  his  papers  may  be 
known  by  the  initials  E  and  X.J 
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"  The  Preceptor ;"  "  Present  State 
of  Europe  ;"  "  The  Modern  Uni- 
versal History  ;"  and  "  A  Political 
Survey  of  Britain."  Dr.  C.  died 
Dec.  28,  1775. 

CAMPBELL  (DR.  GEORGE)  an 
eminent  divine  and  theological 
writer  of  Scotland,  principal  and 
professor  of  divinity  in  the  Maris- 
chal  College  and  University  of 
Aberdeen,  horn  1719,  died  April 
6,  1796,  leaving  several  valuable 
works,  the  chief  of  which  are, 
"  A  Dissertation  on  Miracles," 
"  Philosophy  of  Rhetoric;"  and 
"  A  New  Translation  of  the  Four 
Gospels  from  the  Greek,  with  Pie- 
liminary  Dissertations,  and  Notes," 
&c.  published  in  1789. 

CANGE DU)   a  celebrated 

French  historian,  critic,  and  an- 
tiquary, born  1610,  died  1688. 

CANTACUZENUS  (JOHAN- 
NE.S)  a  celebrated  Byzantine  his- 
torian, much  esteemed  as  the  au- 
thor of  a  History  of  his  own  Times, 
in  4  books.  Besides  this  history, 
he  wrote  also  some  theological 
works:  particularly  an  Apology 
for  the  Christian  religion  against 
that  of  Mahomet,  in  4  books,  fie 
died  141  i,  aged  above  100  years. 

CANTEM1R  (DEMETRIUS) 
born  in  1673;  died  1723.  He 
was  author  of  some  considerable 
works,  i.  "  An  history  of  the 
Rise  and  Fall  of  the  Ottoman  Em- 
pire," in  Ldtin.  2.  "  The  ivstem 
of  the  Mahometan  Religion."  3. 
"  The  present  state  of  Moldavia," 
in  Latin  ;  with  a  large  map  of  the 
country. 

CANTEMIR(ANTIOCHUS)  son 
of  the  above  ;  born  at  Petersburg 
1710;  died  1744.  The  Russians 
before  him  had  nothing  but  some 
barbarous  songs :  he  was  the  first 
who  introduced  any  civilized  poetry 
among  them.  Besides  a  translation 
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cf  Anacreon  and  the  Epistles  of1 
Horace,  he  gave  them  of  his  own 
Satires,  Odes,  and  Fables  He  also 
made  several  foreign  works  known 
to  them  ;  as  i.  "  The  Plurality  of 
"Worlds;"  2.  "  The  Persian  Let- 
ters ;"  3.  "  The  Dialogues  of  Al- 
garotti  upon  Light,  &c." 

CANTON  (JOHN)  an  ingenious 
and    very  eminent    English  natural 
philosopher, born  17  18, died  1772. 
CAPELL  (EDWARD)  a  gentle- 
man well   known  as   an    editor  ot 
Shakespeare's   works,    in    10    vols. 
8vo.  and  the  author  of  3  large  vo 
lurres   in    410.  under  the    title   of 
•'   Notes  and   various    readings    of 
Shakespeare  ;     together    with     the 
School  of  Shakespeare,  or  Extrafls 
from    divers   English    books    that 
were  in  print  in  the  author's  time  ; 
evidently  ..hewing  from  whence  his 
several  Fables  were  taken,  and  some 
parcel  of  his  Dialogue,"  Etc.   Besides 
the  works  already  mentioned,    Mr. 
Capell  was  the  editor  of  a  volume  of 
ancitr.t  poems  called  "  P: .  :        ns;1 
and  the  slterer  of    "  APUTJV  and 
Cleopatra,"  as  afted  at  Drury  Lane 
in  17,58.     He  died  Jan.  24,  178  i. 
CAPEL1.US  (LEWIS)   an    emr. 
Dent  French  Protestant  and  learned 
divine,   born  at   Sedan,   a  town    in 
Champagne,  about  1579.      He  wa 
so  very  deeply  skilled    in   the    He- 
brew, that  our  learned  bishop  Hall 
cells  him  the  great  oracle  of  all  that 
stu~'td    Hebrew    in    France.      Hi.; 
principal  work  is  "  Criuca  Sacra,' 
a  collection  of  various  readings  and 
errors,  which  he  thought  were  crept 
into  the  copies  of  the  Bible,  through 
the    fault    of    the    transcribers;     it 
must  have  been,   however,    a  work 
cf  prodigious  labour,   since   the  au- 
thor acknowledges  that  he  had  been 
36  years   about  it.— Cape'lus  died 
1658. 
t'ARACTACUS,  e  famous  king 
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of  the  ancient  Britons  called  Siltires 
(inhabiting  South  Wales).  Having 
valiantly  defended  his  country 
against  the  Romans  for  seven  years, 
lie  was  at  length  defeated,  and  fly- 
ing to  Cartismunda  queen  of  the 
Briganti  (inhabitants  of  Yorkshire), 
was  by  her  treacherously  delivered 
up  to  the  Romans,  and  led  in  tri- 
umph to  the  emperor  Claudius, 
then  at  York,  where  his  noble  be- 
haviour, and  heroic  but  pathetic 
speech,  obtained  him  not  only  his 
liberty,  but  the  esteem  of  the  em- 
peror, A.  D.  52. 

CARACCI  (LEWIS,  AUGUS- 
TINE, and  HANNIBAL)  celebra- 
ted painters  of  the  Lombard  s<  hool, 
all  ot" Bologna  in  Italy,  and  flourish- 
ed in  the  i6th  century.  Had  the 
Caracci  had  no  reputation  of  their 
own,  yet  the  merit  of  their  disci- 
ples, in  the  academy  which  they 
founded,  would  have  rendered  their 
name  illustriousin  surceeding  times : 
among  these  were  Guido,  Domini- 
chino,  L^nfranco,  &c.  &c. 

CJftD.-lN  (JEROM)  a  physician , 
and  one  of  the  most  ingeniovis  men 
of  his  age,  was  born  at  Pavia  1501. 
He  speaks  in  his  writings  of  his  own 
good  and  bad  qualities  with  a  frank- 
ness that  shews  a  mind  of  a  very 
peculiar  cast ;  and  believed  that  he 
was  under  the  care  of  a  particular 
genius.  He  wrote  a  very  great 
number  of  books,  and  died  1.575. 

CAREW  (GEORGE)  eail  of 
Totness,  born  in  Devonshire,  in 
1557,  died  1629.  He  wrote  a 
work  intituled  "  Pacata  Hibetnia, 
or  the  History  of  the  late  Wars  in 
Ireland."  Besides  this  work,  he 
collected  several  chronologies,  char- 
ters, letters,  monuments  and  ma- 
terials belonging  to  Ireland,  in  four 
large  manuscript  volumes :  which 
are  still  extant  in  the  Bocileian  li- 
brary at  Oxford, 
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CAREW  (THOMAS)  one  of  the 
most  celebrated  wits  of  kingCharles's 
court.  He  was  rmuh  respefted  by 
the  potts  of  his  time,  particularly 
lien  jonson  and  sir  William  Dave- 
riant,  and  died  about  1639,  leav- 
ing behind  him  several  poems,  and 
a  masque  called  "  Ccelum  Britanni- 
cum,"  performed  at  Whitehall  on 
Shrove  Tuesday  night,  Feb.  18, 
'63.3,  by  the  king's  majesty,  the 
duke  of  Lenox,  the  eailsof  Devon- 
shire, Holland,  Newport,  and  seve- 
ral other  young  lords  and  noble- 
men's sons. 

CAREW  (RICHARD)  author  of 
the    "  Survey    of  Cornwall,"    was 


born  in  155.5. 


Survey"  was 


published  in  410.  at  London  in 
1609.  Of  this  work  Camden  has 
spoken  in  high  terms,  and  ac- 
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in  3  ft  of  desperation,  laid 
hands  on  himself,  and  put  a  period 
to  a  life  which  had  been  led  without 
reproach.  It  is  to  be  noted,  and  it 
is  somewhat  singular  in  such  a  cha- 
racter, that  in  all  his  songs  and 
potms  on  wine,  love,  and  such 
kinds  of  subjeOs,  which  are  very 
numerous,  he  seems  to  have  mani- 
fested an  inviolable  regard  for  de- 
cency and  good  manners.— His  son, 
George  Saviie  Carey,  who  was  bred 
to  the  profession  of  a  printer,  and 
was  one  season  at  lc;tst  on  the 
stage  at  Covent  G-m!en,  is  author 
of  a  "  Lecture  on  Mimicry,"  which 
he  delivered  with  some  success,  and 
of  several  light  dramatic  perform- 
ances. He  has  also  published  ( i  799) 
some  very  entertaining  sketci.es  of 
the  different  watering. phces  of  Eng-

CARLETON  (  SIR  DUDLEY),  an 
English  statesman  and  political 
writer,  born  1573,  died  1631. 

CARLIN'I  (AGOSTINO)  R.  A. 
an  eminent  statuary,  and  keeper  of 
the  royal  academy  of  London.  He

CAREY  (HARRY)  a  man  dis- 
tinguished by  both  poetry  and  mu- 
sic ;  but  perhaps  more  so  by  a  cer- 
tain tacetionsness,  which  made  him 
agreeable  to  every  body.  He 
wrote  "  The  Contrivances,"  a  farce  ; 
"  Cbrononhotonthologos,"  a  mock 
tragedy  ;  "  The  Honest  Yorkshiro 
rnan,"  a  farce  ;  "  The  Dnvgon  of 
\Vantley,"  and  after%vards  a  seq  iel 
to  it,  intituled  <!  The  Dragoness;" 
both  which  were  esteemed  true  bur 
lesques  upon  the  Italian  opera.  He 
vas  at  length  reduced  to  circum- 
stances of  distress,  and,  about  17<H> 


in  life  to  England  ;   and  was  an  ar- 
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list  of  great  celebrity  for  the  skill 
and  grace  with  which  he  executed 
drapery.  Died  Aug.  14,  1790. 

CARNEADES,  a  celebrated 
Greek  philosopher.  His  death  is 
placed  in  the  four.h  year  of  the 
i  6<«jd  olympiad.  Plutarch  has  pre- 
served the  following  apophthegm  of 
Carnearles:  "  Princes  learn  nothing 
well  but  riding:  for  their  masters 
flatter  them,  and  those  who  wrestle 
with  them  suffer  themselves  to  be 
thrown  ;  but  a  horse  considers  not 
whether  a  private  man  or  a  prince, 
a  poor  man  or  a  rich,  be  on  Ins 
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back  ;  and  if  his  rider  cannot  rule 
him,  he  throws  him." 

CARO  (KANMBAL)  a  very 
celebrated  Italian  poet  and  orator, 
born  1507.  He  translated  Virgil's 
*'  j£neid"  into  his  own  language 
very  delkately  and  ve  y  faithfully. 
in  short,  with  such  purily  of  style 
and  propriety  of  expression,  that 
the  best  judges  did  not  suppose  l:in> 
to  have  fallen  the  least  short  of  his 
original.  He  translated  also  Ari- 
stotle's "  Rhctui  ic,"  ai,d  "  TwoOra- 
tions-of  Gregory  N;:zianzen,"with  a 
••  Discourse  of  Cyprian."  He  wrote 
a  comedy  likewise,  which  Balzac  has 
spoken  well  of;  and  a  miscellany 
cf  his  original  poems  was  printed  at 
Venice  in  1584.  His  sonnets  have 
teen  deservedly  admired.  He  died 
1.566. 

CARSTARES  (WILLIAM)  a 
Scotch  divine  and  political  writer, 
v.ho  has  left  some  valuable  "  State 
Papers"  illustrative  of  Scotch  histo- 
ry. He  was  born  i  649,anddiedi  7  15. 
CARTS  (THOMAS)  a  vtry 
learned  English  historian,  born 
»686.  His  most  important  works 
tveie,  "  The  History  of  the  Life  of 
James  duke  of  Oimond,  from  his 
birth  in  1610,  to  his  death  in 
1688,"  in  three  volumes  folio;  and 
a  "  History  of  England,"  in  four 
large  folio  volumes.  Notwithstand- 
ing our  author's  peculiar  opinions 
and  prejudices,  his  history  is  un- 
doubtedly a  work  of  great  merit  in 
point  of  information.  It  is  written 
with  eminent  exactness  and  dili- 
gence, and  with  a  perfect  know- 
ledge of  original  authors.  Mr. 
Carte  died  i  754. 

CARTER  (FRANCIS)  F.  S.  A. 
author  of  "  A  Journey  from  Malaga 
to  Gibraltar,"  2  vols.  8vo.  Died 
-Aug.  i,  1783, 

CARTES  (RENE  DES)  an  emi- 
nent French  philosopher  and  mathe- 
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matician,  born  at  La  Have  in  Ton- 
raine,  March  31,  1596.  In  1633 
he  wrote  his  "  Treatise  of  the 
World,"  and  in  1636  his  "  Trea- 
tise of  Mechanics."  He  died  1650, 
having  extended  the  limits  of  geo- 
metry as  far  beyond  the  place  where 
he  found  them,  as  sir  Isaac  Newton 
did  after  him  ;  and  he  first  taught 
the  method  of  expressing  curves  by 
equations. 

CARTWR1GHT  (WILLIAM) 
born  16  1 1,  died  1643.— Ben Jonson 
said  of  him,  "  My  son  Cartwright 
writes  all  like  a  man."  There  are 
extant,  of  this  author's,  four  plays, 
besides  other  poems,  which  were 
printed  together  in  1651,  accom- 
panied by  above  50  copies  of  com- 
mendatory verses. 

CARV4LEO  (  ANTHONY)  a  For- 
tuguese  mathematician,  geographer, 
and  astronomer,  born  1650,  died 
1715.  He  left  a  topographical 
history  of  his  own  country,  in  3 
vols.  folio. 

CARVER  (JONATHAN)  a  na- 
tive of  New  England,  who  publish- 
ed "  Travels  into  tlie  most  interior 
parts  of  America,"  and  died  1780, 
in  want  of  the  necessaries  of  life. 

GARY  (ROBERT)  a  learned 
chronologer,  born  1615,  died  1688. 
He  published  "I'alaeologiaChronica, 
a  Chronological  Account  of  ancient 
Time,  in  three  parts  ;  i .  Dida&ical ; 
2.  Apodeiflical;  3  Canonical;"  in 
•677. 

CARYLL(JOHN)  was  s-ecretary 
to  queen  Mary,  the  wife  of  James II. 
and  followed  the  fortunes  of  his  ab- 
dicating master,  who  rewarded  him 
first  with  knighthood,  and  then  with 
the  honorary  titles  of  earl  Caryll 
and  baron  Darlford.  How  long  he 
continued  in  that  service  is  not 
known  :  but  he  was  in  England  in 
the  reign  of  queen  Anne,  and  was 
author  of  two  plays  :  i,"TheEng- 
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lish  Princess  ;  or,  the  Death  of 
Rk-hard  III.  1667. "410.  a.  "  Sir 
Solomon ;  or,  the  Cautious  Cox- 
comb, 167  i,"  410. 

CAS  A  (JOHN  DE)  a  most  polite 
Italian  writer  of  the  l6th  century, 
born  at  Florence,  who  became,  in 
time,  archbishop  of  Benevento.  He 
died  1556.  His  "  Galateus,  sen 
de  morum  elegantia,"  is  the  most 
esteemed  of  all  his  works  in  prose. 
His  poetry  was  very  licentious. 

CASAS  (BARTHOLOMY  DE 
LAS)  a  Spaniard,  and  bishop  of 
Chiapa,  born  1474.  At  19  he  at- 
tended his  father,  who  went  with 
Columbus  to  the  Indies  in  1493. 
Upon  his  return,  he  became  an  ec- 
clesiastic, and  a  curate  in  the  isle  of 
Cuba  ;  but  quitted  his  cure  and  his 
country,  in  order  to  devote  himself 
to  the  service  of  the  Indians,  who 
were  then  enslaved  to  the  most  ri- 
diculous superstitions,  as  well  as 
the  most  barbarous  tyranny.  The 
Spanish  governors  had,  long  since, 
made  Christianity  detested  by  their 
unheard-of  cruelties:  and  the  In- 
dians trembled  at  the  very  name  of 
Christian.  This  humane  and  pious 
missionary  resolved  to  cross  the  seas, 
and  to  lay  their  cries  and  their  mi- 
series at  the  feet  of  Charles  V.  The 
affair  was  discussed  in  council ;  and 
the  representations  of  Casas  so  sen- 
sibly affected  the  emperor,  that  he 
made  ordinances  as  severe  to  the 
persecutors  as  favourable  to  the  per- 
secuted ;  but  these  ordinances  were 
never  executed,  and  the  governors 
continued  to  tyrannize  as  usual. 
Casas  employed  above  50  years  in 
America,  labouring  with  incessant 
zeal  that  the  Indians  might  be  treat- 
ed with  mildness,  equity,  and  hu- 
manity: but,  instead  of  availing  any 
thing,  he  drew  upon  himself  endless 
persecutions  froia  the  Spaniards, 
•iui  died  if,66. 
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CASAUBON'(ISAAC)  a  learned 
critic  and  commentator,  born  1559; 
died  1614.  He  was  buried  in  West- 
minster Abbey,  where  there  is  a 
monument  erefted  to  his  memory. 

CASAUBON  (MER1C)  son  of 
the  preceding,  born  1590,  died 
167  i.  He  was  skilled  in  various 
parts  of  literature:  but  his  chief 
talent  lay  in  critical  learning  ;  in 
which  he  was  probably  assisted  by 
his  father's  papers.  He  was  a  di« 
vine  ;  but  is  chiefly  memorable  for 
having  refused  considerable  offers 
made  to  him  by  Oliver  Cromwell, 
to  write  the  history  of  the  civil  war; 
and  for  the  refusal  of  a  present 
from  him,  tendered  without  condi- 
tions, though  he  was  in  indigent 
circumstances. 

CASIMIR  (MATTHIAS  SAR- 
BIEWSKI)  a  Jesuit  of  Poland,  and 
an  excellent  Latin  poet,  born  1597. 
The  odes,  epodes,  and  epigrams  of 
this  poet  have  not  been  thought 
inferior  to  some  productions  of  the 
finest  wits  of  ancient  Greece  and 
Rome  ;  and  Grotius,  D.  Heinsius, 
and  others,  have  not  scrupled  to 
affirm,  that  he  is  not  only  equal, 
but  sometimes  superior,  even  to 
Horace  himself.— Casimir  had  a 
great  regard  for  Virgil :  and  had 
actually  begun  to  imitate  him,  in  an 
epic  poem,  called  "  the  Lesciades," 
which  he  had  divided  into  i  a  books; 
but  died  before  he  had  made  any 
great  progress  in  the  work,  April 
2,  1640  ;  sin^e  which  there  have 
been  many  editions  of  his  poems. 

CASI.ON  (WILLIAM)  eminent 
in  an  art  of  the  greatest  consequence 
to  literature,  the  art  of  letter-found- 
ing, was  born  in  1692,  in  that  part 
of  the  town  of  Hales  Owen  which 
is  situated  in  Shropshire.  Though 
he  justly  attained  the  character  of 
being  the  Coryphasus  in  that  em- 
ployment, he  was  not  brought  up 
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to  the  business  ;  but  served  a  regu- 
lar apprenticeship  to   an   engraver 
of  ornaments  on  gun  barrels  ;  and, 
after   the  expiration   of  his   term, 
carried  on  this  trade  in  Vine-street, 
near   the    Minorics.      He   did   not, 
however,     solely    lonfine    his     in- 
genuity   to     that  instrument,     but 
employed  himself  likewise  in  mak- 
ing tools  for  the  bookbinders,  and 
for  the  chasing  of  silver  plate.  While 
he  was  engaged  in  this  business,  the 
elder  Mr.  Bowyer  accidentally  saw, 
in  a  bookseller's  shop,  the  lettering 
of  a  book  uncommonly  neat;    and, 
enquiring    who  the   artist    was   by 
whom  the   letters  were  made,  was 
hence  induced  to  seek  an  acquaint- 
ance with   Mr.  Caslon.     Not  long 
after,  Mr.  Bowyer  took  Mr.  Caslon 
to     Mr.   James's    foundry    in    Bar- 
tholomew Close.    Caslon  had  never 
before  that   time   seen   any  part  of 
the  business ;   and   being    asked   by 
his  friend   if  he  thought  he   could 
undertake  to  cut  types,  he  requested 
a  single  day  to  consider  the  matter, 
and  then  replied,  that   he   had    no 
doubt  but  he  could.     Upon  this  an- 
swer, Mr.  Bowyer,  Mr.  Bettenham, 
and  Mr.  Watts,  lent  him  500!.  to 
begin  the  undertaking  ;   and  he  ap- 
plied himself  to  it    with  equal  as- 
siduity and  success.     In  1720,  the 
society     for     promoting    Christian 
knowledge  deemed  it   expedient  to 
print,    for  the  use  of    the  eastern 
churches,  the   New  Testament  and 
Psalter    in    the   Arabic    language. 
These  were  intended  for  the  benefit 
of  the  poor  Christians  in  Palestine, 
Syria,   Mesopotamia,  Arabia,     and 
Egypt;    the    constitution  of   which 
countries  did   not   permit  the  exer- 
cise of  the  art  of  printing.      Upon 
this  occasion  Mr.  Caslon  was  pitch- 
ed upon  to   cut  the   fount ;    in  his 
specimens  of  which  he  distinguished 
k  by  the  name  of  English  Arabic. 
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After  he  had  finished  this  fount,  he 
rut  the  letters  of  his  own  name  in 
Pica  Roman,  and    placed   them    at 
the  bottom   of  one  of  the  Arabic 
specimens.     The  name  being  seen 
by  Mr.  Palmer,  the  reputed  author 
of  a  "  History  of  Printing"  (which 
was,  in  fa£t,  written  by  Psalmana- 
zar)  he  advised  our  artist  to  cut  the 
whole  fount  of  Pica.     This  was  ac- 
cordingly   done  ;      and     the     per- 
formance exceeded  the  letter  of  the 
other  founders  of  the  time.    He  ar- 
rived at   length  to  such  perfection, 
that  he  not  only  freed  us  from  the 
necessity  of  importing   types  from 
Holland  ;     but,  in   the   beauty  and 
elegance  of  those  made  by  him,  he 
so  far  exceeded  the  productions  of 
the  best   artificers,   that  his   work- 
manship  was  frequently  exported  to 
the  continent.      He    removed  about 
1735   into  Chiswell-street,    Moor- 
fields,    where   his  foundry  became, 
in  process  of  time,  the  most  capital 
one  that  existed  in  this  or  in  foreign 
countries.     Having    acquired    opu- 
lence in  the  course  of  his   employ- 
ment, he  was  put  into  the  commis- 
sion of  the  peace  for  the  comity  of 
Middlesex,    in  which  office  he  died 
Jan.  23,  i  766. 

CASS1ODORUS(MARCUS  AU- 
REL1US)  a  man  of  eminence  in 
many  respecls,  and  called,  by  way 
of  distinction,  "  the  senator,"  was 
born  in  Italy  about  463.  His  prin- 
cipal writings  are  "  De  Divinis 
Le&ionibus,"  "  De  Orthographia," 
and  "  De  Rebus  Gestis  Gothorum." 
He  wrote  also  a  commentary  upon 
the  Psalms,  and  several  other  pieces 
theological  and  critical,  and  died  at 
near  t  oo  years  of  age. 

CASTALlO(SEBASTIAN)born 
at    Chatillon,    on    the    Rhone,    in 
1515.     His  works  are  very  consi- 
derable,   on  account  both  of  their 
j  quality  and  their  number;  they  dis» 
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Cover  great  knowledge  of  the  Latin, 
Greek,  and  Hebrew  languages,  and 
are  chiefly  on  scriptural  subjefls. 
He  died  1563. 

CASTELL  (EDMUND)  a  divine 
of  the  last  century,  and  compiler  of 
a  very  learned  and  laborious  work, 
called  "  Lexicon  Heptaglotton."  He 
•was  also  eminently  assistant  to  Dr. 
Walton,  in  the  celebrated  edition 
of  the  "  Polyglott  Bible;"  and  died 
16*5. 

CASTELVETRO  (LEWIS)  an 
Italian  critic,  famous  for  his  parts, 
but  more  famous  for  his  spleen  and 
ill-nature,  was  born  at  Modena  in 
1505.  He  distinguished  himself 
chiefly  by  his  "  Commentary  upon 
Aristotle's  Poetics;"  where  Rapin 
assures  us,  he  always  made  it  a  rule 
to  find  something  to  except  against 
in  the  text  of  Aristotle.  He  died 


CASTIGLIONE(BALTHAZAR) 
an  eminent  Italian  nobleman  and 
poet,  was  born  1478.  He  applied 
liiniself  to  the  study  of  painting, 
sculpture,  and  architecture,  as  ap- 
pears from  a  book  he  %vrote  in  fa- 
vour of  those  arts,  and  made  so 
great  a  progress  in  them,  that  Ra- 
phael Urbin  and  Euonaroti,  though 
incomparable  artists,  never  thought 
their  works  perfect  unless  they  had 
the  approbation  of  Castiglione.  He 
died  1529  —Besides  his  incompara- 
ble book  "  The  Courtier,"  in  which 
work  we  may  perceive  how  inti- 
mate he  was  with  the  Greek  and 
Latin  authors  (having  gleaned  to- 
gether the  first  flowers  of  their  wit, 
and  treasured  up,  as  it  wetc,  in  a 
single  casket,  the  richest  jewels  of 
antiquity),  he  composed  many  Latin 
and  Tuscan  poems,  which,  with 
some  of  his  letters,  are  placed  at 
the  end  of  the  English  version  of 
"  The  Courtier,"  published  at  Lon- 
don in  j  7  ij  7  . 
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GASTIGLIONE  (BEXEDICl) 
an  eminent  Italian  engraver,  born 
1616,  died  i  670. 

CASTILE  ( ALPHOXSUS  X.  of; 
who  has  commonly  been  caile<j 
"  The  Wise,"  was  born  in  1203, 
and  is  now  more  famous  for  having 
been  an  astronomer  than  a  king. 
He  understood  astronomy,  philoso- 
phy, and  history,  as  if  he  had  been 
only  a  man  of  letters,  and  com- 
posed books  upon  the  motions  of 
the  heavens,  and  on  the  history  of 
Spain,  whicharehighlycommende.i. 
He  died  1284. 

CATHERINE  (of  Mcdicis)  only 
daughter  of  Laurcntius  de  Medici-;, 
born  at  Florence  1519,  marricU 
<533  tlis  Dauphin,  afterwards 
Henry  II.  of  France.  She  was 
three  times  regent  of  France,  and, 
during  her  administrations,  made  a 
conspicuous  figure  in  the  annals  oi' 
Europe,  by  her  political  genius;  at 
one  time  she  protected  the  French 
Protestants;  at  another,  she  joined 
their  enemies,  and  is  strongly  sus- 
pected of  having  advised  the  horrid 
massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew.  She 
died  1589. 

CATHERINE  ALEXIEFNA,  a 
country  girl  of  the  name  of  Martha, 
born  of  very  indigent  parents  in 
Livonia.  In  1701  she  married  a 
dragoon  of  the  Swedish  garrison  at 
Maricnburg;  but  before  evening  of 
the  wedding-day,  the  place  was  be- 
sieged by  the  Russians,  the  bride- 
groom killed,  and  the  viclor,  gene- 
ral Bauer,  smitten  with  her  beauty, 
made  her  his  mistress.  Prince 
Mentshicoff  next  beheld  her,  and 
she  lived  with  him  a  short  time. 
In  the  i  7th  year  of  her  age  she  be- 
came the  mistressof  Peter  the  Great, 
who  on  the  aqth  oi'  May,  1711, 
married  her  privately  in  Poland, 
and  on  the  2oth  of  February  1712 
publicly  solemnized  tl*e  marriage 
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*s  Petersburg,  and  presented  her 
•with  the  diadem  and  sceptre.  At 
his  death  in  1725  she  was  pro- 
claimed sovereign  empress  of  all 
the  Russias,  and  to  her  death,  the 
17th  of  May  1727,  shewed  herself 
Vorthy  of  her  high  fortune. 

CATHERINE  II.  empress  ofj 
Russia,  a  woman  of  most  extra- 
ordinary natural  talents  for  govern- 
ing a  state  and  civilizing  a  rude  | 
nation,  but  of  insatiate  ambition  ; 
to  the  indulgence  of  which  she  I 
waded  through  blood  flowing  from 
the  slaughter  of  thousands  and  tens 
of  thousands.  (See  "A  History  of 
Poland,"  8vo.  1795,  particularly 
concerning  the  capture  of  Ismael 
and  Warsaw.)  She  was  born  May  2, 
1729,  and  married  in  1745  to  the 
grandson  of  Peter  the  Gre?t.  Hav- 
ing caused  her  husband  to  be  de- 
posed (if  not  worse  dealt  with)  in 
1762,  she  was  proclaimed  empress. 
She  died  Nov.  1796,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  htr  only  son  Paul  Petro- 
\vitz,  who  was  born  1754. 

CATILINE  (L.  SERGIUS)  a 
noble  Roman,  whose  extravagance 
having  reduced  him  to  narrow  cir- 
cumstances, and  having  been  refu- 
sed the  consulship,  became  leader 
of  a  conspiracy  to  murder  the  con- 
suls and  senate  of  Rome,  rifle  the 
public  treasury,  and  burn  the  city  ; 
which  conspiracy  was  discovered 
by  Cicero,  at  that  time  consul,  62 
B.  C. 

C  ATI  NAT  (NICHOLAS)  an  il- 
lustrious French  general  under 
iouis  XIV.  born  1637,  died  1712. 

CATO  (MARCUS  PORTIUS) 
commonly  called  the  Censor,  horn 
at  Tusculuni,  in  the  year  of  Rome 
519;  that  is,  about  the  year  232 
before  Christ.  No  man  was  ever 
better  qualified  than  he  for  the  of- 
fice of  censor,  nor  could  better  dis- 
eharge  the  duties  of  it.  lie  made 


CAT 

use  of  his  severity,  eloquence,  and 
exemplary  life,  to  give  a  check  to 
the  luxury  and  growing  vices  of 
the  Romans;  which  gave  occasion 
to  say,  that  he  was  not  less  service- 
able to  the  republic  of  Rome  by 
making  war  against  immorality, 
than  Scipio  by  his  victories  over  his 
enemies.  He  wrote  several  works; 
"  A  Roman  History,"  a  book  "con- 
cerning  the  Art  of  War,"  and  one 
on  "  Agriculture,"  and  died  in  the 
year  of  Rome  604. 

CATO  (UTICENSIS)  great- 
grandson  to  the  former :  he  was 
educated  under  his  uncle  Livius 
Drustis,  and  very  early  shewed  va- 
lour and  generosity,  having  at  14 
years  old  desired  a  sword  to  kill 
the  tyrant  Sylla.  He  was  a  lover  of 
philosophy,  in  which  he  rigidly  fol- 
lowed the  do&rines  of  the  Stoics, 
which  furnished  him  with  that  bra- 
very of  soul  which  he  manifested 
on  all  occasions.  His  first  cam- 
paign  was  in  68 1  against  Sparta- 
cus;  afterwards  he  led  1000  foot 
into  Asia,  where,  for  the  small 
number  of  his  attendants,  he  was 
laughed  at,  but  was  never  moved 
with  it;  returning,  he  was  made 
qua?stor,  which  post  he  filled  with 
honour  :  to  keep  on',  a  very  bad 
man,  he  put  in  for  the  tribunate. 
He  sided  with  Cicero  against  Cati- 
line, and  opposed  Caesar  in  the  se- 
nate on  that  occasion.  His  enemies 
sent  him  to  recover  Cyprus,  which 
Ptolemy  had  forfeited,  thinking  to 
hurt  his  reputation  by  so  difficult  an 
undertaking  ;  yet  none  could  find 
fault  with  his  conduB.  He  labour- 
ed to  bring  about  an  agreement 
between  Caesar  and  Pompey,  but, 
seeing  it  in  vain,  sided  with  the 
latter.  When  Pompey  was  slain 
he  ficd  to  Utica,  and  Czsar  pursu- 
ing him,  he  advised  his  friends  to 
be  gone,  and  his  son  to  trust  to 
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Cassar's  clemency  ;  then  lay  down 
upon  his  bed,  read  Plato  upon  the 
fan  mortality  of  the  Soul  twice  over, 
and  thrust  a  sword  through  his 
body,  of  which  he  died,  46  B.  C. 
aged  4«. 

CATROU  (FRANCIS)  a  very 
distinguished  Jesuit,  born  at  Paris 
in  1659.  He  was  the  author  of 
some  very  considerable  works  ;  as, 
1.  "  A  General  History  of  the  Em- 
pire of  the  Mogul."  2.  "  A  His- 
tory of  the  Fanaticism  of  some  Pro- 
testant Religions  ;  of  Anabaptum, 
ef  David  ism,  and  of  Quakerism." 

3.  "  A  Translation  of  Virgil,  with 
notes  critical    and  historical  ;"  and 

4.  "  A  Roman  History;"  which  has 
been    translated    into    several    lan- 
guages, and  is  reckoned  his  capital 
vork.      He  died  in  1737. 

CATULLUS  (CAIUS  VALE- 
RIUS) a  Roman  poet,  born  at 
Verona,  B.  C.  86.  He  is  far  un 
like  our  modern  poets,  who  usually 
complain  of  the  coyness  and  insen- 
sibility of  their  fair  ones  ;  he  speaks 
of  his  Lesbia  as  a  woman  who 
asked  him  how  many  kisses  would 
satisfy  him?  To  which  he  answtr- 
cd,  '  that  he  desired  as  many  as 
there  are  grains  of  sand  in  the  de- 
sarts  of  Libya,  and  stars  in  the  hea- 
vens.' As  fine  a  genius  as  this  poet 
\vas,  l.e  w?s,  as  many  fine  tienii 
have  since  been,  poor.  He  died  in 
the  flower  of  his  age  and  the  height 
of  his  reputation,  when  he  was  about 
30  years  old. 

CAJZ  (J.iMESJ  a  Dutch  states- 
man and  poet,  born  1577,  died 
1660. 

CAVE  (DR.  WILLIAM)  a 
learned  divine,  born  1637,  died 
1713.  He  was  author  of  some 
large  and  learned  works  relating 
to. ecclesiastical  antiquity,  particu- 
larly, "  The  History  of  the  Lives, 
Acts,  Deaths,  and  Martyrdoms,  of 
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those  who  were  contemporary  with 
the  Apostles,  and  of  the  principal 
Fathers  within  the  three  first  cen- 
turies of  the  church,"  and  "  Histo- 
ria  Literaria,  &c."  in  which  he 
gives  an  exact  account  of  all  who 
had  written  upon  Christianity,  ei- 
ther for  or  against  it,  from  Christ 
to  the  14th  century. 

CAVE  (EDWARD)  born  at 
Newton  in  Warwickshire,  Feb.  29, 
1691,  and  cc-lebrated  for  having 
planned,  and  brought  to  perfection, 
"The Gentleman's  Magazine,'' which 
has  now  subsisted  68  years,  and  is 
still  [  i  799]  one  of  the  most  success- 
ful and  lucrative  pamphlets  which 
history  has  upon  record.  Mr.  Cave 
died  Jan.  10,  1754. 

CAVENDISH  (THOMAS)  a  ce- 
lebrated English  circumnavigator, 
died  about  1593. 

CAVENDISH  (SIR  WILLIAM) 
born  about  1505  Cardinal  Wol- 
;>ey  took  him  into  his  splendid  f  i- 
mily,  which  consisted  of  one  earl, 
iiiru  barons,  and  about  i  oo  knights, 
gentlemen,  and  inferior  officers.  He 
served  the  cardinal  as  gentleman 
usher,  and  was  admitted  into  more 
intimacy  with  him  than  any  other 
servant,  and  therefore  would  not 
desert  him  in  his  fall,  but  was  one 
of  the  few  who  stuck  close  to  him 
when  he  had  neither  office  nor  sa- 
lary to  bestow.  This  singular  fi- 
delity, joined  to  his  abilities,  re- 
commended him  to  his  sovereign, 
who  received  him  into  his  own  fa- 
mily and  service.  He  afterwards 
held  high  offices  of  state  under  Ed- 
ward VI.  and  Mary  I.  and  died 
1557. —  Sir  William  Cavendi>!i 
wrote  the  life  of  his  old  master 
cardinal  Wolsey,  and  therein  gives 
him  a  very  high  character,  affiria- 
ing  that,  in  his  judgment,  he  never 
saw  the  kingdom  in  better  obedi- 
ence and  quiet  than  d-aring  the  time 
K  2 
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nf  Ms  authority,  nor  justice  better 
administer,  d. 

CAYENDISH(WILr.IAM)duke 
of  New  astle,  born  i  ,59  :>,  rlit  d  1 67  6. 
Ke  rendered  great  services  in  a  mi- 
i;tjry  capacity  to  Charles  I.  and  II. 
aud  after  the  Restoration  reiired  to 
indulge  his  natural  disposition  in 
literary  pursuits.  He  wrote  a  ce- 
lt K  rated  "  Trtati.-e  on  Horseman- 
ship," of  which  a  most  excellent 
•Jditicn  was.  a  few  years  ago,  print- 
ed in  this  kingdorr;  and  four  come- 
dies. His  second  wife,  Margaret, 
was  a  woman  of  great  wit,  and 
si  n:e  learning  :  for,  besides  the  life 
of  the  duke,  and  her  own,  she  wrote 
a  great  number  of  folio  volumes, 
and  published  26  plays;  in  several 
of  which  there  are  scenes  and  songs 
•written  by  the  duke. 

C.1WTKORNE  (JAMES)  a  very 
agiLCtible  poet,  bcrn  at  ;  l.cffieid 
1741.  In  174.9,  he  was  chosen 
jv.sster  of  Tunbriclpe  School,  which 
place  he  held  till  hi"  death,  which 
happened  by  a  fall  from  his  horse 
in  176:.  His  poetical  composi- 
tions were  collected  and  published 
in  4  to.  1771. 

CAXTCN  (WILLIAM)  the  first 
who  introduced  the  art  of  printing 
•with  fusile  types  into  England,  was 
born  aboiu  the  latter  end  of  the  reign 
Of  Henry  IV.  Being  about  is,  he 
•was  put  apprentice  to  Mr.  Robert 
Large,  a  mercer,  who,  after  having 
been  sheriff  and  mayor  of  London, 
died  in  1411,  leiving  by  will  34 
marks  to  his  apprentice  William 
Ca.xton  ;  a  considerable  legacy  in 
those  days,  and  an  early  testimony 
of  Caxton's  good  behaviour  and  in- 
tegrity. Caxton  went  abroad  to 
settle  the  same  year  that  his  mas- 
ter died,  and  was  entrusted  by  the 
Merceis  Company  to  be  their  agent 
or  faftor  in  Holland,  Zealand,  Flan- 
ders, &c.  In  1464  a  commission 
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was  granted  to  him  and  Richard 
Wiiitchill,  esq.  by  Edward  IV.  to 
continue  and  confirm  the  treaty  of 
'.  trade  and  commerce  between  his 
majesty  and  Philip  duke  of  Bur- 
gundy ;  or,  if  they  found  it  neces- 
sary, to  make  a  new  one.  They 
are  styled  in  the  commission,  am- 
bassadors and  special  deputies,  A 
marriage  was  concluded  in  July 
1468,  between  the  king's  sister, 
lady  Margaret  of  York,  and  the 
duke's  son  Charles,  he  being  then 
duke  of  Burgundy  ;  and  when  the 
lady  arrived  at  the  duke's  court  at 
Bruges,  Caxton  appears  to  have 
been  of  her  retinue.  He  was  either 
now  one  of  her  household,  or  held 
some  constant  post  or  office  under 
her,  because,  as  he  say?,  he  re- 
ceived of  her  a  yearly  fee  or  salary, 
besides  many  other  good  and  great 
benefits.  Being  more  expert  than 
most  others  in  penmanship  and  lan- 
guages, it  is  highly  probable  that 
he  was  employed  by  the  duchess  in 
some  literary  way.  As  soon  as  he 
had  acquired  the  mystery  of  the 
new  invention  of  printing  (which 
he  did  not  accomplish,  he  says  him- 
self, without  great  expencc),  he  was 
employed  ly  her  in  translating  out 
of  French  a  large  volume,  and  af- 
terwards in  piinting  it.  It  appeared 
under  the  title  of  "  The  Remyell 
of  the  History  of  Troy;"  and  is 
the  first  book,  we  now  know  of, 
that  was  printed  in  the  English 
tongue:  the  date  being  Sept.  19, 
147  i,  at  Cclcn  (Cologne).  By  the 
edition  of  the  "  Game  of  Chess," 
dated  in  1474,  Caxton  tiupears  to 
have  been  then  settled  in  England  ; 
and  this  book  is  allowed,  by  all  the 
typographical  antiquaries,  to  have 
been  the  first  specimen  of  the  art 
among  us;  and,  as  such,  has  been 
so  valued,  that  it  is  said,  the  earl 
of  Pembroke,  for  a  fair  copy  therc~ 
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of,  which  was  given  him  by  Mr. 
Granger,  presented  him  with  a 
purse  of  40  guineas.  The  next 
performance  of  Caxton,  of  which 
the  date  is  ascertained,  is  "  The 
Dicles  and  Sayingesof  the  Philoso- 
phers, translated  out  of  Frensh  by 
Antone  erle  Ryvyres  lord  Scerles, 
emprynud  by  William  Caxton  at 
\Vestmestre  1477."  Caxton  print- 
ed several  other  pieces,  either  of 
his  own  composition,  or  translated 
by  him.  His  last  work  was  a 
translation  from  the  French  of 
"  The  holy  Lives  of  the  Fathers 
Hermits  li\  ing  in  the  Deserts ;"  and 
•we  are  informed  by  Wynken  de 
\Vorde,  that  he  finished  his  life  and 
translation  together,  on  the  same 
day,  in  1491. 

CAYI.US(COUNT  DE)a  French, 
writer,  born  at  Paris  in  1692.  His 
chief  work  is  "  Recueil  d'Anti- 
quites  ZgyptiL-nnes,  Etrusques,  Grec- 
ques,  Rcrnaines,  &  Gauloises." 
7  torn.  410.  1752-67.  He  died  in 

CEBES,  the  author  of  a  little 
beautiful  Grecian  remain,  intituled 
"  A  Picture  of  Human  Life."  Of 
this  author  we  have  no  account, 
save  that  he  is  once  mentioned  by 
Plato,  and  once  by  Xenophon. 

CECIL  (WILLIAM  LORD 
BURI.E1GH)  an  eminent  English 
statesman,  whose  loyalty  to  his  so- 
vereign queen  Elizabeth,  and  his 
patriotism,  preserved  the  religion 
and  the  civil  policy  of  England 
from  falling  a  prey  to  foreign  ty- 
ranny and  popish  superstitions.  He 
\vas  born  1,521,  held  the  office  of 
lord  high  treasurer- of  England  27 
years,  and  died  1598.  A  collec- 
tion of  his  State  Papers  was  pub- 
lished by  Haynes,  1740  ;  and  a 
continuation  of  them  by  Murdin, 
1760. 

CEDRENUS  (GEORGE/  a  Gre- 
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cian  monk,  lived  in  the  i  ith  cen- 
tury, and  wrote  "  Annals,  or  an 
abridged  History,  from  the  Begin- 
ning of  the  World  to  the  reign  of 
Isaac  Comnenus,  Emperor  of  Con- 
stantinople," who  succeeded  Mi- 
chael IV. in  1057. 

CELLARIUS(CHRISTOPHER) 
born  1638,  at  Smalcalde,  a  little 
town  in  Franconia  ;  died  1707. — 
He  published  good  editions  of  above 
20  Latin  and  Greek  authors.  His 
works  relate  chiefly  to  grammar,  to 
geography,  to  history,  and  to  the 
oriental  languages.  Those  in  geo- 
graphy are  well  known  as  excellent 
helps  to  the  understandingof  ancient 
authors. 

CELLINI  (BENVEXUTO)  a  ce- 
lebrated sculptor  and  engraver  of 
Florence,  born  1500,  died  1.570. 

CELSUS  (AURELIUS  CORXE- 
LIU.S)  a  philosopher  and  physician, 
who  flourished  under  the  reign  of 
Augustus  and  Tiberius.  He  wrote 
upon  several  subjects,  as  we  leant 
from  Quintillian  ;  upon  rhetoric, 
for  which  he  is  often  quoted  and 
commended  by  this  great  master  ; 
uppn  the  art  military  ;  upon  agri- 
culture ;  and  we  have  still  extant  of 
his,  eight  books  "  De  Medicina," 
which  are  written  in  very  fine 
j  Latin. 

CEN'TLIVRE  (SUSANNAH)   a 
celebrated  comic   writer,    who   had 
i  so  early  a  turn  for  poetry,   that,   as 
one  of  her  biographers  tells  us,  she 
composed  a  song  before  she  was  se- 
ven years  old.    She  is  the  author  of 
15.  plays,  and  several  little  poems. 
Her  talent  was  comedy,  particularly 
the  contrivance   of  plots  and   inci- 
dents.     She  died  Dec.  i ,  1723. 

CERVANTES.  See  SAAVE- 
DKA. 

CERVETTO,  an  Italian  of  ex- 
traordinary character  in  the  muskal 
world.  JHc  played  the  bass  at  Dru- 
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ry  lane  Theatre,  ami  died  Jan.  14. 
1783,  in  his  1030!  year.  One 
evening,  when  Mr.  Garrkk  was 
performing  t!;e  character  of  sir 
John  Brule,  during  the  drunkard's 
inuttei  ing  and  dozing  till  he  falls 
fast  asleep  in  the  chair  (the  audience 
being  most  profoundly  silent  and  at- 
tentive to  the  admirable  performer). 
Cervetto  (in  the  orchestra)  uttered 
a  very  loud  and  immoderately- 
lengthened  yawn  !  The  moment 
Garrick  was  off  the  stage,  he  sent 
for  the  musician,  and,  with  consi- 
derable warmth,  reprimanded  him 
for  so  ill-tinjed  a  symptom  of  som- 
nolency; when  the  modern  Naso, 
•with  great  address,  reconciled  Gar- 
rick  to  him  in  a  trice,  by  saying, 
^'ith  a  shrug,  "  I  beg  ten  tousnnd 
pardon  !  but  I  always  do  so  ven  I 
sm  ver  inusch  please  !"  Mr.  Cervetto 
was  distinguished  among  his  friends 
of  the  galleries  by  the  ludicrous 
name  of  Nosey. 

CESAI.PJNUS,  a  celebrated  Ita- 
lian writer  on  Botany,  born  1519. 
diol  1603. 

CHAISE  (FATHER  DE  LA)  a 
Jesuit  of  uncommon  abilities,  and 
confessor  to  Lewis  XIV.  born  at 
Forex  in  the  province  of  Lyons, 
about  1626.  The  learned  Huetius; 
bishop  of  Avranches,  calls  him  ''  a 
man  incredibly  well  versed  in  all 
parts  of  learning,  of  philosophy  and 
divinity  in  particular." 

CHALCONDYLES  (D  E  M  E- 
TRIUS)  a  native  of  Athens,  and  one 
of  those  learned  men  whom  Pope 
Nicholas  V.  sent  to  Rome  to  trans- 
late the  Greek  authors  into  Latin. 
Under  his  inspection  and  care  was 
first  published  at  Florence,  in  1495, 
<he  "  Greek  Lexicon"  of  Suidas. 
He  died  about  1510. 

CHALONER    (SIR   THOMAS) 
horn  at   London   about   1515- 
yas   much  employed   m  embassies 
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and  negociations  with  foreign 
jourts  ;  and  died  1565,  leaving  be- 
hind him  a  work  called  "  The  right 
rdering  of  the  English  Republic." 
He  also  discovered  the  first  alum 
mines  in  England. 

CHAMBAU  D(LEWlS)author  of 
a  French  Dictionary  and  Grammar, 
ind  other  useful  school-books,  died 
1776. 

CHAMBERLAYNE(EDWARD) 
)orn  at  Odington  in  Gloucestershire 
1616,  died  1703.  He  wrote  many 
Jooks  ;  the  best  known  of  which  is, 
'  Anglise  Notitia :  or  the  Present 
State  of  England." 

CHAMBERLAYNE  (JOHN)  son 
of  the  preceding,  and  continuator 
of  that  useful  book  "  The  Present 
State  of  England,"  was  born  about 
1670,  and  died  in  1724,  having 
published  many  ingenious  critical, 
theological,  and  moral  works. 

CHAMBERS  (EPHRA1M)  au- 
thor of  the  celebrated  Dictionary  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  which  goes  under 
his  name,  was  born  at  Milton,  ia 
the  county  of  Westmorland.  When 
he  became  of  a  proper  age,  he  was 
put  apprentice  to  Mr.  Senex  the 
globe-maker,  a  business  which  is 
connected  with  literature,  and  espe- 
cially with  astronomy  and  geogra- 
phy. It  was  dming  Mr.  Chambers'* 
residence  with  this  skilful  mechanic, 
that  he  contracled  that  taste  for 
science  and  learning  which  accom- 
panied him  through  life,  and  di- 
recled  all  his  pursuits.  It  svas  even 
at  this  time  that  he  formed  the  de- 
sign of  his  grand  work,  the"  Cy- 
clopjedia  ;"  and  some  of  the  first 
article's  of  it  were  written  behind 
the  counter.  He  died  May  15, 
1740.  The  first  edition  of  the  Cy  = 
flopasdia  was  published  in  172^, in 
a  vols.  folio.  The  last  and  b<.;,t 
edition,  with  considerable  improve- 
ments, fcy  Dr.  Rees,  was  be-guu  ;o 
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te  published  in  wtekly  numbers  in 
1778,  and  has  been  long  since  com- 
pleted in  4  vols. 

CHAMBERS  (Sir  WILLIAM)  an 
eminent  architect,  whose  name  will 
be  transmitted  to  late  posterity  a? 
the  builder  of  that  great  national 
ornament  Somerset  Place.  This 
supeib  strufture  was  begun  in  1776, 
and  inhabited  in  1785.  Sir  William 
•was  by  birth  a  Swede,  but  was 
brought  over  to  England  at  two 
years  of  age.  He  wrote  an  excellent 
"  Treatise  on  Civil  Architecture,'' 
a  "  Dissertation  on  Oriental  Gar- 
dening," published  "  Designs  for 
Chinese  Buildings,"  &c.  and  died 
March  8,  i  7  96. 

CHAMPAGNE  (PHILIP  OF)  a 
celebrated  painter,  born  at  Jirussels 
1602,  died  1674. 

CHANDLER  (Mrs.  MARY)  an 
English  lady,  distinguished  by  her 
talent  for  poetry,  born  at  Malmes- 
bury  in  Wiltshire,  1687,  died  Sept. 

Hi  >745- 

CHANDLER     (SAMUEL)     an 

eminent  dissenting  minister  and 
theological  writer,  born  1693,  died 
1766. 

CHAPELAIN  (JOHN)  a  French 
poet,  born  1595,  chiefly  distin- 
guished himself  by  an  heroic  poem, 
called  "  La  Pucelle,  ou  France  De- 
livree,"  and  died  1674. 

CHAFELLE  (CLAUDE  EMA- 
Nb'EL  LULLIER)  a  celebrated 
French  poet,  born  1631.  Ke  is 
said  to  have  been  a  very  pleasant, 
but  withal  a  very  voluptuous  man, 
and  died  1686. 

CHAPMAN  (GEORGE)  born  in 
J557»  an('  highly  celebrated  in  his 
time  for  his  dramatic  writings  and 
poetry.  He  translated  "  Homer's 
Iliad  and  Odyssey,"  which  are  still 
looked  upon  with  some  respeft.  He 
wrote  17  dramatic  pieces,  and  died 
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CUAPMAN(J011N}  an  eminent 


English  divine,  critic,  and  vindi- 
cator of  the  Christian  religion 
against  Morgan,  Tindal,  and  others, 
was  born  in  i  704,  and  died  1784. 

CHAPMAN  (WILLIAM)  an 
Englishman,  who,  among  many 
other  useful  discoveries  and  im- 
provements, was  the  first  who, 
about  17,58,  gave  the  idea,  and 
at  sea  established  by  practice,  the 
invaluable  secret  of  making  salt 
water  fresh.  He  died  at  Newcastle 
Oct.  1793. 

CHAFPEL  (WILLIAM)  a  very 
learned  and  pious  divine,   bishop  of 
Cork,   Cloyne,    and    Ross,    in    Ire- 
land,  born  1582,   died  1649.     Ha 
published,  the  vcar  before  his  death, 
"  Methodus  Concionandi  ;"  that  is, 
•'  The  Method  of  Preaching;"  which 
j  for  its  usefulness  was  translated  into 
I  English.     To  this   bishop,    among 
i  other  divines,  has  been  ascribed  the 
coi.'! position  of  that  excellent  book 
"  The  Whole  Duty  of  Man." 

CHARDIN  (SIR  JOHN)  a  fa- 
mous voyager,  was  born  at  Paris 
1643;  but  came  to  London  upon 
the  revocation  of  the  edict  of  Nantz 
in  1685.  He  went  to  Persia  and 
the  £a?t  Indies,  and  trafficked  in 
jewels.  Charles  II.  king  of  Eng. 
iand,  conferred  upon  him  the  ho- 
nour of  knighthood.  He  died  at 
London  1713.  His  "  Voyages** 
have  always  been  much  esteemed, 
as  very  curious  and  very  true. 

CHARES,  an  ancient  statuary, 
who  immortalized  himself  by  the 
Colossus  of  the  Sun  at  Rhodes, 
which  has  been  reckoned  one  of  the 
seven  wonders  of  the  worl.l. 

CKARKE  (CHARLOTTE)  wa» 
youngest  daughter  of  Colley  Gibber 
the  player  and  afterwards  uoet  lau- 
reat.  At  e"i£ht  years  old  she  was 
put  to  school;  Liu  had  an  education 
more  suitable  to  a  boy  than  a  girl  ; 
and  as  she  grew  up  followed  the 
same- plan,  being  caere  frequently  ir» 
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the  stable  than  in  the  bed-chamber, 
and  mistress  of  the  curry-comb, 
though  ignorant  of  the  needle.  Her 
adventures  during  the  remainder  of 
her  life  are  nothing  but  one  varie- 
gated scene  of  distresses,  of  a  kind 
which  no  one  can  be  a  stranger  to, 
who  has  either  seen  or  read  ac- 
counts of  those  most  wretched  of 
all  human  bungs,  the  members  of 
a  mere  strolling  company  of  aclors. 
In  i  7  j5  she  came  to  London,  where 
she  published  the  "  Narrative  of 
her  own  Life;"  to  which  death  put 
a  period,  and  thereby  to  one  con- 
tinued course  of  misery,  the  evident 
consequence  of  folly,  imprudence, 
and  absurdities,  some  time  in  i  7  50,. 

CHARLEMAGNE,  or  Charles  1. 
Icing  of  France  by  succession,  and 
emperor  of  the  West  by  conquest 
in  800  (which  laid  the  foundation 
of  the  dynasty  of  the  Western 
Franks,  who  ruled  the  empire  472 
years,  till  the  time  of  Rodolphus 
.Auspergensis,  the  founder  of  the 
house  of  Austria).  Charlemagne 
was  as  illustrious  in  the  cabinet  as 
in  the  field;  and,  though  he  could 
not  write  his  name,  was  the  patron 
of  men  of  letters,  the  restorer  of 
learning,  and  a  wise  legislator;  he 
wanted  only  the  virtue  of  huma- 
nity to  render  him  the  mo-t  accom- 
plished of  men  ;  but  when  we  read 
cf  his  beheading  4500  Saxons  solely 
for  their  loyalty  to  their  prince  in 
opposing  his  conquests,  we  cannot 
think  he  merits  the  extravagant  en- 
comiums bestowed  on  him  by  some 
historians.  lie  died  814,  in  the 
74th  year  of  his  age. 

CHARLES  XII. (OF  SWEDEN) 
was  born  June  27,  1682;  and  set 
oft  in  the  style  and  with  the  spirit 
of  Alexander  the  Great.  His  pre- 
ceptor asking  him  what  he  thought 
of  that  hero?  "  I  think,"  says 
Charles,  "  that  I  should  ciiuse  to  be 
kke  him."—1;  Ay,  but,"  said  ihc 
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tutor,  "  he  only  lived  32  years."—* 
"  Ob,"answeied  the  prince,  "  that 
is  long  enough,  when  a  man  has 
conquered  kingdoms."  Impatient 
to  reign,  he  caused  himself  to  be 
declared  of  age  at  15  ;  and,  at  hi* 
coronation,  he  snatched  the  crown 
from  the  archbishop  of  Upsal,  and 
put  it  upon  his  head  himself,  with 
an  air  of  grandeur  which  struck  the 
people.  His  whole  reign  was  one 
continued  scene  of  warfare,  and 
concluded  at  the  siege  of  Fiede- 
rkkshall  in  Norway,  Dec.  17  iH; 
where,  as  he  was  visiting  the  woiks 
of  his  engineers  by  star-light,  he 
was  struck  upon  the  head  with  a 
ball,  and  killed  upon  the  spot. — 
He  might  be  called  the  Quixote  of 
the  North,  carrying  all  the  virtues 
of  the  hero  to  an  excess,  which 
made  them  as  dangerous  and  perni- 
cious as  the  opposite  vices:  His 
firmness  was  obstinacy  ;  his  libe- 
rality, piofusion  ;  his  courage, 
rashness;  his  severity,  cruelty  :  he 
i  was,  in  his  last  years,  less  a  king 
than  a  tyrant,  and  more  a  soldier 
than  a  hero.  The  projects  of  Alex- 
ander, whom  he  affcEit'd  to  imitate, 
were  not  only  wise,  but  wisely  ex- 
ecuted :  whereas  Charles,  knowing 
nothing  but  aims,  never  regulated 
any  of  his  movements  by  policy, 
according  to  the  exigencies  of  the 
conjuncture  ;  but  si. tiered  himself 
to  be  borne  along  by  a  brutal  cou- 
rage, which  often  led  him  into 
difficulties,  and  at  length  occasion- 
ed his  death.  He  was,  in  short,  a 
singular,  rather  than  a  great  man. 

L'lURNVCK  (STEPHEN)  an 
eminent  divine  among  the  piesby- 
tcrians  and  independents,  who  pub- 
lished his  wotks  in  2  vcls.  folio, 
and  died  in  1680. 

CHARRON  (PETER)  born  at 
Paris  i  54  i,  died  1603.  He  wrote 
a  book  called  "  Les  Trois  Veriies,." 
"  The  Three  Truths,"  which  he 
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published  in  1594.  These  three 
truths  are  the  following  :  i.  That 
there  is  a  God  and  a  true  religion; 
2.  That  of  all  religions  the  Chris- 
tian is  the  only  true  one;  3.  Th-it 
of  all  the  Christian  communions 
the  Roman  Catholic  is  the  only 
true  church.  His  celebrity,  how- 
ever, was  established  by  his  books 
"  Of  Wisdom,"  which  have  been 
tv.-ice  translated  into  English. 

CHASTEL  (.JOHN)  the  son  of  a 
woollen-draper  at  Paris,  attempted  to 
kill  Henry  IV.  of  France,  Dec.  27, 
1594.  This  prince,  having  taken 
a  journey  to  the  borders  of  Artois. 
was  returned  to  Paris  that  very  day. 
He  was  in  the  chamber  of  his  mis- 
tress Gabriella  d'Estree,  who  liver, 
then  at  the  hotel  de  Bouchage  ;  and 
as  he  was  going  to  embrace  Mon- 
tigni,he  was  struck  in  his  under  lip 
with  a  knife,  which  broke  a  tooth 
in  his  mouth.  John  Chastcl,  who 
gave  him  that  blow,  and  designed 
to  cut  his  throst,  was  then  but  18 
or  19  5 ears  old.  He  had  no  sooner 
given  it,  than  he  dropped  his  knife; 
and  hid  himself  in  the  crowd. 
Every  body  stood  amazed,  being  at 
a  loss  to  know  who  the  villain  was; 
and  he  was  likely  to  escape;  but 
somebody  happened  to  cast  an  eye 
upon  him,  and  he  was  taken  at  a 
venture;  the  wilciness  of  his  look, 
as  it  is  said,  betraying  him.— He 
was  sentenced  to  death  by  a  decree 
of  the  pst'iiament,  Dec.  ?g,  1504. 
aYid  S'.iffered  the  same  day  by  the 
li^ht  of  flambeaux.  Being  drawn 
en  a  sledge  to  la  Place  de  Greve 
(which  answers  to  what  we  used  to 
call  Tyburn),  he  there  had  the  Iks!) 
of  his  arms  and  thighs  torn  off  with 
ivd  hot  pincers;  and  his  right 
hand,  in  which  he  held  the  knife 
wherewith  he  endeavoined  to 
commit  the  murder,  cnt  off;  af- 
terwards his  body  was  drawn  and 
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quartered  by  four  horses  pulling  se- 
veral ways,  and  bis  members  and 
corpse  thrown  into  the  fire,  and 
burnt  to  ashes,  and  the  ashes  thrown 
up  into  the  air. 

'UUTELET  (\\ieMARCHIONESS) 
a  most  illustriou  •  French  writer  on 
philosophical  sir>jefts,  in  which  she 
is-  said  to  have  rivalled  Leibnitz 
and  Newton.  She  wrote  "  Insti- 
tutes of  Physks,"  a  •work  consi- 
dered as  a  masterpiece  of  elo- 
quence and  reasoning,  being  a  com- 
mentary on  Leibnitz's  philosophy. 
This  learned  lady  was  born  1706, 
and  died  1740. 

CHATTERTON  (THOMAS)  a 
mo^t  astonishing  genius,  born  at 
Bristol  Nov.  20,  175?,  and  edu- 
cated at  a  charity-school  on  St.  Au- 
gustin's  back,  where  nothing  more 
was  taught  than  reading,  writing, 
and  accounts.  At  14  years  of  a<:e 
he  was  articled  cltrk  to  an  attorney 
at  Bristol,  with  whom  he  continued 
about  three  years  ;  yet,  though  his 
education  was  thus  confined,  he 
discovered  an  early  turn  towards 
poetry  and  English  antiquities,  and 
particularly  towards  heraldry.— 
In  April  1770  he  left  Bristol,  dis- 
gusted with  his  profession,  and  ir- 
reconciieable  to  the  line  of  life  in 
which  he  was  placed  ;  and  coming 
to  London,  in  hopes  of  advancing 
his  fortune  by  his  pen,  he  sunk  at 
once  from  the  sublimity  of  his  views 
to  an  absolute  dependence  on  the  pa- 
tronage of  booksellers.  He  conti- 
nued to  write  incessantly  in  vari- 
ous periodical  publications;  but  all 
these  exertion?  c-f  his  genius  brought 
in  so  little  profit,  that  he  was  soon 
reduced  to  the  extremes!  indigence; 
so  that  at  last,  oppressed  with  po- 
verty  and  disease,  in  a  fit  of  de- 
«pair  he  put  an  end  to  his  existence, 
Aug.  1770,  with  a  dose  of  poison. 
In  1777  were  published,  in  one  vol. 
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Svo.  "  Focms,  supposed  to  have 
been  written  at  Bristol,  by  Thomas 
Rowley  and  others,  in  the  ijth 
century  :  the  greatest  part  now 
first  published  from  the  moat  au- 
thentic copies,  with  an  engraved 
specimen  of  one  of  the  MSS.  To 
which  are  added  a  preface,  an  in- 
troductory account  of  the  several 
pieces,  and  a  glossary."  And  in 
1778  were  published,  in  one  vol. 
Svo.  "  Miscellanies  in  Prose  and 
Verse,  by  Thomas  Chatterton,  the 
supposed  author  of  the  Poems  pub- 
lished under  the  names  of  Rowley, 
8cc."  Concerning  the  authenticity 
of  the  poems  under  the  name  of 
Rowley  (that  is,  whether  they  were 
really  written  by  a  person  of  that 
name,  or  were  only,  what  they  are 
now  generally  believed  to  be,  the 
forgeries  of  Chatte:  ton)  there  long 
existed  a  most  mighty  controversy, 
and  the  war  among  the  critics  haih 
yet  scarcely  subsided. 

CHAUCER  (GEOFFREY)  one 
of  the  greatest,  a*  well  as  most  an- 
cient of  the  English  poets,  was  born 
in  London  in  1328.  He  was  edu- 
cated at  Cambridge,  where  he  re- 
sided in  his  i8th  year  when  he 
wrote  the  "  Court  of  Lovr,"  and 
some  other  pieces.  His  distin- 
guished accomplishments,  both  of 
body  and  mind,  gained  him  the 
friendship  of  many  persons  of  dis- 
tinction, by  whom  he  was  drawn  to 
Court,  anrl  in  1368  he  was  made 
gentleman  of  the  king's  pri\y 
chamber.  In  1382,  having  given 
offence  to  the  clergy  by  adopting 
many  of  WicklifFe's  tenets,  he  was 
obliged  to  quit  the  kirgdom,  and  in 
Uainault,  France,  and  Zeeland,  he 
wrote  most  of  his  hooks.— His  ne- 
cessities forcing  him  to  return  to 
England,  he  was  discovered,  seized, 
and  sent  to  prison.  But  upon  dis- 
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covering  all  he  knew  of  the  late 
transactions  in  the  city,  he  was  dis- 
charged. This  confession  brought*' 
upon  him  a  heavy  load  of  calumny. 
To  give  vent  to  his  sorrow  at  this 
time,  he  wrote  his  "  Testament  of 
Love,"  in  imitation  of  "  Boethius 
de  Consolatione  Philosophize,"  and 
not  long  after  his  admirable  "  Tiea- 
tise  on  the  Astrolabe."  He  died 
Oct.  25>  1400,  and  was  buried  at 
\Vestminstcr-abbey,  in  the  great 
south-cross  aisle.  His  "  Canterbury 
Tales,"  the  most  considerable  of  his 
works,  have  been  incomparably 
well  published  by  Mr.  Tyrwhitt, 

CHAUXCY  (Slli  HENRYj,  an 
eminent  •  antiquarian,  author  of 
"  The  Antiquities  of  Hertford- 
shire," folio.  This  work,  which  is 
much  esteemed,  and  now  become 
very  scarce,  was  published  in  ivoor 
in  which  year  also  its  author, 
died. 

CH.WT1N  ( STEPHEN J  a  French 
Protestant  divine,  born  1640,  died 
1725.  His  principal  literary  pio- 
ductions  were,  "  A  Lexicon  Philo- 
sophicum,"  and  a  new  "  Journal 
(Its  Scavans." 

CHEEKE  (SIR  }OUN),  precep- 
tor to  Edward  VI.  and  a  critical 
writer  on  Greek  literature,  born 
1514,  died  1557. 

CHEMNITZ  (MARTIN)  a  Lu- 
theran divine,  born  at  Britzen,  in 
Brandenbourg,in  1522.  His  "  Exa- 
mination of  the  council  of  Trent" 
has  been  reckoned  a  very  masterly 
performance. 

CHESELDEN  (WILLIAM)  an 
eminent  English  surgeon  and  anato- 
mist, born  at  Soniciby  in  Leicester- 
shire, 1688.  So  early  as  the  age 
of  22,  lie  read  lectures  in  anatomy  : 
of  which  the  "  Syllabus"  was  first 
printed  in  1711,  and  afterwards  an- 
nexed to  his  "  Anatomy  of  the 
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Human  Body,"  printed  first  in 
1713,  8vo.  But  what  he  more 
particularly  attended  to,  was  the 
operation  of  cutting  for  the  stone. 
In  1722,  he  gained  striking  ap- 
plause in  this  way;  and  the  year 
after,  published  his  "  Treatise  on 
the  High  Operation  for  the  Stone." 
In  1728,  he  immortalized  himself 
by  giving  sight  to  a  lad  near  14 
years  old,  who  had  been  totally 
'blind  from  his  birth,  by  the  closure 
of  the  iris,  without  the  least  opening 
"for  light  in  the  pupil;  he  drew  up 
a  particular  account  of  the  whole 
process,  and  the  various  observa- 
tions made  by  the  patient,  after  he 
iiad  recovered  his  sight.  He  died 
April  10,  1752. 

CRESNE  (JOHNDUj,  a  French 
physician  and  writer  on  chemistry, 
died  1609.  Beside  his  professional 
works,  he  was  author  of  two  books 
in  verse  called  "  The  Folly  of  the 
\Vorld,"  and  "  The  Great  Miiror 
of  the  World." 

CHESNE  (ANDR"E  DU)  called 
the  father  of  French  history,  was 
born  in  Touraine  1584,  and 
crushed  to  death  by  a  cart,  as  he 
was  passing  from  Paris  to  his  coun- 
try house,  in  i6/;o.  "His  principal 
•work  was  "  Un  Recueil  des  Histo- 
riens  des  France." 

CHESTERFIELD  ('PHILIP. 
EARL  OF).  See  STANHOPE. 

CHETWODE  (KXIGHTLEYJ, 
dean  of  Gloucester,  author  of  a 
"  Life  of  Lord  Roscommori"  and  of 
several  poems,  died  1720. 

CHETWOOD  (WILLIAM  RU- 
FUS),  many  years  prompter  to 
Drury  Lane  Theatre,  author  of  some 
novels,  a  few  dramatic  pieces,  and 
a  book  of  small  merit,  called  "  A 
•General  History  of  the  Stage." 
He  is  supposed  to  have  died  about 
1761. 
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CHEVREAU  (URBAN)  born  at 
Loudun  in  France,  1613,  died  1701, 
He  wrote  "  A  History  of  the 
World,"  which  has  been  printed 
several  times,  and  translated  into 
several  languages. 

CHEYNE  (GKORGE)  an  emi- 
nent English  physician,  born  of  a 
good  family  in  Scotland,  1671,  and 
educated  at  Edinburgh,  under  Dr. 
Pitcairn.  He  passed  his  youth  in 
close  study  and  great  abstemious- 
ness ;  but  coming  to  London  when 
about  30,  and  finding  the  bottle 
companions,  the  younger  gentry  and 
free-livers,  to  be  the  most  easy  cf 
access,  and  most  susceptible  of 
friendship,  he  changed  his  course 
with  a  view  to  force  a  trade,  till 
he  at  length  grew  excessively  fat, 
short-breath'd,  lethargic,  and  list- 
less, and  swelled  to  such  an  enor- 
mous size,  that  he  exceeded  32 
stone  in  weight.  Having  tried  aJl 
the  power  of  medicine  in  vain,  he 
resolved  at  last  to  use  a  milk  and 
vegetable  diet,  which  removed  his 
complaints.  His  size  was  reduced 
to  almost  one  third ;  he  recovered 
his  strength,  activity,  and  cheerful- 
ness, with  the  free  and  perfeft  use 
of  his  faculties ;  and  by  a  regular 
observance  of  this  regimen,  he 
reached  a  mature  period;  for  he 
died  at  Bath  in  his  72cl  year.  He 
wrote,  among  other  things,  "  An 
Essay  on  Health  and  long  Life." 
"  An  Essay  of  the  true  Nature  and 
due  Method  of  treating  the  Gout." 
"  A  new  Theory  of  acute  and  slow 
continued  Fevers."  "  Philosophical 
Principles  of  Religion,  Natural  and 
Revealed,  in  two  parts."  "  The 
English  Malady  ;  or,  a  Treatise  of 
Nervous  Diseases  of  all  kinds,  in 
three  parts." 

CHEYHEL  (FRANCIS),  a  non- 
conformist physician  an4  contr«« 
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versial  writer,  chitily  against  Chil- 
lingworth,born  1608,  died  1665. 

CHICHLEY,  or  CH1CHELY 
(HENRY)  archbishop  of  Canter- 
bury^  Jaarn  at  Higham  Ferrers  in 
Northamptonshire,  founded  and  en- 
dowed  All  Souls  College,  Oxford, 
and  died  April  12,  1443. 

CHILD  (SIR  JOSUH,  BART.) 
author  of  a  well  written  "  Es- 
say on  Trade,"  died  Jan.  21, 
1703,  leaving  a  son,  who  was  in 
1718  created  viscount  Castel- 
maine,  and  in  1731  earl  Tylney. 
The  title  of  Tylney  is  now  ex- 


CHILLINGWORTH  (  WIL- 
LIAM)  a  divine  of  the  church  of 
England,  celebrated  for  his  skill 
in  defending  the  cause  of  Protes- 
tants against  Papists,  born  at  Ox- 
ford 1602,  died  1644.  His  most 
important  work  is,  "  A  free  En- 
quiry into  Religion." 

CHRISTIE  (WILLIAM),  a  teach- 
er of  the  classics  at  Montrose  in 
Scotland,  wrote  a  ''  Latin  Gram- 
mar," and  an  "  Introduction  to  the 
making  of  Latin,"  and  died  1774, 
aged  44. 

CHRISTINA,  queen  of  Sweden, 
and  daughter  of  Gustavus  Adol- 
phus  the  Great,  born  Dec.  8,  1626. 
She  succeeded  him  in  the  govern- 
ment of  the  kingdom  in  1633, 
and  governed  it  with  great  wisdom 
and  prudence  till  1654,  when  she 
resigned  it  in  favour  of  her  cousin 
Charles  Gustavus.  She  then  chang- 
ed her  religion  for  tint  of  the  Ro- 
inish  church,  and  retired  to  Rome  ; 
yet  upon  the  death  of  Charles  Gus- 
tavus, which  happened  in  1660, 
she  returned  to  Sweden,  with  an  in- 
tent to  resume  the  government. 
But  this  could  not  be  admitted,  be- 
cause, by  the  laws  and  consitution 
of  tiie  land,  Roman  Catholics  are 
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excluded  from  the  crown.  She  died 
at  Rome  1689. — She  was  a  woman 
of  uncommon  parts,  and  as  uncom- 
mon learning ;  for  she  understood 
several  languages,  and  was  a  per- 
fedl  mistress  in  the  belles  lettres. 

CHRYSIPPUS,  a  celebrated  stoic 
philosopher,  born  at  Soli,  a  city  of 
Cilicia,  wrote  a  great  many  books, 
above  700  as  we  are  told,  several 
of  which  belonged  to  logic.  He 
died  in  the  143d  Olympiad;  and 
had  a  monument  erected  to  him 
among  those  of  the  illustrious  Athe- 
nians. 

CHRYSOSTOM  (JOHN)  so  cal- 
led from  his  eloquence,  was  born  at 
Antioch  of  a  noble  family,  about 
3  5 4,  consecrated  bishop  of  Constan- 
tinople in  398,  and  died  4  17.  The 
works  of  this  father  are  very  volu« 
minons. 

CHUBB  (THOMAS)  born  1679. 
He  was  bred  a  glover,  but  became 
tolerably  versed  in  mathematics, 
geography,  and  many  other  bran- 
ches of  science.  But  divinity  above 
all  was  his  favourite  study;  and 
|  it  is  said,  that  a  little  society  was 
formed  at  Salisbury,  under  the  ma- 
nagement and  direftion  of  Chubb,  for 
the  purpose  of  debating  upon  reli- 
gious subjcfts.  Here  the  scriptures 
are  reported  to  have  been  read 
under  the  guidance  of  some  com- 
mentator ;  and  every  man  delivered 
his  sentiments  upon  all  points  free- 
ly, and  without  reserve.  About 
this  time  the  controversy  upon  the 
Trinity  was  carried  on  very  warmly 
between  Clarke  and  \Vateiland  ; 
and  falling  under  the  cognizance  of 
this  theological  assembly,  Chubb,  at 
the  request  of  the  members,  drew 
up  and  arranged  his  sentiments  about 
it,  in  a  kind  of  dissertation  :  which, 
after  it  had  undergone  some  correc- 
tion, appeared  to  the  world,  under 
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the  title  of  "  The  Supremacy  of  the 
Father  asserted,  &c."  and  gained 
him  great  celebrity.  He  died  at,! 
Salisbury,  in  his  68th  year,  leaving 
behind  him  2  vols.  of  posthumous 
works,  which  he  calls  "  A  Farewell 
to  his  Readers,"  from  which  we 
may  fairly  form  this  judgment  of 
his  opinions:  "that  he  had  little  or 
no  belief  of  revelation;  indeed  he 
plainly  rejects  the  Jewish  revela- 
tion, and  consequently  the  Chris- 
tian, which  is  founded  upon  it  ;  that 
he  disclaims  a  future  judgment, 
and  is  very  uncertain  as  to  any  fu- 
ture state  of  existence;  that  a  par- 
ticular providence  is  not  deducible 
from  the  phasnomena  of  the  world, 
and  therefore  that  prayer  cannot  be 
proved  a  duty,  &c.  &c. 

CHUDLEIGH  (LADY  MARY),  a 
poet  and  miscellaneous  writer,  born 
1656,  died  1710. 

CHURCHILL  (JOHN)  duke  of 
Marlborough,  and  prince  of  the 
Koly  Roman  empire,  was  eldest 
son  of  sir  Winston  Churchill,  and 
born  at  Ashe  in  Devonshire,  en 
Midsummer-day  in  1650.  As  a 
commander  in  chief  of  the  British 
army,  he  stands  yet  unrivalled;  but 
the  nature  of  our  work  will  not  al- 
low us  to  relate  all  the  military  ach 
in  which  he  was  engaged  :  it  is  suf- 
ficient to  say,  that,  numerous  as 
they  were,  they  were  all  successful. 
He  died  June  16,  1722.  at  Wind- 
sor lodge,  and  was  buried  in  West- 
minster-abbey. 

CHURCHILL  (CHARLES)  an 
English  poet  and  celebrated  satirist, 
born  1731,  and  bred  to  the  church. 
His  first  poem  was,  "  The  Ros- 
ciad,"  which  by  the  justness  of  its 
remarks,  and  particularly  the  se- 
verity of  the  satire,  greatly  excited 
the  public  curiosity.  His  next  per- 
formance was,  "  An  Apology  to 
the  Critical  Reviewers  ;"  a  per- 
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formance  much  applauded  also,  and 
equally  satirical  with  the  former  — 
But  what  fame  he  got  by  these  pro- 
ductions, which  was  indeed  very- 
great  and  deserved,  he  lost  by  his 
morals ;  and  while  his  writings 
amused  the  town,  his  actions  dis- 
gusted it.  Drunk  with  success, 
he  now  quitted  his  wife,  and,  re- 
signing his  £own  with  all  clerical 
functions,  commenced  a  man  of  the 
town,  and  indulged  in  all  the  gai- 
ties  and  even  vices  of  it.  His  next 
poem  was  intituled,  "  Night;"  and 
after  that  he  published  "The  Ghost." 
Dr.  Johnson,  the  author  of  the 
"  Rambler,"  had,  it  seems,  spoken 
lightly  of  Churchill's  productions: 
In  this  poem  he  has  described  John- 
son under  the  character  of  Pornposo, 
and  the  description  is  allowed  to 
have  merit.  The  poems,  "Night" 
and  "  The  Ghost,"  had  not  the  ra- 
pid sale  expected  by  the  author ; 
but  "  The  Prophecy  of  Famine," 
which  succeeded,  produced  him 
again  in  all  his  lustre.  He  after- 
wards  published  his  "  Epistle  to 
Hogarth,"  "  Gotham,"  "  Independ- 
ence," "The  Times,"&.c.  and  died 
at  Boulogne,  Nov.  5,  1764. 

CHURCHYARD  (THOMAS)  an 
English  poet,  principally  known  by 
"  The  Worthies  of  Wales,"  a  book 
in  its  time  greatly  esteemed.  He 
died  about  1570. 

CIBBER  (COLLEY)  poet  lau- 
reat  to  George  II.  comedian,  and 
dramatic  writer,  born  Nov.  6, 
1671.  "The  Careless  Husband" 
is  reckoned  his  best  play,  and  was 
afted  in  1704,  with  great  and  de- 
served success.  —  But  of  all  his 
plays,  none  was  of  more  import- 
ance to  himself,  than  his  comedy 
called  "  The  Nonjuror  ;"  which 
was  acted  in  1717,  and  dedicated 
to  the  king  ;  for  when  he  presented 
it  to  George  1.  that  monarch  or- 
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dered  him  200!.  and  the  merit  of 
it,  as  he  himself  confesses,  made  him 
poet  laureat  jn  1730.  The  same 
year  he  quitted  the  stage,  though 
he  did  not  die  till  Dec.  1757.  He 
did  not  succeed  in  writing  tragedy, 
any  more  than  he  did  in  afling  it ; 
nor  in  his  laureate  capacity,  his  odes 
not  partaking  of  that  genius  and 
spirit  which  he  has  shewn  in  his  co- 
medies. 

GIBBER  (THEOPHILUS)  a 
comedian,  and  son  of  the  above, 
\vasborn  in  1703.  After  leading 
a  life  of  unbounded  extravagance 
he  was,  in  the  winter  of  1757, 
engaged  by  Mr.  Sheridan  to  go  over 
to  Dublin,  and  perished  by  ship- 
wieck  on  his  passage.  His  name 
appears  to  "  The  Lives  of  the  Poets 
of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  1753," 
5  vols.  i  2mo. ;  the  real  compiler, 
however,  was  Mr.  Robert  Shiels, 
an  amanuensis  of  Dr.  Johnson. 
In  the  dramatic  way  he  has  altered 
for  the  stage  three  pieces  of  other 
authors,  and  produced  one  of  his 
own. 

ClBBER  (SUSANNA  MARIA) 
xvho  for  several  years  was  reckoned 
not  only  the  best  aftress  in  Eng- 
land, but  supposed  by  many  to  ex- 
cel the  celebrated  mademoiselle 
Clairon  of  the  continent,  was  the 
daughter  of  an  eminent  upholsterer 
in  Covent-garden,  and  sister  to  Dr. 
Thomas  Augustin  Arne,  celebrated 
for  his  taste  in  musicalcomposition. 
Her  fiist  appearance  on  the  stage 
ivas  as  a  singer,  in  which  light  the 
sweetness  of  her  voice  rendered  her 
very  conspicuous.  In  April  1734, 
she  married  Theophilus  Gibber, 
who,  luxurious,  prodigal,  and  rapa- 
cious after  money  to  gratify  a  thou- 
sand calls  from  passion  or  vanity, 
soon  resolved  to  make  a  sacrifice  of 
what  every  honest  man  holds  dear, 
the  honour  of  his  wife.  With  this

view  therefore  he  cemented  the 
closest  friendship  with  a  gentleman, 
whom  he  introduced  to  his  wife, 
recommended  to  her,  gave  them 
frequent  interviews,  and  e\en  saw 
them  put,  as  if  by  accident,  in  the 
same  bed.  All  this  appeared  upon 
the  trial  afterwards  commenced  by 
himself  for  criminal  correspondence, 
wherein  he  laid  his  damages  at 
5000!.  How  the  jury  looked  upon 
this  affair,  may  be  seen  by  their 
verdic't,  which  only  gave  the  plain- 
tiff lol.  costs:  a  sum  not  sufficient 
to  reimburse  him  a  fortieth  part  of 
his  expences,  Mrs.  Gibber  thence- 
forth resided  apart  from  her  con- 
temptible consort,  till  she  died  Jan. 
30,  1766. 

CICERO  (MARCUS  TULLIUS) 
one  of  the  greatest  men  of  antiqui- 
ty, whether  we  consider  him  as  an 
orator,  a  statesman,  or  a  philoso- 
pher, was  born  Jan.  3,  in  the 
647111  year  of  Rome,  about  107 
years  before  Christ.  In  his  very 
active  life,  the  most  striking  inci- 
dent is  his  detection  of  the  conspi- 
racy of  Catiline  and  his  accompli- 
ces for  the  subversion  of  the  com- 
monwealth, during  Cicero's  con- 
sulship. For  his  conduft  in  this 
affair  he  was  honoured  with  the 
glorious  title  of  "  Pater  Fatrias,'* 
Father  of  his  Country.  He  was 
killed  on  the  7th  of  December, 
about  10  days  from  the  settlement 
of  the  triumvirate,  after  he  fiad 
lived  63  years,  i  i  months,  and 
five  days.  His  works  will  ever  be 
the  standard  of  true  eloquence, 
and  his  philosophical  treatises  are 
an  invaluable  treasure  of  good 
sense,  virtue,  and  true  philosophy. 
See  FULVIA. 

CINCINNATI^,  the  Roman  dic- 
tator, taken  from  the  plough,  to 
be  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  con- 
sul, in  which  office  he  restored  pub- 
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lie  tranquillity,  and  then  returned 
to  his  rural  employments.  Being 
called  forth  a  second  time,  to  be 
diflator,  he  conquered  the  enemies 
of  Rome,  and,  refusing  all  rewards, 
retired  again  to  his  farm,  after  he 
had  been  dictator  only  sixteen  days  : 
the  same  circumstances  occurred 
once  more  in  the  Both  year  of  his 
age.  He  was  born  4,56,  and  died 
376  B.C. 

CIPRIANI  (JOHN  BAPTIST)  a 
very  eminent  painter.  He  was  an 
Italian  by  birth,  but  most  distin- 
guished as  an  artist  in  London, 
where  he  became  a  royal  academi- 
cian, and  died  Dec.  1.5,  1785, 
aged  58.  He  was  interred  in  Chel- 
sea burial  ground,  where  is  an  ele- 
gant Latin  inscription  to  his  me- 
mory. 

C'LAIRAULT  (ALEXIS)  mem- 
ber of  the  French  academy  of  Sci- 
ences, and  one  of  the  most  illus- 
trious mathematicians  in  Europe, 
died  1765.  He  was  one  of  the 
academicians  who  were  sent  into 
the  north  to  determine  the  figure  of 
the  earth. 

CLARKE  (DR.  SAMUEL)  a 
very  celebrated  English  philosopher 
and  divine,  born  at  Norwich  1675, 
died  May  17,  1729.  His  works  arc 
very  numerous. 

CLARKE  (WILLIAM)  a  divine 
and  antiquary,  born  1696,  died 

1771. 

CLAUDE,  of  Lorrain,  a  fa- 
mous landscape  painter,  born  in 
1600,  and  sent  to  school;  but 
proving  extremely  dull  and  heavy, 
he  was  soon  taken  thence,  and  bound 
apprentice  to  a  pastry-cook,  with 
whom  he  served  out  his  time. 
Afterwards  he  went  with  some 
young  fellows  to  Rome,  with  a  view 
of  getting  a  livelihood  there  ;  but 
being  unable  to  speak  the  language, 
and  withal  very  ill-bred,  nobody 
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cared  to  set  him  to  work.  Chance 
brought  him  at  length  to  Augustino 
Trasso,  who  hired  him  to  pound 
bis  colours,  clean  his  pallet  and 
pencils,  look  after  his  house,  dress 
his  meat  for  him,  and  do  all  his 
household  drudgery;  for  Augustino 
kept  no  other  servant.  His  master, 
hoping  to  make  him  serviceable  to 
him  in  some  of  his  greatest  works, 
taught  him  by  degrees  the  rules  of 
perspective,  and  the  elements  of  de- 
sign. Claude  at  first  did  not  know 
what  to  make  of  those  principles 
of  art ;  but  being  encouraged,  and 
not  failing  in  application,  he  cams 
at  length  to  understand  them,  then 
his  soul  enlarged  itself  apace,  and 
he  cultivated  the  art  with  wonder- 
ful eagerness.  He  removed  his 
study  to  the  banks  of  the  Tiber, 
and  into  the  open  fields,  where  he 
would  continue  from  morning  to 
night,  taking  all  his  lessons  from 
Nature  herself;  and  by  many  years 
diligent  imitation  of  that  excellent 
mistress,  he  climbed  to  the  highest 
step  of  perfection  in  landscape  paint- 
ing. His  memory  was  so  good, 
that  he  would  paint  with  great  ac- 
curacy when  he  got  home,  what 
he  had  seen  abroad.  He  has  been 
universally  admired  for  his  inven- 
tion, the  delicacy  of  his  colouring, 
and  the  charming  variety  and  ten- 
derness of  his  tints  ;  for  his  artful 
distribution  of  the  lights  and  sha- 
dows, for  his  wonderful  conduft  in 
the  disposition  of  his  figures,  and 
for  the  harmony  of  his  compo- 
sitions. Claude  was  employed  by 
Pope  Urban  VIII.  and  many  of  the 
Italian  princes,  in  adorning  their 
palaces.  He  died  in  1682,  and  was 
buried  at  Rome. 

CLAUDIANUS  (CLAUDIUS)  a 

Latin  Poet,  flourished  in  the  fourth 

century,  under  the  emperor    Theo- 

dosius  and  his  sons  Arcadius    and 

L  a 
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Honorius ;  the  two  latter  of  whom, 
at  the  senate's  request,  ordered  a 
statue  to  be  ereficd  for  him  in  Tra- 
jan's forum  :  on  which  was  soon  af- 
ter placed  the  following  epigram  in 
Greek  : 

*'  Rome  and  she  Caesars  here  his  statue 

"  raise, 
"  Who  Virgil's  genius  join'cl  to  Homer's 

"  lays." 

CLAVIUS  (CHRISTOPHER) 
an  eminent  mathematician,  horn  in 
Germany  1.537,  and  considered  as 
the  Euclid  of  his  age.  He  died  at 
Rome  in  16(2. 

CLEJNTHES,  a  stoic  philoso- 
pher, disciple  of  Zeno,  flourished 
at  Athens  B.  C.  240.  He  main- 
tained himself  in  the  day  by  work- 
ing in  the  night;  and  being  once 
questioned  by  the  magistrates  how 
he  subsisted,  he  brought  a  woman 
for  whom  he  kneaded  bread,  and  a 
gardener  for  whom  he  drew  water; 
and  refused  a  piesent  offered  him 
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CLELAND(JOHN)  was  the  son 
of  col.  C.  that  celebrated  fictitious 
member    of    the    Spectator's    Club 
whom    Steele    describes    under  the 
name  of  Will  Honeyccmbe.      He 
was  sent  early  in   life    as  consul  to 
Smyrna,    where,  perhaps,    he  tir^t 
imbibed  those  loose  principles  which 
in  his  "  Memoirs  of  a  Woman  of 
Pleasure"    are    so    dangerously   ex- 
emplified.    For  this  publication  he 
was  called  before  the  privy  council: 
and  it  being   found  that  distressed, 
circumstances   had  induced   him  to 
write    it  for  some   infamous  book- 
seller, John  earl  Granville,  the  then 
president,  nobly  rescued  him    from 
the  like  temptation,  by  getting  him 
a  pension  of  100!.  per  year,  which 
he  enjoyed  to  his  death,  and  which 
had  so  much  the  desired  effect,  that, 
except  "  The  Memoirs  of  a   Cox- 
comb," which    has  some  smack  of 
dissipated  manners,  and  "  The  Man 
of  Honour,"  written   as  an  amende

niily,  and  jointly  to  govern  the 
Egyptian  kingdom.  They  were 
both  very  young,  Cleopatra  the 
eldest  being  only  17,  and  there- 
fore he  committed  them  to  the  tu- 
ition of  the  Roman  senate.  They 
could  not  however  agree,  either  to 
be  married,  or  "to  reign  together, 
and  the  cause  was  brought  to  Ju- 
lius Caesar's  hearing,  and  advocates. 
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on  both  sides  were  appointed  to 
plead  the  matter  before  him.  But 
Cleopatra,  hearing  that  Caesar  was 
unboundedly  fond  of  women,  laid  a 
plot  to  attach  him  first  to  her  per- 
son, and  next  tn  her  cause.  Send- 
ing to  Caesar  therefore,  she  desired 
that  she  might  be  permitted  to  plead 
her  cause  herself  before  him.  This 
being  granted,  she  came  secretly 
into  the  port  of  Alexandria  in  a 
small  skiff  toward  the  dusk  of  the 
evening,  caused  herself  to  be  tied  up 
in  her  bedding,  and  thus  to  be  car- 
ried to  Cseiar's  apartment  on  the 
hack  of  one  of  her  servants.  Cassar 
was  too  sensible  of  the  charms  of 
beauty,  not  to  be  touched  with  those 
of  Cicopatra.  To  be  short,  Cassar 
slept  with  her  that  very  night ;  and 
is  supposed  to  have  had  by  her  a 
son,  who  was  afterwards  from  bis 
name  called  Cassarion.  The  next 
morning  he  sent  for  Ptolemy,  and 
pressed  him  to  receive  his  sister 
upon  her  own  terms:  but  Ptolemy 
perceiving,  that,  instead  of  a  judge, 
he  was  become  her  advocate,  appeal- 
ed to  the  people,  and  put  the  whole- 
city  in  an  uproar.  A  war  com- 
menced; and  the  matter  being  soon 
determined  by  a  battle,  in  which 
Caesar  came  oif  conqueror,  Flolemy, 
on  his  endeavouring  to  escape  over 
the  Nile  in  a  boat,  was  sunk  with 
it,  and  drowned  in  that  river.  Cas- 
sar then  settled  the  kingdom  upon 
Ckopatra.  She  however  followed 
Cxsar  to  Rome,  and  was  there 
\vhen  he  was  killed  in  the  senate- 
house  :  but  being  terrified  by  that 
event,  and  the  subsequent  dis- 
orders of  the  city,  fled  with  great 
precipitation. — After  the  battle  of 
Philippi,  she  was  summoned  by  An- 
tony to  answer  an  accusation  against 
her,  as  if  she  had  favoured  the  in 
terestof  Cassia.  She  had  indeed 
done  so  in  some  measure ;  she  de- 
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sended  however  on  her  wit  and 
jeauty  ;  and  persuaded  herself,  that 
those  charms,  with  which  she  had 
conquered  Caesai's  heart,  were  still 
powerful  enough  to  conquer  An- 
tony's; for  she  was  not  \  et  above 
26  years  of  age.  Full  of  these  as- 
surances, she  went  to  Antony,  and, 
jy  her  arts  and  the  charms  of  her 
person,  drew  him  into  those  snares, 
which  held  him  enslaved  to  her  as 
long  as  he  lived,  and  finally  caused 
tris  death.  Having  at  last  fallen 
nto  the  hands  of  her  enemy  Ocla- 
vius  Cassar,  who  meant  to  expose 
her  in  triumph  to  the  Romans,  she 
caused  herself  to  be  bitten  by  an 
asp,  which  was  brought  to  her  con- 
cealed in  a  basket  of  figs  ;  and  thus 
died  this  princess,  whose  wit  and 
beauty  made  so  much  noise  in  the 
world,  after  she  had  reigned  from 
the  death  of  her  father  22  years, 
and  lived  39. 

CLERC  (JOHN  LE)  a  celebra- 
ted philosophical  and  theological 
writer  and  universal  scholar,  born 
at  Geneva  1657,  died  1736. 

CLIFFORD  (GEORGE)  earl  of 
Cumberland,  a  celebrated  English 
navigator,  born  1558,  died  1605. 

CL1VE  (ROBERT  LORD)  an 
eminent  East  India  governor  and  a 
striking  instance  of  the  inefficiency 
of  wealth  or  external  honours  to 
confer  happiness,  was  born  1735, 
and  died,  as  is  said,  by  his  own 
hand,  Nov.  22,  >  77  !• 

CLIVE  (CATHERINE)  an  emi. 
nent  attress  in  low  comedy,  died 
1785. 

CLUVERIUS  (PHILIP)  a  cele- 
brated geographer,  born  at  Damzic, 
i  580,  died  at  Leyden  1623. 

COBR  (SAMUEL}  author  of 
"  Observations  upon  Virgil,"  and  a 
"  Collection  of  Poems,"  in  8vo. 
1700  ;  died  1713. 

COB  DEN   (Dr.  EDWARD)    an 

i  Bl  15  8  ;i 
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eminent  English  divine  and  theo- 
logical writer,  born  about  1684, 
died  1764. 

COCKAINE  (Sir-  ASTON)  a  dra- 
matic writer,  born  1606,  died 
1684. 

COCKER  (EDWARD)  deservedly 
reckoned  one  of  the  improvers  of 
the  arts  of  writing  and  arithmetic, 
d:e;l  1677,  having  published  14 
copy-books  engraved  by  his  own 
hand  ;  some  books  on  Vulgar  and 
Decimal  Arithmetics  ;  a  small  Dic- 
tionary; and  a  book  of  Sentences 
for  writing,  called  Cocker's  Morals. 

COCKRAN  (WILLIAM)  a  very 
eminent  painter  in  Scotland,  born 
1738,  died  Oa.  23,  1785. 

COCKBURN  (CATHERINE) 
born  1679,  gave  marks  of  a  genius 
for  poetry  before  she  had  passed 
her  childhood:  and  in  her  i/th 
year  produced  a  tragedy  called, 
"  Agnes  de  Castro,"  which  was  aft- 
ed  in  1695.  In  1698,  she  brought 
a  second  trngedy  upon  the  stage, 
and  in  1701  a  third  tragedy  and  a 
comedy.  But  poetry  and  dramatic 
•writing  were  the  least  of  this  lady's 
talents:  she  had  a  great  and  philo- 
sophic turn  of  mind,  and  wrote  a 
defence  of  Locke's  "  Essay  on  the 
HumanUndemanding/'againstsome 
remarks  which  had  been  made  upon 
it  at  several  times  by  Dr.  Burnet  of 
the  Charter-house.  This  defence 
was  finished  as  early  as  Drc.  1701, 
•when  she  was  but  a 2  years  of  age. 
She  died  in  i  749. 

COFFEY (CHARLES)  a  dramatic 
•writer,  principally  known  by  his 
farce  of  "  The  Devil  to  Pay,"  died 

»745- 

COHORN  (MEMNON)  a  very 
celebrated  Dutch  engineer,  and  au- 
thor of  a  treatise  in  the  Flemish 
language  on  the  "  Method  of  forti- 
fying Places,"  born  1632,  died 
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COKE  (SIR  EDWARD)  lord 
chief  justice  of  England,  and  one 
of  the  most  eminent  lawyers  this 
kingdom  has  produced,  was  born  at 
Mileham  in  Norfolk  1549,  and  died 
at  Stoke  Pogey's  in  Bucks,  Sept. 
3,  1634.  Sir  Edward  had  great 
quickness  of  parts,  deep  penetra- 
tion, a  faithful  memory,  and  a  solid 
judgment.  He  committed  every 
thing  to  writing  with  an  industry 
beyond  example,  and  published  a 
great  deal.  He  met  with  many 
changes  of  fortune  ;  was  sometimes 
in  power,  and  sometimes  in  dis- 
grace. He  was  however  so  excel. 
lent  at  making  the  best  of  a  dis- 
grace, that  king  James  used  to  com- 
pare him  to  a  cat,  who  always  fell 
upon  her  legs.  "  His  learned  and 
laborious  works  on  the  laws,"  says 
Fuller,  [Worthies,  p.  25  i.]  "  will 
be  admired  by  judicious  posterity, 
while  Fame  has  a  trumpet  left  her, 
or  any  breath  to  blow  therein." 
His  principal  works  are,  "  Reports 
of  cases  during  the  most  happy 
reign  of  the  most  illustrious  and  re- 
nowned queen  Elizabeth,  the  foun- 
tain of  all  justice  and  the  life  of  the 
taw  ;"  "  A  Book  of  Entiies  ;"  and 
his  "  Institutes." 

COLBERT  (JOHN  BAPTIST) 
marquis  of  Segnelai,  one  of  the 
greatest  statesmen  that  France  ever 
had,  was  born  at  Paris  1619,  and 
died  1683.  He  was  a  pattern  for 
all  ministers  of  state  :  and  every 
nation  may  wish  itself  blessed  with 
a  Colbert. 

COLE  (WILLIAM)  born  at  Ad- 
derbury  in  Oxfordshire  about  1626, 
was  the  most  famous  botanist  of  his 
time.  In  1656,  he  published  "The 
Art  of  Singling,"  and  in  1657, 
"  Adam  in  Eden,  or  Nature's  Pa- 
radise," and  died  in  1662. 

COLES  (ELISHA)  born  1640, 
became  one  of  the  ushers  of  Mer- 
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chant-Taylor's  school,  and  wrote 
several  useful  and  necessary  books 
for  the  instruction  of  beginner?, 
the  principal  of  which  were,"  The 
complete  English  Schoolmaster," 
"  The  newest,  plainest,  and  shortest 
Short-hand,"  "  Nolens  volens  ;  or, 
you  shall  make  Latin  whether  you 
will  or  no,  containing  the  plainest 
directions  for  that  purpose,"  "  An 
English  Diaionary"  and  "  An  Eng- 
lish-Latin, and  Latin-English  Dic- 
tionary." 

COLET  (DR.  JOHN)  a  learned 
English  divine,  born  in  London 
1466,  was  the  eldest  son  of  sir 
Henry  Colet,  knt.  twice  lord-mayor, 
who  had,  beside  him,  21  children. 
Being  dean  of  St.  Paul's,  and  having 
a  very  plentiful  estate  without  any 
near  relations,  (for  numerous  as  his 
brethren  were,  they  were  all  dead 
and  buried)  he  resolved,  in  the  midst 
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Guise's  domestics,  in  the  beginning 
of  the  horrid  massacre  of  Paris  on 
the  eve  of  St.  Bartholomew 's-day, 


COLLIER  (JEREMY)  an  emi- 
nent English  divine,  born  1650, 
died  1726.  He  published"  Essays 
upon  several  moral  Subjetls,"  which 
have  passed  through  several  edi- 
tions. In  1698  he  made  an  at- 
tempt to  reform  the  stage,  by  pub- 
lishing his  "  Short  View  of  the 
Immorality  and  Profaneness  of  the 
English  Stage,"  and  other  pamphlets. 
This  engaged  him  in  a  controversy 
with  the  wits;  and  Congreve  and 
Vanbrugh,  whom,  with  manyothers, 
he  had  taken  to  task  very  severely, 
appeared  openly  against  him.  In 
this  controversy  with  the  stage, 
Collier  exerted  himself  to  the  ut- 
most advantage;  his  labours  were 
attended  with  success,  and  aclually

dained that  there  should  be  in  this 
school  an  high  master,  a  surmaster, 
and  a  chaplain,  who  should  teach 
gratis  1 53  children  divided  into 
eight  classes  ;  and  he  endowed  it 
with  lands  and  houses,  amounting 
then  to  1221.48.  yd.  halfpenny  per 
annum,  of  which  endowment  he 
made  the  company  of  mercers  trus- 
tees. He  died  Sept.  16,  15:9. 

COLIGNI  (GASPARD  DE)  a 
celebrated  admiral  of  France,  who 
bravely  supported  the  cause  of  the 
French  protestants  against  the  duke 
of  Guise  and  his  adherents,  and  af- 
ter several  victories  gained  over 
their  persecutors,  was  at  last  basely 
assassinated  by  one  of  the  duke  cf 
8 


entirely  owing  to  the  animadver- 
sions of  Collier.  Collier  also  pub- 
lished "  An  Ecclesiastical  History 
of  Great  Britain,"  2  vols.  folio, 
which  is  written  with  great  judg- 
ment ;  and  translated  Moreri's 
"  Historical,  Geographical,  Genea- 
logical, and  Poetical  Dictionary," 
in  4  vols.  folio,  a  work  of  very 
great  labour. 

COLLINGS  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
textuary  and  critic,  born  1623, 
died  1690.  He  wrote  many  books 
of  controversial  and  pratlical  divi- 
nity, the  most  singular  of  which  is, 
"  The  Weaver's  Pocket-book  ;  or, 
Weaving  spiritualized,"  8vo.  and 
he  had  a  principal  hand  in  Matthew 
Poole's  Annotations  on  the  Bible. 

COLLINS  (JOHNJ  a  mathema- 
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tical   and  arithmetical  writer,   born 
1624,  died  i  683. 

COLLINS  ( ANTHONY J  an  emi- 
rent  writer  on  polemical  subjects 
and  the  friend  and  correspondent  o] 
the  great  Mr.  Locke,  was  born 
1676,  arid  died  1729.  He  pub 
lished  his  celebrated  "  Discourse  of 
Free-thinking,"  in  Svo.  1713,  and 
his  "  Discourse  of  the  Grounds  and 
Reasons  of  the  Christian  Religion,' 
in  1724  ;  and  wrote,  beside  these, 
a  great  many  books  which  were 
warmly  attacked  by  the  orthodox 
•writers  of  that  time. 

COLLINS  (ARTHUR)  author  o) 
"  The  Peetage  of  England,"  was 
the  son  of  William  Collins,  esq 
(gentleman  usher  to  queen  Cathe 
rine  in  the  year  1669),  and  born 
1682.  Having  received  a  liherai 
education,  and  being  from  his  youth 
much  inclined  to  the  study  of  ami- 
quitie.<,  he  conceived  the  arduous 
design  of  digesting  a  compendious 
account  of  the  nobility  of  these 
kingdoms,  whose  genealogies  had 
till  that  time  been  mouldering  in 
private  cabinets.  The  work  had 
great  merit  ;  the  rewards  of 
liis  labour  were,  however,  by  no 
means  adequate  to  the  time  he  de- 
voted to  these  researches.  The 
other  works  known  to  be  published 
by  Mr.  Collins  were,  "  Sydney 
State  Papers,"  "  Historical  Collec- 
tions of  the  Families  of  Cavendish, 
Holies,  Vere,  Harley,  and  Ogle,' 
and  "  The  Life  of  Edward  the  Black 
Prince."  He  died  1760.  and  was 
buried  in  the  church  of  Battersea, 
Surrey.— \Vhatever  praise  is  due  to 
biographical  literature  in  genera! 
certainly  belongs  to  one  who  dipped 
even  into  thefuntreal  urn  to  stamp 
Lis  labours  with  authenticity;  and 
such  is  the  credit  they  have  obtained, 
that  while  there  remains  a  spark  of 
veneration  for  the  ancestry  and  ex- 
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ploits  of  our  peerage,  the  volumes 
which  record  them,  and  bear  Arthur 
Collins's  name,  will  be  consulted  as 
the  authentic  history  of  that  splendid 
and  necessary  part  of  the  British 
constitution. — [A  grandson  of  Ar- 
thur (David  Collins,  Esq  )  has  lately 
given  to  the  world  a  very  valuable 
History  of  the  "  English  Settlement 
in  New  South  Wales,"  from  its  first 
establishment  in  January  1788. 
4to.  1798.] 

COLLINS  (WILLIAM)  an  un- 
fortunate, but  admirable  poet,  was 
born  at  Chichester  about  1720,  and 
died  1756.  Dining  his  residence 
at  Magdalen  College,  Oxford,  he 
applied  himself  to  poetry  ;  and  pub- 
lished the  "  Persian,"  or,  as  they 
have  been  since  entituled,  "  Oriental 
Eclogues;"  with  regard  to  which 
it  may  justly  be  asserted,  that  in 
simplicity  of  description  and  ex- 
pression,  in  delicacy  and  softness 
of  numbers,  and  in  natural  and  un- 
affected tenderness,  they  nre  no:  to 
be  equalled  by  any  thing  of  the  pas- 
toral kind  in  the  English  language. 
— About  1744  be  suddenly  left  the 
university,  and  came  to  London  a 
literary  adventurer.  He  designed. 
many  works  ;  but  his  great  fault 
was  irresolution.  He  published  pro- 
posals for  a  "  History  of  the  Revi- 
val of  Learning  ;"  but  probably,  not 
a  page  of  the  history  was  ever  writ- 
ten. He  planned  several  tragedies, 
but  he  only  planned  them,  and 
wrote  now-and-then  odes  and  other 
poems.  Soon  after  this,  however, 
his  uncle,  Mr.  Martin,  a  lieutenant- 
colonel,  left  him  about  2000!.  But 
man  is  not  born  for  happiness;  Col- 
lins-, who,  while  he  studied  to  live, 
telt  no  evil  but  poverty,  no  sooner 
lived  to  study,  than  his  life  was  as- 
:ailed  by  more  dreadful  calamities, 
disease  and  insanity:  he  died  luna- 
tic. An  elegant  monument  has 
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been  ere&ecl  to  his  memory  in 
Chichester  Cathedral,  with  some 
beautiful  lines  ifisc-ribed,  from  the 
pen  of  Mr.  Hayley,  which  may  be 
seen  in  Europ.  Mag.  vol.  xxviii. 
P-  >99- 

COLLINSON  (PETER,  F.  R.S.) 

an  ingenious  botanist  and  natural 
historian,  died  Aug.  11.  3768. 

COLMAN  (GEORGE)    an  emi- 
ncnt  dramatic  writer,    son  of  Tho- 
mas Colman,   esq.  British   resident 
at  Florence,  was  born   at  Florence 
about  1733,  ani^  placed    at  a  very 
early  age    in   Westminster   school. 
In     1758     he    removed    to     Christ 
Church  College,  Oxford,  and  there 
took  the  degree  of  M.  A.      During 
his  progress    at   Westminster,     ,.u  1 
\vhile  at  college,  he    formed  those 
literary  connexions   with  whom  he 
remained  in  friendship  till  they  se- 
verally dropped  off  the  stage  of  life. 
Lloyd,  Churchill,  Bonncl  Thornton, 
and  other  celebrated  wits  of  a  former 
day,  were  among  the  intimate  asso- 
ciates  of    Mr.   Colman,    and   gave 
eclat  to  his  name,    by  noticing  him 
in    several    of   their    compositions. 
Mr.  C.  was  admitted  into  the  society 
of  Lincoln's-innt  and  was  called  to 
the  bar,   where   he  practised  a  very 
short  time.      About  the  year  1768, 
Mr.  Beard,  being  incapable  of  bear- 
ing  any  longer   the   fatigues    of  a 
theatrical  life,  and  wisai.ng  to  retire 
from  the    management  of  Covent- 
garden  theatre,  disposed  of  his  pro- 
perty in  that  house  to  Messrs.  Col- 
man, Harris,   Powell,   and  Ruther- 
ford.    These  gentlemen  carried  on 
the  management  together  ;    but,  in 
a  short  time,   Mr.  Colman  appear- 
ing to  aspire  to  a  greater  authority 
than  the  other  patentees  (excepting 
Mr.  Powell)  were  disposed  to  grant, 
and  after   a    severe  literary  contest, 
•which  was  published,  Mr.  Colman 
sold  his  share,  and  retired.     Soon 
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after,  Mr.  Foote,  then  proprietor  of 
the  Hay-market  theatre,  having  been 
induced  to  withdraw  from  the  stage, 
disposed  of  his  theatre  to  Mr.  Col- 
man for  a  handsome  annuity,  which 
he  did  not  long  enjoy.  On  Mr. 
Foote's  de;tth  Mr.  C.  obtained  the 
licence.  This  gentleman  was  one 
of  the  chief  writers  in  "  The  Con- 
noisseur," and  produced  a  variety 
of  miscellaneous  poems  and  papers, 
which  he  collected  in  three  volumes. 
As  a  scholar,  he  holds  a  very  rc- 
speftable  rank,  as  may  be  seen  in 
his  translations  of  Horace's  "  Art 
of  Poetry,"  and  of  the  '•  Comedies 
of  Terence  ;"  and  his  manners  v/ere 
as  pleasing  as  his  talents  were  rc- 
speftable.  Mr.  C.  died  Aug.  14, 

1794- 

COLSTON  (EDWARD)  a  per- 
son ever  memci  ible  for  his  bene- 
faftions  and  charities,  was  born  at 
Bristol  j  636,  and  died  at  Mortlake 
in  Surrv,  Oft.  i  I,  1721.  He  was 
buried  in  the  church  of  All-saints, 
Bristol,  where  a  monument  is  ereft- 
ed  to  his  memory,  on  which  are 
enumerated  his  public  charities  to 
an  amazing  extent. 

COLUMBUS  (CHRISTOPHER) 
a  Genoese,  born  1442,  and  famous 
in  history  for  being  the  discoverer 
of  America,  though  it  took  its  name 
from  Americus  Vesputius  who,  by 
trie  encouragement  of  Emanuel  king 
of  Portugal,  made,  in  1497,  some 
additional  discoveries  to  those  of 
Columbus.  He  died  1506. 

COLUMELLA,  a  Latin  writer, 
who  flourished  about  the  year  42, 
and  hath  left  us  some  books  upon 
agriculture,  and  a  "  Treatise  upon, 
Trees,"  which  are  curious  and  va- 
luable. 

COLUTHUS,  a  Greek  poet,  who 
lived  in  the  beginning  of  the  6th 
century. 

COMBER  (DR. THOMAS)  dean 
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of  Durham,  born  1645,  died  i6g9.|sels,  and  the  people  reverenfed  him 

as  a  saint.     He  died  in  the  73d  year 
of  his  age. 

CONGREVE   (WILLIAM)    an 


—He  was  the  author  of  several 
learned  works  chiefly  relating  to  tht 
"Common  Prayer:"  and,  among 


others,  of  the  "  Companion  to  the 
Altar." 

COMINES  (PHILIP  DE)  an  ex- 
cellent French  historian,  born  i  446, 
died  1509,  leaving  behind  him 
*'  Memoirs  of  his  own  Times." 

COMNENA  (ANNA)  a  most 
accomplished  lady,  and  daughter  of 
the  Greek  emperor  Alexius  Com- 
nenus,  flourished  about  1118,  and 
wrote  J  5  books  upon  the  life  and 
aflions  of  her  father,  which  she 
called  "  The  Alexiad." 

CONDAMINE  (CHARLES  MA- 
RIE de  la)  a  celebrated  French  tra 
veller  and  poet,  bom  1701,  died 
1774,  leaving  many  ingenious  and 
valuable  works. 

CONDER  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
dissenting  minister,  born  in  Cam- 
bridgeshire 1714,  died  in  London 
1781,  having  published  "  An  Es- 
say on  the  Importance  of  the  Mini- 
sterial Character,"  and  several  ser- 
mons on  public  occasions. 

COND1LLAC  (STEPHEN  BON- 
KOT de)  a  French  writer  on  com- 
merce, politics,  and  rnetaphy:-ics, 
died  Aug.  2,  1780.  He  was  pre- 
ceptor to  the  infant  duke  of  Farma, 
and  composed  for  the  use  of  his  il- 
lustrious pupil  "  A  Coime  of  Stu- 
dy," which  was  afterwards  publish- 
ed 1776,  in  16  vols.  i2mo.  and  is 
deserving  of  great  praise. 

CONFUCIUS,  the  celebrated  Chi- 
nese philosopher,  was  born  in  the 
kingdom  of  Lou,  which  is  at  pie- 
sent  the  province  of  Chan  Long 
=,51  years  before  the  birth  of  Christ. 
His  extensive  knowledge  and  great 
wisdom  made  him  every  where 
known:  his  integrity  and  the  splen 
dor  of  his  virtues  made  him  beloved: 
kings  were  governed  by  his  conn 


English  dramatic  writer  and  poet, 
born  1669.  Though  bred  to  the 
law,  he  found  no  charms  in  tint 
profession,  but  turned  his  mind  to 
polite  literature,  particularly  to  dra- 
matic composition,  and  wrote  a  co- 
medy called  "  The  Old  Bachelor  ;" 
of  which  Dryden,  to  whom  he  was 
recommended,  said,"  that  he  never 
saw  such  a  first  play  in  his  life;" 
and  in  the  performance  it  met  with 
such  general  applause,  that  Con- 
greve  was  thenceforward  considered 
as  the  prop  of  the  declining  stage. 
Having  written  four  comedies,  a 
tragedy,  an  oratorio,  and  a  masque, 
and  enjoyed  some  lucrative  employ- 
ments under  government,  he  died 
Jan.  i  9,  1728-9,  and  was  buried  in 
Westminster  Abbey. 

CONNOR  (Dr.  BERNARD)  a 
medical  and  historical  writer,  born 
in  Kerry,  Ireland,  j666,  died  1698. 
In  if>94  he  was  appointed  physician 
to  John  Sobieski,  king  of  Poland, 
and  while  there  wrote  "  A  History 
of  Poland/'  Coming  afterwards  to 
England,  he  read  lettures  at  Cam- 
bridge, and  in  169-7  published 
"  Evangelium  Medici,"  &.C.  a  work, 
which  gained  him  much  reputation 
by  its  learning  and  ingenuity.  His 
History  of  Poland  is  in  2  vols. 

CONRINGIUS(HERMANNUS) 
professor  of  law  at  Helmstadt,  born 
1606,  died  1681.  He  composed 
many  works  upon  law  and  history, 
which  have  been  printed  in  6  vols. 
folio. 

CONSTANTINE,  usually  called 
the  Great,  and  memorable  for  hav- 
ing been  the  first  emperor  of  the 
Romans  who  established  Christia- 
nity by  the  civil  power,  was  born 
at  Naissus,  a  town  of  Dardaniaj 
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272.  He  died  337,  and  divided 
the  empire  between  his  three  sons 
Constantrne,  Constantius,  and  Con- 
stans. 

CONYBEARE  (Dr.  JOHN )  bi- 
shop  of  Bristol,  born  at  Pinhoe, 
near  Exeter,  1692,  died  at  Bath 
1755.  His  "  Defence  of  Revealed 
Religion,"  published  1732,  in  an- 
swer to  Tindal's  "  Christianity  as 
old  as  the  Creation,"  is  an  admirable 
work,  and  rendered  eminent  service 
to  the  church. 

COOK  (JAMES)  a  celebrated 
English  circumnavigator,  was  born 
at  Marlon  in  Yorkshire,  Oct.  27, 
1728,  of  poor  parents,  and  appren- 
ticed on  .board  a  vessel  in  the  coal 
trade.  In  the  war  of  175,5,  be- 
tween England  and  France,  he  en- 
tered as  a  seaman  in  the  royal  navy. 
His  behaviour  in  this  station  soon 
endeared  him  to  the  officers;  and  on 
the  i ^th  of  May  1759,  ne  obtained 
a  master's  warrant  for  the  Mercury, 
which  was  soon  after  employed  in 
the  famous  siege  of  Quebec.  Dur- 
ing this  siege  a  difficult  and  danger- 
ous service  was  to  be  performed  ; 
namely,  to  take  soundings  in  the 
channel  of  the  river  St.  Laurence, 
direftly  in  front  of  the  French  forti- 
fied camp.  This  lie  performed  at 
the  imminent  hazard  of  his  life, 
•with  which  indeed  he  very  hardly 
escaped  ;  and  was  successively  re- 
warded with  the.  appointments  of 
master  of  the  Northumberland  man 
of  war,  marine-surveyor  of  New- 
foundland and  Labradore,  lieutenant 
in  the  navy,  and  commander  of  the 
Endeavour  bark,  fitted  out  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  some  astronomi- 
cal observations,  and  making  dis 
coveries  in  the  Pacific  Ocean.  On 
this  expedition  he  sailed  from  Dcpt- 
ford  July  30,  1768,  and  returned 
to  England  July  12,  1771.  He 
tailed  again  April  2,  1772,  in  the 
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Resolution,  accompanied  by  captain 
Furneaux  in  the  Adventure,  to  de- 
termine the  existence  or  non-exist- 
ence of  a  southern  continent.  By 
this  voyage,  from  which  he  re- 
turned in  1775,  tne  illusions  of  a 
terra  auslnlis  incognita  to  any  pur- 
poses of  commerce,  colonization, 
or  utility,  were  dispelled  ;  but  as  a 
reward  for  captain  Cook's  import- 
ant improvements  for  preserving 
the  healths  of  seamen,  very  happily 
manifested  in  this  voyage,  the  Royal 
Society  bestowed  on  him  the  medal 
of  sir  Godfrey  Copley.  Another 
grand  question  was,  the  practica- 
bility of  a  northern  passage  to  the 
Pacific  Ocean;  to  determine  which, 
captain  Cook  sailed  in  1776,0™ 
board  the  Resolution,  accompanied 
by  captain  Clerke  in  the  Discovery. 
This  voyage  served  to  prove  that 
there  was  no  practicable  passage 
between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific 
Oceans  towards  the  north  ;  but,  on 
his  return,  it  unfortunately  hap- 
pened, that  our  navigator  was  kil- 
led in  an  affray  with  the  natives  of 
Owhyee,  one  of  the  Sandwich  isles, 
Feb.  14,  1779.  His  death  was  uni- 
versally regretted,  not  only  in  Great 
Britain,  but  throughout  all  Europe, 
where  his  great  merits  and  public 
services  were  known. 

COOK.E  (SIR  ANTHONY)  pre- 
ceptor to  Edward  VI.  born  1506, 
died  1576.  He  was  a  man  of  sin- 
gular piety  and  goodness,  and  of 
uncommon  prudence  in  the  ma- 
nagement of  his  family.— —Know- 
ing that  women  are  as  capable  of 
learning  as  men,  he  instilled  that 
into  his  daughters  at  night,  which 
ha  had  taught  the  prince  in  the 
:ljy.  He  was  remarkably  happy 
in  these  daughters  ;  for  they  were 
learned  above  their  sex  in  Greek 
and  Latin,  and  were  equally  distin- 
guished by  their  virtue,  piety,  and 
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good  fortune. — Several   witty    and    amours, 
ingenious  sayings  of  his  are  record- 
ed ;     particularly    the    following  : 
"  That  there  were  three  objetb  be- 
fore whom  he  could  not  do  amiss  ; 
his  prince,  his  conscience,  and  his 
children. "     This  facetious  story  is 
likewise  related  of  him  :  "  A  Sus- 
sex knight    having    spent   a  great 
estate  at  court,  and  reduced  himself 
to  one  park,  and  a  fine  house  in  it, 
was  yet  ambitious  to  entertain  the 
king   (Edward  VI.)      For  that  pur- 
pose he  new  painted  his  gates,  with 
a  coat  of  arms  and  this  motto  over 
them  in  large  golden  letters,    OIA 
VANITAS.     Sir  Anthony,  offering 
to  read  it,   desired  to  know  of  the 
gentleman  what  he  meant  by  OIA  ; 
\vho  told  him  it  stood   for  omnia. 
"   I  wonder  (replied  he)  that,  hav- 
ing made  your  omnia  so  little  as  you 
have,  you  should    yet   make   your 
vanitas  so  large." 

COOKE  (THOMAS)  born  about 
1707.  \Vhen  only  19,  he  gave 
the  world  a  very  correct  edition  of 
«'  Andrew  Marvel's  Works,  with 
a  Life  of  the  Author  prefixed."  He 
published  translations  of  "  Hesiod," 
"  Cicero  de  Natura  Deorum,"  and 
"  Terence,"  and  prepared  a  transla- 
tion of  "  Plautus,"  but  only  pub- 
lished the  "  Amphytrion."  He  was 
also  a  dramatic  writer,  and  author 
of  five  or  six  pieces,  which  how- 
ever were  not  accompanied  with 
any  success. 

COOPER  (ANTHONY  ASH- 
LEY)  earl  of  Shaftesbury,  and  some 
time  lord  high  chancellor,  was  born 
July  22,  i  62  i,and  died  Jan.  168  2-3. 
He  is  supposed  to  have  been  a  little 
intemperate  in  his  gallantries;  and 
it  is  recorded,  that  Charles  II.  who 
would  both  take  liberties  and  bear 
them,  once  said  to  the  earl  at  court, 
in  a  vein  of  raillery  and  good  hu- 
mour, and  in  reference  only  to  his 
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I   believe, 


Shaftesbury, 


thou  art  the  wickedest  fellow  in  my 
dominions."  To  which,  with  a  !o\v 
bow  and  very  grave  face,  the  earl 
replied,  "  May  it  please  your  ma- 
jesty, of  a  subjefl  1  believe  I  am  ; " 
at  which  the  merry  monarch  laughed. 
most  heartily. 

COOPER     (ANTHONY    ASH- 
LEY)  earl  of  Shaftesbury,  the  cele- 
brated author  of  the  "  Characteris- 
tics," was  grandson  of  the  preceding 
earl,    and  born    Feb.  26,    1670-1. 
Soon  after  his  coming   into  parlia- 
ment as  a  burgess  for  Pool,  he  had 
an  opportunity  of  shewing  that  spi- 
rit of  liberty  which  he  maintained 
to  the  end  of  his  life,  and  by  which 
he   uniformly  direfted  his   conduft 
on  all  occasions  :   it  was  the  bring- 
ing in  and  promoting  "  The  aft  for 
granting  counsel  to  prisoners  in  ca- 
ses of  high  treason.  This  he  looked 
upon    as   important,  and   had    pre- 
pared a  speech    in   its  behalf:     but 
when  he  stood  up  to  speak  it  in  the 
House  of  Commons,  he  was  so  in- 
timidated, that  he  lost  all  memory, 
and  was  quite    unable  to  proceed. 
The  house,  after  giving  him  a  little 
time  to  recover  his  confusion,  called 
loudly  for  him  to  go   on,    when  he 
proceeded  to  this  effeft  :    "  If  I,  sir, 
(addressing  himself  to  the  speaker) 
who  rise  only  to  give   my  opinion 
on    the  bill  now  depending,  am  so 
confounded  that  I  am  unable  to  ex- 
press the  least  of   what  I  proposed 
to  say,  what  must  the  condition  of 
that  man  be,  who,  without  any  as- 
sistance, is  pleading  for  his  life,  and 
under    apprehension    of    being   de- 
prived of  it?"  He  died  17  i  2-13. 

COOPER  (MAURICE  ASHLEY} 
brother  of  the  foregoing,  translated 
"  Xenophon's  Cyropasdia,"  which 
was  published  in  2  vols.  8vo.  1728, 
being  a  short  time  after  his  decease. 
A  third  edition  was  published  in 
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1770,  "  not,"  as  is  said,  "  with 
the  eclat  of  popular  applause,  but 
with  the  silent  approbation  of  the 
sludious  few." 

COOPER  (SAMUEL)  an  emi- 
nent English  painter,  born  1609, 
and  commonly  styled  the  Van  Dyck 
in  little.  He  died  1672,  and  was 
buried  in  Pancras  church  in  the 
fields. 

COOPER  (JOHN  GILBERT) 
author  of  a  "  Life  of  Socrates." 
He  wrote  one  or  two  numbers  of 
the  periodical  paper  called  "  The 
World  ;"  was  author  of  "  Letters 
on  Taste;"  "  Ver  Vert,  or  the 
Nunnery  Parrot ;"  and  published  a 
volume  of  "  Poems  on  several  sub- 
jefts,"  1764,  lemo.  reprinted  in 
the  2d  volume  of  "  Dodsley's  Fu- 
gitive Pieces."  Died  April  1769. 

COOPER  (Dr.  MILES)  a  learned 
divine  and  poet,  who  published 
sermons  "  on  the  Origin  of  Civil 
Government,"  and  a  volume  of 
Poems,  and  died  at  Edinburgh 
1785- 

COOTE  (Sir  EYRE)  a  celebrated 
commander  of  the  East  India  Com- 
pany's forces  in  India,  who  gained 
great  renown  by  his  frequent  vic- 
tories over  Hyder  Ally  ;  in  one  of 
which,  near  Porto  Novo,  Hyder's 
army  consisted  of  more  than  150,000 
men,  and  General  Coote's  of  only 
10,000.  He  was  born  1726,  and 
died  at  Madras,  April  i  783. 

COOTIVICH(}OHNJ  of  Utrecht, 
a  civilian  and  traveller.  The  ac- 
count of  his  "  Travels  into  Jeru- 
salem and  Syria,"  was  published  in 
Latin,  410,  1619.  It  is  very  curi- 
ous, and  is  now  become  extremely 
scarce.  The  dates  of  his  birth  and 
death  are  uncertain. 

COPERNICUS  (NICOLAUS) 
an  eminent  astronomer,  born  at 
Thorn  in  Prussia  1472.  He  adopt- 
ed and  improved  the  hypothesis  oi

he  Pythagoreans,  which  made  the 
sun  the  centre  of  the   system,   and 
the  earth  to  move,  not  only  round 
the  sun,  but  round  its  own  axis  also; 
and  established  that  system   of  the 
world  which  goes  by  his  name,  and 
s  now  universally  received.     This 
ic  performed  in  a  work   intituled 
'   De   Revolutionists  Orbium  Coe- 
estium."      Apprehensions,  arising 
"roni  the  novelty  of  his   opinions, 
lad,  it  is  said,  almost  brought  him 
to  drop  all   thoughts  of  publishing 
lis  book,    which   had    lain   in   his 
escrutoir,  not  nine  years  only, (which 
s  the  term  Horace  prescribes)   but 
almost  four  times  nine  years.     At 
ength  however,  by  the  importuni- 
ty of  his  friends,  he  was  prevailed 
upon  to  let  it  come  out ;  but  a  copy 
of  it  was  no  sooner  brought  to  him, 
than  he   was   presently  seized  with 
i  violent  effusion  of  blood,    which 
put  an   end   to   his  life   May    24, 

CORAM  (CAPT.  THOMAS) 
3orn  1668,  spent  the  first  part  of 
his  life  as  master  of  a  vessel  trading 
to  our  colonies.  While  he  resided 
in  that  part  of  the  metropolis  which 
is  the  common  residence  of  sea- 
faring people,  business  often  obli- 
ged him  to  come  early  into  the 
city  and  return  late;  when  he  had 
frequent  occasions  of  seeing  young 
children  exposed,  through  the  in- 
digence or  cruelty  of  their  parents. 
This  excited  his  compassion  so  far, 
that  he  projected  the  Foundling 
Hospital;  in  which  humane  design 
he  laboured  17  years,  and  at  last, 
by  his  sole  application,  obtained  the 
royal  charter  for  it.  Indeed  he  spent 
a  great  part  of  his  life  in  serving 
the  public,  and  with  so  total  a  dis- 
regard to  his  private  interest,  that, 
toward  the  latter  part  of  it,  he  was 
himself  supported  by  the  voluntary 
subscriptions  of  public-spirited  per» 
M 
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sens.  This  singular  and  memorable 
man  died  March  29,  1751;  and  was 
interred,  pursuant  to  his  desire,  in 
the  vault  under  the  chapel  of  the 
Foundling  Hospital. 

CORBET  (Dr.  RICHARD)  bishop 
of  Norwich,  and  an  ingenious  poet, 
died  1635.  His  poems  (which  are 
very  scarce)  were  printed  in  I2mo. 
under  the  title  of  "  Poetica  Stro- 
tnata,"  1647,  and  again  in  i  67  2. 

CORELL1  (ARCANGELO)  a 
famous  musician  of  Italy,  born  at 
Fusignano,  a  town  of  Bologna,  in 
1653.  His  merits  as  a  performer 
•were  sufficient  to  attract  the  patron- 
age of  the  great,  and  to  silence,  as 
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as  a  traitor,  who  had  made  them 
quit  their  conquest :  upon  which 
the  Roman  ladies  went  into  mourn- 
ing ;  and  in  the  same  place  where 
his  blood  was  spilled,  there  was 
a  temple  consecrated  to  feminine 
virtue. 

CGRNARO  (LEiriSJ  a  noble 
Venetian,  born  1464,  wrote  in  La- 
tin  a  celebrated  treatise  "  On  the 
Advantages  of  a  Temperate  Life." 
By  following  his  own  rules,  he  lived 
to  upwards  of  joo  years  of  age,  dy-

CORXARO  (HELENA)  a  Vene- 
tian lady,  a  prodigy  of  learning,  of 
whom  it  is  related,  that  all  people

men.  His  outlines  are  not  correct, 
but  their  gusto  is  great  ;  and  it  is 
acknowledged  That  he  pain  ed  with 


lunmia,  who  were  followed  by  all  great  strength,  great  heightening 
the  Roman  ladies  in  tears.  He  was  and  liveliness  of  colours,  in  which 
a'-  lu-t  put  to  death  by  the  Volsci,  none  surpassed  him.  He  under- 
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stood  also  how  to  distribute  his! 
lights  in  such  a  manner  as  was 
wholly  peculiar  to  himself,  which 
gave  great  force  and  roundness  to 
his  figures.  This  manner  consists 
in  extending  a  large  light,  and 
then  making  it  lose  itself  insen- 
sibly in  the  dark  shadowings,  which 
he  placed  out  of  the  masses.  His 
landscapes  are  equally  beautiful  with 
his  figures. —  Correggio  spent  the 
greatest  part  of  his  life  at  Parma  ; 
and,  notwithstanding  the  many  fine 
pieces  that  he  made,  and  the  high 
reputation  he  had  gained;  he  was 
extremely  poor,  and  always  obliged 
to  woik  hard  for  the  maintenance 
of  his  family,  which  was  somewhat 
large.  He  was  very  humble  and 
modest  in  his  behaviour,  lived  very 
devoutly,  and  died  much  lamented 
in  153  4,  when  he  was  but  40  years 
of  age.— The  cause  of  his  death  was 
a  little  singular.  Going  to  receive 
50  crowns  for  a  piece  he  had  done, 
lie  was  paid  it  in  a  sort  of  copper 
money  called  quadrinos.  This  was 
a  great  weight,  and  he  had  i  2  miles 
to  carry  it,  though  it  was  in  fie 
midst  of  summer.  He  was  over- 
heated and  fatigued  ;  in  which  con- 
dition indiscreetly  drinking  cold 
water,  he  brought  on  a  pleurisy, 
which  put  an  end  to  his  life. 

CORTEZ  (FERNANDO)  a  Spa 
ni;h  gentleman,  famous  under   the 
emperor   Charles  V.    for   the   con- 
quest of  Mexico.      He  died  1554 
aged  60. 

CORYATE  (THOMAS)  a  fa- 
mous English  traveller,  chiefly  on 
foot.  Ke  visited  almost  all  parts 
of  the  world,  and  published  rela- 
tions of  his  voyages  and  travels  ; 
but  the  singularity  of  the  titles 
and  of  his  manners,  exposed  him 
to  much  ridicule,  and  occasionec 
the  charafler  of  his  works  to  be 
misrepresented,  as  well  as-  that  of 
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their  author,  who  was  certainly  a 
man   of  great  learning.     His  beit 

own  works  are,  "  Crudities  ha- 
stily gobbled  up  in  Five  Months 
Travels  in  France,  Savoy,  Italy, 
Sec."  He  was  born  i  57  7 ,  and  died 
at  Surat  in  the  East  Indies  1617. 

COTES  (ROGER)  an  illustrious 
English  mathematician, philosopher, 
and  astronomer,  born  16821  died 
17  16. 

COTTON,  or  COTON  (PETER) 
a  learned  Jesuit,  born  in  France 
156},  wrote  several  books  on 
controversial  subjects,  and  died 
1626. 

COTTON  (SIR  ROBERT 
BRUCE)  an  eminent  English  anti» 
quary,  bom  1570.  His  writings 
are  very  numerous  and  valuable  ; 
but  it  may  reasonably  be  questioned, 
whether  he  has  not  done  more  ser- 
vice to  learning  by  securing,  as  he 
did,  his  valuable  library  for  the  use 
of  posterity,  than  by  all  his  wri- 
tings. In  the  British  Museum  the 
Coltonian  library  is  deposited,  and 
it  is  incredible  how  mu  h  we  are 
indebted  to  this  library  for  all  that 
we  know  of  our  own  country.  Sir 
Robert  died  1631. 

COTTON  (CHARLES)  lived  in 
the  rei°ns  of  Charles  and  lames  II. 

J 

He  had  something  of  a  genius  for 
poetry,  and  was  particularly  fa- 
mous for  burle«que  verse.  He  trans- 
lated one  of  Corneiile's  tragedies, 
railed  "  Horace,"  printed  in  167  i. 
lie-  published  a  volume  of  poem-:  on 
several  occasions :  "  The  Wonders 
of  the  Peak  iu  Derbyshire;"  "  Scar- 
ronicks,  or  Virgil  Travestie  ;"  and 
"  Ltician  burlesqued,  or  the  Scoffer 
v i^ffcd  :"  an  edition  of  the  three 
last  mentioned  was  printed  in  17  15, 
and  has  been  frequently  reprinted. 
But  the  chief  of  all  his  produc- 
tions,, and  for  which  perhaps  he 
deserves  the  best  praise  of  his  ;oun- 
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trymen,  is  his  translation  of  "  Mon- 
taigne's Essays." 

COTTON  (DR.)  author  of"  Vi- 
sions in  Verse,  for  the  Instruction 
of  younger  Minds,"  was  distin- 
guished for  his  great  care,  huma- 
nity, and  attention,  as  a  physician 
at  St.  Alban's,  where  he  died  Aug. 
s,  1788. 

COVERDALE  (MILES)  bishop 
of  Exeter  in  the  time  of  Edward  VI. 
was  ejected  from  his  see  by  queen 
Mary,  and  thrown  into  prison.  Be- 
ing liberated  by  queen  Elizabeth, 
he  attached  himself  to  the  Puri- 
tans, and  died  1561,  at  the  age 
of  81. 

COWARD  (WILLIAM)  a  medical 
and  metaphysical  writer,  born 
1656,  died  between  1722  and 


COWELL(DR.JOHN)  a  learned 
and  eminent  civilian,  born  1554; 
and  well  known  by  a  laborious 
work,  which  he  published  at  Cam- 
bridge in  1607,  intituled  "  The 
Interpreter."  Beside  this  he  pub- 
lished, in  1605,  "  Institutiones  Ju- 
ris Anglicani,  &c."  that  is,  "  Insti- 
tutes of  the  Laws  of  England,  in  the 
same  Method  as  Justinian's  Insti- 
tutes." He  died  1611. 

COWLEY  (ABRAHAM)  an 
eminent  English  poet,  born  j6i8, 
died  1667,  and  was  buried  in  West- 
minster Abbey,  near  Chaucer  and 
Spenser,  where  a  monument  was 
crefled  to  his  memory.—  Cowley 
was  a  staunch  loyalist  ;  and  when 
Charles  II.  heard  of  his  death,  he 
was  pleased  to  say,  "  that  Mr.  Cow- 
ley  had  not  left  a  better  man  behind 
him  in  England."  Addison  has  ob- 
served, that  of  all  authors  none 
ever  abounded  so  much  in  wit,  ac- 
cording to  Locke's  true  definition 
of  it,  as  Cowley. 

COIVPER  (WILLIAM)  bishop  of 
Galloway  in  Scotland,  bora  \^>\, 
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died  1617,  leaving  a  folio  volume 
of  works  on  divinity. 

COWPER  (WILLIAM)  dean  of 
Durham,  was  the  son  of  earl  Cop- 
per, born  1713,  and  died  1772. 
He  wrote  a  learned  "  Treatise  on 
Geometry,"  eight  "  Sermons," and 
"  Advice  to  a  Lady,"  all  which  are 
much  esteemed. 

COWPER  (WILLIAM)  a  physi- 
cian and  antiquary  at  Chester,  died 
1767. 

COX  f RICHARD)  bishop  of  Ely, 
born  1499,  died  1581.  He  was 
the  chief  framer  of  the  liturgy,  and 
translator  of  the  bible  called  '•  The 
Bishop's  Bible,"  made  in  the  reign 
of  Elizabeth. 

COX  (SIR  RICHARD}  lord  chan. 
cellor  of  Ireland,  and  author  of"  A 
History"  of  that  kingdom,  was  born 
1650,  and  died  173.3. 

COXETER  (THOMAS)  a  faith- 
ful and  industrious  collector  in  our 
old  English  literature,  was  born 
1689.  He  amassed  materials  for 
a  biography  of  our  poets,  and  as- 
sisted Mr.  Ames  in  the  "  History 
of  British  Typography."  He  had  a 
curious  colleftion  of  old  plays,  and 
pointed  out  to  Theobald  many  of 
the  black-letter  books  which  that 
critic  used  in  his  edition  of  Shak- 
speare.-—  Coxeter  was  the  first  who 
formed  the  scheme,  adopted  by 
Dodsley,  of  publishing  a  collection 
of  our  ancient  plays.  He  died 

1747- 

COYPEL,  the  name  of  several 
painters,  who  were  very  eminent 
in  France  in  the  17111  and  >  8th 
centuries. 

COYTIER  (JAMES)  physician 
to  Lewis  XI.  of  France,  and  me. 
morable  for  nothing  particularly, 
but  the  dexterity  he  showed  in  ma- 
naging that  monarch.  Lewis  had 
no  principle  to  lay  hold  of,  except 
an  intense  fear  of  dying  ;  which 
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most  contemptible   cowardice  Coy- 
tier  taking  the.  advantage  of,   and 
often  threatening  his  master  with  a 
speedy  dissolution,  obtained,  from 
time  to   time,    great  and  innume- 
rable favours.       Lewis,     however, 
once  recovered    strength  of    mind 
enough  to  be  ashamed  of  his  weak- 
ness,  and,  fueling  a  momentary  re- 
sentment for  (what  he  then  thought) 
the  insolence  of  his  physician,   or- 
dered   him     to    be     privately    dis- 
patched.    Coytier,  apprized  of 
by  the   officer,    who   was  his   inti- 
mate   friend,    replied,    "  that  the 
only  concern  he  felt  about  himself 
was,  not  that  he  must  die,   but  that 
the    king    could    not   survive    him 
above  four  days;    and   that  he  (the 
said  Coytier)   knew  this  by  a  par- 
ticular science  (meaning  astrology, 
•which    then    prevailed),    and   only 
mentioned  it   to  him  in  confidence 
as  an  intimate  friend."     Lewis,  in- 
formed of  this,  was  frightened  more 
than  ever,   and   ordered  Coytier  to 
be  at  large  as  usual. 

CR.WDOCK(LUKE)  an  ingeni- 
ous English  painter,  chiefly  o! 
birds,  died  17  17.  Vertue  records 
that  Cracidock's  pictures  rose  quick- 
ly after  his  death  to  three  or  four 
times  the  price  that  he  was  paid  for 
them  when  living. 

CRADOCK  (SAMUEL)  a  learned 
divine,  author  of  "  A  History  of 
the  Old  and  New  Testament,"  an 
"  Apostolical  History,"  and  "  The 
Harmony  of  the  Four  Evangelists," 
died  1706,  aged  86.  The  latter 
of  these  works  was  revised  by  Dr. 
Tillotson,  who  preserved  it  from 
the  flames  in  the  fire  of  London. 

CRAIG  (JOHN)  a  Scotch  mathe- 
matician, who  made  his  name  fa- 
mous by  a  small  work,  of  36  pages 
in  <jto.  intituled  "  Theologize  Chris- 
tiana; P;-in:ipia  Mn.hematica."

formist  divine,  author  of  a  "  Trea- 
tise on   Divine   Providence,"   died

CRANMER  (THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
lish archbishop,  and  memorable  for 
having  endured  martyrdom  in  the 
cause   of  Protestantism,     was   born 
1489,  and  burnt  at   Oxford  March 
21,  1555.  by  order  of  queen  Mary. 
He  was  an  open,  generous,  honest 
man  ;   a  lover  of  truth,  and  an  ene- 
my of  falsehood    and  superstition  : 
he  was  gentle  and  moderate  in  his 
temper ;  and  though  heartily  zea- 
lous in  the  cause  of  the    Reforma- 
tion, yet  a  friend  to  the  person's  of 
those    who     most   strenuously  op- 
posed it:   he  was  a  great  patron  of 
learning  and  the  universities,  a  very- 
learned  man  himself,  and  author  of 
several  works. 


CRASHAW  (RICHARD)  an 
English  poet,  who  was  in  his  life- 
time honoured  with  the  friendship 
of  Cowley,  and  after  his  deatix  by 
the  praise  of  Mr.  Pops,  who  con- 
descended both  to  read  his  poems 
and  to  borrow  from  them.  He  died 
at  Loretto  in  Italy  1650. 

CRATINUS,    one   of  the  great 
masters  of  what  we  call  the  ancient 
comedy.     He  flourished  in  the  8  ist 
Olympiad,    some  20  or   30   years 
3cfore   Aristophanes.     He   was   an 
Athenian  born,  and  appears  to  have 
been  an  excessive  drinker;   and  the 
excuse  he  gave    for  that  vice  was, 
that   it  was  absolutely  necessary  to 
warm  his  fancy,  and  to   put  a  soul 
into   his  verse.      Aristophanes,    in 
his  "  Irene,"  has  given  us   a   plea- 
sant account    of    Cratinus's  death, 
when  he  says  that  it  was  caused  by 
a  fatal  swoon,  at  the  sight  of  a  no- 
ble cask  of  wine  split  in  pieces  and 
washing  the  streets.     Suidas  tells  us 
that  he  wrote  21  plays. 

CRAT1PPUS,    pronounced 'by 
Cicero  to  be  by  far  the  greatest  of 

MS 
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all  the  Peripatetic  philosophers  he 
ever  heard,  was  of  Mitylene,  and 
taught  philosophy  there. 

CRAWFORD  (DAVID)  author  of 
"  Memoirs  of  Scotland,"  a  "  Peer- 
age of  Scotlancl,"a  "  History  of  the 
.loyal  family  of  Stuart,"  a  topogra- 
phical description  of  the  "  Coun- 
ty of  Renfrew,"  &c.  was  born 
near  Glasgow  1665,  and  died 
1726. 

CRAWFORD  (WILLIAM)  born 
at  Kelso  1676,  wrote  "  Dying 
Thoughts,"  and  some  "  Sermons," 
published  in  2  vols.  12010.  and  died 
>742. 

CRAWFORD  (Dr.  ADAIRJ  an 
eminent  English  physician  and  che- 
mist, author  of  "  Experiments  and 
Observations  on  Animal  Pleat," 
and  the  first  who  found  out  the 
medical  uses  inherent  in  the  Terra 
PoriJ<?ro!a,bori\  1749,  died  1795. 

CREBILLON  (PROSPER  JO- 
LIOT  DE)  a  French  writer  of  tra- 
gedy, and  usually  ranked  after 
Corneille  and  Racine,  was  born 
at  Dijon  in  1674,  and  died 
1762. 

CREBILLON  (CLAUDE  PROS- 
PER JOLIOT  DF.)  son  of  the  fore- 
going, and  a  celebrated  -writer  of 
novels,  letters,  and  romances,  was 
born  in  Paris  1707,  and  died  there 
1777.  The  ease  and  elegance,  to- 
gether with  the  seducing  levity  of 
his  writings,  have  obtained  him  the 
appellation  of  the  Petronius  of 
France.  His  works,  chiefly  of  a 
voluptuous  tendency,  have  been  col- 
lefted  in  11  vols.  i2mo.  1779. 

CREECH  (THOMASJ  eminent 
for  his  translations  of  ancient  au- 
thors both  in  prose  and  verse,  was 
born  1659,  and  died  by  his  own 
hand  1/01.  His  principal  works 
are  translations  of  Lucretius  and 
Horace;  but  he  translated  other 
things  of  a  smaller  kind,  from 
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Theocritus,  Ovid,  Virgil,   Juvenal, 
Plutarch,  Cornelias  Nepos,  &c.  &c. 

CRESC1MBENI  (JOHN  MA- 
RIA)  an  Italian  poet,  born  1663. 
He  projefted  the  establishment  of 
a  new  academy,  under  the  name  of 
Arcadia,  the  members  of  which  at 
first  did  not  exceed  14,  but  after- 
wards increased  much.  They  called 
themselves  the  shepherds  of  Arca- 
dia, and  each  took  the  name  of 
some  shepherd  and  some  place  in 
that  ancient  kingdom.  The  founder 
of  this  society  was  appointed  the 
director  of  it  in  1690,  and  held 
it  to  the  year  of  his  death,  1728. 

CREV1ER  (JOHN  BAPTIST 
LEWIS)  a  Parisian,  trained  under 
the  celebrated  Rollin,  and  after- 
wards professor  of  rhetoric.  Upon 
the  death  of  his  master,  in  1741, 
he  took  upon  him  to  finish  his 
"  Roman  History."  He  published 
other  works,  and  was  greatly  ser- 
viceable to  the  cause  of  virtue  and 
religion,  as  well  as  letters.  His 
death  happened  1765. 

CRICtiTON  (JAMES)  a  Scots 
gentleman,  born  1560,  and  blest 
with  most  extraordinary  endow- 
ments both  of  body  and  mind.  It 
is  not  possible  (within  the  confined 
limits  of  this  work)  to  enter  upon 
the  particulars,  for  which  we  must 
refer  our  readers  to  the  Biogra- 
phical Dictionary  in  15  vols.  8vo. 
1798.  Suffice  it  for  us  to  say,  that 
stories  almost  incredible  are  told  of 
his  learning, genius, and  accomplish- 
ments; as  well  as  his  bodily  cou- 
rage and  skill.  He  was  murdered 
at  last  by  his  pupil  Vincentio  di 
GonEaga,  son  of  the  duke  of  Man- 
tua, in  1582.  Though  so  young  a 
man,  Crichton  was  skilled  in  twelve 
languages,  and  in  several  universi- 
ties gave  public  challenges  to  dis- 
putations in  as  many.  He  is  usually 
stiled  The  Admirable  Cridtton. 
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CRISP  (TOBIAS)  a  controversial 
writer  on  divinity,  and  the  great 
champion  of  Antinomianism,  died 
1642. 

CROESUS,  the  fifth  and  last  of 
the  Mermnadae,  who  reigned  in 
Lydia,  and  supposed  the  richest  of 
mankind.  He  was  the  first  who 
made  the  Greeks  of  Asia  tributary 
to  the  Lydians,  and  his  court  was 
the  asylum  of  learning  and  the  po- 
lite arts.  After  a  reign  of  14  years 
lie  was  defeated  by  Cyrus,  B.C.  548  ; 
the  time  and  manner  of  his  death 
are  unknown. 

CROFT  (WILLIAM)  a  celebra- 
ted musician,  who  succeeded  Dr. 
Blow  as  master  of  the  children  and 
composer  to  the  Chapel  Royal,  and 
also  as  organist  in  Westminster 
Abbey.  In  17  i  2  he  published,  but 
\vithout  his  name,  "  Divine  Har- 
mony, or  a  new  Collection  of  se- 
lect Anthems  ;  to  which  is  pre- 
fixed, "  A  Brief  Account  of  Chun  h 
Music."  In  1715  he  was  created 
doctor  in  music  at  Oxford  :  and  in 
1724  published  by  subscription  a 
noble  work  of  his  own,  intituled 
"  Musica  Sacra,  or  selefl  Anthems 
in  Score,"  in  2  vols.  the  first  con- 
taining the  buihl  service  which 
Purccll  had  begun,  but  lived  not  to 
complete.  He  died  Aug.  1727. 

CROIX  (FRANCIS  PETIT  DE 
LA)    secretary    and    interpreter    to 
the  king  of  France   in  the  Turkish 
and  Arabic  languages,  died  Nov.  4 
1695,  in  his  73d  year. 

CROKE  (SIR  GEORGE)  man> 
years  one  of  the  judges  of  the 
Ki:ig's  Bench,  and  an  eminent  law- 
writer,  born  i  5,59,  died  i  64  i.  The 
"  Reports "  of  Mr  George  Croke 
are  of  the  highest  authority  will 
the  profession.  Sir  Edward  Coke 
recommending  to  the  student  an 
attention  to  these  Reports,  says 
"  There  is  no  knowledge,  case,  o 
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oint  in  law,  seem  it  of  never  so 
itlle  account,  but  will  stand  him 
n  stead  at  one  time  or  other  ;  and 
berefore  in  reading  nothing  is  to 
ie  pretermitted." 

CROMPTON  (WILLIAM)  a  non- 
onformist  divine,  author  of  several 
mall  tracls,  died  1696. 

CROMWELL  (THOMAS)  earl 
of  Essex,  an  eminent  statesman  in 
he  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  was  the 
son  of  a  blacksmith  at  Putney  in 
Surry,  and  born  about  1490.  He 
lad  by  nature  a  strong  constitution 
and  excellent  parts,  to  which  he 
dded  uncommon  industry  ;  and  he 
was  retained  for  some  time  as  clerk 
or  secretary  to  the  English  faftory 
at  Antwerp.— On  his  return  to  Eng- 
land he  was  admitted  into  the  fa- 
mily of  cardinal  Wolsey  as  his  so- 
licitor; to  whom  he  approved  him- 
self by  his  fidelity  and  diligence  in 
several  important  affairs  ;  and  after 
the  cardinal's  fall  the  king  em- 
ployed him  in  his  own  service,  and 
raised  him  in  a  short  time  to  seve- 
ral eminent  dignities.  Having 
been  instrumental  in  promoting 
the  Reformation,  the  king  grant, 
ed  him  many  noble  manors  and 
large  estates,  the  spoils  of  the  re- 
ligious houses ;  advanced  him  to 
the  dignity  of  earl  of  Essex;  and 
constituted  him  lord  high  chamber- 
lain of  England.  The  tide  of  pros- 
perity, which  had  hitherto  flowed 
in  upon  him,  began  now  to  take  a 
turn :  a  scheme  he  laid  to  secure 
his  greatness  proved  his  ruin;  such 
is  the  weakness  of  human  policy. 
He  used  his  utmost  endeavours  to 
procure  a  maniage  between  king 
Henry  and  Anne  of  Cleves.  As 
her  friends  were  all  Lutherans,  he 
imagined  it  might  tend  to  bring 
down  the  popish  party  at  court; 
and  he  expefted  great  support  from 
a  queen  of  his  own  making.  But 
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the  capricious  monarch,  being  dis- 
gusted with  her  person  on  the  first 
night's  cohabitation,  took  an  in- 
vincible aversion  to  the  promoter 
of  the  marriage,  who  was  soon  af- 
ter arrested  at  the  council-table,  at- 
tainted of  high  treason  and  heresy, 
and  executed  on  Tower  Hill,  after 
six  weeks  imprisonment,  July 

J540. 

CROMWELL    (OLIVER)    pro- 
tector of  the  Commonwealth  of  Eng- 
land, was  son  of  Mr.  Robert  Crom- 
well,- and  born  in  the  parish    of  St. 
John    Huntingdon    (where    his    fa- 
ther mostly  lived)  April  25,  1599, 
baptized  the  2  gth  of  the  same  month, 
and   educated  in  grammar  learning 
at  the  free-school  in   that  town. — 
From  Huntingdon  he  was  removed 
to  Sidney   College    in    Cambridge, 
where     he     was     admitted    fellow 
commoner    April   23,    1616.— He 
was  elctled  a  member  of  the   third 
parliament  of  Charles  I.  which  met 
Jan.  20,   1628,  and  from  this  time 
to  1641  was  in  waim  opposition  to 
all   the  measures  of  the  court.     At 
length,  when  the   king  and  parlia- 
ment came  to    an    open     rupture, 
Cromwell  obtained  a  captain's  com- 
mission ;  and  his  first  military  ex- 
ploit was,    securing    the    town  of 
Cambridge  for  the  parliament.     He 
was    afterwards    rapidly   promoted 
to   the    rank  of    lieutenant-general 
under     the     earl     of    Manchester, 
in  which  capacity  he  distinguished 
himself  at  the  battle    of    Marston 
Moor.       He  was    then  made  lieu- 
tenant-general of    horse    under  sir 
Thomas  Fairfax,  had  the  principal 
share  in  defeating   the    royal   party 
at  Nsseby,    made  himself  master  of 
Winchester  and  several    other  pla- 
ces, reduced  Carlisle  and  Berwick, 
and   entered  Scotland     in    triumph. 
Having    dismissed    the     Hamiltons 
(of  the  king's  party)    from  all  wf- 
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fices  of  public  trust,    he    returned 
to    England  with     every  mark    of 
honour  and  esteem  on   the    part  of 
the   Scots,    and,    on   his  arrival   in 
London,  took  his  seat  again  in  par- 
liament, and  received  the  thanks  of 
the  house  for  this  signal    service, 
which   was  the    last  he   performed 
in    his    military  capacity   till    the 
king's    death. — After    that     event, 
(to  which  he  was  equally  prompted 
by  fear  and  ambition)  Cromwell  was 
appointed  lord  governor  of  Ireland, 
to  which  kingdom  he  went  in  great 
pomp,   and  very  soon  made  himself 
master  of  Drogheda,  and  the  other 
places  which   had  been  held  by  the 
royalists.      Having    dene    this  ser- 
vice,   he  was  recalled  to   England, 
and  made  captain-general  of  al!  the 
parliament    forces,  marched    again 
into  Scotland,  defeated  the  Scots  at 
Dunbar,  followed  Charles  II.    into 
Worcester,  and    totally  routed    his 
whole  force.      Cromwell  now  found 
his  power    so    uncontrollable,  that 
he  ventured  on  a  step  bolder,   per- 
haps,  than  ever  before  had  entered 
the   head    of  any  man  in  this  coun- 
try.   He  abruptly  dissolved  the  Long 
Parliament,  and,  having  turned  all 
the    members    out    of    the    house, 
locked  the    doors,  put   the  keys  in 
his     pocket,  and     returned    home. 
This  happened  on  the  2Oth  of  April 
1653.     On  the  i6th  of  December 
in  the  same  year   he  was  invested 
with  supreme  authority,  under  the 
title  of  lord  protector  of  the  three 
nations,  England,  Scotland,  and  Ire- 
land ;   in  which  station,  having  for 
five  years   administered  the   affairs 
of  the   kingdom  with  great  vigour 
and  ability  (however  unlawfully  he 
had  acquired   the    power),    he    died 
Sept.  3,  1658.     [For   more  minute 
particulars  consult  the   histories  of 
England.] 

CROMWELL  (RICHARD)  eldest 
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son  of  Oliver,  and  named  by  him  as 
his  successor,  was  born  at  Ches- 
hunt,  1626,  and  died  1712.— An 
aft  was  passed  for  recognising  him 
as  Protestor,  and  for  restoring  the 
house  of  Lords;  but  the  Commons 
fell  into  debates  about  settling  the 
chief  magistrate's  power,  and  that 
cf  the  upper  house;  and  these, 
•with  other  proceedings,  terminated 
in  a  jealousy  between  the  protec- 
tor and  his  army.  At  last  they  dis- 
carded him,  and  took  the  govern- 
ment into  their  own  hands.  On 
the  restoration,  he  went  abroad, 
but  returned  in  1680,  under  the 
assumed  name  of  Clarke,  and  settled 
at  Cheshunt,  where  he  lived  pri- 
vately and  died  beloved  ;  but  he  was 
not  by  any  means  qualified  to  sup- 
port the  station  to  which  the  as- 
piring talents  of  his  father  had  raised 
him. 

CROSBY  (BRASS)  born  at 
Stockton  upon  Tees  in  1725,  and 
bred  to  the  profession  of  the  law, 
came  early  in  lite  to  London,  where 
he  pratlised  several  years  as  an  at- 
torney. In  1764  he  was  a  volun- 
teer candidate  for  the  office  of  she- 
riff, and  obtained  it ;  and  in  Fe- 
bruary 1765  was,  without  opposi- 
tion, chosen  alderman  of  the  ward 
of  Bread-street.  He  was  elected 
lord  mayor  Sept.  24,  1770.  March 
1771,  in  the  case  of  the  proclama- 
tion against  Whe'ole  and  other 
printers,  Mr.  alderman  Oliver  was 
committed  to  the  Tower;  and  Mr. 
Crosby  (then  lord  mayor)  was  or- 
dered into  the  custody  of  the  ser- 
jeant  at  arms  ;  but,  on  his  spirited- 
ly observing,  "  that  if  any  offence 
had  been  committed,  he  was  the 
greatest  offender,  and  that  he  long- 
ed to  join  his  brother  in  office," 
an  order  was  signed  for  his  com- 
mitment to  the  Tower.  The  par- 
liament was  prorogued  on  the  23d 
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of  July ;  when  the  lord  mayor, 
being  released  of  course,  was  car. 
lied  from  the  Tower  to  the  Man- 
sion-house  with  every  possible  mark 
of  the  approbation  of  his  fellow-ci- 
tizens, and,  after  the  expiration  of 
his  mayoralty,  was  again  reward- 
ed by  the  thanks  of  the  corporation, 
and  a  cup  of  iool.  in  value.  He 
died  Feb.  14,  1793. 

CROSS  (MICHAEL)  an  English 
artist,  and  famous  copier  of  paint- 
ings, flourished  in  the  reigns  of 
Charles  I.  and  Charles  II. 

CROUSAZ  (JOHN  PETER  DE) 
a  celebrated  philosopher  and  ma- 
thematician, born  at  Lausanne  in 
Switzerland  April  13,  1663,  died 
1748. 

CROWNE  (JOHN) an  American 
by  birth,  came  to  England,  and 
was  patronised  by  Charles  II.  at 
whose  command  he  wrote  several 
dramatic  pieces  :  the  best  known  of 
which  are,  "  City  Politics,"  and 
"  Sir  Courtly  Nice;"  the  latter  of 
which  has  been  several  times  atVd 
of  late  years.  His  plays  were  17 
in  number;  some  of  which  were 
atted  with  great  success.  He  died 
about  1703. 

CROXALL  (DR.  SAMUEL)  a 
writer  of  good  repute,  and  known 
as  publisher  of  the  following 
works:  viz.  "  The  Fair  Circassian," 
a  poem  ;  "  Fables  of  v£sop  and 
others,  translated  into  English  ;" 
"  Selea  Novels;"  "  Scripture  Po- 
litics;" "  The  Royal  Manual,"  &c. 
He  died  i  7,52- 

CRUDEN  (ALEXANDER)  a 
corrector  of  the  press,  whose  li- 
terary labours  will  ever  entitle  him 
to  the  veneration  of  all  students  of 
the  sacred  writings.  His  "  Concord- 
ance of  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the 
Old  and  New  Testaments  "  is  his 
chief  work,  and  a  singular  instance 
of  indefatigable  labour  and  persevc. 
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ranee  in  the  most  useful  employ- 
ment. His  private  character  [though 
naturally  liberal  and  humane  in  the 
extreme)  was  influenced  by  a  tem- 
porary phrenzy,  which  gave  a  cer- 
tain colour  to  all  his  actions,  and 
suggested  to  him  many  whimsical 
plans  of  reformation,  hopes  of  su- 
periority, and  visionary  views  of 
ambition,  which"  were  as  useless  to 
himself  as  unprofitable  to  others. 
Of  his  singularities,  however,  which 
\vere  many,  the  tendency  was  uni- 
formly virtuous.  He  was  born  at 
Aberdeen  1701,  and  was  found 
dead  on  his  knees,  apparently  in 
the  posture  of  prayer,  at  his  lodg- 
ings in  Islington,  in  the  morning  of 
Nov.  i,  1770. 

CUDWORTH(RALPH)  an  emi- 
nent English  divine,  born  1617, 
died  1688.  He  was  a  man  of  very 
extensive  learning,  excellently  skil- 
led in  the  learned  languages  and 
antiquity,  a  good  mathematician,  a 
subtle  philosopher,  and  a  profound 
metaphysician.  His  great  work, 
11  The  True  Intellectual  System  of 
the  Universe,"  was  published  in  fo- 
lio, 1678. 

CUFF  (HENRY)  a  celebrated 
wit  and  excellent  scholar,  born 
about  1560.  He  gave  eatly  marks 
of  genius  and  application  ;  arrived, 
in  time,  at  the  Greek  professorship 
at  Oxford,  and  was  chosen  proQor 
of  the  university  in  159}.  To  the 
celebrated  Robert  earl  of  Essex, 
Cuffbecame  secretary ;  was  involved 
in  all  the  misfortunes  of  tHat  unhap- 
py earl,  and,  with  sir  Gelly  Mc-r- 
rick,  the  earl's  steward,  executed  at 
Tyburn  1601. 

CUJACIUS  (JAMES)  a  cele- 
brated French  lawyer,  born  at  Thou- 
louse  about  i5'co,  died  at  Bourges 

159°- 

CULf.EN  (DR.  WILLIAM)  an 
eminent  Scots  physician   and  rnedi- 
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cal  writer,  whose  principal  works 
are,  "  Synopsis  Nosologia:  Metho- 
flirae,  Edinb.  1772,"  2  vols.  8vo. 
"  LeElures  on  the  Materia  Medica, 
London,"  410.  "  First  Lines  of  the 
Practice  of  Physic,  1776,-''  8vo. 
[This  is  said  to  have  produced 
3000!.]  "  Institutions  of  Medicine, 
Part  I.  containing  Physiology,"  8vo. 
"  On  the  Recovery  of  Drowned 
Persons  ;"  "  A  Treatise  on  the 
Materia  Medica,  a  vols.  410.  1789." 
He  died  Feb.  5,  1790. 

CULPEPER  (NICHOLAS)  was 
bound  apprentice  to  an  apothecary, 
but  employed  all  his  leisure  hours 
in  the  study  of  astrology,  which 
fallacious  science  he  afterwards  pro- 
fessed. He  wrote  many  book?,  but 
the  most  noted  is  his  "  Herbal," 
wherein  he  tells  us  under  what  pla- 
nets the  simples  grow,  and  speaks 
of  their  good  and  bad  qualities. 
He  died  in  Spital  Fields,  1654. 

CUMBERLAND  (DR.  RICH- 
ARD) a  very  learned  English  di- 
vine, and  bishop  of  Peterborough, 
born  1632,  died  1718.  He  had 
studied  mathematics  in  all  branches, 
and' the  scriptures  in  their  original 
language.1:.  His  book  "  De  Lc- 
is  Naturae  "  is  his  capital 
work,  and  will  always  he  read  while 
sound  reasoning  shall  continue  to 
be  thought  the  best  suppott  of  re- 
ligion. 

CUNNINGHAM  (JOHN)  an 
elegant  and  ingenious  pastoral  poet 
and  dramatic  writer,  born  in  Dub- 
lin 17  >g,  died  in  Northumberland 

'773- 

CUNNINGHAM  (ALEXAN- 
DER) a  native  of  Scotland,  author 
of  "  A  History  of  Great  Britain, 
from  the  Revolution  in  i68Sto  the 
Accession  of  George  I."  This 
work  was  written  in  Latin,  and  lay 
in  manuscript  till  1787;  when  u 
faithful  translation  of  it  into  Eu« 


c  u  s 

was  made  by  William  Thorn-  j 
son,  LL.  D.  and  published  in  2  vols. 
410.  The  work,  was  undoubtedly 
veil  deserving  of  publication,  as  it 
contains  the  history  of  a  very  inte- 
resting period,  written  by  one  who 
had  a  considerable  degree  of  au- 
thentic information,  and  comprises 
many  curious  particulars  unknown 
to  other  historians.  The  author  died 
'737>  at  the  advanced  age  of  83 
years. 

CURL  (EDMUND)  a  bookseller 
and  bookmaker,  rendered  notorious 
by  Mr.  Pope  in  his  D'jnciad.  He 
•was  generally  held  to  be  of  an  im- 
moral character,  and  was  highly 
injurious  to  the  literary  world  by 
his  piracies  and  forgeries.  He  lost 
his  ears  by  a  sentence  of  the  law 
for  publishing  "  The  Nun  in  her 
Smock,"  and  another  paltry  per- 
formance, and  died  1748. 

CURT1US  (QUINTUS)  a  Latin 
historian,  who  has  written  the  ac- 
tions of  Alexander  the  Great  in 
10  books.  \Yhere  this  author  was 
born  nobody  pretends  to  know  ; 
and  even  when  he  lived  is  still  a 
dispute  among  the  learned,  and 
never  likely  to  be  settled. 

CUSA  (NICHOLAS  DE)  a  car- 
dinal and  bishop,  so  called  from 
Cusa,  the  place  of  his  birth.  His 
parents  were  mean  and  poor;  and 
it  was  las  own  personal  merit  which 
raised  him  to  the  height  of  dignity 
he  afterwards  attained.  He  was  a 
man  of  extraordinary  parts  and 
learning ;  particularly  famous  for 
his  vast  knowledge  in  law  and  di- 
vinity ;  and  withal  a  great  natural 
philosopher  and  geometrician.  He 
die  !  1464,  aged  63  years,  and  left 
many  excellent  works  behind  him. 

CUSPIN1AN  (JOHN)  a  Ger- 
man hiitoriin,  was  born  1473,  and 
died  1529.  He  was  first  physician 
»o  the  emperor  Maximilian  I.  and 
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employed  by  that  prince  in  several 
delicate  negociations. 

CUTTS  (JOHN  LORD)  a  brave 
English  soldier,  and  no  mean  poet, 
died  at  Dublin  1707. 

CYPRIANUS  THASC1US  C^E- 
CILIUS)  bishop  of  Carthage,  a 
principal  father  of  the  Christian 
church,  born  at  Carthage  in  Africa, 
about  the  beginning  of  the  3d  cen- 
tury, and  beheaded  there  Sept.  14, 

258- 

CYRANO(BERGERAC)aFrench 
author  of  a  singular  charaBer,  born 
about  1620,  died  1655.  His  works 
consist  of  some  letters  written  in 
his  youth,  with  a  tragedy  intituled 
"  The  Death  of  Agrippina,  Widow 
of  Germanicus;"  a  comedy,  called 
"  The  Pedant,  or  mere  Scholar  ri- 
diculed ;"  "  Comic  History  of  the 
States  and  Empires  of  the  Moon  ;" 
"  Comic  History  of  the  States  and 
Empires  of  the  Sun  ;"  several  let- 
ters and  dialogues,  and  a  fragment 
of  physics. 

CYRILL,  made  bishop  of  Alex- 
andria 412,  died  444.  His  works 
are  voluminous,  and  have  been  often 
printed. 

CYRUS,  founder  of  the  ancient 
Persian  empire,  died  529  B.  C. 

DACIER  (ANDREW)  a  very 
celebrated  French  critic  and  philo- 
loger,  born  1651,  died  1722.  His 
principal  works  are  translations  of 
"  Horace,"  "  Aristotle's  Poetics," 
"  Plutarch's  Lives,"  "  The  Works 
of  Hippocrates,"  "  Plato,"  "  The 
Life  of  Pythagoras," &c.  &c. 

DACIER  (ANNE)  wife  of  An- 
drew Dacier,  and  a  woman  of  extra- 
ordinary learning,  as  her  works  will 
shew,  of  which  the  most  consider- 
able are  translations  of  "  Anacreon," 
"  Sappho,"  "  Plautus,"  "  Terence," 
and  "  Homer."  She  was  born  1651, 
and  died  1720.  Madame  Dacier 
was  a  lady  of  great  virtue  as  well 
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»s  learning.  She  was  remarkable 
for  firmness,  generosity,  good  na- 
ture, piety,  and  modesty.  The 
academy  of  Ricovrati  at  Padua 
chose  her  one  of  their  body  in 
1684. 

DAILLE  (JOHN)  a  minister  of 
the  church  of  Paris,  and  one  of  the 
ablest  advocates  the  Protestants  ever 
had,  was  born  1594.  In  1628  he 
xvrote  his  celebrated  book,  "  De 
1'Usage  des  Peres,"  or,  "  Of  the 
Use  of  the  Fathers,"  which  Bayle 
has  pronounced  a  master-piece. 

DALECHAMPS  (JAMES)  a 
learned  physician,  born  at  Caen  in 
Normandy,  in  1513,  died  1558. 
His  chief  work  was  a  translation  of 
Fliny's  "  Natural  History  with 
Notes;"  and  he  died  1558. 

DALRYMPLE  (SIR  DAVID) 
of  Hailes,  bart.  (better  known  by 
the  name  of  lord  Hailes)  one  of  the 
senators  of  the  College  of  Justice  in 
Scotland.  He  was  not  only  con- 
spicuous as  an  able  and  upright 
judge  and  a  sound  lawyer,  but  was 
also  eminent  as  a  man  of  polite  li- 
terature, and  an  excellent  classical 
scholar.  Numerous  are  the  works 
that  have  issued  from  his  pen  ;  and 
all  of  them  distinguished  by  their 
accuracy  and  learning  :  a  list  of 
these  will  be  found  in  the  European 
Magazine,  vol.  xxiii.  p.  351.  He 
died  Nov.  29,  1792. 

DALTON  (MICHAEL)  an  Eng- 
lish lawyer,  author  of  two  well- 
known  books  on  "  The  Office  of  a 
Justice  of  Peace,"  and  "  On  the 
Duty  of  Sheriffs,"  &c.  The  times 
of  his  birth  and  death  are  uncer- 
tain, but  the  latter  was  probably 
about  1620. 

DALTON  (DR.  JOHN)  pre- 
hendary  of  Worcester,  born  1709. 
He  adapted  Milton's  ''  Masque  at 
i-udlow  Castle"  to  the  stage,  under 
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the  title  of  ««  Comus,  a  Masque," 
and  died  1763. 

DAMASCEXUS  (JOHN)  an  il- 
lustrious father  of  the  church  in 
the  8th  century.  He  died  about 
750,  leaving  behind  him  many 
compositions  of  various  kinds. 

DAM1ENS,  a  native  of  France, 
executed  March  29,  »757,  for  at- 
tempting to  assassinate  the  king. 
For  the  form  and  manner  of  his  ex- 
ecution, see  CHASTEL,  whose  pu- 
nishment was  similar. 

DAMOCLES,  a  flatterer  of  the 
tyrant  Dionysius,  who  affetling,upon 
some  occasion  or  other,  to  admire 
the  fortune  of  that  prince,  Dio- 
nysius,  to  convince  him  that  prin- 
ces are  not  always  so  happy  as  they 
seem  to  be,  invited  him  to  a  feast, 
and  caused  a  naked  sword  to  be 
hung  over  his  head,  which  was 
only  held  by  a  single  hair.  Da- 
mocles, extremely  struck  with  a 
sense  of  the  hazardous  situation  he 
was  in,  changed  his  opinion  at  once, 
and,  for  his  own  particular  part, 
begged  of  Dionysius  that  he  might 
retire  frotn  court  and  high  life,  in- 
to that  mediocrity  of  condition 
where  no  danger  was,  and  where  he 
should  not  be  subject  to  a  reverse  of 
fortune. 

BAMPIER{C  APT.  WILLIAM) 
a  famous  English  navigator,  born 
1652,  died  1699.  His  "  Voyage 
round  the  World"  is  well  known, 
and  has  gone  through  many  edi- 
tions. 

DANCER  (DANIEL)  a  most 
singular  example  of  penuriousness 
with  the  means  of  plenty.  He 
lived  at  Pinner,  in  Middlesex,  with 
a  sister  of  his,  who  was  of  a  con- 
genial disposition  ;  and  though  pos- 
sessed of  3000!.  a  year,  beside 
great  sums  in  specie  and  bank  notes 
concealed  in  different  parts  of  his

DANDOLO  (HENRY)  duke  of 
Venice,  a  brave  admiral  and  poli- 
tician, who  took  Constantinople  in 
i  203,  and  had  the  moderation  to 
refuse  the  imperial  dignity.  He 
died  i  250. 

DANET  (PETER)  a  French 
abbe,  of  the  number  of  those  learned 
persons  who  were  pitched  upon  by 
the  rlukeof  Montausier  to  illustrate 
classical  authors  for  the  use  of  the 
dauphin.  He  had  Phaedrus  allotted 
to  his  share,  which  he  publisher! 
with  a  Latin  interpretation  and 
notes.  He  was  also  author  of  "  A 
Classical  and  Historical  Dictionary, " 
in  410,  and  died  1709. 

DANIEL  (SAMUEL)  an  emi- 
nent poet  and  historian  of  our 
own  country,  who  flourished  in 
the  reigns  of  Elizabeth  and  James  I. 
to  the  former  of  whom  he  was  poet 
laureat.  His  "  History  of  England" 
is  wiitten  with  great  brevity  and 


but  is  most  memorable  for  his 
'  History  of  France,"  in  7  vols. 
jto.  He  died  1728;  and  by  his 
death  the  Jesuits  lost  one  of  the 
greatest  ornaments  their  order  ever 
could  boast. 

DANTE  (ALIGHIERI)  an  emi- 
nent Italian  poet,  born  at  Florence 
1265.  He  discovered  an  early  in- 
clination and  genius  for  poetry,  but 
was  ambitious,  and,  having  attained 
some  of  the  most  considerable  posts 
in  the  commonwealth,  was  crushed 
by  the  ruins  of  the  faction  which  he 
embraced.  He  died  in  exile  at  Ra- 
venna 1321.  The  most  consider- 
able of  his  works  is,  his  poeoi  in- 
tituled "  The  Comedy  of  Hell, 
Purgatory,  and  Paradise." 

DANTE  (JOHN  BAPTIST)  of 
the  same  family,  probably,  with 
the  preceding,  and  native  of  Pe- 
rugia, was  an  excellent  mathema- 
tician, and  is  memorable  for  having 
fitted  a  pair  of  wings  so  exaclly  to 
his  body  as  to  be  able  to  fly  with 
them.  He  made  the  exoeriment

that  he  had  the  courage  to  perform 
before  the  whole  city  of  Ferngi-i. 
He  shot  himself  from  the  highest 
part  of  the  city,  and  directed  his 
flight  over  the  square,  to  the  ad- 
miration of  the  spectators;  but  un- 
fortunately the  iron  with  which  he 
managed  one  of  his  wings  failed  ; 
and  then,  not  being  able  to

DARCI  (COUNT)  an  eminent

DARIUS  III.  (CODOMANUS) 
the  last  king  of  the  ancient  Per- 
sian empire,  who  was  conquered 
by  Alexander  the  Great,  and  at 
last  treacherously  assassinated  by 
Bessus,  his  own  general,  governor 
of  Batlriana  (who  hoped  thereby 
to  succeed  to  his  sovereignty)  331 
B.  C. 

DATI  (CARLO)  professor  of 
polite  literature  at  Florence,  where 
he  was  born,  became  famous  as  well 
for  his  works  as  for  the  eulogies 
which  many  writers  have  bestowed 
on  him.  He  died  167  5. 

DAVENANT  (SIR  WILLIAM) 
a  celebrated  poet  of  the  17th  cen- 
tury, born  1605.  His  father  kept 
an  inn  at  Oxford,  where  Shakspcare 
used  to  lodge  in  his  journies  be- 
tween London  and  Warwickshire  ; 
and,  as  his  mother  was  a  great 
beauty,  some  have  surmised,  but 
without  any  foundation  at  all,  that 
he  derived  his  very  being,  and 
along  with  it,  his  poetical  talents, 
from  Shakspeare.  In  1637,  when 
Ben  Jonson  died,  he  was  created 
poet  laureate.  He  had  a  great  turn 
for  the  drama,  and  after  the  restora- 
tion of  Charles  II.  obtained  a  pa- 
tent for  erefting  a  new  company  of 
aftors,  under  the  patronage  of  James 
duke  of  York.  They  acted  many 
•years  in  Little  Lincoln's  Inn  Fields, 
where  he  died  April  17,  t668,and 
was  interred  in  Westminster  Ab- 
bey. His  works  consist  of  plays 
and  poems. 

DAI' EN  ANT  (JOHN)  bishop  of 
Salisbury,  a  zealous  and  pious  di- 
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vine,  author  of  many  learned 
works,  the  tendency  of  which  was, 
to  unite  Christians  in  one  senti- 
ment. He  was  born  1570,  and 
died  i  640. 

DAVENANT(DR.  CHARLES) 
the  eldest  son  of  sir  William  Dave- 
nant,  born  1656,  died  1714.  He 
wrote  "  Circe,"  a  tragedy,  bat  was 
chiefly  employed  as  a  political  and 
commercial  writer. 

DAVID  (GEORGE)  a  most  ex- 
traordinary heretic,  son  of  a  water, 
man  of  Ghent,  and  bred  a  glazier, 
or,  as  some  say,  a  glass  painter. 
He  began  about  152.5  to  preach  such 
whimsies  as  these,  namely,  that  he 
was  the  true  Messiah,  the  third  Da- 
vid, nephew  of  God,  not  after  the 
flesh,  but  after  the  spirit.  A  pro- 
secution being  commenced  against 
him  and  his  followers,  he  fled  first 
to  Friesland,  and  from  thence  to 
Basil,  where  he  lurked  under  the 
name  of  John  Bruck,  and  died  in 
that  city  in  1556. 

DAl'IES  (JOHN)  a  writing- 
master  and  poet,  who  died  about 
1618.  Beside  many  poems,  he 
left  a  book  called  "  The  Anatomy 
of  fair  Writing." 

DAV1ES  (SIR  JOHN)  an  emi- 
nent lawyer  and  poet,  born  1570. 
He  was  successively  attorney-gene- 
ral and  speaker  of  the  House  of 
Commons  of  Ireland;  and  coming 
over  to  England,  he  was  in  1626 
appointed  lord  chief  justice  of  the 
King's  Bench  ;  but,  before  his  in- 
stallation, died  suddenly  of  an  apo- 
plexy. His  works  on  legal  sub- 
jcfts  are  numerous  and  valuable. 
His  chief  poetical  work  was  entitled 
"  Nosce  Teipsum." 

DAVIES  (DR.  JOHN)  born  in 
Denbighshire  toward  the  latter  end 
of  the  1 6th  century,  and  highly 
esteemed  for  his  knowledge  of  the 
history  and  antiquities  of  his  own 
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nation,  and  in  the  Greek  and  He- 
brew languages.  He  assisted  in 
translating  the  bible  into  Welch,  in 
that  correcl  edition  which  came  out 
in  1620. 

DAVIES(THOMAS)born  17  10, 
was  for  many  years  a  respectable 
performer  on  the  London  stage. 
This  profession  he  at  length  quitted 
for  that  of  a  bookseller.  In  1780 
he  wrote  and  published  "  The  Life 
of  Mr.  Garrick,"  which  acquired 
him  much  fame  and  some  money. 
He  afterwards  published  "  Dramatic 
Miscellanies,"  in  3  vols.  in  which 
he  discoveied  much  learning  and 
critical  acumen,  and  enlivened  his 
vork  with  many  interesting  and 
valuable  anecdotes  relating  to  the 
stage  and  its  professors.  His  other 
vorks  are,  "  Some  memoirs  of  Mr. 
Henderson,"  "  A  Review  of  Lord 
Chesterfield's  Characters,"  "  A  Life 
of  Massinger,1' "  Lives  of  Dr.  John 
Eachard,  Sir  John  Davies,  and  Mr. 
Lillo  ;"  and  fugitive  pieces  without 
number,  in  prose  and  verse,  in  al- 
most all  the  public  newspapers. 
Mr.  Davies  died  May  5,  1785. 

D  AVILA,  a  celebrated  historian, 
born  of  an  illustrious  family  in  the 
isle  of  Cyprus,  His  most  import- 
ant work  is,  "  His  History  of  the 
Civil  Wars  of  France,"  which  is 
divided  into  15  books,  and  con- 
tains every  thing  worth  notice  that 
passed  from  the  death  of  Henry  II. 
J559>  to  the  peace  of  Vervins 
159^!.  This  history  has  always 
been  reckoned  a  fine  one,  and  lord 
I.  olingbrcke  does  not  scruple  to 
confess  it  in  many  respects  equal  to 
that  of  Livy.  Davilu  was  murder- 
ed 1634. 

DAVIS  (JOHN)  an  English  na- 
vigator, who  tirst  discovered  those 
*treights  in  South  America  which 
bear  i.is  name,  1685. 

DAVIS  (HENRY  EDWARDS) 
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!  was  born  1756,  and  at  the  age  of  21 
distinguished  amongst  the  earliest 
and  most  able  examiners  of  some 
remarkable  assertions,  and  insinua- 
tions yet  more  extraordinary,  in- 
troduced in  Mr.  Gibbon's  "  History 
of  the  Decline  and  Fall  of  the  Ro- 
man empire,"  and  tending  certainiy 
to  undervalue  the  testimony  of  the 
Christian  religion.  He  died  Feb.  10, 
1784. 

DAl'ISON  (JEREMIAH)  a  por- 
trait painter,  born  in  England,  of 
Scots  parents,  studied  under  sir 
Peter  Lely,  excelled  in  painting 
satins,  and  died  1745. 

DAURAT  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
French  poet,bom  1507.  Somehave 
said  that  the  odes,  epigrams,  hymns, 
and  other  poems  in  Greek  and  La- 
tin, composed  by  Daurat,  amount  to 
about  50,000  verses.  He  died  at 
Paris  1588. 

DAWES  (RICHARD)  an  Eng- 
lish scholar,  celebrated  for  the  pub- 
lication of  a  work  intituled  "  Mis- 
cellanea Critica,"  born  1708,  died 
1766. 

DAY  (JOHN)  an  eminent  Eng- 
lish printer, and  the  first  who  printed 
in  Greek  and  Saxon  characters  in 
England,  died  1584.  He  printed 
in  1549  the  folio  Bible  dedicated  to 
Edward  VI. 

DAY  (THOMAS)  was  born  17  48, 
bred  to  the  law,  and  called  to  the 
bar;  but  disgusted  with  the  tech- 
nical nicety  of  legal  process,  he 
soon  quitted  Westminster  Hall,  de- 
voted his  mind  to  literary  pursuits, 
and  became  the  advocate  of  human 
kind.  The  admirable  poem  of 
"  The  Dying  N'egro,"  written  by 
himself  and  the  late  John  Bicknell, 
esq.  and  his  "  Fragment  of  a  Letter 
on  Slavery,"  mark  him  amongst 
the  first  of  those  who  exerted  their 
efforts  to  emancipate  a  large  portion 
of  the  huaian  race  from  cruelty  and 
N  * 
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tyranny.  His  latest  work,  "  The 
Jiistory  of  Sandford  :»nd  Merlon," 
vill  long  remain  an  instance  of  the 
successful  application  of  genius  to 
Jc.rru  the  minds  of  youth  to  a£tive 
and  manly  virtue.  Plain  and  sim- 
ple in  his  habits,  denying  himsell 
all  the  luxuries,  and  many  of  the 
conveniences  of  life,  no  man  could 
expend  less  upon  himself,  or  bestow 
luoie  upon  the  necessities  of  others, 
and  he  devoted  the  greater  part 
of  an  an, pie  income  to  a£ts  of 
public  and  private  charity.  Died 
tt-pt.  28,  17  89,  by  a  iall  from  his 
horse. 

DEC  HALES  (CLAUDIUS 
FRANCIS  MILLIET)  an  excellent 
mathematicianjmec  hanic,  and  astro 
nomer.  born  at  Chamberry,  the  ca- 
pital of  Savoy,  1611.  His  princi- 
pal performances  have  been  colleft- 
ed  into  3  vols.  in  folio,  under  the 
title  of"  Mundus  Mathematicus  ;" 
Icing  indeed  a  complete  course  of 
all  the  mathematics.  He  died  pro- 
fessor of  mathc matics  in  the  univer- 
sity of  Turin,  1678. 

DECIUS  (PUBL1US)  a  Roman 
consul,  and  brave  general,  memo- 
rable for  having  devoted  himself 
for  his  country  in  a  battle  with  the 
Latins  340  B'.  C.  Decius  Mus,  his 
son,  followed  his  father's  example, 
as  dici  a  grandson.  The  custom  was, 
that  the  officer  who  devoted  himself 
to  the  gods  for  the  service  of  his 
country,  after  certain  ceremonies 
of  consecration,  rushed,  completely 
arn:ed,  into  the  midst  of  the  ene- 
my's foiemost  ranks,  when  their 
own  despaired  of  viftory.  Though 
this  was  an  afct  of  superstition  which 
proved  fatal  to  the  hero,  it  reani- 
mated his  party,  and  occasioned 
them  to  gain  tbp  battle. 

DECKER  (JOHN)  a  pious  and 
learned  Flemish  Jesuit,  who  wrote 
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much  on  Sacred  Chronology,  wa» 
born  1550,  and  died  1619. 

DECKER"  (THOMAS)  a  drama, 
tic  writer  of  some  celebrity  in  the 
reign  of  James  I.  In  his  "  Honest 
Whore,"  and  the  comedy  of  "  Old 
Fortunatus/'there  are  beauties,  both 
as  to  characler,  plot,  and  language, 
especially  in  the  former,  equal  to 
those  of  any  dramatic  writer(Shake- 
speare  excepted)  that  this  island  has 
produced.  The  precise  time  of  this 
author's  birth  and  death  are  not  re- 
corded, yet  he  could  not  have  died 
young,  as  the  first  play  we  find  of 
his  writing  was  published  in  1600, 
and  the  latest  date  we  meet  with  to 
any  other  is  "  The  Wontler  of  a 
Kingdom,"  1637. 

DEE  (JOHN)  a  great  mathema- 
tician, and  very  extraordinary  per- 
son  in  the  republic  of  letters,  born 
i  5 '2  7.  He  was  a  man  of  uncom- 
mon parts,  learning,  and  applica- 
tion ;  and  might  have  performed 
great  things,  if  he  had  been  posses- 
sed of  a  solid  judgment ;  but  he 
was  extremely  credulous  and  super- 
stitious. He  suffered  himself  to  be 
deluded  into  an  opinion,  that  by 
certain  invocations  an  intercourse 
or  communication  with  spirits 
might  be  obtained  ;  from  whence 
he  promised  himself  an  insight  into 
the  occult  sciences.  He  found  a 
young  man,  one  Edward  Kelly,  a 
iiative  of  Worcestershire,  who  had 
already  clipped  deep  into  these  mat. 
ters  ;  and  who  readily  undertook  to 
be  his  instrument  in  them,  for  which 
he  was  to  pay  him  50!.  per  annum. 
Dec.  2,  i^ij  they  began  their  in- 
cantationsj  in  consequence  of  which, 
Kelly  was,  by  the  inspection  of  a 
certain  table,  consecrated  for  thst 
purpose  with  mnny  superstitious 
ceremonies,  enabled  to  acqu-.i  t 
Dee  with  what  ths  spirits  thought 
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£t  to  shew  and  discover.  These 
conferences  were  continued  for 
about  two  years,  and  the  subjefls 
of  them  committed  to  writing,  but 
never  published,  though  still  pre- 
served in  Ashmole's  museum.  He 
travelled  much  abroad  in  company 
viih  Kelly,  who  had  in  his  pos- 
session, as  was  reported,  a  philo- 
sophical powder  of  projection,  by 
\vhkh  they  were  furnished  with 
money  very  profusely.  la  the 
l;;tter  end  of  his  life,  however,  he 
became  miserably  poor,  and  it  i:- 
highly  probable,  that  he  remained 
under  his  delusions  to  his  death; 
for  he  was  actually  providing  for  a 
new  journey  into  Germany,  when, 
•worn  out  by  age  and  distempers,  he 
died  in  1608,  aged  80,  and  was 
buried  at  Muitlake.  His  mathe- 
matical works  are  numerous  and 
Valuable. 

DE  F.OE  (DANIEL)  equally  fa- 
mous for  politics  and  poetry,  was 
bred  a  hosier.  In  that  situation  he 
was  unsuccessful ;  and  this  proba- 
bly induced  him  to  apply  to  his 
pen  for  subsistence.  Tutchin  hav- 
ing in  1700  written  "  The  Fo- 
leigners,"  an  infamous  satire  on 
king  William  and  the  whole  Dutch 
nation,  De  Foe  wrote  "  The  True- 
born  Englishman,"  as  an  antidote 
to  it,  and  thereby  recommended 
himself  to  the  notice  of  his  sove- 
reign, who  failed  not  to  reward  the 
author.  He  afterwards  wrote  an 
amaaing  number  of  trafts,  30  of 
which  have  been  collected  in  two 
vols.  8vo.  One  of  these  tracls,  en- 
tituled  "  The  Shortest  Way  with 
the  Dissenters,"  contained  reflec- 
tions against  some  ecclesiastics  in 
power,  for  breathing  too  much  a 
spirit  of  persecution.  Becoming 
obnoxious  to  the  ministry  on  this 
account,  he  was  obliged  to  explain 
lumsclf,  s\hich  he  did  very  e.xpii- 
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citly,  for  he  was  a  man  of  great 
firmness  :  and  when  he  was  senten« 
ced  afterwards  to  stand  in  the  pil- 
lory for  attacking  some  measures 
which  he  thought  unconstitutional 
and  unjust,  he  not  only  cheerfully 
underwent  the  punishment,  but  at 
the  same  time  wrote  "  A  Hymn  to 
the  Pillory,"  as  a  defiance  of  their 
usage  to  him.  But  after  all,  De 
Foe  is  by  nothing  better  known  at 
present,  than  by  his  entertaining 
"  History  of  Robinson  Crusoe;" 
which,  though  a  romance,  is  written 
in  so  natural  a  manner,  and  with 
so  many  probable  incidents,  that  it 
was  judged  to  be  a  true  story  for 
some  time  after  its  publication. 
He  died  at  Islington  1731. 

DELANY(Dr.  PATRICK}  a  theo- 
logical writer  of  Ireland,  but  per- 
haps better  known  as  the  intimate 
friend  and  correspondent  of  Dean 
Swift,  was  born  1686,  and  died  at 
Bath  1768. 

DELANY(MARY)  wife  of  the 
foregoing,  celebrated  for  her  skill 
in  painting  and  in  cutting  flowers 
and  other  ornaments  in  paper, 
was  born  1700,  and  died  1788. 

DELRIO  (MARTIN  ANTONY) 
a  most  learned  man,  born  at  Ant- 
werp 1551.  The  progress  he  made 
in  letters  while  a  very  boy  is 
recorded  with  wonder,  having  sur- 
prized the  public  when  he  was 
only  19  years  of  age  wilh  some 
good  notes  upon  the  tragedies  of 
Seneca,  in  which  he  cited  almost 
11  oo  authors,  with  all  the  assur- 
ance of  a  man  who  had  read  them 
thoroughly,  and  weighed  their  sen- 
timents with  great  judgment  and  ex- 
aclness.  He  died  1608. 

DEMETRIUS  (PHALEREUS) 
a  peripatetic  philosopher  of  Athens, 
who  lived  in  the  time  of  Alexander 
the  Great,  Three  hundred  and 
sixty  statues  were  creeled  to  his 
N  3 
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honour  in  that  city  ;  and  not  un- 
deservedly, since  he  is  said  to  have 
augmented  the  revenues  of  it,  as 
veil  as  to  have  improved  and  po- 
l;-hed  its  buildings.  Nevertheless 
lie  died  in  banishment  by  the  bite 
of  an  asp.  His  writings  consisted 
of  poetry,  history,  politics,  rheto- 
ric, harangues,  and  embassies  ;  but 
none  are  ex'ant. 

DEMOCR1TUS,  one  of  the 
greatest  philosophers  of  antiquity, 
I  orn  at  Abdera,  a  town  of  Thrace, 
about  the  8oth  Olympiad,  that  is, 
about  460  years  before  Christ. — 
Ke  is  said  to  have  laughed  at  hu- 
inan  life  in  general,  whuh,  Mon- 
taigne say?,  it  was  better  to  do 
than  to  imitate  Ileraclitus,  who 
•wept  eternally  about  it  ;  because, 
adds  he,  mankind  are  not  so  un- 
happy as  they  are  vain.  He  was 
the  forerunner  of  Epicurus,  whose 
Astern  differs  from  his  no  other- 
wise than  in  some  improvements. 

DEM01VRK  (ABRAHAM)  an 
ii'.u-trious  mathematician,  born  at 
Vitri  in  Champagne,  May  1667. 
His  abilities  were  so  admired  by 
the  Royal  Society  of  London,  that 
they  judged  him  2  fit  person  to 
decide  the  famous  contest  between 
Newton  and  Leibnitz.  He  published 
some  capital  works, but  is  generally 
known  by  his  "  Doctrine  of  Chances; 
or.  Method  of  calculating;  the  Pro- 
babilities of  Events  at  Play."  He 
d;ed  at  London  1754. 

DEMOSTHENES,  one  of  the 
preate^t  orators  of  antiquity,  if  not 
the  greaiest,  was  bom  at  Athens,  in 
the  ad  year  of  the  loist  Olym- 
piad, that  is,  about  370  years 
before.  Christ.  It  is  universally 
agieed,  that  no  orator  ever  spoke 
with  such  force,  or  had  the  passions 
of  others  so  much  in  his  power,  as 
Demosthenes  ;  insomuch  that  he 
appeared  iike  one  inspired. 
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He  opposed  Philip  of  Karcdonia 
with  all  his  might,  and  Alexander 
after  him.  Alexander  requested  of 
the  Athenians  to  have  Demosthenes 
given  up  to  him,  but  this  was  re- 
fused; yet  when  Antipater.  his  suc- 
cessor, made  the  same  request  after. 
wards,  it  was  granted.  But  De- 
mosthenes would  not  he  given  up, 
an  1  therefore  escaped  into  the  island 
of  Celauria;  where  he  imbibed  the 
poison  he  had  kept  on  purpose  in 
a  quill,  to  prevent  his  being  taken 
alive.  He  died  in  the  third  year  of 
the  1 1  4th  Olympiad.  There  are 
extant  under  his  name  61  orations, 
which  have  frequently  been  pub- 
lished. But  though  he  arrived  to 
such  perfeSion  in  this  art,  he  set 
out  under  great  disadvantages:  for 
he  had  an  impediment  in  his  speech, 
whi.  h  for  a  long  time  would  not 
suffer  him  to  pronounce  the  letter  r; 
he  had  a  weak  voice,  a  short  breath, 
and  a  very  uncouth  and  ungracious 
manner;  however,  by  dint  of  re- 
solution and  infinite  pains,  he  over- 
came all  these  defefts.  He  would 
climb  up  steep  and  craggy  places, 
to  help  his  wind  and  strengthen  his 
voice  ;  he  would  declaim  with  peb- 
bles in  his  mouth,  to  remedy  the 
imperfeflion  in  his  speech  ;  he 
would  place  a  looking-glass  before 
him,  to  correft  the  aukwardness  of 
his  gesture  ;  and  he  learned  of  the 
best  players  the  proper  graces  of 
action  and  pronunciation,  which  he 
thought  of  so  much  consequence 
that  he  made  the  whole  art  of  ora- 
tory in  a  manner  to  consist  of  them. 
He  was  so  intent  upon  study,  that 
he  would  often  retire  into  a  cave 
of  the  earth,  and  shave  half  his 
head,  so  that  he  could  not  with  de- 
cency appear  abroad  till  his  hair 
was  grown  again.  He  also  ac- 
customed himself  to  harangue  at 
the  sea-shore,  where  the  agitation 
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of  the  waves  formed  to  him  an 
idea  of  the  commotion  in  a  popu- 
lar assembly,  and  served  to  prepare 
and  fortify  him  against  them.  From 
these  several  kinds  of  hardships, 
which  he  imposed  upon  himself, 
it  is  plain  tliat  he  was  not  so  much 
born  an  orator,  as  an  instance  how 
far  parts  and  application  may  go 
toward  the  forming  of  a  great  man 
in  any  profession. 

DEMPSTER  (THOMAS)  a  Scotch 
historian  and  commentator,  died 
1625.  He  was  a  very  learned 
man,  but  of  a  singular  charac- 
ter, being  as  prompt  to  draw  his 
sword  in  quarrel,  as  to  wield  his 
pen  at  any  time.  He  became  pro- 
fessor of  the  Belles  Lettres  at  Pisa, 
Nismes,  and  Bologna,  and  had  such 
a  prodigious  memory,  that  he  used 
to  say  he  knew  not  what  it  was  to 
forget.  This  gained  him  the  ap- 
pellation of  "  The  Living  Li- 
brary." 

DENHAM(SIR  JOHN)  an  emi- 
nent poet,  born  in  Dublin  1615. 
In  1641  he  published  his  tragedy, 
called  «'  The  Sophy,"  which  was 
extremely  admired  by  the  bes: 
judges  ;  and  in  1642  was  firs; 
printed  his  "  Cooper's  Hill,"  '  a 
poem  (says  Dryden)  which,  for  ma- 
jesty of  style,  is,  and  ever  will  be, 
the  standard  of  good  writing.'  Pope 
has  celebrated  this  poem  very  highly 
in  his  "  Windsor  Forest ;"  and  all 
men  of  taste  have  agreed  in  their 
commendations  of  it.  He  died 
1668. 

DENNIS  (JOHN)  a  celebrated 
critic,  born  1657.  Though  it  i 
now  become  fashionable  to  speak 
lightly  of  him,  he  had  qualities 
enough  to  recommend  him  to  the 
acquaintance  of  some  of  the  most 
eminent  personages,  for  birth,  wit, 
and  learning,  of  his  time  ;  but  the 
black  passions  were  so  predominant 
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in  him,  and  his  pride,  envy,  jei- 
lousy,  and  suspicion,  hurried  him 
into  so  many  absurd  and  ridiculous 
measures,  that  his  life  appears  to 
have  been  nothing  but  a  mixture  of 
tolly  and  madness.— He  began  to 
be  a  writer  as  early,  if  not  earlier, 
than  1690,  and  so  continued  to  the 
time  of  his  death,  which  happened 
1733.  He  had  better  talents  for 
judging  of  the  performances  of 
others,  than  for  producing  any  thing 
of  himself;  which  made  a  smart 
fellow  say,  that  "  Dennis  was  the 
fittest  man  in  the  world  to  instruct 
a  dramatic  writer;  for  he  laid  down 
excellent  rules  for  writing  good 
plays,  and  shewed  what  were  bad 
•>y  his  own." 

DERHAM  (WILLIAM)  a  very 
eminent  philosopher  and  divine, 
born  1657,  died  1735,  having 
spent  his  life  in  the  most  agreeable 
and  improving  study  of  nature,  and 
made  all  his  researches  therein  sub- 
servient to  the  cause  of  religion  and 
virtue.  His  works  are  extremely 
numerous  ;  of  these  the  best  known 
are  his  "  Physiro-Theolo^y  ;  or,  A 
Demonstration  of  the  Being  and  At- 
tributes of  God,  from  his  works  of 
Creation,"  and  "  Astro-Theology  ; 
or,  A  Demonstration  of  the  Beinor 
and  Attributes  of  God  from  a  Sur- 
vey of  the  Heavens;"  both  which 
are  work?  of  considerable  merit. 

DESAGULIERS  (JOHN  THEO- 
PHILUS)  a  celebrated  lecturer  in 
experimental  philosophy,  and  who 
made  several  improvements  in  me- 
chanics, was  born  at  Rochelle  1683, 
but  brought  into  England  when  an 
infant.  His  most  celebrated  publi- 
cation is,  "  A  Course  of  Experi- 
mental Philosophy,  1734,"  2  vols. 
410.  He  died  1749. 

DESCARTES.     See  CARTES. 

DES  MAIZE AUX  (PETER)  se- 
cretary of     the    Royal    Society    of 
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iordon,  was  born  at  Auvergne  in 
1666.  He  retired  early,  probably 
as  a  refugee,  into  England,  and  died 
there  in  1745.  He  had  intimate 
connections  with  St.  Evremont  and 
Eayle  ;  gave  a  very  handsome  edi- 
tion of  the  works  of  the  former,  in 
3  vols.  410.  with  the  life  of  the  au- 
thor prefixed,  and  drew  up  the  life 
of  the  latter,  which  was  printed 
before  the  edition  of  his  "  Diflio- 
nary  "  in  1730.  He  published 
also  the  "  Miscellaneous  Works  of 
Bayle,"  In  4  vols.  folio.  He  was 
the  editor  of  other  things  ;  and 
whatever  he  published  he  always 
accompanied  with  literary  anec- 
dotes. 

DESTOUCHES  (ANDRE  CAR 
DINAL)  a  celebrated  French  musi- 
cian, born  1672,  died  1749. 

DESTOUCHES  (PHILIP  NE- 
RICAL'T)  a  French  dramatic  wri- 
ter, born  1680,  died  1754.  Des- 
touches  had  not  the  gaiety  of  Reg- 
nard,  nor  the  strong,  warm  colour- 
ing of  Molieie;  but  he  is  alvva\  .- 
polite,  tender,  and  natural. 

DEVEREUX  (ROBERT)  earl  o! 
Essex,  born  1567,  is  memorable 
fcr  having  been  a  great  favourite, 
and  an  unhappy  viCiim  to  the  arts 
of  his  enemies  and  his  own  ambi- 
tion, in  the  reign  of  queen  Eliza- 
beth. The  first  great  shock  he  re 
ceived,  in  regard  to  the  queen's  fa- 
vour, arose  from  a  warm  dispute 
between  her  majesty  and  himself, 
about  the  choice  of  some  fit  and 
able  person  to  superintend  the  af- 
fairs of  Ireland.  The  queen  looked 
upon  sir  V.'illiam  Knolles,  uncle  to 
Essex,  as  the  most  pioper  person 
fur  that  charge  :  Essex  contended 
that  sir  George  Carew  was  a  much 
fitter  man  for  it.  When  the  queen 
could  not  be  persuaded  to  approve 
his  choice,  he  so  far  forgot  himself 
and  his  duty  as  to  turn  his  back 
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upon  her  in  a  contemptuous  man- 
ner ;  which  insolence  her  majesty 
not  being  able  to  bear,  she  gave  him 
i  box  on  the  ear,  and  bid  him  go 
and  be  hanged.  .He  immediately 
clapped  his  hand  on  his  sword,  and 
the  lord  admiral  stepping  in  be- 
tween, he  swore  a  great  oath,  de- 
claring that  he  neither  could  nor 
would  put  up  an  affront  of  that 
nature ;  that  he  would  not  ha\e 
taken  it  at  the  hands  of  Henry  VIII. 
and  in  a  great  passion  immediately 
withdrew  from  court.  He  was  after- 
wards reconciled  and  restored,  in 
appearance,  to  the  queen's  favour  ; 
yet  there  is  good  reason  to  doubt 
whether  he  ever  recovered  it  in 
reality  ;  and  his  friends  have  been 
apt  to  date  his  ruin  from  this  un- 
lucky  accident.  He  was  executed 
on  a  charge  of  treason  Feb.  25, 
160  i . 

D'EWES  (SIR  SYMONDS)  an 
eminent  English  historian  and  an- 
tiquary, born  1602,  died  1650. 
When  he  was  little  more  than  30 
years  of  age,  he  had  finished  that 
large  and  accurate  work  for  which 
he  is  chiefly  memorable,  viz.  "  The 
Journals  of  all  the  Parliaments  dur- 
ing the  Reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
both  Lords  and  Commons,"  &c.  &.c. 

DE  WITT  (JOHN)  the  famous 
pensionary,  was  the  second  son  of 
Jacob  De  Witt,  (burgo-master  of 
Doit,  and  deputy  to  the  States  of 
Holland)  and  born  in  1625.  lie 
was  the  zealous  patron  of  the  glory 
and  liberty  of  his  native  country  ; 
the  greatest  genius  of  his  time;  the 
ablest  politician  in  war  as  well  as 
peace  ;  the  Atlas  of  the  common- 
wealth :  but  was  barbarously  mur- 
dered by  a  Dutch  mob  in  1672.— 
De  Witt  wrote  a  book  containing 
those  maxims  of  government  upon 
which  he  afied,  which  will  be  a 
never-fading  monument  to  Lis  iui- 
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mortal  memory.  It  shews  the  true 
and  genuine  principles  of  policy, 
on  which  alone  it  is  possible  to 
ereft  an  administration  profitable 
at  home,  and  which  must  command 
respett  abroad.  On  the  one  hand 
are  pointed  out  the  mischiefs  of 
tyranny,  arbitrary  power,  authority 
derived  from  faflion,  monopolies, 
and  every  other  species  of  corrup- 
tion :  on  the  other  hand  is  explained 
the  true  method  of  acquiring  and 
securing  power,  riches,  peace,  and 
of  managing  and  extending  trade; 
of  supporting  liberty  without  run- 
ning into  licentiousness;  and  of 
administering  the  commonwealth  in 
such  a  nianner,  as  that  the  possess- 
ors of  power  shall  not  be  either  en- 
vied or  feared.  A  translation  of  it 
from  the  original  Dutch,  intituled 
"  The  true  Interest  and  political 
Maxims  of  the  Republic  of  Hol- 
land," has  been  printed  in  London. 

DIAGORAS  (surnamed  THE 
ATHEIST)  flourished  in  Athens  in 
the  gist  Olympiad,  that  is,  about 
412  years  before  Christ.  The  his- 
tory of  his  atheism  is  thus  told  : 
He  delighted  in  making  verses, 
and  had  composed  a  poem  which 
a  certain  poet  had  stolen  from  him. 
He  sued  the  thief,  who  swore  he 
•was  not  guilty  of  the  crime  ;  and 
toon  after  he  gained  a  great  reput  i- 
tion  by  publishing  that  work  as  his 
own.  Diagoras,  considering  that 
he  who  had  injured  him  had  not 
only  escaped  unpunished  for  his 
theft  and  perjury,  hut  also  acquired 
glory  thereby,  concluded  that  there 
was  no  Providence,  nor  any  gods, 
and  wrote  some  books  to  prove  it. 
He  died  by  shipwreck. 

DICEARCHIJS,  a  disciple  of 
Aristotle, born  at  Messina  in  Sicily, 
was  a  good  philosopher,  historian, 
and  mathematician,  and  composed 
a  great  many  books  upon  all  sub- 
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jeOs,  and  in  all  sciences,  which 
were  much  esteemed. 

DICTYS  CRETENSIS,  a  very 
ancient  historian,  who,  serving  un- 
der Idomeneus,  a  king  of  Crete,  in 
the  Trojan  war,  wrote  the  history 
of  that  expedition  in  nine  books  ; 
and  TzeUes  tells  us,  that  Horner 
formed  the  "  Iliad"  upon  his  plan. 

DIDEROT  (DIONYSIUS)  a  ce- 
lebrated French  poet,  and  writer  on 
physics,  geometry,  metaphysics, 
ethics,  and  the  belles  lettres,  was 
the  son  of  a  cutler,  and  born  at 
Langres  1713.  He  conceived  the 
stupendous  design  of  a  "  Di8ion- 
naire  Encyclopedique,"  which,  as- 
sisted by  D'Alembert,  and  others, 
he  accomplished,  himself  compiling 
the  descriptions  of  arts  and  trades. 
So  ill  was  he  paid  for  above  20 
years  labour  at  this  book,  that  he 
was  compelled  to  expose  his  li- 
brary to  sale  for  a  subsistence. 
The  empress  of  Russia  ordered  it  to 
be  bought  for  her  at  the  price  of 
50,000  livres,  and  generously  left 
him  the  use  of  it  during  his  life. 
Certain  positions  on  government 
and  religion  in  the  "  Encyclopae- 
dic," have  exposed  Diderot  to  the 
charge  of  having  favoured  atheisti- 
cal and  anarchical  principles,  or 
what  at  the  present  day  is  termed 
Jacobinism.  [See  "  Barruel's  Me- 
moirs," (translated  by  the  honour- 
able Robert  Clifford,)  8vo.  1798.] 
Diderot  died  suddenly  in  July  17^4. 

D1DYMUS  of  Alexandria,  an 
ecclesiastical  writer  of  the  4th  cen- 
tury. 

DIEMERRROEK  (ISBRAND)  a 
professor  of  physic  and  anatomy  at 
'Jtrecht,  born  1609,  practised  physic, 
and  read  public  lectures,  with  great 
reputation;  and  died  1074. 

D1GBY  (SIR  EVERARD)  born 
1,581,  was  drawn  in  to  be  p  ivy  to 
the  gunpowder  plot ;  and  though 
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rot  a  principal  aftor  in  that  dread- 
ful atfair,  nor  indeed  an  aftor  at  all, 
yet  he  cflercd  1500!.  towards  de- 
fraying the  expences  of  it ;  enter- 
tained Guy  Fawkes,  who  was  to 
have  executed  it,  in  his  house; 
and  was  taken  in  open  rebellion 
with  other  paputs  after  the  plot 
\VBS  detected  and  had  miscarried. 
When  sentence  of  death  was  passed 
lie  seemed  to  be  very  much  affe&ed  ; 
for,  making  a  low  bow  to  those  on 
the  bench,  he  said,  "  If  I  could 
hear  any  of  your  lordships  say  you 
forgave  me.  I  should  go  the  more 
cheerfully  to  the  gallows."  To  thi? 
all  the  lords  answered,  "  God  for- 
give you,  and  we  do."  He  was 
with  other  conspirators,  upon  the 
goth  of  January  160.5-6,  hanged. 
drawn,  and  quartered,  at  the  west 
end  of  St.  rani's  church  in  London. 

DIGBY  (SIR  KENELM)   a  very 
famous    English    philosopher,     and 
eldest  son  of  sir  Everard,    was  born 
at   Goihtirst    in     Buckinghamshire 
1603,   and    died    on   his    birth-day 
in  1665.     Having   read   on  a  time 
the    writings  of  Descartes,   he    re- 
solved to  go  to  Holland  on  purpose 
to  see  him.      He  did  so,   anil  found 
him   at  his   retirement  at  Egmond. 
Des  Maizeaux,  in  his  life  of  St.  Ev- 
remond,   tells  us  of  a  conversation 
between   these     great    men,    about 
lengthening  out  life  to  the  period  of 
thepatriarchs.    Descartes  assured  sii 
Kenelm  that  he  had  long  been  pro- 
jcfting  a  scheme  for  that   purpose  ; 
and  a  very  notable  one  undoubtedly 
it  would  have   been,   if  that  philo- 
sopher  had  but  lived  ;   but  he  had 
the  misfortune  to  die  just  before  he 
could  hring  it  to  bear. 

DIGBY    (LORD    GEORGE)    an 
English    nobleman  of  great    parts 
eon  of  John  Digby,earl  of  Bristol 
was    born  1612.     "  He    was    (say 
a  late  writer,  somewiiat  severely)  a 
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singular  person,  whose  life  was  one 
contradiction."  He  wrote  again;t 
Popery,  and  embraced  it:  he  was 
a  zealous  opposer  of  the  court,  and 
a  sacrifice  for  it:  was  conscientious- 
ly converted  in  the  midst  of  his 
prosecution  of  lord  Strafford,  and 
was  most  unconscientiously  a  pro- 
secutor" of  lord  Clarendon.  With 
great  parts,  he  always  hurt  himself 
and  his  friends:  with  romantic 
bravery,  he  was  always  an  unsuc- 
cessful commander.  He  spoke  for 
the  Test-aft,  though  a  Roman  Ca- 
tholic ;  and  addifted  himself  to 
astrology  on  the  birth-day  of  true 
jhilosophy."  He  died  earl  of  Biistol 
676. 

D1GGES  (LEONARD)  an  Eng- 
ish  gentleman  famous  for  his 
nathematical  learning,  died  about 

1574- 

DlGOES    (THOMAS)  only    son 

of  Leonard  Diggcs,  and  one  of  the 
greatest  mathematicians  of  his  age. 
He  died  159,5. 

D1GGES  (SIR  DUDLEY)  master 
of  the  rolls  to  Charles  I.  was  elde-1 
to   Thomas   Digges,  just   men- 
tioned,   and   born  1583.      He   wa?, 
it  is   said,  a   great  assevter   of  hi; 
ountry's    liberty     in   the    worst    of 
times,   when  the  sluices  of  preroga- 


tive weie  opened,  and  the  banks  of 
the  law  were  almost  overwhelmed 
by  the  inundations  of  it.  He 
was  author  of  several  literary  per- 
formances, and  died  1639. 

D1LWORTH(THOMASJ  a  school- 
master of  Wapping,  well  known  by 
two  or  three  useful  school-books 
which  he  compiled,  and  which  have 
o-one  through  editions  almost  in- 
numerable. Mr.  Dil worth  di  d 
1781. 

DINOCRATES,  a  celebrated 
ancient  architcft  of  Macedonia, 
employed  by  Alexander  in  buildi  -g 
the  city  of  Alexandria.  Another 
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-memorable  instance  of  Dinocrates's 
arcbitectonic  skill  is,  his  restoring 
and  building,  in  a  more  august  and 
magnificent  manner  than  before, 
the  celebrated  temple  of  Diana  at 
Ephesus,  after  Herostratus,  for  the 
sake  of  immortalizing  his  name, 
had  destroyed  it  by  fire. 

DIO  CASSIUS,  an  ancient  Ro- 
man historian,  known  also  by  the 
surnames  of  Cocceius  or  Cocceia- 
nus,  was  born  at  Nicsea,  a  city  of 
Bithynia,  and  flourished  in  the  3d 
century.  His  history  began  from 
the  building  of  Rome,  and  pro- 
ceeded to  the  reign  of  Alexander 
Severus.  What  we  now  have  of  it 
begins  with  the  expedition  of  Lu- 
cullus  against  Mithridates  king  of 
Fontus,  about  the  year  of  Rome 
684,  and  ends  with  the  death  of  the 
emperor  Claudius,  about  the  year 
806. 

DIO  CHRYSOSTOM,  a  cele- 
brated orator  and  philosopher  of 
the  ist  century,  born  at  Prusa,  a 
city  of  Bithynia,  and  called  Chry- 
sostom  on  account  of  his  eloquence. 
There  are  extant  of  his  80  orations 
and  dissertations  upon  political,  mo- 
ral, and  philosophical  subje£ts. 

DIOCLKSIAN,  a  Roman  empe- 
ror, whose  bloody  persecution  of 
the  Christians  forms  a  chrono- 
logical asra,  called  the  j£ra  of 
Dioclesian,  or  the  Martyrs  ;  it  was 
for  a  long  time  in  use  in  theo- 
logical writings,  and  is  still  fol- 
lowed by  the  Copies  and  Abyssini- 
ans.  It  commenced  August  agth 
A.  D.  284.  Dioclesian  was  born 
233,  and  died  313. 

DIODATI  (JOHN)  a  famous 
minister,  and  professor  of  theo- 
logy at  Geneva,  born  at  Lucca  in 
1579,  died  at  Geneva  in  1652. 
He  is  distinguished  by  translations 
of  "  The  Bible  into  Italian,"  "  The 
Bible  into  French,"  and  of  <(  Father 
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Paul's    History  of   the    Council  of 
Trent  into  French." 

DIODORUS  SICULUS,  an  an- 
cient  historian,  born  at  Agyrium 
in  Sicily,  flourished  in  the  times  of 
Julius  Caesar  and  Augustus.  Dio- 
dorus  says,  in  the  beginning  of  his 
history,  that  he  was  no  less  than 
30  years  in  wnting  it,  in  the  ca- 
pital of  the  world,  viz.  Rome.  He 
calls  his  work  not  an  "  History," 
but  an  "  Historical  Library  ;"  and 
had  comprized  in  40  books  the 
most  remarkable  events  which  had 
happened  in  the  world  during  the 
space  of  1138  years:  but,  to  the 
great  grief  of  the  curious,  of  the 

books,  only  15  are  now  extant. 

DIOGEN'ES  the  Cynic,  born  at 
Sinope,  a  city  of  Pontus,  and  ex- 
pelled from  thence  for  coining  false 
money  ;  as  was  his  father  also,  who  , 
was  a  banker.  He  retired  to  Athens, 
and  prevailed  on  the  philosopher 
Antisthenes  to  become  his  master. 
He  not  only  submitted  to  the  kind 
of  life  which  was  peculiar  to  the 
followers  of  that  founder  of  the 
Cynics,  but  added  new  degress  of 
austerity  to  it.  He  ordered  some- 
body to  provide  him  a  cell ;  but,  as 
that  order  was  not  speedily  exe- 
cuted, he  grew  impatient,  and 
lodged  himself  in  a  tub.  He  looked 
down  on  all  the  world  with  scorn, 
and  magisterially  censured  all  man- 
kind. Alexander  one  day  paid  him 
a  visit,  and  made  him  an  offer  of 
riches,  or  any  thing  else  ;  but  all  that 
the  philosopherrequested  of  him  was, 
to  stand  from  betwixt  him  and  the 
sun  :  as  if  he  had  said,  "  Do  not 
deprive  me  of  the  benefits  of  na- 
ture, and  I  leave  to  you  those  of 
fortune."  The  conqueror  was  so 
jafiefted  by  the  vigour  and  elevation 
I  of  his  soul  as  to  declare,  "  that  if 
he  were  not  Alexander  he  would 
choose  to  be  Diogenes;"  that  is, 
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if  lie  were  not  in  possession  of  all 
that  was  pompous  and  splendid  in 
life,  he  would,  like  Diogenes,  he- 
roically despise  it.  Diogenes  had 
a  threat  presence  of  mind,  as  appears 
from  his  smart  sayings  and  quick 
repartees;  and  Plato  is  thought  to 
have  passed  no  ill  judgment  upon 
him,  when  he  called  him  "  a  mad 
Socrates."  He  died  at  Corinth 
when  he  was  about  90  years  old: 
but  authors  are  not  agreed  either 
as  to  the  time  or  manner  of  his 
death.  Some  say,  he  died  of  an 
overflowing  of  the  gall,  ocsasioned 
by  his  eating  a  neat's  foot  raw  ;  o- 
thers,  that  he  suffocated  himself  by 
holding  his  breath  ;  some  that  he 
died  of  the  bite  of  a  dog  ;  others, 
that  he  threw  himself  down  a  pre- 
cipice ;  others,  that  he  strangled 
himself.  The  last  opinion  is  report- 
ed by  Jerome  as  the  true  one. 

DIOGENES  LAERTIUS,  an  an- 
cient Greek  author,  who  wrote  10 
books  of  the  "  Lives  of  the  Philoso- 
phers," still  extant. 

DIONIS  (PETER)  a  French  sur- 
geon, and  the  first  who  demonstrat- 
ed anatomical  disseftions  and  chi- 
rurgical  operations,  established  by- 
Lewis  XIV.  in  the  royal  garden  of 
plants.  This  ingenious  person  died 
in  1718. 

DIONYSIUS,  an  ancient  poet  and 
geographer,  wrote  a  great  number 
of  pieces;  but  his  "  Periegesis,"or 
"  Survey  of  the  World,"  is  the  only 
one  we  have  remaining;  and  it 
•would  be  superfluous  to  say,  that 
this  is  one  of  the  most  exaft  systems 
of  ancient  geography,  when  it  has 
been  related  that  Pliny  himself 
proposed  it  for  his  pattern. 

DIONYSIUS  HALICARNAS- 
SENSIS,  an  historian  and  critic  of 
antiquity,  born  at  Halicarnassus,  a 
town  in  Caria  ;  which  is  also  me 
morable  for  having  produced  He- 
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rodotus  before  him.  His  history 
is  intituled  "  Of  the  Roman  An- 
tiquitiej,"  and  was  comprized  in 
20  books;  of  which  only  the  it 
first  are  now  extant.  The  reputa- 
tion of  this  historian  stands  very 
h  gh  on  many  accounts.  As  to 
what  relates  to  chronology,  all  the 
critics  have  been  apt  to  prefer  him 
even  to  Livy  himself:  than  his 
style  and  diclion,  nothing  can  be 
more  pure,  more  clear,  nor  more 
elegant. — But,  besides  the  "  Roman 
Antiquities,"  there  are  other  wri- 
tings of  his  extant,  critical  and  rhe- 
torical. His  most  admired  piece 
in  this  way  is,  "  De  Stru&ura  Ora- 
tionis." 

'  DIONYSIUS,  bishop  of  Alex- 
andria, born  a  heathen,  was  a  dili- 
gent inquirer  after  truth,  which 
he  looked  for  in  vain  among  the 
setls  of  philosophers ;  but  at  last 
found  it  in  Christianity.  He  was 
made  bishop  of  Alexandria  in  247  ; 
and  died  267. 

DiOFHANTUS,  a  celebrated 
mathematician  of  Alexandria,  re- 
puted to  have  been  the  inventor  of 
algebra.  When  Diophantus  lived 
is  not  known.  His  reputation, 
however,  appears  to  have  been 
very  high  among  the  ancients,  who 
made  no  scruple  to  rank  him  with 
Pythagoras  and  Euclid  in  mathema- 
tical learning. 

DIO.SCORIDES(FEDACIUS)  an 
eminent  physician  of  Anaxarba, 
since  called  Caesarea,  in  Cilicia, 
who  flourished  in  the  reign  of 
Nero,  and  composed  five  books  of 
the  "  Materia  Merlica." 

DITTON  (HUMPHREY)  a  ma- 
thematical  and  theological  writer, 
born  at  Salisbury  1675,  died  1715. 
DOBSON  (WILLIAM)  an  Eng- 
lish painter,  born  1610.  How 
much  he  was  beholden  to  Vandyke 
may  easily  be  seen  in  all  his  works, 
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no  painter  having  ever  come  so 
near  to  the  perfection  of  that  excel- 
lent master  as  this  happy  imitator. 
He  was  aLo  further  in.'.ebted  to  the 
generosity  of  Vandyke,  in  present- 
ing him  to  Charles  I.  who  took  him 
into  his  immediate  protection.  He 
died  1647. 

DODART  (DEN'YS)  physician 
to  Lewis  XIV.  and  member  of  the 
French  academy  of  sciences,  born 
1634.  Among  other  things  he  was 
the  author  of  a  "  Statica  Medicina 
Gallica;"  and  died  1707.  Guy 
Patin  called  him  "  monstrum  sine 
vitio,"  a  prodigy  of  wisdom  and 
science  without  any  deft- ft. 

DODD  (DR.  WILLIAM)  an  in- 
genious  divine  of  unfortunate  me- 
mory, was  horn  in  1729,  at  Bourne 
in  Lincolnshire,  of  which  place 
his  father,  being  a  clergyman,  was 
vicar.  He  gave  early  proofs  of 
parts  and  scholarship;  and  in  1747 
began  to  publish  little  pieces  of 
poetry.  He  continued  to  make 
frequent  publications  in  this  light 
way;  in  which,  however,  there 
were  always  marks  of  sprightliness 
and  ingenuity.— In  1753  ne  re~ 
ceived  orders  ;  and,  being  settled 
in  London,  soon  became  a  very  po- 
pular and  celebrated  preacher.  He 
obtained  several  lectureships,  and 
advanced  his  theological  character 
greatly  by  an  almost  uninterrupted 
publication  of  sermons  and  tracts  of 
piety.  For  the  same  purpose  also 
he  was  very  zealous  in  promoting 
and  assisting  at  charitable  institu- 
tions, and  distinguished  himself 
much  in  regard  to  the  Magdalen 
hospital,  which  was  opened  in 
August  1758:  he  became  preacher 
at  the  chapel  of  this  charity,  for 
which  he  was  allowed  yearly  icol. 
But,  notwithstanding  his  attention 
to  spiritual  concerns,  he  was  by  no 
means  negligent  in  cultivating  his 
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temporal  interests  ;  for,  besiucs  wri- 
ting constantly  in  the  Public  Ledg- 
er, he  superintended  and  contributed 
largely  to  the  "  Christian's  Maga- 
zine:" for  which  he  received  from 
the  proprietors  lool.  yearly.  The 
truth  is,  Dodd'j  finances  by  no 
means  answered  his  style  and  man- 
ner of  living  :  they  were,  indeed, 
much  too  small  for  it ;  and  this 
obliged  him  to  recur  to  suth  me- 
thods of  augmenting  them.  Happy 
if  he  had  never  recurred  to  ex- 
pedients worse  than  these  ! — Still, 
however,  he  preserved  theological 
appearances,  and  now  meditated  a 
design  of  publishing  a  large  "  Com- 
mentary on  the  Bible,"  which  he 
began  to  publish  in  weekly  and 
monthly  numbers,  and  continued 
to  publish  it  regularly  till  it  was 
completed  in  3  vols. folio.  In  1766 
he  took  the  degree  of  LL.D.  at  Cam- 
bridge, having  been  made  a  chap- 
lain to  the  king  some  time  before. 
In  1772  he  was  presented  to  the 
living  of  Hockliffe  in  Buckingham- 
shire :  but  what  could  such  prefer- 
ment as  this  avail  ?  The  habits  of 
expence  had  gained  a  wonderful  as- 
cendancy over  him  :  he  was  vain, 
he  was  pompous,  which  persons 
emerging  from  low  situations  in 
life  are  apt  to  be;  and  thus  became 
involved  and  sinking  under  debts. 
To  relieve  himself,  he  was  tempted 
to  a  step  which  ruined  him  for  ever 
with  the  public  ;  and  this  was,  to 
procure  by  indirect  means  the  rec- 
tory of  St.Gtorge's,  Hanover  Square. 
On  the  preferment  of  Dr.  Moss  to 
the  see  of  Bath  and  Wells,  in  1774, 
that  reftory  fell  to  the  disposal  of 
the  crown :  upon  which  Dodd  caused 
an  anonymous  letter  to  be  sent  to 
lady  Apsley,  offering  the  sum  of 
3000!.  if  by  her  means  he  could 
be  presented  to  the  living.  Alas  I 
he  was  unfortunate  in  his  woman : 
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the  letter  was  immediately  com- 
municated to  the  chancellor,  and. 
after  being  traced  to  the  sender, 
laid  before  the  king.  His  name 
\vas  in  consequence  ordered  to  be 
stiut-k  out  of  the  list  of  chaplains. 
From  this  period  every  step  led  to 
complete  his  ruin.  In  the  summer 
of  1776  he  went  to  France;  but  re- 
turned in  the  beginning  of  winter, 
and  proceeded  to  exercise  his  func- 
tion as  usual,  particularly  at  the 
Magdalen  Chapel,  where  his  last 
sermon  was  preached  Feb.  o,  1777. 
Two  days  after  this  he  signed  a 
bond,  \\hiih  lie  had  forped,  from 
his  pupil,  lord  Chesterfield,  for  the 
sum  of  4200!.  and  upon  the  credit 
of  it  obtained  a  considerable  sum 
of  money  :  but  deteQion  instantly 
following,  he  was  committed  to 
prison  ;  tried  and  convifted  at  the 
Old  Bailey,  Feb.  24;  and  executed 
at  Tybmn,  June  27. 

DODDRIDGE  (DR.  PHILIP) 
an  eminent  Dissenting  minister, 
born  1702,  died  1751.  He  was 
9  i  years  pastor  of  a  meeting-house 
at  Northampton  ;  direftor  of  a  flou- 
vishing  academy ;  and  author  of 
many  excellent  writings  ;  in  which 
his  pious,  benevolent,  and  indefati- 
gable zeal  to  make  men  wise, 
good  and  happy,  is  every  where 
manifest. — A  very  particular  and 
pleasing  account  of  his  plan  of  edu- 
cation for  youth  will  be  met  with  in 
the  General  Biographical  Dictionary . 
He  left  many  works  behind  him  ; 
the  principal  of  which  are,  "  The- 
Rise  and  Progress  of  Religion  in 
the  Soul,  illustrated  in  a  course  of 
serious  ami  practical  Addresses, suit- 
ed to  Persons  of  every  Character  and 
Circumstance;"  and  "  The  Family 
Expositor, containing  a  Version  and 
Paraphrase  of  the  New  Testament, 
with  Critical  Notes ;  and  a  Praftical 
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Improvement  of  each  SccHon,"    in 
6  vols.  410. 

DODSLEY  (ROBERT)  a  late 
eminent  bookseller  and  ingenious 
writer,  born  at  Mansfield  in  Netting- 
hamshire,  1703.  His  first  setting 
out  in  life  was  in  a  servile  station 
(footman  to  the  honourable  Mrs. 
Lowther)  ;  from  which,  however, 
his  abilities  very  soon  raised  him  ; 
for,  having  written  "The  Toyshop," 
and  that  piece  being  shewn  to  Mr. 
Pope,  the  delicacy  of  satire  which 
is  conspicuous  in  it,  though  clothed 
with  the  greatest  simplicity  of  de- 
sign, so  strongly  recommended  its 
author  to  the  notice  of  that  cele- 
brated poet,  that  he  continued,  from 
that  time  to  the  day  of  his  death, 
a  warm  friend  and  zealous  patron 
to  Mr.  Dodsley  ;  and  although  he 
had  himself  no  connexion  with  the 
theatres,  yet  he  procured  him  such 
an  interest  as  insured  its  being  im- 
mediately brought  on  the  stage  ; 
where  it  met  with  the  success  it 
merited  :  as  did  also  a  farce,  called 
"  The  King  and  Miller  of  Mans- 
field;" which  made  its  appearance 
in  the  ensuing  year,  viz.  1736. 
From  the  success  of  these  pieces  he 
entered  into  that  business  which,  of 
all  others,  has  the  closest  connexion 
with,  and  the  most  immediate  de- 
pendence on,  persons  of  genius  and 
literature,  viz.  that  of  a  bookseller. 
In  this  station,  Mr.  Pope's  recom- 
mendation, and  his  own  merit,  soon 
obtained  him  not  only  the  counte- 
najue  of  persons  of  the  first  abili- 
ties, but  also  of  those  of  the  first 
rank,  and,  in  a  few  years,  raised 
him  to  great  eminence  in  his  pro- 
fession, of  which  he  was  almost, 
if  not  altogether,  at  the  head.  He 
wrote  six  dramatic  pieces,  which  are 
enumerated  in  the  Biographia  Dra- 
matica  ;  and  besides  these,  he  pub. 
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Hshed  in  his  life-time  "  The  Muse 
in  Livery;"  "  Friendly  Advice  to 
his  Brethren,"  1732;  a  little  collec- 
tion  of  his  own  works,  in  one  vo- 
lume 8vo.  under  the  modest  title 
of"  Trifles,  1745  ;"  and  a  poem  of 
considerable  length,  intituled  "  Pub- 
lic Virtue,  i754,"^to.  A  second  vo- 
lume of  "  Trifles,"  was  coined 
afitr  his  death,  consisting  of  i. 
"  Clcone  ;"  2.  "  Melpomene,  or 
the  Regions  of  Terror  and  Pity,  an 
Ode;"  3.  "  Agriculture,  a  Poem;" 
and  4.  '•  The  CEconomy  of  Human 
Life," — Mr.  Dodsley  also  executed 
two  works  of  great  service  to  the 
cause  of  genius,  as  they  are  the 
means  of -preserving  pieces  of  merit 
that  might  oiberwhe  sink  into  ob- 
livion, viz.  the  publication  of"  A 
Colleftion  of  Poems  by  different 
eminent  Hands,"  in  6  vols.  i  2mo. 
and  "  A  Collection  of  Plays  by  old 
Authors,"  in  12  vols.  of  the  same 
size.  He  died  Sept.  25,  1764. 

DODSWORTH  (ROGER)  born 
1585,  died  1654.  Mr.  Cough 
(Topographer  of  Yorkshire)  thus 
speaks  of  him  :  "  One  cannot  ap- 
proach the  borders  of  this  county 
without  paying  tribute  to  the  me- 
mory of  that  indefatigable  collector 
of  its  antiquities,  Roger  Dodsworth, 
who  undertook  and  executed  a  work 
which,  to  the  antiquaries  of  the 
present  age,  would  have  been  the 
stone  of  Tydides.  i  22  volumes  of 
his  own  writing,  besides  original 
MSS.  which  he  had  obtained  from 
several  hands,  making  all  together 
162  volumes  folio,  now  lodged  in 
that  grand  repository  of  our  ancient 
muniments,  the  Bodleian  library,  at 
Oxford,  are  lasting  memorials  of 
what  his  country  owes  to  him  j.  as 
the  two  volumes  of  the  "  Monas- 
ticon,"  (which  though  published 
under  his  and  Dugdale's  names  con- 
jointly, were  both  collected  and 
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written  totally  by  him)  will  immor- 
talize that  extensive  industry  which 
has  laid  the  whole  kingdom  under 
obligation." 

DODWELL  (HENRY)  a  most 
learned  and  pious  man,  born  1641, 
died  1711. 

DOGGET  (THOMAS)  a  come- 
dian, formerly  belonging  to  Drury- 
lane  Theatre,  where  he  became 
joint  manager  with  Wilks  andCib- 
her  ;  in  which  situation  he  con- 
tinued til!,  on  a  disgust  he  took  in 
the  year  1712,  at  Mr.  Booth's  being 
forced  on  them  as  a  sharer  in  the 
management,  he  threw  up  his  part 
in  the  property  of  the  theatre,, 
though  it  was  looked  on  to  Luive 
teen  worth  loool.  per  annum.  As 
an  actor  he  had  great  merit  ;  and 
his  contemporary  Gibber  informs 
us,  that  he  was  the  most  an  origi- 
nal, and  the  strictest  observer  of 
nature,  of  -any  aflor  of  his  time. 
He  died  1721, — Ln  his  political 
principles  he  was,  in  the  words  of 
sir  Richard  Steele,  a  "  whig  up  to 
the  head  and  ears;"  and  so  striflly 
was  he  attached  to  the  interests  of 
the  house  of  Hanover,  that  he  never 
let  slip  any  occasion  that  presented 
itself  of  demonstrating  his  senti- 
ments in  that  respect.  One  instance,, 
among  others,  is  well  known ; 
which  is,  that  the  year  after  George 
I.  came  to  the  throne,  this  performer 
gave  a  waterman's  coat  and  silver 
b:-idge,  to  be  rowed  for  by  six  wa- 
teimcn  on  the  first  day  of  August, 
being  the  anniversary  of  that  king's 
accession  to  the  throne  -t  and,  at  his 
death,  bequeathed  a  certain  sum  of 
money,  the  interest  of  which  was 
to  be  appropriated  annually,  for 
ever,  to  the  purchase  of  a  like  coat 
and  badge,  to  be  rowed  for  in  ho- 
nour of  the  day  ;  which  ceremony 
is  every  year  performed  on  the  ist 
'  of  .August,  the  claimants  setting 
1  •  O  a 
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P\:T,  at  a  signal  given,  at  that  time 
of  thf  tide  \vhen  the  cu-rent  i-. 
snopjLtst  again.'t  them,  and  rowing 
fioiri  the  Old  Swan  near  London 
Biio'ue,  to  the  White  Swan  at  Chel- 
sea— As  a  writer,  Dogget  has  left 
behind  him  only  one  comedy, 
which  has  not  been  perfoinied  in 
its  oiiginal  state  for  many  years, 
intituled  "  The  Country  \Vakt-, 
1696, ",$to.  It  )ia«  been  altered, 
however,  into  a  hallad  farce,  which 
frequently  makes  its  appearance 
under  the  title  of  "  Flora;  or,  Hob 
in  the  Well." 

DOMAT  (JOHN)  a  celebrated 
French  lawyer,  bom  162,5,  died 
1696.  The  confusion  whi>h  he 
had  observed  in  the  laws  put  him 
upon  forming  a  design  cf  reducing 
them  to  their  natural  order,  which 
he  completed,  and  published  in 
4  vols.  4(0.  under  the  title  of 
"  The  Civil  Laws  in  their  Natural 
Order,  1689."  It  has  been  usual  to 
lecommcnci  this  work  to  young  law- 
yers and  divines  who  would  apply 
themselves  to  the  study  of  morality 
and  the  civil  law. 

DOMINIC  (DE  GUZMAN)  a 
>Spaniard,  founder  of  the  order  ol  the 
Predicants,  born  in  Arragon,  1170, 
<ii:d  at  Bologna  in  Italy  in  1221, 
and  was  afterwards  made  a  saint  for 
the  prodigious  services  he  had  done 
the  church. 

DOMENICHINO,  an  Italian 
painter,  born  1581.  He  always 
applied  himself  to  his  work  with 
much  study  and  thoughtfi;lness,  and 
never  offered  to  touch  his  pencil  till 
he  found  a  kind  of  enthusiasm  or 
inspiration  upon  him.  His  excel- 
lence Jay  principally  in  the  correct- 
ness of  his  style,  and  in  expressing 
the  passions  and  affeflions  of  the 
mind.  Ke  died  ir,  1641 ,  not  with- 
out the  suspicion  of  poison. 

PONATUS,  a  buhop  of  a  reli- 
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gious  seft  in  Africa,  who  hrnnn  fo 
be  known  about  the  year  329,  and 
greatly  ionfirrn:.d  his  faflion  by  his 
character  ami  writings.  He  was  a 
man  of  great  parts  and  learning  ; 
but  withal  so  prodigiously  haughty, 
that  he  treattd  all  mankind  with 
contempt.  The  Dunatists  affirmed 
baptism  in  other  churches  lobe  null 
arid  of  no  effect  ;  uhile  other 
churches  allowed  it  to  be  valid  M: 
theirs  :  from  which  they  inferred, 
that  it  was  the  safer  to  join  that 
comnuinity  where  baptism  was  ac- 
knowledged by  bnth  parties  to  he 
valid,  than  that  where  it  was  al- 
lowed to  he  so  only  by  one. 

DONNE  (JOHN)  an  English 
poet  and  divine,  born  i  573,  and 
descended  by  his  mother  from  the 
family  of  sir  Thomas  More. — Soon 
after  his  fiking  orders  (which  he 
did  at  the  special  request  of  king 
Jnmes)  he  was  chosen  preacher  of 
Lincoln's  Inn;  in  16^1  he  was 
ra:itie  dean  of  St.  Paul's,  and  there 
was  something  singular  in  the  cir- 
cumstances attending  it.  The  dean- 
ery becoming  /acant,  the  king  sent 
for  Dr.  Donne,  and  ordered  him 
to  attend  him  the  next  day  at  din- 
ner. \Vhen  his  majesty  was  sat 
down,  before  he  hud  ate  any  meat, 
he  said,  "  Dr.  Donne,  I  have  in- 
vited you  to  dinner  ;  aud  though 
you  sit  not  down  with  me,  yet  I 
will  carve  to  you  of  a  dish  that  1 
know  you  love  well ;  for,  knowing 
you  love  London,  I  do  therefore 
make  you  dean  of  St.  Paul's;  and 
when  I  have  dined,  then  do  you 
take  your  beloved  dish  home  to 
your  study  ;  say  grare  there  to 
yourself,  and  much  good  may  it  do 
you!"  He  died  1631,  and  was  bu- 
ried in  the  cathedral  church  of  St. 
Paul,  where  a  monument  was  creel- 
ed over  him.  His  poems  consist 
of  songs  and  sonnets,  epigrams, 
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elegies,  epithalarniums,  satires,  let- ,' 
tcrs,   funeral   elegies,  holy  sonnets, ; 
&c.    published   at   different   times. 
Dryden  has  justly  given  Donne  the 
charatler  of    "    the    greatest    wit, 
though  not  the  greatest  poet  of  om 
nation;"    and    lord  Falkland   styles 
Donne    "  one   of   the  most  witty 
and  most  eloquent  of  our   modern 
divines.'' 

DORIA  (ANDREW)  a  Genoese 
admiral,  the  restorer  of  the  in- 
dependency of  Genoa  when  under 
the  French  >oke,  born  1476,  died 
1560. 

DOUGLAS  (GAIVIN)  bishop  of 
Dunkeld,  and  eminent  for  his  poe 
tical  talents,  was  born  at  Annan  dale, 
in  Scotland,  1474,  and  died  of  the 
plague  in  London  1521.  Mr.  War- 
ton  stiles  him  "  one  of  the  distin- 
guished luminaries  that  marked  the 
restoration  of  Ictteis  in  Scotland  at 
the  commencement  of  the  10th  cen- 
tury." He  translated  the  "  yEneid" 
of  Virgil  into  Scottish  heroics,  with 
the  additional  (i3th)  Book  of  Ma- 
pheus  Vegius,  410,  1553.  He  also 
wrote  an  original  piece  called  "  The 
Palice  of  Honor, "and  other  poems. 
He  was  likewise  a  promoter  of 
public-spirited  works,  and  finished 
the  stone  bridge  over  the  river  Tay, 
begun  by  his  predecessor. 

DOUGLAS  (ADMIRAL  SIR 
CHARLES)  a  native  of  Scotland, 
was  originally  in  the  Dutch  ser- 
vice ;  and  it  was  not  without  some 
difficulty  that  he  was  enabled  to 
obtain  rank  in  the  English  navy. 
He  was  so  excellent  a  linguist,  that 
he  spoke  six  European  languages 
correclly.  On  the  war  with  Ame- 
rica breaking  out,  he  had  a  broad 
pendant  given  him,  and  commanded 
the  squadron  employed  in  the  Gulph 
of  St.  Lawrence.  His  services  here 
obtained  him  very  flattering  honours 
OB  his  return  to  England  ;  and  after 
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Brereton  was  dismissed,  for  mis- 
conduft,  front  the  Duke,  of  98  guns, 
sir  Charles  was  appointed  to  com- 
mand her.  In  this  ship  he  culti- 
vated his  mechanical  propensity  so 
much  to  the  improvement  of  the 
guns,  and  the  use  of  locks  instead 
of  matches,  that  the  praftice  was 
universally  adopted  throughout  the 
navy.  During  the  preparations  for 
war  in  the  year  1787.  he  was  pre- 
sented to  the  rank  of  rear  admiral, 
and  died  Jan.  1789. 

DOUSA(J  ANUS)  a  very  learned 
man,  born  at  Nortwick  in  Holland 
1515,  died  1604.  He  was  a  great 
scholar,  statesman,  and  soldier.  His 
learning  was  indeed  prodigious; 
and  he  had  such  a  memory,  that  he 
could  at  once  give  an  answer  to 
any  thing  that  was  asked  him  re- 
lating to  ancient  or  modern  history, 
or,  in  short,  to  any  branch  of  lite- 
rature. He  was  (say  Melchior 
Adam  and  Thuanus)  a  kind  of  liv- 
ing library,  the  Varro  of  Holland, 
and  Uie  oracle  of  the  university  of 
Ley den. 

DOW  (GER.4RD)  a  celebrated 
Dutch  painter,  the  pupil  of  Rem- 
brandt, born  1613,  died  1680. 

DOWNHJM  (JOHN)  an  English 
divine, author  of  a  well-known  pious 
work  called  "  The  Christian  War- 
fare," died  1644. 

DRABIC1US  (NICHOLAS)  a  ce- 
lebrated enthusiast,  born  about  i  587, 
in  Moravia,  where  his  father  was 
burgomaster.  When  he  was  upwards 
of  50  years  of  age  he  commenced 
prophet,  and  published  some  extra- 
ordinary political  chimeras,  which 
he  called  "  Visions." 

DRACO,  a  celebrated  legislator 
of  Athens,  whose  laws  were  so  se- 
vere, that  they  were  said  to  be 
written  in  blood.  He  flourished 
about  600  years  B.  C. 

DRAKE    (SIR  FRANCIS)  one 


D  R  A 

of  our  most  distinguished  nava! 
"heroes,  who  flourished  in  the  reign 
of  Elizabeth,  was  born  near  Tavi- 
stock'  in  .  Devonshire  1545.  He 
luade  his  n?me  immortal  by  a  voy- 
age into  tue  South  Seas  through  the 
Streights  of  Magellan;  which  was 
what,  at  that  time,  no  Englishman 
had  ever  attempted.  He  sailed  from 
England  Dec.  13,  1577;  and  en- 
tered the  harbour  of  Plymouth,  on 
his  return,  Nov.  3,  1580;  per- 
forming thus  a  voyage  round  the 
globe  in  two  years  and.  about  10 
months.  His  expeditions  and  vic- 
tories over  the  Spaniards  have  been 
equalled  by  modern  admirals,  but 
not  his  generosity ;  for  he  divided 
the  booty  he  took,  in  just  proper- 
tional  shares,  with  the  common  sai- 
lors, even  to  wedges  of  gold  given 
him  in  return  for  his  presents  to 
Indian  chiefs.  He  died,  after  hav- 
ing rendered  the  most  eminent  ser- 
vices to  his  country  by  his  bravery 
and  skill,  1595-6,  on  board  his  own 
ship  in  the  West  Indies. — The  town 
of  Plymouth  had  very  particular  ob- 
ligations to  Drake  ;  for,  in  1587, 
he  undertook  to  bring  water  into  it; 
through  the  want  of  which,  till  then, 
it  had  been  grievously  distressed  : 
and  he  performed  it  by  conduttmg 
thither  a  stream  from  springsat  eight 
miles  distance,  that  is  to  say,  in  a 
straight  line:  for,  in  the  manner 
he  brought  it,  the  course  of  it  runs 
upwards  of  20  miles. 

DRAKE  (JAMES)  a  celebrated 
political  writer  and  physician,  born 
1667,  died  1706-7.  He  is  chiefly 
known  now  by  his  medical  works  ; 
by  a  "  System  of  Anatomy"  par- 
ticularly, which  was  finished  a  little 
before  his  decease,  and  published  in 
1707. 

DRAKE  (FRANCIS)  a  surgeon 
at  York,  and  an  eminent  antiquary, 
publibhed,  in  1736,  "  Eboracum  ; 
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or,  The  History  and  Antiquities  of 
the  City  of  York,  fiom  its  Original 
to  the  present  Time,"  &c. 

DRAKENBORCH  (ARNOI.- 
DUS)  a  professor  of  history  and 
eloquence  at  Utrecht,  died  in  1748. 
He  is  memorable  for  having  given 
fine  editions  in  410.  of  two  ancient 
authors,  "  Titus  Livius,"  7  vols. 
and  "  Silius  Italicus,"  with  very 
learned  notes.  He  is  also  the  au- 
thor of  some  small  works. 

DRAYTON  (MICHAEL)  an 
English  poet,  born  1563.  When 
but  10  years  of  age  he  appears  to 
have  been  page  to  some  person  of 
honour,  as  we  collet!  from  his  own 
words.  It  appears  too,  that  he  was 
then  anxious  to  know  "  what  kind 
of  strange  creatures  potts  were?" 
and  desired  his  tutor,  of  all  things, 
that,  if  possible,  "  he  would  make 
him  a  poet."  He  took  delight,  and 
was  eminent  for  his  talent  in  this 
way,  nine  or  ten  years  before  the 
death  of  queen  Elizabeth,  if  not 
something  sooner. — Drayton  died 
in  1631,  and  was  bviied  in  West- 
minster Abbey  amongst  the  poets. 
His  epitaph,  which  was  written  in 
letters  of  gold  upon  his  monument, 
is  said  to  have  had  Hen  Jonson  for 
its  author,  and  runs  as- follows  : 

l'  Do,    pious  marble,    let  thy  readers 

"  know 
"  What  they,  and  wrut  their  children 

"  owe 

"  ToDrayton's  name;  whose  sicrcddust 
11  We  recommend  unto  thy  trust; 
"  Proreft  his  me;nory  aud  preserve  his 

"  story, 
u  Remain   a  lasting  monument  of  his 

"  glory  : 

u  And  when  thy  ruins  shall  disclaim 
"  To  be  the  treasurer  of  his  name, 
"  Misname,  that  cannot  fade,  shall  be 
"  An  everlasting  monument  to  thee." 

DREL1NCOURT  (CHARLES) 
minister  of  the  church  of  Paris, 
born  1 595,  died  1669.  His"  Con- 
solations against  the  Fears  of  Death" 
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have,  of  all  his  works,  been  the  most 
frequently  reprinted;  having  passed 
through  above  40  editions,  and  been 
translated  into  se--eral  languages. 
His  "  Charitable  Visits  >n  5  vols- 
have  served  for  a  continual  consola- 
tion to  private  persons,  and  for  a 
source  of  materials  and  models  to 
ministers.  He  published  three  vo- 
lumes of  "  Sermons  ;"  in  which,  as 
in  all  the  forementiontd  pieces, 
there  is  a  wonderful  vein  of  piety, 
which  is  very  affecting  to  religious 
minds. 

DRUIDS,  priests  of  the  ancient 
Gauls  and  Britons,  and  so  called 
from  the  Greek  word  "  Drus," 
an  oak,  because  they  inhabited  the 
woods,  and  held  those  trees  to  be 
sacred.  They  presided  over  sacred 
affairs,  conducted  all  the  sacrifices, 
public  and  private,  and  were  the 
interpreters  of  every  thing  relating 
to  religion. 

DRUMMOND  (WILLIAM)  of 
Kawthornden,    a    Scottish  poet  and 
historian,    born  1585,     died  1649. 
He    preceded   Waller    in    polishing 
English   versification.      His   poems 
have   a  harmony  and   sweetness  in 
them  unequalled  by  any  of  his  time  ; 
and  in  his   "    History  of  the   Five 
Jameses,"  his  manner  of    telling  a 
story,  and  interesting  the  reader  in 
•what   he    relates,  has  been    highly 
commended.     Ben  Jonson  so  much 
admired  our  author  that  he   under- 
took a  journey  on  foot  into  Scotland 
on  purpose  to  visit  him,  and  esteem- 
ed some  months  that  he  spent  in  his 
society    the    happiest  of    his    life. 
Some  of  the    conversation   at  this 
meeting  has  been  preserved.  Drum- 
mond's  poems  were  printed  in  8vo. 
1656,  and  a  complete  collection  of 
his   works    in    folio,    1711.       The 
poems    were    reprinted    in     179  J. 
His  general   merits  have   been   in- 
geniously appreciated  by  Mr. ..Neve, 


DRY 

Mr.  Headly,  Mr.  Pinkerton,  and 
Dr.  Anderson,  in  their  several  bio- 
graphical  sketches  of  our  earlier 
British  poets. 

DRUSIUS  (JOHN)  a  most  learn- 
ed man  among  the  Piotestants,  was 
born  at  Gudenard  in  Flanders  in 
i  ,•:  55,  and  was  the  author  of  several 
works,  which  shew  him  to  have 
been  well  skilled  in  Hebrew,  ami  to 
have  gained  a  considerable  kno.v- 
ledge  in  the  Jewish  antiquities.  He 
died  1616. 

DRY.4NDER  (JOHN)  a  Hessian 
medical  and  mathematical  writer, 
died  1560. 

DRYDEN   (JOHN)    an  illustri- 
ous English  poi-t,  was  son  of  Eras- 
mus Dryden  of  Tichmersh  in  North- 
amptonshire, and  born  at  Aldwincle 
near  Oundle  in  that  county,  Aug.  9, 
1631.      He  was  educated  in  gram- 
mar learning  at  Westminster  school, 
being  king's  scholar  there  under  the 
famous  Dr.   Busby;     and  was  from 
thence  eletled,  in  1650,  a   scholar 
in  Trinity  College,  Cambridge.  His 
reputation  as  a  poet,  together  with 
his   attachment   to   the   court,    pro- 
cured him  the  place  of  poct-laureat 
and   historiographer    to  Charles  II. 
which  accordingly  he   took    posses- 
sion of,  upon  the  death  of  sir  Wil- 
liam Davenant,  in  -.668.     In  1669 
his    first    play,    a    comedy,    called 
'«   The  Wild  Gallant,"    was   afted 
at  the  Theatre-royal;    but   with   so 
little   success,     that   if   the    author 
had  not  had  a  peculiarly  strong  in- 
clination to  dramatic  writing,     he 
would    have    been    sufficiently   dis- 
couraged from  any  farther  attempts 
in  it.     He  went  on,  however,  and 
in  the  space  of  25  years,   produced 
27  plays,  besides   his   other  nume- 
rous   poetical    writings.       He   died 
May   i,    1701. —  As  to   Dry  den's 
character,    it    has   been  treated  in 
extremes,  some  setting  it  too  high, 
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ethers  too  low  j     for    he    was  too 
deeply  engaged    in    party   to   have 
strict  justice  done  him  either  way. 
— Congreve  represents  him,  in  re- 
gard   to    his   moral    character,     in 
every    respect    not  only   blameless, 
but  amiable  :     and  "  as  to  his  wri- 
tings (says  he)  no  man  hath  written, 
in  our  language,    so  much  and  so 
various  matter,    and    in    so  various 
nnnners,  so  well.     Another  thing 
I  may  say  was  very  peculiar  to  him  : 
which  Is,  that  his  parts  did  not  de- 
cline  with   his  years,    but   that   he 
was   an  improving    writer    to    the 
last,  even  to  near  70  years  of  age; 
improving  even  in  fire  and  imagina- 
tion as   well  as  in  judgment :   wit- 
ness his  Ode   on    St.  Caecilia's  Day, 
and  his  Fables,  his   latest   perform- 
ances.     He   was   equally   excellent 
in   verse   and   in  prose.      His  prose 
had  all  the    clearness    imaginable, 
together  with   all  the  nobleness  of 
expression,   all   the  graces   and   or- 
naments proper  and  peculiar   to   it, 
without  deviating  into  the  language 
or  dittion  of  poetry.— — I  have  heard 
him   frequently  own  with  pleasure, 
that   if  he   had  any  talent  for  Eng- 
lish prose,  it  was  owing  to  his  hav- 
ing often  read   the  writings  of  the 
great  archbuhop  Tillotson.  His  ver- 
sification and  his  numbers  he  could 
learn  of  nobody  ;   for  he   first  pos- 
sessed those  talents  in  perfection  in 
our  tongue. — In  his  poems  his  dic- 
tion  is,     wherever    his  subject   re- 
quires it,  so  sublimely  and  so  truly 
poetical,  that  its  essence,  like  that 
of  pure  gold,  cannot  be  destroyed  — — 
What  he  has   done  in  any  one  spe- 
cies,   or  distincl   kind   of    writing, 
would  have  been  sufficient  to  have 
acquired  him  a  great  name.     If  he 
had   written   nothing  but    his    pre- 
faces, or  nothing  but  his   songs   or 
his  prologues,  each  of  them  would 
have  entitled  biro  to  the  preference 
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and  distinction  of  excelling  in  his 
kind." 

DUCAREL  (DR.  ANDREW 
COLTEE)  F.  R.  and  A.  S.  born 
17  14,  died  1785  He  was  one  of 
the  superintendents  of  the  Paper 
Office,  keeper  of  the  library  at 
Lambeth,  and  one  of  the  most  emi- 
nent antiquaries  cf  his  time. 

DUCHAT(JACOB  LE)  a  French- 
man, was  born  1658,  and  died 
1735.  He  was  regarded  as  a  very 
learned  person,  yet  is  distinguished 
as  an  eJitor  rather  than  an  author. 
He  gave  new  editions  of  the  "  Me- 
nippean  Satires,"  of  the  "  Works 
of  Rabelais,"  of  the  "  Apologiefor 
Herodotus,"  by  Henry  Stephens,  &c. 
all  accompanied  with  remarks  of 
j  his  own. 

DUCK  (ARTHUR)  born  1580, 
died  1649.  He  was  an  excellent 
civilian,  a  tolerable  poet,  especially 
in  his  younger  days,  and  very  well 
versed  in  history,  ecclesiastical  as 
well  as  civil.  He  left  behind  him 
"  Vita  Henrici  Chichele,  &c."  and 
|"  De  Usu  &  Amhoritate  Juris  Ci- 
vilis  Rcmanorum  in  Dominiis  prin- 
cipum  Christianoium,"  a  very  use- 
ful and  entertaining  work,  which 
has  been  printed  several  times  as 
home  and  abroad. 

DUCK  (STEPHEN)  a  very  ex- 
traordinary person,  who  from  a 
thresher  became  a  poet.  He  had 
originally  no  other  teaching  than 
what  enabled  him  to  read  and  write 
English;  about  his  14th  year  he 
was  taken  from  school,  and  was 
afterwards  successively  engaged-  in 
the  several  lowest  employments  of 
a  country  life.  He  had  from  his 
infancy  a  cast  in  his  mind  towards 
poetry;  sometimes  turned  his  own 
thoughts  into  verse  while  he  was  at 
work,  and  at  last  began  to  venture 
those  thoughts  a  little  upon  paper. 
At  length  some  of  his  essays  falling 
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into  the  hands  of  a  lady  of  quality 
who  attended  on  the  late  queen  Ca- 
roline, he  became  known  to  hei 
majesty,  who  took  him  under  her 
protcflion,  and  sealed  on  him  a 
yearly  pension  of  30!.  we  think  ; 
such  a  one  at  least  as  was  sufficient 
to  maintain  him  independently  of  la- 
bour. Duck  was  afterwards  admit- 
ted into  orders,  and  preferred  to 
the  living  of  Byfleet  in  Surry.  Here 
he  continued  for  many  years  to 
make  poems  and  sermons,  and  was 
mightily  followed  by  the  people  s« 
a  preacher;  till,  falling  at  length 
into  a  low-spirited,  melancholy  way, 
he  threw  himself  into  a  trout- 
stream  at  the  back  of  the  Black 
Lion  Inn,  near  Reading,  and  was 
drowned.  This  unhappy  accident, 
for  lie  was  peifefUy  lunatic,  befel 
him  some  time  in  May  or  June 
»756. 

DUDLEY  (EDMUND)  a  cele- 
brated lawyer  and  speaker  of  the 
House  of  Commons  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  VII.  but  infamous  in  history 
for  being  the  instrument  of  the 
extortion;  of  that  monarch,  born 
i  -j6  -2,  executed  for  treason  Aug.  18, 
1510. 

DUDLEY  (JOHN)  son  of  the 
preceding,  and  duke  of  Northum- 
berland, was  bom  in  1502,  and 
afterwards  became  one  of  the  most 
powerful  subjefts  this  kingdom  ever 
saw.  For  an  attempt  to  place  the 
cro'.v.i  on  the  head  of  his  daughter- 
in-law,  tady  Jane  Grey  (who  like- 
wise fell  a  victim  to  his  ambition) 
he  was  beheaded  1553* 

DUDLEY  (AMBROSE)  earl  of 
Warwick,  son  of  John  duke  of 
Northumberland,  born  1530,  ex- 
hiHteu  great  wisdom  and  integrity 
as  a  statesman,  and  bravery  as  a  ge- 
neral, under  queen  Elizabeth,  and 
acquired  the  appellation  of  "  The 
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Good  Earl  of  Warwick."    He  died 

1589. 

DUDLEY  (ROBERT)  barcn  of 
Denbigh,  and  earl  of  Leicester,  son 
to  John  duke  of  Northumberland, 
and  brother  to  Ambrose  earl  of 
Warwick  before  mentioned, •  born 
1532,  died  1588.  On  the  acces- 
sion of  Elizabeth  he  was  entertained 
at  court  as  a  principal  favourite  ; 
obtained  prodigious  grants, one  after 
another,  from  the  crown  :  and  all 
things  gave  way  to  his  ambition, 
influence,  and  policy.— -In  his  pri- 
vate life  he  affected  a  wonderful  re- 
gularity, and  carried  his  pretences 
to  piety  very  high:  though,  to  gra- 
tify his  passions,  there  were  no 
crimes,  however  exorbitant,  which 
he  would  not  commit. 

DUDLEY  (SJR  ROBERT)  son 
of  Robert  earl  of  Leicester,  born 
«573>  died  1639.  Among  the 
learned  he  held  a  very  high  rank, 
as  well  on  ac'.ount  of  his  skill  in 
philosophy,  chemistry,  ana  physic, 
as  his  pcrk£t  acquaintance  with  all 
the  branches  of  the  mathematics, 
and  the  means  of  applying  them  for 
the  service  and  benefit  of  mankind. 

DUFFET  (THOMAS)  a  dramatic 
writer  of  the  tast  century. 

DUGDALE(SIR  WILLIAM)  an 
eminent  English  antiquary  and  his- 
torian, born  1605,  died  1686. 

DUKE  (RICHARD)  a  poet  of 
some  credit  in  the  la-t  century,  and 
by  Dr.  Johnson  included  among  the 
classics.  He  died  suddenly,  Feb.  10, 
1710-1  i. 

DUN  (DAVID,  LORD),  See 
ERSKINE. 

DUN  BAR  (WILLIAM)  an  emi- 
nent Scottish  poet,  born  about 
1470,  died  about  1530.  His 
"  Thistle  and  Rose'.'  and  "  Golden 
Terge"  are  generally  and  justly 
esteemed  his  most  capitai  works.

DUX  EAR  (Dr.  JAMES)  pro- 
fessor of  philosophy  in  King's  Col- 
lege, Aberdeen,  and  author  of"  Es- 
says on  the  History  of  Mankind  in 
rude  and  uncultivated  Ages,"  8vo. 
17^0,  died  May  -^  8,  1798. 

DUNCAN  (WILLIAM)  an  ingc- 
nious  critic  and  translator,  born  at 
Aberdeen  1717.  He  wrote  for 
Dodsky's  "  Preceptor,"  the  article 
'  Logic,"  which  was  so  luuch  ap- 
proved, that  it  was  printed  sepa 
rately  in  1752,  and  has  in  some 
measure  superseded  that  of  Dr. 
Watts.  His  last  production  was  an 
excellent  translation  of  "  Caesar's 
Commentaries,"  previous  to  the 
publication  of  which  he  was  ap- 
pointed professor  of  philosophy  in 
the  Marischal  College,  Aberdeen. 
He  died  1760, 

BUNCOMBE  (WILLIAM)  a 
dramatic  author  and  translator  of 
Horace,  died  1769. 

DUNCOMBE  (JOHN)  a  pious 
divine  and  ingenious  poet,  born 
>73°»  died  1786. 

DUNLOP  (I'/ILLIAM)  a  pious, 
learned,  and  eloquent  divine,  born 
at  Glasgow  1692,  died  at  Edinburgh 
1720. 

DUNNING  (JOHN)  lord  Ash- 
burton,  chancellor  of  the  duchy 
of  Lancaster,  and  one  of  the  most 
distinguished  pleaders  that  ever 
adorned  the  English  bar.  His  rise 
v»-as  rapid,  and  there  were  very  few 
causes  tried  in  the  court  of  King'? 
Bench  in  which  he  was  not  em- 
ployed as  leading  counsel,  either 
for  the  plaintiff  or  defendant.  His 
industry  and  zeal  for  the  interest 
of  his  clients  were  equal  lo  his  ahi- 
lities;  and  in  cases  where  the  fees 
v/ere  small,  he  was  never  known  \ 
to  shew  less  ardour  than  when  the)- 1 
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were  considerable.  The  causes  of 
the  poor  and  the  oppressed  he  fre- 
quently pleaded  without  reward,, 
He  died  Auff.  i  3,  4783. 

DUNS  (JOHN)  commonly  railed 
Duns  Scotas,  a  celebrated  theolo- 
gian of  the  order  of  St.  Francis, 
born  in  Northumberland.  He  dis- 
tinguished himself  so  much  by  the 
rfcutenessof  his  parts,  and  especially 
by  his  manner  of  disputing,  that  he 
acquired  the  name  of  "  The  Subtile 
Dodor."  He  affeftevl  to  maintain 
opinions  contrary  to  those  of  Tho- 
mas Aquinas,  which  produced  two 
parties  in  the  schools,  the  Thomists 
and  the  Scotists.  He  died  1308. 

DUPATY  ( )    president   of 

the  parliament  of  Bourdeaux,  an 
upright,  enlightened,  and  eloquent 
French  magistrate,  died  at  Paris 
1788.  He  has  left  some  excellent 
historical  reflections  on  "  Penal 
Laws,"  some  "  Academical  Dis- 
courses," and  "  Letters  on  Italy." 

DUP1N  (LEWIS  ELLIS)  a  very 
learned  dofior  of  the  Sorbonne,  and 
one  of  the  greatest  critics  of  his 
time,  especially  in  what  regarded 
ecclesiastical  matters,  born  16,57,. 
died  1719.  His  chief  work  is, 
'*  Bibliotheque  universellc  des  au- 
teurs  ecclesiastiques."  He  had  an 
uncommon  talent  at  analyzing  the 
works  of  an  author,  which  makes 
his  Bibliotheque  so  valuable  :  for 
there  we  have  not  only  an  history 
of  the  writers,  but  also  the  sub- 
stance of  what  they  wrote  ;  which 
is  a  great  convenience  to  persons 
who  are  desirous  to  know  some- 
thing of  them,  yet  have  not  either 
time,  or  knowledge  of  languages, 
sufficient  to  read  their  works. 

DUPORT(JAMES)  dean  of  Pe. 
terborough  in  the  171!)  century,  left 
at-hind   him  several  learned  works,, 
amongst  which  is  a  Latin  version 
of  the  Psalms. 
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DUPPA  (BRIAN)  bishop  oT 
Winchester,  born  1588-9,  appoint- 
ed in  1638  tutor  to  Charles  prince 
of  Wales,  and  afterwards  to  his  bro- 
ther the  duke  of  York  ;  was  a  areat 
favourite  with  Charles  I.  and  is  said 
by  some  to  have  assisted  in  com- 
posing the  fjmous  Eikon  Basilikc. 
This  bishop  is  deservedly  memora- 
ble for  his  numerous  charitable  in- 
stitutions ;  among  which  is  to  be  re- 
membered an  alms-house  at  Rich- 
niond,  on  the  gate  of  which  is  this 
inscription  :  "  1  will  pay  my  vows 
which  I  made  to  God  in  my  trouble," 
&.c.  He  died  1662. 

DURELL  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
English  -divine  and  controversial 
writer,  born  1625,  died  1683. 

DURF.R  (ALBERT)  born  at 
Nuremberg  1471,  was  one  of  thei 
best  engravers  and  painters  of  his 
age.  He  was  the  first  who  brought 
the  art  of  engraving  in  wood  to 
any  perfection,  and  by  many  au- 
thors is  deemed  the  inventor  of  it. 
Albert  Durer  wrote  several  works, 
which  were  published  alter  his  death 
(1528),  the  principal  of  which  is 
his  book  upon  the  rules  of  painting, 
intituled,  "  De  symmetria  partium 
in  reflis  formis  humanorum  corpo- 
rum." 

D'URFEY  (THOMAS).  This 
author,  who  is  more  generally  spo- 
ken of  by  the  familiar  name  of 
Tom,  was  originally  bred  to  the 
law,  but  soon  quitted  it  to  become 
a  devotee  of  the  Muses  ;  in  which 
he  met  with  no  small  success.  His! 
dramatic  pieces,  which  are  very  nu- 
merous, were  in  general  well  re- 
ceived ;  bat  what  Mr.  D'Urfey  ob- 
tained his  greatest  reputation  by, 
was  a  peculiarly  happy  knack  he 
possessed  in  the  writing  satires  and 
irregular  odes.  Many  of  these 
•were  upon  temporary  occasions, 
were  of  no  little  service  to  the 
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party  in  whose  cause  he  wret»  ; 
which,  together  with  his  natural 
vivacity  and  good  humour,  obtained 
him  the  favour  of  great  numbers  of 
persons  of  all  ranks  and  conditions,1 
monarchs  themselves  not  excluded. 
The  author  of  the  Guardian,  who, 
in  No.  67,  has  given  a  very  hu- 
mourous account  of  Mr.  D'Urfey, 
with  a  view  to  recommend  him  to 
the  public  notice  for  a  benefit  play, 
tells  us,  that  he  remembered  king 
Charles  II.  leaning  on  Tom  D'Ur- 
fey's  shoulder  more  than  once,  and 
humming  over  a  song  with  him.— 
Yet  at  last,  to  spuak  in  his  own 
words,  "  after  having  written  more 
odes  than  Horace,  and  about  four 
times  as  many  comedies  as  Terence, 
he  found  himself  reduced  to  great 
difficulties  by  the  importunities  of 
a  set  of  men,  who  of  late  years  had 
furnished  him  with  the  accommoda- 
tions of  life,  and  would  not,  as  we 
say,  be  paid  with  a  song."— Those 
who  have  a  curiosity  to  see  his 
ballads,  sonnets,  &c.  may  find  a 
large  number  of  them  brought  to- 
gether in  a  collection  in  6  vols  in 
duodecimo,  intituled,  "  Pills  to 
purge  Melancholy,"  of  which  the 
Guardian,  in  No.  29,  speaks  in  very 
favourable  terms.  The  titles  of  his 
dramatic  pieces  (31  in  number) 
may  be  found  in  the  "  Biographia 
Dramatica."  On  a  stone  tablet  at 
the  west  entrance  of  St.  James's 
church,  Westminster,  is  inscribed 
the  following  memorial :  "  Tom 
D'Urfey  dyed  Feb.  ye  26^1, 
1723." 

DURY  (JOHN)  in  Latin  Du- 
raeus,  a  divine  of  Scotland,  who  la- 
boured with  great  zeal  to  re-unite 
the  Lutherans  and  Calvinists,  in 
which  laudable  cause  he  travelled 
over  the  greater  part  of  Europe^ 
aud  died  about  1675. 

DYCHE  (THOMAS)  an  English

divine  and  schoolmaster,  well  known 
by  his  useful  "  English  DifcHonary" 
and  "  Spelling- bonk  ;"  the  latter  of 
which  has  gone  through  many- 
editions. 

DYER  (SIR  JAMES)  an  emU 
rent  English  lawyer,  and  chief  jus- 
tice of  the  Common  Pleas,  in  the 
reign  of  queen  Elizabeth,  botn  1511, 
died  1581.— He  was  the  author  of  a 
large  book  of  Reports,  which  were 
published  about  20  years  after  his 
decease,  and  have  been  highly 
esteemed  for  their  succinctness  and 
solidity.  He  left  behind  him  also 
other  writings  relative  to  his  pro- 
fession. 

DYER  (JOHN)  an  English  di- 
vine and  eminent  poet,  born  1/09, 
died  1758.— His  character  as  a 
writer  has  been  fixed  by  3  poems, 
"  Grongar  Hill,"  "  The  Ruins  of 
Rome,"  and  "  The  Fleecej"  where- 
in a  poetical  imagination  perfe£lly 
original,  a  natural  simplicity  con- 
nefted  with,  and  often  produftive 
of,  the  true  sublime,  and  the  warm- 
est sentiments  of  benevolence  and 
virtue,  have  been  universally  ob- 
served and  admired. 

EACHARD  (LAURENCE)  an 
English  divine  and  historian,  born 
1671,  died  1730.— He  wrote  "  A 
History  of  England,  from  the  Inva- 
sion of  Julius  Caesar  to  the  esta- 
blishment of  William  and  Mary;" 
"  A  general  Ecclesiastical  History, 
from  the  nativity  of  our  blessed 
Saviour  to  the  first  establishment  of 
Christianity  by  human  laws,  under 
the  emperor  Constantine  the  Great ;" 
«'  An  English  translation  of  Plautus 
and  Terence  ;"  "  a  Gazetteer,  or 
Kewsman's  Interpreter  ;"  and  a 
piece  intituled  "  Maxims  extraft- 
ed  from  abp.  Tillotson's  works." 

EADMERUS,  an  English  histo- 
rian who  flourished  in  the  izth 
century. 
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EEION,  a  stoic  philosopher,  fa- 
ther of  the  sefl  of  the  Ebionites, 
who  denied  the  miraculous  concep- 
tion and  divinity  of  Christ,  flou- 
rished about  A.  D.  72. 

ECKIUS  (JOHN)  a  learned  Ger. 
man  divine  and  controversial  wri- 
ter, born  1483,  died  1543.  He  is 
chiefly  memorable  for  his  disputa- 
tions with  Luther  and  Melan£thon. 

EDELINCK  (GERARD}  a  most 
excellent  engraver,  born  at  Antwerp 
164  i ,  died  1707. 

EDMONDES  (Sir  THOMAS)  an 
eminent  statesman  and  political  wri- 
ter, born  at  Plymouth  1563,  died 
1639. 

EDWARD(WILLJAM)architea 
and  bridge-builder.  The  celebrated 
bridge  on  the  river  Taaff,  in  Wales, 
called  Pont  y  tu  Pridd,  by  the  Eng- 
lish New  Bridge,  was  construftid  by 
this  extraordinary  man.  It  is  the 
segment  of  a  circle,  whose  chord  at 
the  surface  of  the  water  is  147  feet, 
and  is  the  boldest  and  largest  arch 
in  Europe.  He  was  then  a  com- 
mon mason,  but  his  fame  was  soon 
diffused  through  the  kingdom,  and 
his  assistance  sought  wherever  dif- 
ficulties occurred  in  constructing 
bridges.  He  died  Aug.  7,  1789. 

EDWARDS  (RICHARD)  born 
1523*  died  1566.  He  is  one  of 
our  first  dramatic  writers,  hav- 
ing left  behind  him  three  pieces  ; 
the  earliest  of  which  is  dated  in 
1562.  He  %vas  esteemed  an  excel- 
lent poet  and  musician,  and  wrote 
several  poems,  which  were  pub- 
lished after  his  death,  together  with 
some  of  other  authors,  in  a  collec- 
tion intituled,  "  A  Paradise  of 
Dainty  Devices,  1578." 

EDWARDS  (Dr. JONATHAN) 
an  English  divine  of  the  17th  cen- 
tury, who  distinguished  himself 
chiefly  by  bis  writings  against  the 
Sodnians.

born 


1694,  and  esteemed  one  of  the  most 
eminent  ornithologists  in  this  or 
any  country.  He  published,  between 
1743  and  1764,  4  vols.  in  410. 
of  the  "  History  of  Birds,"  and  3 
under  the  title  of  "  Gleanings  of 
Natural  History  ;"  and  thus,  after  a 
long  series  oF  years,  the  most  in- 
tense application,  and  a  correspon- 
dence in  every  quarter  of  the  world, 
he  concluded  a  work,  which  con- 
tains engravings  and  descriptions  of 
more  than  600  subjects  in  natural 
history,  not  before  described  or  de- 
lineated. He  died  1773- 

EDWARDS  (THOMAS)   a  poet 
and  critic   of  eminence.

In  1759  he  quitted 
the  horse-guards,  and  was  seletted 
to  raise,  form,  and  discipline  the 
1st  regiment  of  light  horse,  which 
bore  his  name.  Hav  ing  gone  through 
various  departments  in  different  ser- 
vices \s'ith  the  greatest  marks  of 
bravery  and-  military  knowledge, 
in  1775  he  'was  appointed  com- 
mander in  chief  in  Ireland  ;  which 
he  soon  relinquished,  and  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  command  of  Gib- 
raltar in  a  fortunate  hour  for  the 
safety  of  that  important  fortress; 
where  he,  hy  a  cool  and  tem- 
perate demeanour,  maintained  his 
station  for  3  years  of  constant 
investment,  in  which  all  the  pow- 
ers of  Spain  were  employed.  The 
eyes  of  all  Europe  were  on  this 
garrison ;  and  his  condu&  justly 
rxaltcd  him  to  the  most  elevated  j 
rank  in  the  military  annals  of 
the  day.  On  his  return  to  Eng- 
land, the  gratitude  of  the  British 
senate  was  as  forward  as  the  public 
voice  in  giving  him  that  distin- 
guished mark  his  merit  deserved  ; 
to  which  his  majesty  was  pleased 
to  add  that  of  the  peerage,  by  the 
title  of  lord  Heathfield,  baron  Gib- 
raltar, on  June  14,  i  787  ;  and  per- 
mitting his  lordship  to  take  also 
the  arms  of  the  fortress  he  had  so 
bravely  defended,  to  perpetuate  to 
futurity  his  noble  condutl.  He  died 
July  6,  1790. 

ELIZABETH,  queen  of  England, 
was  the  daughter  of  Henry  VIII. 
by  his  2d  wife,  Ann  Boleyn,  and 
born  Sept.  7,  1533.  She  began  to 
reign  in  1558,  being  then  25  years 
of  ape,  and  highly  accomplished 
both  in  person  and  mind— It  will 
not  he  expefted  that,  in  a  work  of 
so  limited  a  nature  as  this,  we  should 
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recount  all  the  glorious  actions  of 
this  princess's  reign,  since  these 
may  be  traced  at  large  in  the  his- 
tories  of  England,  and  other  works, 
proper  to  that  purpose  :  suffice  it 
to  say,  that  never  woman  reigned 
with  more  glory  than  she  did ; 
nay,  that  there  have  been  but  fe\v 
great  kings  whose  teigns  can  be 
compared  with  hers.  It  is  the  most 
beautiful  period  in  the  English  his- 
tory ;  and  it  was  the  nursery  of 
some  of  the  ablest  statesmen  and 
warriors  that  ever  England  pro- 
duced.— Her  reign  continued  44 
years,  4  months,  and  6  days, 
abounded  in  great  aftions,  which 
carried  the  British  name  to  the 
highest  pitch  of  glory,  and  was 
attended  with  innumerable  blessings. 
She  died  March  24,  1603,  in  her 
7Oth  year. 

ELLIOT  (CALEB)  a  visionary 
enthusiast,  died  starved  near  Mod. 
bury  in  Devonshire,  Dec.  14,  1789. 
It  is  imagined  he  meant  to  have 
fasted  40  days,  as  he  aftually  lived 
16  without  food  of  any  kind,  hav- 
ing refused  all  sorts  of  sustenance. 

ELLIS  (JOHN)  deputy  of  Broad- 
street  ward,  and  a  member  of  the 
corporation  of  London  nearly  half 
a  century.  He  was  the  last  of  that 
ancient  profession  called  scriveners, 
which  is  one  of  the  companies  of 
London;  but  the  business  is  now 
carried  on  by  attornies  and  others. 
He  was  a  man  of  literature,  and 
wrote  some  Hudibrastic  transla- 
tions ;  but  never  put  his  name  to 
any  thing  he  published.  Of  him 
Dr.  Johnson  once  said,  "  The  most 
literary  conversation  that  I  ever 
enjoyed  was  at  the  table  of  Jack 
Ellis,  a  money-scrivener  behind  the 
Royal  Exchange;  with  whom  I,  at 
one  period,  used  to  dine  generally 
once  a  week."  It  may  be  supposed, 
that  the  merit  could  not  be  in- 
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considerable  which  extorted  such 
praise  from  Dr.  Johnson.  He  died 
Dec.  31,  1791,  aged  96. 

ZLLYS  (DR.  ANTHONY)  bi- 
shop of  St.  David's,  born  1693, 
died  1761.  He  was  a  man  of  fine 
parts,  extensive  knowledge,  and 
sound  judgment,  with  a  heart  over- 
flowing with  benevolence  and  can- 
dour, and  a  most  Christian  temper: 
for  he  always  thought  a  person, 
though  on  the  right  side  of  the 
question  with  principles  of  persecu- 
tion, to  be  a  worse  man  than  he 
that  was  on  the  wrong. 

ELM  ACINUS  (GEORGE)  au- 
thor  of  a  history  of  the  Saracens, 
or  rather  a  chronology  of  the  Ma- 
hometan empire,  flourished  in  Egypt 
towaids  the  middle  of  the  i3th 
century. 

ELPKINSTOXE  (WILLIAM)  a 
Scotch  prelate  an  1  statesman,  born 
at  Stirling  1-132,  died  1513,  having 
Written  a  "  History  of  Scotland, " 
a  copy  of  which  in  MS.  is  now  in 
the  Bodleian  library. 

ELSHEIMER  (ADAM)  a  cele- 
brated German  painter,  born  1574, 
excelled  particularly  in  landscapes, 
histories,  and  night-pieces,  with 
little  figures.  His  works  are  very 
few  :  and  for  the  incredible  pains 
and  labour  which  he  bestowed  upon 
them,  valued  at  such  prodigious 
rates,  that  they  are  hardly  any  wheie 
to  be  found  but  in  the  cabinets  of 
princes.  He  died  1610. 

ELSTOB  (\VILLIAM)  an  Eng- 
lish divine  eminent  for  his  skill 
in  the  Saxon  language,  born  1673, 
died  1714. 

ELSTOB  (ELIZABETH)  sister 
of  the  above,  and  a  famous  Saxonist 
also,  born  1682,  died  1756.  She 
published  a  curious  Saxon  homily 
on  the  birth-day  of  St.  Gregory; 
with  a  translation  in  Svo.  1709; 
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and  in  1715  a  grammar  of  the 
Saxon  language  in  410. 

ELSYNGE  (HENRY)  clerk  of 
the  House  of  Commons  in  the  reign 
of  Charles  1.  born  1598.  He  was 
the  author  of  a  few  things  which 
were  reckoned  very  good,  and  have 
been  much  esteemed  ;  particularly 
"  The  ancient  method  and  manner 
of  holding  parliaments  in  England, 
1663  ;"  reprinted  often  since.  He 
died  1654. 

EL\VES(JOHN)M.P.  for  Berk- 
shire.  He  was  a  man  of  clear  per- 
ception, sound  judgment,  and  un- 
shaken integrity  ;  and  in  such  high 
estimation  was  he  held  for  his  love 
of  justice,  that  numberless  disputes 
amongst  his  constituents  and  others, 
which  would  have  been  decided  by 
courts  of  law,  were  left  to  his  sole 
arbitrament;  and  his  determination 
was  sure  to  be  thoroughly  satis- 
fa&ory  to  the  judicious.  Yet,  not- 
withstanding his  great  and  good 
qualities,  he  was  a  man  (respecting 
himself)  of  an  extraordinarily  pe- 
nurious and  singular  turn  ;  in- 
stances of  which,  that  almost  stag- 
ger belief,  are  related  in  an  interest- 
ing account  of  his  life,  published  by 
E.  Tophain,  esq.  1790.  He  died 
Dec.  26,  1789,  aged  80. 

ELYOT  (SIR  THOMAS)  em- 
ployed by  Henry  VIII.  in  several 
embassies.  He  was  an  excellent 
grammarian,  poet,  rhetorician,  phi- 
losopher, physician,  cosmographer, 
and  historian ;  and  distinguished, 
as  much  for  his  candour,  and  the 
innocence  and  integrity  of  his  life, 
as  for  his  accomplishments.  He 
wrote  and  translated  several  works, 
and  died  1546. 

ELZEVIRS,  celebrated  printers 
at  Amsterdam  and  Ley  den  in  the 
i7th  century,  who  greatly  adorned 
the  republic  of  letters  by  many  beau*-

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tiful  editions  of  the  best  authors  of 
antiquity.  Their  Virgil,  Terence, 
and  Greek  Testament,  have  been 
reckoned  their  master-pieces ;  and 
are  indeed  so  very  fine,  that  they 
.justly  gained  them  the  reputation 
of  being  the  best  printers  in  Eu' 
rope. 

EMERSON  (WILLIAM)  a  very 
eminent  mathematician,  born  at 
Hurworth,  a  village  on  the  borders 
«f  Durham,  170  i,  died  1782.  He 
was  a  man  of  great  singularity  in 
his  manners,  dress,  and  conversa- 
tion. His  works  are  extremely 
valuable,  but  too  numerous  to  be 
described  in  this  epitome. 

EMLYN  (THOMAS)  a  learned 
and  pious  English  dissenting  divine, 
»nemor<.ble  for  his  sufferings  on  the 
score  of  heterodoxy,  was  born  1663 
and  died  1741.  His  son,  Soilom  Em- 
lyn  was  bred  to  the  law,  became  an 
eminent  counsellor,  and  was  em- 
ployed to  publish  lord  chief  justice 
Hales's  "  Pleas  of  the  Crown  : 
which  he  did  with  notes  and  a  pre- 
face, and  died  in  the  year  1756. 

fMPEDOCLES,  a  Pythagorean 
philosopher,  poet,  and  historian,  oi 
Agrigentum  in  Sicily,  died  B.  C 
440.  Some  say  that  he  fell  or 
threw  himself  into  the  burning 
gulf  of  vfitna  ;  and  others  that  he 
was  drowned  in  the  sea. 

EN  FIELD  (WILLIAM)  a  dis 
sentingclergyman  of  Norwich,  born 
1740,  died  1797.  He  had  been 
lennrer  in  the  belles  lettres  a 
Warrington  Academy,  and  was 
well  known  to  the  public  by  many 
ingenious  and  useful  publications, 
of  which  the  principal  are  :  "  The 
Preacher's  Directory  ;"  a  great  num- 
ber of  "  Sermons  ;"  the  "  Speak- 
er," and  "  Exercises  in  Elocution;" 
the  two  latter  very  popular  selec- 
tions of  passages  from  celebrated 
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authors;  "The  English  Preacher," 
the  "  History  of  Philosophy," 
&c. 

ENGLISH  (HESTER)  a  Fremh- 
woman  settled  in  England,  and  emi- 
nent for  the  most  exquisite  skill 
in  penmanship.  She  lived  in  th« 
reigns  of  El'zabeth  and  James  I. 

ENNIUS  (QU1KTUS)  an  ancient 
Latin  pret,   born   B.  C.    237.      He 
died  at  the  age   of   70  years;   and 
his  death    is    said  to  have  been  oc- 
casioned by  the  gout,  contracted  by 
an  immoderate  use  of  wine,  of  \vhich 
he    always   drank   very   freely    be- 
fore he  applied  himself  to  writing. 
For.  Lib.  1.    Ep.  i  y.     He  was   the 
first  among  the  Romans  who  wrote 
heroic  verses,  had  an  admirable  ge- 
nius, and  did  prodigious  things  for 
polishing  the  Latin  poetry,  though  he 
left  a  great  deal   to  be  done  by  suc- 
ceeding ages.  He  wrote  the  "Annals 
of  Rome  ;"  which  were    so  highly 
esteemed,  that  they    were  publicly 
recited  with  vast  applause  by  Quin- 
tus  Vargonteius,  who  digested  them 
into  books ;   and  they  were  read  at 
Puteoli,   in  the    theatre,   by  a  man 
of  learning  who  assumed  the  name 
of    the    Ennianist.      He    translated 
several    tragedies   from  the  Greek, 
and    wrote    otheis.      He  published 
likewise     several    comedies  ;      but 
whether  of  his   own  invention,   or 
translated  by  him,  is  uncertain.      It 
appears  from  his  writings,   that  he 
had  very   strong    sentiments   of  re- 
ligion.     He  held    the     doftrine  of 
transmigration,  and  is  said  to  have 
affirmed     that     Homer's     soul    was 
transmigrated  into  him. 

ENNOD1US  (MAGNUS  FELIX) 
bishop  of  Pavia  in  Italy,  born  473, 
died  521.  His  works, chiefly  theo- 
logical, are  not  voluminous. 

ENT  (SIR  GEORGE)  a  very  in- 
genious  and  eminent  English  phy- 
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sician    and    medical    writer,    born 
1604,  died  1689. 

EXTIC.K  (JOHN)  an  English 
divine,  who  published  a  ''  Spelling 
Dictionary,"  a  "  History  of  the 
War  which  terminated  in  1773," 
and  a  "  History  of  London,"  and 
dud  May  1773. 

EPAMINONDAS,  a  famous 
Thtban  general,  slain  in  battle  363 
B.  C. 

EPHREM  (ST.)  an  ancient 
Christian  writer  of  the  _ith  century. 
Fhotius  tells  us,  that  he  wrote  above 
iooo  orations,  and  that  himself 
had  seen  49  of  his  sermons:  and 
Sozomen  observes,  that  he  composed 
300,000  verses.  His  works  were 
so  highly  esteemed,  that  they  were 
publicly  read  in  the  churches  after 
the  scriptures.  St.  Ephrem  was  a 
rran  of  the  greatest  severity  of 
morals  ;  and  so  strict  an  observer 
of  chastity,  that  he  avoided  even  the 
sight  of  women.  He  died  in  37  8. 
'  EPICHARMUS,  an  ancient  poet 
and  philosopher,  born  in  the  island 
of  Coos,  and  carried,  as  Laertius 
tells  us,  into  Sicily,  when  he  was 
but  5  months  old.  He  had  the  ho- 
nour of  being  taught  by  Pythagoras 
himself:  and  he  and  Phormus  are 
said  to  have  invented  comedy  in 
Syracuse,  though  others  have  pre- 
tcn  led  to  tne  glory  of  that  dis 
covery.  He  presented  55,  or,  ac- 
cording to  others,  35  plays  ;  but 
his  works  have  been  so  long  lost 
that  even  their  character  is  scarcel) 
on  record. 

EPICTETUS,  a  celebrated  phi- 
losopher of  antiquity,  born  near  the 
end  of  Nero's  reign,  as  is  commonly 
supposed,  at  Hierapolis  in  Phrygia 
He  lived  in  extreme  poverty,  at 
Rome,  in  a  little  cottage  without 
so  much  as  a  door  to  it,  no  attend- 
ants but  one  old  woman,  and  no 
furniture  but  an  earthen  lamp,  to

he  light  of  which  we  owe  those 
)eautiful    and   divine   thoughts   of 
which  Arrian  hath  preserved  some 
noble    remains.       This    lamp    was; 
jurchased  for  about  lool.  after  his 
death,   by  a  person  whom  Lucian 
ridicules  for  it,  as  hoping  to  acquire 
lie  wisdom  of  Epiftetus  by  study- 
ing over  it.     \Ve  have  no  account 
that  can  be  depended  on,   either  of 
what  distemper,  or  about  what  time, 
he  died.— Epi^etus,  though  a  phi 
losopher,    was  a  man  of  great   hu- 
mility and   modesty ;     which    was 
most  eminent  in   his  own  praSUce, 
as  well  as    in   his   recommendation 
of  it  to  others.     All  ambition  and 
vain-glory  he   detested;   and  as  no 
man  did  more  good  or  lived  better 
than  he,   so  no  man  was  more  soli- 
citous   to    conceal    it.        But    that 
which    seems    to    be    the    peculiar 
glory  of  Epicletus  is,    that,  of  all 
the  ancient  philosophers,  he    made 
the   nearest  approaches  to  the  true 
Christian  morality;  and  entertained 
more  just    and    becoming   notion* 
concerning    the   nature    and  provi- 
dence of  God,  than  any  who  were 
not  enlightened  by  the  gospel.     He 
admitted    all   the   severity   of    the 
Stoics  without  taking  in  any  of  the  ir 
sourness,  and  rejected  their  chime- 
rical and  impracticable  perfections  ; 
so  that  he  reformed  Stoicism,  as  well 
as   professed    it.      And,  besides  his 
vindicating  the  immortality  of  the 
soul    as   strenuously    as    Seneca    or 
any    of    the    Stoics,     he     declared 
openly    against    self-murder  ;     the 
lawfulness    of     which    was    main- 
tained by  the  rest  of  his  seel. — His 
Commentaries,     and    the    Enchiri- 
dion, or  manual  of  the  Stoic  philo- 
sophy, have   been   often  published, 
land   translated    into   almost   every 
language. 

EPICURUS,  the  greatest  philo. 
sopher  of  his  age,  was  born  at  Gar. 
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jjcttits  in  Attica,  about  the  year  340  ' 
before  Christ.  From  the  place  of 
his  birth,  we  find  him  often  called 
by  ancient  authors,  the  "  Gargettic 
author,"  the  "  Gargettic  old  man," 
and  simply,  the  "  Gargcttian." 
Whereas  other  professors  of  secis 
made  choice  of  particular  places  in 
Athens,  as  the  Academy,  the  Ly- 
ceum, &c.  Epicurus  purchased  a 
very  pleasant  garden,  where  he 
lived  with  his  friends  in  great  tran-H 
tjuillity,  and  trught  philosophy  to  a 
great  number  of  disciples.  They 
lived  all  in  common  with  their 
master;  and  a  better  regulated  so- 
ciety had  never  been  seen.  He 
•wrote  a  prodigious  number  of  books, 
and  died  in  his  7 zd  year. —  As  to 
his  doftrine,  that  the  happiness  of 
man  consists  in  pleasure,  though  it 
has  occasioned  some  efiefts  which 
have  discredited  his  seft,  yet,  if  it 
be  rightly  interpreted,  it  is  certain- 
ly very  reasonable  ;  for  it  amounts 
to  nothing  more,  than  that  the  hap- 
piness of  man  consists  in  his  being 
at  ease,  and  in  feeling  pleasure,  or, 
generally,  in  being  contented.  Could 
we  ask  Epicurus  where  this  ease 
and  contentment  must  be  found,  he 
would  not  say,  in  good  eating, 
drinking,  or  in  commerce  with 
\vomen  ;  hut,  in  sobriety,  tempe- 
i.iti  e,  and  the  checking  of  tumul- 
tuous and  disorderly  passions,  which 
deprive  the  soul  of  her  state  of 
tiappiness;  that  is,  the  soft  and 
quiet  acquiescence  in  her  condition. 
These  were  the  pleasures  wherein 
Epicurus  made  the  happiness  of  man 
to  consist.  But  people  exclaimed 
against  the  word  pleasure :  those 
who  were  corrupted  already,  made 
an  ill  use  of  it ;  the  enemies  of  his 
sett  took  advantage  of  it  ;  and  so 
the  name  of  an  Epicurean  became 
odious:  all  this,  however,  is  acci- 
dental to  the  doclrine ;  for  it  is  cer-

tain  that  he  lived  in  a  most  exem- 
plary manner  himself,  and  con- 
formably to  the  rales  of  philosophi- 
cal wisdom  and  frugality. 

EPIMENIDES,  an  ancient  poet 
arid  philosopher,  born  at  Gnossus  in 
Crete.  Many  wonderful  things  are 
related  of  him  ;  and  his  reputation 
was  so  great  all  over  Greece,  thnc 
he  was  there  esteemed  a  favourite 
of  the  gods.  He  died  at  the  age  of 
1.57;  and  is  quoted  by  St.  Paul, 
Titus,  c.  i ,  v.  12.  Plutarch  tells 
us,  that  he  was  accounted  the  7th 
wise  man  by  those  who  would  not 
admit  Periander  into  the  number. 

EP1PHANIUS, bishop  of  Salami's 
in  Cyprus,  born  332,  died  403.  He 
was  very  conversant  in  ecclesiasti- 
cal antiquities,  on  which  account  he 
is  chiefly  regarded. 

EPISCOFIUS  (SIMON)  a  theo- 
logical and  controversial  writer  of 
most  uncommon  parts  anil  learning, 
and  the  chief  support  of  the  Ar- 
minian  seft,  born  at  Amsterdam  in 
1583,  died  1643. 

£RJS1STJRJTU.<{,  an  eminent 
Greek  physician,  whose  works  are 
mentioned  by  Galen,  but  are  now 
lost.  He  flourished  B.  C.  204. 

ERASMUS  (DESIDERlUS)born 
at  Rotterdam  the  aSth  of  Oft.  1467. 
He  was  called  Gerard,  after  his  fa- 
ther ;  and  afterwards  took  the  name 
of  Desiderius,  which  in  Latin,  and 
the  surname  of  Erasmus,  which  in 
Greek,  signify  much  the  same  as 
Gerard  among  the  Hollanders,  that 
is,"  amabilis,"  or  amiable.  He  was 
the  most  learned  man  of  the  age  in 
which  he  lived  ;  and  contributed, 
by  his  example  and  Ids  writings,  to 
the  restoration  of  learning  in  the 
several  countries  wherein  he  oc- 
casionally resided,  viz.  Italy,  Swit- 
zerland, Holland,  France,  and  Eng- 
land ;  with  the  last  he  was  most 
satisfied;  and  here  be  met  with  the 
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greatest  encouragement  from  Henry 
VIII.  sir  Thomas  More,  and  all  the 
learned  Englishmen  of  those  days. 
He  is  the  most  correct  and  elegant 
Latin  writer  among  the  moderns; 
and  died  1,536.  Nothing  has  made 
the  city  of  Rotterdam  more  famous,  I 
than  her  having  given  birth  to  this 
great  man,  whose  works  were  pub- 
lished at  Leyden,  1706,  in  a  very- 
handsome  manner,  in  10  volumes, 
folio. 

ERASTUS  (THOMAS)  a  cele- 
brated physician  and  divine,  born 
at  Baden  in  Germany  about  1524, 
died  1583.  He  wrote  several  books 
of  philosophy,  physic,  and  divinity  ; 
but  what  made  the  most  noise  of 
all  his  performances, and  makes  him 
chiefly  memorable  now,  is  his  book 
"  De  Excommunicatione  Ecclesias- 
tica."  In  this  lie  denies  the  power 
of  the  church,  and  affirms  their  cen- 
sures to  be  incapable  of  extending 
beyond  the  present  life. 

ERATOSTHENES,  a  Greek  phi- 
losopher, mathematician,  historian, 
and  poet,  died  B.  C.  i  94. 

ERATOSTRATUS.an  Ephesian, 
who  on  the  very  night  that  Alexan- 
der the  Great  was  born,  356  B.  C. 
burnt  the  temple  of  Diana  at  Ephe- 
sus,  merely  to  eternize  his  name  in 
the  records  of  history. 

ERIGENA  (JOHN)  called  also 
Scotus,  flourished  about  the  middle 
of  the  gth  century,  and  was  very 
learned  in  a  very  barbarous  age. 
He  was  employed  by  king  Alfred 
to  promote  learning  and  the  liberal 
arts.  For  this  purpose  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  preside,  at  Oxford,  over 
the  studies  of  geometry  and  astro- 
nomy in  particular;  that  university 
being  either  lately  founded  or  lately 
restored  by  Alfred.  Three  years 
he  spent  in  this  situation  ;  Jmt,  some 
disputes  and  disturbances  arising  at 
Oxford,  he  left  that  place,  and  re- 
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tired  to  a  monastery  at  Matme> 
bury.  There  he  opened  a  school  } 
and  hehaving  harshly  and  with  se- 
verity to  his  scholars,  was  stabbed 
by  them,  with  the  iron  bodkins 
they  then  wrote  with,  in  such  a 
manner  that  he  died.  His  death 
happened  in  883. 

ERPEN1US  (THOMAS)  or,  as 
he  is  called  in  Dutch,  Thomas  of 
Erpe,  a  most  learned  writer,  ami 
incomparably  skilled  in  the  ori- 
ental tongues,  born  1584,  died 
1624. 

ERSKlNEf  DAVID, LORD  DUN) 
a  celebrated  Scottish  judge,  who 
published  an  excellent  work  in  one 
volume  1 2mo.  under  the  title  of 
"  Lord  Dun's  Advices."  He  was 
born  at  Dun,  in  Angusshire,  1670, 
and  died  there  1755. 

ESSENES,  a  seel  among  the  Jews, 
of  which  the  origin  is  very  obscure, 
it  not  being  known  from  whence 
they  took  their  name,  or  at  what 
time  they  began.  They  professed 
a  community  of  goods  ;  shunned, 
for  the  most  part,  marriage,  and  all 
pleasures  whatsoever  ;  wore  white 
garments,  forbade  oaths,  drank  no- 
thing but  water,  had  their  elders 
in  singular  respefct,  and,  above  all, 
were  so  stritl  in  their  observation 
of  the  sabbath,  that  they  prepared 
their  meat  on  the  eve,  would  not 
remove  a  vessel  out  of  its  place, 
nor  even  ease  or  supply  nature 
upon  it  unless  they  were  pressed 
beyond  measure.  Upon  the  whole, 
they  were  a  melancholy,  enthu- 
siastic kind  of  people,  not  fit  for 
common  life,  or  the  cultivation  of 
those  virtues  which  belong  to  hu- 
man nature. 

ESS  EX  (JAMES)  famous  for  his 
skill  in  Gothic  architecture.  His 
principal  pratlice  was  at  Cambridge, 
Ely,  Lincoln,  and  Winchester;  and 
his  writings  may  be  found  in  the 
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Arcbaeologia,  vol.  iv.  vi,  &c.      He 
•was  1-orn   1723,   and  died   1784. 

ESTAMPES  (ANNE  OF  PIS3E- 
LEU,  DUCHESS  OF)  mistress  to 
Francis  I.  of  France.  She  was  a 
woman  of  great  cunning  and  in- 
trigue; and  one  of  those  instances 
•which  prove,  that  the  ascendancy 
of  a  mistress  may  be  the  ruin  of 
a  kingdom;  for  by  her  ambitious 
views  the  monarchy  of  France  had 
nearly  been  subverted. 

ESTCOURT  (RICHARD)  well 
known  both  as  an  afior  and  a  dra- 
matic writer.  In  all  his  parts,  he 
was  mostly  indebted  for  his  applause 
to  his  powers  of  mimicry,  in  which 
he  was  inimitable,  and  which,  at 
times,  afforded  him  opportunities 
of  appearing  a  much  better  aclor 
than  he  really  was,  by  enabling 
him  to  copy  very  exaflly  several 
performers  of  merit,  whose  manner 
he  remembered  and  assumed.  His 
company  was  extremely  courted 
by  every  one;  and  his  mimicry  so 
much  admired,  that  persons  of  the 
first  quality  frequently  invited  him 
to  their  entertainments,  in  order 
to  divert  their  friends  with  his  drol- 
lery; on  which  occasions  he  con- 
stantly received  very  handsome  pre- 
sents for  his  company.  He  died 
1713,  leaving  behind  him  two  dra- 
matic pieces. 

ETHEREGE  (SIR  GEORGE)  a 
celebrated  English  wit,  and  emi- 
nent in  particular  for  his  comic 
genius,  flourished  in  the  reigns  of 
Charles  II.  and  James  II.  His  3 
comedies  are,  "  The  Comical  Re- 
venge ;  or,  Love  in  a  Tub  ;" 
"  She  Would  if  She  Could  ;"  and 
"  The  Man  of  Mode;  or,  Sir  Fop- 
ling  Flutter  ;"  in  which  last  piece 
he  is  supposed  to  have  drawn  some 
Of  the  chief  characters  from  certain 
of  his  contemporaries  and  acquaint- 
ance. Thus  beau  Hewif,  the  most 
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notorious  fop  of  his  time,  was  sup. 
posed  to  be  designed  under  his  first 
charaficr  :  Dorimant  for  his  friend 
lord  Rochester,  under  which  are 
characterized  inconstancy,  falshood, 
and  triumphs  in  the  conquest  and 
ruin  of  the  fair,  varnished  over  with 
agreeable  and  captivating  graces  of 
modish  gallantry,  peculiar  to  that 
witty  but  licentious  nobleman.  Ke 
was  also  suspefted  to  have  sketched 
out  himself  in  the  charaCler  of  Med- 
ley. Applauded,  however,  as  this 
play  was  for  wit,  yet,  like  his  others, 
it  was  condemned  for  immorality. 
He  died  about  1690. 

ETMULLER  (MICHAEL)  an 
eminent  physician,  born  at  Leipiic 
1646,  died  1683.  His  works, 
amounting  to  no  less  than  5  vols. 
in  folio,  were  printed  at  Naples  in 
-.728. 

EVAGR1US  SCHOLASTICUS, 
an  ancient  ecclesiastical  historian, 
born  at  Epiphania,  a  city  of  Syria 
Secunda,  about  the  year  536.  He 
published"  Six  Books  of  Ecclesias- 
tical History,"  beginning  with  the 
year  431  ;  where  Theodoret,  So- 
crates, and  Sozomen,  conclude  ;  and 
ending  with  594.  It  is  not  certain 
when  he  died. 

EVANS(ABEL)  generally  styled 
Dr.  Evans  the  Epigramist,  lived  at 
the  end  of  the  1 7th  and  beginning 
of  the  i  8th  centuries.  He  was  bur- 
sar to  St.  John's  college,  Oxford, 
vicar  of  St.  Gyks's,  and  appears  to 
have  been  intimate  with  Mr.  Pope. 

EUCLID,  a  most  celebrated  ma- 
thematician and  astronomer,  who 
collected  all  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  pure  mathematics,  which 
had  been  delivered  down  by  Thales, 
Pythagoras,  Eudoxus,  and  other 
mathematicians  before  him,  which 
he  digested  into  regularity  and  or- 
der, with  many  others  of  his  own: 
on  which  account  hc'is  said  to  have 
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been  the  first  who  reduced  arith- 
metic and  geometry  into  the  form 
t>f  a  science.  Where  this  great  man 
was  botn,  and  what  his  country,  we 
have  no  distinft  account ;  but  he 
flourished,  as  it  appears  from  Pro- 
clus's  Comment  upon  his  Elements, 
about  277  years  before  Christ,  and 
taught  mathematics  at  Alexandria 
\vilh  vast  applause. 

EUDOCJA,  daughter  of  Leon- 
tins,  an  Athenian  sophist  and  phi- 
1  sopher,  born  about  400.  Her 
father  took  such  care  of  her  educa- 
tion, that  she  became  at  length 
consummately  learned  ;  and  so  ac- 
ccmpli>hecl  in  every  respect,  that, 
st  his  death,  he  left  his  whole  estate 
to  his  two  sons,  except  100  pieces 
of  gold,  which  he  left  to  his  daugh- 
ter, with  this  declaration,  that  "  her 
own  good  fortune  would  be  suf- 
rHcnr  for  her."  Upon  this  she 
went  to  law  with  her  brothers,  but 
without  success  ;  and  therefore  car- 
ried her  cause  to  Constantinople, 
where  she  was  recommended  to 
Pukheria,  sister  of  the  emperor 
Theodosius  the  younger,  and  be- 
came her  favourite.  In  421  she 
embraced  Chrisiianity,  and  was  bap- 
tized by  the  name  of  Eudocia,  for 
her  heathen  name  was  Athenais; 
and  the  same  year  was  married  to 
the  emperor,  through  the  powerful 
recommendation  of  his  sister  ;  by 
which  event  the  words  of  her  father 
might  seem  to  have  something  pro- 
phetic in  them.  She  died  about 
A.D.  460. 

EUDOXUS,  of  Cnidus,  a  city  of 
Caria  in  Asia  Minor,  flourished 
about  370  years  before  Christ ;  and 
was  so  skilful,  that  Cicero  did  not 
scruple  to  call  him  the  greatest 
astronomer  that  had  ever  lived. 

EVELYN  (JOHN)  one  of  the 
greatest  natural  philosophers  that 
England  ever  produced,  was  born 
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1620.  Among  his  numerous  writ- 
ings (which  are  on  the  subjecls  of 
agriculture,  navigation,  commerce, 
antiquities,  sculpture,  painting,  &c.) 
the  most  celebrated  at  the  present 
day  is  "  Sylva;  or,  a  discourse  of 
forest-trees,  and  the  propagation  of 
timber  in  his  majesty's  dominions." 
Full  of  age  and  honours,  this  amia- 
ble author  died  Feb.  27,  1705-6, 
in  his  86th  year  ;  and  was  interred 
at  Wotton,  under  a  tomb  of  free- 
stone, shaped  like  a  coffin,  with  an 
inscription  upon  a  white  marble, 
expressing,  according  to  his  own 
intention,  that,  "  Living  in  an  age 
of  extraordinary  events  and  revolu- 
tions, he  had  learned  f.om  thence 
this  truth,  which  he  desired  might 
be  thus  communicated  to  posterity, 
That  all  ii  Vanity  which  is  not  honesty 
and  that  there  is  no  solid  uisdam  but 
in  real  piety."  The  eulogiuzns  which 
have  been  bestowed  upon  him  are  as 
numerous  as  they  are  great. 

EUGENE  (FRANCIS)  prince  of 
Savoy,  born  1663.  Having  found 
himself  slighted  by  Louis  XIV.  in 
France,  his  native  country,  he  re- 
tired to  Germany,  and  spent  his 
life  in  the  service  of  the  house  of 
Austria.  His  victories  over  the 
Turks,  and  afterwards  over  the 
French,  too  numerous  to  be  de- 
tailed in  this  work,  have  rendered 
his  name  immortal  in  the  anna'.s  of 
fame.  This  illustrious  hero  died 
at  Vienna,  1736. 

EULER  (LEONARD)  a  very 
eminent  mathematical  writer,  born 
at  Basil,  1707  ;  died  Sept.  7,  1783. 
He  possessed,  to  a  great  degree, 
what  is  commonly  called  erudition  ; 
had  read  all  the  Latin  classics  ;  was 
perfeft  master  of  ancient  mathema- 
tical literature  ;  and  had  the  history 
of  all  ages  and  all  nations,  even  to 
the  minutest  fatU,  ever  present  to 
his  mind. 
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EUNAP1US,  a  native  of  Sardis 
in  Lydia,  flourished  in  the  <}th  cen- 
tury. Ke  was  a  celebrated  sophist, 
a  physician,  and  no  inconsiderable 
historian.  We  have  no  remains  of 
Eunapius,  but  his  "  Lives  of  the 
Philosophers  and  Sophists." 

EUNOMIUS,  an  heresiarch  of 
the  4th  century,  bishop  of  Cyzi- 
cum,  and  founder  of  the  seft  that 
have  since  been  called  Eunomians. 
Ke  died  very  old  about  391,  after 
having  experienced  great  variety  of 
sufferings. — Eunomius  wrote  many 
things:  and  his  writings  were  so 
highly  esteemed  by  his  followers, 
that  they  thought  their  authority 
preferable  to  that  of  the  gospels. 
His  dctlrines  were,  that  "  there  is 
one  God  uncreate  and  without  be- 
ginning :  who  has  nothing  existing 
before  him  ;  for  nothing  can  exist 
before  what  is  uncreate  :  nor  with 
him  ;  for  what  is  uncreate  must  be 
one:  nor  in  him;  for  God  is  a 
simple  and  uncompoundcd  being. 
This  one  simple  and  eternal  being 
is  God  the  creator  and  ordaincr  of 
all  things;  first  indeed  and  princi- 
pally of  his  only  begotten  Son,  and 
then  through  him  of  all  other 
things  :  For  God  begot,  created, 
and  made,  the  Son  only,  by  his 
own  direfl.  operation  and  power, 
before  all  things  and  every  other 
creature  :  not  producing,  however, 
any  other  being  like  himself,  nor 
imparting  any  of  his  own  proper 
substance  to  the  Son  :  for  God  is 
immortal,  uniform,  indivisible,  and 
therefore  cannot  communicate  any 
part  of  his  own  proper  substance  to 
another,"  &c  &c. 

EUPHRANOR,  an  excellent 
sculptor  and  painter  of  antiquity, 
flourished  about  362  years  before 
Christ.  He  wrote  several  volumes 
on  the  att  of  colouring,  and  on  sym- 
metry ;  and  was  the  iirst  who  sig- 
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nalized  himself  by  representing  the 
n.ajesty  of  heroes. 

EUPOL1S,  an  Athenian  comic 
poet  in  the  S^th  Olympiad.  He 
used  the  freedom  of  the  ancient 
comedy  to  lash  the  vices  of  the 
people  ;  and  having  lost  his  life  in 
a  sea-lijiht  between  the  Athenians 
and  Lacedemonians,  his  death  was 
so  lamented,  that  a  statute  was  en- 
acled  which  decreed  that  no  poet 
should  thenceforth  serve  in  the 


EVREMOXD  ST.  (CHARLES 
DE  ST.  DENIS,  LORD  OF)  a  cele- 
brated French  officer  and  satirkal 
writer,  born  1613;  died  1703. 
As  for  religion,  he  always  profes- 
sed the  Romish,  in  which  he  was 
born  ;  though  at  the  bottom  he 
was  certainly  a  free-thinker:  but 
whatever  might  be  his  sentiments 
of  religion,  he  never  let  fall  any 
loose  expressions  about  it :  he 
could  not  bear  that  any  one  should 
droll  upon  it ;  for,  said  he,  "  bare 
decency,  and  the  regard  due  to 
one's  fellow-creatures,  will  never 
suffer  it." 

EURIPIDES,  an  ancient  Greek 
poet,  born  in  the  island  of  Salamis, 
in  the  ist  year  of  the  7oth  Olym- 
piad. He  wrote  a  great  number 
of  tragedies,  which  were  highly 
esteemed,  both  in  his  life-time  and 
after  his  death  :  and  nothing  can 
better  demonstrate  the  high  esteem 
they  were  in,  than  the  service  they 
did  to  the  Athenians  in  Sicily. 
The  Athenian  army  under  the  com- 
mand of  Nicias  suffered  all  the  ca- 
lamities that  ill  fortune  can  pos- 
sibly reduce  men  to.  The  vigors 
made  a  most  cruel  advantage  of 
their  victories :  but  although  they 
treated  the  Athenian  soldiers  with 
so  much  inhumanity,  yet  they  were 
extremely  kind  to  snch  as  could 
repeat  any  of  Euripides's  verses,-—- 
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An  unhappy  accident  concluded  his 
life.  He  was  walking  in  a  wood, 
and,  according  to  his  usual  manner, 
in  deep  meditation,  when  unfortu- 
nately happening  upon  Archelaus's 
hounds,  he  was  by  them  torn  to 
pieces  in  the  75th  year  of  his  age. 
He  is,  of  all  writers,  remarkable 
for  having  interspersed  moral  re- 
fleftions  and  philosophical  apho- 
risms in  his  dramatic  pieces.— -It 
is  said,  he  used  to  shut  himself  up 
in  a  gloomy  cave,  and  there  com- 
pose his  works.  This  cave  was  in 
the  isle  of  Salamis,  and  Aulus  Gel- 
lius  had  the  curiosity  to  go  into  it. 
He  composed  his  verses  with  great 
difficulty  ;  and  one  day  complained 
to  the  poet  Alcestis,  that  in  the 
three  last  days  he  had  been  able  to 
•write  but  three  verses,  though  he 
bad  laboured  with  all  his  might. 
Alcestis  observed,  with  an  air  of 
high  vanity,  that  he  had  written 
a  hundred  with  the  utmost  ease. 
*'  Ay,  but  (says  Euripides)  you 
don't  consider  the  difference  :  your 
verses  are  made  to  live  no  longer 
than  these  three  days ;  whereas 
mine  are  to  continue  for  ever."— 
There  are  now  extant  but  1 9  of 
his  tragedies,  and  part  of  a  20th; 
though  Suidas  says  that  he  com- 
posed 92. 

EUSDEN  (LAWRENCE)  an 
English  divine  and  poet,  preferred 
in  1718  to  the  laureatship.  He 
had  several  enemies;  and,  among 
others,  Pope,  who  put  him  into  his 
Dunciad ;  though  we  do  not  know 
what  provocation  he  gave  to  any  of 
them,  unless  by  being  raised  to  the 
dignity  of  the  laurel.  He  was  no 
inconsiderable  versifier,  and  died  at 
his  reftory  at  Coningsby,  Lincoln- 
shire, 1730. 

EUSEBIUS,  bishop  of  Caesarea, 

named      Pamphilus    from     his 

friendship  with.  Pamphilus  the  Mar- 
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tyr),  and  an  eminent  ecclesiastical 
historian,  born  in  Palestine,  A.  D. 
267  ;  died  338.  He  wrote  several 
great  and  important  works. 

EUSTATHIUS,  archbishop  of 
Thessalonica,  was  born  at  Constanti- 
nople, and  flourished  about  A.  D. 
1170.  He  is  chiefly  memorable 
for  his  "  Commentaries  upon 
Homer." 

EUTROPIUS  (FLAVIUS)  an 
Italian  sophist,  as  Suidas  calls  him, 
wrote  a  compendious  history  of 
Roman  affairs,  divided  into  10 
books,  from  the  foundation  of  the 
city  to  the  reign  of  Valens,  to 
whom  it  was  dedicated:  that  is,  to 
A.D.  364. 

EUTYCHIUS,  a  Christian  an- 
thor,  patriarch  of  Alexandria,  was 
born  at  Cairo  in  Egypt  876,  and 
became  eminent  in  the  knowledge 
of  physic.  He  wrote  Annals  from 
the  beginning  of  the  world  to  the 
year  goo  ;  in  which  may  be  found 
many  things  which  occur  no  where 
else  ;  but  certainly  many  more 
which  were  collected  from  lying 
legends,  and  are  entirely  fabulous. 
He  died  950. 

FABER  (NLCHOLAUS)  a  very 
ingenious,  learned,  and  pious  man, 
born  at  Paris,  i  544.— During  the 
course  of  his  studies  a  terrible  ac- 
cident happened  to  him.  As  he 
was  cutting  a  pen,  a  bit  of  the  quill 
flew  into  his  eye,  and  gave  him 
such  excessive  pjin,  that  hastily 
lifting  up  his  hand  to  it  he  struck 
it  out  with  the  knife.  He  applied 
himself  to  the  mathematics  par- 
ticularly ;  in  which  he  succeeded 
so  well,  that  he  discovered  im- 
mediately the  defefct  in  Scaligcr's 
demonstration  of  the  Quadrature  of 
the  Circle.  When  Henry  IV.  of 
France  became  at  length  the  peace- 
able possessor  of  the  crown,  he  ap- 
pointed Faber  preceptor  to  the 
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prince  of  Condr.     During  this  im-  J 
portant  trust,  he  found  time  to  la-  j 
bour  upon  some  considerable  works, 
and  composed   his   fine   preface  to 
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engraven.  He  then  laid  upon  it  a 
piece  of  thick  paper  well  moistened, 
and  pressed  it  with  a  sponge,  or 
wooden  pin,  covered  with  linen:  by 


the  fragments  of   Hilary,  in  which  >  which  means  the  paper  entered  into 


he  discovered  many  important  fafts 
relating  to  the  history  of  Arianism 
not  known  before.  After  the  death 
of  Henry  IV.  he  was  chosen  by  the 
queen  preceptor  to  Lewis  XIII.  He 
died  in  1611. 

FABER(TANAOUIL)inFrench, 
Taneguy  le  Fevre,  a  very  learned 
man,  born  at  Caen  in  Normandy  in 
1615.  Cardinal  de  Richelieu  settled 
on  him  a  pension  of  2000  livres,  to 
inspeft  all  the  works  printed  at  the 
Louvre.  He  died  1672,  leaving  a 
son  of  his  own  name,  and  two 
daughters,  cne  of  whom  was  the  ce- 
lebrated madam  Dacier,  and  another 
married  to  Paul  Bauldri,  professor 
at  Utrecht. 

FABIAN  (ROBERT)  author  of 
the  "  Chronicle  of  England  and 
France,"  or,  as  he  himself  calls  it, 
"  The  Concordance  of  Stories,"  was 
born  in  London  in  the  151)1  cen- 
tury. He  was  brought  up  to  trade  ; 
and  became  so  considerable  a  mer- 
chant,  that  he  was  chosen  an  al- 
derman of  that  city :  and,  in  1493, 
was  one  of  the  sheriffs  for  the  same. 
He  died  at  London  in  1512  ;  and 
was  buried  in  St.  Michael's,  Corr.- 
hill. 

FABRETTI(RAPHAEL)  a  very- 
learned  antiquary  of  Italy,  born 
1619;  died  1700.  Fabretti  had 
an  admirable  talent  for  decyphering 
the  most  difficult  inscriptions  ;  and 
discovered  a  method  of  making 
something  out  of  those  %vhich  seem- 
ed entirely  disfigured  through  age, 
and  the  letters  of  which  were  effaced 
in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  be  dis- 
cernible. He  cleaned  the  surface  of 
the  stone,  without  touching  those 
places  where  the  letters  had  been 


the  cavity  of  the  letters,  and  taking 
up  the  dust  there,  discovered  the 
traces  of  the  letters. 

FABRIC1US  (JEROME)  an  Ita- 
lian (usually  called  Aquapendente, 
from  the  place  of  his  nativity)  was 
a  physician  of  vast  repute  in  his 
day.  The  republic  of  Venice  settled 
upon  him  a  yearly  stipend  of  1000 
crowns  in  gold,  and  honoured  him 
with  a  statue  and  a  gold  chain.  He 
died  about  1603,  leaving  behind 
him  several  treatises  both  in  physic 
and  chirurgery. 

FABRICIUS(GEORGE)a  learned 
German,borni5  16.  Hischief work 
is  intituled  "  Roma,*'  containing  a 
description  of  that  city.  He  was 
the  author  of  numerous  Latin  po- 
ems written  with  great  purity  and 
elegance,  and  died  1571. 

FABRICIUS(jOHN  ALBERT) 
a  most  learned  and  laborious  histo- 
rian and  critic,  born  at  Leipsic, 
1668;  died  1736.  Fabricius  has 
laid  the  whole  learned  world  under 
the  greatest  obligations  ;  since  he 
has  contributed,  more  perhaps  than 
any  other  man  ever  did,  to  abridge 
and  shorten  the  fatigue  and  drud- 
gery which  scholars  are  obliged  to 
undergo  in  order  to  be  acquainted 
with  the  materials  of  their  profes- 
sion. 

FABRICIUS  (BARON)  known 
to  the  public  by  his  letters  relating 
to  Charles  XII.  of  Sweden  during 
his  residence  in  the  Ottoman  em- 
pire. He  stood  very  high  in  the 
good  graces  of  that  prince  ;  accom- 
panied him  in  his  exercises,  was 
frequently  at  his  table,  and  spent 
hours  alone  with  him  in  his  closet. 
He  had  but  one  enemy  in  the  court, 
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^i«.  general  Daldorf,  who  was  made 
prisoner  by  the  Tartars  when  th^y 
stormed  the  king's  camp  at  Bender. 
Fabricius  took  pains  to  find  him  out, 
released  him,  andsupplied  him  with 
money;  which  so  entirely  van- 
quished the  general,  that  he  after- 
wards became  a  \varm  friend.  This 
amiable  person  was  likewise  in  fa- 
vour with  king  Stanislaus,  and  with 
our  own  monarch  George  1.  whom 
lie  accompanied  in  his  last  journey 
to  Hanover,  and  who  may  be  said  to 
have  died  in  his  arms. 

FACIO  (BARTOLOMEO)  a  Ge- 
noese  Listorian  and  biographical 
writer  in  Latin,  died  1457. 

PAGAN  (  CHRISTOPHER  )  a 
French  comic  poet,  born  1702,  died 

»755- 

FAGIUS  (PAUL)  alias  Buchlin, 
8  very  learned  Protestant  German 
minister,  born  1504,  He  and  Bu- 
cer  came  over  to  England,  upon 
receiving  letters  from  Cranmer, 
in  1549,  were  entertained  some 
Jays  in  the  palace  at  Lambeth,  and 
destined  to  reside  at  Cambridge, 
where  they  were  to  perftft  a  new 
translation  and  illustration  of  the 
scriptures,  Faguis  taking  the  Old 
Testament,  and  Bacer  the  New, 
for  their  several  parts.  But  this 
was  all  put  an  end  to  by  the  sudden 
illness  and  death  of  both  these  pro- 
fessors. Fagius  died  Nov.  1550  ; 
and  Eucer  did  not  live  above  a  year 
after. 

FAHRENHEIT  (GABRIEL  DA- 
KIEL)  a  natural  philosopher,  emi- 
nent for  his  great  improvements  in 
the  construction  of  thermometers, 
was  horn  at  Dantzic  1686.  He 
published  a  "  Disseitation  on  Ther- 
mometers" in  172-1,  and  died 


FAIRFAX  (EDWARD)  an  Eng-- 
lish  poet,  who  flourished  .  in  the 
reigns  of  Elizabeth  and  James  J. 
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and  chiefly  distinguished  himself  by 
a  translation  of  Tasso's  "  Godfrey 
of  Bologne."  His  merits  we-.c  so 
great  that  Waller  professed  to  have 
icdrnt  from  him  the  art  of  versifi- 
cation. He  died  1632. 

FAIRFAX  (SIR  THOMAS)  ge- 
neral of  the  parliament  forces 
against  Charles  I.  died  1671.  See 
CROMWELL  (OLIVER). 

FAITHORNE  (WILLIAM)  an 
ingenious  English  painter  and  en- 
graver, who  flourished  in  the  17111 
century.  He  wrote  a  book  "  Upon 
Drawing,  Graving,  and  Etching," 
for  which  he  was  celebrated  by  hit 
friend  Fiatman  the  poet  in  an  elegy, 
which  ends  with  these  lines: 

"  So  long  as  brass,  so  lon.g  as  books  en- 
dure, 

"  So  loug  as  neat-wrought  pieces* 
tliou'rt  secure  ; 

"  A  '  Faithorne  sculpsit,'  is  a  charm 
can  save 

"  From  dull  oblivion  and  a.  gapinj 
grave." 

FALCONER  ( WILLIAM)  an  in- 
genious Scotch  sailor,  author  of* 
"  Marine  Dictionary,"  4to.  and  of 
a  charming  pathetic  poem  called 
'  The  Shipwreck,"  founded  on  a 
disaster  experienced  by  himself  (in 
a  second  calamity  of  which  kind  he 
lost  his  life,  in  1770,  on  board  tfec 
Aurora  frigate). 

FALLOPIUS  (GABRIEL)  born 
at  Modena  in  1490.  He  possessed 
great  powers  of  mind,  which  he 
cultivated  by  an  intense  application 
to  his  studies  in  philosophy,  physic, 
botany,  and  anatomy.  In  this  last 
he  nude  some  new  discoveries,  and 
among  the  rest  that  of  the  tubes  by 
which  the  ova  descend  from  the 
ovarium,  and  which,  from  him, 
are  called  the  "  Fallopian  Tubes." 
He  died  at  Padua,  1569. 

FALSTAFF      See  FASTOLF. 

FANCOURT  (SAMUEL)  arj 
English  djssejiting  clergyman  »;ij

Scward's    *'    Anecdotes    Of    Distin 
gui-.her]  Persons." 
•    FAR1NATO  (PAUL)    an    emi- 
nent Italian  painter,  born  at  Verona 
1522,   and  cut,  it   is    said,  out   of 
his    mother's  womb,   who  was  ju-t 
dead    in    labour.      He    wa«    famous 
also  for  being  an  excellent  swords- 
man  and  a  very  good    orator,    and 
fof  his  knowledge  in  sculpture  and 
architcthire,  especially  that  part  of 
it    which  relates    to     fortifications. 
His  last  moments    are    said  to  have 
been  "as  ictrMrkable  as   his  first, '  on 
account  of  the  death  of  his  nearest 
relation.      He  lay  upon    his  death- 
bed   in  1606;   and    his  wife,    who 
was  sick  in  the  same  room,  hearing 
tiim  cry  out,  "  he  was  going,"  told 
him,  "  she  would    bear    him   com- 
pany;" and    \va-s    as    good    as    her 
•word,    they   both    expiring  at  the 
very  same  minute. 
•     FARINELLI    (CARLO    BROS 
CHI)   an   Italian    singer,    born     at 
INaples    1705;   and,  being   trained 
to    singing,    acquired    great    repu- 
tation   at    Rome   ard    at    Bologna. 
The  fame  of  his  gr-eat  talents  reach- 
ing England,  he  WnS  encaged  to  sing 
in  the  opera  at    London,    and    in 
1734  came  over    hither;  for  Eng- 
land  was    then,   as    it  is  eminently 
r.ow,  the  place  of  places  for  all  the 
fiddlers,  singers,  dancers,  tumblers, 
thaipcrs,    and   impostors  of   every 
kind,    to  Hock  to  and  grow  rich. 
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ITis  arrival  in  this  cotintry  was  i& 
the  news-papers  announced  to  the 
public  as  an  event  worthy  of  na- 
tional attention.  Upon  what  ttriiiS 
Farinelli  w,is  engaged  to  sin^  here 
is  not  known  to  any  degree'of  cer- 
tainty ;  his  salary,  however,  be  it 
what  it  might,  bore  but  a  small 
proportion  to  the  annual  amount  of 
his  profits.  The  exressive  fondness 
which  the  nobility  discovered  for 
this  person,  the  caresses  tfiey  be. 
stowed  on,  and  the  presents'  they 
made  him,  indicated  little  less  than 
infatuation  ;  their  bounty  was  pro- 
digality, and  their  applause  adora- 
tion. "  One  God,  one  Farinelli!" 
will  be  long  remembered  of  a  lady 
of  distinction,  who,  being  charmed 
with  a  particular  passage  in  one  of 
his  songs,  tittered  aloud  from  the 
boxes  that  impious  exclamation.  He 
quitted  England  in  1737. 

FARMER  (Dr.  RICHARD)  mas- 
ter  of  Emtnanntl  College,  Cam- 
bridge, principal  librarian  to  the 
University,  &r.  &r.  was  born  at 
Leicester  173,5,  and  distinguished 
himself  in  the  walks  of  literature 
by  a  very  masttrly  "  Essay  on  the 
I  earning  of  Shakespeare,"  in  which 
i  e  decided  a  point  that  had  been 
niuch  litigated  among  the  learned. 
For  a  man  of  his  rare  endowments 
he  published  but  little:  the  essay 
Already  mentioned  ;  some  "  Notes 
on  Shakespeare;"  a  "  Poem  on 
laying  the  first  stone  of  the  public  li- 
brary in  i  755,"  and  a  sonnet  on  the 
king's  death  in  1760  (bcth  in  the 
Cambridge  Colleflion  of  verses)  ; 
"  Directions  for  the  study  of  En- 
glish History,"  (Europ.  Mag.  xix. 
415),  and  a  "  Letter  on  Dennis  the 
Critic,"  (Europ.  Mag.  xxv.  412) 
being  all  that  is  known.  Dr. 
Farmer,  however,  assisted  many 
authors  in  various  works,  for  which 
he  received  their  public 
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Je  Igtnents  anJ  thanks.-  He  also 
IT.  :dc  some  ro!le£hons  of  the  an- 
^iquitiesof  his  native  town,  which 
he  afterwards  gave  to  Mr.  Nichols, 
vho  has  employed  them  with  grea> 
judgment  and  effect  in  his  valuable 
"  History  of  the  county  of  Lei- 
cester." Dr.  F.  died  Jan.  8,  1797 

FJHNJBY  (THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
lish grammarian  and  critic,  born 
»575>  d'ed  1647- 

t'ARNESR  (  ALEXANDER  ) 
known  by  the.  title  of  cardinal 
I'arnese,  was  son  of  the  first  duk_- 
cf  Parma,  and  born  1520  (long  be 
fore  his  father  was  advanced  to 
the  dukedom).  At  fourteen  years 
of  age  Ire  was  made  bishop  of  Par- 
nia  by  Clement  VII.  Paul  III. 
raised  him  to  the  purple  in  1554, 
and  employed  him  in  various  em- 
bassies. He  died  in  1589,  lament- 
ed as  a  true  patron  of  the  arts,  and 
proteflor  of  men  of  letters. 

FARNEWORTH  (ELLIS)  dis- 
tinguished by  translating  some  emi- 
nent authors,  died  1763.  His  pub- 
lications were,  "  The  Life  of  Pope 
Sixtus  V.  translated  from  the  Ita- 
lian," "  Davila's  History  of  France," 
"  The  works  of  Machiavel,  illus- 
trated with  Annotations,  Di^serta- 
tions,  and  several  new  plans  on  the 
art  of  war." 

FAROUHAR  (GEORGE)  an  in- 
genious comic  writer,  was  the  son 
of  a  clergyman  in  Ireland,  and  born 
at  Londonderry  in  1678.  In  1696 
he  carne  to  London,  and  was  soli- 
cited by  his  friend  Wilks,  the  cele- 
brated acior,  to  write  a  play  ;  but 
he  was  still  more  substantially  in- 
vited by  a  genteel  accommodation, 
•which  suffered  him  to  exercise  his 
genius  at  his  leisure  :  for  the  earl 
of  Orrery,  who  was  a  patron  as  well 
as  master  of  letters,  conferred  a 
lieutenant's  commission  upon  him  in 
bis  own  regiment  in  Ireland,  which 
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Farquhar  held  several  years,  anrlbe* 
haved  himself  well  as  an  officer^ 
Diving  several  proofs  both  ol  rou- 
rage  and  condna.  He  died  April. 
1707,  before  he  was  30  years  of 
ige.  His  comedies  display  a 
•prightly  genius  and  are  extremely 
<li\  erting. 

FASTOI.F  (SIR  JOHN)  a  va- 
liant and  renowned  general  during 
our  conquests  in  France.  He  was 
born  1377,  and  died  1459.  ^e 
was  a  bcnefaftor  to  both  the  uni- 
versities, berj.icathtng  a  considerable 
legacy  to  Cambridge  for  building 
•he  schools  of  Philosophy  and  Civil 
La'-v  ;  and  at  Oxford  he  was  so 
bountiful  to  Magdalen  College,  that 
his  name  is  there  commemorated 
in  an  anniversary  speech.  Shake- 
speare has  been  very  unjustly  ac« 
cused  of  having  drawn  his  Sir  John 
Falstaff  to  ridicule  this  great  and 
good  man. 

FAULKNER  (GEORGE)  a  wor- 
thy printer  of  Dublin  of  no  mean 
celebrity,  heing  the  first  man  who 
carried  his  profession  to  a  high  de- 
gree of  credit  in  Ireland.  He  was 
the  confidential  printer  of  Dear* 
Swift ;  an:l  enjoyed  the  friendship 
and  patronage  of  the  earl  of  Chester- 
field, whose  ironical  letters  to  Faulk- 
ner, comparing  him  to  Atti-ais,  are 
perhaps  the  finest  parts  of  his  writ- 
ings. He  settled  at  Dublin  as  a, 
printer  and  bookseller  soon  aftep 
the  year  17:2(1  ;  raised  there  a 
very  comfortable  fortune  by  his 
well-known  "  Journal,"  and  other 
laudable  undertakings;  and  died, 
an  alderman  of  Dublin,  Aug.  %8t

FAWKES  (FRANCIS)  an  inger 
nious  English  poet  and  divine,  born  . 
1721.      He   published  a  volume  of 
Poems,   by  subscription,   1761,  yi 

Q  * 
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flvo.  and  several  poems  afterward. 
But  his  great  strength  is  supposed 
to  have  lain  in  translation  ;  as  his 
Anacrcon,  Sappho,'Bion,  Moschus, 
Musxns,and  Theocritus,  shew.  His 
name  is  set  to  a  "  Family  Bible, 
•with  notes,  1761,"  410.  He  died 
Aug.  26,  1777. 

FAYETTE  (MARIE  MAGDE- 
1.KINI  ,  COUNTESS  OF)  a  French 
3ad\ ,  r..ore  distinguished  by  her  li- 
terary produftions  than  by  her  fa- 
mily. She  was  married  to  the 
count  de  Fayette  in  1655,  and  died 
in  1693.  The  principal  works  or 
this  lady  are,  "  Zaide,"  a  romance 
often  printed,  and  "  La  Princesse 
<le  Cleves,"  a  romance  also,  which 
Fontenelle  is  said  to  have  given  four 
readings  to.  M.  Fayette  was  so  re- 
gardless of  fame,  that  she  published 
these  works  under  the  name  of  Se- 
grais,  who,  however,  is  supposed  to 
have  been  no  farther  concerned  th;m 
in  aiding  a  little  in  the  design,  of 
them.  Voltaire  says,  that  the  ro- 
mances of  Fayette  were  the  first 
•which  exhibited  the  manners  o' 
•people  of  fashion  in  a  graceful, 
easy,  natural  way:  all  before  ha- 
ving been  pompous,  bombast,  and 
swelling  every  thing  beyond  nature 
and  life. 

FEARNE  (CHARLES)  an  emi 
rent  English  conveyancer,  and  au- 
thor of  a  well-known  work,  enti- 
tled, "  An  Essay  on  Contingent  Re- 
mainders and  Executory  Devises,' 
born  1740, died  Jan.  1794. 

FECKENHAM  (JOHN  DE)  so 
called  because  he  was  born  of  poor 
yarents  in  a  cottage  near  the  forest 
of  ret  kenham  in  Worcestershire,  hi" 
fioht  name  being  Howman.  He  wa 
the  last  abbot  of  Westminster, 
and  died  i  5^5.  Camden  calls  nun 
•'  a  learned  and  good  man,  ti.rit 
lived  long,  did  a  great  deal  of gcot 
(o  the  poor,  and  always  solicited 
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he  minds  of  his  adversaries  to  be"« 
nevolence." 

FELIBIEN  (ANDREW)  coutr. 
ellor  and  historiographer  to  the 
cing  of  France,  born  1619,  died 
1695.  His  "  Dialogues  upon  the 
Lives  of  the  Painters"  have  done 
lim  great  honour. 

FELIX  (MINUTIUS)  a  father 
of  the  primitive  church,  who  flou- 
rished in  the  3d  century,  about  th« 
year  220.  He  has  written  a  very 
elegant  dialogue  in  defence  of  the 
hristian  religion,  intituled  "  Otta» 
vius." 

FELL  (DR.  JOHN)  an  eminently 
earned  divine,  and  bishop  of  Ox- 
ford, born  1635,  died  1686. 

FENELON  (FRANCIS  DE  SA. 
LIGNAC  DE  LA  MOTTE)  arch- 
bishop  of  Cambray  ,  born  1651,  died 
1715.  He  wrote  many  works,  but 
what  has  gained  him  the  greatest 
reputation,  and  for  which  he  will 
be  immortal,  is  his  "  Telemaciius." 
No  work  ever  had  a  greater  repu- 
tation ;  the  style  of  it  is  lively,  na- 
tural, and  beautiful;  the  fiflions 
well  contrived  ;  the  moral  sublime  ; 
and  the  political  max'ms  tending 
all  to  the  happiness  of  mankind.— 
He  published  another  considerable 
work,  intituled,  "  A  Demonstra- 
tion of  the  Being  of  God,  ground- 
ed on  the  knowledge  of  Nature,  and 
suited  to  the  meanest  capacity," 
which  is  one  of  the  best  books  that 
is  written  in  French  upon  that  sub» 


FENN  (SIR  JOHN)  a  very 
learned  antiquary,  born  1739,  diid 
Feb.  1794,  having  greatly  distin- 
guished himself  by  his  application 
t  the  study  of  our  natural  history 
and  antiquities,  which  enabled  him. 
to  colledt.  and  publish,  in  4  vots. 
.(to.  a  large  collection  of  "  Original 
Letters,  written  during  the  reigns 
of  Henry  VJ.  Edward  IV.  RicharJ 
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Til.  and  Henry  VII. "by  such  of  the 
Paston  Family,  and  others,  as  were 
personally  present  in  court  and 
camp,  and  were,  in  those  time>, 
persons  of  great  consequence  in  the 
courfty  of  Norfolk.  These  letter^ 
contain  many  curious  and  authentic 
state  anecdotes,  relating  not  only  to 
Norfolk,  hut  to  the  kingdom  in  ge- 
neral, and  to  the  wars  in  France. 

FEN  ION  (SIR  GEOFFREY)  an 
eminent  writer  and  statesman  daring 
the  reigns  of  Elizabeth  and  James  I 
died  1608.  He  is  known  by  a 
translation  from  the  Italian  of  "The 
History  of  the  Wars  of  Italy,  by 
Guicciardini." 

FENTON  (ELIJAH)  secretary  to 
the  earl  of  Orrery;  an  elegant  poef, 
and  one  of  the  worthiest  and  most 
modest  men  that  ever  adorned  the 
court  of  Apollo.  In  1717  he  pub- 
lished a  volume  of  poems,  and  in 
1723  introduced  upon  the  stage  his 
tragedy  of  "  Mariamne."  Fcnto'i 
was  much  beloved  by  Mr.  Pope,  who 
after  his  death  (1730)  honoured 
him  with  the  following  epitaph:

FERDGUSI  (HASSAN-  BEN 
SCHAKF)  the  most  celebrated  of 
all  the  Persian  poets.  His  epic 
jc;in,  entitled  "  Schanamek,"  that 
is,  Tlie  History,  contains  the  annals 
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of  the  kings  of  Persia,  and  consists 
of  60,000  verses.  Ferdousi  com- 
josed  this  poem  at  the  command  of 
he  Sultan  Mahmoud,  and  was  em- 
Joyed  upon  it  30  years;  after 
which  receiving  only  60,000 
drachmas  of  silver  for  diis  trouble, 
ic  quitted  the  court  ofMahmord 
n  disgust,  and  wrote  satirical, 
verses  against  him.  He  died  A.  Djr 
i  020. 

FERGUSON  (JAMES)  an  extras 
ordinary  phasr.omenon  of  the  self- 
taught  kind,  particularly  in  the  as-' 
tronomical  branch  of  science,  was 
born  in  Bamffsh ire,  Scotland,  1710.' 
His  parents  being  in  low  circum- 
stance?, he  was  obliged  to  keep 
sheep  for  four  years  ;  but  in  this 
ituation,  he  learned  to  mark  the 
position  of  the  stars  with  a  thread 
ml  bead.  One  Alexander  Cant- 
ley,  butler  to  Thomas  Giant,  Esq. 
taught  him  decimal  arithmetic,  af- 
gtbra,  and  the  elements  of  Reome-. 
try  :  after  this  he  went  into  two 
very  hard  services.  His  ingenuity 
introduced  him  to  Sir  James  Dun. 
b.ir,  when  he  learnt  to 'draw,  and 
began  to  take  portraits.  At  30 
years  of  age  he  invented  hi?  Astro- 
nomical Rotula,  a  machine  for 
shewing  the  new  moons  and 
eclipses.  About  1744  he  went  to 
London  ;  and,  by  his  delineation  of 
the  complex  line  of  the  moon's  m»- 
tion,  procured  the  honour  of  being 
elefted  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Socie- 
ty, without  paying  for  admission.' 
His  dissertations  anrl  inventions  in 
mechanics  and  other  branches  of  the 
mathematics,  introduced  him  to  the 
favour  of 'king  George  III.  who 
conferred  an  annual  pension  of^ol. 
upon  him.  He  died  Nov.  16, 
1776. 

;  FKRRAND  (JAMES)  a  French 
yhysician,  and  author  of  a  book$ 
!"  De  la  5'h!adie  .'.'Aweur,"  that  is', 
^  3 
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•*    Of  the    Distemjer    of    Love," 
printed  at  Paris  in  1622. 

FERRARI  (OCTAVIAK)  an 
Italian  author,  born  1518,  dice; 
1586.  Though  excellently  skilled 
in  polite  literature,  yet  he  was  prin- 
cipally famous  for  philosophy,  being 
esteemed  a  second  Aristotle. 

FERRARI  (FRANCISCO  BER- 
NARDINO)of:hesame  family  with 
the  former,  born  1577,  died  1669. 
lie  was  an  able  divine  and  sacred 
historian,  and  of  no  mean  talents  as 
an  antiquary. 

FERRARI  (OCTAVIO)  histo- 
liographer  of  Milan,  of  the  same 
family  with  the  former,  born  1707, 
died  1682.  He  was  remarkable 
for  the  sweetnes;,  sincerity,  and  af- 
fability of  his  temper;  and  had  so 
happy  a  way  of  conciliating  persons 
exasperated  against  each  other,  that 
he  a( quired  the  titleof  "  The  Recon- 
ciler, or  Pacificator." 

FERRERAS  (DON  JOHN  OF) 
born  1652,  died  1735.  ^e  was 
author  of  a  Spanish  Dictionary,  in 
6  vols.  folio  ;  and  of  several  works  in 
Theology,  Philosophy,  and  History  : 
the  most  considerable  of  which  was, 
a  "  General  History  of  Spain,"  in 
10  vols.  410. 

FERR1  (GIRO)  a  celebrated  his- 
toric painter,  born  at  Rome  1634, 
died  1689.  He  was  a  tine  and 
faithful  imitator  of  Peter  Cortona, 
under  whom  he  hzA  been  bred;  and 
to  whom  he  came  so  near  in  his 
ideas,  his  indention,  and  his  man 
Tier  of'  painting,  that  his  ceilings, 
particularly,  are  often  mistaken  for 
Cortona's. 

FERRTER  (ARNOLD  DE)  an 
eminent  lawyer,  and  called  the  Cato 
of  France,  was  born  at  Toulouse 
1,506,  and  died  1585. 

FESTUS   (FGMPE1US)    a  cele- 
fcrated    grammarian    of    antiouity, 
abridged  a  work  of  "  Yerriu 
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FlaccusdeSignificationeVerborum." 
Scalieer  says,  that  Festus  is  an  au- 
thor of  great  use  to  those  who  would 
attain  the  knowledge  of  the  Latin 
tongue  with  accuracy. 

FETT1  (DOMEN1CO)  an  emi. 
nent  painter,  born  at  Rome  1589, 
died  1624.  From  the  paintings  of 
Julio  Romano  he  took  his  colour- 
ing, the  boldness  of  his  characters, 
and  a  beautiful  manner  of  thinking  ; 
lie  was  very  delicate  in  his  thoughts; 
had  a  grandeur  of  expression,  and 
a  mellowness  of  pencil,  that  pleas- 
ed the  connoisseurs.  His  pic- 
tures are  scarce,  and  much  sought 
after. 

FEUILLEE  (LEWIS)  botanist  to 
Lewis  XIV.  of  France,  born  1660, 
died  2732.  There  is  of  his  a 
"  Journal  des  Observations  Physi- 
ques, Mathematiques,  &  Botani- 
ques,"  made  upon  the  coasts  of 
South  America  and  New  Spain,  in 
3  vols.  4:0.  This  Journal  is  said 
to  be  very  exaft  and  curious,  though 
written  harshly  and  inelegantly. 

FEVRET  (CHARLES)  an  emi. 
nent  French  civilian,  born  1583, 
died  1661.  Several  authors  have 
mentioned  him  and  his  woiks  in  a 
very  honourable  manntr. 

F1DDES  (DR.  RICHARD)  an 
English  divine,  and  ingenious  bio- 
graphical  and  theological  writer, 
corn  1671,  died  1725.  His  chief 
work  is,  "  The  Life  of  Cardinal 
Wohey,"  published  i  724,  in  folio. 

FIELDING  (HENRY)  son  of  ge- 
neral Fielding,  was  born  at  Sharp- 
ham-Park,  in  Somersetshire,  April 
22,  1707,  and  received  the  first  ru- 
diments of  his  education  at  home, 
under  the  care  of  the  rev.  Mr.  Oli- 
ver, for  wliom  he  seems  to  have 
had  no  great  regard,  as  he  is  said, 
to  have  designed  a  portrait  of  his 
character  in  the  very  humorous  yet 
detestable  one  of  parson  Trulliber, 
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in  his  "  Joseph  Andrews."  When 
taken  from  under  this  gentleman's 
charge,  he  was  removed  to  Eton- 
school,  from  whence,  at  about  18 
years  of  age,  he  went  to  Leyden, 
where  he  studied  under  the  most 
celebrated  civilians  for  2  years,  at 
the  expiration  of  which  time  he 
returned  to  London.— Possessed  of 
a  strong  constitution,  a  lively  ima- 
gination, and  a  disposition  natural- 
ly but  little  formed  for  ceconomy, 
he  very  soon  found  that  his  finan- 
ces were  by  no  means  adequate  to 
the  frequent  draughts  made  on  him 
from  the  consequences  of  the  brisk 
career  of  dissipation  which  he 
launched  into;  yet,  as  disagreeable 
impressions  never  continued  long 
upon  his  mind,  he  flattered  himself 
that  he  should  find  his  resources  in 
his  wit  and  invention,  and  accord- 
ingly commenced  writer  for  the 
stage  in  the  year  1727.  Between 
this  time  and  1743,  he  wrote  25 
dramatic  pieces  of  various  descrip. 
tions,  and  with  various  success. — 
About  6  or  7  years  after  Mr. 
Fielding's  commencing  a  writer  for 
the  stage,  he  fell  in  love  with  and 
married  Miss  Craddork,  a  young 
Jady  from  Salisbury,  possessed  of  a 
yeiy  great  share  of  beauty,  and  a 
fortune  of  about  1500!  ;  and  near 
the  same  time  his  mother  dying, 
an  estate  at  Stower,  in  Dorsetshire, 
of  somewhat  better  than  200!.  per 
annum,  came  into  his  possession. 
This  fortune,  had  it  been  condufted 
•with  prudence  and  ceconomy,  might 
have  secured  to  him  a  state  of  in- 
dependence for  life,  and  with  the 
helps  it  might  have  derived  from 
the  productions  of  a  genius  unin- 
eumbcred  with  anxieties  and  per- 
plexity, might  have  even  afforded 
him  an  affluent  income  ;  but,  fond  of 
figure  and  magnificence,  he  threw 
wide  open  the  gates  cf  hospitality, 
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and  suffered  his  whole  patrimony  to 
be  devoured  up  by  hounds,  horses, 
and  entertainments.  In  short,  in 
less  than  three  years,  from  the  mere 
passion  of  being  esteemed  a  man  of 
great  fortune,  he  reduced  himself 
to  the  unpleasant  situation  of  hav- 
ing no  fortune  at  all.  Not  discou- 
raged, however,  he  determined  to 
exert  his  best  abilities,  betook  him« 
self  closely  to  the  study  of  the  law, 
and,  after  the  customary  time  of 
probation  at  the  Temple,  was  called 
to  the  liar,  and  made  no  inconsider- 
able figure  in  Westminster-hall  — 
He  began  soon  after  to  be  molested 
with  s;ich  violent  attacks  from  the 
gout,  as  rendered  it  impossible  for 
him  to  be  so  constant  at  the  bar  as 
the  laboriousness  of  his  profession 
required  ;  and  a  proof  of  the  great 
force  and  vigour  of  his  mind  is,  his 
pursuing  so  arduous  a  study  under 
the  exigencies  of  family  distress, 
with  a  wife  and  children,  whom  he 
tenderly  loved,  looking  up  to  him 
for  sustenance  ;  with  a  body  torn  by 
the  acutest  pains,  and  a  mind  dis- 
tracted by  a  thousand  avocations  ; 
yet  obliged,  for  immediate  supply, 
to  produce,  almost  extempore,  a 
play,  a  farce,  a  pamphlet, or  a  news- 
paper. A  large  nun^er  of^fugi- 
tive  political  trutts,  which  had  their 
value  when  the  incidents  were  ac- 
tually passing  on  the  great  scene 
of  business,  came  from  his  pen. 
I  At  this  time  too  he  produced  his 
;  "  Joseph  Andrews,"  which  is  too 
I  well  known  and  too  justly  admired 
to  leave  us  any  room  to  expatiate 
on  its  merits.  About  1745,  or 
1746,  Mr.  F.  accepted  of  the  office 
of  an  acling  magistrate  in  the  com- 
mission ot  the  peace  for  the  county 
of  Middlesex,  in  which  station  he 
continued  till  pretty  near  the  time 
of  his  death.  Yet,  amidst  all  the  la« 
Lorious  duties  of  his  o3ice,  he  fouad 
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leisure  to  amuse  himself,  and  after- 
wards the  world,  with  "  The  His- 
tory of  Tom  Jones,"  and  "  Ame- 
lia." At  length,  however,  his  whole 
frame  of  body  was  so  entirely  shat- 
tered by  continual  inroads  of  com 
plicated  disorders,  and  the  incessant 
fatigue  of  business  in  his  office, 
that  by  the  advice  of  his  physicians, 
he  set  out  for  Lisbon.  Even  in  this 
distressful  condition,  his  imagina- 
tion still  continued  making  the 
strongest  efforts  to  display  itself; 
and  the  last  gleam  of  Ins  wit  and 
humour  faintly  sparkled  in  the 
"  Journal"  he  left  behind  him  of 
his  "  Voyage"  to  that  place  :  which 
was  published  1755,  at  London, 
in  i  smo. — In  about  two  months 
after  his  arrival  at  Lisbon  he  died, 
1  7  54,  in  his  /jSth  year.  His  works 
have  been  published  in  several  sizes, 
with  an  Essay  on  the  Life  and  Ge- 
nius of  the  Author,  by  Arthur  Mur- 
phy, esq. 

.  FIELDING  (SARAH)  sister  of 
Henry,  author  of  "  David  Sim- 
ple," a  novel  of  considerable  me- 
rit, and  translator  of  "  Xenophon's 
Memorabilia,"  born  1714,  died 
1768. 

FIELDING  (SIR  JOHN)  half- 
brother  to  Henry,  ati  excellent  ma- 
gistrate, and  author  of  many  useful 
regulations  in  tbe  police  of  London 
and  Wesminster,  died  1780. 

F1ENUS  (THOMAS)  a  very  in- 
genious and  learned  physician,  born 
at  Antwerp  1,560,  died  1631.  He 
composed  several  works,  among 
\\rh  ch  were,  "  De  Viribus  Imapi- 
tiatiouis,"  and  "  De  Formatione  Fce- 
MS." 

FILMER  fSIR  ROBERT)  au- 
thor  of  some  publications  on  the 
nature  of  monarchical  government, 
died  toward  the  end  of  the  171)1 
century. 
.  INTEL'S  (ORONT1US)  in 
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French,  FINE,  a  celebrated  astrono. 
mer  and  professor  of  mathematics'" 
in  the  Royal  College  at  Paris,  bom' 
1494,  died  15.55.  He  was  one  of 
those  who  vainly  boasted  of  having 
found  out  the  quadrature  of  the 
circle. 

FINCH  (HENEAGE)  ear!  of 
Nottingham,  lord  high  chancellor 
of  England,  born  1621.  died  1682. 
Though  he  lived  in  very  trouble- 
some and  ticklish  times,  yet  he  re- 
tained tlie  good  opinion  of  both 
prince  and  people.  He  w<ts  dis- 
tinguished by  his  wisdom  and  elo- 
quence ;  ?nd  was  such  an  excellent 
orator,  that  some  have  styled  him' 
the  English  Roscins,  the  English 
Cicero,  &c.  His  character  is  de* 
scribed  by  Mr.  Dryc.en,  in  his  "  Ab» 
salom  and  Achitophel,"  under  the" 
name  of  Ami  i.  He  left  behind  him, 
written  with  his  own  hand,  •'  Chan- 
cery Reports,"  M.S.  in  folio. 

FINET  (SIR  JOHN)  born  1571: 
He  was  bred  up  in  the  court,  where- 
by his  wit,  mirth,  and  uncommon^ 
skill  in  composing  songs,  he  pleased 
James  I.  very  much.  In  1626, 
being  then  in  good  esteem  witty 
Charles  I.  he  was  made  master  of 
the  ceremonies,  and  died  164  i. 

FINGAL,  a  Caledonian  chief, 
died  283. 

FIRMICUS  MATERNUS  (JU-1 
LIUS)  an  ancient  Christian  writer- 
of  the  4th  century.  His  treatise" 
"  Of  the  Errors  of  the  Propharte 
Religions,"  shews  great  parts,  great 
learning,  and  great  zeal  for  Chris- 
tianity. 

F1RMIN  (THOMAS)  a  citizen 
of  London,  memorable  for  his  pub- 
lic benefaflions  and  charities,  born' 
163?,  died  1697.  I"  good  works1 
he  was  indefatigably  industrious, 
and  successfully  provoked  many 
others  thereto,  beroming  also  their- 
almoner,  visiting  aaa  relieving  the 
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poor  at  their  houses,  and  in  prisons, 
whence  also  he  redeemed  many. 
He  set  many  hundreds  of  them  to 
\vork,  to  the  expending  of  great 
stocks.  He  rebuilt,  repaired,  and 
added  conveniences  to  Hospitals, 
weekly  overseeing  the  orphans. 
The  refugees  from  France,  and  from 
Ireland,  partook  largely  the  effefts 
of  his  charity,  pains,  and  earnest 
solicitations  for  them.  In  short, 
his  charities  were  unequalled  at  the 
time  when  he  lived. 

FISHER  (JOHN)  bishop  of  Ro- 
Chester,  and  martyr  to  popery,  born 
M59>  vvas  beheaded  for  denying  the 
king's  supremacy,  1535-  During 
his  confinement,  the  poor  old  bishop 
was  but  hardly  used,  and  scan  ely 
allowed  necessaries.  He  continued 
above  a  yesr  in  the  Tower,  and 
might  have  continued  there  till  re- 
leased by  a  natural  death,  if  an  un- 
sea^onable  honour  paid  him  by  pope 
Fan!  III.  had  not  hastened  his 
destniflion  ;  thi>  was,  the  Creat- 
ing him,  in  May  1535,  cardinal 
by  the  title  of  Cardinal  Priest  of 
St.  Vitalis.  When  the  king  hearc 
of  it,  he  old  in  a  great  passion 
"  Well,  let  the  pope  send  h:m  a 
hat  when  he  will  ;  Mother  of  God 
he  shall  wear  it  on  his  shoulder 
then  :  for  I  will  leave  him  never  a 
head  to  set  it  on."  Erasmus  re- 
presents  him  as  a  man  of  integrity 
deep  learning,  sweetness  of  temper 
and  greatness  of  soul. 

FITZHERBERT  (SIR  ANTHO 
KY)  a  \  erv  learned  judge  of  the 
Common  Pleas  in  the  reign  o 
Htnry  VIII.  He  died  I5j8,  and 
left  behind  him  many  Valuable 
works,  of  which  the  chief  are 
M  The  Grand  Abridgment  colled 
ed  by  that  most  reverend  judje 
Mr.  Anthony  Fi  zherbert,  lately 
conferred  with  his  own  manuscrip 
tcrrcftcd  by  himself,  together  wkl 
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he  references  of  the  cases  to  the 
ooks  by  which  they  may  be  easily 
ound  ;  an  improvement  never  be- 
ore  made  ;"  "  The  Office  and 
Authority  of  Justices  of  Peace  ;" 
The  Office  of  Sheriffs,  Bailiffs 
f  Liberties,  E*cheators,  Constables, 
Coroners.  &c."  nnd  "  The  New  Na- 
ura  Brevium,"  always  held  in  very 
igh  esteem. 

FLACCUS(CAIUS  VALERIUS) 
n  ancient  Latin  poet,  of  whom  re- 
main but  very  imperfect  accounts, 
ie  lived,  however,  in  the  time  of 
he  emperor  Vespasian,  to  whom  he 
addressed  a  poem  on  the  Argonautic 
expedition  ;  of  which  he  lived  to 
compose  no  more  than  7  books,  and 
sart  of  an  8th.  In  this  poem  he 
jrofessedly  imitated  Virgil,  and 
ol  ten  does  it  in  a  most  happy  man* 
ner. 

FLAMSTEED  (JOHN)  a  most 
eminent  English  mathematician  and 
a-tronomical  writer,  born  1646, 
died  1719. 

FLATM  AN  (THOMAS)  an  En/r. 
lish  wit  and  poet,  horn  16^3,  died 
1688.  It  is  remarked,  that  Flat- 
man  in  his  ) ounger  days  had  a  dis- 
like to  marriage,  and  made  a  song 
describing  the  inciunbranc.es  of  it, 
with  this  beginning: 

"  Like  a  dog  with  a  bottle  tied  close  to 

h;s  tail, 
"  L;ke  a  tory  in  a  bog,  or  a  thief  in  a 

jail,"  &c. 

but  being  afterwards  smitten  with  a 
fair  virgin,  and  more,  according  to 
Wood,  with  her  fortune,  he  espous- 
ed her  in  1672;  upon  whu'h,  says 
the  same  author,  his  ingenious  com- 
rades did  serenade  him  that  night, 
while  he  w-is  in  the  embraces  of  his 
mistress,  with  the  said  song. 

FLECH1ER  (ESPRIT)  a  French 
bishop,  celebrated  for  poetry  and 
oratory,  born  1632,  died  1710. 
Hi»  works  consist  of  Panegyrics, 
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Sermons,  Funeral  Orations, .  Pas- 
toral Letters,  Latin  and  French 
Poetry.  Letters,  &e.  He  wrote 
-also  tlie  "  History- of  Cardinal  Xi 
merits." 

FLECKNOE  (RICHARD)  an 
English  poet  and  dramatic  writPr 
in  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  remern 
be  red  only  as  giving  a  name  to 
Dryden's  incomparable  satire  against 
iShudwell,  called  "  Mac  Flecknoe," 
from  which  Pope  afterwards  ac- 
knowledged to  have  taken  the  plan 
of  his  Dunciad. 

FLEETWOOD  (WILLIAM)  bi- 
shop of  Ely,  born  16.56,  died  i  7  23. 
His  most  celebrated  writings  are, 
"  An  Essay  upon  Miracles,"  "  The 
Reasonable  Communicant;  or,  An 
Explanation  of  the  Doctrine  of  the 
Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  ;" 
"  Sixteen  Practical  Discourses  upon 
the  relative  duties  of  Parents  and 
Children,  Husbands  and  Wives, 
Wasters  and  Servants;  with  three 
Sermons  noon  the  case  of  Self-mur- 
der ;""  Chronicon  Frecictsum  :  or, 
an  account  of  the  English  money, 
the  price  of  corn,  and  other  com- 
modities, for  the  last  600  years';' 
&c.  &c.— Bishop  Fltetwood's  cha- 
racter was  great  in  every  respect. 
Jilis  virtue  was  not  of  the  fanatical 
kind,  nor  was-  his  piety  the  least 
tinflurcd  with  superstition  :  yet  he 
cultivated  and  practised  both  to 
perfection.  As  for  his  accomplish- 
ments, he  was  incontestably  the  best 
preacher  of  his  time  ;  and,  for  oc- 
casional sermons,  may  be  considered 
as  a  model. 

FLEMING  (ROBERT)  a  Scottish 
dissenting  minister  and  powerful 
preacher,  born  1630,  died  160,4, 
leaving  behind  him  a  work  of  con- 
siderable merit,  called  "  The  Ful- 
filling of  the  Scriptures." 

FLETCHER  (PHIXEJS)  called 
the  "  Spenser  of  the  Age,"  was 
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born  about  1582,  and  died.  1650* 
His  most  famous  composition,  call- 
ed "  The  Furple  Island,"  is  an  ai. 
legorical  description  of  Man.  He 
wrote  also  "  Sicelides,"a  piscatory 
drama,  some  piscatory  eclogues,  and 
miscellanies.  He  was  educated  at 
King's  College,  Cambridge,  after- 
wards entered  into  holy  orders,  and 
was,  in  1621,  benefited  at  Hilgay 
in  Norfolk.  His  works  were  print- 
ed at  Cambridge,  410.  1633;  and 
in  1772  his  '•  Eclogues"  were  re- 
printed at  Edinburgh,  in  \  2mo. 
with  an  intioduclion  and  argument 
to  each  eclogue,  and  notes,  by  an 
anonymous  editor. 

FLETCHER  (GILES)  brother  of 
the  foregoing,  and  author  of  a 
rich  and  picturesque  poem  called 
"  Christ's  Victorio,"  was  beneh'ced 
at  Alderton  in  Suffolk,  where  he 
died  16:3,  "  equally  beloved  (says 
Wood)  of  the  muses  and  graces." 

FLETCHER  (JOHN)  an  English 
dramatic  writer,  born  1576,  was 
the  son  of  Dr.  Richard  Fletcher, 
bishop  of  London.  He  wrote  plays 
jointly  with  Beaumont,  though  it 
is  not  known  what  share  each  bore 
in  forming  the  plots,  writing  the 
scenes,  &c.  but  the  general  opinion 
is,  that  Beaumont's  judgment  Wfs 
usually  employed  in  correcting  and 
retrenching  the  superfluities  of 
Fletcher's  wit.  Fletcher  died  of  the 
plague  at  London  in  1625. 

FLEURY  (AN7 DREW)  cardinal, 
a  most  eminent  French  statesman 
and  negociator,  born  1653,  died 
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FLOOD  (HENRY)  a  very  cele- 
brated senator  formerly  of  Ireland, 
but  latterly  of  England,  born  1732. 
The  elevation  of  his  talents,  the  ex- 
tent of  his  knowledge, and  the  com- 
manding power  of  his  eloquence, 
were  an  honour  not  only  to  his  na* 
live  CQuntry  (Ireland)  but  to  humaa 
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"  For    many  years    a  mo 
clistins;iii>hed  member  of  the  House, 
of  Commons,  his-  every    effort   was 
invariably   directed    to  improve  the 
political  constitution,  to  increase  the 
internal  resources,  and   to    promote 
the   general   prosperity   of    Ireland. 
As  an  orator,  he  made  Demosthenes 
his  model,  and  emulated  his  strength 
and  >c!  cn.cnre,   without   aiming  at 
the    diffusion   or    brilliancy  of   Ci- 
cero ;     and     as    a   writer,     energy, 
force,    and   argument,    more  distin-; 
guibbed  his  productions  than  an  ela-: 
boralc  structure  of  words,  or  accu-. 
rately  polished  sentences.      He  died 
"Dec.  2,  1701. 

FLORIO(JOHN)  the  Resolute, 
as  he  used  to  style  himself,  born  in 
London  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII. 
died  of  the  plague  1625. — He  was 
the  author  of  several  works,  viz. 
"  First  Fruits,  which  yield  familiar 
speech,  merry  proverbs,  witty  sen- 
tences, and  golden  sayings;"  "  Se- 
cond Fruits  to  be  gathered  of  twelve 
trees,  of  divers  but  delightsome 
tastes  to  the  tongues  of  Italian  and 
English  men;"  "  Garden  of  Recre. 
ation,  yie.Iding  six  thousand  Italian 
Proverbs;""  Dictionary,  Italian  and 
English  ;"  which  was  afterwards 
augmented  by  him,  and  published 
in  1611  in  folio,  under  this  title, 
•  "  Queen  Anna's  New  World  of 
Words  ;"  "  The  Essays  of  Mon- 
taigne ;"  translated  into  English, 
and  dedicated  to  queen  Anne,  1603, 
1613,  1632,  fol. 

FLORUS  (LUCIUS  ANN^EUS) 
an  ancient  Latin  historian  of  the 
same  family  with  Seneca  and  Lucan, 
flourished  in  the  reigns  of  Trajan 
and  Adrian,  and  wrote  an  abridge- 
ment of  the  Roman  History  in  4 
books. 

FOESIUS  (ANUTIUS)  a  very 
learned  and  celebrated  physician  of 
Paris,  born  1528,  died  >£9<>.  He 
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translated  ir^o  I  atin  the  whole  works 
of  Hippccrares,  and  judiciously  cof- 
rcfted  the  Greek  text  pas  he  went 
along.  He  translated  also  the  Com- 
mentaries of  Galen,  upon  the  second 
book  of  Hippocrates,  "  concerning 
vulgar  maladies." 

FOHI,  the  first  king  of  China, 
who  is  said  to  have  founded  this 
empire  about  200  years  after  the 
deluge.  He  was  the  first  who  taught 
the  Chinese  the  advantages  of  civil 
society,  invented  instruments  of 
music,  established  laws  and  ordf- 
nances,  and  is  said  to  have  reigned 
no  less  than  i  15  ye?ir?. 

FO  LARD  (CHARLES)  a  French- 
man, born  1669,  died  17,52.-—  He 
was  author  of  several  works,  the 
principal  of  which  are,  "  Com- 
mentaries upon  Polybius,"  in  6 
volumes  410.  "  A  Book  of  new 
Discoveries  in  War,"  and  "  A 
Treatise  concerning  the  Defence  of 
Places,  &c." 

FOLKES  (MARTIN)  an  English 
antiquary,  mathematician,  and  phi. 
lo?opher,and  president  of  the  Royal 
Society  of  London,  born  ifio.o, 
died  1754.  His  last  production  was 
a  book  upon  the  "  English  Silver 
Coin,"  from  the  Conquest  to  his 
own  times. 

FONTAINE  (JOHN  DE  LA)  a 
celebrated  French  poet,  born  1621, 
died  169,5.  His  compositions  have 
a  great  deal  of  nature,  without  the 
least  affectation:  his  \vit  seems  un- 
studied, and  so  much  pleasantry  is 
hardly  to  be  met  with.  His  "  Fa- 
bles" are  observed  to  have  more 
sobriety  and  correctness  than  his 
"  Tales,"  which  are  very  licen- 
tious. 

FONTAINES? PETER  FRANCIS 
GUYOT  DES)  a  French  critic  and 
historical  writer,  and  translator, 
born  1685,  died  1745- 

FQNT&MODfcRATA,    a  ccle- 
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fcrated  Venetian  lady,  whose  real 
name  was  Modesta  Pozr.o,  was  born 
at  Venice  in  1555.  She  is  the  au-< 
thor  of  several  poems,  and  published 
a  book  in  prose,  "  De  Meriti  della 
Donna,"  in  which  she  maintains, 
that  the  female  sex  is  not  inferior 
in  understanding  and  merit  to  the 
male.  This  book  upon  "  The  Me- 
rit of  Women"  was  printed  imme- 
diately after  her  death,  and  father 
Ribera  has  made  an  culogium  of  this 
learned  heroine,  in  his  *'  Theatre 
of  Learned  Women." 

FONTENAY(JOHN  BAPTIST 
ELAIN  DE)  an  eminent  French 
painter,  born  1654,  died  1715. 
Nothing  is  finer  than  his  fruits  and 
flowers.  They  have  all  the  fresh- 
ness and  beauty  imaginable:  and 
the  very  dew  seems  to  trickle  down 
the  stalks  of  them  with  all  the  lus- 
tre and  transparency  of  a  diamond. 
The  inserts  too  upon  them  appear 
perfeflly  animated. 

fONTENELLE  (BERNARD 
DE)  a  celebrated  French  author, 
Vho  died  in  1756,  when  he  was 
somewhat  above  100.  Voltaire  de- 
clares him  to  have  been  the  most 
universal  genius  the  age  of  Lewis 
the  XlVih  produced  ;  and  compaies 
him  to  lands  situated  in  so  happy  a 
climate  as  to  produce  all  sorts  of 
fruits.  In  his  poetical  performan- 
ces, and  "  Dialogues  of  the  Dead," 
the  spirit  of  Voiture  was  discerned, 
though  more  extended  and  more 
philo.'-ophical.  His  "  Plurality  of 
Worlds"  is  a  work  singular  in  its 
kind;  his  design  in  it  was  to  pre- 
sent that  part  of  philosophy  to  view 
Jn  a  gay  and  pleasing  dress  ;  fpr 
Xvhich  pi  pose  he  has  introduced  a 
lady,  an  drawn  up  the  whole  in  a 
most  agreeabie  as  well  as  instrufting 
dialogue.  In  the  same  manner  he 
made  an  entertaining  book  out  of 
"  Vandalc's  Oracles."  Having  been 
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appointed  perpetual  secretary  to  the 
Academy  of  Sciences,  he  discharg- 
ed that  trust  above  40  years,  so  as 
to  meet  with  universal  applause. 
His  "  History  of  the  Academy  of 
Sciences"  often  throws  a  great  light 
upon  their  memoirs,  which  are 
very  obscure.  -—  The  "  Elogies," 
which  he  spoke  on  the  deceased 
members  of  the  Academy  have  this 
peculiar  merit,  that  they  excite  a 
rcspeft  for  the  sciences  as  well  as 
for  the  author. 

FOOTE  (SAMUEL)  born  at 
Truro  in  Cornwall,  but  in  what 
year  is  rot  said.  Ke  was  designed 
for  the  law,  but  the  dryness  and 
gravity  of  this  study  not  suiting 
the  vivacity  and  volatility  of  Foote's 
spirit,  he  left  it  and  had  recourse  to 
the  stage.  He  appeared  first  in 
Othello,  but  soon  struck  out  into 
a  new  and  untrodden  path  :  which 
was,  by  taking  upon  himself  the 
double  character  of  author  and  per- 
former. Under  this  form,  in  1747* 
he  opened  the  little  theatre  in  the 
Hay-market  with  a  drama  of  his 
own  composing,  called,  "  The  Di- 
versions of  the  Morning."  This 
piece  was  nothing  more  than  the 
introduction  of  well-known  charac- 
ters in  real  life;  whose  manner  of 
conversing  and  expressing  them- 
selves he  had  a  most  amazing  talent 
at  imitating,  even  to  the  very  voice 
of  those  he  intended  to  take  off.— It 
would  be  superfluous  to  follow  this 
genius  through  the  course  of  his 
dramatic  progress,  as  to  all  the 
pieces  he  has  written,  with  a  his. 
tory  of  particulars:  suffice  it  to  ob- 
serve, that,  from  1752  to  1761, 
he  continued  to  perform  at  one  of 
the  theatres  every  season,  as  fancy 
or  interest  dire£K'd  his  choice,  gene- 
rally for  a  stated  number  of  nights: 
on  which  engagements  he  usually 
brought  out  a  new  piece.  And 
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t*mj  he  went  on,  till  a  very  pressing 
embarrassment  in   his   affairs  com- 
pelled him   to   perform  "  The  Mi- 
nor" at  the  Hay-market,  in  the  sum- 
mer of  i  760,  with  such  a  company 
as  he  could  hastily  collefh     Hence- 
forward he  pursued  the   scheme  of 
occupying   that   theatre   when    the 
others  were  shut  up;  and  from  i  762, 
to  the  season  before   his   death,    he 
regularly  performed  there.     In  Feb. 
1766,  when  at  Lord  Mexborough's 
in  the  country,  he  broke  his  leg  by 
a  fall  from    his  horse,  the  duke  of 
York  being  also  there  ;  and  it  is  ge- 
nerally supposed,  that  this  accident 
facilitated  his  application  for  a  pa- 
tent, which  he  obtained  in  July  of 
the   same    year.  —  Foote    now    ac- 
quired a  great  deal  of  money,    and 
seemed  to  set  mankind  at  defiance, 
for  he  cared  not  whom  he  offended, 
if  they  were  butsubjefls  convertible 
to  ridicule.  In  i  776,  he  drew  a  cha- 
racler  for   a  lady  of    quality  then 
much  talked  of,  who  had  influence 
enough    to   hinder  his   play    from 
being    represented;      and,    in    the 
course  of  this  conflicl,  certain  im- 
putations %vere  thrown  out  against 
him,  which  ripened  at  length  into 
a   legal  charge.      In  short,  he   was 
accused  of  unnatural  practices:  and 
though  the  accusation  was  supposed 
to    have   originated   from    malice, 
though  also  he  was  acquitted,  agree 
ably  to  the  sentiments  of  the  judge 
who  tried  him,   yet  the  shock   he- 
received  from  this  disgracing  situa- 
tion,   is    believed    to    have    had    a 
fatal   effefl  upon   him.       He   died 
Oft.  21,    1777. —  Foote  has    been 
called  the  "  English  Aristophanes,' 
and  certainly  was  a  most  powerful 
satirist  of   the  follies  of  the  age. 
His  dramatic  pieces  exceed  20  in 
number. 

FORBES  (PATRICK)  a  learned 
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1564,  filed  1635.  His  principal 
work  is  a  "  Commentary  on  the 
Reveidtions." 

FORBES  (JOHN)  made  bishop 
of  Aherrlecn  by  James  VI.  was  the 
son  of  Patrick  Forbes  just  mention- 
ed. His  book  of  "  Historical  an.I 
Theological  Institutions"  is  so  ex- 
cellent a  work,  that  Burnet  says, 
if  he  could  have  finished  it  by  t 
second  volume,  it  would,  perlvipj, 
have  been  the  most  valuable  treatise1 
of  divinity  that  has  yet  appeared  in 
the  world.  He  died  1648. 

FORBES  (DUXCJN)  an  eminent 
Scottish  lawyer;  but  as  a  writer 
chiefly  employed  on  theological 
subjefts,  born  1685,  died  1747. 

FORDf  JOHN)  a  dramatic  writer 
in  the  reigns  of  James  I.  and 
Charles  I.  He  wrote  12  plays, 
which  were  all  published  between 
16-^9  and  1636. 

FORDUN(JOHN  DE)  a  Scottish 
historian  who  lived  toward  the  end 
of  the  14th  century,  and  wrote  the 
history  of  his  own  country  under 
the  title  of  "  Scoti-Chronicon." 

FORDYCE  (DAVID)  a  learned 
and'  elegant  writer  of  the  present 
age,  professor  of  philosophy  in  the 
Marischal-college,  Aberdeen,  and 
author  of  "  Dialogues  concerning 
Education  ;"  a  "  Treatise  of  moral 
Philosophy, "published  in  the"  Pre= 
ceptor  ;"  and  "  Theodorus  ;  a  Dia- 
logue concerning  the  Art  of  Preach- 
ing," published  after  his  untimely 
death  by  shipwreck  in  1755. 

FORDYCE(SIR  WILLIAM)  one 
of  the  most  eminent  physicians  of 
London  in  the  i  8th  century,  and  a 
very  benevolent  man,  died  Dec.  4, 
1792. 

FORDYCE  (DR.  JAMES)  many 
years  a  very  popular  and  eloquent 
preacher  among  the  Protestant  dis- 
senters, born  1720,  died  Sept. 


and  pious  bishop  of  Aberdeen,  born|  1796,    leaving  behind  him  some 
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excellent  moral  and  religious  pub- 
lications, particularly  "  Sermons  to 
Young  ?.Tcn  and  Women." 

FOREST ( PETER )  a  Dutch  phy- 
sician and  medical  writer,  died 

1597. 

FOREST  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
French  painter,  who  excelled  in 
landscapes,  born  1636,  died  1712. 

FORTESCUE  (SIR  JOHN)  an 
eminent  English  lawyer  in  the  reign 
of  Henry  VI.  In  1441,  he  was 
made  a  king's  serjeant  at  law;  and, 
the  year  after,  chief  justice  of  the 
King's-bench.  He  held  this  office 
through  the  reign  of  Henry  VI.  to 
whom  he  steadily  adhered,  and  ser- 
ved faithfully  in  all  his  troubles. 
His  most  famous  work,  "  De  Lau- 
dibus  Legum  Angliae,"  yet  remains 
an  everlasting  monument  of  this 
great  and  good  man's  respeft  and 
affeflion  for  his  country.  He  died 
about  1465. 

FOSCARI  (FRANCIS)  made 
doge  of  Venice  in  14^.3,  signalized 
his  government  by  great  territorial 
conquests;  but  these  were  attended 
\vith  so  much  expence  to  the  Vene- 
tians, that  they  murmured  loudly 
against  him.  The  malice  of  his 
enemies  vented  itself  upon  his  son, 
whom,  upon  various  pretexts,  they 
caused  thrice  to  be  banished.  The 
father  was  deposed  in  1457,  at  the 
age  of  84,  and  died  two  days  after. 
His  son  also  died  in  prison  under  a 
false  accusation  of  murdering  a  se- 
nator, which  the  real  assassin  con- 
fessed on  his  deathbed,  but  too  late 
to  save  the  life  of  young  Foscari. 
•who  had  died  in  confinement  the 
viftim  of  calumny. 

FORSTER  (DR.  JOHN  REIN- 
BOLD)  an  eminent  writer  in  na- 
tural history  and  natural  philosophy, 
svho  accompanied  Captain  Cook 
?n  his  second  voyage  round  the 
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world  in  1772,  &c.  lie  was  born 
1729,  and  died  at  Halk-,  a  Pru~ 
sian  university  in  Saxony,  Jan.  8, 
1799,  leaving  behind  him  many 
valuable  treatises. 

FOSTER  (DR.  JAMES)  an  Eng- 
lish dissenting  minister,  born  1697. 
— He  published  a  '«  Defence  of  the 
Usefulness,  Truth,  and  Excellency 
of  the  Christian  Revelation,"  a- 
gainst  Tindal's  "  Christianity  as 
old  as  the  Creation."  This  Defence 
is  written  with  great  force  of  argu- 
ment and  great  moderation,  has 
been  well  accepted,  is  much  esteem- 
ed by  the  candid  and  judicious 
of  all  parties;  and,  as  is  said,  was 
spoken  of  with  great  regard  by 
Tindal  himself.  Beside  the  piece 
already  mentioned,  he  published 
"  Trafls  on  Heresy ;  4  vols,  of 
"  Sermons,"  in  8vo;  and  2  vols, of 
"  Discourses  on  Natural  Religion 
and  Social  Virtue,"  in  410.  and  died 
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FOSTER  (SAMUEL)  an  eminent 
English  mathematician,  and  astro- 
nomy-professor of  Gresham-collegc, 
born  about  1600,  died  1652.  His 
works  on  mathematics  and  mecha- 
nics are  numerous  and  valuable. 

FOSTER  (JOHN)  canon  of 
Windsor,  and  an  excellent  classic 
scholar,  born  1731,  died  1773. 
He  wrote  "  An  Essay  on  the  dif- 
ferent Nature  of  Accent  and  Quan- 
tity, with  their  Use  and  Application 
in  the  Pronunciation  of  the  English, 
Latin,  and  Greek  Languages, "which 
sufficiently  attests  his  chaia&er  as  a 
scholar. 

FOTHERGILL  (JOHN)  an  emi- 
nent Quaker  physician,  born  1712» 
died  1780.  His  public  benefaQions, 
his  encouragements  of  science,  the 
instances  of  his  attention  to  the 
health,  the  police,  the  convenience 
of  the  metropolis,  &c.  are  too  nu- 
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merous  to  specify,  and  his  great 
medical  skill  too  well  known  to 
r»eed  our  mention. 

FOUCQUET  (CHARLES  LOUIS 
AUGUSTUS},  better  known  by  the 
title  of  Marshal  Belleisle,  one  of 
the  gieatest  statesmen  and  generals 
that  France  has  produced,  \vas  born 
1684,  and  died  1761. 

FOUNTA1NE  (SIR  ANDREW) 
received  the  honour  of  knighthood 
from  king  William,  and  travelled 
over  most  paits  of  Europe  ;  where 
he  made  a  large  and  valuable  collec- 
tion of  pl&ures,  ancient  statues,  me- 
dals, and  inscriptions,  and  by  his 
skill  and  judgment  furnished  the 
most  considerable  cabinets  of  this 
kingdom,  to  his  own  no  small  emo- 
lument, being  a  perfect  connoisseur 
in  medals,  ancient  as  well  as  modern. 
He  died  1753. 

FOUQU1ER  (JAMES)  a  Flemish 
landscape  painter  of  the  1710  cen- 
tury. Some  have  placed  him  so 
near  Titian,  as  to  make  the  difter- 
cnce  of  their  pictures  consist,  rather 
in  the  countries  represented,  than  in 
the  goodness  of  the  pieces.  The 
principles  they  went  upon  are  the 
same,  and  the  colouring  alike  good 
and  regular.  He  painted  for  Rubens, 
of  whom  he  learned  the  essentials 
of  his  art. 

FOURNIER  (PETER  SIMON) 
a  French  engraver  and  letter- found- 
er, horn  1712.  His  letters  not 
only  embellished  the  typographical 
art,  but  his  genius  illustrated  and 
enlarged  it.  He  published,  in 
1737,  a  table  of  proportions  to  be 
observed  between  letters,  in  order 
to  determine  their  height,  and  rela- 
tions to  each  other.  This  ingeni- 
ous artist  ascended  to  the  very  ori- 
gin of  printing,  for  the  sake  of 
knowing  it  thoroughly.  He  pro- 
duced at  different  times  several  his- 
torical and  critical  dissertations 
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upon  the  rise  and  progress  of  the 
Arc  Typographical,  which  have 
since  been  collected  and  published 
in  i  vol.  8vo.  divided  into  3  parts: 
the  last  includes  a  curious  history 
of  the  engravers  in  wood.  Hut  the 
most  important  work  of  Fonrnier, 
is  his  "  Manuel  Typographique, 
utile  aux  Gens  de  Lettres,  et  a  ccux 
qui  excrccrit  les  differents  Parties  de 
['Art  de  I'linprimerie,"  in  Q  vols. 
8vo.  The  author  meant  to  have 
added  tv.-o  more,  but  was  prevented 
by  his  death,  which  happened  in 
1768.  In  this  "  Manuel"  are  spe- 
cimens of  all  the  different  charac- 
ters he  invented. 

FOX  (EDWARD)  an  eminent 
statesman,  almoner  to  Henry  VIII. 
and  bishop  of  Hereford.  Discours- 
ing one  day  upon  terms  of  peace, 
he  observed,  "  Honourable  o:>ts 
last  long,  but  the  dishonourable  no 
longer  than  till  kings  have  power 
to  break  them:  the  surest  way 
therefore  to  peace,  is  a  constant 
preparedness  for  war.— Two  things 
must  support  a  government,  gold 
and  iron  :  goid,  to  reward  its 
friends  ;  and  iron,  to  keep  under 
its  enernic>." — He  was  the  princi- 
pal pillar  of  the  Reformation,  as  to 
the  politic  and  prudential  part  of 
it;  being  of  more  aftivity  and  no 
less  ability  than  daniner  himself; 
but  he  acted  more  secretly  than 
Cranmcr,  and  by  that  means  aid 
not  bring  himself  into  danger  of 
suffering  on  that  account.  He  died 
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FOX  ( JOHN)  an  English  divine 
-ind  church-historian,  born  1517, 
the  very  year  that  Luiher  began  to 
oppose  the  errors  of  the  church  of 
Rome.  He  discovered  ia  his 
younger  years  a  genius  for  poetry, 
and  wrote  in  an  elegant  style  seve- 
ral Latin  comedies  ;  the  subjefls  of 
which  were  taken  from  the  scrip- 
R  s. 
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turcs, — He  afterwards  applied  him- : 
gklf  to  divinity,  with  somewhat 
more  fervency  than  circumspection; 
ami  discovered  himself  in  favour  of 
the  reformation  then  in  hand,  be- 
fore he  was  known  to  those  who 
maintained  the  cause,  or  were  of 
ability  to  protecl  the  maintainers  of 
it.  Gardiner,  bishop  of  Winches- 
ter, determined  to  have  him  seized, 
and  laid  many  snares  and  stratagems 
for  him  ;  nevertheless,  he  at  length 
.escaped,  with  his  wife  then  big  with 
child,  and  got  to  Basil  in  Germany, 
where  numbers  of  English  subjtfts 
resorted  in  those  times  of  persecu- 
tion. He  maintained  himself  and 
family  in  this  city,  by  correcting 
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publication  of  this  history,  in  which 
their  cruelty  and  impostures  were 
so  fully  exposed  ;  and,  accordingly, 
did  all  they  could  to  blast  the  cre- 
dit of  that  and  its  author.  They 
called  it  Fox's  Golden  Legend,  and 
represented  it  as  a  huge  collection  of 
notorious  lies  and  falsehoods.  Fox 
died  1587. 

FOX  (GEORGE)  the  founder  and 
head  of  the  English  Quakers,  born 
1695.  He  was  brought  up  a  shoe- 
maker, and  followed  his  trade  in 
Nottingham  a  long  time;  till  at 
length,  being  a  melancholy  con- 
ceited fellow,  he  fancied  hini5elf 
inspired.  His  reflexions  upon  the 
degeneracy  of  mankind  made  him 


the  press  for  Opormus,  a  celebrated  \  resolve  to  attempt  a   reformation  ; 
and    it  was  here,   that  he  j  and  thus,  believing   himself  under 

the  advantage  of  spiritual    illumi- 


printer  ; 

laid  the   plan  of  his  famous    work, 
intituled,  "  The  History  of  the  Afls 
and  Monuments  of  these  latter  and 
perilous    days,    touching  matters  of 
the   church,    wherein  are  compre- 
hended and  described  the  great  per- 
secutions and  horrible  troubles  that 
have  been  wrought  and  practised  by 
the   Romish   prelates,  speciallye  in 
this    reulmc   of   England    and  Scot- 
land,   from   the  year  of  our  I.orde 
a  thousand  unto  the  time  now  pre- 
sent, &.c.  gathered  and  collefled  ac- 
cording to  the  true  copies  arid  wry- 
tinges  ccrtificatorie,   as  well  of  the 
parties  themselves  that  suffered,   as 
also   out  of   the  Bishops    Registers, 
which    were     the    doers    thereof," 
1563.      Archbishop  \Vhitgift  stylts 
Fox   a   "    worthy   man,"    and   tells 
Cartwright  the  Puritan,  that  he  had 
read  over  his  A8s  and  Monuments 
from  the  one  end  to  the  other,  and 
declares,  that  "  he  hath  very  dili 
gently   and   faithfully    laboured    in 
this  matter,   and  searched  out  the 
truth  of  it  as  learnedly  as  any  man 
has    done."— The    Papists    in  the 
mean  time  were  very  angry  at  the 


advantage  of  spiritual 
nation,    he  shut  up   his  shop,  and 
turned  preacher.  This  was  in  1 650  ; 
and  his  wife  Margaret,  being  under 
the  same  delusion,   had   also  a  share 
in  his    ministerial    functions.      His 
do&rine  and  appearance  being  alto- 
gether new,  the  mob  ran  after  him 
in  great   numbers  :     which   success 
encouraged  him  to  declaim  with  the 
utmost  vehemence   against  the  dis- 
orders of  the  time.     His  disciples 
affetled    plainness   in    their    habit, 
were    frugal    in    their    manner    of 
living,  and   very  reserved    in    their 
conversation.  Fox  had  several  rough 
traverses   in   executing  the  instruc- 
tions he  pretended  to   receive  from 
heaven.      He  was  several  times  im- 
prisoned   for    disturbing    congrega- 
tions,   and    falling    foul    upon    the 
preacher  in    the    pul|>it;    and  often 
in  danger  of  being  knocked  on  the 
head.      All   these  discouragements 
notwithstanding,  this  sea  prevailed 
much,   and  many  considerable  men 
were  drawn  over   to  them,    among 
whom  were  Barclay  and  Fenn.  Fox 
died  1681. 
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FRACHETTA  (JEROM)  a  na- 
tive of  Rovigno  in  Italy,  who  gained 
great  reputation  by  his  political 
works,  the  most  considerable  of 
which  is  intituled,  "  II  Seminario 
de  Governi  di  Stato,  et  di  Guerra." 
In  this  work  he  has  collefled,  under 
110  chapters,  about  8000  military 
and  state  maxims,  extracted  from 
the  best  authors ;  and  has  added  to 
each  chapter  a  discourse,  which 
serves  as  a  commentary  to  it.  lie 
died  about  1610. 

FRANCESCA(PETER)  an  emi- 
nent painter  of  Venice,  who  de- 
lighted in  representing  night-pieces 
and  battles.  He  drew  also  several 
portrait'.-,  wrote  of  Arithmetic  and 
Geometry,  and  died  1443. 

FRAN'CIA  (FRANCESCO)  an 
eminent  painter,  born  at  Bologna 
in  14.50,  was  at  first  a  goldsmith  or 
jeweller,  afterwards  a  graver  of 
coins  and  medals,  but  at  last  apply- 
ing himself  to  painting,  he  acquir- 
ed great  credit  by  his  skill.  Ra- 
phael's reputation  made  him  de- 
sirous to  see  his  works,  but  his  age 
would  not  suffer  him  to  take  a  jour- 
ney to  Rome  :  nevertheless,  a 
friendly  correspondence  commenced 
between  these  two  painters.  Ra- 
phael, hiving  painted  the  pifture 
of  St.  Cecilia,  for  a  church  in  Bo- 
logna, sent  it  to  Francia  to  place  it 
properly  for  him,  and  to  correft 
even  its  faults,  if  he  discerned  any. 
But  Francia  was  so  struck  with  the 
beauty  of  the  piece,  that,  despair- 
ing of  attaining  the  same  perfection, 
he  fell,  it  is  said,  into  a  kind  of 
melancholy  :  and  this,  bringing  on 
a  consumption,  occasioned  his  death 
in  1518. 

FRANCIS  (SIMON)  a  French 
painter,  born  1606,  was  in  his 
youth  very  devout,  and  declared  for 
a  religions  life.  Seeking  out  a  pro- 
fession which  iBkht  assist  hiui  in 
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raising  his  soul  to  the  love  of  God, 
and  by  chance  looking  on  a  pifture 
of  our  Saviour's  nativity,  he  was  so 
extremely  touched,  in  hopes  of  be- 
ing able  to  draw  some  pieces  whose 
efftfct  on  the  spectators  might  be  as 
lively,  that  he  resolved  'to  turn 
painter.  He  died  1671. 

FRANCIS  of  Assisi,  a  great 
saint  of  the  Romish  cliurch,  and 
founder  of  one  of  four  orders  of 
mendicant  friars,  born  1181.  He 
was  the  son  of  a  merchant,  whose 
profession  he  followed  till  1206;  at 
which  time  he  became  so  strongly 
affetkd  with  religious  truths,  that 
he  took  a  resolution  of  retiring  from 
the  world.  He  prevailed  with  great 
numbers  to  devote  themselves,  as  he 
had  dotie,  to  the  poverty  enjoined 
by  the  gospel  ;  and  drew  up  an  in- 
stitute, or  rule,  for  their  use,  which 
was  approved  by  the  Roman  Pontiffs. 
Francis  was  canonized  by  pope  Gre- 
gory  IX.  the  6th  of  May  1230; 
and  Oil.  the  4th,  on  which  his  death 
happened  in  i  226,  was  appointed  as 
his  festival. —  His  order  soon  rose 
to  great  splendour,  and  has  done 
prodigious  services  to  the  Roman 
Fomiffs. 

FRANCIS  X.4VIER,  the  great 
coadjutor  of  Ignatius  Loyola,  was 
born  at  Xavier  at  the  foot  of  the 
Pyrenees,  1506  ;  and  was  sent  one 
of  the  earliest  missionaries  to  the 
East  Indies;  for  his  zeal  and  abi- 
lity in  which  undertaking  he  ob- 
tained the  appellation  of  The  Apostle 
of  tke  Indies.  He  died  1552,  and 
was  canonized  in  1622  by  Gregory 
XV. 

FRANCIS  (DR.  PHILIP)  more 
distinguished  as  a  translator  than 
as  an  original  writer.  His  versions 
of  Horace  and  Demosthenes  have 
been  justly  valued:  the  former  is 
accompanied  with  notes,  and  is  per- 
haps as  complete  and  useful  a  work' 

*  3 
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of  its  kind  as  hath  yet  appeared. 
He  was  al-o  the  author  of  two  tra- 
gedies, «'  Eugenia,"  and  "  Con- 
stantia;"  but,  as  a  dramatic  writer, 
not  very  successful.  He  died  March 
*773  >  leaving  a  son,  who  was  a 
few  years  ago  one  of  ths  supreme 
council  at  Bengal. 

FRANCKL1N  (DR.  THOMAS) 
one  of  the  king's  chaplains,  and  rec- 
tor of  Brasted  in  Kent.  This  gentle- 
man was  possessed  of  no  inconsider- 
able share  of  learning  and  poetical 
abilities,  and  was  long  a  favourite 
in  the  literary  world.  His  transla- 
tions of  Phalaris,  Sophocles,  and 
Lucian,  equally  evince  his  learning 
ar.d  his  genius,  as  they  are  not 
more  distinguished  for  fidelity  in 
the  version,  than  congeniality  with 
the  spirit  of  the  admirable  originals. 
J-Iis  own  dramatic  compositions,  of 
™hicb  the  principal  are  the  tra- 
gedies of  "  The  Earl  of  Warwick" 
and  "  Matilda,"  are  well  known, 
.and  deservedly  esteemed.  He  died 
>Jarch  15,  1784. 

FRANKLIN  (DR.  BENJ  AMIN) 
born  atBoston  inAtnericai  706,  was 
p'aced  at  a  very  early  age  under  one 
of  his  brothers,  who  was  a  printer, 
v. :  r;!e  he  made  a  rapid  progress  in 
thii  art,  so  useful  to  mankind,  and 
cor;tra£kd  an  attachment  for  i'it 
press  which  continued  as  long  as  he 
lived.— -Scarcely  emerged  from  in- 
fancy, Fr^nkiin  was  a  philosopher 
without  being  conscious  of  it,  and 
by  the  continual  exercise  of  his  ge- 
nius prepared  himself  for  those  great 
discoveries  which  in  science  have 
since  associated  his  name  with  that 
of  Newton,  and  for  those  political 
Tef.eQions  which  have  placed  him 
by  the  side  of  a  Solon  and  a  Lycur- 
giis. — Soon  after  his  removal  from 
Boston  to  Philadelphia,  Franklin,  in 
concert  with  some  other  young  men, 
a  smaUciub,  where  every 
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member,  after  his  work  was  over, 
and  on  holidays,  brought  his  stock 
of  ideas,  which  were  submitted  to 
discussion.  This  society,  of  which 
the  young  printer  was  the  soul,  has 
been  the  source  of  every  useful 
establishment  in  that  province  cal- 
culated to  promote  the  progress  of 
science,  the  mechanical  arts,  and 
particularly  the  improvement  of  the 
human  understanding.— Higher  em- 
ployments, however,  at  length  call- 
ed him  from  his  country,  which  he 
'was  destined  to  serve  more  cffefiu- 
ally  as  its  agent  in  England,  whither 

•  he  was  sent  in  1757 The    stamp 

aft,  by  which  the  British  minister 
wished  to  familiarize  the  Americans 
to  pay  taxes  to  the  mother-country, 
revived  that  love  of  liberty  which 
had  led  their  forefathers  to  a  coun- 
try at  that  time  a  desert,  and  the 
colonies  formed  a  congress,  the  first 
idea  of  which  had  been  communi- 
cated to  them  by  Franklin,  at  the 
conferences  at  Albany,  in  1754. 
The  war  that  was  just  terminated, 
and  the  exertions  made  by  them  to 
support  it,  had  given  them  a  con- 
vision  of  their  strength  ;  they  op- 
posed this  measure,  and  the  mini- 
ster gave  way,  but  reserved  the 
means  of  renewing  his  attempts. 
Once  cautioned,  however,  they  re- 
mained on  their  guard ;  liberty, 
cherished  by  their  alarms,  took  deep 
root,  and  the  rapid  circulation  of 
ideas  by  means  of  news-papers,  for 
the  introduction  of  which  they  were 
indebted  to  the  printer  of  Philadel- 
phia, united  them  together  to  resist 
every  fresh  enterprise.  In  the  year 
1766,  this  pi  inter,  called  to  the 
bar  of  the  House  of  Commons,  un- 
derwent that  famous  interrogatory, 
which  placed  the  name  of  Franklin 
as  high  in  politics,  as  it  was  be- 
fore in  natural  philosophy.  From 
t,but  time  he  defended  the  cause  of

America  with  a  firmness  and  mo- 
deration becoming  a  great  man, 
pointing  out  to  ministry  all  the  er- 
rors they  had  committed,  and  the 
consequences  they  would  induce, 
till  the  period  when  the  tax  on  tea 
meeting  the  same  opposition  as  the 
stamp-act  had  done,  England  blindly 
fancied  herself  capable  ot  subjecting 
by  force  3,0011,000  of  men  deter- 
mined to  be  free,  at  a  distance  of 
2000  leagues.— Every  man  is  ac- 
quainted with  the  particulars  of  that 
war  ;  but  every  man  has  not  equal- 
ly reflected  on  the  bold  attempt  of 
Franklin  as  a  legislator.  Having 
asseited  their  independence,  and 
placed  themselves  in  the  rank  of ; 
nations,  the  different  colonies,  now 
the  United  States  of  America, adopt- 
ed each  its  own  form  of  govern- 
ment; and,  retaining  almost  univer- 
sally their  admiration  for  the  British 
constitution,  framed  them  from  the  : 
same  principles  variously  modelled. j 
Franklin  alone,  disengaging  the  po- 
litical machine  from  those  multi- 
plied movements  and  adinired.coun- 
terpob.es  that  rendered  it  so  com- 
plicated, proposed  the  reducing  it 
to  the  simplicity  of  a  single  legisla- 
tive body.  This  grand  idea  startled 
the  legislators  of  Pennsylvania  ;  but 
the  philosopher  removed  the  fears 
of  a  considerable  number,  and  at 
length  determined  them  to  the  adop- 1 
tion  of  his  principle.  Having  given  I 
laws  to  his  country,  Franklin  un- 
dertook again  to  serve  it  ia  Europe ; 
not  by  representation  to  the  me- 
tropolis, or  answers  at  the  bar  of 
the  House  of  Commons ;  but  by 
treaties  with  France,  and  succes- 
sively with  other  powers.  From 
France  he  returned  to  America  in 
1785,  and  lived  five  years  after 
this  period:  for  three  years  he  was 
president  of  the  General  Assembly 
ef  Pennsylvania  j  he  svas  a  member

of  the  Convention  tnat  established 
the  new  form  of  foederal  govern- 
ment ;  and  his  last  public  aft  was  a 
grand  example  for  those  who  are 
employed  in  the  legislation  of  their 
country.  In  this  convention  he  had 
differed  in  some  points  from  the 
majority;  but  when  the  articles 
were  ultimately  decreed,  he  said  to 
his  colleagues,  "  ll'e  o.'.^ht  to  have 
but  one  opinion  ;  the  good  of  our 
country  requires  that  the  resolution  be 
unanimous ;"  and  he  signed.  He 
died  April  17,  1790.— As  an  au- 
thor, he  never  wrote  a  work  of  any 
length.  His  political  works  consist 
of  letters  or  short  tracts  ;  but  all  of 
them,  even  those  of  humour,  bear 
the  marks  of  his  observing  genius 
and  mild  philosophy.  He  wrote 
many  for  that  rank  of  people  who 
have  no  opportunity  for  study,  and 
whom  it  is  yet  of  so  much  conse- 
quence to  instruct;  and  he  was  well 
skilled  in  reducing  useful  truths  to 
maxims  easily  retained,  and  some- 
times to  proverbs,  or  little  tales, 
the  simple  and  natural  graces  of 
which  acquire  a  new  value  when 
associated  with  the  name  of  their 
author.— The  most  voluminous  of 
his  works  is  the  history  of  his  own 
life,  which  he  commenced  for  his 
son,  and  which  reaches  no  farther 
than  17,57.  He  speaks  of  himself 
as  he  would  have  clone  of  another 
person, delineating  his  thoughts,  his 
actions,  and  even  his  errors  and 
faults;  he  describes  the  unfold- 
ing of  his  genius  and  talents  with 
the  simplicity  of  a  great  man  who 
knows  ho\v  to  do  justice  to  himself, 
and  with  the  testimony  of  a  clear 
conscience  void  of  reproach.  la 
short,  the  whole  life  of  Franklin, 
his  msd.tations.and  his  labours,  have 
all  been  directed  to  public  utility  ; 
but  the  grand  objcf*  that  he  hjd  ,il- 
•vaysia  view  did  not  shut  hi»  heait 
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against  private  fi  iendship  :  he  loved 
his  family,  his  friends,  and  was  f  x- 
tremely  beneficent.  In  society  he 
was  sententious,  but  not  fluent;  a 
listener  rather  than  a  talker  ;  an 
informing  rather  than  a  pleasing 
companion:  impatient  of  interrup- 
tion, he  often  mentioned  the  cus- 
tom of  the  Indians,  v;ho  always 
remain  silf  nt  some  time  before  they 
give  au  answer  to  a  question  which 
they  have  heard  attentively  ;  unlike 
some  of  the  politest  societies  in  Eu- 
rope, where  a  sentence  can  scarcely 
be  finished  without  interruption. 
Jn  the  midst  of  his  greatest  occupa- 
tions for  the  liberty  of  his  country, 
he  had  some  physical  experiment 
pear  him  in  his  closet ;  and  the 
sciences,  which  he  had  rather  dis- 
covered than  studied,  afforded  him 
a  Continual  source  of  pleasure.  He 
made  various  bequests  and  dona 
tiers  to  cities,  public  bodies,  and 
individuals;  and  requested  that  the 
following  epitapli,  which  he  com 
posed  for  himself  some  years  ago, 
might  be  inscribed  on  his  tomb- 
stone :

fRANS-FLORlS,  an  eminent 
painter  of  Antwerp,  born  1520. 
He  grew  rich  and  famous,  his  per- 
formances being  good  and  nume- 
rous; hut  was  greatly  addicted  to 
drinking  ;  and  died  at  50  years  of 
age.  He  was  called  the  Raphael  of 
Flanders. 

*HUDi".RiC  JJ.  King  of  Prussia, 
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a  very  great  general,  politician,  and 
legislator,  born  1710, died  1786. 

FREF.KE(WlI.LlAM)borni663, 
He  wrote,  among  other  things,  "  A 
Dialogue  by  way  of  question  and 
answer  concerning  the  Deity,"  and 
"  A  brief  and  clear  confutation  of 
the  Dofirine  of  tJie  Trinity  :"  which 
two  pieces,  being  laid  before  the 
House  of  Commons,  were  voted  to 
be  burnt,  as  containing  much  blas- 
phemy, and  accordingly  were  so; 
the  author  being  afterwards  fined 
500!.  and  obliged  to  give  security 
for  his  good  behaviour  for  3  years, 
and  to  make  a  recantation  in  the 
four  courts  in  Westminster  Hall. 

FREIND  (JOHN)  an  English 
physician,  and  elegant  writer,  bom 
1  673>  died  1728.  The  most  ela- 
borate of  his  numerous  works  is, 
"  The  History  of  Physic,  from  the 
time  of  Galen  to  the  beginning  of 
ithe  1 6th  century,  chiefly  with  re- 
gard to  praflice ;  in  a  discourse 
written  to  Dr.  Mead:"  and  this  is 
justly  deemed  a  masterly  perform- 
ance, both  for  iue  and  elegance. 

FREIND  (ROBERT)  brother  to 
the  physician,  and  head  master  of 
Westminster  School,  published  an 
edition  of  Cicero's  "  Orator,"  and 
died  1754. 

FREINSHEMIUS(JOHX)amost 
ingenious  and  learned  man,  born  at 
Ujm  in  Suabia,  in  i  608.  He  is  said 
to  h^ve  understood  almost  all  the 
European  languages,  beside  Latin, 
Greek,  and  Hebrew.  He  was  pro- 
ftssor  cf  eloquence  at  Upsal,  libra- 
rian and  historiographerto  Christina 
of  Sweden,  and  afterwards  profes. 
sor  at  Heidelberg,  where  he  died  in 
i  660. 

FRERET(NICHOLAS)  of  Paris, 
an  historian  and  clironologist,  and 
oppow  of  Sir  Isaac  Newton's  sys- 
tem of  chronology,  bom  1688,  died 
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FRERON  (ELIE  CATHERINE) 
a  French  critic  and  journalist  of 
considerable  talents,  and  generally 
Known  as  having  been  the  constant 
objtfcl  of  the  satire  of  Voltaire,  was 
born  1719,  and  died  1776.  His 
"  Letters  on  certain  %vritings  of  the 
Times,"  he  began  in  1749,  and 
published  13  volumes.  In  1754 
he  began  his  "  Annee  Literaire," 
of  which  he  pubHshed  7  volumes 
that  year,  and  8  every  year  after  till 
his  death  ;  and  in  that  work  Frer&n, 
as  a  zealous  enemy  of  the  modern 
philosophy,  attacked  Voltaire  with 
spirit.  He  represented  him  as  a 
skilful  plagiary;  as  a  poet,  bril- 
liant, but  inferior  to  Corneille, 
Racine,  and  Eoileau ;  as  an  ele- 
gant but  inaccurate  historian ;  and 
rather  the  tyrant  than  the  king  of 
literature. 

FRESNE  (CHARLES  DE)  a 
learned  Frenchman,  born  1610, 
died  t688.  His  best  works  are,  a 
«'  Latin  Glossary,"  a  "  Greek  Glos- 
sary," a  "  Genealogical  Map  of  the 
Kings  of  France,"  the  "  History  of 
Constantinople  under  the  French 
F-mperors,"  &c.  &c. 

FRESNOY  (CHARLES  AL- 
PHONSE  DU)  an  excellent  French 
poet  and  painter,  born  1611.  Af- 
ter his  death,  his  poem  "  De  Artc 
Graphica"  was  printed,  with  a 
prose  translation  and  notes  by  De 
Piles,  and  dedicated  to  Colbeit.  It 
"was  afterwards  translated  into  Eng- 
lish by  Dryden,  who  prefixed  to  it 
an  original  "  Pieface,  containing  a 
parellel  between  Painting  and 
Poetry."  This  poem  will  keep  his 
name  alive  as  long  as  either  poetrv 
or  painting  shall  find  any  esteem 
among  us.  A  later  version  of  Du 
Frcsuoy  has,  however,  been  made 
by  Mr.  Mason,  and  enriched  with 
notes  by  sir  Joshua  Reynolds. 

FRESNY  (CHARLES  RIVIERE 
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DU)  a  French  poet,  born  1648.  He 
had  a  good  natural  taste  for  music, 
painting,  sculpture,  architecture, 
and  all  the  fine  arts.  He  had  also  a 
taste  for  laying  out  gardens;  which 
procured  him  the  place  of  overseer 
of  the  king's  gardens,  whose  valet 
de  chambre  he  likewise  was.  He 
died  1724;  and  in  1731  his  works 
were  collected  and  printed  there  in 
6  vols.  ismo.  consisting  of"  dra- 
matic performances,  songs,  amuse* 
ments  serious  and  comical,  8cc." 

FROBEN'IUS  (JOHN)  an  emi- 
nent and  learned  German  printer. 
He  was  the  first  of  the  Germans 
who  brought  the  art  to  any  perfec- 
tion ;  and  the  great  character  of  this 
printer  was  the  principal  motive 
which  led  Erasmus  to  fix  his  quar- 
ters at  Basil,  in  order  to  have  his 
own  works  printed  by  him.  He 
died  at  Basil  in  1527,  lamented  by 
all,  but  by  none  more  than  Erasmus, 
who  wrote  his  epitaph  in  Greek  and 
Latin. 

FROBISHER     (SIR    MARTIN) 

an  eminent  navigator,  and  the  first 

I  Englishman    that  attempted   to  find 

out  a  north-west  passage   to  China. 

He  was  killed  in  battie  1594. 

FROISSARD  (JOHN)  born  at 
Valenciennes  about  1337.  His  chief 
work  is  a  history,  which  comprises 
what  happened  in  France,  Spain, 
and  England,  from  1326  to  1400. 
He  was  also  a  poet,  a;  weli  as  an 
historian,  though  his  poems  have 
been  but  very  little  kno^vn.  He 
died  1402. 

FRONTiNUS  (SEXTOS  JUI.I. 
US)  a  Roman  writer  in  high  repute 
under  Vespasian,  Titus,  Domitian, 
Merva,  and  Trajan.  Nerva  marie 
him  curator  of  the  aquaedufls,  which 
occasioned  him  to  write  his  treatise 
"  De  Aquaedutiibus  Urbis  Romas." 
He  wrote  also  "  Tres  libros  Stra- 
tagematuni,"  or,  concerning  the 
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stratagems  used  in  war  by  the  most 
rminent  Greek  and  Roman  com- 
manckrs;  and  afterwards  added  a 
fourth,  containing  examples  of  those 
arts  and  maxims  discoursed  of  in  the 
former.  These  t%vo  works  aie  still 
extant. 

FROWDE  (PHILIP)  author  of 
several  pieces  of  poetry,  some  of 
which  in  Latin  were  pure  and  ele- 
gant enough  to  entitle  them  to  a 
place  in  the  Musae  Anglicans-.  He 
likewise  wrote  two  tragedies,  "  The 
FallofSaguntum,"and  "  Pl.ilotas;" 
and  died  1738. 

FUGGER  (HULDRIC)  born  at 
Augsburg  in  1526,  and  eminent 
for  bis  affeclion  to  learning  and 
learned  men.  He  laid  out  grcal 
sums  in  purchasing  good  manu- 
scripts of  ant  ient  authors,  and  get- 
ting them  printed  ;  and  for  this 
purpose  he  allowed  for  some  time 
a  salary  to  the  famous  Henry  Ste- 
phens. His  relations  were  so  in- 
censed at  him  for  the  monies  he 
expended  in  this  way,  that  they 
brought  an  ac'iion  against  him  for 
it,  and  got  him  to  be  declared  in- 
capable ot  managing  his  affairs. 
He  died  1584,  having  bequeathed 
his  library,  which  was  very  con- 
siderable, to  the  elector  Palatine, 
and  a  fund  for  the  maintenance  of 
six  scholars. 

FULG£KTIUS(ST.)  an  ecclesi- 
astical  writer,  and  bishop  of  Ruspa 
in  Afiica,  born  at  Telepta  464, 
died  529. 

FULLER  (THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
lish historian  Htiddivine,  born  i  608, 
died  1661.  He  is  celebrated  par- 
ticularly as  author  of  a  "  History 
of  the  Holy  War;"  "  The  Church 
History  of  Britain,  from  the  birth 
of  Jesus  Christ  to  the  ye*r  ;fi48," 
to  which  work  are  subjoined  "  The 
History  of  the  University  of  Cam- 
bridge sii.cc  the  Conquest,"  and 
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"  The  History  of  Waltham  Abbey 
in  Essex,  founded  by  king  Ha- 
rold ;"  "  History  of  the  Worthies 
of  England,"  &c.  &c. — He  had  a 
memory  so  tenacious  and  compre- 
hensive, that  it  enabled  him  to  do 
things  which  are  hardly  credible. 
He  could  repeat  500  strange  words 
after  twice  hearing ;  and  could 
make  use  of  a  serrr.on  verbatim  if 
he  once  heard  it :  added  to  which, 
he  was  a  very  good  kind  of  man, 
and  an  ornament  to  the  times  in 
which  he  lived. 

FULV1A,  an  extraordinary  Ro- 
man lady,  and  wife  of  Mark  An- 
tony, who  had  no  more  of  her  se.t 
thrtn  her  body,  "  nihil  muliebre 
prster  corpus  ferens,"  as  Paterculus 
•=ays;  for  her  temper  and  courage 
breathed  nothing  but  policy  and 
war.  This  l.idy  was  an  admirable 
coadjutor  to  her  cruel  husband  dur- 
ing the  massacres  of  the  triumvi- 
rate. She  put  several  persons  to 
death  of  her  own  head,  either  out 
of  avarice  or  a  spirit  of  revenge  ; 
and  even  people  whom  her  hus- 
band did  not  know.  Antony  caused 
the  heads  of  those  whom  he  had 
proscribed  to  be  brought  to  a  table, 
and  fed  his  eyes  a  long  while  with 
these  unhappy  spectacles.  The  head 
of  Cicero  was  one  of  them,  which 
he  ordered  to  be  fixed  on  the  ros- 
trum from  whence  Cicero  had  made 
so  many  speeches  against  him  ;  but, 
before  that  order  was  executed, 
Fulvia  took  the  head  and  spit  upon 
it,  and  placing  it  on  her  lap,  drew 
out  the  tongue,  which  she  pierced 
several  times  with  her  bodkin,  ut- 
tering all  the  while  the  most 
opprobrious  language  against  Ci- 
cero. 

FURETIERE  (ANTONY)  an 
ingenious  and  learned  Frenchman, 
born  i  620,  and  eminent  in  the  civil 
and  canon  law  ;  but  what  he  is 
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chiefly  known  by  and  valued  for  is 
hi.-.  "  Universal  Dictionary  of  the 
French  Tongue,"  in  which  he  ex- 
plains the  terms  of  art  in  all  sciences. 
He  died  1688. 

FURIUS  (called  Bibacuius,  per- 
haps  from  his  excessive  drinking) 
an  ancient  Latin  poet,  born  about 
the  year  of  Rome  650,  or  100  be- 
fore  Christ.  He  wrote  Annals,  of 
which  Macrobius  has  preserved 
some  fragments. 

FUST,  or  FAUSTUS,  a  citizen 
of  Mentz,  and  one  of  the  earliest 
printers.  He  had  the  policy  to 
conceal  bis  art,  and  to  this  policy 
we  are  indebted  for  the  tradition  of 
"  The  Devil  and  Dr.  Faustus,' 
handed  down  to  the  present  times. 
About  1460,  he  associated  \vith 
John  of  Guttemburgh  ;  their  types 
were  cut  in  wood,  and  fixed,  not 
moveable  as  at  present;  having 
printed  off  a  considerable  number 
of  copies  of  the  Bible,  to  imitate 
those  which  were  commonly  sold  in 
MS.  Fust  undertook  the  sale  of 
them  at  Paris,  where  the  art  of 
printing  was  then  unknown.  As 
he  sold  his  printed  copies  for  sixty 
crowns,  while  the  scribes  demanded 
500,  this  created  universal  astonish- 
ment,  but  when  he  produced  copies 
as  fast  as  they  were  wanted,  and 
lowered  the  price  to  30  crowns,  all 
Paris  was  agitated.  The  uniformi- 
ty of  the  copies  increased  the  won- 
der; informations  were  given  in  to 
the  police  against  him  as  a  magi- 
cian ;  his  lodgings  were  searched  ; 
and  a  great  number  of  copies  being 
found,  they  were  seized;  the  red 
ink  with  which  they  were  embel- 
lished was  said  to  be  his  blood  ;  it 
was  seriously  adjudged  that  he  was 
in  league  with  the  devil ;  and  if  he 
had  not  fled,  most  probably  he  would 
have  shared  the  fate  of  those,  whom 
ignorant  and  superstitious  judges 
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condemned,  in  those  days,  for 
witchcraft.  Fust  died  at  Ment/., 
1466. 

GAGNIER  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
orientalist,  who,  in  1723,  published 
Abulfeda's  "  Life  of  Mohammed," 
in  Arabic,  with  a  Latin  translation 
and  notes,  at  Oxford,  in  folio,  lie 
died  1725. 

GAGUINUS(ROBERT)  a  French 
historian,  died  1502.  He  was  the 
author  of  several  works  ;  the  prin- 
cipal of  which  is  a  History  in  i  i 
books  "  De  Gestis  Francorum.froni 
i  200  to  i  ,500." 

GAINSBOROUGH  (THOMAS) 
born  1727,  very  early  discovered  a 
propensity  to  painting.     Nature  was 
his  teacher,  and  the  woods  of  Suffolk 
his  academy.     Here  he  would  pass 
in  solitude  his  mornings,  in  making 
a  sketch    of  an  antiquated   tree,  a 
marshy  brook,  a  few  cattle,  a  shep- 
herd  and   his  Sock,   or  any  other 
accidental   objects    that    were   pie« 
sented.      From    delineation   he  got 
to   colouring;    and    after    painting 
several  landscapes  from  the  age  of 
10  to  12,   he  quitted   Sudbury  (his 
j  native  place)  and  came  to  London, 
j  where     he     commenced    portrait- 
I  painter.     His  portraits  will  pass  to 
:  futurity  with  a  reputation   equal  to 
that  which  follows  the   pictures  of 
Vandyke  ;   and  his  landscapes  will 
establish   his   name   on  the  record 
of  the  fine  arts  with   honours  sucli 
as  never   before    attended    a  native 
of   this    isle.       These    subjects    he 
painted  with  a  faithful  adherence  to 
j  nature ;   and   it   is   to    be    noticed, 
that  they  are  more  in  approach   to 
j  the  landscapes   of  Rubens  than  to 
those  of  any  other  master.     At  the 
same  time  we   must    remark,    his 
trees,  fore-ground,  and  figures,  have 
more  force  and  spirit:   and  we  may 
I  add,  the  brilliancy  of  Claude,    and 
the  simplicity  of  Ruysdacl,  appear 
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Combined    in    Mr.  G.'s    romantic 
icenes,     While  we  lament  him  as 
an  artist,  let  us  not  pass  over  those 
virtues  whirh  were    an  honour   to 
liuman  nature— that  generous  heait, 
vhose    strongest  propensities  were 
to  relieve  the  genuine    claims    of 
poverty.    If  he  selected,  for  the  ex- 
ercise of  his  pencil,  an  infant  from 
a  cottage,    all  the  tenants  of    the 
Inimble  roof  generally  participated 
in  the  profits  of   the   piflure  :   and 
some  of  them    frequently  found  in 
his    habitation  a  permanent  abode. 
His  liberality  was   not  confined  to 
this  alone  ;  needy  relatives  and  un- 
fortunate  friends  were  further   in- 
cumbrances  on  a  spirit   that  could 
rot  deny ;   and,  owing   to   this  ge- 
nerosity of  temper,    that  affluence 
was  not   left    to    his   family  which 
so  much  merit  might  promise,  and 
such  real  worth  deserve.     This  in- 
comparable   genius    died  Aug.  2, 
1788. 

GALE  (JOHN)  a  learned  divine 
among  the  Baptists,  born  1680,  at 
London.  His  father  was  a  citizen 
of  good  repute.  He  is  chiefly  known 
for  his  writings  against  "  Wall's 
Defence  of  Infant  Baptism  ;"  and 
died  172  i . 

GALE(THEOPHILUS)  a  learned 
divine  among  the  Nonconformists, 
born  1628,  died  1678.  He  wrote 
a  large  and  laborious  work  called 
"  The  Court  of  the  Gentiles." 

GALE  (THOMAS)  deanofYork, 
and  formerly  head  master  of  St. 
Paul's  School,  celebrated  for  his 
knowledge  of  the  Greek  language 
and  antiquities,  born  1636,  died 
1702. 

GALE  (ROGER)  F.  R.  and 
A.  SS.  eldest  son  of  the  dean,  first 
vice-president  of  the  Society  of  An- 
tiquaries, and  treasurer  to  the 
Royal  Society,  was  considered  as 
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age,  and  most  highly  skilled  in  the 
antiquities  of  this  country.  He 
died  1744. 

GALE  (SAMUEL)  the  youngest 
of  the  dean's  sons,  born  1682.  Me 
was  one  of  the  revivers  of  the  So- 
ciety  of  Antiquaries  in  1717,  and 
their  first  treasurer.  He  was  a  man 
of  great  learning  and  uncommon 
abilities,  and  well  versed  in  the  an- 
tiquities of  England,  for  which  lie 
left  many  valuable  collections  behind 
him.  He  died  1754. 

GALEANO  (JOSEPH)  a  phy- 
sician of  great  repute  at  Palermo. 
We  owe  to  him  a  colle&ion  of 
little  pieces  of  the  Sicilian  Poets,  in 
5  vols.  He  died  in  1675,  greatly 
regretted;  for  he  was  a  kind  of 
oracle  with  his  countrymen. 

GALEN     (CLAUDIAN)    after 
Hippocrates,  prince  of  the  Greek 
physician?,  was   a  native  of  Perga- 
mus  in  the  Lesser  Asia,   where  he 
was  born  about   A.  D.    131.     He 
chose  physic  for  his  profession,  be- 
ing determined  thereto  by  a  dream 
which  his  father  had  a  little  before 
his  death  ;  and    at  28  years  of  age 
had   made    some    considerable    ad- 
vances towards  improving  his  art  : 
for  instance,  he  had  acquired  a  par- 
ticular  skill  in    the  wounds  of  the 
ne>  ves  :  and  was  possessed  of  a  me- 
thod of  treating  them  never  known 
before.     The  pontiff  of  Fergamus 
gave  him  an  opportunity  of  trying 
his  new  method  upon  the  gladiators; 
and  he  was  so  successful,  that  not  a 
single  one  perished  by  any  wounds 
of  this  kind.     By  this  we  find,  as 
well  as  by  several   other  instances, 
that  Galen  studied,  understood,  and 
praflised  surgery,  as  well  as  physic. 
— Distinguished  above  his  contem- 
poraries, this   prince  of  physicians 
continued  to  practise  at  Rome,   the 
capital    of  the  world,  till    he   was 


one  of  the  most  learned  men  of  his 


obliged  to  submit  to  fate  like  other 
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.mortals.  His  death  happened  A.  D.  1 
201.*— He  was  a  man  endowed  with  j 
excellent  parts;  and,  having  the 
advantage  of  the  best  education,  [ 
became  not  only  a  great  physician, 
but  also  a  great  philosopher  ;  and 
was  particslarly  happy  in  a  facility 
of  expression,  and  an  unaffected 
eloquence.  However,  his  style  is 
Asiatic,  that  is,  extremely  dirluse  ; 
his  sentences  are  sometimes  per- 
plexedj  and  sometimes  absolutely 
obscure.  There  are  reckoned  above 
500  books  of  his  upon  physic  only, 
and  about  half  that  number  upon 
other  sciences. 

GALILEI  (GALILEO)  a  most 
eminent  astronomer  and  mathema- 
tician, inventor  of  the  telescope,  Sec. 
born  1594-  Having  observed  some 
solar  spots  in  i  6  i  2,  he  printed  that 
discovery  the  following  year  at 
T^oine  :  in  which,  and  in  some  other 
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pieces,  he  ventured  to  assert  the 
truth  of  the  Copernican  system,  and 
brought  several  new  arguments  to 
confirm  it.  This  startled  the  Jesu- 
its, who  thereupon  procured  a  cita- 
tion for  him  to  appear  before  the 
.Holy  office  at  Rome  in  1615; 
••where  he  was  charged  with  heresy, 
for  maintaining  these  two  propo- 
sitions :  i.  That  the  sun  is  in  tltc 
centre  of  the  world,  and  immove- 
ableby  a  local  motion  .;  and  2.  That 
the  earth  is  not  the  centre  of  the 
\vorld,  nor  immoveab'e,  but  ac- 
tually moves  by  a  diurnal  motion. 
The  first  of  these  positions  was  de- 
clared to  be  absurd,  false  in  philo- 
sophy, and  formally  heretical,  being 
contrary  to  the  express  word  of 
Cod  :  the  se«ond  was  also  alledged 
to  be  philosophically  false,  and,  in 
a  theological  view  at  least,  errone- 
ous in  point  of  faith.  The  Inquisi- 
tion pronounced  sentence  against 
him  and  his  books.  They  obliged 
-j:n:  to  abjuie  his  errors  in  the  most 
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solemn  manner,  committed  him  t<? 
the  prison  of  their  office  during 
pleasure,  which  was  till  1634,  an<f 
his  "  Dialogues  of  the  System  o' 
the  World"  were  burnt  at  Rome. 
Galilei  died  1642.  He  was  the  au- 
thor of  several  noble  and  useful  in- 
ventions and  discoveries  in  astro- 
j  noniy,  geometry,  and  mechanics  : 
the  principal  of  which,  beside  thos-r 
already  mentioned,  are  in  the  first, 
of  those  sciences,  the  trepidation  or 
vibration  of  the  moon,  as  also  the 
inequalities  or  mountains  in  its  sur- 
face. In  geometry,  he  invented  the 
cycloid,  ortrochoij;  and,  in  me- 
chanics, first  found  the  exatl  degree 
of  celerity  in  the  descent  of  bodies 
by  the  force  of  gravity  :  to  whicU 
may  be  added  the  machine  withi 
which  the  Venetians  render  their 
Laguna  fluid  and  navigable  ;  th« 
invention  whereof  was  his. 

GALLAND  (ANTONY)  a  karn. 
ed  antiquary  of  France,  and  profes- 
sor of  Arabic  in  the  Royal  College 
at  Faris,  born  1646,  died  1715. 
He  is  chiefly  known  as  the  author 
of  "  Arabian  Nights'  Entertain- 
ments." 

GALLIGAI  (LEONORA)  was 
the  daughter  of  a  joiner,  and,  Mary 
de  Medicis's  nurse.  That  princess 
carried  her  with  her  into  France 
when  -he  went  thither  in  1606  to 
be  married  to  Henry  IV.  and  Gal- 
ligai,  under  the  title  of  bedchamber- 
woman  to  that  queen,  governed  her 
j  just  as  she  pleased.  She  married 
i  Concino  Ccncini,  afterwards  mar- 
shal D'Ancre;  and  their  inordinate 
pride  and  ambition  was  at  length 
punished  by  the  assassination  of 
the  husband  and  the  execution  of 
the  wife. 

GALLOIS    (JOHN)    a   learned 
Frenchman,  born    1632.     He   was 
an  universal,  scholar;   but  is   now 
memorable  chiefly  for  having  been 
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trie  first  who  published  the  Journal 
des  Scavans,  in  conjunction  with 
M.  de  Sallo,  who  had  formed  the 
design  of  this  work.  He  died 
1707. 

CALLUS  (CORNELIUS)  an  an- 
cient Roman  poet,  the  particular 
favourite  of  Augustus  Caesar,  who 
made  him  the  governor  of  Egypt 
after  the  death  of  Antony  and 
Cleopatra;  but  he  was  guilty  of 
Such  mal-administration  in  his  go- 
vernment, that  he  was  condemned 
to  banishment,  and  to  lose  his 
estate.  This  disgrace  grieved  him 
so,  that  he  put  an  end  to  his  life 
when  he  was  about  43  years  of  age, 
in  the  year  of  Rome  728. 

GAMA-  (VASCO  DE)  a  cele- 
brated Portuguese  navigator,  who 
discovered  the  course  to  the  East 
Indies  by  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope, 
and  died  i  5  35. 

GAMBOLD  (JOHN)  a  truly 
primitive  Christian,  and  a  bishop 
among  the  Moravian  Brethren.  He 
•was  not  only  a  good  scholar,  but  a 
man  of  great  parts,  and  of  singular 
mechanical  ingenuity ;  and  died 
universally  respeiltcd,  Sept.  13, 
1771. 

GANGANELLI(JOHNV1NCENT 
ANTONY)  was  born  at  St.  Arcan- 
gelo  near  Rimini,  Oft.  31,  1705, 
the  son  of  a  physician  ;  and  from 
being  a  petu  monk  of  the  order  of 
St.  Francis,  ascended  to  the  papacy 
May  19,  1769,  when  he  assumed  i 
the  name  of  CLEMENT  XIV.  j 
Thus  becoming  sovereign  pontiff  in 
the  most  critical  and  tempestuous 
times,  in  his  commerce  with  the 
world  he  practised  the  humility  of 
a  Franciscan  monk  ;  but  on  occa- 
sions of  splendour  he  sustained  the 
papal  grandeur  with  appropriate 
inagnificencc.  The  most  striking 
incident  of  his  life  was  his  being 
the  instrument,  under  Providence, 
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of  annihilating  the  mighty  order  of 
the  Jesuits.  To  the  resentment 
of  that  order  it  is  supposed  he  at 
last  fell  a  sacrifice;  his  robust  con- 
stitution and  regularity  of  life  seem- 
ing to  promise  him  a  much  longer 
period  than  69  years,  for  he  died 
Sept.  21,  1774,  poisoned,  as  is 
supposed,  in  the  sacrament,  he 
himself  declaring  his  susuicions  be* 
fore  he  died,  and  all  the  after- 
symptoms  strongly  confirming  the 
same. 

GARAMONT  (CLAUDE)  a 
French  engraver  and  letter-founder, 
was  a  native  of  Paris,  and  began  to 
distinguish  himself  about  1510. 
He  brought  his  types  to  so  great  a 
degree  of  perfection,  that  he  can 
neither  be  denied  the  glory  of  hav- 
ing surpassed  whatever  had  been 
done  in  this  way  before,  nor  that 
of  not  being  excelled  by  any  of  his 
successors  in  this  useful  mechanic 
art.  Garamont  died  in  1561  ;  and 
all  his  fine  types  came  into  the 
hands  of  Fournier  the  elder,  an 
eminent  letter-founder  at  Paris. 

GARASSE  (FRANCIS)  a  Je- 
suitical  writer,  and  author  of  the 
enmity  between  the  Jesuits  and  the 
Jansenists  in  the  church  of  Rome, 
was  born  1585,  and  died  1631. 
He  was  styled  by  bishop  Warburtort, 
in  his  "  Commentary  on  the  Essay 
on  Man,"  an  eminent  casuist. 

GARC1LASSO,  Garsilas,  or,  to 
speak  more  correclly,  Garsias,  Laso 
dc  la  Vega,  a  celebrated  Spanish 
poet,  born  1500;  died  1536,  by  a 
stone  thrown  by  a  countryman 
from  a  turret  and  falling  upon  his 
head. 

GARDINER  (STEPHEN)  bi- 
shop  of  Winchester  and  chancellor 
of  England,  born  1483.  His  cha- 
racler  as  a  minister  is  to  be  drawn 
from  the  general  histaries  :  he  had 
u  large  portion  of  haughtiness, 
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boundless  ambition,  and  deep  dis- 
simulation ;  for  he  plainly  looked 
on  religion  as  an  engine  of  state, 
and  made  use  of  it  as  such.  He 
•wrote  several  books,  and  died 

1555- 

GARDINER  ( •)  a  colonel 

in  the  army  of  George  II.  equaliy 
admirable  for  the  virtues  of  piety 
and  personal  courage,  died  bravely 
fighting  against  the  rebels  at  Pres- 
ton Pans,  near  Edinburgh,  Sept. 

21,  1745- 

GARNET  (HENRY)  a  person 
memorable  in  English  history  for 
having  been  privy  to,  and  aiding 
in,  the  celebrated  con^p:racy  called 
"  The  Gunpowder  Plot,"  was  exe- 
cuted at  the  west  end  of  St.  Paul's, 
1606. 

GARN1ER  (ROBERT)  a  French 
tragic  poet,  boi-n  1534,  died  1590. 
GARRARD  (MARK)  an  emi 
nent  painter,  born  at  Bruges  in 
Flanders  1561.  He  was  principa 
painter  to  Queen  Elizabeth,  ant 
died  1635. 

GARRICK  (DAVID)  an  ex- 
cellent English  a8or,  born  1716 
Having  performed  a  noviciate  at 
Ipswich,  he  made  his  appearance 
at  Goodman's  Fields;  and,  October 
19,  1741,  afled  Richard  III.  for 
the  first  time.  His  afting  was  at 
tended  with  the  loudest  acclama 
tions  of  applause;  and  his  fame 
was  so  quickly  propagated  through 
the  town,  that  the  more  establishec 
theatres  of  Drury  Lane  and  Coven 
Garden  were  deserted.  These  paten 
tees,  alarmed  at  the  great  de 
ficiency  in  the  receipts  of  thei 
houses,  and  at  the  crowds  whicl 
constantly  filled  the  theatre  o 
Goodman's  Fields,  united  their  ef 
forts  to  destroy  the  new -raised  sea 
of  theatrical  empire;  in  conse 
quence  of  which,  Garrick  enttre 
into  an  agreement  with  Fleetwood 
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atentee  of  Drury  Lane,  for  500!. 
a  year.     The    fame  of  our  English 
toscius  was  now  so  extended,  that 
an  invitation    from  Ireland,   upon 
very  profitable  conditions,  was  sent 
him  to   a£l  in    Dublin    during  the 
months  of  June,  July,  and  August, 
1742;     which    invitation     he    ac- 
cepted.    Kis  success  there  exceeded 
all    imagination  ;   he  was  caressed 
by     all     ranks     as     a     prodigy    of 
heatrical  accomplishments;  and  the 
jlay-hou.se  was  so    crourled  during 
this  ho:  season,  that  a  very  mortal 
fever    was    produced,    which    was 
ailed  Garrick's  fever.    He  returned 
to   London  before  the  winter,   and 
new  attended  closely  to  his  theatri- 
cal profession,  in  which  he  was  ir» 
revocably   fixed.— April    17-17    he 
became  joint    patentee    of    Drury 
Lane  theatre  with    Mr.  Lacy;   and 
in    July    i  740   married    Mademoi- 
selle Viletti. — In  1763  he  undertook 
a  journey  in:o  Italy  for   the  benefit 
of  his  health  ;  and   during   his  tra- 
vels   gave  frequent  proofs    of    his 
theatrical     talents;    for    he  could, 
without  the  least  preparation,  trans» 
form   himself   into    any    chaiafcier, 
Magic   or  comic,  and  seize   instan- 
taneously upon  any   passion    of  the 
humjn  mind.— -After    he  had  been 
abroad  about  a  year  and  a  half,  he 
turned    his     thoughts    homewards, 
and  ariived  in  London  April  1765. 
In  1769  he  projected  and  i ondufled 
the  memorable  Jubilee  at  Stratford, 
in  honour  of  bhik'peare,   so    u.uch 
admired  by  some,  and  so  much  ridi- 
culed by  others.     On  tii"   death  of 
Mr.    Lary,   in     1773,     tne    wnote 
management    of    the    theatre    de- 
volved on  him ;    but,     being     ad- 
vanced in  years,  and  much  affli£led 
with    chronical    disorders,     he    fi- 
nally left  it  in  June  1776,  and  dis- 
posed of  his   moiety  of  the   patent 
to  Messieurs  Sheridan,  Linky,  and 
S  a

Ford,  for  35,000!.  He  died  at  his 
house  in  the  Adelphi,  Jan.i  5,  1779- 
1'ot withstanding  his  constant  em- 
ploy as  both  aftor  arid  manager,  lie 
was  perpetually  producing  various 
little  things  in  the  dramatic  way  ; 
some  of  which  are  originals; 
others  translations  or  alterations 
from  other  authors,  adapted  to  the 
»a*;e  of  the  present  times.  In  the 
"  BiographiaDrama:ica"are enume- 
rated no  less  than  38  of  these;  be- 
side which,  he  wrote  innumerable 
prologues,  epilogues,  songs,  &c. 

GARTH  (SIR  SAMUEL)  an  ex- 
cellent poet  and  physician,  and  au- 
thor of  a  most  admirable  satire, 
railed  "  The  Dispensary." — In  the 
year  1691,  when  Dr.  G.  was  ad- 
mitted fellow  of  the  College  of  Phy- 
sicians in  London,  the  college  was 
fiinnged  in  that  charitable  projeft 
of  prescribing  to  the  sick  poor  gra- 
tis, and  famishing  them  also  with 
medicines  at  prime  cost;  but  this 
being  disliked  by  the  apothecaries, 
they  found  means  to  raise  a  party 
afterwards  in  the  college  against  it, 
so  that  the  design  could  not  be  car- 
ried into  execution.  Gavth,  detest- 
ing the  behaviour  of  the  apotheca 
ries,  as  well  as  of  some  members  of 
the  faculty  in  this  affair,  resolved 
to  expose  them  in  a  proper  satire  ; 
•which  he  accordingly  executed  with 
peculiar  spirit  and  vivacity,  in  that 
excellent  poem,  which  came  out 
in  1699,  and  in  1706  came  to  a 
6th  edition. — After  having  emi- 
nently distinguished  himself,  as 
veil  by  his  various  poetical  pro- 
tiuclions  as  by  his  professional  me- 
rit, he  died  Jan.  18,  1718-19. 

GASCOIGNE  (SIR  WILLIAM) 
chief  justice  of  the  King's  Bench  in 
the  reign  of  Henry  IV.  born  1,3.50. 
How  much  he  distinguished  himself 
in  his  high  office  appears  from  the 
several  abstracts  of  his  opinions, 
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rguments,    distinctions     and  dec?- 
ions  which  occur  in  our  old  books 
if    law    reports;     but     he    distin- 
;uished  himself  above  his  brethren 
iy  a  most  memorable  transatlion  in 
he  latter  end  of  this  king's  reign. 
A  servant  of  the  prince  of  Wales, 
fterwards  Henry  V.  being  arraigned 
or  felony  at  the   bar  of  the  King's 
iench,  the    news  soon  reached  his 
master's   ear?,    who,    hastening    to 
he  court,    ordered   him   to  be    1111- 
ettered,  and  offered  to  rescue  him  ; 
n   which     being     opposed    by   the 
udge,  who  commanded  him  to  leave 
he  prisoner   and  depart,   he  rushed 
:urio»bly  up  to  the  bench,  and,    as 
it  is  generally  affirmed,  struck  the 
chitf  justice    then    sitting    in    the 
execution  of  his  office.     Hereupon 
sir  William,   after  some  expostula- 
tion  upon   the   outrage,   indignity, 
and   unwarrantable   interruption  of 
the  proceedings  in   that    place,   di- 
reftly  committed  him  to  the  King's 
Bench   prison,     there    to   wait   his 
father's  pleasure.      The  prince  sub- 
mitted to    his  punishment  with   a 
calmness  no   less  sudden  and    sur- 
prizing than  the   offence  had   been 
which  drew  it  upon   him  ;   and  the 
king,  being  informed  of  the  whole 
Effair,   was    so   far  from  being  dis 
pleased  with    the  justice,    that  he 
returned  thanks  to  God,  "  That  he 
had  given   him   both  a  judge    who 
knew  how  to  administer,  and  a  son 
\vhocouldobeyjustice."  The  prince 
also,  who  had  for  some  time  led  a 
dissolute  life,  was  entirely  reformed 
thereby,    and    afterwards     became 
with  the  title  of  Henry  V.  that  re- 
nowned king  whoconquered  France. 
Sir  William  died   14:3. 

G.iSCOlGNE  (GEORGE)  a  cele- 

jbrated  poet  in  the  early  part  of  the 

reign  of  queen  Elizabeth,  was  born 

at    Walthamstow    in    Essex,     and 

bred   to   the    law,    but    became    a 
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toldier,  and  served  with  credit  in 
the  wars  of  the  Low  Countries.  He 
was  author  of  four  dramatic  pieces, 
and  several  poems,  the  most  re- 
markable of  which  was  a  satire 
called  "  The  Steel  Glass."  They 
were  printed  in  410.  1575>  an^  he 
died  in  1578. 

GASPAR1XI,  a  celebrated  gram 
niarian,  born  1370,  died  1431. — 
He    is  deservedly  recorded   as  one 
of  the  first  restorers  of   good  Lati- 
nity  in  Italy. 

GASSENDI  (PETER)  a  very  emi- 
nent French  philosophical,  moral, 
and  mathematical  writer,  borni«j92, 

died  1655. 

GASTREL  (FRANCIS)  bishop  of 
Chester,  and  a  controversial  writer, 
born  1662,  died  1725. 

GATAKER  (THOMAS)  an  Eng. 
lish  divine,  and  critical  and  theo- 


logical    writer,    born    1574, 
1654. 


died 


GATAKER  (CHARLES)  son  of 
the  preceding,  and  a  writer  on  con- 
troversial divinity,  born  16  14,  died 
1680. 

GAUDEN  (JOHN)  bishop  of 
Worcester,  born  160,5,  celebrated 
for  his  zeal  in  the  cause  of  the  un- 
fortunate king  Charles,  and  reputed 
(though  falsely)  the  author  of  "  Ei- 
kon  Basilike,"  died  1662. 

GAY  (JOHN)  an  English  poet, 
born  1688.  His  amiable  qualities 
recommended  him  to  the  acquaint- 
ance of  Swift  and  Pope,  who  were 
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iay  was  soon  after   introduced  at 
court,    and    for  several    years  ex- 
perienced  the   usual  vicissitudes  of 
:avour  and  of  mortification  incident 
to  such  a  life.     His  opinions  of  a 
ouit  friendship  are   pretty  plainly 
intimated  in  his"  Beggar's  Opera  ;" 
rvhich,  being  brought  upon  the  stage 
Nov.    1727,     was    received    with 
greater  applause  than  had  ever  been 
known  on  any  occasion,  being  acted 
in  London  63  days  without  inter- 
ruption, and  renewed  the  next  sea- 
son with  amazing  success.   He  wrote 
several  other  plays  of  no  great  ce- 
lebrity;   but  what  will  always  dis- 
tinguish   him    as   a    poet  are    his 
•'  Fables;"  which  will  be  read  and 
admired  so   long    as   any  taste   for 
that   kind   of   writing   shall   exist. 
He  died  1732,  and   was  buried  in 
Westminster  Abbey,  with  this  epi- 
taph (written  by  himself)  engraved 
on  his  tomb : 
**  Life  is  a  jest,  and  all  things  show  itj

GAZA  (THEODORE)  a  very 
eminent  grammarian,  and  translator 
of  Greek 
salonica 
1478. 

GED  (WILLIAM)  an  ingenious 
artist,  memorable  for  an  attempt  to 
introduce  an  improvement  in  the 
art  of  printing.  From  any  types 
of  Greek  or  Roman,  or  any  other 
tharaEler,  he  formed  a  plate  for 
every  page  or  sheet  of  a  book 


exceedingly  struck    with  the  open    (TOm  whjch   he  printed,  instead  of 
sincerity,  the  undisguised  simplicity 


of  his  manners,  and  the  easiness  of 
his  temper. — In  1712  he  produced 
his  celebrated  Poem,  called  "  Trivia, 
or,  the  Art  of  walking  the  Streets;" 
and  the  following  year,  at  the  in- 
stance of  Pope,  formed  the  plan  of 
kis  "  Pastorals."  The  "  Shepherd's 
Week"  came  out  in  1714,  with  a 
dedication  to  lord  Bolingbroke.— -

GEDDES  (JAMES)  horn  1710, 
died  1748-9,  leaving  behind  him

particularly  Plato;"  which  lias  great 
merit. 
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•CELLERT(CHRlvri  AN)  a  Ger- 
man comic  poet,  born  17)5,  died 
1769. 

GELLIBRAXD  (HENRY)  ar, 
eminent  mathematician,  and  pro- 
fessor of  astronomy  at  Greshr.m  Col- 
lege, born  1597,  died  1636. 

GELLI  (JOHN  BAPTIST)  an 
eminent  kalian  comic  poet,  born 
1498,  died  1563. 

GELLIUS(AULUS)  a  celebrated 
grammarian,  who  lived  in  the  2d 
century,  under  Marcus  Aurelius 
and  some  succeeding  emperors,  and 
is  now  known  by  his  '•  Notles  At- 
tii  OE,"  a  collection  of  observations 
on  authors,  which  he  gathered  up 
from  reading  or  conversation,  and 
put  together  for  the  me  of  his 
children.  He  called  them  "  Nofles 
.Atticse"  because  they  were  com- 
posed in  the  evenings  of  a  winter 
yhich  he  spent  at  Athens.  The 
chief  value  of  it  is,  that  it  has  pre- 
served many  fads  and  monuments 
of  antiquity,  which  are  not  to  be 
found  elsewhere. 

GEMINIANl  (FRANCESCO)  a 
fine  performer  on  the  violin,  and 
composer  Tor  that  instrument,  born 
at  Lucca  in  Italy  i'.  So,  died  1762. 

GENGHISKA>  ,o  ZingisKhan, 
a  most  illustrious  Mogul  prince, 
who  being  obliged  to  tly  from  Del- 
hi, on  account  of  a  gc:ieial  revolt 
of  his  suhjecls,  took  shelter  at  the 
court  of  Avenk  Unkan,  Cham  of 
the  Tartars,  and  married  his  daugh- 
ter; but  the  jealousy  of  Unkan  ob- 
liged him  to  escape  a  second  time, 
and  being  pursued  by  Unkan  and 
his  son,  he  defeated  them  both, 
and  their  army  revolting  to  him, 
he  soon  increased  :t.  From  this 
event  he  became  as  renowned  a 
Conqueror  as  Alexander  trie  Great. 
In.  the  space  of  22  year;,  nc  subdued 
the  greatest  part  of. Asia,  and  ren- 
dered himself  as  famous  for  his,  skill 
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in  government,  as  for  the  valour  of 
his  arms.  He  died  1226,  aged 
7-2,  leaving  his  dominions  (which 
extended  1800  leagues  from  east 
to  west,  and  1000  from  north  to 
south],  properly  divided,  to  his  four 
sons. 

GENNADIUS,  an  ecclesiastical 
writer  of  Marseilles,  died  493. 
There  are  two  works  of  his  re. 
maining:  "  De  Dogmatibus  Eccle- 
siasticis,"  and  "  De  lllustribus  Ec- 
clcsiae  Scriptoribus." 

GENSERIC,  king  of  the  Vandals, 
a  conqueror  and  tyrant,  who  cap. 
tured  Rome  in  455,  and  suffered 
his  soldiers  during  14  days  to  pil- 
lage it,  and  massacre  the  defence- 
less inhabitants.  He  died  476. 

GENTLEMAN  (FRANCIS)  an 
actor  and  dramatic  writer,born  175.8, 
died  Dec.  21,  1784.  He  was  au- 
thor of  i  i  dramatic  pieces. 

GEOFFREY  of  Monmouth.  See 
JEFFERY. 

GERARD  (BALTHAZAR)  the 
asr-assin  of  William  the  first  piince 
of  Orange,  whom  he  shot  through, 
the  head  with  a  pistol  as  he  was 
going  out  of  his  palare  at  Delft.  His 
sentence  was  the  same  as  that  of  Da- 
mien;  and  this  fanatic  died,  in  bis 
own  conceit,  a  mauyr  of  the  chJrch 
of  Rome,  July  i  .58  i. 

GER.ihD  (Dr.  ALEXANDER) 
proressor  of  divinity  in  the  univer- 
sity of  Aberdeen,  and  author  of 
several  esteemed  works,  died  March 

1795- 

GERBELIUS  (N1COLAUS)  afi 
eminent  German  lawyer,  died  i  560. 

GERB1ER  (SIR  BALTHAZAR) 
a  celebrated  painter  of  Antwerp, 
born  1592,  died  i  661 .  • 

GERM  ANICUS(C.-ESAR)  son  o-f 
Drusus,  and  paternal  nephew  to  the 
emperor  Tiberius,  who  adopted  him; 
he  was  a  renov\rned  general,  but  still 
moie  illustrious  for  his  virtues,  He 
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took  the  title  of  Germanicus  from  I 
his  conquests  in  that  country  ;  and 
though  he  had  the  moderation  co 
refuse  tl.e  empire  offered  to  lum  by 
his  army,  Tiberius,  jealous  of  his 
success,  and  of  the  universal  esteem 
he  acquired,  caused  him  to  be  poi- 
soned, A.  D.  29,  aged  3  j.  He  was 
a  protetior  ot  learning,  and  com- 
posed several  Greek  comedies  and 
Latin  poem;,  some  of  which  are 
still  extant. 

GERbON  (JOHN)bv  some  called 
Churlier,  an  illustrious  French  theo- 
logical and  critical  writer,  bom 
136.3,  died  l  120. 

GESNER  (CONRAD)  an  emi- 
nent physician  and  natural  philoso- 
pher, called  the  Pliny  of  Germany, 
born  at  Zurich  in  Switzerland  1516, 
ciied  i  .565. 

C,  ESN  ER;. SOLOMON)  bookseller 
at  Zurich  in  Switzerland,  and  author 
of  many  elegant  and  admired  po- 
-ems  in  the  German  language,  born 
at  Zuruh  1730,  was  for  several 
yars  before  his  death  a  member 
of  the  senate  of  his  native  city. 
He  was  an  admirable  lamUccipc- 
painter  as  well  as  poet.  Of  his 
\viitings,  the  best  known  in  Eng- 
Jand  is  "  The  Death  of  Abel."  He 
died  March  2,  1788. 

GHILJNI  (JEROME)  an  Italian 
writer,  born  1589,  lived  to  be  So 
years  old, and  was  the  author  of  »cve- 
r.il  works;  the  most  considerable  of 
which  ii  his  "  Theatre  of  Learnc,-! 
Men." 

GHIRLANDAKVDOMENICO; 
a  Florentine  painter,  bora  1419, 
died  i  -492. 

GIANNONE(FETER)an  esteem- 
er! historian  of  Naples,  died  1748. 

GIBSON  (EDWARD)  an  emi- 
nent English  historian  of  Rome, 
born  1737.  In  1774  Mr.  Gibbon 
Was  elc£ie<l  to  a  seat  in  parliament 
iwr  Liskeard,  which  he  vacated  in 
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1780  ;  in  the  course  of  which  pe» 
riod,  hosvever,  he  was  some  time  a 
lord  of  trade.  His  celebrated  "  His- 
tory of  the  Decline  and  Fall  of  the 
Roman  Em  .>iie,"  in  6  vols.  410. 
which  has  been  reprinted  in  12 
vols.  8  /o.  will  probably  last  as 
long  as  tl:e  language  in  which  it  is 
written.  It  abounds  with  proofs  of 
unexampled  learning,  of  a  mind 
penetrating  and  sagacious,  and  of 
talents  for  ridicule  agreeable  and 
exquisite.  Upoii  the  subject  of 
Cluistijiiity,  however,  he  has  in- 
diijg-.'d  much  latitude,  which  has 
raided  him  a  great  number  of  oppo- 
nents. The  greater  part  of  this  im- 
mortal history  was  written  at  Lait- 
sanne  in  Switzerland.  Mr.  Gibbon 
died  T'in.  16,  1794. 

G1BELYN  (Mi  LE  COMTE  DE1) 
celebrated  as  author  of  "  Le  Monde 
PrirnitifccmpareaMondsModerne," 
born  1795,  died  1784.  When 
the  plan  of  his  great  \vork,  "  Le 
Monde  Primitif,"  made  its  appear- 
ance, M.  d'. \lembert  was  so  struck, 
with  it,  that  he  asked  with  en- 
thu*iasin,  "  Si  c'etoit  une  sociem 
cie  <jO  hommes  qui  etoit  charges  de 
i'execijtcr  ?"  The  French  academy 
were  so  well  satisfied  with  the.  un- 
dertaking, that  they  twice  decreed 
to  him  the  prize  of  1200  livres', 
whi-  h  t!,cy  give  annually  to  the 
author  of  the  mo^  valuable  work 
that  has  appeared  in  the  course  of 
the  year. 

GIBSON  (EDMUND)  bishop  of 
London,  born  1669,  and  eminent 
as  an  antiquarian,  theological,  po- 
litical, and  controversial  writer, 
died  i  748. 

GIBSON  (PJCHARD)  an  emi- 
nent Ei.gluh  painter,  grtatly  in  fa- 
vour with  Charles  I.  to  whom  h6 
was  page  of  the  back-stairs.  H'e 
was  a  dwarf,  and  married  one 
Mrs.  Anne  Shepherd,  who  was  4lso 
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a  dwarf.  Charles  I.  was  pleased, 
out  of  curiosity  or  pleasantry,  to 
honour  their  marriage  with  his 
presence,  and  to  give  the  bride. 
Waller  wrote  a  poetu  on  this  oc- 
casion, "  Of  the  Marriage  of  the 
Dwarfs,"  which  begins  thus: 

'*  Design  or  chance  makes  orhers  wive; 
But  nafure  did  this  match  contrive  : 
Eve  might  as  well  have  Adam  fled, 
As  *he  denied  her  little  bed 
To  him,   for  whom  Heav'n  seem'd   to 

frame 
And  measure  out  this  only  dame,"  &c. 

They  appear  to  have  been  of  an 
equal  stature,  each  of  them  measur- 
ing 3  feet  10  inches.  They  hud, 
however,  9  children  ;  5  of  which 
attained  to  maturity,  and  were  well 
proportioned  to  the  usual  standard 
of  mankind.  He  died  1689. 

GIBSON  (WILLIAM)  a  self- 
taught  mathematician  of  the  most 
wonderful  power?,  born  i  720,  died 
Oft.  4,  1791.  A  very  curious  ac- 
count of  him  may  be  seen  in  the 
Gentleman's  Magazine  for  Nov. 
1791  ;  but  it  is  too  long  for  our 
insertion,  and  too  interesting  to 
admit  of  abridgment. 

GIFFORD  (DR.  ANDREW) 
an  eminent  English  dissenting  di- 
vine  and  antiquarian,  born  1700, 
died  178-1.  He  was  assistant  li- 
brarian at  the  British  Museum  ; 
to  which  post  he  was  remarkably 
suited,  having  a  peculiar  talent  for 
receiving  and  communicating  know- 
ledge.—As  a  minister  of  the  gospel, 
he  was  lively  and  evangelical,  he 
was  master  of  the  pathetic,  and  per- 
suasion dwelt  on  his  lips;  his  heart 
was  in  the  work  ;  and,  upon  some 
occasions  particularly, it  might  have 
been  said  of  him,  as  it  was  of  one 
.of  the  blessed  reformers:  Vividus 
vultus,  vividi  oculi,  vividae  manus. 
iie  omnia  vivida." 

GILBERT  (Sit  HUMPHRY}   an 
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able  navigator,  related  to  Sir  Walter 
Raleigh.  He  took  possession  of 
Newfoundland  in  the  name  of  queen 
Elizabeth  ;  wrote  a  book  to  prove 
the  existence  of  a  N.  W.  Passage  t» 
the  Indies;  and  died  1583. 

GILBERT(  WlLLIAM)a  learned 
physician,  who  fim  discovered  se- 
veral of  the  properties  of  the  load* 
stone,  born  1540,  died  1603. 

GILDAS,  a  native  of  Valentia, 
and  the  most  anci«nt  British  writer 
extant  ;  for  his  famous  "  Epistle" 
was  written  A.  D.  560,  about  12 
years  after  the  Romans  evacuated 
this  island. 

GILDON  (CHARLES)  an  Eng- 
lish poet  and  critic,  born  1666. 
He  is  best  known  by  his  "  Com- 
plete Art  of  Poetry,"  and  died  in 
1723. 

GILL  (Dr.  JOHN)  an  eminent 
English  calvinistic  divine,  a  learned 
orientalist,  and  voluminous  writer 
on  theological  subjefts,  born  at  Ket- 
tering  1697,  died  in  London 

1771. 

GILLESPIEf GEORGE)  a  famous 
preacher  of  the  church  of  Scotland, 
died  1648. 

GILP1N  (BERNARD)  an  emi- 
nent English  divine  and  reformer, 
born  1517,  died  i  583. 

G1OIA  (FLAVIO)  of  Amain,  in 
Naples,  a  celebrated  mathematician-, 
who,  from  his  knowledge  of  the 
1  magnetic  powers,  invented  the  ma- 
riner's compass,  by  which  the  na- 
vigation of  the  Europeans  was  ex- 
tended to  the  most  distant  regions 
ol  the  globe  :  before  this  invention, 
navigation  was  confined  to  coasting. 
The  king  of  Naples  being  a  younger 
b:anch  of  the  royal  family  of  France, 
he  marked  the  North  point  with  a 
fleur  de  lis,  in  compliment  to  that 
country.  It  is  said  that  the  Chinese 
knew  the  compass  long  before;  be 
this  as  it  may,  the  Europeans  ait 
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Indebted  to  Gioia  for  this  invaluable 
discovery.      He  flourished  1600. 

GIORGIONK,  an  illustrious  Ve- 
netian painttr,  born  1478,  died 
1511. 

GIOSEPPiNO,  an  eminent  Nea- 
politan painter,  born  1560,  died 
1640. 

GIOTTO,  an  eminent  Florentine 
painter,  sculptor,  and  architect,  born 
1276,  died  1336. 

G1RALD1  (I.ILIO  GREGOR1O) 
in  Laiin  Gyraldus,  an  ingenious 
critic,  antiquarian,  and  historian, 
and  one  of  the  most  learned  men 
modern  Italy  has  produced,  born  at 
Ferrara  1479,  died  1552. 

GIRALDI  (JOHN  BAPTIST 
CINTIO)  an  Italian  poet,  born  i  504, 
died  1573.  His  works  consist 
chiefly  of  tragedies  ;  and  some  make 
no  scruple  to  rank  him  among  the 
best  tr.'ijjc  writers  that  Italy  lus 
produced. 

GIR  ALDUS  (CAMBRENSIS)  an 
ancient  British  historian,  \vho  die:< 
about  the  latter  end  of  the  :2th 
century,  having  written  "  A  His- 
tory of  the  World,"  in  which  his 
information  respefling  ecclesiastical 
affairs  is  extremely  valuable. 

CLAIM  (N.  SAINT)  a  zealous 
Protestant,  born  at  Limoges  about 
iC^o,  remarkable  for  having  b?en, 
by  reading  of  Spinoza's  book, chang- 
ed inio  as  zealous  an  Atheist. 

GLANVIL  (JOSEPH)  a  ciistin- 
gui-hed  philosophical  and  theo- 
logical writer,  born  1636,  died 
1680.  In  "  Some  philosophical 
Considerations,  touching  the  being 
of  Witches  and  Witchcraft,"  he 
defended  t'ie  possibility  of  witrh- 
cr.ift,  which  drew  him  into  a  con- 
troversy that  ended  only  with  his 
life.  During  the  course  of  it,  he 
endeavoured  to  confirm  his  opinion 
by  a  co!'c£lion  of  several  narratives 
relative  to  it. 
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GLANVILLE  (RANULFH)  an 
eminent. writer  on  English  jurispru- 
dence, who  first. collected  the  Eng. 
ish  laws  into  one  body,  flourished 
towards  the  end  of  the  i  2th  cen- 
ury. 

GLAPTHORNE  (HENRY)  a 
soet  and  dramatic  writer,  who 
lived  in  the  reign  of  Charles  I.  and 
published  five  plays. 

GLASS  (JCH\)  a  Scottish  di- 
,-ine,  who  in  1727  published  a 
treatise  to  prove  that  the  civil  esta- 
blishment of  religion  was  incon- 
sistent with  Christianity  ;  for  this 
was  deposed,  and  became  the 
father  of  a  r.ew  seel,  called  in 
Scotland  Glnssites,  and  in  England 
Sandemonians.  He  died  1773, 
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GLAUBER,  a  celebfated  German 

cherr.i-t,  and  chemical  writer,  died 
1,500. 

GLENDOWER  (OWEN)  a  cele- 
brated warrior,  who  for  more  than 
fourteen  years  opposed  the  sove- 
reignty of  Henry  IV.  of  Enp.iand 
by  force  of  his  arms,  declaring  him 
to  be  an  usurper,  and  the  murderer 
of  Richar.l  II.  born  1354,  died 
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GLISSON  (FRANCE)  an  Eng- 
lish medical  I;M!  -in;nomical  author, 
of  whom  Wood  observes,  that  to 
his  learned  lucubrations  and  deep 
disquisitions  in  physic,  not  only 
Great  Britain,  but  remoter  king- 
doms owe  a  particular  respect  and 
veneration.  His  Treatise  of  the 
Liver  is  his  chef  d'ct'tvre.  He  died 
1677. 

GLOCESTER  (ROBERT  OF) 
the  most  ancient  pxset  in  the  records 
of  English  history,  flourished  in  the 
time  of  Henry  II. 

GLOVER(RICHARD).  Thisvery 

ingenious    gentleman    was    brought 

up  in  the  mercantile  line,  in  which 

,  he  made  a  conspicuous  figure  ;  andj 
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by  a  remarkable  speech  that  he  de- 
livered in  behalf  of  the  merchants 
of  London  at  the  bar  of  the  House 
of  Commons,  about  the  year  1740, 
previous  to  the  breaking  out  of  the 
Spauiih  \var,  acquired,  and  with 
great  justice,  the  characler  of  an 
able  and  steady  patriot ;  which  cha- 
rafter  he  retained  through  life.  In 
the  Belles  Lettres  he  also  made  no 
inconsiderable  figure,  being  the  au- 
thor of  an  epic  poem  of  very  high 
celebrity,  intituled  "  Leonidas ;" 
the  subjctl  of  which  is,  the  gallant 
aftions  of  (hat  great  general,  and  his 
heroic  defence  of,  and  fall  at,  the 
pass  of  Thermopy'ae;  he  wrote  also 
"  Boadicta,"  and  '<  Medea,"  trage- 
dies; and  died  Nov.  25,  1785. 

GMEL1N  (DR.  SAMUEL)  a 
celebrated  eastern  traveller,  who 
has  left  an  account  of  his  travels 
in  3  vols.  He  died  i774,atAih- 
inet  Kcnr,  a  village  of  Mount  Cau- 
casus. 

GNOSTICS,  certain  heretics  of 
the  zd  century,  so  called  from  their 
pretending  to  extraordinary  know- 
ledgeand  illumination.  They  spread 
through  a  great  part  of  Chiisten- 
dom,  an.!  lasted  almost  to  the  end 
of  the  4Th  century 

GOADBY  (ROBERT)  a  printer 
and  bookseller  of  Sherborne  in  Dor- 
setshire, and  author  of  several  use- 
ful publications,  died  Aug.  i  2,  I  778. 
His  illustration  of  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures, in  3  large  folio  volumes,  is  a 
book  that  has  been  very  generally 
read,  and  widely  circulated.  He 
also  compiled  and  printed  a  useful 
book,  intituled  "  The  Christian's 
Instructor  and  Pocket  Companion, 
extracted  from  the  Holy  Scriptures;" 
•which  had  the  good  fortune  to  meet 
with  the  approbation  of  bishop  Sher- 
lock, and  was  very  well  received  by 
the  public. 

GOBELIN    (GILLES)    a  famous 
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French  dyer,  whose  name  has  been 
given  ever  since  to  the  finest  French 
scarlets;  his  house,  and  the  river 
he  made  use  of  at  Paris,  is  still 
called  the  Gobelins;  an  academy 
for  drawing,  and  a  manufactory  of 
fine  tapestries,  were  erefted  in  this 
quarter  in  i  666,  and  for  this  reason 
the  tapestiies  are  called  Of  the  Go- 
belins. He  flourished  about  1630. 

GODDARD  (JONATHAN)  an 
English  physician  and  chemist,  and 
one  of  the  first  promoters  of  the 
Royal  Society,  born  1617,  died 
1674, 

CODE  AU(ANTHONY)a  French 
bishop,  born  1605.  Ke  was  a  very 
vol  iminous  author,  both  in  prose 
ar.d  verse  ;  but  it  may  suffice  to 
mention  one  in  each  way,  as  only 
worth  notice  :  his  "  Ecclesiastical 
History,"  3  vols.  filto.and  a"Trans- 
lation  of  the  Ft  dims  into  French 
verse."  He  died  1672. 

GODEFROI,orGodfrey,of  Bouil- 
lon, duke  of  lower  Lorraine,  a  most 
celebrated  crusader,  and  victorious 
general  :  he  took  Jerusalem  from 
the  Turks  1099,  and  was  proclaimed 
king  ;  but  his  piety,  as  historians 
relate,  would  not  permit  him  to 
wear  a  diadem  of  gold  in  the  city 
where  his  Saviour  had  been  crowned 
with  thorns.  Ke  died  i  loo. 

GUDIV 'A,  the  name  of  a  beauti- 
ful lady,  wife  of  Leofric  earl  of 
Mercia  in  the  reign  of  Edward  the 
Confessor.  Having  an  extraordi- 
nary affeftion  for  Coventry,  she  so- 
licited her  husband  to  release  the 
inhabitants  of  that  city  from  a 
grievous  tax.  To  this  he  eva- 
sively consented,  on  condition  that 
she  would  ride  naked  through  the 
Greets  of  Coventry,  which  she  per- 
formed, covering  her  body  with  her 
hair,  and  commanding  all  persons 
to  keep  within  doors  and  from  the 
windows  on  pain  of  death.  Oae 
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man  (a  taylor,  as  is  said)  peeped 
out  of  his  window,  and,  as  the  story 
goes,  was  struck  blind.  Be  this  as 
it  may,  his  figure  is  in  a  window 
of  the  High-street  to  this  day  ;  the 
piftures  of  Leofric  and  Godiva  are 
in  the  window  of  Trinity  Church  ; 
and  every  year,  on  the  Friday  after 
Trinity  Sunday,  there  is  a  procession 
through  the  town,  with  a  figure  re- 
presenting a  naked  woman  on  horse- 
back. 

GODOLPHIN  (JOHN)  an  emi- 
nent civilian  of  England,  born  1 6  17, 
died  1678.  He  published  several 
books  which  were  held  in  much 
esteem. 

GODWIN  (EARL)  brother  to 
Edward  the  Confessor,  invaded  Eng- 
land in  10.52.  Being  tried  for  the 
murder  of  prince  Alfred  his  brother, 
he  was  pardoned,  but  died  at  the 
king's  table  while  protesting  his  in- 
nocenre  of  the  said  murder  ;  sup- 
posed by  the  historians  of  those 
times  to  have  been  choaked  with  a 
piece  of  bread,  as  a  judgment  from 
heaven,  having  wished  it  might 
stic  k  in  his  throat  if  he  were  guilty 
cf  the  murder,  which  he  certainly 
was. 

GODWIN  (DR.  FRANCIS)  an 
excellent  mathematician,  philoso- 
pher, and  historian,  born  i  56  i .  In 
1583  he  wrote  an  entertaining 
piece  upon  a  philosophical  subjefl, 
where  imagination,  judgment,  and 
knowledge,  keep  an  equal  pace  ; 
but  which,  contradi8ing  certain 
received  notions  of  his  times,  he 
never  published.  It  came  out  about 
five  years  after  his  death,  under  the 
title  of  "  The  Man  in  the  Moon  ; 
or,  a  Discourse  of  a  Voyage  thither. 
By  Domingo  Gonsalts."  ,638.  But 
his  principal  work  is,  "  A  Catalogue 
of  the  Bishops  of  England,  since 
the  first  planting  of  the  Christian 
Religion  in  this  Island  j  together 
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with  a  brief  History  of  their  Lives 
and  memorable  Aflions,  so  near  as 
can  be  gathered  of  Antiquity."  He 
died  1633. 

GODWIN  (DR.  THOMAS)  a 
learned  English  writer,  and  excel- 
lent schoolmaster,  born  1587,  died 
1642.  His  chief  work  is,  "  Ro- 
manas  Historiae  Anthologia,"  an 
English  Exposition  of  the  Roman 
Antiquities,  &c. 

GODWIN  (MARY  WOLSTONE- 
CRAFT)  a  lady  of  very  superior  lite- 
rary accomplishments,  who  distin- 
guished herself  by  many  able  pro. 
auctions,  but  chiefly  by  "  A  Vindi- 
cation of  the  Rights  of  Women,  with 
Strictures  on  Moral  and  Political 
Subjects,"  8vo.»792.  She  also  wrote 
well  on  Female  Education  and  Con- 
du£l,  and  her  practical  skill  in  edu« 
cation  was  even  superior  to  her 
speculations  on  the  subjefl.  For 
soundness  of  understanding  and  sen- 
sibility of  heart  she  was,  perhaps, 
never  excelled  ;  but  there  were 
certain  peculiarities  of  system  both 
in  her  writings  and  her  conduft, 
against  which  every  lover  of  re- 
ligion or  morals  must  protest. 

GOFF  (THOMAS)  born  1592, 
died  1627.  He  wrote  several  pieces 
on  different  subjects,  among  which 
are  five  tragedies. 

GOGUET  (ANTONY-YVES)  a 
French  writer,  and  author  of  a  ce- 
lebrated work,  intituled  "  L'Ori- 
gine  des  Loix,  des  Arts,  des  Sci- 
ences, &  de  leur  Progres  chez  les 
Anciens  Peuples,"  born  17  16,  died 
1758. 

GOLDSMITH  (FRANCIS}  a  poet 
and  translator,  who  lived  in  the 
reign  of  Charles  I. 

GOLDSMITH  (OLIVER)  an 
eminent  English  historic,  drama- 
tic, and  miscellaneous  writer,  and 
one  of  those  genii  whose  wit,  in- 
stead of  diminishing,  serves  rather

•to  increase  their  misfortunes.     He 
Was  born  at  Roscommon  in  Ireland 
in  1729;  and,  having  quitted  home 
to  taste  of  foreign  climes,   encoun- 
tered   many    difficulties,     and    ex- 
perienced    all    the    vicissitudes    to 
which  a  pennyless  wanderer  must 
necessarily   be    subjeft,    arrived    in 
England  in  1758.     Shortly  after  he 
became  an  assistant  at  an  academy 
at  Peckham  ;  then  a  \vriter  in  "  The 
Monthly  Review  ;"  and   afterwards 
in  "  The  Public  Ledger,"  in  which 
his  "  Citizen  of  the  World"  origi- 
nally appeared,    under  the  title  of 
"  Chinese  letters."— Fortune  seem- 
ed now  to  take  some  notice  of  a  man 
she  had   long  neglected.     The  sim- 
plicity of  his  chara&er,  the  integri- 
ty of  his   heart,   and    the   merit  of  1 
his  productions,  made  his  company 
acceptable  to  the  better  sort.     He 
took    handsome    chambers    in    the 
Temple,  and  lived  in  a  genteel  style. 
JHis   "  Traveller,"   his   "  Vicar    of 
Wekefkld,"    his    "    Good-natured 
Man,  a   Comedy,"    raised  him  up, 
and   insured   success  to    any  thing 
that  should  follow  ;    as  "  The  De- 
serted Village,"    "   She    Stoops   to 
Conquer,"  &.C.— Notwithstanding 
the  success  of  his  pieces,  by  which  lie 
cleared  vast  sums,  his  circumstances 
were  by  no  means  prosperous  ;  and 
this  has  been  imputed  to  two  causes  : 
partly  to  the  liberality  of  his  dispo- 
sition, which  made  him  give  away 
his  money  without  wit  or  wisdom  ; 
and  partly  to   an   unfortunate  habit 
of  gaming,    the  arts  of  which  (as 
may  well  be  believed)  he  very  little 
understood.— "With  all  his  accom- 
plishments and  powers,   he  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  either  wise  or 
happy.    Though  simple,  honest,  hu- 
niane,   and  generous,   he  was  irrita- 
ble, passionate,  peevish,  ar.d  sullen: 
and  spleen  has  run  so  high  with  him, 
that  he  is  said  to  have  "  often  left  a 
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party  of  convivial  friends  abruptly 
in  the  evening,  in  order  to  go  home 
iind  brood  over  his  misfortunes.'' 
Can  wretchedness  more  extreme  be 
conceived  ?  The  latter  part  of  his 
life  was  embittered  by  a  violent 
strangury,  which,  united  with  other 
vexations,  brought  on  a  kind  of 
habitual  despondency, and  he  died  in 
April  i  774.-— Goldsmith, like  SmoU 
let,  Guthrie,  and  others  who  srb- 
sisted  by  their  pens,  is  supposed 
sometimes  to  have  sold  his  name  to 
works  in  which  he  had  little  or  no 
concern. 

GOLTZ1US  (HENRY)  a  famous 
Dutch  painter  and  engraver,  born 
1558,  died  1617. 

GOLTZIUS  (HUBERT)  a  Ger- 
man writer  on  Roman  Antiquities, 
born  1526.  He  was  the  author  of 
several  excellent  works;  in  all 
which  he  applies  medals  to  the 
clearing  up  of  ancient  history.  He 
died  1583. 

GOMBAULD  (JOHN  OGIER 
DE)  a  French  poet,  and  theological 
writer,  born  i  567  ,  died  1666.  At 
the  age  of  90,  he  published  a  large 
colleftion  of"  Epigrams;"  and  some 
years  after  a  tragedy  called  "  Da- 
naidcs." 

GOMERSAL(ROBERT)an  Eng- 
lish divine,  poet,  and  dramatic  au- 
thor, born  1600,  died  1646. 

GONDI  (JOHN  PAUL)  after, 
wards  cardinal  de  Retz,  born  1613, 
died  1679.  This  extraordinary 
man  has  drawn  his  own  charafcter 
in  his  "  Memoirs,"  which  are  writ- 
ten with  such  an  air  of  grandeur, 
impetuosity  of  genius,  and  inequa- 
lity, as  give  us  a  very  strong  repre- 
sentation of  his  conduct.  He  was  a 
man  who,  from  the  greatest  degree 
of  debauchery,  and  still  languishing 
under  its  consequences,  preached  to 
the  people,  and  made  himself  ador- 
ed by  them.  Voltaire  says,  that 
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11  in  his  youth  he  lived  like  Cati- 
line, and  like  Atticus  in  his  old 
age."  Of  his  Memoirs,  "  several 
parts,"  says  the  same  Voltaire,  "  are 
worthy  of  Sallust,  but  the  whole  is 
rot  equal."  They  are  supposed, 
however,  to  be  written  with  im- 
partiality, the  author  having  every 
where  spoken  with  the  same  free- 
dom of  his  own  infirmities  and 
vices,  as  any  other  writer  could  have 
•done. 

GONGORA  (LEWIS  DE)  a  Spa- 
nish poet,  born  1561,  died  1627. 
His  works  are  all  posthumous,  and 
consist  of  sonnets,  elegies,  heroic 
verses,  a  comedy,  a  tragedy,  &c. 
and  have  been  published  several 
times.  The  Spaniards  have  a  very 
high  opinion  of  this  poet,  even  so  as 
to  entitle  him  prince  of  the  poets 
of  their  own  nation. 

GONNELLI  (JOHN)  a  Tuscan 
fcnlptor  and  painter,  who  lost  his 
sight  at  the  age  of  20;  but  modelled 
in  clay  ;  and  by  his  exquisite  sensa- 
tion of  feeling,  wrought  his  statues 
to  great  perfection,  and  drew  por- 
traits with  striking  resemblance. 
He  died  at  Rome  1673. 

GONSAU'O  (FERNANDEZ) 
duke  of  Terra  Nuova,  and  called 
The  Great  Captain,  was  a  renowned 
Spanish  general  under  Ferdinand 
and  Isabella,  born  14415  died 
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GONTIER  (LOUIS  and  JOHN) 

Frenchmen  and  brothers,  eminent  in 
the  art  of  painting  or  staining  glass; 
the  time  of  their  birth  and  death  is 
uncertain. 

GONZAGA  (LUCRETIA)  an  il- 
lustrious lady  of  the  i6th  century, 
as  remarkable  for  wit,  learning,  and 
style,  as  for  high  birth.  She  wrote 
such  beautiful  letters,  that  the  utmost 
care  was  taken  to  preserve  them  ; 
and  a  collection  of  them  was  printed 
at  Venice  in  1552,  All  that  came 
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fi  om  her  pen  was  so  much  esteemed, 
th.it  a  collection  was  made  even  of* 
the  notes  she  wrote  to  her  servants: 
several  of  which  are  to  be  met  witU 
in  the  edition  of  her  letters. 

GOODWIN  (JOHN)  a  most  acute 
and  subtle  controversialist  of  the 
lyth  century.  In  1633  he  obtain- 
ed the  church-living  of  Colemah- 
street,  London;  but  was  turned  out 
in  i6}5  for  refusing  to  administer 
the  sacrament  to  his  people  pro- 
miscuously. He  wrote  a  vindica- 
tion of  the  Death  of  Charles  I. 
which  at  the  Restoration  was  burnt 
by  the  common  hangman.  He  was 
e.xcepted  out  of  the  acl  of  indemni- 
ty, and  died  soon  after.  His  works 
are  numerous,  but  mostly  in  support 
of  Arminian  doflrines. 

GORDON  (ROBERT}  of  Stra- 
logh,  autbor  of  "  Theatrum  Sco- 
tia;,"an  excellent  work,  containing 
a  description  of  the  whole  country 
of  Scotland,  with  maps  of  every 
county.  He  died  about  the  middle 
of  the  i  7th  century. 

GORDON  (THOMAS)  a  native 
of  Scotland,  greatly  distinguished  by 
his  writings  on  political  and  religi- 
ous  subjects.  He  was  principally 
concerned  with  Mr.  Trenchard  fn 
the  composition  of  "  Cato's  Letters," 
and  "  The  Independent  Whig ;" 
and  published  English  translations 
of  Sallust  and  Tacitus,  with  ad- 
ditional discourses  to  each  author, 
which  contain  much  good  matter. 
He  died  1750. 

GORDON  (ALEXANDER), 
a  learned  Scotsman,  an  excellent 
draughtsman  and  antiquary,  and 
secretary  to  the  Antiquarian  So- 
riety  in  1740.  He  published 
"  Itinerarium  Septentrionale,  or  & 
Journey  through  most  parts  of  the 
Counties  of  Scotland,  with  66  Cop- 
per-plates," "  The  Lives  of  Pope 
Alexander  VI.  and  his  son  Caesar 
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Borgia,"  "  A  complete  History 
of  the  ancient  Amphitheatres,' 
"  Twenty-five  Plates  of  all  the  Egyp- 
tian Mummies,  and  other  Egyptian. 
Antiquities  in  England,"  &.c.  &c. 

GORDONT(HON.GEORGE)com- 
monly  called  Lord  George  Gordon, 
a  man  whose  restless  spirit  has  fur- 
nished too  many  materials  for  future 
history,  to  pass  unmcntioned  in  this 
collection.  He  was  son  of  Cosmo- 
George,  Duke  of  Gordon,  and  born 
1750.  At  an  early  period  of  life 
fie  entered  into  the  royal  navy, 
vhich  he  quitted  during  die  Ameri- 
can war,  in  consequence  of  an  alter- 
cation with  the  earl  of  Sandwich 
relative  to  promotion.  He  after- 
wards represented  the  borough  of 
Ludgershall  in  parliament  during 
several  sessions;  and,  as  he  animad- 
verted with  great  freedom,  and  often 
with  great  wit,  on  the  proceedings 
of  both  sides  of  the  House,  it  was 
usual  at  that  period  to  say,  that 
"  there  were  three  parties  in  par- 
liament, the  Ministry,  the  Oppo- 
sition, and  Lord  George  Gordon  :" 
at  length,  however,  taking  a  very 
violent  part  in  the  House  against  a 
*'  Bill  for  the  Relief  of  Papists  from 
certain  penalties  and  disabilities," 
he  headed  a  popular  association  to 
oppose  the  measure,  which  trans- 
atUon  gave  rise  to,  though  it  cer- 
tainly did  not  authorise,  the  dread- 
ful riots  by  which  the  kingdom,  and 
particularly  the  metropolis,  was  for 
some  days  devastated  in  i  780.  For 
this,  Lord  George  was  tried  on  a 
charge  of  high  treason,  but  acquit- 
ted, on  the  ground  that  his  inten- 
tions in  assembling  the  people  were 
not  malicious  and  traitorous.  May 
4,  1786,  he  was  excommunicated 
by  tlie  archbishop  of  Canterbury,  for 
contempt,  in  not  appearing  in  court 
as  witness  in  a  cause.  Jan.  28, 
1788,  having  received  sentence  on 
t\vo  convictions,  for  libelling  the 
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French  ambassador  and  Queen,  and 
the  criminal  justice  of  this  country, 
he  retired  to  Holland,  but  was  sent 
back  under  a  guard,  arid  committed 
to  Newgate.  In  July  1789,  he 
presented  a  petition  to  the  national 
assembly  of  France,  for  its  inter- 
ference in  his  behalf;  hut  lord 
Grenville  informed  the  French  am- 
bassador that  the  application  in  his 
favour  could  not  be  admitted,  and 
the  ambassador  acquainted  him  %vith 
it.  From  this  time  the  dreary  hours 
of  his  confinement  were  devoted  to 
reading  and  the  study  of  ancient  and 
modern  history.  Several  of  his 
publications  upon  miscellaneous 
subje&s  are  characterised  by  sound 
arguments,  and  illumined  by  flashes 
of  genuine  humour  ;  his  language 
was  animated,  and  his  diction  correct 
and  classical.  His  conducl  to  his 
fellow-prisoners  was  beneficent,  and 
his  heart  alive  to  the  impressions  of 
sensibility.  Those,  however,  in 
whose  memory  the  riots  of  1780 
are  yet  fresh,  when  they  consider 
the  present  state  of  political  specu- 
lation, and  weigh  the  character,  ge- 
nius, and  talents  of  Lord  George, 
must  in  candour  admit,  that  such  a 
person  could  not  well  be  at  large 
without  some  degree  of  hazard  to 
the  good  order  of  society.  He  died 
Nov.  1/1793,  an^  his  last  moments 
were  embittered  by  the  knowledge 
that  he  could  not  be  buried  amongst 
the  Jews,  whose  religion  he  some 
time  since  embraced,  and  to  which 
he  was  warmly  attached.  He  had 
:>een  confined  two  years  for  the  li- 
>el  on  the  moral  and  political  con- 
!uft  of  the  Kite  Queen  of  France  ; 
three  more  for  one  on  the  Empress 
of  Russia  ;  and  ten  months  longer 
ror  want  of  being  able  to  obtain  the 
necessary  security  for  his  enlarge- 
ment. 

GOSSELIK  (ANTONY)    regius 
professor  of  history  and  eloquence  at 
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Caen,  and  principal  of  the  college 
Du  Bois,  published  a  "  History  of 
the  Ancient  Greeks,  in  Latin,  1636." 

GOTHOFRED,  the  name  of  a 
very  learned  family,  originally  of 
France.  DENIS  GOTHOF*RED,  a 
celebrated  lawyer,  born  1549,  died 
1622.  What  he  is  now  best  known 
by  is,  an  edition  "of  the  "  Corpus 
Juris  Civilis."  THKODOS1US,  the 
eldest  son  of  Denis,  born  1580,  be- 
came a  counsellor  of  state,  and 
died  1649.  JAMES,  another  son 
of  Denis,  born  1587,  was  pre- 
ferred to  the  first  offices  in  the  re- 
public of  Geneva,  was  5  times 
Syndic,  and  died  there  1652. 
DENIS,  the  son  of  Theodosius, 
born  1615,  died  1681.  He  in- 
herited his  father's  taste  for  French 
history,  and  made  great  additions 
to  what  his  father  had  done.  O 
this  kind  are  the  histories  of  Charles 
VI.  Charles  VII.  and  Charles  VIII. 
magnificently  printed  at  the  Louvre. 
JOHN,  son  of  the  foregoing,  had 
also  like  his  father  a  passion  for 
the  history  and  antiquities  of  France. 
He  gave  an  edition  of  "  Philip  de 
Commines,"  and  other  works,  and 
died  1732. 

GOUJET  (CLAUDE-PETER)  a 
French  writer,  born  1697.  died  1 767. 
He  published  "  Supplements  to  Mo- 
reri's  Dictionary,"  and  to  "  Dupin's 
Dictionary  of  Ecclesiastical  Wri- 
ters," &c.-  &c. 

GOULD  (ROBERT)  a  poet  of 
some  celebrity  in  the  1710  century, 
died  1709.  His  works,  in  2  vols. 
8vo.  were  published  in  1709. 

GOWER  (JOHN)  an  English 
lawyer  and  poet,  contemporary 
•with  Chaucer,  but  older,  being  born 
about  1320.  Though  Gower  was 
born  first,  yet  he  outlived  Chaucer, 
and  was  his  successor  in  the  laurel. 
In  his  character  as  a  lawyer,  he 
made  so  considerable  a  figure,  that 
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he  is  said  to  have  been  raised  to  the 
first  rank  in  that  profession,  and  to 
have  sat  chief  justice  of  the  Com- 
mon Pleas.  His  principal  produc- 
tion as  a  poet  is  "  Confessio  Aman- 
tis,"  a  folio  first  printed  by  Caxton. 
He  died  1402. 

GRAAF  (REGNIER.  DE)  a  ce- 
lebrated Dutch  physician,  and  wri- 
ter on  anatomy,  born  1641,  died 
167.3. 

GRABE  (JOHN  ERNEST)  a 
learned  theological  and  critical  wri- 
ter, and  editor  of  the  "  Sept'iagint," 
from  the  Alexandrian  MS.  in  the 
king  of  England's  palace  at  St. 
James's,  was  born  at  Koningsberg 
in  Prussia  :  666,  and  died  1712. 

GR  ^CCHUS  (TIBERIUS',  who, 
being  elefckd  tribune  of  the  Roman 
people,  demanded  of  the  senate,  in 
their  name,  the  execution  of  the 
Agrarian  law,  by  which  all  peisons 
possessing  above  500  acres  of  land 
were  to  be  deprived  of  the  surplus, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  citizens, 
amongst  whom  an  equal  distribution 
of  them  was  to  be  made  ;  having 
carried  his  plan  into  execution  by 
violent  measures,  he  fell  a  viclira 
to  his  zeal,  being  assassinated  by 
his  own  party,  133  B.  C.  Caiur, 
his  brother,  pursuing  the  same  steps, 
caused  a  sedition,  in  wliich  he  was 
killed  by  the  consul  Opimius,  121 
B.  C. 

GR/EME  (JOHN)  a  Scottish 
poet  and  miscellaneous  writer  of- 
considerable  merit,  born  1748,  died 
1772. 

GRAFIGNY(MADAME)aFrench 
novelist  and  dramatic  writer,  born 
1694,  died  1758. 

GRAHAM  (GEORGE)  clock 
and  watch  maker,  born  at  Grat- 
wick,  a  village  in  the  north  of 
Cumberland,  1675;  and,  in  1688, 
came  up  to  London.  He  was  not 
put  apprentice  to  Tompion,  as  it 
Ta 
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generally  said;   but,  alter   he   had 
been  some   time  with  another  mas- 
ter, Tompion  received  him  into  his 
family    purely    for   his   merit,  and 
treated  him  with  a  kind  of  parental 
.afieclion  till  his  death.      That  Gra- 
ham was,  without  competition,  the 
most  eminent  of  his  profession,  is 
but  a  small  part  of  his  character  : 
he  was    the   best  mechanic   of  his 
lime,  and    had  a  complete    know- 
ledge   of  pra£Ucal    astronomy  ;    so 
that  he   not   only  gave   to   various 
movements  for  the  mensuration   of 
time  a  degree  of  perfection   which 
had  never  before  been  attained,  but 
invented   several    astronomical   in- 
struments,  by    which    considerable 
advances  have  been    made  in   that 
science  :   he  made   great    improve- 
ments   in  those  which   had    before 
been  in  use;  and,    by   a  wondeilui 
manual  dexterity,  constructed  them 
•with  greater  precision  and  accuracy 
than  any  other  person  in  the  "world. 
He  was   many  years   a  member   of 
the   Royal    Society,    to    which    he 
communicated  several  ingenious  anc 
important  discoveries,    particularly 
a  kind  of  horary  alteration   of  the 
magnetic     needle;      a    quicksilver 
pendulum,  and  many   curious  par- 
ticulars relating  to  the  true  length 
of  the  simple  pendulum,  upon  which 
lie  continued  to  make  experiments 
till  a  few    years   before   his   death 
His  temper  was  not  less  communi- 
cative than    his   genius  was   pene 
trating,  and  his  principal  view  was 
not    either     the    accumulation     o 
•wealth,  or  the  diffusion  of  his  fame 
but  the  advancement  of  science,  anr 
the  benefit   of  mankind.     He  diec 


GRAHAM  (CATHERINE  MA 
GAUL  AY)  a  celebrated  English  his 
torian.  She  btgnn  her  literary  ca 
reer  with  the  "  History  of  England 
from  James  1.  to  the  .Brunswick 
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Line  ;  the  first  volume  of  which 
was  published  in  1763  ;  the  eighth, 
1783.  "  Thoughts  on  the  Causes 
of  the  present  Discontents,  1770," 
'  A  modest  Plea  for  the  Property 
of  Copy-right,"  "  History  of  Eng- 
and,  from  the  Revolution  to  the 
present  time;  in  a  Series  of  Letters 
to  a  Friend  (the  Rev.  Dr.  Wihon,  . 
Frebendaryof  Westminster),!  778," 
4to.  "  A  Treatise  on  the  Immuta- 
uility  of  Moral  Truth,  1783,"  8vo. 
An  Address  to  the  People  of 
England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  on 
the  present  important  Crisis  of  Af- 
fairs, 1775>"  8vo.  Her  last  publi- 
cation was,  "  Letters  on  Education, 
1790,"  8vo. — The  enthusiastic  de- 
votion paid  to  her,  as  a  favourer 
of  liberty,  by  the  late  Dr.  Wilson, 
prebendary  of  Westminster,  (by 
setting  up  a  statue  of  her,  in  the 
character  of  the  Goddess  of  Liberty, 
in  her  life-time,  in  the  chancel 
of  his  church  in  Walbrook,  which 
on  his  death  was  removed)  is  weil 
known.  She  died  the  23d  of  June 
1791. 

GRAIN  (JOHN  BAPTIST  LE) 
a  French  historian,  born  1565,  died 
1643. 

GliAINGER  (Dr.  JAMES)  a 
physician  and  poet,  born  at  Dunse 
in  Scotland  about  1723,  died  at 
St.  Christoplier's  in  the  West  In- 
dies 1767.  He  was  author  of  se- 
veral medical  trafts,  wrote  an  ex- 
cellent poem  on  the  "  Sugar  Cane," 
and  another  on  "  Solitude,"  anil 
published  a  good  translation  of 
«  Tibullus." 

GRAINGER  (JAMES)  a  learn- 
ed and  ingenious  English  divine, 
author  of  a  very  valuable  work  in 
4  vols.  8vo.  under  the  title  of  "  A 
Biographical  History  of  England." 
Being  vicar  of  Shiplake,  in  Ox- 
fordshire, he  was  seized  with  an  apo- 
plectic fit  while  administering  the 
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sacrament  at  the  communion-table, 
April  14,  1776,  and  died  the  next 
morning.  His  death  was  similar 
to  that  of  the  Cardinal  de  Berulle. 
[See  "  Scward's  Anecdotes."] 

GRAMONT,  There  were  three 
French  nobles  of  this  name  who 
distinguished  themselves  by  "  Me- 
moirs" of  the  reigns  of  Louis  XIII. 
and  XIV.  and  died  in  the  17th 
century. 

GRAN'BY  (MARQUIS  of)  a  cele- 
brated English  general,  born  1720, 
died  1770. 

GRANDIER  (URBAN)  curate 
and  canon  of  London  in  France; 
famous  as  a  martyr  to  the  supersti- 
tious belief  of  magic,  being  burnt 
alive  on  a  charge  of  having  be- 
witched several  Ursuline  nuns  of 
London.  He  suffered  1634. 

GRANV1LLE  (GEORGE)  vis- 
count Lar.vJowne,  an  eminent  Eng- 
lish poet,  born  1667,  died  1735. 
Having  vainly  endeavoured  to  get 
employment  in  arms  for  the  de- 
fence of  James  II.  to  whose  cause 
he  was  warmly  attached,  he  passed 
the  course  of  king  William's  reign 
in  private  life,  enjoying  the  com- 
pany of  his  muse,  which  he  em- 
ployed in  celebrating  the  reigning 
beauties  of  that  age,  as  Waller, 
whom  he  strove  to  imitate,  had 
done  those  of  the  preceding.  We 
have  also  several  dramatic  pieces 
of  his,  which  were  all  well  re- 
ceived. 

GRATI.4N,  one  of  the  most  vir- 
tuous cf  the  Roman  emperors,  son 
of  Valentinian,  born. 359,  was  as- 
sassinated by  rebels  383. 

GRATWS  (FALISCUS)  an  emi- 
nent Latin  poet,  supposed  to  have 
been  cotemporary  with  Ovid.  We 
have  the  fragment  of  a  poem  of 
his  on  hunting,  called  "  Cyne- 
^et  icon."

GRAVELO  T  (  HENR  YFR  1  AT/  ? 
BOURGU1GNON)  a  very  famous 
engraver,  born  at  Paris  1699,  died

GRAVESAXDE  (WILLIAM 
JAMES)  a  celebrated  mathemati- 
cian and  moral  philosopher,  born 
1688,  at  Delft  in  Holland,  died 
1742. 

GRAVIXA  (JOHN  VINCENT) 
an  eminent  dramatic  poet,  critic, 
antiquaryj  and  lawyer  of  Italy, 
born  1664,  died  17  18.  The  great- 
est of  all  his  svorks,  and  for  which 
he  will  be  ever  memorable,  is  his 
three  books,  "  De  Ortu  &•  Fro 
gressu  Juris  Civilis." 

GRAUNT  (JOHN)  a  celebrated 
author  of  "  Observations  on  the 
Bills  of  Mortality,"  born  1620, 
died  1674. 

GRAY  (THOMAS)  eminent  for 
a  few  excellent  poems  he  has  left  us, 
was  born  i  7  i  6,  and  died  1771.  He 
was  perhaps  the  most  learned  man 
in  Europe,  and  equally  acquainted 
with  the  elegant  and  profound  parts 
of  science.  A  new  arrangement 
of  his  works,  with  notes  and  ad- 
ditions, was  made  by  the  Compiler 
of  this  Dictionary,  and  beautifully 
printed  in  small  8vo.  1799. 

GREATRAKES(VALENTINE) 
a  most  extraordinary  person,  cele- 
brated for  his  power  (real  or  sup- 
posed) of  curing  the  king's  evil 
and  other  diseases  by  stroking  the 
aifetted  parts  with  his  hands..  OF 
this  power,  many  respectable  testi- 
monies have  appeared  .among  whom 
are,  Mr.  Boyle,  SirWUliam  Smith, 
Sir  Nathaniel  Hobart,  Sir  John 
Godolphin,  William  Knight,  alder- 
man of  London,  Sir  Charles  Doe, 
Sir  Abraham  Cullen,  Dr.  John 
Wilkins,  afterwards  bishop  of 
Chester,  Dr.  Ralph  Cudworth^ 
Dr.  Simon  Patrick,  afterwards  bi= 
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shop  of  Ely,  &.c.  several  of  whom 
give  the  highest  charafter  of  Mr. 
Greatrakes's  integrity  and  unblame- 
able  conversation  in  every  respect. 
He  was  born  in  Ireland  1628,  but 
it  is  not  recorded  in  what  year  he 
died.  He  was  living,  however,  in 
1681. 

GREEN  (ROBERT)  a  dramatic 
author  in  queen  Elizabeth's  reign, 
born  1550.  He  was  a  man  of 
great  wit  and  humour,  but  prosti- 
tuted his  talents  to  the  purposes  of 
vice  and  obscenity  ;  and  upon  the 
whole,  both  in  theory  and  practice, 
seems  to  have  been  a  most  perfecl 
libertine.  His  works  of  different 
kinds  are  very  numerous;  many 
of  them  are  pastoral  romances  in 
prose  and  verse.  His  dramatic 
ones,  amounting  to  four  or  five 
pieces,  may  be  seen  in  the  "  Bio- 
graphia  Dramatica."  He  died 

'592. 

GREEN  (  MATTHEW  )*n  ingeni- 
ous English  poet,  born  1696,  of  a 
good  family  among  the  dissenters  ; 
held  an  office  in  the  custom-house 
of  London,  and  died  1737.  His 
poems  were  first  collected  and  pub 
Jished  in  i2mo.  1796.  The  most 
celebrated  of  them  is  entitled  "  The 
Spleen,"  in  which  (says  Mr.  Mel- 
inotri)  "  there  are  more  original 
thoughts  thrown  together,  than  I 
have  ever  read  in  the  same  compass 
of  lines." 

GREEN  (DR.  MAURICE)  an 
eminent  musician  and  composer, 
-Vfho  was  successively  organist  and 
composer  to  the  Royal  Chapel,  pro- 
fessor of  music  in  the  university  of 
Cambridge,  and  master  of  the  royal 
band.  About  1750,  he  conceived 
a  projefi  of  reforming  our  church- 
music,  and  had  made  a  considerable 
progress  in  the  work  ;  but,  his  health 
failing-  him,  he  transmitted  the  fur- 
ther prosecution  of  it  to  hi:  friend 
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Or.    Boyce,    who    completed    and 
ju'olibhed    it.       Dr.    Greene    died 

'7,55- 

GliEEN  (JOHN)  bishop  of  Lin- 
:oln,  and  an  eminent  controversial 
and  miscellaneous  writer,  born 
1708.  died  1779. 

GREENE  (EDWARD  BUR- 
N  ABY)  a  gentleman  well  known  in 
the  regions  of  Parnassus,  by  "Trans- 
lations of  Anacreon  and  Pindar," 
and  many  single  poems  and  essays. 
He  died  March  12,  1788. 

GREENHILL  (JOHN)  a  very 
ingenious  English  painter,  the  most 
excellent  of  all  the  disciples  of  sir 
Peter  Lely,  who  is  said  to  have  con. 
sidered  him  so  much  a  rival,  that 
he  never  suffered  him  to  see  him 
paint.  He  died  1676. 

GREGORY  (JAMES)  a  very 
eminent  mathematician  in  Scotland, 
born  1639,  died  1675.  The  chief 
inventions  of  Gregory  are,  the  reflect- 
ing telescope;  the  burning  concave 
mirrour,  and  the  quadrature  of  the 
circle  by  an  infinite  converging  se- 
ries. He  was  likewise  the  first  who 
demonstrated  the  meridian  line  to 
be  analogous  to  a  scale  of  logarith- 
mic tangents,  of  the  half  comple- 
ment of  latitude  :  he  also  invented 
and  demonstrated  geometrically,  by 
the  help  of  the  hyperbola,  a  very 
swift  converging  series  for  making 
the  logarithms,  and  therefore  re- 
commended by  Dr.  Halley  as  very 
proper  for  pratlice. 

GREGORY  (DR.  JOHN)  an 
eminent  physician  and  moral  writer, 
died  Feb.  1773.  His  writings  are 
spirited  and  elegant,  and  calculated 
for  general  utility.  Those  by  which 
he  is  best  known  are,  "  A  Com- 
parative View  of  the  State  of  Man 
and  other  Animals;"  "  A  Father's 
Legacy  to  his  Daughters  ;"  and 
"  An  Essay  on  the  Office  and  Du- 
ties gf  a  Physician  ;"  by  the  Utter 
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of  which  he  plainly  shews  that  he 
thought  the  medical  art,  to  be  ge- 
nerally  admired,  needed  only  to  be 
better  known,  and  that  the  affefta- 
tion  of  concealment  retarded  its 
progress,  rendered  it  a  suspicious 
art,  and  tended  to  drasv  ridicule  and 
disgrace  on  its  professors. 

GREGORY  (NAZIANZEN)  pa- 
triarch of  Constantinople,  born  3  24, 
died  389. — He  was  one  of  the  ablest 
champions  of  the  orthodox  faith 
concerning  the  Trinity,  whence  he 
had  the  title  given  him  of  "  THE 
DIVINE,"  by  unanimous  con- 
sent. 

GREGORY  (NYSEN)  bishop  of 
Nyssa  in  371,  and  author  of  the 
Nicene  Creed,  died  about  392. 

GREGORY  (THEODORUS) 
bishop  of  Neo-Cesarea,  surnamed 
Thaumaturgus,  a  disciple  of  Origen, 
and  famous  for  his  conversion  ol 
the  Gentiles,  died  about  265. 

GRESHAM  (SIRTHOMAS)  an 
eminent  merchant  in  London,  born 
1.519,    died    1579,.      He   was  well 
acquainted  with  the  ancient  and  se- 
veral modern  languages,  had  a  very 
comprehensive  knowledge  of  ail  af- 
fairs relating  to  commerce,  whether 
foreigner    domestic;    and  his   suc- 
cess   was    not    less,    being     in    his 
time    esteemed    the    richest    com- 
moner in  England.     He   transacted 
queen    Elizabeth's     mercantile     af- 
fairs so    constantly,     that    h.e  was 
called     "   The  Royal   Merchant  j" 
and  his   house  was   sometimes   ap- 
pointed for  the  reception  of  foreign 
princes   upon  their  first    arrival   at 
London  ;   bat  the  most  shining  part 
of  his  character  appears  in  his  pub 
lie   benefactions.     The    Royal   Ex- 
change,   which  he  built,  was  a  sin- 
gular ornament  to  the  city  of  Lon- 
don,   and  a  great    convenience  to 
the  merchants,  who  wanted   such  a 
place  to  meet  and.  transact  theu  af- 
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fairs  in  ;  and  the  donation  of  bis 
own  maasion-bouse  in  liishopsgate 
Street,  for  a  seat  of  learning  and 
the  liberal  arts,  with  the  handsome 
provision  made  for  the  endowment 
and  support  of  it,  was  such  an  in- 
stance of  a  generous  and  public 
spirit  as  has  been  equalled  by  few, 
and  must  perpetuate  his  memory 
with  the  highest  esteem  and  grati- 
tude, so  long  as  any  regard  to  learn- 
ing and  virtue  is  preserved  among 
us  ;  nor  ought  his  charities  to  the 
poor,  his  8  alms. houses,  and  the  li- 
beral contributions  to  the  10  pri- 
sons and  hospitals  in  London  and 
Southwark,  to  be  forgotten  in  the 
delineation  of  Sir  Thomas  Gie^h- 
am's  benevolent  character. 

GREVILLE  (FULKor  FOULK) 
lord  Brooke,  an  eminent  statesman, 
historian,  and  dramaiic  writer,  bom 

ol>  died  l6-8- 

GREVlUS,orGR/EVIUS(JOHM 
GEORGE)  a  ceiebra'ed  Latin  cri- 
tic, born  1632,  at  Naumbourg  in 
Saxony,  died  1703. 

GREW  (NliHEMI  AH)  a  learned 
writer  and  physician,  and  secretary 
to  the  Royal  Society.  His  chief 
works,  are  "  A  Catalogue  of  the 
natural  and  artificial  Rarities  be- 
longing to  the  Society;1'  "  A  Com- 
parative Anatomy  of  the  Stomach 
and  Guts ;"  and  "  The  Anatomy  of 
Plants  &c."  He  died  1711. 

GREY  (LADY  JANE)  an  illus- 
trious but  unfortunate  personage  of 
the  blood  royal  of  England  by  both 
parents ;  her  grandmother  on  her 
father's  side,  Henry  Grey,  rnar- 
quis  of  Dorset,  being  queen  consort 
to  Edward  IV.  and  her  grandmother 
on  her  mother's,  lady  Frances  Bran- 
don, being  daughter  to  Henry  VII. 
queen  dowager  of  France,  and  mo- 
ther of  Mary  queen  of  Scots-.  Siie 
was  born  i  537,  and  fell  a  viQim  to 
the  ambition  of  ker  parent*, 
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6n  the  demise  of  Edward  VI.  over- 
came  her  by  their  persuasions  to 

.suffer  herself  to  be  proclaimed 
queen  of  England.  Though  only 
an  innocent  agent,  she  was,  on  the 
accession  of  Mary,  declared  guilty 
of  high  treason,  and  beheaded  1554, 
aged  17  years.  She  was  eminem 
for  her  piety  and  learning,  be- 
ing mistress  of  the  Greek  and 
.Latin  languages,  in  both  of  which 
she  wrote  elegant  letters,  which 
vere  printed  after  her  death. 

GREY  (DR.ZACHARY)  an  in- 
genious English  scholar, born  1687, 
died  1766.  He  was  the  author  of 
rear  30  publications;  but  his  edi- 
tion of  "  Hudibras,"  9,  vols.  8vo. 
is  the  work  which  will  best  pre- 
serve his  memory. 

GREY  (DR.  RICHARD)  a 
learned  English  divine  and  pole- 
mical writer,  born  16 93,  died  1771. 
He  published  "  Merr.oriaTechnica; 
or  a  new  Method  of  Artificial  Me- 
mory ;"  "  A  System  of  English 
Ecclesiastical  Law;"  "  A  new  and 
easy  Method  of  learning  Hebrew 
without  points,"  &c.  &c. 

GRIfcRSON  (CONSTANTLY) 
born  in  Ireland  1706,  died  1733. 
She  was  an  excellent  scholar,  not 
only  in  Greek  and  Roman  iitera- 

:  ture,  but  in  history,  divinity, 
philosophy,  and  mathematics  ;  and 
•wrote  elegantly  both  in  verse  and 
prose. 

GRLGNCN  (JAMES)  an  emi- 
nent French  engraver  of  portraits, 
flourished  towards  the  end  of  the 

-  l/th  century. 

GRIMALDI  (JOHN  FRANCIS) 
a  celebrated  painter  of  Bologna. 
lorn  1606,  studied  under  Caratci, 
to  whom  he  was  related,  and  died 
1680. 

GRIMSTON  (SIR  HARBOT- 
TLE)  ma-ter  of  the  Rolls  to  Charles 

..JL  an  eminent  law  writer,  and  oii- 
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ginal  editor  .of  Judge  Crokc's  Re- 
ports, born  1584,  died  1683. 

GRIN  DAL  (EDMUND)  arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  an  able  theo- 
logical writer,  born  1519,  died 

•583- 

GROCYN    (WILLIAM)    born 

1442,  died  1592.  He  was  a  great 
master  of  the  Greek  and  Latin  lan- 
guages, and  introduced  a  better 
pronunciation  of  the  latter  than  had 
been  known  before  in  this  country. 
He  was  professor  of  Greek  at  Ox. 
ford,  where  he  is  said  to  have 

|  taught  Erasmus. 

GRONOVIUS  (JOHN  FREDE- 
RIC) an  eminent  civilian,  historian, 
and  critic,  born  at  Hamburgh  1613, 
died  167  2. 

GRONOVIUS  (JAMES)    son  of 

|  the  preceding,  and  a  writer  on  the 
belles  lettrts,  born  1645,  died 
1716.  His  chefd'auvre  is,  "  The-

13  vols.  folio. 

"GROSE  (FRANCIS)  F.  s.  A. 

and  captain  in  the  Surrey  militia  ; 
who,  after  having  illustrated  the 
"  Antiquitiesof  England,\Vaks,and 
Scotland,"  in  a  series  of  views  of 
monastic  and  other  ruins,  was  on 
the  point  of  completing  his  design 
by  those  of  "  Ireland,"  where  he  had 
been  employed  about  a  month  be- 
fore his  dead),  which  happened  May 
12,  1791,  in  the  5cd  year  of  his 
age.  He  published  also  •*  A  Trea- 
tise on  ancient  Armour  and  Wea- 
pons," "  A  Classical  Dictionary  of 
the  Vulgar  Tongue  ;"  "  A  provin- 
cial Glossary,  with  a  Collection  of 
local  Proverbs  and  popular  Supei- 
stitions  ;"  and  "  Rules  for  drawing 
Caricatures  :  the  Subject  illustrated 
with  Four  Copper-plates;  with  an 
Essay  on  Comic  Painting." 

GROT1US  (HUGO)  or  HUGO 
DE  GROOT,  born  at  Delft  1583, 
died  1645.  HK  was  eminent  .-a*  a 
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lawyer,  philosopher,  mathematician, 
historian,  political  and  poetical  wri- 
ter ;  but  his  chief  works  are,  his 
"  Treatise  of  the  Truth  of  the 
Christian  Religion,"  and,  which 
singly  is  sufficient  to  render  his 
name  immortal,  his  "  Treatise  of 
the  Rights  of  Peace  anil  War," 
"  De  Jure  Belli  &  Facis." 

GROVE  (HENRY)  a  learned  di- 
vine  among  the  English  dissenters, 
born  1683,  died  1738,  leaving 
some  very  excellent  theological 
treatises. 

GROVE  (JOSEPH)  an  English 
historical  and  critical  writer,  died 
1764.  His  best  work  is  a  "  Life 
of  cardinal  \Voliey." 

GRUTERUS  (JANUS)  a  cele- 
brated philologcr,  antiquary,  and 
historian,  born  at  Antwerp  1560, 
died  1627. 

GRYPHIUS  (SEBASTIAN)  a 
very  celebrated  printer,  of  Lyons 
ii)  France,  born  1193.  The  books 
printed  by  him  are  highly  valued 
by  the  connoisseurs,  being  no  less 
accurate  than  beautiful.  He  died 

»556- 

GUARINI(BATTISTA)  a  cele- 
brated Italian  poet,  born  '537. 
died  1610.  The  "  Pastor  I'iUo" 
has  immortalized  the  name  of 
Guarini. 

GUERCINO  (so  called  from  a 
cast  he  had  in  one  of  his  eyes,  for 
his  true  name  was  Francesco  Bar- 
bierii  da  Cento)  a  celebrated  Italian 
painter,  born  1590,  died  1666. 

GUERICHE(OTHO)  a  Prussian, 
and  the  most  celebrated  mathema- 
tician of  his  time,  born  1602,  died 
1666.  He  was  inventor  of  the 
air-pump,  and  wrote  largely  on  na- 
tural philosophy. 

GUESCHLIN(BERTRAND  DU) 
constable  of  France,  a  renowned 
general,  who  checked  the  victori- 
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ous  progress  of  Edward  III.  of 
England,  after  king  John  of  France 
was  taken  prisoner;  born  1311, 
died  i  380. 

GUEVARA  (LOUIS  VELEZ 
BE)  a  Spanish  poet,  and  author  of 
several  humorous  comedies,  died 
1646. 

GUICCIVRDINI  (FRANCES- 
CO) a  celebrated  historian  of 
Italy.  He  was  born  1482,  and 
died  1540. 


of  the  preceding,  and  an  historical 
writer  of  the  most  approved  fide- 
lity.

GUIDI  (ALEXANDER)  an  emi- 
nent Italian  poet,  born  1650,  died 
1712. 

GU1DO  RENI,  an  Italian  paint- 
er, born  1575,  died  i6_}a-  The 
heads  of  this  painter  have  been  con- 
sidered as  not  at  all  inferior  to 
Raphael'?. 

GUILLEI.MA,  of  Bohemia,  in 
French  Guillcmete,  the  foundress 
of  an  infamous  scft  which  started 
up  in  Italy  in  the  1 3th  century, 
and  which  under  the  mask  of  devo- 
tion used  to  pratlise  all  manner  of 
lewdness.  It  was  said  of  tiie  fol- 
lowers of  this  woman,  as  hath  been 
said  of  the  Fratricelli,  and  some 
other  se£ts,  that  they  used  to  meet 
in  a  cave  at  night,  and,  after  say- 
ing certain  prayers,  to  put  out  the 
candles,  and  proceed  to  promiscu- 
ous prostitution.  As  to  Guillelma, 
she  imposed  so  effectually  upon  the 
world  by  a  shew  of  extraordinary 
devotion  all  her  life-time,  that  she 
was  not  only  reputed  holy  at  her 
death,  hut  also  revered  as  a  saint  a 
considerable  time  after  it.  Hu\v=> 
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ever,  hrr  frauds,  and  the  delusions 
she  had  employed,  were  at  last  dis- 
covered, upon  which  her  body  was 
dug  up,  and  burnt  in  1300.  She 
died  in  1281,  and  had  been  buried 
in  Milan. 

GU1LLIM  (JOHN)  the  reputed 
author  of  a  celebrated  book,  in- 
tituled, "  The  Display  of  Heral- 
drie,"  was  born  1,56,5,  and  died 
1621.  See  BARCHAM. 

GUISE  (WILLIAM)  an  English 
divine  eminent  for  his  translations 
from  the  oriental  languages,  born 
1653, died  1683.  Foreigners  have 
styled  him  "the  immortal  ornament 
of  the  university  of  Oxford.'' 

GUISE  (HENRY)  duke  of,  me- 
morable in  the  history  of  France  as 
a  gallant  officer  :  but  an  imperious, 
turbulent,  seditious  subjeft,  who 
placed  himself  at  the  hear!  of  an 
armed  force,  and  called  his  rebel 
band,  The  League  ;  the  plan  was 
formed  by  the  cardinal,  his  younger 
brother  ;  and,  under  the  pretext  of 
defending  the  Roman  catholic  reli- 
gion, the  king,  Henry  III.  and  the 
freedom  of  the  state,  against  the 
designs  of  the  Huguenots,  or  French 
protestants,  they  carried  on  a  civil 
•war,  massacred  the  Huguenots,  and 
governed  the  king,  who  forbade 
his  appearance  at  Paris ;  but  Guise 
now  became  an  open  rebel,  en- 
tered that  city  against  the  king's 
express  order,  and  put  to  the  sword 
all  who  opposed  him  ;  the  streets 
being  barricaded  to  prevent  his  pro- 
gress, this  fatal  day  is  called  in  the 
French  history,  The  Day  of  the 
Barricades.  Masters  of  Paris,  the 
policy  of  the  Guises  failed  them; 
for  they  suffered  the  king  to  escape 
to  Blois,  though  he  was  deserted  in 
his  palace  at  Paris  by  his  very 
guards.  At  Blois,  Henry  convened 
an  assembly  of  the  states  of  France  ; 
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the  duke  of  Guise  had  the  bold- 
ness to  appear  to  a  summons  sent 
him  for  that  purpose  ;  a  forced  re- 
conciliation took  place  between 
him  and  the  king,  by  the  advice 
of  this  assembly  ;  but  it  being  ac- 
cidentally discovered,  that  Guise 
had  formed  a  plan  to  dethrone  the 
king,  that  weak  monarch,  instead 
of  resolutely  bringing  him  to  jus- 
tice, had  him  privately  assassinated, 
December  23,  1558,  in  the  gfith 
year  of  his  age.  His  brother,  the 
cardinal,  shared  the  same  fate  the 
next  ddy. 

GU1TON  (JOHN)  a  citizen  of 
Rochelle,  was  eletted  mayor,  cap- 
tain general,  and  governor,  when 
that  city  was  besieged  by  cardinal 
Richlieu  in  1637.  He  would  not 
accept  the  command,  unless  it  was 
agreed  that  a  poignard,  which  he 
produced,  should  lie  on  the  table  in 
the  town-house,  for  him  to  put  to 
death  the  first  rran  who  proposed  to 
surrender.  When  he  was  told  that 
famine  had  swept  off  the  greatest 
part  of  the  inhabitants,  he  coolly 
answered,  "  No  matter,  while  there 
is  one  left  to  shut  the  gates." 

GUNTER  (EDMUND)  an  Eng- 
lish mathematician,  and  professor 
of  astronomy  at  Gresham  College, 
born  1581.  He  was  bred  for  the 
church,  and  took  orders  ;  but  genius 
and  inclination  leading  him  chiefly 
to  mathematics,  he  applied  early  to 
that  study,  and  distinguished  him- 
self by  many  important  improve- 
ments in  mathematical  instruments 
for  the  use  of  navigation  ;  of  those 
the  most  celebrated  arc,  a  new  pro-: 
je£lion  of  the  seflor,  the  invention 
of  a  small  portable  quadrant,  the 
discovery  of  a  new  variation  in  the 
mariner's  compass,  and  of  a  scale, 
which  after  him  is  called  "  Guntcr'i 
Scale."  lie  died  1626, 
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GUSTAVUS  VASA,  who  biv- 
ing  delivered  Sweden  from  the 
Danish  yoke,  was,  in  1523,  elefct- 
ed  king  of  that  country.  He  died 
1560. 

GUTHRIE  (WILLIAM)  a  very 
laborious  and  voluminous  writer 
on  history,  politics,  and  other  sub- 
jects, died  1770.  His  principal 
works  are,  ''•  Histories  of  The 
World,"  of  "  England,"  and  of 
"  Scotland."  He  was  a  "  writer 
by  profession,"  and  is  said  to  have 
lent  his  name  to  booksellers  for 
publications  in  which  he  had  no 
concern.  Such  is  asserted  to  have 
been  the  case  with  respect  to 
the  Geographical  Grammar,  called  i 
"  Guthrie's,"  which,  however,  is 
a  work  that  for  its  general  utility 
and  comparative  perfection,  con- 
fers honour  on  the  unknown  com- 
piler. 

GUTTEMBURGH  (JOHN  of,) 
a  citizen  of  Strasburg,  to  whom 
is  attributed  the  invention  of  the 
art  of  printing,  in  conjunction  with 
Fust  or  Faustus,  and  Peter  Schoeffer, 
or  Schuffer,  the  servant,  and  after- 
wards the  son-in-law  of  Faustus, 
by  whom  it  was  further  improved. 
He  flourished  about  1450. 

GUY  (THOMAS)  founder  of 
Guy's-hospital,  was  the  son  of  Tho- 
mas Guy,  lighterman  and  coal-dealer 
in  Horsley-down,  Soutruvark.  He 
was  put  apprentice  in  1660  to  a 
bookseller,  in  the  porch  of  Mercer's 
chapel,  and  set  up  trade  with  a 
stock  of  about  zool.  in  the  house 
that  forms  the  angle  between  Corn- 
hill  and  Lombard-street.  The  Eng- 
lish Bibles  being  at  that  time  very 
badly  printed,  Mr.  Guy  engaged 
with  others  in  a  scheme  for  print- 
ing them  in  Holland,  and  importing 
them  ;  but  this  being  put  a  stop  to, 
be  contracted  with  the  university  of 
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Oxford  for  theif  privilege  of  print- 
ing them,  and  carried  on  a  great 
Bible-trade  for  many  years  to  con- 
siderable advantage.  Thus  he  be. 
gan  to  accumulate  money,  and  his 
gains  rested  in  his  hands:  for,  be- 
ing a  single  man  and  very  penuri- 
ous, his  expevices  were  next  to  nj- 
thing.  His  custom  was,  to  dine  o-\ 
his  shop-counter,  with  no  other 
table-cloth  than  an  old  news-paper : 
he  was  also  as  little  nice  with  re- 
gard to  his  apparel.  The  bulk  of 
his  fortune,  however,  'vas  acquired 
by  purchasing  seamen's  tickets  dur- 
ing queen  Anne's  wars,  and  by 
South-sea  stock  in  the  memorable 
year  1720.  He  was  76  years  of 
age  when  he  formed  the  design  of 
building  the  hospital  near  St.  Tho- 
mas's, which  bears  his  name.  T:ie 
charge  of  ereQing  this  vast  pile 
amounted  to  18,793!.  besides 
219,499!.  which  he  left  to  endow 
it  :  and  he  just  lived  to  see  it  roofed 
in.  He  erefted  an  alms-house  with 
a  library  at  Tamworth  in  Stafford- 
shire (the  place  of  his  mother's  na- 
tivity, and  which  he  represented  m 
parliament)  for  14  poor  men  and 
women  ;  and  for  their  pensions,  as 
well  as  for  the  putting  out  of  poor 
children  apprentices,  bequeathed 
125!.  a  year.  To  Christ's  hospital 
he  gave  400!.  a  year  for  ever  ;  and 
the  residue  of  his  estate,  amounting, 
to  about  So,oool.  among  those  who 
could  prove  themselves  in  any  de- 
gree related  to  him.—  He  died 
Dec.  17,  1724,  in  the  8  ist  year  of 
his  age,  after  having  dedicated  to 
charitable  purposes  more  money 
than  any  one  private  man  upon  re- 
cord in  this  kingdom. 

GUYON  (JOHANNA  MARY 
BOUVIERS  DE  LA  MOTHE)  a 
French  lady  memorable  for  her 
writings  and  her  suSerings  in  the 
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cause    of   Quietism,    born     164?, 
died  1717. 

GYNiNOSOFHISTS, ancient  phi- 
Josopherc,  so  called  by  the  Gr'ecks, 
from  their  going  naked.  The  Bra- 
ynins-of  the  Ei^t  preserve  many  of 
their  singular  tenets. 

HABINGTON  (WILLIAM)  an 
English  poet  and  historian,  born 
1605,  died  16/54.  His  amatory 
poems  were  entitled  "  Castara," 
snd  printed  in  1634-5  and  1640. 
lie  also  published  a  tragi-comedy. 

IIACKET  (WILLIAM)  an  Eng- 
lish fanatick  in  the  reign  of  Eli- 
eabeth.  He  was  hanged  and  quar- 
tered for  blasphemy,  July  fc8, 
1592. 

HAILES.    See  DALRYMPLE. 

HAILLAN  ( BERNARD  DE 
G1RARD,  LORD  OF)  a  French 
historian,  born  1535,  died  1610. 
He  published  a  history  which 
reaches  from  Pharamond  to  the 
tleath  of  Charles  VII.  and  was  the 
first  who  composed  a  body  of  the 
French  history  in  French. 

HA1NES  (JOSEPH)  commonly 
called  Count  Haines,  a  very  emi- 
nent low  comedian,  and  a  person 
of  great  Facetiousness  of  temper 
and  readiness  of  wit,  died  1701. 

HAKEWILL(GEORGE)  a  learn- 
ed divine,  born  1579,  diett  1649. 
His  principal  work  is  "An  Apology 
or  Declaration  of  the  Power  and 
Providence  of  God  in  the  Govern- 
Tiient  of  the  World,  proving  that  it 
doth  not  decay,  &c." 

HAKLUYT  (RICHARD)  fa- 
mous for  his  skill  in  the  naval  his- 
tory of  England,  was  born  1553, 
and  died  1616.  He  is  author  of  a 
«'  Collcflion  of  Voyages  ar.d  Dis- 
coveries," in  3  vols.  folio,  and  of 
several  other  useful  works. 

HALDE  ( JOHN  BAPTIST  DU) 
a  learned  F/cnchman,  born  1674, 
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died  1743.  \\'e  have  of  his  a  vain* 
able  work,  intituled  M  Grande  De- 
scription de  la  Chine  &  de  la  Tar- 
tarie,"  in  4  vols,  folio. 

HALEfSIR  MATTHEW)  a  most 
learned  lawyer,  and  chief  justice  of 
the  King's  Bench, born  1609.  The 
attainments  of  Sir  Matthew  were 
wonderful  ;  for  he  had,  beside  his 
peculiar  profession,  a  considerable 
knowledge  in  the  civil  law,  in 
arithmetic,  algebra,  and  other  ma- 
thematical sciences,  as  well  as  in 
physic,  anstcmy,  and  surgery  ;  was 
very  conversant  in  experimental 
philosophy,,  and  other  branches  of 
philosophical  learning,  and  in  an- 
cient  history  and  chronology;  but, 
above  all,  he  seemed  to  have  made 
divinity  his  chief  study  ;  so  that 
those  who  read  what  he  has  written 
upon  theological  questions,  might 
be  inclined  to  think  that  he  had 
studied  nothing  else.  His  princi- 
pal works  are  legal,  philosophical, 
and  religious;  of  the  former  the 
most  valuable  are  his  "  Pleas  of  the 
Crown,"  and  a  "  History  of  the 
Common  Law  of  England."  He 
died  1676. 

HALES  (JOHN)  an  English  di- 
vine and  poet,  born  1584,  died 
1656.  After  his  death  there  came 
out  a  colle£tion  of  his  works  with 
this  title,  "  Golden  Remains  of  the 
ever-memorable  Mr.  John  Hales  of 
Eton  College,  &c." 

HALES  (STEPHEN)  a  very  cele- 
brated natural  philosopher  and  ma« 
theinatician,  born  167 7,  died  1761. 
Among  many  other  useful  inven- 
tions of  his,  was  that  of  ventilators  ; 
which  he  continued  to  improve  as 
long  as  lie  lived.  Kis  "  Statical 
Essays"  have  been  often  printed, 
and  are  well  known. 

HA  LI  BEIG,  a  Polander,  whose 
original  name  was  Bobowski.  J3e» 
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ing  taken  by  the  Tarwrs  while  a 
child,  he  was  sold  to  the  Turks, 
v.-ho  educated  him  in  their  religion. 
He  a<  quired  the  knowledge  of  17 
languages,  and  became  interpreter 
to  the  grand  signior ;  translated 
into  the  Turkish  language  the  cate- 
chism of  the  church  of  England, 
and  all  the  bible;  composed  a  Turk- 
ish grammar  and  dictionary,  and 
other  things  which  were  never 
pi  in  ted.  His  principal  work  is 
"  A  Treatise  Upon  the  Liturgy  of 
the  Turks,  their  Pilgrimages  to 
Mecca,  their  Circumcision,  and 
Manner  of  visiting  the  Sick."  He 
<iied  1675. 

HALL  (JOSEPH)  an  eminent 
and  learned  bishop  of  Norwich,  born 
1574,  died  1656.  His  "  Medi- 
tations" are  well  known  ;  and  his 
poetical  taltnts,  chiefly  exercised  in 
satire,  were  very  respectable.— He- 
is  universally  allowed  to  have  been 
a  man  of  great  wit  and  learning, 
and  of  as  great  meekness,  modesty, 
and  piety.  —  His  works  make  5 
vols.  in  folio,  and  have  gained  him 
the  appellation  of  the  English  Se- 
neca." 

HALLE  (PETER)  professor  of 
canon  law  in  the  university  of  Pai  is, 
born  1611,  died  1689. 

HALLER,  an  illustrious  German 
physician,  and  voluminous  writer, 
died  1777,  in  his  75th  year.  He 
is  supposed  to  have  been  the  most; 
acute,  various,  and  original  genius,' 
that  has  appeared  in  the  medical: 
world  since  Boerhaave. 

H ALLEY    (EDMUND)    a  most. 
eminent    English    philosopher   and- 
astronomer,  born  1656,    His  astro- .  j 
nomical    discoveries     greatly    im-j 
proved  the  ait  of  navigation,   and 
his    works    are    highly   valued    in 
every  part  .of    Europe.     He   died 
»742. 
.  HALLIFAX    (DR.   SAMUEL) 
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bishop  and  archdeacon  of  St.  Asaph, 
was  a  prelate  of  great  knowledge 
and  anility;  an  incomparable  civi- 
lian, and  an  extremely  acute  public 
speaker.  His  sermons  at  bishop 
\Varburton's  lectures  are  much 
esteemed;  and  his  Analysis  of  bi- 
shop Butler's  Analogy  (a  book  en- 
tirely abstruse  and  metaphysical, 
is  written  with  great  elegance  of 
style,  as  well  as  with  much  pre- 
tiindity  of  thinking.  He  died 
.790. 

HAMEL  (JOHN  BAPTISTE 
DU)  a  celebrated  French  philoso- 
pher and  divine,  born  1614,  died 
1706. 

HAlvHLCAR  (BARCAS),  a  fa- 
mous  Carthaginian  general,  slain  in 
battle  227  B.  C. 

HAMILTON  (COUNT  ANTONY} 
an  elegant  writer,  born  in  Ireland 
of  a  Scottish  family.  His  most  ce- 
lebrated work  was  "  Memoirs  of 
the  Count  de  Grammont;"  but  he 
wrote  beside  some  poems  and  Fairy 
Tales,  which  are  excellent  in  their 
kind  ;  and  died  1720. 

U.1MILTON  (inLLIAM)  of 
Bangor,  an  ingenious  poet,  distin- 
guished by  the  liveliness  of  hrs 
imagination  and  the  delicacy  of  his 
sentiments.  He  was  born  of  an 
ancient  and  honourable  family  in 
170.},  and  died  1754.  Hispoems 
were  printed  at  Edinburgh,  in  small 
8vo.  1760. 

HAMLET,  the  name  of  a  prinot 
of  Denmark,  whose  history,  as  re- 
lated by  Saxo-Grainmaticus,  has 
furnished  Shakespeare  with  the 
groundwork  of  one  of  his  finest 
plays. 

HAMMOND  (DR.  HENRY)  a 
learned  English  divine  and  com- 
mentator, born  1605,  died  1660. 
Kis  chief  works  are,  a  "  Practical 
Catechism;"  "  Paraphrase  and  An- 
netatioai  ou  the  New  Testament  :'* 
II 
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am]  a  "  Paraphrase  and  Com- 
mentary  on  the  Old  Testament;" 
of  which  he  only  published  the 
Psalms,  and  went  through  a  third 
part  of  the  book  of  Proverbs. 

HAMMOND  (JAMES)  an  ele- 
gant English  poet,  bovn  17  10,  died 
1742.  .He  was  equerry  to  the 
jj;  nice  of  Wales;  and  is  said  to 
have  divided  his  life  between  plea- 
Mire  and  books  ;  in  his  retirement 
forgetting  the  town,  and  in  his  | 
gaiety  losing  the  student.  Of  his 
literary  hours  the  principal  ef- 
fects are  exhibited  in  his  memorable 
"  Love  Elegies." 

HAMPDEK  (JOHN)  a  cele- 
brated  English  patriot,  famous  for 
sustaining  singly  the  weight  of  a 
royal  prosecution,  on  his  refusing 
to  pay  the  ship-money  in  the  reign 
of  Charles  I.  He  was  born  1591. 
Having  in  1625-6  obtained  a  seat 
in  the  House  of  Commons,  he  soon 
grew  to  be  one  of  the  most  popular 
men  in  the  nation;  and  after  he 
had  held  the  chief  direction  of  his 
party  in  the  house  against  the  king, 
he  took  up  arms  in  the  same  cause, 
and  was  one  of  the  first  who  opened 
the  war  by  an  aftion  at  a  place 
called  Brill,  about  5  miles  from 
Oxford  ;  but  he  was  cut  off  early 
by  a  moital  wound,  which  he  re- 
ceived by  a  pistol  bursting  in  his 
hand,  in  a  skirmish  with  prince 
'Rupert,  June  18,  1643,  and  of 
which  he  died  the  2,}th. — Claren- 
don has  given  Hampden  the  cha- 
racter of  a  great  man,  rather  than 
a  good ;  but  when  passive  obedi- 
ence and  non-resistance  were  dis- 
graced by  law,  he  came  to  be  es- 
teemed a  good  man  as  well  as  a 
jtreat,  and  has  continued  to  be 
thought  so  from  that  time  to  this. 
A  poet  of  our  own  days  (Mr. Gray) 
in  an  elegant  piece,  intituled  "  An 
£legy  in  a  Country  Church  Yard," 
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has  painted  him  in  the  glorious 
colours  of  a  warm  and  active  pa- 
triot. 

HAMPTON  (JAMES)  translator 
of  Polybius,  died  1778. 

HANDEL  (GEORGE  FREDE- 
RIC) an  illustrious  master  in  mu- 
sic, born  at  Hall,  a  city  of  Upper 
Saxony,  Feb.  2.4,  1684.  His  com. 
positions,  particularly  his  oratorios, 
have  been  repeatedly  performer),  to 
the  present  day,  with  uninterrupted 
success  and  unrivalled  glory.  To 
those  who  have  not  the  opportunity 
of  being  acquainted  with  his  pro* 
digious  powers,  we  may  say  as  Ar- 
buthnot  formerly  did  to  Pope, 
speaking  of  Handel,  "  Conceive  the 
highest  that  you  can  of  his  abilities-, 
and  they  are  much  beyond  any 
thing  that  you  can  conceive."  Out 
narrow  limits  forbid  us  to  detail  the 
incidents  of  his  life  (as  we  are  pre- 
vented in  many  other  articles  of 
consequence) ;  but  we  are  happily 
precluded  from  the  necessity  of  so 
doing,  by  the  publication  of  the  in- 
genious Dr.  Burney,  which  well 
merits  perusal.  Handel  died  1759', 
and  was  buried  in  Westminster  Ab. 
bey,  where,  by  his  own  order,  and 
at  his  own  expence,  a  monument  is 
erefled  to  his  memory. 

HANMER  (SIR  THOMAS, 
BART.)  a  distinguished  statesman 
and  polite  writer,  born  1676.  In 
1713  he  was  chosen  speaker  of  the 
house  of  commons  ;  which  office, 
difficult  at  all  times,  but  at  that 
time  more  particularly  so,  he  dis- 
charged with  becoming  dignity. 
He  published  an  elegant  and  cor- 
reci  edition  of  the  works  of  Shak- 
speare  in  6  vols.  410.  and  died 
1746. 

HANNIBAL,  a  great  Carthagi- 
nian general,  was  the  son  of  Hamil- 
car,  who  made  him  swear  on  the 
altar,  that  he  would  never  be  re- 
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conciled   to   the    Romans.     At  25 
years  of  age  he  took  upon  him  the 
command  of  the  army.     After  tak- 
ing   Salamanca    and    Saguntum    in 
Spain,  he    defeated  the  Gauls,  and 
passed  the  Alps  in  defiance  of  the 
snow  and  of  Publius  Cosnelius,  hav- 
ing mollified  the  rocks   with  vine- 
gar   and    cut    through    them   with 
iron.     He  took    Turin,  and  at  Pa- 
via  defeated  Cornelius  Scipio.    The 
following  year    he  defeated    Flami- 
uius,  and    slew     15,000    men;   he 
next   overthrew  Varro  at   Cannel, 
\vith  40,000  foot  and  2700  horse, 
the  flower  of    the   Roman    youth, 
and  sent- to  Carthage  two  or  three 
baskets   of   gold   rings  taken  from 
the    hards   of  5630    slain    Roman 
gentlemen.    And  now  had  Kannibal 
gone  ur;:i,,ht  to  Rome,  he  had  cer- 
tainly ruined  that  commonwealth  : 
.but  going  to  Capua,  where  he  win- 
tered, the  delights  of  the   place  so 
debauched    his  whole    army,   that 
the  Romans    recovered    themselves 
from  the   consternation  into  which 
the  loss  of  five  battles  had  thrown 
them.     Two  yea*s  after,  Marcellns 
gave    him    battle,  and    conquered 
but  was   himself   killed    in  an  aur 
bush.     Hannibal  was    defeated    af 
terwards  by  Setr.pronius   Gracchus 
and  at  last   met  with  a  total  over- 
throw by  Scipio;   when  falling  (or 
fearing  to   fail)    into. the    hands  o 
the  Romans,   he  took  poison  which 
he  had  kept  in  a  ring  for  that  pur 
pose,  B.  C.  182,  aged  70. 

'  HANNO,    a    Carthaginian,   em 
ployed  by  his  countrymen  to  make 
the   circuit    of  Africa  ;    in    conse 
quence  of  which  he  explored  van' 
ous  regions,   and    made   great  geo 
graphical   discoveries.     Some   sup 
posed  voyages   of  Hanno   are  pub 
lished  in  the  Oxford  geographers. 
HANWAY  .  (  JONAS  )    bor 
t/ig.     Being  bred  to  commerce 
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ie  left  England,  and  entered  into 
Business  at  Lisbon  as  a  merchant ; 
rom  Lisbon  he  removed  to  Pcters- 
Hirgh,  where  he  was  appointed 
agent  to  the  British  factory  ;  and, 
with  the  view  of  opening  a  trade 
through  Russia  into  Peisin,  he  un- 
dertook a  laborious  and  dangerous 
course  of  travels,  of  which  he  after- 
wards published  an  interesting  ac- 
count at  his  return  to  England. 
To  the  charitable  disposition  and 
Benevolent  exertions  of  Mr.  Han- 
.vay,  this  metropolis  owes  in  a  great 
measure  the  institution  of  the  Ma« 
rine  Society,  the  support  of  ti.e 
Magdalen  Hospital,  the  improve- 
ment of  its  streets  and  avenues; 
and  the  poor  of  various  descrip- 
tions their  most  effttlual  comfoit 
and  support.  He  died  17 86. 

HAKDLVGfjfOHiV}  an  old  Eng- 
lish chronicler,  died  1461. 

HARDING  (THOMAS)  an  En?- 
!hh  divine  and  polemical  writer, 
born  i  5  i  2,  died  about  1570. 

MARDOU1N  (JOHN)  a  French 
Jesuit,  eminent  as  a  critical,  histori- 
cal, and  miscellaneous  writer,  born 
1647,  died  1729. 

HARDY  (ALEXANDER}  a 
Fren,  h  poet,  who  is  said  to  have 
written  600  pieces  for  the  theatre. 
Of  these,  however,  no  more  re- 
main than  41,  which  were  pub- 
lished by  himself  in  6  vols.  8vo. 
He  was  the  first  French  dramatist 
who  introduced  the  custom  of  be- 
ing paid  for  his  pieces,  and  died  at 
Paris  1630. 

HARDY  (Sir  CHARLES)  a  dis- 
tinguished English  admiral, appoint- 
ed commander  in  chief  of  the  grind 
western  squadron  in  17/9,  in 
which  year  aho  he  died. 

HARZ  (DR.  FRANCIS)  bi- 
shop of  Chichester,  and  author  of 
some  celebrated  polemic  trafils,  died 
1740.

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,  HARLL-y  (ROB-ERT)  afterwards 
cjrl  ot  Oxford  and  carl  Mortimer, 
End  lord  high  treasuter  in  the  reign 
«..f  queen  Anne,  was  born  1661. 
•  >u  the  8th  of  March  1711  he  was 
in  great  danger  of  his  life,  the  mar- 
quis of  Guiscard,  a  French  Papist, 
then  under  examination  of  a  com- 
7uittee  of  the  privy  council  at 
Whitehall, stabbing  him  with  a  pen- 
it  nife,  which  he  took  up  in  the! 
clerk's  room,  where  lie  waited  be- 
fore he  was  examined.  Guiscard 
ivas  imprisoned  and  died  in  New- 
gate the  i/th  of  the  same  month; 
whereupon  an  wet  of  parliament 
yassed,  making  it  felony  without 
benefit  of  clergy  to  attempt  the  life 
c  i  a  privy  councillor  in  the  execu- 
tion of  his  oflice.  After  the  death 
efquecn  Anne,  viz.  June  10,  1715, 
Karley  was  impeached  by  the  House 
of  Commons  of  high  treason,  and 
high  crimes  and  misdemeanors;  and 
Av-as  committed  to  the  Tower  by  the 
House  of  Lords,  where  he  suffered 
confinement  till  July  i,  1717,  and 
then,  after  a  pubiic  trial,  was  ac- 
quitted by  his  peers.  Kc  died  i  724, 
and  Pope  has  celebrated  hismemory 
in  the  following  lines  :

Orators  of  Greece."  Lie  flourished 
about  175. 

I .'  A  R  R  INCTON  (SIR  JOHN)  an 
ingenious  English  poet  and  transla- 
tor of  AriostoV  Orlando  Furibso;" 
by  which  he  gained  a  considerable 
reputation,  and  for  which  he  is  now 
principally  known.  He  died  about

HARRINGTON  (JAMES)  an 
eminent  political  writer,  born  1611, 
died  1677.  His  chief  work -is  called 
"  Oceana,"and  is  a  kiml  of  politi- 
cal romance,  in  imitation  of  Plato's 
"  Atlantic  Story,"  where  by  Oceana 
Harrington  means  England  ;  exhi- 
biting a  plan  of  republican  govern- 
ment, which  he  would  have  had 
creeled  here  in  case  these  kingdoms 
had  formed  themselves  into  a  genu- 
ine commonwealth. 

HARRIS  (\VILLIAM)  a  Protes- 
tant  dissenting;  minister  of  eminent 
abilities  and  charafier,  and  author  of 
an  historical  and  critical  Account  of 
the  Lives  of  James  I.  Charles  I.  and 
Oliver  Cromwell,  in  5  vols.  8vo. 
|  after  the  manrrcrof  Mr.  Bayle.  Dr. 
Harris  died  1770. 

li -\RRIS  (JAMES)  an  English 
gentleman  of  \ery  uncommon  parts 
and  learning,  bom  in  the  Ck-se  at 
Salisbury  1709,  died  1780.  He  is 
the  author  of  "  Three  Treatises  : 
concerning  Art,  Music,  Fainting, 
and  Poetry  ;  and  Happiness  :" 
"  Hermes  ;  or  a  Philosophical  En- 
quiry  concerning  Universal  Gram- 
mar ;  '  (which  bishop  Lowth,  in  the 
preface  to  his  "  English  Grammar," 
calls  the  most  beautiful  and  perfeft 
example  of  an  ilysis  that  has  been 
exhibited  since  the  days  of  Atis« 
totle,)  ''  Philosophical  Artanj;e« 
ments;"  and  "  Philological  En- 
quiries."

Lord  Ches 
terfield  (to  whose  son  Hai  te  was  tu- 
tor) describes  him  as  a  man  of  con- 
summate erudition.      His   greatest

I1ASSELQUIST  (FREDERIC)  a 
Swedish  botanist  and  natural  histo- 
rian, born  1722,  died  1752. 

HATTON  (Sir  CHRISTOPHER) 
an  eminent  statesman  and  lord 
chancellor  under  Oueen  Elizabeth, 
di<-d  1591 . 

tfAUTEFEUILLE  (L'ABBE)  a 
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rench  gentleman  skilled  in  me* 
lanics,  who  made  considerable  im- 
rovements  in  the  movements  of 
•atches,  and  invented  a  specular 
nomon  for  regulating  clocks  and 
.'atches  by  the  sun,  &c.  b&rn  1647, 
ed  1724. 

HAVARD  (WILLIAM)  an  Eng- 
sh  actor  and  dramatic  writer,  horn 
710,  died  1778. 

HAVERCAMP(SIGEBERT)  a 
elebrated  Dutch  critic,  and  pro* 
essor  of  history,  eloquence,  and 
he  Greek  tongue,  at  Leyden.  He 
vas  particularly  skilled  in  the  sci- 
ence of  medals,  and  was  the  author 
some  works  in  this  way  that 
were  very  much  esteemed.  He 


gave  good  editions,  as  well  as 
;rand  ones,  of  several  Latin  and 
reek  authors  ;  of  Eutropius,  Te?- 
tullian's  '«  Apologetic,"  Josephus, 
Sallust,&.c.  and  his  editions  of  those 
authors  are  reckoned  the  best.

HAWES  (STEPHEN)  an  English 
poet  who  flourished  about  1500. 

HAWK.E  (EDWARD,  LORD)  a 
brave  and  intrepid  English  admiral, 
appointed  Rear  of  the  White   July 
«5>    >747,    being    then   styled   by 
George   II.  His  omn  Admiral ;     and 
by    successive    promotions    he    be- 
came Vice-admiral  of  Great  Britain 
in  1765.    He  was  one  of  the  great- 
est characters  that  ever  adorned  the 
British  navy  ;    but  most  of  all  re- 
markable   for   the   daring   courage 
which  induced  him,  on  many  occa- 
sions, to  disregard   those   forms  of 
conducting  or  sustaining   an  attack 
which  the  rules  and  ceremonies  of 
service  had  before  considered  as  in- 
dispensable.      His    defeat    of    the 
French    armament    under    Marshal 
Confians,  off  Belleisle,  will   never 
be  forgotten.

HA\VK\VOOD  (SIR  JOHN) 
torn  in  the  reign  of  Edward  II. 
died  1394.  Though  bred  a  taylor, 
having  afterwards  taken  to  arms, 
he  signalized  himself  in  the  wars 
in  Italy  by  his  valour  and  conducl, 
which,  raised  him  to  the  highest 
posts.  He  gained  so  great  honour 
and  reputation  for  having  restored 
in  those  parts  rniiit.iry  discipline, 
which  was  almost  lost,  that  after 
hi.s  death  the  Florentines  eieclcd  in 
ttieir  city  a  black  marble  statue,  a^ 
an  ai-kriovvlede<.mt.Tii  for  the  service^ 
be  iuci  done  ttiem.

HEARXE  (THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
lish antiquary,  and  indefatigable 
collector  and  editor  of  books  and 
AKSS.  chictly  concerning  linglish 
history,  born  1680,  died  1735. 

HEATH  (JAMES)  an  English 
historian,  born  1629,  died  1664. 

HEATH  (BENJAMIN)  a  lawyer 
of  eminence,  and  town-clerk  of 
Exeter,  who  wrote  several  works, 
but  is  best  known  by  "  A  iu  .  i  u! 
of  Shakespeare's  Text  ;  wherein 
the  alterations  introduced  into  is 
by  the  more  modern  editois  and 
critics  are  particularly  considered, 

76.5." 

HEATHCOTF,  (DR.  RALPH) 
a  very  learned  divine  and  controver- 
sial writer,  born  1721,  died  May 
28,  1795.  \\"hen  very  young,  he 
jHiljlishtd  at  Cambridge  "  Jiistoru 
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;AstronomiE,"  which  laid  the  foun- 
dation of  that  merit  he  Afterwards 
acquired  in  the  lit'.rary  world.  T'-.e 
Doftor  \vaj  deeply  engaged  in  the 
Middktoaian  controversy  upon  the 
miraculous  powers.  In  1755  lie 
published  "  A  Sketch  of  Lord  Bo- 
lingbrokc-'s  Philosophy;"  and,  in  the 
latter  end  of  the  same  year,  came 
out  "  The  Use  of  Reason  asserted 
,in  Matters  of  Religion."  The 
Doctor  also  was  engaged  in  tin. 
compilation  of  the  "  Biographical 
Dictionary,"  12  vols.  8vo.  1761. 
and  had  a  considerable  sum  from 
the  booksellers  for  several  new  ar- 
ticles in  the  edition  of  1784.  In 
1771  appeared  "  The  Irenarch  ; 
or,  Justice  of  Peace's  Manual;"  and 
he  then  qualified  himself  for  acting 
for  the  liberty  of  Southwell  and 
Scrooby.  The  first  volume  of  "  Syl- 
va  ;  or,  The  \Vood,"  was  published 
in  1786,  and  a  second  ediiion  in 
1788.  lie  had  intended  publishing 
a  second  volume  of  this  work,  but 
indisposition  prevented  his  aocom- 
plishii-s  it. 

HEDELIN(FR.-IXCIS)  a  French 
grammarian,  poet,  antiquary, 
preacher,  and  writer  of  lomaines  ; 
but  chiefly  distinguished  by  a  book 
entitled  •'  Pratique  du  Theatre," 
born  1604,  died  1676. 

HEDEiilCUS,  or  UEDERIC11 
{BEXJAM1NJ  a  native  of  Upper 
Saxony,  and  author  of  a  celebrat- 
ed "  Greek  Lexiion,"  was  born 
•1675,  and  died  1748. 

HEEMSKIRK.    See  HEMSKIRK. 

HEIDEGGER  (JOHN  JAMES) 
born  1661  in  .Switzerland,  and 
famous  for  his  humour  and  his  ug- 
liness. His  judgment  and  taste  in 
•cperatic  amusements  gained  him  the 
•favour  of  George  11.  an. I  his  court, 
and  acquired  him  the  chief  manage- 
ment of  the  Opera-house  in  the 
Ila)  market.  He  also  improved 
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another  species  of  diversion,  not 
less  agreeable  to  the  king,  which 
was  the  masquerades  ;  and  over 
these  he  always  presided  at  the 
king's  theatre.  He  w«s  likewise 
appointed  master  of  the  revels.— 
From  the  emoluments  of  these  seve- 
ral employments,  lie  gained  a  regu- 
lar income,  amounting,  it  is  said, 
in  some  years  to  5000!.  which  he 
spent  with  much  liberality  j  and 
his  charily  was  boundless,  it  being 
well  attested,  that  after  a  successful 
ma.-queradt  he  has  been  known  to 
give  away  several  hundred  pounds 
at  a  time. — He  is  supposed  to  have 
been  the  most  haid- featured  man  in 
the  kingdom,  and  innumerable  jests 
are  related  of  him  ;  but  being  good- 
humoured,  and  always  the  first  to 
joke  on  liis  own  ugliness,  he  blunted 
e\  ery  shaft  of  ridicule.  Heidegger 
died  1749. 

IiElNECCIUS  (JOHN  GOT- 
LIEB)  a  German  law-pi ofcssor  and 
writer,  born  it>8i,dic-d  1741. 

IIEINETKEX  (CHRISTIAN)  an 
extraordmaiy  youth,  boi  n  at  Lu- 
bcck  1721.  He  spoke  his  maternal 
tongue  t'.uently  at  ten  months  ;  at 
one  year  old  he  knew  the  principal 
events  of  the  Pentateuch;  in  two 
months  more  he  vas  master  of  the 
entire  histories  of  the  Old  and 
New  Testament  ;  at  two  years 
ynd  a  half  he  answered  the  prin- 
cipal questions  in  geography,  ynd 
in  am  icnt  and  modern  history. 
He  spoke  Latin  and  French  with 
great  facility  before  the  commence- 
ment of  his  fourth  year,  1725,  in 
whi.h  he  died.  His  <  cn^titmion 
was  so  delicate,  that  he  was  not 
weasied  till  a  few  month* befoie  his 
.leath. 

HEIXSIUS  .'D4.N1EI.)  professor 
of  politics  and  history  3t  Leydm, 
and  librarian  of  the  university  there, 
horn  i  j8o,  died  1655.  lie  tiiiUn- 
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guished  himself  as  a  critic  by  his! 
labours  upon  Theocritus,  Hcsiod, 
Seneca, Homer,  Theqphrastus,  Ovid, 
Livy,  Terence,  Horace,  &c.  and 
wrote  poems  in  various  languages, 
which  have  been  often  printed  and 
always  admired. 

HE1NSIUS  (NICOLAS)  the  son 
of  Daniel,  born  at  Leyden  1620, 
became  «s  great  a  Latin  poet,  and 
a  greater  critic  than  his  lather,  and 
died  1681. 

HEL1ODORUS,  of  Phcenicia, 
flourished  about  398.  In  his  youth 
he  wrote  a  romance,  by  which  he 
is  now  better  known  than  by  his 
bishopric  of  Tricca,  to  which  he 
was  afterwards  promoted.  It  is 
intituled,  "  Ethiopics,"  and  relates 
the  amours  of  Theagenes  and  Cha- 
riclea,  in  10  books.  The  learned 
Huetius  is  of  opinion,  that  Helio. 
dorus  was  among  the  romance  wri- 
ters what  Homer  was  among  the 
poets. 

HELMONT  (JOHN  BAPTIST 
VAN)  commonly  called  Van  Hel- 
mont,  a  man  of  gieat  learning, 
especially  in  physic  and  natural 
philosophy,  born  at  Brussels  1577. 
JBy  his  skill  in  physic  lie  performed 
such  unexpected  cures,  that  he  was 
put  into  the  inquisition,  as  a  man 
that  did  things  beyond  the  reach  of 
nature.  He  cleared  himself  before 
the  inquisitors;  but,  to  be  more 
at  liberty,  retired  afterwards  into 
Holland,  where  he  died  1644. 

HELO1SA,  the  concubine,  and 
afterwards  the  wife  of  Peter  Abc- 
la-rd  ;  a  nun,  and  afterwards  prior- 
ess'of  Argenteui! ;  and,  lastly,  ab- 
bess of  the  Paraclete.  She  was  born 
about  the  beginning  of  the  1 2th 
century,  and  died  1163.  See 
ABELARD. 

HELVETIUS(ADRIAN)anemi- 
nent  physician  of  Holland,  born 
1656,  died  172*}  leaving  some 
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works  behind  him:  the  principal 
of  which  is,  "  Traite  des  Maladies 
de  plus  frequences,  &  des  Remedies 
Specifiques  pour  les  giierir." 

HELVETIUS(JOHNCLAUDE) 
son  of  the  above,  born  168,5,  died 
'755-  He  was  first  physician  to 
the  queen  of  France,  and  author  of, 
"  Idee  Generale  de  1'Economie  Ani- 
male,"  and  "  Principia  Physico  Me- 
dica,  in  tyronum  Medicinae  gratiam 
conscripta."  We  may  just  mention 
also,  that  he  is  the  father  of  the 
Mons.  Helvetius  who  wrote  the 
celebrated  book  "  De  1'Esprit"  Oa 
the  Mind,  and  whom  Voltaire  calls 
"  a  true  philosopher."  The  latter 
was  born  17  15,  and  died  1771. 

HEMELAR  (JOHN)  a  Flemish 
poet  and  orator,  and  author  of 
some  extremely  useful  commenta- 
ries upon  the  medals  of  the  Roman 
emperors,  from  the  time  of  Julius 
Cssar  down  to  Justinian,  died 
1642. 

HEMSK1RK  (MARTIN)  an  emi- 
nent painter,  born  at  a  village  of 
his  name  in  Holland  1498.  Most 
of  his  works  were  engraved  ;  but 
it  is  visible  that  he  did  not  under- 
stand the  chiaro  oscuro,  and  that  his 
manner  of  designing  was  dry.  He 
lias  however  been  called  the  Raphael 
of  Holland,  and  died  1574. 

HENAULT  (CHARLES  JOHN 
FRANCIS)  born  at  Paris  1685, 
was  admitted  counsellor  in  parlia- 
ment in  1706,  with  a  dispensation 
on  account  of  age,  and  in  1710  was 
made  president  of  the  first  chamber 
of  inquests.  He  spent  several  years 
in  making  himself  master  of  the 
Roman  law,  the  ordinances  of  the 
French  kings,  their  customs,  and 
public  law ;  but  history  was  his 
favourite  study  ;  and  he  is  deserv- 
edly accounted  the  first  framer 
of  chronological  abridgments  ;  in 
which  without  stopping  at  de-

Cached  facts,  he  attends  only  to 
those  which  form  a  chain  of  events 
•that  perfcQ  or  alter  the  govern- 
ment and  character  of  a  nation, 
•and  traces  only  the  springs  which; 
•exalt  or  humble  a  nation,  extend- 
ing or  contracting  the  space  it  cc- 
•  cupies  in  the  world.  The  first  edi- 
tion of  his  work,  the  result  of 
forty  years  reading,  appeared  in 
1744,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
chancellor  Daguesseau,  with  the 
.modest  title  of  "  An  Essay."  The 
niccess  it  met  with  su-pri«ed  him. 
He  made  continual  improvements 
in  it,  and  it  has  gone  through  nine 
.edition',  and  been  translated  ir.to 
Italian,  English,  ana  German,  an«i 
even  into  Chinese.  Us  wrote  in  early  j 
4ife  3  tragedies,  which  met  n-ith 
ir.diSerf't  success  ;  but  afterwards 
he  composed  3  delightful  comedies. 
Hep.auU  died  1771. 

HENDERSON  (JOHN)  of  Co- 
•vent  Garden  Theatre,  the  only  pei- 
formcr,  since  the  death  of  Mr.  Gar- 
rick,  who  could  in  any  degree  sup- 
ply the  place  of  that  admirable  acior 
in  the  various  characters  of  the  im- 
mortal Sbakspcare.  His  private 
character  was  exceedingly  amiable. 
He  was  born  1747,  and  died  Nov. 

"HENDERSON  (JOHN)   B.  A.| 

of  Pembroke  College,  Oxford  ,  born  | 
1757,  displayed,  at  a  very  early 
period  of  life,  an  uncommon  thirst 
after  knowledge,  whi.'h  he  grati- 
•ficd  with  unremitting  ardour.  The 
f;r.  ourite  suhjefls  of  his  studies 
.were  metaphysics,  divinity,  mo- 
rality, chemistry,  and  medicine; 
•and  the  virtues  of  his  he-art  were 
superior  even  to  the  astonishing 
powers  of  his  understanding.  He 
.lied  1788. 

HENLEY  (JOHN)  better  known 
by  tl.c  appellation  of  "  Ovator 
lienlcy,"bo!ii  1692.  He  publiihcd  • 
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several  pieces;  as  a  translation  of 
Pliny's"  Epistles,"  of  several  works 
of  Abbe  Vcrtot,  of  Montfaucon's 
"  Italian  travels"  in  folio,  and 
manv  other  lucubrations ;  but  his 
celebrity  he  acquired  as  a  popular 
orator  near  Clare  Market.  He 
preached  on  Sundays  upon  theolo- 
gical matters,  and  on  Wednesdays 
upon  all  other  sciences.  He  struck 
medals,  \vhich  he  dispersed  as 
tickets  to  his  subscribers:  a  star 
rising  to  the  meridian,  with  this 
motto,  "  ad  summa  ;"  and  below, 
"  Inveniam  viam,  ant  faciam." 
Each  auditor  paid  is.  Ke  was  also 
author  of  a  weekly  paper  called 
•'  The  Hyp  Doclor,''  for  which  he 
had  lool.  a  year  given  him.  This 
singular  character  died  1756. 

//A'A'.Vf <T£A  (J01LVJ  a  bishop 
of  l.isieux  in  France,  justly  me- 
iuor1.b!c  for  his  humanity  at  the 
time  of  the  dreadful  massacre  of  St. 
Bartholomew,  died  1.577. 

HENRY  (of  HUNTINGDON') 
an  eaily  English  histoiian.  died 
i  168. 

HENRY  I!',  king  of  France,  wns 
born  at  Pan  in  1,553.  His  r'Sht 
to  the  crown  was  disputed  because 
he  was  a  Protestant  ;  bat  after 
the  massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew, 
he  signalized  him  elf  against  the 
leaguers;  and  Henry  III.  dying, 
he  succeeded  him  in  opposition  to 
cardinal  de  Bourbon.  In  1589, 
with  4000  men,  he  defeated  30,000 
commanded  by  the  duke  of  May- 
enne,  &c.  He  afterwards  embraced 
the  Catholic  religion,  and  waa 
crowned.  He  also  defeated  18,000 
Spaniards  in  Burgundy,  and  re- 
duced the  leaguers  to  their  duty, 
whom  he  pardoned.  A  young 
scholar,  John  CbasU'l,  would  have 
struck  him  in  the  mouth  with  a 
knife,  but  missed  him  ;  the  king 
said,  A/d  is  it  so,  t.'iat  tht  Jesuit* 
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niu  ft  be  condemned  by  my  mouth  ? 
and  thereupon  they  were  banished. 
A  Protestant  minister  told  him, 
He  denied  Cod  tuith  his  mouth,  and 
therefore  was  struck  there  •  tut  ij 
he  denied  him  in  hit  heart,  the  next 
stroke  might  be  thereabouts  too.  He 
concluded  a  peace  with  Spain,  and 
an  agreement  with  Savoy  in  1601  ; 
and  was  stubbed  with  a  knife  by 
Rav iliac,  in  his  coach,  at  Paris. 
May  14,  1610.  Above  ,50  his- 
torians, and  500  panegyrists,  poets 
and  orators,  have  spoken  in  his 
praise.  But  the  "  Kenria.de"  of 
Vohaire  is  the  most  likely  to  im- 
mortalize him. 

HENRY  (MATTHEW)  an  emi- 
nent  Dissenting  teacher,  and  vo- 
luminous writer,  born  1662,  died 
1714.  His  best  known  work  is 
an  "  Exposition  of  the  Bible,"  in 
5  voh.  folio. 

HENRY  (DR.  ROBERT)  mi- 
nister of  one  of  the  churches  in 
Edinburgh,  and  author  of  "  The 
History  of  Great  Britain,"  in  5 
\ols.  4(0.  died  Nov.  24,  1790. 
A  posthumous  volume,  being  the 
6th,  has  been  published  since  his 
death. 

HENRY  (DAVID)  for  more 
than  half  a  century  an  a£Uve  ma- 
nager of  the  Gentleman's  Maga- 
zine, was  born  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  Aberdeen,  Dec.  26,  1710, 
and  bred  a  printer.  A  concur- 
rence of  circumstances  placing  him 
vithin  the  notice  of  Mr.  Edward 
Cave,  of  St.  John's  Gate,  Mr. 
Henry  became  at  length  related  to 
his  patron,  by  marrying  his  sister, 
in  1736.  Those  useful  and  popu 
lar  publications  which  describe  the 
curiosities  in  Westminster  Abbey, 
•St.  Paul's  Church,  the  Tower  of 
.London,  8cc.  printed  for  E.  New- 
bery,  St.  Paul's  Church-yard,  were 
originally  compiled  by  Mr.  Henry, 
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and  have  been  improved  by  him 
through  many  successive  irnpres- 
iions.  He  published,  in  1772, 
"  The  Complete  English  Farmer; 
or,  A  Pradtical  System  of  Hus- 
bandry ;  in  which  is  comprised  a 
general  View  of  the  whole  Art  of 
Husbandry  ;"  from  this  he  with- 
held his  name  ;  as  he  did  also  from 
'*  An  Historical  Account  of  all  the 
Voyages  round  the  World,  perform- 
ed by  English  Navigators,"  in  4 
vols.  8vo.  1774;  to  which,  in  1775, 
Mr.  H.  added  a  5th,  containing 
Captain  Cook's  Voyage  in  the  Re- 
solution; and  in  1786,  a  6th,  con- 
taining the  last  Voyage  of  Capt. 
Cook  ;  introduced  by  an  admira- 
able  summary  of  all  the  voyages 
undertaken  for  discovery  only  in 
th  the  Southern  and  Northern 
Hemispheres,  and  in  the  Pacific 
and  Atlantic  Oceans.  He  died  the 
5th  June  1792. 

HER.4CLIWS,  a  celebrated  E- 
phesian  philosopher,  who  is  said  to 
have  continually  bewailed  the  wick- 
ed lives  of  men,  and  as  often  as  he 
came  among  them  to  have  fallen  a 
weeping,  contrary  to  Democritus, 
who  made  the  follies  of  mankind 
the  subjeft  of  laughter.  He  flou- 
rished about  500  B.  C. 

HERALDUS  (DESIDERIUS)  in 
French  Herault,  a  counsellor  of  the 
parliament  of  Paris,  eminent  for 
his  writings  on  law  and  ou  the  belies 
letters,  died  1649. 

H  ER  B  E  LOT  (  B  ART  HO  LO- 
MEW  D")  an  eminent  orientalist 
of  France,  born  1625,  died  1695. 
His  chief  work,  is  "  Bibliotheque 
Orientale,  or  Universal  Dictionary, 
containing  whatever  relates  to  the 
Knowledge  of  the  Eastern  World." 
HERBERT  (MARY)  countess  of 
Pembroke,  a  great  encourager  of 
letters,  ai.d  herself  an  ingenious 
poet.  Her  cliardOer  on  tlie  whole 
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may  be  fairly  judged   of,  from  the 
epitaph    written   by    Ben    Jonson, 

vir. 

*'  Underneath  this  sable  hearse 

11  Lies  the  subject  of  all  verse  : 

41  Sidney's  sister,  Pembroke's  mother. 

•**  Death  !  ere  thou  hast  kill'd  another

HERBERT  (EDWARD)  lord 
Herbert  of  Chcrbury  in  Shrop- 
shire, aneminent  English  statesman, 
and  writer  on  history,  philosophy, 
and  criticism,  born  1581,  died 
1648. 

HERBERT  (GEORGE)  brother 
cf   the    preceding,    a    divine     and 
poet,  of  whose  judgment   the  great 
Lord  Bacon   had    so   high    an    opi-  ' 
nion,  that  he  would  not  suffer  his 
works  to  be   printed    till    they  had  ; 
passed  Herbert's  examination.      He 
was  born  i  593,  wrote  a  volume  of 
devout   poems  called  "  The  Tem- 
ple," and  died  about  1635. 

HERMAN  (  PAUL)  a  celebrated 
botanist, a  native  of  Halle  in  Saxony, 
died  1695. 

HERMAN  (JAMES)  an  eminent 
mathematician  of  Basle,  and  the 
friend  of  Leibnitz,  He  was  born 
1678,  and  died  1733»  leaving  va- 
rious works. 

HERMES,  an  Egyptian  legisla- 
tor, priest,  and  philosopher,  who 
lived,  as  some  think,  in  the  year 
of  the  world  2076,  in  the  reign  of 
Ninus,  after  Moses ;  and  was  so 
skilled  in  all  profound  arts  and 
sciences,  that  he  acquired  the  sur- 
name of  Trismegistus,  or  "thrice 
great." 

HEROD,  falsely  called  the  Great, 
king  and  tyrant  of  Judea^  who,  on 
the  strength  of  a  misinterpreted 
prophecy,  caused  all  the  male  chil- 
dren of  Bethlehem  and  its  neigh- 
bourhood to  be  massacred  by  his 
soldiers,  at  the  time  of  the  birth  of 
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Christ,  in  the  vain  hope  of  destroy- 
ing the  Saviour  of  mankind.  He 
died  A.  D.  3. 

HERODIAN,  a  Greek  Hstorian 
of  Rome,  who  Nourished  under  the 
reigns  of  Severus,  Caraculla,  Helio- 
gabalps,  Alexander,  and  Maximin. 
His  history  contains  8  books,  and 
is  greatly  admired.  It  comprises 
the  events  from  A.  D.  i  80  to  238. 
Herociian  diedabout  247. 

HERODOTUS,  an  ancient  Greek 
historian  of  Halicarnassus  in  Caria, 
born  about  484  years  before  Christ, 
died  4  i  3  before  Christ.  He  is  cal- 
led "  The  Father  of  History  ;"  his 
work  is  written  in  the  Ionic  dialed!, 
and  divided  into  o  books,  which 
contain  the  most  remarkable  occur- 
rences within  a  period  of  z\o 
years;  from  the  reign  of  Cyrus  the 
fiist  king  of  Persia,  to  that  of 
Xerxes,  when  the  historian  was 
living.  These  9  books  are  called 
after  the  9  muses,  each  of  them 
being  distinguished  by  the  name  of 
a  muse. 

HERRING  (DR.  THOMAS) 
archbishop  of  Canterbury,  born 
1693.  When  the  rebellion  broke 
out  in  Scotland,  in  1745,  and  the 
Highlanders  defeated  the  king's 
troops  at  Freston-Pans,  the  arch- 
bishop (then  of  York)  contributed 
much  to  remove  the  general  panic, 
and  awaken  the  nation  from  its 
lethargy.  He  convened  the  nobi- 
lity, gentry,  and  clergy  of  his 
diocese,  and  addressed  them  in  a 
rtohle  and  animated  speech  ;  which 
had  such  an  effefl  upon  his  auditory, 
that  a  subscription  ensued  to  the 
amount  of  40,000!.  and  the  exam- 
ple was  successfully  followed  by 
the  nation  in  general.  On  the 
death  of  Dr.  Potter,  in  1747,  he 
was  translated  to  the  see  of  Canter- 
bury, and  died  17.57. 

KERTZliURG  (EWALD  FEE- 
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DERIC,  Comte  de)  a  very  eminent 
statesman  of  Prussia,  born  at  Lot- 
tin  in  Fotnerania.  He  became 
known  in  the  literary  world  at  the 
age  of  17,  and  on  leaving  college, 
by  a  "  Dissertation  on  History." 
On  his  return  from  the  university, 
being  known  to  Frederick  II.  who 
saw  him  possessed  of  merit,  in 
1745  he  entered  the  diplomatic 
career  as  secretary  of  legation,  and 
progressively  rose  to  the  highest 
point  of  rank  and  confidence  in  the 
state.  The  remembrance  of  him 
\vill  always  he  closely  connected 
with  that  of  the  great  King  whom 
he  had  the  honour  to  serve.  He 
died  1705. 

HERVEY  (JAMES)  an  English 
divine  of  exemplary  virtue  and 
piety,  born  1714,  died  1758.  His 
/  chief  writings  are,  "  Meditations 
and  Contemplations,"  "  Remarks 
on  lord  Bolingbroke's  Letters  on 
the  Study  and  Use  of  History  ;"  and 
M  Theronand  Aspasio;  or,  a  Series 
of  Dialogues  and  Letters  on  the 
most  important  Subjects." 

HESIOD,  a  very  ancient  Creek 
poet,  but  whether  contemporary 
wilh,  or  older  or  younger  than  ; 
Homer,  is  not  yet  agreed  among 
the  learned.  The  "  Theogony" 
and  "  Works  and  Days"  are  the 
only  undoubted  pieces  of  this  poet 
now  extant. 

HESYCHIUS,  a  celebrated  gram- 
marian  and  lexicographer  of  Alex- 
andria, who  flourished  about  A.  D. 
500. 

HETHERINGTON(WILLIAM) 
an  English  divine,  \vho  died  1778, 
leaving  20,000!. as  a  perpetual  fund 
for  the  relief  of  50  blind  persons 
vith  i  ol.  a  year. 

HEURNIUS  (JOHN)  a  celebra- 
ted Dutch  physici.in,  born  1543, 
died  1601.  There  are  several  pro- 
ductions of  In*,  but  his  capital  one 
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is,  "  A  Treatise  upon  Disorders  of 
the  Head."  He  also  published 
Hippocrates  in  Greek  and  Latin, 
with  explanatory  commentaries, 
which  have  undergone  many  edi- 
tions. 

HEYLIX  (DR.  PETER)  an  Eng- 
lish divine  and  historian,  born  i  600. 
In  1621,  he  published  his  "  Mi- 
crocosnms,  or,  Description  of  the 
Great  World  j"  which  is  almost 
the  only  work  he  is  known  by  now  ; 
but  that  is  in  no  very  high  es- 
teem, being  superseded  by  things 
abundantly  superior  in  the  kind. 
He  died  i  6f>2. 

HEYWOOD  (JOHN)  a  noted 
English  poet  and  jester  of  his  time. 
He  was  one  of  the  first  who  wrote 
English  plays,  found  means  to 
become  a  favourite  with  Henry 
VIII.  and  was  well  rewarded  by 
that  monarch  for  the  mirth  and 
quickness  of  his  conceits.  He  died 


HEYll'OOD  (  JASPER  J  son  of 
the  foregoing,  translated  three  tra- 
gedies of  Seneca,  and  wrote  various 
poems  and  devices,  some  of  which 
are  printed  in  a  book  called  "  The 
Paradise  of  Dainty  Devices,"  i  573, 
4to.  He  was  born  1535,  and  died 

1597- 

HEYWOOD  (THOMAS)  an 
afior,  and  most  voluminous  play- 
writer,  in  the  reigns  of  queen 
Elizabeth  and  James  I.  He  is 
said  to  have  been  the  author  of 
220  plays;  of  which  only  24  are 
now  extant. 

HEYWOOD  (ELIZA)  a  most  vo- 
luminous female  writer,  born  1693, 
died  1756.  Her  latter  and  best 
writings  are,  "  The  Female  Specta- 
tor," 4  vols.  "  Epistles  for  the  La- 
dies," s  vols.  "  Fortunate  Found- 
ling," i  vol.  "  Adventures  of  Na- 
ture," i  vol.  "  History  of  Betsy 
Though:  less,"  4  vols.  "  Jenny  and 
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Jemmy  Jessamy,"  3  vols.  "  Invi- 
sible Spy,"  2  vols.  "  Husband  and 
Wife,"  2  vols.  all  in  121110:  and 
a  pamphlet,  intituled,  "  A  Present 
for  a  Servant  Maid." — When  young, 
she  dabbled  in  dramatic  poetry, 
but  with  no  great  success  :  none  of 
her  plays  being  either  much  ap- 
proved at  first,  or  revived  after- 
wards. 

HICETAS,  of  Syracuse,  an  an- 
cient  philosopher,  who  flourished 
ebout  340  R.  C.  He  taught  that 
the  sun  and  the  stars  were  motion- 
less, and  that  the  earth  moved 
round  them  :  this  is  mentioned  by 
Cicero,  and  probably  gave  the  first 
hint  of  that  system  -to  Copernicus. 

HICKES  (GEORGE)  an  English 
divine,  antiquarian,  critic,  and  po- 
lemical writer,  of  uncommon  parts 
and  learning,  born  1642,  died 
1715.  His  "  Linguarum  Septen- 
tnonalium  Thesaurus,"  published 
at  Oxford,  2  vols.  folio,  1705,  ex- 
hibits a  splendid  and  durable  mo- 
nument of  his  industry. 

H1EROCLES,  a  Platonic  philo- 
sopher of  the  £th  century,  taught 
at  Alexandria  with  great  reputa- 
tion, and  wrote  seven  books  upon 
Providence  and  Fate.  These  books 
however  are  lost,  and  all  we  know 
of  them  is  by  the  extra&s  which  are 
to  be  met  with  in  Fhotius.  Hiero- 
cles  wrote  also  "  A  Commentary 
upon  the  Golden  Verses  of  Pytha 
goras,"  which  is  still  extant,  and 
has  several  times  been  publishec 
with  those  verses. 

HIERONIMUS,  or,  as  he  is  com- 
monly called,  Jerome,  a  very  cele 
brated  father  of  the   church,   born 
on  the  confines  of  Dalmatia,  about 
329,  died  420. 

HIFFERNAN  (PAUL),  a  na 
tive  of  Ireland,  but  chiefly  residen 
in  England,  and  known  as  a  dra 
matic  writer,  translator,  and  com 
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piler,  died  1778.  Some  very  cu- 
rious and  entertaining  Memoirs  of 
this  singular  cliai  after  will  be  found 
in  the  European  Magazine,  Vol. 
XXV. 

HIDDEN  (Dr.  WILLIAM)  an 
eminent  political  writer  in  the 
time  of  queen  Anne,  died  1715. 

HIGGONS  (BEV1L)   a  dramatic 
poet  and  historian.     His   principal 
woiks  are,     a    tragedy,    intituled, 
The    Generous     Conqueror,    or 
he   Timely    Discovery,"    afted    at 
Jrury-lane,    and    printed    in    410, 
1702  ;   and  "  A  short  View  of  the 
English    History,    &c."     He    died 
,738. 

H1GHMORE  (JOSEPH)  an  emi- 
nent English    painter,   born    1692* 
lied    i7&o.      Mr.   Highmore    was 
also   a    respeflable   writer,  and,  a- 
mong  several  other  things,  published 
in    1766,    with  only    his    initials, 
J.   H."  two    small    volumes   of 
Essays,  moral,  religious,  and  mis« 
cellaneous." 

H1LARIUS,  an  ancient  father 
of  the  Christian  church,  and  bishop 
of  Poietiers,  who  flourished  in  the 
fourth  century. 

HILL  (AARON)  a  celebrated 
poet  and  miscellaneous  writer,  bora 
1685,  died  1749.  His  principal 
works  are,  "  Elfrid,  or  the  Fair 
Inconstant,"  a  tragedy  ;  "  Rinal« 
do,"  an  opera;  another  tragedy,  cal- 
led, "  The  Fatal  Vision,  or,  The 
Fall  of  Siam;"  and  his  last  produc- 
tion a  tragedy  called  "  Merope  j'* 
which  was  brought  upon  the  stage 
in  Drury  Lane  by  Garrick. 

HILL  (SIR  JOHN)  an  English 
writer, born  about  1716,  died  1775. 
He  was  bred  an  apothecary,  and 
set  up  in  St.  Martin's  Lane,  West- 
minster  ;  but,  marrying  early,  and 
without  a  fortune,  he  was  obliged 
to  look  round  for  other  resources 
than  his  profession.  Being  pos« 
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of   quick    natural    parts,  be  |  "  InspeGor."    He  next  applied  him-- 


sown  made  himself  acquainted  with 
the  theoretical    as  well   as  practical 
parts  of    botany;      and    being    re- 
coinivteiuUd   to     the    late    duke   of 
Richmond  and  Iciv.  Petre,  he,  under 
their  patronage,  executed  a  scheme 
or  travelling   over  several  parts  of 
tins  kingdom,  to  gather  certain  of 
the  most  rare  and  uncommon  plants, 
vhich  he  afterwards    published    by 
subscription;   but,    after    great    re- 
searches, and    uncommon  industry, 
which    he    possessed   in   a  peculiar 
degree,     this     undertaking     turned 
out  by  no  means  adequate  either   to 
his  merits    or    expectations.— The 
*tage  next  presented  itself,  as  a  soil 
in   which    genius    might    stand     a 
chance  of  flourishing:   but  this  plan 
proved     likewise     abortive ;     and, 
after    two    or    three     unsuccessful 
attempts  at    the    Hay-market   and 
Covent  Garden,    he  was  obliged  to 
relinquish    all    pretensions    to  the 
sock  and  buskin,  and  apply  again 
to  his    botanical    researches,     and 
his  business    as    an  apothecary. — 
At  length,   about  1746,    he  trans- 


self  to    the   preparation   of   certain 
simple     medii-ines;       naniely,     the 
"  Esscrre  of  Water-dock,  Tinfture 
of  Valerian,    Pettoral    Balsam     of 
Honey,   and  Tin£ture  of  Barclana." 
The  well-known  simplicity  of  these 
medicines  made  the    public   judge 
favourably     of    their      effefts,      in- 
somuch that  they  had  a  rapid   sale. 
Soon  after    the  publication  of  the 
first  cf    these    medicines,    he     ob- 
tained the  patronage  of  the  earl  of 
Bute  ;  tinder  which  he  published  a 
very  pompous    and  voluminous  bo- 
tanical    work,   intituled,  "  A   Sys- 
tem   of    Botany;"  and    having,    a 
year  or  two  before  his  death,   pre- 
sented an  tlegant  ser  of  his  botani- 
cal works   to  the  king   of  Sweden, 
that  monarch  invested  him  with  one 
of  the  orders  of   his  court.     As  to 
his  literary  character,  he  was  master 
of  considerable    abilities;   hut    the 
vast  variety  of  subjt£ls  he  handled 
certainly   required    such   a   fund   of 
universal   knowledge,    and   such   a 
boundless    genius,    as  were    never 
perhaps  known  to  center    in    any 


lated  from  the  Greek  a  small  trafl,  j  one  man  ;  and    therefore   it   is  not

scription ;     and    this,    being    well 
executed,    procured  him    friends, 
reputation,    and    money.

Ke  at  the  same 
time   started    the  "  British    Maga- 
zine ;"    and,    when   engaged   in  a 
number  of  these   and  other  works, 
some   of   which  seemed  to  require 
a  man'*  whole  attention,  carried  on 
a  daily  essay,    under    the  title  of 


t&  be  wondered  at,  if  in  regard  to 
some  he  appears  very  inaccurate, 
in  some  very  supeificial,  and  in 
others  very  inadequate  to  the  task 
he  had  undertaken.  His  works  in 
the  philosophical  way  are  what  he 
seemed  most  likely  to  have  pur- 
chased future  fame  by,  had  he  al- 
lowed himself  time  to  have  digested 
the  knowledge  he  was  possessed 
of,  or  adhered  to  that  precision 
with  regard  to  veracity  which  the 
relation  of  literary  fu£ls  so  rigidly 
demands. 

HILL  (ROBERT)  a  man  re- 
markable for  his  perseverance  and 
talent  in  learning  many  languages 
by  the  aid  of  books  alone,  and  that 
under  eveiy  disadvantage  of  la- 
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borious  occupation  (as  a  taylor 
and  extreme  poverty.  Mr.  Spence 
'n  '  757>  published  a  cornpariso 
between  this  Hili  and  the  famou 
Magliabecchi,  which  is  curious  an 
deserv  ing  of  perusal. 

HILL  (THOMAS  FORD),  a 
eminent  English  antiquaiian  an 
philologer,  died  Sept.  1795. 

HILLIARD  (NICHOLAS)  lim 
ner  to  queen  Elizabeth,  whose  pic 
lure  he  drew  several  times.  Donne 
has  celebrated  this  painter  in  a 
poem,  called  "  The  Storm  -t"  wher 
he  says,

HIPPARCHIA,  a  celebrater 
Jady  who  flourished  in  the  time  o 
Alexander.  She  addicted  herscl 
to  philosophy,  and  wrote  some 
things  which  have  not  been  trans- 
mitted down  to  us  j  among  which 
were  "  Tragedies;  Philosophical 
Hypotheses,  or  Suppositions;  some 
Reasonings  and  Questions  proposed 
toTheodorus,surnamed the  Atheist,' 
&c. 

HIPPARCHUS,  a  great  astro- 
nomer, born  at  Nice  in  Bithynia, 
flourished  between  160  and  125 
before  the  birth  of  Christ.  He  is 
reckoned  to  have  been  the  first 
who  from  vague  and  scattered  ob- 
servations reduced  astronomy  into 
a  science,  and  prosecuted  the  study 
of  it  systematically. 

HIPPOCRATES,  the  father  of 
physic  and  prince  of  physicians, 
born  in  the  island  of  Cos  in  the 
8oth  Olympiad,  flourished  at  the 
time  of  the  Peloponnesian  war. 
He  was  the  first  man  we  know  of, 
who  laid  down  precepts  concerning 
physic;  on  account  of  his  wonder- 
ful skill  and  foresight  in  this  art, 
he  passed  with  the  Grecians  for  a 
God,  and  after  his  death  had  divine 
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honours  paid  him.  He  died  ae 
about  90  years  of  age.  His  works 
have  often  been  printed. 

HOADLY  (BENJAMIN)  bishop 
of  Winchester,  born  1676,  died 
1761. — Preacli ing  against  what  he 
considered  as  the  inveterate  errors 
of  the  clergy,  among  other  dis- 
courses one  was  upon  these  words, 
"  My  kingdom  is  notof  this  world  ;" 
which,  producing  the  famous  Ban- 
gorian  controversy,  as  it  was  called, 
employed  the  press  for  many  years. 
Hoadiy  contended  that  the  clergy 
had  no  pretensions  to  any  temporal 
jurisdictions ;  but  that  temporal 
princes  had  a  right  to  govern  in 
ecclesiastical  politics;  and  by  this 
means  he  drew  on  himself  the  in- 
dignation of  almost  all  the  clergy. 
These  disputes,  however,  have  long 
since  subsided. 

HOADLY  (DR.  BENJAMIN) 
eldest  son  of  the  bishop  of  Win- 
chester, born  1706.  He  was  ap- 
pointed physician  to  his  majesty's 
household  1742,  and  to  that  of  the 
prince  of  Wales  1745  6.  This, 
being  at  a  time  when  the  families 
were  not  upon  the  best  terms,  is  a 
proof  that  Dr.  Hoadiy  was  a  most 
unexceptionable  man  ;  and  he  is 
said  to  have  filled  the  posts  with 
singular  honour.  He  puMi.-hed 
ome  medical  and  philosophical 
.vorks,  and  "  The  Suspicious  hus- 
band," a  comedy,  whu  h  whenever 
epresented  continually  affords  fresh 
Measure  to  the  audience.  He  died

HOADLY  (DR.  JOHN).     This 
gentleman,  youngest  son  of  the  bi- 
hop  of  Winchester,  was  born  1711, 
nd  died  1776  ;  and  with   him  the 
name  of  Hoadiy  became  extinft.    He 
evised  Lillo's  ':  Arden    of  Fever- 
ham,"  wrote  the  5th  aft  of  Miller's 
Mahomet,"  and  left  several  dra- 
matic works  in  MSS.  behind  him;

among  the  rest,  "The  House-keeper, 
a  Fane, "on  the  plan  of  High  Life 
below  Stairs,  and  a  tragedy  on  the 
story  cf  lord  Cromwell. 

KOBBES    (THOMAS)    born  at 
Malmesbtiry     1588,     died      1679. 
He  published,  among  other  things, 
an  "  English  transition  of  Thucydi- 
<les,"  "  Human  Nature," and  a  trea- 
tise "  De  Corpore  Politico,  or,   of 
the  Elements  of  the   Law."     This 
latter  piece  was   presented  to  Gas- 
sendus,    and    read    -by   him     a   few 
months  before  his   death  ;  who  is 
said  first  to  have  kissed  it,  and  then 
to  have  delivered  his  opinion  of  it 
in   these  words :  "  This  treatise  is 
indeed   small   in  bulk,  but,  in   my 
judgment,  the  very  marrow  of  sci- 
ence."    In  1651  he   published   his 
religious,  political,  and   moral  prin- 
ciples in  a  complete  system,  which 
he   called    the  "Leviathan;"    and 
caused  a  copy  of    it,    very    fairly 
\vritten  on  vellum,  to  be  presented 
to  Charles  II.     He  also,  in  his  88th 
year,    published,   in   English  verse, 
the  whole  "  Iliad"  and  "  Odyssey" 
of  Homer;  but  his  poetry  is  below 
criticism,  and    has   long   been    ex- 
ploded.— There  have  been  few  per- 
sons whose  writings    have    had  a 
more  pernicious  influence  in  spread- 
ing   irreligion    and  infidelity  than 
Hobbes's;    and  yet  none  of  his  trea- 
tises are  direflly  levelled  against  re- 
vealed religion.— His  "  Leviathan," 
by  which  he  is  now  chiefly  known, 
tends   not   only  to  subvert  the   au- 
thority of  scripture,  but  to  destroy 


God's  moral  government  of  the 
world  ;  it  confounds  the  natural 
difierences  of  good  and  evil,  virtue 
and  vice  ;  it  destroys  the  best  prin- 
ciples of  the  human  nature  ;  and, 
instead  of  that  innate  benevolence 
and  social  disposition  which  should 
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war  with  one  another;  it  creels  an 
Absolute  tyranny  in  the  state  and 
church,  which  it  confounds,  and 
makes  the  will  of  the  prince,  or 
governing  power,  the  sole  standard 
of  right  and  wrong. 

UOCKSTETTER  (ANDREW 
ADAM)  a  Germ.m  divine,  histori- 
an, and  political  writer, born  1668, 
died  1717. 

HOFFMAN  (MAURICE)  a  Ger- 
man medical,  anatomical,  and  bo- 
tanical writer,  born  1621,  died 
1698. 

HOFFMAN  (JOHN  MAURICE) 
son  of  the  foregoing,  a  physician 
and  medical  writer,  born  1653, 
died  1727. 

HOFFMAN  (JOHN  JAMES) 
the  laborious  compiler  of  a  "  Lexi- 
con Universale  Historico-Geogra- 
phico-Poetico-  Philosophico  -  Foiiti- 
co-Philologicum,"  2  vols.  folio,  Ge« 
neva,  1677.  It  has  been  since  en- 
larged and  published  in  4  vols.  fo« 
lio,and  finds  a  place  inevery  learned 
library. 

HOFFMAN  (FREDERIC)  born 
at  Hall,  near  Magdeburg,  1660, 
was  professor  of  physic  at  that  place, 
and  died  1742.  His  works  were 
collected,  at  Geneva,  in  6  large  fo- 
lios, 1748  and  1754  ;  and  he  has 
deservedly  been  reckoned  among 
the  best  writers  in  physic. 

HOGARTH(WILLI  AM)  a  truly 
great  and  original  genius  in  paint- 
ing and  engraving,  was  born  i6y8, 
in  the  paris.li  of  St.  Martin  Ludgate, 
and  bound  apprentice  to  Mr.  Ellis 
Gamble,  a  silversmith  of  eminence 
in  Cranbonrn-street, Leicester  Fields. 
In  this  profession  it  is  not  unusual 
to  bind  apprentices  to  the  single 
branch  of  engraving  arms  and  cy- 
phers on  every  species  of  metal  ;

once  at  dinner  with  the  great  Che- 
selden  and  some  other  company,  he 
vras  told  that  Mr.  John  Freke,  sur- 
geon of  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital, 
a  few  evenings  before,    at   Dick's 
Coffee-house,     had    asserted    that 
Greene   was   as  eminent   in    com- 
position as  Handel.     "  That  fellow 
Picke  (replied  Hogarth)  is  always 
shooting  his  bolt  absurdly  one  way 
or  another  !      Handel  is  a   giant  in 
music;    Greene  only  alight  Flori- 
mel  kind  of  a  composer."     "  Ay, 
(says    our   artist's    informant)    but 
at   the    same   time    Mr.  Freke  de- 
clared you  were  as  good  a  portrait 
painter  as  Vandyck."     "   There   he 
\vas  in  the  right  (adds  Hogarth); 
and  so  by  G—  I  am,  give  me  my 
time,  and  let  me  choose  my  subjecl !' 
Hogarth  was  also  the  most  absent 
of  men  ;   to  one  instance  of  which 
\ve  must  limit  our  relation.     Soon 
after  he  set  up  his  carriage  he  hac 
occasion  to  pay  a  visit  to  the  lord 
mayor  (Mr.  Beckford).     When  he 
went  the  weather  was  fine  ;      ba 
business  detained  him  till  a  violen 
shower  of  rain  came  on.     He  wa 
let  out  of  the  Mansion-house  by  a 
different  door  from  that  at  whicl 
he  entered  ;    and,  seeing  the  rain 
be£an   immediately   to    call   for 
hackney  coach.     Not  one    was 
be   met  with  on   any  of  the  neigh 
bearing  stands  ;   and  our  artist   sal 
Jied  forth  to  brave  the   storm,  and 
afuially    reached    Leicester    Fields 
without    bestowing    a    thought    on 
liis  own  carriage,  till  Mrs.  Hogarth 
(surprised  to  see  him  so  wet  and 
splashed)   asked   him  where  he  had 
left  it — The  last  memorable  event 
in   o«r    artist's  life   was  his  quarrel 
with   Mr.  Wilkts;     in  which,    if 
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»Ir.  Hogarth  did  not  commence  <?{• 
eft  hostilities,  he  at  lenst  obliquely 
ave  the  first  offence,  by  an  attack 
on  the  friends  and  party  of  that 
;entleman.  Mr.  Churchill  the  poet 
>oon  after  published  the  "  Epistle 
:o  William  Hogarth,"  and  took  for 
:he  mutto  ul  pitlura  poesis.  Mr. 
Hogarth's  revenge  against  the  poet 
erminated  in  vamping  up  an  old 
print  of  a  pug  dog  and  a  bear, 
which  he  published  under  the  title 
of  "  The  Bruizcr  C.  Churchill, 
(once  the  Rev.!)  in  the  charaQer 
of  a  Russian  Hercules,"  &c. — At 
the  time  these  hostilities  were  car. 
rying  on  in  a  manner  so  virulent 
and  disgraceful  to  all  the  parties, 
Hogarth  died,  O3.  25,  1764. 

HOLBEIN(JOHN)  better  known 
by   his    German    name   Hans   Hoi- 
bein,  a  most  excellent  painter,  bom 
at  Basil  in  Switzerland  1498,  died 
'554-       His  most  famous  pifhites 
are,   Our   Saviour's   Passion,  in  the 
town-house  at   Basil;    and,  in  the 
fish-market  of   the  same  town,     a 
Dance    of    Peasants,    and    Death's 
Dance  ;      which     are     exceedingly 
striking  to  the  connoisseur.— Com- 
ing to  England,  Holbein  was  intro- 
duced by  sir  Thomas  More  to  Henry 
VIII.  in  this  manner.     Sir  Thomas 
invited   the  king    to  an  entertain- 
ment,   and  hung  up   all    Holbein's 
pieces,  disposed  in   the   best  order 
and  in  the  be-t  light,  in  the  great 
h-;l)  of  his  house.     The  king,  upon 
his  first  entrance,  was   so  charmed 
with    the  sight  of  them,    that    he 
asked    •'   Whet'-er  such    an    artist 
were  now  alive,  and  to  be  had  for 
money?"    Upon  which  sir  Thomas 
presented  Ho'.'oein  to  the  king,  who 
immediately  took  him  into  his  ser- 
vice, and  brought  him   into   great 
esteem    with    the    nobility    of    the 
I  kingdom.—- Holbein  had  the 
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singularity    which    Pliny    mentions!  in  three  ;  the  two  first  of  which  are 
of    Turpilius,    a    Roman,    namely, 
that  of  painting  with  his  left  hand. 
HOLDEN  (HEXRY),   an  excel- 
lent  English   commentator   on   the 
New    Testament,     and    writer    on 
Faith,  died   1662. 

HOLDER  (WILLIAM)  an  in- 
genious Englishman,  who,  among 
many  other  works,  published  a 
book  intituled  "  The  Elements  of 
Speech;  an  Essay  of  Inquiry  into 
the  natural  ProJutlion  of  Letters: 
with  an  Appendix  concerning  Per- 
sons that  aie  Deaf  and  Dumb,i  669." 
He  died  i  697. 

HOLDSWORTH  (EDWARD) 
born  1688,  died  1747.  He  was 
the  author  of  the  "  Muscipula,"  a 
poem,  esteemed  a  master-piece  in 
its  kind  ;  and  also  of  "  Remarks 
and  Dissertations  on  Virgil :"  and 
Mr.  Spence  speaks  of  him  in 
"  Polymetis,"  as  one  who  under- 
stood Virgil  in  a  more  nnsterly 
manner  than  any  person  he  ever 
knew. 

HOLIDAY    (BARTENT)   an   in- 
genious and  learned  English  divine, 


commonly  bound  together.  The 
Continuations  from  1577  to  1587 
were  by  Stow,  Thin,  Fleming,  and 
others. 

HOLLAR(WENTTZEL,orWEN- 
CESLAUS)  a  most  admired  engra- 
ver, born  at  Prague  in  Bohemia 
1607 ,  died  1677. 

HOLLES  (DENZIL,  LORD)  se- 
cond son  of  the  earl  of  Clare,  an 
eminent  English  patriot,  born  i  597, 
difJ  1680.  He  nobly  maintained 
and  defended  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  the  house  of  commons,  of 
which  he  was  a  mo^t  worthy  mem- 
ber, againit  the  arbitrary  measures 
of  Charles  I.  and  his  favourites, 
falsely  styled,  The  King's  Friends. 
His  lordship  was  also  a  political 
writer. 

HOLLIS  (THOMAS)  born  1720, 
died  1774. — He  was  possessed  of 
a  large  fortune  ;  above  the  half  of 
which  he  devoted  to  charities,  to 
the  encouragement  of  genius,  and 
to  the  support  and  defence  of  liberty. 
His  studious  hours  were  devoted  t6 
the  search  of  noble  authors  hidden 


by  the  rust  of  time,  arid  to  do  their 
virtues  justice  by  brightening  their 
attions  for  the  review  of  the  public. 
A  new  edition  of  "  Toland's  Life 
of  Milton"  was  published  under  his 
direction  in  1761  ;  and  in  1763 
lie  gave  an  accurate  edition  of  Al- 

but  the  work  he  is  gernon  Sydney's  "  Discourses  on 
Government ;'"'  on  which  the  pains 
and  cxpence  he  bestowed  are  almost 
incredible. 

HOLSTENIUS  (LUCAS)  a  Ger- 
man commentator  on  Greek  and 
Latin  authors,  born  1596,  died 
1661. 

HOLT  (SIR  JOHN)  knight, chief 
justice  of  the  court  of  King's  Bench 
in  the  reign  of  king  William,  born 
1642,  died  1710.  He  published 
Chief  Justice  Kelynge's  Reports^ 


poet,  and  philosopher,  born  1593, 
died  1661.  He  wrote  "  Techno- 
gainia,  or  the  Marriage  of  Arts, 
a  Comedy,  afted  by  some  Oxford 
scholars,  at  Woodstock,  in  1621, 
before  king  James;  and  a  "  Sur- 
vey of  the  World,  in  10  Books,  a 
Poem,  1661 

known  and  esteemed  for  now  is 
his  "  Translation  of  the  Satires  of 
Juvenal  and  Persius:"  for  though 
his  poetry  is  but  indifferent,  yet  his 
translation  is  allowed  to  be  faithful, 
and  his,  notes  good. 

HOLINSHED  (RAPHAEL)  an 
English  historian,  and  famous  for 
the  Chronicles  that  go  under  his 
name,  died  1581.  His  "  Chroni- 
cles" were  first  published  in  1577, 
in  2-v.ols,  folio  j  and  then,  in  1587, 
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vnth  annotation?  upon  therh  by 
himself;  and  his  integrity  and  up- 
rightness as  a  judge  are  celebrated 
by  the  author  of  the  "  Taller,"  No. 
14,  under  the  character  of  Verus  the 
magistrate. 

.  HOLWELL  (JOHN  ZF.PHANL 
All)  a  governor  of  Bengal,  and  one 
of  the  wretched  prisoners  confined 
in  the  Black  Hole  in  Calcutta  eoth 
June  1756,  wherein  a  great  number 
of  gentlemen  were  suffocated  ;  but 
Mr.  Kolwell,  with  a  few  others,  sur- 
viving, he  published  a  "  Narrative" 
cl  the  dreadful  affair.  He  also  wrote 
a  great  number  ofTrafts,  chiefly  on 
Indian  affairs,  anil  died,  aged  near 
90,  Nov.  5,  1798. 

HOLYOAKE(FRANCIS)alearn- 
ed  Englishman,  memorable  for  hav- 
ing made  an  "  Etymological  Dic- 
tionary of  Latin  Words,1'  torn  15  67, 
died  1653. 

HOME  (HENRY  LORD 
KAIMES)  one  of  the  senators  of 
the  college  of  j'inice  in  Scotland, 
and  eminent  as  a  critical  and  philo- 
sophical writer,  born  1696,  died 
17^2.  His  principal  works  are, 
"  Sketches  of  the  History  of  Man,' 
E  vols.  410.  1773  ;  "  Elements  of 
Critic i- IT,"  2  vols.  8vo.  1763  ;  and 
"  The  Gentleman  Farmer,"  8vo. 
1772. 

HOMER,  the  most  ancient  of  the 
Greek  poets,  was  the  f either  of  poe- 
try, as  Herodotus  was  of  history, 
and  Hippocrates  of  physic.  As 
much  as  he  has  celebrated  the 
praises  of  others,  he  has  been  so 
very  modest  about  himself,  that  we 
do  not  find  the  least  mention  of 
him  throughout  his  poems:  so  that 
%vhere  he  was  born,  who  were  his 
parents,  what  age  he  lived  in,  and 
almost  every  circumstance  of  his 
life,  remain  at  this  day,  in  a  great 
measure,  if  not  wholly  unknown. 
Thccnly  incontestable  works  whki 
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Homer  has  left  behind  him  are  the 
"   Iliad,"   and  the  "  Odyssey." — It 
was   by  these    poems    that  all  the 
worthies  of  antiquity  were  formed. 
Hence  the  law-givers,  the  founders 
of  monarchies  and  commonwealths, 
took    the   model  of  their   politics ; 
hence    the    philosophers   drew    the 
first   principles  of  morality   which 
they' taught  the  people;  hence  phy- 
jsicians   have    studied    diseases  and 
their  cures;  astronomers  have  learn- 
ed  the   knowledge  of  the  heavens, 
nnd    geometricians    of    the    earth ; 
kings  and  princes,  the    art    to    go- 
vern ;   and  captains,  to  form  a  bat- 
tle, to  encamp  an  army,  to  besiege 
towns,  to   fight  and   gain  vitiories. 
"  Homer  (says  sir  William  Temple) 
was,    without  doubt,    the  most  uni- 
versal genius  that  has   been   knosvn 
in  the  world,  and  Virgil   the  most 
accomplished.      To   the  first  must 
be  allowed   the   most  fertile  inven- 
tion, the  richest-vein,  the  most  ge- 
neral    knowledge,     and    the    most 
livclv  expressions:   to  the  last,  the 
noblest  idea?,  the  justest  institution, 
(lit  wisest  conduct,  and  the  choicest 
elocution.      The  colouring   of  both 
ieems  equal,  and   indeed  in  both  is 
admirable.     Homer  had   more   fire 
and  rapture;    Virgil  more  light  and 
sweetness:   or,  at  least,  the  poetical 
fire  was  more  raging    in   the  one, 
but    clearer  in    the  other  ;     which 
makes  the  first  more  amazing,  and 
the  latter  more  agreeable.      In  short, 
these  two  immortal    poets   must  be 
allowed   to   have  so  much  excelled 
in  their  kinds,  as  to  have  exi  eeded 
all  comparison,   to  have  even  ex- 
tinguished   emulation,     and     in    a 
manner  confined   true   poetry,    not 
only  to  their  two  languages,  but  to 
their  very  persons.'— -In  the  mean 
time   Homer  ha5  had  his  enemies  ; 
but  the  most  memorable  wasZoilus> 
a  snarling   ciitic,    who  f 
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the  court  of  Ptolemy  Philadelphia, 
king  of  Egypt.  This  fellow  wrote 
ill-natured  notes  upon  his  poems, 
but  received  no  encouragementfrom 
that  prince ;  on  the  contrary,  he 
became  universally  hated  for  his 
pains,  and  was  at  length  put,  as 
some  say,  to  a  most  miserable 
death.  —  The  first  appearance  of 
Homer's  works  in  Greece  was  about 
i  20  years  before  Rome  was  built, 
that  is,  about  200  years  after  the 
supposed  time  of  Homer.  The 
Arundelian  marbles  give  907  years 
before  Christ  as  the  period  when 
he  flourished. 

HGOGEyEENf  HENRY)  an  emi- 
nent Dutch  philologer,  born  1712, 
died  1794.  His  "  DoSrina  Parti- 
cularum  Linguae  Graecae,"  2  vols. 
4to.  1769,  is  executed  with  a  pro- 
digious abundance  of  learning,  and 
is  a  lasting  foundation  for  his  svell- 
earned  fame. 

HOOGSTRATEN(D AVID  VAN; 
of  Rotterdam,  a  celebrated  Dutch 
critic,  lexicographer,  and  poet,  born 
1658,  died  1724. 

HOOK.E  (ROBERT)  an  eminent 
English  mathematician  and  philoso- 
pher, born  1635,  died  1703.  He 
distinguished  himself  by  many  no 
ble  inventions  and  improvements 
in  mechanics;  invented  pendulum 
\vatches,  and  several  astronomical 
instruments  for  making  observa- 
tions both  at  sea  and  land  ;  and 
was  particularly  serviceable  to 
Boyle  in  completing  the  air-pump. 
His  writings  are  numerous  and  va- 
luable. 

HOOKE  (NATHANIEL)  author 
of  a  valuable  "  Roman  History,"  in 
<i  vols.  410,  and  other  works,  died 
1764. 

HOOKER  (RICHARD)  an  emi- 
nent English  divine,  author  of  an 
excellent  work,  intituled  "  The 
Laws(  of  Ecclesiastical  Polity,  in  8 
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Books,"  was  horn  1553,  and  died 
1600.  Of  Hooker  and  this  work 
Pope  Clement  VIII.  said,  "  This 
man  indeed  deserves  the  name  of 
an  author.  His  books  will  get  re- 
verence by  age;  for  there  is  in  them 
such  seeds  of  eternity,  that  thty 
shall  continue  till  the  last  fire  shall 
devour  all  learning." 

HOOPER,  or  HOPER  (JOHN) 
bishop  of  Gloucester,  who  in  the 
persecution  under  Mary,  refusing  to 
recant  his  opinions,  was  burned  in 
the  city  of  Gloucester,  and  suffered 
death  with  admirable  constancy, 


1IORAPOLLO,  or  HORUS 
APOLLO,  a  celebrated  grammarian 
of  Egypt,  flourished  about  A.D.  380. 
There  are  extant  under  his  name 
two  books  "  concerning  the  Hiero- 
glyphics of  the  Egyptians." 

HORAT1US  (COCLES)  a  re- 
nowned Roman  knight,  who  saved 
the  city  by  his  noble  defence  of  a 
wooden  bridge  attacked  by  Porsenna. 
While  he  and  his  two  associates  op- 
posed the  enemy  at  the  entrance,  he 
desired  his  fell.iw-cittzens  to  cut 
away  the  bridge  behind  him  ;  this 
being  executed,  he  fell  into  the 
Tiber,  but  though  wounded,  and 
oppressed  by  heavy  armour,  he 
gained  the  shore.  He  flourished 
500  years  before  Christ. 

KORATIUSfQUINTUS  FLAG- 
CUS)  an  ancient  Roman  lyric  and  sa- 
tiric poet,  who  flourished  in  the  age 
of  Augustus,  was  born  at  Ventisium 
about  65  years  before  Christ.  His 
poetical  talents  soon  made  him 
known  to  some  of  the  greatest  men 
in  Rome.  Virgil,  as  he  has  told 
us,  was  the  first  that  recommended 
him  to  Maecenas ;  and  this  cele- 
brated patron  of  learning  and  learned 
men  grew  so  fond  of  him,  that  he 
became  a  suitor  for  him  to  Augus- 
tus, and  got  his  estate  (which  had 
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been  forfeited)  to  be  restored.  Au- 
gustus was  highly  taken  with  his 
great  n;erit  and  address,  admitted 
him  to  a  close  familiarity  with  him 
in  his  private  hours,  and  afterwards 
made  him  no  sn  nil  offers  of  prefer- 
ment. The  pott  had  the  greatness 
of  mind  to  refuse  them  all  ;  the 
life  he  loved  best,  and  lived  as  much 
as  he  could,  was  the  very  reverse  of 
a  court-life  ;  a  life  of  retirement 
and  study,  free  from  the  noise  and 
luirry  of  ambition.  He  died  about 
eight  years  before  Christ. 

HORNE  (GEORGE)  bishop  of 
Korvvich,  born  1730,  died  Jan.  17, 
1792.  His  lordship  united  in  a 
remarkable  degree,  depth  of  learn- 
ing, brightness  of  imagination,  sanc- 
tity of  manners,  and  s'.veeti.ess  of 
temper.  Four  volumes  of  his  in- 
con, parable  "  Sermons"  are  pub- 
lished. His  "  Commentary  on  the 
Psalms,"  in  2  vols.  410.  "  will  (as 
the  writer  of  his  epitaph  expresses 
it)  continue  to  be  a  companion  to 
the  closet,  til!  the  devotion  of  earth 
shall  end  in  the  hallelujahs  of  Hea- 
ven." Dr.  Home  also  wrote  a  ce- 
lebrated piece  of  irony,  in  reply  to 
Adam  Smith's  sketch  of  David 
Hume's  Life. 

HORNECK  (DR.  ANTHONY) 
an  eminent  English  divine,  born 
1  6  i  g,  died  1641. 

H  O  R  R  O  X  (JEREMIAH)  an 
English  astionomer,  memorable  for 
being  the  first,  from  the  beginning 
of  the  world,  who  had  observed  the 
passage  of  Venus  over  the  sun's  disk. 
born  1619,  died  1641. 

HORSLEY  (JOHN)  author  of  a 
very  learned  and  excellent  work, 
entitled  "  Britannia  Romana,"  be- 
ing an  ample  account  of  the  Vesti- 
ges of  the  Romans  in  Britain.  He 
died  Dec.  12,  1731. 

HORSTIUS(GREGORY)  of  such 
reputation  in  the  practice  of  physic, 
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that  he  was  usually  called  the  y£scu- 
lapius  of  Germany.  He  was  born 
1578,  and  died  1636. 

HORTENS1A,  a  celebrated  Ro- 
man matron,  who,  when  the  senate 
laid  a  heavy  tax  on  the  women 
of  Rome,  pleaded  with  so  much 
eloquence  in  behalf  of  her  sex, 
that  the  tax  was  considerably  dimi- 
nished. 

HORTENSIUS  (QUINTUS)  a 
celebrated  Roman  orator  and  poet, 
who,  being  eclipsed  at  the  bar  by 
Cicero,  quitted  it  for  a  military 
life,  and  became  military  tribune, 
praetor,  and  consul,  lie  died  about 
50  years  before  Christ. 

HOSP1N1AN  (RODOLPHUS)  a 
learned  Swiss  writer,  who  has  clone 
piodigious  service  to  the  Protestant 
cause,  born  1547,  died  1626.  He 
wj-ote  an  excellent  work  of  vast 
extent,  called  "  An  History  of  the 
Errors  of  Popery." 

HOSPITAL(WILLIAM-FRAN- 
CIS-ANTONY,  MARQUIS  OF)  a 
great  mathematician  of  France,  born 
1661 ,  died  1704. 

HOTMAN  (FRANCIS),  in  Latin 
Hotomanus,  a  learned  French  civi- 
lian, and  commentator  on  Latin  au» 
thors,  born  1524,  died  1590. 

HOVEDEN  (ROGER)  an  Eng- 
lish historian  from  731  to  1199, 
died  i  2  10. 

HOUGH  (JOHN)  bishop  of 
Worcester,  memorable  for  the  noble 
stand  he  made  when  president  of 
Magdalen-college  in  Oxford  against 
James  II.  who  wanted  arbitrarily  to 
impose  fellows  and  officers  upon  the 
college  by  his  royal  mandate,  was 
born  1650,  and  died  1743. 

HOUTEl'LLLEf CLAUDE  FR.lN- 
CIS)  a  native  of  Paris,  who  wrote 
an  admirable  work,  called  "  LaVe- 
rite  de  la  Religion  Chretienne  prou- 
vee  par  les  Fails,"  died  1742. 

HOWARD  (CHARLES}    earl  of 
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Nottingham,  an  intrepid  English 
admiral,  commander  in  chief  at  the 
defeat  of  the  Spanish  Armada,  born 
1536,  died  1624- 

HOWARD  (SIR  ROBERT)  an 
English  historian  and  dramatic  poet, 
died  about  1698.  There  was  one 
EDWARD  HOWARD,  esq.  like- 
wise,  a  descendant  of  the  same  fa- 
mily, who  exposed  himself  to  the 
severity  of  our  satirists  by  writing 
bad  plays. 

HOWARD  (HENRY)  carl  of 
Surry,  a  brave  general  and  esteem- 
ed poet,  born  1,520,  beheaded  on  ?. 
suspicion  of  his  designing  to  wed  the 
princess  Mary,  and  theieby  aspiring 
to  the  crown. 

HOWARD  (JOHN)  born  at 
Enfield  in  Middlesex  about  the 
year  1724,  and  put  apprentice  to 
Mr.  Nathaniel  Newnliam,  a  whole- 
sale grocer  in  Watling-street.  His 
constitution  was  thought  very  weak, 
and  his  health  appeared  to  have 
been  injured  by  the  necessary  duties 
of  his  apprenticeship;  at  the  expira- 
tion of  it,  therefore,  he  took  an 
apartment  in  a  lodging-house  in 
Stoke  Newington,  kept  by  a  Mrs. 
Sarah  Lardeau,  a  widow,  by  whom 
he  was  nursed  with  the  utmost  care 
and  attention.  At  length  he  be- 
came so  fond  of  his  landlady,  that 
they  were  privately  married  about 
the  year  1752.  She  was  possessed 
of  a  small  fortune,  which  he  pre- 
sented to  her  sister.  This  wife,  how- 
ever, died  1755,  and  he  was  a  sin- 
cere and  affe&ionate  mourner  for  her 
death.  About  this  time,  itis believ- 
ed, he  was  elefted  F.  R.S.  and  with 
an  intention  of  visiting  Lisbon  after 
the  earthquake,  he  at  midsummer 
1756  set  sail  on  board  the  Hanover 
packet,  which  was  taken  by  a  French 
privateer  ;  and  he  behaved  with  so 
much  hauteur,  so  much  a  I'.inglois, 
to  the  captain  of  the  privateer,  as 
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might  probably  be  the  cause  of  his 
suffering  so  severely  as  it  ?p pears  he 
!  did  (see  "  State  of  Prisons,"  pp.  22 
and  23,  Note):  and  "  perhaps  what 
he    suffered     on    this    occasion    in- 
i  creased"    (if   it   did   not    first    call 
•  forth)  "  his  sympathy  with  the  un- 
j  happy   people    whose    cause  is  the 
j  subject   of  this    book." — He  after- 
wards, it  is  believed,  made  the  tour 
of  Italy  ;  and   at  his  return  settled 
at  Brokenhurst,  a  retired  and  plea- 
sant villa   in   the   New  Forest  near 
Lymington   in  Hampshire,  having, 
^pril  25,    1/58,  married   Harrier, 
only  daughter  of'Edward  Leeds, esq. 
of    Croxton     in     Cambridgeshire. 
Mrs.  H.  died  in  1765,  in  child-bed. 
After  the  death  of  his  second  wife, 
he   left  Lymington,  and   purchased 
an  estate  at  Cardington,  near  Bed- 
ford,  where  he  very    much  conci- 
liated the  esteem  of  the  poor,  by 
employing  them,  building  cottages 
for  them,  &c.     In  1773  he  served 
the  office  of  sheriff  of  the  county  of 
Bedford.      This  office,    as  he    ob- 
serves,   brought   "  the   distress  of 
prisoners  more    immediately  under 
his  notice ;"  and  with  a  view  to  its 
alleviation,  he  began  his  labours  by 
"  visiting  most  of  the  county-gaols 
in  England,"  and  afterwards  "  the 
bridewells,    houses    of    corre£Uon, 
city   and    town  gaols,"    where   he 
found  "   multitudes  both  of  felons 
and  debtors  dying  of  the  gaol-fever 
and  the  small-pox."     Upon  this  sub. 
;ecl  he  was  examined  in  the  House 
of  Commons  in  March  1774,  when 
"    he     had    the    honour   of   their 
thanks."      This  encouraged  him  to 
proceed  in  his  design  :   he  travelled 
-igain  and  again  through  Great  Bri- 
tain   and    Ireland,      and   also   into 
France,    Flanders,     Holland,    Ger- 
many, and  Switzerland;    and   pub- 
lished   "  The  State  of  the  Prisons 
in  England  and  Wales,  with  pre- 
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Jiminary  observations,    and  an  ac- 
count   of     some     foreign    prisons, 
1777,"  410.  with   a  Dedication  to 
the  House  of  Commons,  dated  April 
{,,    1777.       ln    i?80   he  published 
an   Appendix   to  this  Account,    in 
•which  he  extended  the  narrative  of 
his  travels  to  Italy,   and  gave  some 
observations  concerning  the  manage- 
ment of  prisoners  of  war,  and  the 
hulks  on  the  Thames.       This    ap- 
pendix he   re- published    in    1784; 
which   publication  included  also  an 
account  of  his   visit  to    Denmark, 
Sweden,  Russia,  Poland,  Portugal, 
and  Spain.      By  this  time    his   cha- 
racler   for   active   benevolence    had 
engaged   the   public   attention,  and 
it  was  proposed  that  a  subscription 
should   be  set  on  foot,   to  ereft  a 
statue  to  his  honour.      This  idea, 
being  taken  up  and  zealously  for- 
warded   by    Mr.    Deputy    Nichols, 
vas  so  well  received,  that,  in  15 
or    16    months,    615  persons    sub- 
scribed 1533!-  135.  *5d  ;    but  some 
of  those  who  knew    Mr.    Howard 
test  never  concurred  in  the  scheme, 
being  well  assured  that  he   would 
never  countenance  nor    accede   to 
it:     and   the    event  justified    their 
conduct ;    fot    the  language  that  he 
held  upon  the  subjeft,    when   first 
advised  of   it,  was,  "  Have  not  I 
one  friend  in  England,  that  would 
put  a  stop  to  such  a   proceeding?' 
In  consequence  of  two  letters  from 
Mr.   Howard    himself   to  the   sub- 
scribers, the  design  was  laid  aside 
In  1789,   Mr.  H.   published  "  Ar 
Account  of  the  principal  Lazaret 
tos  in  Europe,  with  various  papers 
relative  to  the  plague,  together  with 
further  Observations  on    some   Fo> 
reign  Prisons  and  Hospitals,  and  ad 
ditional   Remarks  on    the    presen 
State  of  those  in  Great  Britain  anc 
Ireland,"  with  a   great  number  o 
curious  plates.     Not  satisfied,  how 
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ver,  with  what  he  had  already 
one,  he  concludes  his  "  Account 
•t  Lazarettos"  with  announcing  his 
ntention  again  to  quit  his  country, 
or  the  purpose  of  re-visitingRussia, 
Turkey,  and  some  other  countries, 
nd  extending  his  tour  in  the  East. 
On  this  tour,  however,  he  fell  a 

im  to  his  humanity  ;  for,  hav- 
ng  visited  a  young  lady  at  Cherson, 
ick  of  an  epidemic  fever,  for  the 
jurpose  of  administering  some  me- 
lical  assistance,  he  caught  the  dis- 
emper  himself,  and  was  carried  off 
n  12  days,  Jan.  20,  1790. — What 
>ermanent  good  may  arise  from  his 
unwearied,  well-intended  labours, 
30th  in  these  kingdoms  and  the  rest 
of  Europe,  time  only  can  shew. 
Certain  it  is,  that  his  plan  has  been 
adopted  in  many  of  our  new-built 
gaols,  and  will  gradually  extend  to 
more.  The  name  of  Howard  will 
ive  in  the  remembrance  of  those 
,vho  have  been  rescued,  by  his  ex- 
ertions, from  the  gloomy  horrors 
of  confinement,  which  might  other- 
.vise  have  been  unlimited  ;  alle- 
viated in  the  pangs  of  disease,  which 
might  have  been  irremediable;  and 
comforted  in  the  still  more  agoniz- 
ing reproaches  of  conscious  guilt, 
which  would  inevitably  have  ter- 
minated in  destruction.  A  statue 
o  Mr.  Howard's  memory  has  been 
creeled  in  St.  Paul's  cathedral. 

HOWELL  (JAMES)  an  English 
political  and  historical  writer,  and 
poet,  born  1596,  died  1666.  Of 
his  very  numerous  works  the  best 
are,  •'  Dodona's  Grove,  or,  The 
Vocal  Forest,"  and  "  Epistola:  Ho- 
hlianae:  Familiar  Letters  Domestic 
and  Foreign,  partly  historical,  part- 
ly political,  partly  philosophical." 
It  is  not  to  be  wondered  that  these 
letters  have  run  through  many  edi- 
tions, since  they  not  only  contain 
much  of  the  histeiyof  hisovvn  times, 
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but  are  also  interspersed  with  many   born  at  Brussels  1588,  and  died  of 
pleasant  stories  properly  introduced   the  plague  at  Rhimberg,  1639- 
and  applied.

"COUNTESS  DOWAGER  OF)  se- 
cond daughter  of  Washington  second 
earl  Ferrers,  was  born  1707,  mar- 
ried June  3,  1728,  Theophilus 
earl  of  Huntingdon,  by  whom  she 
had  issue  four  sons  and  three  daugh- 
ters,and  died  June  17,  1791.  Her 
ladyship  had  been  a  widow  45 
years;  and  her  great  religious  con- 
cerns, as  head  of  a  very  numerous 
seft  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
she  left  by  will  in  the  hands  of 
committees  for  managing  them  in 
both  kingdoms.  Her  religious  prin- 
ciples have  been  long  since  known, 
and  her  unbounded  benevolence 
bore  the  best  testimony  of  the  purity 
of  her  intentions,  having,  in  the 
course  of  her  life,  expended  above 
100,000!.  in  public  and  private  afls 
of  charity. 

HUNTIKGTON  (ROBERT)  a 
learned  English  divine,  and  writer 
of  travels,  born  1636,  died  i  70  1 . 

HUNTORST  (GERARD)  one  of 
the  best  Dutch  painters  of  the  i6th 
century. 

HUSS  (JOHN)  a  celebrated  Bo- 
temian  reformer  and  martyr,  born 
about  13761  He  was  the  first  op- 
poser  of  the  dcclrrne  of  transuhstan- 
tiation,  and  defender  of  WicklifTe, 
and  was  burnt  alive  by  the  council 
cf  Constance  1415. 

HUTCHESON"(DR.  FRANCIS) 

a  very  fine  writer  on  inoral  philo- 
sophy, and  an  excellent  man,  born 
'1694.  died  1747.  His  "  Moral 
Philosophy"  was  published  at  Glas- 
gow in  2  vols.  .jto.  1755. 
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HUTCHINSON  (JOHN)  an 
lish  philosophical  and  critical  author, 
celebrated  as  the  opponent  of  Dr. 
Woodward  in  natural  history,  and 
of  Sir  Isaac  Newton  in  philosophy, 
born  167 4,  died  1737. 

HUTCHINSON  (JOHN  HELY) 
a  celebrated  Irish  lawyer  and  mi- 
nister of  state,  being  principal  se- 
cretary of  state  in  that  kingdom, 
and  prime  Serjeant  at  law.  In  ide 
senate  he  commanded  attention 
whenever  he  spoke  ;  at  the  bar,  he 
del'ghtcd  his  auditors  by  the  beauty 
of  his  language,  and  astonished  the 
bench  with  the  amazing  force  of  his 
reasoning.  In  his  office  of  Provost 
of  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  he  was 
in  an  almost  uninterrupted  state  of 
warfare,  either  from  too  much  per- 
tinacity on  his  own  part,  or  too 
much  licence  on  that  of  the  scholars  : 
insomuch  that  his  history  will  be 
detailed  from  student  to  student,  in 
the  Irish  university,  as  long  as  that 
university  exists.  Being  at  one  and 
the  same  time  a  privy-counsellor, 
reversionary  secretary  of  state,  ma- 
jor of  the  4th  regiment  of  horse, 
provost  of  Trinity-college,  Dublin, 
and  searcher,  packer,  and  ganger 
of  the  port  of  Strangford,  the  late 
British  minister  lord  North  made 
the  following  remark  on  him  :  "  If 
England  and  Ireland  were  given  to 
this  man,  he  would  solicit  the  Isle 
of  Man  for  a  potatoe  garden."  Mr. 
Hutchinson  was  born  17  15,  and  died 
Sept.  5,  1794. 

HUXHAM(DR.)anEnglishpby. 
sician,  who  made  some  improve- 
ments in  medicine  which  still  bear 
his  name,  died  1768. 

HUYGENS(CHRISTIAN)  a  very 
celebrated  Dutch  mathematician  and 
astronomer,  born  1629, died  1695. 

HYDE  (EDWARD)  earl  of  Cla- 
rendon,  and  chancellor  of  England, 
born  1608,  died  1674.  His  name 
is  immortalized  by  his  '*  History 
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cf  the  Rebellion"  in  the  time  of 
Charles  I.—  He  was  afterwards, 
however,  impeached  of  high  trea- 
son, and  fled  to  Prance,  where  he 
died. 

HYDE  (DR.  THOMAS)  an  emi- 
nent divine  and  professor  of  the 
Oriental  languages,  born  1636. 
He  published,  beside  other  things, 
"  A  Catalogue  of  the  Books  in  the 
Eodleian  Library  ;"  "  DC  Ludis 
Orientalibus  libro  duo,"  a  work 
which  is  held  at  present  in  very 
high  esteem  ;  and  "  The  Religion 
of  the  Ancient  Persians,"  a  work 
of  profound  and  various  erudition, 
abounding  with  many  new  lights  on 
the  most  curious  and  interesting 
subjeQs,  filled  with  authentic  testi- 
monies, which  none  but  himself 
could  bring  to  public  view,  and 
adorned  with  many  ingenious  con- 
jeelurcs  concerning  the  theology, 
history,  and  learning,  of  the  Eastern 
nations.  He  died  1703. 

HYDE  (HENRY)  earl  of  Cla- 
rendon, son  to  the  chancellor,  born 
1638,  died  1709.  His  .State  Let- 
teis  during  his  government  of  Ire- 
land, and  his  Diary  for  the  years 
1687,  1688,  1689,  and  1690,  were 
published  in  c  vols.  410.  1763, 
from  the  Clarendon  press  in  Ox- 
ford. 

HYPAT1A,  a  rno<t  beautiful, 
virtuous,  and  learned  lady  of  an- 
tiquity, daughter  of  Theon,  who 
governed  the  Platonic  school  at 
Alexandria,  the  place  of  her  birth 
and  education,  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  fourth  century.  Socrates  tells 
us,  that  Hypatia  "  arrived  at  sin  h 
a  pitch  of  learning,  as  very  far  to 
exceed  all  the  philosophers  of  her 
time."  But  our  notions  of  Hypatia 
\\ill  be  prodigiously  heightened, 
when  we  consider  her  succeeding 
her  father,  as  she  actually  did,  in 
the  government  of  the  Alexandrian 
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school :  teaching  out  of  chat  chair, 
where  Ammonius,  Hieroclcs,  and 
many  great  and  celebrated  philoso- 
phers had  taught  ;  and  this  at  a 
time  too,  when  men  of  immense, 
learning  abounded  both  at  Alexan- 
dria, and  in  many  other  parts  of  the 
Roman  empire.  She  died  about 
A.D.  415. 

JAAPHAR  EBN  TCPHA1L, 
an  Arabian  philosopher,  contempo- 
rary with  Averroes,  who  died  about 
the  year  1198.  He  composed  a 
philosophical  romance,  intituled 
"  The  Life  or  History  of  Hdi  hbn 
Yokdhan;"  in  which  he  endeavour* 
to  demonstrate,  how  a  man  may, 
by  the  mere  light  of  nature,  attain 
the  knowledge  of  things  natural  ;ii:(i 
supernatural;  more  particularly  the 
knowledge  of  God,  and  theaffaus 
of  another  life. 

JACKSON  (JOHN)  an  English 
divine,  theological  and  historical 
author,  born  1686,  died  1763.  His 
last  and  capital  work  was,  "  Chro- 
nological Antiquities,"  in  3  vols. 
4.  to.  1752. 

JACKSON  (JOSEPH)  a  letter- 
founder  of  distinguished  eminence, 
horn  1733.  In  testimony  of  his 
-ibilities,  let  it  suffice  to  mention,  as 
matters  of  difficulty  and  curiosity, 
the  fac-simile  types  which  he  form- 
ed for  Domesday  Book,  and  for  the 
Alexandrian  New  Testament;  an  !, 
as  a  pattern  of  the  most  perfect  sym- 
metry, the  types  with  which  Mr. 
Bensley  prints  the  splendid  edition 
of  the  Bible  now  publishing  by 
Mr.  Macklin.  Mr.  Jackson  died 
Jan.  14,  1793. 

JACOB  fliEN  NAPHTAL1)  a 
famous  Jew  rabbi  in  the  ^th  centu- 
ry, and  inventor  (with  Ben  Aser) 
of  the  points  in  Hebrew  to  serve  for 
vowels,  and  of  the  accents  to  facili- 
tate the  reading  of  that  language. 

JACOB  (BKN  HAJM)"  a  rabbi' 
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f>f  the  ifith  century,  who  rendered 
Jiimself  famous  by  the  collection  of 
ttie  Masore,  which  is  properly  a 
critique  upon  the  books  of  the 
Bible  in  order  to  settle  the  true 
reading. 

JACOB  (GILES)  an  eminent 
English  law-writer,  biographer, and 
Jexicographer,  died  J74<}.  Besides 
a  Law-Di&ionary,  he  published  two 
\olumes  entitled,  "  The  Poetical 
Register  ;  or,  Lives  and  Characters 
of  the  English  Poets." 

JAGO  (ROBERT)  an  English 
divine  and  poet,  born  1715.  About 
1732,  he  was  entered  as  a  servitor 
in  University  College,  Oxford,  in 
•which  humiliating  situation  he  was 
visited  by  his  schoolfellow  Shen- 
ftor.c,  then  a  commoner  in  Pem- 
broke College,  who  introduced  him 
to  his  fellow-collegians.  In  1767, 
he  published  a  poem  called  "  Edge 
Hil!,"  by  which  his  poetical  repu- 
tation was  completely  established; 
and  he  died  reflor  of  Kilmester, 
Leicestershire,  in  1781.  A  col- 
leftion  of  his  poems  was  published 
in  8vo.  1784. 

JAMBLICUS,  the  name  of  two 
celebrated  Platonic  philosophers,  in 
the  4th  century,  one  of  whom  was 
a  native  of  Chalcis,  and  the  other  of 
Apamea  in  Syria. 

JAMES  (DR.  ROBERT)  an 
English  physicianof  great  eminence, 
and  particularly  distinguished  by 
the  preparation  of  a  most  excellent 
fever-powder,  born  1703,  died 
1776.  His  principal  writings  are 
a  "  Medicinal  Dictionary,"  3  voK 
folio;  "  The  Practice  of  Physic," 
2  \ols.  8vo  ;  and  "  A  Dispense- 
tory,"  8vo. 

JANSEN  (CORNELIUS)  bishop 
of  Ypre«,  and  principal  of  the  seft 
called  Jansenists,  born  1585,  died 
1638. 
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JANSON  ( ABRAHAM)  of  Ant-' 
wtrp,  an  excellent  painter,  in  the 
i  6th  century. 

JARDINS  (MARY  CATHA- 
RINE DES)  a  French  lady,  famous 
for  her  poetry  and  romances,  died 
1683.  She  is  said  to  have  been  the 
inventor  of  novels.  Her  works  were 
printed  in  10  volumes  at  Paris  in 
1702. 

JEBB  (SAMUEL)  an  English 
physician  and  miscellaneous  writer, 
died  1772. 

JEBB  (DR.  JOHN)  born  1736. 
He  was  eminent  both  as  a  non- 
conformist divine,  and  a  physi- 
cian. In  the  knowledge  of  the 
Christian  scriptures  he  was  parti- 
cularly conversant,  as  his  theologi- 
cal leChires  at  Cambridge  gave  in- 
contestable proofs;  his  skill  in  the 
medical  profession  was  great  ar|d 
scientific,  and  his  prafli<  e  uncom- 
monly successful.  His  ardour  in  the 
cau«e  of  liberty  also  was  unabating 
and  incorruptible,  and  his  publica- 
tions, theological,  medical,  and  po- 
litical,gained  universal  approbation. 
He  died  March  2,  1786. 

JF.BB  (SIR  RICHARD)  bart. 
M.D.  F.R.  and  A.  SS.  one  of  t!;e 
censors  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
in  1781,  and  physician  extraordi- 
nary to  his  Maje.vty,  died  July  4, 
1787. 

JKFFERY  of  Monmouth  (AP 
ARTHUR)  bishop  of  St.  Asaph,  a 
famous  British  historian,  who  flou- 
rished in  the  time  of  Henry  I. 

JEFFREYS  (LORD  CEORGF.) 
baron  \Vern,  commonly  known  by 
the  name  of  judge  Jeffreys,  the  in- 
famous lord  chancellor  under  James 
II.  died  a  prisoner  in  the  Tower 
1689.  He  was  one  of  the  greatest 
advisers  and  promoters  of  all  Ih-i 
oppressive  and  arbitrary  measures 
of  that  unhappy  tyrannical  reign, 
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aflJ  his  sanguinary  and  inhuman 
proceedings  will  ever  render  his 
name  detested. 

JENKINS  (HENRY)  an  English- 
man remarkable  for  his  longevity, 
being  at  the  time  of  his  death  (i  670) 
169  years  old. 

JENKINS  (SIR  LEO  LINE)  a 
learned  civilian  and  able  statesman 
undei  Charles  II.  born  1623,  died 
1685. 

JENNENS  (CHARLES)  a  non- 
conformist gentleman  of  consider- 
able fortune  at  Gopsal  in  Leicester- 
shire, who  compiled  the  words  (or 
some  of  Handel's  oratorios,  and  be- 
gan an  edition  of  Shakespeare,  but 
died  when  he  had  published  "  King 
Lear,"  "  Hamlet,""  Othello,""  Ju- 
lius Caesar,"  and  "  Macbeth."  His 
death  happened  1773. 


JENYNS  (SOAME)born  1705, 
well  known  in  the  literary  world 
as  the  author  of  "  The  Internal 
Evidences  of  the  Christian  Reli- 
gion;" "  Essay  on  the  Origin  of 
Evil  j"  and  various  poetical  pieces. 
He  was  many  years  M.  P.  for  the 
town  of  Cambridge  ;  he  was  also  a 
commissioner  for  trade  and  plan- 
tations from  1756  till  the  dissolu- 
tion of  that  board,  and  died  Dec.  1 8, 

1787- 

JEROME.  (See  HIERONLMUS) 
JEROME    of  Prague,    so  called 
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JEWELL  (JOHN)  bishop  of  Sa- 
lisbury, and  a  great  polemic  writer 
in  defence  of  the  English  church 
against  Popery,  born  1522,  died 
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IGNATIUS  (surnamed  THEO- 
PHRASTU.s)  bishop  of  Antioch, 
born  in  Syria,  and  educate  1  under 
the  apostle  and  evangelist  St.  John. 
He  was  torn  to  pieces  by  lions  at 
Rome,  by  command  of  the  emperor 
Trajan,  A.  D.  107. — His  epistles 
are  very  interesting  remains  of  ec- 
clesiastical antiquity  on  many  ac- 
counts; but  the  most  important  use 
of  his  writings  respects  the  authen- 
ticity of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  which 
he  frequently  alludes  to  in  the  very 
expressions  as  they  stand  at  this 
day. 

1L1VE  (JACOB)  a  printer  and 
miscellaneous  --vriter,  died  1763. 

IMllOfF  (JAMES  WILLIAM) 
a  very  famous  genealogist,  born  at 
Nuremberg  1651,  died  1728. 

INGULPHUS,  abbot  of  Croylandy 
was  Lorn  at  London  1030,  wrote 
"  Histoiia  Monasterii  Croylanden* 
sis,"  and  died  1109. 

JOAN  (of  ARC),  commonly 
called  the  Maid  of  Oi  leans,  whose 
heroic  behaviour  in  re-animating 
the  expiring  valour  of  the  French 
nation,  though  by  the  most  super- 
stitious mean?  (pretending  to  be 


from  the  place  of  his    birth    in  the  !  inspired),    deserved    a    better    fate. 


capital  city  of  Bohemia,  where  he 
is  held  to  be  a  Protestant  martyr. 
He  was  a  disciple  of  John  Huss,  and 
died  in  the  same  cause,  1416. 

JERVAS  (CHARLES J  a  painter 
of  this  country,  but  more  likely  to 
be  immortalized  by  Mr.  I  ope's 
friendship  and  panegyric,  than  by 
hi.s  own  piftnres.

She  \va*  burnt  by  the  English  as 
a  sorceress  in  1431,  at  the  age 
of  24. 

JOBERT  (LEVIS)  a  learned 
French  Jesuit,  born  1647,  died 
1719.  \Ve  have  several  trafcts  of 
piety  of  his  writi-ng,  beside  a  piece 
intituled,  "  La  Science  ties  McdaiU 
les,"  in  good  esteem. 

JODKLLE  (STEPHEN)  lord  of 
Limodin,  born  1532,  at  Paris,  and 
said  to  be  the  first  of  all  the  French 
who  wrotexonfediesand  tragedicua 
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Ms  own  tongue  in  the  ancient  form. 
He  died  1573. 

JOHN  of  Salisbury,  an  English- 
man, bishop  of  Chartres,  and  one 
of  the  most  learned  persons  in  the 
12th  century.  The  only  things  we 
have  remaining  of  his,  are  his"  Life 
cf  St.  Thomas  of  Canterbury  ;"  "  A 
Colkaion  of  Letters  ; "  and  his  "  Po- 
iycraticon,"  or  "  De  Nugis  Curia- 
lium  8c  Vestigiis  Philosophorum, 
Libri  ofto,  &.r." 

JOHNSON  (SAMUEL)  an  Eng- 
lish divine  of  remarkable  learning 
and  steadiness  in  suffering  for  the 
principles  of  the  revclution  in  1688. 
lie  was  born  1649,  and  died  1703. 

JOHNSON,  alias  J  ANSEN 
(CORN  EL1US)  an  excellent  painter, 
native  of  Amsterdam  :  but  coining 
to  England  in  the  reign  of  James  I. 
lie  drew  -several  fine  portraits  of 
that  monarch,  and  most  of  his  court. 
He  also  lived  in  the  time  of  Charles 
Ji-and  was  contemporary  with  Van- 
dyck. 

JOHNSON  (CHARLES)  a  dra- 
jnmic  writer  of  merit,  died  in 
March  1748.  The  dramatic  pieces 
this  author  produced,  19  in  all,  are 
•numerated  in  the  "  Biographia 
Dramatics." 

JOHNSON  (MAURICE)  sn  ex- 
»el!ent  English  antiquary,  died 

JOHNSON  (DR.SAMUEL)horn 
at  Lichfield  1709,  where  his  father 
•was  a  reputable  bookseller.  He 
>vas  entered  of  Pembroke  colleue, 
Oxford,  OB.  31,  1728,  but  left 
the  university  without  taking  qm 
fierce  in  the  church.  In  March 
»737  lie  came  to  London,  where 
lie  appears  to  have  met  with  disap- 
pointments which  disgusted  him 
with  the  town  ;  for,  in  August,  we 
find  him  desirous  of  returning  again 
into  his  native  country,  to  take 
•upon  bin.jclf  the  office  of  master  of 
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a  charity-school  in  Shropshire,  thert- 
vacant,  the  salary  of  which  was 
6ol.  a  year.  But  the  statutes  of' 
the  school  requiring  the  person 
who  should  he  elcfcied  to  be  a  mas-' 
ter  of  arts,  this  attempt  seems  to 
have  been  frustrated.  In  17  40  he 
began  to  write  the  "  Debates  in 
the  Senate  of  Lilliput,"  printed  in 
the  Gentleman's  Magazine,  and 
after  producing  some  poems,  trans- 
lations, and  biographical  works, 
which  met  with  a  good  reception' 
(particularly  "  London,"  the  "  Va- 
nity of  Human  Wishes, "and  "  The 
Life  of  Savage,'')  he  brought  forth 
"  Irene,"  a  tragedy,  in  1749. 
This  not  meeting  with  the  success 
he  expected,  he  set  about  his 
"  Dictionary."  The  execution  of 
this  plan  cost  him  the  labours  of 
many  years  ;  but  he  was  amply  re- 
p.iid  by  the  fame  he  acquired. 
During  the  recess  of  this  stupen- 
dous labour,  lie  published  his 
"  Ramblers."  The  reputation  of 
these  works  gained  him  the  hono^ 
rai  y  degree  of  doftor  of  laws  in  the 
university  of  Dublin,  which  was 
scon  after  followed  by  the  same 
degree  from  Oxford.  To  this  suc- 
ceeded his  "  Idlers."  His  next 
publication  was  that  of  the  "  Prince 
of  Abyssinia,"  a  beautiful  littJe 
novel  in  the  eastern  style,  abound- 
ing with  the  most  useful  and  moral 
maxims,  suited  to  the  several  con- 
ditions of  life.  Of  his  political 
works,  which  followed  at  distant 
intervals,  the  public  are  more  di* 
\  ided  about  the  merits:  it  is,  how- 
ever, but  fair  to  presume  they  werft 
his  candid  opinions  upon  the  sub- 
j'-'fcls,  and,  a>s  such,  deserving  of  no 
censure  from  the  judgment  of  i mi- 
partiality.  His  last  undertaking, 
"  The  Lives  of  the  I!riti>h  f'oets" 
would  alone  have  been  suilicient  to 
immortalize  his  name  among  hi* 
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Countrymen,  as  it  by  far  excels  any 
thing  executed  upon  a  similar  plan 
by  foreigners  ;  and  though  the  cri- 
tical remarks,  in  a  few  instances, 
incorporate  a  little  too  much  with 
political  opinions,  their  general  ex- 
cellence must  always  give  them  a 
deserved  celebrity.  Jt  is  said  he  was 
executing  a  second  part  of  "  Tl.-j 
Prince  of  Abyssinia,"  and  -vas  in 
hopes  to  have  finished  it  before  his 
death,  which  event  happened  Dec. 
13,  1784.  The  respeclable  editor 
of  the  "  Biographia  Dramatica," 
after  bestowing  many  just  encomi- 
ums on  the  genius  of  Or.  J.  says, 
"  it  would  be  the  highest  injustice 
were  I  not  to  observe,  that  nothing 
but  that  genius  can  possibly  exceed 
the  extent  of  his  erudition,  and  it 
would  he  adding  a  greater  injury  to 
his  still  more  valuable  qualities, 
were  we  to  stop  here,  since,  toge- 
ther with  the  ablest  bead,  he  seems 
possessed  of  the  very  best  heart  at 
present  existing.  Every  line,  every 
sentiment,  that  issues  from  his  pen, 
tends  to  the  great  centre  of  ail  his 
views,  the  promotion  of  virtue,  re- 
ligion and  humanity;  nor  are  his 
anions  less  pointed  toward  the 
same  great  end.  Benevolence,  cha- 
rity, and  piety,  are  the  most  strik- 
ing features  of  his  character  ;  and 
while  his  writin2s  point  out  to  us 
what  a  cood  man  ought  to  be,  his 
own  conduct  sets  us  an  example  of 
what  he  is."  A  statue  to  Dr.  John- 
son's memory  has  been  eretled  in 
St.  Paul's  cathedral. 

JO1NV1LI.E  (JOHN  SIRE  DE) 
an  eminent  French  statesman,  and 
author  of  "  The  History  of  St. 
Lewis,"  a  very  curious  and  interest- 
ing piece,  died  1318. 

JOLY  (GUY)  known  by  his  long 
and  faithful  attachment  to  the  fa- 
mous cardinal  de  Ret7,  whom  he 
attended  both  in  his  prosperity  a;.d 
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adversity.  He  wrote  "  Memoirs  of 
his  Times,"  from  1648  to  1665, 
whi  h,  as  Voltaire  expresses  it,  "are 
'  to  those  of  the  cardinal,  what  the 
servant  is  to  the  master." 

JONAS    (ANAGRIMUS)    a 

!  learned  Icelander,  who    acquired   a 

I  great  reputation  for  astronomy  and 

!  the  sciences,  died  1640,  at  the  age 

of  95. 

JON' AS  (JUSTUS)  a  famous 
!  Protestant  divine  anil  polemical 
j  writer  in  Germany,  born  1493, 

died  '555- 

JONES  (IN'IGO)  a  celebrated 
English  architect,  born  1572,  died 
1651.  His  abilities  in  all  human 
sciences  surpassed  most  of  his  age. 
His  designs  and  buildings  were  many 
and  important,  but  for  an  account 
of  these  we  must  refer  the  reader 
to  Campbell's  "  Vitruvius  Britau- 
nicus." 

JONES  -'WILLIAM)  one  of  the 
last  of  those  genuine  mathemati- 
cians, admirers,  and  contemporaries 
of  Newton,  who  cultivated  and  im- 
proved the  sciences  in  the  present 
century,  and  father  to  that  luminary 
of  science  SIR  WILLIAM  JONES, 
of  whom  some  account  will  be  seen 
in  the  next  page. 

JONES  (HENRY)  a  native  of 
Dro^heda  in  Ireland,  and  no  mean 
dramatic  poet,  though  originally  a 
journeyman  bricklayer,  died  1770. 
His  principal  performance,  "  The 
Earl  of  Essex,"  a  tragedy, appeared 

in  1753- 

JONES  (GRIFFITH)  born  172  ij 

died  Sept.  12,  1786.  This  gentle* 
man  was  many  years  eciitoi  of  the 
London  Chronicle,  of  the  Daily 
AcKertiser,  and,  we  believe,  of  the 
Public  Ledger.  In  the  "  Lite* 
rary  Magazine"  with  Johnson,  and 
in  the  "  British  Mjya/.'.i'f"  with 
Smollct  and  Goldsmith,  1m  anony> 
mo  us  labours  were  also  associated, 
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Kis  modest  jnind  shrunk  from  pnV« 
lie  attention,  and  his  labours  \verc 
nio?t  frequently  dhefted  to  the  im- 
provement of  the  younger  and 
more  untutored  classes  of  mankind. 
His  translations  from  the  French 
Were  very  numerous,  but  as  he 
rarely,  if  ever,  put  his  name  to  the 
productions  of  his  peri,  they  cannot 
now  be  traced.  It  is  not,  perhaps, 
generally  known,  that  to  Mr.  Grif- 
fith Jones,  and  a  brother  of  his, 
Air.  Giles  Jones  (father  of  the 
Ccmpilcr  of  tins  DiElionary),  in  con- 
junction with  Mr.  John  New- 
bery,  the  public  are  indebted  for 
the  origin  of  those  numerous  and 
popular  little  books  for  the  amuse- 
ment anil  instruction  of  children 
which  have  been  ever  since  received 
with  universal  approbation.  The 
lilliputian  histories  of  "  Good) 
Two  Shoes,"  "  Giles  Gingerbread," 
«'  Tommy  Trip,"  &c.  &c.  are 
lasting  proofs  of  the  benevolent 
ji.'inds  of  the  projectors  of  this  plan 
of  instruction,  and  respectable  in- 
stances  of  the  accommodation  of 
superior  talents  to  the  feeble  intel- 
Jttls  of  infantine  simpHciiy.  Mr. 
Griffith  Jones  served  an  apprentice- 
ship as  a  compositor  to  the  elder 
Mr.  Uowyer,  father  of  the  late 
learned  printer  of  that  name. 

JONES  (SIR  WILLIAM)  one  of 
the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Judicature  in  Bengal,  and  an  ex- 
cellent poet,  to  whose  translations 
we  are  indebted  for  many  beautiful 
effusions  of  the  Persian  Muse,  died 
April  27,  1794,  at  the  premature 
age  of  48.  Endowed  by  nature 
with  a  mind  of  extraordinary  vi- 
gour, Sir  William,  by  uwwcaricd 
industry,  aided  by  superior  genius, 
successfully  explored  the  hidden 
*ources  of  Oriental  science  and  lite- 
lature;  an. I  his  attainments  in  this 
intett  sting  branch  of  learning  were 
such  as  to  make  ln:n,  far  beyond  all 
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competition,  the  most  eminent  Ori» 
cntal  scholar  in  this  or  perhaps  any 
other  age.  In  his  public  chara&cr, 
the  labour  he  afforded  in  the  dis- 
patch of  business,  the  clearness  of 
,iis  discernment,  and  his  legal  abi- 
lities well  qualified  him  for  cne  of 
the  guardians  of  the  laws  and  the 
rights  of  his  fellow  citizens.  As  a 
cholar,  his  name  is  known  where- 
ever  literature  i^>  cultivated.  In 
private  life  he  was  companionable, 
mild,  gentle,  and  amiable  in  his 
manners,  and  hi«  conversation  rkhv 
and  energetic.  In  fine,  in  all  the 
relations  of  public  and  private  life, 
he  was  revered  and  beloved.  Un- 
like many  other  eminent  literary 
characters  of  the  age,  Sir  William 
was  a  sincere  and  pious  Christian  ; 
instead  of  labouring, by  his  writings, 
to  propagate  the  doo.iiines  of  infide- 
lity, as  has  been  a  favourite  prac- 
tice with  some  modem  philoso- 
phers of  reputation,  he  was  desir- 
ous to  lend  the  Scriptures  his  ut- 
most support ;  and,  in  one  of  his 
latest  annual  discourses  to  the  Asia- 
tic  Society,  he  has  done  more  to 
give  validity  to  the  Mosaic  history 
of  the  creation  than  the  researches 
of  any  contemporary  writer.  The 
following  epitaph  written  by  and 
for  himself,  is  equally  admirable  for 
its  truth  and  its  elegance: 

"  Here  was  deposited 

the  mortal  part  of  a  man 

who  feared  GOD,  b.it  not  Death  } 

and  maintained  independence^ 

but  sought  not  riches  : 
who  thought  none  below  him 

but  the  base  and  unjust;

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JONSON  (BENJAMIN)  a  cele- 
brated English  poet,  born  1574. 
t  e  was  bred  a  bricklayer,  but  went 
afterwards  to  St.  John's  college, 
Cambridge,  where,  however,  his 
continuance  was  short  in  propor- 
tion to  his  finances,  which  would 
not  supply  the  decent  conveniences 
of  a  learned  ease.  In  this  exigence 
he  turned  his  thoughts  upon  the 
play-houses;  his  inclination  and  ge- 
nius lay  to  compositions  for  the 
stage  ;  and  he  had  the  example  of 
Shakespeare,  who  had  taken  the 
Sime  course,  in  the  like  difficulties, 
with  success.  The  first  play  [ori- 
son printed  was  the  comedy  inti- 
tuled "  Every  Man  in  his  Humour," 
after  which  he  produced  a  play  re- 
gularly every  year  for  some  years 
successively.  In  1619,  on  the 
death  of  Daniel,  he  succeeded  to 
the  vacant  laurel  ;  and  this  off):  e 
obliged  him  to  provide  the  Christ- 
inas diversion  of  a  masque  ;  ac- 
cordingly, in  his  works,  we  have  a 
series  of  these  and  other  entertain- 
ments of  a  like  kind,  most  of 
which  were  presented  at  court  from 
1615  to  1625.  He  died  1637, 
and  was  interred  in  Westminster 
Abbey.  Over  his  grave  is  a  com- 
mon pavement-stone,  and  on  it  are 
engraven  these  words," 

"  0  RARE  BEN  JONSON." 

JORDAN  (THOMAS)  a  drama- 
tic writer  (and  probably  city-lau- 
reate) in  the  reign  of  Charles  I. 
Langhaine  speaks  of  him  as  having 
been  an  aflor  also. 

JORDANO  (LUCA)  an  emi- 
nent Italian  painter,born  i6.32,died 

»7°5- 

JORDANS  (JAMES)  an  eminent 
painter  of  the  Flemish  school,  born 
at  Antwerp  1,503,  died  1678.  He 
improved  uuder  Rubens,  for  whom 
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he  worked,     and     from   whom   he 
drew  his  best  principles. 

JORT1N  (DR.  JOHN)  a  learned 
English  divineand  ecclesiastical  his- 
torian.born  1698, died  1770.  His 
chief  works  are,  "  Discourses  con- 
<erning  the  Truth  of  the  Christian. 
Religion  ;"  "  Miscellaneous  Ob- 
servations upou  Authors  ancient 
and  modern;"  "  Remarks  upon 
"  Ecclesiastical  History,"  "  Life  of 
Erasmus  ;"  and  "  Remarks  upon  the 
Works  of  Erasmus." 

JOSEPHUS  (FLAVIUS)  the  an- 
cient  histoiian  of  the  Jews,  born  at 
Jerusalem,  A.  D.  37,  died  93.  His 
"  History  of  the  Je,vi>h  war  and 
the  Destruction  of  Jerusalem,"  irj 
7  books,  was  composed  at  the 
command  of  Vespasian,  and  is  sin- 
gularly  interesting  and  affecting,  as 
the  historian  was  an  eye  witness  of 
all  lie  relates.  St.  Jerome  calls  him 
"  the  Livy  of  the  Greeks."  His 
"  Jewish  Antiquities,"  in  20  books, 
written  in  Greek,  are  a  very  noble 
work  :  we  have  also  a  discourse  of 
his  "  upon  the  Martyrdom  of  the 
Maccabees;"  which  is  a  master- 
piece of  eloquence  ;  for  he  was  cer- 
tainly a  great  orator,  as  well  as  a 
great  historian. 

JOUBERT  (LAURENCE)  a 
French  physician  and  medical  wri- 
ter, born  1530,  died  1582. 

JOVIAN1,  a  Roman  emperor, 
elefled  by  the  army  after  the  death, 
of  Julian  the  Apostate  363.  He 
at  first  refused,  saying,  that  he  would 
not  command  idolatrous  soldiers  ; 
but  upon  an  assurance  that  they 
would  embrace  Christianity,  he  ac- 
cepted the  throne,  immediately  shut 
up  all  the  Pagan  temples,  and  for- 
bade their  sacrifices  ;  but  he  did 
not  long  enjoy  the  dignity  to  which 
his  merit  had  raised  him,  being' 
suffocated  in  his  bed  by  the  fume* 
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of  a  fire  \vhlch  had  been  made  to 
thy  the  chamber,  in  364,  the  330 
year  of  his  age,  and  8th  month  of 
his  reign. 

JOVIUS(PAUL)  in  Italian  Gio- 
vio,  well  known  by  his  histories, 
bci-n  1483,  died  1552. 
.  IREN^-US  (SAINT)  bishop  of 
Lyons  in  France,  who  wrote  an 
elaborate  work  "  Against  Heresies; " 
part  of  which  is  still  extant  under 
his  name.  He  suffered  martyrdom 
in  the  ^th  persecution  of  the  Chi  is- 
tians  under  Scverns,  A.  D.  203. 

IRETON  (HENRY)  son-in-Jaw 
to  Oliver  Crom'.vell,  and  a  brave 
general  in  his  army,  died  1651. 

IS/SiUS,  a  celebrated  Greek  ora- 
tor and  native  of  Chalcis  in  S^  i  ia, 
the  scholar  of  Lysias,  and  precep- 
tor of  Demosthenes.  He  flourish- 
ed 396  years  befure.  Christ,  and 
\v;is  the  first  who  applied  tlo- 
quenre  to  state  afiair?,  in  which  he 
was  followed  by  his  scholar  Dc- 
inosthenes. 

ISIDORE  (SAINT)  surnamed 
FELU.MOTA  orDACIAli:  from 
his  retiring  into  a  solitude  near  the 
town  which  bears  both  these  names, 
\vas  the  most  celebrated  of  the  dis- 
ciplts  of  John  Chrysostom.  tie 
died  about  440;  and  we  have  re- 
maining 201  2  of  his  letters,  in  5 
books. 

ISOCRATES,  a  Greek  orator, 
horn  : ••;  Athens  in  the  i  st  year  of 
the  86th  olympiad,  i.  e.  436  years 
befoie  Christ,  died  at  the  age 
of  98.  We  have  21  orations  of 
iiis  composing. 

JUDA  HAKKADOSH,  or  the 
SAINT,  a  rabbi,  celebrated  for  his 
learning  and  riches,  who  lived  in 
the  time  of  the  emperor  Antoninus, 
and  was  the  friend  and  preceptor 
of  that  prince.  He  collected,  about 
36  years  after  the  destruction  of 
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the  temple,  in  a  book  which  he 
called  the  "  Misna,"  the  constitu- 
tions and  traditions  of  the  Jewish 
magistiates  and  dotlors  who  pre- 
ceded  him. 

1VES  (JOHN)  an  ingenious  Eng- 
lish antiquarian,  born  1751,  died 
1776. 

JUGURTHA,  a  brave  Numidian, 
prince,  who  sustained  a  war  of  five 
years  against  the  power  of  Rome  : 
he  was  at  last  betrayed,  thrown 
into  a  dungeon,  and  died  of 
hunger. 

JULIAN,  the  Roman  emperor, 
comn-ouly  styled  the  Apastute  be- 
cause he  professed  Christianity  be- 
fore he  ascejdtd  the  throne,  after 
which  he  openly  embiaced  Pagan- 
ism and  persecuted  the  Christians. 
He  wa.s  killed  io  battle  363. 

JULIO  HO  MAXO,  an  Italian 
pauitei,  the  discipie  of  Raphael, 
with  whom  he  was  a  particular 
favoiuite,  died  1546,  leaving  im- 
mortal proofs  of  his  great  abi- 
lities. 

JULIUS  II.  (POPE)  called  be-, 
fore  Julian  de  la  Ruvere,  equally 
distinguished  for  his  warlike  ex- 
ploits and  political  negociations, 
was  born  1440,  and  died  1512. 
He  built  the  famous  church  of  St. 
Peter  at  Rome,  and  was  a  gene- 
rous patron  of  the  polite  arts. 

JUNIUS.     See  BOYD  (HUGH). 

JUMUS  (FRANCIS)  or  FRAN- 
COIS Dr  JOHN,  born  at  Heidcl- 
')erg  15^9,  died  1678.  He  wa& 
highly  distinguished  for  his  skill 
and  researches  in  the  Anglo-Saxon 
and  Gothic  languages. 

JURIED  (PETER)  a  French. 
Protestant  divine,  sometimes  called 
the  Goliah  of  the  Protestants,  born 
1637,  died  17  i  3.  His  theological 
and  polemical-  writings  are  held  in 
much  esteem,  jparticulaiiy  his  "Trea»  , 
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tise  t>f  Devotion,"  and  his  "  Pre- 
servative against  Popery." 

JUP.IN  (DR.  JAMES)  a  distin- 
guished person,  who  cultivated 
medicine  and  mathematics  with 
'equal  success.  He  was  secretary 
of  the  Royal  Society  in  London, 
as  well  as  president  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  there,  and  died  1750, 

JUSSIEU  (JOSEPH  DE)  a  cele- 
brated French  physician,  botanist, 
and  traveller,  born  1704,  died 


JUSTIN,  an  ancient  Latin  histo- 
rian, who  abridged  the  large  work 
of  Trogui  Pompeius,  in  44  book?, 
comprising  a  history  of  the  world 
from  Nirtus  to  Augustus  Cassar, 
which  is  written  with  great  purity 
and  elegance.  He  flourished  about 
250. 

JUSTIN  (surnamed  the  MAR- 
TYR)  one  of  the  earliest  writers 
of  the  Christian  church,  was  born 
at  Neapolis,  the  ancient  Sichem  of 
Palestine,  in  the  province  of  Sa- 
maria, and  beheaded  for  the  Chris- 
tian religion  under  Marcus  Aurelius 

l67. 

JUSTINIAN,  the  first  Roman 
emperor  of  his  name,  celebrated 
for  having  collected  the  immense 
variety  and  number  of  the  Roman 
laws  into  one  body,  called  "  The 
Code;"  to  which  the  emperor 
gave  his  own  name  ;  he  also  had 
the  decisions  of  the  judges  and  other 
magistrates,  together  with  the  au- 
thoritative opinions  of  the  most 
eminent  lawyers,  collected,  and  the 
name  of  "  Digests"  or  "  Pandefts" 
given  to  them.  Beside  thc^e,  for 
the  use  chiefly  of  young  students  in 
the  law,  Justinian  ordered  4  books 
of"  Institutes"  to  be  drawn  up, 
containing  an  abstract  or  abridgment 
of  the  text  of  all  the  laws  :  and 
lastlv,  the  laws  of  modern  date, 
posterior  to  that  of  the  former,  were

thrown  into  one  volume  in  the 
541,  and  called  the  "  Novelise," 
or  "  New  Code." — This  most  im- 
portant transaction  in  the  state 
has  rendered  Justinian's  name  im- 
mortal. 

JUVENAL  (DECIUS  JUNIUS) 
a  Roman  poet  and  satirist,  was  born 
about  the  beginning  of  the  emperor 
Claudius's  reign,  and  died  in  his 
8oth  year.  Juvenal,  as  a  poet, 
improved  on  Horace  and  Persiti*, 
being  elegant  and  witty  with  the 
former,  and  great  and  sublime  with 
the  latter. 

KEATE  (GEORGE)  a  poet  and 
miscellaneous  writer,  born  at  Trow- 
bridge  1729,  died  1797.  What 
will  chiefly  distinguish  him  as  a 
writer  is  "  An  Account  of  the 
Pelew  Islands,"  which  he  com- 
piled  from  the  papers  of  Captain 
Wilson.  Mr.  Keate  has  errone- 
ously  been  called  the  editor  of  the 
collection  of  "  Poems"  known  by 
the  name  of  "  Pearch's."  That 
credit,  however,  belongs  to  a  gen- 
tleman of  more  profound  k  nowledge 
in  English  literature  than  Mr.  Keate 
possessed,  and  who  is  still  (happily 
for  hisfriendsand  the  literary  world) 
inter  vivos. 

KEEBLE  (JOSEPH)  an  eminent 
English  lawyer,  born  1632,  died 
1710.  He  was  a  man  of  in- 
credible industry,  having  published 
several  books  in  his  life-time;  be- 
side which,  he  left  above  100  large 
folios,  and  more  than  50  thick  quflr- 
tosinMS.— His  principal  works  are 
"  An  Assistance  to  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  for  the  easier  Performance 
of  their  Duty,"  folio;  and  "  Re- 
ports, taken  at  the  King's  Bench  at 
Westminster,  from  the  i  ath  to  the 
yoth  year  of  the  Reign  of  our  late 
Sovereign  Lord  King  Charles  II."  3 
vols.  folio. 

KEILL  (JOHN)  an  eminent  ma-

KEJLL(J  A  M  ES)  a;i  eminent  phy- 
sician and  anatomist,  and  younger1 
brother  of  the  foregoing,  born  in 

.Scotland  1673,  died   1719. 

KEITH  (JAMES)  a  brave  and 
experienced  field-marshal  in  the 
king  of .  Prussia's  service,  born 
1696,  distinguished  himself  in  the 
memorable  wars  of  that  illustri- 
ous monarch,  and  was  killed  in  the 
unfortunate  affair  of  Huchkerthen, 

1758. 

KELLY  (EDWARD)  a  famous 
English,  necromancer,  and  associate 
\vith  the  noted  Dr.  Dee,  born 
'555-  Behaving  indiscreetly  in 
Germany,  he  was  imprisoned  by 
the  emperor  Rodolphus  II.  by  whom 
he  had  been  knighted:  and  endea- 
vouring to  make  his  escape  out  of 
the  window  so  hurt  himself  by  a 
•fallj  that  he  died  soon  after  in 
159.5.  His  chief  works  are,  "  A 
Poem  of  Chemistry  ;"  "  A  Poem 
of  the  Philosopher's  Stone;"  and 
"  A  true  and  faithful  Relation  of 
vihat  passed  for  many  Years  between 
Dr.  John  Dee  and  some  Spirits, &c. 
London  1659,"  folio,  published  by 
Dr.  Meric  Casaubon. 

KELLY  (HUGH)  born  in  Ire- 
land 1739.  H's  father,  a  gentle- 
man of  good  family,  having  reduced 
liis  income  by  a  seiies  -of  unfore- 
seen misfortunes,  a  tolerable  school 
education  was  all  he  could  afford  to 
his  son,  who  was  bound  apprentice 
to  a  stay-maker.  At  the  expiration 
of  his  indentures  he  set  out  for  Lon- 
don, to  procure  a  livelihood  by  his 
business.  This  happened  in  1760; 
and  he  encountered  all  the  dif- 
ficulties a  person  poor  and  with- 
ont  friends  could  be  subjeft  to  on 
liis  first  arrival  in  town.  lie  soon 
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after,  about  1 762,  commenced  au- 
thor, and  was  intrusted  with  the 
management  of  "  The  Public 
Ledger,"  and  other  periodical  pub- 
lications, in  which  he  wrote  many 
original  essays  and  pieces  of 
poetry.  For  several  years  after 
this  period,  he  continued  writing 
upon  a  variety  of  subjects,  as  the 
accidents  of  the  times  chanced  to 
call  for  the  assistance  of  his  pen  ; 
and  as  during  this  period  politics 
were  the  chief  objects  of  public  at- 
tention, he  employed  himself  in 
composing  many  pamphlets  on  the 
important  questions  then  agitated, 
the  greater  part  of  which  are  now 
buried  in  oblivion.  Among  these, 
however,  was  "  A  Vindication  of 
Mr.  Pitt's  Administration,"  which 
lord  Chesterfield  makes  honourable 
mention  of  in  the  second  volume  of 
his  Letters.  In  1767,  the  "  B;ib- 
ler"appearedin  two  pocketvolumes, 
which  had  at  first  been  inserted  in 
"  Owen's  Weekly  Chronicle''  in 
single  papers:  as  did  the  "  Me- 
moirs of  a  Magdalen,"  under  t!)e 
title  of  "  Louisa  Mildmay."  About 
1767,  he  was  tempted,  by  the  suc- 
cess of  Churchill's  "  Rosciad,"  to 
write  Jouie  strictures  on  the  per- 
formers of  either  theatre,  in  two 
pamphlet?,  entituled,  "  Thespis." 
Early  in  1777,  an  abscess  formed 
in  his  side,  which,  after  a  few  days 
illness,  put  a  period  to  his  life, 
Feb.  3,  at  his  house  in  Couch 
Square,  in  the  38th  year  of  his 
age.  Mr.  Kelly  was  the  author  of 
seven  plays;  and  is  said  to  have 
been  the  translator  of  "  L' Amour 
a  la  Mode." 

KEMPIS  (THOMAS  a)  famous 
for  his  transcendant  piety  and  devo- 
tion, was  born  at  Kempen,  in  the 
diocese  of  Cologn,  about  1380,  and 
died  1471.  His  well-known  book, 
"Dehuitatione  Ckihti/'Qfihe  Iiw- 
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tation  of  Jesus  Christ,"  has  been 
translated  into  almost  all  the  lan- 
guages in  the  world. 

KENNEDY  (JOHN.)  a  Scots 
physician  and  antiquary,  died 
1700. 

RENNET  (BASIL),  born  1674, 
died  1714.  He  was  author  of 
"  Romae  Antiquae  Notilia,  or  The 
Antiquities  of  Rome;"  "  The  Lives 
and  Characters  of  the  ancient  Gre- 
cian Poets;""  An  Exposition  of 
the  Apostles'  Creed,"  &c.  &c. 

KENNICOTT  (DR.  BENJA- 
MIN) well  known  in  the  learned 
world  for  his  elaborate  edition  of 
the  Hebrew  Bible,  and  other  very 
valuable  publications,  was  canon 
of  Christ  Church,  Oxford,  keeper 
of  the  Radcliffe  Library,  and  vicar 
of  Culham,  in  Oxfordshire.  He  was 
born  at  Totnes,  Devon,  1718, 
and  died  Aug.  18,  1783. 

KENRICK    (DR.    WILLIAM) 

was  the   son   of  a  stay-maker  at  or 

near  Watford,   Herts,   and  brought 

up  to  the  business  of  a  rule-maker

"ormanccs,  and  an  infinite  variety 
of  other  publications  both  ori- 
inal  and  translated,  and  died

KENT  (WILLIAM)  an  eminent 
English  architect,  died  1748. 

KEPLER    (JOHN)   a  celebrated 
erman  astronomer,  and  author  of 
many   valuable  discoveries  in  that 
science,  born  1571,  died  1630. 

KEPPEL  (RT.  HON.  AUGUS- 
TUS VISCOUNT)  second  son  of 
William-Anne,  second  earl  of  Al- 
jemarle,  greatly  distinguished  him- 
self in  the  naval  service  of  his 
country.  On  April  22,  1782,  he 
was  created  a  peer  of  Great  Britain, 
by  the  title  of  viscount  Keppel» 
and  was  at  two  different  periods  af- 
terwards first  lord  of  the  admiralty. 
— Respecting  his  services  during 
the  late  war,  while  he  commanded 
the  channel  fleet,  and  the  charges 
preferred  against  him  by  Sir  Hugh 
Palliser,  together  with  his  acquittal, 
and  the  marks  of  honour  that  fol- 
lowed, they  are  too  recent  to  b« 
adverted  to.  We  must,  however, 
add,  that  on  every  occasion  he  ap- 
proved himself  the  friend  of  the 
meritorious,  and  the  seaman's  pro- 
teftor  ;  and  that  no  officer  in  the 
service  possessed  the  love  of  the 
navy  equal  to  himself.  He  died 
Oct.  2,  1786. 

KETEL  (CORNELIUS)  a  Dutch 
history  and  portrait  painter,  who 
resided  some  time  in  England,  and 
being  introduced  to  queen  Elizabeth 
painted  .her  picture.  After  his  tfiif 
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tnrn  to  Holland,  he  laid  aside  his 
pencil.  an<i  painted  with  his  fingers, 
and  even  with  his  toes. 

KETTLEWELL  (JOHN)  an  emi-  j 
jicntly  learned  and  pious  English 
divine,  horn  1653.  died  1605. — 
Hi«  most  celebrated  work,  eritituled 
"  Measures  of  Christian  Obedi- 
ence," has  gained  him  a  lasting  re- 
putation. 

KEYSLF.R  (JOHN  GEORGE)  a 
learned  antiquary  of  Germany,  horn 
l68q,  died  1743-  He  was  author 
of  several  learned  works ;  but  is 
most  generally  known  by  a  "  Dis- 
sertation on  the  consecrated  Missel- 
toe  of  the  Druids  ;"  "  Antiquitates 
selcBas  septentrionales  et  Celtira?," 
&c.  and  by  "  Travels  through  Ger- 
many, Bohemia,  Hungary,  Switzer- 
land. Italy,  and  Lorrain,"  illustrated 
with  copper-plates  engraven  from 
drawings  taken  on  the  spot,  4  vols. ! 
410. 

KIDDER  (DR.  RICHARD)  bi- 
shop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  author  of 
"  A  Commentary  on  the  five  books 
of  Moses  ;  with  a  dissertation  con- 
cerning the  writer  of  the  said  hooks; 
and  a  general  argument  to  each  of 
them."  He  was  a  very  clear,  ele-  I 
gant,  learned  writer,  and  one  of  the 
best  divines  of  his  time;  and  was 
«jr)fi>rtunately  killed  in  his  bed,  by 
the  fall  of  a  stack  of  chimnies, 
1703. 

KILLIGREW  (SIR  WILLIAM) 
an  English  dramatic  poet, born  1605, 
died  1693. 

KILLIGREW  (THOMAS)  bro- 
ther of  the  former,  born  1611,  and 
distinguished  by  uncommon  natural 
parts,  was  page  of  honour  to  Charles 
I.  and  groom  of  the  bed-chamber  to 
Charles  I!,  with  whom  he  had  suf- 
fered many  years  exile.  During 
bis  absence  from  his  country,  he 
applied  his  leisure  hours  to  pmetry, 
and  wrote  1 1  plays.  He  UicJ  1682, 
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and  was  buried  in  U'estminnter 
Abbey.  Killigrew  was  a  man  of  a 
very  droll  make,  and  had  an  un- 
common vein  ofhumour,  with  which 
he  used  to  divert  that  merry  mo- 
narch Charles  II.  who,  on  that  ac- 
count, was  fonder  of  him  than  of 
his  be<t  ministers,  and  would  give 
him  access  to  his  presence  when  he 
denied  it  to  them. 

KI LLIGRE\V( Dr.  HEN" RY)  bro- 
ther of  the  former,  horn  1612.  His 
writings  were  on  the  opposite  themes 
of  theology  and  the  drama;  that 
is,  sermons  and  plays. 

KILLIGREW  (ANNE)  '  a  grace 
for  beauty  and  a  muse  for  wit,'  as 
Wood  says,  was  the  daughter  of 
Henry  Killigrew,  just  recorded,  and 
born  in  London  a  little  before  the 
Restoration.  She  became  eminent 
in  the  arts  of  poetry  and  painting, 
and  died  i  685. 

KIMBER  (ISA  AC)alearned  pro- 
testant  dissenting  minister,  born  at 
Wantage,  Berks,  Dec.  i,  1692, 
died  in  London  Jan.  28,  1755. 
This  gentleman  was  the  author  of 
many  literary  productions,  highly 
esteemed  for  purity  of  style  and 
impartiality;  among  which  were 
"  The  Life  of  Oliver  Cromwell, 
Lord  Protector  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  England,  &c."  i  vol.  8vo. 
erroneously  ascribed  to  Dr.  Gibson, 
bishop  of  London;  "  The  Life  of 
Bishop  Beveridge,"  prefixed  to  the 
folio  edition  of  his  works,  of  which 
he  was  the  editor;  a  "  History  of 
England,"  4  vols.  8vo.  1722,  in 
which  he  was  concerned  with 
Messrs  Bailey,  Hodges,  and  Rid- 
paih,  but  the  3d  and  4th  volumes 
were  entirely  his  own  ;  a  periodical 
pamphlet  called  "  The  Monthly 
Chronicle,"  which  subsisted  from 
Jan.  1728  to  May  1732;  "  The 
Reign  of  George  II."  prefixed  to 
HoweH's  Medulla  Hist.  Ang.  1740; 
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a  "  History  of  England,"  i  vol. 
8vo.  1745,  esteemed  one  of  the 
best  abridgments  of  the  English 
history  extant.  In  1731  he  was 
engaged  as  editor  of  "  The  London 
Magazine,"  which  he  conducted 
with  credit  t»  himself,  and  advan- 
tage to  the  proprietors,  to  the  time 
of  his  death,  which  was  occasioned 
by  a  fit  of  apoplexy.  Twenty 
posthumous  "  Sermons,"  in  i  vol. 
8vo.  with  his  portrait,  xvere  pub- 
lished by  his  son  in  1756,  and  are 
a  lively  representation  of  the  simple 
manners  and  honest  mind  of  the 
author. 

KIMBER  (EDWARD)  son  of  the 
above,  born  Sept.  17,  1719,  died 
May  20,  1769.  He  served  an  ap- 
prenticeship to  Mr.  John  Noon,  an 
en.inent  bookseller  in  Cheapside  ; 
but  his  a£tive  genius  led  him  early 
in  life  to  prefer  a  military  occupa- 
tion under  the  late  general  Ogle- 
thorpe,  from  whom  he  received  an 
ensigncy,  was  with  him  at  settling 
the  thi-ii  infant  colony  of  Georgia 
in  America,  and  signalized  himself 
in  an  expedition  to  the  gates  of 
St.  Augustine  in  Florida,  "  A  Re- 
lation, or  Journal,"  of  which, 
printed  in  1744,  was  the  first  pro- 
c'uction  of  his  pen.  Upon  quitting 
the  army  he  succeeded  his  father  as 
tditorof  "  The  London  Magazine," 
vhich  nourished  to  the  time  of  his 
c'eath,  and  then  gradually  declined 
till  it  was  e  ,tire!y  dropped  in 
1785.  In  1750  he  published  ':  A 
Letter  from  a  Citizen  of  London 
to  his  Fellow-citizens,  &c.  occa- 
sioned by  the  late  Earthquakes;" 
and  soon  after,  "  The  Life  and 
Adventures  of  Joe  Thompson,"  a 
vols.  i  2  mo.  and  several  other  no- 
vels, of  considerable  merit.  He 
al=>o  compiled,  "  The  Peerages  of 
England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,^ 
contrived  for  the  pocket,  (the  first  of 
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the  kind,  and  which  luid  the  foim- 
Jation  for  all  the  works  of  a  similar 
nature  now  extant),  and  a  "  History 
of  England,"  in  10  vols.  8vo.  wit':i 
plates. 

KING  (JOHN')  bishop  of  Lon- 
don, bom  i  559,  died  1621.  Jimcg 
1.  used  to  siile  him  "  the  king  of 
preachers ;"  arid  lord  chief  justice 
Coke  often  declared  that  "  he  waj 
the  best  speaker  of  the  star-chamber 
in  his  time." 

KING  (IIEXRY)  bishop  of  Chi- 
chescer,  and  an  elegant  poet.  He 
turned  the  Psalms  iuco  ver^e  1651, 
and  published  "  Poems,  Elegies, 
Paradoxes,  and  Sonnets,"  in  8vo. 
1657.  He  was  born  >^9>,  and 
died  1669. 

KING  (EDWARD)  an  excellent 
youth,  fellow  of  Christ's  Collect-,- 
Cambridge,  in  1632  and  1633. 
He  vvai  unfortunately  drowned  in  bis 
'passage  from  Chester  to  the  liiih 
seas,  a  circumstance  which  gave 
birth  to  the  admirable  "  Lycidas" 
of  Milton,  who  says  of  him,  that 

<•<  He  knew' 

Himself  to  sing,  a.'id   build   the  lot'jy 
rhyme." 

KING  (DR.  WILLIAM)  an  in- 
genious  and  humorous  English  wri- 
ter, born  1063,  died  1712.  His 
poetical  ami  political  works  are  nu- 
merous ;  but  his  most  useful  book 
is  "  An  Historical  Account  of  the 
I  Heathen  Gods  and  Heroes,  necessary 
for  the  understanding  of  the  an- 
cient Puets;"  a  work  still  in  great 
esteem,  and  of  which  there  have 
been  several  editions. 

KING  (DR.  WILLIAM)  archbi- 
shop of  Dublin,  born  1650,  wrote 
a  celebrated  treatise,  "  De  Origme 
Mali, "on  the  Oi  iginof  Evil;  where- 
in he  undertook  to  shc\v  how  all  the 
several  kinds  of  evil  with  whicri 
the  world  abouuds  arc  consuteut 
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with  t'.ie  gooriness  of  God,  and  may 
be  accounted  for  without  the  sup- 
position  of  an  evil  principle.  He 
died  1729. 

KING  (PETER)  chancellor  of 
England,  and  famous  for  his  eccle- 
siastical learning,  as  well  as  his 
know  ledge  in  the  law, was  born  1669, 
and  died  1734. 

KING  (DR.  WILLIAM)  princi- 
pal of  St.  Mary  Hall,  Oxford,  and 
an  ingenious  theological  and  po- 
litical writer,  born  168,5,  ^'e^ 
1763. 

KING  (REV.  JOHN  GLEN) 
D.  D.  F.  R.  and  A.  S.  S.  and  author 
of  "  The  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of 
the  Greek  Church  in  Russia,"  Sec. 
&c.  died  1787. 

KIFP1S     (DR.    ANDREW)     a 
very  celebrated  English  biographer, 
being    the    principal     author     and 
conductor   of  the  second  edition  of 
that  great  national  work,  the  "  Bio. 
graphia     Britannica,"     was     born 
at   Nottingham,   March    28,  1725. 
His  father,  a  respetiable  tradesman 
of  that  town,  dying    in    the    year 
*73°»  he  went  to   reside  with  his 
grandfather,    Andrew     Kippis,    of 
Seaford    in    Lincolnshire,    and    re- 
ceived his  classical  education  at  the 
grammar-school  in   that  town.      In 
1741  he  removed  to  Northampton, 
and  commenced  his  academical  stu- 
dies under    Dr.  Doddri  !ge.      After 
a  residence  of  five  years  at  the  aca- 
demy, he   was  invited    by   several 
congregations    to  become  their  mi- 
nister, but  gave   the  preference   to 
an  invitation  from  Boston    in    Lin- 
colnshire, where  he  went  to  reside 
in  September  17-16.      Here  he  con- 
tinued 4  years;   and  in    November 
1750  accepted    the  pastoral  charge 
of   a   congregation   at   Dorking    in 
Surry.  The  congregation  meeting  in 
Princes  Street,  Westminster,  having 
been   without  a  minister    about   2 
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year?,  he  was  chosen  in  June  17.55 
to  succeed    the    Rev.  Dr.   Obadiah 
Hughes.       In  September   following 
he  married,  at  Boston,   Miss   Eliza- 
beth Bott.   one  of  the  daughters  of 
Mr.  Isaar  Ecu,  a  merchant  of  that 
place;   and  in  the  month  of  Oflo- 
ber  fixed   his    residence    in   West- 
minster.     In    June    1767    he    re- 
ceived   the  degree    of   D.  D.    from 
the  university  of  Edinburgh,  on  the 
unsolicited  recommendation   of  the 
late   learned    professor     Robertson. 
He  was  ele&ed  a   member  of    the 
society  of  Antiquaries  on  the   igth 
of  March  1778,  and  on  the  ivth  of 
June    1779    was   chosen  a  Fellow 
of  the  Rcyal  Society.      Dr.   Kippis 
was  eminently  distinguished  for  ttie 
virtues  and  accomplishments  which 
form  the  chief  ornaments  of  private 
life.     With  a  suavity   of  manners 
and  urbanity  of  behaviour  peculiarly 
attraftive,  he  united  that  knowledge 
of  men  and  books  which    rendered 
his   conversation     uncommonly  en- 
tertaining and    instructive    to    the 
circle  of  his  acqua  intan:e  and  friends. 
As  a  minister,  he  was  not  less  emi- 
nent for  his  profound   acquaintance 
with  every  branch  of  theology,  than 
for  the  happy  manner  in  which  he 
applied    it  to  the    improvement  of 
those  who    attended    his  ministry. 
His  sermons  were    remarkable   for 
perspicuity,  elegance,  and  energy; 
and    his   elocution  was     unaffefled 
and  very  impressive,  particularly  at 
the  close  of    his    discourses.     B  it 
the  superior  powers    and  vigour  of 
mind  which    he  derived    from   n  i» 
ture,  and  which  he  had  cultivated 
with    unremitting     diligence     aid 
peculiar  success,    were    not  to  be 
confined  to  the    narrow  limits    of 
private  life,    and   the   duties  of  the 
pastoral  charge,  however  important ; 
they  were  designed  for  more  exten- 
sive and  important  services  to  1m 
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country  and  to  mankind.  The  in- 
tereits  of  literature,  science,  and 
religion,  have  received  from  the 
exertion  of  his  talents  as  a  writer, 
the  most  essential  advantages. —  His 
first  efforts  in  literature  were  made 
in  the  "  Gentleman's  Magazine,"a 
periodical  publication  called  the 
"  Library ;"  and  the  "  Monthly 
Review:"  to  eacli  of  which  he  con- 
tributed many  important  articles, 
especially  in  the  historical  and  phi- 
lological departments  of  the  last. 
He  was  the  author  of  three  im- 
portant tratts,viz.  "  A  Vindication 
of  the  Protestant  Dissenting  Minis- 
ters, &c.;"  "  Observations  on  the 
late  Contests  in  the  Royal  Society;" 
and  "  Considerations  on  the  Treaty 
•with  America,  ike."  His  improved 
edition  of  Dr.  Doddridge's  Lectures 
is  a  work  of  great  value  ;  and  "  The 
History  of  Knowledge,  Learning, 
and  Taste,  in  Great  Britain,"  prefix- 
ed to  the  New  Annual  Register,  me- 
rits, and  has  received,  the  approba- 
tion of  the  public.  He  published, 
at  different  times,  several  single 
sermons  entitled  to  very  high  praise. 
The  greater  part  of  .these  he  re- 
pubhshed,  with  other  practical  dis- 
courses, in  the  year  1794  ;  but  the 
work  which,  next  to  the  studies 
immediately  connected  with  his  of- 
fice as  a  Christian  minister,  engaged 
his  principal  attention,  and  by  which 
he  will  ever  be  distinguished,  is  the 
"  Biographia  Britanmca."  In  this 
great  national  publication,  the  com- 
prehensiveness and  powers  of  his 
mind,  the  correctness  of  his  judge- 
ment, the  vast  extent  of  his  infor- 
mation, his  indefatigable  icsearches 
and  unremitting  assiduity,  his  pe- 
culiar talent  of  appreciating  the 
merits  and  analyzing  the  labours  of 
the  most  eminent  writers,  and  his 
unshaken  integrity,  unbiassed  fide- 
lity, and  impartial  decision  on  the 
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characters  of  the  philosopher,  states- 
man, pott,  scholar,  and  divine,  are 
strongly  displayed,  and  universally 
acknowledged.  His  style,  formed 
on  the  models  of  Sir  William 
Temple  and  the  classical  Addison, 
is  remarkable  for  its  perspicuity, 
elegance,  and  purity,  and  gives  a 
peculiar  lustre  to  tiie  rich  stores  of 
knowledgetreasured  in  the  volumes 
now  published.  This  work  has 
given  him  a  high  rank  among  the 
literati  of  this  country,  and  will 
carry  down  his  name  with  distin- 
guished reputation  to  posterity. 
This  great  and  good  man  died

KIRCHLR  (ATHANASIUS)  a 
famous  German  philosopher  and 
mathematician,  born  1601,  died 
1680,  after  having  published  22 
vols.  in  folio,  i  i  in  410.  and  3  in 

|  8vo.  His  works  are  lather  curious 
than  useful,  savouring  much  of  vi- 

j  sion  and  fancy.  He  was  more 
than  ordinarily  addifted  to  the  stu- 
dy of  bieioglypbical  chara£lers;  and, 

]  though  hewas  frequently  made  a  dupe 
in  the  science  of  antiques,  so  have 
ten  thousand  been  besides  him;  for 
the  making  of  antiques  is  a  trade 
which  has  been  constantly  practised 
in  all  ages. 

KIRKL.-iND  (DR.  THOMAS  J&n 
eminent  physician  and  writer  on 
surgery,  born  1722,  died  at  Ashby- 
de-la-Zouch,  1708. 

KIRSTENIUS  (PETER)   a  Ger 
man  physician,  author  of  an  "  Ara 
bic  Grammar,"  and   of  several    o. 
thcr  works    in  Arabic,  born   1577, 
died  1640.      It  is   observed    in   his 
epit.iph  that  he  understood   26  lan- 
guages. 

KN'ELLER  (SIR  GODFREY)  an 
eminent  painter,  born  at  Lubeck,  a 
city  of  Holstem  in  Denmark,  about 
1 648.  His  great  patron  in  Eng- 
land was  Charles  II.  but  alter  the 
23 
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desth  of  that  monarch  he  was  well 
received  by  king  James  and  his 
tiueen,  and  constantly  employed  by 
them  until  the  Revolution.  It  is 
very  remarkable  of  this  painter, 
that  he  had  the  honour  to  draw 
10  crowned  heads;  4  kings  of 
England  and  3  queens;  the  czar 
of  Muscovy  ;  Charles  III.  king  of 
Spain,  afterwards  emperor,  when 
he  was  in  England  ;  and  the  French 
king,  Lewis  XIV.  besides  several 
electors  and  princes.  He  was  gen- 
tleman of  the  privy-chamber  to  king 
V/illiam,  to  queen  Anne,  and  to 
king  George  1.  (who  created  him  a 
baronet);  and  was,  in  several  reigns, 
a  deputy-lieutenant  of  the  county 
of  Middlesex,  and  in  the  commis- 
sion of  the  peare  for  that  and  other 
Counties.  He  died  1723. 

KNIGHT  (DR.  SAMUEL)  arch- 
deacon of  Berks,  and  author  of 
"  Lives  of  Erasmus  and  Dean  Co- 
Jet,"  died  1746. 

KNOLLES  (SIR  ROBERT)  a 
•very  eminent  general  who  rose  by 
degrees  from  the  rank  of  a  private, 
and  with  30,000  men  in  the  wars 
cf  Edward  III.  marched  to  the 
gates  of  Paris.  Returning  home 
laden  with  wealth  and  honours,  he 
founded  Rochester-bridge. 

KNOLLES  (RICHARD)  author 
of  "  The  General  History  of  the 
Turks,  from  the  first  beginning  of 
that  Nation  to  the  rising  of  the  Ot- 
toman family,"  &.C.  which  has  im- 
mortalized his  name.  He  died 
j 610,  and  left  behind  him  the  cha- 
rafter  of  a  judicious,  learned,  and 
worthy  man. 

KNOX  (JOHN)  an  eminent  Scot- 
tish minister,  a  chief  instrument 
and  promoter  of  the  Reformation 
in  that  country,  and  a  steady  and 
undaunted  patriot  in  the  worst  of 
times,  born  1505,  died  1572.— 
As  to  his  character,  'he  wes,  like 
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Luther,  one  of  those  extraordinary 
persons,  of  whom  few,  if  any,  are 
observed  to  speak  with  sufficient 
temper  ;  all  is  either  extravagant 
encomium  or  senseless  inve6tive. 
After  his  death,  came  out  a  "  His- 
tory  of  the  Reformation  of  Reli- 
gion within  the  realm  of  Scotland," 
&c.  at  the  end  of  the  4th  edition  of 
which  are  subjoined  all  his  other 
works. 

KNOX  (JOHN)  many  years  a 
bookseller  of  eminence  in  the  Strand, 
who  devoted  the  fortune  he  acquired 
by  this  business  to  the  improvement 
of  his  country,  in  planning  a  her- 
ring-fishery,  and  the  settlement  of 
new  towns  on  the  north-east  coast 
of  Scotland.  He  visited  and  ex- 
plored that  kingdom  16  times  in 
23  years,  beginning  1764  ;  and,  in 
a  vols.  gave  a  systematic  view  of 
Scotland  in  general.  He  died 
Aug  i,  1790. 

KNUTZEN(MATTHIAS)acele- 
brateri  atheist,  born  in  the  county 
of  Holstein,  about  1650.  He  was 
the  only  person  on  record  who 
openly  taught  Atheism  ;  and  he 
undertook  long  journies  on  purpose 
to  make  proselytes.  His  followers, 
who  were  very  numerous,  were 
called  Conscientiaries,  because  they 
asserted  that  there  was  no  other  god, 
no  other  religion,  no  other  lawful 
magistracy,  but  conscience. 

KOEMPFER  (ENGELBERT)an 
eminent  German  botanical  writer, 
and  author  of  a"  History  of  Japan," 
born  1651,  died  1716. 

KOENIG  (SAMUEL)  professor 
of  philosophy  and  natural  law  at 
Franeker,  and  librarian  to  the 
Stadtholder  and  to  the  princess  of 
Orange.  He  was  author  of  several 
works;  and  died  in  17  57,  with  the 
character  of  being  one  of  the  best 
mathematicians  of  the  age. 

K.ONKKGEGRGE  MATTHIAS) 
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a  learned  German,  born  1616,  died 
1699.  He  was  well  versed  in  the 
belles  lettres,  in  divinity,  and  in 
the  oriental  languages,  and  gave 
several  public  specimens  of  his 
learning;  but  is  principally  known 
by  a  work  intituled  "  Bibliotheca 
vetus  et  nova,"  410.  This  is  a  bio- 
graphical dictionary,  which,  though 
it  abounds  with  defects,  has  never- 
theless been  very  useful  to  other 
biographers. 

KOTTERUS  (CHRISTOPHER) 
a  tanner  of  Silesia,  and  one  of  the 
three  fanatics  whose  visions  were 
published  at  Amsterdam  in  1657, 
•with  the  following  title,  "  Lux  in 
Tenebris."  He  died  1647. 

KOUL1  KHAN(THAMAS,alias 
NADIR  SCHAH)  born  1687,  in 
the  province  of  Cherasan,  in  Persia. 
He  was  the  son  of  the  governor  of 
a  Persian  fortress;  and  engaging 
in  the  service  of  the  Schah,  Thamas 
whose  throne  Eschref,  an  usurper, 
possessed,  and  had  lorded  it  over  the 
Persians  for  five  years  with  the  ut- 
most barbarity,  the  Sophi  gave  him 
at  length  the  command  of  his 
army.  The  new  general  entirely 
defeated  Eschref,  conduced  Schah 
Thamas  in  triumph  to  Ispahan,  and 
established  him  upon  the  throne  of 
his  ancestors.  Eschref,  having  got 
together  all  his  treasures  and  his 
•women,  fled  towards  Candaharwith 
10,000  men.  Kouli  Khan,  at  the 
bead  of  15,000  men,  went  in  psr- 
suit  of  him,  and  recommended  it 
to  the  king  to  go  against  the  Turks 
with  the  rest  of  his  army,  assuring 
him  that,  as  soon  as  he  had  secured 
Eschref,  he  would  fly  to  his  assis- 
tance. Kouli  Khan  at  last  came  up 
with  the  usurper,  and  prepared  for 
an  engagement  which  was  very 
soon  decisive.  The  Aghwans,  sur- 
rounded, were  either  cut  to  pieces 
er  taken;  lischref  was  among  the 
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prisoners,  and  all  his  treasures  "fell 
into  the  hands  of  the  victor.  Kouli 
KhanordereJ  both  his  eyes  to  be  put 
out,  and  some  days  after  had  him 
beheaded.  He  then  hastened  back 
to  succour  the  Sophi,  whoai  he  sup- 
po«ed  to  be  engaged  with  the  Turks; 
but  was  surprized  to  find,  when  he 
came  near  Ispahan,  that  he  had  con- 
cluded a  peace  with  the  Porte,  dis- 
banded his  army,  and  sent  him  or- 
ders to  do  the  same.  These  orders 
he  received  with  indignation,  ex- 
claiming against  the  ignominious 
peace  and  his  effeminate  prince. 
Instead  of  disbanding  his  army, 
which  now  consisted  of  70,000 
men,  he  marched  with  it  to  Ispa- 
han, seized  the  Schah  Thamas,  im- 
prisoned him  in  a  strong  fortress, 
and  in  an  assembly  of  the  chief 
men  of  Persia  got  hi  in  deposed,  and 
his  son,  an  infant  of  six  months  old, 
proclaimed  Schah,  by  the  name  of 
Schah  Abbas  the  Hid.  In  his 
name  Kouli  Khan  assumed  to  him- 
self the  sovereign  power,  and  pre- 
sently issued  a  manifesto  disclaim- 
ing the  late  peace  wich  the  Turks. 
After  having  recovered  all  that 
had  been  taken  from  Persia,  he 
concluded  a  peace  with  the  Otto- 
man Porte  in  1736.  The  follow- 
ing year  the  young  Schah  Abbas 
died,  and  Kouli  Khan  procured 
himself  to  be  proclaimed  his  suc- 
cessor. As  he  thought  war  would 
be  a  better  prop  to  his  throne  than 
peace,  he  imme'liately  carried  his 
victorious  arms  against  the  Mogul, 
and  in  one  single  battle  conquered 
almost  all  that  whole  empire.  In 
this  expedition  he  killed  ?o-o,ooo> 
people  ;  and  brought  away  a  trea- 
sure worth  above  i  45  millions,  in 
which  was  the  Imperial  throne  set 
with  diamonds  of  an  immense  va- 
lue. Taking  from  the  JMogul  all 
tli€  country  that  lay  between  the 
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former  limits  of  Persia  and  the  In- 
dus, and  by  subduing  the  whole 
country  of  the  Usbeck,  he  vastly 
enlarged  the  bounds  of  his  empire  ; 
but  he  now  fell  into  a  state  which 
seemed  to  border  upon  distraftion  : 
he  attempted  to  change  the  religion 
of  Persia  to  that  of  Omar;  hanged 
up  the  chief  priests;  puthisown  son 
to  death;  and  was  guilty  of  such 
cruelty,  that  he  was  assassinated  in 
1747,  in  his  6oth  year,  having 
reigned  above  20  years  over  one  of 
the  most  powerful  empires  on  the 
globe. 

KUSTER  (LUDOLF)  a  learned 
German  critic,  born  1670.  He 
published  editions  of  Suidas,  Aris- 
tophanes, and  several  works  of  a 
smaller  kind,  and  died  1716. 

KYD  (THOMJS)a-j  English  dra- 
matic writer  in  the  reign  of  O_ueen 
Elizabeth. 

KYRLE  (JOHN)  the  celebrated 
Man  of  Ross,  as  Pope  calls  him  in 
his  poem  On  the  Use  of  Huhej. 
He  possessed  a  small  estate  of  500!. 
a  year  at  Ross,  in  Herefordshire, 
and  literally  became,  as  the  Poet 
sings,  a  blessing  to  the  whole  coun- 
try. He  died  17248  at  the  age  of 
uo,  and  was  buried  without  an  in- 
sv  ription  : 

11  No  monument,  inscription, 
stone, 

41  His  race,  his  form,  his  name  almost 
unknown.'" 

LABAD1E  (JOHN)  a  celebrated 
French  enthusiast,  born  1610,  died 
1674. 

LABAT  (JOHN  BAPTIST)  a 
celebrated  traveller  and  missionary 
of  the  order  of  St.  Dominic,  born 
1663,  died  1738.  His  "  Voyages 
and  Travels"  into  different  king- 
doins  are  works  of  much  amuse- 
ment and  of  good  reputation. 

LAE1LR1US,   an  ancient  Roman 
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knight  in  the  time  of  Julius  Caesar,- 
who  excelled  in  writn.g  Mimes,  or 
little  satirical  productions  for  tUe 
stage. 

LACTANTIUS  (FIRMIAN)  or 
LUCIUS  CAI.IUS  (FIRMIANIJS) 
an  eminent  father  of  the  Christian 
church.  He  is  the  most  eloquent  of 
all  the  ecclesiastical  Latin  authors  ; 
and  wrote  in  such  a  pure,  smooth, 
and  natural  style,  and  so  much  in 
the  taste  and  manner  of  the  Roman 
!  orator,  that  he  is  generally  distin- 
'  guished  by  the  title  of  "  The  Chi  is- 
tian  Cicero." 

LACY  (JOHN)  an  aQor  and  dra- 
matic writer  of  eminence  in  the 
reign  of  Charles  11. 

L'ADVOCAT  (JOHN  BAP- 
TIST L'ABBE)  a  learned  French 
;  critic,  grammarian,  geographer,  and 
historian,  author  of  "  Dicaonnaire 
Geographique  Portatifj"  an  useful 
work,  and  often  printed;  "  Di£U- 
onuaire  Historiquc  Portatif;"  and 
a  "  Hebrew  Grammar."  He  died 


L.ELIUS  (CAIUS)  a  Roman 
consul  and  comic  poet,  died  126 
B.  C. 

LAflTAU,  a  French  Jesuit  and 
missionary  to  North  America,  died 
1748,  leaving  behind  him  a  curi- 
ous comparison  between  the  man- 
ners of  the  ancients  and  those  of  the 
savage  Americans. 

LA1RESSE  (GERARD)  an  emi- 
nent Flemish  painter  and  engr/wer, 
born  1640.  The  Hollanders  esteem 
him  the  best  history-painter  of  their 
country,  and  commonly  call  him 
ibeir  second  Raphael  ;  Hemskirk 
is  their  first.  He  died  1711. 

LAIS,  a  courtezan  of  such  ie- 
nown  and  antiquity,  that,  like  Ho- 
mer, it  is  said  several  cities  claimed 
the  glory  of  her  birth  ;  hut  that 
honour  is  most  generally  given  to 
Hyccara,  a  city  of  Sicily.  .Retiring 
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to  Thessaly,  she  fell  a  sacrifice  to 
the  er.vy  and  jealousy  excited  by 
her  beai.ty;  for  her  rivals,  seeing 
themselves  eclipsed,  became  despe. 
rate,  and  having  conduced  her  into 
the  temple  of  Venus,  there  stoned 
her  to  death,  340  B.  C. 

LALLY  (THOMAS  ARTHUR, 
CGi'Xl }  a  gallant  general  in  the 
service  of  France  ;  but  being  com- 
pelled to  surrender  Pondicherry  to 
the  English,  he  incurred  the  sus- 
picion of  treachery,  and  was  exe- 
cuted,  1766. 

LAMBERT  fJOHNJ  a    general 
in  Cromwell's  army,  memorable  for  ! 
having  opposed  Oliver's  acceptance  i 
of  the  crown,  died  about  1670. 

LAMBERT  (ANNE  THERESE 
MARQUIS  DE)  a  most  ingenious 
French  lady,  born  1647,  died  1733; 
having  been  the  author  of  some  very 
pleasing  moral  productions,  which 
have  been  collefled  and  printed  in 
a  vols.  i  amo. 

LAM3RUN  (MARGARET) 
was  a  Scotchwoman,  and  one  of 
the  retinue  of  Mary  queen  of 
Scots;  as  was  also  her  husband, 
•who  dying  of  grief  for  the  tra- 
gical end  of  that  princess,  his  wife 
took  up  a  resolution  of  reveng- 
ing the  death  of  both  upon  queen 
Elizabeth.  For  that  purpose  she 
put  on  a  man's  habit  ;  and,  assum- 
ing the  name  of  Anthony  Sparks, 
repaired  to  the  court  of  the  queen 
of  England,  always  carrying  with 
her  a  brnce  of  pistols,  one  to  kill 
Elizabeth,  and  the  other  to  shoot 
herself  in  order  to  avoid  the  hands 
of  justice  ;  but  her  design  hap- 
pened to  miscarry  by  an  accident 
which  saved  the  queen's  life.  One 
day,  as  she  was  pushing  through  the 
crowd  to  come  up  to  her  majesty, 
who  was  then  walking  in  her  gar- 
den, she  chanced  to  drop  one  of  the 
pistols.  This  being  seen  by  the 
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guards,  she  was  seized,  in  order  to 
be  sent  immediately  to  prison  ;  but 
che  queen,  not  suspecting  her  to  be 
one  of  her  own  sex,  had  a  mind 
first  to  examine  her.  Accordingly 
demanding  her  name,  country,  and 
quality,  Margaret  replied  with  an 
unmoved  steadiness, "Madam ,though 
I  appear  in  thishabit,  I  am  a  woman ; 
my  name  is  Margaret  Lambrun  ;  I 
was  several  years  in  the  service  of 
queen  Mary,  my  mistress,  whom, 
you  have  so  unjustly  put  to  death; 
and  by  her  death  you  have  also 
caused  that  of  my  husband,  who 
died  of  grief  to  see  so  innocent  a 
queen  perish  so  iniquitously.  Now, 
as  I  had  the  greatest  love  and  affec- 
tion for  both  these  personages,  I  re- 
solved, at  the  peril  of  my  life,  to 
revenge  their  death  by  killing  you, 
who  are  the  cause  of  both." — "  You 
are  (said  the  queen)  persuaded  that 
in  this  aftion  you  have  done  your 
duty,  and  satisfied  the  demands 
which  your  love  for  your  mis- 
tress and  for  your  spouse  indis- 
pensably required  from  you  ;  but 
what  think  you  now  is  it  my  duty 
to  do  to  you  ?"  This  woman  re- 
plied, with  the  same  unmoved 
hardiness  j  "  I  will  tell  your  ma- 
jesty frankly  my  opinion,  provided 
you  will  please  to  let  me  know 
whether  you  put  this  question  in 
the  quality  of  a  queen  or  in  that  of 
a  judge  ?"  To  which  her  majesty 
professing  that  it  was  in  that  of  a 
queen,  "  Then  (said  Margaret)  your 
majesty  ought  to  grant  me  a  par- 
don. "— "  But  what  assurance  or  se- 
curity can  you  give  me  (said  the 
queen)  that  you  will  not  make 
the  like  attempt  upon  some  other 
occasion  ?"  Lanabnin  replied  :  "  Ma- 
<lam,  a  favour  which  is  given  un- 
der such  restraint  is  no  more  a  fa- 
vour; and,  in  so  doing,  your  ma. 
jesty  would  a&  against  me  as  a 
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jndpe."  The  queen,  tinning  to 
some  of  her  council,  said,  "  I  have 
been  thirty  years  a  queen;  but 
don't  remember  to  have  had  snrh  a 
ledture  ever  read  to  me  before;" 
and  immediately  granted  the  par- 
don entire  and  unconditional,  giv- 
ing her  also  a  safe  conduft  till  she 
should  be  set  upon  the  coast  of 
France. 

LAMIA,  a  celebrated  Grecian 
courtezan,  sometime  mistress  to 
Ptolemy  I.  king  of  Egypt. 

LAMP'RIDIUS  (j£LHJS)a  Latin 
historian,  who  flourished  tinder  the 
emperors  Dioclesian  and  ConstJn-

shire,  to  Mr.  Norton's  near  Bristol.

LANKRANC,  archbishop  of  Can- 
terbtut  in  the  reign  of  William  I. 

He  rebuilt  the  Cathe- 
dral of  Canterbury,  and  has  the 
charn8cr  of  a  great  statesman,  as 
well  as  a  learned  prelate. 

LANFRANCO  (GIOVANNI)

painter  in  the  English  school, 
though  of  German  extraction,  born 
1628,  died  1692.  His  style  was 
agreeable,  and  imitative  of  Titian 
and  Salvator  Rosa. 

LANDEN  (JOHN)  born  1719, 
died  1790,  having  written  largely 
on  the  mathematics,  and  advanced 
that  science  considerably  by  his 
studies  and  experiments. 

LANE  (JANE)  a  female  of  ex- 
traordinary  sagacity  and  spirit,  who 
assisted  in  the  escape  and  preser- 
vation of  Charles  II.  after  the 
battle  of  Worcester,  and  was  am- 
ply rewarded  at  the  Restoration. 
Charles  (disguised  in  her  father's 
livery)  rode  before  her  on  horse- 
back, from  Bently  Hall  in  Stafford. 


of  Fancy,"  2  vols.  "  Theodosius  and 
Constantia,"  2  vols.  "  Solyman  and 
Almena;"  "  Frederick  and  Pha- 
ramond,  or  the  Consolations  of 
Human  Life;"  and  a  translation 
of  "  Plutarch's  Lives."  He  died 
1779. 

LANGTON  (STEPHEN)  made 
archbishop  of  Canterbury  by  the 
pope  in  the  reign  of  king  John, 
died  1228.  He  was  one  of  the 
most  illustrious  men  of  the  age  in 
which  he  lived,  for  his  learning 
and  his  writings. 

LANGUET  (JOHN  BAPTIST 
JOSEPH)  doaor  of  the  Sorbonne, 
the  celebrated  vicar  of  St.  Sulpice 
at  Paris,  and  one  of  those  extra- 
ordinary men  whom  providence 
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raises  up  for  the  relief  of  the  in- 
digent  and  wretched,  for  the  goon 
of  society,  and  the  glory  of  nations, 
was  horn  at  Dijon,  June  6,  1675. 
To  enumerate  the  instances  of  his 
boundless  beneficence  would  indeed 
gratify  our  feelings,  but  is  incom- 
patible with  the  narrow  limits  to 
which  this  epitome  is  necessarily 
confined.  It  is  said,  from  good 
authority,  that  he  disbursed  near  a 
million  of  livres  in  charities  every 
year.  When  there  was  a  general 
dearth  in  1725,  he  sold,  in  order 
to  relieve  the  poor,  his  household 
goods,  his  pictures,  and  some  scarce 
and  curious  pieces  of  furniture 
which  he  had  procured  with  dif- 
ficulty. His  charity,  however,  was 
not  confined  to  his  own  parish  ;  for, 
at  the  time  that  the  plague  raged  at 
Marseilles,  he  sent  large  sums  into 
Provence  to  assist  the  distressed. 
He  died  17,50. 

LANSDOWNE.  See  GRAN- 
VILLE. 

LARDNER  (DR.  NATHANI- 
EL) a  very  eminent  dissenting  di- 
vine, author  of  "  The  Credibility 
of  the  Gospel  History;"  of  "  The 
Testimonies  of  the  Ancient  Jews 
and  Pagans  in  favour  of  Christia- 
nity ;"  "  The  History  of  Here- 
tics," &c.  &c.  born  1684,  died 
1768. 

LASCARIS  (CONSTANTINE) 
«ne  of  those  learned  Greeks  who 
quitted  Constantinople  upon  its  be- 
ing taken  by  the  Turks  in  1453, 
and  took  refuge  in  Italy.  He  was 
author  of  a  "  Greek  Grammar," 
a«d  other  small  works  of  a  similar 
kind. 

LAT1MER  (HUGH)  bishop  of 
M'orcester,  one  of  the  first  Reform- 
ers of  the  church  of  England,  born 
1470.  It  is  a  remarkable  circum- 
stance, though  not  altogether  with- 
out parallel,  that,  from  being  a  zeal- 
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ens  Papist,  he  became  (such  was  Ms 
constitutional  warnv.h)  a  zealous 
Protestant,  active  in  supporting  the 
reformed  doftrine,  a  id  assiduous  to 
make  converts.  For  his  zeal,  how- 
ever, in  the  Protestant  faith,  he 
was,  with  Ridley,  bishopof  London, 
burnt  at  Oxford,  1554. 

LAUD  (WILLIAM)  archbishop 
of  Canterbury  in  the  reign  of 
Charles  I.  born  1573,  was  behead- 
ed 1 645  for  high  treason  not  proved 
against  him;  but  he  fell  a  sacrifice 
to  party  violence,  and  high-church 
sentiments. 

LAUDER  (WILLIAM)  a  native 
of  Scotland,  memorable  for  an  at- 
tempt to  ruin  the  reputation  of  Mil- 
ton ;  an  attempt  which  ended  in 
the  destruction  of  his  own.  He  be- 
gan first  to  retail  part  of  his  design 
in  The  Gentleman's  Magazine,  1747; 
and,  finding  that  his  forgeries  were 
not  dete£ied,was  encouraged  in  175  t 
to  collect  them,  with  additions,  into 
a  volume,  intituled  "  An  Essay  on 
Milton'*  Use  and  Imitation  of  the 
Moderns  in  his  Paradise  Lost,"8vo. 
The  fidelity  of  his  quotations  had 
been  doubted  by  several  people;  and 
the  falsehood  of  them  was  soon  after 
demonstrated  by  Mr.  (now  bishop) 
Douglas,  in  a  pamphlet  intituled, 
"  Milton  vindicated  from  the 
Charge  of  Plagiarism,  brought  a- 
gainst  him  by  Lander;  and  Lander 
himself  convi&ed  of  several  For- 
geries and  gross  Impositions  on  the 
Public."  The  appearance  of  this 
detection  overwhelmed  Lauder  with 
confusion.  He  subscribed  a  con- 
fession diftated  by  Dr.  Johnson, 
and,  finding  that  his  character  was 
not  to  be  retrieved,  quitted  the 
kingdom,  and  passed  the  remain- 
der of  his  life  in  universal  con- 
tempt. He  died  at  Barbadoes, 
1770  or  1775.  See  BOWLE. 

LAUDOHN,  field-marshal,  and 
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Commander  in  chief  of  the  Austrian 
forces,  born  1716,  died  July  J-j, 
17  go.  So  high  was  his  reputation, 
that  Frederick  the  Great  of  Prussia 
used  to  say,  he  feared  nobody  so 
much  as  Laudohn. 

LAURA  DE  NOl'ES,  the  mis- 
tress of  Petrarch,  who  wrote  in  her 
praise  318  sonnets  and  88  songs, 
most  of  which  breathe  the  warmest 
spirit  of  poetry.  She  died  of  the 
plague  1348,  aged  38. 

LAURI  (FILIPPO)  an  eminent 
Italian  painter,  born  1623,  died 

1694- 

LAW  (JOHN)  of  Edinburgh, 
a  famous  projector,  \vho  raised  him- 
self to  the  dignity  of  comptroller 
general  of  the  finances  of  France, 
upon  the  strength  of  a  scheme  for 
establishing  a  bank,  an  East  India 
and  a  Mississippi  company,  with  the 
profits  of  which  the  national  dtbt  of 
France  was  to  be  paid  off;  but  this 
great  fabric  of  false  ciedit  fell  to 
the  ground,  and  almost  overthrew 
the  French  government,  ruining 
some  thousands  of  families  ;  and 
it  is  remarkable,  that  the  same 
desperate  game  was  played  by 
the  South  Sea  directors  in  England 
in  the  same  fatal  year,  1720. 
Law,  being  exiled  as  soon  as  the 
credit  of  his  projects  began  to  fail, 
retired  to  Venice,  where  he  died 
1729. 

LAW  (EDMUND)  bishop  of 
Carlisle,  and  an  eminent  theological 
\vriter,  born  1702,  died  1787. 

LAWES  (WILLIAM)  an  emi- 
nent English  musician  and  com- 
poser, killed  at  the  siege  of  Ches- 
ter, in  the  army  of  Charles  I. 

LAWES  (  HENRY)  his  brother, 
and  also  a  great  musician,  in  which 
art  he  is  by  some  thought  to  have 
excelled  William,  was  born  1600, 
and  died  1662. 

LAWRENCE   (STRINGER)    a 
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distinguished  general  on  the  East 
India  Company's  establishment, born 
1697,  died  1775.  In  gratitude  for 
his  eminent  services  in  the  com- 
inand  of  their  forces  on  the  coast  of 
Coromandel  during  a  period  of  20 
years,  the  Company  erefled  a  noble 
monument  to  his  memory  in  West- 
minster  Abbey. 

LEAKE  (SIR  JOHN)  a  brave 
and  successful  English  admiral,  bom 
16,56,  and  distinguished  by  many 
great  actions ;  but  chiefly  by  his  re  = 
lief  and  preservation  of  Gibraltar 
from  the  French  and  Spaniards  in 
1705.  He  died  1720. 

LEAKE  (STEPHEN  MARTIN) 
an  ingenious  writer  on  coins  and 
on  heraldry,  died  1773. 

LEAKE  (DR.  JOHN)  phy- 
sician to  the  Westminster  Lying-in 
Hospital,  of  which  he  was  the 
founder,  died  Aug.  1792.  His 
writings  on  midwifery,  and  on  fe- 
male diseases,  are  in  very  high 
esteem. 

LEDYARD  (JOHN)  a  celebrated 
traveller,  who  had  proceeded  in  the 
service  of  the  Society  for  promoting 
the  discovery  of  the  interior  parts 
of  Africa,  as  far  as  Grand  Cairo  in 
Egypt;  had  made  an  agreement  with 
the  conductor  of  a  caravan,  and  was 
on  the  point  of  taking  his  departure 
for  Sennaare,  when  he  was  seized 
with  an  illness  which  teiminated  in 
his  death,  Jan.  1789. 

LEE  (NATHANIEL)  an  emi- 
nent English  dramatic  poet,  who  is 
said  to  have  read  his  pieces  to  the 
aclors  with  an  elocution  which  was 
so  much  admired  by  them,  that  he 
was  tempted  to  try  his  talents  for 
a£ting  ;  but  the  trial  soon  convinced 
him  that  he  should  never  succeed 
in  that  charaQer.  He  is  the  au- 
thor of  i  i  plays,  all  a£ted  with  ap- 
plause. His  thoughts  are  wonder- 
fully suited  to  tragedy  j  but  fre- 
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f  lost  in  such  a  cloud  of 
words,  that  it  is  hard  to  see  the 
beauty  of  them.  There  is  much 
fire  in  his  woiks,  but  so  in- 
volved in  smoke,  that  it  does  not 
appear  in  half  its  lustre.  He  died 
1690. 

LEECHMAN  (DR. WILLIAM) 
principal  of  the  college  of  Gijsgow, 
horn  1706,  died  Dec.  3,  1784. 
His  publications  were  few,  but 
they  are  generally  known  and  ad- 
mired, (particularly  his  "  Essay 
on  Prayer")  and  will  remain  last- 
ing monuments  of  a  devout  and 
benevolent  heart,  as  well  as  of  an 
enlarged  and  highly  cultivated  un- 
derstanding. 

LEGGE  (GEORGE,  LORD  DART- 
MOUTH)  an  eminent  English  ad- 
miral who  commanded  the  force 
sent  to  demolish  Tangier  in  1683. 
In  1688  he  was  made  admiral  of 
the  fleet;  but,  after  the  Revolution 
v.'as  effected,  he  was  committed  to 
the  Tower  on  suspicion  of  corre- 
sponding with  the  abdicated  king; 
and  he  died  in  that  prison  Oct.  21, 
1691,  aged  44. 

LEIBNITZ  (GODFREY  WIL- 
LIAM DE)  baron  of  Leipsic,  an 
eminent  statesman,  poet,  and  law- 
yer, but  more  eminent  as  a  writer 
on  philosophy,  born  1646,  died 
1716.  His  philosophical  writings 
are  very  numerous,  and  have  ren- 
dered his  name  immortal. 

LEIGH  (Sir EDWARD)  an  Eng- 
lish critic  and  Hebrew  lexicogra- 
pher, died  i  67  i. 

LEIGUTOX  (ROBERT)  an  emi- 
nent Scotch  prelate  and  theological 
writer,  died  1684. 

LELAND  (JOHN)  the  first  and 
last  antiquary-royal  in  England, 
died  1552-  One  of  his  contempo- 
raries boldly  affirms,  that  "  Eng- 
land never  saw,  and  he  believes 
never  would  see,  a  juaa  to  him  in 
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all  things  to  be  compared  with  r?- 
t-ard  to  his  skill  in  the  antiqiiitic-- 
of  Britain."  Upon  the  whole,  he 
.  may  not  unjustly  be  styled  t.le  fa- 
ther of  English  antiquaries. 
j  LELAND  (Dr.  JOHN)  a  cele- 
ibrated  English  dissenting  divine 
settled  in  Dublin,  whodistinguUheJ 
himself  by  some  very  estimable  and 
laborious  publications,  particularly 
"  A  View  of  the  Deistical  Writer* 
of  England,"  and  "  The  Advantage 
and  Necessity  of  the  Christian  Re- 
velation." He  was  born  1591,  and 
died  1766. 

LELAND  (Dr.  THOMAS)  an- 
thorofa  "  Flistory  of  Ireland,"  a 
"  Life  of  Philip  of  Macedon,"  and 
translator  of  Demosthenes,  was  born 
1722,  and  died  1785. 

LELY  (SIR  PETER)  an  excel, 
lent  portrait  and  historical  painter, 
born  1617,  at  Westphalia  in  Ger- 
many, but  afterwards  settled  in  Eng- 
land under  the  patronage  of  Charles 
II.  died  1680. 

LEMERY  (NICHOLAS)  a  cele- 
brated French  chemical  writer,  born 
1645,  died  17  15. 

LEMON  (GEORGE  WILLIAM) 
an  English  divine  who  distinguished 
himself  by  the  publication  of  a 
large  410.  volume  on  "  Englisli 
Etymology,"  being  a  derivative 
dictionary,  in  which  he  has  not 
only  investigated  the  radical  meaning 
of  many  obscure  and  almost  unin. 
telligible  words,  but  exploded  many- 
vulgar  errors,  and  illustrated  many- 
passages  in  our  ancient  writers. 
He  was  born  1726,  and  died 

»797. 

L'ENCI.OS  (NINON  DE)  a  very 
distinguished  French  courtezan, who, 
with  a  fine  understanding  and  philo- 
sophic spirit,  would  reason  like  So- 
crates, though  she  afled  like  Lais  j 
while,  therefore,  the  great  Conde, 
ths  Villarceaux,  the  Scvignes,  the 
A  a 
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Hochcfoiicaults,  enjoyed  her  as  a 
mistress,  the  learned  consulted  her 
as  a  philosopher  and  a  critic.  This 
bewitching  woman  died  in  1706, 
aged  90,  retaining  her  personal 
charms  to  the  last.  She  left  some 
children ;  and  one  of  her  sons 
died  before  her,  a  very  tragical 
death  indeed.  Not  knowing  her 
to  be  his  mother  (for  all  her  ope- 
rations were  conducted  with  secre- 
sy  and  mystery),  he  ailually  ffll 
in  love  with  her  ;  and  when,  to 
get  rid  of  his  passion,  she  discover- 
ed herself  to  him,  through  shame 
and  despair  he  poignarded  himself 
in  her  presence. 

I.'ENFANT  (JAMES)  an  emi- 
nent French  Protestant  minister, 
born  1691,  died  1728.  He  was 
author  of  three  capital  works, 
viz.  Histories  of  the  Councils  of 
Constance,  Basle,  and  Pisa,  each  in 
2  vols.  }to.  Beside  these,  he  pub- 
lished the  New  Testament  translat- 
ed into  French-from  the  original 
Creek,  with  literal  notes,  in  con- 
junction with  Beausobre ;  which 
version  was  much  esteemed  by  the 
Protestants. 

L'ENGLET  (NICHOLAS  DU 
FRESNOY)  a  very  voluminous 
French  writer,  born  167-1,  ('>ed 
17,56.  His"  Methode  pour  etudier 
I'liistoire,'"  £c.  seems  to  have  been 
thought  his  best  production.  His 
end  was  very  tragical  :  for,  falling 
asleep  as  he  was  reading  by  the 
fire,  he  fell  into  it,  and  his  head 
was  nearly  burnt  off  before  the  ac- 
cident was  perceived. 

LEO  X.  pivie  of  Rome,  ever  to 
be  remembered  by  Protestants  as 
having  been  the  cause  of  the  Re- 
formation begun  by  Luther,  was 
born  14:5,  and  died  1.521.  He 
•was  a  lover  and  patronizer  of  learn- 
ing and  learned  men,  and  equally 
fd\ cured  arts  and  sciences,  being 
a

himself  a  man  of  taste.  For  this 
he  has  been  often  celebrated,  and 
by  our  countryman  Pope  in  par- 
ticular : 

"  But  see  !  each  Muse  in  Leo's  golden 

days 
Starts  from  l<er  trance,    and  trims  her 

witlier'd  b^y«  5 
Rome's  ancient  genius,   o'er   its  ruins 

spread, 
Shakes    off  the    dust,    and    rears    his 

rev'rend  lie.tci. 

Then  Sculpture  and  her  sister  arts  re- 
vive ; 
Stones  leap  to  form,  and  rocks  begin  to 

live  ; 
With  sweeter  notes  each  rising  temple

LEONICENUS  (NICHOLAS)  an 
eminent  physician  of  Italy,  to  whom 
we  owe  the  first  translation  of  any 
of  Galen's  works,  and  the  "  Apho- 
risms of  Hippocrates,"  born  1428, 
died  i  524. 

LEONtDAS  I.  king  of  Sparta,  a 
celebrated  warrior,  who  died  glo- 
riously in  defending  the  pass  of 
Thermopylae  against  Xerxes,  480 
years  B.  C. 

LEONTIUM,  an  ancient  courte- 
zan at  Athens,  famous  first  for  her 
lasciviousness,  and  afterwards  for 
'her  application  to  the  study  of  phi- 
losophy. 

LESLEY  (JOHN)  a  celebrated 
bishop  of  Ross  in  Scotland,  born 
11527,  died  1,596.  His  exertions 
to  save  the  life  of  Mary  queen  of 
Scots,  his  mistress,  has  endeared 
his  name  to  posterity  :  indeed,  all 
;  parties  agree  in  speaking  of  him  as 
a  man  of  incomparable  learning,  an 
able  statesman,  a  zealous  church- 
man, and  of  his  fidelity  to  his 
queen  as  admirable  and  exemplary. 
He  is  author  of  a  History  of  Scot- 
!  land  to  1561. 

LESLIE  (DR.  JOHN)  'bishop  of 
iClogher  in  Ireland,  memorable  for 
(his  exertions  in  defence  of  tiie  r&yal 
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Cause,  and  for  having  endured  a  ; 
siege  iu  ins  castle  ot  Raplioe,  before 
he  would  surrender  it  to  Oliver 
Cromwell, being  the  last  which  held 
out  in  that  country.  He  died  1671, 
aged  juoat  100  years,  having  been 
above  50  years  a  bishop. 

L'ESTRANGE(!>IR  ROGER)  an 
English  gentleman  concerned  in 
raising  forces  and  in  some  un- 
successful enterprizes  in  favour  of 
Charles  I.  during  the  civil  wars, 
for  which  he  was  obliged  to  leave 
tiie  kingdom.  Upon  the  Restora- 
tion he  returned,  and  printed  the 
first  English  Newspaper,  under  the 
title  of  The  Public  Intelligencer,  in 
1663;  which  he  laid  down  upon 
the  publication  of  the  first  London 
Gazette.  Ke  was  author  of  many 
political  tracts,  translated  several  j 
things  from  the  Greek,  Latin,  and 
Spanish,  and  died  Sept.  1/04. 

LETI  (GREGORlOj  an  Italian 
miscellaneous  writer  and  historian, 
born  1630,  died  1701.  His"  His- 
tory  of  Geneva"  is  the  best  of  his 
works. 

LEUC1PFUS,  a  celebrated  Greek 
philosopher      and     mathematician,  [ 
flourished  about   428  B.  C. 

LEUN  C  L  A  V1U  S  (J  CANNES) 
a  German  historian  of  the  Ottoman 
empire,  born  1533,  died  1593. 

LEU  WEN  HO  EK  ( AN  THON  Y 
I)h)  a  very  celebrated  Dutch  phy- 
sician, born  1632,  died  1723.  He 
became  famous  all  over  Europe  by 
his  experiments  and  discoveries 
with  microscopes. 

LEVER  (SIR  ASHTON)  col- 
lector of  a  valuable  museum  of  na- 
tural history  ;  the  expence  of  which 
having  impaired  his  fortune,  he  was 
permitted  to  ?ell  it  by  lottery,  but 
lost  considerably,  not  a  sufficient 
number  of  the  tickets  having  been 
soM.  He  died  17 Kg. 

LHUYD  VLD\VARDJ  keeper  of 
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the  Ashmolean  Museum  at  Oxford, 
and  a  celebrated  antiquarian  and 
linguist,  died  i  709. 

L1BANIUS,  a  famous  sophist 
of  antiquity,  born  3  i  4.  Hisepistles 
and  orations  are  in  high  esteem. 

L1CETUS,  a  celebrated  physii  ian 
of  Italy,  born  1577,  died  1655. 
His  work  "  Ue  Monstru"  hus 
great  merit. 

LICH  TEND  ERG  (GEORGE 
CHRISTOPHER}  professor  of  phi- 
losophy in  the  University  of  Got- 
tirigen,  and  one  of  the  most  inge- 
nious writers  of  Germany,  died 
Feb.  24,  1799- 

LIGUN1EH  (JOHN  EARL  OF) 
a  very  distinguished  field  marshal 
in  the  English  army.  He  served 
with  honour  in  all  the  wars  of 
queen  Anne,  under  the  duke  of 
Marlborough,  and  in  every  suc- 
ceeding war,  and  died  April  28, 
1770,  aged  92. 

LILliURNE  (JOHN)  a  famous 
English  enthusiast,  horn  s6;8,  died 
1657.  He  was  the  chief  ringleader 
of  the  Levellers,  a  modeller  of 
state,  publisher  of  several  seditious 
pamphlets,  and  of  so  quarrelsome 
a  disposition,  that  it  was  appositely 
said  of  him,  that  if  there  were, 
none  living  but  him,  John  wo'-:ld 
be  against  Lilburae,  and  Lilburne 
against  John. 

L1LLO  (GEORGE)  an  excellent 
dramatic  writer,born  i  693.  Though, 
strongly  attached  to  the  muses,  he 
seemed  to  have  laid  it  down  as  a 
maxim,  that  the  devotion  paid  to 
them  ought  always  to  tend  to  the 
promotion  of  virtue,  morality,  and 
religion.  In  pursuance  of  this  aim, 
Lillo  was  happy  in  the  choice  of 
his  subjects,  and  shewed  great  power 
of  artecting  the  heart,  by  working 
up  the  passions  to  such  a  height  as 
to  render  the  distresses  of  common 
uid  domestic  life  equally  interesting 
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to  '.Tie  audiences  as  that  of  kinc« 
aiiii  heroes,  and  the  ruin  brought  on 
private  families  by  an  indulgence  of 
avarice,  lust,  &c.  as  the  havock 
made  in  states  and  empires  by  am- 
bition, cruelty,  or  tyranny.  His 
"  George  Barnwcll,"  "  Fatal  Cu- 
riosity," and  "  Arden  of  Fever- 
sharn,"  are  all  planned  on  common 
and  well-known  stories;  yet  they 
have  much  more  frequently  drawn 
tears  from  an  audience  than  the  more 
pom pous  tragedies  of  "  Alexander 
the  Great,"  "  All  for  Love,"  &c. 
i:c  died  i  739. 

LILLY  (WILLIAM)  a  famous 
English  astrologer, born  i6oc,died 
1681.  In  him  we  have  an  instance 
of  the  general  superstition  and  igno- 
rance that  prevailed  in  the  time  of 
the  civil  war  between  Charles  I. 
and  his  parliament ;  for  the  king 
consulted  this  astrologer  to  know 
in  what  quarter  he  should  conceal 
liimself  if  he  could  escape  from 
Hampton  Court ;  and  general  Fair- 
fax, on  the  other  side,  sent  for  him 
to  his  army,  to  ask  him  if  he  could 
tell  by  his  ait  whether  God  was 
with  them  and  their  cause.  Lilly, 
who  made  his  fortune  by  favourable 
predictions  to  both  parties,  assured 
the  general  that  God  would  be  with 
him  and  his  army.  His  almanacks 
\\ere  in  repute  upwards  of  36  years, 
and  to  be  found  in  almost  every  fa- 
mily in  England. 

LILY  (WILLIAM)  an  English 
grammarian,  born  1466.  He  was 
appointed  first  master  of  St.  Paul's 
school  by  the  founder,  Dr.  Colet, 
in  1510,  and  died  of  the  plague  at 
London  1522.  He  is  highly  praued 
by  Erasmus,  who  revised  the  syntax 
in  his  "  Grammar,"  for  his  uncom- 
mon knowledge  in  the  languages, 
and  admirable  skill  in  the  instiuc- 
tion  of  youth. 

LIMBORCK  (PHILIP)  a  cele- 
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braled  professor  of  divinity  in  Hol- 
land, born  1633,  died  1712.  HiJ 
best  woik  is  a  '•  History  of  the  In- 
quisition." 

L1NACRE  (DR.  THOMAS)  a 
very  learned  English  physician, 
born  1460,  died  1524.  He  pro- 
jffted  the  foundation  of  the  college 
of  physicians,  was  the  first  pre. 
sident  after  its  ere61ion,  and  hcM 
that  office  for  the  7  years  he  lived 
afterwards. 

LIND  (DR.  JAMES)  a  cele- 
brated medical  writer,  died  July  1 8, 

'794- 

LINDSAY  (Sir  DAriD)   an  an- 

cient  Scotch  writer  and  dramatic 
poet,  born  14(76,  died  1557.  His 
chief  works  were,  "  Satires  on  the 
Vices  of  the  Clergy,"  and  a  "  His- 
tory of  Scotland"  in  3  vols.  MS.  a 
copy  of  which  is  in  the  Advocate's 
library. 

LINGELBACK  (JOHN)  a  cele- 
brated German  landscape-painter  of 
the  i 7th  century. 

LIN  LEY  (THOMAS)  a  very 
eminent  English  composer  of  mu- 
sic, and  one  of  the  proprietors  of 
Drury-!ane  thcutrc,  ditd  Nov.  18, 

179.5- 

LINN.'EUS    (CHARLES  VON) 

a  Swede,  the  father  of  modern  bo- 
tany, and  author  of  a  new  and 
universally  approved  system  of  bo- 
tanical arrangement,  born  1707, 
died  1778. 

LIPSIUS  (JUSTUS)  a  most  acute 
and  learned  Flemish  critic  and  com- 
mentator on  ancient  authors,  born 
1547,  died  1606. 

LISLE  (GU1LLAUME  DE)  an 
eminent  French  geographer,  born 
1675,  died  172^. 

LlTHGOW(H'lLLl.-iM)  a  Scotch- 
man famous  for  his  travels  on  foot 
over  Europe,  Asia,  and  Africa, 
and  his  sufferings  by  imprisonment 
and  torture  at  Malaga.  He  %vas 
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born  the  latter  end  of  the  Ijth  and 
died  about  the  middle  of  the  ifith 
century. 

LITTLETON'.or  LYTTLETON, 
(THOMAS;  judge  of  the  court  of 
Common  Pleas  in  the  reign  of  Ed- 
ward IV.  and  author  of  a  celebrated 
Treatise  on  Tenures,  or  titles  by 
which  all  estates  were  anciently 
held  in  England,  difd  1481. 

LITTLETON'  (ADAM)  an  ex- 
cellent English  philologist  and 
grammarian;  an  indefatigable  re- 
storer of  the  Latin  tongue,  as  ap- 
pears from  his  "  Latin  Dictionary," 
and  an  excellent  critic  in  the  Greek, 
born  1627,  died  1604. 

LITTLETON    (IDU'ARDJ    an 
English    divine     and     poet,     died 


L1VIUS  (TITUS)  the  best  of  the 
Roman  historians,  born  at  Pa.hu  59 
years  before  Christ.-  The  history 
of  Livy,  like  other  great  works  of 
antiquity,  is  transmitted  down  to  us 
exceedingly  mutilated  and  imper- 
fett.  Its  books  were  originally  142, 
of  which  are  extant  only  35.  It 
commenced  with  the  foundation  of 
Rome,  and  concluded  about  i  3  years 
before  Christ.  The  encomiums 
bestowed  upon  Livy,  by  both  an. 
cients  and  moderns,  are  great  and 
numerous;  but  probity,  candour, 
and  impartiality,  are  what  have 
most  particularly  distinguished  him 
above  all  historians.  He  died  A.D.

LLOYD  (ROBERT)  a  celebrated 
English  poet  and  miscellaneous  \vri- 
ter,  died  1764.  He  wrote  a  poem 
called  "  The  Ador;"  "  The  Capri- 
cious Lovers,"  an  opera  ;  and  four 
other  dramatic  pieces. 

LOUO  (JEROME)  a  Jesuit  of 
Lisbon,  who  was  sent  on  a  mission 
to  the  Indies,  and  penetrated  into 
,  of  which  he  published  a

very    accurate    account,    and    died 
1678. 

LODOf  RODRIGUEZ  FRANCIS)  , 
a  celebrated  Portuguese  poet,  whose  : 
poems    were    published    in     folio, 
1721. 

LUCKART  (ALEXANDER,}  au- 
thor of  "  Memoirs  of  Scotland," 
was  born  near  Edinburgh  1673, and 
killed  in  a  duel  1732. 

LOCKE  (JOHN)  the  most  cele- 
brated philosopher  or  the  age  he 
lived  in,  and  one  of  the  brightest 
ornaments  of  English  literature, 
born  1632,  died  1704.  Of  his  nu- 
merous writings,  one  has  truly  im- 
mortalized his  name,  viz.  "  The 
Essay  on  Human  Understanding." 

LODGE  (Dr.  THOMAS}  an  Eng- 
lish physician  and  dramatic  writer, 
died  1625.  We  find  him  charac- 
terized by  many  of  his  contempo- 
rary poets  as  a  man  of  very  consi- 
derable genius. 

LOGAN  (}OHN)  a  Scottish  di- 
vine and  poet,  born  about  1748, 
died  in  London  1788.  His  poems 
were  published  in  8vo.  1781  ;  and 
in  1790  and  i~9i,  two  volumes 
of  his  sermons  were  printed  ;  for 
he  had  obtained  much  distinction 
as  an  eloquent  and  affecling 
preacher. 

LOKMAN(sitrnamed  the  WISE) 
sometimes  called  Abre  Anam,  or 
father  of  Anam,  a  philosopher  and 
fabulist  of  great  account  among  the 
Easterns. — lieing  once  asked  how 
he  had  attained  so  exalted  a  pitch 
of  wisdom  and  virtue?  Lokrnan 
replied,  "  It  was  by  always  speak- 
ing the  truth,  by  keeping  my  word 
inviolably,  and  by  never  inter- 
meddling in  affairs  tlwt  did  not 
concern  me.-"  , 

LOLLARD  (WALTER)  fonndej 

of  the  religious  sect  called  Lollardj,. 

who  denied  the  power  an 
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of  the  virgin  Mary  over  Christ;  j 
taught  that  the  mass,  baptism,  and 
extreme  un£tion,  were  of  no  use  or 
avail  ;  rejc&ed  the  form  of  the 
penitential,  and  renounced  all  obe- 
dience, both  to  the  ecclesiastical 
and  civil  magistrates.  Lollard 
vas  burnt  for  heresy  at  Cologne 
in  1322. 

LOMB  A  RD(PETER)  well  known 
by  the  title  of  Master  of  the  Sen- 
tences, from  a  tvork  of  his,  which  is 
looked  on  as  the  source  and  origin 
of  the  scholastic  theology  in  the 
Latin  church.  He  died  1164. 

LOMOXOZOF,  a  celebrated  Rus- 
sian  pott  and  great  refiner  of  his 
native  tongue,  born  1711,  died 
1764.  The  odes  of  Lomonozof  are 
greatly  admired  for  originality  of 
invention,  sublimity  of  ientiment, 
and  energy  of  language.  He  is  in 
fafl  the  Pindar  of  Russia.  Lomo- 
nozoft"  made  aUo  no  inconsiderable 
figure  in  history,  having  published 
two  works  relative  to  that  of  his 
own  country. 

LONG  (Dr.  ROGER)  a  very 
eminent  astronomer,  and  author  of 
an  excellent  treatise  on  that  science 
in  2  vols.  ..(to.  1742.  He  eretied 
in  one  of  the  rooms  of  Pembroke 
college,  of  which  he  was  master, 
a  sphere  of  eighteen  feet  diameter, 
elevated  to  the  latitude  of  Cam- 
bridge, wherein  30  persons  might 
sit  conveniently  :  it  is  turned  with 
great  ease  by  a  small  winch,  though 
the  whole  weight  is  about  1000 
pounds.  He  was  born  1679,  and 
died  1770. 

LONGBEARD  (WILLIAM)  a 
faflious  priest  notorious  for  raising 
seditions  in  London  in  the  reign 
of  Richard  I.  He  was  torn  to 
pieces  by  horses  and  tben  hung  up- 
on a  gallows. 

LONGIKUS    (D10NYSIUS)    a 
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Grecian  philosopher  and  orator, 
and  author  of  a  "  Treatise  on  the 
Sublime,"  which  raised  his  reputa- 
tion to  such  a  height  as  no  critir, 
either  before  or  since,  could  ever 
reach.  His  contemporaries  had  so 
great  an  opinion  of  his  judgment 
and  ta>,te,  that  they  appointed  him 
sovereign  judge  of  all  authors;  and 
e\  ei  y  thing  was  received  or  rejected 
by  the  public  according  to  the  de- 
cision of  Longinus.  He  was  put  to 
death  by  Aurelian  in  273. 

IOXGOMOXTANUS  (CHRIS. 
TIAX)  an  eminent  astronomer, 
born  in  Denmark  1562,  died  1647. 
He  was  author  of  several  works, 
which  shew  great  capacity  in  ma- 
thematics and  astronomy  ;  but  his 
"  Astronomia  Danica"  is  the  most 
distinguished. 

LONGUERUE  (LOUIS  DE)  a 
French  critic  and  theological  writer, 
born  i  652,  died  1732. 

LORIMER(DR.  JOHN)  an  Eng. 
lish  physician,  and  author  of  an 
Essay  on  Magnetism,  born  1733, 
died  )uly  1795. 

L'ORME  (PHILIBERT  PE)  an 
eminent  French  architect  and  anti- 
quary, died  1577,  leaving  behind 
him  several  books  of  architecture 
greatly  esteemed. 

LORRA1N  (ROBERT  LE)  a 
celebrated  French  sculptor,  born 
1666,  died  1743. 

l.OTEX  (JOHN)  a  good  land- 
scape painter  of  the  English  school, 
though  a  natue  of  Holland,  died 
168I. 

LOVE  ( JAMES  J  an  English  ac- 
tor and  dramatic  writer,  died  1774. 
Though  this  person  passed  by  the 
name  of  Love,  hi&  real  family  name 
was  Dance. 

LOVE  (CHRISTOPHER)  an 
English  clergyman  and  divinity 
writer  of  great  reputation^ ^vas  be*.

LOVELACE    (RICHARD)     an  I 
elegant  English    poet  and  dramatic  j 
writer,  bom  i  6  18,  died  1658.

have  been  printed  :  "  The  Scholar,  "  i 
a  comedy  ;  and  "  The   Soldier,"  a 
tragedy.      His    poems,    which    are 
extremely  scarce,  were  printed  un- 
der the  title    of    Lucasta    in   lymo. 
the  first   part  in    1649,  the  second 
in   1659. 

LOriPOND  (EDWARD)  a  poet 
of  considerable  talents,  was  educat- 
ed at  Kingston  upon  Thames,  and 
died  in  1775.  Hisbiothcr  collect- 
ed and  published  his  poems  in  i  atno. 
1785. 

LOWE  (MAURITIUS)  an  Eng- 
lish  painter  of  considerable  emi- 
nence, died  Aug.  1793. 

L&Il'ER  (Sir  WILLIAM  J  a  fa- 
mous cavalier  in  the  troubles  of 
Charles  I.  and  a  dramatic  writer, 
died  1662. 

LOWER    (DR.  RICHARD)     a 
celebrated   English   physician,  died 
1691.      He   was  author  of  an  ex- 
cellent book,  "  De  Corde;"  and  of1 
another,    "  De  Motu  et  Colore  San- 
guinis   et  Chyli  in  eum  transitu  ;" 
arid     practised  the    transfusion    of 
blood  from  one  animal  into  another  ; 
but  whether  he  was  the  inventor  of1 
this  operation  we  know  not. 

LOWTH  (WILLIAM)  a  distin- 
guished English  theological  writer 
and  commentator,  bora  1661,  died! 


LOWTH  (DR.  ROBERT)    son 
of  the  preceding,  bishop  of  London,  i 
&r.  &c.  born  1711,   died   Nov.  3,1 
1787.      His    literary  character    is  i 
well  known  by  his  learned  "  Prae-  ' 
Ie8ions"on  Hebrew  poetry,  which 
were  published  in  1763,  and  U-AIIS- 
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lated  into  English  by  Mr.  Gregory 
in  1787.  But  perhaps  the  most 
useful  of  his  achievements  are 
what  refer  to  his  own  language ; 
which  owes  to  him,  what  no- 
thing said  in  it  can  ever  pay,  the 
"  First  Institutes  of  Grammar;" 
and,  in  his  "  Translation  of 
Isaiah,"  the  sublimest  poetry  in  the 
world. 

LOYOLA  (IGNATIUS  OF)  the 
founder  of  the  Jesuits,  born  1491, 
at  the  castle  of  Loyola,  in  the  pro- 
vince of  Guipuscoa  in  Spain.  He 
was  first  page  to  Ferdinand  V.  king 
of  Spain,  and  then  an  officer  in  his 
army  ;  in  which  he  signalized  him- 
self by  his  valour,  and  was  wounded 
in  both  legs  at  the  siege  of  Pampe- 
Iuna,in  i  ,52  i.  To  this  circumstance 
the  Jesuits  owe  their  origin  ;  for 
while  he  was  under  cure  of  his 
wounds,  a  Life  of  the  Saints  was  put 
into  his  hands,  which  determined 
him  to  forsake  the  military  for  the 
ecclesiastical  profession.  His  first 
devout  exercise  was  to  dedicate 
t.imself  to  the  blessed  virgin  as  her 
knight :  he  then  went  a  pilgrimage 
to  the  Holy  Land,  and  on  his  re- 
turn to  Europe  he  continued  his 
theological  studies  in  the  universi- 
ties of  Spain,  though  he  was  then 
33  years  of  age.  After  this  he 
went  to  Paris,  and  in,  France  laid 
the  foundation  of  this  new  order, 
the  institutes  of  which  he  presented 
to  pope  Paul  III.  who  made  many 
objections  to  them  ;  but  Ignatius 
adding  to  the  three  vows  of  chastity, 
poverty,  and  obedience,  a  fourth  of 
implicit  submission  to  the  holy  see, 
th2  institution  was  confirmed  in 
1540.  The  pious  founder  died  ttie 
year  foJ  low  ing,  i  .5  5  ; . 

LUliIENIETSK.I(Si"ANISLAUS) 
a  gentleman  of  Poland,  and  cele- 
brated Socinian  minister,  born 
1623,  died 
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wro'e  several    books;   the  chief  of| 
V/hith    is  a  "   History  of    the    Re- 
forn  ation    of  Poland."— The  Soci- 
tiians  look  upon  him  as  a  saint,   if! 
not  a  martyr. 

LUC  AX  (MARCUS  ANN.EUS) 
a  Latin  poet,  born  at  Cordova  in 
Spain  A.  D.  39.  He  was  con- 
demned by  Neio  to  be  bled  to 
death  in  a  bath,  A.  D.  63.  His 
chief  work  is  his  "  Fharsalia  ;" 
which  indeed  is  rather  a  history  of 
the  civil  wars  than  a  true  poem, 
none  of  the  rules  of  poetry  being 
observed  in  it. 

Ll'CJS  (Dr.  ClURLES)  a  ce- 
lebrated Irish  patriot,  and  writer 
on  medicine,  born  1713,  died  Nov. 
4,  1771.  So  high  was  his  parlia- 
mentary character,  that  the  corpo- 
ration of  Dublin,  many  of  the 
peers,  the  speaker  and  numerous 
members  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons', with  the  several  guilds,  to 
the  amount  of  2000  persons,  at- 
tended his  funeral;  and  the  cor- 
poration settled  a  pension  on  his 
widow. 

LUCAS  (PAUL)  a  great  French 
traveller,  born  1664,  died  1737. 
His  travels  consist  of  several  vo- 
lumes, are  passably  written,  and 
an.using  enough ;  but  not  of  the 
best  authority. 

LUC1AN,  a  celebrated  Greek 
critic  ami  satirist,  born  A.  D.  90, 
died  180.  He  was  not  only  one 
of  the  finest  wits  of  his  own  time, 
but  of  all  antiquity,  being  a  per- 
fcft  master  in  the  great  art  of 
mixing  the  useful  witli  the  enter- 
taining. 

LUC1L1US,  an  ancient  Latin 
poet,  who  wrote  30  books  of 
"  Satires. "  It  is  said,  that  he  was 
the  first  inventor  of  that  kind  of 
poem.  He  died  103  years  before 
Christ. 

LLCRIiTIA,  the  famous  Roman 
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matron,  wife  of  Collatinus.  and  the- 
cause  of  the  revolution  of  Rome 
from  a  monarchy  to  a  republic; 
this  lady,  being  violated  by  Scxtus, 
the  eldest  son  of  Tarrjuin,  king  of 
Rome,  stabbed  herself,  509  \\.  C. 
The  bloody  poniard,  with  her  dead 
body  exposed  to  the  senate,  was  the 
signal  of  Roman  liberty.  The  ex- 
pulsion of  the  Tarquius,  and  the 
abolition  of  the  regal  dignity,  was 
instantly  resolved  on,  and  carried 
into  execution. 

LUCRETIUS  (TITUS  CARL'S) 
an  ancient  Roman  philosopher  and, 
poet,  much  esteemed  for  his  learn- 
ing and  eloquence,  wrote  6  books, 
"  De  Natura  Rerum,"and  died  54 
B.  C,  His  poem  has  been  trans- 
lated  into  English  by  Mr.  Creech, 
and  this  version  is  generally 
esteemed. 

LU'CULLUS,  a  renowned  Ro- 
man general  and  consul,  died  oo 
B.  C. 

LUDI.OW  (EDMUND)  a  chie* 
of  the  republican  party  in  the  civil 
wais  of  England  in  the  lastcentujy, 
born  1630,  died  ^693,  leaving 
l<  Memoirs  of  his  own  Tunes." 

LULL¥(R.1IMOKD)  styled  the 
enlightened  dcftor,  was  born  in. 
Majorca  1236.  Medicine  and  che- 
mistry were  his  chief  professions; 
but  at  last  he  undertook  the  pro- 
pagation- of  the  gospel  in  Africa, 
and  was  stoned  to  death  in  Mauri- 
tania 1315. 

LULLY  (JOHN  BAPTIST)  art 
eminent  musical  composer,  and 
superintendant  of  music  to  Louis 
XIV.  born  at  Florence  1634.  In 
1686  the  king  was  seized  with  an 
indisposition  which  threatened  his 
life  ;  but  recovering  from  it,  Lully 
was  required  to  compose  a  Te  Deum 
upon  the  occasion.  He  did  com» 
pose  one,  not  more  remarkable  for 
its  excellence,  thau  foi  Ui« 
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accident  which  attended  the  per- 
founance  of  it.  He  had  neglected 
nothing  in  the  composition  of  the 
music,  and  the  preparations  for  the 
execution  of  it ;  and,  the  better  to 
demonstrate  his  zeal,  he  himself 
heat  the  time;  but,  with  the  cane 
he  u?ed  for  this  purpose,  he  gave 
himself,  in  the  heat  of  afticn,  a 
blow  upon  the  end  of  his  foot ; 
and  this,  ending  in  a  gangrene  j 
\vhi.h  baffled  all  the  skill  of  his  ' 
surgeons,  put  an  end  to  his  life, 
March  22,  1687. 

LUTHER     (MARTIN)     an     il- 
lustrious  German   divine,    and    re- 
former of  the  church,  born  at   Isle- 
ben  in  Saxony  1483.      He   studied 
at  Erfarth,  being  designed  for  a  ci- 
vilian ;     but  an   awful    catastrophe 
made  such  an  impression  upon  liis 
mind,    that  he    resolved    to   retire  j 
from  the  world.      As  l.e  was  walk-  1 
ing     in    the     fields   with    a  fellow-  1 
student,  they  were  struck  by  light- 
ning,    I. inner   to  the   ground,    and 
liis  companion    dead   by    his   side,  i 
He  entered  into  the  order  of  Angus-  j 
tine  hermits  at  Erfurth  ;    fiom  this 
place  he  removed  to  V.'urtemburgh. 
being  appointed  by  the  ele8or  of 
Saxony    professor   of  theology   and 
philosophy    in     the   university  just 
founded   there  by  that  prince.      In 
1512     he  was    sent  to    Rome,    to 
plead  the  cause  of  some  convents 
of  his  order   who    had     quarrelled  i 
with  their  vicar-general:    this  gave 
him    an     oppoitunity   of  observing 
the  corruption     of     the     pontifical  j 
court,   and  the   debauched   lives  of  | 
the  dignitaries  of  the  church,  and 
probably  gave  him  the  first  di>gust 
to  the  Romish  ecclesiastical  govern- 
ment, especially  as  he  had  engaged 
in  the    monastic  life  from   motives 
of  genuine  piety.      Upon  his  return 
to  VVurtemburgh   it   was  remarked 
that    he    grtw   unusually  pensive, 
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and  more  austere  in  his  life  and 
conversation:  he  likewise  re.id  an<l 
expounded  the  sacred  writings  in 
lectures  and  sermons,  and  threw 
new  lights  on  obscure  passages : 
the  minds  of  his  auditors  being 
thus  prepared,  a  favourable  occasion 
soon  offered  for  carrying  into  exe- 
cution his  grand  plan  of  reforma- 
tion. In  1.517,  pope  Leo  X. 
published  his  indulgences.  Albert, 
archbishop  of  Mentz  and  Magde- 
burgh,  was  commissioner  for  Ger« 
many,  and  was  to  have  half  the  surra 
raised  in  that  country  ;  Tecelius,  a 
Dominican  friar,  was  deputed  to 
collect,  with  others  of  his  order, 
for  Saxony  ;  and  he  carried  his  zeal 
so  far,  as  to  declare  his  commission 
to  be  so  extensive,  that  no  crime 
could  be  too  great  to  be  pardoner!  ; 
by  purchasing  inilulgcncies, not  only 
past  sins,  but  those  intended,  were 
to  be  forgiven.  Against  these  vile 
practices  Luther  openly  preached 
with  wonderful  success,  and  thus 
beuan  the  reformation  in  Germany. 
Luther  died  1546. 

LUTTI  (BLNEDITTO)  an  emi- 
nent Italian  painter,  boru  ij66, 
died  1624. 

LYCOPHRON,  a  Greek  tragic 
poet  and  grammarian,  flourished 
about  304  years  before  Christ,  and 
wrote  a  poem  intituled  "  Alexan- 
dria,'' containing  a  long  course  of 
predictions,  which  he  supposes  to 
be  made  by  Cassandra,  daughter  of 
Priam,  king  of  Troy.  This  poem 
has  created  a  great  deal  of  trouble 
to  the  learned,  on  account  of  its 
obscurity  ;  so  that  he  is  charafler- 
ized  with  the  distinction  of  "  the 
tenebrous  poet."  Suidas  has  pre- 
served the  tides  of  20  tragedies  of 
his  composing. 

LYCURGU  S,a  celebrated  Spartan 
legislator,  flourished  870  B.C. 

LYDGATli  (JOHN)  an  Angus. 
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tin  monk  of  St.  Edmund's  Bury, 
and  a  poet,  flourished  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  VI.  He  was  a  disciple  and 
admirer  of  Chaucer;  and,  according 
to  some  critics,  excelled  his  master 
in  the  art  of  versification.  He  died 
14-10. 

LYDIAT  (THOMAS)  an  emi- 
nent English  chronolcgcr  and  astro- 
nomer, born  1572,  died  1646. 

LYLLY  (JOHN)  born  1553,  is 
considered  as  the  first  who  attempt- 
ed to  reform  and  purify  the  English 
language,  by  purging  it  of  obsolete 
and  uncouth  expressions,  for  this  [ 
purpose  he  \viote  a  book  intituled, 
"  Euphues  and  his  England;"  whiih 
nitt  with  a  degree  of  success  un- 
usual with  the  fust  atttmpters  of 
reformation,  being  almost  immedi- 
ately and  universally  followed.  He 
also  wrote  9  plays,  and  died  about 
»6co. 

LYONS  (ISRAEL)  a  celebrated 
English  mathematician,  born  1739, 
died  1775. 

LYS1AS,  an  ancient  Athenian 
orator,  born  in  the  8oth  olympiad. 
Plutarch  and  Photius  relate,  that 
425  orations  were  formerly  ex- 
hibited under  the  name  of  Lysias  ; 
of  which  34  only  are  now  extant. 

LYSIPPUS,  a  celebrated  Greek 
statuary,  who  flourished  in  the 
time  of  Alexander  the  Great,  and 
chiefly  excelled  in  the  hair  of  the 
heads,  and  the  proportion  of  his 
figures. 

LYTTELTON  (EDWARD)  lord 
keeper  of  the  great  seal  of  England 
in  the  reign  of  Charles  I.  and  an 
eminent  law-reporter,  bom  i^Sc,, 
died  16-1.5. 

LYTTELTON  (GEORGELOR IV, 
an  elegant  historian,  poet,  and  mis- 
cellaneous writer,  Lorn  1709,  died 
1773.  H's  principal  writings  are. 
"  The  Progress  of  love  ;"  «•'  Per- 
sian Letters ;"  "  Observations  on 
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the  Conversion  and  Apostlcship  of 
St.  Paul"  (a  treatise  to  which  In- 
fidelity has  never  been  able  to  fa- 
bricate a  specious  answer)  ;  "  Dia- 
logues of  the  Dead  ;"  and,  lastly, 
"  The  History  of  Henry  the  Se- 
cond." 

LYTTELTON  (THOMAS  LORD) 
ton  of  the  preceding,  a  young 
nobleman  of  very  considerable  par- 
liamentary talents,  but  of  a  gay 
and  dissipated  mind,  who  was  cut 
off  from  a  race  of  luxury  and  sen- 
suality, if  not  of  infidelity,  under 
circumstances  peculiarly  impres- 
sive, having  been  warned  in  a  vi- 
sion three  days  before  his  death, 
which  happened  accordingly  with- 
out any  previous  illness.  His  lord- 
ship was  born  Jan.  30,  174},  and 
died  Nov.  27,  1779. 

LYTTELTON  (Dr.  CHARLES) 
biskop  of  Carlisle,  and  an  eminent 
ant'quary,  died  1768. 

MABILLON  (JOHN)  a  very 
learned  theological  and  historical 
writer  of  France,  born  1632,  died 


MABI.Y  (GABRIEL  BOXNOT 
DE)  better  known  by  the  name  of 
Abbe  de  Mably,  born  at  Grenoble 
1709,  died  May  3,  1785.  He 
was  a  man  of  great  talents,  and 
wrote  several  valuable  works;  but 
his  "  Treatise  snr  la  Maniere 
d'lv.  rire  1'Histoire,"  is  that  by 
which  he  is  best  known  in  Eng- 
land. 

MACARIUS,  (ST.J  a  celebrated 
hermit,  said  to  have  been  a  disciple 
of  St.  Anthony,  born  at  Alexan- 
dria 301,  died  391.  Fifty  homi- 
lies in  Greek,  attributed  to  him, 
are  extant. 

MACAU  LAY.     See  GRAHAM. 

MACE(THOMAS)a  practitioner 
on  the  lute,  but  more  distinguished 
among  music-men  by  a  work  in* 
titulcd  "  Music's  Monument,  or  a 
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Remembrancer  of  the  best  Praftical 
Music,  both  Divine  and  Civil,   that! 
has  ever  been  known  to  have  been 
in  the  \Vorld,"  167 6,  folio.   He  was 
born  1613,  and  died  1679. 

MACEDONIANS,    certain    an-! 
cient     heretics     in     the    Christian' 
church,  so  called  from  Macedonius,; 
their  founder  and  leader,    who  was 
made  bishop  of  Constantinople  342. 
A  part  of  their  doctrine  was,   that 
the  Holy  Spirit  had  no  resemblunre 
to  either  the  Father  or  the  Son,  butj 
was  only   a  mere  creature,  one  of 
God's  ministers,  and  somewhat  more 
excellent  than  the  angels. 

MACHIAVEL  (NICHOLAS)  a 
native  of  Florence,   who  flourished 
in  the  beginning  of  the  i6th    cen- 
tury.    He  was  secretary,  and  after- 
wards  historiographer,    to  the   re- , 
public  of    Florence,    and    wrote  a 
history  of  that  commonwealth  from 
1215101494.      He  published  also  I 
seven  books  of  the  "  Art  Military,"! 
and  many  other  works;  but  of  alii 
his  writings,  that  which  made  the 
most  noise  is  a  treatise  of  politics, 
intituled,  "The  Prince:"  the  pur- 
pose of  which  is  to  describe  the  arts 
of  government,  as  they  are  usually 
exercised  by  wicked    princes    and 
'tyrants  ;  and  which  is  considered  as 
a  master-piece  in  its  kind. 

MACBETH,  usurper  of  the  Scot- 
tish crown,  slain  105  j. 

MACLAUR1N  (COLIN)  an 
eminent  Scots  mathematician  and 
philosopher,  born  1698,  died 
1746.  His  writings  are  very  nu- 
merous, and  highly  valuable  for 
the  purposes  of  geography  and  na- 
vigation. 

MAC  KLIN  (CHARLES)  an  ac- 
tor and  dramatic  writer  remarkable  ! 
for  his  longevity,  having  been  born 
in  the  north   of  Ireland   about  the  ! 
month  of  May  1690,  and  lived  till  ! 
July    11,     «797.     His   real  name. 
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was  M'l.aughlin,  which,  to  render 
more  pleasing  to  the  English  ear, 
he  changed  to  Macklin.  He  be- 
came  an  acior  in  the  Lincoln's  Inn 
Fields  company  in  1725,  and  his 
first  appearance  was  in  the  part 
of  Alcander,  in  Q'.riipus.  His  last 
stage  performance  was  his  ever- 
memorable  character  of  Shy  lock, 
at  Covent-Garden  theatre,  Jan.  i  o, 
1790,  when  his  memory  wholly 
failed  him,  and  he  took  leave  of  the 
audience  for  ever. 

V,ACP;H;RSON  (JAMES)    a 

Scotch  gentleman  distinguished  in 
the  literary  world  by  the  publica- 
tion of  what  he  called  a  Traosla. 
tion  of  the  poems  of  Ossian  the  son 
of  Fingal,  which  appeared  in  tiie 
year  176  >,  and  excited  a  long  and 
acrimonious  controversy  respecting 
their  authenticity.  Mr.  Macphcr- 
son  also  published  a  translation  of 
the  "  Iliad"  in  heroic  prose  ; 
"  A  History  of  Great  Britain  from 
the  Restoration  in  1660  to  the  Ac- 
cession of  the  House  of  Hanover," 
2  vols.  410.  ;  and  "  Original  State- 
Papers  from  the  Stuart  and  Ha- 
nover Collettions,"  also  in  2  vols. 
4to.  He  was  horn  1737,  and  died 
February  1706. 

MACQUER  (PHILIP)  a  French 
lawyer,  but  chiefly  celebrated  for 
his  chronological  abridgments  in 
the  manner  of  Henault,  was  born 
1720,  and  died  1770. 

MACROB1US  (AMBROSIUS 
AURELIUS  THEODOSIUS)  an  an- 
cient Latin  critic  and  antiquarian, 
%vho  flourished  towards  the  latter 
part  of  the  4th  century. 

MADAN(REV.MARTIN)M,A. 
author  of  "  Thely  pthora,"  or 
Thoughts  on  Polygamy,  of  a  literal 
translation  of  Juvenal  and  Persius, 
an.l  of  several  other  publications, 
died  1790. 

MADDEN  (DR.  SAMUEL)  an 
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eminent  Irish  divine,  patriot,  and 
poet.  In  1731  he  projefted  a 
scheme  for  promoting  learning  in 
the  college  at  Dublin  by  premiums. 
In  1740  we  find  him  setting  apart 
the  annual  sum  of  lool.  to  be  dis- 
tributed by  way  of  premiums,  to 
the  inhabitants  of  Ireland  only, 
viz.  50!.  to  the  author  of  the  best 
invention  for  improving  any  use- 
ful art  or  manufacture;  2,5!.  to  the 
person  who  should  execute  the  best 
statue  or  piece  of  sculpture;  and 
2,5!.  to  the  person  who  should  fi- 
nish the  best  piece  of  painting, 
either  in  history  or  landscape:  the 
premiums  to  be  decided  by  the 
Dublin  Society,  of  which  Dr.  Mad- 
den was  the  institutor.  The  good  j 
effefls  of  these  well-applied  bene-  ! 
factions  have  not  only  been  felt 
in  the  kingdom  where  they  were 
given,  but  have  even  extended 
their  influence  to  its  sister  coun- 
try, having  given  rise  to  the  So- 
ciety for  the  encouragement  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  in  London.  He 
died  1765. 

MADDOX  (ISAAC)  bishop  of 
Worcester,  born  1697,  died  1759. 
He  published  "  A  Vindication  of 
the  Government,  Doftrinc,  and 
Worship  of  the  Church  of  England, 
established  in  the  Reign  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,"  was  a  great  benefactor 
to  the  London  hospitals,  and  the 
first  promoter  of  the  Worcester  in- 
firmary in  1745.  His  lordship  rose 
to  preferment  from  a  very  low  sta- 
tion in  life,  having  been  educated 
in  a  charity-school,  and  thence 
put  as  apprentice  to  a  pastry- 
cook. 

MADOX  (THOMAS)  a  learned 
antiqi.ary,  and  historiographer-roy- 
al, who,  with  indefatigable  industry, 
collected  anrl  explained,  at  different 
times,  a  vast  number  of  records 
relating  to  the  ancient  laws  and 
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constitution  of  this  country  ;  tlie 
knowledge  of  which  tends  greatly 
to  the  illustration  of  English  his- 
tory. His  chief  works  are,  "  The 
History  and  Antiquities  of  the  Ex- 
chequer :"  and  "  Firma  Burgi,  or, 
An  Historical  Essay  concerning  the 
Cities,  Towns.and  Boroughsof  Eng~ 
land."  Mr.  Madox's  large  and  va- 
luable collection  of  transcripts,  in 
94  volumes  in  folio  and  quarto, 
were  presented  by  his  widow  to  the 
British  Museum,  where  they  are 
now  preserved. 

MAXEN'AS  (CAIUSCL1NIUS) 
the  great  friend  and  counsellor  of 
Augustus  Caesar,  and  himself  a 
very  polite  scholar,  hut  chiefly  rne- 
mora'ole  for  having  been  the  pa- 
tron and  protector  of  men  of  letters, 
died  8  B.  C.  All  the  proteclors 
and  patrons  of  learning  since  his 
deatli  have  usually  been  called  Mas- 
ccnas's. 

MAFFEI (FRANCIS  SCIPIO)of 
Verona,  a  celebrated  dramatic  wri- 
ter, antiquary,  and  critic,  born  167 5, 
died  1755. 

MAFF.-EUS  (VEGIO)  a  Latin 
poet,  born  in  Lombardy  1407, 
was  author  of  "  Epigrams,"  and  a 
"  Supplement  to  Virgil,"  which  he 
called  the  13th  book  of  the  ".'Eneid." 
Julius  Scaliger  and  Gerard  Vossius 
have  declared  him  a  great  poet, 
His  pro^e  works  are  also  esteemed, 
He  died  i  459. 

MAFF/EUS(BERNARDINE)  a 
learned  cardinal, who  lived  between 
the  years  1514  and  1553,  anc'  dis- 
tinguished himself  by  a  "  Com- 
mentary upon  Tully's  Epistles, "and 
a  "  Treatise  upon  Medals  and  In- 
scriptions." 

MAFF^EUS  (JOHN  PETER)  a 
learned  Jesuit,  born  ctt  Bergamo, 
1536;  and  who,  after  living  in 
high  favour  with  several  popes,  died 
1603.  We  Lave  01  bis  "  A  La> 
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tin  Life  of  Ignatius  Loyola,"  '"  A 
History  of  the  Indies,"  atid  a  "  La 
tin  translation  of  some  Letters  writ- 
ten by  the  Missionaries  from  the 
Indies." 

MAGELLAN  (FERDINAND) 
a  celebrated  Portuguese  naviga- 
tor, who  in  1519  discovered  and 
passed  the  Streigbts  which  have 
been  since  called  by  his  name.  He 
died  1520. 

MAGELHAENS(JOHN  HYA- 
CINTH DE)  F.  R.  S.  member  of 
many  foreign  academies,  and  great 
gr..ndson  of  the  above  celebrated 
navigator,  a  studious,  ingenious, 
and  learned  man  particularly  dis- 
tinguished among  the  Literati  in 
this  nnd  other  enlightened  countries 
for  his  intimate  acquaintance  with 
most  branches  of  natural  philosophy, 
and  no  less  ingenious  in  his  experi- 
ments therein,  particularly  in  me- 
chanics. Among  his  smaller  works 
was  much  esteemed  a  traft  on  im- 
pregnating common  water  with  fixed 
air;  and  his  celebrated  invention 
to  imitate  the  qualities  and  cffcfts  of 
all  medical  waters,  Bath,  Pyrmont, 


Spa,  Tunbridge,  8cc. 
1790. 


He  died  Feb. 


MAG1US  (JEROME)  an  inge- 
nious and  learned  mathematician, 
philosopher,  and  critic,  of  Tuscany, 
judge  of  the  admiralty  for  the  Ve- 
netians in  the  isle  of  Cyprus,  which 
city  he  bravely  defended  against  the 
Turks,  inventing  several  machines 
to  annoy  the  besiegers  and  destroy 
their  works;  but,  the  city  being 
taken,  these  savages  burned  his  cu- 
rious library,  carried  him  in  chains 
to  Constantinople,  and  strangled 
him  in  prison,  i  .572. 

MAGLIABECHI    (ANTONY) 

-librarian    to    the    grand    duke  of 

Tuscany,  and  editor  of  some  scarce 


.Latin  authors,    bom 
j-  j3,   died    17111 


at    Florence 
His  name  is 
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very  famous    among  the  learned; 
many  are  said   to    have   applied  to 
him  as  an  oracle;   and  he  answered 
every  question  with    such  solid!  y 
and  precision,  as    if  he   had  nevir 
studied  any  other  subject.     A  pro- 
digious memory  was  his  distinguish- 
ing talent.     As  an  instance  of  this, 
Mr.  Spence,    in    his  "  Parallel  be- 
tween him  and  Robert  Hill,"  print- 
ed by  Lord    Oxford   at  .Strawberry 
Hill,  tells   the    following    story  of 
him,    which    indeed  seems  hardly  x 
credible:   "  A  gentleman, to  make 
trial  of  the   force  of  his  memory, 
lent  him  a  manuscript  that  he  was 
going  to  print.     Sometime    after  it 
was  returned,   the  gentleman  came 
to  him    with    a    melancholy   face, 
and   pretended  it    was  lost.     Mag- 
liabechi,  being  requested   to  recol- 
lec>  what  he    remembered     of    it, 
wrote  the    whole   without    missing 
a  word  or  varying  the  spelling."— 
He    generally    kept    himself    shut 
up  the  whole  day,   and  only  open- 
ed   his   doors    in   the    evening    to 
men  of  letters,    who   came  to  see 
and  converse  with  him.     His  atten- 
tion was  entirely  absorbed  by    his 
books  and  studies  ;    and   he  oftea 
forgot  the  most    urgent  wants    of 
human  nature.     He  was  singularly 
negligent  in  his  dress  and  simple  in 
his  manners.     An  old  cloak  served 
him  for  a  gown  in  the  day,  and  for 
bed-clothes  at  night.     He  had  one 
straw  chair  for  his   table,   and   an- 
other for  his  bed  ;  in  which  he  ge- 
icrally  continued  fixed  amongst  his 
books,  till  he  was  overpowered  by 
sleep.— As  he  led  a  most  sedentary 
life,  and  yet  arrived  to  an  extreme 
old  age  (for  he  died   in    his  8ist 
year),  it  may  be  curious  to  subjoin 
an  account  of  the   regimen  he  ob- 
served, which  is  given  us  by  Marini, 
who  composed  his  eulogium.     "  He 
always  -kept  his  head  warmly  CO- 
3  b 
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•vrred,   and  took,  at  ccrta'tj  times, '  then  excessive  corruption  of  t!> erf 
tr«-u,-',e,   which  he   esteemed  an  ex-    manners,  exceedingly  given  to  the 


<"e!lent  preservative  agiinst  noxiou 
vapours.      He   loved    strong   wine 
but  drank  it  soberly,   and  in   sma! 
quantities.       He    liveJ    upon    the 
plainest  and    most   ordinary  food 
He  took  tobacco,    to  which  he  wa 
a  slave  to  excess  ;   but  was  absolute 
master  of  himself    in  every  other 
particular." 

MAHOMET,  or  MOHAMMED 
a  celebrated  impostor,  and  founder 
cf  the  Mahometan   religion,    born 
$71,  at'Mecca,  a  city  of  Arabia 
of  the  tribe  of  the  Korashites,  which 
was  reckoned  the  noblest  in  all  that 
country,    and    was  descended   in  a 
rfireti  line  from    Pher   Koraish  the 
founder  of  it.      In  his  4oth  year  he 
began  to  take  upon  him  lite  style  of 
the  Apostle    of    God,    and  under 
that  chara£ler  to  propagate  the  im 
posture  which    he    had  concerted. 
On  his    first    appearance    he    was 
treated    with     derision     and    con- 
tempt, and   called  by  the  people  a 
sorcerer,  magician,  liar,   impostor, 
and  teller  of  fables,    of  which  he 
frequently  complains  in  the  Koran  ; 
so  that   for  the  first   year  he   made 
little  or  no  progress;   but  persever- 
ing in  his  design,    which   he  ma- 
naged with  great  address,  he  after- 
wards     gained     many     proselytes, 
among  which  were     some  of    the 
roost  considerable  men  of  the  city. 
The  main    arguments  which    Ma- 
homet used    to   delude    men  into  a 
belief  of  this  imposture,  were  pro- 
mises and  threats,  being  those  which 
lie  knew  would  work  the  easiest  on 
the  affe&ions  of  the  vulgar.      His 
promises  were   chiefly  of  paradise  ; 
which  with   great  art    he    framed 
agreeably  to  the  taste   of  the  Ara-, 
bians:   for   they,  lying  within   the 
torrid  zone,  were,  through  the  na- 
ture of  their  climate,  as  well  as  the 


love  of  women  ;  and  the  scorching 
heat  and    dryness  of    the  country 
making  rivers   of    water,    cooM;:g 
drinks,  shaded  gardens,  and  pleasint 
fruit?,  most  refreshing   and  delight- 
ful to  them,  they  were  from  hence 
apt  to  place  their  highest  enjoyment 
i:i  things  of  this  nature  ;    and  there- 
fore, to  answer  the  height  of  their 
carnal  desires,  he  made  the  joys  of 
Heaven  to   consist    totally  in  these 
particulars,    which     he      promises 
them  abundantly  in  many  places  of 
the  Koran.     On    the    contrary,    he 
described  the  punishments  of  Hell, 
which   he    threatened    to   all  who 
would  not  believe  in  him,  to  consist 
of  such  torments  as  would   appear 
to  them    the    most    afflicting    and 
grievous  to  be  borne  :   as  that  they 
>hould   drink    nothing    but  boiling 
and    stinking  water,    nor    breathe 
my  thing  but  exceeding  hot  winds, 
things    most    terrible    in   Arabia; 
that  they  should  dwell  for  ever   in 
continual  fire,  intensely  burnirig,and 
surrounded  with   a  black,  hot, 
salt  smoke,  as  with  a  coverlid,  &c. 
and,    that  he  might  omit  nothing 
which  could   work   on  their  fears, 
le  terrified  them   with  the   threats 
of  grievous  punishments  in  this  life. 
lie  pretended  to  receive  all  his  reve- 
ations  from  the  angel  Gabriel,  who, 
:e  said,  was  sent  from  God  on  pur- 
>ose  to  deliver  them   to  him.     He 
vas,  it  seems,  subject  to  the  falling 
ickness;   so  that,  whenever  the  fit 

was  upon  him,  he  pretended  it  to 
e  a  trance,  and  that  then  the  angel 
Gabriel  was  come  from  God  with 
ome  new  revelations  to  him.  His 
rctended  revelations  he  put  into 
cvcral  chapters,  the  collection  of 
vhich  makes  up  the  Koran,  which 
the  bible  of  the  Mahometans. 

It  is  the  universal  doftrrne  cf  tbe 
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Mahometans,  that  their  religion 
is  to  be  propagated  by  the  sword, 
and  that  all  true  mussulmen  are 
bound  to  fight  for  it.  To  recon- 
cile the  minus  of  the  cowardly, 
and  add  vigour  to  the  brave,  he 
invented  his  doatine  of  fate  and 
destiny  ;  te llmg  them,  that  tho^e 
who  were  slain  in  battle,  though 
they  had  tarried  at  home  in  thtir 
houses,  niu-t  nevertheless  have  died 
at  that  moment,  the  time  of  every 
X':ln's  life  being  predetermined  by 
<>yii ;  but  that  those  who  died  fight- 
ing for  the  fdith,  gained  tin;  advan- 
:.. i.<  of  dying  martyrs  for  their  re- 
ligion, and  immediately  entered  into 
paradise  ;v?  the  reward  of  it.  Hav- 
ing at  length  been  established  in 
the  temporal  sovereignty,  which 
he  had  long  been  aiming  at,  Ma- 
homet assumed  all  the  insignia  be- 
longing thereto  ;  still  retaining  the 
ucred  character  of  chief  pontiff  of 
his  religion,  as  well  as  the  royal 
with  which  he  had  been  invested. 
He  transmitted  them  both  toge- 
ther to  ail  his  successors,  who  by 
the  title  of  caliphs  rcigr.ed  after 
him.  He  died  A.  I).  631,  in 
consequence  of  having,  three  years 
before,  eaten  ot  a  shoulder  of  mut- 
ton which  had  been  poisoned  by  a 
daughter  of  his  host  at  Caibar.  He 
was  buried  in  th«  place  where  he 
died,  which  was  in  the  chamber  of 
his  best-btloved  wife,  at  Medina, 
•where  he  lies  to  this  day. 

MAHOMET  II.  the  i  ith  sultan 
of  the  Turks,  was  born  at  Adrian- 
ople,  1430;  and  to  be  remembered 
chiefly  for  taking  Constantinople  in 
J453>  and  thereby  driving  many 
learned  Greeks  into  the  West, 
which  was  a  great  cause  of  the 
restoration  of  learning  iri  Europe, 
as  the  Greek  literature  was  then 
introduced  here.  He  was  the  first 
of  the  Ottoman  emperor*  whom 
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?hc  Western  nations  dignified  with 
the  title  of  Grand  Seignior,  or 
Great  Turk  ;  which  posterity  has 
preserved  to  his  descendants,  lie 
died  1481. 

MALMBOURG(LEWIS)aFrenchi 
divine,  celebrated  in  the  reptibiiii 
of  letters,  born  1610,  difd  1686. 
He  wrote  the  "  History  of  Ariar- 
ism,  of  the  I  o:ioclast?s,  of  the 
Croisa^s,  of  the  Schism  of  the 
West,  of  ihe  Schism  of  the  Greeks, 
of  the  Decay  of  the  Empire,  of 
the  J,igue,of  Luther  jnism,  of  Calvi- 
nism, of  the  Pontificate  of  St.  Leo," 
and  was  composing  the  "  History 
of  the  Schism  of  England"  when  he 
died. 

MAIMQNIDE3  (MO3F.SJ  of 
Moses  the  son  of  Maimon,  a  cele- 
brated rabbi,  called  by  the  Jews 
The  Eagle  of  the  Doflors,  born  at 
Cordova  in  Spain  1131,  died  1201. 
Of  the  works  of  Maimonide.*,  the 
most  considerable  is  his  "  Jad," 
which  has  always  been  eueemed  a 
great  and  useful  work,  being  acorn. 
plete  cock  or  pandeft  of  Jewish  law, 
digested  into  a  clear  and  regular 
form,andi!lustrated  throughout  with 
intelligent  romments  of  his  own. 

MA  IN  TEKON,  MADAME  DE, 
(FRANCES  D'AUBIGNE)  wife  of 
Scarron,  the  French  poet,  and  after- 
wards of  Louis  XIV.  v,-as  born  1635. 
She  founded  the  celebrated  convent 
of  St.  Cyr,   ut  Versailles,    for  the 
maintenance  of  36  nuns,  ladies  of 
quality,    and   24    assistant    sisters. 
Upon  this  foundation,    which    the 
king    sufficiently     endowed,     300 
young  ladies  of  distinction  were  re- 
ceived and  educated  gratis.    Her  life 
of  penitential  piety  after   her  mar- 
riage atoned  for  her  ingratitude   to 
madame  de  Montcspan,  who  raised 
her  from  indigence,  and  whom  she 
supplanted;   her  extensive  charity

MAtTLAXD  (WILLIAM)  a  vo- 
luminous  writer  who  published  his- 
tories of  "  Scotland"  and  "  Lon- 
don," and  died  i  757. 

MAITTA1RE    (MICHAEL)    a 
Earned   editor    of    the     Latin   and 
Greek    classics,    born    1668,    died  j 
1747. 

MALAGRIDA  (GABRIEL)  an 
Italian  Jesuit,  for  a  long  time  re- 
garded as  a  saint,  and  consulted  as 
an  oracle.  He  was  at  last  burnt 
alive,  however,  Sept.  21,  1761, 
at  the  age  of  75,  as  a  false  pro- 
phet. 

MALDONAT  (JOHN)  a  Spa- 
nish Jesuit,  born  1534,  made  him- 
self  famous  by  an  excellent  "  Com- 
mentary upon  the  Gospels"  in  1580, 
and  died  i  583. 

MALEBRANCHE(NICHOLAS) 
a  celebrated  French  divine  and  phi- 
losopher, born  1638,  died  1715. 
He  wrote  several  works;  of  which 
the  first  and  principal,  as  indeed 
5t  gave  lise  to  almost  all  that  fol- 
lowed, was  his  "  Recherche  de  la 
Verite,"  or  "  Search  after  Truth." 
His  design  in  this  book  is  to  point 
Out  to  us  the  errors  into  which 
•we  are  daily  led  by  our  senses, 
imagination,  and  passions;  and  to 
prescribe  a  method  for  discovering 
the  truth,  which  he  does  by  start- 
ing the  notion  of  seeing  all  things 
in  God. 

MALHERBE  (FRANCIS  DE) 
a  celebrated  French  poet,  who  has 
always  been  considered  by  his 
countrymen  as  the  father  of  their 
poetry,  born  1555,  died  1628. — 
'Balzac  says,  that  the  French  poetry 
before  Malherbe  was  perfectly 
Gothic  ;  and  Boileau  observes  to 
the  same  purpose,  that  he  was  the 
first  in  France  who  taught  the 
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muse  harmonious  numbers,  a  just 
cadence,  purity  of  language,  regu- 
larity of  composition,  and  order; 
in  short,  who  laid  down  all  those 
rules  for  fine  writing  which  future 
poets  were  to  follow  if  they  hoped 
to  succeed. 

MALLET  (DAVID)  or  MAL. 
LOCH,  an  EngPish  poet, but  nativeof 
Scotland,  where  he  was  born  about 
1700.  In  1740  he  wrote  a  "  Life 
of  Lord  Bacon,"  was  associated 
with  Thomson  the  poet,  in  the  com- 
position of  the  "  Masque  of  Al- 
fred," and  wrote  a  tragedy  or  two, 
and  several  poems. — The  principal 
works  of  this  author  have  been 
collefled  inj  volumes  IJEITIO.  As 
a  writer,  he  cannot  be  placed  in 
any  high  class;  there  being  no 
species  of  composition  in  which 
he  was  eminent.  Lord  Boling- 
broke  left  him  the  property  of  his 
works,  which  lie  published  in  5 
vols.  410.  Mr.  Mallet  died  in 
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MALMSBURY.  SeeWILLlAM. 

MALPJGHI  (MARCELLUS)  an 
eminent  Italian  physician  and  ana- 
tomist, born  1628,  died  1694.  His 
discoveries  in  anatomy  were  con- 
siderable, particularly  respetting  the 
liver  and  kidneys. 

MAMBRUN  (PETER)  an  inge- 
nious and  learned  French  poet  and 
critic,  born  1581.  He  is,  in  Latin 
poetry,  one  of  the  most  perfect  and 
accomplished  among  the  imitator's 
of  Virgil,  and  has  written,  in  the 
same  metre,  the  same  number  of 
books,  and  in  the  three  different 
kinds,  to  which  that  illustrious  poet 
|  applied  himself.  Thus  we  have  of 
Mambrun  "  Eclogues;"  "  Georgics, 
I  or  four  books  upon  the  culture  of 
the  soul  and  the  understanding;" 
and  an  heroic  poem  in  1 2  books, 
intituled  "  Constantiue.  or  Idolatry 
overthrown."  He  died  i66i»

"  there  were  two  principles  of  all 
things,  co-eternal  and  co-equal, 
namely,  God  and  the  devil;  that 
all  good  proceeded  from  the  former, 
and  all  evil  from  the  latter;  that 
the  good  heing  was  the  author  of 
the  New  Testament;  and  the  bad,  of 
the  Old;  that  this  created  the  body, 
that  the  soul."  He  taught  the  doc- 
trine of  fate  and  necessity,  denied 
the  existence  of  Christ  in  the  flesh, 
with  innumerable  other  fantastic 
notions. 

MAN  LEY  (MRS.)  the  celebrated 
author  of  "  Memoirs  of  the  Nevy 
Atdlantis,"  "The  Royal  Mischief," 
"  Almyna,  or  the  Arabian  Vow," 
and  "  Lucius,  the  first  Christian 
king  of  Britain,"  tragedies;  aiid  a 
comedy  called  the  "  Lost  Lover, 

His  chief  work  is,  ''The   Fable  of  jor    the    Jealous    Husband;"    died 

the  Bees,  or    Private  Vices    made 

Public  Benefits;   with  an   Kssay  on 

Ciiarity  and  Charity  Schools,  and  a 

Search  into  the  Nature  of  Society  " 

The  dreadful  tendency  of  this  work 

seems  to  arise  principally  from  the 

author's  description  of   human  na- 
ture, which  is  every  where    rcpre- 
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MANDEVILLE  (SIR  JOHN)  an 
Englishman  famous  for  his  travels, 
born  at  -St.  Alban's  about  the  be- 
ginning of  1300,  died  1372.  He 
travelled  through  almost  all  coun- 
tries, made  himself  master  of  al- 
most all  languages;  and  left,  at  his 
death,  an  "  Itinerary,"  or  account 
of  his  travels,  in  English,  French, 
and  Latin. 

.  MANDEVILLE  (BERNARD 
BE)  a  very  celebrated  writer  in  the 
it)th  century,  born  in  Holland, 
xvhere  he  studied  physic,  and  took 
the  degree  of  doctor  in  that  faculty. 
He  afterwards  came  over  into  Eng- 
land, and  wrote  several  books,  all 
of  them  ingenious  and  witty,  but 
some  which  are  supposed  to  have 
li.id  a  very  ill  effect  upon  society.

MANLIUS  (CAP1TOL1NUS)  a 
renowned  Roman  consul  and  gene- 
ral,  who  saved  the  Capitol  when  it 
was  attacked  by  the  Gauls  in  the 
night.  He  was  alarmed  by  the 
cries  of  geese,  which  were  ever  af- 
ter held  sacred,  and  the  general

MANFREDI  (EUSTACHIO):  a 
Celebrated  mathematician  of  Italy, 
born  1674,  acquired  great  reputa- 
tion by  his  "  Ephemcridcs,"  in  4 
vols.  410.  and  by  his  other  works, 
and  died  i  739. 

MAN1CHKES,    a    very  famous 
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M.lXSflFLD.     See  MURRAY. 

MANUT1US  (ALDUS)  the  iirst 
of  those  celebrated  printers  at  Ve- 
nice, who  were  as  illustrious  for 
theii  learning  as  for  uncommon  skill 
in  their  profession,  was  born  at  Bas. 
sano  in  Italy  about  the  middle  of  the 
i, 5th  century,  a.id  thence  is  some- 
times called  Bassianus.  He  was 
the  first  who  printed  Greek  neatly 
and  correctly  :  and  he  acquired  so 
much  reputation  in  his  art,  th.u 
whatever  was  finely  printed,  was 
proverbially  said .  to  have  romc 


or  rather  infamon1;  se£l  of  heretics,  from  the  press  of  Aldus.  Ij  short, 
founded  by  oiie  Manes,  who  flou- 1  he  carried  it.tp  such  perfection,

MANIJTIUS  (ALDUS)  the  son 
of  Paul,  also  a  learned  man  and  a 
printer,  died  1597,  leaving  behind 
him  "  Commentaries  upon  Ci- 
cero," 3  books  of  epistles,  and 
other  woi  ks  in  Italian  as  well  as  in 
Latin. 

MAPLETOFT  (DR.  JOl'N)  a 
Very  learned  English  me.lical  and 
theological  writer,  born  i  63  i  ,  died 
1721. 

MARATTI  (CARLO),  a  famous 
Italian  painter  and  engraver,  born 
162,5,  died  1713. 

MARCA  (PETER  DF)  a  French 
bishop,  and,  as  a  polemical  writer, 
one  of  the  greatest  ornaments  of  the 
Gallican  church,  born  1594,  died 
1662. 

MARCELLINUS(AMMIANUS) 
an  ancient  Roman  histoi  ian  of  great 
merit,  Nourished  in  the  latter  ages 
of  theempire,  under  Gratian,  Valen- 
tinian,  and  Theodosius  the  Gre.it, 
and  composed  a  history  in  3  i  books, 
comprising  the  period  fiom  A.  D. 
99  to  378.  He  died  about  390, 
leavir.g  behind  him  the  character  of 
an  impartial,  faithful,  and  accurate 


MARCHAKD  (PROSPER)  of 
P<iris,  but  settled  in  Holland,  where 
he  was  the  principal  author  of  a 
"  Journal  Literaire,"  whit  h  was 
reckoned  excellent  in  its  kind.  He 
composed  "  L'Histoire  de  I'luipri- 
nierie  ;"  "Diftionnaire  Historiquf, 
on  Memoires  critiques  &  literaires;' 
gave  a  new  edition  of  the  "  DifHo- 
nary  and  Letters  of  BayJc  j"  anc 
died

MARCION1TES,  a  se£t  of hera- 
tics,  so  called  from  Marticn,   their 
founder,  who  lived   in  the    ad  cen- 
tury of  the  church. — The  doflrines 
of  this  heretic  were,  many  of  the:.;, 
the 'same   with    tho?e   which   were 
afterwards   adopted   by   Manes  ami 
his  followers  ;   that,  for  instance,  of 
two  co-eternal   independent  princi- 
ples, one  the  author  of  all  good,  the 
other  of  all  evil.      Marcion  taught, 
as  Manes   did    after    him,  that  the 
God  of  the  Old  Testament  was  the 
evil  principle  ;  that  he  was  an  im- 
perious, tyran.-iical  being,  who  im- 
posed  the     hardest   laws  upon   the 
Jews,     and     irjrriously   restrained 
Adam  fiom  touching   the  best  tree 
in  paradise;   and   that   the    serpent 
was  a  nobler  being  than  he,  for  en- 
couraging him  to  eat  of   its  fruit  : 
on   which    account,    as    Tlieodoret 
tells  us  upon  his  own  knowledge, 
the    Marcionites  worshipped  a  bra- 
zen  serpent,    which    they     always 
kept  sh::t  up  in  an  ark.     He  taught 
that  Christ  came  down  from  heaven 
to  fieeusfrom  the  yoke  which  this 
Being  had  put  upon  us  ;  that  Christ, 
however,  was  not  clothed  with  real 
flesh  and  blood  ;    but  only  appeared 
to  the  senses  to  be  so;    and  that  his 
sufferings  were   nothing  more  than 
appearance  ;  that   there  would    be 
no    resurrection    of  the   body,    but 
only  of  the  soul,  &c.  &.c.      He  died 
A.  D. 140. 

MARETS  (SAMUEL  DES)  a 
cclcbiated  French  divine  of  the  Re- 
formed church,  born  1599,  died 
1673 — A,  chronological  table  of 
the  works  of  this  celebrated  di- 
vine may  be  found  at  the  end  of  his 
"  System  of  Divinity."  Their  num- 
ber is  prodigious,  and  the  variety 
of  their  subjeftsshcw  an  unbounded 
genius. 

MARGARET,  daughter  of \Vol- 
demar  111.  king  of  Dcmnaik,  bora

1353,  and  styled  the  Seiniramis  of 
the  North.  She  succeeded  her  fa- 
ther in  the  throne  of  Denmark,  her 
husband  in  that  of  Norway,  and  the 
crown  of  Sweden  was  given  her  as 
a  recompense  for  delivering  the 
Swedes  from  the  tyranny  of  Albert 
their  king.  Thus  possessed  of  the 
three  kingdoms,  she  formed  the 
grind  political  design  of  a  perpetual 
union,  which  she  accomplished, pro 
tempore  only,  by  the  famous  treaty 
styled  the  Union  of  Colmar.  She 
died  1412. 

MARGARET  OF  ANJOU, 
daughter  of  Rene  d'Anjou,  king  of 
Naples,  and  wife  of  Henry  VI.  king 
of  England,  an  ambitions,  enterpris- 
ing, courageous  woman  ;  intrepid 
in  the  field,  site  sign.ilized  herself 
by  heading  her  troops  in  several 
battles  against  the  house  of  York  j 
and  if  she  had  not  been  the  instru- 
ment of  her  husband's  misfortunes, 
by  putting  to  death  the  duke  of 
Gloucester  his  uncle,  her  mine 
would  have  been  immortalized  for 
the  fortitude,  aftivity,  and  policy 
\vith  which  she  supported  the  rights 
of  her  husband  and  son,  till  the 
fatal  defeat  at  Tewkesbury,  which 
put  an  end  to  all  her  enterprises, 
the  king  being  taken  prisoner,  and 
prince  Edward,  their  only  son, 
basely  murdered  by  Richard  duke 
of  Yoik.  Margaret  was  ransomed 
by  her  father,  and  died  in  Anjou 
1482. 

MARGARET  OF  VALOl S,  queen 
of  Navarie,  and  sister  of  Francis  I. 
of  France,  born  1492.  She  was 
celebrated  as  a  writer  both  in  verse 
and  prose,  and  was  called  the  Tenth 
Mu^e.  Her  "  Heptameron,"  or 
novels,  have  been  often  republishcd. 
They  are  tales  in  the  style  of  Boc- 
cace,  and  told  with  spirit,  genius, 
and  simplicity.  She  died  15^9. 

MARGARET,  duchess  of  Nesv-

castle,  famous  for  her  voluminon: 
productions,  in  letters,  plays,  poems,, 
philosophical  discourses,  and  ora- 
tions, which  amount  in  all  to  about 
a  dozen  folios,  if  we  include  "  The 
Life  of  her  husband,  William  Ca- 
vendish, duke  of  Newcastle  ;"  and 
Langbaine  tells  us,  "  that  all  the 
language  and  plots  of  her  plays 
svere  her  own."  She  says,  "  that 
it  pleased  God  to  command  his  ser- 
vant Nature  to  endue  her  with -a 
poetical  and  philosophical  genius, 
even  from  her  birth  :  for  she  did 
write  some  books  of  that  kind  be- 
fore  she  was  i  2  years  of  age."  She 
died  1673,  and  was  buried  at  West- 
imiater,  where  the  dake  caused  a 
,  most  stately  monument  to  be  ere£t- 
ed  to  her  memory. 

MARIANA  (JOHN)  a  Spanish 
historian,  born  1537,  died  1624. 
lie  wrote  several  works,  cheologi- 
cal  and  historical  ;  but  the  most 
considerable,  by  far,  of  all  his 
performances,  is  his  "  History 
of  Spain,"  which  he  brought  down 
to  1621,  when  king  Philip  III. 
died,  and  Philip  IV.  came  to  the 
throne. 

MARINELLA  (LUCRETIA)an 
ingenious  Venetian  lady,  who  lived 
in  the  171!!  century,  and  wrote  a 
work  called  "  La  Femme  Gene- 
reuse,  See.;  or,  A  Demonstration 
that  the  Women  are  more  noble, 
more  politic,  more  courageous,  more 
knowing,  more  virtuous,  and  better 
managers,  than  the  men." 

MARIVAUX  (PETER  CAR. 
LET  DE)  a  French  dra:natic  author 
and  writer  of  romance,  born  »688, 
died  1763.  The  great  charaftetis- 
tic  of  both  his  comedy  and  ro- 
mance was,  to  convey  an  useful 
moral  under  the  veil  of  wit  and 
Mrntiment. 

MARKHAM  (OERVASE)  an 
English  poet  and  miscellaneous  wri. 
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ter,  \vho  lived  in  the  reigns  of 
James  1.  and  Charles  I.  He  wrote 
"  Ikrod  and  Antipater,"  a  tra- 
gedy, and  published  a  great  many 
volumes  upon  husbandry  and  horse- 
manship. 

MARKLAND  (JEREMIAH)  a 
very  acute  and  learned  English  cri- 
tic, born  1693,  died  1776. 

MA  R  LOE(C  H  R  JSTOPHER )  an 
English  dramatic  author,  bred  a 
student  at  the  university  of  Cam- 
bridge ;  but  afterward,  becoming  a 
player,  trod  the  same  stage  with 
the  incomparable  Shakespeare.  I'e 
vas  accounted  (says  Langbaine)  an 
excellent  poet  in  his  time,  evtn  by 
1  Ben  Jonson  himself ;  and  Heywood, 

•  his  fellow-aftor,  styles  him  the  best 
of    poets.       His    genius    led    him 

•  wholly  to   tragedy  ;  and  he  wrote 
6    plays  ;    one    of    which,    called 
"  Lust's  Dominion,   or  The  Lasci- 
vious Onecn,"  was  afterwards  alter- 
ed by    Mrs.  fiehn,    and  acted  under 
the  title   of  "  Abdclazer,  or   The 
Moor's    Revenge."     He    was   mur- 

•  dcrf.d   1693. 

MARKION  (  SHACKERLEV  J 
an  English  dramatic  writer,  died 
1639. 

MAROLLES  (MICHEL  DE) 
born  in  France  1600,  died  1684. 
He  attached  himself  to  the  translat- 
ing of  ancient  Latin  writers,  was 
«eitainly  a  man  of  great  learning, 
and  discovered  all  his  life  a  love 
for  the  aits.  He  was  one  of  the 
first  who  paid  any  attention  to 

•  prints,  of  which  he  collected  about 
100,000;  and  these  made  one  of  the 

..  ornaments    of    the    French    king's 

•  e,itmiet.     He  also  composed  "  Me- 

•  puoirs  of  his  own  Life,"  which  con- 

•  tain  many  interesting  facts. 

;        MAltOT  ( }UllNJ-z  French  poet 
ef    some    eminence,    born     1463, 

•  died  1.523.      He  was  father  of 

•  MAROT  (CUMENT)    a.  ce-le- 
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Uratecl  Trench  poet,  and  valet  «?e 
(hambreto  Francis  1.  born  1496, 
died  1.544.  The  French  poets  are 
obliged  to  him  for  the  rondeau, 
and  to  him  they  likewise  owe,  in 
vome  measure,  the  modern  form  of 
the  sonnet  and  n.adrigal,  and  of 
some  other  of  the  smaller  forms  of 
poetry. 

MARRACCI  (LEWIS)  a  very 
learned  Italian  theological  writer 
and  antiquary,  born  1612,  died 
1700.— He  was  author  of  seve- 
ral pieces  in  Italian  ;  but  the  grand 
work,  ivhich  has  made  htm  deserv- 
edly famous  all  over  Europe,  is  his 
edition  of  the  "  Alcoran"  in  the 
original  Arabic,  \\iih  a  Latin  ver- 
jsion,  notes,  and  confutation  of  his 
own. 

i  MARSHAL  (THOMAS)  an 
English  divine, and  celebrated  critic, 
'especially  in  the  Gothic  and  An- 
Iglo-SaXon  tongues,  born  1621,  died 
l.bS^. 

MARS1GLI     (LEWIS    FERDI- 
NAND) an   Italian    nobleman,   fa- 
mous in  letters    and    in  arms,  born 
!  1658,  died  i  730.    He  was  founder, 
,  in  171  v,  of  the  Academy  of  arts  and 
sciences  at    Bologna,  called  "  The 
Institute,"  and  author  of  a  physical 
"  History  of  the  Sea,  and  a  Descrip- 
tion of  the  Danube  from  Vienna  to 
Belgrade." 

A1ARS1LIUS.     See    MENAN- 
DR1NO.      . 

MARSTON  (JOHN)  an  English 
dramatic  author,  who  lived  in  the 
time  of  James  I.  and  wrote  H  plays. 
Be.iklc  these,  he  wrote  3  books  of 
satires,  intituled,  "  The  Scourge  of 
Villainy,"  which  were  printed  at 
London  in  1598.  Marston  died 
1614. 

MARTIAI.IS  (MARCUS  VA- 
LERIUS) an  ancient  Latin  poet, 
born  at  Bilbilis,  now  Bilboa,  in 
the  province  of  liisc;iy,  in  Spain, 
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March  t,  A.  D.  29.     He   is  gene- 
rally  allowed  to    have  excelled  all 
those,  whether  ancient  or  modern, 
who   have   attempted    the   pointed 
epigram  ;  the  chief  properties   of 
\vhich,   according  to    Scaligcr,   are 
"  brevity  and    smartness."     Many 
of  Martial's    have,   however,  such 
an    immoral     tendency,     that    his 
works   should   be    read  with    great 
caution.     After  residing   at    Rome 
from  the  aeth  to  the  .vjth  year  of 
his  age,  this  famous  poet  retired  to 
his  native    city,    where    he  died  at 
the  age  of  75.     Stertinius,  a  noble 
Roman,  had  so  great  an  esteem  for 
his  compositions,  that  he  placed  his 
statue  io    his  library   while  he  was 
yet   living;   and   the   emperor  Ve- 
rus,    who    reigned  with  Antoninus 
the  philosopher,    used    to  call   him 
his     Virgil;    which    was    as     high 
an  honour    as    could  well   be  done 
him.      Domitian    made  him    a  Ro- 
man  knight,   and   gave   him    like- 
wise the  "  Jus    trium    libcrorum," 
the  privileges  of  a  citizen'  who  had 
3  children.      He  was  also  advanced 
to  the  tribunate. 

MARTIN  (BENJAMIN)  one  of 
the  most  celebrated  mathematicians 
and  opticians  of  the  age,  born  1704. 
After  publishing  a  variety  of  in- 
genious treatises,  and  particularly 
a  scientific  "  Magazine"  under  his 
own  name,  and  carrying  on  for 
many  years  a  very  extensive  trade 
as  an  optician  and  globe-maker  in 
Fleet-street,  he  died  1782. 

MARTINI  (RAYMOND)  a  Do- 
minican friar,  and  great  orientalist, 
who  flourished  in  the  «3th  cen- 
tury. He  was  one  of  those  of  his 
order  who  were  pitched  upon,  at  a 
general  chapter  held  at  Toledo,  in 
i  250,  to  study  Hebrew  and  Arabic 
in  order  to  confute  the  Jews  and 
Mahometans.  This  he  attempted  in 
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a  very  learned  woik,    called  "  Pu« 
>  fidei." 

MARTYR  (PETER)  a  very  dis- 
tinguished commentator  on  the  Bi- 
ble, born  at  Florence  1500,  died 
i  562. 

MARVELL  (ANDREW)  avery 
ingenious  political  and  criti<  al  wri- 
ter and  poet,  born  1620,  died  1678. 
Mat \ ell  was  a  fine  example  of  ge- 
nuine English  patriotism  :  he  man- 
fully  supported   the    religious  and 
civil    liberties  of   his    country,  by 
his  xvritings  and  his  parliamentary 
interest,  against   the  arbitrary    en- 
croachments of  the   court  on  both. 
The   king,  being   pleased  with    his 
wit  and    humour    in    conversation, 
occasionally  invittd  him  to  private 
entertainments,     and    at    last    sent 
the    lord    treasurer    Danby  to  visit 
him  in  poverty,    and  to    make  him 
the  most  ample    otters    of    honours 
and   emoluments,    if  he  would    go 
over     to    the     court    party.       His 
answer    upon     this    occasion     de» 
.«trves  to   be   recorded  :   "  that  he 
could  not  with    honour  accept  his 
majesty's  offers,  since,  if  he  did,  he 
must  either  be  ungrateful  to  the  king 
in  voting  against   him,  or   false  to 
his  country  in  giving  in  to  the  mea- 
sures of  the  court."     This  minister, 
knowing  his  distressed  circumstan- 
ces, likewise  tendered  him   loool. 
in  money  as    an  unconditional  pre- 
sent from  the    king,    and    only   a 
tribute  to  his  great  merit;  but  this 
temptation   he  withstood   with  the 
same  noble  firmness,  though  he  was 
soon  afterobligedtobotrow  aguinea 
of  a  friend. 

MARULLUS,  a  poet  of  Calabria 
in  the  5th  century,  who  came  to 
Padua  to  wait  upon  Attila,  after 
that  king  of  the  Huns  had  opened 
himself  a  passage  into  Italy  by  the 
taking  of  Aquileia,  and  had  de» 
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Jtroyecl  or  subdued  all  that  came  in 
his  way.  Marullus  expected  an  am- 
ple reward  for  the  flatteries  with 
.which  he  had  filled  his  panegyric 
upon  Attila  ;  but  when  that  prince 
vas  informed  by  his  interpreters, 
that  the  poem  deduced  his  origin 
irom  Heaven,  and  styled  him  a  god, 
he  ordered  loth  the  verses  and  tin- 
versifier  to  be  burned.  Attila, 
however,  mitigated  the  punish- 
ment, upon  re  tlffling  that  such 
a  piece  of  severity  might  hinder 
other  authors  from  writing  his 
praise?. 

MARY,  queen  of  Scots,  famom 
for  her  beauty,  her  wit,  her  learn- 
ing,and  her  misfortunes,  was  daugh- 
ter of  James  V.  king  of  Scotland, 
and  succeeded  her  father  in  1542, 
right  days  after  her  birth.  In 
1558  she  married  Francois,  dau- 
phin, and  afterwards  king  of  France; 
by  which  means  she  became  queen 
of  France.  This  monarch  dy- 
ing  in  1560,  she  returned  into 
Scotland,  and  married  her  cousin, 
Henry  Stuart  (lord  Darnley),  in 
*5^5  ;  but  excluding  him  from 
any  share  of  the  government  (as  he 
«uspe6ed)  by  the  advice  of  Rizzio, 
an  Italian  musician,  her  favourite 
and  secretaiy,  the  king,  by  the 
counsel  and  assistance  of  some  of 
the  principal  nobility,  suddenly  sur- 
priztd  them  together,  and  Rizzio 
was  slain  in  the  queen's  presence 
in  1566.  The  next  year  the  king 
was  blown  up  with  gunpowder,  in 

.  a  private  house,  to  which  he  had 
retiri-d  with  a  few  friend?.  It  is 
imagined  he  was  murdered  before 
the  house  was  blown  up.  The  earl 

.  of  Both  well,  the  new  favourite  of 
Wary,  was  undoubtedly  the  con- 
triver of  this  murder,  with  her 
connivance  ;  he  was,  however,  ac- 
quitted by  ihe  noblei  of  his  and

Mary's  party  ;  and,  in  about  tw'O 
months  after  this  horrid  murder, 
the  queen,  to  the  astonishment  of 
all  Europe,  married  this  ambitious 
villain.  This  shameful  conduEt  oc- 
casioned the  revolt  of  the  chief  no- 
bility,  and  her  best  subjefls,  by 
whom  she  was  taken  prisoner,  com- 
pelled  to  resign  the  crown,  and  her 
son,  James  VI.  was  crowned.  The 
earl  of  Murray  at  the  same  time 
was  declared  regent,  the  princ* 
being  only  13  months  old.  The 
queen  soon  after  escaped  from  pri- 
son, and  raised  an  army  to  oppose 
the  regent,  but  was  defeated  by  him, 
and  fled  to  England  in  1568,  where 
she  was  detained  a  prisoner, charged 
by  her  own  subjects  with  the  mur- 
der of  her  husband,  king  Henry. 
As  to  Bothwell,  he  fled  to  Den- 
mark, where  he  died  in  obscurity. 
During  the  long  impiisonrnent  of 
the  queen,  she  was  justly  considered 
as  the  head  of  the  Popish  party, 
who  wished  to  see  a  princess  of 
their  persuasion  on  the  throne  of 
England;  and  Mary_,  despairing  of 
recovering  that  of  Scotland,  most 
assuredly  became  a  dupe  to  this 
party,  and  countenanced,  if  she  was 
not  direcily  concerned  in  the  plot* 
against  the  life  of  Elizabeth,  who 
was  reduced  to  the  necessity  of  sa- 
crificing her  to  her  own  personal 
safety.  She  was  tried  for  a  con- 
spiracy against  the  life  of  the  qu'.en 
of  England,  condemned,  and  be- 
headed in  1587. 

MASCARON  (JULIUS)  bishop 
of  Agen,anda  most  eminentFrench 
preacher,  born  at  Marseilles  1634, 
died  1703.  His  eloquence  was  asto- 
nishing ;  and  it  is  related,  that  the 
Hugonots being  drawn  to  hear  him, 
his  preaching  had  such  an  eifeft  upou 
them,  that,  of  30,000  Calvinists, 
which  he  found  at  liis  coming  to 
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the  see  of  Agen,  28,o»o  of  them 
forsook  their  church. 

MASON  (WILLIAM)  an  excel- 
lent  Engluh  poet  and  divine,  born 
1725,  died  April  5,  1797-  He 
was  a  residentiary  of  York  cathe- 
dral, prebendary  of  Driffield,  and 
rector  of  Aston  ;  and  as  a  writer 
distinguished  himself  chiefly  by 
•'  Elfrida,"  and  "  Caractacus,"  tra- 
gedies ;  "  The  English  Garden,"  a 
poem  ;  and  "  Memoirs  of  Gray,  the 
Poet,"  in  4  vols.  8vo. 

MASSIEU  (GU1LLAUME)  an 
ingenious  and  learned  French  writer 
on  classical  antiquity,  and  editor  of 
an  edition-  of  Demosthenes,  born 
166.5,  died  1722. 

MASSILL0X  (JEAN  BAP- 
TISTE)  a  very  celebrated  preacher 
of  France,  and  considered  in  that 
country  as  a  consummate  master  of 
eloquence,  was  born  1663,  and  died 
4742. 

MASSIXGER  (PHILIP)  an  ex- 
eellcnt  English  dramatic  poet,  born 
1585,  died  1639-  He  was  held 
in  the  highest  esteem  by  the  poets 
of  that  age,  and  there  \vere  few 
who  did  not  reckon  it  an  honour 
to  write  in  conjunction  with  him, 
as  Fletcher,  Middleton,  Rowley, 
Field,  and  Decker  did.  His  works 
•were  eollcQcd  in  4  vols.  8vo.  by  i 
Mr.  Monck  Mason  and  Mr.  Thomas  j 
Davies,  in  1779. 

MASSON(PAFIRIUS)  a  French 
annalist  of  good  reputation,  but  now  j 
chiefly  known  by  his    "  Elogia  Vi-  j 
rorumClarissimorum."  Hewas  born 
1544,  and  died  1611. 

MASSON  (JOHN)  a  Reformed 
minister,  originally  of  France,  but 
who  tied  into  England  to  enjoy  that 
liberty  in  religion  which  his  own 
country  refused  him.  He  is  author 
of"  Histoire  Critique  de  la  Rep  ib- 
Jique  des  Letties,"  from  1712  to 
17 « 7,  in  J5  vols.  jamo.  "  Vitas 
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Horatii,  Ovidii,  et  Piinii  junioris,1* 
3  vols.  small  8vo.  and  "  Histoire 
ile  Pierre  Bayle  &  de  scs  Oiw- 
rages." 

MATHER  (DR.  COTTO.V) 
F.  R.  S.  an  eminent  divine  of  Bo=,- 
ton  in  New  England,  born  1663. 
For  the  public  good,  he  set  on  foot 
there  and  promoted  several  excel- 
lent societies,  particularly  a  society 
of  peace-makers,  whose  professed 
business  it  was  to  compose  differ* 
fences,  and  prevent  law-suits. 
Moreover,  he  published  a  proposal 
for  an  evangelical  treasury,  in  order 
to  build  churches,  distribute  books 
of  piety,  relieve  poor  ministers, 
Sec.  He  died  1728,  having  pub. 
lished  382  pieces,  many  of  thera 
indeed  but  small,  as  single  sermons, 
essays,  &c.  yet  several  of  larger 
size.  Among  these  were  "  An 
Kcclesiastical  History  of  New  Eng- 
land, from  its  first  planting  in 
1620,  to  1698,"  folio  ;  and  the 
"  Christian  Philosopher,"  8vo. 
But  the  most  remarkable  of  all  his 
works  was  one  in  which,  like  Glan- 
ville,  he  defended  the  reality  of 
witchcraft,  intitled  "  The  Wonderj 
of  the  Invisible  World ;  being  are 
account  of  the  trials  of  several 
witches  lately  executed  in  New 
England,  and  of  several  remarkable 
curiosities  therein  occurring,"  See. 
Sec.  &c. 

MATTHEW  of  \\Vstminster,  an 
English  historian  of  the  14th  cen- 
tury, very  much  esteemed  for  hij 
veracity,  acuteness,  and  diligence. 

MATY  (DR.  MATTHEW)  an 
eminent  physician,  critic,  and  mis» 
celltineous  writer,  born  in  Holland 
in  the  year  1718,  but  settled  iri 
England,  where  he  became  secretary 
to  the  Royal  Society,  and  principal 
librarian  of  the  British  Museum. 
He  died  1776. 

MATY  (PAUL  HENRY)  M.  A, 
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P.  R.  S.  son  cf  the  above,  also  one 
of  the  under  librarians  of  the  Bri- 
tish Museum,  and  secretary  to  the 
Royal  Society.  His  whole  life  was 
taken  up  in  literary  pursuits.  In 
January  1782  he  set  on  foot  a  Re- 
view of  Publications,  principally 
foreign ;  and  no  man  was  better 
qualified  for  the  employment,  being 
eminently  acquainted  with  ancient 
and  modern  literature,  and  parti- 
cularly conversant  in  critical  re- 
searches. He  died  1787,  a  mar- 
tyr, as  is  supposed,  to  intense  study 
in  the  conduft  of  his  review. 

MAUDUIT  (ISRAEL)  F.  A.  S. 
a  political  and  miscellaneous  writer, 
best  known  as  author  of  "  Consider- 
ations on  the  German  war,"  &c.  &c. 
died  1787,  aged  79. 

MAUPERTUIS(PETER- LEWIS) 
an  eminent  French  philosopher, 
born  1698.  In  1736  he  was  placed 
at  the  head  of  the  Academicians 
who  were  sent  into  the  north  by 
the  king  of  France,  in  order  to  de- 
termine the  figure  of  the  earth, 
which  was  executed  with  great  sue 
cess.  He  is  memorable  for  a  most 
violent  literary  contest  with  Vol- 
taire, and  was  author  of  some  valu- 
able geographical  and  astronomical 
works,  which  have  been  collefted 
and  printed  in  4  vols.  8vo.  He  died 
1759- 

MAUREPASfJOHN  FREDERIC 
PHELYPEAUX,  COUNT  OF)  a 
statesman  of  France  eminent  for 
his  genius,  aflivity,  and  profound 
sagacity,  was  born  1701,  and  died 
1781.  His  correspondence  was  a 
model  of  precision,  expressing  much 
meaning  in  few  words. 

MAURICEAU  (FRANCIS)  a 
French  chirurgeon,  who  applied 
himself  with  equal  success  and  re- 
.putation  to  the  disorders  of  preg- 
nant and  lying-in  women,  and  was 
at  the  head  of  all  the  operators  in 
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this  way.  \V'e  have  of  his  tipon 
this  subjeft,  "  Observations  sur  la 
Grossesse  &  sur  1'Accouchement 
des  Femmes,  sur  leurs  Maladies,  & 
celles  dcs  Enfans  nouveaux-nes, 
1694,"  in  410.  which  is  reckoned 
an  excellent  work,  and  has  been 
translated  into  several  languages. 
He  died  i  709. 

MAY  (THOMAS)  an  English 
dramatic  poet  and  historian,  born 
*59l»  wrote  five  plays,  of  which 
two,  viz.  "  The  Heir"  and  "  Old 
Couple,"  comedies,  are  preserved  in 
Dodsley's  Collection. — Beside  his 
plays,  we  have  several  translations 
of  his  from  Latin  authois,  and  other 
compositions  of  his  own  also  in 
verse.  But  he  was  for  none  of  his 
translations  of  the  ancients  so  fa- 
mous as  for  that  of"  Lucan'sPhar- 
salia ;"  and  his  own  continuation 
of  that  poem  to  the  death  of  Julius 
Cassar,  both  in  Latin  and  English, 
has  considerable  merit.  He  died 
1650. 

MAYER  (TOBIAS)  one  of  the 
greatest  astronomers  and  mechanics 
of  his  age,  was  born  in  Wirtemberg, 
1723.  He  taught  himself  mathe- 
matics, and  at  the  age  of  fourteen 
designed  machines  and  instruments 
with  the  greatest  dexterity  and 
justness.  He  died  1762*  hav- 
ing published  several  excellent 
works. 

MAYNE  (DR.  JASPER)  an 
English  poet  and  divine,  born  1604. 
He  wrote  "  The  City  Match,"  a 
comedy  ;  and  "  The  Amorous 
War,"  a  tragi-comedy,  and  died 
1672. 

MAYNWARING  (ARTHUR)  an 
English  political  writer  and  poet, 
born  1668,  died  1712. 

MAZARINE  (JULIUS)  cardi- 
nal, and  first  minister  of  state  in 
France  to  Louis  XIV.  born  in  Italy, 
1602,  died  1661. 
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MEAD  (RICHARD)  a  most 
eminent  English  physician,  born 
1673,  died  1754.  His  "  Medical 
"Works"  were  colleQed  and  pub- 
lished in  one  volume  410.  Those 
for  which  he  is  roost  celebrated  are 
on  "  Pestilential  Contagion,"  and 
on  "  Poisons."  During  almost  half 
a  century  he  was  at  the  head  of  his 
profession.  The  clergy,  and  in  ge- 
neral all  men  of  learning,  were 
welcome  to  his  advice;  and  his 
doors  were  open  every  morning  to 
the  most  indigent,  whom  he  fre- 
quently assisted  with  money.  He 
was  a  most  generous  patron  of  learn- 
ing and  learned  men,  in  all  sciences, 
and  in  every  country.  To  him  the 
several  counties  of  England,  and 
our  colonies  abroad,  applied  for  the 
choice  of  their  physicians.  No 
foreigner  of  any  learning,  taste,  or 
even  curiosity,  ever  came  to  Eng- 
land without  being  introduced  to 
Dr.  Mead  ;  and  he  was  continually 
consulted  by  tlie  physicians  of  the 
continent. 

MEDJCIS  (COSMO  DE)  born 
at  Florence  1399,  \vasamerchant, 
but  bestowed  vast  expence  and  at- 
tention in  promoting  learning  and 
the  sciences.  He  collected  a  fine 
library,  and  enriched  it  with  rare 
manuscripts.  The  envy  of  his  fel- 
low citizens  incommoding  him,  he 
removed  to  Venice,  where  he  was 
received  as  a  king  •  but  his  coun- 
trymen soon  recalled  him  ;  and  in 
cffeft  he  presided  over  the  common- 
wealth  34  years.  He  died  in  1464, 
and  over  his  tomb  was  inscribed, 
Father  of  the  People,  and  Freer  of  his 
Country, 

MEDIC1S  (LORENZO  DE) 
surnamed  the  Great,  and  Father  of 
tetters,  was  an  illustrious  grandson 
of  Cosmo  de  Medicis,  and  born 
1448.  He  was  a  great  merchant, 
and.as  great  a  statesman;  eoually  fit 
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tfl  entertain  an  ambassador  as  ft 
fa6tor.  His  public  services  so  re- 
commended him  to  the  Florentines, 
that  they  declared  him  chief  of  the 
republic  ;  and  he  was  so  univer- 
sally esteemed  by  the  princes  of 
Europe,  that  they  often  made  him 
the  arbiter  of  their  differences.  -He 
died  1492. 

MEIBOMIUS  (HENRY)  a  Ger, 
man  physician,  born  1638,  and 
chiefly  known  by  the  publication, 
in  3  vols.  folio,  of  "  Sctiptores  Re- 
rum  ,Germanicarum,"  a  very  useful 
collection.  He  died  1700. 

MEIBOMIUS  (MARCUS)  a 
very  learned  person  of  the  same 
family,  who  published  "  A  Cot- 
lett ion  of  seven  Greek  Author* 
who  had  written  upon  Ancient 
Music,  with  a  Latin  Version  by 
himself;"  "  Notes  upon  Diogenes 
Laerlius,"  &e. 

MELA  (FOMPONIUS)  an  an- 
cient Latin  geographical  writer, 
born  in  Spain,  who  flourished  in 
the  reign  of  the  emperor  Claudius, 
His  3  books  of  "  Cosmography,  or 
DC  Situ  Orbis,"  are  written  in  at 
concise,  perspicuous,  and  elegant 
manner,  and  have  been  thought 
worthy  of  the  attention  and  labours 
of  the  ablest  critics. 

MELANCTHON  (PHILIP)  a 
celebrated  German  divine,  coadjutor 
with  Luther  in  the  Reformation, 
and  one  of  the  wisest  and  greatest 
men  of  his  age,  born  at  Bretten  in 
the  palatinates  of  the  Rhine,  Feba 
16,  1497,  died  1560. 

MELITUS,  a  Greek  orator  and 
poet,  the  accuser  of  Socrates.  Tbe 
Athenians,  after  the  death  of  So- 
crates, discovering  the  iniquity  o£ 
the  sentence  they  had  passed  against 
that  great  philosopher,  put  Mclitus 
to  death  400  B.  C. 

MELMOTH  (WILLIAM)  a 
learned  and  worthy  English  lawyer, 
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was  born  j666,  and  deserves  to 
be  held  in  perpetual  remembrance 
for  his  admiraii'e  treatise  on  "  The 
Creat  Importance  of  a  Religious 
Life."  He  died  1743. 

MELMOTti(lV'LLlAM)  son   o' 
the    preceding,     was    born    1710 
translated   the  episties   of  "  Pliny' 
and  "  Cicero;"    and    wrote    som 
elegant   letter?,   v\hich    were    pub 
lished  under  the  assumed  name  o 
Sir  Thomas  Fitzosborne,  besides  se 
veral    poems    in    Dodsley's   collec- 
tion.    He  died  March   15,  1799. 

MELVIL  (SIR  JAMES)  author 
of  some  useful  and  entertaining 
Memoirs  of  England  and  Scotland, 
was  born  near  the  middle  of  the 
i6th  century.  He  was  privy- 
councillor  and  gentleman  of  the 
chamber  to  the  unhappy  Mary 
Queen  of  Scots,  and  was  employed 
by  her  majesty  in  her  most  im- 
portant concerns,  till  her  unhappy 
confinement  at  Lochleven;  all  which 
lie  discharged  with  great  fidelity; 
and  from  his  own  account  there  is 
reason  to  think  that,  had  she  taken 
his  advice,  many  of  her  misfortunes 
might  have  been  avoided.  He  died 
about  1620. 

MENAGE  (GILES)  called,  for 
his  great  learning,  the  Vairoof  his 
times,  was  born  at  Angers  in  France, 
1613,  and  died  1692,  having 
composed  several  works,  the  chief 
of  which  are,  "  Origines  de  la 
Langue  Francoisc," folio,  a  very  va- 
luable work  ;  "  Miscellanea,"  410. 
a  collection  of  pieces  in  Greek,  La- 
tin, and  French,  prose  as  well  as 
verse,  composed  by  him  at  different 
times,  and  upon  different  subjects; 
among  which  is,  "  La  Requests  des 
Di£tionnaires,"one  of  the  most  in- 
genious pieces  of  raillery  that  ever 
•was  written. — A  very  singular 
quality  in  Menage  was  his  pro- 
digious memory.  This  gift,  with 
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which  be  was  eminently  blessed, 
he  not  only  preserved  to  an  cx« 
treme  old  age,  but,  what  is  more 
rare,  recovered  it  after  some  in- 
terruption. 

MENANDER,an  ancient  Greek 
comic  poet,  born  at  Athens,  in  the 
3d  >ear  of  the  logth  olympiad. 
His  happiness  in  introducing  the 
new  comedy,  and  refining  an  art 
which  had  been  so  gross  and  li- 
centious in  former  times,  quickly 
spread  his  name  over  the  world. 
The  kings  of  Egypt  and  Macedon 
gave  a  noble  testimony  of  his  merit, 
sent  ambassadors  to  invite  him  to 
their  courts,  and  even  fleets  to  bring 
him  over ;  but  Menander  was  so 
much  of  a  philosopher  as  to  prefer 
the  free  enjoyment  of  his  studies  to 
the  promised  favours  of  the  great. 
Of  his  works,  which  amounted  to 
above  a  hundred  comedies,  only 
i"our  ate  preserved.  Julius  Cassar 
has  left  the  loftiest  as  well  as  the 
justest  praise  of  Menander's  works, 
when  he  calls  Terence  only  a  Half- 
Menander.  He  died  293  B.  C. 
aged  52. 

MENANDRIKO(MARSILIUS) 
better  known  by  the  name  of  Mar- 
silius  of  Padua,  the  place  of  his 
birth,  one  of  the  most  celebrated 
philosophers  and  lawyers  of  the 
i4th  century.  He  wrote,  in  1324, 
"  Defensor  Pacis;"  a  work  which 
described  in  strong  colours,  the 
pride,  the  luxury,  and  other  irre- 
gularities of  the  court  of  Rome  j 
and  shewed  at  large,  that  the  Pope 
could  not,  by  divine  right,  claim 
any  powers  or  prerogatives  superior 
to  those  of  other  bishops. 

MENCKE  (OTTO)  in  Latin 
MEXCKENIUS,  a  learned  German 
critic,  born  1644,  died  1707,  hav- 
ing published  several  works;  the 
most  considerable  of  which,  and 
what  alone  is  sufficient  to  perpetu- 
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ate  his  name,  is  the  "  Afta  Erudito- 
rum"  of  Leipsic  ;  of  which  he  was 
the  first  author,  and  in  which  he 
was  engated  till  his  death. 

MENCKE  (JOHN)  son  of  the 
last  mentioned,  born  at  Leipsic, 
167  ij,  wrote  veiy  numerous  and 
very  learned  books;  one  of  whirh 
in  paiticul-tr,  as  we  should  guess 
from  the  title,  must  he  alsovtry  cu- 
rious and  entertaining.  It  runs  thus  : 
"  De  Chai  lataneria  Eruditorum  De- 
tlatrutiones  Duae  ;  cum  Notis  Vari- 
orum, &c.  Mentke's  design  here 
\vas,  to  expose  the  artifices  used  by 
false  scholars  to  raise  to  themselve.- 
a  name  ;  -but,  as  he  glanced  so  evi 
dently  at  certain  considerable  per- 
sons that  they  could  not  escape 
being  known, some  pains  were  taken 
to  have  his  book  seized  and  up 
pressed  ;  which,  however,  as  usual, 
made  the  fame  of  it  spread  the 
faster,  and  occasioned  editions  to 
be  multiplied.  He  continued  the 
"  Afta  Eruditorum''  for  25  years, 
and  ilied  1732. 

MENDEZ  (MOSES)  an  Er.glisl 
poet  and  dramatic  writer,  died 
1758. 

MENGS  (ANTONY  RAPHAEL) 
one  of  the  most  famous  of  the  mo- 
dern painters,  was  born  in  Bohe- 
mia 1726,  and  died  at  Rome 
1779.  He  was  an  author  as  well 
as  a  painter;  and  his  works,  chief- 
ly consisting  of  treatises  and  letter 
on  taste,  on  painters,  and  the  phi- 
losophy and  progress  of  the  arts 
were  published  at  Parma  in  1780 
in  2  vols.  .(to. 

MEN  IP  PUS,  a  Cynic  philoso- 
pher, who  composed  13  books  ol 
raillery  and  satire,  and  afterwards 
hanged  himself. 

MENZ1KOFF  (ALEXANDER; 
a  prince  of  the  Russian  empire 
deeply  concerned  in  the  politics  o 
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he  reign  of  Peter  II.  He  ditd  in 
exile  November  1729.  Having 
risen  from  a  very  low  origin,  and 
iad  his  fall  accelerated  by  impru- 
dence and  ostentation,  he  has  been 
sometimes  pnralleled  with  our  car-> 
dinal  Wolsey. 

MERCATOR  (GERARD)  one 
of  the  most  famous  geographers  of 
his  tiim?,  horn  i  .5  i  2,  at  Ruremcnde 
in  the  Low  Countries.  He  com^ 
posed  a  "Chronology,  "some  "  Geo« 
graphical  tables."  an'*  Alias,  &c." 
in  which  he  engraved  and  coloured 
his  maps  himself,  and  died  1591. 

MERCATOR  (NICHOLAS)  an 
fminep.t  mathematician  and  astro- 
nomer, whose  name  in  hi^h  Dutch 
was  HAUFt  MAN,  was  born  in  the 
beginning  of  the  i;th  century,  at 
Holstein  in  Denmark.  Several 
works  in  astronomy  and  m?.t:;?- 
mr.tics  were  p-iblished  by  him  at 
London.  He  was  one  of  those  who 
neither  wholly  espoused  ror  wholly 
rejeekd  the  profound  science  of 
astrology  ;  but  endeavoured,  it  is 
said,  to  reduce  it  to  rational  prin- 
ciples. 

MERCIER  (JEAN)  a  celo 
brated  phiiologer  of  France,  died 


MERRICK  (JAMES)  an  Eng- 
lish divine  and  poet,  and  author 
of  the  best  poetical  \ersion  of  the 
Psalms,  was  born  1718,  and  died 
1769. 

MERRY  f  ROBERT}  *n  English 
poet  who  possessed  a  considerable 
share  of  genius,  though  sometimes 
indulging  in  the  tinsel  of  afre-M- 
tion.  He  published  many  pleasing 
trifles  under  the  title  of  Delia  CrusraJ 
and  wrote  also  a  tragedy  called 
"  Lorenzo"  in  1791,  which  met 
with  some  success  at  Covent  Gar- 
den theatre  ;  after  which  he  mar- 
ried  Miss  Biunton,  a  rising  young 
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aftrr<s,  with  whom,  from  political 
|irejmiices,he  emigrated  toAmerica, 
vhere  he  died  Dec.  24,  "798. 

METASTAS10  (PJETRO)  an 
«lcgant  Italian  poet,  born  1698, 
died  1782.  So  early  as  at  ,5  years 
«M,  he  had  such  a  faculty  of 
•peaking  verses  extempore, that  the 
celebrated  civilian  Gravina,  who 
Iwd  adopted  him,  used  to  set  him 
on  a  table  to  perform  the  part  of  an 
Jmprovvisatore  ;  and  at  14,  he  made 
him  translate  all  Homer  into  Italian 
verse.  Hence  perhaps  he  acquired 
a  disgust  to  writing,  insomuch  that 
ve  are  told  he  never  after  put  pen 
Jo  paper  but  by  compulsion.  He 
was  for  many  years  Imperial  lau- 
reate; and  when  the  Emperor  or 
the  Empress,  or  any  of  the  Imperial 
family  ordered  it,  he  sat  down  and 
wrote,  just  as  he  would  transcribe  a 
poem  written  by  any  one  else, 
never  waiting  for  a  call, or  invoking 
the  muse.  His  "  Achilles"  was 
Written  in  18,  and  his  "  Hyperm- 
»estra"  rn  9  days,  yet  these  are 
two  of  Metastasio's  best  dramas. 
He  was  extremely  candid  in  his 
judgment  of  men  of  genius,  and 
even  of  poets  with  whom  he 
had  a  difference;  for  when  he 
has  been  attacked  by  them,  he 
has  often  written  an  epigram  01 
couplet,  to  shew  his  particular 
friends  how  he  could  defend  him- 
self, and  then  thrown  it  into  the 
fire  ;  and  against  the  bitterest  ene- 
my to  his  person  or  poems,  he  was 
never  known  to  print  or  pnblish  a 
line  by  way  of  retaliation. 

METiUS  (JAMES)  of  Alcmaer 
in  Holland,  was  the  inventor  of  tele- 
scopes with  glasses.  Pie  had  fre- 
quently observed  school-beys  play- 
ing upon  the  ice,  who  made  use  of 
their  copy-books,  rolled  up  in  the 
shape  of  tubes,  to  look  at  each 
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other,  to  which  they  s6tn?tim« 
added  pieces  of  glass  at  each  end 
to  view  distant  objeas,  and  this 
led  him  to  the  invention  of  optic 
glasses.  He  flourished  about 
t  600. 

METRODORUS  was  a  disciple 
of  Democritus,  and  had  himself, 
among  other  disciples,  the  philo- 
sopher Anaxarchus  and  Hippo, 
criites  the  physician.  He  taught 
the  eternity  and  infinity  of  the 
universr. 

METKODORUS,  an  eminent 
painter  and  philosopher,  who  was 
made  choice  of  by  the  Athenians 
to  he  sent  to  Paulus  /•Emiliiis,  who 
after  having  taken  Perseus  king  of 
Maceclon,  demanded  two  men  of 
them,  the  one  to  instruft  his  chil- 
dren, and  the  other  to  paint  his 
triumph.  The  Athenians  sent  him 
Metrodorus,  who  excelled  at  the 
same  time  in  philosophy  and 
painting  ;  and  Paulus  ^.milius  was 
very  well  satisfied  with  their 
choice. 

MEURSIUS  (JOHN)  a  mon 
learned  Dutch  critic,  historian,  and 
antiquary,  born  1579,  died  1639. 
— All  authors  have  agreed  in  ex- 
tolling the  ingenuity,  learning,  and 
merit  of  Meursius;  for  he  was  the 
author  and  editor  of  above  6r> 
works.  His  "  Eleusinia,  sive  de 
Cereris  Eleusinae  Sacro  &  Festo," 
to  which  all  who  have  since  writ- 
-en  upon  th,it  subjeft  have  been 
greatly  indebted,  is  a  very  vah:- 
Me  work,  but  now  heroine 
scarce;  it  may  be  four*d,  however, 
in  "  Gronovius's  Greek  Anti- 
quities." 

MEYER  C JAMES)  a  Flemish 
historian,  born  1401,1001!  15.52. 

MEYER  (FELIX)  an  eminent 
German  landscape  fitiucer,  b«rr» 
1653,  died  1713. 
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MEZERAY  (FRANCIS  EUDES  i  loved 
DE)   an  eminent    French  historian,    thit 
born  1610,  died   1683.      His  chief

In  architecture    also    he  not   only 
surpassed  all  the  moderns,   but,  as 
some  think,    the  ancients  too  ;    for 
which  they  bring  as  proofs   the  St. 
Peter's  of  Rome,   the  St.  John's  of 
Florence,  the  Capitol,  the  Pallazzo 
Farnese,  and  his  own  house.     V\re 
must  not  forget  to  observe,  that  he 
was  also   an  excellent  poet.     Some 
very   interesting    circumstances  of 
his   life  will  be    met  with   in  Mr. 
Se ward's  "    Anecdotes   ot"    Distin- 
guished Persons." 

MICHAEL  ANGELO  DA  C  A- 
RAVAGGIO,  a  celebrated  Italian 
painter,  born  1569,  was  at  first  no 
other  than  a  day-labourer :  bat 
having  seen  some  painters  at  work 
upon  a  brick  wall  which  he  had 
helped  to  raise,  he  was  so  charmed 
with  their  art,  that  he  immediately 
applied  himself  to  the  study  of  it, 


•'   Grotius  de  Veritate    Christianas 
Religionis." — Mezeray  was  a 
subject    to    strange    humours 
tremely   negligent  in   his    person ; 
and  so  careless  in  his  dress,  that  he 
might   have    passed   for    a    beggar 
rather  than  for  what  he  was.     He 
used  to  study  and  write  by  candle- 
light, even   at    noon-day    in    sum- 
mer ;   and,   as    if  there   had    been 
no  sun  in  the  world,  always  waited 
upon    his    company    to    the    door 
with   a    candle    in    his  hand. — He 
was  secretary   of  the    French   aca- 
demy ;  and  it   was  a  constant  way 
•with    him,     when    candidates    of- 
fered themselves  for  vacant   place* 
in    the    academy,    to    throw    in    a 
black  ball  instead  of  a  white  one: 
and  when  his  friends  asked  him  the 
reason  of    this  unkind   procedure, 
he  answered,  that  "it  was  to  leave 
to  posterity  a  monument  of  the  li-

— He  has 
the  name  of  the  greatest  designer 
that  ever  was  ;  and  it  is  universally 
allowed,  that  never  any  painter  in 
the  world  understood  anatomy  so 
\vell.  He  took  incredible  pains  to 
reach  the  peifctUon  of  his  ait,  He 


painting.     His  pieces  are  to  be  met 
with   in  most  of    the    cabinets   in 
Europe  ;  and  one    piclure    of    his 
drawing  is  in  the  Dominican  church 
at  Antwerp,    which    Rubens  used 
to   call    his    master. —  It  is  said   of 
this  painter,  that  he  was  as  singular 
in  his  temper    as   in    his   gusto  of 
painting;    full   of  detraction;   and 
so  strangely   contentious,  that    his 
pencil  was    no    sooner   out   of   his 
hand  but  his  sword  was  in  it.     i\e 
died  1609% 
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MICHAELIS  (JOHN  DAVID)  a 
Very  learned  German  writer  on  di- 
vinity and  the  oriental  languages, 
born  17  16,  died  1791.  His  works 
are  extremely  voluminous  ;  but 
that  by  which  he  is  best  known  in 
this  country  is  an  "  Introduction 
to  the  New  Testament,"  a  transla- 
tion of  which  into  English  was 
published  in  4to.  1761. 

MICKI.E  (WILLIAM  JULIUS; 
veil  known  in  the  literary  world 
ES  translator  of  "  The  Lusiad"  of 
Camoens.  Mr.  M.  was  also  author 
«f  "  The  Concubine,  a  Poem,"  in 
*he  manner  of  Spenser,  republished 
wnder  the  title  of  "  Sir  Martyn," 
4to.  and  "  Almada  Hill,  a  Poem," 
and  died  1788. 

M1DDLETON  (THOMAS)  a  vo- 
luminous  dramatic  writer,  and 
joint  labourer  with  Jonscn,  Flet- 
cher, and  Massinger,  died  about 
•  630. 

MIDDLETON  (SIR  HUGH)  a 
citizen  and  goldsmith  of  London, 
memorable  for  his  public  spirit,  in 
c-jpplying  that  city  with  plenty  of 
•water,  by  bringing  the  New  River 
from  Ware  to  Islington;  in  which 
he  met  v/ith  the  greatest  opposition, 
and  nearly  expended  his  own  for- 
tune. The  design,  however,  was 
happily  effefted,  and  the  water 
brought  into  the  cistern  at  Isling- 
ton on  Michaelmas-day  1613.  The 
profit  this  Scheme  brought  in  at 
•first  was  very  inconsiderable  ;  but 
for  many  years  the  New  River 
Jias  yielded  a  large  revenue;  and 
is  now  so  valuable,  that  the  shades 
in  it  sell  for  30  years  purchase. 
.King  James  made  Mr.  Miildleton 
a  baronet  for  the  services  he  had 
done;  and  the  latter,  at  his  death, 
feequeathed  a  share  in  his  New 
Fiver  water  to  the  company  of 
goldsmiths  in  London,  for  the  be- 
nefit of  the  poor  members  of  JU 
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In  fine,  Sir  Hugh  Middieton's  name 
deserves  to  be  transmitted  with  ho- 
nour an<l  gratitude  to  po-terity,  as 
much  as  those  of  the  builders  of 
the  famous  aqueducts  in  ancient 
Rome. 

MIDDLETON  (DR.  CONYERS) 
a  celebrated  English  divine,  polemi- 
cal  and  critical  author,  born  1683. 
Of  his  polemic  writing?,  which 
savour  of  infidelity,  we  shall  re- 
mark nothing,  but  mention  a  fexv 
which  do  him  more  honour.  In 
1735  he  published  "  A  Disserta- 
tion concerning  the  origin  of  Print- 
ing in  England  :  shewing  that  it 
was  first  introduced  and  practised 
by  our  countryman  William  Cax« 
ton  at  Westminster;  and  not,  as 
is  commonly  believed,  by  a  foreign 
printer  at  Oxford."— 'In  1741  came 
out  his  great  work,  "  The  History 
of  the  Life  of  M.  Tullius  Cicero," 
in  2  vols.  410.  This  is  indeed  a 
very  fine  performance,  whether  we 
regard  the  materials  or  the  lan- 
guage, and  will  probably  be  read 
as  long  as  taste  and  polite  literature 
shall  continue  to  prevail  arming  us. 
In  i  74  3  he  published"  The  Epistles 
of  M.  T.  Cicero  to  M.  Brutus ;  and 
of  Brutus  to  Cicero  ;  with  the  Latin 
text  on  the  opposite  page,  and  Eng- 
lish notes  to  each  epistle  :  together 
with  a  prefatory  dissertation,"  Sec. 
The  work  fo  which  we  have  alluded 
above,  as  having  subjected  Dr.  M. 
to  the  charge  of  infidelity,  has  been 
so  long  connected  with  his  name, 
as  to  make  it  indispensable  for  us 
to  preserve  its  title;  which  is, 
"  A  Free  Inquiry  into  the  Miracu- 
lous Powers  which  are  supposed: 
to  have  subsisted  in  the  Christian 
Church  from  the  earliest  Ages 
through  several  successive  Centu- 
ries." Dr.  M.  died  1750. 

MlGNARD(PETER)firstpainfe? 
U>  tht  king  of  France,  and  diretlci 
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arid  chancellor  of  the  toyal  academy 
of  painting,  died  1695,  aged  84. 
His  portraits  areextremely  beautiful. 

MILliOURN'E  (LUKE)  author 
of  a  "  Poetical  Translation  of  the 
Psalms;"  of  a  volume  called 
"  Notes  on  Dryden's  Virgil;" 
of  "  Torn  of"  Bedlam's  Answer  to 
Hoadley,"  &c.  He  is  frequently 
coupled  with  Blickmore  by  Dry- 
den  in  his  Poems,  and  by  Pope 
in  "  The  Ait  of  Criticism;"  and 
is  mentioned  in  "  The  Dunciad." 
lie  died  17  20. 

MILL  (.JOHN)  a  very  learned 
English  divine,  editor  of  a  Greek 
New  Testament,  with  various  read- 
ings and  critical  notes,  born  1645, 
died  i  707. 

MILL  (HENRY)  an  ingenious 
mechanic,  many  years  principal  en-  i 
gineer  to  the  New  Rivef  Com- 
pany ;  a  man  to  whom  the  city 
of  London  and  its  environs  have  j 
many  and  great  obligations.  In 
the  science  of  hydraulics  l.s  was 
probably  unequalled.  The  company 
placed  implicit  confidence  in  him, 
and  with  the  utmost  reason :  for 
such,  through  his  skill  and  labours, 
was  tiie  increase  of  their  credit, 
ef  their  power,  and  of  their  capital, 
that  a  share  in  their  property, 
which,  it  is  Sa-id.  was  originally 
i  oo  1.  is  now  worth  between  7  and 
8  thousand.  Ke  died  1770. 

MILLER  (JAMES)  an  English 
dramatic  poet,  born  1703,  died 
1744.  He  published  several  plays; 
and  was  also  the  author  of  many 
occasional  pieces  in  poetry  ;  of 
which  his  "  Harlequin  Horace"  i-- 
Jh«  most  considerable. 

MILLED  (PHILIP)  an  eminent 
English  botanist,  and  author  of  the 
relebrated  "  Gardener's  Diftionary," 
fcorn  1690,  died  1771.  He  wa< 
near  fifty  years  gardenerto  the  Apo- 
*h<x»iie$  Company,  at  their  Physic 
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Garden  at  CheUea,  in  which  offict 
he  succeeded  his  father.  Mr.  Mil- 
ler was  allowed  to  be  the  bc?t 
writer  0:1  gardening  in  this  king- 
dom, and  was  honoured  with  tlie 
acquaintance  and  correspondence  ..i 
the  connoisseurs  in  tli.it  science  all 
over  .Europe  and  America.  The 
universal  reception  of  his  "  Dic- 
tionary" and  "  Calendar,  "the  esteem 
in  which  they  are  still  held,  and 
the  various  editions  they  have  passed 
through,  will  be  a  lasting  monu- 
ment to  his  memory. 

MILLER  (LADY  -  )  anthdr 
of  "  Letters  from  Italy,  in  the  years 
1770  and  1771,  by  an  English- 
woman," 3  vols.  8vo.  This  bdy 
also  gave  to  the  world  a  small 
volume,  intituled  '*  Poetical  Amuse- 
ments at  a  Villa  near  Bath,  &c." 
being  the  effusions,  chiefly  extem- 
poraneous, of  several  persons  of 
rank  and  fashion,  and  died  1781. 

MILLES  (OR.  JEREMlAFf) 
an  eminent  English  ciivine  and 
antiquary,  born  1713,  died  1784, 
He  was  ardently  engaged  in  the 
Chattertonian  controversy,  and  pub- 
lished the  whole  of  the  supposed 
Rowley's  poems,  with  a  glossary. 

Ml  LOT  (ABBE  DE)  author  of 
several  useful  abridgements  of  his« 
tory,  histories  of  France  and  Eng- 
land, elements  of  general  history, 
political  memoirs,  and  literary 
history  of  the  Troubadours,  died 

'785. 

MILTJADES,  a  famous  Athe-J 
man  general,  who  died  489  B.  C. 

MILTON  (JOHN)  a  most  il- 
lustrious English  poet,  and  famous 
also  for  his  politKs,  was  born  in 
Bread-Street,  London,  Dec.  9,  1608, 
and  received  the  rudiments  of  a 
learned  education  at  St.  Paol's 
School.  —  Ii>  1625  he  was  admitted 
of  Christ's  Colkge  iu 


His   father   designed  him  for   the 
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church  ;  nor  had  he  himselfany  other 
intentions  for  some  time  :  but  after- 
ward, growing  out  of  humour  with 
the  public  administration   of  cede- 
siastical    affairs,    and     thenre    dis- 
satisfied with   the  established  form 
of  church  government,  he  dropped 
all    thoughts    of    that    kind.       Af- 
ter  he    had    taken   the    degree    of 
M.  A.    in    1632,  he  left  the   uni- 
versity, and  returned  to  his   father, 
at     Horton,     near     Colnbreok,     in 
Buckinghamshire.     In  a  five  years 
retirement    here,  he    enriched    his 
mind  with    the   choicest  stores   of 
Grecian  and  Roman  learning,  drawn 
from  the  best  authors   in  each  lan- 
guage, constantly  keeping  his  e>c 
upon  poetry;  for  the  sake  and  ser- 
vice of  which  chiefly  these  treasures 
•were  colleckd :    and  the  poems  in- 
tituled "  Comtis,"  "  1'Allcgro,""  II 
Penseroso,"and"  Lycidas,"all  writ- 
ten within  this  period,  would  have 
transmitted  his  fame  to  the  lates; 
posterity,    if   he    had    never    pro- 
duced   any  thing    else. — Upon   the 
death  of  his  mother  in    1638,  he 
set    out    to   see    foreign    countries, 
and   passed  near  two    years  on    his 
travels  in  Fiance  and   Italy,  where 
he   distinguished  himself  so   much 
by  his  talents  in  poetry,  that  he  was 
treated   with    singular  respect  and 
kindness    by    persons  of   the    first 
rank  both  for  quality  and  learning. 
He   received  also  encomiums  from 
Rome;   one  of  which,  written  by 
Salvaggi,  was  this  distich: 

**  Grsecia,  Maeonidem,  jaitetsibi  Roma 
Maronem  : 

AngliaMiitcnuinj.iftatutriqueparern." 

Of  which  Dry  den's  celebrated  epi- 
gram of  six  lines,  usually  pre- 
fixed to  "  Paradise  Lost,"  is  little 
more  than  a  translation  : 

*«  Three  poets  in  three  distant  ages  born, 
Greece,  Italy,  ana  England  did  adorn. 
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The  first  in  majesryot'thuught  surpassM, 
The  next  in  gractfuJness  ^  in  both,  the 

last. 

The  f..rce  or  Nature  could  no  further  go; 
To  make  a  thirri  she  joined  the  runner 

two." 

Milton  returned  to  England  101639, 
and   hired  a    lodging   in  St.  Bride's 
church-yard,  Fleet-street,  where  he 
employed  himself   in   educating  his 
sister's  two  sons,  Edward  and  John 
Phillips:  and  being  solicited  by  se- 
veral friends  for  the  same  favour  for 
their  children,  he  took  a  handsome 
garden-house  in  Aldersgate-strect  fit 
for  the  purpose.     Here  he  formed 
the  plan  of  his    academical  institu- 
tion,   afterwards   set    forth    in    his 
"  Trattate  of  Education."  in  which 
he    leads    his   scholar   from    Lilly, 
as    he    expresses    it,    to    his   com- 
mencing master  of  aits.     Here  also 
he  wrote  many  polemic  and  contro- 
versial tracts. — In    1643.  he    mar* 
litd  a  daughter  of  Richard  Powell, 
Esq.  of  Foresthill  in  Oxfordshire,  a 
gentleman  of  good    estate  and    re- 
putation, but  a  tirm  Royalist.      She 
had  not  cohabited  with  her  husband 
much  above  a  month,  when,  under 
a  pretence  of  visiting  her  friends, 
she  deserted  him.    About  two  years 
afterwards,  however,  visiting  a  re- 
lation, he  was  surprised  by  the  en- 
trance of  his  wife,  who,  submitting 
herself,  and  imploring  pardon  and 
reconciliation    on    her    knees,     he 
look  her  again  to  his  bosom.     It  is 
not  to  be  doubted  but  this  interview 
must  wonderfully  affeft  him  ;    and 
perhaps  the  impression  it  made  on 
his  imagination  contributed  much  to 
the  painting  that  pathetic  scene  in 
"  Paradise  Lost,"  where  Adam's  re- 
conciliation to  Eve  after  her  fall  is 
thus  described  : 

" Soon  his  heart  relented 

Towards  her  his  life  so   late,  and  sole 

ctehght, 

Now  at  his  feet  submissive  in  distress."

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At  the  destruction  of  monarchical 
government   by   the    death   of   the 
king,     F'ultcn,     whose     principles 
were  strongly  republican,  was  taken 
into  the   service  of  the  common- 
wealth,  and   made  Latin  secretary 
tt>    the   council  of  state.      In  i  65  i 
he   published   his   celebrated    piere 
intituled,   "  Pro  Populo  Anglicano 
Deftnsio,    contra   Claudii    Salmasii 
DefensTcnem  Regiam;"  which  per- 
formance  spread   his  fame  over  all 
Europe.      While    he    was   writing 
this    piece   he   lost    his    eye-sight ; 
which  had  been  decaying  for  seve- 
ral years.    In  16,52  he  lost  his  wife, 
•who  died-soon  after  the  delivery  of 
her  fourth  child  ;    but  he  presently 
married  a  second,   going  on    in  the 
mean  time,  as  usual,  with   the  bu- 
siness of  his   pen.     At  the   resto- 
ration,  having   by  his  learning  and 
talents  piocured   many  friends,  he 
was   included    in   the   general  am- 
nesty ;  and,  having  married  a  third 
wife,  removed   to   a   house   in    the 
Artillery    Walk,   leading  to    Bun- 
hill    Fields. — Though    his    circum- 
stances were  much  reduced  by  con- 
siderable losses  at  the  Restoration, 
yet  his  principles  not  suffering  him 
to  seek  or  to  accept -any  public  em- 
ployment   at    court   (fur   it    is   said 
that   Charles   II.    would    have  con- 
tinued him  Latin  secretary),  he  sat 
down    to  his   studies,   and   applied 
himself    diligently     to     finish     his 
grand  poem  "  Paradise  Lost,"  which 
v-:5    published   in    1667  ;    and,    in 
1670     "    Paradise      Regained,"     a 
poem  in  four  books  ;    to  which  was 
ao  led    "  Samson  Agonistes,  a  Dra- 
matic   Poem."

ning of  November  1674.     He  was 
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interred  near  his  father!  n  the  fh»n* 
eel  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate  ;  where 
!  a  handsome  monument  has  been 
recently  ereficd  to  his  memory 
by  the  late  Mr.  Whitbread.  In 
1737  a  decent  one  was  creeled 
by  Mr.  Benson,  in  Westminster 
Abbey. 

MIMNERMUS,  an  ancient  Greek 
poet  and  musician,  nourished  in  the 
37th  olympiad. 

M1XOT  (LAURENCE)  an  Eng- 
lish poet  anterior  .to  Chaucer,  and 
who  is  supposed  to  have  died  about 
1352.  His  poems  were  first  dis- 
covered in  MS.  by  Mr.  Tyrwhittj 
the  learned  editor  of  Chaucer,  in 
the  Cotton  Library;  and  have  since 
leen  piesented  to  the  public  in  a 
^autiful  crown  8vo.  17135.  Ift 
point  of  ease  (is  the  editor  observes) 
of  harmony  and  variety  of  versifi- 
ratiun,  as  well  as  general  perspicu- 
ity of  style,  Minot  is  perhaps  equal, 
if  not  snperior,  to  any  English 
poet  before  the  i6th,  or  even, 
with  very  few  exceptions,  before 
(he  i  jth  century. 

MIRABEAU  (MARQUIS  DE) 
of  Paris,  a  man  well  known  in  the 
republic  of  letters,  and  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  politic, il  seel  called 
the  Economises,  of  whose  princi- 
ples Dr.  Adam  Smith  has  made 
such  good  u,«e.  He  was  also  author 
of  a  book  called  "  I/Ami  des  Ilom- 
mes"  (The  Friend  of  Mankind)  and 
othci  works,  anJ  died  1789. 

MIRABEAU  (M.  DE)  a  cele- 
brated French  patriot,  born  17  4<;, 
died  »7C)i.  The  richness  and  pomp 
of  expression  which  characterized 
his  eloquence  was  astonishing.  A 
few  hours  before  he  died  he  de- 
plored the  fate  of  the  French  em- 
pire, exposed  as  it  was  to  factions 
and  intrigues  of  every  kind.  "  I 
leave  this  world  (emphatically  ex- 
claimed the  dying  orator)  willi  A 
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heart  full  of  sorrow  for  the  shocks 
monarchy  has  received.  Alas!  1 
fear  the  factious  chiefs  will  tear  it 
in  pieces,  and  divide  the  spoils 
amongst  them  !"  The  Directory  of 
Paris  decreed  a  public  mourning  of 
eight  days  ;  and  all  the  places  of 
public  amusement  in  Paris  were 
shut  en  the  d;ty  of  his  death. 

MIRANDULA  (JOHN  PICUS, 
EARL  OF)  an  Italian,  and  a  pro- 
digy of  parts  and  learning,  born 
1463,  died  149',.  At  the  earK 
age  of  23  years  he  published,  to  th" 
astonishment  of  the  universe,  900 
propositions  in  logic,  mathematics, 
physics,  divinity,  cabalistic  learn- 
ing, and  magic,  drawn  not  only 
from  Greek  and  Latin,  but  even 
from  Jewish  and  Arabian  writers. 
He  published  them  in  all  the  schools 
of  Italy,  and  engaged  to  maintain 
them  openly  :  and,  to  encourage 
the  learned  to  attack  them,  he  pro- 
mised, in  an  advertisement  sub- 
joined to  them,  that  "  if  any  phi- 
lose  pher  or  divine  would  come  to 
Rome  to  dispute  with  him  upon 
any  or  all  of  them,  he  would  de- 
fray the  expences  of  his  journey 
from  the  remotest  corners  01 
Italy." 

M1SSON  (FRANCIS  MAX1 
MILIAN]  a  distinguished  advocate 
in  the  parliament  of  Paris  in  fa- 
vour of  the  Protestants,  and  authoi 
of  "  Travels  in  Italy,"  which  bear 
a  high  reputation;  died  1721. 

M1TCHEL  (JOSEPH)  ;>n  Eng- 
lish  dramatic  poet  of  some  emi- 
nence, born  i  684,  died  1738. 

MITHR1DATES,  king  and  ty- 
rant  of  Pontus  ;  a  renowned  gene 
ral,  and  at  first  victorious  against 
the  Romans  ;  but  being  finally  con- 
quered by  Poinpcy,  and  his  son 
Pharnaces  raised  to  the  throne, 
\vho  treated  him  with  unnatural 
barbarity,  he  took  poison.  This 
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proving  ineffeftual,  owing  to  a  S9» 
lutary  medicine  which  he  had  al- 
most continually  used  (sti)l  called 
by  his  name),  he  was  slain,  at  his 
own  request,  by  one  of  his  attend- 
ants, 63  B.C.  aged  72. 

MO1NE  (STtPKKN  I.t)  a  very 
learned  French  Piotestant  minister, 
bcrn  1624.  He  became  highly 
skilled  in  the  Greek,  Latin,  and 
Oriental  tongues,  and  professed 
divinity  with  great  reputation  at 
Leydin,  in  which  city  he  died 
1689.  Several  dissertations  of  his 
are  printed  together,  and  intituled, 
"  Varia  Sacra,"  in  2  vols.  410. 

MO1NE  (FRANCIS  LE)  an  ex- 
cellent French  painter,  born  1688; 
A  fit  of  lunacy  seized  him  in  1737, 
during  which  he  ran  himself  through 
with  his  sword  and  died. 

MOLES  WORTH  (ROBERT)  vis- 
count  Molesworth,  an  eminent  states- 
man and  polite  writer  under  Wil- 
liam III.  died  1725.  Beside  a  cele- 
brated "  History  of  Denmark,"  he 
is  the  reputed  author  of  several 
pieces  written  with  great  force  of 
reason  and  masculine  eloquence,  in 
defence  of  liberty,  the  constitution 
of  his  country,  and  the  common 
rights  of  mankind. 

MOL1ERE,  a  famous  French  co- 
median and  dramatic  poet,  and  the 
restorer  of  comedy  in  France,  whose 
true  and  oiigi.ial  name  was  John 
Baptist  Pacquelin,  was  born  at  Paris 
1620.  In  1653  Moliere  produced 
liis  first  play,  called  "  L'Etourdi,  or 
The  Blunderer,"  and  continued  all 
the  remaining  part  of  his  life  to 
write  new  plays,  which  were  very 
much  and  very  justly  applauded  : 
and  if  we  consider  the  number  of 
works  which  he  composed  in  about 
the  space  of  20  yeais,  while  he  was 
himself  all  the  while  an  aclor,  and 
interrupted,  as  he  must  be,  by  per- 
petual avocations  of  one  kind  or 
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ether,  we  must  admire  the  quick-    ter  of  Camilla  Molsa,  knight  of  the 


ness  as  well  as  fertility  of  his  ge- 
nius.^— His  last  comedy  was  "  Le 
Malade  Imaginaire,  or  the  Hypo- 
chondriac j"  and  it  was  afted,  for 
the  fourth  time,  Feb.  17,  1673. 
Upon  this  very  day  Moliere  died, 
and  there  was  something  in  the 
manner  of  his  death  very  extraor- 
dinary. The  chief  person  repre- 
sented in  "  Le  Malade 


naire"  is  a  sick  man,  who  upon  a 
certain  occasion  pretends  to  be  dead. 
Moliere  represented  that  person, 
and  consequently  was  obliged,  in 
one  of  his  scenes,  to  aft  the  part  of 
a  dead  man.  Now  it  has  been  said 
by  many  people,  that  he  expired 
in  that  part  of  the  play;  and  that

MOLL  (HERMAN)  an  eminent 
English  geographer,  died  1732. 

MOLLOY  (CHARLES)  an  emi- 
nent Irish  political  and  dramatic 
writer,  died  1767. 

MOLSA  (FRANCIS  MARIA) 
an  eminent  Italian  poet  of  the  i6th 
century. 

MOLSA  (TAROULNlA)daugh. 


Letters  to  Atticus,"  with  an  excel- 
lent French  translation,  and  judi- 
cious comment  upon  th-em.  He 
published  also  a  very  good  transla- 
tion of"  Herodian"from  the  Greek  ; 
and  died  1746,  aged  72. 

MONK  (GEORGE)  duke  of  Al. 
bemarle,  a  brave  English  general, 
memorable  for  having  restored 
Charles  II.  to  his  crown  and  king, 
doms,  and  as  the  author  of  some 
military  and  political  traces,  born 
1608,  died  1670. 

MONK.  (THE  HON.  MRS.) 
daughter  of  lord  Molesworth  of 
Ireland,  and  a  celebrated  poetess. 
r.ci  poems  and  translations  shew 
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the  true  spirit  and  numbers  of 
poetry,  a  delicacy  of  turn,  an"! 
justness  of  thought  and  expression. 
The  following  is  her  epitaph  on  a 
lady  of  pleasure : 

<*  O'er  this  marbis  drop  a  tear: 

Here  lies  fair  Rosalind  ; 
AH  mankind  were  pleas'd  with  her, 

And  she  with  all  mankind." 

MONMOUTH  (JAMES  DUKE 
OF)  natural  son  of  Charles  II.  king 
of  England,  born  1649,  distinguish- 
ed himself  by  his  valour  arid  mili- 
tary skill,  as  lieutenant  general,  in 
the  service  of  France.  Returning 
to  England,  he  was  sent  in  quality 
ef  h»s  father's  general,  to  quell  an 
insurrection  in  Scotland,  which  he 
effeflcd,  but  soon  after  feil  into 
disgrace  ;  for,  being  a  Protestant, 
he  wa*  deluded  into  ambitious 
schemes,  upon  the  hopes  of  the  ex- 
clusion of  the  duke  of  York.  He 
conspired  against  his  father  and  the 
duke,  and  when  the  latter  came  to 
the  crown  by  the  title  of  James  II. 
he  openly  appeared  in  arms,  en- 
couraged by  the  Protestant  party  ; 
tut  coming  to  a  derisive  battle  be- 
fqre  he  had  sufficient  forces  to  op- 
pose the  royal  army,  he  was  de- 
feated, taken  soon  after  concealed 
in  a<3itcb,  tried  for  high  treason, 
condernned,  and  beheaded,  in  1685. 

MONNOYil  (BERNARD  DE )  a 
celebrated  French  poet,  born  16^1, 
died  1728. 

MONNOYER  (JOHN BAPTIST ) 
fcn  eminent  Flemish  painter  of 
flower  pieces,  born  at  Lisle  1635, 
died  in  London  tfir/g,. 

MONRO  (DR.  ALEXANDER) 
an  eminent  English  physician  and 
anatomist,  born  1697,  died  1767. 
His  •'  Osteology"  is  a  very  capital 
ttork,  and  has  been  translated  into 
Several  languages. 

(DR.  JOHN}  an  F.ng- 
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Hsh  physician,  extremely  celebrated 
for  his  skill  in  cases  of  insanity, 
was  born  at  Greenwich  Nov.  16, 
1715,  and  died  at  Hadley,  near 
Barnet,  Dec.  27,  »79». 

MONSEY  (DR.  MESSENGER) 
many  years  physician  to  Chelsea 
College,  a  man  ef  very  compre- 
hensive understanding,  genius,  and 
wit,  and  of  infinite  whimsicality, 
all  which  he  preserved  in  full  fore« 
to  his  death,  at  the  age  of  96,  in 
Dec.  1788.— His  character  and 
humour  bore  a  striking  resemblance 
to  that  of  the  celebrated  Dean 
Swift.  The  followiig  anecdote  is 
well  attested :  The  Doflor  lived  so 
long  in  his  office  of  physician  at 
Chelsea  Hospital,  that  during  many 
changes  in  administration,  the  re* 
version  of  the  place  had  been  pro- 
mised to  several  of  the  medical 
friends  of  the  different  paymasters 
of  the  forces.  The  Doftor  looking 
out  of  his  window  one  day,  and 
seeing  a  gentleman  examining  the 
hou;e  and  gardens,  who,  he  knew, 
had  just  got  a  reversion  of  tire 
place,  came  out  to  Mnj,  and  ac« 
costed  him  thus  :-— "  Well,  Sir,  I 
see  you  are  examining  your  house 
and  gardens  that  are  to  be,  and,  I 
will  assure  you,  they  are  both  very 
pleasant  and  very  convenient;  but 
I  must  tell  you  one  circumstance: 
—-you  are  the  fifth  man  that  has 
had  the  reversion  of  the  place,  and 
I  have  buried  them  all ;  and  what 
is  more  (says  the  Doctor,  looking 
\ery  scientifically  at  him),  there  is 
something  in  your  face  that  tells  me 
I  shall  bury  you  too."  The  event 
justified  the  docloi's  predictions,  as 
the  gentleman  died  some  years 
after ;  and,  what  was  still  more 
extraordinary,  at  the  time  or  Dr, 
Monsey's  death  there  was  no  per- 
son who  had  the  promise  ef  a  re. 
versiaru 
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MONSON  (SIR  WILLIAM)  a 
famous  English  admiral,  and  writer 
of  "  Naval  Tracts, "born  1569,  died 
1642. 

MONTAGUE  (CHARLES)  earl 
of  Haliifax,  a  distinguished  wit  and 
statesman  under  William  III.  queen 
Anne,  and  George  I.;  born  1661, 
died  1715. 

MONTAGUE  (EDWARD)  earl 
of  Sandwich,  an  illustrious  English 
general,  admiral, and  statesman, and 
political  and  philosophical  writer, 
blown  up  in  his  ship  by  the  Dutch, 
in  an  engagtmentoff  Southwell  Bay, 
1672. 

MONTAGUE  (LADY  MARY 
WORTLEY)  a  woman  of  consider- 
able talents,  who  accompanied  her 
husband  in  his  embassy  to  Constan- 
tinople about  i  7  1 6,  from  wh  ich  place 
she  wrote  "  .Letters"  to  Mr.  Pope, 
Mr.  Addison,  andothereminentlite- 
rati  of  the  time,  which  are  very- 
interesting,  and  contain  inany  cu- 
rious fads  respecting  the  manner'; 
and  polities  of  the  Turks.  She  is 
also  memorable  for  having  first  in- 
troduced the  practice  of  inoculation 
into  this  country,  for  which  mil- 
lions have  had  cause  to  bless  her 
memory.  She  closed  a  life  marked 
by  a  great  variety  of  adventures, 
Aug.  21 ,  1762. 

MONTAGUE  (EDWARD  WORT- 
LEY)  son  of  the  preceding,  and 
equally  remarkable  for^.is  talents 
and  eccentricities,  was  born  1714, 
and  died  1776.  In  his  youth  he 
ran  away  fiom  Westminster  school, 
and  apprenticed  himsrlf  to  a  chim- 
ney-sweeper ;  he  afterwards  con- 
netted  himself  with  a  fisherman  ; 
next  became  a  cabin-' oy  in  a  ship; 
then,  going  to  Spain,  became  the 
menial  servant  of  a  mule  driver. 
In  this  situation  he  was  discovered, 
and  brought  back  to  his  friends. 
After  receiving  a  suitable  educa- 
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tion,  he  left  England  on  a  visit  (* 
the  countries  of  the  East,  where  he 
contracted  such  a  fondness  for  the 
manners  of  the  Orientals,  that  lie 
spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  in 
strict  conformity  to  them.  He  was 
author  of  several  works  ;  but  the 
chief  were,  "  Observation*  on  the 
Rise  and  Fall  of  the  Roman  Em- 
pire," and  '•  An  Examination  into 
the  Causes  of  Earthquakes." 

MONTAIGNE  (MICHAEL  DE) 
an  eminent  French  writer,  born 
•533>  died  1592.  His  celebrated 
"  Essays"  were  first  published  in 
1580  ;  and  they  were  written  pure« 
ly,  as  he  tells  us,  to  give  a  picture 
of  himself,  and  to  represent  his  own 
humours  and  inclinations,  exceU 
lencies  and  infirmities,  to  the  public. 
The  famous  lord  Halifax  declared  it 
to  be  "  the  book  in  the  world  he 
was  best  entertained  with." 

MONTANUS,  an  ancient  here- 
siarch  among  the  Christians,  and 
founder  of  a  new  se€i  in  the  second 
century,  which  were  called  Mono 
tanisf.  They  pretended  to  the  gift 
of  prophecy,  and  forbade  second 
marriages,  &c. 

MONTANUS(JOHN  BAPTIST) 
nn  Italian  physician,  regarded  by 
his  countrymen  as  a  second  Galen, 
born  1488,  died  155  i.  He  was  the 
author  of  many  medical  works  • 
but,  besiJe  these,  he  described  the 
wars  of  his  time  in  heroic  verse» 
&c.  &c. 

MOXTECUCULI  (  R  41 'MONO 
DEj  ose  of  the  greatest  generals 
of  his  time,  was  born  at  Modena 
1608,  spent  the  greater  part  of 
his  life  in  the  Imperial  service^  and 
died  1680. 

MONTESPAN  (MADAME  DE) 
a  celebrated  French  lady,  wife  of 
the  marquis  of  Montespan,  and  on* 
of  the  mistresses  of  Louis  XIV. 
•iieJ  .1717.  She  was  equally  fa- 
Dd 
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trous  for  her  beauty,  her  wit,  her 
power,  her  irregularities,  and  her 
fall. 

MONTESQUIEU  (CHARLES 
DE  SECONDAT,  BARON  OF) 
an  illustrious  Fiencbman,  president 
of  the  pailiament  of  Bourdeaux, 
&c.  &c.  born  1689,  died  1755. 
He  is  universally  celebrated  as  a 
philosophical,  political,  and  satiri- 
cal writer  ;  but  the  most  admireJ 
of  his  productions  are,  his  "  Persian 
Letters,"  a  work  "  On  the  Causes 
of  the  Grandeur  and  Declension  of 
the  Romans,"  and,  what  has  im- 
piortalized  his  memory,  his  "  Spirit 
of  Laws." 

MONTEZUMA,  the  last  king  of 
Mexico,  who  being  conquered  by 
Cortcz,  the  Spanish  invader  of  A- 
merica,  was  stoned  to  death  by  his 
own  sulijcfls  in  1520. 

MONfFAUCON  (BERNARD 
PJE)  a  very  learned  French  Bene- 
diftine,  singularly  famous  for  his 
knowledge  and  skill  in  ecclesiastic 
and  pagan  antiquities,  born  1655, 
xlied  1741.  The  work  for  which 
he  will  be  ever  memorable  where 
polite  liierature  is  cultivated,  is 
his  "  Antiquite  Expliquee,"  15 
vols.  folio. 

MONTFORTfSIMONJaTenown- 
cd  French  general,  slain  at  the 
siege  of  Toulouse  by  a  stone 
thrown  at  him  by  a  woman, 

12lS. 

MONT110RF.NCY  (ANNE  DE) 
a  famous  marshal  of  France,  born 
*495>  was  slain  in  the  civil  war  a- 
gainst  the  Huguenots  1567. 

MONTROSE(  JAMES  GRAHAM 
MARQUIS  OF)  memorable  for  his 
valour  and  military  abilities  as  a 
general,  and  for  his  attachment  to 
Charles  I.  and  II.  Being  defeated 
by  the  parliamentary  forces,  he  con- 
cealed himself,  disguised  in  the 
,.v'uit  of  a  peasant;  but  being  be- 
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frayed,  and  delivered  up  to  general 
Lesley,  to  the  eternal  disgrace  of 
the  Scots  republicans,  he  was  hang- 
ed and  quartered  at  Edinburgh  in 
1650. 

MOORE(EDWARD)  an  En<?lhh 
fabulist  and  dramatic  writer  of  emi- 
nence, died  1757. 

MOORE  (JAMES)  a  dramatic 
writer,  who,  using  too  much  free- 
dom with  Pope,  occasioned  that 
poet  to  stigmatize  him  in  his  Dun- 
ciad.  He  died  1734. 

MOORE  (PHILIP)  an  English 
clergyman,  celebrated  for  a  transla- 
tion into  Manks  of  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures, the  book  of  Common  Prayer, 
Bishop  Wilson  on  the  Sacrament, 
and  other  religious  pieces,  for  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Isle  of  Man,  born 
1705,  died  1783. 

MOORE  (FRANCIS)  one  of 
those  highly-favoured  men  who, 
endowed  by  Nature  with  inventive 
talents,  raised  himself  into  very 
eminent  notice  without  the  assist- 
ance of  erudition  or  of  pationage. 
To  his  own  very  warm  and  vigo- 
rous mind  he  was  indebted  for  the 
rank  and  fortune  which  he  acquired, 
and  for  the  various  useful  disco- 
veries which  he  made  in  the  art?. 
The  self-moving  machines  which 
he  made,  and  which  grew  to  such 
a  magnitude  in  their  scope  and 
tendency  as  to  attraft  the  notice  of 
the  legislature,  have  very  much  im- 
proved the  mechanic  arts,  and  as- 
sisted the  manufactures  of  England  ; 
for  to  his  original  suggestions  we 
are  indebted  for  many  curious  erv- 
gines  in  different  branches.  He  died 
1787. 

MORANT  (PHILIP)  M.  A.  and 
F.  S.  A.  a  learned  and  indefatigable 
English  antiquary  and  biographer, 
born  1700,  died  1/70.  His  writ- 
ings were  very  numerous;  bat 
those  best  known  are,  "  The 
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tory  and  Anti-juities  oi  Colchester, " 
folio;  "  All  the  Lives  in  the  Bio- 
graphia  Btitannica  marked  C."and 
"  The  History  of  Essex,"  2  vols. 
folio. 

MORAVIANS,  or,  to  call  them 
by  their  proper  name,  HERRN- 
HUTFRS,  a  mysterious  sea  of 
Christians,  which  have  arisen  in 
this  century,  and  made  a  consider- 
able progress  in  several  countries, 
under  the  direction  and  manage- 
ment of  Nicholas  Lewis  count  of 
Zinzendoif.  For  a  detailed  account 
of  this  sett  see  The  General  Biogra- 
phical Dictionary,  8vo. 

MORDAUXT  (CHARLES)  earl 
of  Peterborough,  a  renowned  Eng- 
lish statesman,  general,  political 
writer,  and  poet,  born  1658,  died 

173.5- 

MORE  (SIR  THOMAS)  chan- 
cellor of  England  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  Vlll.  born  1480.  After 
having  Keen  long  in  habits  of  un- 
common familiarity  and  confidence 
with  tbe  king  his  master,  More 
at  last  brought  down  upon  him 
all  the  vengeance  of  that  haughty 
and  overbearing  monarch  by  op- 
posing his  divorce  from  Catherine 
of  Ariagon.  This,  however,  not 
giving  fair  opportunity  for  open 
violence,  several  other  accusations 
were  brought  against  him,  but 
•without  success,  till  the  aft  of  su- 
premacy was  passed  in  1531,  when 
the  oath  enjoined  by  that  a£l  be- 
ing tendered  to  him  about  a  month 
after,  he  refused  to  take  it,  and 
was  committed  prisoner  to  the 
Tower  of  London.  After  he  had 
lain  15  months  in  prison,  he  was 
arraigned,  tried,  and  found  guilty 
of  deny  ing  the  king's  supremacy, 
and  condemned  to  be  hanged, 
drawn,  and  quartered,  and  his  head 
to  be  stuck  on  a  pole  upon  Lon 
don  Btiilge.  But  this  sentence,  on 
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account  of  the  high  office  he  had! 
borne,  was,  all  but  the  last  parti- 
cular, changed  by  the  king  into 
beheading  ;  which  was  executed 
July  5.  »535>  °n  Tower  Hill.— 
Sir  Thomas  More  \vas  author  of 
many  and  various  works,  though 
nothing  but  his  "  Utopia"  has  late* 
\y  been  read. 

MORE  (HENRY)  an  English 
philosopher  and  poet,  born  1614, 
died  1687.  He  possessed  a  great 
deal  of  natural  enthusiasm,  and 
was  enraptured  with  the  Platonic 
system.  Hobbes  said,  "  that  if 
his  own  philosophy  were  not  true^ 
he  knew  none  that  he  should 
sooner  adopt  than  More's."  His 
"  Philosophical  \Vorks"  have  beet* 
printed  in  folio,  and  his  "  Poems'* 
in  410.  1647. 

MOREL,  the  name  of  several 
celebrated  printers  to  the  kings  of 
France,  who,  like  the  Stephens'*, 
were  also  very  learned  men. 

MORELL  (DR.  THOMAS)  a 
learned  English  divine,  lexicogra- 
pher, and  classical  editor,  borrt 
1701,  died  Feb.  19,  1784.  His 
chief  work  is  an  abridgment  (with 
improvements)  of  "  Ainsworth's 
Latin  Dictionary."  There  ii  also  a 
posthumous  work  of  this  author, 
consisting  of  "  Annotations  oa 
Locke's  Kssays." 

MORERI  (LEWIS)  author  of  a 
celebrated  "  Historical  Dictionary," 
in  6  volumes  folio,  born  in  Pro- 
venre  1643,  died  1680. 

MORES  (EDWARD  ROWE) 
an  eminent  English  antiquary,  born,' 
1730,  died  1778.  The  Equitable 
Society  for  Assurance  on  Lives  and 
Survivorship  by  Annuities  of  tool, 
increasing  to  the  survivors,  in  6 
classes  of  ages  from  i  to  i  o— - 
10  to  20 — 20  to  30—30  to  40— 
40  to  50 — 50  to  the  extremity  of 
life,  owes  its  existence  to  Mr» 
D  d  i 
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Mores.  This  gentleman  left  be- 
hind him  the  "  History  and  An- 
tiquities of  Tunstall  in  Kent,"  and 
useful  collections  for  the  "  History 
and  Antiquities  of  the  City  of  Salis- 
bury." 

MORGUES  (MATTHEW  DE) 
tieur  de  St.  Germain,  a  French 
preacher  of  great  eminence,  born 
1,582,  died  1670,  leaving  behind 
him  a  "  History  of  Lewis  the  Just," 
of  which  Guy  Patin  has  more  than 
once  made  honourable  mention. 

MORHOF  (DANIEL  GEORGE) 
ft  very  learned  German  critic,  poet, 
and  Latin  histoiian,  born  1639, 
died  1691.  His  great  work  is  his 
"  Polyhistor,  sive  de  Nolitii  Auc- 
Ijruin  &  Reiuin  Commentarii,"  in 
2  vols.  4 to. 

MOR1N  (JOHNBAPTIST)phy- 
sician  and  re^ius  professor  of  mathe- 
matics at  Paris,  born  1583,  died 
1656.  His  favourite  performance, 
"  Astrologia  Gallica,"  had  cost 
LJm  thirty  years  labour,  and  was 
printed  at  the  Ha»ue,  1661,  in 
i^:o,  with  two  epistles  dedicato- 
ry ;  the  one.  from  the  author  to 
Jesus  Christ,  the  olher  addressed  to 
Louisa  Maria  de  Gonzaga,  queen  of 
Bofatak 

MOKIN  (SIMON)  a  celebrated 
Fiencb  fanatic,  burnt  alive  1663, 
fir  having  assumed  the  title  of  the 
£>i/n  of  God. 

MORINUS  (STEPI-IANUS)  a 
k-arncd  French  theological  and  bi- 
blical writer,  born  162,5,  died 
1700.  He  was  the  amhor  of -se- 
veral works  ;  in  one  of  which  he 
endeavours  to  prove,  that  the  He- 
brew language  is  as  old  as  the  crea- 
tion, and  that  God  himself  inspiied 
it  into  Adam. 

MORISON( ROBERT)  physician 
and  professor  of  botany  at  Oxford, 
born  at  Aberdeen  1620,  wrote  a 
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"   History    of    Plants,"    and    riled 
1683. 

M  OR  LEY  (DR.  GEORGE)  bi- 
shop of  Winchester,  tr.emorable  for 
having  negotiated  with  the  Dutch 
fot  the  Restoration  of  Charles  II. 
born  1597,  died  1684. 

MORN  AY  (PHILIP  DE)  baron 
du  Plcssis  Mnily,  an  illustrious 
French  Protestant,  political  and 
polemical  writer,  and  privy  coun- 
cillor of  Henry  IV.  born  1549, 
died  1623.  His  most  important 
vork,  and  for  v,  hidi  he  has  been 
mo;t  distinguished,  is  a  book 
"  Upon  the  Truth  of  the  Christian 
Religion ;"  in  which  he  employs 
the  weapons  of  reason  and  learning 
with  great  force  and  skill  against 
Atheists,  Epicureans,  Heathens, 
Jews,  Mahometans,  and  other  In« 
fidels. 

MORTIMER  (JOHN)  author  of 
an  esteemed  "  Treatise  on  Hus- 
bandry," died  t  7  36. 

MORTIMER  (JOHN)  an  emi- 
nent English  historical  painter, 
died  1778. 

MO'-CHUS,  a  Grecian  pastoral 
post  of  antiquity,  contemporary  of 
Bion  and  Theocritus. 

MOMIF.IM;JOHN  LAURENCE) 

an  illustrious  German  divine,  eccle- 
siastical historian,  and  critic,  born 
1695,  died  1755.  His  "  Eccle- 
siastical History,  from  the  birth  of 
Christ  to  the  beginning  of  the  pre- 
sent century,''  is  unquestionably  the 
best  that  is  extant. 

MOSSOP  (HENRY)  an  eminent 
English  tragedian,  died  1774- 

MOTHE  (LE  VAYER  FRAN- 
CIS  DE  LA)  counsellor  of  state, 
and  preceptor  to  the  Dvike  of  An- 
jou,  only  brother  to  Louis  XIV. 
born  at  Paris  15^3,  died  1672. 
His  works  are  dedicated  to  Louis 
XIV.  and  consist  of  15  vols.  lamo. 
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\Ve  have  no  French  auther  that  ap- 
proaches nearer  to  Plutarch  than  he. 
His  treatise  concerning  the  educa- 
tion of  the  dauphin,  and  that  on 
pagan  philosophy,  are  his  best  per- 
formances. 

MOTHERBY  (DR.  GEORGE) 
an  eminent  English  physician,  and 
celebrated  as  the  author  of  "  A  New 
Medical  Dictionary,"  folio,  born 
1731,  died  1793. 

MOT TE(  ANTOINE  HOUD  ART 
DE  LA)  an  ingenious  French  critic 
and  miscellaneous  author,born  1 67  2 , 
died  1731.  His  •'  Discours  sur  Ho- 
mere"  is  a  masterpiece  of  elegance. 
His  works  are  published  in  1 1  vols. 
8vo.  and  consist  of  epic  poetry, 
tragedy,  comedy,  lyric,  pastoral, 
and  fables  ;  besides  a  vast  variety  ol 
discourses,  critical  and  academical, 
in  pro«e. 

MOTTEUX  (PETER  ANTHO- 
NY) a  French  refugee,  but  settled 
in  England,  where  he  became  an 
eminent  dramatic  writer,  gave  a 
very  good  translation  of  •'  Don  Quix- 
ote," and  wrote  several  "  Songs," 
"Prologues,""  Epilogues, "Sec. born 
1660,  died  1718. 
MOTTEV1LLE(FRANCESBER- 
TAND,  DAME  DE)  a  celebrated 
French  lady,  born  1615,  died  1689, 
leaving  a  very  agreeable  work,  un- 
der the  title  of  "  Memoires  pour 
servir  a  1'Histoire  d'Anne  d'Au- 
stria,"  5  vols.  i  2010. 

MOTTLEY  (JOHN)  an  English 
dramatic  writer,  died  1750.  He 
wrote  five  plays,  some  of  which 
met  with  tolerable  success,  and 
published  a  "  Life  of  the  great 
Czar  Peter."  It  has  been  surmised, 
•with  some  appearance  of  reason, 
that  Mr.  Mottley  was  the  compiler 
of  the  lives  of  the  dramatic  waiters, 
published  at  the  end  of  Whincop's 
"  Scanderbeg." 
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MOULIN  (CHARLES  DU)  a 
French  civilian  and  law  writer,  born 
i  500,  died  1566. 

MOULIN  (PETER  DU)  a  French 
protestant  divine  and  polemical 
writer,  born  1568,  died  1658. 

MOULIN  (PETER  DU)   son  of 
the  preceding,   chaplain  to  Charles 
II.   of  England,    and   a  theological 
writer,  born  1604,  died  1684. 
MOUNSEY.     See  MONSEY. 
MOUNTFORT  (WILLIAM)  an 
English  dramatic  writer  and    emi-. 
nerit  after,  born  1659,  assassinated 
by  Captain  Hill  1692. 

MOYLE  (WALTER)  a  very  in- 
gcnious  and  learned  English  politi- 
cal and  miscellaneous  writer,  bom 
1672,  died  1721. 

MOZART  (WOLFGANG)  a.  very 
celebrated  German  musician  and 
composer,  born  at  Saltzburg  1756, 
died  Dec.  5,  1791.  [A  well  writ- 
ten memoir  of  his  life  will  be 
found  in  the  Monthly  Magazine  for 
Dec.  170,8.] 

MUDGE  (JOHN)  M.  D.  F.  R.  S. 
who,  for  his  skill  in  the  science  of 
mechanics,  was  no  less  eminent  than 
in  that  of  medicine;  of  which  his 
improvement  in  the  formation  of 
reflecting  telescopes,  his  excellent 
medical  treatises,  and  long  and  en- 
tensive  practice,  bear  ample  testi- 
ni'-ny.  He  died  1793. 

MUGGLETON  (  LODOWICK)  a 
taylor  by  wade,  but  of  notorious 
fame  as  a  schismatic  who  damned 
all  the  world  that  differed  from 
his  strange  mode  of  faith.  He  was 
born  1607  ;  his  hooks  were  burnt 
by  the  hangman,  himself  pilloried 
and  imprisoned,  and  he  died 
1697. 

MULLER    CJOHNJ,     See   RE- 
GICMONTANUS. 

MULLER  (JOHN)  a  celebrated 
engraver    who     flourished 
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1600.  He  studied  under  Goltziu?, 
whose  manner  he  successfully  imi- 
tated. 

MUNCER  or  MUNTZER 
(THOMAS)  a  Saxon  divine,  one  of 
the  disciples  of  Luther,  and  chief 
of  the  German  Anabaptists.  In 
ConjunQicn  with  Storck,  he  pulled 
down  all  the  images  in  the  churches 
Vhich  Lin  her  had  left  standing  ;  and 
then,  finding  an  army  in  his  follow- 
ers, he  commenced  leveller,  and 
openly  taught  that  all  distinaions 
of  rank  were  usurpations  on  the 
rights  of  mankind.  At  the  head  of 
40,000  men,  he  wrote  to  the  so- 
vereign princes  of  Germany,  and  to 
tie  magistrates  of  cities,  to  resign 
their  authority  ;  and,  on  his  march 
ti  enforce  these  principles  of  equa- 
lity and  reformation,  his  followers 
nvaged  the  country.  The  land- 
grave of  Hesse  at  length  defeated 
him  ;  7000  of  the  enthusiasts  fell 
in  battle,  and  the  rest,  with  their 
learVr,  fled  :  he  was  taken  and  be- 
headed at  Mulhausen  i  525. 

MUNDAY  (ANTHONY)  a  dra- 
matic author  of  the  1 6th  century. 

MUNSTER    (SEBASTIAN;   a 

German  Lutheran  di\ine,  eminent 
for  his  great  knowledge  in  tie 
Hebrew  and  other  oriental  lan- 
guages, the  mathematics,  and  natu- 
ral philosophy,  and  for  a  gre.-t 
n.iinber  of  works  which  he  pub- 
lished on  all  these  subjecls,  born 
1480,  died  15,52. 

MURATOR1(LEWIS  ANTHO. 
NY)  an  eminent  Italian  antiquary, 
and  Latin  historian  and  critic,  born 
1672,  died  1750,  leaving  such 
monuments  of  universal  knowledge 
and  intense  application  behind  him, 
as  the  life  and  strength  of  one  man 
should  scarcely  seem  equal  to.— 
The  principal  of  his  very  vok-n.i- 
jious  works  are,  "  Rerum  Italka- 
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rum  Scriptores  ah  anno  Erae  Chris- 
tians 500  ad  1500,"  27  vols.  folio, 
"  Antiquitates  Italicae  medii  /Evi, 
sive  Dissertationes  de  Moribns  Ita- 
lici  Populi,  ab  Inclinatione  Romani 
Imperil  usque  ad  Annum  1500," 
6  vols.  folio;  "  Novus  Thesaurus 
veterum  luscriptionum,  in  prascipuis 
earundem  colleflionibiis  hattenus 
prastermissarum,"  6  vol?.  folio  ; 
"  Annali  d'ltalia  dal  principle*  dell' 
era  volgare  fino  all'  anno  1500," 
12  vols.  410. 

MURETUS  (MARC  ANTHO- 
NY) a  very  ingenious  and  learned 
French  poet  and  crhic,  born  1526, 
died  i5«5. 

MURRAY  (WILLIAM)  earl  of 
Mansfield,  born  1705,  died  1790.. 
Li  1756  he  was  appointed  to  the 
office  of  lord  chief  justice  of  the 
King's  Bench,  which  he  held  foF 
upwards  of  go  years,  with  a  splen- 
dor and  reputation  unrivalled.  His 
judgments  in  that  court  were  par- 
ticularly fortunate;  tor;  during  the 
whole  time  of  his  presiding  there, 
there  were  few  or  no  instances  of 
their  being  either  arraigned  or  re- 
versed. As  a  lawyer,  he  was  un- 
deniably the  first  man  of  the  age. 
As  a  legislator,  upon  commercial 
snbjefls  his  mcmor)  will  be  revered 
in  this  trading  country.  He  possess- 
ed preat  learning, sound  knowledge, 
and  deep  literature  ;  and  in  argu- 
ment he  was  splendid,  captivating, 
and  striking.  The  benevolence  of 
his  private  life  was  equal  to  the 
excellence  of  his  public  charafler. 
Of  his  disinterestedness  let  it  be 
observed,  that  he  thrice  refused 
the  office  of  lord  high  chancellor, 
and  never  took  any  grant  or  emo- 
lument from  the  late  king,  for 
himself  or  any  person  belonging  ta 
him  ;  and  when  the  sufferers  by 
the  dreadful  riots  in  1780  were  to 
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be  reimbursed  by  the  public,  his 
lordship,  in  conjunction  with  the 
late  great  and  good  Sir  George  Sa- 
vile,  nobly  refused  any  compcnsa- 
tron  whatever,  although  his  house 
in  BliKKiisSury  Square  was  burnt 
to-the  ground,  with  his  fine  library. 
manuscripts,  and  other  invaluable 


MUS.'EUS,  an  ancient  Greek 
poet,  who  lived  before  Homer  ;  but 
erf  whom  we  have  nothing  now  re- 
maining, except  the  titles  of  some 
poems,  recorded  by  ancient  authors. 
lie  is  said  to  have  been  the  scholar 
at  least,  if  ,iot  the  son,  of  Orphe.is  ; 
and  was,  like  him  too,  esteemed  a 
prophet  as  well  as  a  poet. 

MUSCHEXBROECK.  (FETER 
Eli)  a  very  distinguished  natural 
philosopher  and  matiK>.m;uician,born 
at  Utrecht  1692,  died  1761. 

MUSGR  A  VE  (DR.  WILLIAM) 
an  eminent  English  physician  and 
antiquary,  and  secretary  to  the 
Roy.it  Society,  born  1657,  died 
1721.  He  was  a  man  of  extensive 
learning,  and  \viote  several  very- 
curious  works. 

ftlUSURUS  (MARCUS)  a  cele- 
brated Greek  poet  and  critic,  to 
whom  we  are  obliged  for  the  first 
editions  of  '*  Aristophanes"  and 
"•  Athenreus,"  died  1,517. 

N.-EV1US  (CXEIUS)  of  Cam 
pnnia,  an  ancient  L:\tin  poet,  who 
composed  a  history  in  verse,  besides 
a  great  number  r>f  comedies,  but 
of  whom  we  have  now  only  some 
fragments,  died  A.  D.  551. 

KAMI  (JOHN  BAPTIST)  a 
noble  Venetian  statesman,  and  au. 
thor  of  a  "  History  of  Venice"  of 
much  reputation,  born  »6i6,  died 
1678. 

NANTEUtL  (ROBERT)  a  ce- 
lebrated French  designer  and  en- 
graver to  Louts  XIV,  born  1630, 
died  1678. 
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:  NAPIER(JOHN,LORD)aScottiih 
nobleman,  but  more  celebrated  as  a 
philosopher  and  mathematician,  and 
as  the  inventor  of  logarithms  for 
the  use  of  navigators,  born  15.50, 
died  1617. 

N  A  R  KS  ;  ;  A  M  KS)  doBcr  of  mil- 
sic,  organise  of  his  majesty's  chapel 
royal  at  St.  J  lines'*,  ma-ter  of  the 
ehikirenof  tixesaid  royal  chapel,  and 
composer  of  divers  anthems,  winch 
manifest  the  strength  of  his  genius, 
and,  together  with  his  other  worlo^ 
will  perpetuate  his  name,  and  rank 
him  with  the  iirst  iu  his  profession, 
died  1783. 

X  AMI  (RICHARD)  commonly 
called  Jieau  Nash,  or  K.uig  of  Bath, 
born  167-1?  died  1761;,  He  wa£ 
the  J i biter-  Eleganiiiirum  of  hi* 
time.  His  heart  seemed  an  assem- 
blage of  the  virtues  which  display 
an  honest,  benevolent  mind,  witlv 
the  vices  which  spring  from  too 
much  good-nature.  Hf  had  pity  for 
every  creature's  distress,  but  wanted 
prudence  in  the  application  of  his 
benefits.  He  h  id  generosity  for  the 
wretched  in  the  highest  degree,  at 
a  time  when  his  creditors  com- 
plained of  his  u'ant  of  justice-. 
About  1703,  the  city  of  Bath  be- 
came in  some  rnemire  frequented 
by  people  of  distinction.  Several 
learned  physicians  had  praised  the 
salubrity  of  the  wells,  and  the 
amusements  were  put  under  the  di- 
retlion  of  a  master  of  the  ceremo« 
nies  ;  the  second  person  appointed 
to  which  office  was  Mr.  Nash,  who 
set  up  a  band  of  music,  and  the  com- 
pany very  senstbiy  increased.  Nash 
triumphed,  and  the  Sovereignty  of 
the  city  was  decreed  to  him  by  every 
rank  of  people.  The  city  of  Bath, 
from  his  assiduity,  soon  became  the 
theatre  of  summer  amusements  for 
all  people  of  fashion;  and  every 
amusement  sooni^iproved  under  his 
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administration.     His  equipage  was 
sumptuous,  and   he  used   to  travel 
in  a  post  chariot  and  6  greys,  with 
out-riders,   footmen,  French  horns, 
and  every   other  appendage  of  ex- 
pensive parade. — But   perhaps   the 
reader   may  demand  what  finances 
•were  to  support  all  this   finery,   or 
whence  he  derived  the  treasures  that 
gave  him  such  frequent  opportuni- 
ties of  displaying  his  benevolence, 
or  his  vanity?   Bath  swarmed  with 
gamesters,  andarnongthisclass  Nash 
was  ceitainly  to    be  numbered  in 
the  beginning  ;   only  with  this  dif- 
ference, that  he  %vanted  the  corrupt 
heart    too    commonly  attending  a 
life  of  expedients  :  for  he  was  gene- 
rous, humane,  and  honourable,  even 
though    by  profession  a  gamester. 
Though  he  had  been  early  in  life  an 
universal  gallant,  yet,  when  became 
to  his  office  at  Bath,  he    entirely 
gave  up  his  endeavours  to  deceive 
the  sex,    in  order  to    become  the 
honest  protestor  of  their  innocence, 
the  guardian  of  theirreputation,  and 
a  fiiend  to  their  virtue.     This  was 
a  charafier  he  boie  for  many  years, 
and  supported  it  with  integrity,  as- 
siduity, and  success:    but    he   not 
only  took  care,  during  his  admini- 
stration,  to  pioteft  the  ladies  from 
the  insults  of  our  sex,  but  to  guard 
them  from  the  slander  of  each  other. 
He.  cndeavouied  to    render  scandal 
odious,  by  marking  it  as  the  result 
oi    envy  and   folly  united.     \Vhat- 
Cver  might  have  been  his  other  ex- 
cellencies, there  was  one,  to  which 
we    have   before    alluded,   and    in 
which  few  exceeded   him,    his   ex- 
tensive humanity.     None   felt  pity 
more  strongly,  and  none  madegreat- 
er  efforts  to  relieve    distress.     But 
of  ail  the  instances  of  Nash's  boun- 
ty,  none  does  him   more   real   ho- 
nour than  the    pains   he    took    in 
titabliihing  an  hospital  at  Bath.    It 
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is  with  regret  \ve  add  after  tliis, 
that,  in  the  evening  of  his  life, 
lie  wanted  that  charity  which  he 
had  never  refused  to  any.  Past  the 
power  of  giving  or  receiving  plea* 
sure,  he  became  poor,  old,  and 
peevish  ;  and,  indeed,  a  variety  of 
causes  concurred  to  embitter  his  de- 
parting life.  He  died  in  St.  John's 
Court,  Bath,  Feb.  3,  1761,  sin. 
cerely  regretted  by  the  city  to  which 
he  ha<l  been  so  long  and  so  great  a 
benefaftor. 

NAY  LOR  (JAMES)  a  remark, 
able  enthusiast,  born  in  Yorkshire, 
1616.     In  1652  he  became  a  con- 
{  vert  of  the  famous  George  Fox  to- 
;quakerism,and  commencing  preach- 
er   among   that   seft    obtained    the 
reputation    of    acquitting    himself 
;  well    both    in    woid    and    writing 
I  among  the  friends.      From  his  first 
1  conversion  to  the  new  light,  he  had 
filled  his  head  with  strong  fancies 
of  special  illuminations  from  heaven; 
|  and  was  now,  in  his  own  opinion, 
i  become  such  a  favourite  there,  that 
he  thought  it  high  time  to  assume  a 
suitable  charafter.    Accordingly,  in 
i  656,  we  find  him  addressed  by  the 
title   of  "  The  everlasting   son   of 
righteousness  and  prince  of  peace, 
the  prophet  of  the  most  high  God, 
nay,  the  only  begotten  son  of  God, 
out   of  Zion,   whose    mother  is   a 
virgin,  and  whose  birth  is  immor- 
tal."     He  set  out   for  Bristol,  at- 
tended by  several  of  his  adherents,; 
and,  when  they  came  to  the  suburbs, 
some  women  spread  scarfs  and  hand- 
kerchiefs  in  his    way,    two   other 
women  going   on  each  side  of  his 
horse,  and  all  the  cavalcade  singing, 
"  Holy,  holy,    holy,   Lord  God  of 
Sabaoth  ;    Hosanna  in  the  highest; 
holy,    holy,    holy,    Lord    God    of 
Israel."    Such  a  mockery  of  our  Sa- 
viour's entrance  intojerusalem  drew 
the   notice  of  the  magistrates,  by 
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order  Nay  lor  was  appre- 
hended ;  and,  upon  examination, 
blasphemously  defending  all  that 
had  passed  in  his  personating  Jesus 
Christ,  was  committed  to  prison, 
\vith  six  of  his  associates:  soon 
after  which  they  were  all  sent  to 
London  to  the  parliament.  By  the 
House  it  was  resolved,  "-That 
James  Naylor  is  guilty  of  horrid 
blasphemy,  and  that  he  is  a  grand 
impostor,  and  a  great  seducer  of  the 
people."  After  this,  sentence  was 
passed,  that  he  should  be  "  set  on  the 
pillory  in  Palace-yard  during  two 
hours,  be  whipped  by  the  hangman 
from  Westminster  to  the  Old  Ex- 
change, and  there  be  set  on  the 
pillory  for  two  hours;  in  each 
place  wearing  a  paper,  containing 
a  description  of  his  crimes  ;  his 
tongue  to  be  bored  through  with 
a  hot  iron,  and  he  be  stigmatized 
in  the  forehead  with  the  Itttcr  B  ; 
afterwards  sent  to  Bristol,  ami  con- 
veyed into  and  throuuh  the  said 
city  on  horseback,  with  his  face 
backward,  and  pr.blick.ly  whipped 
the  next  market-day  after  he  corne.- 
thither  :  that  from  thence  he  be 
committed  to  prison  in  Bridewell, 
London, restrained  from  the  socktv 
cf  all  people,  .jiid  to  labour  h.nd, 
till  he  shall  be  released  by  p.-.riia.- 
rcent  ;  and  during  th.it  time  be  de- 
barred the  use  of  pen,  ink,  and 
paper,  and  hive  no  relief  but  what 
he  earns  by  his  daily  labour."  This 
whole  sentence  was  put  in  execu- 
tion ;  his  .sufferings  broujjhr  li'in  to 
his  senses,  and  with  them  to  an 
exemplary  degree  of  humility.  He 
•was  discharged  from  prison  by  the 
rump  parliament  16,59,  anc^  died 
I  660. 

XEARCHUS,  one  of  Alexander's 
captains,  and  who,  under  his  com- 
mand, navigated  the  Indian  ocean. 
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his  -"  Voyage  from  the  Mouth  of 
the  Indus  to  Babylon,"  a  correct 
edition  of  which  was  published  by 
Dr.  Vincent,  master  of  Westmin- 
ster school,  410.  1797.  Arrian, 
however,  calls  the  veracity  of 
Nearchus  in  question. 

NECTARWS,  made  patriarch  of 
Constantinople  by  the  younger 
Theodosius  in  381.  Having  go- 
verned the  church  with  great  piety, 
and  abolished  the  use  of  confession 
in  the  East,  he  died  397,  and  was 
sue. ceded  by  St.  Chrysostom. 

NKi-DHAM  (MARCHMONT) 
an  English  political  and  satirical 
writer,  born  1620,  died  1678. 

NELSON  (ROBERT)  a  learned 
and  eminently  pious  English  gentle- 
man, bom  1656,  died  1715.  He 
published  several  works  of  piety, 
and  left  his  whole  estate  to  cha- 
ritable uses,  particularly  to  free- 
schools.  There  is  a  great  degree 
of  excellence  in  ail  his  writings, 
(Hit  his  "  Companion  for  the  Fes- 
tivals and  Fast%"  &c.  will  perpe- 
tuate bis  memory  till  time  shall  be 
no  more.  Mr.  Nelson  is  supposed 
to  have  been  the  person  from  whom 
Richardson  drew  his  character  of 
Sir  Charles  Grandison. 

NMMESIANUS  (AURELIUS 
OLYMPiUS)  a  celebrated  Latin 
poet,  was  born  at  Carthage,  and  flou- 
rished about  the  year  281.  \Ve 
have  still  remaining  a  poem  of  this 
author,  cal!<-d  ."  Cynegeiicon,"  and 
four  eclogues. 

NEMES1US,  a  Greek  philoso- 
pher, who  embraced  Christianity, 
and  was  mide  bishop  of  Emesa  in 
Phoenicia  in  the  beginning  of  the 
fifth  century.  \Vc  have  a  piece  by 
him,  intituled,"  De  Xatura  Homi- 
nis  ;''  in  whi  h  he  refutes  the  fata- 
lity of  the  Stoics,  and  the  errors  of 
the  Manichces,  the  Apnllianarists, 


\Ve  Uave  a  very  carious  account  of  1  and  the  Eunoiuiaas :    but  espoiue* 
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trie  opinion  of  Origen  concerning 
the  pre-cxistence  of  souls. 

NENiOURS  (MARIE  D'ORLE- 
ANS)  a  French  lady  of  quality,  born 
1625,  and  celebrated  as  author  of 
some  very  agreeable  "  Memoirs  of 
the  War  of  the  Fronde."  She  died 
in  1707. 

MENNIUS,  an  English  histo- 
rian, who  flourished  about  the  be- 
ginning of  the  gth  century.  His 
"  History  of  Britain"  comes  down 
to  the  8th  c&ntury. 

NEPOS  (CORNELIUS)  a  Latin 
historian,  who  nourished  in  the  time 
of  Julius  Caesar.  All  that  \ve  have 
left  of  his  at  present  is,  "  The  Lives 
of  the  illustiioiis  Greek  and  Roman 
C.-iptains;"  which  is  still  in  high 
repute  as  a  classic  in  the  most  emi- 
nent grammar-schools. 

NERO,  emperor  and  tyrant  of 
P.ouie,  slew  himself  in  despair, 
A.  D.  68. 

NESTOR,  son  of  Neleus  and 
C'oris,  a  great  commander  at  the 
siege  of  Troy  with  Agamemnon, 
and  highly  esteemed  for  his  wis- 
dom and  eloquence.  Homer  says 
he  lived  300  years. 

NESTOR  (a  monk  of  the  convent 
of  Peuhemi  atKiof  in  Russia)  born 
1056,  died  i  i  i  g.  His  great  work 
is  his  "  Chronicle  ;"  which  con- 
tains a  series  of  the  Russian  annals, 
from  8,58,  to  about  1113.  In  this 
work  he  was  successively  followed 
by  three  annalists  ;  and  Mr.  Muller 
informs  us,  that  "  the  labours  of 
KestoT,  and  his  three  continuators, 
have  produced  a  conne£led  series  of 
tlie  Russian  history  so  complete, 
that  i.o  nation  can  boast  a  similar 
treasure  for  so  long  and  unbroken 
a  period." 

NETSCHER  (GASPARD)  an 
eminent  Polish  painter,  settled  in 
Holland,  born  1636,  died  1684. 
There  is  not  a  considerable  family 
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in  Holland  which  has  not  some  of 
his  portraits  ;  and  his  works  are 
seen  all  over  Europe. 

NEUKOFF  (THEODORE  DE)  a 
German  gentleman,  better  known 
by  the  style  of  Theodore  I.  king  of 
Corsica.  Being  at  Leghorn  in  j  7  36, 
he  was  encouraged  by  the  English 
ministry  to  go  over  to  Corsica,  and 
head  the  malcontents  against  the 
Genoese  government.  At  Tunis  he 
negotiated  for  arms  and  ammuni- 
tion,and  vessels,  with  which  he  em. 
barked  for  Corsica,  where  he  was 
crowned  king  of  the  inland  with  a 
laurel  crown,  exercised  all  the  usual 
a£b  of  sovereignty,  and  gained  such 
advantages  over  the  Geroese,  that 
they  were  obliged  to  quit  his  new 
kingdom  ;  but  the  Genoese  having 
applied  to  the  French,  they  sent  a 
powerful  army  to  oppose,  and  the 
English  neglecting  to  succour  him, 
he  was  obliged  to  abandon  Corsica 
in  1757.  The  unfortunate  Theo- 
dore  retired  to  England,  was  for 
many  years  confined  in  the  King's 
Bench  prison  for  debt,  and  subsist- 
ed on  the  benevolence  of  private 
friends.  Being  released  by  an  aft 
of  insolvency  in  1756,  he  gave  in 
a  schedule  the  kingdom  of  Corsica, 
as  his  estate,  to  his  creditors,  and 
died  in  December  of  the  same 
year.  At  the  expence  of  a  pri- 
vate gentleman,  a  marble  monu- 
ment was  creeled  to  his  memory 
in  the  church-yard  of  St.  Anne's 
Westminster,  with  the  following 
inscription  : 

Near   this    place   is   interred 

Thf  oiiort  kins;  of  Corsica  ; 
Who  diet!  in  this  parish  Dec.  II, 

1756, 

immediately  after  lea  /ing 

The  King's  bench  prison, 

by  the  benefit  of  the  aft  of  ii. solvency  ; 

In  consequence  of  which, 

he  registered  his  kingdom  of  Corsica 

for  the  use  of  his  creditors. 
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The  grave,    great  teacher  !  to  a  level 

brings 
Heroes  and  beggars,  gilley  slaves  and 

kings. 
But   Theodore  this  moral  learn'd  ere 

dead  : 

Fate  pour'd  its  lesson  on  his  living  heart; 
Bestow'ri  a  kingdom,   and  deny'd  him 

bread. 

NEll'COMB  (THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
lish  divine,  poet,  and  translator,  of 
considerable  merit,  who  died  about 
1764,  being  upwards  of  90  years  of 
age. 

NEWTON  (SIR  ISAAC)  a  most 
celebrated  English  philosopher  and 
mathematician,    and    one    of    the 
greatest  geniuses  that  ever  appeared 
in    the    world,    born     1642,    died 
1727.    His  correspondence  was  ge- 
neral with  all  the  learned   men  of 
his  time  in  Europe  ;   and  as  fast  as 
his  works    were    published,    they 
were  translated    into    foreign  lan- 
guages;  nor  did   his  difference  in 
opinion  with  some  of  the  celebrated 
cotemporary     philosophers     lessen 
their  esteem    for  this  great  man. 
His  discoveries  in   optics  (particu- 
larly his  invention  or  improvement 
of  the  reflecling   telescope)   and   in 
other  branches  of  natural  philoso- 
phy and  the  mathematics,  are  so  ge- 
nerally known,  that  it  is  needless  to 
insert  them.  Of  hisnumerous  works, 
the  two  following  are  most  esteem- 
ed abroad,    as  well  as   in  his  own 
country  ;  his  "  Treatise  on  Optics," 
and    "  Naturalis  Philosophise  Prin- 
cipia  Mathematical     The  follo\v- 
ing  epitaph  designed  for    sir  Isaac 
Newton,   and  supposed  to  be  made 
by    Mr.  Pope,  is   a  little   different 
from  that  in  Pope's  Works : 

ISAACUS  NEWTON  hicjacet, 
ijuem  immortalem  cirli  natura 

tempus  ostendunt. 

Mortalem  hoc  marmor  fatetur. 

Nature   anrt  all  her  works  lay   hid  in

Cod  said,  "  Let  NEWTON  be  ;"  and 
all  was  light. 
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His  works  were  collected  in  17  £4, 
with  a  valuable  commentary,  in  ^ 
handsome  ^to.  volumes,  by  tiie  Rev. 
Dr.  Hor?ley. 

NEWTON  (THOMAS)  bishop 
of  Bristol,  born  1703,  died  1782, 
having  distinguished  himself  by 
publishing  an  edition  of  "  Milton's 
Paradise  Lost  ;"  but  much  more  by 
his  very  learned  and  valuable  "  Dis- 
sertations on  the  Prophecies." 

NICCOLLS  (RICHARD)  an  Eng. 
lish  poet  of  considerable  merit, 
born  1584.  The  most  material  of 
his  works  are  his  additions  to  the 
"  Mirror  for  Magistrates,"  which 
book  he  completed  and  newly  ar- 
ranged.  He  published  also  "  Eng. 
land's  Eliza,"  and  several  other* 
poems. 

NICEPHORUS  (GREGORAS)  a. 
Greek  historian,  born  about  the 
close  of  the  13th  century.  He  com- 
piled a  history,  which  in  eleven 
books  contains  all  that  passed  from 
1 204,  when  Constantinople  was 
taken  by  the  French,  to  the  death  of 
Andronicus  Falsologus  the  younger, 
n  1341. 

N1CEPHORUS  (CALISTUS)   a 

Jreek  historian  who  flourished  in 

he    141)1  century,    and   wrote     an 

1   Ecclesiastical     History,"    in   23 

looks,  18  of  which  are  still  extant, 

containing    the  transactions  of  the 

church  from  the  birth  of  Christ  to 

the  death  of  the  emperor  Phocas  in 

610. 

NICERON  (JOHN  FRANCIS) 
a  French  friar,  and  celebrated  phi- 
losopher and  mathematician,  born 
1613,  died  1646.  He  was  an  in- 
timate acquaintance  of  Des  Car- 
tes,  and  left  the  following  writ- 
ings :  \\z.  "  L'Interpretation  des 
ChifFres,  ou  regies  pour  bien  en«. 
tendre  &  expliquer  facilemente 
toutes  sortes  des  chiffres  simples, 
Sic."  and  "  Thaumaturgus  opticuss 
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su-e   Admiranda  optices,  catoptri- 
ces.  &  dioptrices." 

NICERON  (JOHN  PETER) 
commonly  called  Father  Kiceron, 
a  very  eminent  French  biographer, 
born  1685.  died  1738.  His  works 
are  various  and  numerous;  but  the 
most  important  one  is,  his  "  Me- 
moirs of  Men  illustrious  in  the  Re- 
public of  Letters,  with  a  critical 
Account  of  their  Works,"  42  vols. 
1 2  mo. 

NICETASfsurnamed  SERRON) 
of  Constantinople,  an  emiiientGreek 
commentator  on  sacred  history  in 
the  i  ith  century. 

NICETAS  (ACHOM1NATES) 
a  Greek  historian,  who  wrote  a 
*'  History,  or  Annals,  from  the 
death  of  Alexis  Comnenus  in  1118, 
to  that  of  Boudouin  in  1205,  and 
died  i  206. 

MIC  HOLS  (Dr.  WILLIAM)  an 
English  divine  and  controversial 
writer,  born  1664,  died  1716. 

NlCIAS,  a  renowned  Athenian 
general,  put  to  death  by  the  Syra- 
cusans,  413  B.  C. 

NICOLE  (CLAUDE)  usually 
called  the  President  Nicole,  born 
in  France  1611,  died  1685.  His 
•works  (in  2  vols.  410.)  consist  of 
translations  into  French  verse  of 
several  works  of  "  Ovid,"  "  Ho- 
race,"" Persius,"  "  Martial,"  "  Se- 
neca the  tragedian,"  "  Claudian," 
and  others. 

N1COLSON  (WILLIAM)  arch- 
bishop  of  Casliell  in  Ireland,  born 
»6S5>  ci'ecl  '727,  having  ably  dis- 
tinguished himself  as  an  historian, 
critic,  and  antiquary.  His  3  books, 
called  severally,  "  The  English, 
Irish,  and  Scottish  Historical  Li- 
braries," are  works  in  very  good 
esteem. 

NIGIDIUSFIGULUS(PUBLIUS) 
was  one  of  the  most  learned  au- 
thors of  ancient  Rome  after  Varro,

a  philosopher  of  the  Pythagorean 
seQ,  and  a  great  astrologer;  he  aUo 
applied  himself  to  state  affairs,  and 
was  a  very  able  minister.  He  flou- 
rished in  the  time  of  Cicero,  was 
his  fellow  student  in  philosophy, 
and  the  counsellor  with  whom  he 
advised  in  affairs  of  state;  and,  being 
prastor  and  senator,  he  assisted  the 
orator  in  breaking  the  conspiracy 
of  Catiline,  and  did  him  many  ser- 
vices in  the  time  of  his  adversity.— 
He  was  so  profoundly  skilled  in  the 
knowledge  of  the  stars,  and  so  suc- 
cessful in  ere£Ung  figures,  that  he 
was  siispefted  of  being  a  magician 
and  necromancer.  Lucan  numbers 
him  among  those  who  presaged  the 
calamities  that  would  befal  the  Ro- 
mansjjustbeforethe  rupture  between 
Cassar  and  Pompey.  Ke  died  in 
exile,  45  years  before  Christ. 

NONN1US  (LEWIS)  a  learned 
physician  at  Antwerp  in  the  17th 
century,  the  author  of  a  famous  trea- 
tise, intituled"  Dieteticon,  sive  de 
Re  Cibaria;"  containing  several  re- 
marks of  use  for  understanding  some 
cf  the  Latin  Roman  poets,  particu- 
larly Horace,  Juvenal,  and  Persius, 
in  the  passages  lelating  to  the  lux- 
ury of  the  old  Roman  tables.  He 
also  printed  a  very  large  commen- 
tary upon  the  Greek  medals,  and 
those  of  Julius  Caesar,  Augustus, 
and  Tiberius. 

N  ON  NILS  (a  Greek  poet,  tur- 
named  Panoplites,  from  the  place  of. 
his  birth,  being  a  native  of  Panopo- 
lis  in  Egypt,  where  he  was  born  in 
the  ^th  century.  He  is  the  author 
of  a  paraphrase  in  Greek  verse; 
upon  the  gospel  of  St.  John,  the 
dicVion  of  which  is  perspicuous:, 
neat,  elegant,  and  proper  for  the 
subject.  Hence  he  is  styled  by_ 
Isaac  Casaubon  "  poeta  eruditis- 
simus." 

NOKNIUS  (PETER   in  Spanish 
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NL'XES,  a  great  mathematician, 
born  in  Portugal  i  497.  He  is  said 
to  have  been  the  inventor  of  the 
angles  of  45  degrees  in  every  me- 
ridian, which  he  called  in  his  lan- 
guage rhumbs,  and  calculated  them 
by  spherical  triangles.  He  wrote  se- 
veral mathematical  treatises,  which 
gained  him  great  reputation,  and 
•was  perhaps  the  first  who  introduced 
the  Arabic  algebra  into  Europe.  He 
died  1577. 

NORDEN  (FREDERICK  LEW- 
IS) bom  at  Holstein  4708.  He  is 
celebrated  as  a  skilful  navigator, 
e  great  designer,  and  a  good  ma- 
thematician.— Having  a  strong  de- 
sire of  .examining,  upon  the  spot, 
the  wonders  of  Egypt,  he  went 
thither  under  the  patronage  of  the 
king  of  Denmark,  and  published 
the  result  in  "  Travels  in  Egypt 
and  Nubia." — Coming  afterwards 
to  England,  he  was  admitted  a 
member  of  the  Royal  Society,  and 
on  this  occasion  gave  the  public 
41  Drawings  of  some  Ruins  and  Col- 
lossal  Statues,  at  Thebes  in  Egypt, 
with  an  Account  of  ihe  same,  in  a 
Letter  to  the  Royal  Society  1741," 
which  work  gained  him  very  great 
applause. 

A'ORIS  (UEKRY)  a  learned 
ordinal  born  at  Verona  I  641,  dis- 
tinguished himself  by  a  "  History 
of  Pelagianism,"  and  died  1704. 

NORR1S  (JOHN)  a  learned  Eng- 
lish divine  and  Platonic  philosopher, 
moral  writer,  and  poet,  born  1657, 
died  1711. 

NORTH  (FRANCIS)  lord  Guil- 
ford,  keeper  of  the  great  seal  in 
the  reigns  of  Charles  II.  and  James 
II.  a  great  natural  philosopher  and 
author  of  "  A  Philosophical  Essay 
on  Music,"  which  makes  him  wor 
thy  to  be  esteemed  the  father  of 
musical  philosophy  ;  as  all  the  im- 
provements that  have  since  been 
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made  ia  it  owe  their  original  to  ],is 
ordship's  essay.     HediedibH^. 

NORTH  (DR.  JOHN)  brother 
of  the  preceding,  born  1645,  -..-as  a 
man  of  great  learning,  particularly 
an  admirer  of  Plato,  and  published 
edition  of  some  of  his  pieces, 
viz.."  Socratis  Apologia,""  Crito," 
"  Phsdo,"  &.-.  He  died  1683. 

NORTH  (GEORGE)  M.  A.  aft 
eminent  English  divine  and  anti- 
quary, born  1707,  wrote"  A  Table 
of  English  Silver  Coins  fiom  the 
Conquest  to  the  Commonwealth, 
with  Remarks,"  an.!  died  1772. 

NORTH   (FREDERIC)   earl   of 
Guilford,  a  very  distinguished  Eng- 
lish  statesman,    born  1732,     died 
•'^"g-  5>    >792.      In    the    arduous 
situation  of  prime  minister  of  this 
country    this    nobleman    exhibited 
the  most  eminent  virtues  and  ta- 
lents ;    of  the  former,  one  strong 
proof  was  his  studiously  avoiding 
the  imposition    of   any  taxes  that 
should  materially  affect  the  lower 
classes  of  the  people  ;   of  the  litter, 
the  wonderful  ability  with  which, 
for  12  years,  he  stemmed  the  tide 
of  opposition,  though  conducted  by 
men  of  unparalleled  powers,  led  on 
by  Mr.  Fox  and  Mr.  Burke.     Ac* 
ceding  to  power,  however,  at  a  time 
when  the  king's  party  was  unpopu- 
lar on  account  of  the   secret  influ* 
cnce  which    it    was  supposed  that 
lord  Bute  possessed  and  exercised, 
something  of  that  unpopularity  at- 
tended the  whole  course  of  his  go- 
vernment.      Fatally  wedded  to  the 
destructive  plan  of  subduing  the  re- 
publican  spirit  of  the  Americans, 
his  administration  will  stand  marked 
in  the  page  of  history  with  an  im- 
mense waste  of  public  treasure  and 
of  precious  blood.     Yet  to  the  lasC 
moment  of  his  speaking  in  the  se- 
nate, his  lordship  defended  the  war, 
which,   he  persisted  to  say,    no- 
Ec 
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thing  but  the  French  interference  j  train  of  the  firft century, 
could  have  prevented  from  being  (are, 
crowned  with  success.  \\"e  cannot 
omit,  before  we  close  this  article, 
to  mention  one  sti  iking  passage  of 
his  lordihip's  conduB,  which  has 
been  differently  interpreted  by  per- 
sons whose  partialities  or  whose  pre- 
judices have  led  them  to  speak  or 
think  on  the  «tihje£t :  we  mean  his 
uncxpefkd  coalition  of  pursuits  and 
interests  (after  his  declension  from 
power)  with  Mr.  Fox,  whoie  oppo- 
sition to  his  public  measures  had 
been  marked  with  singular  viru- 
lence, and  had  not  stopped  short  of 
pledging  himself  in  the  House  of 
Commons  to  bring  the  minister  to 
the  scaffold. 

NORTON  (JOHN)  a  writer  in 
the  reign  of  Charles  II.  who  pub- 
lished "  The  Scholar's  Vade-me- 
cum j"  by  which  he  wanted  to  in- 
troduce a  new  mode  of  spelling 
founded  upon  the  derivation  ot 
words ;  as  inimir,  enemy,  from  ini- 
inicus  ;  name,  for  name,  from  no- 
nien,  &c. 

NORTON  (THOMAS)  an  Eng, 
lish  lawyer  and  dramatic  writer, 
contemporary  with  Stetnhold  and 
Hopkins,  and  assistant  to  them  in 
their  noted  version  of  the  Psalms, 
27  of  which  he  turned  into  English 
metre,  to  which,  in  all  the  editions 
of  them,  the  initials  of  his  name 
are  prefixed. 

NOSTRADAMUS  (MICHEL, 
and  not  MICHAEL)  an  able  French 
physician  and  celebrated  astrologer, 
born  1503.  He  published  his  pre- 
dictions, with  a  dedication  to  the 
king,  in  1558.  That  prince  dy- 
ing the  next  year  of  a  wound 
which  he  received,  as  is  well 
known,  at  a  tournament,  the  book 
of  our  prophet  was  immediately 
consulted ;  and  this  unfortunate 
event  was  found  in  the  g^th  qua- 


Th«  lines 


"  Le  lion  jeune  le  vieux  surmontera, 
En  champ  bellique  par  singular  duel, 

Dans  cage  d'or  les  jeux  lui  crevera, 
Deux  classes  une  puis  mourir,  mort 
cruelle." 

So  remarkable  a  prediftion  gave 
wings  to  his  fame,  and  he  was  ho- 
nouied'  shortly  after  with  visits 
from  many  sovereigns  of  different 
countries.  But  our  prophet  en- 
joyed  these  honours  only  a  short 
time,  for  he  died  July  2,  1566,  at 
Salon.  Besides  his  "  Centuries," 
we  have  several  other  piece*  of  his 
composition.

He  was  born  1619, 
is  memorable  as  the  pretended  dis- 
coverer of  a  ridiculous  popish 
plot,  and  died,  pensioned,  in 
1705. 

OBRECHT  (ULRIC)  a  learned 
German  critic  and  Latin  historian, 
born  1646,  died  1701.  So  exten- 
]  she  and  vaiious  was  his  learning, 
that  he  has  been  styled  "  The  Epi- 
tome of  Human  Science." 

OBSEQUENS  (JULIUS)  a  Latin 
critic,  who  flourished  about  the  year 
395,  and  wrote  a  book  "  De  Pro- 
digiis." 

OBSOP.EUS  (JOHN)  a  German 
physician  and  critic,  born  1556, 
died  1.596. 

O'RURNE  (JAMES)  a  cele- 
brated ventriloquist,  born  in  Ire-- 
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land,  but  for  many  yeaYs  resident 
in  England,  died  at  Shelford,  Not- 
tinghamshire, Jan.  1796.  He  de- 
lighted in  a  desultory  wandering 
mode  of  living ;  and  from  the 
many  ludicrous  pranks  played  by 
him,  in  consequence  of  the  pecu- 
liar faculty  he  possessed,  the  fol- 
lowing tri:  k  may  be  selffled : 
Meeting  a  farmer's  servant  or»  a 
high  road,  driving  a  waggon  laden 
with  trusses  of  hay,  he  so  artfully 
imitated  the  cries  of  a  child,  which 
seemed  to  proceed  from  the  mid 
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of  the  Saracens,  from  the  death  of 
Mahomet  in  636,  to  705,"  which 
illustrates  the  religion,  rites,  cus- 
toms, and  manner  of  living  of  that 
warlike  people,  and  is  very  curious 
and  entertaining.  He  was  born 
1678,  and  died  Aug.  9,  1720. 

OCTAV1A,  daughter  of  Caius 
Oolavius,  sister  to  Augustus  Cxsar, 
wife  of  Marc  Antony,  and  one  of 
the  moU  illustrious  ladies  of  ancient 
Rome  for  her  wisdom  and  virtues.

OLDC  ASTLE  (SIR  JOHN)  call- 
ed the  good  lord  Cobhain,  the  first 
author,  as  well  as  the  first  martyr, 
among  our  nobility,  on  the  refor 
nation  from  popery,  was  born  in 
the  reign  of  Edward  III.  He  was 
one  of  the  leaders  in  the  reforming 
party,  who  drew  up  a  number  of 
articles  against  the  corruptions 
which  then  prevailed  among  church- 
men, and  denied  the  spiritual  do- 
minion of  the  Pope.  As  a  heretic, 
he  was  hung  in  chains  alive  upon 
a  gallows,  and,  fire  being  put 
under  him,  was  burnt  to  death 
Jt8. 

OLDENBURG  (HENRY)  who 
wrote  his  name  sometimes  GRU- 
3LENDOL,  reversing  the  letters,  a 
learned  German  gentleman,  who  be- 
ing settled  in  London  as  consul  for 
Bremen,  became  first  secretary  to 
the  Royal  Society,  to  which  office 
he  applied  himself  with  extraordi- 
nary diligence,  and  began  the  pub- 
lication of  the  "  Philosophical 
Transactions,"  with  No.  i.  ia  1664, 
Mr.  Oldenburg  continued  to  publish 
these  TransaQions  to  No.  xxxvi. 
June  2.5,  i  677.  and  died  1678.

'ulance,  far  from  a  bad  writer. 

OLDYS  (WILLIAM)  Nor- 
roy  king  at  arms,  well  versed  in 
English  antiquities,  a  correft  writer, 
a::d  a  good  historian,  born  1687, 
died  1761.  Mr.  Oldys  contri- 
buted several  articles  to  the  Bio- 
graphia  Britannica,  which  are  to 
be  distinguished  by  the  letter  G. 

OLEARIUS  (GODFREY)  a 
learned  Greek  professor  and  writer, 
born  1672,  died  1715,  having  pub- 
lished several  works,  and  translated 
;<  Stanley's  History  of  Philosophy" 
into  Latin,  with  "  Notes  and  Dis- 
sertations" of  his  own. 

OLEARIUS  (ADAM)  a  German 
writer,  and  minister  to  the  duke  of 
Holstein,  who,  having  occasion  to 
send  an  ambassador  to  the  grentduke 
of  Muscovy  and  the  king  of  Persia, 
appointed  Olearius  secretary  to  the 
embassy.  On  his  return  home,  he 
drew  up  "  A  Relation  of  his  Jotir- 
nies,"  which  was  published,  with, 
maps  and  figures,  at  Sleswick, 
in  folio.  He  died  167  i. 
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OLIV A  (ALEXANDER)  general 
of  the  Augustin  monks,  a  celebrat- 
ed cardinal  and  learned  theological 
writer,  born  1408,  died  1483. 
OLIVET  (JOSEPH)   a  French-

ORIBASIUS,  an  eminent  physi- 
cian and  medical  writer  of  the  4th 
century.

ORIGEN,  an  illustrious  father 
of  the  Christian  church,  and  a  man 
of  great  parts  and  learning,  born  at 
Alexandria  in  Egypt  about  the  yea?

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OROS1US  (PAUL)  a  learned 
Spanish  ecclesiastic,  who  flourished 
ia  the  fifth  century,  and  wrote  a 
history  in  7  books,  under  the  title 
of  "  Miseria  Humana," containing 
an  account  of  the  wars,  plagues, 
earthquakes,  floods,  conflagrations, 
thunder  and  lightning,  murder  and 
ether  crimes,  which  had  happened 
fron)  the  beginning  of  the  world  to 
the  year  of  Christ  416. 

ORPHEUS  of  Thrace,  an  ancient 
Creek  poet,  who  flourished  before 
Homer,  and  before  the  siege  of 
Troy.  He  was  the  scholar  of  Li- 
nus, and  the  master  of  Musasus  ; 
and,  it  is  said,  wrwte  39  poems, 
which,  however,  are  all  lost.  The 
deficiency  in  his  true  history  has 
been  supplied  by  fable  ;  according 
to  which  it  is  w>  itten,  that  he  was 
the  sen  of  Apol'o,  an  excellent 
musician,  poet,  and  physician  ;  that 
rivers  stopt  their  courses,  that  rocks 
and  mountains,  with  all  the  trees 
upon  them,  followed  to  hear  him  ; 
that  the  most  savage  wild  beasts 
grew  tame  at  his  niosic;  that  he 
went  down  into  Hell,  in  order  to 
bring  back  his  wife  Eurydice  from 
ihence  ;  that  the  sweetness  of  his 
melody  soitened  the  hearts  of  Pluto 
and  Proserpine,  who  suffered  her 
to  follow  him  into  li-fe  again,  on 
condition  that  he  did  not  look  back  I 
upon  her  in  the  way  ;  but  that,  not 
teing  able  to  resist  the  force  of  his 
3ove,  he  broke  the  condition,-  and 
Jost  her  ;  that  after  this  loss  he  be- 
came indifferent  to  the  wholc'scx  ; 
and  that  in  revenge  of  this 'con- 
tempt, the  Thracian  dames  tore  him 
to  pieces. 

OSBORNE  (FRANCIS)  an  Eng- 
lish writer  of  uncommon  abilities, 
torn  1588.  Of  all  his  works,  that 
fce«t  known  is  his  "  Advice  to  a 


Son."

OSORIO  (.JEROME)   a  learned

Portuguese  divine,  and  an  excellent 
writer,  born  1,506,  died  1580.  His- 
diction  is  easy  and  eleoant  ;  for 
which  reason  he  is  called  the  Cicero 
of  Portugal. 

OSSAT  (ARNATJD  D')  a  most 
celtbrated  Frenchcardinal  and  states- 
man in  the  reign  of  Henry  IV. 
born  1=36,  died  1604.  His  "  Dis- 
patches" are  as  useful  to  an  am- 
bassador who  hopes  to  succeed  in 
his  employment,  as  the  Bible 
and  the  Corpus  Juris  to  such 
divines  and  lawyers  as  would 
succeed  in  their  respe£live  pro- 
fessions. 

OSSIAN,  a  Gaelic  poet,  sup. 
posed  to  have  flourished  in  the  3d 
century,  and  to  have  been  the  son 
of  Fingal,  whom  he  accompanied 
in  many  of  his  military  expedi- 
tion?. His  poems  were  translated 
by  Mr.  Macpherson,  in  1758,  and 
gave  rise  to  controversies  among 
the  critics  that  have  scarcely  sub- 
sided at  the  present  day. 

OSTADE  (ADRIAN  VAN)  an 
eminent  Dutch  painter,  born  1610, 
died  168,5.  Nature  guided  his  pen- 
cil in  every  thing  he  undertook  : 
he  diverted  himself  with  clowns 
and  drunkards,  whose  gestures  a«d 
most  trifling  actions  were  the  sub- 
je£U  of  his  deepest  meditations. 
His  prints,  graved  by  his  own  hand 
in  aqua  fortis,  large  and  small,  make 
a  set  of  54  pieces. 

OSTERVALD  (JOHN  FREDE- 
RIC) a  celebrated  Swiss  Protestant 
minister,  born  1663,  died  1747. 
He  was  author  of  many  excellent 
works  on  piety  and  morality  ;  the 
principal  of  which  are,  "  Cate- 
chisme,  ou  Instruction  dans  la  Re- 
ligion Chretienne  ;"  and  an  edition 
of  the  "  French  Bible  of  Geneva  in 
folio." 

OTHO  VEN1US,  a  Dutch  painter 
of  great  eminence,  bom  1556,  His 
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genius  was  so  aftive,  that  he  at 
once  applied  himself  to  philosophy, 
poetry,  mathematics,  and  painting, 
and  acquired  an  excellence  in  all 
the  parts  of  painting,  especially 
in  the  kno%vledge  of  the  chiaro 
oscuro.  He  died  at  .Brussels 
1634,  having  had  the  honour  of 
breeding  up  the  famous  Rubens  in 
his  ait. 

OTWAY  (THOMAS)  an  emi- 
nent English  poet  and  dramatic 
writer,  born  at  Trotting  in  Sussex, 
16.51,  had  his  education  first  at 
Winchester  school,  and  then  at 
Christ  Church  College  in  Ox- 
ford, where  he  was  entered  a  com- 
moner in  1669:  but,  leaving  the 
university  without  any  degree,  he 
went  to  London;  and,  applying 
liimself  to  the  playhouses,  both 
wrote  and  afted  in  plays  for  a  sup- 
port. After  some  time  he  obtained 
a  comet's  commission  in  a  new- 
raised  regiment  destined  for  Flan- 
ders, and  accordingly  went  thither 
with  the  rest  of  the  forces  in  1677; 
but,  not  being  made  for  a  soldier, 
returned  the  following  year  in  very 
indigent  circumstances,  so  that  he 
was  obliged  to  take  up  his  pen  again 
•for  a  sustenance.  He  continued 
writing  plays  and  poems  till  his 
death,  which  happened  April  14, 
1685.  Having  been  compelled  by 
his  necessities  to  contract  debts, 
and  hunted,  as  is  supposed,  by  the 
terriers  of  the  law,  he  rctiied  to  a 
public  house  on  Tower  Hill,  where 
'he  died  of  want,  or,  as  it  is  related 
'by  one  of  his  biographers,  by  swal- 
lowing, after  a  long  fast,  a  piece  of 
bread  which  charity  had  supplied. 
He  went  out,  as  is  reported,  almost 
naked,  in  the  rage  of  hunger,  and 
finding  a  gentleman  in  a  neigh- 
bouring coffte-hoiise,  asked  him 
'for  a  shilling.  The  gentleman  gave 
him  a  guinea ;  and  Otway  going 
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away  bought  a  roll,  and  was 
choaked  with  the  first  mouthful. 
This  may  not  be  all  true  ;  but  that 
indigence  and  its  concomitants,  sor- 
row and  despondency,  brought  him 
to  the  grave,  has  never  been  de- 
nied.—  His  genius  in  comedy 
leaned  too  much  to  libertinism; 
but  it  is  universally  agreed,  that  he 
excels  in  touching  the  tender  pas- 
sions in  tragedy;  of  which  his 
"  Orphan"  and  "  Venice  Preserv- 
ed" contain  the  strongest  speci- 
mens. His  dramatic  pieces,  ten  in 
number,  are  particularized  in  the 
"  Biographia  Dramatica."  Beside 
these,  Otway  made  some  transla- 
tions, and  wrote  several  miscella- 
neous poems. 

OUDIN  (C. \SIMIR)  a  learned 
Fiench  monk,  born  1638,  died 
1717,  having  published  "  A  Sup- 
plement of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Writers  omitted  by  Beliarmine ;" 
a  work  which  did  him  much  ho- 
nour. 

OVERALL  (JOHN)  bishop  of 
Norwich,  born  i,55Q»  died  1619. 
He  had  the  character  of  being  the 
best  scholastic  divine  in  the  English 
nation  ;  but  is  kno-vn  chiefly  by  his 
"  Convocation  Book,"  written  on 
the  subjeft  of  government,  the  di- 
vine institution  of  which  he  very 
positively  asserted. 

OVERBURY  (SIR  THOMAS) 
a  polite  English  writer,  born  1581, 
and  memorable  chiefly  for  his  tra- 
gical end,  having  fallen  a  sacrifice 
to  the  intrigues  of  an  infjmous 
statesman  and  his  lascivious  mis- 
tress, afterwards  his  wife  ;  being 
poisoned  in  the  Tower,  in  1613, 
by  order  of  Robert  Car,  earl  of  Ro- 
chester, and-  the  countess  of  Es- 
sex, for  opposing  the  scheme  of 
divorcing'  the  countess  from  the 
earl  of  Essex,  and  marrying  her  to 
Rochester,  \vhich  was 
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t<\  after  Overbury's  murder. — Sir 
Thomas  was  author  of  several 
works  in  verse  and  prose  ;  all  which 
have  been  reprinted,  1753,  *n 
8vo. 

OUGHTRED  (WILLIAM)  an 
English  divine,  celebrated  for  his 
uncommon  skill  in  the  mathema- 
tics, born  1573,  died  «66o.  His 
"  Clavis,"  first  drawn  up  for  the 
use  of  a  young  nobleman,  was  uni- 
versally esteemed,  both  at  home 
and  abroad,  as  a  surprising  rich  ca- 
binet of  mathematical  treasures; 
and  the  general  plan  of  it  has  been 
since  followed  by  the  very  best 
authors  upon  the  subjeft.  His 
other  works  are  numerous  and  va- 
luable. 

OVIDIUS  (FUBLIUS  NASO) 
one  of  the  finest  potts  of  the  Au- 
gustan age,  born  in  the  year  of 
Rome  710.  lie  was  exceedingly 
amorous  in  his  youth,  and  addict- 
ed beyond  measure  to  the  sex  :  but 
he  did  not  content  hiin-elf  with 
loving,  and  making  conquests  in 
the  way  of  gallantry  ;  \\z  likewise 
taught  the  art  of  loving,  and  of 
being  beloved  ;  that  is,  he  reduced 
into  a  system  a  most  pernicious 
science,  of  which  nature  gives  us 
but  too  many  lessons.  Ovid,  how- 
ever, found  leisure  from  his  gal- 
lantries to  indulge  his  passion  for 
poetry  ;  and  wrote  several  things 
of  various  kinds.  He  wrote  "  He- 
roic Epistles,"  and  "  Fasti."  He 
wrote  a  po<?m,  "  De  Piscibus," 
which  Oppian  is  said  to  hive  imi- 
tated in  his  "  Halieutics;"  and 
some  say,  other  things  which  are 
lost.  There  was  also  a  tragedy  of 
his  composing,  called  "  Medea," 
much  commended  \y  Quintilian, 
and  generally  admired  by  the  an- 
cients as  an  excellent  piece.  His 
last  work  before  his  banishment  was 
the  "  Metamorphoses,"  which  is  in 
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many  respefts  his  finest  work.  By 
some  indiscretion  in  his  conduct, 
or  by  an  accidental  discovery  of 
some  secret  transactions  at  court, 
he  incurred  the  displeasure  of  Au- 
gustus, and  by  him  was  banished, 
at  50  years  of  age,  to  Tomi,  a 
town  in  Pontus,  situated  on  the 
Black  Sea.  In  this  exile  Ovid 
died  at  near  60  years  of  age,  his 
death  according  to  Apulcius,  hap- 
pening the  same  day  with  that  of 
Livy.  He  wrote  an  infinite  num- 
ber of  verses  in  his  exile  ;  of 
which  remain  his  "  Tristium,"and 
"  Epistles  ex  Ponto."  Ciofanus 
says,  Ovid  was  so  exquisitely  skill- 
ed in  the  Latin  Tongue,  that  if  the 
Roman  language  were  utterly  lost 
and  nothing  left  but  his  works, 
they  alone  would  be  sufficient  to  re- 
trieve it. 

OWEN  (DR.  JOHN)  an  emi- 
nent English  divine  among  the  In- 
dependents, and  sometimes  styled 
the  Prince,  the  Oracle,  and  the  Me- 
tropolitan of  that  sect,  born  1616, 
died  1683.  He  w<is  a  very  vo- 
luminous writer;  his  works  a- 
momiting  to  7  volumes  in  folio, 
20  in  ^to.  and  shout  30  in  8vo. 
but  are  now  seldom  to  be  seen, 
much  less  read. 

OWEN  (JOHN)  in  Latin  called 
Audoenus,  an  eminent  epigram- 
matist, horn  in  Wales  about  1550, 
died  1623. 

01V EN  (DR.  HENRY)  a   very 
celebrated    English    divine,    whose 
biblical    knowledge    was,    perhaps, 
superior  to  that    of  any  of   his  co- 
temporaries.     He  was  bom  1715, 
]  held    the    vicarage   of    Edmonton, 
I  published  many  excellent  works  of 
'  divinity,  and  died  1795. 

OZELL     (JOHN)     an     English 

dramatic  and  miscellaneous  writer, 

to  whose  industry,  if  not  to  his  ge- 

!  nius,  the  world  lies  under  very  cea-

siderable  obligations;  for  he  has 
favoured  it  with  many  valuable 
translations.  His  plays,  though  all 
translations,  are  very  numerous  ; 
there  being  included  in  them  a 
complete  English  version  of  the 
dramatic  pieces  of  that  justly  ce- 
lebrated French  writer,  Moliere, 
beside  some  others  from  Cor- 
neille,  Racine,  &c.  the  titles  of 
which  are  to  be  found  in  the 
"  Biographia  Dramatica."  He  died 
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PACHYMERUS    (GEORGE)  an 

eminent  Byzantine  historian,  flou- 
rished about  1280.  His  "  History 
of  Michael  Paleologus  and  Arulro- 
nicus"  is  highly  esteemed,  as  he 
was  not  only  an  eye-witness  of  the 
affairs  of  which  he  writes,  but  had 
also  a  great  share  in  them. 

PACUVIUS  (MARCUS)  an  an- 
cient  Latin  tragic  poet,  in  high  re- 
putJtion  at  Rome  about  154  years 
before  Christ. 

PAGAN  (BLAISE  FRANCOIS 
COMPTE  DE)  a  valiant  French 
officer,  and  eminent  mathemaii- 
cian,  born  1603.  He  is  celebrat- 
ed for  a  "  Treatise  of  Fortifica- 
tion ;"  "  Geometrical  Theorems;" 
«'  Theory  of  the  Planets;"  and 
"  Astronomical  Tables  j"  and  died 
1665. 

PAGI  (ANTHONY)  a  famous 
French  Cordelier  and  one  of  tht 
ablest  critics  of  his  time,  born  1624. 
died  1699.  His  most  considerable 
work  is,  "  A  Critique  upon  the 
Annals  of  Baronius." 

PAGI  (FRANCIS)  nephew  of  the 
preceding,  and  author  of  a  chrono- 
logical history  of  the  pope?,  born 
1654,  died  1721. 

PAL^.MON  (O.  RHEMM1US) 
a  celebrated  grammarian  who  taught 
at  Rome  about  A.D.  40.  It  can- 
not be  denied,  that  he  was  a  learned 
man,  since  he  is  recorded  as  such 
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by  Juvenal  (Sat.  vii.).  But  hisar- 
rogance  surpassed  his  merit:  he 
had  the  confidence  to  assert,  that 
learning  was  horn  when  he  \vas 
born,  and  would  die  when  he 
died. 

PALJEC 'LOCUS  (MICHAEL) em- 
peror  of  the  East,  took  Constan- 
tinople from  the  Latins,  and  put 
an  end  to  their  empire.  He  died 
1283. 

PAI.LADIO  (ANDREW)  a  ce- 
lebrated  Italian  arcliiteft  in  the  i  6th 
century,  who  laboured  particularly 
to  restore  the  ancient  beauties  of 
architeflure,  and  contributed  greatly 
to  revive  true  taste  in  that  science. 
He  has  immortalized  his  name  by 
four  books  of  architeflure,  which  he 
published  in  1570. 

PALLADIL'S,  of  Cappadocia.a 
Greek  bishop  and  Anchorite,  and 
author  of  a"  History  of  the  Ancho- 
rites, or  Hermits,"  died  in  the  ^th 
century. 

PALLAVICINI  (SFORSA)  an 
eminent  cardinal,  who  composed  a 
"  History  of  the  Council  of  Trent," 
in  opposition  to  that  by  father  Paul, 
born  1607,  died  1667. 

PALMER.  (  JOH.VJ  an  a6or  of 
very  considerable  talents,  belonging 
to  Drury-I.ane  theatre,  was  born 
about  1742,  and  came  on  the  stage 
in  1763.  In  many  parts  he  had 
no  competitor,  and  perhaps  will 
never  have  a  superior;  for  in- 
stance, in  Stukeley  ,  Joseph  Surface, 
Villeroy,  Glevialvon,  Brush,  Brass, 
&c.  No  performer  ever  had  a 
wider  range  of  charaftcrs,  shewed 
more  industry,  or  exercised  great 
talents  with  more  success.  His 
final  exit  was  singularly  awful. 
On  the  od  of  August  I79?>  while 
performing  in  the  play  of  "  The 
Stranger"  at  the  Liverpool  Thea- 
tre, after  uttering  the  line,  "  There 
n <  another  and  a  better  world !"  he 
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fell  on*  his  back,  heaved  a  con- 
vulsive sigh,  and  immediately  ex- 
pired. 

PALSGRAVE  (JOHN)  a  learn- 
ed  English  critic,  grammarian,  and 
diamatic  writer,  who  flourished  in 
the  reigns  of  Henry  VII.  and  Henry 
VJII. 

PANCIROLLUS  (GUY)  a  fa- 
mous Italian  lawytr,  and  writer 
on  legal  subjcfts,  born  1523,  died 


PANVINIUS.  SeeONUPHRIUS. 

PAFINIAN,  a  celebrated  Ro- 
man lawyer  in  the  third  century, 
who  was  advocate  of  the  treasuiy 
or  exchequer,  and  afterwards  pias- 
feetus-praetorio  under  the  emperor 
Severus.  This  emperor  had  so  high 
an  opinion  of  his  worth,  that,  at 
his  death,  he  recommended  his  sons 
Caracalla  and  Getd  to  his  care : 
but  the  first,  having  murdered  his 
brother,  enjoined  Papinian  to  com- 
pose a  discourse  to  excuse  the  ni'ir- 
der  to  the  senate  and  people.  Pa- 
pinion  could  not  be  prevailed  on  to  j 
comply  with  this:  but,  on  the  con-  j 
trary,  answered  boldly,  that  it  was  ' 
easier  to  commit  a  parricide  than  to  ' 
excuse  it,  and  to  accuse  an  innocent 
person,  after  taking  away  his  life, 
was  a  second  parricide.  Caracalla 
•was  so  much  enraged  at  this  answer, 
that  he  ordered  the  lawyer  to  lose 
his  head,  which  he  accordingly  did 
in  212  ;  and  the  inhumanity  was 
carried  so  far,  as  to  drag  his  body 
through  the  streets  of  Rome.  He 
had  a  great  number  of  disciples,  nn,l 
composed  several  works  :  among 
these,  27  books  of  "  Questions  in 
the  Law;"  19  books"  of  "  Re- 
sponses, or  Opinions;"  two  of  "  De- 
finitions;" two  others  upon  "  Adul- 
tery ;"  and  a  single  book  upon  the 
"  Laws  of  Ediles."  His  reputation 
was  so  great,  that  he  is  called  "  the 
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honour  of  jurisprudence,    and  the 
treasure  of  the  laws." 

I'APYRU'S  MASSON  (JOHN) 
a  learned  French  lawyer  and  an- 
nalist, born  i  544,  died  161  i .  He 
was  a  voluminous  writer  ;  but  his 
capital  work  was"  Annalium  Fran- 
corum,"  in  4  books  ;  in  which  are 
many  recondite  and  curious  things. 
The  bulk  of  his  other  productions 
are,  "  Eloges  upon  distinguished 
Personage  s." 

PARACELSUS,  Aureolus  Phi- 
lippus  Theophrastus  Bombast  do 
Hohcnhcim,  a  famous  Swiss  phy- 
sician, and  medical  and  philosophi- 
cal writer,  born  1493.  He  was  *n* 
strucled  by  his  father  in  physic  and 
surgery,  wherein  he  made  great 
proficiency  ;  hut  as  he  grew  up  he 
was  captivated  with  the  study  of 
alcliymy  ;  and  in  his  28th  year,  he 
tells  us,  he  was  let  into  the  secret 
of  the  philosopher's  stone.  In  the 
course  of  a  rambling  and  dissolute 
life  he  wrought  many  extraordina- 
ry cures,  but  was  almost  always 
intoxicated,  seldom  changing  his 
clothes,  or  so  much  as  going  into 
bed.  Being  taken  ill  at  a  public 
inn  at  Sdltstmrg,  15  ji,  he  died, 
after  a  few  days  sickness,  in  his 
48;!}  year;  though  he  had  promised 
himself,  by  the  use  of  his  Elixir, 
that  he  should  live  to  the  age  of 
Methusalem. 

P. IRE'  (  AMBROSE)  an  eminent 
French  surgeon,  and  writer  on  that 
subject,  died  1590. 

PARE' ;PHlLlP)oneof  the  most 
laborious  grammarians  and  critics 
Germany  ever  produced,  born  1576, 
died  i6.(8. 

PARE'  (DANIEL)  son  of  the 
preceding,  applied  himself  vigo- 
rously to  the  study  of  the  classics, 
and  published  several  laborious 
pieces;  but  was  unfortunately  kill- 
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ed    by    a    gang    of    highwaymen 
in  161.5. 

PARIS,  son  of  Priam  king  of 
Troy,  and  memorable  in  history  for 
carrying  off  Helen,  the  wife  of 
Menelaus  king  of  Myccna1,  in  his 
absence,  which  occasioned  the  fa- 
mous siege  of  Troy,  wherein  he  was 
slam  1 188  B.C. 

PARIS  (MATTHEW)  an  emi- 
nent English  historian,  was  a  Bene- 
dictine monk  of  the  congregation  of 
Clngny,  in  the  monastery  of  St. 
Alban's,  and  flourished  in  the  131)1 
century.  He  is  chiefly  known  now 
by  a  Universal  History  from  the 
creation  of  the  world  to  the  year  of 
his  death,  A.  D.  1259  ;  which  was 
afterwards, by  Rishaviger.a  monk  of 
the  monastery  of  St.  Alban's,  con- 
tinued to  i  273. 

PARMEGIANO,  an  Italian 
painter,  celebrated  for  the  grace- 
fulness of  his  figures,  born  1504, 
died  1540. 

PARMENIDESof  Elza,  aGreek 
philosopher,  who  flourished  about 
the  year  436  before  Christ. 

PARK  ELL  (THOMAS)  a  learn- 
ed divine  and  ingenious  poet,  born 
in  Dublin  1679,  died  at  Chester 
July  1717.  He  wrote  several 
papers  in  the  Spectator  and 
•Guardian,  and  was  the  intimate 
friend  of  Pope  and  Swift.  Of  his 
poems  the  most  admired  is  "  The 
Hermit." 

PARR  (THOMAS)  an  English- 
man, and  a  remarkable  instance  of 
longevity,  having  lived  inthe  reigns 
of  10  sovereigns  ;  he  married  his 
second  wife,  when  he  was  t  20  years 
•of  age,  had  a  child  by  her,  and  died 

»t>35,aged  152. 

PARR  (CATHERINE)  the  last 
queen  to  Henry  Vlll.  whose  per- 
fettions,  though  a  widow,  attraBed 
the  heart  of  this  monarch,  and 
whose  prudence  preserved  her  from 
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the  effcfls  of  his  cruelty  «nd  ca- 
price. She  survived  the  kinj^, 
\%ho,  as  a  mark  of  his  affeftion,  left 
her  a  legacy  of  4000!.  besides  her 
jointure.  She  was  afterwards  mar- 
ried to  Sir  Thomas  Seymour,  lord 
admiral  of  England,  and  uncle  to 
Edward  VI.  and  died  in  childbed 
1548.  In  her  life-time  she  pub- 
lished many  psalms,  prayers,  and 
[>ious  discourses. 

PARRHASIUS,  a  celebrated 
painter  of  Ephesus,  of  whom  Pliny 
tells  us,  that  he  first  gave  syinme» 
try  and  just  proportions  in  the  art; 
and  it  was  allowed  even  by  the 
masters  in  the  art,  that  he  bore 
away  from  all  others  the  glory  of 
succeeding  in  the  outlines,  in  which 
consists  the  grand  secret  of  paint- 
ing. He  flourished  about  430 
years  B.  C. 

PARSONS,  or  PERSONS  (RO- 
BERT) an  intriguing  English  Je- 
suit, who  made  himself  formidable 
to  the  English  court,  in  the  reign  of 
queen  Elizabeth,  by  various  plots 
contrived  by  him  for  the  destruc- 
tion of  that  princess,  and  the  sub- 
version of  the  protestant  religion. 
He  was  the  son  of  a  blacksmith  near 
Bridgewater,  whfie  he  \vas  born 
1546.  After  having  written  nu- 
merous turbulent  an-J  seditious 
tiafts,  he  died  1610. 

PARSONS  (DR.  JAMES)  an 
excellent  English  physician  and 
ine-lical  writer,  born  1705,  died 
1770.  Physic,  anatomy,  natural 
history,  antiquities,  languages,  and 
the  fine  arts,  are  largely  indebt- 
ed to  his  skill  and  industry  in 
each,  for  many  important  truths 
discovered  in  their  support,  or  er- 
rors deteQed  with  which  they  were 
obscured. 

PARSONS  (WILLIAM)  an  Eng- 
lish  comic  aflor  of  the  highest  emi- 
nence, who  trod  the  scage  45  yearsj 
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uras  bcrn  Feb.  29,  1736,  and  died 
Feb.  3,  1795.  In  the  conception 
and  execution  of  such  characters  as 
Foresight,  in  Love  for  Love  ;  Cor- 
baccio,  in  Volpone;  Sir  Fretful 
Plagiary,  in  the  Critic,  &c.  we 
never  expefl  to  see  his  equal.  To 
his  talents  as  a  comedian,  Mr.  Par- 
sons added  others  approaching  to 
excellence  in  the  art  of  painting, 
particularly  in  fruit  pieces. 

PARTHENAY(JOHNDE)lord 
of  Soubisc,  an  heroic  leader  among 
the  Piotestants  of  France,  bora  1 5  i  z» 
died  1566. 

PARTHENAY  (CATHERINE 
DE)  daughter  and  heiress  of  the 
preceding,  whose  courage  and  con- 
stancy in  the  cause  of  Calvinism  she 
likewise  inherited;  this  fortitude 
•was  joined  to  a  good  share  of  wit, 
and  no  contemptible  turn  to  poetry, 
as  appears  from  some  poems  which 
she  published  in  1572-}  when  she 
could  not  be  above  18.  She  wrote 
also  tragedies  and  comedies  ;  and 
particularly  the  tragedy  of  "  Holo- 
fernes,"  which  was  represented  on 
the  theatre  of  Rochelle  in  1574. 
She  was  married  in  1568,  being 
only  14,  to  Charles  de  Ouellence, 
baron  de  Font,  in  Brittany  ;  who, 
upon  the  marriage,  took  the  name 
of  Soubise,  and  under  this  name  is 
mentioned  with  honour  in  the  most 
remarkable  events  of  the  civil  wars 
of  France.  He  however  fell  a  sacri- 
fice to  his  religion  in  the  general 
massacre  -of  the  Protestants  at  Paris 
on  St.  Bartholomew's  day  1571. 
Catherine  entered  into  a  second 
marriage,  in  1575,  with  Renatus 
viscount  Rohan,  the  second  of  that 
same  ;  who  leaving  her  a  widow 
in  1586,  though  she  was  not  yet 
above  32,  she  resolved  not  to  en- 
gage in  a  third  match  foi  the  sake 
of  her  children,  which  consisted  of 
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two  sons  and  three  daughters,  the 
third  of  whom,  Anne,  survived  all 
her  brothers  and  sisters,  and  inhe- 
rited both  her  mother's  genius  and 
magnanimous  spirit.  She  was  never 
married,  but  lived  with  her  mother, 
and  with  her  bore  all  the  calamities 
of  the  siege  of  Rochel!e.j— The 
mother  was  in  her  75th  year.  They 
were  reduced,  for  3  months,  to  the 
necessity  of  living  upon  horse-flesli 
and  4  ounces  of  bread  a  day.  Yet, 
notwithstanding  this  wretched  state, 
she  wrote  to  her  son,  the  renowned 
Duke  de  Rohan,  "  to  go  on  as  he 
had  begun;  and  not  let  the  const- 
deration  of  extremity  to  which  she 
was  reduced  prevail  upon  him  to 
aft  any  thing  to  the  prejudice  of 
his  party,  how  great  soever  her 
suffering  might  be."  In  short  she 
and  her  daughter  refused  to  be  in- 
eluded  in  the  articles  of  capitula- 
tion, and  remained  prisoners  of 
war.  They  were  conveyed  to  the 
castle  of  Nicort,  1628,  where  she 
died  163  i. 

PARUTA  (PAUL)  a  noble  V.e- 
nctian,  born  1540,  died  1598. 
There  are  of  his  writing,  "  Notes 
upon  Tacitus;"."  Political  Dis- 
courses;" "  A  Treatise  of  the  Pei=- 
feflion  of  the  Political  Life;"  and, 
"  A  History  of  Venice  from  1513 
to  >572,  with  the  War  of  Cyprus." 

PASCAL  (BLAISE)  a  French- 
man, highly  eminent  as  a  mathema- 
tical genius,  born  1623,  died  1662. 
As  a  writer  he  is  celebrated  for  his 
"  Provincial  Letters,"  published  in 
1656,  under  the  name  of  Louis  de 
Montalte,  which,  as  Voltaire  says, 
may  be  considered  as  models  of  elo* 
quence  and  humour.  Though  they 
have  been  now  written  almost  100 
years,  yet  nota  single  word  occurs  in 
them  savouring  of  that  vicissitude  to 
which  living  languages  are  so  suk« 
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j"ec>.  These  "  Letters"  have  been 
translated  into  all  languages,  and 
printed  many  tinies. 

PASQUIER,  or  PAOUIER, 
(STEPHEN)  a  learned  French  law- 
yer  and  poet,  born  35*8,  died 
1615.  His  chief  work  is  his  "  Re>-  \ 
cherchei,*'  in  which  he  fell  un- 
mercifully upon  the  Jesuits. 

PASSER  AT  (JOHN)  a  celebrat- 
ed professor  of  eloquence  in  the 
Royal  College  at  Paris,  and  one  of 
the  politest  writers  and  most  excel- 
lent critics  of  his  time, born  153  }, 
died  1602. 

PATERCULUS  (CA1US  VEL- 
LEIUS)  an  ancient  Roman  histo- 
rian,born  "in  the  yearof  Rome  735, 
died  7  84,  having  left  a  "  History  of 
Greece  and  Rome  from  168  B.  C. 
to  A.  D.  8."  in  which  we  have  many 
particulars  related,  that  are  no  where 
else  to  be  found. 

PATIN  (GUY)  a  Fiench  writer 
of  much  wit  and  learning,  and  pro- 
fessor of  physic  in  the  Royal  Col- 
legeof  Paris,  born  1602,  died  1672. 
His  "  Letters,"  published  since  his 
death,  have  made  his  name  famous. 

PATIN  (CHARLES)  second  son 
of  Guy  Patin,  born  1633,  pub- 
lished a  great  number  of  valuable 
works,  many  on  subjects  of  physic, 
but  the  greater  part  on  medals  and 
antiquities,  and  died  1693. 

PATRICK  (SIMON)  a  very 
learned  bishop  of  Ely,  born  1626, 
died  1707,  having  published  many 
"  Sermons,"  "  Trafts  against  Po- 
pery," and  "  Paraphrases  and  Com- 
mentaries upon  the  HolyScriptures." 
These  last  are  excellent  in  their  way, 
and  perhaps  the  most  useful  of  any 
ever  written  in  the  English  language. 

PATRU  (OLIVER)  an  eminent 
French  lawyer,  memorable  for  be- 
ing the  first  who  introduced  cor- 
retlness  and  purity  of  language  into 
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pleadings,  born  1604,  dieJ  i6?i. 
His  works  consist  of  "  Pleadiii"1-,'1 
"  Orations,""  Letters,"  "  Lives,  of 
some  of  his  Friends,"  Remarksupon 
the  "  French  Language,"  Sec. 

PATTISON  (WILLIAM)  an 
English  pout  of  great  genius,  but 
whose  imprudence  made  his  life 
miserable,  and  his  decease  prema- 
ture, flying  of  want  at  20  years  o£ 
age,  17  26. 

PAUL  III.  (ALF.XANDER. 
FARN'ESE)  pope,  memorable  for 
refusing  to  divorce  Henry  VIII.  of 
England  from  his  queen  Catherine 
of  Arragon,  by  which  the  popish, 
writers  say  he  lost  the  ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction  of  England.  He  was  a 
patron  of  learning,  and  some  of  his 
letters  to  Sadolet  and  Erasmus  arc 
still  extant.  He  died  1549. 

PAUL  (FATHER)  a  most  illus- 
trious person  and  universal  scholar, 
but  particularly  skilled  in  the  canon 
and  civil  law  and  in  physic,  born  at 
Venice  1552,  was  the  son  of  Fran- 
cis Sarpi,  a  merchant,  and  baptized 
by  the  name  of  Peter,  which  he 
afterwards,  upon  entering  into  th« 
order  of  the  Servites,  changed  for 
Paul>  That  he  discovered  the  valves 
which  serve  for  the  circulation  of 
the  blood,  seems  to  be  allowed  j 
but  not  that  he  first  discovered 
the  circulation  itself,  as  Walaeus, 
Morhoff,  and  others  have  contended, 
in  prejudice  to  our  countryman 
Harvey,  to  whom  that  discovery- 
has  usually,  and  indeed  justly,  been 
ascribed.  He  wrote  many  political 
and  anatomical  works  ;  but  is  prin- 
cipally celebrated  for  his  "  History 
of  the  Council  of  Trent,"  which  (a» 
bishop  Burnet  says)  was  generally 
looked  on  as  the  rarest  piece  of  his- 
tory which  the  world  ever  saw.  He 
died  1622,  and  the  last  svords  he 
uttered  were,  Estopcrfctut  j  v*hicl» 
f  f 
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was  supposed  lo  be  a  prayer  for  the 
republic. 

PAUSANIAS,  an  ancient  Greek 
writer,  who  flourished  about  A.  D. 
170,  and  has  left  us  a  curious 
*'  Description  of  Greece, "and  other 
works. 

PEARCE  (DR.  7ACHARY) 
bisliop  of  Rochester,  born  1690, 
died  1774.  His  critical  abilities, 
and  applicationto philological  learn- 
ing, were  preat;  but  the  most  con- 
siderable of  his  works  were  editions 
of"  Longinus"  and  "  Cicero  ;"and 
"  A  Commentary  with  Notes  on 
tbe  Four  Evangelists  and  the  Acls  of 
the  Apostles." 

PECK  (FRANCIS)  an  eminent 
English  antiquary,  biographer,  and 
critic,  born  1692,  died  1743.  His 
best  work  is  entituled  "  Desiderata 
Curiosa;  or,  A  Collection  of  divers 
scarce  and  curious  Pieces  relating 
chiefly  to  matters  of  English  History." 

FECK.WELL  (DR.  HENRY)  a 
very  eminent  English  divine,  and 
popular  preacher  among  the  people 
called  methodi.sts,  born  1747.  died 
1787,  having  passed  an  aflive  life 
in  the  exercise  and  promotion  of 
charity.  He  was  founder  of  a  cha- 
ritable institution  called  "  The  Sick 
Man's  Friend,"  whose  objeft  is,  to 
relieve  the  bodily  wants  of  the  sick 
poor  of  every  denomination,  and 
to  convey  knowledge  and  instruc- 
tion to  the  mind. 

PEELE  (GEORGE)  an  English 
poet  and  dramatic  writer,  who 
ilourishcd  in  the  reign  of  queen 
Elizabeth. 

PKERE  WILLIAMS  (WIL- 
LIAM) an  English  law-writer, 
died  1736. 

PE1R ESC  (NICOLAS  CLAUDE 
FABRIC1US)  an  illustrious  French 
antiquary,    and    patron  of  learned 
born  j^ 80,  died  1637. 
i 
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PELAGHjS(theHeresiarcn)foun<1- 
er  of  the  seft  of  Pelagians,  born  in 
Britain  in  the  4th  century,  and  saiil 
to  have  been  abbot  of  tlic  monasteiy 
of  Banger.  He  first  taught  tiis  doc« 
trincs  at  Rome  about  400  ;  but  be- 
ing banished  thence,  returned  to 
England,  where  he  lived  and  died 
obscurely.  His  principal  tenets 
were,  that  man  is  able  to  work  out 
his  salvation  by  tbe  natural  force  of 
free-will,  without  the  assistance  of 
grace  ;  that  by  these  natural  powers 
he  may  even  attain  to  such  a 
state  of  perfection,  as  not  to  be 
subjeft  either  to  passion  or  sin  ; 
that  grace  is  given  in  proportion 
to  our  meriting  it;  and,  lastly, 
that  there  is  no  such  thing  as  ori- 
ginal sin. 

PELAG1US  II.  (POPE)  who 
succeeded  Benedict  I.  in  578,  was 
the  son  of  Wingil,  a  Goth.  In  his 
time  a  plague  raged  at  Rome  of  so 
fatal  a  nature,  that  persons  seized 
with  it  died  sneezing  or  gaping  ; 
whence,  according  to  some  histo- 
rians, came  the  custom  of  saying 
"  God  bless  you,"  when  a  person 
sneezes,  and  of  making  the  sign  of 
the  cross  upon  the  mouth  when  any 
one  gapes. 

PELLISON  (PAUL)  a  French 
academician,  and  one  of  the  finest 
genii  of  the  i7th  century,  born 
1624,  died  1693.  His  chief  works 
are,  "  A  Commentary  upon  the 
Institutes  of  Justinian, "and  a"  His- 
tory of  the  French  Academy,  from 
its  Establishment  in  '635  to 
1652,"  which  latter  work  has  al« 
ways  been  reckoned  a  masterpiece. 

PELL  ( JOHN)an  English  divine 
and  very  eminent  mathematician, 
born  16  10,  died  1 685,  leaving  very 
numerous  and  valuable  treatises  on 
tr>e  mathematics. 

PELLEGRLXO    Tifaldi,    called 
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otherwise  PELEGRINO  da  Bologna, 
an  eminent  painter  and  architect, 
born  1521,  siecl  1591. 

PELLEGRLN'O  of  Modena,  a  ce- 
lebrated Italian  painter,  bred  under 
Raphael,  and  killed  in  an  affray 


PELLETIER  fJ.4ME.SJa  French 
physician,  and  medical  and  mathe- 
matical writer,  born  1517,  died 


PENN  (WILLIAM)  an  illustri- 
ous person  among  the  Ouakers,and 
founder  and  legislator  of  the  colony 
of  Pennsylvania  in  Ni.rth  America, 
born  in  London  164^.—  In  1668 
he  became  a  preacher  among  the 
Quakers,  and  from  that  time  pub- 
lished  a  great  variety  of  tracts,  and 
travelled  much  ;n  Holland  and  Ger- 
many to  support  the  cause  of  Qua- 
kerism. —  In  1681,  Charles  II.  in 
consideration  of  the  services  of  Sir 
M'illiain  Penn,  his  father,  and  sun- 
dry debts  due  to  him  from  the 
crown  at  the  time  of  his  decease, 
granted  Mr.  Penn  and  his  heirs,  by- 
letters-  patent,  the  province  lying  on 
the  west  side  of  the  river  Deleware 
in  North  America,  and  made  them 
absolute  proprietors  and  governors 
of  that  country.  The  name  too 
was  changed,  in  honour  of  Penn, 
from  the  New  Netherlands  to  Penn- 
sylvania. it  having  been  a  sylva,  or 
country  'overgrown  with  woods. 
Upon  this,  he  published  "  A  Brief 
Account  of  the  Province  of  Penn- 
sylvania," proposing  an  easy  pur- 
chase of  lands,  and  good  terms  of 
settlement  to  such  as  were  inclined 
to  remove  thither.  He  died  in 
England  1718;  and  his  woi  ks  ha\  c 
been  since  published  in  2  vols. 
folio. 

Pr.NN.4NT  (THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
lish gentleman  of  eminent  know- 
ledge in  natural  history  and  anti- 
quities, was  bora  at  Downing  in 
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Flintshire,  1726,  and  died  at  the 
same  place,  Dec.  16,  1798.  His 
principal  works  arc  "  British  Zoo- 
logy," "  Indian  Zoology, "a  "  His- 
tory  of  Quadrupeds,"  "  Tours  in 
S,  otland,  Wales,  &c."  "  History  of 
London, "  "Vie,-  of  Hindostan," 
&c.  &c.  and  are  in  high  esteem. 

FEXN1  (G '.OVA  XXI  FRAN- 
CISCO)  an  eminent  Iti.un  painter, 
arid  disciule  of  Raphael,  born  1488, 
died  15  .8.  II-'  V.MV  very  skilful, 
especially  in  dcsigninc,  and  has 
it-  ne  a  gre.it  many  things  from 
Raphael's  thoughts,  which  pass  for 
j  that  master's  own. 

PENNINGTON  (LADY ) 

wife  of  Sir  Joseph  Pennin^ton,  bart. 
of  Water  HalJ,  Yorkshire.  Fami- 
ly misunderstandings  having  sepa- 
rated this  lady  from  her  chiljren, 
she  wrote  for  their  use  "  An  Un- 
fortunate Mother's  Advice  to  her 
Ab^enc  Daughter*  ,"  a  work  of 
ereat  merit,  and  whirh  a!!  parents 
ought  to  put  into  the  hand*  of  their 
female  off'-pring.  Lady  P.  died, 
(.pt.  3,  .783. 

PENROSE(THOMJS)  an  Eng- 
lub  divine  and  ingenious  poet,  born 
i  743,  died  177;;.  His  poems  were 
published  in  i  aino.  -781. 

PEPLT>CH(DR.  JOHN  CHRIS- 
TOPHER) one  of  the  greatest  theo- 
utir  musicians  of  modern  times, 
was  horn  at  Berlin  1667,  and  be- 
came so  early  a  prohYient  on  the 
harpsichord,  that  at  the  age  of  14. 
he  was  sent  for  to  court,  and  ap- 
pointed to  teach  the  prince,  fjther 
of  the  king  of  Prussia.  About 
1700  he  came  over  to  England, 
was  retained  at  Drury-lane,  ,  nd  as- 
sisted in  setting  the  operas  which 
were  performed  there.  He  com- 
posed the  music  for  "  The  Beggar's 
Opera,"  and  wrote  a  very  learned 
and  scientific  Account  of  the  An- 
cient Genera,  which  was  read  bc» 
F  f  a 
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fore  the  Royal  Society,  and  is  pub- 
lished in  the  "  Phil.  Tians."  for 
Ot>.  Nov.  and  Dec.  1746.  He 
tlied  1752. 

PERD1CCAS,  one  of  the  gene- 
rals and  successors  of  Alexander 
the  Great.  He  disputed  the  throne 
of  Macedon  with  Antigcnns,  who 
entered  into  alliance  with  Antipa- 
ter,  Craterus,  and  Ptolemy.  Per- 
diccas  opposed  them  with  great 
valour,  but  behaving  with  arro- 
gance and  severity  to  his  army,  his 
principal  officers  revolted  and  slew 
him  in  hit  tent  321  B.  C. 

PERKFIXE  (HARDOUIN  DE 
BEAUMONT  De)  archbishop  of 
Paris,  ar.d  author  of  a  very  excel- 
lent "  History  of  Henry  IV.  of 
France,"  full  of  wisdom  in  what  re- 
lates to  the  institution  of  a  prince, 
and  full  of  truth  as  to  matters  ot 
fr.ft.  He  died  1670. 

FERGOLESE,  a  celebrated  Nea- 
politan musician,  composer,  and 
poet,  born  1706,  died  1733. 

PERIANDER,  a  tyrant  of  Co. 
rinth,  but  extolled  by  some  Greek 
historians  as  a  great  politician  and 
warrior,  died  588  B.  C. 

FERICLES,  a  celebrated  Athe- 
nian statesman,  orator,  and  general. 
He  gained  several  viflories  over  the 
Lacedemonians,  and  ether  enemies 
of  the  Athenians,  but  chiefly  va- 
lued himself  upon  this  circumstance .. 
vhich  points  out  his  amiable  cha- 
racter, that  during  his  administra- 
tion he  had  not  been  the  cause-  of 
any  citizen's  going  into  mourning. 
He  died  4-28  r.  C. 

PEROUSE  f}.  F.  G.j  a  cele- 
brated French  circumnavigator, born 
at  Alby  1741,  and  lost  on  his  re- 
turn from  a  voyage  round  the 
world,  some  time  in  the  year  1788. 
The  time  and  circumstances  of  his 
fate  have  not  been,  and  perhaps 
never  may  be,accurately  ascertained. 
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FERRAULT  (CLAUDE)  bom 
at  Pdi  is  1613,  a"J  bred  a  physi- 
cian,  which  profession,  however,  he 
quitted  for  that  of  an  architect. 
He  designed  the  entrance  into  the 
Louvre;  published  a  translation  of 
Vitruvius  into  French  with  notes  j 
a  Book  of  the  five  Orders  of  Ar- 
chite£tu:e;  a  Collection  of  several 
Machines  of  his  own  Invention  ; 
Medical  Essays,  and  Memoirs  of 
the  Natural  History  of  Animals, 
and  died  1688. 

PERRAULT  (CHARLES)  bro- 
ther  of  Claude,  a  celebrated  French 
poet,  biographer,  and  miscellaneous 
writer,  born  16 26,  died  1703. 

PER  RIER  (CHARLES)  a  French 
writer,  called  by  Menage  '•  The 
prince  of  Lyric  poets, "died  169?. 

PERRON  (JAMES  DAVY  DU) 
a  cardinal  eminent  for  great  parts 
and  learning,  born  i  556.  His  stu- 
dies  were  theological  and  polemi- 
cal, and  his  controversial  talents  so 
great,  thvit  none  durst  dispute  with 
him.  He  obtained  at  length  the 
place  of  reader  to  Henry  111.  and 
distinguished  himself  greatly  by  his 
speeches  and  his  writings  till  his 
death  in  1618. 

PER  ROT  (NICHOLAS)  sieur 
d'  Ablancourt,  celebrated  for  his 
excellent  translations  into  French 
of  the  Greek  and  Latin  classics, 
born  i  606,  died  1664. 

PERRY  (CAPTAIN  JOHN)  a 
celebrated  English  engineer,  who 
resided  many  years,  under  the  pa- 
tronage of  the  czar  Peter,  in  Russia, 
of  \\hicn  country  he  wrote  the  his- 
tory, and  died  1733. 

PERS1US  (AULUS  FLACPUS) 
m  ancient  Latin  poet  and  Roman 
knight,  who  wiote  satire1;  under 
the  reign  of  Nero.  Six  of  his  sa- 
tires remain,  in  their  judgments  of 
which  the  critics  have  been  much 
divided.  As  a  poet,  he  is  certainly 
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inferior   to    Horace    and   Juvenal;  of  knowledge  in  civil  and 


but  his  style  is  grand,  figurative, 
poetical,  and  suitable  to  the  dignity 
of  the  .Stoic  philosophy  :  hence  he 
shines  most  in  recommending  virtue 
and  integrity. 

PETAV1US  (DIONYS1US)  or 
DENIS  PETAU,  a  French  Jesuit 
of  immense  erudition,  born  1583, 
died  1652.  He  published  "The 
\Vorksof  Synesius,"  and  of  "  Chry- 
sostoin  ;"  but  is  most  highly  cele- 
brated, even  at  the  present  day, 
for  an  excellent  work  intituled 
"  Rationarium  Temporum;"  which 
is  an  abridgment  of  universal  his- 

O 

tory,  from  the  earliest  times  down 
to  i  63  2,  digested  in  a  chronological 
order,  and  supported  all  the  way  by 
references  to  proper  authorities. 

PETERTHEHERMIT,  a  French 
officer,  of  Amiens,  who,  quitting 
the  military  profession,  commenced 
hermit  and  pilgrim.  Unfortunately 
he  travelled  to  the  Holy  Land  about 
1093,  and  making  a  melancholy 
recital  of  the  deplorable  situation 
of  a  few  Christians  in  that  country 
to  pope  Urban  II.  and  at  the  same 
time  enthusiastically  lamenting  that 


military 

affairs,  and  the  improvement  of  his 
subie&s;  his  introduction  of  arts  and 
sciences,  a  naval  force  and  commerce 
with  foreign  nations;  his  many  re- 
formations in  church  and  state,  the 
army,  and  the  customs  and  manners 
of  his  people;  his  wars  with  the 
Swedes,  Turks,  Tartars,  and  Per- 
sians ;  victories  by  sea  and  land, 
acquisitions  of  territory,  and  in- 
crease of  power;  his  regard  to  ge- 
nius and  merit,  and  his  severe  jus- 
tice on  offenders  against  the  laws. 
All  these  very  justly  entitle  him 
to  the  appellation  he  obtained,  of 
"  Father  of  his  Country,"  which  he 
left  to  lament  his  death  Jan.  28, 
1725. 

PETIS  DE  LA  CROIX  (FRAN- 
CIS)  interpreter  of  the  oriental 
1  inguages  to  the  French  king 
Louis  XIV.  died  1713,  after  hav- 
ing compiled  several  useful  works 
relating  to  oriental  history  ;  among 
others,  "  The  History  of  Gengis- 
Khan,"  which  has  been  translated 
into  English. 

PETIT  (PETER) of  France, cele- 
brated for  his  mathematical  and

1  he  history  of  his  life  and  reigr; 
•would  demand  a  folio  volume,  am.! 
is  so  eventful  as  to  defy  abridg- 
ment. The  most  striking  passages 
of  it  are  his  travels,  studies,  and 
personal  fatigues,  for  the  altaiuin^ 


Mersennus,   and   other  gieat  men, 
born   i^Sg,  died   1667. 

PET1TOT  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
painter  and  chemist,  born  at  Geneva 
1607.  To  him  is  ascribed  the  in- 
vention of  painting  in  enamel; 
which  under  his  hand  acquired  such, 
a  degree  of  perfection,  as  to  surpass 
miniature,  and  even  to  equal  point- 
ing in  oil.  He  made  use  of  gold  and 
silver  plates,  atxi  rarely  enamelled- 
on  copper.  Petitot  died  1691, 

PETRARCH     (FRANCJSJ     an 
Italian,  eminent  for  great  parts  and 
learning,  who  has  been  called  the  • 
fathet  of  modem  .poetry,  aod  was,

first  among    the    m<j. 
F  f  a 
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derns  in  u-hom  the  spirit  and  ge- 
nius of  ancient  literatute  began  to 
revive.  He  was  born  at  Arezzo 
1304;  and  at  20  years  of  age, 
losing  both  father  and  mother,  he 
purchased  a  very  retired  but  very 
agreeable  country-house  called 
Vaucluse,  about  five  miles  east  of 
Avignon,  where  he  spent  a  good 
part  of  every  year.  Here,  in  1327, 
be  commenced  an  amour  with  a 
young  damsel,  named  Laura,  who 
lived  in  the  neighbour  hood,  and 
\vhom  he  has  made  famous  by  his 
poetry.  Petrarch's  works  form  4 
folio  volumes  ;  and  more  than  ?  5 
different  persons  have  written  his 
2ife.  He  died  1.374. 

PETRON1US  ARBITER  (TI- 
TUS) a  polite  writer  and  critic  of 
antiquity,  who  flourished  in  the 
.reign  of  Nero  ;  and  of  whom  there 
remains  a  considerable  fragment  of 
a  piece  in  verse  and  prose,  intituled 
"  Satyricon,"  or  a  kind  of  Menip- 
pean  satire.  He  died  in  the  year  of 
Home  817,  of  Christ  65,  and  as  is 
supposed,  about  50  years  olr!.  KK 
admirers  say,  that  in  his  <;  Satyri- 
con"  he  meant  to  expose  the  lux- 
»ry  and  debauchery  of  the  court  ; 
lut  it  is  manifest,  that  he  speaks  of 
ihe  most  infamous  a£;s  of  lewdness 
with  too  great  a  gout  to  be  thought 
a  reformer.  In  short,  his  satire  is 
soch  a  medley  of  virtue  and  vice, 
that  it  is  difficult  to  determine 
•what  he  condemns  or  what  he  ap- 
proves. 

PETTY  (SIR  \VILLIAM)  an 
eminent  English  physician,  but 
chitfly  celebrated  forhi<  knowledge 
in  the  mathematics  and  mechanics, 
and  for  bis  writings  on  political 
arithmetic,  born  1633,  died  1687. 

PEYRERE  (ISAAC)  a  French 
Jieretical  writer,  born  1592,  died 
1676.  He  believed  himself  to 
tare  discovered  from  St.  fjul,  that 
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Adam  was  not  the  first  man  ; 
to  prove  this  he  published  a  book 
with  this  title:  "  Free  \damitae ; 
sive  Exercitatio  super  Versibus  12, 
13,  14,  Capitis  xv.  Epistolse  Pauli 
ad  Romanes."  This  work  was 
condemned  to  the  flames,  and  the 
author  imprisoned  at  Brussels;  but 
getting  at  liberty  through  the  in- 
terest of  the  prince  of  Conde,  he 
went  to  Rome  in  1656,  and  ab- 
jured Calvinism  and  Praeadamitisin 
before  Alexander  VII. 

PEYRESC.     See  PEIRESC. 

PEZRON  (PAUL)  a  very  learn- 
ed  and  ingenious  French  historian 
and  antiquary,  born  16 39, died  17 06. 

PH.iDRUS,  an  ancient  Latin 
author,  and  Freedman  of  the  empe- 
ror Augustus,  who  wrote  5  books 
of  "  Fables"  in  Iambic  verse,  which 
are  generally  valued  for  their  wit 
and  good  sense,  expressed  in  great 
purity,  terseness,  and  elegance  of 
language.  Sec  PITHCEUS. 

PH.-EDRUS  (THOMAS)  profes- 
sor of  eloquence  at  Rome  early  in 
the  i6th  century,  and  called  (as 
Erasmus  says)  the  Cicero  of  his 
time. 

PHALARIS,  a  celebrated  tyrant 
of  antiquity,  born  at  Crete,  who 
gave  early  signs  of  an  ambitious, 
and  cruel  nature.  As  soon  as  he 
was  grown  up,  he  interfered  in  af- 
fairs of  state,  and  aimed  at  empire  ; 
on  which  account  he  was  banisherl 
by  the  Cretans.  He  fled  to  Agri- 
gentum  in  Sicily,  where,  by  virtue 
of  great  accomplishments,  he  be- 
came a  favourite  with  the  people,, 
and  obtained  at  length  the  sove- 
reignty by  stra'agcTn.  All  the  an- 
cient writers  lepresent  him  as  a  ty- 
rant of  the  first  magnitude,  and  ne- 
ver speak  of  him  but  in  terms  of 
abhorrence.  The  story  of  Perillus 
and  his  bull  shews,  however,  that 
he  sometimes  knew  how  to  observe 
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justice  even  in  his  cruelties.  Feril- 
lus  was  a  brass-founder  at  Athens  ; 
who,  with  a  view  of  pleasing  the 
cruel  Phalaris,  contrived  a  new  and 
unheard  of  kind  of  punishment.  He 
can  a  brazen  bull,  bigger  than  the 
life,  and  finely  proportioned  ;  and 
fashioned  an  opening  in  his  side, 
so  that  men  mightbe  admitted  into 
his  body.  When  they  were  shut  up 
there,  a  fire  was  to  be  kindled  under 
the  belly  in  order  to  roast  them  ; 
and  the  throat  part  was  so  formed, 
that,  instead  of  the  groans  of  dying 
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women,  on  which  is  founded  the 
law  which  excludes  females  from 
inheriting  the  throne  of  France. 
He  died  428. 

PHERECRATES,  a  Greek  comic 
poet,  who  flourished  about  330  li.C. 
was  author  of  a  measure  of  verses 
called  after  him  Fherecretians;  they 
were  composed  of  the  three  last  feet 
of  the  hexameter  verse,  anj  the 
first  of  these  three  feet  was  always 
a  spondee. 

PHIDIAS,  the  most  famous  sculp- 
tor of  antiquity,  an  Athenian,  and

the  :ame  slow  fire  with  which  so 
many  had  perished  before  him ; 
others  say  that  he  was  stoned  ;  but 
all  agree  that  his  death  was  vio- 
lent. He  reigned,  according  to 
Eusebius,  28  years;  others  say 
16.  Meanwhile  there  is  great 
uncertainty  bo'h  as  to  the  life  and 
death,  and  the  whole  history  of 
this  Sicilian  tyrant.  The  history 
of  the  famous  controversy  between 
Bently  and  Boyle,  upon  the  ge- 
nuineness of  the  epiitles  of  Phalaris, 
is  well  known. 

PHARAMOND,  first  king  of 
France,  and  institntorof  the  Salique 
law,  which  is  a  code  on  a  variety 
of  subjects  ;  wherein,  amongst  other 
things,  it  is  declared,  that  no  part 
si  a  real  estate  shall  descend  to 


having  conquered  Greece,  he  me- 
ditated the  conquest  of  Persia  ;  but 
while  he  was  preparing  for  this 
expedition,  he  was  assassinated  at  a 
banquet  by  Pausaisias,  a  captain  of 
that  his  tongue  .  his  guards,  336  B.  C. 
and  that  he  was!  PHILIPS  (CATHERINE)  an 
English  lady  of  great  wit  and  ac- 
complishments, but  chieHy  distin- 
guished for  her  skill  in  poetry, 
born  163  i,  died  166  }.  Her  works 
are  printed  in  folio,  with  this  title, 
"  Poems  by  the  most  deservedly 
admired  Mrs.  Catherine  Philips,  the 
matchless  Onn.la." 

PHILIPS  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
English  poet,  born  in  Oxfordshire, 
.,676. — The  first  poem  which  dis- 
tinguished him  was  his  "  Splendid 
Shilling;"  which  the  author  of  the 
"  Tatler  "  styles  "  the  finest  bur- 
lesque poem  in  the  British  lan- 
guage." His  next,  intituled  "  Blen- 
heim,"he  wrote  on  occasion  of  the 
victory  obtained  there  by  the  duke 
of  Maryborough  in  1704.  It  was 
published  in  1705;  and  the  year 
after  he  finished  a  tbird  poen>> 
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**  Uron  Cyder,"  which  is  founded 
upon  tiic  model  01  Virgil's  "  Geor- 
gics,"and  is  a  very  excellent  piece 
in  its>  kind.  He  died  1708. 

PHILIPS  (AMBROSE)  an  Eng- 
lish  pastoral  and  dramatic  poet,  and 
political  writer,  died  1749. 

PH1LIDOR  (ANDRE  DANI- 
CAN)  the  most  skilful  chess  player 
perhaps  that  ever  was  known.  Of 
his  wonderful  exhibitions  in  this 
game  we  have  only  room  to  give 
the  following  instance :  in  May 
1783  he  played  at  the  same  time 
3  different  games  without  seeing 
either  of  the  tables.  His  opponents 
were  count  Bruhl,  Mr.  Bowdler 
(the  two  best  players  in  London), 
and  Mr.  Maseres.  He  defeated 
count  Bruhl  in  i  hour  and  20  mi- 
nutes, and  Mr.  Maseres  in  2  hours. 
Mr.  Eowdlcr  reduced  his  game  to 
a  drawn  battle  in  an  hour  and 
three-quarters.  To  those  who  un- 
derstand chess,  this  must  appear 
one  of  the  greatest  exertions  of 
xvhich  the  human  memory  is  sus- 
ceptible. Mr.  Philidor  was  also  an 
excellent  musician,  and  produced 
auany  French  dramatic  pieces  of 
considerable  merit.  He  was  born 
at  Dreux  near  Paris  1726,  and  died 
in  London  Aug.  1795. 

PH1LO  JUD/EUS,  an  ancient 
Greek  writer  on  moral  philosophy, 
and  of  a  noble  family  among  the 
Jews,  flourished  at  Alexandria  in 
the  icign  of  Caligula. 

PH1LOLAUS,  of  Crotona,  an 
ancient  philosopher  of  the  Pythago- 
rean school,  to  whom  some  have 
ascribed  "  The  Golden  Verses  of 
Pythagoras.''  He  made  the  heavens 
his  principal  objeft  of  contempla- 
tion f~  and  is  generally  supposed  to 
have  been  the  author  of  that  sys- 
tem which  Copernicus  afterwards 
revived,  and  which  is  now  known 
to  be  ihe  true  sy Hem  of  the  world. 
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PHIf.OSTORGlUS,  an  ancirnt 
ecclesiastical  historian,  who  flourish- 
ed in  Cappadocia  about  the  year 
400. 

PHILOSTRATUS  (FLAV1US) 
an  ancient  Greek  sophist  and  critic, 
who  wrote  the  Lite  of  Apollonius 
Tyanensis,  which  is  highly  cele- 
brated, and  died  212. 

PHIPPS  (CONSTANT1XE 
JOHN)  lord  Mulgrave,  an  eminent 
English  circumnavigator, born  17.^6, 
died  1792. 

PHLEGON,  surnamed  Trallia- 
nus,  the  emperor  Hadrian's  freed- 
man,  wrote  several  works  full  of 
erudition;  among  which  are,  an 
"  History  of  the  Olympiads,"  "  A 
Treatise  of  Long-lived  Persons," 
and  another  of  "  Wonderful 
Things." 

PHOC1ON',  a  renowned  Athe- 
nian general  and  philosopher,  the 
disciple  of  Plato.  After  having  re- 
sisted all  the  offers  of  Alexander 
the  Great,  and  Antipater,  his  suc- 
cessor, to  desert  the  Athenian  ser- 
vice, he  was  at  last  condemned  on  a 
false  accusation  of  treason,  by  his 
ungrateful  fellow-citizens,  and  put 
to  death  5  18  B.  C. 

PHOT1US,  patriarch  of  Constan- 
tinople in  the  gth  century,  anil  the 
greatest  man  of  the  age  in  which 
he  lived.  Of  his  works,  the  most 
considerable  is  his  "  Bibliotheca," 
which  contains  the  argument  or  ab- 
stra&s  of  280  volumes  of  many  au- 
thors upon  various  subjects:  among 
whom  are  grammarians,  critics, 
poets,  orators,  sacred  and  profane 
historians,  physicians,  philosophers, 
divines,  &c.  His  "  Nomocanoa  " 
too  is  another  proof  of  his  great 
abilities.  It  is  a  colleflion,  di- 
gested in  an  excellent  method,  of 
the  canons  of  the  councils,  of 
the  canonical  epistles,  and  of 
the  emperor's  laws  iclating  to  ec« 
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elesiaitical  matters.     He  died  about 
890. 

PIAZZA  (HIEROM  BARTHO- 
LOMEW)  an  historian  of  the  "  In- 
quisition in  Italy, "of  which  court 
he  was  formerly  a  judge,  but  be- 
came afterwards  (as  he  .^ay  •,  by  the 
grace  of  God)  a  convert  to  the 
church  of  England,  and  died  at 
Cambridge  1745. 

PICART  (BERNARD)  a  very 
famous  French  engraver,  born  1673, 
died  1733. 

PIERINO  (DEL  VAGA)  a  ce- 
lebratcd  Italian  painter,  disciple  of 
Raphael,  born  in  Tuscany  about 
1500,  died  1547. 

FIER1US.    SeeVALERIANUS. 

P1GHIUS  (STEPHANUS)  a 
very  learned  German  annalist, 
born  1520,  died  1604.  Than  his 
"  Annales,  seu  Fasti  Romanorum 
Magistratuum  et  Provinciarum,"  it 
is  not  possible  to  have  a  better 
commentary  upon  Tully's  historical 
work,  Livy,  Dionysius  Halicar- 
nassus,  Dion  Cassias,  Florus, 
and  the  other  writers  on  Roman 
affairs. 

PILES  (ROGER  DE)  an  emi- 
nent French  painter  and  biographer, 
born  1635,  died  1709.  His  best 
writings  are,  a  "  Translation  of 
Fresnoy,"  and  "  Lives  of  the 
Painters." 

PILKINGTON  (L^TITIA) 
an  English  wit  and  poetess,  born 
17  '2,  spent  a  life  of  vicissitude, 
and  died  1750. 

PILP  AY,  an  Indianbramin,gym- 
nosophist,  ai.d  moral  fabulist,  flou- 
rished 230  B.  C. 

PIX.-£US  (SEVER1NUS)  in 
French  Pinfau,  an  eminent  surgeon 
of  Paris,  and  author  of  a  very  cu- 
rious Latin  book,  intituled  "  De 
Kotis  Ir.tegritatis  &  Corruptions 
Virginum."  He  was  born  1550, 
gad  died  1619. 
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PINDAR,  of  Thebes,  the  princa 
of  Lyric  poets,  a  contemporary  of 
/Eschylus,  and  born  somewhat  above 
500  years  before  Christ.  Of  the 
numerous  works  which  he  is  said 
to  have  composed,  we  have  only 
his  4  books  of  hymns  of  triumph 
on  the  conquerors  of  the  4  re- 
nowned games  of  Greece :  the 
Olympian,  the  Pythian,  the  Ne- 
maean,  and  the  Isthmian.  The  spi- 
rit of  Pindar's  poetry  is  so  sublime, 
and  the  beauty  so  peculiar,  that 
we  know  riot  which  most  to  admire, 
the  prodigious  elevation  of  spirit, 
the  amazing  beauty  of  sentencei, 
the  boundless  scope  of  thought,  or 
the  daring  liberty  of  figures  and  of 
measures.  "  Pindar  and  Sophocles 
(says  Longimis),  like  a  rapid  fire, 
carry  every  thing  before  them." 
The  grandeur  ef  his  poetry,  and 
his  deep  erudition,  made  Plato  call 
him  the  Wisest,  and  tht  Divine  ; 
Eschylus,  the  Great  ;  and  Athe» 
naeus,  the  most  Sublime. 

PINELLI  (jOHN  VINCENT) 
an  Italian  nobleman  celebrated  for 
his  love  of  letters,  and  the  im- 
mense and  invaluable  library  that 
he  formed,  was  born  at  Naples 
1533>  ar|d  died  at  Padua  1601. 
His  library  (comprising  an  astonish- 
ing number  of  MSS.),  augmented 
by  his  descendants,  was  purchased 
complete  by  an  English  bookseller 
(Mr.  Robson,  of  Bond-Street)  in 
1 7  90,  and  sold  by  auflion  in  London. 
PINTURRICHIO  (BERNAR- 
DINO) the  inventor  in  Italy  of  a 
new  way  of  painting,  in  the  1,5th 
century,  viz.  by  introducing  the 
ba<so  relievo  of  architecture  into 
his  pieces ;  but,  this  being  con- 
trary to  the  art  of  painting,  which 
always  supposes  a  flat  superficies, 
nobody  followed  his  example.  He 
died  15  13. 

(GUMB.1TTISTAJ 
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a  celebrated  Venetian  architect  and 
engraver,  born  about  ij  11,  diet! 
abo'it  1780. 

PITCAIRNE  (DR.  WILLIAM) 
a  very  eminent  English  physician, 
many  years  president  of  the  col- 
lege, and  F.  R.  S.  bi  rn  i  7  1 1,  died

flTHCEUS  (PETER)  a  French 
ger>!eman  of  eminence  in  the  re 

I  ublic  of  letters,    born   1.539,   t'''; 
1596.      tie  published  a  gieat  num- 
ber  of   works   upon    la\v,    history, 
and  classical  literature  ;   gave  seve- 
raJ   new   ard    correct    editions    of 
ancient  Winers,  and  was  the   first 
•who   made    the   wotld     acquainted 
•with   the    "    F..bles  of     Phaedrus:" 
they,  together    with    the    name    of 
their  author,  being  utterly  unknown 
and  unheard  ot    till  published  from. 
a  manuscript  of  his. 

PITS,  or  P1TSEUS  (JOHN)  an 
English  biographer,  horn  1560, 
died  16  »6.  llts  chit!'  work  is

Vols. 

PITT  (CHRISTOPHER)  an  ele- 
gant Engli-h  poet,  and  translator 
of  "  Vida"  and  "  Virgil,"  born 
1690,  died  1748.  Of  the  compa- 
rative merits  of  Dryclen's  and  Pitt'.s 
translations  of  Virgil  Dr.  John- 
son thus  speaks:  "  Dr\deu  leads 
the  reader  forward  by  his  general 
vigour  and  sprightliness,  and  Fitt 
often  stops  him  to  contemplate  the 
excellence  of  a  single  couplet  :  Dry- 
den's  faults  are  forgotten  in  the 
hurry  of  delight,  and  Fitt's  beauties 
are  neg'efled  in  the  languor  of  a 
cold  and  listless  penpal.  Pitt 
pleases  the  critics,  and  Drydeti  the 
people;  Pitt  is  quoted,  and  Dry- 
den  read." 

PITT  (WILLIAM)  earl  of  Chat- 
ham, a  iijost  illustrious  English 
statesman,  son  of  Robert  Piu,  e^q. 
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of  Boconnock  in  Cornwall,  was 
born  Nov.  15,  1708.— After  re- 
ceiving a  liberal  education,  he  ob- 
tained a  cornetcy  of  horse,  and 
soon  a^ter  that  a  seat  in  the  House 
of  Commons,  where  he  greatly  dis- 
tinguished himself  by  his  eloquence 
in  opposition  to  what  he  considered 
as  the  arbitrary  and  indefensible 
measures  of  sir  Robert  V.'alpole. 
To  this  opposition  he  wa?  indebted, 
in  1745,  for  a  legacy  of  io,oool. 
by  the  duchess  dowager  of  Marl- 
h  rough,  ''  on  account  (as  the  will 
expresses  it)  of  his  meiit  in  the  no- 
ble defence  he  made  for  the  sup. 
port  of  the  laws  of  England,  and  to 
prevent  the  ruin  of  his  country."— - 
In  1746  Mr.  Pitt  was  made  trea- 
surer and  pay-ma-ter-general  of  the 
army,  and  a  privy-councillor;  but, 
after  strongly  opposing  continental 
co'.ncxions,  he  resigned  those  offi- 
ces in  i  755  ;  in  the  year  following, 
however,  l:e  was  appointed  secre- 
tary of  state,  in  which  situation  he 
obtained  the  public  cor.ficience  in 
a  very  high  degree;  but  this  alone 
was  not  able  to  support  him  against 
court  intrigues,  and  he  was  de- 
prived of  his  office.  On  this  oc- 
casion the  whole  nation  seemed  to 
rise  up  as  one  man  in  vindication 
of  the  displaced  patriot ;  addresses 
for  his  restoration  became  too  nu- 
merous and  powerful  to  be  long 
resisted,  and  he  was  again  ap- 
pointed secretary  of  state,  June  29, 
1757,  and  supported  the  character 
of  a  mo!-t  incorruptible  and  success- 
ful minister  till  the  latter  end  of 
1761,  when,  finding  his  influence 
decline,  he  resigned  his  office,  and 
received  a  most  glorious  testimony 
of  publir  esteem  in  an  address  from 
the  city  of  London,  lamentinc,  "  as 
a  national  loss,  the  deprivation  of  a 
most  faithful  and  able  minister  at 
a  most  critical  conjunflure."— His 
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patriotic  and  formidable  opposition 
to  the  introduction  of  general  war- 
rants will  be  remembered  to  latest 
posterity,   as  will  his  equally  elo- 
quent (though  unsuccessful)  depre- 
cation of  the  measures  adopted    in 
1766,   which  finally  ended    in  the 
loss  of  our  American  colonies.      A 
new  ministry,  however,  was    this 
year  formed,    in  which    Mr.   Pitt 
was    made     lord    privy  seal,    and 
raised  to   the  dignities  of  viscount 
Pitt  and  earl    of    Chatham.       Yet 
this    measure   was  very  soon    con- 
sidered  an<l     felt    as   a  court    ma- 
noeuvre   only,    by  removing    him! 
from   the   House   of    Commons  to 
lessen   his  weight    and    influence; 
and,    finding  the  measures  he   re- 
commended but   feebly  supported,  | 
he  resigned  the  privy  seal,  Nov.  z,\ 
1768,   and  never  after  accepted  of: 
any    public    employment. —  From 
this  time  his    exertions  in   parlia-j 
ment,  on  every  important  question,' 
were  unwearied  ;   but  those  which 
more  particularly  called  forth   his. 
powers  were  that  of  relieving   Pro-; 
testant  dissenting  ministers  from  the  , 
hardship  of  being  required  to   sub- 
scribe to    the  doftrinal  articles   of 
the  church  of  England  ;    and    the , 
last  great    and    momentous  contest 
with  America;   for   he  was  seized: 
with  a  convulsive   fit    during  a  de-j 
bate  on  the    question    of    the  in-1 
dependence    of  America,   April  8, 
1778,   and   died    the    nth  of  the 
following     month.      His     remains 
were  interred  with    great    funeral 
pomp  in  the    north  cross  of  West- 
minster Abbey  ;   and  on  the  spot  is 
a  stately  monument  with  the   fol- 
lowing  inscription.

An  elegant  monument  has  been  also 
eretled  by  the  corporation  of  Lon- 
don in  the  Guildhall  of  that  city, 
as  a  perpetual  memento  of  public 
esteem  for  great  public  virtue.—  —Of 
lord  Chatham,  his  eloquence  was 
one  of  the  most  striking  charafteris- 
tics  ;  the  music  and  irnjesty  of  his 
voice;  the  persuasive  gracefulness 
and  irresistible  force  of  his  action  ; 
his  power  of  eye  ;  all  carried  con- 
viction with  his  argument;  but  to 
those  who  never  saw  or  heard  this 
accomplished  orator,  patriot,  and 
statesman,  the  utmost  effort  of  ima- 
gination will  be  necessary  to  form 
a  just  idea  of  such  a  combination 
of  excellence. 

P1X  (MARY)  a  dramatic  wri- 
ter of  no  mean  talents  in  the  reign 
of  William  III.  She  wrote  4  tra- 
gedies, 2  comedies,  and  a  farce. 

PIZARRO  (FRANCIS)  a  Spa- 
nish general,  discoverer  and  con- 
queror of  Peru,  in  conjunction  with 
Diego  Almagro,  a  Spanish  navi- 
gator. They  are  both  charged  with 
horrid  cruelties  to  the  inhabitants, 
and  fell  victims  to  their  own  am- 
bition, jealousy,  and  avarice.  Al« 
magro,  revolting,  was  defeated,  and 
beheaded  by  Pizarro,  who  was  as- 
sassinated by  Almagro's  friends  in 


PLANTIN  (CHRISTOPHER) 
a  celebrated  printer  of  Antwerp, 
who  carried  that  art  to  the  highest 
degree  of  perfection,  was  born  1533, 
and  died  1598. 

PLATIMA(BARTHOLOMEW) 
a  learned  Italian,  and  author  of  a 
History  of  the  Popes  from  St.  Peter 
to  Sixtus  IV.  born  1421*  died 
1481. 
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PLATO,  a  moji  illustrious  phi- 
losopher of  ant  iqu  it  y,  born  at  Athens 
in  the  88th  Olympiad,  about  430 
years  before  Christ.  The  ancients 
thought  more  highly  of  him  than  of 
all  their  philosophers,  and  always 
called  him  the  Divine  Flato.  Tully 
perfectly  adored  him  ;  tells  us,  how 
he  was  justly  called  by  Panaetius  the 
divine,  the  most  wise,  the  most  sa- 
cred, the  Homer  of  philosophers  ; 
entitled  him  to  Atticus,  "  Deus  ilk 
roster  ;"  thinks,  that  if  Jupiter  had 
spoken  Greek,  he  would  have 
spoken  in  Plato's  language  ;  and 
made  him  so  implicitly  his  guide 
in  wisdom  and  philosophy,  as  to 
declare,  that  he  had  rather  err 
with  Plato,  than  be  right  with  any- 
one else. 

FLAUTUS(MARCUSACCIUS) 
a  comic  writer  of  ancient  Rome. 
His  proper  name  was  Marcus  Ac- 
cius;  he  is  supposed  from  his  splay 
feet  to  have  got  the  surname  of 
Plautus.  We  have  20  of  his  plays 
extant,  though  not  all  of  them  en- 
tire. Two  things  have  occasioned 
Plautus's  plays  to  be  exceedingly 
admired  :  one  is,  the  exaft  propri- 
ety of  his  expression,  which  has 
been  made  the  standard  of  the  purest 
Latin;  the  other,  the  true  ridicule 
and  humour  of  his  chara8ers,  which 
has  set  him  above  all  the  Roman 
comic  writers. 

PLAYFORD(JOHN)borni6i3, 
published  an  "  Introduction  to  the 
Skill  of  Music,"  which  succeeded 
so  well  as  to  go  through  many  edi- 
tions. He  died  about  1693. 

PLIK1US  SECUXDUS  (CA1US) 
the  elder,  one  of  the  most  learned 
ef  the  ancient  Roman  writers,  born 
at  Verona  about  the  year  of  Christ 
£3. — Being  too  curious  in  ob- 
serving the  effefts  of  a  violent 
eruption  of  Mount  Vesuvius,  and 


staying  too  long  in  his  friend's 
house  near  it,  he  was  suffocated 
by  the  sulphureous  smoke,  A.  D. 
79.  A  "  Natural  History,"  in  37 
books,  is  the  only  work  remaining 
of  this  great  man. 

PLIN1US  (C/ECIL1US  SECU.V. 
DUS  CAIUS)  nephew  of  the  above, 
born  A.  D.  62,  died  i  i  3.  He  was 
highly  celebrated  for  his  abilities  as 
a  lawyer,  in  which  profession  his 
eloquence  was  gieatly  admired  ;  and 
it  is  not  less  conspicuous  in  his 
"  Epistles,"  which  are  historical, 
moral,  and  entertaining.  He  at- 
tained the  dignity  of  consul  under 
Trajan,  whose"  Panegyric"  he  pro- 
nounced  in  the  senate:  This  master* 
piece  of  eloquence,  and  his  Letters, 
are  all  the  remains  of  this  author, 
though  he  wrote  several  other 
things,  particularly  a  "  History  of 
his  Own  Time." 

PLOT  (DR.  ROBERT)  an   emi- 

nent  English  philosopher  and  antU 

|  quary,  born  16  j  i,  died  1696.    His 

best  -works  are  "  Natural  Histories 

of  Oxfordshire  and  Staffordshire." 

PLOT1NUS,  an  illustrious  Pla- 
tonic philosopher,  born  at  Lycopo- 
lis  in  Egypt  204,  died  270. 

PLOll'DENf  EDMUND )zn  emi- 
nent serjeant  at  law,  born  in  Shrop. 
shire  i  5  i  7,  died  1584.  His  "  Re» 
ports"  shew  much  learning  and  sa- 
gacity, and  are  highly  esteemed. 
He  also  published  "  Queries,  or  a 
Moot-book  of  choice  Cases,"  8vo. 
1662. 

PLUCHE  (ANTOINE)  a  French 
writer  on  Natural  History,  born 
1668.  His  "  SpeQacle  de  la  Na- 
ture" is  known  to  all  the  world,  as 
indeed  it  has  been  translated  into 
perhaps  all  the  European  languages  ; 
in  English  it  is  entituled,  "  Nature 
Displayed."  "  Histoire  du  Ciel,"  in 
2  vols,  i  amo,  is  another  work  of 
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pur  author,  a  kind  of  mythological 
History  of  the  Heavens,     lie  died 

>75«- 

PLUTARCH,a  great  philosopher 

and  historian  of  antiquity,  who 
lived  from  the  reign  of  Claudius  to 
that  of  Adrian,  was  born,  at  Chasio- 
rea,  a  small  city  of  Boeotia  in 
Greece,  which  had  also  been  the 
birth-place  of  Pindar.  His  "  Lives 
of  the  Greek  and  Roman  Worthies" 
are  too  well  known  to  all  nations 
to  require  chara&erising.  The 
works  of  Plutarch  have  been  divided 
into  "  Lives"  and  "  Morals;"  and 
treasures  of  learning,  wisdom,  and 
history,  may  be  found  in  them  ;  for 
they  are  a  kind  of  library,  and  col- 
lection of  all  that  was  wisely  said 
and  done  among  the  ancient  Greeks 
and  Romans.  Some,  verses  in  the 
*'  Anthologia,"  supposed  to  have 
been  written  on  a  statue  ereSled  by 
the  Romans  to  his  memory,  have 
been  thus  elegantly  translated  by 
Our  Dryden: 

*'  Chfcronean  Plutarch,  to  thy  deathless 
praise 

*'  Does  martial  Rome  this  grateful  sta- 
tue raise: 

*'  Eeca:u=e  both    Greece   anil  she  thy 
fame  have  shar'd, 

"  Their  heroes  written,  and  their  lives 
compar'd. 

"  But  thou  thyself  could'st  never  write 

thy  own  ; 

'  Their  lives  have  parallels,  but  thine 
has  none." 

POCOCKE  (DR.  EDWARD)  a 
most  learned  English  critic  and  com- 
mentator, and  famous  particularly 
for  his  great  skill  in  the  Oriental 
languages,  born  1604,  died  169  i . 

POCOCKE  (DR.  RICHARD) 
bishop  of  Meath  in  Ireland,  and 
celebrated  for  his  travels,  of  which 
he  published  an  account  in  "  A  De- 
scription of  the  East,  with  Obser- 
vations on  Palestine,  or  the  Holy 
Land,  &c."  born  1704,  died  1765.- 

POCOCK  [SIR  GLORGE)  K.  B. 
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a  gallant  English  admiral,  who  Jm« 
mortalized  his  memory  by  the  cap- 
ture of  the  Havannah  in  1761, and 
by  many  other  important  services, 
born  1706,  died  1792. 

POGGIUS  BRACCIOLIXUS,  a 
Florentine  of  great  parts  and  learn> 
ing,  who  flourished  at  the  time  when 
learning  was  reviving  in  Europe, 
and  himself  contributed  not  a  htde 
to  it,  was  born  13 80,  and  died  1459- 
He  brought  to  light  several  authors 
of  antiquity,  whose  writings  were 
considered  as  lost.  His  own  works 
consist  of  "  Moral  Pieces,  Orations, 
Letters,"  and  "  A  History  of  Flo- 
rence from  1350  to  1455,"  which  ' 
is  the  most  considerable  or' them. 

POLE(REGINALD)cardina!,an 
eminent  statesman,  and  archbishop 
of  Canterbury,  in  the  reign  of  queen 
Mary,  born  1500,  died  1558.  His 
capital  work,  though  a  short  one,  is 
"  Pro  Unitate  Ecclesiastica,"  in 
which  he  denies  the  king's  supre- 
macy. 

POLIDORO(DE  CAR  AV  AGIO) 
an  eminent  Italian  painter,  born 
1495,  and  assassinated  by  his  ser-. 
vant  1543. 

FOLIGN'AC  (MELCHIOR  DE) 
a  great  statesman  of  France  under 
Louis  XIV.  and  a  cardinal,  bora 
1662,  died  174  i. 

POL1T1AN  (AKGELO)  in  La- 
tin  Politianus,  a  most  ingenious  and 
learned  Tuscan  historian,  critic,  and 
poet,  born  1454,  died  1494. 

POLYyENUS,  author  of  eight 
books  of  the  "  Stratagems  of  Illus. 
trious  commanders  in  War,"  died 
1 64.  Casaubon  calls  him  "  an  ele- 
gant, acute,  and  learned  writer." 

POLYBlUS.anancientGreekuni, 
versal  historian,  born  about  200 
years  before  Christ.  Of  40  books 
which  he  composed,  there  remain 
but  the  5  first  entire  ;  with  an  epi- 
tome of  the  1 2  following,  which  i$

supposed  to  have  been  done  by  that 
great  assertor  of  Roman  liberty  Mar- 
cus Brutus.  Polybius  died  at  82 
years  of  age,  by  a  fall  from  his  horse. 
POLYCARP,  bishop  of  Smyrna 
at  the  end  of  the  first  century,  a  dis- 
ciple of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  and 
author  of  an  "  Epistle  to  the  Philip- 
pians,"  a  translation  of  which  is 
preserved  by  Dr.  Cave.  He  was 
burnt  at  Smyrna  A.  D.  167,  in  the 
7th  year  of  Marcus  Aurelius. 
FOLYDORE.  See  VERGIL. 
POLYHJSTOR  (real  name  Alex, 
ander  Coinelius)  author  of  an  "  Uni- 
versal History,"  cited  by  many  au- 
thor?, but  not  preserved,  flourished 
about  80  B.C. 

POMBAL  (SEBASTIAN  JO. 
SEPH  CARVALLO,  MARQUIS  OF) 
a  famous  Portuguese  minister  of 
state,  born  1690,  died  1782. 

POMFRET  (JOHN)  an  English 
divine  and  poet  of  considerable  me- 
rit, born  1667,  died  1703. 

POM  P.I  DOUR  (JANE  AN- 
TOINETTE  POISSON,  MAR- 
CHIONESS  OF)  a  beloved  mis- 
tress of  Louis  XV.  The  beauty  of 
Jier  person,  the  elegance  of  her  ta- 
lents, and  her  patronage  of  the 
polite  arts,  have  been  much  cele- 
brated. She  was  born  1720,  and 
died  1764. 

POM  FEY  THE  GREAT,  the  re- 
nowned rival  of  Julius  Cassar.  Be- 
ing defeated  by  him  at  the  battle  of 
Pharsalia,  owing  to  the  defection 
of  his  cavalry,  he  fled  by  sea  to 
F.gypt,  where  he  was  basely  assas- 
sinated by  order  of  Theodo- 
tus,  prime  minister  to  Ptolercy 
the  Younger,  then  a  minor,  48 
B.C. 

POMPONAT1US  (PETER)  an 
eminent  Italian  philosopher,  born 
1462,  died  1,52,5.  He  was  almost 
a  dwarf;  yet  possessed  an  exalted 
genius,  and  was  considered  as  one 
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of  the  greatest  philosophers  of  the 
age  in  which  he  lived.  His  princi- 
pal works  are,  "  De  Immortalitatc 
Anim.-c,"  (in  which  he  denies  that 
the  immortality  of  the  soul  can  be 
proved  on  philosophical  principles, 
but  assents  to  it  as  an  article  of 
faith)  and  a  book  upon  "  Incan- 
tations." 

POMPON1US.     See  MELA. 

POMPON1US  (L^ETUS  JULI- 
US) of  Calabria,  sometimes  impro- 
perly called  Pettr  of  Calabria,  a 
learned  philosopher,  author  of  seve* 

l  Latin  works  respefling  the  his- 
tory and  antiquities  of  Rome  ;  an 
Abridgement  of  the  Lives  of  the 
Caesars,  from  the  death  of  Gordian 
to  that  of  Justinian  III.  editor  of 
Sallust,  Pliny  junior,  and  Cicero, 
and  commentator  on  Ouintilian, 
&c.  born  1425,  died  1495. 

PON1ATOWSKI  (STANISLAUS 
AUGUSTUS)  king  of  Poland,  was 
born  Jan.  18,  1732,  elefled  king  of 
Poland  Sept.  7,  176,4,  and  deposed 
by  the  late  empress  of  Russia  in 
1794.  During  the  whole  of  his 
reign  he  proved  himself  a  patriot 
king  and  an  honest  man.  The.re- 
volution  effected  by  him  in  1791, 
by  which  he  incurred  the  displea. 
sure  of  the  ambitious  czarina, 
greatly  improved  the  condition  of 
the  Poles,  and  called  forth  a  most 
sublin.e  eulogium  from  Mr.  Burke. 
This  unfortunate  monarch  died  Feb. 
11,  1798. 

POOLE  (MATTHEW)  an  emi- 
nent nonconformist  minister,  and 
celebrated  critic  and  casuist,  born 
1624,  died  1679,  having  published 
a  very  laborious  and  useful  work, 
under  the  title  of  "  Synopsis  Criti- 
corum  Bibliorum,"  5  vols.  folio  ;  a 
volume  of  "  English  Annotations 
upon  the  Holy  Scriptures;"  and  se- 
veral smaller  pieces. 

POPJE  (SIR  THOMAS)  a  states- 
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mart  under  Henry  VIII.  and  Mary, 
and  founder  of  Trinity  college,  Ox- 
ford, horn  1508,  died  1,588. 

POPE    (ALEXANDER)    a    ce- 
brated  English  poet  and   epistolary 
writer,  born  1688.      He  discovered 
early  an  inclination  to  versifying  ; 
and  the  translations  of  Ogilt>y  and 
Sandys  from  Virgil    and  Ovid  first 
falling  in  his-  way,  these   were  his 
favourite  authors.     At  12,  he  reti 
red  with  his  parents  to  Binfield,  in 
Windsor  Forest;  and  there  hecamc 
acquaiiited    with    the    writings   of 
Spenser,  Waller,  and  Dryden.     Hi. 
pastorals,  begun  in  1704,  first  intro- 
duced him  to  the  wits  of  the  time, 
among  whom   were  Wycherly  and 
Walsh.     The  same  year  he  began 
his  "Windsor   Forest."     In    1708 
he  wrote  the  "  Essay  on  Criticism  ;" 
which  production  was  justly  esteem- 
ed a  master-piece  in  its  kind.     But 
whatever  may  be  the  merit  of   the 
"  Essay  on  Criticism,"    it  was  still 
surpassed,  in  a  poetical  view,  by  the 
"  Rape  of  the  Lock, "first  published 
in    1712;    there    being    more    vij 
imagittartdi  displayed  in  this  poem, 
than  perhaps  in  all  his  other  works 
put   together.      In    1713,  he   gave 
out  proposals  for  publishing  a  trans- 
lation of"  Homer's  Iliad,"  by  sub- 
scription ;  in  which  all  parties  con- 
curred so  heartily,  that  he  acquired 
a  considerable  fortune  by  it.      Pope- 
now  purchased  a  house  at  Twicken- 
ham,  whither  he  removed,  and   in 
1717  published  a  collection  of  al: 
that  be  had  printed  separately  ;    and 
proceeded  to  give  a  new  edition  oi 
Shakespeare,  <\  hich, being  published 
in    1721,   discovered  that  he  had 
consulted  his  fortune  more  than  hi> 
fame   in   that   undertaking.       The 
"  Iliad"  being  finished,  he  engageu 
upon  the  like  footing  to  undertake 
the  "  Odyssey."    Broome  and  Fen 
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ton  did  part  of  it,  and  received  500!. 
of  Pope  for  their  labours.  This 
woik  being  finished  in  1725, he  was 
afterwards  employed  with  Swift  and 
Arbuthnot  in  printing  some  volumes 
of  "  Miscellanies."  In  1727,  his 
"  Dunciad"appeared  in  Ireland,  and 
the  year  after  in  England,  with, 
notes  by  Swift,  under  the  name  of 
Scriblerus.  In  i  7  29,  by  the  advice 
of  lord  Bolinubroke,  he  turned  his 
pen  to  subjects  of  morality,  and  pro- 
duced the  "  Essay  on  Man,"  the 
fourth  episcle  of  which,  "  Upon 
Taste,"  giving  great  offence,  as  b» 
was  supposed  to  ridicule  the  duke  of 
Chandos  under  the  character  of 
"  Timon,"  is  said  to  have  put  him 
upon  writing  "  Satires,"  which  he 
continued  till  1739.  A  genuine 
collection  of  his  ''  Letters"  was  pub- 
lished in  1737.  Mr.  Pope  died 
1744.  S^BROOME(VVILLIAM.)- 

POPHAM  (SIX  JOHN},  an  emi- 
nent English  judge,  was  born  1531, 
made  chief  justice  of  the  King's 
Bench  159-2,  published  "  Reports'* 
and  "  Cases"  in  the  reign  of  Eliza- 
beth, and  died  1607. 

POPPLE  (li'l-LLUM)  an  Eng. 
lish  dramatic  writer,  died  1764. 

FOREE  (CHARLES)  a  French 
Jesuit,  and  very  great  genius,  born 
1675,  died  1741.  Voltaire  says  of 
him,  that  "  he  was  eloquent  after 
the  style;tnd  taste  of  Seneca;  a  very 
beautiful  poet:  but  that  his  greatest 
merit  consisted  in  inspiring  his  pu- 
pils with  the  love  of  learning  and 
virtue."  There  are  several  Orations, 
Comedies,  and  Tragedies,  of  his 
extant,  in  Latin. 

PORPHYRIUS,  of  Tyre,  a  Pla- 
tonic philosopher  of  great  fame 
among  the  ancients, born  A.  D.  233, 
died  304. 

PORSENNA,  king  of  Etruria, 
famous  for  his  siege  of  Rome,  in

POS1DIPFUS,  a  comic  poet  of 
Cassandra,  flourished  about  530

"•  Commercial  Diflu.nary,"in  2\ols. 
folio  ;  died  i  767. 

POTE  (JOSEPH)  many  years  a 
respeftable  printer  and  bookseller 
at  Eton,  and  editor  as  well  as  print- 
er of  several  learned  ;md  valuable 
•Wfiks;  among  which  may  be  men- 
tioned «'  The  History  and  Antiqui- 
ties of  Windsor  Castle,  and  the 
JLoyal  College  and  Chapel  of  St. 
George,"  &c.  &c.  4to.  illustrated 
•with  cuts;  and  treating  of  many 
particulars  not  in  Ashmole,  Anstis, 
nor  any  other  writers.  Mr.  Pote 
died  March  3,  1787.

POUSSiN  (NICHOLAS)  anemi- 


he  applied  himself  to  the  study  of 
the  law  with  such  effefct,  that  he 
became  one  of  the  most  success- 
ful pleaders  at  the  bar.  In  1759 
he  was  appointed  attorney-general ; 
in  January  1762  he  was  called  to 
the  degree  of  Serjeant  at  law,  ap- 
pointed chief  justice  of  the  com- 
mon pleas,  and  knighted.  His 
lordship  presided  in  that  court  with 
a  dignity,  weight,  and  impartiality 
never  exceeded  by  any  of  his  pre- 
decessors; and  when  John  Wilkes, 
esq.  was  seized  and  committed  tothe 
Tower,  on  an  illegal  general  war- 
rant, his  louUhip,  with  the  intre- 
pidity of  a  British  magistrate,  and 
the  becoming  fortitude  of  an  Eng- 
lishman, granted  him  a  Habeas 
Corpus  5  and,  on  his  being  biought 
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before  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas, 
discharged  him  from  his  confine- 
ment in  the  Tower,  May  6,  1763. 
in  a  speech  which  did  him  honour. 
His  wise  and  spirited  behaviour  on 
this  remarkable  occasion,  so  in- 
teresting to  every  true-born  Briton, 
and  in  the  consequent  judicial  pro- 
ceedings between  the  printers  ot 
"  The  North  Briton" and  the  mes- 
sengers and  others,  was  so  accept- 
able to  the  nation,  that  the  city  of 
London  presented  him  with  the 
freedom  of  their  corporation  in  a 
gold  box,  and  desired  his  piclure, 
which  was  put  up  in  Guildhall, 
with  this  inscription:—

The  corporations  of  Dublin,  Bath, 
Exeter,  and  Norwich,  paid  him  the 
like  compliment.  July  16,  1765, 
he  was  created  a  peer  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, by  the  title  of  lord  Camden, 
baron  Camden  in  the  county  ol 
Kent  ;  and  July  30,  1766,  he  was 
appointed  lord  high  chancellor  ol 
Great  Britain  ;  in  which  capacity 
he,  in  a  speech  of  two  hours,  de- 
clared, upon  the  first  decision  o! 
the  suit  against  the  messengers  who 
anested  Mr.  Wilkes,  that  "  it  was 
the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  whole 
court,  that  general  warrants,  excep 
in  cases  of  high  treason,  were  il 
legal,  oppressive,  and  unwarrant 
able."  He  conducled  himself  in  thi 
high  office  so  as  to  obtain  the  Jove 
and  esteem  of  all  parties  ;  but  when 
the  taxation  of  America  was  in  agi 
taiion;  he  declared  himself  again; 
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,  and,  strongly  opposing  it,  was 
emoved  from  his  station  in  1770. 
was  appointed  president  of  the 
ouncil  March  27,  1782,  and  re. 
gned  this  office  in  March  1783  ; 
ut  soon  after  resumed  it,  and  held 
t  till  his  death,  April  18,  1794. 

PRAXITELES,  a  famous  Greek 
culptor,  about  340  years  B.  C. 

PRESTON  (DR.  THOMAS) 
n  English  dramatic  writer  in  queen 
^iizabeth's  reign. 

PRIAM,  the  famous  king  of 
"roy ,  slain  by  Pyrrhus,  11848.0. 

PRICE  (REV.  DR.  RICHARD) 
n  eminent  dissenting  minister,  uni- 
ersally  known  and  celebrated  for 
lis   great   abilities  in  arithmetical 
alculations,  and  for  very  numerous 
and  \aluable  writings,  theological, 
moral,  and  scientific.      He  was  the 
Viend  of  man,  and  the  most  intre- 
pid assertor  of  his  rights ;  and  while 
is  genius  and  his  no  less  abstruse 
than  valuable  labours  in  calculation 
rank  him  with  the  first  philosophers 
of  every  age,  his  political  counsels 
and  writings  place  him  among  the 
most  distinguished  patriots  and  be- 
nefaflors  of  nations.    He  died  April 
19,  1791,  aged  68. 

PRITCHAKD  (HANNAH)  an 
eminent  English  aftress,  who  ex- 
celled both  in  tragedy  and  comedy, 
aorn  17  1 1 1  died  Aug.  1768. 

PRIDEAUXf  DR. HUMPHREY) 
an  English  divine,  historian,  and 
critic,  born  1648,  died  1724.  His 
chief  works  are,  "  The  Life  of 
Mahomet ;"  "  A  letter  to  the  De- 
ists;"  and  his  great  work,  "The 
Connexion  of  the  History  of  the 
Old  and  New  Testament  :"  a  body 
of  universal  history,  written  with 
such  capacity,  accuracy,  industry, 
and  honesty,  as  make  it  one  of  the 
L>est  books  that  ever  came  into  the 
world.  It  comprises  the  affairs  of 
Assyria,  Egypt,  Greece,  and  Rumes 
G  g  3 
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as  well  as  those  of  the  Jews,  and 
illustrates  many  parts  of  profane 
bistory,  which  before  were  ob- 
scure. 

PRIMAT1CCIO(FRANCESCO; 
an  eminent  Italian  painter,  who  was 
extreme!)  skilful  in  stucco  and 
basso  relievo,  and  excelled  chiefly 
in  battle  pieces,  died  1570. 

PRINGLE  (SIR  JOHN)  an  emi- 
nent physician  and  medical  writer, 
and  president  of  the  Royal  Society, 
was  born  in  North  Britain  1707,  and 
died  1782.  Among  his  other  wri- 
tings is  a  very  valuable  "  Treatise 
on  the  Diseases  of  the  Army." 

.PRIOR  (MATTHEW)  an  emi- 
nent English  poet  and  statesman. 
born  16^.4.  After  having  occupied 
inany  high  diplomatic  pests  and 
lucrative  employments,  Mr.  Prior 
tlied  fellow  of  St.  John's  College  in 
Cambridge.  He  was  often  told,  that 
a  fellowship  was  too  trifling  a  thing 
for  him  to  keep,  and  even  improper 
for  his  charafter  :  hut  he  replied, 
that,  "  every  thing  he  had  besides 
'was  precarious,  and  when  all  failed, 
t  feat  would  be  bread  and  cheese  •  on 
which  account  he  did  not  mean  to 
part  with  it."  He  died  1721. 

PR  iSCI  ANUS,  an  eminent  gram- 
tnarian  of  antiquity,  born  at  Caesa- 
rea,  but  afterwards  went  to  Con 
srar.tinople,  where  he  taught  the 
principles  of  his  art,  and  was  in  the 
highest  repute  about  the  year  52,5- 
-A  person  who  writes  false  Latin 
is  proverbially  said  "  to  break  Pris- 
cian's  head." 

PROCLUS,  an  eminent  philoso- 
pher among  the  later  Platonists, 
born  at  Constantinople  410,  died 


PROCOPIUS,  an  ancient  Greek 

historian  of  Byzantium,  who   flou- 

rished in  the  6th  century.    His  his- 

t  cry  commences  towards  the  end  of 

Hie  reign  of  Anaaasius  emperor  of 
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die  East,  407,  and  is  carried  down 
i.o  the  year  649. 

PROMETHEUS,  the  son  of  Ja. 
phet,  and  a  great  warrior,  supposed 
to  have  been  the  first  discoveier  of 
the  art  of  striking  fire  by  flint  and 
steel,  which  gave  rise  to  the  fahle 
of  his  sttaling  fiie  from  heaven. 
Be  Houmhed  1687  B.  C. 

PROPERT1US(SEXTUSAURE- 
LIUS)  an  eminent  Roman  elegiac 
poet,  born  about  the  year  of  Rome 
700,  The  first  book  of  Proper- 
tius's  Elegies  was  elegantly  ren- 
dered by  Mr.  Nott  in  1782,  and 
printed  with  a  life  of  the  poet. 
Mr.  N.  had  previously  (in  1778) 
published  a  selection  from  Petrarch's 
poems. 

FROTOGENES,afamous  painter 
of  Rhodes,  contemporary  and  com- 
panion of  Apclles,  about  300  years 
before  Christ. 

PRYNiNE  (WILLIAM)  an  eroi- 
nent  English  lawyer  and  voluminous 
writer,  much  distinguished  in  the 
civil  commolions  under  Charles  I. 
born  1600.  He  published  several 
books  against  what  he  thought  the 
enormities  of  the  age,  and  concern- 
ing the  doftrine  and  discipline  of 
the  church.  His  "  Histriotnastix,'' 
which  came  out  in  1632,  giving 
great  ofFenre  to  the  court,  he  was 
committed  prisoner  to  the  To'.ver  of 
London  ;  and,  in  1633,  sentenced 
by  the  star-chamber  to  be  fined 
5000!.  to  the  king,  expelled  the 
university  of  Oxford  and  Lincoln's- 
Inn,  degraded  and  disenabled  from 
his  profession  of  the  law,  to  stand 
in  the  pillory  and  lose  his  ears,  to 
have  his  book  publi.ly  burnt  before 
his  face,  and  to  remain  prisoner 
during  life  ;  the  former  part  of  this 
sentence  was  severely  put  into  ef- 
fect. Ke  was,  however,  afterwards 
restored  to  liberty,  and  held  a  seat 
in  the  house  of  commons  tiii  in-' 
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death,  OQ.  24,  1669.  His  greatest 
work  goes  under  the  title  of  "  Re- 
pordi,"in  3  vols.  folio. 

PsALMANAZAR  (GEORGE; 
the  fiflitious  name  of  a  very  extra- 
ordinary person,  born  in  one  of  the 
southern  provinces  of  France,  and 
designed  for  a  friar  ;  who,  after  va- 
rious adventuies,  arrived  at  London, 
under  the  character  of  a  Japanese 
converted  to  Christianity  ;  and 
there,  under  the  patronage  and  sanc- 
tion of  the  pious  and  learned  Dr. 
Edmund  Gibson,  bishop  of  London, 
he  wrote  a  fabulous  history  of  the 
island  of  Formosa,  translated  the 
church  catechism  into  his  pretend- 
ed Formosan  language,  and  was 
greatly  caressed  by  all  the  nobility 
2nd  gentry  as  a  prodigy  ;  and  the 
better  to  support  his  imposture,  he 
lived  chiefly  on  raw  meat.  He 
was  sent  to  Oxford  to  pursue  his 
studies,  and  in  the  end,  being  for- 
saken by  his  patrons  on  account  of 
some  discoveries  they  made  respect- 
ing the  history  of  Formosa,  he  had 
recourse  to  his  pen  in  a  more  ho- 
nourable way,  and  was  concerned 
in  writing  and  compiling  works  of| 
rtpute,  particularly  the  "  Univer- 
sal History."  His  death  happen- 
ed in  1763. 

P'lOLEM.-F.US  (CLAUDIUS)  a 
g'eat  geographer,  mathematician, 
and  astronomer  of  antiquity,  was 
horn  at  Felusium  in  Egypt,  and  flou- 
rished in  the  reigns  of  Adrian  and 
Marcus  Antoninus. 
.  PUFFENDORF  (SAMUEL  DE) 
an  eminent  German  civilian  and 
historian,  born  163  j,  died  1694. 
Very  numerous  are  the  works  of 
this  learned  and  excellent  inan  ;  but 
the  most  important,  and  what  will 
immortalize  his  name,  is,  his  trea- 
tise" De  Jure  Naturae  &.  Gentium:" 
it  is  indeed  a  body  of  the  law  of  na- 
fcwe  and  nations  well  digested,  and, 
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as  some  think,  preferable  to  Gro- 
tius's  book  "  De  j  ure  Belli  &  Paci s," 
bince  the  same  subjects  are  treated 
in  a  more  extensive  manner,  and 
with  greater  order.  Hisother  works 
are  chiefly  polemic. 

PUGHET  (PETER  PAUL)  one 
of  the  greatest  painters  that  France 
ever  produced,  burn  at  Marseilles 
1623,  died  1695.  In  his  manner 
he  resembled  Michael  Angelo  with- 
out imbibing  his  faults,  being  bo'.h 
mere  <ielicate  and  more  natural  than 
that  great  master. 

PULTENEY  (WILLIAM)  earl 
of  Bath,  a  celebrated  English  se- 
nator and  statesman  born  1682, 
died  1764.  He  for  many  years 
lived  in  the  very  focus  of  populari- 
ty, and  was  respefted  as  the  chief 
bulwark  against  the  encroachments 
of  the  crown:  but,  from  the  mo- 
ment he  accepted  a  title,  all  his 
favour  with  the  people  was  at  an 
end,  and  the  rest  of  his  life  was 
spent  in  contemning  that  applause 
which  he  could  no  longer  secure. 

PURCEL  (HENRY)  a  very  emi- 
nent English  musician  and  com- 
poser, burn  1658,  died  1695.  The 
best  of  his  songs  were  collected 
and  publi>hed  after  his  death, 
with  the  title  of  "  Orpheus  Bri- 
tannicus." 

PURCHAS(SAMUEL)  a  learned 
Englii.li  divine,  and  compiler  of  a 
valuable  collection  of  voyages,  born 
1577>  died  i6;;8.  His  book  is 
well  known  under  this  title:  "  Ptir- 
chas  his  Pilgrimage,  or  Relations  of 
the  World,  and  the  Religions  ob- 
served in  all  Ages  and  Places  disco- 
vered from  the  Creation  unto  this 
Present." 

PUY  (PETER  DE)  a  very  learn- 
ed French  antiquary  and  historian, 
born  1583,  died  1652.  A  "  His- 
tory of  the  Templars"  is  his  princi- 
pal work.

PYRRHO,  an  eminent  philoso- 
pher born  at  Elis,  flourished  in 
the  time  of  Alexander,  about  the 
iioth  Olympiad.  He  was  at  first 
a  painter  ;  but,  happening  on  some 
Vntings  of  Democritus,  applied 
himself  afterwards  to  philosophy, 
and  established  a  se£t,  which,  from 
their  continual  seeking  after  truth, 
and  never  finding  it,  obtained  the 
name  of  Sceptic  ;  as  it  was  some- 
times called  Tyrrhenian,  from  its 
founder. 

PYTHAGORAS,  of  Sidon,  one 
of  the  greatest  philosophers  of  an- 
tiquity, born  about  590,  died  .497 
B.  C.  If  we  measure  tbe  glory  of 
a  philosopher  by  the  duration  of  his 
doarine,  and  by  the  extent  of  its 
propagation,  nothing  can  equal  that 
of  Pythagoras,  since  most  of  his 
opinions  are  at  this  day  literally 
followed  in  the  greatest  part  of 
the  world.  What  ate  called  "  The 
Golden  Verses  of  P>  thagoras,"  have 
been  frequently  published,  and  are 
\vell  known,  but  the  real  author  is 
uncertain. 

QUADRATUS,  a  disciple  of  the 
apostles,  and  bishop  of  Athens,  who 
composed  an  "  Apology  for  the 
Christian  Faith,"  and  presenting  it 
to  the  emperor,  stopped  the  perse- 
cution against  the  Christians,  A.  D. 
125. 

OUARLES  (FRANCIS)  an  Eng- 
lish poet,  born  159?,  died  1644. 
He  wrote  a  comedy,  called,  "  The 
Virgin  Widow,"  printed  in  1649, 
and  several  poems,  which  were 
chiefly  of  the  religious  kind.  His 
principal  worksare  his  "Emblems," 
and  "  Verses  on  Job." 

QUELLINUS  (ERASMUS)  an 
eminent  painter,  and  disciple  of 
Rubens,  was  born  at  Antwerp  1607, 
and  lived  to  a  very  old  age. 

QUERNO  (CAMILLUSj  an  emi- 
nent luhan  poet,  died  jj&8. 


OUESNEL  (PASO.UIER)  a  cf. 
lebrated  priest  of  the  oratory  in 
France,  born  1634,  became  the  head 
of  the  seel  of  Jansenists,  wrote  a 
great  many  books,  chiefly  of  the 
polemic  kind,  and  died  1719. 

QUEVEDO  (FRANCISCO  DE) 
an  eminent  Spanish  author,  born 
1570,  died  1645.  He  was  one  of 
the  best  writers  of  his  age,  and  ex- 
celled  equally  in  verse  and  prose. 
The  comical  humorous  parts  of  his 
prose-works  have  bren  translated 
into  English.  "  The  Visions"  are 
a  satire  upon  corruption  of  manners 
in  all  sorts  and  degrees  of  people, 
are  full  of  wit  and  morality,  and 
have  found  such  a  reception,  as  to 
go  through  several  editions. 

QU1ET1STS,  a  sea  of  religion- 
ists,  so  calledjbecause  they  made  the 
sovereign  perfection  to  consist  in 
annihilating  themselves  so  far  as  to 
be  perfectly  united  with  God,  and 
to  remain  ever  after  in  snch  a  calm* 
ness  and  quietness  of  mind,  as  to  be 
utterly  regardless  of  what  happens 
to  the  body.  This  sublime  and 
mysterious  devotion  was  begun  by 
Michael  de  Molinos,  a  Spaniard, 
born  1627,  died  i  690. 

QUlLLET(CLAUDIUS)aFrench 
physician  and  ingenious  Latin  poet, 
born  1602,  died  1661.  His  chief 
work  is  a  poem  in  4  books,  inti- 
tuled  "  Callipaedia,"  which  has  been 
well  translated  into  English  by  Mr. 
Rowe. 

QUIN  (JAMES)  a  very  celebra- 
ted English  comedian,  born  1693, 
died  1766.  His  judgment  in  the 
English  language,  joined  to  his  me- 
rit as  an  afior,  recommended  him 
to  the  observation  of  the  prince  of 
Wales,  father  to  his  present  ma- 
jesty, who  appointed  him  to  instruct 
his  children  in  the  true  pronuncia- 
tion of  their  mother  tongue.  And 
being  informed,  with  what  elegance 
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anrl  noble  propriety  his  majesty  de- 
livered his  first  speech  from  the 
thione,  be  cried  out  in  a  kind  of  ex- 
Ui.s\ — l:  Ay — I  taught  the  boy  !"— 
K^r  did  his  majesty  forget  bis  old 
tutor,  though  so  remote  from  court ; 
£or  soon  after  his  accession  to  the 
throne,  he  gave  orders,  without  any 
application  being  made  to  him,  that 
a  genteel  pension  should  be  paid 
Ivlr.  Ouin  during  his  life. 

QUINAULT  (PHILIP)  a  cele- 
brated French  dramatic  poet,  born 
1635,  died  1688. 

QU1NCY  (MARQUIS  DE)  a 
French  officer  and  engii.eer,  author 
of"  The  Military  History  of  Louis 
XIV."  a  wo.rk  proper  to  be  read  by 
young  gentlemen  educated  for  the 
military  life,  and  even  useful  to 
officers  of  eve:y  nation,  died 
1720. 

QUINCY  (DR.  JOHN)  an  emi- 
nent English  physician  and  medical 
author,  died  i  7  23. 

QUINTILIANUS  (MARCUS 
FAB1US)  an  illustrious  Roman  law- 
yer, rhetorician  and  critic,  born 
about  the  year  42.  He  taught  rhe- 
toric at  Rome,  under  Galba,  at  the 
expence  of  the  government,  with 
the  highest  reputation,  and  formed 
many  excellent  orators,  among 
whom  was  the  younger  Pliny.  After 
having  taught  it  for  20  year?,  ou- 
tlining leave  of  Oomitian  to  retire, 
he  applied  himself  to  compose  his 
admirable  book,  called  "  Instku- 
tiones  Or jtorias."  This  is  the  most 
complete  work  of  its  kind  which 
antiquity  has  left  us  ;  and  the  design 
is  to  form  a  perfect  orator,  who  is 
accordingly  conducted  therein,  and 
furnished  with  proper  instructions, 
from  his  birth  even  to  his  death. 
It  abounds  with  excellent  precepts 
of  all  kinds,  relating  to  manners  as 
well  as  criticism  ;•  and  cannot  be 
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read  by  persons  of  any  age,  but  with 
the  greatest  profit  a:id  advantage. 
Quintilian  lived  to  be  80  years  of 
age. 

OU1NTIX  MATSYS,  sometimes 
called  the  Blacksmith  of  Antwerp, 
famous  for  having  hs-n  transformed 
from  a  farrier  to  a  painter  by  the 
force  of  love,  and  for  the  sake  of 
a  mi-ties;  ;  for,  being  enamoured 
>v it'll  a  painter's  daughter,  who  re- 
fused to  marry  her  to  any  person 
hut  a  painter,  Qnintin  studied  the 
art,  learned  to  draw,  and  the  first 
portrait  he  painted  was  that  of 
his  mistress,  which  pleased  the  fa- 
ther so  well,  that  he  gave  him  his 
daughter;  he  afterwards  be<  ame 
eminent  in  his  new  profession, 
and  died  pretty  old  in  1529.  His 
works  are  dispersed  throughout 
Europe. 

QUINTUS  CALABER,  a  Greek 
poet,  who  wrote  a  la-ge  "  Sup» 
plement  to  Homer's  Iliad"  in  14 
books  ;  in  which  a  relation  is 
given  of  the  Trojan  war,  from  the 
death  of  Heflor  to  the  destruction 
of  Troy. 

QU1NTUS  CURT1US(O.  CUR. 
T1US  RUFUSJ  author  of  a  Latin 
history  of  Alexander  the  Great, 
which  has  at  once  immortalized  the 
hcroand  the  historian.  The  learned 
are  divided  in  opinion,  and  totally 
at  a  loss  about  his  country,  and  the 
time  in  which  he  lived.  Lenglet, 
Dufresnoy,  &.c.  place  him  under 
Theodosius  the  great,  about  A.  D. 
380.  As  to  his  country,  from  the 
elegance  of  his  Latin  it  is  most  pro- 
bable he  was  a  Roman. 

RABELAIS  (FRANCIS)  a  cele- 
brated  French  physician  and  satirist, 
and.  in  the  latter  charafter  highly 
distinguished  by  "  The  History  of 
Gargantuaand  Pantagruel  ;"a  rough 
satire,  in,  the  foim  of  a  romauic, 
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upon  monks,  priests,  popes,  and 
fools  and  knaves  of  all  kir.d-.  He 
was  born  1483,  and  died  1553. 

RACINE  (JOHN)  an  illustrious 
French  dramatic  poet,  born  1639, 
died  i  699. 

RADCLIFFE  (DR.  JOHN)  an 
English  physician  of  uncommon 
eminence,  born  1650,  died  1714. 
To  him  the  university  of  Oxford  is 
indebted  for  the  library  and  infir- 
mary which  bear  his  name  ;  and  for 
an  annual  income  of  600  1.  for  two 
travelling  fellowships. 

RALEGH  (SIR  WALTER)   an 
illitstrious    English    navigator    and 
historian,  born  1552.    He  did  emi- 
nent services  for  Queen    Ejizabtth. 
particularly  in  the  discovery  of  the 
country    now     called     Virginia     in 
America,  and  in  the  defeat  of  the 
Spanish  Armada,  and   lived  in  full 
happiness  and   honour    during    her 
reign;  but  Ins  sun  set  at  her  death  : 
for,  on  the  accession  of  king  James, 
he    lost  his  interest  at  court,  was 
an  ippcd  of  his  preferments,  and  un- 
accountably accused  of  high  treason, 
tried,  and  condemned  to  die.    Being 
reprieved,    however,  he   was  com- 
mitted  prisoner  to  the   Tower    of 
London,  where  he  lay  many  years  ; 
and  during  his  confinement  devoted 
the  greatest  part  of  his  time  to  read- 
ing and  writing;    indeed   the  pro- 
ductions of  his  pen  at  this  time  are 
so  many  and  so  weighty,    that  one 
is  apter   to   look  on  him  as  a  col- 
Jegian,  than  a  captive  ;  as  a  student 
in    a   library,   than    a   prisoner    in 
the  Tower.     His  writings  have  c.cen 
divided   into    poetical,    epistolary, 
military,  marilimal,    geographical, 
political,    philosophical,     and    his- 
torical.    But  his  grand  work  was 
"  The    History  of  the   Woiid,"   to 
the  end  of  the  Macedonian  empire, 
,323  B.  C,  in  2  vols.  folio,  a  work 
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of  vast  compass  and  endless  variety. 
Some  have  fancied,  that  the  merit 
of  this  work  procured  his  release- 
ment  from  the  Tower  ;  but  hoiv- 
ever  this  was,  he  received  a  com- 
mission from  the  king  to  go  and 
explore  the  golden  mines  at  Guiana. 
In  the  mean  time  his  design,  being 
betrayed  to  the  Spaniards,  was  de- 
feated ;  and  his  eldest  son  Walter 
being  killed  by  the  Spaniards  at  St. 
Thome,  the  town  was  burnt  by  cap- 
tain Keymis.  Upon  this,  the  Spa- 
nish ambassador  Gondamar  making 
heavy  complaints  to  the  king,  a 
proclamation  was  published  imme- 
diately against  Ralegh  and  his  pro- 
ceedings, and  threatening  punish- 
ment in  an  exemplary  manner.  Ra- 
legh landed  at  Plymouth  in  July 
1618,  and  was  arrested.  It  was 
found,  however,  that  his  life  could 
not  be  touched  for  any  thing  which 
had  been  done  at  Guiana  :  therefore 
a  privy  seal  was  sent  to  the  judges, 
forthwith  to  order  execution  in  con- 
sequence of  his  former  attainder; 
and  he  was  beheaded  in  Old  Palace- 
yard  Oftober  29,  suffering  his  fate 
with  great  magnanimity.  The  put- 
i  ting  this  great  and  uncommon  man 
to  death  thus  injuriously  to  please 
the  Spaniards,  gave  the  highest  of- 
fence then,  and  has  been  mention- 
ed with  general  indignation  ever 
since. 

RALPH  (JAMES)  a  volumi- 
nous writer  in  poetry,  politics,  and 
'  history.  His  "  History  of  Eng- 
land," commencing  with  the  reign 
of  the  Stuarts,  is  much  esteemed, 
as  were  his  political  pamphlets  ; 
some  of  which  were  looked  upon  as 
master-pieces;  and  his  last  pub- 
lication, intituled,  "  The  Case 
of  Authors  by  Profession,"  is 
esteemed  an  excellent  and  enter- 
taining performance.  He  died 
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1762.  There  are  extant  of  his, 
a  comedy,  a  tragedy,  an  opera,  and 
a  farce. 

RAMEAU  (JOHN  PHILIP)  an 
illustrious  musician,  and  writer  on 
the  principles  of  that  art,  styled  by 
the  French  the  Newton  of  Harmony, 
born  1683,  died  1764. 

RAMSAY  (ANDREW  MI- 
CHAEL) frequently  styled  the  Che- 
valier Ramsay,  a  Scots  historian, 
and  political  and  moral  philosophy 
writer,  born  1686,  died  1743. 

RAMSAY  (ALLAN)  a  cele- 
braied  Scots  pastoral  poet,  died 

1758. 

RAMUS  (PETER)  a  most  fa- 
mous  Fiench  professor  of  philoso- 
phy, eloquence,  and  mathematics, 
born  1515,  fell  in  the  massacre  of 
Paris  1572. 

RANDOLPH  (THOMAS)  an 
English  dramatic  poet,  born  1605, 
died  1634.  His"  Muse's  Looking 
Glass,"  a  comedy,  is  well  known, 
and  much  admired. 

RAPHAEL,  an  illustrious  pain- 
ter and  architecl  of  Italy,  born  at 
Urbino  1483,  died  1520.  By  the 
general  consent  of  mankind  he  is 
acknowledged  to  have  been  the 
prince  of  modern  painter',  and  is 
often  styled  "  the  divine  Raphael." 
As  Raphael  was  the  best  painter  in 
the  world,  so  was  he  perhaps  the 
best  architecl  also:  he  was  at  least 
so  admirable  a  one,  that  Leo  X. 
charged  him  with  the  building  of 
St.  Peter's  Church  at  Rome. 

RAPIN  (RENATUS)  a  French 
Jesuit  and  critic,  famous  for  his 
skill  in  classical  learning,born  162  i, 
died  1687. 

RAPIN  DE  THOYRAS  (PAUL 
DE)  an  eminent  historiographer, 
born  in  Languedoc  1661,  fled  to 
En-gland  soon  after  the  i  evocation  of 
the  edicl  of  Nantz.  He  afterwards 
went  to  Holland,  and  entered  into 
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the  military  service,  but  came  back 
to  England  with  king  William,  un« 
der  whom  he  served,  and  distirt- 
guished  himself  at  the  battle  of  the 
Boyne  in  Ireland,  and  at  the  siege 
of  Limerick  ;  but  not  being  pro» 
moted  according  to  his  expectations, 
he  retired  to  Wezel  in  the  duchy 
of  Cleves,  where  he  employed  the 
remainder  of  hislife  (near  17  years) 
in  compiling  his"  History  of  Eng- 
land, down  to  the  accession  of  Wil- 
liam and  Mary,  1689."  It  was 
written  by  the  author  in  French, 
and  is  esteemed  the  most  impartial 
history  of  England  yet  extant.  It 
was  translated  by  the  Rev.  N.  Tin- 
dal,  who  continued  the  history  to 
1760,  with  notes  to  the  whole. 
Rapin  died  1725. 

RASTAL  (WILLIAM)  an  emi- 
nent English  judge  in  the  i6th 
century,  who  published  "  An  A- 
bridgment  of  the  Statutes  cf  Eng- 
land." 

RAJ'ENSCROFT  (EDWARD)  a 
dranutic  writer  in  the  reigns  of 
Charles  II.  and  James  II. 

RAWLINSON  (THOMAS)  a 
learned  English  antiquary,  died 
1725,  aged  44. 

RAWLINSON  (CHRISTO- 
PHER) an  eminent  antiquarian  and 
ciitical  writer,  born  1677,  died 


RAWLINSON  (DR.  RICHARD) 
an  eminent  English  antiquary,  died 

'755.  aged  6o- 

RAY,  or  WRAY  (JOHN)  an 
eminent  English  divine,  natural  phi- 
losopher, natural  historian,  and  cri- 
tic, born  1628,  died  1705.  His 
chief  xvorks  are,  a  "  Collection  of 
English  Proverbs  ;"  "  Nomenclator 
Classicus;"  "  Observations  Topo» 
graphical,  Moral,  £c."  made  in  fo- 
reign countries  ;  "  Collection  of 
unusual  or  local  English  words  ;" 
"  A  Discourse  concerning  Seeds, 
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and  the  Specific  Differences  of 
plants;"  >'  Kistoria  Plantarum 
Generalis;"  "  Observations  upon 
Birds;""  History  of  Fishes;""  The 
Wisdom  of  God  manifested  in  the 
Works  of  the  Creation  ;"  "  Three 
Physico-Thco'ogical  Discourses  con- 
cerning the  Chaos  Deluge,  and  Dis- 
solution of  the  Wold  ;"  "  Synop- 
sis Methodica  Animalium  Ouadru- 
pedem  ;"  and  a  tiaft  of  practical  di- 
vinity, intituled,  "  A  Persuasive  to 
an  Holy  Life." 

RAYMOND    (ROBERT)     lord 
chief  justice  of  the    King's  Bench,  I 
and  an  eminent  law  reporter,  died  | 

»733- 

RAYNAL  (HTLLI.1M  THOMAS)- 
a  French  Abbe,  who  distinguished  j 
himself  as  an   historian  and  uoliti- ] 
cal  writer,  but  is  chiefly  known  by 
his  "  History  of  the  European  set- 
tlements in  the  East  and  West  In- 
dies,"  which    has    been    translated 
into  all  the  European  languages.  He 
\vas  born  1712,   and   died  at  Paris 
1796. 

REAL  (CESAR  RICHARD  DE 
ST.)  a  celebrated  French  writer  on  | 
Roman  history,  philosophy,  politics, 
and  morals,  died  1692. 

REAUMUR  (RENE-ANTOINE 

FERCHAULT  SIEUR  DE)  a  French 

philosopher,  born  1683,  died  175"- 
He  wrote  a  great  number  of  pieces 
upon  the  various  branches  of  natu- 
ral philosophy;  but  his  "  History 
of  Insefls,"  in  6  vols.  410.  is  his  ca- 
pital work.  He  likewise  gave  a 
new  construction  to  the  thermome- 
ter, which  to  this  day  bears  his 
name. 

RECORD  (ROBERT)  the  first 
English  writer  on  algebra,  flourish- 
ed about  1550. 

REDI  (FRANCIS)  an  Italian 
physician,  natural  philosopher,  and 
poet,  born  1626,  died  1697. 

REG1OMONTANUS,   an  illus- 
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trious  German  astronomer,  whose 
real  name  was  John  Muller,  born 
1436,  died  1475. 

REGNARD  (JOHN*  FRANCIS) 
a  celebrated  Fiench  traveller,  and 
one  of  the  best  comic  writers  after 
Moliere,  1647,  died  1709. 

REGN'ER  (MATHURIN)  a 
French  satirical  poet,  and  the  first 
among  the  French  who  succeeded  in 
satire,  born  1573,  died  1613. 

REGNIER  DE  MARETS  (SE.. 
RAPH1N)  a  French  Abbe,  an  emi- 
nent Spanish,  Italian,  and  Latin  poet 
and  translator,  born  1632,  died 

i?  '3- 

REGULUS  (MARCUS  ATTI- 
LWSj  a  renowned  Roman  general 
and  admiral.  Being  taken  prison- 
er by  the  Carthaginians,  he  was 
put  to  a  most  cruel  death  on  sus- 
picion of  having  dissuaded  his 
countrymen  from  accepting  their 
terms  of  peace,  251  B.  C. 

REID  (Dr.  THOMAS  J  professor 
of  moral  philosophy  in  the  univer- 
sity of  Glasgow,  and  highly  dis- 
tinguished as  a  mathematician  and 
metaphysician,  was  born  1709,  and 
died  Sept.  1796. 

REIN ESIUS  (THOMAS)  a  learn, 
ed  German  physician  and  antiquary, 
born  1.587,  died  1667. 

REMBRANDT  (VAN  REIN)  a 
Flemish  painter  and  engraver  of 
great  eminence,  born  1606.  He 
owed  all  his  skill  in  his  profession 
to  the  strength  of  his  own  genius; 
for  the  advantages  of  education  were 
few  or  none  to  him.  He  formed  a 
manner  entirely  new  and  peculiar 
to  himself,  and  drew  abundance  of 
portraits  with  wonderful  strength, 
sweetness,  and  resemblance.  Even 
in  his  etching,  which  was  dark,  and 
as  particular  as  his  style  in  painting, 
every  individual  stroke  did  its  part, 
and  expressed  the  very  flesh  as  well 
as  the  spirit,  of  the  persons  it  re* 
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presented.  The  union  ami  harmony 
In  all  his  compositions  are  such  as 
are  rarely  to  be  found  in  other  mas- 
ters. He  died  1668. 

RENAUDOT  (EUSEBIUS)  a  ce- 
lebrated French  writer  on  oriental 
history  and  languages,  born  1646, 
died  1720.  He  was  the  grandson 
of  THEOPHRASTUS  RENAU- 
DOT, a  physician,  who  distin- 
guished himself  by  being  the  first 
author  of  newspapers  in  France  in 
1631. 

RETZ.     See  CONDI. 

REUCHLIX  (JOHN)  a  learned 
German,  horn  1450,  died  1525. 
He  may  be  considered  as  the  first 
man  who  introduced  the  study  of 
th'e  Hebrew  among  modern  Christi- 
ans, and  is  supposed  to  have  been 
the  chief,  if  not  sole,  author  of  the 
celebrated  work,  intituled,  "  Epis- 
toke  Obsrurorum  Virorum." 

REl'ELY('HrILLEY)  a  very  in- 
genious English  architect,  who  had 
followed  the  steps  of  Athenian 
Stuart,  in  his  travels  through 
Greece  and  residence  at  Athens  ; 
and  had  availed  himself  of  all  the 
advantages  which  might  be  de- 
rived from  visiting  the  Architec- 
tural remains  in  that  part  of  the 
East.  His  collection  of  drawings 
which  were  made  during  his  Ori- 
ental progress,  are  universally 
known  to  the  lovers  of  art,  and 
admirers  of  classic  antiquity.  He 
was  also  the  Editor  of  the  posthu- 
mous Volume  of  Stuart's  "  Anti- 
quities of  Greece,"  and  died  in 
the  prime  of  life  July  6,  1799. 

REYNOLDS  (SIR  JOSHUA)  a 
most  eminent  English  painter,  and 
many  years  president  of  the  Royal 
Academy,  born  at  Plympton,  De- 
von, July  16,  1723.  To  the  busi- 
ness of  portrait-painting  he  particu- 
larly applied  himself ;  though  it  is 
easy  to  perceive, from  the  specimen? 
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he  at  intervals  produced,  that,  if  he 
had  supposed  the  historical -depart- 
ment equally  eligible,  in  a  country 
where  his  good  sense  very  early 
pointed  out  it  was  not  likely  to  be 
sufficiently  enrouiaged,  he  would 
have  been  no  less  distinguished  for 
history  pieces  than  for  portrait}. 
The  letlures  he  delivered  on  the 
subjeft  of  hi?  art  will  be  preserved 
to  latest  posterity,  as  models  of 
composition.  His  most  famous 
paintings  were  "  The  Infant  Hercu- 
les," "  Count  Ugolino,"  "  Garrick. 
between  Tragedy  and  Comedy,"  and 
"  Mrs.  Siddons  as  the  Tragic 
Muse."  Of  his  character  and  ta- 
lents the  following  lines  by  Gold« 
smith  are  briefly  yet  strongly  ex- 
pressive : 

" . to  tell 

you  my  mind, 

He  has  not  left  a  wiser  or  better  behind; 
His  pencil  was  striking)  resistless,  and 

grand  ; 
His  manners  were  gentle,   complying, 

and  bland. 

Still  born  to  improve  us  in  every  part , 
His  pencil  our  faces,— his  manners^ 

our  heart,"

RHASF.S,  a  celebrated  physi- 
cian of  the  loth  century,  the  Galen 
of  the  Arabians,  and  the  first  wri- 
ter on  the  small  pox,  died  9321 
aged  80. 

RHOD1US  (JOHN)  a  Danish 
physician  and  medical  writer,  born 
1587,  died  1631, 

RISER  A  (ANASTASIUS)  a  Spa- 
nish  satirical  poet  who  flourished 
ibout  1630. 

K1EERA  (JOSEPH)  called  also 
ESP^GNOLET^  an  eminent  Spa- 
nish painter,  died  16.56. 

R1CAUT,  or  RYCAUT  (SIR 
PAUL)  an  eminent  English  politi- 
cal writer  and  critic,  but  chiefly 
known  by  <;  The  Present  State  of 
the  Ottoman  Empire,"  illustrated 
with  iigures,  and  printed  at  Lon- 
H  h 
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(Jon,  1670,  in  folio,  and  a  conti- 
nuation of  Knolles's  "  History  of 
the  Tuiks,"  from  1623  to  1700, 
folio, making  together  with  Knolles's 
3  vols. 

R ICCOBON'  I  ( LEWIS)  of  Mode- 
na,  a  celebrated  attor,  dramatic 
writer,  and  critic,  born  1674,  died 

1 7.53- 

RICHARDSON  (JONATHAN) 
born  about  the  year  1665,  became 
a  celebrated  painter  of  heads,  and, 
in  conjunclion  with  his  son,  wrote 
41  Two  Discourses  on  Fainting," 
#vo.  1719,  "  An  Account  of  the 
Statues,  &c.  in  It,ily,".8vo.  1722, 
and  "  Remarks  on  Paradise  Lost," 
8vo.  1734.  He  died  suddenly  in 

'745- 

RICHARDSON  (SAMUEL)   an 

eminent  English  printer,  and  invent- 
or of  a  peculiar  species  of  moral 
romance  which  restored  the  lost 
credit  of  novel  writing,  and  con- 
vinced the  impartial,  that  this  spe- 
cies of  historical  fable  might  be 
made  to  answer  very  valuable  pur- 
poses to  society,  by  inspiring  vir- 
tuous sensibility,  and  by  reforming 
the  manners  of  a  dissolute  licen- 
tious age.  The  two  first  volumes 
of  his  "  Pamela,"  which  were  writ- 
ten in  three  months,  first  introduced 
him  to  the  literary  world;  and  ne- 
ver was  a  book  of  the  kind  more 
generally  read  and  admired,  being 
even  recommended  not  unfrequently 
from  the  pulpit.  Beside  his  three 
great  works,  "  Pamela,"  "  Cla- 
rissa," and  "  Grandison,"  he  pub- 
lished many  other  things  on  dif- 
ferent subjeQs,  which  met  with 
public  approbation.  Dr.  John- 
son styles  him  "  an  author  from 
vrhom  the  age  has  received  great 
favours,  who  has  enlarged  the 
knowledge  of  human  natuic,  and 
taught  the  Passions  to  move  at  the 
'.oramand  oi  Virtue."  He  was  born 
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1689,  and  died  1761.     [S«  NEL- 
SON7.] 

RICH  LIEU  (JOHN  ARMAND 
DU  PLESSIS  DE)  a  great  cardinal 
and  minister  oFstate  in  France,  born 
'585,  died  1649.  Being  a  man  of 
prodigious  capacity,  and  of  a  rest- 
less and  insatiable  ambition,  he 
formed  to  himself  vast  designs, 
which  made  his  whole  life  nothing 
I'ut  a  series  of  agitations  and  inqui- 
etudes. He  shewed  himself  a  pa- 
tron of  men  of  letters,  and  caused 
the  arts  and  sciences  to  flourish  in 
the  kingdom.  He  abounded,  how- 
ever, rather  with  great  qualities 
than  good  ones,  and  therefore  was 
much  admired  but  not  beloved.  He 
died,  amidst  storms  and  perils,  be-  . 
fore  he  had  completed  any  of  his 
designs  ;  leaving  behind  him  a 
name  somewhat  dazzling,  but  by  no 
means  dear  and  venerable.  [Car- 
dinal Mazarine  carried  on  Riche- 
lieu's plan,  and  completed  many  of  , 
his  schemes. 

RIDER  (WILLIAM)  B.  A.  lec- 
turer of  St.  Vedast,  Foster-lane,  cu- 
rate of  St.  Faith's,  and  many  years 
sur-master  of  St.  Paul's  school,  pub- 
lished a  "  History  of  England,"  in 
Miiall  size,  and  other  works,  and, 
died  1785. 

RIDLEY  (DR.  NICHOLAS)  bi 
.shop  of  London,  one  of  the  princi- 
pal instruments  of  the  Reformation, 
j  who  suffered  martyrdom  for   it    in 
'  the  reign  of  queen  Mary,  born  1500, 
burnt  at  Oxford  1555. 

RIDLEY  (DR.  GLOSTER)  an 
English  divine,  dramatic  and  theo- 
logical writer,  born  1702,  dieJ 
1774.  His  eldest  son,  James,  was 
author  of  "  The  Tales  of  the  Genii," 
and  some  other  literary  perform- 
ances. 

RIENZI(NICIIOLAS  GABR1NI 
DE)  a  man,  who  from  a  low  and 
despicable  situation,  raised  himself 
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to  sovereign  authority  in  Rome,  in 
the  14th  century  ;  murdered  1354. 

RIGAUD  (HYACINTH)  an 
eminent  French  painter,  called  the 
Vandyck  of  France,  born  1663, 
died  1743. 

R1PLEY (GEORGE )*n  eminent 
English  mathematician,  died  1490. 

RITTENHOUSE  (D.'.VID)  an 
American  philosopher,  \vho,  in  the 
early  part  of  his  life,  mingled  the 
pursuits  of  science  with  the  aftive 
employments  of  a  farmer  and  a 
watchmaker.  In  1769  he  was  in- 
vited by  the  American  philosophi- 
cal society  to  join  a  number  of 
gentlemen  who  were  then  occu- 
pied in  making  some  astronomical 
observations,  when  he  particularly 
distinguished  himself  by  the  accu- 
racy of  his  calculations  and  the 
comprehension  of  his  mind.  He 
afterwards  constructed  an  observa- 
tory, which  he  superintended  in 
person,  and  which  was  the  source 
of  many  important  discoveries,  a^ 
well  as  greatly  tending  to  the  ge- 
neral diffusion  of  science  in  the 
western  world.  He  succeeded  the 
illustrious  Dr. Franklin  in  the  office 
of  president  of  the  philosophical 
society,  and  died  July  I'D,  17 96,  in 
his  6  4th  year. 

RITTERSHUSIUS  (CONRA- 
DL'S)  a  German  civilian  and  Jaw 
writer,  bosn  1560,  died  1613.  Hf 
was  a  man  of  consummate  learning, 
greatly  skilled  in  the  Greek  and 
Latin  tongues,  and  is  said  to  have- 
had  Homer  and  Kesiod  so  perfectly 
by  heart,  as  once  in  a  conversa- 
tion with  a  learned  young  gentle- 
man, to  have  expressed  all  he  had 
occasion  to  say  in  the  verses  of  Ho- 
mer. 

RIZZIO  (DAVID)  or  RICCI,  an 
Italian  musician  and  lutenist  of 
Turin,  who  about  1.563,  happening 
to  attend  the  Picdmontese  ambassa- 
dor into  Scotland,  had  art  enough, 
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by  a  suppleness  of  spirit  and  insi- 
nuating manners,  to  creep  into  the 
queen's  favour,  whose  French  se- 
cretary happening  at  that  time  to 
return  to  his  own  country,  he  was 
prcfened  by  her  to  that  office,  and 
speedily  arrived  at  a  very  high  de- 
gree of  royal  favour,  being  admitted 
to  z  shaic  of  imin:acy  and  familia- 
rity with  Mary,  which  has  even 
been  suspcfted  to  have  exceeded 
the  bounds  of  female  prudence  and 
delicacy.  His  prevalence, however, 
was  very  short-lived;  for,  in  1566, 
certain  nobles,  with  the  lord  Dainly 
at  their  head, conspired  against  him, 
and  dispatched  him  in  the  queen's 
presence  with  56  wound?. 

ROBERTSON  (GEORGE)  an 
eminent  English  landscape-painter, 
chiefly  in  the  style  of  Salvator 
Rosa,  died  1788. 

ROBERTSON  (DR.  WILLIAM) 
principal  of  the  university  of  Edin- 
burgh, and  historiographer  to  his 
majesty  for  Scotland,  born  1721, 
died  June  >  i,  1793.  Indefatigable 
in  his  literary  researches,  and  pos- 
sessing from  nature  a  sound  and  vi- 
gorous understanding,  he  acquired 
a  store  of  useful  knowledge,  which 
afforded  ample  scope  for  the  exer- 
tion of  his  singular  abilities,  and 
raised  him  to  that  distinguished 
eminence  in  the  republic  of  letters, 
of  which  his  works,  as  models  of 
elegant  composition,  will  lung  re- 
main lasting  memorials.  His  His* 
lories  of  "  Charles  the  Vth,"  of 
"  America,"  and  of  "  Scotland," 
and  "  Historical  Disquisitions  con- 
cerning the  Knowledge  which  the 
Ancients  had  of  India,"  will  long 
continue  to  be  read  with  pleasure, 
and  impress  future  ages  with  re- 
spec}  for  the  memory  of  the 
writer. 

RO1HX  HOOD,  captain  of  a  no. 
torious  ban.!  of  robbers  who  in- 
fested the  forest  of  Sherwood  ia. 
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Nottinghamshire,  and  from  thenre 
made  excursions  to  many  parts  of 
England  in  search  of  booty.  Some 
"historians  assert,  that  this  was  only 
a  name  assumed  by  the  then  earl  of 
Huntingdon,  who  was  disgraced 
and  banished  the  court  by  Richard 
I.  at  his  accession  ;  but  we  have  no 
good  authority  for  this  tradition. 
He  died  i  247. 

ROBINS  (BENJAMIN)  an  Eng- 
lish mathematician  of  great  genius 
and  eminence,  born  1707,  died 
1751.  He  was  engineer-general 
to  the  East- India  Company,  wrote 
•'  New  Principles  of  Gunnery, "and 
was  the  real  narrator  of  lord  An- 
son's  "  Voyage  round  the  World," 
though  it  carries  the  Rev.  Richard 
Walter's  name  in  the  title-page. 

ROBINSON  (ANASTASIA)  an 
eminent  stage-singer,  who  became 
afterwards  countess  of  PC  tei  borough, 
and  died  17,50. 

ROBINSON  (ROBERT)  an  Eng- 
lish divine,  who  published  a  tran- 
slation of  "  Saurin's  Sermons,"  and 
an  "  Essay  on  the  Composition  of 
a  Sermon:"  was  born  1735, 
died  1790. 

ROCHEFOUCAULT  (FRAN- 
CIS, DUKE  OF)  an  ingenious 
French  writer,  born  1613,  died 
1680.  He  is  well  known  as  au- 
thor of  a  small  colteflion  of  "  Max- 
ims," and  of  "  Memoirs  of  the  Re- 
gency of  Ann  of  Austria." 

ROCHESTER  (JOHN  WIL- 
MOT,  earl  of)  a  very  licentious 
wit  and  poet  in  the  reign  of 
Charles  II.  born  1648,  died  1680. 
Mr.  Walpole  neatly  calls  him  "  a 
man  whom  the  muses  were  fond  to 
inspire,  and  ashamed  to  avow." 

RODNEY(GEORGE  BRYDGES) 
baron  Rodney  of  Stoke,  Somerset- 
shire, a  most  brave  and  successful 
English  admiral,  born  1718,  died 
1792,  having  immortalized  his 
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name    by    numerous     public    ser> 
vices. 

ROGERS  (WOODS)  an  eminent 
English  navigator,  and  writer  of 
his  voyages  round  the  globe,  died 

'732- 

ROHAN  (HENRY  duke  of)  a 
very  distinguished  peer  of  France, 
born  1579.  After  the  death  of 
Henry  IV.  in  1610,  he  became  the 
chief  of  the  Huguenots,  and  having 
maintained  three  wars  against  Lewis 
XIII.  procured  a  peace  upon  ad- 
vantageous terms  1629.  He  dis- 
tinguished himself  also  as  a  po- 
litical writer,  but  at  length  died  of 
wounds  received  in  battle  1638. 

ROHAULT  (JAMES)  a  French 
philosophical  and  polite  writer,  born 
1620,  died  1675.  Hischiefwork 
is  entituled,  "  An  Abridgment  and 
Explanation  of  the  Philosophy  of 
Des  Cartes." 

ROI.LIN  (CHARLES)  aFrench- 
man,  famous  for  eloquence  and  skill 
in  the  belles  lettres,  born  1661, 
died  1741.  His  principal  works 
1  are,  a  treatise  "  Upon  the  Manner 
'  of  studying  and  teaching  the  Belles 
Lettres  ;""  Ancient  History  of  the 
Egyptians,&c;"all  which  have  met 
with  universal  approbation,  and 
been  translated  into  several  lan- 
guages. 

ROLT  (RICHARD)  a  miscel- 
laneous and  dramatic  writer,  died 

»773- 

ROMAINE  (REV.  WILLIAM) 
an  eminent  and  very  learned  Eng- 
lish divine,  born  at  Hart!epooli7  14, 
died  at  London,  July  25,  <795i  hav- 
ing published  many  valuable  theolo- 
gical works. 

ROMANO  (JULIO)  an  eminent 
Italian  historical  painter  and  archi- 
tect, disciple  of  Raphael,  born  1492, 
died  15^6. 

ROMULUS,  the  founder  and  first 
king  of  Rome,  died  715  B.  C. 
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RONSARD  (PETER  BE)  a 
French  elegiac  and  epigram matic 
poet  of  a  noble  family,  born  1524, 
died  i  585. 

ROOKE  (SIR  GEORGE)  a  brave 
English  admiral)  who  did  bis  coun- 
try the  most  signal  services,  born 
1650,  died  1708. 

ROOME  (EDWARD)  a  drama- 
tic writer,  who  produced  an  alter- 
ation of  Broome's  "  Jovial  Crew," 
and  died  17.29.

ROSCIUS  (QUINTUS)  a  Gaul 
by  birth,  and  tne  most  celebrated 
comedian  of  his  age.  He  was  con- 
temporary with  jtsop  and  Cicero, 
and  so  greatly  admired  by  the  Ro- 
mans, that  the  republic  allowed 
him  an  annual  pension  of  4000 
crowns.  He  flourished  about  50 
B.  C. 

ROSCOMMON(W£NTWORTH 
DILLON,  earl  of)  an  English  poet 
?nd  critic,  born  1633.  He  pro- 
je£kd  a  design,  in  conjunction  with 
his  friend  Dryden,  for  refining  and 
fixing  the  standard  of  our  language ; 
but  this  was  entirely  defeated  by 
the  religious  commotions  that  then 
existed.  -~His"  Essay  on  Translated 
Verse,"  and  his  translation  of  "  Ho- 
race's Art  of  Poetry,"  have  great 
merit.  He  died  1684. 

ROSS  (DAVID)  an  eminent  Eng 
lish  aftor,  born  i  7  28,  died  i  790. 

ROTHERHAM  (DR.  JOHN)  an 
English  physician  and  experimental 
philosopher,  author  of  a  "  Philo- 
sophical Inquiry  into  the  Nature 
a.id  Properties  of  Water,"  died 
178;. 

ROUB1LLIAC( )  a  most 

eTninent  statuary,  whose  chief  works 
are  in  Westminster  Abbey,  died 
1762. 

ROUSSEAU  (JAMES)     a    dis- 
tinguished   French     painter,    born 
His  genius  was  great,  and 
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i\s  colours  cle.ir,  bright,  anJ  dur- 
le.  Many  of  his  works  are  to 
he  seen  at  the  British  Museum,  and 
at  Hampton  Court  palace.  He 
died  in  this  country  1693. 

ROUSSEAU  (JOHN  BAPTIST) 
?n  illustrious  French  poet,  born 
1669,  died  1741. 

ROUSSEAU  (JOHN  JAMES) 
a  celebrated  philosopher,  and  most 
eccentric  genius,  born  at  Geneva 
1712,  died  1778.  in  his  "Con- 
fessions," all  the  disguises  which 
pride,  hypocrisy,  self-love,  and 
shame,  had  wound  round  the  hu- 
man heart,  are  removed ;  all  its 
secret  recesses  are  laid  open  to  the 
eye ;  and  he  appears  a  strange 
mixture  of  good  and  evil,  of  sub- 
limity and  littleness,  of  penetration 
and  simplicity  !  The  greater  part 
of  his  works  have  been  translated 
into  English ;  among  these  the 
most  important  are,  his  "  Eioise," 
and  "  Emilias." 

ROWE  (NICHOLAS)  an  Eng. 
lish  dramatic  poet  and  translator, 
born  1673,  died  1718.  His  chief 
works  are  the  tragedies  called 
"  The  Ambitious  Step-mother  ;** 
"  Tamerlane,"  "  The  Fair  Peni- 
tent," "  Ulysses,"  "  The  Royal 
Convent,"  "  Jane  Shore,"  "  Lady 
Jane  Gray,"  and  a  comedy  called 
'•  The  Biter."  He  wrote  also  se» 
veral  poems  upon  different  subjects, 
and  gave  the  public  an  edition  of 
Shakespeare's  plays,  to  which  he 
prefixed  an  account  of  that  great 
man's  life.  But  the  most  con- 
siderable of  Mr.  Rowe's  perform- 
ances was  a  translation  of  Lucau's 
Pharsalia." 

ROWE  (ELIZABETH)  an  E.ig. 
lish  lady,  famous  for  her  fine  p>;ts 
and  writings  in  verse  and  prose, 
born  1674,  died  1737.

G.  Buchanrn's  Version  of  the 
Psalms,"  in  Opposition  to  a  learned 
English  gentleman,  Mr.  Benson,  au- 
ditor of  the  imprests  in  the  Exche- 
quer, who  had  preferred  the  version 
of  Dr.  Johnston.—-  In  this  elaborate 
book  (which,  is  a  standard  of  cri« 
ticism)  Mr.  RiuliliiiJdii  shews  his  un- 
biassed regard  to  truth  and  merit  ;. 
for  though  he  had  differed  from  Mr. 
Buchanan  as  an  historian,  he  would, 
maintain  his  superiority  as  a  poet. 
After  that  time,  he  published  se- 
veral small  treatises  on 
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parts  of  the  Scots  history,  to  which 
he  was  called  by  some  who  had  at- 
tacked him  sviih  abundance  of 
scurrility  and  ab'isive  language. 
He  preserved  the  dignity  of  a  scho 
lar  and  a  thruiian  ;  while  he  main- 
tained the  truth,  he  kept  his  tein- 
p:  r  ;  shewed  he  had  the  greatness 
to  pity,  and  the  charity  to  for- 
give ;  and  was  as  far  superior  to 
his  opponents  in  good  breeding  as 
in  real  knowledge.—  His  piinci- 
p!cs  were  formed  upon  mature  re- 
flection ;  but,  once  convinced  they 
•were  right,  he  was  very  steady  to 
them,  though  (at  the  same  time)  he 
could  make  great  allowances  for 
those  who  did  not  ihink  as  he  did. — 
At  last,  full  of  years  and  honour, 
and  worn  out  by  hard  study,  he 
made  his  escape  to  a  better  world, 
without  extreme  sickness  or  t-ain, 
but  by  a  gradual  decline,  and  with 
such  uncommon  distinclness  and 
composure,  as  illustrated  thr-.t  ex- 
pression of  the  Psalmist  (which  was 
often  the  subjefl  of  his  meditations 
and  wishes),  Psalm  xxxvii.  Mark 
t't  perfect  man,  nrU  behcild  the  up- 
right,  for  the  end  of  that  man  is 
pisce. 

RUE  (CHARLES  DE  LA)  a 
French  orator  and  poet,  born  1643, 
died  17:45. 

RUFFHEAD  (OWEN)  an  Eng- 

1  ish  law  and    miscellaneous   writer, 

and  biographer  of  Pope,  died  1769. 

RUNDLE  (THOMAS)  bishop  of 
Berry,  and  an  excellent  theological 
writer,  died  1743. 

RUPERT  (PRINCE)  a  brave 
German  general,  born  1619,  dierl 
1682. 

RUSHWORTH  (JOHN)an  Eng- 
lish gentleman,  author  of  useful 
"HistoricalColle£Hons,"born  1607, 
died  1690. 

R.USSEL    (LORD    WILLIAM) 
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an  eminent  English  patriot,  \\-ha 
fell  a  victim  to  the  jealousy  and  fears 
of  Charles  J!.  beheaded  1683,  agdl 

'  U- 

RUTHERFORTH    (THOMAS) 
an   English  writer  on    natural   phi- 
1  losophy,  morals,  and  mathematics* 
'born   17.2,  died  1771. 

RUYSCH  (FREDERIC)  a  very 
eminent  Dutch  anatomist,  born 
1638,  died  1731.  Ke  contrived 
new  means  to  facilitate  anatomical 
inquirie?,  and  found  out  a  particu- 
lar secret  to  prepare  dead  bodies* 
and  to  preserve  them  many  years 
from  putrefaction.  His  anatomical 
works  are  printed  in  4  vols.  <jto. 

RUYSDAAL  (JACOB)  a  cele- 
brated landscape-painter  ot  Holland* 
born  1636,  died  i63i« 

RYAN  (LACY)  an  English  dra- 
matic writer,  but  more  eminent  as 
an  actor,  born  1694,  died  1760, 
leaving  a  littie  dramatic  piece  of 
one  aft,  intituled  "  The  Cobler's 
Opera." 

RYER  (PETER  DU)  a  French 
dramatic  writer,  born  1605,  died 
1658,  hdviLig  been  author  of  19 
dramatic  pieces  and  13  translations* 
which  were  all  well  received. 

RYMER  (THOMAS)  an  excel, 
lent  antiquary  and  historian,  who 
will  ever  be  remembered  for  his 
valuable  collection  of  the  "Fcedera."- 
He  was  also  author  of  "  A  View  of 
the  Tragedies  of  the  last  Age,"  but 
for  a  critic  almost  totally  disquali- 
fied by  his  want  of  candour.  He 
wrote  "  Edgar,"  a  Tragedy,  which, 
gives  nothing  to  his  fame  as  a  poet* 
and  died  1713. 

RYP'ES  (SIR  THOMAS)  an  emi- 
nent lawyer  and  miscellaneous  wri- 
ter in  Latin,  died  16.51. 

RYVES(  KRUNO)  a  celebrated 
preacher  and  one  of  the  chaplains 
to  Charles  1.  He  wrote  "  Mei- 
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Curius  Rusticus,"  and  several  oilier 
works  respecting  the  civil  wars, 
and  died  1677. 

SAAVEDRA  (MICHAEL  DE 
C1RVANTES)  a  celebrated  Spa- 
nish writer,  born  at  Madrid  1549. 
Ke  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Le- 
panto.  fought  in  1571;  in  uhich 
he  either  lost  his  left  hand  by  the 
si  ot  of  an  harquebus,  or  bad  it  so 
r  aimed  that  be  lost  the  use  of  it. 
&.  fter  this  he  was  taken  by  the 
ft'oors,  and  carried  into  Algiers 
v  here  he  continued  a  captive  5  years 
and  a  half.  Thence  be  returned  to 
fpain,  and  applying  himself  to  the 
writing  of  comedies  and  tragedies, 
composed  several,  all  of  which 
were  well  received,  and  afied  with 
great  applause.  But  the  work  which 
has  done  him  the  greatest  honour, 
and  will  immortalize  his  name,  i> 
the  history  of  "  Don  Quixote;" 
which  is  an  inimitable  satire  upon 
books  of  knight-errantry;  and  the 
principal,  if  not  the  sole  end  of  it 
was,  to  destroy  the  reputation  of 
these  book's,  which  had  infatuated 
the  greater  pait  of  mankind,  espe- 
cially those  of  the  Spanish  nation. 
Notwithstanding  the  vast  applause 
his  book  every  where  met  with,  he 
had  not  interest  enough  to  procure 
a  small  pension,  but  had  much  ado 
to  keep  himself  from  starving.  He 
wrote  several  other  novels,  and  died 
1616. 

SABAS,  a  famous  seflarist.  chief 
of  the  Messalians,  whose  religious 
error  consisted  in  adhering  to  the 
Jetter  of  the  gospel.  Among  other 
absurdities,  they  refused  to  work, 
quoting  this  passage,  "  Labour  not 
for  the  food  that  perisheih."  Sabas 
flourished  3  t  o. 

SABELI.IUS,  a  famous  heresi- 
archof  the  third  cenlury.  He  was 
amative  of  Lybia,  and  iits  notions 
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concerning  the  Trinity  were,  that 
'be  titles  of  Father,  Son,  and 
Holy  Ghost,  were  only  denomina- 
tions derived  from  the  different 
operations  of  the  Deity  for  the  sal- 
vation of  mankind,  fiis  disciples 
were  called  Sabellians. 

SABLIERE  (ANTHONY  de 
RAMBOUILLET  de  la)  a  French 
poet,  died  1680.  His  madrigals 
may  be  considered  as  models  in 
their  kind. 

SACCHI  (ANDREA)  an  illus- 
trious Italian  historical  painter,  and 
the  best  colourist  of  all  the  Roman 
school,  born  1601,  died  1661. 

SACCH1NI  (ANTOINE  MARIE 
GJSPERJ  a  very  eminent  musici- 
an, born  at  Naples  i  755,  and  settled 
at  different  times  in  Holland,  Ger- 
many, England,  and  France.  His 
compositions  are  remarkable  for 
grace,  elegance,  and  melody.  He 
died  at  Paris  i  786. 

S ACHEVERELL  (HENRY)a  di- 
vine whose  history  affords  a  striking 
example  of  the  folly  and  madness 
of  p;.:tv,  which  couid  exalt  an  ob- 
srure  individual,  possessed  of  but 
moderate  talents,  to  an  height  of 
popularity  that  the  present  times 
behold  with  wonder  and  astonish- 
ment  He  was  appointed  preacher 

of  St.  Saviour's,  Southwark,  in 
1705;  and,  while  in  this  station, 
preached  two  famous  sermons  fat 
Derby,  Aug.  14,  1709;  and  at  St. 
Paul's,  Nov.  c,  in  the  same  year)  ; 
and,  in  one  of  them,  was  supposed 
to  point  at  'ord  Godolphin,  under 
the  name  of  Volpone.  It  has  been 
nggested,  that  to  this  circum- 
stance, as  much  as  to  the  dottrines 
contained  in  his  sermons,  he  was 
indebted  for  his  prosecution,  and 
eventually  for  his  preferment.  Be- 
ing impeached  by  the  house  of 
commons,  his  trial  began  February 
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27,  1709-10  ;  and  continued  till 
the  23d  of  March:  when  he  was 
sentenced  to  suspension  from 
preaching  for  three  years,  and  his 
two  sermons  ordered  to  be  burnt. 
This  ridiculous  prosecution  over- 
threw the  ministry,  and  laid  the 
foundation  of  his  fortune. —  Sa- 
cheverell,  during  his  suspension, 
made  a  kind  of  triumphal  progress 
through  divers  parts  of  the  king- 
dom ;  during  which  period  he  was 
collated  to  a  living  near  Shrews- 
bury ;  and,  in  the  same  month  that 
his  suspension  ended,  had  the  va- 
luable reElory  of  St.  Andrew's  Hoi- 
born  given  him  by  the  queen,  April 
13>  1713-  .  At  that  time  his  repu- 
tation was  so  high,  that  he  was 
enabled  to  sell  the  first  sermon 
preached  after  his  sentence  ex- 
pired, (on  Palm  Sunday)  for  the 
sum  of  lool.  and  upwards  of 
40,000  copies,  it  is  said,  were  soon 
sold.  Hewasboin  1672,  and  died 

1724- 

SACK.V1LLE  (THOMAS)  the 
first  lonl  Buckhurst,  and  earl  of 
Dorset,  born  1536,  was  celebrated 
as  a  poet  in  1577,  by  his  "  In- 
duction,"  or  Introduction  "  to  the 
Myrror  of  Magistrates,"  a  series  of 
poems  formed  upon  a  dramatic 
plan,  and  consisting  of  examples  of 
eminent  bad  men  who  had  come  to 
miserable  ends.  In  1561  was  atled 
his  tragedy  of  ''  Gorboduc ;"  the 
first  that  ever  appeared  in  verse, 
and  greatly  admired  by  the  wits  of 
that  age.  His  lordship  became  also 
very  eminent  as  a  statesman,  and 
died  1608. 

SACKVILLE  (CHARLES)  earl 
of  Dorset  and  Middlesex,  a  cele- 
brated wit  and  poet,  born  1637, 
died  1706.  He  was  also  a  great 
patron  of  poets  and  men  of  wit, 
who  have  not  failed  in  their  turn 
to  transmit  his  name  with  lustre  to 
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posterity ;  thus  Prior,  DryJen,  Con- 
greve,  AJdison,  and  many  more, 
have  exerted  themselves  in  pane- 
gyrics upon  this  patron. 

SADLER  (JOHN)  an  English 
law  writer,  born  1615,  published 
a  book  intituled  "  Rights  of  the 
Kingdom:  or,  Customs  of  our  An- 
cestors," &c.  which  has  been  much 
valued  by  lawyers  and  others.  Sad- 
ler al.so  published  "  Olbia  :  The 
New  Island  lately  discovered,"  and 
died  1674. 

SADOC,  a  famous  Jew  rabbi, 
»nd  founder  of  the  sett  of  Sadducees. 
He  was  the  disciple  of  Antigonus, 
who  taught  that  virtue  was  to  be 
praflised  for  its  excellency  alone, 
without  regard  to  any  recompense 
whatever;  from  whence  Sailoc  drew 
this  erroneous  inference,  That  no 
rewards  were  to  be  hoped  for,  nor 
punishments  to  be  dreaded,  in  an- 
other life.  The  scft  still  subsists 
in  Africa.  Sadoc  flourished  220 
years  before  Christ. 

SADOLET  (JAMES)  a  polite 
and  learned  Italian  writer  and  car- 
dinal, born  1477,  died  1547.  His 
work?,  which  are  all  in  Latin,  con- 
sist  of  epistles,  dissertations,  ora- 
tions, poems,  and  commentaries 
upon  some  parts  of  holy  writ. 

SAGE  (ALAIN  RENE  LE)  an 
ingenious  French  dramatic  poet  and 
novellist,  born  1667,  died  1747. 
Having  studied  the  Spanish  tongue, 
he  made  ajourney  into  Spain,  to 
acquaint  himself  with  the  Spanish 
customs,  and  generally  took  the 
plans  of  his  romances  from  the 
writers  of  that  nation,  whom  he 
has  very  well  imitated.  His 
"  Devil  on  Two  Sticks"  was  drawn 
from  the  "  Diabolo  Cojuelo"  of 
Guevara  :  ar.d  his  "  Gil  Bias,"  so 
well  known  in  every  country  in 
Europe,  from  "  Don  Gusman  d'Ai« 
farache." 
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SA1NTE.AI.DF.CONDE  (  PHI- 
IIP  de  MAKNIX  lord  du  MONT) 
an  eminent  German  statesman  and 
patriot,  divinity  and  civil  law- 
writer,  born  at  Brussels  1538,  died 
1598,  having  distinguished  him- 
scli  as  the  as-ertor  of  the  liberty  of 
•his  country  against  the  tyranny  of 
the  duke  d'Alva,  by  supporting  the 
prii.ce  of  Orange  with  his  masterly 
pen. 

SAINT  •  ANDRE  (  NATHA- 
NAEL)  a  Swiss  v.  ho,  coming  over 
to  England,  practised  surgery  and 
•anatomy  ;  but  is  chiefly  memorable 
a*  the  dupe  of  the  famous  "  rabbu- 
brecdir.g  imposture"  at  Godalmin. 
Ik  died  1776. 

SAINT- AUI.  A  IRE  (FRANCIS, 
Marquis  de)  a  French  poet,  who 
•lived  to  near  300  years  of  age,  and 
vrcte  his  best  vetses  at  go.  He 
died  1742. 

SAIN  T-C  YUAN  (JOHN  DU 
VtRGER  DE  HOURANNE,  AB- 
BOT  OF)  born  at  Bayonne  1/581, 
wrote  a  great  many  books,  but  is 
particularly  memorable  for  two 
extraordinary  paradoxes  be  is  said 
to  have  maintained  :  the  first  of 
which  is,  that  "  a  man  under  cer- 
tain circumstances  may  kill  him- 
self;" the  second,  that  "  Bishops 
may  take  up  arms."  He  died 
1643. 

SAINT-JOHN  (HENRY)  lord 
viscount  Bnlingbroke,  a  famous 
English  philosopher,  statesman,  and 
politician,  born  1672,  died  1751. 
He  was  secretary  of  war  arid  of  state 
to  queen  Anne;  his  attachment  to 
whom  exposed  him  to  a  long  and 
severe  persecution,  which  he  bore 
With  firmness  of  mind  ;  the  enemy 
of  no  national  party,  the  friend  o! 
nofaQion;  and  distinguished  under 
•the  cloud  of  a  proscription,  by  zeal 
to  maintain  the  liberty,  and  to 
restore  the  ancient  prosperity  of 
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Gregt  Britain. —  His  writings  are 
printed  in  5  vols.  410.  and  may  be 
divided  into  political  and  philo- 
sophical ;  the  former  of  which  con- 
sist  of  •«  Letters  upon  History," 
"  Letters  on  Patriotism,  and  on  the 
;dea  of  a  Patriot  King,"  "  Disserta- 
tion upon  Parties,"  "  Remarks  on 
the  History  of  England,"  and  "  Po- 
litical Trafts."  His  philosophical 
works  consist  of  "  Letters  written 
originally  in  French  about  17^0  to 
Mr.  de  Pouilly  ;  a  letter  occasioned 
by  one  of  abp.  Tiliotson's  sermons  ; 
and  letters  or  essays  addressed  to 
Alexander  Pope,  esq."  The  essays 
addressed  to  Pope  on  philosophy 
and  religion,  however,  contain  ma- 
ny things  which  clash  with  the 
^reat  truths  of  revelation  ;  and,  on 
[this  account,  not  only  exposed  the 
deceased  author  to  the  animadver- 
isions  of  several  writers,  but  occa- 
sioned also  a  presentment  of  his 
works  by  the  grand  jury  of  West- 
minster.- His  lordship,  it  is  to  be 
I  feared,  was  a  very  indifferent  Chris- 
tian, since  there  are  numberless  as- 
sertions in  his  works  plainly  in- 
'consistent  with  any  belief  of  reve- 
j  lation;  but  then  there  are  number- 
less truths,  set  forth  in  the  finest 
manner,  with  all  the  powers  of 
; elegance  and  fancy;  and  which 
I  will  amply  reward  the  attention  of 
a  reader  who  knows  how  to  distin- 
guish them  from  the  errors  they 
are  mixed  with.  In  short,  what- 
ever imperfections  may  be  dis- 
covered in  him  with  regard  to 
certain  principles  and  opinions,  he 
was  considered  as  a  man  of  great 
parts  and  universal  knowledge,  the 
most  extraordinary  person  of  the 
age  he  lived  in;  and  as  a  wiiter, 
one  of  the  finest  that  any  age  has 
produced. 

SAINTE-MARTHE,    in    I.ntin 
•Sannnuithanus ;  the  name  of  a  ia« 
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mily  In  France,  which  for  more 
than  100  years  has  been  fruitful  in 
men  of  letters. 

SAINT  PIERRE  (EUSTACE 
DE)  a  famous  patriotic  citizen  of 
Calais,  who  offered  himself  to  be 
one,  and  thereby  animated  five 
others,  to  make  up  the  number  of 
principal  inhabitants  required  by 
king  Edward  111.  to  be  given  up  to 
his  discretion,  as  victims,  for  their 
obstinacy  in  holding  out  the  city 
against  a  long  siege  after  he  had  ! 
summone-i  it  to  surrender.  Eustace  | 
de  St.  Pierre  and  his  generous  com- 
rades appeared  before  the  conqueror 
in  their  shirts,  with  halters  about 
their  necks,  -and  carrying  the  keys 
of  the  city.  Edward,  touched  with 
their  heroic  resolution,  and  moved 
by  the  entreaties  of  his  queen, 
spared  the  inhabitants,  pardoned  the 
patriots,  and  dismissed  them  with 
presents  in  1317. 

SALADIX,  a  famous  sultan  of 
Egypt,  equally  renowned  as  a  war- 
rior and  legislator.  He  supported 
himself  by  his  valour,  and  the  in- 
fluence of  his  amiable  character, 
against  the  united  efforts  of  the 
chief  Christian  potentates  of  Europe, 
who  carried  on  the  most  unjust 
wars  against  him,  under  the  false 
appellation  of  Holy  Wars.  He  was 
born  1135, and  died  1 1 92. 

SALE  (GEORGE)  a  learned 
Englishman,  who  died  at  London 
in  1736.  He  had  a  principal  hand 
in  the  "  Universal  History,"  and 
executed  all  the  oriental  part  of  it: 
but  bis  capital  work  is  "  The  Ko- 
ran, commonly  called  the  Alcoran 
of  Mohammed,  translated  from  the 
original  Arabic,  with  explanatory 
Is'otes." 

SALLO  (DENIS  DE)  a  French 
writer,  famous  as  the  inventor  of 
literary  journals,  born  1626,  died 
1660. 
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SALLUSTIUS  (CAIU5  CRT". 
PUS)  a  most  admired  Rooian  his- 
torian, born  in  the  yenr  of  Rom- 
669,  an<l  hcfote  Christ  85.  Ensr« 
bius  tells  us  that  he  married  Te- 
rentia.  the  divorced  wife  of  Cicero, 
and  died  719.  Of  m,my  tilings 
which  he  wrote,  we  have  nothing 
now  remaining  but  his  "  Histories 
of  the  Catilinarian  and  Jugurthine  • 
Wars  ;"  together  with  some  ora- 
tions, or  speeches,  printed  with  his 
fragments. 

SALMASIUS  (CLAUDIUS),  or 
CLAUDIUS  DE  SALMASIA,  a 
French  historian  and  critic  of  most 
uncommon  abilities  and  immense 
erudition,  born  1596.— Upon  the 
murder  of  Charles  I.  of  England, 
he  was  prevailed  upon  by  the 
royal  family,  then  in  exile,  t» 
write  a  book  in  defence  of  that 
king  ;  which  he  published  the  year 
after,  with  this  title,  ".  Defensia 
Rcgia  pro  Carolo  I."  &.C.  Our  fa- 
mous poet  Milton  was  employed 
by  the  powers  then  prevailing  here, 
to  answer  this  book  of  Salmasius, 
and  to  obviate  the  prejudices  which, 
the  reputation  of  his  great  abilities 
and  learning  might  raise  against 
their  cause  ;  and  this  he  did  in  a 
very  powerful  manner,  in  "  Defen- 
sio  pro  Populo  Anglicano  contra 
Claudii  Salmasii  Defensionem  Re- 
giam."  Salmasiusdied  1653,  leav- 
ing works  very  numerous  and  va« 
rious. 

SALMON  (NATHANIEL)  an 
English  divine,  biographer,  and 
antiquary,  died  1740. 

SALTER  (JOHN)  major-general 
of  the  English  forces,  and  lieu- 
tenant-colonel of  the  ist  regiment 
of  foot,  was  originally  a  private  in 
the  guards,  and  was  taken  frora 
the  ranks  by  the  great  duke  of 
Cumberland,  who  caused  him  to  be 
made  a  serjeant,  and  soon  after  was 
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lo  pleased  with  his  voice  and  man- 
ner of  giving  the  word  of  command, 
that  he  gave  him  a  commission  in 
the  same  regiment.  This  promo- 
tion gave  great  offence  to  the  other 
officers,  who  refused  Mr.  Salter 
their  countenance.  Thus  circum- 
stanced, he  waited  upon  the  royal 
duke,  and  stated  the  awkwardness 
of  his  situation.  "  Well,  well  (said 
the  duke),  meet  me  to-morrow  on 
the  paVade."  The  duke  came  down 
earlier  than  usual,  and  going  up  to 
the  colour-stand,  his  highness  sa- 
luted lord  Ligonier  and  the  officers 
of  the  regiment,  who  were  all  in 
conversation  together  ;  but  direct- 
ing his  eye  around,  as  if  by  acci- 
dent, he  noticed  poor  Salter  alone. 
"  M'hat  (said  his  highness)  has  that 
officer  done,  that  he  is  drummed  out 
of  your  councils  ?"  and  going  up  to 
hhn,  took  him  by  the  arm,  and 
%valked  up  and  down  the  parade 
vith  hirr,  in  the  presence  of  the 
differentbattalions  and  their  officers. 
Lord  Ligonier,  at  this  time  accost- 
ing the  duke,  entreated  his  high- 
ness's  company  to  dinner.  "  With 
all  my  heart  (said  the  duke),  and 
remember,  Salter  comes  with  me." 
His  lordship,  bowing,  said,  "  I  hope 
8O-."  After  this  ordeal,  Salter  was 
•well  received  by  all  his  brethren 
of  the  blade,  and  by  his  merit 
raised  himself  to  the  rank  he  held 
at-his  death,  in  1787,  at  the  age 
of  78. 

SALVATOR  ROSA,  an  emi- 
Dent  Italian  painter,  engraver,  and 
post,  born  at  Naples  1^15,  died 
1673.  It  is  said  he  led  a  very 
dissipated  life,  and  even  associated 
with  banditti;  which  course  of 
conduft  naturally  led  him,  by  way 
of  retreat,  into  those  wild  scenes  of 
nature  which  he  afterwards  so  no- 
bly described  upon  canvas. 

SALVJAN,  or  SALVIANUS,  a 
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clear,  elegant,  and  beautiful  Writer, 
and  one  of  the  fathers  of  the  church. 
The  Lest  work  that  remains  of  his, 
is,  a  treatise  in  8  books,  "  De  Pro. 
videntia  Dei."

SAN'ADON(NOEL  STEPHEN) 
a  learned  Jesuit  of  France,  born 
1676,  died  1733.  There  are  ora- 
tions and  poems  of  his,  which  are 
very  delicate  and  beautiful;  but 
he  is  best  known  by  his  translation 
of  "  Horace"  with  notes,  which  has 
been  very  well  received. 

SANCHES  (ANTONIO  NUNES 
RIBEIRO)  an  eminent  Portuguese 
physician,  and  writer  on  the  Ve- 
nereal disease,  born  1^99,  died 


SANCHEZ  (THOMAS)  an  il- 
lustrious Jesuit  of  Spain,  born 
15,5  i,  died  1610,  and  was  interred 
there  in  a  most  magnificent  man- 
ner.—  Of  his  learning,  which  was 
unquestionably  great,  he  gave  pub- 
lic proofs  in  a  large  volume  printed 
at  Genoa  1592,  and  in  4  volumes 
folio  printed  after  his  death.  In 
the  volume  printed  at  Genoa,  he 
treats  amply  of  what  relates  to 
matrimony  ;  and,  it  is  said,  pope 
Clement  VIII.  declared  that  no 
writer  had  ever  examined  with 
more  diligence,  or  explained  with 
more  accuracy,  the  controversies 
relating  to  that  sacrament.  His 
indiscretion,  however,  in  explain- 
ing an  incredible  number  of  ob- 
scene and  horrible  questions  has 
been  bitterly  complained  of,  and  is 
indeed  not  to  be  conceived  by  any 
who  have  not  read  him. 

SANCHO  (IGNATIUS)  an  ex- 
traordinary  negro,  born  1729  on 
board  a  ship  in  the  slave  trade, 
died  1780.  He  lived  under  the 
patronage  of  the  late  dnke  of 
Montague,  till  toward  the  close 
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of  -the  year  1773,  •'•':iC!i  repeateJ 
attacks  ot'  the  gout.  and  a  const! 
uitional  corpiilrnce,  rendered  him 
incapable  of  farther  attendance  in 
fhe  duke's  family.  At  this  crisis, 
the  nr.mifi'-ence  which  had  pro- 
tected him  through  various  vicis- 
situdes, enabled  him  and  his  wife 
'f>  settle  themselves  in  a  shop  of 
grocery,  where  mutual  and  rigid 
ifi.lustry  decently  maintained  a  nu- 
merous family  of  children,  and  j 
where  a  life  of  domestic  virtue  en- 
gaged private  patronage,  and  me- 
rited public  imitation.  His  "  Let- 
ters" entitled  and  secured  to  him  j 
the  protection  of  the  grca'.  <i:td  the  ' 
friendship  of  the  literary,  and  dis-  i 
piay  such  proofs  of  epistolary  ta-  j 
lent,  of  rapid  and  just  conception,  | 
of  wild  patriotism,  and  of  universal 
philanthropy,  as  evidently  prove, 
that  the  perfection  of  the  reasoning 
faculties  does  not  depend  on  a  pe- 
culiar conformation  of  the  .skull, 
or  the  colour  of  an  inrejument, 
but  that  an  untutored  African  may 
possess  equal  abilities  with  an  Eu- 
ropean, in  defiance  of  that  wild 
opinion  "  which  (says  a  learned 
writer  of  these  times)  restrains  the 
operations  of  the  mind  to  particular 
regions,  and  supposes  that  a  kick- 
less  mortal  may  be  born  in  a  de- 
gree of  latitude  too  high  or  too  low 
for  wisdom  or  for  wit."— With 
Garrick  and  Sterne,  among  others, 
Sancho  was  in  habits  of  the  most 
familiar  literary  intimacy. 

SANCHON1ATHO,  an  ancient 
Phenician  philosopher  andhistorian, 
flourished  760  B.  C. 

SANCROFT  (DR.  WILLIAM) 
archbishop  of  Canterbury,  born 
1616.  Being  at  last  deprived,  for 
refusing  the  oaths  to  William  and 
Mary,  from  a  conscientious  regard 
to  the  allegiance  he  had  sworn  to 
king  Jarcss,  he  retired  to  Fresing- 
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field  (the  p'are  of  his  birth,  .nii.l 
ihe  estate  [.50!.  a  year]  and  resi- 
'c-'.^e  of  his  ancestors  above  300 
years),  where  he  lived  in  a  very 
private  manner  till  his  death, 
1693. 

SANCTORIU.S,  or  SANTO- 
RH'S,  a  celebrated  medical  profes- 
sor of  Padua,  who  flourished  in  the 
beginning  of  the  1 7  th  century. 

S  !\'DBY  (THOMAS)  professor 
of  arthiteSure  in  the  Royal  Aca- 
demy of  London,  WAS  born  1731, 
and  .i:ed  June  25,  1798. 

SANDERSON  (DR.  ROBERT) 
an  eminent  bishop  of  Lincoln,  po- 
lemic writer,  and  casuist,  bortx 
1,587,  died  i  663. 

SANDERSON  (ROBERT)  a  It. 
borious  and  IcJrneJ  a-.ifquary,  who 
assisted  Mr.  Rymer  in  publishing 
his  valuable  "  Fucdera,"  which  bz 
continued  after  Mr.  Rymei's  death, 
beginning  with  the  ituh  volume, 
and  ending  with  the  eoth,  died.

SAN'DRART  (JOACHIM)  a  fa- 
mous German  painter,  born  1606, 
died  1676,  having  published  se- 
veral volumes  on  subjects  relat- 
ing to  his  profession,  the  most 
considerable  of  which  is  "  Thus 
Lives  of  the  Painters,  with  their 
Effigies." 

SANDYS  (EDWIN)  archbishop 
of  York,  born  1519,  died  1588. 
He  was  in  1559  appointed,  by 
queen  Elizabeth  and  her  council, 
one  of  the  nine  Protestant  divines 
who  were  to  hold  a  disputation 
against  so  many  of  the  Romish  ' 
persuasion  before  both  houses  oc 
parliament  at  Westminster.  He 
was  also  one  of  the  commissioners 
for  preparing  a  form  of  prayer,  or 
liturgy,  and  for  deliberating  on 
other  matters  for  the  reformation 
of  the  church,  and,  being  well 
skilled  in  the  original  languages, 
I  i 
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'-».i«,  about  i,5^'5>  one  °f  'be  bi- 
.«.'•  ops  appointed  to  make  a  new 
translation  of  the  Bible;  the 
portions  which  fell  to  his  share 
Verc  the  books  of  Kings  and  Chro- 
liicles. 

SANDYS  (SIR  EDWIN)  second 
corv  of  the  preceding  and  author  of 
".Europa-  Speculum  ;  or  ,.  View  or 
Survey  of  the  State  of  Religion  in 
the  Western  Parts  of  the  World," 
ike.  He  was  bred  to  the  church, 
and  held  a  prebend  of  York  j  but 
in  1602  resigned  his  gown,  and 
received  the  honour  of  knighthood 
from  James  I.  \vho  afterwards 
employed  him  in  several  affairs 
of  great  trust  and  importance. 
He  was  born  1561,  and  died 
1620. 

SANDYS  (GEORGE)  brother  of 
t':e  preceding,  born  i577>  be- 
came a  great  traveller  ir,  Turkey, 
Greece,  Egypt,  and  the  Holy  Land, 
and  afterwards  in  Italy,  and  pub- 
lished, in  1615,  an  account  of  his 
travels,  in  folio,  illustrated  with  50 
maps  and  figures.  Sandys  distin- 
guished himself  also  as  a  poet; 
iind  his  productions  in  that  way 
•were  greatly  admired  in  the  times 
•when  they  were  written,  particularly 
"  Ovid's  Metamorphoses,  Englished, 
mythologized,  and  represented  in 
figures,"  in  folio.  Mr.  Dryden 
pronounced  him  the  best  versifier 
of  the  age  ;  ami  Mr.  Pope  declared, 
in  his  notes  to  the  Iliad,  that  Eng- 
lish poetry  owed  much  of  its  pre- 
sent beauty  to  his  translations.  He 
tJied  1643. 

S  AN  NAZ  ARIL'S  (JAMES)  an 
excellent  Latin  and  Italian  poet, 
born  at  Naples  1458,  died  1530. 

SANSON  (NICHOLAS)  a  ce- 
lebrated French  geographer,  born 
1600,  died  1667. 

SANTEU1L  (JOHN  BAPTIST) 
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a  celebrated  b'ren:h  poet,  born  1630, 
.lied    i  n<^7  , 

SAPl'HO,  a  famous  poetess    of 
•mtiri'iity,    who,  for  her  excellence 
in  her  art,  has  been  called  "  The 
Tenth  Muse,"  was  born  at  Mitylene 
i  in  the  isle  of  Lesbos  B.  C.  6  i  o.-~ = 
Having  fallen  in  love  with  Fhaon, 
she  followed  him  into  Sicily,  whi- 
ther he  retired   that    he    might  not 
see    her,    and    during    her    stay    in 
that  island    probably  she  composed 
j  the  "  Hymn  to  Venus"  still  extant, 
I  in  which  she    begs  so  ardently  the 
j  assistance  of    that  goddess.       Her 
prayers,  however,    proved  ineffec- 
tual :   Fhaon  \vas    cruel    to  the  last 
degree.     The    unfortunate    Sappho 
j  went  to  the  promontory  Leucas  and 
threw  herself  into  the   sea. — None 
:  of  the  Greek  poets  excelled  her    for 
j  sweetness   of  verse.     Catullus    en- 
;  deavonred  to   imitate    Sappho,   but 
fell   infinitely  short  of  her,    and  so 
I  have    all  others  who  have  written 
upon  love. 

SARISBURY,  or  SALISBURY, 
(JOHN  of)  in  Latin  Sarisburiei.si?, 
an   English   historian,    critic,    and 
philosopher,  very  famous  in  his  day, 
born  i  i  to,  died   1181. 
SARPI.      See  PAUL. 
SARTO  (ANDREA  DEL)   a  fa- 
rnous   Italian   painter,   born  1478, 
died  1520. 

SAVAGE  (RICHARD)  a  cele- 
brated English  poet,  and  an  eminent 
instance  of  the  uselessness  and  in- 
significancy of  knowledge,  wit,  and 
genius,  without  prudence  and  a  pro- 
per regard  to  the  common  maxims 
of  life,  was  born  1698.  He  was  the 
son  of  Anne  countess  of  Maccles- 
field,  by  the  earl  of  Rivers ;  and 
might  have  been  considered  as 
the  lawful  issue  of  the  earl  cf 
Macclesrield,  but  his  mother,  iri 
order  to  procure  a  separation  frora 
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her  husbar.d,  made  a  public  con- 
fession of  adultery  in  this  instance. 
As  soon  as  this  spurious  offspring 
was  brought  to  light,  the  countess 
treated  him  wiih  every  kind  of  un- 
natural cruelty.  She  committed  him 
to  the  care  of  a  poor  woman,  to 
educ.ite  as  her  own.  She  prevented 
the  rarl  of  Rivers  from  making 
him  a  bequest  in  his  will  of  6oool. 
bydedcJiing  him  dead.  She  en- 
deavoured to  send  him  secretly  lo 
the  American  plantations ;  and  at 
last,  to  bnry  lain  in  poverty  and 
obscurity  for  ever,  she  placed  him 
as  an  apprentice  to  a  shoe-n.akc: 
in  Holborn.  About  this  time  his 
nurse  died  ;  -and  in  searching  her 
eftecis,  which  he  imagined  to  be 
bis  right,  he  found  some  loiters 
which  inforrr.fd  him  of  his  Lirt:., 
and  the  reasons  for  which  it  wvis 
concealed.  He  now  left  his  low 
occupation,  ar.d  tried  every  method 
to  awaken  the  tenderness  and  at- 
tract the  regard  of  his  mother  :  but 
ill  his  assiduity  was  without  etteft  ; 
for  he  could  neither  soften  her 
heart  nor  open  her  hand,  and  he 
\vas  reduced  to  the  miseries  of 
•want.  In  1723  he  brought  a  tra- 
gedy on  the  stage,  in  which  him- 
self performed  a  part,  the  subjeEl 
of  which  was  "  Sir  Thomas  Over- 
bury."  While  employed  upon  this 
work,  he  was  without  lodging,  and 
often  without  food;  nor  had  he 
any  other  conveniences  for  study 
than  the  fields  or  the  street ;  and 
when  he  had  formed  a  speech,  he 
\vould  step  into  a  shop  and  beg  the 
use  of  pen,  ink,  and  paper.  The 
profits  of  this  play  amounted  to 
about  200!.  and  it  procured  him 
the  notice  and  esteem  of  many 
persons  of  distinction,  some  rays  of 
genius  glimmering  through  all  the 
clouds  of  poverty  and  oppression. 
But  when  the  world  was  beginning 
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to  behold  him  with  a  more  favour- 
able eye,  a  misfortune  befell  him, 
by  which  not  only  his  reputation, 
but  his  life,  was  in  danger.  In  a 
night  ramble  he  fell  into  a  coffee- 
house of  ill  fame  near  Charing- 
cross,  when  a  quarrel  happer.tf1, 
and  one  Mr.  Sinclair  %vas  killed  in 
;he  f:ay.  Savage,  with  his  com- 
panion, was  taken  into  cuitodv, 
tried  for  murder,  and  capiully 
i:onviflcd  of  the  offence.  His  trT*.;- 
trier  \vas  so  inhuman,  at  this  er;- 
tical  juncture,  as  to  use  ail  means 
to  prejudice  the  queen  againjt  hiin, 
and  to  intercept  all  the  hopes  he 
had  of  life  from  the  royal  mercy  : 
but  at  last  the  countess  o'f  Hertford, 
out  of  coirpassion,  laid  a  true  ac- 
count of  the  extraordinary  stoiy 
and  sufferings  of  poor  Savage  be- 
fore her  m.ijesty,  and  obt-jincd  his 
pardon.  After  this  he  was  taken 
into  the  family  of  loid  Tyrcon-u-I, 
treated  as  his  equal,  and  allowed 
a  pension  of  200).  a  year.  ID  this 
g}y  period  of  life,  when  he  w<is 
surrounded  by  the  affluence  of  plea- 
sure,he  published  "  The  Wanderer, 
a  moral  Poem,  1729,"  which  was 
approved  by  Pope,  and  which  the 
author  himself  considered  as  his 
master-piece.  It  was  addressed  to 
the  earl  of  Tyrconnel,  with  the 
highest  strains  of  panegyric.  These 
praises,  however,  in  a  short  time, 
he  found  himself  inclined  to  re- 
tra£i,  being  discarded  by  that  noble- 
man on  account  of  his  imprudent 
and  licentious  behaviour.  He  now 
thought  himself  again  at  liberty  to 
expose  the  cruelty  of  his  mother, 
and  accordingly  published  "  The 
Bastard,  a  Poem."  This  had  ar» 
extraordinary  sale  :  and,  its  appear- 
ance happening  at  a  time  when  the 
countess  was  at  Bath,  many  persons 
there,  in  her  hearing,  took  frequent 
opportunities  of  repeating  passages 
1  i  2 
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from  it ;  and  shame  obliged  ber  to 
quit    the  place. — His  poverty  still 
increasing,  and  having  no  lodgings, 
he  passed  the  night  often  in  mean 
houses,   which  are  set  open  for  any 
casual  wandeietb;  sometimes  in  cel- 
lars,   among  the   riot  and   filth  of 
the  meanest  and  most  profligate  of 
the  iambic;    and  sometimes,   when 
he     was    totally     without    money - 
'xvalked  about  the  streets  till  he  was 
weary,  and  lay  down  in  the  summer 
upon  a  bulk,  and    in   the   winter, 
with     his    associates     in    poverty 
among  the  allies  of  a  glass-house. 
His  distress   now  became   publkl) 
known,    and   his  friends    proposed 
that   he  should  retiie  into  Wales, 
with  an  allowance  of  50!.  per  ann. 
to    be  raised  by  subscription,     on 
which  he  was  to  live  privately  in 
a  cheap  place,  and  lay  aside  all  his 
aspiring  thoughts.  His  imprudence, 
however,  threw  him  into  a  gaol  at 
Bristol,    where   he   expired    1743 
and  was  buried  in  the  church-yaid 
of  St.  Peter,    at  the  expence  of  the 
gaoler. — A  comedy  called  "  Love 
in  a  Veil"  was  undoubtedly  written 
by  him  ;    but  with  respcft   to  ano- 
ther comedy,  called    "  Woman's  a 
Riddle,"  it  is  disputed  between  him 
and  Mr.  Christopher  Bullock,  ant 
testimony  is  most  in  favour  of  tht 
latter. 

SAVARY  (JAMES)  an  eminen 
French  writer  upon  the  subject  o 
trade,  born  1622,  died  1690. 

SAVARY  (N. )  a  celebrate 
Trench  writer,  author  of  "  Tra 
vcli  in  Egypt,"  a  translation  o 
the  "  Ksraii,"  with  a  "  Life  of  Ma 
hornet,"  and  of  a  "  Dictionary  an 
Grammarof  theArabian  Language, 
died  1788. 

SAV1LE  (SIR  GEORGE)  baro 
net,  celebrated  for  his  firm  attach 
ment  to  the  true  interests  of  hi 
country,  which  he  supported  in  th 
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House  of  Commons  for  a  long  se- 
ries of  years,  acquiring  the  ik-sei  vcd 
encomium  of  being  an  independent 
English  patriot,  born  ijiij,  died 

•  784. 

SAVILLE  (SIR  HENRY)  a  mo-t 
learned  English  divine,  historian, 
and  critic,  born  1549,  was  tutor  in 
the  Greek  tongue  to  queen  El.za- 
betb,  founded  two  professorships, 
one  in  geometry,  the  other  in  astro- 
nomy, in  the  university  of  Oxford, 
and  dieil  1622. 

SAVILLE  (SIR  GEORGE)  mar. 
uis  of  Ha.ifax,  an  eminent  states- 
:ian,  and  political  and  moral  writer, 
orn  1630,  died  1695. 

SAUNDtRS    (SIR    EDMUND) 
hief  justice  of  the  King's  Btnth  in 
he  reign  of  Charles  II.  was  origi- 
>aJly  a  strolling  beggar  about  the 
treets,  without  either   known  pa- 
rents or  relations.    He  came  often  to 
>eg  scraps  at  Clement's  Inn,  where 
was  taker,  notice  of  for  his  un- 
common sprightliness ;    and   as   he 
e.xpres^ed  a  s:iong    inclination  to 
earn  to  write,  one  of  the  attorney's 
clerks  taught  him,  and  soon  quali- 
fied him  for  a  hackney-writer.     He 
took  all  opportunities  of  improving 
himself,  by  reading   such  books  as 
he  borrowed  of  his  friends ;   and  in 
the  course  of  a  few  years  became  an 
ble  attorney,  and  a  very  eminent 
counsel ;   and  ultimately  arrived  at 
the  chief  justiceship  of    England. 
He  died  1683. 

SAUNDERSON  (DR.  NICHO- 
LAS) an  illustrious  professor  of  the 
mathematics  in  the  university  of 
Cambridge,  botn  1682.  At  12 
months  old  he  was  deprived  by  the 
small-pox,  not  only  of  his  sight,  but 
of  his  eyes  also ;  for  they  came  away 
in  abscesses;  so  that  he  retained  no 
more  idea  of  light  and  colours  than 
if  he  had  been  born  blind.  Not- 
withstanding  this  grand  obstacle  to

literary  pursuits,  however,  he  af- 
rivcd  at  the  highest  pitch  of  ma- 
thematical fame,  which  he  retained 
till  his  death  in  1739.  His  "  Ele- 
ments of  Algebra,"  which  he  left 
pcrfeft,  and  transcribed  fair  for  the 
press,  were  published  by  subscrip 
tion  at  Cambridge  1740,  in  2  vols 
4to. 

SAVONAROLA  (JEROM)  a 
famous  Italian  monk,  born  iJ5'a- 
preached  with  great  zeal  and  elo 
quence,  even  in  Italy,  against  the 
corruptions  of  the  court  of  Rome, 
and  particularly  against  the  flagi- 
tious life  and  praclicesof  pope  Alex- 
ander VI.  who,  not  being  able  tc 
silence  him,  condemned  him  to  be 
hanged  and  burnt  in  i<jc,8.  H 
wrote  a  prodigious  number  of  books 
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s  "  Reveries,  or  Memoirs  cort- 
.-erning  the  Art  of  War,"  together 
with  other  small  piece',  were  trans- 
ated  into  English,  and  published  at 
L.ondon  i  757,  -jto. 

S.lXO  GR.-iMM ATICUS,  a  Danish 
listorian  who  flourished  in  the  tath 
Century. 

SC.-EVOLA  (MUTIUS),  sur- 
named  Cordu«,  a  young  Roman  fa- 
mous for  his  courage  and  intrepidi* 
ty.  Porsenna,  king  of  Etruria,, 
having  besieged  Rome  in  order  to 
restore  the  exiled  king  Tarquin  the 
Proud,  Mutius,  determined  to  de- 
liver his  country  from  so  dangerous 
an  enemy,  disguised  himself  in  the 
habit  of  a  Tuscan,  and  artfully 
gained  access  to  Porsenna's  tent, 
where  the  monarch  and  his  secre-

armies,  born  at  Dresden  1696. 
He  was  natural  son  of  Frederic- 
Augustus  II.  king  of  Poland,  by 
Aurora  countess  Konigsmarc,  and 
died  1750,  leaving  behind  him  the 
character  of  one  of  the  greatest  and 
most  successful  gcneraU  of  the  age,

an  Italian   physician   and  eminent 

Latin  poet  and  critic,  born  1484, 

died  1558. 

SCALIGER  (JOSEPH  JUSTUS) 

his  son,  a  great  critical  and  liutori. 
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cal  writer  and  chronologer,  born 
1540,  died  1609.  He  had  a  parti- 
cular talent  for  learning  languages, 
and  is  said  to  have  been  perfectly 
skilled  in  13.  The  works  of  Jo- 
seph Scaliger  are  very  numerous 
and  various. 

SCANDERBEG,  or  George  Cas- 
triot,  king  of  Albania,  a  province 
of  Turkey  in  Europe,  dependenton 
the  Ottoman  empire.  He  was  born 
5404,  and  delivered  up,  with  his 
tiirec  elder  brothers,  as  hostages, 
by  their  father,  to  Amurath  II. 
sultan  of  the  Turks,  who  poisonc 
his  brothers,  but  spared  him  on  ac- 
count of  his  youth,  being  likewise 
pleared  with  his  juvenile  wit  ;r,;l 
amiable  person.  In  a  short  time 
>ie  became  one  of  the  most  re- 
nowned generals  of  the  age,  and 
revolting  from  Amurath,  he  '.eineo 
Hunaide  Ccrvinus,  a  most  forrn-.<!.i- 
b'e  enemy  to  the  Ottoman  empire, 
defeated  the  sultan's  army,  took 
.Amuratli's secretary  prisoner,  oblig- 
ed him  to  sign  and  seal  an  order  to 
the  governor  of  Croia,  the  capital 
cf  Albania,  to  deliver  up  the  citadel 
and  the  city  to  the  bearer  of  that 
or.-ier,  in  the  name  of  the  sultan 
XVith  this  forged  order  he  repanea 
to  Groin,  and  thus  recovered  the 
throne  of  his  ancestors}  and  main- 
tained the  independency  of  his 
country  against  the  numerous  ar 
Biies  of  Amurath  and  of  til-  s  ic- 
tcssor  Mahomet  II.  who  was  oblig- 
ed to  make  peace  with  this  hero  in 
1461,  after  a  war  of  eleven  years. 
Scanderbeg  was  a  man  of  great 
strength,  and  mowed  down  whole 
legions  with  his  scymetar.  When 
peace  was  concluded  between  him 
and  Mahomet,  the  Turkish  empero' 
jequested  him  (as  a  favour)  to  send 
him  his  scymetar.  Scamlerbeg 
complied,  'i  he  emperor  soon  re- 
turned ;he  iastrumeut  which  hid 
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so  much  execution  in  the 
hands  of  the  Albanian  hero,  adding, 
"  that  though  he  had  sent  him  his 
scymetar,  he  had  not  sent  him  the 
arm  \\hich  wielded  it."  On  hearing 
of  the  death  of  Scanderbeg  (1467], 
Mahomet  exclaimed  in  a  transport 
of  joy,  "  What  can  now  prevent 
me  from  completing  the  destruction 
of  the  Christians?  They  have  lost 
their  sword  and  their  shield.'' 

SCARRON  (PAUL)  an  eminent 
French  comic  or  rather  burlesque 
writer  and  satirist,  born  i6>o.  Ke 
was  very  much  deformed,  ind  of 
very  irregular  manners,  yet,  in 
16.51,  was  actually  married  to  Ma- 
demoiselle u'Aubigne,  afterwards 
the  celebrated  Madam  deMaintcnon, 
who  lodged  near  him,  and  was  about 
1 6  years  of  age.  Scarron  died  in, 
i(-.')o.  He  had  an  infinite  fund  of 
i  wit  and  pleasantry,  but  could  never 
i  prevent  it  from  running  into  buf- 
foonery; his  "  Comical  Romance," 
therefore,  is  almost  the  only  work 
which  continues  to  be  read  by  per- 
sons of  taste. 

SCHEiTER  (JOHN)  a  German 
critic  and  antiquary,  born  1621, 
died  1679. 

SCHE1NER  (CHRISTOPHER) 
an  eminent  German  mathematician. 
and  astronomer,  memorable  for  hav- 
ing first  discovered  the  spots  upon 
the  sun,  born  15.75,  died  ro^o. 

SCHIAVONE  (ANDREA)  a 
Venetian  painter,  born  1,522,  died 
1582. 

SCHOEFFLIN  (JOHN  DANI- 
EL) an  eminent  German  philcso» 
pher,  historiographer,  and  antiqua» 
ry,  born  1694,  died  1771. 

SCHOMBKRG  (FREDERICK 
DUKE  OF)  a  distinguished  German 
general,  born  J  608.  He  served 
first  in  the  army  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces, then  un'ler  Louis  XIV.  wlso 
.  .,o  him,  a  m&rshsl  ^t  Fiance 
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though  a  protestant.  On  the  revo- 
cation of  the  edi£l  of  Nantz,  in 
1685, he  retired  to  Portugal,  where 
his  merit  raised  him  to  the  rank  of 
duke  and  grundee.  At  the  Revo- 
lution he  came  to  England  with 
king  William,  and,  for  his  signal 
services  at  that  sera,  was  made  an 
English  duke,  and  knight  of  the 
I'.iitti  ;  the  parliament  also  voted 
him  100,000!.  In  1689  he  was 
made  commander  in  chief  of  the 
king's  forces  in  Ireland  ;  and  in 
4690  was  shot  at  the  battle  of  the 
Boyne,  by  the  French  refugees  of 
his  own  army,  by  a  fatal  mistake, 
in  the  82d  year  of  his  age. 

SCHOMBERG(DR.  ISAAC)  an 
English  physician  and  medical  wri- 
ter, died  1761. 

SCHOMBERG (ALEXANDER 
ORO\YCHER)  an  eminent  English 
•writer  on  juridical  antiquities,  &c. 
bor.i  1756,  died  t  7J2. 

SCHORF.L  (JOHN)  a  celebrated 
Flemish  painter,  born  1495,  died 
1562. 

SCHOTTUS( ANDREAS) a  very 
learned  Greek  ciitk  of  Ceiiiinny, 
born  1.552,  died  1629. 

SCHREVEL1US  (CORNELIUS; 
a  laborious  critic  and  Greek  lexico- 
grapher of  Holland,  died  1667. 

6CHULTENS  (ALBERT)  a  Gcr- 
man  divine,  greatly  distinguished  as 
a  Hebrew  critic  and  orientalistjborn 
1680,  L'.ed  17.50. 

SC  HU  R  M  A  N  ( A  N  N  A  M  AR 1 A ) 
a  most  extraordinary  German  lady, 
t;.r  prodigy  indeed  of  her  sex, 
bom  1607.  At  6  years  of  age  she 
cat  with  her  scissars  upon  paper  all 
sorts  of  figures  without  any  model. 
At  8,  she  learned  in  a  few  days  to 
dtsign  flowers  in  a  very  agreeable 
manner;  and,  2  years  after,  she  was 
but  3  hours  in  learning  to  embroi- 
der. Being  afterwards  taught  mu- 
sic vocal  'and  'inuruinental,  paint- 
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ing,  sculpture,   and  engraving,  she 
succeeded  equally  in   all  these  arts. 
Her   hand-writing  in   all   languages 
was   inimitable  ;    and  some   curious 
persons  have  preserved   specimens 
of  it  in  their  cabinets.    The  powers 
of  her   understanding  were  not  in- 
ferior to  those  of  her  hand  ;  for  at  a 
very  early  age,  the  Latin,  Greek, 
and  Hebrew   languages  became   so 
familiar  to  her,  that  she  not  only 
wrote,  but  spoke  them,  in  a  manner 
which  surprised  the   most  learned 
men.     She  made  a  great  progress 
also  in   the  Syriac,  Chaldee,  Ara- 
bic, and  Echiopic  ;   understood  per- 
I  fefily,      and    spoke     readily,     the 
French,   English,  and   Italian,  and 
.was  competently  versed  in  geogra- 
•  phy,   astronomy,    philosophy,    and 
the  sciences.      At  last  her  name  be- 
i  came  so  famous,  that  persons  of  the 
I  first  rank,  and  even  princesses,  paid 
I  her  visits;  cardinal  Richelieu  like- 
wise    shewed    her    marks    of    his 
esteem.     About  1650,  falling  into 
j  the  errors  of  Labadie,  a  French  en- 
thunast,    who    had    been  banished 
!  Fiance  for    his  extravagant  tenets 
j  and  conduct,  to  this  man  she  entirely 
;  attached  herself,   accompanied  him 
j  wherever  he  went,  and  even  attend- 
ed him  in  his  last  illness  at  Altena 
in  Hulstein.      She  died  1678,  leav- 
ing   some    learned    and    estimable 
works. 

SCIOPPIUS  (CASPAR)  a  most 
learned  German  writer  of  the  171)1 
century,  but  who,  on  account  of  his 
spiteful  and  injurious  way  of  ca- 
lumniating alhhat  were  eminent  for 
their  learning,  was  justly  called  the 
•'  Grammatical  Cuf,"  born  1576, 
died  1639. 

SCIP10     (PUBL1US    CORNE- 
LIUS) a  renowned  Roman  general, 
surnamcd    Afiicanus,  for    his    con- 
quests  in  that  country.      His  oilier 
rr.ifitafy   exploits  were,  his 
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taking  the  new  city  of  Carthage  in  a 
single  day  ;  his  complete  \iclor 
ovet  Hannibal,  the  famous  C)  tli:i- 
ginian  general;  the  defeat  of  Sy- 
phax,  king  of  Numidia  ;  and  of 
Antioclms,  in  Asia.  He  was  as 
eminent  for  his  chastity,  and  his 
generous  behaviour  to  his  prisoners, 
as  for  his  valour,  and  died  1 80 
years  before  Christ. 

SCOT  (REYNOLDS)  a  learned 
English  gentleman,  who  combated 
very  powerfully  the  doftrine  of 
witchcraft,  and  against  whose  opi- 
nions James  1.  wrote  his  "  Detno- 
nologie,"  died  1599. 

SCOTT  (DR.  JOHN)  a  learned 
and  pious  English  divine,  born  1 638. 
died  1604,  leaving  behind  him  an 
excellent  work,  called"  The  Chris- 
tian Life,"  which  has  been  often 
printed,  and  much  read. 

SCOTT  C}OH\'}  called  the  poet 
of  Aniwe.ll,  was  born  in  1730.  At 
about  the  age  of  i  7  he  discovered  a 
great  propensity  to  poetry,  and  his 
first  essays  in  that  avt  appeared  in 
the  Gentleman's  Maga/iur ,  to  which 
he  afterwards  became  a  fi  equcnt  con 
tributor.  In  1760  he  published  his 
"  Four  Elegies  descriptive  and  mo- 
ral," 410  ;  which  were  publicly 
praised  and  recommended  by  Young, 
and  other  tminent  characters.  In 
1768  he  lost  his  wife,  which 
caused  a  great  diminution  in  rm 
happiness,  and  he  has  lamented  her 
in  a  pathetic  "  Elegy"  descriptive 
of  his  grief.  When  the  Foems  of 
Rowley  were  published,  he  openly 
pronounced  them  the  forgeries  of 
Chatterton,  and  disputed  their  au- 
thenticity in  the  Gentleman's  Ma- 
gazine foi  July  and  Augus:  1777. 
In  1782  he  published  his  Poems  in 
Svo.  which  were  very  favourably 
received,  and  he  died  in  1783. 
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French   dramatic   writer  and  poef, 
born   ifio3,  died  1667. 

SCUUERY  (MAGDELE1NE 
DF.)  sister  of  the  preceding,  born 
1607,  became  very  eminent  for  her 
wit  and  her  writings.  Her  romances 
we:e  greedily  read,  and  spread  her 
reputation  far  and  near;  and  it  is 
rcnnrkablc,  that  she  obtained  the 
first  prize  of  eloquence  founded  by 
the  academy  of  Fails.  She  died 
1701. 

SEB  ASTIANO,  called  del  Piom- 
bo,  from  an  office  given  him  by 
pope  ClementVlI.  in  the  lead-mines, 
was  an  eminent  painter  of  Venice, 
horn  1485,  and  died  15.57. 

SECKENDORF  (GUI- LOUIS 
DK)  a  very  learned  German,  born 
1626,  died  1692.  He  wrote  agreat 
many  books;  one  in  particular  of 
most  singular  use,  "  Cotmnentarius 
Historicns  &  A  pologeticus  de  Lu- 
thcranismo,"  &c.  &c. 

Sr.CKER(THOMAS)archbU1)op 
of  Canterbury,  born  1693,  died 
1768.  His  "  Catechetical  Lec- 
tures," and  "  Sermons,"  published 
after  his  death,  are  masterly  com- 
positions. 

SECUNDUS  (JOHN)  a  cele- 
brated Latin  poet  of  Holland,  born 
1511  jdred  153(1.  Though  lie  Itvetl 
only  25  years,  lie  left  abundance  of 
Latin  elegies,  epigrams,  epistles, 
nmi  odes,  besides  some  very  gsy, 
but  very  elegant,  poems  called 
"  8,isia,  or  Kisses." 

S  ED  LEY  (SIR  CHARLES)  art 
English  wit  and  poet,  born  1639, 
died  1701.  His  works  consul  of 
plays,  translations,  songs,  prologues, 
e  pi  logues,  and  lit  tie  occasional  pieces. 
The  softness  of  his  verses  is  cha- 
racterised by  the  duke  of  Backing, 
ham,  who  calls  them  "  Sedley's 
Witchcraft;"  and  the  art  of  insi-

SEED  (JEREMIAH)  an  English 
divine  and  theological  writer,  died 

»747- 

SEGRAIS     (JOHN     RENAUD 

DE).a  celebrated  French  poet  and 
noveliit,  born  162-1,  died  1701. 
See  FAYETTE. 

SELDEN  (JOHN)  an  English  an- 
tiquary, historian,  and  law  writer 
of  most  extensive  learning,  born 
1584,  died  1654.  His  chief  works 
arc  "  Titles  of  Honour,""  History 
of  Tithes,"  and  "  De  Jure  Natural! 
&  Gentium  jnxta  Disciplinam  He 
braforum."  Grotius  styles  him  "  the 
glory  of  the  English  nation." 

SEMIRAM1S,  queen  of  Assyria, 
famous  for  her  extensive  conquests, 
and  said  to  have  fallen  in  love  with 
her  own  son  Ninias,  who,  on  that 
account,  caused  her  to  be  put  to 
death,  and  ascended  her  throne, 
B.  C.  \  173. 

SENECA  (LUCIUS  ANN.CUS) 
a  celebrated  Stoic  philosopher  and 
tragic  poet,  preceptor  to  the  tyrant 
Kero,  by  whom  he  was  put  to 
death  in  65.  He  left  Seneca,  how- 
ever, at  liberty  to  chuse  his  manner 
of  dying,  who  caused  his  veins  to  be 
opened  j  finding  his  death  slow  and 
lingering,  he  took  poison,  but  thi 
rot  having  its  usual  effert,  he  was 
carried  to' a  hot  bath,  where  he  was 
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t  length  stilled  with  the  steams* 
"he  works  of  Seneca  are  so  well 
tnown  by  the  several  editions  which 
lave  been  published,  that  we  need 
not  be  particular  in  an  account  of 
hem. 

SEN-EC  AI(ANTOINEBAUDE- 
RON  D£)  a  French  poet,  born 
1643,  died  1737. 

SENNERTUS  (DANIEL)  an 
eminent  physician  and  medical 
writer  of  Germany,  born  i$72t 
died  1637. 

SERRANUS  (JOANNES)  or 
JOHN  DE  SERRES,  a  learned 
French  historical  and  theological 
writer,  died  1598.  The  work  for 
which  Serranus  is  most  known  out 
of  France,  is  his  "  Latin  version  of 
Plato." 

SERVETUS  (MICHAEL)  a  most 
ingenious  and  learned  Spaniard,  a 
physician  by  profession,  but  after  a 
dispute  and  a  law-suit  with  the  fa- 
culty at  Paris,  he  devoted  himself 
to  the  study  of  divinity,  and  be- 
came  a  polemical  writer  against 
Calvin,  and  against  the  Trinitarians. 
Calvin  treated  his  adversary  with 
indecent  warmth  in  the  course  of 
their  controversies,  and  having 
treacherously  obtained  some  sheets 
of  a  work  that  Servetus  was  print- 
ing privately,  he  sent  them,  toge- 
ther with  the  letters  he  had  re- 
ceived from  him,  containing  here- 
tical opinions,  to  the  magistrates  of 
Lyons,  who  thereupon  arrested  Ser- 
vetus.  This  unfortunate  man  made 
his  escape,  and  fled  to  Vienne  in 
Dauphiny  ;  but  there,  by  means  of 
Calvin's  correspondence  with  some 
principal  divines,  he  was  put  in 
prison.  Calvm  now,  under  pre- 
text of  a  reconciliation,  invited 
him,  when  he  was  set  at  liberty, 
to  retire  to  Geneva  ;  but  he  was 
scarcely  arrived  there,  when,  to  the 
eternal  disgrace  of  that  reformer,  ha 
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accused  him  of  heresy  ;  and  by  rcn- 
cinual  preaching?  and  dfdamations 
on  the  danger  the  true  religion  \va» 
in  from  such  impostors,  he  hurried 
the  magistrates  into  an  unjust  sen- 
tence against  him,  which  was  as 
cruelly  executed;  fur  he  was  burnt 
alive  in  15.53.  His  chief  polemi- 
cal work  is,  "  De  Trinitatis  Erro- 
ribiis,  Libri  9ep»em,"  and  his  Apo 
lopy,  in  Latin,  for  his  dispute  with 
the  faculty  of  Medicine  at  Pari;, 
•which  was  carefully  suppressed  by 
Uie  pailiair-.ent  of  Paris.  The  me- 
dical traft  which  occasioned  the 
dispute  was  intitied,  "  De  Ani- 
Ji;i  Mjndi  ;"  in  it  he  says,  "  That 
the  whole  mass  of  blood  passes 
through  the  Jung";  by  means  of  the  ! 
pnlirrjiiic  vtins  and  arteries;"  from 
v.'Lich  passage  some  writers  have 
attributed  the  discovery  of  the  cir- 
culation of  the  biood  to  Servctus. 
and  have  vainly  endeavoured  to  de- 
prive  our  immortal  countryman 
Harvey  of  the  honour  of  this  dis- 
covery. 

SERVIUS  (MAURUS  HONO- 
RATUS)  a  celebrated  grammarian 
and  critic  of  antiquity,  who  flou- 
rished about  the  times  of  Arcadius 
and  Honorius.  He  is  known  now 
chiefly  hy  his  commentaries  upon 
Vi.gil. 

SETTLE  (ELKANAH)  an  Eng- 
lish dramatic  poet,  born  1648,  died 
1724. 

SEVERUS  (CORNELIUS)  a  La- 
tin port  of  the  Augustan  age. 

SEVIGNE  (MARIE  DE  R  ABU- 
TIN,  MAROUISSE  DE)  a  French 
lady,  celebrated  for  her  wit  and  her 
wisdom,  born  1626,  died  1696, 
leaving  a  most  valuable  colleaion 
of  "  Letters"  on  historical,  moral, 
and  miscellaneous  subjects,  written 
in  an  inimitable  style. 

SEWARD  (REV.  THOMAS) 
rettor  of  Eyam  in  Derbyshire,  Sec. 
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born  1708,  died  1790.  Me  WES 
a  man  of  most  excellent  charatier, 
and  wrote  several  useful  treatises  on 
divinity,  particularly  "  The  Confor- 
mity between  Poper\  and  Paganism 
illustrated  in  several  instances,  and 
supported  by  a  variety  of  quotations 
from  the  Latin  and  Greek  classics;" 
and  published"  An  Edition  of  Beau- 
mont  and  Fletcher,"  1750.  This 
gentleman  was  father  of  the  elegant 
poetess  of  Lichfield. 

SEJVJRD  (WILLIAM)  an  Eng- 
lish gentleman  of  fortune,  learn- 
ing, and  leisure,  who  had  a  peculiar 
taste  for  selecting  "  Biographical 
Sketches  of  Eminent  Characters  in 
different  ages  and  countries."  Many 
of  these,  which  originally  appeared 
in  the  "  Whitehall  Evening  Post" 
under  the  title  of  Reminiscentia,  and 
in  the  "  European  Magazine,"  un- 
der that  of  Drossiana,  were  after- 
wards colleftcd  into  seven  oOavo 
volumes,  and  published,  with  ele- 
gant engravings,  five  of  them  un- 
der the  title  of  "  Anecdotes  of  Dis- 
tinguished Persons,"  i  795,  and  two 
under  that  of  "  Biographiana," 
1799.  This  gentleman,  with  whose 
friendship  the  Compiler  was  happy 
enough  to  be  honoured,  was  so  no  f  Mr. 
Seward,  partner  in  Calvert's  brew- 
house, and  was  born  injanuary  1747. 
His  first  education  was  at  the  Char- 
ter House,  whence  he  was  removed 
to  Oxford.  He  then  made  the  tour  of 
the  continent;  became  a  fellow  of  the 
Royal  and  Antiquarian  Societies  ; 
and  his  literary  information  pro- 
cured him  an  intimate  acquaintance 
with  the  most  celebrated  persons 
both  abroad  and  at  home.  His  cha- 
rity was  unbounded,  and  his  can- 
dour and  liberality  of  sentiment 
rarely  equalled.  He  died  of  the 
dropsy  a  few  days  after  the  pub- 
lication of  his  "  Biographiana," 
April  24,  «799. 
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SEWELL  (WILLIAM)  a  Dutch 
Quaker,  born  1654,  distinguished 
by  "  A  History  of  the  Rise  and 
Progress  of  the  people  called  Qua- 
kers;" and  "  A  Dictionary  of  the 
English  and  Low  Dufh  Tongues." 
He  wrote  also  a  "  Grammar  of  the 
Low  Dutch,"  and  an  "  English  and 
Dutch  Grammar;"  and  died  1720. 

SEWELL  (GEORGF.)  an  emi- 
nent English  poet,  physician,  and 
miscellaneous  writer,  died  1726. 
Beside  seven  controversial  pam- 
phlets, he  wrote,  "  The  Life  of 
John  Philips  ;"  "  A  Vindication  of 
the  English  ^tage,"  "  Sir  Walter 
RaJeigh,  a  Tragedy, "  &c.  &.c. 

SEXTUS  EMPIRICUS,  an  an. 
cient  Greek  author,  and  most  acute 
defender  of  the  Tyrrhenian  or  scep- 
tical philosophy,  flourished  about 
A.  D.  180. 

SFORZA  (JAMES)  styled,  The 
Great,  count  ae  Corignoli,  a  re- 
nowned warrior,  born  1369.  He 
was  the  son  of  a  labourer,  but  by  his 
military  talents  ennobled  his  family, 
and  was  the  founder  of  the  illus- 
trious house  of  the  Sforzas,  duke* 
of  Milan.  He  was  drowned  in  pas- 
sing the  river  Pescara,  in  pursuit 
of  Alphonzo  king  of  Arragon,  in 
1424. 

SFORZA  (FRANCIS)  his  natu. 
ral  son,  an  able  statesman  and  re- 
nowned general.  He  served  under 
his  father  against  Alphonsus  king 
of  Arragon,  and,  though  illegiti- 
mate, succeeded  to  his  estate,  and 
to  his  post  in  the  army,  under  Jane 
II.  queen  of  Naple?.  He  aftej- 
wards  attached  himself  to  Rene, 
duke  of  Anjou,ht:r  successor.  The 
reputation  of  his  valour  engaged 
the  pope,  the  Venetians,  and  the 
Florentines,  to  appoint  him  their 
general,  in  the  war  against  the  duke 
of  Milan,  though  he  had  married 
his  daughter.  The  duke  dying  in 
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1417,  thg  Milanese  chose  Sfoura  to 
be  their  genera-J  against  the  Vene« 
tians,  and,  after  many  signal  ser- 
vices pei  formed  for  them,  he  turn- 
ed his  amis  against  them,  laid  .sie«6 
ti>  Milan,  and  obliged  them  to  ac- 
knowledge him  duke  of  Milan.  In 
i  \6a  he  made  himself  master  of 
Genoa,  ard  died  1466. 

SHADWELL  (THOMAS)  an 
English  dramatic  writer,  historio- 
grapher, and  poet  laureat,  born 
1640,  died  1692.  His  succeeding 
Dryden  as  poet  laureat  was  a  great 
moiti  fixation  to  the  latter,  who  im- 
mediately conceived  an  antipathy 
to  Shadwell,  of  which  he  has  given 
no  small  proof  in  his  Mac-Fktkno^ 
where  he  says, 

"  Others  to  some  faint  meaning  make 

''*  pretence, 
"  But   Shadu-ell    never   deviates    ir.to 

"  sense." 

Yet  all  we  learn  hence  is,  that  a  sa- 
tirist never  pays  the  least  regard  to 
truth  when  it  interferes  with  the 
gratification  of  resentment  or  spleen; 
for  nothing  can  be  more  false  than 
the  idea  these  lines  are  intended  to 
convey.  Many  of  his  comedies  are 
very  good,  have  fine  strokes  of 
humour  in  them,  and  abound  in 
original  characters,  Strongly  marked 
and  well  sustained. 

SH.ADll'ELL(CHARLES)  a  dra- 
matic writer  in  Ireland,  of  consi- 
derable talents,  died  1726.  Jacob 
calls  him  the  nephew,  Chetwood 
the  younger  son,  of  the  poet  lau- 
reat.  "  The  Fair  Quaker  of  Deal," 
is  the  best  known  of  his  plays. 

SHAKESPEARE  (WILLIAM) 
the  Father  of  the  English  Theatre, 
the  great  poet  of  nature,  and  the 
glory  of  the  British  nation,  was  de- 
scended of  a  reputable  family  at 
Stratford  upon  Avon.  His  father, 
John,  who  was  in  the  wool-trade, 
and  dealt  considerably  that  way, 
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had  ten  children,  of  whom  our  im- 
mortal poet  was  the  eldest,  and  was 
born  April  16,  1564.  At  a  pro- 
per age  he  was  put  to  the  free- 
school  in  Stratford,  where  he  ac- 
quired the  rudiments  of  grammar- 
learning.  His  father,  however,  had 
no  design  to  make  a  scholar  of  him; 
on  the  contrary,  he  took  him  early 
from  school,  and  employed  him 
in  his  own  business;  but  he  did 
not  continue  long  in  it,  at  least 
under  controul,  for  at  seventeen 
yearsof  age  he  married, commenced 
master  of  a  family,  and  became  a 
parent  before  he  was  out  of  his 
minority.  He  is  now  supposed  to 
have  settled  in  business  for  himself, 
and  to  have  had  no  other  thoughts 
than  of  pursuing  the  wool-trade  ; 
when,  happening  to  fall  into  ac- 
quaintance with  some  persons  who 
followed  the  practice  of  deer-steal- 
ing, he  was  prevailed  upon  to  en- 
gage with  them  in  robbing  Sir  Tho- 
mas Lucy's  Park,  near  Stratford. 
The  injury  being  repeated  more 
than  once,  that  gentleman  was  pro- 
voked to  enter  a  prosecution  against 
the  delinquents  ;  anrl  Shakespeare, 
in  revenge,  made  him  the  subjeft  of 
a  ballad,  which  tradition  says  was 
pointed  with  so  much  bitterness, 
that  it  became  unsafe  for  the  au. 
thor  to  stay  any  longer  in  the  coun- 
try. To  escape  the  law  he  fled  to 
London,  where,  as  might  be  expeft- 
cd  from  a  man  of  wit  and  humour 
in  his  circumstances,  he  threw  him- 
self among  the  players.  His  first 
admission  into  the  play-house  was 
suitable  to  his  appearance  ;  a  stran- 
ger, and  ignorant  of  the  art,  he 
was  glad  to  be  taken  into  the  com- 
pany in  a  very  mean  rank  ;  nor  did 
his  performance  recommend  him  to 
any  distinguished  notice.  The  part 
of  an  under  a£ior  neither  engaged 
nor  deserved  his  attention;  it  was 
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far  from  filling,  or  being  adequate 
to  the  powers  of  his  mind,  and 
therefore  he  turned  the  advantage 
which  that  situation  afforded  him 
to  a  higher  and  nobler  use.  Having, 
by  practice  and  observation,  ac- 
quainted himself  with  the  mechani- 
cal ceconomy  of  the  theatre,  his 
native  genius  supplied  the  rest  r 
but  the  whole  view  of  his  first  at- 
tempts in  stage  poetry  being  to  pro- 
cure a  subsistence,  he  direfled  his 
endeavours  solely  to  hit  the  taste 
j  and  humour  that  then  prevailed 
;  amongst  the  meaner  sort  of  people, 
I  of  whom  his  audience  was  generally 
composed;  and  therefore  his  images 
of  life  were  drawn  from  those  of  an 
inferior  rank.  But  when  his  per- 
formances had  merited  the  protec- 
tion of  his  prince,  and  the  en :ou- 
ragement  of  thecoart  had  succeeded 
to  that  of  the  town,  the  works  of 
his  riper  years  were  manifestly 
raised  above  the  level  of  his  former 
productions.  It  is  said,  that  queen 
Elizabeth  was  so  much  pleased  with 
the  delightful  character  of  Sir  John 
Falstaff,  in  the  two  parts  of  "  Henry 
the  Fourth,"  that  she  commanded 
the  author  to  continue  it  for  one 
play  more,  and  to  shew  the  knight 
in  love;  which  he  executed  inimi- 
tably, in  "  The  Merry'Wives  of 
Windsor  ."The  namesof  his  patrons 
are  now  unknown,  except  that  of 
the  earl  of  Southampton,  who  is 
particularly  honoured  by  him  in 
the  dedication  of  two  poems,  "Ve- 
nus and  Adonis, "and  "  The  Rape 
of  Lucrece."  In  the  beginning  of 
king  James  I.'s  reign  (if  not  sooner)  ' 
he  was  one  of  the  principal  mana- 
gers of  the  play-house,  and  con- 
tinued in  it  several  years  after- 
wards; till,  having  such  a  fortune 
as  satisfied  his  moderate  wishes  and 
views  in  life,  he  quitted  the  stage 
and  ail  other  business,  and  passed 
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the  remainder  of  his  time  in  an 
honourable  case,  at  his  native  town 
of  Stratford,  dying  April  23,  1616. 
He  was  interred  among  bis  ances- 
tors, on  the  North  side  of  the  chan- 
cel, in  the  great  church  of  Strat- 
ford, where  there  is  a  handsome 
monument  erefied  for  himr  inscrib- 
ed with  the  following  elegiac  dis 
tii.ii  in  Latin  : 

"  Juriicio    Pylium,    Genio   Socratem, 

tc  Arte  Maronem, 
*'  Terra  tegit,  Populus  mrerer,  Olym- 

*'  pus  habet." 

In  1740,  another  very  noble  one 
was  raised  to  his  memory,  at  the 
public  expence,  in  Westminster- 
Abbey,  an  .ample  contribution  for 
this  purpose  being  made,  upon  ex- 
hibiting his  tragedy  of  "  Julius 
Caesar,"  at  the  theatre  royal  in 
Drury-lane,  April  28,  1738.  In 
the  "  Biographia  Dramatica"  is  a 
list  of  our  author's  plays,  specifying 
the  years  in  which  they  are  several- 
ly  supposed  to  have  been  written. 
The  arrangement  of  them  is  adopted 
from  that  of  Mr.  Malone,  the  ac- 
curacy of  which,  not  having  been 
disputed,  we  may  presume  has  ie- 
ccived  the  sanction  of  the  learned. 

SHARP  (JAMES)  archbishop  ol 
St.  Andrew's,  and  the  tragical  vie 
tim  of  religious  fury  and  enthusi- 
astic bigotry,  was  born  16  i  8,  and  as 
sassinated  for  his  zeal  in  the  cause 
of  episcopacy  in  Scotland,  1697. 

SHARP  (DR.  JOHN}  archbishop 
of  York,  and  an  eminent  theologi- 
cal writer,  born  1644,  died '17  13. 
His  sermons  were  collected  after  his 
death,  and  have  been  several  times 
printed,  in  7  vols.  8vo. 

SHAW  (DR.  THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
lish divine  and  antiquary,  famous 
for  his  "  Travels  or  Observations 
relating  to  several  parts  of  Barbary 
and  the  Levant,"  born  1692,  died 
»75«i 
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SH.W  ('DR.  PETER)  an  En5- 
]i«h  physician,  and  editor  of  '•'  Ba- 
con's Philosophical  Work^,"  d:t,J 
i  703. 

SHAirfCUTHBF.RT)  a  poet  of 
very  humble  origin,  his  father  be- 
iriii  a  shoe-maker  in  low  circum- 
stances ;  but  his  disadvantage  of 
birth  did  not  prevent  his  genius 
from  expanding  itself.  Dr.  A;i- 
derson  says  of  him,  that  "  in  po» 
etical  feeling,  striking  touches  of 
nature,  and  pathetic  tenderness,  lie 
is  inferior  to  no  writer  of  a;uient 
or  modern  times."  He  died  over- 
whelmed in  complicated  distress 
1771. 

SHEBBEARE  (DR.  JOHN)  aa 
eminent  English  political  writer, 
distinguished  chicfiy  by  his  master- 
ly "  Letters  to  the  People  of  Eng- 
land," horn  1709,  died  1788. 

SHEFFIELD  (JOHN)  duke  of 
Buckinghamshire,  a  celebrated  ge- 
neral, critic,  and  pott,  born  1050, 
died  1721.  His  writings  consist  of 
poems, historical  memoirs,  speeches 
in  parliament,  charafteis,  dialogues, 
critical  observations,  essays,  and 
letters;  and  great  eulogiums  have 
been  bestowed  upon  our  author  and 
his  works,  by  Dryden,  Prior,  and 
Pope;  later  readers,  however,  have 
not  approved  them,  and  they  are 
now  fallen  into  total  negleft. 

SHELDON  (GILBERT)  arch, 
bishop  of  Canterbury,  born  1598, 
died  1677,  leaving  a  high  character 
for  piety  and  moderation,  but  higher 
still  for  his  many  acls  of  munifi- 
cence and  charity,  which,  particu* 
arly  the  sumptuous  and  magnificent 
heatre  at  Oxford,  will  preserve  hi* 
memory  to  latest  posterity.  It  ap- 
seared  by  his  private  accounts,  tliac 
n  fourteen  years  he  had  bestowed 
6o,oool.  in  public  and  private  cha- 
ities. 

SHENSTONE  (WILLIAM)    an 
Kk 
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eminent  English  elegiac  and  pasto- 
ral poet,  and  miscellaneous  writer, 
born  1714,  died  1763.  He  is  re- 
presented by  his  friend  Dodsley  as 
s  man  of  great  tenderness  and  ge- 
nerosity, and  his  life  as  unstained 
by  any  crime.  His  "  Works"  were 
collected  by  Dodsley,  in  3  vols. 
8vo. 

SHERIDAN  (DR.THOM AS)  an 
Irish  divine  ami  schoolmaster,  the 
intimate  fi  tend  of  Detin  Swift,  and 
author  of  a  prose  translation  of 
«'  Persius,"  born  1684,  died  1738. 

SHERIDAN  (THOMASJ  son  of! 
the  preceding,  an  eminent  aBor,  lee-  i 
turer  on  oratory,  and  lexicographer,  i 
died  1788. 

SHERIDAN  (FRANCES)  wife 
of  the  above,  and  an  ingenious  no- 
velist and  dramatic  writer,  born 
1724,  died  1767.  Her  "  .Sydney 
Biddulph"  may  be  ranked  \vith  the 
first  prodr.Qions  of  that  classinours, 
or  in  any  other  language.  She  also 
\vrote  a  little  romance  in  one  vo- 
lume, called  "  Nourjahad,"  (in 
•which  there  is  a  great  deal  of  ima- 
gination productive  of  an  admirable 
moral)  and  was  author  of  two 
comedies,  "  The  Discovery"  and 
"  The  Dupe." 

SHERLOCK  (DR. WILLIAM) 
an  eminent  English  divine,  born 
1641.  He  was  autlvor  of  near  fifty 
books  and  pamphlets,  the  greater 
part  of  which  were  of  the  contro- 
versial kind.  His  "  PraSical  Trea- 
tise on  Death,"  however,  has  been 
highly  valued  and  very  much  read. 
He  died  1707. 

SHERLOCK  (DR.  THOMAS) 
bishop  of  London,  son  of  the  pre- 
ceding, born  1678,  died  1761, 
distinguished  as  a  warm  and  spirited 
controversial  writer.  His  works 
are  very  numerous,  and  his  ser- 
mons particularly  to  be  admired  for 
their  ingenuity  and  elegance. 
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SHEIUV1N  (JOHN  KEYSE)  an 
English  engraver,  of  most  uncom- 
mon abilities,  and  perhaps  as  strong 
a  proof  as  can  possibly  be  adduced 
of  the  truth  of  the  observation,  that 
"   Genius,  however    oppressed    or 
buried  in  obscurity,  will,  some  time 
or   other,    find     an  opportunity  of 
bursting    into  view,  and   filling   its 
proper  sphere."    Mr.  S.  till  the  age 
of  19,  was  employed  in  the  labori- 
ous occupation  of  cutting  vood,  on 
the  estate  of  Mr.  Mitford,  near  Pet- 
woith  in  Sussex  ;  and  being  one  day 
upon   some  business    at    the  house 
of  that  gentleman,    and    being  ad- 
mitted into  a  room  where   some  of 
the    family    were    amusing    them* 
selves    with  drawing,   Mr.  Mitford 
thought  he  saw  the  young  man  view 
the  process  in  a  manner  too  atten- 
tive to   proceed  from   mere   vague 
curiosity,  and  questioned  him  if  he 
could   do   any   thing   in    that   way. 
Sherwin  answered,  that    he    could 
not  tell,  but  should  like  to  try.    Mr. 
Mitford  gave  him  the   portcrayon, 
when  (although  his  hands  were  so 
stiff  and   callous,  through   hard  la- 
bour,   that    one    of  the    company, 
handing  him  a  penknife  to  sharpen 
the  pencil,  it  slipt  through  his  hand 
as  he   endeavoured  to  grasp  it)   he 
produced  a  drawing  that  astonished 
not  only  all  present,  but  the  Society 
of  Arts,  to   whom  it  was  presented 
by   Mr.  Mitford  :   and  the  Society's^ 
silver  medal  was  voted  to  him  on 
the  occasion.       Being  removed   to 
London,    young    Sherwin    entered 
with  Bartoiozzi,  and  in    the  space 
of  three  years    made  such  an  asto- 
nishing proficiency  as  to  carry  away 
both    the    gold    and    silver   medals 
from  all  the  students  of  the  Royal 
Academy,  and  soon  after  produced 
those      matchless     engravings      of 
"  Christ  and  Maiy  in  the  Garden," 
and    "  Christ  bearing   the   Cross,"

from   the  altar-pieces  of  All  Souh 
and     Magdalen    Colleges,  Oxford  ; 
which  prints,  together  with  "  The 
Finding  of  Moses,"  and  a  few  othei 
exquisite  productions  of  his  graver, 
mark  to  what  a  high  degree  of  ex 
cellence    abilities,    when    properly 
encouraged,  may,  in  a   short  space, 
carry  the  arts,    and  leave  us,  to  la- 
ment that  the  life  of   Sherwin  was 
not  of  a  longer  date,  and  his  \vcrks 
XEore  numerous.      He  died  1790. 

SHIRLEY  (JAMF.r),an  English 
dramatic  writer  and  poet  of  emi- 
nence, born  1594,  died  1666,  hav- 
ing published  a  volume  oi"  poems  in 
1646,  ami  37  plays. 

SHOVEL  (SIR.  C LOUD ES LEY) 
a  gallant  English  adsniral,  born 
1650.  Ke  first  went  to  sea  as  a 
cabin-boy,  but,  applying  himself 
very  assiduously  to  the  study  oi  na- 
vigation, soon  became  an  able  sea- 
man, and  quickly  arrived  a:  prefer- 
ment. After  many  signal  victories, 
he  perished  by  shipwreck  on  the 
rocks  of  Scilly,  on  board  The  Asso- 
ciation, and  with  him,  his  sons-in- 
law,  and  many  young  gentlemen  oi 
quality,  O£l.  22,  1707,  being  at  the 
time  of  his  death  rear-admiral  of 
England. 

SHUTER  (EDWARD)  an  ex- 
cellent lo»v  comedian  on  the  Lon- 
don stage,  died  Nov.  1776. 

SIBTHORP  (Dr.  JOHN)  a  very 
learned  naturalist,  and  Regius  Pro- 
fessor of  Botany  in  the  university 
of  Oxford.  In  1794,  he  published 
a  "  Flora  Oxoniensis,"  and  died 
Feb.  7,  1796,  leaving  a  "  Natura 
History  of  Greece"  ready  for  tbj 
press. 

SIDNEY  (SIR  PHILIP)  an  emi 
nent  English  statesman, general,  anc 
poet,  born  1554,  died  1586.  Hi 
name  is  famous  as  author  of  a  ro 
mance,  called  "  Arcadia." 

SIDNEY  ( ALGERNON)  an  Eng 
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11  ih  patriot  and  political  writer, wh» 
set  up  Marcus  Brutus  for  his  pat- 
tern,  and  died  like  him  in  the  cause 
of  liberty,  being  beheaded  (on  a 
false  accusation  of  being  concerned 
in  the  R-.  •_•- House  Plot)  in  1683, 
iced  66.  He  left  behind  him  "  Dis- 
courses upon  Gover!iir.tnt,"in  folio, 
which  sorr.c  have  esteemed  an  ample 
compensation  for  the  loss  of  Cicero'* 
6  books  "  Oe  Kemiblica."

SILIUS  1TALICUS  (CAIUS)  an 

ncient  Roman  poet,  and  author  of 

n  epic  poem    in    i  7  books,  which 

ontains  an  account  of  the   second 

-unic  war,  so  famous  in  history  for 

laving  decided  the  empire  of  the 

vorld  in  favour  of  the  Romans.   Hs 

died    A.D.    74,    aged  75,  having 

starved  himself  to  death  in  despair 

of  relief  from  ar,  imposthume. 

SIMON  MAGUS  (or  the  MAGI- 
CIAN) a  Samaritan  impostor,  who 
jretended  that  he  was  the  son  of 
God  sent  to  the  Jew?,  and  the  Holy 
Ghost  to  the  Gentiles.  He  went 
to  Rome,  where  by  his  false  mira- 
cles he  so  prevailed  upon  the  people, 
that  they  creeled  him  a  statue,  and 
gave  him  the  name  of  holy.  To 
these  he  added  most  abominable 
errors,  as  that  the  only  way  to  be 
saved,  was  to  pra£Hse  his  secret 
mysteiies.  His  magic  rendered  him 
very  acceptable  to  Nero,  whom  he 
told  that  he  would  ascend  to  hea»

SIMON  (RICHARD)  a  French 
critic  and  historian,  born  i  638. died 
1712.  His  chief  works  are,  "  Cri- 
tical Histories  &f  the  Old  and  New 
Testament." 

SiMONIDES,  an  ancient  Greek 
poet  and  philosopher,  born  Et  Ceo?, 
sn  isle  in  the  .£gtan  sea,  abctit  the 
^fith  olympiad.  He  is  recorded  1  y 
Cicero  and  Qnintillian  as  the  in- 
ventor of  artificial  memory,  and  died 
about  470  B.  C. 

SIMPLIC1US,  an  ancient  Peri- 
patetic philosopher,  who  flourished 
al  out  456,  and  wrote  cemmenta- 
lies  upon  several  parts  of  Aris- 
Jotle's  works,  \vhich  are  valuable. 
But,  of  a!l  liis  produfclions,  none 
exceed  his  "  Commentary  upon 
Epifletus  ;"  than  which  nothing 
in  Pagan  antiquity  is  better  cal- 
culated to  foi  m  the  manners,  or 
to  give  just  ideas  of  a  Divine  Pro- 
vidence. 

SIMPSON  (THOMAS)  an  emi- 
nent professor  of  mathematics  in  the 
king's  academy  at  V/oolwich,  and 
fellow  of  the  Royal  Society,  born 
1710,  died  1761,  leaving  very  nu- 
merous and  valuable  works. 

SIRMOND  (JAMES)  a  French 
Jesuit,  and  voluminous  theological 
writer,  chiefly  on  ecclesiastical  his- 
tory, born  1,559,  died  1651. 

SIXTUS  V.  (POPE)  born  1591, 
in  the  signiory  of  Montalto:  his  fa- 
ther Francis  Perctti,  a  poor  vine- 
dresser, unable  to  maintain  him,  put 
him  out  to  a  farmer,  who  made  him 
keep  his  sheep,  and  afterwards  his 
hogs ;  from  his  earliest  youth,  he 
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seems  to  !;nve  had  an  unaccountable 
prepossession  or  impulse  of  his  fu« 
ture    greatness.     In    1,531,    falling 
accidentally   under   the   cognizance 
of  father  Michael  Angclo  Seller!,  a 
Franciscan  ftiar,  who  was  going  to 
preach  during   the  Lent  season    at 
A^coli,  the  friar  was  so  struck  with 
his  conversation  and  behaviour,    as 
to  recommend  him  to  the  fraternity 
whither  he  was  going.    According- 
ly, with  the  unanimous  approbation 
of  the  community,  he  was  received 
among  them,  invested  with  the  ha- 
bit of  a  lay-brother,  and  placed  un- 
der the  sacristan,  to  assist  in  sweep- 
ing the  church,  lighting  the  candles, 
and  such  little  offices;    they,  in  re- 
turn for  his  services,  were  to  teach 
him  the  responses,  and  rudiments  cf 
grammar.      By  degrees    he   ro?e  to 
be  inquisitor   at  Venice;   but  quar- 
relling with   the  senate,     he    was 
obliged  to  quit  the  territories  of  the 
republic.     Being   rallied   noon   his 
precipitate  retreat,  he  replied,  that 
having  made  a  vow  to  be    pope   at 
Rome,   he  did  not  think  it  right  to 
stay  to  be  hanged  at  Venice.    By  his 
intrigues  and  address  he   obtained 
a  cardinal's  hat  from   pope  Pins  V. 
By  an  afFeftation  of  great  humility, 
and  the  appearance  of  being  loaded 
with  bodily  infirmities,    he   so  far 
deceived  the    conclave,    after    the 
death  of  pope  Gregory  XIII.  that, 
being  riu  ided  into  factions,  in  order 
to  put  an  ei.d  to  the  hopes  and  ca- 
bals of  each,  they  elefted  him  pope, 
imagining  that  he    would  not  live 

O  O 

long,  and  in  the  mean  time,  that  the 
factions  wouk!  be  weakened,  and 
render  the  choice  of  a  successor  less 
difficult.  Sixtus  V.  was  no  sooner 
elected  than  he  threw  away  his 
crutch,  and  with  it  all  his  assumed 
debility,  to  the  great  astonishment 
of  the  whole  conclave.  He  was  a 
severe  tnagistrate,  but  an  excellent 
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reformer  of  the  vicious  manners  of 
the  inhabitants  of  Rome  ;  a  patron 
of  learning  and  of  men  of  genius, 
and,  though  somewhat  too  bigot- 
ed, an  exemplary  pontiff.  He  died 
1590. 

SKELTON  (JOHN)  poct-laureat 
in  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  and 
reflor  of  Diss  in  Norfolk.  He 
was  eminently  learned  and  ingeni- 
ous, but  licentious  even  to  scurri- 
lity in  his  satires  upon  some  of  the 
regular  clergy.  His  Poems  were 
printed  in  the  black  letter,  lamo 
1568,  and  reprinted  in  8vo.  1736. 
He  died  in  1529,  and  was  buried 
in  St.  Margaret's,  Westminster. 

SKINNER  (STEPHEN)  an  emi- 
nent English  antiquary  and  etymo- 
logist, born  1622,  died  1667. 

SLEIDAN  (JOHN)  an  excellent 
German  historian  and  political  wri- 
ter, born  1506,  died  1556.  His 
chief  work  is,  "  De  Statu  Religionis 
8c  Reipublicae,  Carolo  Oumto  Cae- 
sare,  Commentarii ;"  from  1517, 
when  Luther  began  to  preach,  to 
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SLOANE  (SIR  HANS)  baronet, 
an  eminent  physician  and  naturalist, 
born  in  the  north  of  Ireland  1660, 
died  1752,  having  formed  a  valu- 
able museum  cf  the  rarest  produc- 
tions of  nature  and  art,  which,  to- 
gether with  his  library,  consistingof 
upwards  of  50,000  volumes,  and 
3566  manuscripts,  were  purchased 
cf  his  executors  for  20,000!.  by  acl 
of  parliament,  and  made  part  of  the 
collection  of  the  British  Museum, 
founded  at  the  public  expence,  and 
constantly  kept  open,  under  certain 
necessary  restrictions,  for  the  public 
benefit.  Ke  was  the  first  in  England 
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lent  haemorrhages  ;     and

SMALRIDGE  (DR.  GEORGE) 
bishop  of  Bristol,  and  a  very  ele- 
gant theological  writer,  born  1666, 
died  1719. 

SMART  (CHRISTOPHER)  an 
English  poet,  miscellaneous  writer,

SM EATON  (JOHN)  a  most  ce- 
lebrated civil  engineer,  in  which 
capacity  he  was  not  equalled  by 
any  of  the  age  he  lived  in  ;  it  may, 
pei  haps,  be  added,  by  none  of  any 
preceding  age.  His  building  the 
Eddystone  light-house,  and  con- 
struction of  Ramsgate  harbour,  were 
there  no  other  monuments  of  his 
fame,  won  Id  establish  his  character. 
Mr.  S.  was  boru  1724,  and  died 
1792. 

S.vIELLIE  (DR.  WILLIAM)  an 
eminent  En^li^h  physician  and  wri- 
ter on  midwifery,  died  1763. 

SMELLlli  (WILLIAM)  a  Scot- 
I  tish  printer,  fellow  of  the  Royal  So- 
ciety of  Edinburgh,  secretary  to  the 
Society  of  Scottish  Antiquaries, 
translator  of  "  Button's  Natural 
History,"  author  of  "  The  Philo- 
sophy of  Natural  History,"  and  of 
many  other  ingenious  works,  dk-il 
June  25,  1795. 

SMITH  (SIR  THOMAS)  a  learn- 
ed English  statesman,  historian,  and 
critic,  and  secretary  of  state  in  the 
reign  of  Edward  VI.  and  Elizabeth, 
born  151  2,  died  1577.  His"  Corn- 
mcnwealth  of  England,"  is  the  book 
by  which  he  is  bc^t  known. 

SMITH  (DR.  THOMAS;a  learn- 
ed English  divine,  historian,  biogra-

SMITH  (EDMUND)  an  English 
poet,  author  of  a  celebrated  tragedy 
called  "  Phaedra  and  Hippolitus," 
universally  admired  for  its  purity 
of  style  and  harmony  of  versifica- 
tion. He  was  born  1668,  and  died 
17  10. 

SMITH   (ADAM)    LL.  D.    and 
F.R.S.  of  London  and    Edinburgh, 
cr-.e    of  the  commissioners  of  the 
customs  in  Scotland,  and   formerly 
professor  of  moral  philosophy  in  the 
University  of  Glasgow,  born  i  7  23. 
In  1759  he  published  "  The  The- 
ory  of    Moral  Sentiments,"   8vo.  ; 
and    in    1776,    "  The   Wealth   of 
Nations,"  2  vols.  4(0.  a  work  which 
is  held    in   the  highest  estimation, 
liaving   been   quoted    both    in    the 
Parliament  of  Great  Britain  and  in 
the  National  Assembly   of   France. 
]t  was    to   this  book,   which    gave 
the    first    hint    of  the  commercial 
treaty    with   France,    that    he  ow- 
ed   his     commission    in    the    cus- 
toms of  Scotland,  which  was  given 
him,    unsolicited,    by   lord    North, 
s;    an   acknowledgment  for  the  in- 
Jormation  his  lordship  had  received 
in    the    perusal  of   it.     Dr.  Smith 
died  i  790. 

SMOLLET  (DR.  TOR1AS)  a 
physician,  historian,  novelist,  and 
poet,  born  in  Scotland  1750.  In 
3746  and  1747,  he  published  "  a 
Satire  in  two  part?,"  which  is  re- 
printed among  his  "  Plays  and 
Poems."  At  i  8,  he  had  written  a 
tragedy,  called  «'  The  Regicide," 
founded  on  the  story  of  the  assassi- 
nation of  James  I.  of  Scotland.  In 
17^,7,  he  wrote  "  The  Reprisals," 
an  after-piece  of  two  atts,  which  was

In  1748,    he  published  in    2  voTs. 
I5ino.    his    novel   of    "    Roderick 
Random,"  by  which  he  acquired  so 
much  reputation,   as    almost  to  en- 
sure success  to  every  future  produc- 
tion.  In  1751,  "  Peregrine  Pickle" 
appeared  in  4  vols.  121110;   a  work 
of  much  ingenuity  and  contrivance. 
In   1754,     he    published    "    Ferdi- 
nand   Count   Fathom;"    in     1762, 
"  Sir  Launcelot  Grea\es,"    in   two 
volumes    ismo  ;     and     in     1771, 
"   Humphry   Clinker,"    in    3  vols. 
i2mo;   all  of  them  works  of  great 
merit.     About  1752  he  abandoned 
physic  all  together  as  a  profession, 
and  turned  his  thoughts  to   writing 
as  to  what  he   must  depend  on  for 
support.    He  translated"  Gil  Bias," 
"    Don    Quixote,"  and   "  Telcma- 
chus;"  his  name  likewise  appears 
to  a  translation  of  Voltaire's  Prose 
works,  in    which,  however,   he  is 
supposed  to  have  had  little  concern. 
In  1757,  he  published  a"  Hi-tory 
of  England,"    and    was   employed, 
during  the  last  years  of  his  life,  in 
preparing   a  new   edition  of  "  The 
Ancient  and  Modern  Universal  His- 
tory."    He   had   originally  written 
some  part  of  this  himself,  partial- 
larly  the  histories  of  Fiance,  Italy, 
and  Germany.      In  17.55,  ne  set  on 
foot  the   "  Critical    Review,"  and 
continued  the  principal  manager  of 
it  till  he  went  abroad  in   1763.     In 
1762,  Smollet  published"  Tl.e  Bri- 
ton," in  vindication  of   lord  Bute's 
administration.      We  have  already 
observed,   that   he   went    abroad    in 
1763  :  his  health  required  this,  and 
he  continued    two   years  in  France 
arid  Italy  ;    but,   during  his   travels, 
he  appears  to  have  laboured  under 
a  constant   fit   of  chagrin.      Ilii  re- 
lation of  them  is  attually  cynical  ; 
and    Sterne,   in    his   "    Sentirnenr.il 


at    Drury-lane    theatre,  i  Jo-.n-nty,"  has  animadverted 
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him  for  this  under  the  character  of 
Smelfungus.  His  health  continue.! 
to  decline  after  his  return  to  Eng- 
land, and  this,  with  othci  disagree- 
able things,  sent  him  back  to  Italy, 
where  he  died  Oct.  21,  1771. — 
Sinollct  was  one  of  those  ingenious 
and  learned  persons,  whom  Pierius 
Valerianus  would  have  inserted  in 
his  book  "  De  Infelicitate  Litera- 
toruin."  He  had  certainly  very  un- 
common powers  and  attainments, 
yet  never  had  higher  patrons  than 
booksellers.  Upon  the  whole,  he 
was  certainly  a  man  of  virtue  as  well 
as  abilities  ;  possessed  of  good  as 
well  as  great  qualities;  under  many 
lights  amiable,  as  well  as  respect- 
able ;  and  deserved  a  better  lot  than 
he  met  with. 

SXYDERS  (FRANCIS)  a  famous 
Flemish  painter,  born  1587,  died 

1657. 

SOBIESKI  (JOHN)  king  of  Po- 
land and  the  most  renowned  warrior 
of  his  time.  His  victories  obtained 
over  the  Tartars  and  the  Turks  pro- 
cured him  the  crown  ;  and  he  was 
besides  an  encouragcr  of  arts  and 
sciences,  and  the  protector  of  learn- 
ed men.  He  died  June  17,  1696, 
the  anniversary  of  his  succession  to 
the  throne,  aged  66,  and  in  the  2 ad 
year  of  his  reign. 

SOC1XUS  (L/EL1US)  a  Tuscan, 
and  founder  of  the  Socinian  sec^, 
born  1,525,  died  1562. 

SOCiXUS  (FAUSTUS)  nephew 
of  Lcelius,.  and  head  of  the  seft 
which  goes  by  his  name,  was  born 
i  .539.  He  propagated  boldly  those 
opinions  which  his  uncle  had  only 
broached  with  caution  ;  they  spread 
through  Poland  and  Germany,  ai-.d 
still  subsist  in  different  countries  of 
L'uope.  The  professed  tenets  of 
this  sect  are,  lt  that  Jesus  Christ 
was  nothing  but  a  mere  man,  who 
lud  no  existence  before  the  Vjrgi'i 
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Mary  ;  that  the  Holy  Spirit  was  no 
distuift  person  ;  but  that  the  Father 
aL>ne  was  truly  anci  properly  Go  i. 
Original  sin,  grace,  absolute  pre- 
destination, p,iss  with  them  for 
scholastic  chimeras,  and  the  sacra- 
ments for  nothing  more  than  simple 
ceremonies,  unaccompanied  with 
any  inward  operations.  They  main- 
tain likewise  the  slee;>  of  the  soul; 
that  the  soul  dies  with  the  body, 
and  is  raised  again  with  the  body  ; 
but  with  this  difference  between 
good  and  bad  men,  viz.  that  the 
former  are  established  in  the  pos- 
session of  eternal  felicity,  while 
the  latter  are  consigned  to  a  fire 
which  will  not  torment  eternally, 
but  consume  both  their  souls  and 
bodies  after  a  certain  duration  pro- 
portioned  to  their  demerits."  Faus- 
tus  died  1-604. 

SOCRATES,  the  greatest  of  all 
the  ancient  philosophers,  "  the  very 
founder  of  philosophy  itself,"  as 
;he  earl  of  Shaftesbury  calls  him, 
born  at  Attica  467  years  before 
Christ,  was  put  to  death  by  the  A- 
thenians  on  a  false  charge  of  Athj- 
ism,  400  B.C.  Socrates  had  two 
wives,  one  of  which  was  the  noted 
JCantippe  ;  whom  Aulus  Gellius  de- 
scribes as  an  accursed  froward  wo- 
man, always  chiding  and  scolding, 
by  day  and  by  night.  Several  in- 
stances are  recorded  of  her  impa- 
tience and  his  long-suffering.  He 
chose  this  wife,  we  are  told,  for 
:he  same  reason  that  they,  who 
would  be  excellent  in  horseman- 
ship, chose  the  roughest  and  most 
spirited  horses ;  supposing,  that  if 
they  are  able  to  manage  them,  they 
may  be  able  to  manage  any.  He 
has  probably  been  imitated  by  few  : 
and  imitation  in  this  case  would 
certainly  be  dangerous,  for  every 
man  is  not  a  Socrates,  Sec  Mli- 
l.ITUS.  l 
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SOCRATES,  of  Constantinople, 
an  ecclesiastical  liistoiian  of  the  ^th 
century.  His  ecclesiastical  history, 
beginning  from  309,  where  Eusc- 
bius  ends,  and  continued  down  to 
4  jo,  is  written  with  a  great  deal  o! 
judgment  and  exaftness. 

SOLANDER  (DR.  DANIEL 
CHARLES)  an  eminent  English  na- 
turalist who  went  round  the  world 
with  Capt.  Cook,  was  born  in  Lon- 
don 173,5,  and  died  1782. 

SOL1MENE  (FRANCIS)  an  il- 
lustrious Italian  painter  and  poet, 
born  1657,  died  1747. 

SOLINUS  (CAIUS  JULIUS)  an 
ancient  Latin  grammarian,  who 
probably  lived  about  the  middle  of 
the  third  century.  \Ve  have  of  his 
the  "  Polyhistor,"  an  ill-digested 
.compilation  of  historical  and  geo- 
graphical remarks  upon  various 
countries;  and  the  extracts  in  it 
from  Pliny  are  so  large,  and  his 
manner  withal  so  imitated,  that 
he  has  been  called  "  The  Ape  of 
Pliny." 

SOL1S  (ANTONIO  DE)  an  in- 
genious Spanish  historian  and  dra- 
ruatic  poet,  born  1610,  died  1686. 
For  his  "  History  of  the  Conquest 
•  of  Mexico"  he  is  perhaps  better 
known,  at  least  abroad,  than  for  his 
poetry  and  dramatic  writings. 

SOLON,  one  of  the  seven  sages 
of  Greece,  born  at  Athens  about 
the  35th  Olympiad.  He  distin- 
guished himself  early  by  the  great- 
ness of  his  courage  and  the  bright- 
ness of  his  pans,  which  advantages 
raised  him  to  the  government  of 
his  country.  He  died  at  the  age  of 
So.  It  is  said,  that  he  wrote  a  trea- 
tise of  la\vs,  of  eloquence,  of  ele- 
gies, and  of  Iambic  verse  ;  and  that 
he  either  instituted  or  improved  the 
Areopagus  at  Athens. 

SQMERSQOHN  LORD)  chan- 
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cellor  of  England,  a  most  Incorrupt 
lawyer  and  honest  statesman,  a 
master-orator,  a  genius  of  the  finest 
tJste.and  a  patriot  of  the  noblest  and 
most  extensive  view? ;  a  man  who 
"  dispensed  blessings  by  his  life,  and 
planned  them  for  posterity."  He 
was  a  very  great  patron  of  men  of 
parts  and  learning,  and  was  the  first 
who  redeemed  Milton's  "  Paradise 
Lo»t"  from  that  obscurity  in  \vhi.h 
party-prejudice  and  hatred  had  suf- 
fered it  long  to  lie  negleded.  lie 
wrote  several  pieces  on  the  subjctt 
of  politics,  and  translated  certain 
parts  of  Plutarch  and  Ovid.  He  was 
born  1652,  and  died  1716. 

SOMERV1LE  (WILLIAM)  an 
English  poet,  born  1692,  died  1743. 
His  most  esteemed  poem  is  "  The 
Chase." 

SOMNER  (WILLIAM)  an  emi- 
nent English  antiquary,  born  1606, 
died  1609.  His  principal  works 
are,  "  The  Antiquities  of  Canter- 
bury," and  a  "  Saxon  Diciionary." 

SOPHOCLES,  an  ancient  Greek 
tragedian,  born  at  Athens  500  years 
before  Christ.  He  had  "-Eschylus 
for  his  tntor  in  poetry,  and  at  25 
conquered  his  master  in  tragedy, 
the  prize  being  adjudged  to  Sopho- 
cles, although  it  was  the  first  play 
he  ever  presented  in  public.  Tne 
general  story  of  his  death  goes, 
that,  having  exhibited  his  last  play, 
and  getting  the  piize,  he  fell  m:o 
such  a  transport  of  joy  as  carried 
himoff;  though  Lucian  affirms  him 
to  have  been  choked  by  a  grape- 
stone,  like  Anacreon.  He  died  at 
Athens  in  his  ooth  year  ;  and  of 
above  100  tragedies,  which  he 
wrote,  only  7  remain.  Sophocles 
held  the  office  of  archon,  or  chief 
magistrate  of  Athens  ;  in  which 
station  he  signalized  his  wisdom  and 
valour  on  many  occasions. 
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SORBIERE(SAMUEL) a  French 
medical  and  miscellaneous  writer, 
bom  1615,  died  1670. 

SORBON'NE  (ROBERT  DE)  an 
eminent  French  divine,  and  founder 
of  the  fimous  college  for  divinity 
and  philosophy,  called  The  Sor- 
bonne,  at  Paris;  also  an  admired 
theological  writer.  Born  1201, 
died  i  274. 

SOSIGENES,  a  famous  Egyptian 
astronomer,  inventor  of  the  Julian 
calendar,  or  method  of  computing 
the  sol  ir  year  by  365  days,  with  the 
addition  of  the  bissextile,  or  making 
every  4th  year  consist  of  366  days, 
flourished  46  B.  C. 

SOUTH(DR.  ROBERT)  an  Eng- 
lish divine  and  theological  writer  of 
great  parts  and  learning,  born  163 3, 
died  1716. 

SOUTHERN  (THOMAS)  an 
eminent  English  dramatic  writer, 
born  1662,  died  1746.  His  "  In- 
nocent Adultery  "  is  perhaps  the  most 
moving  play  in  any  language;  but 
the  most  finished  of  all  his  plays  is 
"  Oroonoko,  or  the  Royal  Slave:" 
which  drama  is  built  upon  a  traf 
story,  related  by  Mrs,  Behn  in  a 
novel.  Beside  the  tender  and  de- 
licate strokes  of  passion  in  this  play, 
there  are  many  shining  and  manly 
sentiments ;  and  some  have  been 
of  opinion,  that  the  most  celebrated 
of  even  Shakespeare's  plays  cannot 
furnish  so  many  striking  thoughu, 
and  such  a  glow  of  animated  poetry. 
His  dramatic  writings  are  published 
in  3  vols.  i  smo. 

SOZOMENUS  (HERMIUS)  an 
ecclesiastical  historian  of  the  fifth 
century. 

SPALLANZANI  (LAZARUS) 
an  Italian  writer,  considered  as  one 
of  the  greatest  naturalist;  of  the 
age.  Afluated  by  an  insatiable 
thirst  for  knowledge,  he  was  inde- 
fatigable in  its  pursuit.  No  incon- 
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vrnience  nor  danger  could  Jeter 
him  from  his  favourite  objeft.  it 
mast,  however,  be  acknowledger!,. 
that  a  chaige  of  cruelty,  with  re- 
speft  to  his  experiments  on  the  ani- 
mal creat  on,  was  but  too  justly 
founded.  He  died  at  Pa',  ia,  Feb. 
11,  »799- 

SPANHEIM  (EZEKIEL)  an 
eminent  Genevese  writer  on  history 
and  antiquities,  born  1629,  died 
1710.  His  Latin  work  "upon  the 
use  and  excellence  of  Ancient  Me- 
dals," is  his  most  capital  per- 
formance. His  father  and  brother 
(both  Frederics)  were  also  in  some 
degree  celebrated  in  theology  and 
history.  The  former  was  bora 
1600,  and  died  1649;  the  latter 
born  i6ji>,  died  1701. 

SPEED  (JOHN)  a  well-known 
Engli.-h  chronologist,  historian,  and 
antiquary, born  1555.  He  wrote,  in 
fuiio,  "  The  History  of  Great  Bri- 
tain,  from  Julius  Caesar  to  Jamesl." 
and  died  1629.  See  STOW. 

SFELMAN  (SIR  HEXRY)  an 
eminent  English  historian  and  anti- 
quary, born  1561,  died  1641.  His 
chief  works  are,  an  "  Archaeologi- 
cal Glossary,1'  a  "  History  of  the. 
English  Councils,"  and  "  Reliquiae 
Spelmanniaijas." 

SPEXCE  (JOSEPH)  an  English 
poet  and  critic  of  eminence,  whose 
principal  writings  are,  "  Polymetis, 
oran  Enquiry  concerning  the  Agree- 
ment between  the  \Voiks  of  the 
Roman  Poets  and  the  Remains  of 
ancient  Artists, "  and  "  A  Parallel, 
in  the  manner  of  Plutarch,  between 
a  most  celebrated  Man  of  Florence 
(Magliabecchi),  and  one  scarce  ever 
heard  of  in  England  (Robert  Hill, 
the  Hebrew  Taylor)."  In  17  64  he 
was  well  po'.irtrayed  by  Mr.  James 
Ridley,  in  his  admirable  "  Tales  of 
theGenii, "under  the  name  of ''Fhe- 
soi  Ecrieps  (his  name  read  back- 
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wards)  Dcrvise  of  the  Groves." 
Mr.  Spencc  was  unfortunately 
diowned  in  a  canal  in  his  garden 
at  Byfleet  in  Surry  i  7  68. 

SPENCER  (DR.  JOHN)  a  very 
ingenious  .and  learned  English  di-  j 
vine  and  critic,  born  1630,  died 
1695.  His  greatest  and  most  fa- 
mous work  is  "  De  Legibus  He- 
brasorum  Ritualibus  &.  earum  Ra- 
tionibus." 

SPENSER  (EDMUND)  a  very 
celebrated  English  poet,  whose  fame 
is  immortalized  by  his  beautiful 
poems,  called  "  The  Shepherd's  Ca- 
lendar," and  "  The  Faery  Queen." 
He  was  created  poet  laureat  to  queen 
Elizabeth,  but  for  some  time  only 
wore  the  barren  laurel,  and  possess- 
ed the  place  without  the  pension. 
The  lord  treasurer  Eurleigh  had 
not,  it  seems,  the  true  taste  and 
feeling  of  Spender's  merit,  and  is 
reputed  to  have  intercepted,  from 
Some  motive  or  other,  the  queen's 
intended  bounty  to  him.  In  his 
"  Mother  Hubberd's  Tale,"  he  has 
painted  the  misfortune  of  depending 
on  co;:rts  and  great  persons  in  a 
most  lively  manner,  and  this  de- 
scription we  will  transcribe,  not 
on'y  for  its  beauty,  but  by  way  of 
comfort  to  those  who  are  apt  to  la- 
ment their  own  fate,  for  not  being 
dependent  upon  some  great  man ; 
er  for  not  being  placed  in  the  road 
to  preferment,  as  it  is  usually  ex- 
pressed : 

*'  Full   little    knovvest  thou,  that  hast 

"  not  try'd, 

**  Wh?.t  hell  it  is  in  suing  long  to  bide  : 
**  To    lose    good    days  that   mii.lit  be 

"  bstter  spent, 
*'  To  waste  long  nights  in  pensive  dis-

"  To  speed  to-diy,  to  be  put  back  to- 

"  morrow, 
"  To  feed  on  hope,    to  pine  v  ith  fear 

"  and  sorrow  ; 
'*  To  have  tl.y  prince's  srace>  yet  want 

*'  her  peer's, 
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"  To  Jiave  thy  asking,  yet  wait  mar,y 

"  year;-  j 
"  To  fret   thy  soul  \vith  crosses  and 

"  with  cares, 
"  To  eat  thy  heart  with   comfortless 

"  despairs  ; 
"  To  faun,  to  crouch,  to  wait,  to  ride, 

"  to  run, 
"  To  spend,   to  give,   to  want,  to  be 

«  undone." 

But  though  Spenser  had  no  interest 
\viih  the  lord  treasurer,  yet  we 
find  him,  some  time  after  his  ap- 
pearance at  court,  in  considerable 
esteem  with  the  most  eminent  men 
of  that  time  ;  and  upon  the  lord 
Grey  of  Wilton's  being  appointed 
lord  deputy  of  Ireland,  Spenser 
\\'ns  recommended,  and  went  as 
secretary.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
he  tilled  his  office  with  very  good 
skill  and  capacity,  as  may  appear 
by  his  "  Discourse  on  the  State  of 
Ireland."  His  services  to  the  crown 
were  rewarded  by  a  grant  from 
queen  Elizabeth  of  three  thousand 
acres  of  land  in  the  county  of  Cork. 
During  the  rebellion  in  Ireland, 
however,  under  the  earl  of  Des- 
mond, our  poet  was  plundered  and 
deprived  of  his  estate;  and  he  seems 
to  have  spent  the  latter  part  of  his 
lifo  with  much  grief  of  heart,  under 
the  disappointment  of  a  broken  for- 
tune. He  died  in  1598,  and  was 
interred  in  Westminster- Abbey  near 
Chaucer. 

SPERONE  (SPERON)  anltalian 
dramatic  and  miscellaneous  writer, 
born  1500,  died  1588.  His  works 
consist  of  dialogues,  dissertations, 
orations,  letters,  and  a  tragedy. 

SPINCKES  (NATHANIEL)  an 
eminent  nonjuring  divine,  author 
of  the  "  Sick  Man  Visited,"  born 
1654,  died  1727. 

SPINELLO,  a  Tuscan  painter, 
of  great  repute  in  his  time.  He 
painted  a  pifiure  of  the  fallen  an- 
gels, in  which  he  drew  so  horrid 
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3  figure  of  Lucifer,  that  it  fright- 
ened  him  so  much  as  to  affect  his 
senses  ever  after.  He  flourished 
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STACKHOUSE  (THOMAS)  a 
learned  and  pious,  but  necessitous 
divine,  who  first  became  noticed  by

~SPINOLA(  AMBROSE)  a  famous!  Inferior   Clergy,"    and    afterwards 
Spanish  general,   bern  1569,    died    obtained  much  credit  by  "  A  new 


1630. 

SPINOZA  (BENEDICT  DE) 
born  at  Amsterdam  1633.  He 
was  first  a  Jew,  then  a  Christian, 
and  lastly  an  Atheist  ;  and  was,  it 
is  said,  the  first  who  reduced  A- 
theism  into  a  system,  and  formed 
it  into  a  regular  body  of  doctrines, 
ordered  and  connected  according  to 
the  manner  of  geometricians.  He 
died  1677,  fully  confirmed  in  his 
Atheism.

Us  editor  of  an  accurate  tnd  beau- 
tiful edition  of  .-£;chylus.  He  was 
also  in  very  high  repute  for  his 
poetry  and  translations,  which  ap- 
peared about  1650.  He  died 
i67S. 

STANLEY  (JOHN)  masterof  his 
majesty's  band  of  musicians,  orga- 
nist to  the  society  of  the  Temple, 
and  for  near  60  years  organist  of 
St.  Andrew's,  Holborn,  born  1713, 
died  1786.  He  was  blind  from  the 
age  of  2  years. 

STAPYLTON  (SIR  ROBERT} 
an  English  dramatic  writer,  died 
i66y. 

STATIUS  (PUBLIUS  PAPINI- 
US)  an  ancient  Roman  poet,  born 
at  Naples  about  the  beginning  of 
the  reign  of  Claudias.  \Ve  have 
extant  of  this  poet,  who  died  aged 
91,  his"  Sylvje"  in  five  books,  his 
"  Thebaid"  in  twelve  books,  and 
his"  Achilleis"in  two. 

STEERING  (DR.  HENRY)  an 
.English  divine  and  theological  wri- 
ter, died  1763. 

STEDMJN  (JOHN  GABRIEL ) 
a  native  of  Scotland,  born  1745, 
\vas  author  of  an  interesting  "  Nar- 
rative of  an  Expedition  against  the 
revolted  Negroes  of  Surinam,  in 
2  vols.  410.  with  80  elegant  en- 
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gravings  from  his  own  drawings," 
being  a  military  progress  through 
that  country,  in  which  he  was  him- 
self a  principal  afior.  Capt.  Sted- 
man  died  at  Tiverton,  Devon, 
March  i,  1797,  and  was  buried  at 
Bickley,  near  that  place,  with  this 
epitaph  (written  by  himself)  placed 
over  his  tomb  : 

This  Steclman  leaves  to  you  : 
"  As  you'd  he  done  by  — do." 
The  rest,   >re,nenlo  mori ; 
Here  enrts  poor  Stedman's  story. 

STEELE  (SIR  RICHARD)  an 
English  writer,  who  made  himself 
famous  by  his  zeal  in  political  mat- 
ters, as  well  as  by  the  various  pro- 
ductions of  his  pen,  was  born  of 
English  parents  at  Dublin  in  Ire- 
land ;  but  the  year  of  his  birth  is 
not  mentioned.  He  was  carried 
out  of  that  kingdom  whiie  very 
young,  and  educated,  together  with 
his  friend  Addison,  at  the  Charter- 
house school  in  London.  His  co- 
medy called  "  The  Funeral,  or 
Grief  a-la-mode,"  was  afted  in 

1702.  In    1701    he    obtained    a 
captain's  commission  in  lord  Lucas's 
regiment  of  fusi  leers,    by   the    in- 
terest of  lord    Cutts,   to  whom  he 
dedicated    his   "    Christian   Hero," 
and  who  likewise  appointed  him  his 
secretary.      He  was  also  introduced 
by  Addison's  means  to  the  acquaint- 
ance  of  the  earls  of  Halifax   and 
Sunderland,    by  whose  interest  he 
was  appointed  Gazetteer.    His  next 
productions  were  comedies  ;  "  The 
Tender   Husband"    being    afred   in 

1703,  as  was  "  The  Lying  Lovers" 
in   1704.     In  1709   he   began   the 
"  Taller;"  the  first  paper  of  which 
was  published  April  12,  1709,  and 
the  last  Jan.  z,    1710-11.       This 
work  greatly  increased   his  reputa- 
tion and  interest ;  and  he  was  soon 
sfter  made  one  of  the  commissioners 
of  the  stamp-office.     Upon  laying 
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down  "  The  Taller,"  he  set  up,  in 
concert  with  Addison,  "  The  Spec- 
tator," which  began  to  be  published 
March  i,  1 710-11;'  after  that. 
"  The  Guardian,"  the  first  of  which 
came  out  March  12,  1713;  and 
after  that,  "  The  Englishman,"  thr 
first  number  of  which  appealed  Oct. 
6,  the  same  year.  Beside  these 
•works,  he  wrote  several  political 
pieces,  which  were  afterward  col- 
lected, and  published  under  the  title 
of  "  Political  Writings,  1715,'' 
izmo.  Having  a  design  to  serve 
in  the  last  parliament  of  queen 
Anne,  he  resigned  his  place  of 
commissioner  of  the  s'amp-office  in 
June  1713  ;  and  was  chosen  mem- 
ber for  the  borough  of  Stockbridge 
in  Hampshire:  but  he  did  not  sit 
long  in  the  House  of  Commons,  be- 
fore he  was  expelled  for  writing 
"  The  Englishman/'being  the  close 
of- a  paper  so  called,  and  "  The 
Crisis."  After  this,  he  published 
"  The  Lover,"  "  The  Reader,"  and 
"  The  Theatre."  In  1722  his  co- 
medy called  "  The  Conscious  Lo- 
vers" was  atled  with  great  success, 
and  published  with  a  dedication  to 
the  king",  for  which  his  majesty 
made  him  a  presentof  500!.  Some 
years  before  his  death  he  grew  pa- 
ralytic, and  retired  to  his  seat  at 
Llangunnor,  near  Cacrmarthen,  in 
Wales,  where  he  died  1729. 

STEPHANUS  BYZANTINUS, 
or  of  Byzantium,  an  able  Greek 
grammarian  and  lexicographer,  who 
lived  in  the  5th  or  6th  century. 

STEPHENS  (ROBERT)  one  of 
the  best  printers  of  his  time,  was 
born  at  Paris  1503,  lived  in  inti- 
macy at  Geneva  with  Calvin,  Beza, 
Rivet,  and  others,  whose  works  he 
printed}  and  died  there  1559. 
This  eminent  artist  was  so  exaft 
and  solicitous  after  perfection,  that, 
in  a  npble  contempt  of  gain,  he 
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used  to  expose  Ins  proofs  to  public 
view,  with  otl.-i  of  a  reward  to 
those  who  should  discover  any  fault  ; 
so  tiiat  it  is  no  wonder  his  imprc-.- 
sions  should  be  as  correct  as  beauti- 
ful. He  was,  like  the  rest  of  hU 
family,  not  only  ;*  printer,  but  a 
writer  :  his  "  Thesaurus  Linguj: 
Latins"  is  a  \voi  k  of  immense 
learning  as  well  a*  labour. 

STEPHENS  HIEXRY)  eldest 
son  of  Robert,  born  at  Paris  i5'2?. 
Being  most  carefullveducated  by  his 
father,  he  became  the  most  le;irntd 
of  all  his  learned  family,  and  gave 
the  world  the  most  beautiful  and 
corre£l  editions  of  all  the  ancient 
Greek  and  other  valuable  writers. 
At  vast  expence  as  well  as  labour 
he  compiled  "  Thesaurus  Lingua: 
Graecae,"  a  work  which  was  then 
pronounced  by  Scaliger,  and  has 
ever  been  judged  by  all  the  learned, 
most  excellent.  He  died  1589. 

STEPHENS      (ROBERT)      an 
eminent  English    antiquary,     died 

'732. 

STEPNEY  (GEORGE)  an  Eng- 
lish poet,  statesman,  and  political 
writer,  born  1663,  died  1707. 

STERNE(LAURENCE)an  Eng- 
lish divine,  a  writer  of  very  original 
powers,  and  of  a  turn  of  wit  some- 
what in  the  manner  of  Rabelais, 
born  at  Clonmell,  in  the  south  o£ 
Ireland,  1713,  died  i  768.  Garrick, 
who  was  his  intimate  friend  and  ad- 
mirer, wrote  the  following  epitaph 
for  him:

STERN  HOLD  (THOMAS)  ar. 
English  poet,  ever  to  be  remem- 
bered, by  all  parish-clerks  especi- 
ally, for  his  version  of  King  .Da- 
vid's Psalms,  in  conjunction  with 
Hopkins,  was  groom  of  the  robes  to 
Henry  VII i.  and  Edward  VI.  and 
died  1549. 

STES1CHORUS,  an  ancient  Creek 
fioet,  born  at  Himeia,  a  city  of 
Sicily,  in  the  37th  Olympiad,  which 
was  aboiit  the  time  of  the  prophet 
Jcrtr/iiah,  and  died  at  Catana  in 
6u  ily  at  above  So  years  of  age. 

STEVENS  (GEORGE  ALEX- 
ANDER) a  dramatic  poet,  and  re- 
markable for  exhibiting  a  new  spe- 
cies of  entertainment  called,  "  A 
JLcclure  on  Heads,"  a  prose  satire 
on  the  manners  of  the  times,  died 
Kov.  1784. 

STEf'ENS  (ALEXANDER)  an 
eminent  English  architeft,  who  in 
the  40  years  preceding  his  death 
creeled  more  stone  bridges  and 
other  buildings  in  water  than  any 
man  in  these  kingdoms.  The 
bridge  over  the  Lifley  in  Dublin, 
the  locks  and  decks  on  the  grand 
canal  of  Ireland,  the  aquedufcl  over 
the  Luneat  Lancaster,  &c.  are  am- 
ple proofs  of  his  professional  skill. 
He  died  in  an  advanced  age  Jan. 
20,  1796. 

ST1LL1NGFLEET  (DR.  ED- 
WARD) bishop  of  Worcester,  born 
1635,  died  1690,  greatly  distin- 
guished by  numerous  polemic  writ- 
ings, particularly  "  Origines  Sacra?, 
or  a  Rational  Account  of  the  Ground? 
of  Natural  and  Revealed  Religion," 
a  work  which,  for  extensive  and 
profound  learning,  solidity  oi  judg- 
ment, strength  of  argument,  and 
perspicuity  of  expression,  has  been 
justly  esteemed  one  cf  the  best  de- 
fences of  Revealed  Religion  that 
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ever  was  published  in  our   own  Or 
any  other  janguage. 

STOB.EUS  (JOHANNES)  an 
ancient  Greek  writer,  who  lived  in 
the  fifth  century,  as  is  generally 
supposed.  What  remains  of  him  is 
a  collection  of  extracts  from  ancient 
poets  and  philosophers. 

STORAGE  (STEPHEN)  a  dis- 
tinguished musician  and  composer 
for  the  English  theatre.  His  style 
of  composition  was  formed  upon 
the  Italian  model  ;  but  had  a  pe- 
culiarity in  it,  that  rendered  it  still 
more  charming  to  English  audi- 
tors. "  The  Haunted  Tower," 
"  Siege  of  Belgrade,"  "  No  Song, 
no  Supper,"  &c.  are  too  well  known 
to  render  panegyric  necessary  in 
this  place.  He  was  .born  1763, 
and  died  1 5th  April  1796. 

STOW  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
English  historian  and  antiquary, 
born  1525,  died  1605.  "  His  Chro- 
nicles of  England,  from  the  coming- 
in  of  Brute  to  his  own  time,"  and 
his  "  Survey  of  London,"  are  very 
useful  and  valuable  works.  It  is 
not  a  little  extraordinary,  that 
Stow,  our  most  famous  antiquary, 
and  Speed,  our  most  famous  histo- 
rian, were  both  tailors. 

STRABO,  an  excellent  writer  of 
antiquity,  who  died  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  emperor  Tibcrius's 
reign,  and  has  left  us  a  very  valu- 
able work,  in  17  books,  "  De  Rebus 
Geographicis." 

STRADA  (FAMIANUS)avery 
ingenious  and  learned  Italian  Je- 
suit of  the  i  6th  century,  who  pub- 
lished "  Prolusiones  Academicae," 
and  "  Historia  de  Bello  Belgico," 
works  which  raised  him  great  re- 
putation, and  have  preserved  bis 
memory. 

STKAHAN  (WILLIAM)  a  very 
eminent  printer,  born  at  Edinburgh 
1715,  and  apprenticed  there  to 
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the  profession  which  he  pursued 
through  life. —  Coming  early  to 
London,  with  no  dependence  but 
on  his  own  industry,  his  capacity, 
diligence,  and  probity,  raised  him 
at  length  to  great  eminence.  In- 
deed so  striking  an  example  of 
successful  perseverance  in  honest 
industry  cannot  be  too  strongly 
recommended  to  my  younger  read- 
ers ;  and  I  shall  be  excused,  per- 
haps, if,  anxious  to  promote  its  ct- 
fefts,  I  dwell  a  little  longer  than 
usual  on  this  su'-jeft. — Sober,  di- 
ligent, and  attentive,  while  his 
emoluments  were  for  some  time 
very  scanty,  Mr.  S.  contrived  to 
live  rather  within  than  beyond 
his  income,  and  cherished  with 
good  effeft  that  happy  flow  of  ani- 
mal spirits  that  is  not  easily  dis- 
couraged by  unpromising  appear- 
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was  elected  a  member  or  pirlia- 
ment  for  Malmsbury  in  Wiltshire, 
with  a  very  illustrious  colleague, 
the  hon.

scheme  to  rr.ake  Arabella  queen  of 
England,  being  afraid  lest  king 
James,  as  a  foreigner,  should  pre- 
fer the  Scots  to  them.  They  there- 
fore conspired  to  kill  the  king,  and 
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to  crown  Arabella.  The  plot  was 
dftcfted,  and  some  of  those  con- 
cerned in  it  were  capitally  pu- 
nished. Arabella  died  in  the  Tower, 
1615. 

STUART  (DR.  GILBERT)  an 
eminent  historian  of  Scotland,  died 
1786.  His  chief  works  are,  "  A 
View  of  Society  in  Europe,  in  its 
Progress  from  Rudeness  to  Refine- 
ment;" and  "  The  History  of 
Scotland,  from  the  Establishment 
of  the  Reformation  to  the  Dea:h  of 
Queen  Mary." 

STUART  (JAMES)  commonly 
called  Athenian  Stuart,  a  very 
celebrated  traveller,  and  delinea- 
tor of  Athenian  architecture,  on 
which  suhjecl  he  published  an  inva- 
luable work.  Born  1709,  he  died 
1788. 

STUKELEY  (WILLIAM)  an 
English  divine  and  antiquary  of 
much  celebrity,  born  1687,  died 
1767.  Kis  labours  were  chiefly 
devoted  to  the  illustration  of  the 
antiquities  and  curiosities  of  Great 
Britain. 

STURMIUS  -'.JOHN)  an  eminent 
German  grammarian  and  rhetori- 
cian, called  the  Cicero  of  Germany, 
born  1,507,  died 

SUCKLING  (SIR  JOHN)  an 
English  poet  and  dramatic  writer, 
born  1613,  died  1641. 

SUETONIUS  (CAIUS  SUETO- 
NIUS  TRANQUILLUS)  an  ancient 
Roman  historian  and  biographer, 
who  flourished  in  the  reign  of  Ves- 
pasian. He  wrote  many  books  ; 
none  of  which  are  come  down  to 
us,  except  his  excellent  "  HL-tory 
of  The  First  Twelve  Empc-rors," 
and  part  of  his  "  Catalogue  of  II 
lustrious  Grammarians  and  Rheto- 
ricians." 

SUEUR  (EUSTACHE  LE)  one 
of  the  best  French  historical  pain-

ters  of  his   time,   born  1617,   died 
16.55. 

SUICER  (JOHNGASPARD)a 
most  learned  German  divine,  and 
compiler  of  a  very  useful  work, 
called  "  Lexicon,  sive  Thesaurus 
Ecclesiasticus  Pjtruin  Graecorum," 
born  i62O,dieri  170.5. 

SUlDAS,authorofaiiseful  Greek. 
Lexicon,  a  storehouse  as  it  were  of 
all  sorts  of  erudition,  not  only  giv- 
ing an  account  of  poets,  orators, 
and  historians,  &e.  but  exhibiting 
many  excellent  parsages  of  ancient 
authors  that  are  lost.  He  flourished 
between  975  and  1025. 

SULLY     (MAXIMILIAN    DE 
BETHUNE,  DUKE  OF)  a  marshal 
of  Fiance,  prime  minister  to  Henry 
IV.  and  one  of  the  ablest  and  most 
honest  statesmen   that  France   ever 
had,  born  1560,   died  164!.      His 
"  Memoirs."    which    have    always 
been  ranked  among  the  best  books 
of  French   history,   contain  a  most 
particular  account  of  what  passed 
from  the  peace  in  1570  to  the  as- 
sassination of  Henry  IV.  m  161  o; 
a  period  of  time  which  has  supplied 
the  most  copious  subjects  to  the  his- 
torians  of  France.     They  are   full 
of  numerous  and    various  events  j 
wars   foreign   and   domestic,    inte- 
rests of  state  and  religion,  master- 
strokes of  policy,  unexpected  disco- 
veries, struggles  of  ambition,  strata^ 
gems  of  policy,  embassies  and   ne» 
gociarions. 

SULPICIA,  an  ancient  Roman 
poetess,  who  lived  under  the  reign 
of  Domitian,  and  has  been  thought 
worthy  of  the  name  of  the  Roman. 
Sappho. 

SULPICIUS  (SEVERUS)pf  Aquf- 
tain,  an  eminent  ecclesiastical  histo- 
rian, died  420.  The  principal  of 
his  works  is  "  Historia  Sacra,"  con- 
taining a  succinct  account  of  all  the

remarkable  things  that  passed  in  the 
Jewish  or  Christian  churches,  from 
the  creation  of  the  world  to  the  year 
400. 

SUMOROKOF(ALEXANDER) 
the  founder  of  the  Russian  theatre, 
and  the  person  who,  after  Lomouo- 
zof,  piincipally  contributed  to  re- 
fine the  poetry  of  his  country,  born 
I727,died  1777. — With  respeft  to 
his  tragedies,  Racine  washis  model ; 
and  his  comedies  are  replete  with 
humour  ;  but  besides  dramatic  wri- 
tings, Sutnorokof  wrote  love-iongs, 
idyls,  fables,  satires,  Anacreontic-, 
elegies,  versions  of  the  Psalms,  and 
Pindaric  odes. 

SUTTON  (THOMAS) a  patriotic 
English  gentleman,  founder  of  the 
Charter-house  charity  in  London, 
born  1532,  died  1611. 

SUZE  (HENRIETTE  DE  CO- 
J.1GNI,  COMiESSE  DE  LA)  a 
celebrated  French  elegiac  poetess, 
died  1673. 

SWAMMERDAM  (JOHN)  an 
eminent  Dutch  naturalist,  born 
1637,  died  i  680. 

SWEDENBORG  (HON.  EMA- 
KUEL)  an  eminent  mathematical, 
philosophical,  and  mystic  writer, 
died  1772.  His  visionary  produc- 
tions are  what  he  is  best  known 
by,  and  the  se£t  which  they  have 
formed  is  become  very  numerous. 

SWiETEN  (VAN)  an  eminent 
German  physician  and  medical  au- 
thor, died  1770. 

SWIFT  (DR.  JONATHAN) 
flean  of  St.  Patrick's  in  Dublin,  an 
illustrious  English  poet,  political, 
satirical,  and  miscellaneous  writer, 
born  1667,  died  1745.  Of  a  life 
so  various  and  so  foil  of  business  us 
Swift's,  we  knew  not  what  part  we 
could scleft, consistent  with  the  limits 
of  this  woi  k,  that  would  not  rather 
curiosity  than  gratify  it. 
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We  decline  therefore  a  task  to  which 
v:e  have  not  room  to  do  justice,  and 
refer  the  reader  to  Dr.  Hawkes- 
north's  very  excellent  "  Life  of 
Swift,"  prefixed  to  his  edition  of 
his  works. — His  works  have  been 
often  printed,  and  in  vai  ious  forms  : 
the  principal  are,  "  The  Tale  of  a 
Tub;"  "  Gulliver's  Travels,'' a  mo- 
ral and  political  romance  ;  "  Let- 
•crs;"  "  Ft>ems;"  "  Sermons:" 
political  treatises,  and  a  "  History 
of  the  Four  last  Years  of  Queen 
Anne."— As  the  company  of  Swift 
was  courted  by  persons  of  the  first 
rank  in  life  and  literature,  the  fol- 
lowing peculiarities  may  be  related 
of  him.  He  had  a  rule  never  to 
speak  more  than  a  minute  at  a 
time,  ant!  to  wait  for  others  to 
take  up  rhe  conversation.  He  was 
peculiarly  happy  in  punning  ;  and 
ured  to  say,  "  that  none  despised 
that  talent  but  those  who  were 
without  it."  He  also  greatly  ex- 
relied  in  telling  a  story,  but  in  the 
latter  part  of  his  life  used  to  tell 
them  rather  too  often :  he  never 
dealt  in  the  double  entendre,  or  pro- 
faneness  upon  sacred  subjects.  He 
loved  to  have  ladies  in  the  com- 
pany, because  it  preserved,  he  saij, 
ithe  delicacy  of  conversation: 
though  it  is  certain  there  are  in  his 
wi  kings  greater  indelicacies  than 
any  double  entendrescan  amount  to. 

SWIFT  (DEANE)  a  near  rela- 
tion of  the  above, and  author  of  an 
Essay  on  his  life,  writings,  and  cha- 
racter, died  1783. 

WINTON  (JOHN)  a  celebrat- 
ed English  antiquary,  born  1703, 
died  1777,  leaving  very  numerous 
and  learned  works. 

SYBRECHT  (JOHN)  a  Flemish 
landscape  painter,~born  1^30,  died 
1703. 

SYDENHAM     (THOMAS)    an 
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excellent  English  physician  and 
inruical  writer,  bom  1624,  died 
1689. 

SY&ENHAM  (FLOYER)  alearn- 
ed  and  diligent  man,  but  unfortu- 
nately unpatronized,  who  under- 
took, a;n!  in  part  executed  a 
"  Translation  of  the  \vorks  of 
Plato."  He  was  revered  for  his 
knowledge,  and  beloved  for  the 
candour  of  his  temper  and  the 
gentleness  of  his  manners;  but  for 
want  of  patronage  lie  lived  long  in 
the  extremest  indigence,  a  dis- 
grace to  English  opulence  and 
humanity,  and  died  at  last  ( i  788) 
in  consequence  of  having  been  ar- 
rested and.  detained  for  a  dtbt  to 
a  vitlualler  who  had  for  some 
time  furnished  his  frugal  dinner. 
It  was  in  consequence  of  this 
event  that  that  admirable  insti- 
tution, "  The  Literary  Fund,"  was 
set  on  foot,  which  has  in  the  most 
delicate  manner  given  timely  and 
important  assistance  to  very  many 
deserving  authors  in  distress,  with- 
out lacerating  their  feelings  by  the 
publication  of  their  names.  I  do 
not  know  an  institution  more  wor- 
thy of  public  encouragement. 

SYDNEY.     See  SIDNEY. 

SYLLA(LUCIUS  CORNELIUS) 
a  renowned  Roman  general  and  dic- 
tator, but  the  scourge  of  his  coun- 
try (after  he  had  been  its  deli- 
verer from  foreign  enemies)  by  the 
cruelty  of  his  intemal  administra- 
tion of  government,  born  138, 
died  78  B.  C. 

SYMMACHUS,  a  citizen  and 
senator  of  ancient  Rome,  and  con- 
sul in  the  year  391,  who  has  left 
us  ten  books  of  Epistles;  from  which 
•we  colleft  that  he  was  a  warm  op- 
poser  of  the  Cnristian  religion,  and 
an  advocate  for  Paganism. 

SYNESiUS,  of  Cyrene,  an  an- 
cient father  and  bishop  of  the 
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Christian  church,  who  flourished 
at  the  beginning  of  the  ^th  cen- 
tury.— The  works  of  Synesius,  con- 
sisting of  about  150  epistles  on 
philosophical  and  polemical  sub- 
jects, are  in  high  esteem  with  the 
learned. 

SYRUS  (PUBLIUS)  an  ancient 
Latin  author,  who  gained  great 
fame  by  his  comic  pieces  caiied 
"  Mimes."  His"  Sententias,"  which, 
were  extracted  from  them,  and  in- 
clude the  substance  of  the  dochine 
of  the  wisest  philosophers,  are  ge- 
nerally printed  with  the  "  Fables  of 
Phasdrus." 

TACITUS  (CAIUS  CORNE. 
L1US)  a  celebrated  Roman  histo- 
rian, orator,  and  statesman,  who 
flourished  under  Vespasian,  Titus, 
and  Domiran.  His  "  Anna's, "and 
his  "  History,"  are  ainong  the  great- 
est efforts  of  the  human  mind,  whe- 
ther we  considei  the  singularity  of 
the  style,  the  beauty  of  the  thoughts, 
or  the  skill  with  which  he  paints 
the  disguises  and  cheats  of  politi- 
cians, and  the  weakness  of  the  pas- 
sions. The  latter  originally  ex- 
tended from  the  reign  of  Galba  in- 
clusively, to  the  reign  of  Nerva 
exclusively  ;  but  we  have  only  5 
books  left ;  which  is  a  very  small 
1  portion  of  it  ;  for  they  do  not  con- 
I  tain  above  a  year  and  a  half,  when 
the  whole  work  ought  to  contain 
,  about  29  years.  The  "  Annals" 
began  at  the  death  of  Augustus, 
'  and  were  continued  to  that  of  Xtro. 
j  We  have,  however,  but  part  of  these 
left.  Besides  the  History  and  the 
|  Annals,  there  remain  of  Tacitus 
"  A  Tieatise  of  the  Situation,  Cus- 
toms, anil  People  of  Germany," 
and  a  "  Life  of  Julius  Agricola." 
The  piece  "  De  Moribus  Germano- 
rum,"  is  a  curious  and  exafi  little 
work  ;  and  the  "  Life  of  Agricola" 
must  be  interesting  to  an  inhabuaaS 
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of  this  isle,  who  will  find  there 
many  particulars  concerning  the 
situation,  climate,  and  people  of 
ancient  Britain. 

T.lLLARD  (C.nilLLE  D'HOS- 
TUN)  usually  styled  marshal  Tal- 
lard,  a  brave  French  general  who 
was  taken  prisoner  by  the  duke  of 
Marlborough  in  1704.  He  was 
born  1652,  and  died  1728. 

TALUS  (THOMAS)  one  of 
the  greatest  musicians  that  this 
country  ever  bred,  flourished  about 
the  middle  of  the  «6th  century, 
and  may  justly  be  said  to  be  the 
father  of  the  cathedral  style.  Tallis 
composed  many  anthems,  and  died 


TAMERLANE  (ot  T1MER-BEGJ 
cham  of  the  Tartars,  who  became 
formidable  towards  the  end  of  the 
]  4th  century.  He  raised  himself 
from  the  son  of  a  shepherd,  by 
his  courage  and  prudence  ;  and 
having  put  himself  in  haste  at  the 
head  of  some  troops,  obtained  di- 
vers victories  in  Persia.  This  in- 
creased his  ambition  and  his  army; 
he  subjefcted  the  Parthians,  forced 
the  walls  of  China,  subdued  most 
of  India,  Mesopotamia  and  Egypt, 
and  boasted  that  he  had  three  parts 
of  the  world  under  his  power. 
The  most  considerable  of  his  con- 
quests was  that  over  Bajazer,  sul- 
tan of  the  Turks,  who  was  ex- 
tremely proud,  and  charged  Ta- 
merlane with  rebellion.  The  bat- 
tle was  fought  at  Ancyra  near 
Phrygia  in  1402,  wherein  Bajazet 
was  taken,  and  at  first  treated  ci- 
villy, till,  provoking  the  conqueror 
by  his  speeches,  he  caused  him  to  be 
put  in  an  iron  cage,  where  he  beat 
oat  his  brains  against  the  bars. 
Tamerlane  died  two  or  three  years 
after  at  the  age  of  7  i,  and  his  sons 
lost  all  his  conquests. 

TANKER  (THOMAS)  bishop  of

St.  Asaph,  and  an  excellent  anti- 
quary, born  1674, died  1735,  leav- 
ing a  very  laborious  and  valuable 
work.,  called  "  Bibliotheca  Britan- 
nico-Hibernica,"  which  employed 
him  40  years. 

TARQUIN  the  Proud,  king  of 
Rome,  a  tyrant  and  usurper,  who 
had  rendered  himself  odious  to 
j  tlie  Romans  by  his  pride  and  cru- 
elty, when  his  son,  Se.xtus  Tar- 
quinius,  having  ravished  Lucretia, 
occasioned  that  well-known  revo- 
lution, which  put  an  end  to  the 
monarchy,  and  established  the  re- 
public of  Rome. 

TASSO(TOROU  ATO)  the  prince 
of  Italian  poets,  born  1,544,  died 
1595.  His  works  shew  him  to  have 
been  a  philosopher,  an  orator,  a  lo- 
gician, a  critic,  and  a  poet  excel- 
lent in  every  kind  of  composition. 
The  principal  of  these  are,  "  Rinal- 
j  do,"  "  Amiuta,"and  "  Gierusalem- 
me  Liberata,"  an  epic  poem  in  24 
books,  which  has  been  called  by 
Balzac  the  richest  and  most  finished 
work  since  the  age  of  Augustus. 
The  Life  of  Tasso  was  a  chain  of 
miseries  and  woes  ;  for,  banished 
from  his  own  country,  he  suifered 
want  and  imprisonment,  and,  whit 
is  more  intolerable,  was  oppressed 
by  calumny. 

TATE  (NAHUM)  a  dramatic 
poet,  born  at  Dublin  16 5  2, succeeded 
Shadwell  as  poet-'aureat,  and  dud 
1715.  He  was  author  of  nine  dra- 
matic performances,  and  a  great 
number  of  poems  ;  but  is  at  present 
better  known  for  his  version  of  the 
Psalms,  in  which  he  joined  with 
Dr.  Bradv,  than  for  any  other  of 
his  works. 

TAT1AN  of  Assyria,  a  writer  in 
defence  of  the  Christians  of  the 
primitive  church,  flourished  A.  L>. 
170. 

TATIUS  (ACHILLES)    an    an- 
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cient  Greek  writer  on  mathematics,  {Swiss  patriot,  and  chief  instrument 
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and  author  of  a  romance  called 
"  The  Loves  of  Clitophon  and  Leu- 
cippe." 

TAFERNER  (WILLIAM)  an 
English  dramatic  writer,  died  1731. 

TAVERN1ER  (JOHN  BAP- 
TIST)  a  Frenchman,  famous  for 
his  travels,  born  1605,  died  1689; 
having,  during  the  space  of  40

TEMPLEMAN  (THOMAS)  the 
author  of  "  Engraved  Tables,  con-

who  was  a  writing-master  in  the 
town  of  St.  Edmund's  Bury. 

TENIERS  (DAVID)  a  much 
admired  Flemish  painter,  born 
1582,  died  1649.  He  was  a  pu- 
pil of  the  famous  Rubens,  and  em- 
ployed himself  chiefly  in  painting 
small  piBures,  filled  with  figures  of 


which  will  remain  a  monument  to 
all  future  ages  of  his  indefatigable 
industry  and  critical  skill.  He  died 
1761 . 

TAYLOR  (JOHN)  a  learned 
English  divine,  writer  on  civil 
law,  and  antiquary,  born  1703, 
died  1766,  leaving  valuable  edi- 
tions of  "  Lysia;."  and  "  Demost- 
henes. 


TELL  (WILLIAM)  an  illustrious    persons  drinking,   chymists,  fairs, 
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and  merry-makings.  He  always 
copied  from  nature,  and  accus- 
tomed his  two  sons  (DAVID  and 
ABRAHAM)  to  paint  nothing  but 
from  that  infallible  model  ;  by 
which  means  they  both  became  ex- 
cellent painters. 

TENISON  (DR.THOM AS) arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  and  a  cele- 
brated polemic  writer  against  po- 
pery, born  1636,  died  1715. 

TERENTIUS  (PUBLIUS)  orTE- 
RENCE,  an  ancient  dramatic  writer 
among  the  Romans,  born  at  Carthage 
in  the  year  of  Rome  560.  Being 
brought  early  to  Rome  among  other 
slaves,  he  fell  into  the  hands  of  a 
generous  master, Terentius  Lncanns, 
a  Roman  senator,  who  was  so  taken 
with  his  uncommon  parts,  that  he 
gave  him  first  a  good  education,  and 
afterwards  his  liberty.  He  received 
his  name  as  well  as  his  liberty, 
from  Terentius  Lucanus,  as  the  cus- 
tom was;  and  thus,  by  a  singular 
fatality,  .cays  madam  Dacier,  while 
he  l-.as  immortalised  the  name  of  his 
master, has  not  been  able  to  preserve 
his  own.  Terence's  chief  excellence 
consists  in  beauty  of  characters,  po- 
liteness of  dialogue,  and  regularity 
of  scene.  Madam  Dacier  lias  ob- 
served, that  "  it  would  be  difficult 
to  determine  which  of  his  six  plays 
deserves  the  preference,  since  they 
have  each  of  them  their  peculiar 
excellencies.  The  "  An^lria"  and 
"  Adelphi,"  says  she,  "  appear  to 
excel  in  characters  and  manners;" 
the  "  Eunuch"  and  "  Phormio,"  in 
vigorous  attion  and  lively  intrigue; 
the  "  Heautontimorumenos"  and 
'  Hecyra,"  in  sentiment,  passion, 
and  simplicity  of  style."  He  died 
about  159  B. C. 

TERRASSON  (L'ABBE')  a 
French  critic  on  Homer,  born  1669, 
died  1750,  with  the  reputation  of 
having  been  one  of  the  best  practical

philosophers  of  his  age.  There  are 
some  vety  fine  things  in  his  moral 
romance,  called  "  Sethos;"  his 
translations  of  Diodorns  Siculus 
have  been  well  spoken  of;  but  his 
examination  of  Homer  is  void  of 
true  taste. 

TERTULLIAN(OUINTUS-SEP- 
TIMIUS  FLOR'EN?)  a  celebrated 
father  and  defender  of  Che  primitive 
Christian  church,  who  flourished 
under  the  reigns  of  the  emperors 
Severus  and  Caracalla. 

THALES,  the  chief  of  the  seven 
sages  of  Greece,  born  at  Miletes, 
640  B.  C.  founded  the  Ionic  seft  of 
philosophers,  and  died  545  before 
Christ. 

THELLUSSOX( PETER  ISAAC) 
a  native  of  France,  who  settled  as  a 
merchant  in  London,  where  he 
made  an  immense  fortune,  which, 
with  a  view,  no  doubt,  to  the  im- 
mortalizing of  his  name,  he  left  in 
a  most  remarkable  will,  of  which 
the  leading  principles  are  as  fol- 
low :  The  property  was  about 
700,000!.  The  legacies  to  his 
wife  and  children  were  not  quite 
loo.oool.  The  residue  he  left  to 
trustees  to  accumulate,  and  be  bid 
out  in  the  purchase  of  estates  in 
England,  until  all  the  male  children 
of  his  sons  and  grandsons  be  dead 
(but  all  uho  may  take  under  this 
will  arc  bound  to  adopt  the  sur- 
name of  Thellusson).  The  term  of 
accumulation  cannot  probably  be 
less  than  from  90  to  120  years. 
If  it  should  terminate  at  the  first 
period,  the  property  would  amount 
to  about  35,000,000!.  if  at  the  lat- 
ter, to  140,000,000!.  If  at  that 
remote  period  he  should  have  no 
lineal  descendants,  the  whole  estates 
are  to  be  sold,  and  the  money  ap- 
plied to  the  Sinking  Fund  under  the 
direOion  of  Parliament.  The  heirs 
at  law  have  since  prayed  the  Court 
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of  Chancery  to  set  aside  the  will; 
but  after  long  and  learned  argu- 
ments it  was  confirmed. 

THEMIST1US,  an  ancient  Greek 
orator,  Peripatetic  philosopher,  and 
critic,  who  died  A.  D.  386.  More 
than  30  Orations  of  Themistius  are 
still  extant. 

THEMISTOCLZS,  a  renowned 
Athenian  general,  admiral,  and  pa- 
triot,  who  gained  the  battle  of  Sa- 
lamine  against  the  Persians.  Being 
afterwards  banished  by  his  ungrate- 
ful fellow-citizens,  he  fled  to  Ar- 
taxerxes  king  of  Persia;  but,  in 
order  to  avoid  taking  up  arms 
against  his  country,  he  slew  him- 
self, B.  0.464. 

THEOBALD  (LEWIS)  an  Eng. 
lish  dramatic  poet, critic,  and  editor 
of  Shakespeare,  died  1742. 

THEOCRITUS, an  ancientGreek 
pastoral  poet,  who  flourished  about 
260  B.C.  The  compositions  of 
this  poet  are  distinguished  among 
the  ancients  by  the  name  of  "  Idyl- 
liums,"inorderto  express  the  small- 
ness  and  variety  cf  their  natures; 
they  would  now  be  called  "  Miscel- 
lanies, or  poems  on  several  occa- 
sions." 

THEODORE  L  king  of  Corsica. 
See  NEUHOFF. 

THEODORET,ofAntioch,bishop 
of  Cyprus,  an  illustrious  ecclesias 
tical  historian,  born  386,  died  457. 
His    "  Ecclesiastical  History"  is  a 
kind  of  supplement  to  Socrates  anc 
Sozomen,  beginning  where  Eusebius 
.leaves  off,  that  is,  at  the  rise  of  the 
Arian  heresy  in   322,  and  ending 
with  427,   before   the  beginning  o 
the  Nestotian  heresy. 

THEODORIC.kingofthe  Ostro 
goths,  a   renowned  warrior   and  le 
gislator ;   but    after    being    for    37 
years    the    common  father  of    th 
Italians  and  of  the  Goths,  the  infir 
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mities  of  age  rendered   him  criel, 
nd   he   tarnished   the   glory  of  his 
ormer  days.   He  died  526,  aged  7  i . 
THEODOSIUS  THE  GREAT,  the 
ast  Roman  emperor;   a   convert  to 
Christianity,   and   a   renowned  ge- 
eral  and  legislator,  born  335,  died 
39,5.     His  sons,  Arcadius  and  Ho- 
noiuis,  made  a  division  of  the  em- 
>ire  into  East  and  West,  Arcadius 
eing  the  first  emperor  of  the  East, 
nd  Honorius  of  the  West. 
THEODOSIUS  THE  YOUNGER, 
on  of  Arcadius,  whom  he  succeed- 
ed in  the  empire  of  the   East,  and 
amous  for  a  code  of    laws,  styled 
after    him   The  Theodosian   Code, 
lied  450. 

THEOGNIS,  an  eminent  Greek 
)oet,  who  flourished  about  550 
years  before  Christ. 

THEOPHANES  (PROKOPO- 
VITCH)  metropolitan  of  Russia,and 
an  historian  who  may  be  ranked 
among  those  to  whom  that  kingdom 
is  chiefly  indebted  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  polite  literature,  born  1681, 
died  1736, 

THEOPHILUS,  a  writer  and  bi- 
shop of  the  primitive  church,  born 
and  educated  a  heathen,  and  after- 
wards converted  to  Christianity, 
died  182.  Jt  is  remarkable,  that 
this  patriarch  of  Antioch  was  the 
first  who  applied  the  term  Trinity 
to  express  the  three  persons  in  the 
Godhead. 

THEOPHRASTUS,  an  ancient 
Greek  Peripatetic  philosopher  and 
moral  writer,  horn  381,  died  288 
B.  C.  Of  all  his  works,  that  on 
"  The  CharaQers  of  Men,"  has  been 
by  far  the  oftenest  printed,  and  the 
most  read. 

THESPIS,  a  famous  Greek  tragic 
poet,  and  the  first  representer  of 
tragedy  at  Athens.  He  carried  his 
troop  from  village  to  village  in  a 
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n,    from     which    they    per-  j 
formed  their  pieces.     Alccstus  was  ! 
the   first  tragedy  they  performed  at 
Athens,  536  B.  C. 

THEVENOT  (MELCHISEDEC) 
librarian  to  the  king  of  France,  and  ' 
a  celebrated  writer  of  travels,  born 
at  Paris  1621,  died  1692.  His 
«'  Travels  into  the  Levant,  &c." 
were  published  in  English,  in  folio, 
1687. 

TH1RLBY  (DR.STYAN)  a  very 
ingenious  and  learned  English  critic, 
and  editor  of  "  JustiriMartyr,"born 
1692,  died  1753. 

THOMAS  (ELIZABETH)  an 
English  poetess,  known  to  the  world 
by  the  name  of  Corinna,  born  1675, 
tlied  1730.  Corinna,  considered 
as  an  author,  is  of  the  second 
rate  :  she  had  not  so  much  wit  as 
Airs.  Behn  or  Mrs.  Manley,  nor  so 
happy  a  gift  at  intelleftual  painting, 
but  her"  poetry  is  soft  and  delicate, 
and  her  letters  sprightly  and  enter- 
taining. 

THOMSON  (JAMES)  an  excel- 
lent British  dramatic  and  pastoral 
poet,  born  at  Ednam,  in  Roxburgh- 
shire, Scotland,  1700,  died  1748. 
His  "  Seasons"  bring  before  us  the 
•whole  magnificence  of  Nature,  whe- 
ther pleasing  or  dreadful,  and  have 
neither  in  style  nor  imagery  ever 
been  equalled.  His  other  works 
are,  five  tragedies,  a  part  (in  con- 
jun&ion  with  Mallet)  of  the  Masque 
of  "  Alfred,"  and  three  beautiful 
poems  called  "  Britannia,"  "  Li- 
berty," and  "  The  Castle  of  Indo- 
lence,"besidcs  several  smaller  pieces. 
An  inscription  has  been  placed  on 
a  brass  tablet  over  Thomson's  grave 
in  Richmond  church,  at  the  ex- ' 
pence  of  the  Earl  of  Buchan.  It 
may  be  seen  in  the  Gentleman's 
Magazine  for  1791,  p.  1078. 

THORESBY  (RALPH;  an  emi- 
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rent  English  biographer  and  antf» 
quary,  born   1658,  died  1725. 

THORIUS  (RAPHAEL}  an  emi- 
nent physician  and  medical  writer, 
who  died  of  the  plague  at  London 
1629. 

THORNHILL  (SIR  JAMES)  an 
English  histoiical  painter,  born 
1676,  died  1732.  His  principal 
works  are  in  Greenwich  hospital 
and  at  Hampton  Court. 

THORNTON  (BONNEL)  a  ce- 
lebrated poet,  essayist,  miscellane- 
ous writer,  and  translator  of  Plau- 
tus,  died  1768. 

THRASYBULUS,  a  renowned 
Athenian  general  and  patriot,  the 
deliverer  of  his  country  from  the 
yoke  of  the  thirty  tyrants,  flourish- 
ed 294  B.  C. 

THUANUS  (JACOBUS  AU. 
GUSTUS  (or,  J  AGUES- AUGUSTE 
DE  THOU,  an  illustrious  magistrate 
and  historian  of  France,  born  1553, 
died  1617,  leaving  behind  him  a 
"  General  History  of  the  World,"  in 
7  vols.  folio,  from  1545  to  1608, 
written  in  very  clear  and  excellent 
Latin,  and  with  an  exactness  and 
fidelity  beyond  example, 

THUCYDIDES.an  ancientGreek 
historian  of  the  Peloponnesian  war, 
born  469,  died  391  B.C.  Xeno 
phon's  "  Hellenica"  are  a  supple- 
ment to  Thucydides's  History.  As 
to  his  style,  Tully  speaks  of  it  thus  : 
"  Thucydides  is  so  full  of  matter, 
that  the  number  of  his  sentences 
doth  almost  equal  the  number  of  his 
words;  and  in  his  words  he  is  so 
apt,  and  so  close,  that  it  is  hard  to 
say,  whether  his  words  do  more 
illustrate  his  sentences,  or  his  sen- 
tences his  words."  The  emperor 
Charles  V.  is  said  to  have  been  so 
fond  of  this  historian,  that  he  al- 
ways carried  him  with  him  into  the 
camp,  and  used  to  talk  of  him  with 
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wonJcrful  pleasure  to  those  about 
him. 

THURI.OE  (JOHN)  secretary  of 
state  to  the  two  protectors  Oliver 
and  Richard  Cromwell,  born  1616, 
died  »668.  lie  was  a  man  of  a 
very  amiable  character  in  private 
life,  and  in  the  height  of  his  power 
exercised  all  possible  moderation  to- 
warJs  persons  of  every  party.  Hi> 
manner  of  writing  is  remarkable, 
above  rr.Dst  of  his  contemporaries, 
for  its  conciseness,  perspicuity,  and 
strength.  But  the  most  authentic 
testimony  of  his  abilities  is  that  vast 
collection  of  his  "  State-papers,"  in 
7  vols.  folio,  now  in  the  hantls  of 
the  public;  whi:h  place  the  history 
of  Europe  in  general,  as  well  as  that 
of  Great  Britain  and  its  dominions, 
during  that  remarkable  period,  in 
the  clearest  light. 

TIBERIUS  (CONSTAN'TIXE), 
raised  by  his  n:erit  to  the  throne 
of  the  eastern  empire,  became 
the  father  of  his  people,  and  is 
equally  extolled  for  his  valour,  his 
love  of  justice,  and  his  clemency. 
He  died  580. 

TIBULLUS  (ALBIUS)  a  cele- 
brated Latin  elegiac  poet  and  critic, 
born  43  B.  C.  died  A.  D.  17.  This 
Biithor  has  usually  been  printed  in 
the  same  volume  with  Catullus  and 
Propertius. 

TICKELL  (THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
lish poet,  and  one  of  the  writers  in 
the  "  Spectator,"  born  1686,  died 
1740. 

TICKELL  (RICHARD)  grand- 
son of  the  former,  and  a  distin- 
guished wit  and  poet,  born  about 
1750,  died  Nov.  4,  1793.  Mr.T. 
v:as  first  known  to  the  public  by  a 
work  called  "  Anticipation"  (in 
•which  the  manners  of  our  most  ce- 
lebrated senators  were  t'epiQed  with 
wonderful  ft-licity),  though  he  hao 
before  published  several  poems. 
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His  chief  works,  bcsi'Jc  the  fore- 
going, are  "  The  Projeft,"  a.  politi- 
cal poem;  "TheWreathof  Fashion," 
a  satirical  poem;  fi  Epistle  from  the 
R'Sht  Hon.  C.  J.  Fox  to  the  Hon. 
John  Townsend  ;"  "  The  Carnival 
of  Venice  ;"  an  opera  (in  which  the 
poetry  of  the  songs  was  much  ad- 
mired) ;  and  some  very  elegant  pro- 
logues and  ingenious  political  pam- 
phlets. 

TILLEMONTT(SEBA.ST[ANILE 
NAIX  DE)  a  French  writer,  born 
1637,  dieJ  1698.  His  "  H:stoire 
des  Empereavs,  &  Ecclesiastiqne," 
being  deduced  from  the  original 
sources,  and  written  with  the  ut- 
most fidelity  and  exactness,  are  to 
this  day  in  very  high  esteem. 

T1LLOTSON  (DR.  JOHN')  arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  and  a  very 
distinguished  theological  writer, 
born  1630,  died  1694. 

T1XDAL  (DR.  MATTHEW]  a 
most  celebrated  English  polemical 
writer,  born  1657,  died  1733.  He 
wrote  two  books,  viz.  "  The  Right* 
of  the  Christian  Church  asserted,1* 
&c.  and  "  Christianity  as  Old  as  the 
Creation;  or,  the  Gospel  a  Republi- 
cation  of  the  Religion  of  Nature." 
The  first  of  these  was  written  against 
the  church,  the  latter  against  reve- 
lation; so  that  if  the  author's  prin- 
ciples and  designs  had  taken  plare, 
his  plan  would  have  been  completed 
by  the  destruction  of  both.  His  real 
j  design  certainly  was  to  set  aside  all 
revealed  religion,  by  shewing,  that 
there  neither  is,  nor  can  be,  any 
external  revelation  at  all,  distinct 
from  what  he  calls  "  the  external 
revelation  of  the  law  of  nature  in 
the  hearts  of  all  mankind  ;"  and  ac- 
cordingly his  refuters  have  very 
justly  treated  him  as  a  Deist. 

T1XDAL  (NICHOLAS)  nephew 
to  the  foregoing,  a  divine,  miscella- 
neous writer,  and  translator  and 
M  m 
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rrmtinuntor  of  Rapin's    History  of 
England,  died  177 J. 

TINTORETTO.so  called  because 
he  was  a  dyer's  son,  for  his  real 
name  was  Giaiomo  Robust!,  a  fa- 
mous Venetian  historical  painter, 
disciple  of  Titian,  and  called  the 
Furious  Tintoret,  for  his  bold  man- 
ner of  painting  with  strong  lights 
and  deep  shades,  for  the  rapidity  of 
his  genius,  and  for  his  vivacity  of 
spirit;  born  1512,  died  1594. 

TI  MO  LEON7,  a  renowned  Co- 
rinthian general,  and  the  deliverer 
of  Syracuse  from  the  yoke  of  Dio- 
nysiiis  the  tyrant,  died  337  B.  C. 

TISSOT  (Dr.  8.  A.  D.)  a  cele- 
brated physicr.n  and  medical  writer 
of  Switzerland,  who  was  one  of  the 
earliest,  ablest,  and  most  zealous 
vindicators  of  the  praflice  of  ino- 
culation on  the  continent  ;  but  the 
most  popular  of  his  works  were, 
his  "  Avis  au  Feuple,"  and  his 
treatises  "  On  the  Health  of  Lite- 
rary Men  and  People  of  Fashion." 
Dr.  Tissot  died  April  1797. 

TiriAN',orTITlANO,themost 
universal  genius  for  painting  of  all 
the  Lombard  school,  the  best  co- 
lourist  of  all  the  moderns,  and  the 
most  eminent  for  histories,  land- 
scapes, and  portraits,  born  at  Ve- 
nice 1477,  died  1576.  Of  the  love 
of  Charles  V.  for  Titian  many  par- 
ticulars are  recorded.  It  is  said, 
that  the  emperor  one  day  took  up  a 
pencil,  which  fell  from  the  hand  of 
this  painter,  who  was  then  draw- 
ing his  picture  ;  and  that,  upon  the 
compliment  which  Titian  made  him 
on  this  occasion,  he  replied  "  Ti- 
tian has  merited  to  be  served  by 
Caesar."  Whenever  he  sent  him 
money,  which  was  usually  a  large 
sum,  he  always  did  it  with  this 
obliging  testimony,  that  "  his  de- 
sign was  not  to  pay  him  the  value 
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of  bis   piftures,  because  they  were 
abuve  any  price." 

TITUS  (VF.SPASTANTUS)  the 
Roman  emperor,  son  of  Vespasian, 
born  A.D.  40.  Of  him  it  is  re- 
lated, that  not  being  able  to  recor- 
left  any  remarkably  good  ,->ftion  he 
had  done  on  a  certain  day,  he  ex- 
claimed with  sorrow,  "  I  have  lost 
a  day  !"  He  was  truly  the  father  of 
his  people  ;  and  though  Rome  la- 
boured  under  various  public  calami- 
ties during  his  reign,  such  was  his 
equitable  and  mild  administration, 
that  he  constantly  preserved  his  po- 
pularity. He  died  A.  D.  8  i. 

TOLAND  (JOHN)a  very  famous 
Irish  political,  polemical,  and  mis- 
cellaneous writer  and  antiquary, 
whose  real  Christian  name  wasjanus 
Junius;  but,  the  boys  at  school 
making  a  jest  of  it,  the  master  or- 
dered him  to  be  called  John,  which 
name  he  retained  ever  after.  He 
was  a  man  of  most  uncommon  abi- 
lities, and,  perhaps,  the  most  learn- 
ed of  all  the  infidel  writers;  but  his 
system  being  Atheism,  he  was  led 
to  employ  his  great  parts  and  learn- 
ing very  much  to  the  hurt  and  pre- 

;  judice  of  society. 

TOMPION   (THOMAS)    a  most 

'eminent  English  watchmaker,  died 
1669. 

TOOKE  (ANDREW)  a  learned 
English  divine,  usher  of  the  Char- 
terhouse-school, and  professor  of 

|  geometry  in  Gresham  college,  born 
167 3,  died  i  73  i ,  having  published 
several  things  for  the  assistance  of 
youth  :  as  "  Synopsis  Graecas  Lin- 
guae ;"  "  Ovid's  Fasti,"  from  the 
Dauphin  edition,  vith  an  English 
interpretation  and  notes;  and  "  The 
Pantheon,  or,  History  of  the  Hea- 

i  then  Gods." 

TORRENTIUS  (JOHN)  a  very 
fine  but  immoral  painter,  of  Am- 
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sterdam,  died  1640.  His  obscene 
pictures  were  burned  by  the  hand:, 
of  the  common  hangman. 

TORRICELLI(EVANGELISTE) 
an  illustrious  mathematician  and 
philosopher  of  Italy,  born  1608, 
died  1647. 

TOURNEFORT  (JOSEPH  PIT- 
TON  DE)  a  famous  French  botanist 
and  natural  historian,  born  1656, 
tlied  1708,  having  traversed  a  great 
part  of  ihe  globe,  and  published  the 
result  in  '•  Relation  d'un  Voyage  du 
Levant,  con-.enant  1'Histoire  Anci- 
cnrie  &  Moderne  de  Pluiicurs  Isles 
d'Archipel,  de  Constantinople,  Si;." 
a  work  which  comprises  not  only 
discoveries  in  botany,  but  other 
curious  particulars  reljting  to  his- 
tory, geography,  and  natural  phi- 
lobophy. 

TUU'ERS  (Dr.  JOSEPH)  an 
eminent  English  dissenting  minister, 
and  able  writer  in  the  various  depart- 
ments of  theology,  <:ruiciim ,  biogra 
phy,  politics,  and  lavv,washoriu  737  , 
anci  became  pastor  of  the  congrega- 
tions of  Highgate  and  Newington- 
Green.  As  an  author  his  productions 
are  very  numerous,  display  great 
accuracy  of  judgment,  a  clear  and 
forcible  style,  and  a  manner  ear- 
nest, popular,  and  interesting.  He 
assisted  Dr.  Kippis  in  the  new  edi- 
tion of  the  "  Biographia  Britanni 
ca,"  writtng  all  the  articles  sign 
td  T.  He  also  wrote  "  Memoirs 
of  Frederick  111.  king  of  Prussia,' 
2  vols.  8vo.  1788;  and  his  other 
tra&s  were  reprinted  in  3  vols.  8vo. 
1796.  Dr.  Towers  (of  whom  far- 
ther particulars,  with  a  complete 
list  of  his  works,  may  be  seen  in  a 
funeral  sermon  preached  over  his 
body,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lindsay) 
was  born  at  Sherborne  in  Dorset- 
shire, and  died  May  20,  1799.  He 
has  left  a  son,  who  at  a  very  ear!) 
age  published  "  illustrations  o( 
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Prophecy,"  in  2  vols.  8vo,  which 
evince  much  close  reading  and  ob« 
servation,  and  include  many  weighty 
arguments  in  favourof  the  authen- 
(i.ity  of  scripture  prophecy. 

TRAJAN,  a  Roman  emperor, 
celebrated  in  history  for  his  mild 
and  equitable  government,  and  for 
his  \alour  in  the  field.  His  cruelty 
to  the  Jews  is  the  only  stain  on  the 
lustre  of  his  reputation.  lie  was 
born  A.  D.  52,  and  died  117. 

TRALL1AN  (ALEXANDER)  a 
celebrated  Greek  writer  on  physic, 
flourished  about  5^0.  Dr.  Freiml 
styles  him  one  of  the  most  valuable 
authors  since  Hippocrates. 

TRAFEZUNTJUS  (GEORGI- 
US)  of  Crete,  a  Greek  and  Latin 
critic  and  commentator,  born  1396, 
died  I'tc-j. 

TRAPP  (JOSEPH)  an  English 
divine  and  poet,  born  1672,  died. 
1747.  liis  most  considerable  work 
was  a  translation,  in  blank  verse, 
of  the  /fcncid  of  "  Virgil,"  which 
however  manifested  the  critic's  judg- 
ment, without  the  poet's  fire.  Trapp 
has  SUK  k  close  to  Virgil  in  every 
line  ;  has  expressed,  indeed,  the 
design,  the  charade-is,  contexture, 
and  moral  of  his  poem  ;  in  short, 
has  given  Virgil's  account  of  the 
actions.  Drycicn,  on  the  contrary, 
not  only  conveyed  the  general  ideas 
of  his  author,  but  conveyed  them 
with  the  same  majesty  and  fire,  and 
has  led  us  through  every  battle  with 
fear  and  trembling,  has  soothed  us 
in  the  tender  scents,  and  enchanted 
us  with  the  flowers  of  poctiy. 
Virgil,  contemplated  through  the 
medium  of  Trapp,  appears  a;i  ac- 
curate writer,  and  the  "  vEneid"  a 
well  conducted  fable  ;  but,  discern- 
ed in  Dryd^n's  page,  he  glows  as 
with  fire  from  heaven,  and  tl.e 
"  ;£neid"  is  a  continued  series  of 
whatever  is  great,  elegant,  pathetic* 
M  ui  2 
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and  fhblime.  Mr.Trapp  wrote  also 
a  tragedy,  called,  "  Ahramule,  or, 
love  arid  Empire,"  afted  in  1704, 
the  language  cf  which  is  generally 
either  prosaic  or  bombast;  but  the 
incidents  are  so  aflefHng,  and  the 
plot  so  interesting,  that  it  has  been 
generally  performed  with  applause. 
Lastly,  he  tramlated  "  Milton's  Pa- 
rzdise  Los,"  into  Latin  verse,  but 
with  very  little  success. 

TRENCHARD  (JOHN)  an  il- 
lustrioi-.s  English  patriot  and  politi- 
cal writer,  born  1669,  died  1723. 
He  was  chiefly  celebrated  as  a  wri 
ter  by  his  contributions  (in  con- 
ji:nflio:i  with  Mr.  Thomas  Gordon) 
to  "  Cato's  Letters,  or  Essays  on 
Liberty  Civil  or  Religious,  and 
oiher  important  Subjects." 

TR1SSINO  (JOHN  GEORGE) 
an  eminent  Italian  poet,  born  1478, 
died  i'5$o.  His  grand  performance 
is,  "  La  Italia  liberata  da  Gotti," 
&c.  "  Italy  delivered  from  the  Goths 
by  Belisarius,  under  the  empire  of 
Justinian."  He  was  the  first  modern 
in  Europe  who  attempted  an  epic 
potm  in  a  vulgar  tongue  and  in 
blank  verse. 

TRYFHIODORUS,  an  ancient 
Greek  poet,  of  whom  remains  a 
poem  of  about  700  lines,  intitlcd 
*«  Hie  Alosis,"  or,  "  The  Destruc- 
tion of  Troy." 

TUCKER  (ABRAHAM)  a  cu- 
rious and  original  thinker,  and  au 
thor  of  "  The  Light  of  Nature  pur- 
sued," 9  vols.  8vo.  usually  kno>vn 
under  the  assumed  name  of  "  Ed- 
Ward  Searrh,  Esq."  He  died  177,5. 
TUDELA  (BENJAMIN  OF)  a 
celebrated  rabbi  of  the  i  ath  century, 
and  author  of  "  Travels  through 
Europe,  Asia,  and  Africa,"  fre- 
quently quoted  by  the  most  cele- 
brated orientalists,  but  abounding  in 
misrepresentations  and  absurdities. 
They  were  translated  from  the  He- 
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brew  into  French  by  Barratier  in 
1734,  and  an  English  translation 
was  published  in  1783,  with  a  dis- 
sertjtion  attempting  to  prove  that 
the  author  never  left  his  native 
country  (Spain),  but  published  such 
accounts  as  he  could  collecl,  in  or- 
der to  magnify  the  power  of  the 
Jews,  and  to  lead  them  to  expect 
that  the  Messiah  was  yet  to  come. 

Tl'LL  (JETHRO)'  inventor  of 
the  drill  plough,  and  the  first  Eng- 
lishman, perhaps  the  first  writer  an- 
cient or  modern,  who  attempted 
with  any  tolerable  degree  of  success 
to  reduce  agriculture  to  certain  and 
uniform  principles,  died  1741.  His 
thief  publication  is  "  An  Essay  on 
Horse -hoeing  Husbandry,  1733," 
folio;  a  work  of  so  much  reputation, 
that  it  was  translated  into  French  by 
Mr.  du  Hainel. 

TULLUS  (HOSTILIUS)  the 
third  king  of  ancient  Rome,  a  re- 
nowned warrior,  who  \vas  destroy- 
ed, with  his  whole  family,  by  a 
fire  pretended  to  come  from  heaven, 
but  in  reality  the  effetls  of  a  con- 
spiracy of  Ancus  Martius,  his  suc- 
cessor, 6  jo  B.  C. 

TURENNE  (HENRY  DE  LA 
TOUR,  VISCOUNT)  a  renowned 
marih.il  of  France  under  Louis  XIV. 
born  1611,  killed  at  Saltzbach 
167.5. 

TYE  (CHRISTOPHER)  a  cele- 
brated composer  of  church  music  in 
the  i6th  century. 

TYERS  (THOMAS)  a  political 
and  miscellaneous  writer,  who 
among  other  thing-;  published  a 
series  of  "  Political  Conferences," 
which  are  very  highly  esteemed. 
He  was  for  many  years  proprietor 
ofVauxh.il!  Gardens,and  died  1787, 
aged  6 i . 

TYNDALE  (WILLIAM)  a  most 
zealous  English  reformer,  memo- 
rable for  having  made  the  first  Eng« 
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lifh  version  of  the  Bible.  Being 
persecuted  in  England  for  this  work, 
lie  fled  to  Germany,  and  afierwards 
to  Antwerp,  where,  through  the 
private  machinations  of  the  English 
clergy,  who  sent  over  informations 
against  him,  he  was  condemned, 
and  suffered  death  as  a  heretic,  in 
1536,  being  first  strangled  by  the 
hands  or  the  common  hangman,  and 
then  burned.  \Vinle  he  was  tying 
to  the  stake,  he  cried  with  a  fervent 
and  !oud  voice,  "  Lord,  open  the 
king  of  England's  eyes!"  His  stoty 
is  toltl  at  large  in  "  fox's  Book  of 
Martyrs." 

TYRRANNIOX  of  Pontus,  a  ce 
lebrated  grammar  ian  and  critic,  who 
conn  ibuted  very  much  to  the  preser- 
vation of  Aris'.ot'.e's  works,  nourish- 
ed about  50  B.C. 

TYRT^EUS,  an  ancient  Greek 
poet,  wha  flourished  about  607  B.C. 
His  story  is  one  of  the  finest  of  an- 
tiquity ;  and  the  glorious  success  of 
his  verses  has  advanced  his  name  to 
the  rank  of  the  greatest  heroes,  as 
\vell  as  the  noblest  poets.  The  La- 
cedaemonians, having  blocked  up 
Messene,  a  revolted  city  of  Pelo- 
ponnesus, many  years,  and  sworn 
to  carry  the  town  or  die  before  it, 
by  advice  of  the  Pythian  Oracle  ap- 
plied to  the  Athenians  for  a  general. 
The  Athenians  sent  them  TyrLaeus, 
perhaps  in  ridicule;  for.  besides  his 
occupation  (that  of  a  schoolmaster) 
utterly  remote  from  military  affairs, 
he  is  reported  to  have  been  short 
and  very  deformed,  blind  of  one 
eye,  and  lame  into  the  bargain. 
Nevertheless,  he  so  ravished  the 
soldiers  by  the  animating  powers  of 
his  verse,  that,  though  they  had 
made  themselves  sure,  of  falling  in 
the  encounter,  they  yet  carried  the 
victory,  and  won  the  town.  The 
\vorksof  Tyrtasus  were,  "  The  Po- 
lity of  the  Lacedaemonians;"  "  My- 
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ral  Precepts"  in  elegiac  verse  ;  and 
five  books  of  "  War-Versss,"  some 
fragments  of  which  still  remain,  and 
have  been  published  with  tliose  of 
the  minor  Greek  poets. 

TYliiniITT  (THOMAS)  a  cele- 
brated ciitic  and  antiquary,  born  in 
1730,  received  his  education  at 
Queen's  Coll.  Oxon.  He  was  au- 
thor and  editor  of  several  learned 
wo;ks,  among  which  is  an  excel- 
lent edition  of  the  "  Poetic  of 
Aristotle  ;''  but  it  is  to  his  admi- 
rable edition  of  the  "  Canterbury 
Tales  of  Chaucer,"  that  he  owes  the 
great  reputation  he  has  so  justly 
obtained.  He  was  also  one  of  the 
many  commentators  on  Shakespeare, 
and  was  much  engaged  in  the  Chal- 
tc'rtonian  controversy,  published  an 
edition  of  the  celebrated  "  Rowle- 
ian  Poems"  in  8vo.  1777,  and  in 
the  year  following  an  appendix 
endeavouring  to  prove  them  the  for- 
geries of  Chatterton.  Mr.  Tyrwhitt 
was  many  years  clerk  of  the  House 
of  Commons,  and  died  in  1786. 

TYTLER  (H'lLLlAM)  a  Scottish 
writer   on   various   subjcfis  of  the 
belles  lettres:   those  best  deserving 
notice  are  "  The  Poetical  Remains 
of  James    I."  to    which  a  very  cu- 
rious dissertation  is  prefixed,  form- 
ing an  important  part  of  the  literary 
!  history  of   Europe;    "A  Di'sett?,- 
tion  on  Scottish  Music,"  prefixed  to 
1  Annet's  History  of  Edinburgh  ;  and 
'  an    able     "  Vindication    of    Mury 
!  Queen  of  Scots."     Mr.  T\  tier  was 
,  ir-v.rn  at  Edinburgh   1711,  ana  died 
at  an  advanced  age. 

TZETZES  (JOHANNES)  a  cele- 
brated grammarian  of  Constanti- 
nople, who  died  about  the  did  of 
the  i  2ih  century.  He  wrote  "  Com- 
mentaries upon  Lycophron's  Alex- 
andria," "  Chi  Hades,"  a  most  cele- 
brated work,  abounding  with  politi- 
cal and  civil  knowledge,  "  Scholia 
M  in  3 
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rpon  Hesiod,""  Epigrams  and  other 
Poems,"  and  "  Pieces  upon  Gram- 
mar arid  Criticism." 

VAILLANT  (JOHN  FOY)  a:. 
antiquary  and  medallist,  to  whom 
France  was  indebted  for  the  science 
of  medals,  and  Lewis  XIV.  for  OIR 
half  of  his  cabinet,  born  1632,  died 
1706. 

VALERIANUS  (P1ERIUS)  an 
ingenious  Italian  philo.-opher  and 
critic,  born  1475,  died  1558. 

VALERIUS  MAXIMUS,  an  an- 
cient Latin  historian,   of  whom  re 
main'1  Libri  novem  Fattorum  Dic- 
torumque  Memorabiliam/'dedirated 
to  Tiberius  Caesar. 

VALESIUS  (HENRICUS)  or 
Henry  dc  Valois,  a  French  critic  of 
great  abilities  and  learning,  born 
1603,  published  an  edition  of  the 
ancient  ecclesiastical  historians, with 
valuable  note?,  as  he  did  also  of 
"  Ammianus  Marceilinus,"and  died 
1676. 

VALESlUS(ADRIAN}orAdrien 
de  Valois,  brother  of  Henry  Vale- 
sins,  and  a  very  learned  critic  and 
historian, born  at  Paris  i  607,  wrote 
an  elaborate  Latin  work,  entitled 
"  Gesta  Francorum,  seu  de  Rebus 
Francicis,"  in  3  vols.  folio,  from  the 
'year  254  to  7,52,  and  other  works, 
and  died  i  692. 

VALLA  (LAURENTIUS)  an 
Italian  critic  of  great  parts  and 
learning,  \vhoattacked\\ith  vigour 
the  baibarism  which  had  prevailed 
over  the  Latin  tongue  for  several 
ages  ;  arid  wrote  books  on  purpose 
to  col  left  the  elegancies  of  that  lan- 
guage, born  1415,  died  1465. 

VANBRUGH  (SIR  JOHN)  an 
excellent  English  dramatist,  author 
often  comic  performances  of  match- 
less wit,  but,  for  the  most  part,  too 
highly  tinctured  with  the  licentious 
manners  of  the  age,  verifying  the 
Observation  of  Pope,  that 
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"  Van  wants  grace,  who  ne/er  want- 
ed wit." 

His  comedy  of  "  JLsop,"  however, 
contains  much  general  satire  and 
useful  morality.  He  lived  esteemed 
by  all  his  acquaintance,  and  died 
(1726)  without  leaving  one  enemy 
to  reproach  his  memory. 

VANCOUVER  (GEORGE}  a  cap. 
tain  in  the  English  navy,  who  per- 
formed a  "  Voyage  of  Discovery 
to  the  North  Pacific  Ocean,  and 
round  the  World,"  in  the  years 
1790 — 1795,  with  a  view  to  as- 
certain the  existence  of  any  na- 
vigable communication  between  the 
North  Pacific  and  North  Atlantic 
Oceans.  Of  this  work  an  account 
has  been  published,  in  3  vols  410. 
with  engravings,  which  was  nearly 
ready  for  publication  when  the  au- 
thor  died,  May  10,  1798. 

VANDALE  (ANTHONY)  a 
learned  Dutch  critic,  born  1638, 
died  1708.  Of  his  works,  which 
arc  in  Latin,  we  have  •'  A  Treatise 
upon  the  Heathen  Oracles,"  which 
he  shews  to  have  been  the  impos- 
tures of  priests,  and  "  A  Treatise 
upon  the  Origin  and  Progie>s  of 
Idolatry  ;"  to  which  are  subjoined 
»evcral  dissertations  upon  impor- 
tant jnhjefts. 

VANDER.  LINDEN  (JOHN 
ANTON  IDES)  a  learned  professor 
of  physic  at  Leyden,  born  1546, 
died  16 1  j,  having  written  many 
medical  hooks,  and  one  "  De  Scrip- 
tis  Mcdicis,"  being  a  catalogue  of 
books  upon  physic.  He  also  left 
good  editions  of  "  Celsus"  and 
"  Hippocrates." 

VANDERMEEREN  (JOHN)  a 
Dutch  landscape  painter,  who  ex- 
celled in  battles  and  sea-pieces,  died 
1690, aged  63. 

VANDER VELDE  (ADRIAN)  a 
Dutch  history  and  landscape  painter, 
born  1639,  diet]  16;  a. 
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VANDERVELDE  (WILLIAM) 
an  eminent  Duuh  painter,  who  ex- 
celled in  sea-pieces,  born  1633, 
died  1707. 

VAND£RW£RF(ADRIAN)  an 
eminent  Dutch  history  and  portrait 
painter,  bom  1659,  died  1727. 

V  AN  D!EST(  ADRIAN)  a  Dutch 
landscape  painter,  settled  in  Eng- 
lar.d  in  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  died 
1704,  aged  49. 

VANDYCK.  (SIR  ANTHONY)  a 
most  illustrious  historical  and  por- 
trait painter,  born  at  Antwerp 
1509,  and  trained  under  the  no  less 
illustrious  Rubens.  He  travelled 
much,  but  nourished  chiefly  in  Eng- 
land, in  the  service  of  Charles  I. 
who  conceived  a  marvellous  esteem 
for  his  works,  honoured  him  with 
knighthood,  presented  him  with 
his  own  pi&ure  set  round  with 
diamonds,  assigned  him  a  con- 
siderable pension,  sat  very  often 
to  him  for  his  portrait,  and  was 
followed  by  most  of  the  nobility 
and  gentry  of  the  kingdom.  He 
died  1641. 

VANE  (SIR  HENRY,  KNT.)  a 
famous  English  statesman,  political 
and  thfotogral  writer,  born  1612, 
beheaded  en  a  charge  of  treason 
1662. 

VAN-EYCK(JOHN)  called  John 
of  Bruges,  a  Flemish  painter,  and 
inventor  of  the  art  of  mixing  co- 
lours with  oil,  flourished  in  the 
15th  century. 

VAN-HUYSUM(JOHN)a  Dutch 
painter  of  great  name  for  land- 
scapes, flowers,  and  fruit  pieces, 
born  1682,  died  1740. 

VANIERE  (JAMES)  a  French 
Jesuit,  and  famous  Latin  poet,  born 
1664,  died  1739.  His  principal 
works  are,  "  Pra:dium  Rusticum," 
and  a  "  Poetical  Dictionary." 

VANINI(LUCILIO)  a  most  de- 
termined atheist  of  Italy,  born  1 585. 
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Infusing  his  impious  notions  into 
the  minds  of  his  scholars,  whom 
he  taught  physic,  philosophy,  and 
divinity,  he  was  condemned  to  be 
burnt  to  dca:h,  which,  sentence  was 
executed  at  Toulouse,  1619,  Va- 
nini  laughed  at  every  thing  sacied, 
abominated  the  incarnation  cf  our 
Saviour,  denied  the  being  of  a  God, 
ascribing  all  things  to  chance,  and 
adored  Nature  as  the  cause  of  all 
beings. 

VAN  LOO  (JOHN  BAPTIST)  a 
French  history  and  portrait  painter, 
born  1684,  died  1745. 

VANMANDER  (CHARLES)  a 

j  Flemish  history  and  landscape  pain- 
ter, born  1548,  died  1606. 

VAN  NIL'S  or  VAN  XI  (FRAN- 
CISCO)  an  Italian  history  painter, 

!  born  1563,  died  1610. 

VAN  OBSTAL  (GERARD)  an 
eminent  Flemish  sculptor,  died 
i  6<)8,  aged  7  3. 

VAN  OORT(ADAM)aFIemish 
history  and  portrait  painter,  born 

'  1557,  died  1641.

VAN  OR  LAY  (BERNARD)  an 
eminent  Flemish  history  and  land-

VAN  OOSTADli( ADRIAN) an 
eminent  German  painter,  who  ex- 
celled in  painting  rural  sports,  born 
j6  10,  died  1685. 

VARENIUS  (BERNARDO)  an 
eminent  Dutch  geographer,  author 
of"  Geographia  Universalis,"  trans- 
lated into  English  by  Sir  Isaac  New- 
ton, died  1660. 

VARILLAS  (ANTOINE)  a 
French  historical  and  political 
writer, born  1624,  died  1696.  He 
published  a  "  History  of  France," 
comprising  a  period  of  176  years, 
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under  nine  different  reigns,  begin- 
ning with  Lewis  XI.  and  emii.'ii: 
•with  Henry  III.  "  Les  Anecdotes 
de  Florenre,  ou  1'Histoire  Secrette 
de  la  Maison  de  Mcdicis,"  and, 
"  Histoire  des  Revolutions  arrives 
en  Europe  en  Matiere  de  Religion.' 
He  is,  however,  better  known  th:ui 
esteemed,  being  found  in  many  in 
Stances  not  only  inaccurate,  but  un- 
worthy of  credit. 

VARRO  (MARCUS  TEREN- 

TIUS)  usually  stilc-d  the  most  learn- 
ed of  the  Romans,  was  born  in 
the  year  of  Rome  638  ;  that  is, 
about  28  before  Christ.  In  the 
civil  wars,  he  was  zealously  at- 
tached to  Pompsy  ;  but,  after  his 
defeat,  soon  submitted  to  C;e:;ir, 
\vho  was  reconciled  to  him.  From 
thence  he  applied  his  whole-  time 
to  letters,  and  had  the  charge  of 
the  Greek  and  Latin  libraries  at 
Rome.  He  was  80  years  of  age 
when  he  wrote  his  3  books  ';  De 
Re  Rustics,"  which  are  still  extant. 
Fu  e  of  his  books  "  De  Lingua  La- 
tina,"  which  he  addressed  to  Cice- 
ro, are  also  extant.  There  re- 
main two  divers  fiagments  of  his 
works,  paitif nlarly  of  his  "  Me- 
nippean  Satires,''  which  are  med- 
leys of  prose  and  verse  ;  f.rd  Sealiger 
has  collected  some  of  his  epigrams 
from  among  the  "  Catalctiu  Vir- 
gilii." 

VASA.     SeeGUSTAVUS. 

VASARI  (GEORGIO)  a  Flo- 
rentine historical  and  portrait  pain- 
tfr,  and  eminent  for  his  skill  in 
architecture,  born  1514, died  1578. 
He  was  a  writer  as  well  as  painter, 
and  published  "  A  histoiy  of  the 
Lives  of  the  most  excellent  Painters, 
Sculptois,  and  Architects, "  fiom 
1300  to  1,570,  which  is  said  to  be 
written  with  great  veracity  and 
judgmtnt  :  though  some  have 
i-iiaiged  him  wuh  flattering  the 
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masters  then  living,  and  with  par- 
tiality to  those  of  his  own  coun- 
try. 

VATER  (ABRAHAM)  an  emi- 
nent German  physician  and  ana- 
tomist, famous  for  his  anatomica-1 
preparations,  which  form  a  curious 
cabinet  at  vVirtemburgli,  and  a 
description  of  which  is  published, 
under  the  title  of  "  Vateri  Muis.im. 
Ana toimcuinpropri urn, "born  1 68-1, 
died  i  75  i. 

VAUBAN  (SEBASTIAN  LE 
PRESTRE)  a  famous  French  en- 
gineer who  wrote  a  "  Treatise  on 
Fortification,"  and  died  1707. 

VAUGELAS(CLAUDE  FAVRE 

DE)    a  most  accurate  and  elegant 

French  wi  iter  and  critic,  born  i  585, 

died  26.50,      He  was  author  of  two 

very    important  woik.s,    "    Rcmar- 

i  qucs    sur    la  Lan^i'.e  Francoisc,"    a 

'  master- piece  of   elegance    and  soli« 

;  dity,   and  "  Ouint-Curce  de  la  vie 

I  &  dcs  actions  d'Aicxandre  Ic  Grand. 

traduit  du  Latin,"    which  appeared 

in  i  646,  and  was  the  first  good  book

I  .WGH.iN  (SIR  JOHN)  lord 
chief  justice  of  the  Common  Pleas 
in  the  reign  of  Charles  11.  and  au- 
thor of  a  set  of  law  "  Reports"thet 
were  published  by  his  son  after  his 
death,  which  happened  1674. 

I'AL'X  (NICHOLAS,  LORD}  au- 
th*r  of  a  poem  entitled  ''  The  Pa- 
radise of  Dainty  Devices,"  died 
1.522. 

VAYER.  See  MOTHE  LE  VA- 
YER. 

VEGA  (LOPEZ  DE)  a  Spanish 
dramatic  poet  of  incredible  fertility 
of  genius,  born  1562,  died  1635. 

VEGETIUS  (FLAVIUS  RENA- 
TUS)  a  Roman  general,  flourished 
in  the  4th  century  under  the  reign 
of  Valentinian,  to  whom  he  dedi- 
cated a  work,  entitled  "  Epitome 
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Jnstitutorum  Rei  Militari,"  a  com- 
pilation  from  many  authors;  the 
subject  treated  with  much  method 
and  exactness,  and  the  Latiniiy  ex- 
ceedingly pure. 

VELLEiUS.  See  PATERCU- 
LTJS. 

VENETIAN©  (DOMTNICO)  a 
Venetian  historical  painter,  and  in- 
troducerof  painting  in  oil  colours  in- 
to Italy.  The  art  was  communicated 
to  him  alone,  by  John  Van  Eyck, 
of  Bruges,  the  inventor  ;  but  it 
proved  iatal  to  him,  for  having  im- 
parted it  to  Andrea  eel  Castagno, 
he  treacherously  assassinated  him  at 
Florence  (to  preserve  the  secret  to 
himself)  in  1476. 

VENERONI,  an  Italian  gram- 
marian and  lexicographer  of  the 
17th  century.  His  dictionary  and 
grammar  of  that  language  were  ap- 
proved by  the  famous  Academy 
Ilella  Crusca,  and  are  justly  held  in 
the  highest  repute. 

VERE  (SIR  FRANCIS)  a  re- 
nowned English  general  under 
Queen  Elizabeth,  who  defended 
Ostend  for  the  Dutch  with  1700 
men  against  the  Spanish  army  of 
12,000,  commanded  by  Albert 
Archduke  of  Austria,  whom  he 
obliged  to  raise  the  siege  in  March 
1602,  after  having  been  8  months 
before  the  place.  He  was  born 
1554,  and  died  1608. 

VERELST  (SIMON)  a  Flemish 
painter  who  excelled  in  flower  pieces 
and  fruits.  He  settled  in  England, 
and  died  1710. 

VERGIL  (POLYDORE)  an  Ita- 
lian priest,  who  settled  in  England, 
and  published  "  A  Collection  ci 
Proverbs, "in  Latin,  entitled,  "Ada- 
gia;"  a  "  History  of  England,"  of 
no  good  authority  ;  a  treatise  "  Of 
Prodigies,"  and  wrote  "  De  Rerum 
Jnventoribu*,"  died  1555- 

VERMEYEN  (JOHN  CORNE- 
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L1US)  a  Dutch  histoiical  and  por- 
trait painter,  who  attended  the  em- 
peror Charles  V.  and  drew  his  en- 
campments, sieges,  ami  battles,  on 
the  spot,  frcm  which  designs  the 
famous  tapestries  in  the  Escurial  at 
Madrid  were  made. 

VERNET  (  )  a  most  emi- 

nent marine  painter,  of  France,  born 
1708,  died  :  789. 

VERNON  (EDWARD)  a  re- 
nownedEnglish  admiral,  born  1674, 

died  1757- 

VLRROCKIO  (ANDREA)  a 
Florentine  sculptor  and  painter,  the 
tirst  %vho  found  outthe  art  of  taking 
and  preserving  the  likeness  of  the 
face  by  moulding  off  the  features  in 
plaster  of  Paris,  born  1-132,  died 
1488. 

VERSCHL'RE  (HENRY)  a 
Dutch  historical  and  landscape 
painter,  born  1627,  died  1690. 

fERSTEGAN  (RICHARD}  a 
writer  on  English  antiquities  and 
the  etymology  of  old  English  words, 
flourished  about  1600.  Verstegan 
also  printed  at  Antwerp  a  small 
volume  of  religious  poems  still  ex- 
tant. 

YERTOT(RENEAUBERTDE) 
an  agreeable  and  elegant  French 
historical  writer,  burn  1655,  pub- 
lished, at  different  times,  "  The 
Revolutions  of  Portugal,"  "  of  Swe- 
den," and  "  of  Rome,"  "  The  His- 
tory  of  the  Order  of  Malta,"  and 
some  other  pieces,  which  are  very 
highly  esteemed.  He  died  1735. 

VERTUE  '.GEORGE)  a  celebra- 
ted English  engraver  and  antiquary, 
born  1684,  died  1756- 

VESAL1US  (ANDREAS)  a  ce- 
lebrated Flemish  anatomist  and  phy- 
sician, born  1514,  died  1564. 

VICTOR  (SEX.TUS  AURELIUS) 
a  Roman  historian  who  flourished 
under  the  emperors  Constantius  and 
Julian,  and  wrote  two  works,  one 
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"  De  Viris  Illustribus  Urbis  Romae," 
the  other  "  De  Caesaribus,"  which 
make  together  an  abridged  history 
of  Rome,  from  its  foundation  to 
the  reign  of  Julian. 

VICTOR' (BENJAMIN)  a  dra- 
matic writer,  and  author  of  "  A 
Hisiory  of  the  Stage,"  died  1779. 

V1CTOR1US  (PETER)  a  very 
learned  Florentine,  whose  life  was 
spent  in  correcting  and  explaining 
the  Greek  and  Latin  writer,  of  an- 
tiquity, there  being  few  but  are  in- 
debted more  or  less  to  his  critical 
acumen:  but  his  edition  of  "Ci- 
cero" was  his  capital  work.  He 
was  born  1499,  and  died  1585. 

VIDA  (MARCUS  H1ERONY- 
MUS)  of  Cremona,  an  illustrious 
Latin  poet,  born  1470,  died  1566. 

VILLARS  (LOUIS  HECTOR) 
duke  of,  marshal  of  France,  and  one 
of  the  greatest  general*  of  his  time, 
under  Louis  XIV.  and  XV.  born 
l653»  died  1792. 

ULLENEVVE  (GABRIELLA 
SUSANNAH  BARBUT  DE)  a  cele- 
brated French  writer,  who  publish- 
ed 12  volumes  of  novels  umier  dif- 
ferent titles,  an.i  died  at  Paris,  Dec. 

'7.55 

VJLLIERS  (GEORGE)  duke  of 
Buckingham,  a  great  statesman,  arid 
memorable  in  English  story  for 
having  been  the  favourite  of  two 
-kings.  He  was  born  159.  .  and  as- 
sassinated  by  Felton  if. 

VILL1ERS  (GEORGE;  duke  of 
Buckingham,  son  or  the  former, 
and  a  very  distinguished  statesman, 
poet,  and  dramatic  writer,  born 
iC'27;died  1688.  His  morals  were 
bad,  and  as  he  lived  a  profligate  he 
died  a  beggar;  as  he  had  raised  no 
friend  in  his  life,  he  found  none  to 
lament  him  at  his  death.  As  a 
writer,  however,  he  stands  in  a 
quite  different  point  of  view  ;  there 
we  see  the  wit,  and  forget  the  liber- 
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•  tine;  but  what  will  immortalize 
his  memory  while  our  language 
shall  be  understood,  or  true  wit 
relished,  is  his  celebrated  comedy 
of  "  The  Rehearsal."— See  Pope's 
Epistle  to  lord  Bathur,=.t,  v.  -297. 

VINCI  (LEONARDO  DA)  an 
iliustriouslt:tlian  painter,  born  1445. 
He  composed  a  great  number  of 
discourse'  upon  several  curious  sub- 
ject^ none  of  which,  however,  were 
published  but  a  "  Treatise  of  the 
Art  of  Painting."  He  died  1520, 
at  Fontainbleau,  in  the  arms  of 
Francis  I. 

VINER  (CHARLES)  an  emi- 
nent English  law  writer,  died  1757. 
VIRGIL,  in  Latin  Publius  Vir- 
gilius  Maro,  the  most  excellent  of 
all  the  ancient  Roman  poets,  was 
born  U.C.  684,  in  the  consulship 
of  Pompey  and  Crassus,at  a  village 
called  Andes,  not  far  from  Mantua, 
and  died  at  Bmndisuim  in  the  ^zd 
year  of  his  age.  His  bones  were 
carried  to  Naples,  according  to  his 
earnest  request,  and  a  monument 
was  ereftcd  at  a  small  distance  from 
the  city,  which  is  still  an  objeft  of 
curiosity  to  travellers.  The  inha- 
bitants of  Napks  gave  him  the 
n^me  of  Partlienias,  on  account  of 
the  purity  of  his  words  and  man- 
ners. He  was  so  very  bashful,  that 
he  frequently  ran  into  the  shops  to 
prt\  ent  bein^  gazed  at  in  the  streets; 
yet  so  honoured  by  the  Roman  peo- 
ple, that  once  coming  into  the 
theatre,  the  whole  audience  rose, 

j  out  of  rc?ptft  to  him.  With  re- 
gard to  the  charafleristica!  differ- 
ence between  Virgil  and  Homer,  so 
much  disputed,  it  may  with  truth 
be  affirmed,  that  the  former  excel- 
led all  marikmd  in  judgment,  and 
the  latter  in  invention.  "  Me- 
thinks  the  t'.vo  poets,"  says  Mr. 
Pope,  "  resemble  the  heroes  they 

celebrate.       Homer,  boundless  and 
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irresistible  as  Achilles,  bears  all  be- 
fore him,  and  shines  more  and  more 
as    the    tumult   increases :     Virgil, 
calmly  daring  like  j£neas,  appears 
undisturbed  in  the  midst  of  the  ac- 
tion, disposes  all   about   him,    and 
conquers     with    tranquillity.      Or, 
•when  we  look  on  their   machines, 
Homer  seems  like  his  own  Jupiter 
in   his  terrors,    shaking    Olympus, 
scattering  the  lightnings,  and  firing 
the  heavens:    Virgil,  like  the  same 
power  in  his  benevolence,  counsel- 
ling with  the  gods,  laying  plans  for 
empires,  and  regularly  ordering  his 
whole  creation."     The  genuine  and 
undisputed  works  of  this    poet  are 
ten"  Eclogues,  or  Bucolics,"  four 
books    of    "    Georgics,"    and    the 
"  ^neid"  in  twelve  books.     Of  the 
latter  work,  we  are  told,  that  Virgil 
read  the  sixth  book  to  the  emperor 
Augustus   before   the   whole  poem 
xvas  finished,  when    Oftavia,    who 
had  just  lost  her  son  Marcellus,  the 
darling  of  Rome,  and  adopted  son 
of  Augustus,  made  one  of  the  au- 
dience.      Virgil    had    artfully    in- 
serted   that   beautiful    lamentation 
for  the  death  of  young  Marcellus, 
beginning  with — "  O  nate,  ingen- 
tem  luftum  ne  quaere  tuorum:"  but 
suppressed  his  name  till  he  came  to 
the   line— "  Tu    Marcellus    eris  :" 
upon  hearing  which  Oclavia  could 
bear  no  more,    but  fainted  away, 
overcome    with  surprise    and   sor- 
jow.       When  she  recovered,,  she 
made   the    poet    a    present  of    10 
sesterces    for    every    line,     which 
amounted  in    the  whole  to  above 
2000!. 

VITRUVIUS  (MARCUS  VI- 
TRUVIUS  POLLIO)  a  Roman  ar- 
«hite£r,  whose  name  is  immorta- 
lized by  10  books  "  ds  Architec- 
tura,"  still  extant.  He  flourished 
about  15  B.  C, 

VIVARfiS  (FRANCIS)  a  most 
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ingenious  and  celebrated  landscape- 
engraver,  though  originally  bretl  a 
staymaker,  died  November  1780. 
His  landscapes  are  perhaps  the 
finest  specimens  of  that  style  of 
engraving  which  the  art  has  exhi- 
bited. The  late  Mr.Woollet  was 
so  impressed  with  the  truth  and 
beauty  of  them,  that  he  had  al- 
ways one  of  them  placed  before 
him  while  he  was  at  work  :  and 
the  advice  given  by  a  celebrated 
painter  of  this  country  to  some 
young  man  who  wished  to  improve 
himself  in  drawing  landscapes,  was 
to  copy  with  diligence  and  accu- 
racy the  best  works  of  Mr.  Vivares. 
His  merit  was  not  sufficiently  ap- 
preciated till  his  death  ;  and  now 
his  works  have  found  that  place  in 
the  estimation  of  connoisseurs  which 
they  ever  merited. 

VOITURE  (VINCENT)  a  polite 
and  elegant  French  miscellaneous 
writer  and  poet,  born  1598,  died 
1648.  His  "Lettcrs"make  the  bulk 
of  his  works. 

VOLK.OF  (FEODOR)  a  most  ex- 
cellent actor,  the  Garrick  of  Russia, 
whose  talents  for  the  stage  were  as 
great  as  those  of  Sumorokof  for 
dramatic  composition,  born  1729^ 
died  1763. 

VOLTAIRE  (MARIE-FRAN- 
CIS AROUET  DE)  gentleman  of 
the  bedchamber  and  historiographer 
to  the  king  of  France,  a  most  cele- 
brated French  historian,  philoso- 
i  pher,  dramatic  writer,  and  epic 
poet,  born  1694,  died  1778.  In 
his  earliest  years  he  displayed  a 
ready  wit  and  a  sprightly  imagi- 
nation, and,  as  he  said  of  himself, 
made  verses  before  he  was  out  of 
his  cradle;  indeed,  such  was  the 
precocity  of  his  talents,  that  many 
of  his  essays  are  now  existing, 
which,  though  written  when  he  was 
between  in  and  14>  $hew  no  marks 
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oflnfancy.  lie  was  intended  for  the 
profession  of  the  law,  but  became 
soon  disgusted  with  the  dry  ness  of 
that  pursuit,  and  devoted  his  life  to 
the  service  of  the  muses.  His  trage- 
dies are  chefsd'xuvres  of  pathos  and 
dignity  ;  but  his  "  Letters  Philoso- 
phiqucs"  abound  in  bold  expres- 
ssons  and  indecent  witticisms  against 
religion.  The  "  Henriade"  is  a 
very  fine  epic  poem  ;  and  his"  His- 
tories" of  "  Charles  XII."  and  the 
"  Czar  Peter,"  are  models  of  his- 
toric composition.— Of  his  charac- 
ter the  following  is  a  brief  but  just 
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satllity  of  talents,  and  extent  of 
knowledge. 

VORSTIUS(CON'RADE)a  learn* 
ed  German  Protestant  divine  and 
polemic  writer,  born  1569,  died 
i  622. 

VORTIGERN,  a  renowned  Bri- 
tish chief,  who  for  his  valour  was, 
in  447,  on  the  Romans  quitting  this 
island,  elected  king  of  South  Bri- 
tain. He  was  however,  though 
brave,  a  careless  and  luxurious 
prince,  and,  being  threatened  by 
the  Scots  and  Pitls,  sent  to  the 
Saxons,  then  a  people  of  Germany,

fidcl  at  Berlin.  In  society,  he  was 
alternately  an  Aristippus  and  a  Di- 
ogenes. He  made  pleasure  the  ob- 
ject of  his  researches  ;  he  enjoyed  it, 


Hengist  and  Horsa,  who  shortly 
overthrew  the  confederate  army. 
After  which  the  Saxons  began  to 
pick  quarrels  with  the  Britons, 


and  made  it  the  objeft  of  his  praise;  which  broke  oat  into  wars,  and 
he  grew  weary  of  it,  and  turned  it  j  ended  at  last  in  the  utter  ruin  of 
into  ridicule;  he  had  sensibility  !  the  natives.  Vortigcrn,  after  this, 
without  affeftion,  was  voluptuous 


without  passions,  open  without  sin- 
cerity, and  liberal  without  gene- 
rosity; was  stedfast  to  nothing  by 
choice,  but  every  thing  by  irregu- 
lar starts  of  fancy.  His  life  was 
an  uncommon  and  perpetual  change 
from  greatness  to  meanness,  from 


committed  incest  with  his  own 
daughter,  for  which  he  was  expelled 
the  government,  but  he  afterwards 
recovered  himself,  and  married 
Rowena  the  daughter  of  Hengist, 
who,  in  consideration  of  the  mar- 
riage, got  the  whole  province  of 
Kent  into  his  power.  Hengist  took 


glory  to  contempt,  and   frequently  ihim  prisoner,   and  for    his  ransom 
has    he   combined    the   gravity    of 'obtained    further    those    provinces 

since  called  Essex,  Sussex,  and  Mid- 


Plato  with  the  legerdemain  of  Har- 
lequin !  Though  he  has  often  avail- 
ed himself  of  his  amazing  talents 
to  promote  the  cause  of  reason  and 
humanity,  to  inspire  princes  with 
toleration,  and  with  a  horror  for 
war;  yet  he  too  often  exerted  him- 
self  in  extending  the  principles  of 
irreligion  and  anarchy.  As  a  man 
of  letters,  however,  he  will  stand 
in  the  first  rank  with  posterity,  for 
brilliancy  of  imagination,  for  asto- 
nishing ease,  exquisite  taste,  ver- 


dlesex.  Thus  the  Saxons  crept  into 
authority  by  inches,  and  Vortigern, 
being  retired  to  a  castle  which  he 
had  built  in  Notth  Wales,  was  burnt 
there  (as  is  said)  by  fire  from  hea- 
ven, 484. 

VOSS1US  (JOHNGERARDUS) 
a  very  learned  professor  of  chrono- 
logy and  eloquence  at  Leyden,  and 
of  history  at  Amsterdam,  whose 
works  are  frequently  referred  to  as 
authorities,  particularly  the  follow- 
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ing  :  "  De  Historic!?  Graetis  :" 
"  De  Historicis  Latinis;"  and  "Ars 
Historica."  He  was  born  1,577, and 
died  1649. 

VOSSIUS  (ISAAC)  son  of  the 
preceding,  and  a  man  of  great  parts 
and  learning,  born  it5t8,  died 
•1689.  His  writings,  though  nu- 
merous, are  not  of  Ure  useful  kind, 
being  chiefly  speculative  and  criti- 
cal, nor  is  the  Latin  so  pure  as  his 
father's. 

VOSTERMAN,  a  famous  Dutch 
landscape  painter,  born  1643,  die  ! 


VOUET  (SIMON)  a  celebrated 
'French  historical  and  portrait  pain- 
ter, born  1582,  died  ifij  t. 

ULLOA  (DON  ANTONIO  DE) 
en  eminent  Spaniard,  born  1716, 
died  170/6.  Whenonly  18,  he  was 
associated  with  Don  Geo.  Juan  and 
M.  de  la  Condamine,  at  the  instance 
of  Louis  XV.  of  France,  and  under 
the  patronage  of  the  king  of  Spain, 
to  proceed  to  Quito,  in  South  Ame- 
rica, to  make  observations,  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  the  figure  ! 
of  the  earth :  they  continued  in 
America  until  1744,  when  Ulloa 
was  taken  prisoner  and  brought  to 
England,  where  he  was  eleQed 
F.R.  S.  He  returned  to  Spain  in 
1746,  was  again  sent  to  Ptru  in 
1 7  59, to  superintend  the  quicksilver 
mines,  and  was  for  some  time  go- 
vernor of  Louisiania. 

URCEUS  (ANTHONY  CO- 
DRUS)  a  most  learned  and  un- 
fortunate Italian,  born  1446,  was  a 
striking  instance  of  the  miseries 
men  bring  upon  themselves  by  set- 
ting their  affections  unreasonably 
on  trifles.— This  learned  man  lived 
at  Forli,  and  had  an  apartment  in 
the  palace.  His  room  was  so  very 
dark,  that  he  was  forced  to  use  a 
candle  in  the  day-time ;  and  one 
day,  going  abroad  without  putting

it  out,  his  library  was  set  OB  fire, 
and  some  papers  which  he  had  pic-., 
pared  for  the  pre<s  were  Ijtnncd, 
The  instant  he  was  informed  of 
this  ill  news,  he  was  arfefted  even 
to  madness.  He  ran  fuiiously  to 
'the  palace,  and,  stopping  at  the 
door  of  his  apartment,  he  cried 
aloud,"  Christ  Jesus!  what  mighty- 
crime  have  I  committed  !  whom  of 
your  followers  have  lever  ifijured, 
that  you  thus  rage  with  unexpiable 
hatred  against  me?"  Then  turn- 
|  ing  himself  to  an  image  of  the  Vir- 
!  gin  Mary  near  at  hand,  "  Virgin 
1  (says  he),  hear  what  I  have  to  s°y, 
for  I  speak  in  earnest,  and  with  a 
composed  spirit.  If  I  shall  happen 
to  address  you  in  my  dying  mo- 
ments, I  humbly  entreat  you  not  to 
hear  me,  nor  receive  me  into  hea- 
ven, for  I  am  determined  to  spend 
all  eternity  in  hell."  Those  who 
heard  these  blasphemous  expres. 
sions  endeavoured  to  comfort  him, 
but  all  to  no  purpose  ;  for,  the  so- 
ciety of  mankind  being  no  longer 
supportable  to  him,  he  left  the  cky, 
and  retired,  like  a  savage,  to  the 
deep  solitude  of  a  wood.  Some 
say  he  was  murdered  there  by  ruf- 
fians; others,  that  he  died  at  Bo- 
logna  in  1500,  after  much  con. 
trition  and  penitence.— His  works 
consist  of  speeches,  letters,  and 
poems. 

URSUS  (NICHOLAS  RAIMA. 
RUS)  a  very  famous  Danish  astro- 
nomical writer,  born  1550,  died 
1589. 

USHER  (JAMES)  archbishop  of 
Armagh  in  Ireland,  and  a  most  il- 
lustrious prelate  for  piety  and  learn- 
ing, born  1580,  died  1656.  His 
chief  work,  entitled  "  Annalcs  Ve- 
teris  et  Novi  Testament!,"  is  an  ex- 
cellent sacred  chronology,  in  which, 
the  greatest  e\  crus  of  profane  and 
sacred  history  are  reconciled.  It 
K  n 
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is  tr,:.;j-lated  into  English  in  i  vol. 
folio. 

\\  AGF.XSEIL  (JOHN  CHRIS- 
TOPHER)  a  very  learned  German 
polemical  writer,  born  1633,  died 
1706. 

\\  ARE  (DR.  WILL!  AM)  arch- 
bi*hop  of  Canterbury,  and  a  rrost 
celebrated  polemic  writer,  born 

1657.  t'-ifd  »737- 

H'JLKKR  i  ROBERT)  principal 
painter  to  Oliver  Cromwell,  died 
just  before  the  Restoration. 

WALLACE  (SIR  \V1I.UAM)  a 
galiant  general  of  the  Scots,  who 
endeavoured  to  rescue  his  country 
from  the  English  yoke  ;  but  being 
taken  prisoner,  he  was  unjustly  tried 
by  the  English  laws,  condemned, 
and  executed  as  a  traitor  to  Edward 
1.  king  of  England,  1304. 

WALLER  (EDMUND)  an  emi- 
nent English  pcet  and  political  wri- 
ter, memorable,  above  all,  for  his 
address  in  improving  and  refining 
the  English  tongue.  He  was  indeed 
the  parent  of  English  verse,  and  the 
first  who  shewed  us  that  our  language 
had  beauty  and  numbers  in  it;  for 
between  what  Spenser  wrote  last, 
and  Waller  first,  there  was  not 
much  above  20  years  distance;  yet 
"Waller's  language,  like  the  money 
of  that  time,  is  as  current  now  as 
ever;  while  Spenser's  words  are  like 
old  coins,  one  must  go  to  an  anti- 
quary to  understand  their  true  mean- 
ing and  value.  He  was  born  1605, 
and  died  1687. 

WrALLIS  (JOHN)  an  eminent 
English  mathematician,  born  1616, 
died  1703. 

WALPOLE(SIR  ROBERT)  earl 
of  Orford,  a  very  eminent  states- 
man and  political  writer,  born 
1674,  was  prime  minister  under 
George  Land  II.  and  enjoyed  pleni- 
tude of  power  from  172,510  1742. 
He  died  i  745. 
I 
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WAI.POLE  (HORATIO)  ear!  of 
Orford,  youngest  son  of  the  pre« 
ceding,  born  1717,  died  March 
1797.  ^e  v'as  author  of  nume- 
rous publications,  the  most  dis- 
tinguished of  which  are,  "  A  Ca- 
talogue of  Royal  and  Noble  Au- 
thors," 1758;  "  Anecdotes  of 
Painting  in  England,"  1762;  and 
"  A  Catalogue  ot  Engravers  of  Eng- 
land," 1763.  His  Lordship's  Works 
have  been  colleflcd  and  published 
in  5  vols.  410.  1798. 

WALSH  (WILLIAM)  an  Eng- 
lish  critic  and  poet,  born  1663, 
died  1708. 

WALS1NGI-JAM  (SIR  FRAN- 
CIS) a  great  statesman  in  the  reign 
of  queen  Elizabeth,  and  author  of 
an  excellent  treatise,  called  "  The 
Complete  Ambassador, "born  1500, 
died  i  500. 

WALTON  (BRIAN)  bishop  of 
Chester,  and  editor  of  the  Folyglott 
Bible  in  6  vols.  folio,  born  1000, 
died  1661. 

WALTON  (ISAAC)  author  of 
the  "  Complete  Angler,  or  Con- 
templative Man's  Recreation,"  and 
of  "  Lives  of  several  Eminent  Eng- 
lishmen," both  works  of  exquisite 
merit,  was  born  1593,  died  1683. 
His  Lives  were  those  of  Wotton, 
Donne,  Hooker,  and  Herbert ;  and 
an  improved  edition  of  them  has 
been  lately  published  by  Mr.Zouch. 
W  AN  LL\'(  NATHAN  ALL)  vicar 
of  Trinity-church  in  Coventry  about 
1660,  but  principally  known  by  a 
compilation  entitled  "  The  Won- 
ders of  the  Little  World." 

W7ARBURTON(WILLIAM)bi- 
shop  of  Gloucester,  a  very  eminent 
theological  writer,  critic,  and  con- 
troversialist, born  i6gb',died  1779. 
His  works  are  veiy  numerous  ;  but 
those  for  which  he  is  most  cele- 
brated are,  "  A  Critical  and  Philo- 
sophical Enquiry  into  ;he  Causes  of 
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Prodigies  and  Miracles,  as  related 
by  Historians;"  "  The  Alliance  be- 
tween Church  and  State  ;"  "  The 
Divine  Legation  of  Moses  demon- 
srrated,  on  the  Principles  of  a  re- 
ligious Deist,  from  the  omission  of 
the  doclrine  of  a  future  state  of  re- 
wards and  punishments  in  the  Jew- 
ish dispensation  ;"  "  A  Vindication 
of  Mr.  Pope's  Essay  on  Man;"  and 
editions  of"  Shakespeare,"  and  of 
•'  Pope's  Works,"  with  notes. 

WARD  (SETH)  bishop  of  Salis- 
bury, famous  chiefly  for  his  skill  in 
mathematics  and  astronomy,  born 
1617,  died  i  6Sq. 

WARD  (DR.  JOHN)  an  emi- 
nent critic  and  antiquary,  born  1679, 
died  17  58. 'His"  Lives  of  the  Pro- 
fessors of  Gresham  College"  is  a 
considerable  addition  to  the  history 
of  learning  in  our  country. 

WARD(SAMUEl.)vicarofCot- 
terstock-C'.im-Glapthorne  in  North- 
amptonshire, and  author  of  '  A 
Modern  System  of  Natural  History" 
in  t  2  small  vols.  a  work  of  consider- 
able merit,  died  i  7QO. 

WARE  (SIR  JAMES)  a  cele- 
brated antiquary  and  h:storian  of 
Ireland,  born  160  \,  died  1666. 

WARHAM  (WILLIAM)  arr.h- 
bishop  of  Canterbury,  and  lord 
chancellor  of  England,  under  Henry 
VII.  and  VIII.  died  1532. 

WARING  (Dr.  EDWARD)  an 
eminent  English  mathematician, 
born  1735.  died  Aug.  1.5,  1798. 

WARNER  (WILLIAM)  author 
of  an  historical  poem  in  i  3  books, 
entitled  "  Albion's  England," 
printed  with  sdditions  in  410.  1602, 
and  full  of  lively  digressions  and 
entertaining  episodes ;  though  he  is 
sometimes  harsh,  affected,  and  ob- 
scure, he  often  displays  a  most 
charming  and  pathetic  simplicity. 
He  died  suddenly  in  1609. 

WARNER   (DR.  FliRDlNAN- 
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DO)  an  English  divine,  theologi- 
cal, biographical,  historical,  and 
medical  writer,  born  1703,  died 
1768. 

WARTON  (THOMAS)  born 
1728,  died  1790,  very  highly  ce- 
lebrated as  a  biographer,  annotator, 
antiquary,  and  poet;  his  talents  in 
which  latter  capacity  gained  him 
the  post  of  laureat  of  England  in 
1785.  Of  his  works,  a  perfect  list 
will  be  found  in  the  European  Ma- 
gazine for  May  i7<;6,  pages  3i2t 
313;  but  hi*  r!t-f  d'a.we  was  a 
"  History  of  English  Poetry,"  which 
will  remain  an  immortal  ornament 
of  his  industry,  the  correctness  of 
his  judgment,  and  the  penetration 
of  his  understanding.  Mr.  Warton 
was  succeeded  in  the  laureateship 
by  Henry  James  Pye,  Esq.  a  de- 
scendant of  t '.r.-  ever-memorable  pa- 
triot John  Hampflen. 

WARWICK  (RICHARD  NE- 
VIL  EARL  OF)  a  famous  general 
and  statesman,  who  acquired  the 
title  of  the  King-maker,  from  the 
versatility  of  his  conduct,  and  the 
success  that  attended  it,  in  the 
civil  war  between  Henry  VI.  and 
Edward  IV.  in  which  he  for  some 
time  espoused  the  cause  of  Henry, 
land  then  went  over  to  Edward, 
whom  he  seated  on  the  throne.  He 
afterwards  revctlted  from  Edward, 
and  gave  him  battle;  took  him  pri-

— In  his  dying 
ii  orients  he  is  said  to  have  ^iven 
a  strong  testimony  of  his  affection 
t<>  his  art.  A  priest,  who  attended 
him,  offering  him  a  crucifix  to  kiss 
which  was  miserably  ill  painted, 
41  For  God's  sake,  father  (said  me 
dying  man),  remove  it  from  me  ; 
the  sight  of  It  shocks  me." 

WATTS  (DR.  ISAAC)  a  dissent- 
ing  divine,  philosopher,  poet,  and 
mathematician,  of  uncoimr.on  ge- 
nius and  celebrity,  born  1674,  died 
1748.  Perhaps  no  author  before 
him  ever  appeared  with  repuiation 
on  such  a  variety  of  subjefis  as  he 
has  done,  both  as  a  prose-writer 
and  a  pret ;  and  ther .  is  no  man  of 
whose  works  so  many  have  been 
dispersed,  both  at  home  and  abroad, 
and  translated  into  such  a  variety 
of  languages.  They  were  collccicd 
and  published  in  6  vols.  410.  175.3. 
"Few  books(says  Dr. Johnson)  have 
been  perused  by  me  with  greater 
p!easu:e  than  Watts's  "  Improve- 
ment of  the  Mind  ;"  a  work  in  the 
highest  degree  useful  and  pleasing; 
and  whoever  has  the  care  of  in- 
structing others  may  be  charged 
with  deficiency  in  his  duty  if  this 
book  is  not  recommended." 

WEBB  (PHILIP  CARTERET) 
a  very  distinguished  EngHsh  anti- 
quary and  law-writer,  born  1700, 
died  1770. 

WEBB  (DANIEL)  author  or 
some  mu;  h-esteemed  "  Disserta- 
tions on  Music,  Poetry,  and  Paint- 
ing," was  born  in  the  county  of 
Limerick,  and  died  Aug.  2,  1/98. 
WEDGWOOD  (JOSIAH)  F.  R. 
and  A.SS.  to  whose  indefatigable 
labours  England  is  indebted  for  the 
establishment  of  a  manufa6Vure  that 
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has  opened  a  new  scene  of  extensive 
commerce,  before  unknown  to  this 
or  any  other  country.     Jt  is  unne- 
cessary perhaps  to  say,  that  this  al- 
ludes to  the  pottery  of  Staffordshire, 
which,  by  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Wedg- 
wood, has  been  carried  to  a  degree 
of  peifetlion,  both   in   the  line  of 
utility  and   ornament,    that   leaves 
all  works,   ancient  or  modern,  far 
behind.      Mr.  W.  was  the  younger 
son  of  a  potter,  but  derived  little  or 
no  property  from  his  father,  whose 
possessions  consisted   chiefly    of    a 
small    entailed    estate,    which  de- 
scended to  the  eldest  son.      He  was 
r.he  maker  of  his  own  fortune  :  and 
his  country  has  been  benefited  in  a 
proportion    not    to     be    calculated. 
His  many  discoveries  of  new  species 
of  earthen-wares  and  porcelains,  his 
studied  forms  and  chaste  style  of  de- 
coration,   and    the    correctness   and 
judgment  wirh  which  all  his  works 
were  executed  under  his  own  eye, 
and  by  artists,  for  the  most  part,  of 
his  own  forming,  have  turned   ths 
current  in  this  branch  of  commerce  j 
for,  before  his  time,  England   im- 
ported the  finer  earthen-wares;  but 
lor    more    than    twenty-years  pastr 
she  has  exported   them   to  a  very 
great  annual  amount,  the  whole  of 
which  is  drawn  from  the  earth,  and 
from   the   industry    of    the   inhabi- 
tants;   while  the  national  taste  has 
been  improved,  and   its   reputation 
raised   in  foreign   countries.       His 
inventions   have    prodigiously    in- 
creased the  number  of  persons  em- 
ployed in  the  potteries,  and  in  the 
traffic  and  transport  of  their   mate- 
rials from  distant  parts  of  the  king- 
dom :    and   this  class  of  manufac- 
turers is  also   indebted   to  him  fer 
much  mechanical  contrivance  and 
arrangement  in    their  operations; 
his  private  manufactory  having  had, 
for  thirty  years  and   upwards,  all 
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the  efficacy  of  a  public  work  of  ex- 
periment. Neither  was  he  unknown 
in  the  walks  of  philosophy.  Hi< 
communications  to  the  Royal  So- 
ciety shew  a  mind  enlightened  by 
science,  and  contributed  to  procure 
him  the  esteem  of  scientific  men  at 
home  and  throughout  Europe.  His 
invention  of  a  thermometer  for 
measuring  the  higher  degrees  of 
heat  employed  in  the  various  arts, 
is  i>f  the  highest  importance  to  their 
promotion,  and  will  add  celebrity 
to  his  name.  At  an  early  period  of 
his  life,  seeing  the  impossibility  of 
extending  considerably  the  manu- 
faftoi  y  he  was  engaged  in  on  the 
spot  which  gave  him  birth,  without 
the  advantages  of  inland  navigation, 
he  was  the  proposer  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  Canal,  and  the  chief  a^crr 
in  obtaining  the  act  of  parliament 
for  making  it,  against  the  prejudices 
of  the  landed  interest.  Thi-  Grand 
Tiunk  Canal  is  90  miles  in  length. 
uniting  the  rivers  Trent  and  ;\U  r- 
sey  ;  and  branches  have  since  been 
made  from  it  to  the  Severn,  to  Ox- 
ford, and  to  many  other  parts.  Still 
farther  to  promote  the  interest  and 
benefit  of  his  neighbourhood,  Mr. 
\V.  planned,  and  carried  into  exe- 
cution, a  turnpike  road,  ten  miles 
in  length,  through  that  part  of  Staf- 
fordshire called  The  Pottery  ;  thus 
opening  another  source  of  traffic, 
if,  by  frost  or  other  impediment. 
the  carriage  by  water  should  be  in- 
tcirupted.  Having  acquired  a 
large  fortune,  his  purse  was  always 
open  to  the  calls  of  charity,  ar.d 
to  the  support  of  every  institution 
for  the  public  good  :  and  lie  will 
be  long  and  deeply  regretted  by  his 
country  as  the  able  and  zealous  sup- 
porter of  her  commerce,  and  the 
steady  patron  of  every  valuable  in- 
terest of  society.  He  was  born 
1731,  and  died  Jan.  3,  1795. 
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WELSTED  (LEONARD)  an 
English  poet,  dramatic  and  miscel- 
laneous writer,  died  1749. 

WELWOOD  (Dr.  THOMAS) 
published  "  Memoirs  of  England 
from  1588  to  1688,"  which  are 
extremely  well  written,  but  too 
much  tinctured  with  republican 
party-spirit.  He  died  at  Edin- 
burgh 1716, aged  64. 

WENTWORTH  (SIR  THO- 
MAS) earl  of  Stafford,  a  celebrated 
statesman  under  Charles  1.  born 
2.594i  beheaded  on  a  false  charge 
of  treason  May  12,  i6-}i.  After 
the  Restoration,  the  bill  of  attainder 
was  reversed,  as  a  stain  on  the  jus- 
tice of  the  nation. 

i:'E*LLY  (  SAMUtlJ  an  English 
divine  and  poet,  died  1735. 

ll'ESLEY  (SAMUEL)  son  of  the 
preceding,  and  a  poet  aUo,  died 

'739- 

\VESLEY  (JOHN)  brother  of 
the  foregoing,  a  very  celebrated 
leader  of  (he  sert  called  Methodists, 
born  at  Epworth  in  Lincolnshire 
1703.  Having  received  Iiis  edu- 
cation at  the  Chai  ter-houoe,  he  he- 
came  afterwards  fellow  of  Lincoln 
College,  Oxford.  Even  at  the  early 
age  of  twenty  six,  he  was  distin- 
guished by  his  piety.  By  leading; 
the  works  of  the  famous  William 
Law,  he,  his  brother  Charle?,  and 
a  few  young  friends,  entered  into 
that  strift  cour.-e  of  lite  which 
marks  their  sect  at  the  present  day. 
They  received  the  sacrament  every 
week  ;  observed  all  the  fasts  of  the 
church  j  visited  prisons  ;  rose  at 
four  o'clock,  and  partook  of  no 
amusement.  From  the  exaft  me- 
ihod  in  which  they  disposed  of  each 
hour,  they  acquired  the  nick-name 
of  Methodists,  and  are  the  only- 
people  v.'ho  take  to  themselves  a 
term  first  given  in  reproach.  He 
now  appealed  a?  a  zealous  reformer, 
Nn3 
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travelled  into  Georgia  to  con- 
vert the  Indians.  In  essentials  he 
differed  nothing  from  the  Church 
of  England  ;  his  peculiar  opinions 
•were,  ' justification  by  faith,  and 
Christian  perfe&ion  ;  and  those  doc- 
trines he  propagated  throughout 
England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland, 
in  all  which  kingdoms  he  establish- 
ed  numerous  congregations.  It  is 
computed  that  in  the  three  king- 
doms there  are  100,000  members 
of  this  society.  He  visited  them  al- 
ternately ;  travelled  8000  miles 
every  year ;  preached  three  or 
four  times  constantly  in  one  day  ; 
rose  at  four,  and  employed  all  his 
time  in  reading,  writing,  attending 
»he  sick,  and  arranging  the  various 
pans  of  this  numerous  body  of  peo- 
ple. Few  men  have  written  so  vo- 
luminously as  he;  divinity  devo- 
tional and  controversial,  history, 
philosophy,  medicine,  politics,  poe- 
try, &c.  &c.  were  all,  at  different 
times,  the  subjects  of  his  pen  ;  and, 
whatever  may  be  the  opinions  held 
of  his  divinity,  it  is  impossible  to 
deny  him  the  merit  of  having  done 
infinite  good  to  the  lower  class  of 
people.  Indeed,  the  great  point  in 
•which  his  name  and  mission  will 
fce  honoured  is  this  :  he  direfled  his 
bbourt  towards  those  who  had  no 
instruftor  :  to  the  highways  and 
hedges  ;  to  the  miners  in  Cornwall, 
and  the  colliers  in  Kingswood. 
These  unhappy  creatures  married 
and  buried  amongst  themselves,  and 
often  committed  murders  with  im- 
punity,before  the  Methodists  sprang 
»jp.  By  the  humane  and  a£Hve  en- 
deavours of  him  and  his  brother 
Charles,  a  sense  of  decency,  morals, 
and  religion,  was  introduced  into 
the  lowest  classes  of  mankind  ;  the 
ignorant  were  instrufled, the  wretch- 
ed relieved,  and  the  abandoned  re- 
clairccd.  This  great  and  good  snaii 
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died  March  2,    1791,  in   his  88sh 
year. 

WESLEY  (CHARLES)  brother 
of  the  preceding,  a  minister  also 
among  the  Methodists,  and  of  re- 
speftable  talents  as  a  scholar  and  a 
poet,  born  1708,  died  1788. 

WEST  (DR.  GILBERT)  a  pious 
and  learned  English  gentleman,  who 
wrote  "  Observations  on  the  Resur- 
recnon,"  and  suggested  to  the  cele- 
brated Lord  Lyttelton  such  con- 
vincing evidences  of  the  truth  of  the 
Xew  Testament,  as  produced  that 
noble  author's  fine  "  Dissertation 
on  St.  Paul."  Dr.  West  also  pro- 
duced several  poems  of  merit,  par- 
ticularly "  The  Institution  of  the 
Garter;"  but  is  still  better  known 
by  his  translation  of  "  Pindar,"  of 
which  Dr.  Johnson's  opinion  is, 
that  it  is  "  the  produa  of  great  la- 
bour  and  great  abilities."  He  con- 
eluded  a  pious  and  exemplary  life, 
March  26,  1  756. 

WEST  (THOMAS)  an  English 
antiquarian, and  author  of  a"  Guide 
to  the  Lakes  of  Westmorland,"  born 
17  15,  died  1779. 

WETSTEIN  (JOHN  JAMES)  a 
very  learned  divine  of  Germany, 
editor  of  a  New  Testament  in  Greek 
and  Latin,  with  various  readings 
and  commentaries,  born  1693,  died 
•754- 

\VH  A  LLEY(PETER)  an  English 
divine  and  eminent  critic  and  com- 
mentator on  Shakespeare  and  Ben 
Jomori  ;  and  editor  of  the  works  ef 
the  latter,  born  1722,  died  1791. 

WHARTON  (HENRY)  an 
English  divine  and  historian  of 
uncommon  abilities,  born  166-4, 
died  1694.  His  best  woiks  are, 
"The  History  of  the  Troubles  and 
Trials  of  Archbishop  Laud,"  and 
'  Hisuria  de  Episcopis  &  Decani* 
Londinensibus,  &c.  ad  annum 
MDXL." 
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WHARTON  (PHILIP  DUKE 
OF)  an  English  nobleman  of  most 
eccentric  character,  born  1699,  went 
to  France  and  engaged  in  the  Pre- 
tender's interest,  for  which  he  was 
attainted  of  high  treason,  but  died 
in  Spain  1731. 

WHEELER  (SIR  GEORGE)  an 
English  divine,  author  of  "  A 
Journey  into  Greece,"  "  An  Ac- 
count of  the  Churches  and  Places 
of  the  Primitive  Christians,"  and 
"  The  Protestant  Monastery,  or 
Christian  CEconomics,"  which  con- 
tains directions  for  the  religious 
•ondutt  of  a  family;  born  1650, 
died  «7^4« 

WHiCHCOT  (BENJAMIN)  an 
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Life  and  Writings,"  which  are  very 
curious. 

WtilTAKER  (WILLIAM)  a  po- 
lemic  divine  and  controversial 
writer  against  popery,  born  1548, 
died  1595.  Bishop  Hall  said  of 
him,  that  '*  Never  man  saw  him 
without  reverence,  or  heard  him 
without  wonder." 

WHITBY  (DANIEL)  an  English 
divine,  author  of  more  than  forty 
works,  full  of  good  sense  and 
learning;  but  the  most  considerable 
is  his  "  Paraphrase  and  Commen- 
tary on  the  New  Testament,"  in  2 
vols.  folio,  which  is  still  the  prin- 
cipal commentary  used  by  the  Eng- 
lish clergy.

His  relation  to  the 
public  was  such  throughout  ail  the 
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revolutions,  that  few  mysteries  of 
state  could  be  to  him  any  secret  ; 
nor  \vas  the  facility  of  his  pen  less 
considerable  than  his  knowledge  of 
affairs. 

WH1TG1FT  (JOHN)  archbishop 
of  Canterbury,  and  an  eminent 
writer  against  the  Puritans,  born 
1530,  died  1604. 

WICKLIFF  (JOHN)  professor 
of  divinity  in  the  university  of  Ox- 
ford, born  !324,  was  the  father  of 
the  Reformation  of  the  English 
church  from  popery,  being  the  first 
Viio  opposed  the  authority  of  the 
pope,  the  juriscliftion  of  the  bishops, 
and  the  temporalities  of  the  church. 
in  1377.  He  died  1384,  leaving 
many  books  behind  him  for  the 
establishment  of  his  dottrines. 

WICOUEFORT  (ABRAHAM 
DE)  a  Dutch  statesman  and  histo 
rian,  famous  for  his  embassies  anc 
his  writings, born  i  598,  died  i  682 
His  chief  works  are,  "  L'Histcirt 
des  Provinces-Unies  des  Fays-Bas, 
depuis  le  parfait  etablissement  de 
cet  Etat  par  la  Paix  de  Monster,' 
which  contains  i  174  pages  in  folio, 
and  "  L'Amb;is;adeur  8c  ses  Fonc- 
tions,"  2  vols.

WILD  (HENRY)  a  journeyman 
taylor,  who,  from  a  strong  desire 
of  knowledge,  and  love  of  study, 
became  a  prodigy  of  Latin,  Greek, 
Hebrew,  and  Arabic  learning.  He 
was  born  at  Norwich  about  1680, 
and  died  in  London  about  1733-

U'lLKES  (JOHN)  a  famous 
English  politician,  at  one  time  of 
his  life  the  idol  of  a  party  in  oppo- 
sition to  the  measures  of  the  crown, 
was  born  in  1726,  and  in  early  life 
made  colonel  of  the  Buckingham- 
hu-e  militia, and  M.  ?,  for  Ayles- 


derable  part  of  his  fortune,  his  cir- 
cumstances wei  e  much  embarrassed, 
and  he  became  the  vehement  op- 
posc-r  of  government  under  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  earl  of  .Bute,  in 
which  cause  he  was  joined  by  that 
distinguished  poetical  geniusCharles 
Churchill.  The  great  popularity 
he  acquired  by  this  opposition, 
caused  his  heavy  debts  to  be  liqui- 
dated ;  he  was  chosen  an  alderman 
and  chamberlain  of  London,  and 
elected  M.  P.  for  the  county  of 
Middlesex.  He,  however,  soo» 
after  withdrew  from  the  party 
whose  strenuous  champion  he  had 
been,  and,  adopting  wholesome 
ceconomy,  died  possessed  of  a 
handsome  fortune,  Dec.'i  797.  His 
knowledge  of  polite  literature  wjs 
extensive ;  his  taste  elegant ;  and 
his  exhaiutless  wit  caused  his  com- 
pany to  be  very  much  prized. 

ll'ILKIE  (I'/ILLl.-lM)  a  Scottish 
poet,  born  172  i,  died  i  772,  leav- 
ing a  well-written  poem  called 
"  The  Epigoniad,"  in  9  books,  ai;d 
a  volume  of  "  Fables." 

WII.KIXS  (JOHN)  bishop  of 
Chester,  a  most  ingenious  and 
learned  theologian,  critic,  and  ma- 
thematician, born  1614,  died  1672. 

The  Mathematical  and 
phical  Works"  of  this  author  were 
collcfted  and  published  1708,  all 
which  are  ingenious  and  learned, 
and  many  particularly  curious  and 
entertaining.

vices at  the  battles  of  Dettingen. 
Fontenoy,  and  Culloden,  and  died 
©8.  31,  1765. 

WILLIAMS(JOHN)  archbishop 
of  York,  and  lord  keeper  under 
James  I.  an  eminent  theological 
writer,  born  t  582,  died  i  650. 

WILLIAMS  (SIR  CHARLES 
MANRURYJ  an  English  minister 
plenipotentiary  at  the  court  of  Ber- 
lin, who  published  various"Poems," 
•which,  however,  are  rather  remark- 
able for  their  ease  and  vivacity, 
than  for  their  eiegance  or  moral: 
tendency.  He  died  1759. 

WILLIAMS  (ANNA)  a  poet 
and  miscellaneous  writer,  who  hav- 
ing lost  her  sight  by  a  catara.ri  was 
received  under  the  hospitable  roof 
of  Dr.  Johnson,  in  which  sanctuary 
she  died  1783,  aged  77.  A  vo- 
lume of  her  "  Miscellanies  in  Prose 
and  Verse"  was  published  in  the 
year  1766. 

WILLIAMS  (JOHN)  an  ingeni- 
ous mineralogist,  author  of  a  "  His- 
tory of  the  Mineral  Kingdom,"  two 
vols.  8vo.  the  result  of  more  than 
40  years  aftual  observation  in  Scot- 
land and  Wales,  and  of  an  essay  on 
"  Vitrified  Forts,"  1777,  8vo.  Died 
May  29,  1795. 

WILLIS  (DR.  BROWNE)  an 
English  antiquary, born  1682, made 
and  published  ''  A  Survey  of  the 
Cathedrals  of  England,"  and  wrote 
other  works,  and  died  1760. 

WILLOUGHBY  (FRANCIS)  a 
celebrated  English  natural  historian, 
born  1635,  died  1672. 

WILSON  (ARTHUR)  an  Eng- 
lish historian  and  dramatic  writer, 
born  1596,  died  1652.  He  com- 
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posed  some  comedies,  which  wers 
acled  at  Blackfriars  by  the  king's 
players,  and  a  "  Hhtory  of  the  Life 
and  Reiiin  of  King  James  I." 

WILSON  (DR.  THOMAS) 
bishop  of  Sotlor  and  Man,  an  excel. 
lent  prelate,  and  eminent  writer  in 
theology,  born  1663,  died  1755. 
His  works,  in  2  vols.  folio,  consist 
of  Religious  TraQs  and  Sermons, 
with  a  short  "  History  of  the  Isle  of 
Man." 

WILSON  (THOMAS)  D.D.  son 
of  the  foregoing  pious  bishop,  born 
1703,  was  rector  of  St.  Stephen's 
Waibrook  46  years,  anJ  published 
a  work,  in  410.  entitled,  "  The 
Ornaments  t>f  Churches  consider- 
ed," and  a  pamphlet,  entitled, 
Distilled  Liquors  the  Bane  of  the 
Nation, "and  died  1784.  His  warm 
patronage  of  the  celebrated  female 
historian  Macaulay,to  whom,  while 
living,  he  erected  a  statue  in  his 
church,  is  well  known. 

WILSON  (BENJAMIN)  F.R.S. 
an  eminent  English  painter,  and 
writer  on  subjeRs  of  natural  philo- 
sophy, died  i  788. 

WING  (VINCENT)  a  famous 
astronomer  and  astrologer,  who 
published  "  The  Celestial  Harmony 
of  the  Visible  World,"  1651  j 
"  Astronomica  Britannica,"  and 
several  other  works;  and  died 
Sept.  20,  1668.  An  almanack 
continues  still  to  be  sold  with  his 
name  prefixed  as  the  authoi,  and 
is  at  least  in  as  much  request  a$ 
any  ether  that  is  published. 

WINKELMAN(ABBE  JOHN) 
an  eminent  German  writer  on  sub- 
jefts  of  taste  and  art,  born  1718, 
assassinated  1768.  His  chief  works 
are,  a  "  History  of  Art,"  and  "  Mo- 
niunenti  Inediti." 

WINTRINGHAM  (SIR  CLIF- 
TON) bait,  and  M.D.  an  eminent 
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English  physician  and  medical  wri- 
ter, born  1710,  died  Jan.  179-4, 
leaving  several  valuable  works. 

W1NWOOD  (SIR  RALPH)  se- 
cretary of  state  in  the  reign  of 
Jamfc  1.  author  of  "  Memorials  of 
Affairs  of  SMte  in  the  reigns ofquecn 
Elizabeth  and  king  James  I."  tiiree 
volumes  folio,  born  1565,  died 
1617. 

\VIRLEY  (WILLIAM)  an  Eng- 
Jiih  antiquarian  and  heraldic  writer, 
died  16:8. 

WISE  (FRANCIS)  an  eminent 
English  antiquary, born  1695,  died 
1767. 

WISSING (WILLIAM) an  excel- 
lent Dutch  portrait  painter,  born 
1656,  died  1687. 

WITHERS ( GEORGE J  a  pastoral 
poet,  v.'ho  published  many  produc- 
tions, and  w  >s  generally  in  a  state 
of  rivalry  and  opposition  with  Tay- 
lor the  water-poet.  He  was  born 
in  1,588,  was  one  of  Cromwell's 
most  violent  partizans,  and  died  in 
1677. 

\VITSIUS  (HERMAN)  a  very 
learned  and  eminent  Dutch  divine, 
born  1606,  died  1708,  having  pub- 
lished several  important  works,  of 
\vhich  one  of  the  principal  is 
"  vEgyptiara  ;"  in  which  he  com- 
pares the  religious  rites  and  cere- 
monies of  the  Jews  and  Egyptians. 
He  wrote  aUo  "  The  Oeconomy  of 
the  Covenants  between  God  and 
ftian,"  on  which  see  a  most  elegant 
eulogy  in  Hervey's  Theron  and  As- 
pasio,  vol.  2.  p.  366. 

WOFFL\GTON(  MARGARET) 
an  eminent  English  aflress,  celebra- 
ted for  beauty  of  countenance  and 
elegance  of  form,  as  well  as  good 
sense  and  general  merit  in  her  pro- 
fession, born  1718,  died  l  760. 

WOIDE  (DR.  CHARLES  GOD- 
FREY) one  of  the  librarians  of  the 
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British  museum,  a  most  Icarwl 
grammarian  and  lexicographer  of 
the  Egyptian  language,  and  editor 
of  the  famous  Alexandrian  New 
Testament.  He  was  chaplain  of  the 
Dutch  chapel  in  the  Savoy,  and  died 
1790,  leaving  behind  him  a  cha- 
rter unblemished  as  a  man,  un- 
rivalled as  a  scholar. 

WOLFF.  (MAJOR  GENERAL 
JAMES)a  renowned  English  officer, 
who  signalized  himself  by  his  va- 
lour and  military  skill  upon  many 
occasions,  and  at  length  fell  a  vic- 
tim to  a  most  dangerous,  but  glori» 
ous  and  successful  enterprise,  the 
conquest  of  Quebec  in  1759,  aged 
34,  being  slain  at  the  decisive 
moment  which  assured  victory  to 
his  troops.  Ronzed  from  fainting 
in  the  last  agonies  by  the  sound  of, 
"  They  run  \"  he  eagerly  asked, 
who  ran?  and  being  told,  the 
French,  and  that  they  were  defeated, 
he  said,  "  Then  I  thank  God,  I  die 
contented  ;"  and  almost  instantly 
expired.  He  was  brought  to  Eng- 
land, and  interred  with  all  militaiy 
honours  in  Westminster  Abbey, 
where  a  magnificent  menument  is 
creeled  over  him. 

WOLF  (CHRISTIAN)  an  emi- 
nent German  lawyer,  ptiilo?opher, 
and  political  writer,  bom  1679, 
died  1754- 

WOLLASTON  (WILLIAM)  an 
English  gentleman  distinguished  as 
a  writer  by  a  treatise  entitled, 
"  The  Religion  of  Nature  Deline- 
ated:" a  work  for  which  so  great  a 
demand  was  made,  that  more  than 
10,000  were  sold  in  a  very  few 
years:  it  is,  however,  a  system  of 
theism,  yet  one  of  the  best  written 
books  in  the  English  language.  He 
was  born  1650,  and  died  1724. 

WOLSEY(THOMAS)  prime  mi- 
nister  of  Henry  Vili.  who,  froca 
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letng  the  son  of  a  butcher  at  Ips- 
\vich,  rose  to  be  archbishop  of  York, 
chancellor  of  England,  cardinal 
priest  of  St.  Cicily,  and  legate  a 
iutere,  was  born  I47>-  Having 
gained  an  entire  ascendancy  o\er 
the  kinjr,  he  drew  him  at  length 
into  such  measures  abroad,  that  the 
balance  of  Europe  was  destroyed, 
and  his  majesty  perpetually  made  a 
bubble,  the  cardinal's  avarice  being 
fed, 'and  his  ambition  flattered,  by 
the  emperor,  the  court  of  France, 
and  that  of  Rome,  in  their  turns. 
In  the  charafter  of  a  churchman,  he 
was  undoubtedly  the  disgrace  of  his 
profession  ;  being  lewd  and  vicious 
himself,  serving  the  king  in  all  his 
secret  pleasu-res,  and  most  extrava- 
gantly proud  and  ostentatious  :  to 
support  which,  his  ambition  and 
covetousness  were  proportionable. 
He  aspired  to  the  popedom  upon 
the  deaths  of  Len  X.  and  Adrian  VI. 
but  without  success.  At  last  he  fell 
under  the  king's  displeasure.  His 
too  great  obsequiousness  to  the  see 
of  Rome  in  the  process  relating  to 
the  king's  divorce  from  queen  Ca- 
tharine,  and  some  inferior  acci- 
dents, concurred  to  destroy  his  in- 
terest with  his  majesty  ;  the  great 
seal  was  demanded  of  him,  his 
goods  all  seized  to  the  king's  use, 
and  himself  arrested  for  high  trea- 
son, and  committed  to  the  custody 
of  the  lieutenant  of  the  Tower,  who 
had  orders  to  bring  him  to  London. 
This  disgrace  affefled  his  mind  to 
such  a  degree,  that  he  fell  sick  at 
Sheffield,  in  the  earl  of  Shrewsbury's 
house ;  whence,  by  slow  degrees, 
he  proceeded  as  far  as  Leicester, 
where  he  is  said  to  have  taken  poi- 
son, in  order  to  put  an  end  to  his 
miserable  life.  In  his  last  agony  he 
regretted  that  he  had  not  served 
C,od  w  ith  the  same  fidelity  that  he  had 
always  shewn,  toward  his  royal  mas- 
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trr.  He  died,  Nov.  eg,  1530,  and 
was  interred  in  the  abbey  of  Lei- 
cester.—Wolsey  was  the  greatest 
instancethatmany  ages  had  produced 
of  the  variety  and  inconstancy  o£ 
human  things,  both  in  his  rise  and 
fall. '  By  his  temper  in  both  it  ap- 
pears, that  he  was  unworthy  of  his 
greatness,  and  deserved  what  he 
suffered;  yet  it  must  be  acknow- 
ledged, that  his  schemes  for  the 
promotion  of  learning  were  noble 
and  well  laid,  as  appears  from  the 
seven  lefrures  which  he  founded  at 
Oxford,  from  his  college  there, 
now  Chtist.church,  and  his  school 
at  Ipswich.  He  was  the  patron 
of  learned  men,  a  judge  and  mu- 
nificent encourager  of  the  $o\\te 
arts  ;  and  many  remains  of  his 
magnificent  ideas  in  architeaure 
still  exist. 

U'OLSTONECRAFT.  See  GOD- 
WIN. 

WOOD  (ANTHONY)  an  emi- 
nent English  antiquary  and  biogra- 
pher, born  at  Oxford  1632,  died 
1695,  leaving  the  following  most 
valuable  works:  "  Historia  &  An- 
tiquitatesUniversitatisOxoniensis," 
and  "  Athens  Oxoniensis.  An 
exaft  History  of  all  the  Writers  and 
Bishops  who  have  had  their  Educa- 
tion in  the  most  ancient  and  famous 
University  of  Oxford,  from  A.  D. 
1500,  to  1695.  To  which  are 
added,  the  Fasti,  or  Annals,  of  the 
said  University."  As  a  collector, 
Mr.  Wood  deserves  highly  of  poste- 
rity :  but  his  narrowness  of  mind 
and  furious  prejudices  are  unpar- 
donable, and  we  want  correftness 
both  of  judgment  and  style  iii  his 
works. 

WOOD  (ROBERT)  under  secre- 
tary of  state  in  1764,  and  author 
of  a  very  curious  "  Essay  on  the 
Original  Genius  of  Homer,"  died 
1771. 
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WOODWARD  (JOHN)  an  Eng- 
lish natural  philosopher  and  physi- 
cian, born  1665,  died  1726.  His 
chief  v.-orks  arc,  "  Fossils  of  all 
Kinds  digested  into  a  Method  stiit- 
a'ole  to  tkeir  mutual  Relation  and 
Affinity,"  and  an  "  Essay  towards 
the  Natural  History  of  the  Earth." 

WOODWARD  (HENRY)  a  very 
celebrated  comedian,  born  1717, 
died  1777,  having  compiled  a  farce 
called  "Mai  plot  inLisbon  ;""Man's 
the  Master,"  a  comedy  ;  a  prelude, 
-interlude,  pastoral,  and  numerous 
•pantomimical  entertainments. 

WGOLLETT(WILLIAM)a  most 
eminent  English  historical  and  land- 
scape engraver,  deservedly  esteemed 
the  first  in  his  profession,  born 
1735,  died  1785.  His  plate  of  the 
"  Death  of  General  Wolfe"  is  a 
chef-d'autre  of  the  graphic  art,  and 
gave  rise  to  the  following  lines  by 
an  ingenious  young  man,  whose 
friendship  the  Compiler  of  this 
Work  values,  and  whose  talents  he 
admires: 

"  Long  as  the  Arts  shall  flourish  in  oar 

land, 
"  Or  Science  o'er  it  wave  her  magic 


*l  Each  heart  that  Virtue  warms  shall

WCOTON  CJOHNJ  a  famous 
painter  of  landscapes,  horses,  and 
dogs,  for  the  latter  of  which  he  was 
often  paid  40  guineas,  and  20 
vhen  smaller  than  life.  Ke  died 
1765. 

VVORMIUS  (GLAUS)  a 'learned 
physician  and  medical  writer  of  Den- 
iiiatjc,  horn  iiS8,disd 
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WORSDALE  (JAMES)  a  painter 
and  dramatic  writer,  died  1767.  He 
was  author  of  several  small  pieces, 
songs,  Sac.  and  of  five  dramatic  per* 
formances. 

IVOR  TR1NGTON  (WILLIAM) 
an  English  divine  and  theological 
writer,  born  1703,  died  1778. 

WOTTON  (SIR  HENRY)  an 
eminent  English  statesman  and  poet, 
born  1568,  died  1639.  After  his 
death  were  published,  "  Reliquiae 
\VottonianE  :  or,  a  Collection  of 
Lives,  Letters,  Poems,  with  cha- 
rafters  of  sundry  personages,  and 
other  incomparable  pieces  of  lan- 
guage and  art.  By  the  carious  pen- 
cil of  the  ever-memorable  Sir  Henry 
Wotton,"  16,51. 

WOTTON  (WILLIAM)  an  Eng- 
lish divine,  critic,  historian,  and 
miscellaneous  writer  of  great  learn- 
ing,  born  1666,  died  1726.  His 
chief  works  are,  "  Reflections  upon 
Ancient  and  Modern  Learning," 
and  "  The  History  of  Rome 
from  the  death  of  Antoninus  Pius 
to  the  death  of  Severus  Alex- 
ander." 

WOTY(WILLIAM)a  very  inge- 
nious English  poet,  born  i  731.  His 
principal  poems  are  printed  in  two 
vols.  8vo.  Among  the  best  of  his 
productions  the  song  of  "  My 
temples  with  clusters  of  grapes  I'll 
entwine,"  &c.  is  to  be  classed, 
the  merit  of  which  is  universally 
known.  Mr.  W.  was  a  true  ton 
vivant;  but  by  a  too  great  indulg- 
ence of  his  passion  for  conviviality 
and  society  he  unfortunately  in- 
jured his  constitution,  and  died 


WOUVERMANS  (PHILIP)  an 
excellent  Dutch  landscape  painter, 
born  i6?o,  died  1668. 

W.RAY  (DANIEL)  a  learned 
English  antiquary,  born  ijoi^dkd 
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a  most  illustrious  English  architect 
and  mathematician, born  163  2,  died 
1723.  The  conflagration  of  the  city 
of  London  gave  him  many  opportu- 
nities of  employing  his  genius j  for 
the  cathedral  of  St.  Paul,  the  pa- 
rochial churches,  and  other  public 
strudures,  which  had  been  destroy, 
ed  by  that  dreadful  calamity,  were 
rebuilt  from  his  designs,  and  under 
his  direction.  Among  the  many 
public  buildings  ereEled  by  him  in 
the  city  of  London,  the  church  of 
St.  Stephen  in  Walbrook,  that  oi 
St.  Mary-le-Bow,  the  Monument, 
and  the  cathedral  of  St.  Paul,  have 
more  especially  drawn  the  attention 
of  foreign  connoisseurs;  the  former 
of  these  is'famous  all  over  Europe, 
and  is  justly  reputed  the  master- 
piece of  Sir  Christopher. 

WRIGHT  (  }OSEPH)  a  very  dis- 
tinguished painter  of  Derby,  born 
3734,  died  September  1797.  He 
•was  particularly  famous  for  pro- 
ducing extraordinary  effefts  of 
light,  and  had  been  a  pupil  of  Hud- 
son, who,  though  not  eminent  him- 
self, had  the  honour  to  train  up 
in  the  art,  three  of  the  most  cele- 
brated painters  of  the  age  ;  viz.  Sir 
Joshua  Reynolds,  Mr.  Wright,  and 
Mr.  Mortimer. 

WYATT  (SIR  THOMAS)  was 
one  of  the  most  learned  and  ac- 
complished persons  of  his  time, 
and  much  in  favour  with  Henry 
VIII.  who  employed  him  on  seve- 
ral embassies.  Some  of  his  poeti- 
cal pieces  were  printed  in  410. 
1565  with  the  works  of  the  earl 
of  Surrey.  He  was  the  first  of  his* 
countrymen  who  translated  the 
whole  book  of  Psalms  into  verse  ; 
and  died  in  »5i>,  at  the  age  of 

38. 

WYCHERLEY  (WILLIAM)  an 

eminent  English  comic    poet,  born 
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1640,  died  17  15.  Beside  four  come- 
dies,"Love  in  a  Wood, or  St.  James's 
Park,"  "  The  Gentleman-Dancing- 
Master,"  "  The  Plain  Dealer,"  and 
"  The  Country  Wife," he  published 
a  folio  volume  of  poems. 

WYK.EHAM  (WILLIAM  OF) 
born  at  Wykeham,  Hampshire, 
1324,  was  bishop  of  Winchester 
in  the  reigns  of  Edward  III.  Ri- 
chard II.  and  Henry  IV.  and  secre- 
tary of  state  to  the  first  of  these 
monarchs.  He  was  likewise  an  emi- 
nent archite£t.  founder  of  St.  Mary 
of  Winchester's  college  at  Oxford, 
since  called  New  College,  and  of  a 
noble  school  at  Winchester,  and  died 
1404. 

WYNTOWN  (ANDREW)  a 
Scottish  writer  of  the  14th  cen- 
tury, who  published  a  "  Chronicle 
of  Scotland"  in  rhyme,  which  is 
a  mixture  of  truth,  tradition,  and 
fable. 

XENOC RATES,  a  celebrated 
Greek  philosopher, disciple  of  Plato, 
born  396,  died  314  B.C. 

XENOPHON,  an  illustrious  Athe. 
nian  philosopher,  soldier,  and  his- 
torian, born  in  the  Sad,  and  died 
in  the  lo^th  Olympiad,  leaving  be- 
hind him  many  excellent  works,  of 
which  a  fine  collcfiion  is  happily 
come  down  to  us.  The  principal  ef 
these  are,  the  "  Cyropsedia,"  or  the 
life,  discipline,  and  actions,  of  the 
Elder  Cyrus ;  seven  books  of  the 
"  Expedition  of  the  Younger  Cyrus 
into  Persia,  and  of  the  retreat  of  the 
ten  thousand  Greeks  under  him- 
self:" seven  books  of  the  "  Gre- 
cian History  ;"  four  books  of  the 
"  Memorabilia"  of  Socrates,  with 
the  "  Apologia  Socrates,"  and  the 
"  Hellenica,"  or  seven  books  of 
Grecian  history,  being  a  continua- 
tion of  Thucydides  to  48  years 
farther.

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XENGPHON,  usually  mentioned 
with  the  epithet  Ephcsius,  from  the 
flace  of  his  birth,  to  distinguish  him 
ffom  the  above  Xenophon  Socrati- 
cus,  is  the  author  of  a  romance  in 
five  books  •'  Of  the  Loves  of  Abro- 
conms  and  Anthia,"  which  are  en- 
titled "  Ephesiaca."  He  flourished 
about  250  B.  C. 

XERXES  I.  king  of  Persia,  me- 
inorabk  for  the  vast  army  with 
which  he  entered  Greece,  amounting 
*°  5*283,220  souls,  exclusiveof  wo- 
men, eunuchs,  and  other  attend- 
ants. This  multitude  was  stopped  at 
Thermopylae  by  the  valour  of  300 
Spartans  under  king  Leonidas.  Xer- 
xes was  murdered  in  his  bed  by 
-Ambanus  the  captain  of  his  guard, 
in  the  zist  year  of  his  reign,  about 
4&4  B.C. 

X1MENES  (FRANCIS)  cardinal 
archbishop  of  Toledo,  eminent  as  a 
.statesman,  warrior,  and  patron  of 
learning,  was  at  the  head  of  the 
Spanish  government  many  years, 
snd  administered  affairs  with  exem- 
plary abilities  and  integrity,  born 
J-437,  died  1517. 

XYLANDER  (GULIELMUS)  a 
German  translator  of  Greek  au- 
thors, the  chief  of  which  are,  Dion 
Cassius,  Marcus  Antoninus,  Plu- 
tarch, and  Strabo,  born  1532,  died 


XYPHILIN  (JOHN)  a  patriarch 
fcf  Constantinople,  and  abridger  of 
Dion  Cassius,  died  1075. 

YALDEN  (THOMAS)  an  Eng- 
lish divine  and  poet,  born  1671, 
died  1736. 

YOliKE  (PHILIP  EARL  OF 
HARDWICKE)  lord  high  chancel- 
lor  of  England,  and  one  of  the 
ablest  and  most  upright  lawyers  of 
the  age,  bom  1690,  died  1764. 
£o  equitable  were  his  decrees,  that 
in  the  course  of  twenty  years  thut 
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he  held  the  seals,  few  appeals  we» 
made  from  them,  and  scarcely, any 
of  them  were  reversed. 

YGRKE  (CHARLES)  son  of  the 
preceding,  born  1722,  was  made 
lord  high  chancellor  in  the  room 
of  lord  Camden,  Jan.  17,  1770, 
and  on  the  2Oth  following  died 
suddenly,  while  a  patent  of  peerage 
was  making  out  for  him  by  the 
title  of  baron  Morden.  That  he 
was  at  once  an,  ekgant  and  pro- 
found scholar,  is  evident  by  tn« 
few  "  Poems"  which  he  has  left, 
and  the  part  he  bore  in  those  clas- 
sical productions  the  "  Athenian 
Letters/'published  in  1798.  2  vols. 
4to. 

YOUNG  (EDWARD)  an  Eng- 
lish poet  and  divine,  born  at  Up. 
ham,  near  Winchester,  1681,  died 
1765.  His  chief  works  are  three 
Tragedies,  "A  Paraphrase  on  past 
of  the  Book  of  Job,"  moral  "  Sa- 
tires," under  the  title  of  "  The  Uni- 
versal Passion,"  and  "  The  Night 
Thoughts,"  a  work  by  which  his 
name  will  be  immortalized.  He 
was  the  author  of  many  other  things 
in  prose  and  verse;  particularly 
in  prose,  "  The  Centaur  not  Fa- 
bulous, in  Si-x  Letters  to  a  Friend 
on  the  Life  in  Vogue." 

ZACUTUS  (LUS1TANUS)  an 
eminent  Portuguese  physician  and 
medical  writer,  born  1575,  died 
164  i. 

ZENO,  a  Stoic  philosopher,  of 
Citiuin  in  the  isle  of  Cyprus, 
founder  of  the  sett  which  took  th« 
name  of  Stoic  from  a  portico  so 
called  whence  he  delivered  his  ha» 
rangues,  died  624. 

ZENOiilA,  queen  of  Palmyra, 
and,  by  her  valour,  empress  of  the 
East,  in  opposition  to  three  suc- 
cessive Roman  emperors,  Galienus, 
Claudius,  and  Aurelian, but  subdued 
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at  length  by  the  last  after  an  ob- 
stinate defence  of  her  capital.  Au- 
relian  obliged  her  to  grace  his  tri- 
umphal entry  into  Rome,  but  he  af- 
terwards permitted  her  to  end  her 
days  in  retirement,  at  an  elegant 
villa  near  that  city,  where  she  died 
about  280. 

ZEUXLS,  of  Heraclea,a  very  fa- 
mous painter,  who  flourished  about 
400  years  before    Christ,   or  about 
the  95th  Olympiad.     Many  curious 
particulars    are    recorded   of    this 
painter.     His  dispute  with  Parrha- 
sius  for  the  prize  in  painting,   and 
how  he  lost  it,    is  related  by  Pliny 
in  the   following    manner:   Zeuxis 
had  painted    some    grapes    so  very 
naturally,  that  the    birds   used    to 
come  and  peck  them;   and  Parrha- 
sius    painted  a  curtain  so    artfully, 
that  Zeuxis,  mistaking  it  for  a  real 
curtain  which  hid  his  rival's  work, 
ordered  it  to  be  drawn  aside,  that 
he  might  see  Parrhasius'  painting: 
but  finding    his   mistake,    he    con- 
fessed himself  vanquished  ;  since  he 
had     only     imposed     upon     birds, 
whereas  Parrhasius  had  misled  even 
those  who  were  masters  of  the  art. 
Another  time,  he    painted    a   boy 
loaded  with  grapes,  when  the  birds 
flew  again  to  this  picture,  at  which 
he    was  vexed  ;  and   frankly    con- 
fessed,  that  it  was   not  sufficiently 
finished  ;  since,  had  he  painted  the 
boy  as  perfectly  as  the    grapes,  the 
birds  would  have  been  afraid  of  him. 
One  of  Xeuxis's  finest- pieces  was  a 
Hercules  strangling  some  dragons  in 
his  cradle   in   the  presence    of   his 
frighted  mother  :    but   be  himself 
esteemed    chiefly    his    Athkta    or 
Champion,  under  which  he  made  a 
verse  that  became  afterward  famous, 
viz.  "  that   it  would   be   easier    to 
envy    than   imitate   that     picture.'' 
We  are  told  true  Xeuxis,  having 
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painted  an  old  woman,  laughed  10- 
heartily  at  the  sight  of  his  picture, 
that  he  died.  This  circumstance  is 
related  by  Verrius  Flaccus, under  the 
word  Pictor,  but  is  probably  fabu- 
lous. 

ZIMMERMANN-  (DR.  JOHN 
GEORGE)  a  knight  of  the  order  of 
St.  \Vlademir,and  first  physician  to 
his  Britannic  Majesty  for  Hanover, 
but  more  eminent  as  a  philosopher. 
His  excellent  "  Treatise  on  Expe- 
rience," his  "  Essay  on  National 
Pride,"  his  elaborate  dissertation  on 
"  Solitude,"  his  account  of  his 
"  Conversations  with  Frederic  the 
Great,  King  of  Prussia,"  and  other 
valuable  publications,  have  been 
translated  into  English,  and  are  de- 
servedly in  high  esteem.  Dr.Zim- 
mermann  'was  born  1728,  and  died 
at  Hanover  Oct.  7,  «79o- 

Z1NZENDORF  (COUNT)  a  Ger. 
man,  chief  of  the  seel  of  Hern' 
huters,  which  he  introduced  into 
England  by  the  title  of  Moravians, 
where  several  congregations  of  them 
still  remain.  He  died  at  London 
1760,  in  his  70th  year. 

ZISCA  (JOHN)  a  famous  Bohe- 
mian patriot,  who  defended  his 
country  against  the  emperor  Sigis- 
mund,  and  performed  prodigies  of 
valour  after  he  had  lost  both  his  eyes. 
He  headed  the  sctl  of  the  Hussites 
after  the  death  of  John  Huss,  and 

died  1.424. 

ZOILUS,  a  Greek  rhetorician  and 
critic,  flourished  259  B,  C. 

ZONARAS(JOHN)  a  Greekhis- 
torian  who  wrote  (t  Annals  fro;n 
the  beginning  of  the  World  down 
to  the  year  1118,"  about  which 
time  he  died. 

ZOROASTER,  or  Zerdusht,  a 
celebrated  Prussian  philosopher,  tlie 
reputed  founder,  but  more  truly 
reformer,  of  the  M-igitn  religion, 
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lived  under  the  reign  of  Darius 
Hystaspes.  He  is  said  to  have 
piedicted  the  coming  of  the  Messiah 
in  plain  and  expiess  words;  and 
that  the  wise  men  out  of  the  East, 
who  came  to  worship  our  Saviour 
on  account  <ff  his  star,  were  his 
disciples. 

ZOSIMUS,  an  ancient  Greek 
historian  of  the  Roman  empire 
from  Augustus  to  the  beginning 
of  the  ^th  century,  flourished  about 
410. 

ZOUCH  (RICHARD}  a  learned 
civilian  of  Wiltshire,  who  pub- 
lished many  esteemed  works,  and 
died  1660. 

ZOUST  (GERARD)  a  German 
celebrated  for  his  accuracy  in  por- 
trait-painting, died  1681. 

ZUCCHERO  (TADDEO)anlta. 
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Han  historical  and  portrait  painter, 
born  1529,  died  1566. 

ZUCCHERO  (FREDERICO) 
an  eminent  painter  and  brother 
of  Taddeo,  born  1543,  died 
1609. 

ZUINGLIUS  (ULRICUS)  anable 
and  zealous  reformer  of  the  church, 
who  laid  the  foundation  of  a  divi- 
sion from  Rome  in  Switzerland,  at 
the  same  time  that  Luther  did  the 
like  in  Saxony,  was  born  in  Swit- 
zerland 1487,  and  killed  in  a  skir- 
mish against  his  popish  opponent 


ZWINGER  (THEODORE}  an 
eminent  physician  born  at  Basle 
i  534,  published  an  eucrmous  com- 
pilation entitled,  "  Lc  Theatre  de 
la  Vie  Humaine,"  in  8  vols.  folio, 
and  died  3588, 
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
